To  the  H(morahle  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Railroad  Law,  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  submits  its  eighteenth  annual  report. 

General  Situation. 

The  gross  earnings  from  operation  of  the  steam  surface  railroad 
companies  reporting  to  this  State,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1900,  are  f27,060,05G.38  more  than  the  earnings  of  practically  the 
same  companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899.  The  last- 
named  year  was  an  unusually  prosperous  one  for  these  companies. 
That  their  gross  earnings  this  year  are  so  much  in  excess  of  their 
gross  earnings  last  j'^ear  shows  that  a  condition  of  prosperity  ex- 
isted during  the  year  which,  while  generally  recognized,  is  not 
brought  home  with  its  greatest  force  except  by  results  shown  in 
figures.  Prosperous  conditions  on  the  railroads  of  the  State 
ordinarily  reflect  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  residents  of  the 
State,  Under  the  succeeding  title  may  be  found  an  analysis  of 
compdlations  of  figures  taken  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  com- 
panies. It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  net  earnings  from 
operation  have  also  largely  increased. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1891  (considered  a  prosperous 
period*),  the  gross  earnings  from  operation  of  steam  railroad^s  re- 
porting to  this  State  were,  in  round  numbers,  $169,000,000.  The 
gross  earnings  of  practically  the  same  railroads  (the  only  large 
earnings  included  in  1900  which  were  not  included  in  1891  being 
those  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company),  for  the  year  end- 
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ing  June  30, 1900,  were,  in  round  numbers^  |247,000,000.  Thus  it 
will  be  seen  that  in  1900  the  gross  earnings  were,  in  round  num- 
bers, 178,000,000  more  than  in  1891. 

The  returns  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1900,  show  that  the  gross  earnings  of  the 
steam  railroad  companies  of  the  country  were,  approximately, 
1167,000,000  more  than  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899.  The 
gain  during  the  same  period'  by  companies  reporting  to  this  State 
was  nearly  one-sixth  of  this  amount.  Last  year  it  was,  approxi- 
mately, one-tenth  of  the  total  gain  in  the  country. 

From  these  results  as  well  as  from  the  appearance  of  the  general 
business  conditions  of  the  country^  it  may  well  be  hoped  that  a 
new  plane  of  advancement  has  been  established  and  that  whatever 
adversity  may  come  in  the  future  will  be  comparable  as  to  sever- 
ity with  these  conditions,  rather  than  with  less  prosperous  con- 
ditions of  the  past. 

There  have  been  many  rumors  during  the  year  of  rate  cutting 
in  both  passenger  and  freight  business,  and  several  meetings  of 
railroad  officers  on  the  subject  resulted  in  reports  of  its  cessation. 
The  rumors  usually  referred  to  interstate  business.  It  is  to  be 
remarked  that,  notwithstanding  these  rumors,  net  earnings  from 
operation  increased  over  ten  millions  of  dollars. 

That  the  increased  earnings  are  not  alone  due  to  increased 
business,  but  are  also  due  to  higher  freight  rates  charged  by  the 
companies,  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  the  average  freight  earn- 
ings per  ton  per  mile,  shown  under  the  next  title.  This  increase 
shows  that  prosperity  has  enabled  the  companies  to  obtain  bene- 
fits from  increased  rates  as  well  as  from  increased  business. 
Whether  in  less  prosperous  times  these  increased  rates  can,  will 
or  should  be  obtained,  is  a  matter  for  the  future.  There  seems  to 
have  been  but  little  active  opposition  to  the  increase  of  rates  on 
Stat6  business.  This  Board  has  received  but  one  complaint  that 
may  be  attributed  to  this  cause,  that  being  from  shippers  of  hay 
in  the  vicinity  of  Watertown,  mostly  involving  a  question  of 
interstate  commerce.  The  result  was  a  reduction,  on  interstate 
OS  well  as  State  business,  which  reduction  complainants'  attorneys 
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notified  the  Board  was  satisfactory.  CJomplainte  were,  however, 
majde  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  from  different 
sections  of  the  country. 

The  average  earnings  per  passenger  per  mile  remained  the 
same  as  last  year,  viz.:  2.17  cents. 

The  tendency  toward  consolidation  of  interests  in  railroad  prop- 
erties continues.  This  tendency,  extending  as  it  does  over  the 
country,  may  render  of  little  importance  the  legalization  by  Con- 
gress of  "  pooling."  How  the  interests  of  the  public  may  ulti- 
mately be  affected  is  conjectural,  but,  so  far  as  this  State  is  con- 
cerned, this  Board  has  power  to  enforce  recommendations 
through  the  courts,  and  always  investigates  complaints  when 
made.  It  is  notable,  however,  that  for  several  years  past  com- 
plaints as  to  freight  rates  have  been  comparatively  infrequent,  and 
usually  have  involved  very  small  matters.  The  complaint  of  hay 
dealers  of  Jefferson  county,  just  referred  to,  is  the  most  important 
complaint  received  during  the  year  by  the  Board.  If  time  shall 
show  that  more  peremptory  legislation  on  the  subject  of  rates  is 
necessary  or  desirable,  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  public  in  its 
relations  with  railroad  companies,  it  will  be  a  question  for  the 
Legislature.  There  is  in  existence  an  organization  of  railroads, 
the  object  of  which,  it  is  said,  is  to  control  and  allot  to  its  mem- 
bers the  grain  transported  from  Buffalo  to  New  York  city.  This 
Board  has  received  no  official  information  as  to  this  organization. 

Out  of  this  prosperity  has  not  grown  as  yet  the  projection  of 
many  new  steam  railroad  enterprises  in  the  State,  and  it  would 
seem  that  for  some  time,  at  least,  there  will  be  perhaps  but  little 
new  steam  railroad  building  in  the  State,  except  of  connecting 
and  terminal  lines.  It  may  be  said  that  the  building  of  connect- 
ing and  terminal  lines  at  Buffalo,  the  continuance  of  work  on  the 
construction  of  a  line  from  Fort  Plain  to  Richfield  Springs,  the 
completion  of  an  extension  of  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad 
to  Oneonta,  the  building  of  the  South  Buffalo  Railway  to  a  new 
steel  plant,  and  connections  of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and 
Northern  Railroad,  constitute  the  new  construction  done  during 
the  past  year  or  now  in  progress.    During  the  year  ending  Octo- 
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bep  31,  1900,  twelve  companies  were  incorporated  to  build  steam 
railroads  in  this  State,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  162  miles. 
During  the  year  the  Board  granted  a  certificate  to  the  Delaware 
Valley  and  Kingston  Railway  Company,  that  public  convenience 
and  a  necessity  required  its  construction.  This  company  proposed 
to  build  a  railroad  along  the  line  of  the  abandoned  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Canal,from  the  city  of  Kingston  to  the  center  of  the  Dela- 
ware river,  opposite  Lackawaxen,  Pa.,  continuing  thence  to  the  an- 
thracite coal  fields  near  Scranton,  Pa.  The  matter  was  appealed 
to  the  courts  by  railroad  companies  appearing  in  opposition,  and 
the  Appellate  Division  affirmed  the  action  of  the  Board.  It  has 
been  appealed  to  the  Ck)urt  of  Appeals.  Its  principal  object  is  to 
carry  anthracite  coal  to  tide-water.  From  reports  in  the  public 
press,  it  would  seem  that  even  though  the  Court  of  Appeals  may 
affirm  the  issuance  of  the  certificate  by  this  Board,  there  may  be 
some  doubt  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad. 

The  projection  of  new  electric  railroad  enterprises  is  referred 
to  hereafter  in  this  report. 

The  companies  have  very  generally  expended  large  sums  of 
money  in  betterment  of  roadbeds  and  equipment.  Their  annual 
reports  show  that  they  have  expended  from  their  earnings 
15,500,000  more  in  1900  than  in  1899,  for  the  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures,  and  |5,300,000  more  in  1900,  in  maintenance  of 
equipment.  As  in  1899  much  larger  expenditures  had  been  made 
for  these  purposes  than  in  1898,  the  results  attained  in  better- 
ments in  1900  are  remarkable.  That  much  of  the  improvement  is 
due  to  the  demands  of  increased  business  and  heavier  rolling 
stock,  does  not  detract  from  the  credit  due  those  responsible  for  it. 

The  queistion  of  competition  by  the  Erie  canal  deserves,  at 
least,  the  attention  that  it  is  receiving.  The  two  commissions 
referred  to  in  this  report  last  year  as  having  been  investigating 
this  subject,  have  made  reports.  The  importance  of  the  question 
is  obvious,  and  it  is  not  for  this  Board  to  dilate  upon  it.  It  is 
mentioned  here  merely  in  recognition  of  its  relation  to  railroad 
transportation.  The  total  number  of  tons  of  east-bound  freight 
carried  on  all  the  canals  of  the  State  during  the  season  of  navi- 
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gation  of  1899  was  2,425,292;  during  1900,  2,106,910,  a  decrease 
of  318,382  tons.    The  comparative  figures  for  1898  and  1899,  on 
east-bound  freight,  showed  an  increase  in  1899  of  111,242  tons. 
The  total  number  of  tons  of  west-bound  freight  in  1899  was 
1,260,759;  in  1900,  1,239,031,  a  decrease  of  21,728  tons.    The  com- 
parative figures  of  1898  and  1899,  on  west-bound  freight,  showed 
an  Increase  in  1899  of  214,746  tons.    The  total  number  of  tons  of 
freight  carried  on  the  Erie  canal,  in  both  directions,  in  1899,  was 
2,419,084;  in  1900,  2,145,876,  a  decrease  of  273,208.    The  designa- 
tions "  east-bound  "  and  "  west^bound "  include  what  in  some 
instances  might  be  considered  "north-bound"  and  "south-bound." 
The  average  number  of  employees,  including  officials,  employed 
by  the  companies  reporting  to  this  State  during  the  year,  was 
159,155;  the  average  number  employed  in  1899  was  150,061.    The 
total  amount  paid  them  in  1900  was  |93,115,231.59;  in  1899, 
187,884,228.22.    The  number  of  employees  residents  of  this  State 
in  1899  was  72,682;  in  1900,  81,161. 

During  the  year  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  Railroad  Company 
went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  The  Dansville  and  Mount 
Morris  and  the  Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Railroads  and  the 
Little  Falls  and  Dolgeville  Railroads  are  still  in  the  hands  of 
receivers.  The  Bombay  and  Moira  Railroad  has  been  abandoned. 
The  Greigsville  and  Pearl  Creek  and  the  Livonia  and  Lake  Oone- 
sus  railroads  have  suspended  operations.  The  Athens  branch, 
the  Fullers  branch  and  a  portion  of  the  Mahopac  Falls  branch  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  have  ceased  to 
be  operated.  The  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  has  been 
leased  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Raver  Rail- 
road Company.  The  Fitchburg  Railroad  has  been  leased  to 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Company.  The  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway  has  been  leased  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company.  The  Stony  Clove  and  Catskill  Moun- 
tain and  the  Kaaterskill  Railroads  have  been  leased  to  the  Ulster 
and  Delaware  Railroad  Company.  The  Central  New  York  and 
Western  Railway  is  now  a  part  of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and 
Northern  Railroad.    The  Raquette  Lake  Railway  is  being  oper- 
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ated  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Ck)m- 
pany.  The  South  Brooklyn  Railroad  and  Terminal  Company  is 
now  owned  by  the  South  Brooklyn  Railway  Company.  The 
Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Company  went  out  of  the 
hands  of  a  receiver,  and  is  now  operating  under  the  name  of  the 
Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  Railway  Company.  The  Staten  Is- 
land Railway,  formerly  operated  by  the  Staten  Island  Rapid 
Transit  Railroad  Company,  now  operates  as  an  independent  com- 
pany. 

The  foregoing  is  intended  to  be  but  a  general  statement  of  and 
comment  on  the  present  situation  regarding  steam  railroads  re- 
porting to  this  State.  The  details  are  contained  in  this  report 
and  its  appendices.  A  statement  of  the  progress  made  under  the 
grade  crossing  law  is  made  in  this  report.  Elevated  and  street 
surface  railroad  matters  are  treated  in  this  report  under  the  title 
"  Elevated  Railroads  "  and  "  Street  Surface  Railroads." 


Summary  of  Business   for  the  Year  of  Steam  Surface 

Railroads. 

The  gross  earnings  from  operation  of  steam  surface  railroads 
reporting  to  this  Board,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1900,  are,  as 
stated,  127,060,056.38  in  excess  of  the  gross  earnings  from  opera- 
tion for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1899;  the  operating  expenses  are 
116,817,645.74  in  excess  of  operating  expenses  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1899,  making  the  net  earnings  from  operation  |10,- 
242,410.64  in  excess  of  the  net  earnings  from  operation  in  1899. 
The  income  from  other  sources  was  |161,783  less  than  in  1899. 
The  companies  paid  in  taxes  f983,627.72  more  than  in  1899;  in 
interest,  f  538,653.02  more  than  in  1899;  and  in  dividends,  f  1,208,- 
668.77  more  than  in  1899.  Capital  stock  increased  |22,144,400 
over  that  of  1899;  funded  debt  increased  f 3,584,498.50  over  that 
for  1899.  The  percentage  of  dividends  to  capital  stock  was  2.52, 
as  compared  with  2.43  in  1899.  The  average  freight  earnings  per 
ton  per  mile,  increased  .013  cents.  The  average  freight  expenses 
per  ton  per  mile,  decreased  .007  cents.    The  average  freight  pro- 
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fit  per  ton  per  mile,  increased  .02  cents.  The  average  earnings 
per  passenger  per  mile,  remained  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
average  exi)enses  per  passenger  per  mile,  increased  .08  cents. 
The  average  profit  per  passenger  per  mile,  decreased  .08  cents. 

The  reports  of  steam  surface  railroad  companies  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  and  the  tables  compiled  therefrom,  will  be 
found  in  the  second  volume  of  this  report.  Attention  is  directed 
to  these  reports  and  tables. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  the  case  of  such  railroads  as  the 
Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern,  the  Erie,  the  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Loui^,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford, 
the  Boston  and  Albany,  the  Fitchburg,  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  and 
others,  all  the  figures  reported  are  total  amounts  for  these  com- 
panies, including  all  the  business  done  outside  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  A  few  of  the  final  results  for  the  year  are  given  in 
the  following  table:

Quarter  Ending  September  30, 1900. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  results  of  the  business  done  by  the 
principal  steam  railroads  of  the  State  during  the  monthe  of  July, 
August  and  September,  1900,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  in  1899,  is  here  given.  In  the  1899  table  were  included 
the  figures  for  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  which  are  not 
included  this  vear  for  reasons  noted  on  the  table. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  the  increase  in  gross  earnings  is  but 
f 38,777.04,  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  operating  expenses 
are  f750,000  more,  the  result  being  that  the  net  earnings  from 
operation  have  decreased  |711,000.  For  the  quarter  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1899,  gross  earnings  increased  more  than  |7,000,000 
over  the  corresponding  quarter  in  1898.  It  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  this  rate  of  increase  would  continue,  but  rather  that 
the  showing  this  year  would  be  somewhat  as  it  is.  The  reports 
for  the  December  quarter  have  not  been  made  to  this  Board  at 
the  date  of  this  report.  From  unofficial  information,  however, 
there  seems  to  have  been  a  considerable  increase  in  this  quarter 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  quarter  last  year. 

Accidents  on  Steam  Surface  Railroads. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  in  this  State  on  steam  surface 
railroads  (as  reported  to  this  Board  on  the  usual  blank),  in  which 
persons  were  killed  or  injured  (including  "  others,"  not  passen- 
gers or  employees),  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  waa 
2,045;  671  persons  were  killed  and  1,374  injured.  For  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1899,  the  aggregate  was  2,030;  704  killed,  1,326 
injured.  Thirty-three  more  persons  were  killed  in  1899  than  in 
1900;  48  more  persons  were  injured  in  1900  than  in  1899.  During 
the  year,  8  passengers  were  killed  and  165  injured,  as  compared 
with  9  killed  and  120  injured  in  1899.  This  year,  2  passengers 
were  killed  by  falling  from  trains,  4  while  getting  on  or  off  trains 
in  motion,  1  person  who  had  been  a  passenger,  while  walking  or 
b^ng  on  track,  and  1  in  a  derailment  caused  by  obstruction  on 
track.  Ten  passengers  were  injured  by  falling  from  trains;  43 
while  getting  on  or  off  trains  in  motion;  1  due  to  derailment 
caused  by  misplaced  switch;  5  in  a  derailment  caused  by  ob- 
struction on  track;  18  in  butting  collisions  caused  by  mistake  or 
neglect  of  orders  or  signals;  10  in  butting  collisions  caused  by 
error  in  train  order;  1  in  a  rear  collision  caused  by  misplaced 
switch;  19  in  rear  collisions  caused  by  mistake  or  neglect  of 
orders  or  signals;  33  in  rear  collisions  from  undetermined  causes; 
11  in  other  train  accidents;  and  14  from  other  causes.    A  large 
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proportion  of  these  injuries  to  pafisengers  were  not  serious.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  passengers  and  employees 
killed  and  injured  in  this  State,  in  each  year,  of  the  past  five 
years:

The  average  for  the  five  years,  is  15  passengers  killed  and  144 
injured,  yearly.  This  exceeds  the  number  of  passengers  killed  last 
year  by  7;  the  number  injured  this  year,  however,  exceeds  the 
average  for  five  years  by  21.  The  average  for  the  five  years,  is 
182  employees  killed  and  879  injured.  This  is  15  less  than  the 
killed  last  year,  and  56  more  than  the  injured. 

The  number  of  pa^engers  carried  in  the  State  of  New  York  by 
steam  surface  railroads  during  the  past  year,  was  73,846,114.  One 
passenger  was  killed  for  each  9,230,764  carried,  and  one  injured 
for  each  447,552  carried. 

The  accidents  to  employees  during  the  year,  were  as  follows: 
There  were  197  killed  and  823  injured;  203  were  killed  and  853 
injured  in  1899.  In  1900,  35  were  killed  and  128  injured  through 
falling  from  train,  engine  or  car;  from  this  cause  25  were  killed 
and  127  injured,  in  1899.  In  1900,  2  were  killed  and  70  injured 
through  getting  on  or  off  trains  in  motion;  from  this  cause  9  were 
killed!  and  67  injured,  in  1899.  In  1900,10  were  killed  and  49  injured 
through  striking  low  bridges,  tunnels,  etc.;  from  this  cause  9 
were  killed  and  44  injui'f  d,  in  1899.  In  1900,  11  were  killed  and 
182  injured  in  coupling  or  uncoupling  cars;  from  this  cause  26 
were  killed  and  269  injured.,  in  1899.  In  1900,  82  were  killed  and 
70  injured  through  walking  or  being  on  track;  from  this  cause  97 
were  killed  and  79  injured,  in  1899.    In  1900,  10  were  found  dead 
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on  track;  in  1899,  7.    In  1900,  4  were  killed  at  highway  crossings 
of  railroads;  1  was  injured  at  euch  crossings^  in  1899.    In  1900^ 
6  were  killed  and  7  injured  through  catching  feet  in  frogs  or  be- 
tween rails;  in  1899,  3  were  killed  and  9  injured  in  this  way.    In 
1900,  2  were  killed  and  7  injured  through  derailments  due  to  mis- 
placed switch;  in  1899,  3  were  killed  and  3  injured  from  this  cause. 
In  1900,  1  wae  injured  in  a  derailment  due  to  a  broken  rail.    In 
1900,  2  w^ere  killed  and  2  injured  in  derailments  due  to  broken 
wheel;  in  1899,  2  were  injured  in  this  way.    In  1900,  2  were  in- 
jured in  derailments  due  to  defective  track;  in  1899,  1  was 
injured  in  this  way.    In  1900,  8  were  injured  in  derailments 
due    to    obstructions    on   track;   in    1899,    3    were   killed   and 
2  injured   in   this  way.    In   1900,   3   were  injured   in   derail- 
ments from  undetermined  causes;  in  1899,  1  was  killed  and  9  in- 
jured in  this  way.    In  1900,  1  was  killed  in  a  butting  collision 
due  to  misplaced  switch.    In  1900,  9  were  killed  and  38  injured 
in  butting  collisions  caused  by  mistake  or  neglect  of  orders  or 
signals;  in  1899,  3  were  killed  and  3  injured  in  this  way.     In  1900, 
1  was  killed  and  5  injured  in  butting  collisions  caused  by  error  in 
train  orders.     In  1900,  4  were  killed  and  15  injuredj  in  rear  col- 
lisions caused  by  mistake  or  neglect  of  orders  or  signals;  in  1899, 
4  were  killed  and  33  injured  in  similar  collisions.    In  1900,  2  were 
killed  and  5  injured  in  rear  collisions  caused  by  parting  of  trains; 
in  1899, 2  were  killed  and  13  injured  in  similar  collisions.    In  1900, 
22  were  injured  in  rear  collisions,  the  causes  of  which  were  unde- 
termined; in  1899,  2  were  killed  and  6  injured  in  such  collisions. 
In  1900,2  were  injured  in  collisions  at  grade  crossings  of  railroads. 
In  1900,  9  were  killed  and  80  injured  in  other  train  accidents;  in 
1899,  2  were  killed  and  59  injured  in  such  accidents.    In  1900,  2 
were  killed  and  120  injured  in  various  ways  not  enumerated  here, 
as  compared  with  2  killed  and  116  injured  in'  1899.    In  1900,  5 
were  killed  and  7  injured  in  accidents  not  caused  by  trains,  en- 
gines or  cars;  in  1899,  2  were  killed  and  2  injured  in  similar  acci- 
dents.  Comment  is  made  further  on  in  this  report  on  the  progress 
made  in  the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with  automatic  brakes  and 
couplers,  which  will  eventually  decrease  the  number  of  accidents 
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due  to  striking  overhead  obstructions,  and  coupling  or  uncoupling 
caps;  comment  is  also  made  aa  to  the  blocking  of  frogs  and  guard 
rails. 

In  the  compiling  of  accident  reports  in  this  office,  persons  who 
are  killed  or  injured  on  steam  surface  rajlroadfi,  who  are  not 
passengers  or  employees,  are  classed  as  "othersl^*  The  total 
number  of  those  killed  in  1900  was  466;  total  injured,  386;  the 
number  killed  in  1899  was  492;  injured,  353.  Comment  is  made 
upon  but  few  causes  of  deaths  and  injuries  of  "  othens,"  but  the 
causes  in  detail  and  the  numbers  killed  and  injured,  will  be  found 
in  the  accident  table  following.  As  usual,  the  number  of  "others'' 
killed  and  injured  during  1899,  while  walking  or  being  on  railroad 
tracks,  greatly  exceeds  the  number  MUed  and  injured  from  any 
other  one  cause,  it  being  in  1900,  216  killed  and  119  injured,  as 
compared  with  206  killed  and  108  injured,  in  1899.  These  figures 
do  not  include  50  "others"  killed  and  IBl  injured  in  1900  on 
train,  or  getting  on  or  off  trains,  engines  or  cars;  nor  do  they  in- 
clude 85  found  dead  on  track,  nor  several  "  others  "  killed  in  ways 
which  showed  they  were  evidently  trespassers.  The  Board'  has 
called  attention,  year  after  year,  to  the  great  number  of  these 
deaths  and  injuries,  all  of  which  occur  through  tresi>as8ing  on 
railroad  property.  It  again  expresses  the  hope  that  public 
opinion  will  ultimately  sustain  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  such 
trespassers,  and  that  railroad  managers  will  increase  their  efforts 
to  prevent  trespassing.  It  would  seem  that  in  great  part  it  could 
be  stopped  by  proper  effort  on  the  part  of  those  whose  duty  it  is 
to  prevent  it.  The  penalty  in  death  and  injuries  each  year  seems 
to  be  too  great  for  the  convenience,  in  getting  from  place  to  place, 
afforded  by  railroad  rights  of  way  and  trains  to  the  persons  who 
take  these  risks.  Aside  from  "others"  killed  and  injured  at 
highway  grade  crossings  of  railroads,  nearly  all  of  these  deaths 
and  injuries  should  not  be  incident  to  the  operation  of  a  railroad. 
Six  "others"  were  killed  and  2  injured  through  collisions  at 
grade  crossings  of  railroads  by  railroads  in  1900.  These  figures 
as  to  "  others  "  are  not  included  in  the  statistics  of  accidents  at 
highway  grade  crossings  of  railroads.

One  hundred  and  five  persons  (including  4  employees)  were 
killed  and  94  injured  at  highway  grade  crossings  of  railroads,  as 
compared  with  101  killed  and  80  injured,  in  1899.  Of  these,  in 
1900,  31  (including  2  employees)  were  killed  and  25  injured  at 
crosaingB  protected  by  gates  or  flagmen,  as  comi>ared  with  24 
killed  and  25  (including  1  employee)  injured,  in  1899.  Seventy- 
four  (including  2  employees)  were  killed  and  69  injured  in  1900, 
at  crossings  not  so  protected,  as  compared  with  77  killed  and  55 
injured  at  such  crossings,  in  1899. 

Reports  of  investigations  of  and  inquiries  as  to  many  of  these 
accidents,  will  be  found  in  this  volume  under  the  titles  of  "  Acci- 
dents ''  and  "Accident  Inquiries."  Reports  of  accidents  on  steam 
surface  railroads,  by  telegraph  and  on  a  form  of  blank,  are  made 
to  the  Boaird  in  conformity  to  section  159  of  the  Railroad  Law. 
The  following  is  a  table  of  accidents,  compiled  from  these  reports, 
classified  as  to  their  causes.  The  classifications  are  those  adopted 
by  this  Board  from  the  statements  concerning  each  case.  Acci- 
dents on  street  surface  railiroads  are  spoken  of  later  on  in  this 
report. 
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This  Board  has  on  file  separate  reports  of  each  of  the  accidents 
classified  in  the  above  table.  The  total  of  accid'ents  reported  in 
the  annual  reports  of  the  companies,  show  discrepancies,  as  com- 
pared with  the  separate  reports.  These  discrepancies  may  be 
explained  in  several  ways.  The  Board  is  in  correspondence  with 
several  companies  on  the  subject.  The  comparisons  made  with 
1S99  and  prior  yeara,  however,  are  with  the  separate  reports  which 
the  Board  has  on  file  for  those  years. 

General  Business  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  passed  upon  the  following  matters: 
Legislative  references,  5;  complaints,  36;  complaints  and  appli- 
cations as  to  railroad  stations,  5;  crossings,  110;  applications  as 
to  highway  crossing  signs  on  railroads,  7;  motive  power  applica- 
tions, 9;  applications  for  approval  of  increase  of  capital  stock,  8; 
applications  for  reduction  of  capital  stock,  1;  applications  for  con- 
sent to  the  issue  of  mortgages,  12;  applications  under  section  59 
of  the  Bailroad  Law  (as  to  the  building  of  new  railroads),  20;  ap- 
plications for  revocation  of  charter,  1;  applications  as  to  abandon- 
ment of  part  of  railroad  route,  5;  applications  as  to  change  of 
name  of  railroads,  1 ;  applications  as  to  change  of  gauge  of  steam 
railroads,  1;  applications  as  to  extension  of  route  of  stage  com- 
pany, 1;  as  to  brakes  and  couplers  on  freight  cars,  on  all  operat- 
ing steam  railroads. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there  are  pending  before  the 
Board  125  matters.  Sixty-three  of  these  consist  of  applications 
of  the  Long  Island  Itailroad  Company,  under  the  grade  crossing 
law.  This  company  has  made  to  the  Board  139  applications 
under  this  law,  and  the  Board  has  passed  upon  59  of  these.  The 
company  has  been  notified  that,  under  the  law,  what  may  be 
called  its  share  for  the  time  being  of  the  money  appropriated  by 
the  State  for  grade  crossing  work,  has  been  exhausted.  The 
pending  applications  will  be  kept  on  file  and  in  course  of  time  be 
taken  up  when  what  may  be  called  the  company's  proportion,  is 
again  reached.  Many  of  the  other  matters  pending  are  ready  for 
determination  and  will  be  determined  before  the  issuance  of  this 
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report.  Othershave  been  held  open  for  some  time,  at  the  request 
of  applicants.  Twenty-six  inspection  reports  of  steam  railroadB, 
and  39  inspection  reports  of  street  railroads  were  sent  to  the 
companies,  with  recommendations  of  improvements  in  roadbed^ 
bridges,  equipment,  etc.,  as  to  which  considerable  correspondence 
with  companies  and  in  some  cases  hearings  have  taken  place: 
This  is  also  true  of  31  reports  as  to  accidents.  The  minutes  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  are  published  in  this  volume.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  matters,  inquiries  of  different  kinds  have  been  re- 
ceived and  answered.  The  second  volume  of  this  report  containa 
the  annual  reports  of  railroad  companies  and  statistical  tables 
compiled  therefrom. 

In  August,  1899,  the  Board  refused  the  application  of  the  Baby- 
lon and  North  Shore  Railroad  Company  (proposing  to  operate  a 
railroad  by  Kinetic  stored  steam  power)  for  a  certificate  that  pub- 
lic convenience  and  a  necessity  required  the  construction  of  itB 
railroad.  The  company  requested  the  Board  to  certify  a  copy  of 
the  maps  and  papers  in  the  case  to  the  Appellate  Division, 
Supreme  Court,  Second  Department.  This  has  been  done,  but  the 
company  has  not  as  yet  proceeded  with  the  matter  in  the  courts. 
This  matter  is  spoken  of  in  the  last  report  of  this  Board. 

On  August  17,  1898,  the  village  of  Andover  petitioned  this 
Board  to  determine  the  method  in  whieh  a  street  in  said  village 
should  cross  the  Erie  Railroad.  The  Board  determined  that  the 
crossing  should  be  above  grade.  The  village  served  the  Board 
with  notice  of  appeal,  under  the  statute,  which  notice  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Attorney-General.  No  further  proceeding  has  as 
yet  been  taken.  This  matter  is  referred  to  in  the  last  report  of 
the  Board. 

On  February  25, 1899,  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Schaghti- 
coke,  Rensselaer  county,  petitioned  the  Board  to  determine  that 
a  highway  crossing  in  said  town,  near  Melrose,  should  be  carried 
underneath  the  Pitchburg  Railroad.  The  Board  so  determined. 
The  railroad  company  appealed.  The  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  Third  Department,  affirmed  the  decision  of  this 
Board.    The  matter  has  been  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
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On  May  9, 189&,  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Dayton,  Catta- 
raugus county,  petitioned  this  Board  to  determine  the  manner  in 
which  a  highway  in  said  town  should  cross  the  Erie  Kailroad. 
The  Board  determined  that  the  crosBing  should  be  made  above 
grade.  The  town  served  the  Board  with  notice  of  appeal,  which 
notice  was  referred  to  the  Attorney-General.  No  further  action 
has  as  yet  been  taken  in  this  matter. 

On  March  21,  1900,  this  Board  determined  that  the  East  street 
crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  in 
the  village  of  Fonda,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued.  The 
crossing  has  been  closed.  An  appeal  to  the  courts  was  taken  by 
the  village,  which  appeal  is  now  pending.  Notices  from  property 
owners  of  the  beginning  of  suits  for  damages  have  also  been 
served  upon  the  Board. 

On  June  13,  1900,  this  Board  determined  that  the  Chatham 
street  crossing  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  in  the  town  of 
Kinderhook,  Columbia  county,  should  be  changed  from  grade  and 
carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The  town  board  has  served  the 
Board  with  notice  of  appeal,  under  the  statute,  which  appeal,  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  is  pending  in  the  courts. 

On  January  3, 1900,  this  Board  granted  to  the  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  Railroad  Company  a  certificate,  under  section  69  of  the  Rail- 
road Law,  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  required  the 
construction  of  its  railroad.  A  return  to  a  writ  of  certiorari  in 
this  matter,  on  the  relation  of  the  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo 
and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 
was  made  to  the  Appellate  Division,  Third  Department,  which 
court  affirmed  the  determination  of  this  Board.  The  matter  was 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  which  court  affirmed  the  de- 
cision of  the  Appellate  Division. 

On  April  24,  1900,  this  Board  granted  to  the  Delaware  Valley 
and  Kingston  Railway  Company  a  certificate,  under  section  59  of 
the  Railroad  Law,  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  re- 
quired the  construction  of  its  railroad.  A  return  to  a  writ  of  cer- 
tiorari in  this  matter,  on  the  relation  of  companies  who  opposed 
the  granting  of  the  certificate,  was  made  to  the  Appellate  Divis- 
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ion,  Third  Department,  which  court  sustained  the  Board.  An 
appeal  has  been  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeals.  This  matter  is 
referred  to  hereinbefore. 

Since  last  year,  the  Board  investigated  complaints  of  residents 
of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  New  York  city,  against  the  Brooklyn 
Ileights  Railroad  Ck)mpany,  which  related  to  failure  to  issue 
optional  transfers  at  Thirty-sixth  street  and  at  Sixty-fifth  street, 
from  surface  to  elevated  lines,  as  well  as  to  other  matters. 
Recommendations  of  the  Board,  as  to  matters  of  operation,  were 
complied  with  by  the  company,  without  demur.  The  company 
demurred  to  the  recommendation  that  optional  transfers  be  is- 
sued. The  Board  decided  to  enforce  this  recommendation  under 
the  law,  and  so  notified  the  company,  whereupon  the  company 
notified  the  Board  that  it  would  also  comply  with  this  recom- 
mendation, and  it  has  done  so. 

On  complaint  of  the  Taxpayers'  Alliance  of  the  borough  of  the 
Bronx,  New  York  city,  the  Board  recommended  that  the  Man- 
hattan Railway  should  proceed  with  the  construction  of  its  rail- 
road from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  Bedford 
station.  The  company  accepted  this  recommendation,  and  the 
work  of  construction  is  proceeding;  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be 
completed  by  spring.  The  Board  also  recommended  that  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  its  completion,  the  extension  to  West 
Farms  should  be  constructed. 

In  the  matter  of  complaints  of  hay  dealers  of  Watertown  and 
vicinity  (hereinbefore  referred  to),  reductions  in  rates,  satisfac- 
tory to  complainants,  were  made. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Hudson  River  State 
Hospital  against  the  Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Railway,  the 
Board  recommended  that  the  company  reduce  its  charges  for 
delivery  of  coal  to  the  hospital  to  45  cents  a  ton.  This  recom- 
mendation has  been  complied  with. 

Chapter  657  of  the  Laws  of  1900  imposed  upon  this  Board  the 
duty  of  passing  upon  applications  for  extensions  of  routes  of 
stage  coach  companies,  under  certain  circumstances.  During  the 
year,  one  application  was  made  to  the  Board  under  this  act, — 
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that  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company,  of  New  York  city,  as 
to  certain  extensions,  which  application  was  granted. 

Reports  and  decisions  on  the  matters  passed  upon  during  the 
year,  wail  be  found  in  this  volume. 

The  Grade  Crossing  Law. 

Work  under  this  law  has  proceeded  during  the  past  year.  The 
law  provides  as  follows:  1.  That  no  steam  railroad  hereafter  con- 
structed shall  cross  highways  at  grade  without  the  consent  of 
this  Board.  2.  That  no  highway  shall  hereafter  be  constructed 
across  a  steam  railroad  except  in  a  manner  to  be  determined  by 
this  Board.  3.  A  method  for  abolishing  existing  grade  crossings 
of  steam  railroads.  The  expense  of  building  new  steam  railroads 
at  grade  or  over  or  under  the  grade  of  highways  must  be  borne 
by  the  company.  The  expense  of  building  new  highway  crossings 
at  grade  or  over  or  under  the  grade  of  steam  railroads  must  be 
borne,  half  by  the  municipal  corporation  and  half  by  the  rail- 
road company.  The  expense  of  abolishing  existing  grade  cross- 
ings must  be  borne,  50  per  cent,  by  the  railroad  company,  25  per 
cent,  by  the  State,  and  25  per  cent,  by  the  municipal  corporation. 

The  law  also  provides  that  all  steam  railroads  hereafter  con- 
structed across  the  tracks  of  any  other  railroad,  and  any  street 
surface  railroad  hereafter  constructed  across  a  steam  railroad, 
shall  be  above,  below  or  at  the  grade  of  such  existing  railroad, 
as  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  determine,  and 
such  Board  shall,  in  such  determination,  fix  the  proportion  of 
expense  of  such  crossings  to  be  borne  by  each. 

It  is  believed  by  some  persons  that  the  yearly  appropriation  of 
the  State  for  its  proportion  of  the  expense  of  abolishing  existing 
grade  crossings  should  be  increased.  This,  however,  is  a  ques- 
tion addressed  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature,  and 
the  Board  expresses  no  opinion  upon  it  at  this  time. 

Following  will  be  found  a  statement  of  grade  crossings  which 
the  Board  has  determined  shall  be  changed  to  over  or  under  the 
grade  of  railroads,  or  discontinued,  since  the  last  one  mentioned 
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in  the  report  of  1899.    At  the  beginning  of  the  paragraph  is  the 
name  of  the  petitioner: 

1.  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  Railway  CJompany. — This  was 
a  petition  for  a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Lehigh 
and  Hudson  River  Railway  by  the  Bellvale  road,  near  the  Stone 
Bridge  station  on  said  railway,  should  be  changed  to  an  over 
crossing.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  this  over  crossing 
is  nearing  completion. 

2.  City  of  Middletown. — ^This  was  a  petition  for  a  determina- 
tion that  the  Genung  street  grade  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad 
and  the  New  York,  Susquehanna  and  Western  Railroad,  in  the 
city  of  Middletown,  should  be  changed  from  grade  and  carried 
underneath  said  railroads  (two  crossings).  The  Board  so  de- 
termined. At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  contracts  for  doing 
the  work  have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  but  the  work  will 
not  be  commenced  until  spring. 

3.  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  West  Senega,  Erie  County. — 
This  was  a  petition  for  a  determination  that  the  Abbott  road 
grade  crossing  of  the  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo,  in  the  town 
of  West  Seneca,  Erie  county,  should  be  changed  from  grade  and 
the  highway  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The  Board  so 
determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  under- 
crossing  is  nearing  completion. 

4.  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Company. — 
This  was  a  petition  for  a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of 
the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway  by  a  highway  near 
the  station  of  said  company  at  Pavilion  Center,  Grenesee  counly, 
should  be  changed  from  grade  and  carried  underneath  the  rail- 
road. The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  this  undercrossing  is  completed  and  in  use. 

5.  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany.— ^This  was  a  petition  for  a  determination  that  the  East 
fitreet  grade  crossing  of  its  railroad,  in  the  village  of  Fonda, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  to  be  diverted  to 
an  existing  overhead  crossing  of  the  railroad  one  block  east  of 
the  East  street  crossing.    The  Board  determined  that  the  cross- 
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ing  should  be  closed  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  it  is 
closed.  The  village  has  appealed  to  the  courts  from  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Board.  Several  notices  of  proposed  suits  by 
property  owners  for  damages,  have  been  filed  with  the  Board. 

6.  UltStbr  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company. — ^Thie  was  a 
petition  for  a  determination  that  four  grade  crossings  of  the 
Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  by  highways  at  points  at  or  near 
Brown's  station  on  said  railroad  should  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinued, the  travel  to  be  diverted,  by  relocations  of  highways,  to  a 
grade  crossing  at  a  point  near  the  railroad  station.  At  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  this  work  has  not  been  commenced,  but 
plans  and  specifications  and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  thereof 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Board. 

7.  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a 
petition  for  a  determination  that  two  grade  crossings  of  the 
Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  about  half  a  mile  east  of  the  West 
Hurley  station  on  said  railroad  should  be  closed  and  discontinued, 
the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  by  the  construction  of  new  pieces 
of  highway,  to  one  existing  overcrossing  of  the  railroad  (a  new 
bridge  to  be  built  at  that  point),  and  to  an  overcrossing  of  the 
railroad  to  be  constructed.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
this  work  has  not  been  commenced. 

8.  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a 
petition  for  a  determination  that  two  grade  crossings  of  the 
Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad,  known  as  McKelvey's  crossings, 
between  the  West  Hurley  and  Olive  Branch  stations  on  said  rail- 
road, should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted  by  the  construction  of  new  pieces  of  highway  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  railroad,  and  the  travel  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  railroad  to  be  diverted,  by  the  construction  of  a  new 
piece  of  highway,  to  an  existing  undercrossing  of  the  railroad. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  work  has  not  been  com- 
menced. 

9.  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  peti- 
tion for  a  determination  that  the  Chatham  street  grade  crossing 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Kinderhook, 
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Columbia  county,  should  be  changed  from  grade  and  the  highway 
be  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The  Board  so  determined. 
The  town  board  has  served  the  Board  with  notice  of  appeal  in 
this  matter. 

10.  Proceeding  Instituted  by  this  Board. — This  was  a  pro- 
ceeding under  section  66  of  the  Railroad  Law,  instituted  by  the 
Board,  on  a  petition  from  residents  of  the  town  of  Wappingers, 
Dutchess  county,  for  the  closing  and  discontinuance  of  two  grade 
crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
near  the  Low  Point  station  on  said  railroad.  The  Board  deter- 
mined that  these  crossings  should  be  closed,  except  for  foot  pas- 
sengers. The  crossings  have  been  closed  except  for  foot  pas- 
sengers. 

11.  Town  Board  op  the  Town  op  Evans,  Erie  County. — This 
was  a  petition  for  a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  . 
New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  and  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroads  by  a  highway  known  as  the  Overhead 
Bridge  road  in  the  town  of  Evans,  Erie  county,  should  be  changed 
from  grade  and  carried  overhead.  The  Board  determined  that 
the  crossing  should  be  changed  from  grade  to  an  overhead  cross- 
ing. The  highway  now  crosses  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railway,  near  by,  by  an  overhead  bridge.  At  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  this  work  has  not  been  commenced. 

12.  Northern  Central  Railway  Company. — ^This  was  a  peti- 
tion for  a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Northern 
Central  Railway  by  a  highway  in  the  town  of  Southport,  Che- 
mung county,  at  a  point  known  as  Fenton's  crossing,  should  be 
changed  from  grade  and  the  highway  be  carried  underneath  the 
railroad.  The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  the  Board  has  approved  plans  and  specifications  and  an 
estimate  of  the  expense  for  doing  this  work.  The  work  will  be 
commenced  in  the  spring. 

13.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road by  a  highway  known  as  Mill  lane,  in  the  town  of  Oyster 
Bay,  Nassau  county,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued.    The 
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Board  determined  that  the  crossing  should  be  consolidated  with 
another  grade  crossing  near  by,  and  this  has  been  done. 

14.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road by  a  highway  known  as  Willis  lane,  near  the  Syosset  station 
on  said  railroad,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel 
thereon  to  be  diverted  to  other  existing  highways  and  crossings. 
The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
the  crossing  has  not  been  closed,  the  local  authorities  not  having 
taken  taction  to  acquire  land  that  may  be  necessary  to  be  acquired. 

15.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road by  a  highway  known  as  Old  Lawrence  street,  about  580  feet 
west  of  the  Bridge  street  station  on  said  railroad,  in  Flushing, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted  to  existing  highways  and  grade  crossings.  The  Board 
so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  crossing 
has  not  been  closed,  the  local  authorities  not  having  taken  action 
to  acquire  land  that  may  be  necessary  to  be  acquired, 

16.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  Newbridge  road  grade  crossing  of  the 
Long  Island  Railroad,  near  the  Hicksville  station  on  said  railroad, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted  to  existing  highways  and  crossings  at  grade.  The  Board 
so  determined.    The  crossing  has  been  closed. 

17.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — ^This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
by  the  Huntington  road,  west  of  the  Farmingdale  station  on  said 
railroad,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to 
be  diverted  to  other  highways  and  crossings  at  grade  in  the 
vicinity.    The  Board  so  determined.    This  crossing  is  closed. 

18.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — ^This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
by  a  highway  known  as  Oakview  avenue,  near  the  Farmingdale 
station  on  said  railroad,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the 
travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  other  highways  and  crossings  at 
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grade  in  the  vicinity.    This  has  been  made  a  private  croesing 
only. 

19.  Town  of  Gbddes,  Onondaga  County. — This  was  a  petition 
for  a  determination  that  the  Van  Vleck  or  Lakeside  grade  cross- 
ings of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  and 
the  West  Shore  Railroad  (which  are  near  together  at  the  point  in 
question),  in  the  town  of  Geddes,  Onondaga  county,  should  be 
changed  from  grade  and  the  highway  be  carried  underneath  said 
railroads.  The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  plans  for  this  work  have  been  approved  by  the  Board* 
The  work  will  be  commenced  in  the  spring. 

20.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  by 
the  South  Country  (sometimes  called  North  Country)  road,  in  the 
town  of  Southampton,  Suffolk  county,  should  be  closed  and  dis- 
continued, the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  an  existing  grade 
crossing  of  the  railroad,  by  the  construction  of  a  new  piece  of 
highway.  The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  plans  for  the  new  piece  of  highway  have  been  approved  by 
the  Board. 

21.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  Pine  Neck  grade  crossing  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  in  the  town  of  Southampton,  Suffolk  county, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  di- 
verted to  an  existing  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad,  by  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  piece  of  highway.  The  Board  so  determined. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  plans  for  the  new  piece  of  high- 
way have  been  approved  by  the  Board. 

22.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  Lakeview  avenue  grade  crossing  of  the 
Long  Island  Railroad,  near  Springfield  station  on  said  railroad, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  di- 
verted to  other  highways  and  crossings  in  the  vicinity.  The 
Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the 
land  that  may  be  necessary  to  be  acquired  has  not  been  acquired 
by  the  local  authorities. 
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23.  Town  op  Bethlehem,  Albany  County. — This  was  a  peti- 
tion for  a  determination  that  the  Delaware  Turnpike  grade  cross- 
ing of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad,  near  the 
dty  of  Albany,  should  be  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The 
Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  plans 
and  -specifications,  or  proposals  of  contractors,  have  not  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board,  for  this  work. 

24.  City  op  Watbrtown. — This  was  a  petition  for  a  determina- 
tion that  the  Arsenal  street  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  in  the  city  of  Watertown,  should 
be  changed  to  an  overhead  crossing.  The  Board  so  determined. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Board  has  not  received 
plans  and  specifications,  or  proposals  of  contractors,  for  this 
work. 

25.  Town  op  Locke,  Cayuga  County. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  Cruther's  grade  crossing  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railway,  near  the  Locke  station  on  said  railroad,  should  be 
closed  and  discontinued,  the  highway  (known  as  the  Groton  road) 
to  be  so  altered  in  location  that  it  should  cross  at  grade  at  another 
point,  the  alteration  in  the  location  of  the  highway  reducing 
the  danger.  The  Board  determined  that  the  alteration  should  be 
made,  the  entire  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  town  of  Locke.  This 
work  has  been  done — the  old  crossing  closed,  and  the  new  one 
opened  at  grade. 

26.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  Cold  Spring  Valley  road  grade  crossing 
of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  in  the  town  of  Huntington,  Suffolk 
county,  should  be  changed  from  grade  and  the  highway  be  carried 
underneath  the  railroad.  The  Board  so  determined.  The  Board 
has  approved  proposals  of  contractors  for  the  bridge  in  the  rail- 
road. 

27.  Ix)NG  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  the  East  Jamesport  Lane  grade  crossing  ot 
the  Long  Island  Railroad,  near  its  Jamesport  station,  should  be 
changed  from  grade  and  be  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The 
Board  so  determined,  and  determined  that  a  connecting  piece  of 
highway  should  be  constructed.    The  Board  has  approved  pro- 
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posals  of  contractors  for  the  bridge  in  the  railroad  at  this  point; 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  local  authorities  have  not 
acquired  the  land  for  the  new  piece  of  highway. 

28.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — This  matter  involved 
three  petitions  for  determinations  that  three  grade  crossings  of 
the  Long  Island  Railroad,  one  by  a  highway  known  as  Old 
Country  or  Blind  road,  one  by  a  highway  known  as  Doris  road,  or 
Old  Country  road,  and  one  by  a  highway  known  as  Raynor  ave- 
nue, or  Griflftn  road,  in  the  town  of  Riverhead,  Suffolk  county, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  Raynor  avenue  crossing  to 
be  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The  Board  determined  that 
this  should  be  done,  the  travel  from  the  Old  Country  road  or 
Blind  road  and  the  Doris  road  or  Old  Country  road  crossings  to  be 
diverted  to  the  undercrossing  at  Raynor  avenue,  by  the  construc- 
tion of  a  connecting  piece  of  highway.  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  proposals  of  contractors  for  the  bridge  in  the  railroad 
have  been  approved  by  the  Board.  The  local  authorities  are  pro- 
ceeding in  the  matter  of  obtaining  the  necessary  land  for  the  new 
piece  of  highway. 

29.  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. — ^This  was  a  petition  for 
a  determination  that  a  highway  known  as  Blue  Point  Avenue,  in 
the  town  of  Brookhaven,  Suffolk  county,  should  be  changed  from 
grade  and  the  highway  be  carried  underneath  the  railroad.  The 
Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the 
work  at  this  crossing  is  under  way,  the  company  doing  the  work 
itself,  instead  of  by  contract. 

30.  Town  of  Southampton,  Suffolk  County. — This  was  a  peti- 
tion as  to  closing  grade  crossings  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad 
near  its  Good  Ground  station.  The  Board  determined  that  the 
Gravel  Hill  road  crossing  should  be  changed  from  grade  to  an 
overhead  crossing,  and  that  the  Red  Creek  and  Canoe  Place  cross- 
ings should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted,  by  existing  highways,  to  the  overhead  crossing  at  Gravel 
Hill.    The  Board  has  approved  plans  for  the  bridge. 

31.  Town  of  Fallsburgh,  Sullivan  County. — This  was  a  peti- 
tion by  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Fallsburgh,  Sullivan 
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county,  as  to  changing  Maloney's  crossing  of  tlie  New  York, 
Ontario  and  Western  Railway,  near  the  Mountaindale  station  on 
6aid  railway,  from  grade  to  an  undercrossing.  The  Board  so  de- 
termined. At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  no  plans  and  speci- 
fications or  proposals  of  contractors  for  doing  the  work  have  been 
received  bv  the  Board. 

32.  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany.— This  was  a  petition  for  the  determination  that  the  Seneca 
Turnpike  grade  crossing  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  (leased  to 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company), 
one-half  mile  east  of  the  Oneida  Castle  station  on  said  railroad, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  thfe  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted,  by  the  construction  of  a  new  piece  of  highway,  to  an 
existing  overhead  crossing  of  said  railroad  known  as  Adams 
crossing.  The  Board  so  determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  the  work  has  not  been  commenced. 

33.  !Nbw  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany.— ^This  was  a  petition  for  a  determination  that  the  Town 
road  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad,  which  road  forms  a  portion  of  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  towns  of  DeWitt  and  Manlius,  in  the  county  of  Onon- 
daga, should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  to  be  diverted 
to  an  existing  overhead  crossing  of  the  railroad.  The  Board  so 
determined.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  crossing  has 
not  been  closed. 

34.  Village  of  Suffbrn. — This  was  a  petition  for  a  determi- 
nation that  certain  crossings  at  grade  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  in 
the  village  of  Sujffern,  should  be  closed  and  discontinued.  The 
Board  determined  that  the  Jersey  avenue,  Maltbie  avenue  and 
Park  avenue  grade  crossings  should  be  closed  and  discontinued 
(a  foot-bridge  to  be  erected  at  Maltbie  avenue),  the  travel  thereon 
to  be  diverted  to  a  proposed  undercrossing  of  the  railroad  by 
Chestnut  street.  The  Board  determined  that  this  undercrossing 
should  be  made;  the  Board  also  determined  that  Ramapo  avenue 
should  be  extended  so  that  the  travel  thereon  should  cross  the 
railroad  at  an  existing  undercrossing.    At  the  time  of  writing 
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this  report  proposals  of  qontractors  for  this  work  have  not  been 
received. 

On  July  19,  1899,  the  Board  determined,  on  the  petition  of  the 
town  board  of  the  town  of  Sheridan,  Chautauqua  county,  that 
the  Red  House  grade  crossing  of  the  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  and  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  railroads, 
should  be  closed  and  discontinued  as  a  public  crossing.  During 
the  past  year,  upon  petition  of  the  town,  the  Board  annulled  this 
determination. 

The  Board  published  in  its  report  last  year  a  summary  of  deter- 
minations made  as  to  the  closing  and  discontinuance,  or  change 
from  grade,  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads,  similar  to  the  sum- 
mary given  above.  It  is  thought  advisable  to  republish  here  a 
statement  as  to  these  crossings,  ahowing  the  progress  made,  and 
giving  the  cost  where  the  work  is  comipleted  and  (Settlementa 
made  under  the  law.  The  preceding  statement  and  the  following 
statement  include  all  the  crossings  in  which  determinations  have 
been  made,  under  section  62  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  providing  for 
changing  existing  crossings  from  grade  or  discontinuing  them, 
etc.,  (to  the  time  of  writing  this  report),  except  one  crossing  in  the 
town  of  Alfred,  Allegany  county,  and  one  crossing  in  Bingham- 
ton,  which  were  closed  in  1898  without  expense  to  the  State. 

The  statement  as  to  crossings,  reported  upon  last  year,  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  ITndercrossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
in  the  village  of  Shortsville.  This  undercrossing  is  completed.  The  total 
cost  was  $5,598.40.  The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was 
$1,399.60.  The  crossing  is  22  feet  wide  between  abutments;  clear  head- 
room 12  feet. 

2.  One  overcrosslng  and  discontinuahce  of  two  other  crossings  at  Brook- 
view,  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad.  The  total  cost  of  this  work 
was  $24,459.  The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $6,114.75. 
The  two  bridges  carrying  the  highway  are  of  steel;  one  73  feet,  4  inches 
long,  and  the  other  25  feet,  1%  inches  long;  the  first  27  feet,  1  inch  wide, 
and  the  other  26  feet,  6  inches  wide,  with  a  sidewalk  of  5  feet  9  inches. 
The  approaches  to  the  bridges  are  about  292  and  455  feet  long  on  one  side 
and  about  200  feet  long  on  the  other  side,  and  about  25  feet  wide.  The 
clearance  from  top  of  rail  is  18  feet.  One  bridge  carries  the  highway 
over  the  railroad,  and  another  bridge  connecting  with  this  carries  it  over 
another  highway. 
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3:  Two  grade  crossings  of  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  branch  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Kailroad,  near  the  Liake  Clear  station, 
closed  and  connecting  piece  of  highway  constructed.  The  total  cost  of 
this  work  was  1363.63.  The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was 
^88.38. 

4.  Three  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Rail- 
way, near  the  Solsville  station  on  said  railway,  closed.  New  pieces  of 
highway  were  constructed.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  $4,300.66.  The 
State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $1,075.16. 

6.  Closing  of  two  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  Railway,  at  Liberty,  and  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the 
railway.     The  work  of  constructing  this  bridge  is  now  in  progress. 

6.  Changing  the  Bridge  street  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  in  the  village  of  St.  Johnsville,  from  grade  to 
an  overcrossing.  This  work  is  completed.  The  total  cost  was  $31,246.29. 
The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $7,811.57.  The  bridge 
over  the  track  is  122  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide,  with  one  sidewalk  5 
feet  wide.  The  approaches  are  24  feet  wide  and  on  one  side  are  about 
240  feet  long  and  on  the  other  side  about  675  and  480  feet  long.  Clear 
height  above  rail  21  feet.  The  north  approach  is  partially  steel  and 
partially  fill  retained  by  walls;  the  steel  portion  is  120  feet  long  and  the 
filled  portion  about  120  feet  long. 

7.  Closing  of  the  TiOwer  Meekerville  road  grade  crossing  of  the  Mohawk 
and  Malone  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
in  the  town  of  Forestport,  Oneida  county.  This  crossing  has  been  closed 
and  a  new  piece  of  highway  constructed,  connecting  with  the  Upper 
Meekerville  road  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad.  No  settlement  In  this 
matter  has  as  yet  been  made. 

8.  Closing  of  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Glenville,  Schenectady  county,  known  as  Rectors 
crossing,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  piece  of  highway  connecting  with 
an  existing  grade  crossing  which  is  protected  by  gates.  This  work  has 
been  completed.  The  cost  was  $1,357.01.  The  State's  proportion,  which 
has  been  paid,  was  $339.25. 

9.  Closing  of  two  grade  crossings  on  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  West- 
ern Railway,  known  as  the  Root's  and  Milk  Station  crossings,  at  Guilford, 
and  the  construction  of  a  bridge  and  connecting  pieces  of  highways.  This 
work  has  been  completed.  The  bridge  (which  is  across  the  outlet  of 
Guilford  lake)  Is  96  feet  long  and  16  feet  wide  in  the  clear.  It  cost 
$7,096.26.  The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $1,774.06. 
There  is  pending  an  unsettled  question  of  alleged  damages  to  property 
which  may  have  to  be  settled  by  the  courts. 

10.  Changing  the  Ridge  road  grade  crossing  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester 
and  Pittsburgh  Railway,  in  the  town  of  West  Seneca,  Erie  county,  from 
grade  to  an  overhead  crossing.  This  work  has  not  been  done.  Involved 
in  it  is  the  cutting  down  of  the  roadbed  of  the  railway  for  a  considerable 
distance.  It  is  expected  that  it  will  not  be  commenced  until  after  the 
Pan-American  Exposition. 

11.  Changing  the  Jamestown  street  grade  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad, 
in  the  village  of  Randolph,  Cattaraugus  county,  to  an  undercrossing,  and 
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closing  the  Fifth  avenue  grade  crossing  of  the  railroad  and  diverting  the 
travel  therefrom  by  the  construction  of  a  new  piece  of  highway  to  the 
Jamestown  street  undercrossing.  This  work  has  been  completed.  A 
settlement  of  tlie  cost  has  not  yet  been  presented  to  the  Board.  The 
undercrossing  at  Jamestown  street  is  30  feet  wide,  between  abutments. 
The  connecting  piece  of  highway  is  50  feet  wide  and  625  feet  long.  The 
clear  headroom  is  12  feet. 

12.  Changing  the  Ireland  road  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  in  the 
town  of  Randolph,  Cattaraugus  county,  from  a  grade  crossing  to  an  under- 
crossibg.  This  work  has  been  completed.  A  settlement  of  the  cost  has 
not  yet  been  presented  to  the  Board.  The  undercrossing  Is  24  feet  wide 
between  abutments.    The  clear  headroom  Is  12  feet. 

13.  Changing  the  Woodlawn  avenue  grade  crossing  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
road, in  the  city  of  Elmira,  to  an  undercrossing,  and  closing  the  Reforma- 
tory street  crossing  and  connecting  it,  by  the  construction  of  a  new  piece 
of  street  with  the  undercrossing  at  Woodlawn  avenue.  The  undercrossing 
is  completed  and  in  use.  The  connecting  street  is  not  finished.  The 
Reformatory  street  crossing  is  not  closed.  The  undercrossing  Is  50  feet 
wide,  between  abutments,  with  two  sidewalks  each  10  feet  wide.  The 
highway  connecting  the  streets  is  50  feet  wide.  The  clear  headroom  is 
12  feet. 

14.  Changing  the  Crosby  road  grade  crossing  of  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Railway,  In  the  town  of  Holland,  Erie  county,  from 
grade  to  an  overgrade  crossing.  This  work  has  been  completed.  It  cost 
$2,297.09.  The  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $574.27.  The 
bridge  is  87  feet,  2  inches  long  and  16  feet  wide.  The  approaches  are  18 
feet  wide  and  on  one  side  are  about  150  feet  long  and  on  the  other  side 
about  250  feet  long.    The  clearance  from  top  of  rail  is  20  feet. 

15.  Closing  of  two  highways  on  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh 
Railway,  near  its  station  known  as  Hardy s  or  Pike,  in  Wyoming  county, 
the  highways  being  connected  and  carried  over  the  railway  by  means  of 
one  bridge.  This  work  has  been  completed,  but  has  not  yet  been  approved 
by  the  Board.  The  bridge  is  100  feet  long  and  20  feet  wide.  The  ap- 
proaches are  20  feet  wide  and  on  o,ne  side  are  about  150  feet  long  and 
on  the  other  side  about  550  and  175  feet  long.  The  clearance  from  top 
of  rail  is  20  feet,  6  inches. 

16.  Closing  of  a  crossing  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Rail- 
way by  a  highway  known  as  the  Guthrie  road,  near  Mumford  station 
on  said  railway,  in  Monroe  county.  This  work  involved  the  building  of 
a  connecting  piece  of  highway.  It  is  completed.  The  total  cost  was 
$732.57,  and  the  State's  proportion,  which  has  been  paid,  was  $183.14. 

17.  Changing  the  LeRoy  and  Roanoke  road  crossing  of  the  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railway,  at  a  point  known  as  Haskins  crossing, 
near  its  LeRoy  station,  from  grade  to  an  overhead  crossing.  This  work 
has  been  completed.  The  total  cost  was  $8,375.64,  and  the  State's  pro- 
portion, which  has  been  paid,  was  $2,093.91.  The  bridge  is  100  feet  long 
and  20  feet  wide.  The  approaches  are  about  220  feet  long  on  one  side  and 
about  200  feet  long  on  the  other  side,  and  20  feet  wide. 

18.  Closing  of  four  grade  crossings  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pitts- 
burgh Railway,  in  the  town  of  Colden,  Erie  county,  by  the  construction 
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of  a  new  piece  of  highway.  This  work  has  been  completed.  The  t?otal 
C06t  was  $8,592.48,  and  the  State's  proportion  of  the  expense,  which  has 
been  paid,  was  $2,148.12. 

19.  Closing  of  two  grade  crossings  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley 
and  Pittsburg  Railroad,  known  as  the  Tracy  and  Lawson  crossings,  in 
the  town  of  Carroll,  Chautauqua  county.*  These  crossings  have  not  been 
closed  as  the  local  authorities  have  not  proceeded  in  the  matter  of  acquiring 
necessary  land  and  the  Board  has  not  taken  action  to  compel  compliance 
with  its  determination. 

20.  Changing  of  two  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  by  Spencer  street  and  liivingston  avenue,  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  tx>  undercrossings.    This  work  is  nearing  completion. 

21.  Closing  of  the  Division  avenue  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Brookh&ven,  Suffolk  county.  The  necessary  land 
for  a  connecting  piece  of  highway  has  been  procured  through  legal  pro- 
ceedings, but  the  highway  has  not  as  yet  been  constructed. 

22.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  by  Smiths 
road,  in  the  town  of  Hempstead,  Nassau  county.  This  crossing  has  not 
been  closed,  the  municipal  corporation  not  having  acquired  the  necessary 
land.    The  Board  is  in  correspondence  with  them  on  the  subject 

23.  Closing  of  the  Atlantic  avenue  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad,  in  Arverne,  New  York  city.  This  crossing  has  been  made  a 
private  crossing. 

24.  Clossing  of  a  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  by  Overton  ave- 
nue, in  the  town  of  Isllp,  Suffolk  county.  This  crossing  has  been  made 
a  farm  crossing  only,  although  the  petition,  under  section  62  of  the  Rail- 
road Law,  was  denied. 

25.  Carrying  the  Trotting  Course  Lane  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York 
and  Rockaway  Railroad,  in  ward  2,  borough  of  Queens,  New  York  city, 
over  the  railroad  by  means  of  a  bridge.  The  Board  is  informed  by  the 
local  authorities  that  some  steps  have  been  taken  looking  toward  the  ac- 
quirement of  the  necessary  land. 

26.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  at  a  point 
known  as  Hyde*s  crossing,  in  the  tovni  of  Islip,  Suffolk  county.  This 
crossing  has  been  made  a  farm  crossing  only,  although  the  petition,  under 
section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was  denied. 

27.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  by  Jones 
avenue,  near  the  Bellmore  station  on  said  railroad.  This  crossing  has 
been  closed. 

28.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  on  the  Long  Island  Railroad  by  a  high- 
way known  as  the  Swamp  road,  in  the  town  of  Hempstead,  Nassau 
county.  This  crossing  has  not  been  closed,  the  municipal  corporation  not 
having  acquired  the  necessary  land.  The  Board  is  in  correspondence  with 
them  on  the  subject. 

29.  Changing  the  Abbott  road  grade  crossing  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester 
and  Pittsburgh  Railway,  near  its  Windom  station,  Erie  county,  to  an 
nndercrossing.  This  undercrossing  is  now  in  use,  but  as  there  is  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  work,  it  has  not  as  yet  been  approved  by  the  Board. 

30.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  by  the  Mount  Morris  road,  in  the  town  of  Leicester, 
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Livingston  county,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  an  existing  under- 
crossing  by  the  construction  of  new  pieces  of  highway.  This  work  has 
been  completed.  The  total  cost  was  $946.52,  and  the  State's  proportion, 
which  has  been  paid,  was  $236.63. 

31.  Changing  of  the  Bevier  street  (Binghamton)  grade  crossings  of  the 
Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  Railroad  and  the  Albany  and  Sus- 
quehanna Railroad  to  undercrossings.  These  undercrossings  are  in  use, 
although  settlements  of  the  cost  have  not  yet  been  made.  The  one  under 
the  Albany  and  Susquehanna  Railroad  is  29  feet,  6  Inches  wide  between 
abutments,  and  the  overhead  clearance  is  13  feet.  The  one  under  the 
Syracuse,  Binghamton  and  New  York  Railroad  Is  30  feet  wide  between 
abutments,  and  the  overhead  clearance  is  13  feet,  6  inches. 

32.  Closing  of  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  in  the  town 
of  Hempstead,  Nassau  county,  by  a  highway  known  as  Lafayette  Place. 
This  crossing  has  been  closed. 

33.  Changing  the  Buell  street  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  to  an  overhead  crossing,  in  the  town  of  New- 
stead,  Erie  county.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  the  overhead 
crossing  Is  now  in  use.  A  settlement  of  the  cost  has  not  yet  been  made. 
The  viaduct  is  257  feet,  2  inches  long,  and  16  feet  wide.  The  approaches 
are  80  feet  long  on  one  side  and  240  feet  and  200  feet  long  on  the  other 
side,  ahd  20  feet  wide.    The  clearance  from  top  of  rail  is  21  feet 

34.  Changing  a  grade  crossing  to  an  undercrossing  on  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad,  at  Melrose,  Rensselaer  county.  Nothing  has  been  done  at  this 
crossing.  The  company  appealed  to  the  courts  from  the  determination 
of  the  Board  that  the  undercrossing  should  be  constructed.  The  Board's 
determination  has  been  confirmed  in  the  Appellate  Division,  and  the  mat- 
ter is,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  on  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

35.  Changing  the  Hastings  crossroad  grade  crossing  of  the  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway,  in  the  town  of  Olean,  Cattaraugus 
county,  to  an  overhead  crossing.  This  overhead  crossing  is  now  in  use, 
although  a  settlement  of  the  cost  has  not  yet  been  presented  to  the  Board. 
The  bridge  is  85  feet,  2  inches  long  and  16  feet  wide.  The  approaches 
are  about  250  feet  long  on  one  side,  and  about  165  feet  long  on  the  other 
side,  and  18  feet  wide.  The  clearance  from  the  top  of  rail  is  20  feet, 
2  inches. 

36.  Town  Board  of  the  Town  of  Bethlehem,  Albany  County.  This 
was  a  case  where  the  Board  decided  that  an  existing  grade  crossing  of 
the  West  Shore  Railroad  should  be  closed  and  discontinued,  and  the  travel 
thereon  diverted  to  a  new  grade  crossing  of  said  railroad,  by  means  of 
a  connecting  piece  of  highway.  This  work  has  been  completed,  the  old 
crossing  is  closed  and  the  new  one  in  use.    No  expense  to  the  State. 

37.  Changing  the  Chenango  street  (Binghamton)  grade  crossing  of  the 
Erie  Railroad  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  from 
grade  to  an  overcrossing.  This  is  the  largest  piece  of  work  so  far  under- 
taken under  the  grade  crossing  law.  The  viaduct  is  nearing  completion. 
The  steel  portion  is  473  feet,  8  3-16  inches  long  and  50  feet  wide,  with 
two  sidewalks  8  feet  wide,' and  with  a  plaza  at  the  station  of  tho  Erie 
Railroad.  The  approaches  are  118  feet,  6  inches  long  and  50  feet  wide 
on  one  side,  and  209  feet  long  and  50  feet  wide  on  the  other.  The  clear- 
ance above  the  top  of  rail  is  variable,  with  a  maximum  of  about  18  feet. 
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38.  City  of  Gohoes.  Changing  the  Ontario  street  grade  crossing  of  The 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  from  grade  to  an  overcrossing. 
The  Board  determined  that  the  overcrossing  should  be  constructed.  The 
local  authorities  have  not  proceeded  in  the  acquirement  of  the  necessary 
land. 

39.  Changing  the  Butter  Lane  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road to  an  undercrossing.  This  undercrossing  is  completed  and  in  use. 
It  is  22  feet  wide  between  abutments  and  the  overhead  clearance  is  11 
feet.     The  settlement  has  not  yet  been  made. 

40.  Changing  the  North  Sea  road  grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad,  in  the  village  of  Southampton,  to  an  undercrossing.  This  under- 
crossing  is  nearing  completion.  It  is  20  feet  wide  between  abutments 
and  the  overhead  clearance  is  12  feet. 

41.  Changing  the  High  street  grade  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  in 
the  village  of  Attica,  Wyoming  county,  to  an  undercrossing,  and  closing 
the  West  Main  street  crossing  of  said  railroad.  This  work  is  neaiing 
completion.  The  undercrossing  is  43  feet  wide  between  abutments,  and 
the  overhead  clearance  is  12  feet,  6  inches. 

42.  Closing  two  grade  crossings  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  near  its 
Kings  Park  station,  and  the  construction  of  new  pieces  of  highway.  The 
necessary  land  has  not  been  acquired  by  the  local  authorities,  and  some 
of  it,  apparently,  can  not  be  without  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  as  it  is 
owned  by  the  State. 

It  will  be  seen  from  tlie  preceding  statements  that  to  the 
present  time,  from  the  first  determination  under  section  62  of 
the  Railroad  Law  (grade  crossing  law),  as  to  the  changing  from 
grade  or  the  closing  of  existing  highway  grade  crossings  of  rail- 
roads, 48  grade  crossings  have  been  actually  abolished,  and  that 
the  work  at  ten  is  nearing  completion.  Plans  and  specifications 
for  doing  the  work  have  been  approved  in  16  cases.  This  means 
that  the  work  will  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable.  In  19  in- 
stances,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  towaird  the  abolishment  of 
the  crossings,  but  it  is  evident  that  the  work  will  progress  with- 
out special  urging  from  this  Board.  In  two  instances,  crossings 
have  been  closed  and  others  at  grade  in  the  vicinity  opened,  the 
object  being  to  give  a  safer  crossing  at  grade.  The  work  at  one 
crossing  has  not  been  begun,  for  the  reason  that  the  matter  is 
in  the  courts.  In  three  instances,  private  crossings  exist  where 
public  crossings  existed  before.  The  Board  counts  these  as 
crossings  closed.  In  two  instances,  foot  passengens  may  still 
cross  where  vehicles  cannot.    The  Board  counts  these  as  being 
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closed.  In  some  instances,  where  it  is  necessary  under  the 
law  that  local  authorities  shall  acquire  the  necessary  land,  the 
authorities  have  failed  to  do  so;  the  number  of  these  instances 
is  nine.  While  the  law  makes  it  their  duty  to  comply  with  the 
dJecisaons  and  reoommendations  of  the  Board  in  these  matters 
and  states  that,  "In  case  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  the  Board 
shall  present  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  Attorney-General,  who 
shall  thereupon  take  proceedings  to  compel  obedience  to  the 
decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Com- 
missioners," the  Board  has  not  determined  in  any  case  as  yet, 
that  there  has  been  an.'  actual  failure  on  the  part  of  local  authori- 
ties to  BO  proceed.  It  has  been  in  correspondence  with  them  as  to 
these  cases, and  while  they  have  not  proceeded,  the  Board  has  been 
inclined  to  consider  that  there  has  not  been  an  actual  failure. 
However,  the  Board  believes  that  it  will  be  called  upon  to  decide 
during  the  coming  year,  in  some  cases,  that  there  has  been  such 
failure,  if  proceedings  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  are  not  taken. 
The  most  important  case  to  which  this  applies  is  that  of  the  pro- 
posed overhead  crossing  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's 
Railroad  by  Ontario  street,  in  the  city  of  Cohoes.  This  crossing 
is  used  by  a  street  surface  railroad  company,  and  it  was  at  this 
crossing  that  occurred  the  shocking  accident  on  Labor  Day,  1898, 
when  a  trolley  car  was  struck  by  a  steam  train. 

The  determinations,  since  last  year,  in  these  matters  will  be 
found  in  this  volume.  In  this  volume  are  printed  photographs, 
showing  completed  work  at  several  of  the  crossings  above  men- 
tioned. 

The  total  appropriation  so  far  made  for  the  State's  proportion, 
leas  125,000  for  administration,  is  |275,000;  the  State  has  actually 
paid  out  123,838.84.  It  has  made  determinations  in  matters  (in 
some  of  which  the  crossings  are  under  construction  and  in  others 
of  which  the  work  has  not  been  commenced),  the  estimated  cost 
of  which  is  |150,201.32.  This  estimate  in  some  cases  includes 
land  to  be  acquired,  and  in  other  cases  not,  but  not 
land  damages.  There  are  a  number  of  cases  on  Long 
Island    where   the   Board   has   made   deerminations,   in    which 
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the  total  expense  will  be  tlie  acquirement  of  land  for 
new  highways  and  the  laying  out  of  these  highways.  The 
amounts  for  these  are  not  included  in  this  estimate.  No  amount 
for  damages  to  property  where  land  is  not  acquired  is  included 
in  this  estimate.  In  several  cases  of  closing  crossings  there  was 
no  exi)ens9e  to  the  town  or  State.  In  one  case  (in  the  town  of 
Guilford,  Chenango  county,  Roots  and  Milk  Station  crossings  of 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway),  in  which  the 
State's  proportion  has  been  paid,  two  property  owners  would  not 
accept  the  amount  tendered  them  by  the  local  authorities  for 
damages,  but  demanded  a  greater  amount.  In  this  case,  it  may 
be  that  these  propery  owners  will  sue,  and  if  judgment  is  recov- 
ered, the  State  may  be  called  upon  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the 
judgment  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  paid.  In  another 
case  (that  at  East  street,  Fonda),  the  Board  has  been  served  with 
notice  by  five  property  owners,  of  claims  for  damages,  the  amount 
claimed  in  the  aggregate  being  |9,700.  This  is  where  a  crossing 
was  closed  by  fencing  without  other  expense  of  construction.  In 
another  case  (undercrossing  of  the  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo, 
in  the  town  of  West  Seneca,  Erie  county,  by  the  Abbott  road), 
the  Board  has  been  served  with  notice  by  one  property  owner  of 
a  claim  for  damages  and  property  taken  to  the  amount  of  $3,000. 
It  is  quite  important  to  consider  here  the  question  of  damages 
to  property  owners.  The  grade  crossing  act  provides  that,  "  No 
claim  for  damages  to  property  on  account  of  the  change  or 
abolishment  of  any  crossing  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  allowed  unless  notice  of  such  claim  is  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  within  six  months  after  the  completion 
of  the  work  necessary  for  such  change  or  abolishment."  Section 
63  provides  as  follows: 

§  63.  The  municipal  corporation  in  which  the  highway  crossing  is  lo- 
cated, may,  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  company,  acquire  by  pur- 
chase any  lands,  rights  or  easements  necessary  or  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  the  proyisions  of  section  sixty,  sixty-one  and  sixty- 
two  of  this  act,  but  if  unable  to  do  so  shall  acquire  such  lands,  rights 
or  easements  by  condemnation  either  under  the  condemnation  law,  or 
under  the  provisions  of  the  charier  of  such  municipal  corporation.  The 
railroad  comimny  shall  have  notice  of  any  such  proceedings  and  the  right 
to  bo  heard  therein. 
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Aside  from  payment  for  land  actually  acquired,  juat  what 
amounts,  and  for  what  reasons,  may  be  recoverable  by  property 
owners  under  the  above  language,  of  course,  must  be  determined 
by  the  courts.  This  Board,  however,  keeps  in  mind  the  pos- 
sibility of  large  sums  being  awarded  when  applications  are 
presented  to  it,  the  work  under  which  would  seem  to  involve 
damage  to  property.

During  the  year,  petitions  from  the  city  of  Buffalo,  as  to  chang- 
ing 7  grade  crossings  of  the  Belt  Line  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  from  grade  to  overcrossings,  were 
received  by  the  Board.  Hearings  in  the  matter  were  held,  and 
the  petitions  were  denied.  It  appeared  that  the  cost  of  changing 
these  7  crossings  from  grade  would  be  so  great  that  the  amount  of 
money  available  to  pay  the  State's  proportion  was  not  sufficient. 
For  this  reason  the  Board  dismissed  the  petitions.  It  is  under- 
stood that  application  will  be  made  to  the  Legislature  on  the  sub- 
ject of  these  crossings. 
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The  subject  of  the  abolishment  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads 
in  the  city  of  Syracuse  has  been  under  consideration  in  that  city. 
The  Board  has  had  some  correspondence  with  the  city  on  this 
subject,  and  has  had  filed  with  it  a  general  plan  for  the  work.  It 
is  evident,  however,  that  the  cost  will  be  so  great  that  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  State  (|100,000),  even  though  it  were  en- 
tirely apportioned  to  the  city  of  Syracuse,  would  not  be  sufficient 
in  any  one  year  to  pay  the  State's  proportion  of  the  expense. 

There  has  also  been  some  agitation  of  this  subject  in  the  cities 
of  Troy  and  Schenectady,  where  it  has  been  proposed  to  elim- 
inate several  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  and  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroads. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  at  grade  crossings  is 
shown  under  the  title  "  Accidents  on  steam  surface  railroads." 

In  a  number  of  applications  as  to  abolishing  grade  crossings, 
the  circumstances  were  such  that  the  Board  did  not  feel  justified 
at  the  time  in  determining  that  the  crossings  should  be  abolished, 
and  the  applications  were  denied. 

The  determinations,  since  last  year,  in  these  matters  will  be 
found  in  this  volume.  Determinations  of  this  Board  as  to  new 
railroads  crossing  highways,  under  section  60  of  the  Railroad  Law 
(Grade  Crossing  Law);  as  to  new  highways  crossing  railroads, 
under  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law  (Grade  Crossing  Law);  and 
as  to  street  railroads  crossing  steam  railroads,  under  section  68 
of  the  Railroad  Law  (Grade  Crossing  Law)  will  be  found  in  this 
volume. 

Physical  Condition  of  Steam  Surface  Railroads. 

Unusual  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
and  others  are  in  progress,  in  roadbeds,  tracks  and  bridges  of 
steam  surface  railroads.  On  some  of  the  lines  of  the  State,  the 
substitution  of  heavier  bridges  for  those  already  in  use  is  remark- 
able, both  as  to  the  number  changed  and  the  increased  carrying 
capacity  of  the  new  ones.  Figures  heretofore  given  show  that  the 
percentage  of  operating  expenses  devoted  to  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures  (18.70)  increased  1.62  over  last  year,  which  had 
increased  .29  over  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  operating 
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expenses  devoted  to  maintenance  of  equipment  (19.65)  increased 
over  last  year  1.36,  last  year  being  an  increase  of  .15  over  the 
previous  year.  As  heretofore  stated,  the  companies  reporting  to 
this  State  expended  ?5,500,000  more  in  the  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures  last  year  than  the  previous  year,  and  95^300,000 
more  in  the  maintenance  of  equipment  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  result  of  these  increased  expenditures  in  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures  must  be  the  decrease  of  accidents  due  to  inferior 
roadbeds  and  bridges.  The  improvements  in  passenger  equip- 
ment which  are  being  made  inure  to  the  comfort  ba  well  as  the 
safety  of  passengers.  The  improvements  in  freight  equipment 
inure  to  the  safety  of  employees. 

There  was  one  bridge  accident  during  the  year.  This  occurred 
on  December  24th,  on  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad.  The 
cars  left  the  bridge,  but  the  bridge  did  not  break.  The  accident 
was  probably  due  to  either  the  breaking  down  of  a  car,  or  failure 
of  an  abutment.  This  abutment,  as  well  as  the  entire  structure, 
had  been  inst)ected  but  a  short  time  before  the  accident,  and  not 
found  in  an  unsafe  condition. 

In  this  volume  will  be  found  reports  of  inspections,  made  by  an 
inspector  of  this  Board,  of  about  one-half  of  the  steam  railroad 
mileage  of  the  State.  The  objects  of  this  inspection  are  to  keep 
the  Board  informed  as  to  the  physical  condition  of  railroads  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated  for  the  security  and  com- 
fort of  the  public.  Copies  of  the  reports,  with  recommendations 
as  to  improvements,  have  been  transmitted  to  the  companies,  and 
in  most  instances  the  companies  have  notified  the  Board  that  they 
would  comply  with  the  recommendations.  In  some  instances, 
companies  have  asked  for  modification  of  recommendations,  for 
reasons  given,  and  in  some  instances  the  recommendations  of  the 
Board  have  been  modified.  These  reports  cover  matters  refer- 
ring to  the  comfort  of  the  public,  as  well  as  safety,  such  as  the 
condition  of  passenger  coaches,  passenger  stations,  etc.  Next 
year  the  other  half  of  the  mileage  of  the  State  will  be  inspected 
and  the  same  course  followed.  This  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
Board  since  its  organization.    This  system  of  inspection  by  the 
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State  has  been  instrumental  in  the  advancement  of  the  physical 
condition  of  railroads,  which  has  occurred.  These  reports,  com- 
pared with  the  previous  report  in  each  specific  case,  show  the  im- 
provement which  has  been  made.  It  is  also  responsible  in  a  num- 
ber of  instances,  for  immediate  attention,  given  at  the  time  of  in- 
spection, to  unsafe  conditions. 

Some  progress  in  the  lighting  of  passenger  cars  has  been  made. 

A  number  of  new  passenger  stations  were  built  during  the 
year,  and  others  were  remodeled.  This  has  been  the  case  for  sev- 
eral years  past. 

The  Board  again  recommends  and  urges  that  constant  attention 
be  given  to  the  security  and  good  condition  of  the  appliances  on 
freight  cars,  with  which  employees  have  to  do. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  companies  to  this  Board  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  show  the  total  number  of  freight  cars 
owned  and  leased  to  be  245,501.  Of  these,  158,815  are  reported  as 
equipped  with  power  brakes;  239,478  are  reported  as  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers.  As  the  law  in  this  State  is  now,  it  is 
unlawful  to  operate  freight  cars  upon  railroads  in  the  State  un- 
less  they  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  except  an  ex- 
tension of  time  for  such  equipment  is  given  by  this  Board.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  Board  extended  the  time  of  all  companies 
for  complete  equipment,  until  and  including  July  31,  1900.  But 
one  application  for  further  extension  was  received  since  July  31, 
and  this  related  to  less  than  200  old  cars,  as  to  which,  extension 
of  time  was  granted  to  December  31,  1900.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  foregoing  figures  that  nearly  all  the  cars  owned  and  leased 
by  companies  reporting  to  the  State  are  so  equipped,  the  infer- 
ence being  that  those  unequipped  will  not  be  used  in  this  State. 
Eleven  employees  were  killed  and  182  injured  during  the  year 
ending  June  30, 1900,  in  coupling  and  uncoupling  cars;  the  figures 
in  1899  were  26  killed  and  269  injured.  The  Legislature,  at  its 
last  session,  amended  the  Automatic  Brakes  Law,  so  that  it  now 
provides  that  after  January  1,  1901,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
freight  train  to  be  hauled  in  this  State  which  has  not  in  it  a 
sufiScient  number  of  cars  equipped  with  power  brakes,  to  enable 
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the  engineer  to  control  its  speed  without  requiring  the  use  of  hand 
brakes.  It  also  provides  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners may  extend  the  time  within  which  this  requirement 
may  take  effect,  one  year,  or  until  January  1,  1902.  The  law,  be- 
fore amendment,  provided  that  by  January  1,  1903,  no  car,  not  so 
equipped,  should  be  hauled  in  the  State.  Ftom  the  figures  given 
above,  it  is  seen  that  nearlv  two-thirds  of  the  cars  owned  and 
leased  by  the  companies  reporting  to  this  State  are  equipped  with 
power  brakes.  It  has  been  the  experience  that  if  more  than 
half  of  the  cars  in  a  freight  train  are  equipped  with  power  brakes, 
it  can  be  properly  controlled  without  the  use  of  hand  brakes,  and 
it  has  been  the  custom,  to  some  extent,  to  equip  cars  with  train 
pipes,  though  not  with  brakes,  so  that  the  brakes  on  cars  follow- 
ing cars  unequipped,  could  be  operated.  That  conditions  in  hand- 
ling power  brake  trains  on  steep  grades  will  be  different  from 
handling  them  where  there  is  little  or  no  grade,  is  obvious.  Ac- 
cidents have  occurred  in  this  State  during  the  past  year,  due  to 
imperfections  in  the  brakes  or  manner  of  applying  them,  result- 
ing in  the  buckling  of  cars  and  throwing  one  or  more  of  them 
from  the  track.  The  practical  problem  in  operation  is  the  main- 
tenance of  the  brake  equipment,  and  familiarity  and  skill  of  en- 
gineers in  applying  the  brakes. 

In  1900,  10  employees  w^ere  killed  and  49  injured,  through 
striking  low  bridges,  tunnels,  etc.;  from  this  cause,  9  were  killed 
and  44  injured  in  1899.  The  effect  of  the  use  of  power  brakes 
should  be  to  diminish  these  accidents. 

Annual  reports  show  that  5,879  passenger  cars  are  operated  by 
the  companies  reporting. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  6  employees  were  killed 
and  7  injured  through  catching  feet  in  frogs  and  guard  rails.  In 
each  case  where  a  steam  railroad  was  inspected  during  the  past 
year,  the  Board  has  recommended  that  these  frogs  and  guard 
rails  be  blocked,  where  not  already  done.  In  one  instance,  one  of 
the  larger  companies  of  the  State  objects  to  carrying  out  this 
recommendation  a.nd  has  asked  for  a  hearing.  There  are  differ- 
ences of  opinion  as  to  the  utility  of   blocking,  and   the   Board

knows  that  the  company  in  question  has  given  considerable  at- 
tention to  this  subject,  and  has  experimented  with  blocking,  and 
for  this  reason  its  opinion  should  be  given  considerable  weight. 
However,  the  Board  still  believes  that  it  is  justified  in  recom- 
mending that  the  blocking  be  done. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  approved  forms  of  highway  cross- 
ing signs,  on  applications  of  several  railroad  companies  of  the 
State. 

No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year,  as  to  firee  com- 
municated from  locomotive  engines.  But  one  complaint  was  re- 
ceived as  to  condition  of  railroad  fences,  and  this  was  remedied. 

The  Board  has  paid  considerable  attention  to  enforcement  of 
the  law  as  to  trains  coming  to  a  full  stop  at  points  where  steam 
railroads  cross  each  other  at  grade,  where  the  crossing  is  not  pro- 
tected by  interlocking  devices  approved  by  this  Board,  and  to 
crossings  of  steam  and  street  railroads  at  grade. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  titles  "Accidents  "  and  "Accident  In- 
quiries," in  this  volume,  as  to  recommendations  by  the  Board  of 
improvements  to  prevent  accidents  due  to  error  in  methods  of 
operation. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  steam  railroads 
(not  including  elevated  railroads),  as  reported  to  this  State  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  was  160,263,878,  an  increase  of 
10,337,694,  as  compared  with  1899.  This  includes  passengers  not 
carried  in  this  State.  The  number  carried  in  the  State  was  73,- 
846,114. 

A  table  of  steam  surface  railroad  mileage,  in  details  and  total, 
will  be  found  in  this  volume. 

Elevated  Railroads. 

The  Manhattan  Railway  is  the  only  company  operating,  exclu- 
sively, an  elevated  railroad  in  the  State  at  the  present  time.  The 
elevated  railroads  in  Brooklyn  are  controlled  by  the  companies 
which  control  the  street  surface  railroads,  and  they  have  been 
operated  during  the  year,  to  some  extent,  in  connection  with  the 
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surface  roads.  They  have  not  as  yet  been  entirely  equipped  with 
the  third  rail  electric  system,  although  this  work  is  progressing. 
The  Manhattan  Company  has  equipped  a  portion  of  its  Second 
avenue  line  with  the  third  rail  system,  and  is  to  equip  its  entire 
line  with  this  system.  Regular  inspections  of  the  structures  of 
these  railroads  were  not  made  during  the  year,  as  such  inspec- 
tions and  reports  thereon  were  made  last  year.  There  is  pending 
before  the  Board,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  complaints 
of  residents  of  the  Twenty-sixth  ward  of  Brooklyn,  as  to  failure 
to  operate  the  elevated  lines  through  that  district  during  the  non- 
rush  hours  of  the  day,  passengers  now  being  compelled  to  trans- 
fer, at  what  ifi  called  .the  "  loop,"  from  the  elevated  to  the  sur- 
face cars,  and  vice  versa.  Several  hearings  in  this  matter  were 
held,  and  the  Board's  decision  will  be  announced  before  the  issu- 
ance of  this  report.  The  Board,  personally  and  through  its  in- 
spectors, keepe  informed  of  conditions  surrounding  the  operation 
of  these  elevated  railroads.  The  Manhattan  Railway  is  extending 
its  railroad  from  its  present  terminus  at  One  Hundred  and  Sev- 
enty-eeventh  street  and  Tremont  avenue,  to  Bedford  park,  under 
a  recommendation  of  this  Board,  hereinbefore  referred  to.  It  \a 
expected  that  this  extension  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  Manhattan  Rail- 
way during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  was  184,164,110,  an 
increase  of  9,839,535,  as  compared  with  1899.  The  earnings  and 
operating  statistics  of  the  Brooklyn  elevated  railroads  are  in- 
cluded in  the  report  to  this  Board  made  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  statistics  as  to  these  companies,  there- 
fore, cannot  be  given.  The  elevated  railroad  mileage,  in  details 
and  totals,  will  be  found  in  this  volume.  There  have  been  no  un- 
usual accidents  on  the  elevated  railroads  during  the  year.  Fif- 
teen passengers  were  injured,  and  4  employees  were  killed  and  6 
injured  on  the  Manhattan  Railway  during  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1900.  The  accidents  on  the  Brooklyn  elevated  railroads  are 
included  in  the  table  of  accidents  reported  in  the  annual  reports 
of  street  surface  railroads,  hereinafter  printed,  in  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company  report. 
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The  existing  elevated  railroads  in  Brooklyn  are  now  owned  by 
the  Brooklyn  Union  Eleyated  Railroad  Ck>mpany,  which  is  leased 
to  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company. 

Street  Surface  Railroads. 

The  reports  of  street  surface  railroad  companies  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  will  be  found  in  the  second  volume  of  this 
report.  Following  is  a  comparative  statement,  giving  details  and 
totals  from  these  reports  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1899,  and 
June  30,  1900.  The  amounts  shown  for  these  two  years  include 
the  various  amounts  relating  to  the  elevated  railroads  in  Brook- 
lyn as  their  statistics  this  year  are  included  in  the  report  of  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company.  Therefore,  the  1899  figures 
are  different  from  the  1899  figures  as  printed  last  year.

The  percentage  of  dividends  to  capital  stock  of  street  surface 
railroad  companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  was  3.77; 
in  1899  it  was  4.67.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  all  the 
street  surface  railroads  of  the  State,  including  the  few  remain- 
ing horse  railroads  and  the  elevated  roads  in  Brooklyn,  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  including  "transfers,"  was 
1,081,974,097,  an  increase  over  1899  of  122,684,693.     The  num- 
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ber  carried  in  the  boroughs  of  the  Bronx  and  Manhattan,  New 
York  city,  including  "transfers/'  was  567,144,099,  an  increase 
over  1899  of  57,829,283.  The  number  carried  in  the  borough  of 
Brooklyn  (including  some  carried  in  the  borough  of  Queens),  in- 
cluding "  transfers,"  and  including  those  carried  by  the  elevated 
railroads  in  Brooklyn  was  323,229,G39,  an  increase  over  1899  of 
45,584,744.

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It  will  be  seen  that  from  a  comparison  of  these  two  tables  that 
the  number  of  passengers  reported  in  the  annual  reports  as 
faaTing  been  killed  is  9  more  than  in  the  separate  reports  during 
the  year;  injured,  10  more  than  in  the  separate  reports  during 
the  year;  employees  killed,  18  more  than  in  the  separate  reports 
during  the  year;  injured,  30  more  than  in  the  separate  reports 
daring  the  year;  "others"  killed,  2  more  than  in  the  separate 
pejwrts  during  the  year;  and  "  others  "  injured  110  less  than  in 
the  separate  reports  during  the  year.  The  Board  has  been  and 
is  endeayoring  to  get  as  full  reports  during  the  year  from  street 
railroads  as  it  does  from  steam  railroads.  There  has  been  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  this,  however,  without  the  taking  of 
measures  under  the  law.  It  is  evident  that  a  large  number  of  ac- 
cidents have  occurred  which  were  not  reported  to  the  Board  at 
the  time  of  their  occurrence.    The  difference  between  the  number 
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of  "  others  "  injured  363  reported  to  the  Board  during  the  year, 
and  "  others ''  injured  253  reported  in  the  annual  reports,  is  un- 
explained. Several  serious  accidents  occurred  during  the  year. 
While  none  were  comparable  in  severity  with  the  worst  of  those 
which  occurred  in  other  States,  it  is  still  evident  that  some  man- 
agers are  not  alive  to  the  different  and  peculiar  danger  of  the 
operation  of  electric  cars  as  compared  with  horse  cars.  The  fact 
that  these  cars,  in  great  part,  still  occupy  streets  and  highways 
and  are  usually  operated  singly,  seems  to  prevent  the  dangerous 
character  of  their  operation  from  being  fully  realized  by  the 
public  as  well.  However,  this  is  a  condition  which  is  lessening. 
It  being  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  recommend  to  the  companies 
changes  in  the  methods  of  operation  and  appliances  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  will  lessen  the  liability  of  accidents,  the 
Board  has  proceeded  with  as  much  diligence  as  the  means  at  it& 
command  allows  to  this  end.  The  electrical  expert  of  the  Board 
has  made  many  inspections  of  the  railroads  and  has  made  de- 
tailed reports  with  recommendations.  These  recommendations 
have  been  made  the  recommendations  of  the  Board,  and  where 
they  refer  to  derailing  devices  at  crossings  of  street  and  steam 
railroads,  they  have  been  made  the  requirements  of  the  Board, 
under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.  Copies  of  the  reports  have 
been  transmitted  to  the  companies  with  notice  to  this  effect,  and 
considerable  correspondence  has  in  most  cases  ensued.  In  almost 
all  instances  the  companies  have  notified  the  Board  that  they 
would  comply  with  the  recommendations  and  requiremente.  In 
some  instances  they  have  asked  for  modifications  and  in  a  few  in- 
stances the  recommendations  of  the  Board  have  been  modified  or 
the  companies  given  further  time  to  comply.  These  reports  are 
printed  in  this  volume  and  the  action  taken  in  each  partioalar 
case  given.  While  the  Board  has  not  yet  received  reports  of  in- 
spections of  all  points  where  street  and  steam  railroads  crose  at 
grade,  it  has  received  such  reports  as  to  very  many  of  such  cross- 
ings. This  system  of  inspections  is  continuing,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  will  result  in  diminution  of  the  number  of  accidents  here- 
after.   The  Board  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  this  subject. 
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The  Board  renews  to  railroad  managers  its  recommendations 
made  in  former  years  as  to  the  operation  of  steet  surface  rail- 
roads, eepecially  in  the  following  particulars: 

First. — Every  street  car  which  crosses  a  steam  railroad  at  grade  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  red  flag  for  use  during  the  day  and  a  red  lantern  for  use 
at  ni«rht.  When  approaching  such  crossings  the  car  shaU  come  to  a  full 
stop  at  least  thirty  feet  from  the  crossing,  and  shall  not  proceed  until  the 
conductor  has  gone  upon  the  steam  railroad,  carrying  the  flag  or  lantern, 
and,  after  ascertaining  that  the  way  is  clear,  given  the  proper  signal  for 
the  car  to  proceed.  At  crossings  protected  by  a  system  of  derailing 
switches  interlocked  with  signals  on  the  steam  railroad,  and  operated  by  a 
man  stationed  at  the  crossing,  this  recommendation  does  not  apply.  The 
Board  also  recommends  that  at  all  grade  crossings,  on  overhead  trolley 
railroads,  a  V-shaped  trough  of  metal  be  constructed  over  the  trolley 
wire  or  wires  to  insure  the  motor  retaining  the  current  while  the  crossing 
Is  being  made. 

Second. — That  where  two  or  more  street  car  lines  cross,  or  where  they 
merge,  an  agreement  shaU  be  made  as  to  which  line  shall  have  the  right 
of  way.  The  car  that  has  not  the  right  of  way  shall  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing  over  the  tracks  of  the  other  line,  or  entering  on  the  joint 
track. 

Third. — That  cars  passing  in  opposite  directions  shall  not  meet  on  street 
crossings. 

Fourth. — ^That  the  speed  of  cars  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  on  all 
curves  where  the  view  Is  obstructed. 

Fifth. — ^That  passengers  be  prohibited  from  riding  on  the  running  boards 
or  side  steps  of  open  cars. 

Sixth. — ^That  passengers  be  not  permitted  to  stand  on  the  front  plat- 
forms of  open  cars,  and  that  only  as  many  passengers  be  permitted  on 
such  platforms  as  can  be  conveniently  seated.  In  the  case  of  open  cars 
that  have  no  seats  on  the  front  platform,  passengers  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  ride  on  the  platform,  and  the  side  gates  shall  at  aU  times  be  kept 
closed.  Under  no  circumstances  should  passengers  be  permitted  to  ride 
on  the  front  platforms  of  closed  cars. 

The  report  on  the  test  of  brakes  which  was  held  by  the  Board, 
mention  of  which  was  made  in  the  last  report,  was  completed  and 
published  in  pamphlet  form.  This  test  and  the  report  on  it  con- 
sumed a  large  amount  of  the  time  of  the  Board,  extending  over  a 
period  of  18  months.  The  test,  which  was  a  competitive  one,  open 
to  all  who  complied  with  the  provisions  prescribed  by  the  Board, 
was  held  owing  to  the  large  number  of  accidents  occurring  on 
street  surface  roads,  which  could  be  traced  to  the  lack  of  efficient 
means  of  stopping  cars.  The  test  was  not  intended  in  any  manner 
to  be  a  scientific  investigation  of  the  subject  of  brakes  for  street 
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surface  cars,  but  a  competitive  test  of  the  distance  in  which  a  car 
could  be  stopped  by  the  various  brakes  tested.  The  apparatus 
used  for  recording  the  result  of  the  tests,  while  answering  all  the 
requirements  of  determining  the  exact  distance  in  which  the 
various  brakes  would  stop  a  car — which  is  the  important  element 
in  avoiding  accidents  on  electric  roads — was  subject  to  slight 
variations  in  the  time  these  stops  were  made,  which  did  not,  how- 
ever, affect  the  result  of  the  standing  of  the  different  brakes 
tested. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that,  while  this  test  has  taken  up  a 
large  amount  of  its  time,  the  time  was  well  spent,  and  that  the 
result  of  the  test  will  be  the  adoption  of  better  braking  systems 
on  electric  cars  and  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  accidents. 

Considerable  of  the  mileage  of  street  surface  railroads  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  New  York  city,  is  still  operated  by  horses. 
These  are  lines  upon  which  it  seems  to  be  desirable,  if  not  neces- 
sary, to  secure  a  motive  power  other  than  the  underground  trolley 
system.  The  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  is  operating 
the  Twenty-eighth  and  Twenty-ninth  streets  crosstown  line  by 
compressed  air  cars,  and  the  Thirty-fourth  street  crosstown  line 
by  storage  battery  cars.  It  is  understood  that  while  these  two 
lines  are  being  regularly  operated,  this  operation  is  to  some  ex- 
tent experimental  as  having  a  bearing  upon  what  may  be,  aJl 
things  considered,  the  best  power  to  adopt  in  the  operation  of  the 
other  lines  which  are  now  operated  by  horses.  This  company  has 
shown  commendable  enterprise  in  the  matter  of  securing  systems 
of  motive  power  best  adapted  for  the  streets  of  Manhattan.  A 
great  part  of  the  necessary  work  in  changing  the  Broadway  cable 
road  to  underground  electricity  has  been  done,  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  this  road  will  be  so  operated  early  in  the  summer. 

Some  building  of  electric  railroads  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year.  The  Buffalo,  Hamburg  and  Aurora  Railway,  operating 
from  Buffalo  to  Hamburg,  Orchard  Park  and  Aurora,  a  distance 
of  21  miles,  has  been  partially  built  since  last  year,  and  the  por- 
tion built  is  being  operated  by  the  overhead  trolley  system;  the 
remainder  is  under  construction.    The  Rochester  and  Sodus  Bay 
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Eailwaj,  from  Glen  Haven  to  a  point  on  Sodus  bay,  a  distance  of 
36  miles^  has  been  constructed  since  last  year,  and  is  being 
operated  by  the  overhead  trolley  system.  The  Lockport  and  Ol- 
cott  Railway,  from  Lockport  to  Olcott,  on  Lake  Ontario,  a  dis- 
tance of  18  miles,  has  been  constructed  since  the  last  report  and 
is  being  operated  by  the  overhead  trolley  system.  The  Auburn 
Inter-Urban  Electric  Railroad  has  been  constructed  since  the  last 
report,  and  is  being  operated  from  Auburn  to  Skaneateles,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  8  miles,  by  the  overhead  trolley  system.  The 
Oneonta  and  Otego  Valley  Railroad  Company  has  changed  its 
name  to  Oneonta,  Cooperstown  and  Richfield  Springs  Railway 
Company,  and  proposes  to  extend  its  line  through  Cooperstown 
to  Richfield  Springs.    The   Albany  and   Hudson   Railway   and 

* 

Power  Company,  from  Hudson  to  Albany,  a  distance  of  about  36 
miles,  is  operated  by  the  overhead  electrical  trolley  system  in 
Hudson  and  in  Rensselaer  and  over  the  tracks  of  the  United  Trac- 
tion Company  into  Albany,  but  between  Hudson  and  Niverville 
and  between  Niverville  and  Rensselaer  it  is  operated  by  the  third- 
rail  system.  This  is  the  first  third-rail  system  on  the  surface  con- 
structed in  this  State,  and  it  seems  to  the  Board,  for  this  reason, 
that  it  is  proper  to  print  here  a  somewhat  detailed  statement  of 
its  construction  as  follows: 

It  is  located  on  private  right  of  way.  The  track  is  of  steam 
railroad  construction,  with  80-pound  Trail,  laid  on  8  x  8  inch 
chesitnut  ties,  spaced  16  to  a  30-foot  rail,  with  radl  joints  of  the 
continuous  pattern  with  4  bolts  to  a  joint,  bonded  with  4-0  copper 
bonds  placed  under  the  fish-plates.  Every  fifth  tie  is  9  feet,  3 
inches  long,  spaced  to  10  feet  centres,  and  on  this  the  third-rail 
insulators  are  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  carry  the  third 
pail  at  a  height  of  six  inches  above  the  traction  rail,  and  26 
inches  outside  of  it.  The  insulators  for  the  third  rail  consists  of 
diestnut  blocks  which  have  been  treated  to  insulate  them  and 
to  exclude  moisture.  These  are  capped  with  a  malleable  cast- 
iron  cap;  this  cap  serves  as  a  chair  for  the  third  rail.  This  rail, 
which  is  the  same  weight  as  the  traction  rail,  is  joined  with  fish- 
plates and  on  tangents  there  is  one  bolt  for  each  rail,  and  on 
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curves,  two;  the  third  rail  is  bonded  with  two  bonds,  having  a 
capacity  of  425,000  C.  M.  per  bond,  giving  a  total  capacity  per 
joint  of  850,000  C.  M.,  as  compared  with  840,000  C.  M.,  in  the 
main  track  rails.  This  track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  bal- 
last. The  private  right  of  way  through  which  it  is  constructed 
has  an  average  width  of  about  50  feet;  it  is  fenced  on  either  side 
with  a  wire  fence,  consisting  of  10  longitudenal  wires  with  a 
height  of  52  inches,  suspended  on  6-inch  chestnut  po^ts,  set  3 
feet  in  the  ground,  and  from  16  to  20  feet  apart.  There  are 
cattle  guards  at  all  highway  and  private  crossings;  at  the  high- 
w^ay  crossings  they  are  of  angle  irons,  8  feet,  6  inches  long;  these 
are  laid  between  and  outside  of  the  rails.  The  private  crossings 
are  protected  by  cattle  guards  constructed  of  wooden  strips 
similar  to  the  iron  angle  irons.  Wing  fences  extend  from  the 
main  fence  to  the  centre  of  all  cattle  guards;  the  private  cross- 
ings are  equipped  with  gates  which  when  not  in  use  are  kept 
closed.  At  the  highway  and  private  crossings,  the  third  rail  is 
disconnected,  and  does  not  extend  over  the  crossing,  A  con- 
tinuity of  the  electric  circuit  is  maintained  by  an  underground 
cable  of  1,000,000  C.  M.  This  cable  is  laid  under  the  crossing 
in  a  trench  below  the  frost  line  and  rises  to  terminals  through 
cast-iron  pipe,  supported  by  chestnut  posts.  These  terminals  are 
so  constructed  as  to  protect  the  ends  of  the  cable  from  moisture. 
From  them  to  the  third  rail  connection  is  made  by  a  flexible 
copper  bond,  in  this  manner  admitting  of  longitudinal  motion 
of  the  ends  of  the  third  rail  due  to  expansion  and  contraction 
without  consequent  stress  upon  the  cables.  At  each  crossing 
there  are  signs  placed,  so  situated  as  to  prominently  face  anyone 
getting  upon  the  right  of  way;  this  sign  reads  "This  railroad  is 
operated  by  an  electric  rail;  walking  on  the  track  or  other  tre*- 
passing  is  forbidden." 

The  company's  power  plant,  is  loeated  on  the  line  of  the  road, 
3  miles  from  the  city  of  Hudson;  the  power  is  generated  by  water 
taken  from  the  Kinderhook  creek.  This  station  has  a  capacity 
of  2,650  K.  W.  In  addition  to  the  water-power  plant,  there  is 
an  1.100  horse-power  engine,  which  can  be  used  as  occasion  re- 
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quires.  The  water  for  this  power  is  taken  through  two  penstocks, 
each  7  feet,  6  inches  in  diameter,  from  a  dam  located  about  half 
a  mile  from  the  power  sitation  with  a  total  fall  of  105  feet.  In 
addition  to  this  power  station,  there  are  3  sub-«stations,  one 
located  at  the  northern  cdty  limits  of  Hudson,  8  miles  from  the 
power  station;  another  is  located  111  miles  north  of  the  power 
station  at  North  Chatham;  the  other  is  11^  miles  from  the  North 
Chatham  station  at  East  Greenbush;  each  of  these  sub-stations 
are  substantial  brick  buildings  equipped  with  static  and  rotary 
transformers. 

The  electric  current  is  generated  in  the  powerhouse  at  12,000 
Tolts  pressure  and  transmitted  to  these  sub-stations  at  that  pres- 
sure, where  bj  means  of  the  static  traneformers,  it  is  transmitted 
to  an  alternating  current  of  380  volts,  and  by  the  rotary  trans- 
formers to  a  direct  current  of  600  volts.  The  transmission  lines 
between  the  power-house  and  the  sub-stations  consists  of  two 
flets  of  three-phase  conductors  of  No.  4  copper  wire;  these  wires 
are  carried  on  5-inch  porcelain  insulators,  which  are  tested  to 
50,000  volts;  they  are  spaced  18  inches  apart  and  the  wires  are 
^ven  one-thiird  transpomtion  each  mile. 

The  company's  cars  which  are  operated  on  this  line  are  43  feet 
inside  and  53  feet  over  all;  they  are  vestibuled,  are  equipped  with 
air  brakes,  and  pneumatic  sanding  devices,  gongs  and  air 
whistles;  with  double  trucks  designed  for  high  speed  service  with 
6-foot  wheel  base,  31  feet  between  king  bolts,  wheels  33  inches 
in  diameter,  3-inch  tread  and  15-16  flanges,  mounted  on  5-inch 
axles  with  6-inch  gear  fittings.  Each  car  is  equipped  with  a 
trolley  pole  over  the  center  of  each  truck,  and  with  third  rail 
shoes,  two  on  each  side  of  the  car;  these  shoes  are  hinged  so 
that  in  the  city  streets  they  can  be  folded  up  against  the  side  of 
the  truck.  There  \&  on  each  platform  a  commutating  switch 
which  is  used  to  connect  the  motors  to  either  the  trollevs,  the 
left  hand  or  right  hand  shoes.  The  shoes  remote  from  the  third 
rail  are  not  unfolded  when  the  car  enters  on  the  third  rail,  but 
remain  in  the  raised  position,  and  are  disconnected  by  means  of 
the  commutating  switch.    The  distance  between  shoes  on  the  cars 
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is  31  feet,  the  cars  span  some  crossings  and  at  wider  ones  drift- 
over  them.  These  cars  are  equipped  with  four  No.  51  motors, 
each  haying  a  capacity  of  75  horse-power;  these  cars  weigh  30 
tons  each,  and  are  geared  for  a  maximum  speed  of  51  miles  per 
hour. 

There  is  now  pending  before  the  Board  an  application  for  a 
certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  public  con- 
venience and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of  the  Buffalo,. 
Niagara  Falls  and  Rochester  Railway,  which  proposes  to  con- 
struct a  street  surface  railroad  (presumably  to  be  operated  by  the 
overhead  electrical  trolley  system)  from  Rochester  to  Lockport, 
Niagara  Falls  and  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  about  120  miles.  There 
is  also  pending  before  the  Board  an  application  of  the  Syracuse 
and  South  Bay  Railway  Company,  a  street  surface  railway  (pre- 
sumably to  be  operated  by  the  overhead  electrical  trolley  system> 
for  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  which  com- 
pany proposes  to  build  from  Syracuse  to  South  Bay,  on  Oneida 
lake,  a  distance  of  12  miles.  The  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville, 
and  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Railways,  now  constructed 
and  operating,  form  a  continuous  line  from  Waterford  through 
Stillwater  and  Schuylerville  to  Greenwhich,  the  cars  ^f  this  com- 
pany entering  Troy  over  the  tracks  of  the  United  Traction  CJom- 
pany.  There  are  now  other  railroads  under  construction,  which,, 
with  these  companies,  will  form  a  continuous  line  of  overhead 
electrical  trolley  railroad  from  Troy  through  Stillwater,  Green- 
wich, Schuylerville,  Fort  Edward  and  Glens  Falls  to  Lake  George 
and  on  to  Warrensburg.  This  Board  has  granted  a  certificate, 
under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  to  the  Newark  and  Marion 
Railway  Company,  to  construct  an  electric  railroad  from  Newark 
to  Marion,  a  distance  of  8  miles.  Hiere  is  no  railroad  communi- 
cation between  Newark  and  Marion  now. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  on  the  street  surface 
railroads  of  the  State  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  waa- 
153,343;  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  it  was  129,040. 

A  table  of  mileage  of  operating  street  surface  railroads  is^ 
printed  in  this  volume. 
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During  the  year  ending  October  31, 1900, 17  new  street  surface 
railroads  were  incorporated,  by  filing  articles  of  association  in  the 
Secretary  of  State's  office,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  260.75 
miles. 

The  form  of  annual  report  for  street  surface  railroad  com- 
panies, upon  which  they  will  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1901,  is  the  form  adopted  by  the  Street  Railway  Accountants' 
Association  of  the  country,  which  has  been  adopted  by  this  and 
fleyeral  other  States. 

The  average  number  of  persons,  including  officials,  employed 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  on  all  of  the  street  sur- 
face railroads  of  the  State  (including  the  elevated  railroads  in 
Brooklyn),  was  28,075,*  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  salaries  and 
wages  paid  them  was  |16,968,907.05.  The  companies  owned  or 
operated  on  June  30,  1900,  5,098  electric  and  cable  box  cars,  3,66p 
electric  and  cable  open  cars,  23  air  motor  box  cars,  22  electric  mail 
-cars,  626  electric  and  cable  freight,  express  and  service  cars. 
There  were  2,437  other  cars  in  operation.  These  figures  refer  to 
the  care  operated  on  all  street  surface  railroads  and  the  Brooklyn 
•elevated  railroads. 

Conclusion. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  last  report,  the  Board  expressed  the 
hope  that  prosperous  times  would  lead  railroad  managers  to 
place  their  properties  in  first  class  condition.  From  the  reports 
of  exi)enditurc8  from  earnings  alone  for  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  and  equipment,  it  is  evident  that  the  companies  them- 
selves have  been  alive  to  the  importance  of  this  subject. 

The  Board  has  no  recommendations-  of  proposed  legislation  to 
make.

BbLATIYB  to  a  PBOPOSBD  AOT  to  AMQND  subdivision  10  OF  SECTION 

4  OF  THo  Bailroad  Law. 

Albany,  February  20, 1900. 

Hon.  John  Bainbs,  Chavrman  of  Senate  Railroad  Committee,  Senate 
Chamber,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir. — Referring  to  your  communication  of  the  14th  inst., 
asking  for  the  yiews  of  this  Board  as  to  Senate  bill  No.  462,  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Mackey,  proposing  to  amend  subdivision  10  of 
section  4  of  the  Railroad  Law,  I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  to 
say  that  the  amendment  proposed  is  to  add  to  the  power  of  rail- 
road companies  (to  borrow  money,  a  provision  that  they  may 
borrow  "  for  any  other  lawful  purpose."  Subdivision  10  now  pro- 
vides that  they  may  borrow  money  for  "  completing  and  finishing 
or  operating  its  railroad."  The  amendment  adds  after  the  word 
"  railroad,"  "  or  for  any  other  lawful  purpose." 

Until  the  passage  of  chapter  453  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  which 
provides  tl^tt  section  2  of  the  Stock  Corporation  Law  shall  not 
apply  to  railroads,  such  companies  apparently  had  the  power  to 
borrow  money  "  for  any  other  lawful  purpose  of  its  incorpora- 
tion," (section  2,  Stock  Corporation  Law).  It  would  seem  that  the 
bill  in  question  is  intended  to  restore  to  railroad  companies  the 
right  to  borrow  money  for  lawful  purposes  other  than  for  "  com- 
pleting and  finishing  or  operating  its  railroad."  It  may  well  be 
that  occasions  would  arise  when  a  railroad  company  would  be 
Justified,  and,  in  fact,  for  good  business  management,  be  obliged 
to  borrow  money  to  acquire  property  for  other  purposes  than 
technically  "  completing  and  finishing  or  oi)erating  its  railroad." 
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Ab  this  power  to  borrow  money  is  limited  by  requiring  the  eon- 
sent  of  stockholders,  and  of  this  Board,  it  would  seem  that  no 
injury  to  the  public  would  result  if  the  bill  in  question  becomes 
a  law.

Belativb  to  proposed  resolution  of  the  Senate. 

Albany,  February  20,  1900. 

Hon.  John  Raines,  Chairman  of  Senate  Railroad  Conwnittee,  Senate 
Chamber,  Albany,  N,  F.: 

Dear  Sdr. — In  reply  to  your  request  of  the  14th  inet.,  asking  the 
views  of  this  Board  in  regard  to  a  resolution  of  Senator  Foley, 
introduced  in  the  Senate  February  12th,  and  referred  to  the  Rail- 
road Ckmimittee,  I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  to  say  that,  so  far 
as  the  first  request  is  concerned,  this  Board  could  only  answer  it 
accurately  by  giving  a  list  of  the  railroads  to  which  certificates 
under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law  have  been  granted,  in  cities 
of  the  first  class,  since  1892,  steam,  and  since  1895,  street  and 
steam,  and  whether  or  not  these  railroads  have  been  constructed- 
As  the  information  called  for  will  relate  principally  to  street  rail- 
roads, which  must  get  franchises  from  local  authorities,  it  would 
seem  that  local  authorities  would  be  better  able  to  answer  this 
question  completely  than  this  Board  would. 

In  regard  to  the  second  paragraph  of  the  information  asked  for, 
the  above  also  applies — ^that  local  authorities,  being  the  grantors 
of  the  franchises,  are  the  only  oflBcials  who  can  answer  this  ques- 
tion. So  in  regard  to  the  third  paragraph  of  the  information 
asked  for. 

This  Board  publishes  in  its  annual  report  a  list  of  all  railroads 
formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State.  Reports  are  received  in  this 
oflSce  as  to  the  operations  of  such  railroads  as  are  constructed  or 
partially  constructed.  In  1892  the  Legislature  passed  an  act, 
which  ia  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  providing  that  no  rail- 
road thereafter  formed  should  exercise  the  powers  of  a  railroad 
company  or  begin  the  construction  of  its  railroad  until  it  had  re- 
ceived a  certificate  from  this  Board  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  required  its  construction.  This  section  applied  only  to 
steam  railroads.  As  stated,  we  can  give  a  list  of  such  roads,  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  to  which  has  been  granted  such  a  certifi- 
cate, and  can  state  whether  or  not  they  have  been  constructed.    In 
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1895  the  provisionfi  of  section  59  were  applied  to  street  surface 
as  well  as  steam  railroads.  This  Board  can  give  a  list  of  street 
surface  railroads  to  which  such  certificate  has  been  granted  since 
1895,  and  whether  or  not  suoh  railroads  are  constructed.  But, 
in  both  these  cases  the  number  of  railroads  is,  comparatively,  a 
small  one. 

It  would  seem  as  though  the  information  sought  for  could  best 
be  obtained  from  local  authorities  who  have  granted  franchises 
to  use  streets,  they  knowing  what  franchises  they  have  granted, 
and  being  able  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  railroads  have  been 
built  on  the  particular  streets  named  in  the  grants.

Dear  Sir. — Referring  to  Senate  bill,  printed  No.  1156,  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Parsons^  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  railroad 
law,"  I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  to  say  in  response  to  your 
request  for  an  opinion: 

This  bill  proposes  to  amend  section  93  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
by  providing  that  where  street  surface  railroad  companies  may 
have  agreed  to  pay  for  their  franchises  large  percentages  of  gross 
earnings,  the  obligation  to  pay  such  large  percentages  shall  be 
removed  and  the  company  shall  be  required  to  pay  but  8  per  cen- 
tum of  the  gross  earnings. 

Whether  or  not  the  Legislature  should  allow  such  reductions 
of  agreed  to  be  paid  percentages,  is  a  matter  addressed  entirely 
to  its  discretion,  and  the  Board  makes  no  comnient  thereon. 
The  Board,  however,  respectfully  suggests  that  the  names  of  the 
companies  to  which  the  act  will  apply  and  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  sale  of  the  franchises  which  they  may  hold  be  in- 
quired into.

Relative  to  a  proposed  act  to  amend  section  108  of  the  Rail- 
road Law. 

Albany,  March  21,  1900. 

Hon.  John  Raines,  Clvaimum  of  Senate  Railroad  Committeey  Senate 
Chamber,  Albany,  N.  Y.: 

Dear  Sir. — Referring  to  Senate  bill,  printed  No.  1155,  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Parsons,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  in  relation  to  railroads,  constituting  chapter 
thirty-nine  of  the  general  laws,' "  as  to  the  provisions  of  which 
you  have  asked  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  I  am  instructed  by  the 
Board  to  say,  in  response  to  your  request  for  an  opinion: 

The  bill  proposes  to  amend  section  108  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

"  Section  108.  Road  not  to  be  constructed  upon  ground  occupied  by  pub- 
lie  buUdings  or  in  public  parks. — No  street  surface  railroad  shaU  be  con- 
structed or  extended  upon  ground  occupied  by  buildings  belonging  to  any 
town,  city,  county,  or  to  the  state,  or  to  the  United  States,  or  in  public 
parks,  except  In  tunnels  to  be  approved  by  the  local  authorities  having 
control  of  such  parks.  But  any  street  surface  raUroad  company  which 
has  heretofore  received  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  of  any  town 
or  village  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  its  railroad  on  a  street 
or  highway  within  such  town  or  viUage  where  the  land  abutting  on  said 
street  or  highway  was  or  is  set  apart  for  park  purposes,  may  construct 
and  operate  its  irailroad  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section 
or  any  other  act  of  the  legislature." 

While  the  object  of  the  bill  may  simply  be  to  relieve  some 
etreet  surface  railroad  company  from  a  prohibition  as  to  its  con- 
struction on  a  street  or  highway  which  may  be  considered  a  pub- 
lic park,  yet  the  language  is  such  that  any  company  to  which  it 
applies  "  may  construct  and  operate  its  railroad,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  this  section  or  any  other  act  of  the  Legislature." 
If  the  bill  bore  the  words  "  on  such  street  or  highway  "  after  the 
word  "  railroad,"  in  line  8,  page  2,  it  might  be  said  to  be  clear 
that  the  authorization  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad  was 
confined  to  the  street  or  highway  referred  to  by  the  preceding 
language,  and  the  Legislature,  in  its  discretion,  and  upon  all  the 
facts  being  presented  to  it,  might,  perhaps,  properly,  relieve  a 
company  or  companies  from  disabilities  growing  out  of  the  fact 
that  the  street  or  highway  on  which  construction  was  proposed, 
may  be  considered  a  park  within  the  meaning  of  section  108. 
However,  as  the  bill  reads^  it  seems  to  the  Board  that  a  company, 
having  received  the  consent  referred  to  by  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, may  construct  and  operate  its  entire  line  of  railroad,  which 
may  be  many  miles  in  length,  notwithstanding  disabilities,  aside 
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from  the  park  question,  under  which  it  may  labor,  and  from 
which,  perhaps,  it  should  not  be  relieved. 

Chapter  710  of  the  Laws  of  1889  amended  section  108  of  the 
Bailroad  Law,  so  that  it  now  reads  as  follows : 

"  Secton  108.  Rood  not  to  be  constructed  upon  ground  occupied  by  pub- 
lic buUdingB  or  in  public  parks. — ^No  street  6urface  railroad  shall  be  con- 
stxucted  or  extended  upon  ground  occupied  by  buildings  belonging  to  any 
town»  city,  county  or  to  the  state,  or  to  the  United  States,  or  in  public 
parks,  except  in  tunnels,  to  be  approved  by  the  local  authorities  having 
control  of  such  parks.  Provided,  however,  that  the  commissioners  of  the 
state  reservation  at  Niagara,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  land  office,  may  construct,  without  expense  to  the  state, 
street  raUroad  tracks  upon  and  along  that  part  of  the  rlverway,  so  called, 
between  Falls  and  Niagara  streets  in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  and  In 
their  discretion  may  grant  revokable  licenses  to  street  surface  railroad 
companies  to  use  such  tracks  upon  such  terms  as  said  commissioners  may 
prescribe." 


It  seems  to  be  evident  that  the  person  who  drew  the  bill  under 
consideration,  did  not  know  of  the  amendment  of  1899.  It  would 
seem  to  be  proper  that  the  amendment  of  1899  should  not  be 
superseded  through  inadvertence,  and,  therefore,  that  the  bill  in 
question,  in  any  event,  should  be  redrawn  so  as  to  include  the 
amendment  of  1899.

EEIiATIVB  TO    A    PROPOSED   ACT  AMENDING   THE  LAW    RELATIVE  TO 
THE   EQUIPMENT   OP   FREIGHT  TRAINS  WITH    POWER   BRAKES. 

Albany,  April  30,  1900. 
Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Governor: 

Dear  Sir. — ^Mr.  Lincoln  has  requested  from  this  Board,  for  your 
consideration,  the  opinion  held  by  the  Railroad  Oommission  con- 
cerning Mr.  Bedell's  bill.  No.  1474,  amending  chapter  543,  Laws 
of  1893,  relative  to  the  equipment  of  freight  trains  with  air  brakes. 

I  have  the  honor,  therefore,  to  report  that  this  bill  was  fully 
considered  while  on  passage^  by  the  full  Board,  and  that  we  are 
unanimous  in  the  expression  of  the  following  views: 

Chapter  543  of  the  laws  of  1893  now  provides  that  10  per  cent. 
of  all  freight  cars  ownedi  by  companies  operating  in  this  State, 
shall  be  equipped  annually  with  power  brakes.  The  companies 
have  been  equipping  since  1893,  and  there  are  now  equipped  more 
than  50  per  cent,  of  the  cars  owned  by  them.    The  law  also  pro- 
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vides  that  after  January  1,  1903,  no  freight  car  not  so  equipped 
may  be  hauled  in  this  State.  The  bill  now  before  the  Governor 
proposes  to  change  the  law  so  that  after  the  1st  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1901,  it  fihall  be  unlawful  for  any  freight  train  to  be  hauled 
in  this  State  which  has  not  in  it  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  equip- 
ped with  power  brakes,  so  that  the  engineer  may  control  its  speed 
without  requiring  the  use  of  hand  brakes.  It  also  provides  that 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  extendi  the  time  within 
which  this  requirement  shall  take  effect,  one  year,  or  until  Janu- 
ary 1,  1902.  It  seems  to  the  Board  that  the  bill  is  a  proper  one. 
The  Federal  acton  the  same  subject  provides  that  after  the  Ist  day 
of  January,  1898,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce  by  railroad,  to  operate  freight 
trains  which  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  equipped  with 
power  brakes  so  that  the  train  may  be  controlled  by  the  engineer. 
The  amended  language  in  section  3  of  the  bill  now  under  consid- 
eration, apparently  follows  the  language  of  the  Federal  act.  The 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  power  to  extendi  the  time, 
and  has  done  so.  The  effect  of  this  is  that  trains  engaged  in  inter- 
state commerce,  although  having  a  sufficient  number  of  cars 
equipped  with  power  brakes  to  control  them,  need  not  have  every 
car  in  the  train  so  equipped.  Railway  experts  hold  that,  if  one- 
third  of  the  cars  in  a  train  have  air  brakes  all  in  connection,  the 
train  is  under  good  control.  If  our  State  law  remains  as  it  is, 
after  the  year  1903  cars  reaching  this  State  from  other  States, 
and  not  equipped  with  power  brakes,  must,  of  necessity,  be  re- 
fused transportation  through  this  State.  Thus,  the  railroads  of 
the  State  would  almost  certainly  lose  considerable  business  wMch 
they  would  otherwise  get.  As  the  object  of  the  law  is,  of  course, 
simply  to  provide  that  the  speed  and  momentum  of  freight  trains, 
may  be  controlled  from  the  engine,  and  as  this  can  be  accom- 
plished without  all  the  cars  in  a  train  being  equipped'  with  power 
brakes,  there  appears  to  be  no  necessity  that  each  car  shall  be  so 
equipped.  Reconciling  the  provisions  of  the  State  law  with  those 
of  the  Federal  law,  seems  to  be  a  desirable  thing,  and,  as  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State  will  be  enabled  to  haul  cars  which,  under  the 
law  as  it  is  at  present,  they  would  have  to  refuse  after  1903,  it 
seems  practically  necessary  that  this  bill  should  become  a  law. 

The  bill  in  question  drops  from  the  law  the  requirement  that  10 
per  cent,  of  the  cars  owned  by  a  company  shall  be  equipped  in 
each  year.  There  seems  to  be  no  objection  to  this,  particularly,  as 
the  bill  also  provides  that  freight  trains  shall  be  sufficiently 
equipped  to  be  controlled,  by  1901,  and  authority  is  vested  in  this 
Board  to  extend  the  time  one  year  only.

Complaints  of  Cities,  Towns,  Associations, 

Individuals,  Etc. 


I. 

In  thb  mattbb  of  complaints  of  bbsidsnts  of  ths  Borough  of 

Bbooklyn,  New  York  city,  against  thb  Brooklyn  Kbights 

Bailroad  Company. 

December  90,  1889. 

The  series  of  complamts  which  were  placed  before  the  Bailroad 
Conimjssioii  bj  associated  bodies  and  citizens  of  the  boroughs  of 
Brooklyn  and  Queens,  New  York  city,  during  November,  against 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  Bailroad  Company,  have  been  assembled 
generally  into  two  groups  for  consideration  by  this  Board,  viz.: 

1,  Those  relating  to  South  Brooklyn  locally,  together  with  mis- 
cellaneous grievances  regarding  the  operation  of  the  system,  and; 

2.  Those  which  deal  with  the  aflEairs  of  Flushing,  Corona  and 
adjacent  places  regarding  rates  of  fare,  transfer  privileges  and 
matters  of  convenience  and  comfort  in  cars,  trains  and  stations. 
The  first  designated  group  of  complaints,  only,  is  considered  and 
dealt  with  in  this  report. 

At  the  outset  it  is  not  improper  to  say  that  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Bailroad  Company  is  engaged  in  the  herculean  and  difBcult  task  of 
operating  the  longest  and  most  complex  system  of  street  railways 
in  the  world,  covering  a  total  length  of  504  miles.  The  geography 
of  the  territory  and  the  pteculiar  convergence  of  almost  every  one 
of  the  car  lines,  surface  and  elevated',  toward  the  common  centre 
of  the  Borough  and  to  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  add  greatly  to  what 
would  be  the  normal  perplexities  of  any  equally  extensive  system, 
but  even  these  are  added  to  by  the  contiguity  of  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  formerly  ihe  old  city  of  New  York.  Under  ordinary 
daily  conditions  the  tide  of  street  transit  travel  to  and  from  Man- 
hattan is  something  enormous,  apart  from  the  daily  and  simul- 
taneous movemen^fc  of  people  on  all  lines  within  and  not  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  Brooklyn  itself.  No  perfect  and  satisfactory 
^stem  of  operation  and  accommodation,  either  to  the  public  or 
the  transxKMTtation  company,  can  be  devised  and  most  certainly 
nd  .permanent  relief  afforded  to  the  public,  until  some  of  the 
projected  new  tunnels  or  bridges  between  the  two  boroughs  are 
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constructed.  The  people  will  best  and  most  efifectually  aid  them- 
selves 1:o  this  end  by  lending  their  earnest  influence  to  the  prosecu- 
tion of  these  projects. 

Apart  from  the  determination  of  the  eight  specific  points  here- 
inafter set  forth,  the  complaints  embraced  in  the  first  group  em- 
bodied many  invidual  complaints  regarding  insufflcient  cars,  illy 
lights  cars,  the  overcrowding  of  cars,  irregularity  of  cars  and 
trains  on  headway,  the  running  of  elevated  trains  past  stations 
virithout  stopping  to  take  up  waiting  passengers  and  similar  in- 
attention by  motormen  on  surface  cars  to  the  signals  of  passen- 
gers; the  unclean  condition  of  cars  and  stations  and  others  of  like 
character.  In  respect  to  these  complaints,  it  may  be  said  and  it 
is  the  fact  that  there  is  not  and  is  not  likely  to  be  in  Manhattan 
and  Brooklyn,  for  many  years,  a  time  when  all  cars  will  be  other- 
wise 'than  overcrowded  during  the  morning  and  evening  hours  if 
real  rapid  transit  is  required  at  the  same  time.  If  there  were 
fewer  cars  running,  the  rapid  movement  of  all  would  be  facili- 
tated. /The  complete  engorgement  by  cars  of  all  the  streets  in 
Brooklyn  converging  toward  the  Bridge  and  through  Fulton 
street  as  far  as  Flatbush  avenue,  already  retards  traffic  affecting 
more  than  half  of  the  lines  in  the  entire  Borough.  To  put  more 
caxs  in  service  there  now,even  if  practicable, *would  only  make  mat- 
ters worse.  When  cars  have  been  slowed  up  and  blockaded  they 
must  make  up  lost  time  as  soon  as  they  are  freed,  or  the  whole 
car  movement  would  be  deranged  everywhere.  This  applies  to 
every  form  of  railroad  operation,  and  is  most  frequent  cause  for 
the  failure  to  take  up  waiting  passengers  and  for  irregularitiee  in 
headway.  It  is  not  at  all  uncommon  to  find  fifty,  even  a  hundred, 
cars  stalled  by  the  breaking  down  of  a  heavily  loaded  wagon  or 
van  on  the  tracks,  but  the  thousands  of  incommoded  passengers 
on  the  delayed  cars  rarely  know  of  the  trouble  ahead  and  readily 
blame  the  railroad  management.  As  to  the  complaints  of  unclean 
cars,  the  company  sweeps  out  each  car  at  the  end  of  each  trip 
and  washes  out  each  car  when  it  is  "  run  off  "  at  night.  Concern- 
ing the  unclean  oi  unsanitary  condition  of  stations,  the  Board 
of  Health  of  Brooklyn  recently  examined  and  reported  on  this 
subject  and  found  such  complaints  unfounded. 

Concerning  the  character  and  condition  of  the  tracks  and  equip- 
ment of  the  company,  the  Board  finds  that  the  tracks  on  every 
principal  line  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  are  of  excellent  quality 
and  construction  and  are  maintained  in  good  condition.  In  a  few 
outlying  localities,  in  some  of  which  the  streets  are  badly  paved 
or  wholly  unpaved,  the  tracks  are  not  in  first  class  condition, 
though  they  are  equal  to  the  average  tracks  on  hundreds  of  miles 
in  small  cities  and  semi-rural  communities.  About  eighty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  company's  total  mileage  is  in  first  class  order.    With 
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respect  to  rolling  stock,  the  company's  surface  car  equipment  is 
equal  in  quality,  comfort  and  condition  to  that  of  any  other  com- 
pany of  which  this  Board  has  knowledge,  in  any  city.  Most  of 
the  cars  are  of  modern  pattern  and  almost  if  not  quite  new,  and 
all  are  well  lighted,  and  warmed  in  winter,  by  electricity. 

,The  management  of  ihe  company  is  earnest  in  its  efforts  to 
afford  facilities  to  the  more  than  315,000,000  of  passengers  which 
it  now  is  and  will  hereafter  be  called  upon,  annually,  to  accommo- 
date. No  other  street  railway  managers  have  ever  grappled  with 
so  diflScult  a  problem,  and  there  is  much  to  be  wrought  out  by  ex- 
periment and  practical  demonstration  through  results.  The  hand- 
ling of  the  vast  multitude  of  people  who  in  the  summer  will  pas6 
over  these  lines  from  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  and  contiguous 
communities,  using  Brooklyn  literally  as  a  highway  to  Coney 
Island  and  the  scores  of  other  seaside  or  rural  resorts  on  Long 
Island,  promises  to  give  the  company  not  merely  a  vast  amount 
of  business  and  revenue,  but  to  bring  before  it  some  operating 
problems  of  the  first  magnitude.  The  Board  has,  incidental  to 
this  present  investigation  and  report,  given  attention  to  this  ques- 
tion of  next  summer's  traffic,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  have 
been  unwise  and  insufficient  to  have  made  orders  which  might 
have  relieved  conditions  art  this  time,  but  which  would  have  led 
to  great  confusion  and  inefficiency  three  or  six  months  hence. 
These  considerations  of  the  future,  though  not  specifically  raised 
by  the  complaints  themselves,  have  infiuenced  the  Board  largely 
in  the  making  of  the  principal  recommendations  embraced  in  this 
report.  In  ftaking  over  the  elevated  railways  of  Brooklyn,  the 
company  appears  to  have  acted  with  good  judgment  toward  the 
increasing  and  unification  of  methods  in  handling  its  vast  busi- 
ness. The  company  and  its  managing  officers  are  to-day  working 
oat  details  for  the  abatement  of  annoyances  and  inconveniences 
complained  of  as  well  as  of  some  which  have  not  been  subjects  of 
pnblic  complaint  and  are  therefore  not  here  referred  to.    . 

The  Board  therefore  determines  and  recommends: 

First.  That  the  company  grant  optional  free  transfers  at  all 
hours,  at  Third  avenue  and  Sixty-fifth  street  and  at  Fifth  avenue 
and  Thirty-sixth  street,  available  for  use  on  either  elevated  or 
surface  lines.  The  Board  recognizes  here  a  doubt  regarding  its 
power  to  require  the  company  to  issue  interchangeable  transfers 
on  a  single  fare  between  the  surface  and  the  elevated  lines,  but 
this  recommendation  is  made,  although  such  a  transfer  may  be  a 
privilege  rather  than  a  right,  in  the  belief  that  the  company  will 
grant  it. 

In  making  this  recommendation  the  Board  is  actuated  by  the 
belief  that  the  company's  order  of  November  1,  issuing  limited 
transfers  at  these  points,  was  made  on  the  well  based  and  practi- 
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cal  conclusion  that  it  was  desirable  to  induce  the  long-distance 
riders  from  Bay  Ridge,  Fort  Hamilton,  Bensonhurst,  New 
Utrecht  and  the  West  End  of  Coney  Island  to  use  the  elevated 
railways,  so  as  to  enable  the  company  to  give  fuller  service  and 
better  accommodation  to  the  short-distance  riders  of  Third  and 
Fifth  avenues  and  their  connections.  Careful  observation  given 
by  the  Board  personally  to  this  subject,  on  various  days  and  at 
different  hours,  leads  unmistakably  to  the  conclusion  that  at  least 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  passengers  coming  from  the  places 
above  referred  to  will  voluntarily  use  the  elevated  lines  on  the 
optional  transfer  during  the  so-called  **rush  hours"  of  the  morning 
and  evening.  This  will,  in  effect,  be  the  practical  accomplish- 
ment of  the  very  purpose  of  the  company's  order  of  November  1. 
At  the  same  time  the  effect  of  the  optional  transfer  will  be  to 
enable  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  children  to  avoid  the  exertion 
and  fatigue  of  ascending  the  stairs  at  all  hours,  while  it  also 
enables  shoppers  to  visit  their  special  shopping  districts  between 
the  chief  shopping  hours — 9  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m. — when  the  rush 
traffic  is  not  taking  place.  The  Board  discovered  by  personal  ex- 
amination, however,  that  thousands  of  persons,  who  may  be 
classed  as  short-distance  riders,  are  in  the  habit  of  using  the 
eletated  lines  to  the  common  center  of  Brooklyn  and  the  bridge, 
and  if  the  overcrowded  conditions  of  these  trains  are  shown  by 
experience  to  increase  and  continue  the  company  will  be  war- 
ranted in  taking  steps  to  divert  these  short-distance  riders  to  the 
surface  cars.  The  Board  will  require  the  company  to  run  as 
many  trains  or  cars  on  all  lines  as  will  reasonably  accommodate 
the  traflBc  under  safe  rules  of  operation  and  up  to  a  numerical 
point  that  will  not  paralyze  reasonably  quick  transit.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  beyond  a  certain  high  point  every  ad- 
ditional car  or  train  added  to  the  movement  along  a  given  track 
or  line  begins  to  add  difficulty  to  the  rapid  operation  of  every 
vehicle  then  moving  on  such  line,  and  in  most  cases  adds  to  the 
danger. 

Seoond.  That  a  suitable  passenger  waiting-room,  more  com- 
modious than  the  present  one  and  properly  cleaned,  warmed  and 
lighted,  be  provided  and  maintained  at  the  Sixty-fifth  street  sur- 
face station,  and  on  the  westerly  side  of  Third  avenue,  if  practic- 
able. 

Third.  That  a  covered  platform  be  provided  and  maintained  at 
the  joint  transfer  station  at  Thirty-sixth  street  and  Fifth  avenue. 

Fourth,  That  a  convenient  waiting-room  or  shelter  be  provided 
and  maintained  at  Fifth  avenue  and  Eighty-sixth  street,  for 
passengers  using  the  junction  or  transfer  point  of  the  Hamilton 
avenue  and  Eighty-sixth  street  lines. 
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Fifth.  That  the  contemplated  change  in  the  system  of  lighting 
the  cars  on  the  elevated  lines  (from  oil  to  electricity)  be  put  into 
effect  at  the  earliest  practicable  period. 

Sixth.  That  no  cars  which  have  been  used  as  smoking  cars  shall 
be  used  as  ordinary  passenger  coaches  thereafter,  unless  they  are 
first  thoroughly  cleaned  and  deodorized. 

Seventh.  That  the  station  signs  on  the  elevated  lines  be  re- 
painted in  black  and  white  and  placed  in  more  conspicuous  posi- 
tions than  they  now  generally  occupy. 

Eighth.  The  Board  declines  to  recommend  that  the  Fortieth 
street  station  platform  on  the  Third  avenue  elevated  line  be  en- 
closed, for  the  reason  that  the  patronage  at  this  station  is  amply 
provided  for  by  the  present  well  built  waiting-room  on  the  plat- 
form. It  is  not  likely  that  this  station  will  have  a  large  patron- 
age for  some  years  to  come,  first,  because  the  neighborhood  is 
not  yet  closely  populated  and,  next,  because  the  station  is  only 
reached  by  climbing  a  stairs  of  seventy-nine  steps.  The  platform 
is  above  the  roofs  of  the  houses  on  the  avenue  and  exposed  to  the 
full  force  of  winds  from  the  bay.  To  enclose  it  with  a  wooden 
wall  or  shelter  would  subject  the  railroad  structure  to  great 
strain  in  high  winds.  The  present  waiting-room  should  be  kept 
clean  and  well  lighted. 

The  Board  has  not  yet  fully  considered  the  group  of  complaints 
from  Flushing  and  Corona,  and  is  awaiting  further  communication 
and  information  from  the  complainant's  attorney. 

Further  proceedings  were  taken  In  this  matter,  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing decision: 

•  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF  THE  RECOM- 
MENDATION OF  THIS  BOARD,  OF  OPTIONAL  TRANS- 
FERS BY  THE  BROOKLYN  HEIGHTS  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY AT  THIRTY-SIXTH  STREET  AND  AT  SIXTY- 
FIFTH  STREET  STATIONS,  BROOKLYN. 

February  10,  1900. 

After  public  hearings  and  personal  investigation  of  the  com- 
plaints against  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  by 
suburban  residents  of  the  South  Brooklyn  locality,  this  Board, 
by  its  decision  of  December  30,  1899,  recommended  that  seven 
different  changes  should  be  made  by  the  railroad  company  which 
the  Board  believed  would  promote  the  convenience  of  the  subur- 
ban patrons  of  the  company  in  South  Brooklyn. 

The  railroad  company  accepted  six  of  these  seven  recommenda- 
tions, and  has  either  already  complied  or  is  proceeding  to  comply 
therewith.    While  the  railroad  company  did  not  finally  refuse  to 
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comply  with  the  one  remaiuing  recommendation  of  optional  trans- 
fers to  either  surface  or  elevated  lines  at  the  Thirty-sixth  street 
and  Sixty-flfth  street  stations  of  the  elevated  railroad,  yet  the 
company  did  not  accept  this  recommendation  but  requested  the 
Board  to  defer  further  action  thereon  until  the  change  from  a 
ten-cent  route  by  the  combined  elevated  and  surface  lines  and  a 
five-cent  route  by  the  surface  lines,  to  a  five-cent  route  by  the 
combined  elevated  and  surface  lines  and  a  ten-cent  route  by  the 
surface  lines,  had  been  further  tested. 

This  Board  refused  to  delay  action  on  its  recommendation  of 
optional  transfers,  and  commenced  this  proceeding  to  enforce 
such  recommendation  by  service  on  the  railroad  company  of  an 
order  to  show  cause. 

On  the  return  of  this  order  the  railroad  company  has 
endeavored  to  demonstrate  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  Board's 
recommendation  of  optional  transfers,  would  be  not  only  an 
obstacle  to  the  successful  use  of  the  elevated  lines  for  long-dis- 
tance riders  and  the  surface  lines  for  short-distance  passengers — 
a  division  of  use  whicib  the  Board  has  endorsed  and  approves  as 
necessary  to  a  proper  solution  of  the  transportation  problem  in 
Brooklyn — ^but  that  it  would  be  unjustifiably  adding  to  what 
under  any  circumstances  at  the  present  time,  is  a  financial  loss 
in  handling  suburban  traffic. 

The  Board  has  considered  carefully  the  figures  and  facts  pre- 
sented and  has  verified  them  from  other  information  and  observa- 
tion, and  it  is  convinced  that  so  far  as  the  resident  suburban 
business  in  these  localities  is  concerned,  it  never  has  been  and  is 
not  now  a  profitable  one  for  railroad  companies.  The  railroads 
in  this  locality  were  mostly  built  as  steam  highways  to  the  ocean 
and  their  regular  operation  was  mostly  restHcted  to  a  few  months- 
of  the  summer  season.  The  Coney  Island  traffic  was  the  only 
justification  for  the  construction  of  these  railroads,  and  even  that 
was  not  sufficient  to  prevent  many  of  them  from  being  sold  under 
foreclosure.  The  advent  of  electricity  has  changed  conditions 
somewhat.  Frequent  cars  and  cheap  fares  have  added  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  passengers,  and  through  cars  from  the  Man- 
hattan end  of  the  bridge  to  the  sea  shore  send  every  summer 
day  crowds  of  people  to  the  ocean  sands  and  breezes.  For 
this  reason  the  residents  of  the  localities  get  used  to  a 
very  liberal  car  service  in  the  summer,  and  naturally  object 
when  it  is  very  largely  diminshed  in  winter.  But  the  statistics 
of  operation  show  that,  reduced  as  it  is,  the  service  during  at 
least  eight  months  of  the  year  is  more  ample  than  the  business 
justifies,  and  that  it  does  not  actually  pay  operating  expenses,  to 
say  nothing  of  interest  on  cost  of  construction  or  acquisition. 
In  other  words  the  service  which  exists  is  only  partly  paid  for 
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by  the  residents  of  the  locality  who  use  the  lines,  and  the  remain- 
ing cost  is  paid  indirectly  by  the  summer  travelers  to  the  sea 
shore  or  by  the  residents  of  the  built-up  part  of  Brooklyn.  The 
railroad  company  frankly  states  that  it  is  quite  willing  to  endure 
such  losses  for  a  time,  confident  that  the  development  of  the 
suburban  locality  will  soon  make  the  lines  profitable  all  the  year 
round,  but  protests  against  the  added  loss  which  it  claims  will 
follow  the  adoption  of  the  Board's  recommendation,  in  addition 
to  interference  with  its  plans  for  carrying  the  traveling  public 
most  safely,  comfortably  and  expeditiously. 

If  the  Board  believed  that  the  adoption  of  its  recommendation 
would  produce  either  of  the  above  results,  it  would  be  loath  to 
enforce  its  order.  The  Bailroad  Commission  must  stand  between 
unreasonable  demands  on  the  part  of  the  public  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  rapacity  of  railroad  corporations  on  the  other  hand.  It 
cannot  conscientiously,  and  will  not,  use  its  powers  to  destroy  or 
injure  property.  But  its  investigation  of  the  conditions  surround- 
ing this  particular  matter  and  its  personal  observation  on  the 
ground,  have  convinced  it  that  the  granting  of  optional  transfers 
at  the  points  named  will  not  materially  increase  the  loss  which 
the  Board  is  convinced  now  results  from  handling  this  local  su- 
burban traffic  for  one  fare;  that  it  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with 
the  handling  of  the  summer  pleasure  travel  to  the  sea  shore  in 
such  manner  as  may  seem  wise,  and  that  it  will  not  embarrass 
the  company's  plans  for  dividing  the  short  distance  and  long  dis- 
tance riders — for  the  very  good  reason  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  suburban  passengers  will  undoubtedly  prefer  to  travel  by 
the  more  expeditious  and  comfortable  elevated  route.  This  pref- 
erence will  be  made  more  manifest  and  the  separation  of  long  dis- 
tance and  short-distance  riders  will  be  made  more  effective  if  the 
company  will,  in  accordance  with  law,  discontinue  some  of  its 
elevated  railroad  stations  in  the  older  parts  of  the  city  and  estab- 
lish through  express  trains  to  the  suburbs.  Such  a  change  would 
be  greatly  to  the  public  interest. 

We  have  based  our  recommendation  as  to  optional  transfers, 
on  the  conditions  which  exist  and  as  they  particularly  affect  this 
growing  suburban  locality.  If  we  did  not  believe  that  the  op- 
tional transfer  would  induce  most  of  the  people  in  these  localities 
to  take  the  elevated  lines  we  should  not  recommend  it,  for  we 
realize  that  to  divert  thirty  thousand  long-distance  riders  each 
day,  and  particularly  in  the  rush  hours,  to  the  surface  lines, 
would  only  increase  the  unfortunate  congestion  which  now  pre- 
vails and  justly  antagonize  the  eighty  or  ninety  p^r  cent,  of  the 
population  which  is  confined  to  the  congested  parts  of  the  city, 
and  which  naturally  and  properly  uses  the  surface  cars.  It 
would  not  be  right  that  they  should  be  unnecessarily  inconveni- 
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enced  and  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the  suburban  resident,  who  for 
the  same  fare  occupies  for  an  hour  or  more  a  car  seat  which 
would  otherwise  accommodate  three  or  four  short-distance  riders. 
After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  facts,  figures  and  argu- 
ments presented  by  the  railroad  company,  this  Board  has  de- 
cided to  proceed  with  the  enforcement  of  its  recommendation 
that  the  suburban  residents  of  the  South  Brooklyn  locality  should 
be  granted  optional  transfers  to  either  surface  or  elevated  lines 
at  the  Thirty-sixth  street  and  Sixty-fifth  street  stations  of  the 
elevated  railroads. 

This  decision  was  transmitted  to  the  company,  which  replied  sa  fol- 
lows:

In  THB  MATTER!  OF  THS  COMPLAINT  OF  HbRMAN  W.  ALBBRT  AGAINST 

THE  NiJW  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company. 

January  8,  1900. 

This  complaint  by  Herman  W.  Albert,  of  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  October  18,  1899.  It  alleged*  that  the 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company  had  collected 
from  complainant,  at  the  Franklin  street  (New  York  city)  station 
of  the  company,  seventy-five  cents  for  storage  charges  on  baggage, 
in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  company,  as  shown  by  a  posted 
notice.  After  corresjwndence,  the  company  answered  that,  "  Al- 
though the  circular  to  which  he  (complainant)  referred  was  issued 
by  the  West  Shore  Railroad  and  the  amount  collected  retained  by 
them,  our  general  passenger  agent  has  to-day  refunded  to  Mr. 
Albert  seventy-five  cents."  A  copy  of  this  letter  was  sent  to  the 
complainant,  who  replied  stating  that  he  had  received  the  seventy- 
five  cents. 


V. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Luigi  Galvani  Doanb 
aoainst  thb  brooklyn  heights  railroad  company. 

January  3.  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  Luigi  Galvani  Doane,  of  Brooklyn,  against 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this 
Board  on  November  10,  1899.  It  alleged  that  the  absence  of 
hand  rails  on  the  walks  of  the  elevated  railroads  in  Brooklyn 
(operated  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company)  was  a 
source  of  danger.  It  also  alleged  lack  of  proper  service  on  the 
elevated  and  surface  lines  from  South  Brooklyn.  This  latter  por- 
tion of  the  complaint  is  similar  to  and  covered  a  preceding 
decision  in  the  matter  of  the  complaints  of  residents  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Brooklyn  against  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Com- 
pany. In  the  matter  of  the  lack  of  hand  rails,  the  electrical  ex- 
pert of  the  Board  made  an  investigation  of  an  accident  which 
occurred  on  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad,  on  October 
21,  1899,  where  persons  who  had  started  to  walk  from  a  stalled 
train  had  been  knocked  into  the  street,  recommending  that  the 
Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company  erect  hand  rails  on 
the  walks  of  its  structures.  This  recommendation  was  made  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  and  the  company  notified,  which 
replied  as  follows:

I  would  say  thait  this  matter  was  taken  in  hand  previous  to  the  acci* 
dent  referred  to,  and  I  have  bids  before  me  which  will  be  acted  upon 
shortly  for  the  necessary  material  for  the  erection  of  hand  rails  on  the 
elevated  structure.

In  thb  mattsxb  of  thb  complaint  of  Ohablbs  F.  Ybabkb  against 

THB  Lbhigh  Vallby  Bailroad  Company. 

January  3,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  Charles  F.  Yearke,  of  Buffalo,  against  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Bailroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on 
October  28,  1899.  It  alleged  that  that  company  was  operating 
certain  cars  known  and  designated  as  ^'  coal  jimmies,'^  in  viola- 
tion of  section  2,  chapter  643,  of  the  laws  of  1893,  and  section  2, 
of  chapter  544,  of  the  laws  of  1893,  prohibiting  the  use  of  "  coal 
jimmies  "  on  railroads  such  as  the  Lehigh  Valley  Bailroad.  The 
company  replied  stating,  "  Some  time  ago  we  sold  all  our  four- 
whe^^l  coal  cars  and  in  making  deliveries  to  the  purchaser,  as 
these  cars  had  to  be  moved  on  their  own  wheels,  a  number  of 
them  were  sent  over  our  line  to  Buffalo  under  load.  The  last 
time  this  was  done,  however,  I  understand,  was  about  three 
months  ago,  and  at  no  time  have  we  used  these  cars  in  New  York 
trade.''  A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  who 
replied  reiterating  his  statement  that  the  company  was  operating 
"  coal  jimmies."  An  inspector  of  the  Board  made  an  investiga- 
tion in  the  matter  and  a  report  as  to  the  hauling  of  such  cars 
by  the  company  for  delivery  to  purchasers  of  them  and  as  to 
their  use  in  work  train  service.  After  correspondence  with  the 
company  a  letter  was  received  from  it  stating  that,  "  Pursuant 
to  the  instructions  of  your  Board,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Bailroad 
Company  will  at  once  cease  the  use  of  coal  jimmies  on  its  rail- 
roads in  New  York  State,"    The  case  was  thereupon  closed.

In  the  matter  op  the  complaint  op  Prbddrick  H.  Cowles 

AGAINST  THE  NeW  YoRK  AND  OTTAWA  BaILROAD  COMPANY. 

January  3,  1000. 

This  complaint,  by  Frederick  H.  Cowles,  of  New  York  city, 
against  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  Hailroad  Company,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  November  3,  1899.  It  alleged  that  the  rail- 
road was  in  poor  physical  condition.  An  inspector  of  the  Board 
made  an  inspection  of  the  railroad  and  a  report,  making  certain 
recommendations  of  improvement.  A  copy  of  this  report  was 
forwarded  to  the  company,  with  a  letter  making  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board.  The 
company  answefred  as  follows:

Regarding  the  Brandon  bridge  theA  is  referred  to  as  (requiring  renewal, 
we  are  now  fiUing  the  approach  to  same  and  arranging  to  put  in  new 
bridge  oyer  a  narrower  opening.  In  the  meantime  have  made  the  struc- 
tore  safe  for  present  train  service.

In  the  matter  op  the  complaint  op  John  R.  McLaren  against 
THE  Troy  and  New  England  Railway -Company. 

January  8,  1000. 

This  complaint,  by  John  R.  McLaren,  of  West  Sand  Lake, 
against  the  Troy  and  New  England  Railway  Company,  was  filed 
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with  this  Board  on  November  15,  1899.  It  alleged  that  the  com- 
pany had  reduced  the  number  of  cars  it  was  running,  to  the  in- 
convenience of  the  public.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to 
the  company,  which  answered  among  other  things  that  it  "in- 
tends reducing  the  number  of  trips  for  the  present  to  nine  per 
day,  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  because  the  travel  is  very 
limited  and  does  not  begin  to  pay  the  expenses."  A  copy  of  this 
answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  and  nothing  further  having 
been  heard  from  him,  the  case  was  closed. 


IX. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  op  the  Taxpayers'  A*lliancb 
OP  THE  Borough  op  the  Bronx,  New  York  city,  against  the 
Manhattan  Railway. 

January  3,  1900. 

This  complaint  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  June  9,  1899.  It 
alleged  that  the  Manhattan  Railwiay  Company  was  the  successor 
company  of  the  New  York,  Fordham  audi  Bronx  Railway  Company 
and  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company,  both  organized^  to 
construct  elevated  railroads  in  the  territory  now  known  as  the 
Borough  of  the  Bronx,  New  York  city;  that  the  said  railway  com- 
panies had  not  completed  the  construction  of  the  lines  authorized 
by  their  charters,  nor  had  the  Manhattan  Railway  done  so ;  that 
the  time  for  such  construction  had  expired;  that  the  failure  to 
construct  had  resulted  in  grievous  loss  and  injury  to  the  public. 
The  petition  prayed  the  Board  to  take  action  to  compel  such 
construction,  or  comx)el  forfeiture  of  the  franchises.  A  copy  of 
the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  denying 
that  the  time  for  construction  had  expired,  and  denying  that  the 
failure  to  construct  had  resulted  in  grievous  loss  and  injury  to 
the  public.  Several  hearings  in  the  matter  were  held  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  at  which  W.  W.  Niles,  Jr.,  A.  O.  Hottenroth,  J.  A. 
Groulden,  J.  L.  Wells  and  others  appeared'  for  complainants. 
Julian  T.  Davies  and  others  appeared  for  the  Manhattan  Railway. 
The  last  of  these  hearings  was  on  December  9,  1899.  An  inspec- 
tion of  portions  of  the  routes  upon  which  the  railroads  have  not 
been  constructed  was  made  by  the  Board.  It  appears  aflBrma- 
tively  that  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  is  the  successor  of 
the  New  York,  Fordham  and  Bronx  Railway  Company  and  of  the 
Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  the  Board's  recommenda- 
tions^ therefore,  are  directed  to  the  Manhattan  Railway. 


It  also  appears  that  the  railroads  provided  for  in  the  charters 
of  the  New  York,  Pordham  and  Bronx  Railway  Company  and  the 
Suburban  Rapid  Transit  CJonapany,  have  not  been  constructed  on 
eonsideruble  portions  of  the  routes  of  said  companies,  as  alleged 
in  the  petition. 

The  Board  finds  from  the  evidence  and  from  its  inspection  of  the 
locality,  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  urgently  require 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railroad  of  the  Manhattan 
Railway  on  that  portion  of  its  route  extending  from  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy'seventh  street,  on  the  line  of  Third  avenue,  northerly 
to  Bedford  station  or  Mosholu  Parkway,  and  the  Board  accord- 
ingly recommends: 

First.  That  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  proceed'  without 
delay  to  construct  its  railroad  on  that  portion  of  the  line,  to  wit, 
from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  Bedford  station. 

The  Board  further  finds  that  the  people  on  that  portion  of  the 
route  of  the  said  Manhattan  Railway  lying  easterly  of  the  present 
elevated  railway  temninus  at  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh 
street  and  Third  avenue,  along  the  line  of  Tremont  avenue,  to 
West  Farms,  are  in  need'  of  the  facilities  w' hich  would  be  afforded 
by  the  construction  of  the  railway  on  said  route,  and,  therefore, 
recommends: 

Second.  That  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  construct  said 
line  or  branch  to  West  Parms,  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
the  completion  of  the^Bedford  station  extension  above  referred'  to. 

After  the  transmittal  of  the  above  recommendations,  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolutions  were  received  from  the  company: 

Manhattan  Railway  Company, 

New  Yobk,  January  16,  1900. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Ck>mmittee  of  the  Manhattan  Railway 
Oompany,  held  at  the  office  of  the  compaivy  on  Tuesday,  January  16,  1900, 
all  the  members  of  the  committee  being  preseni:,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolu'tions  were  adopted: 

Whebeas,  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  on  the  3d  day  of 
January,  1900,  have  recommended  to  this  company  that  it  proceed  without 
delay  to  construct  its  railroad  on  its  route  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
seventh  street  to  Bedford  station. 

Besolved,  That  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  accepts  said  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  will  proceed  to 
carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  company,  with  the  approval  of  the 
executive  committee,  are  authorized  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts 
for  the  extension  end  construction  of  the  railroad  of  this  company  from 
One  Hundired  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  Bedford  station,  and  that 
the  new  constmction  be  adapted  for  the  use  of  electricity  upon  the  plans 
heretofore  adopted  by  this  comi>any,  and  thajt  It  proceed  so  that  the  new 
portion  of  the  railroad  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to 
Bedford  station  may  be  occupied  for  purposes  of  travel  at  the  same  time 
that  the  electrical  equipment  of  the  company's  railroad  on  Third  avenue 
Is  completed  south  of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street 

I,  Daniel  W.  McWlUiams,  secretary  of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Com- 
pany, do  hereby  certify  that  at  the  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  execu- 
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tiye  committee,  held  at  the  office  of  the  company,  on  Tuesday,  January 
16,  1900,  all  the  members  of  said  committee  being  present,  the  foregoing 
preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted.

The  work  of  constructing  the  railroad  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
seventh  street  to  Bedford  station  is  proceeding  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  and  it  is  expected  will  be  completed  by  spring. 


X. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  residents  of  Schenectady 
against  the  sohbnbctady  railway  company. 

February  7,  1900. 

This  complaint,  signed  by  residents  of  Schenectady,  against 
the  Schenectady  Railway  CJompany,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on 
November  15,  1899.  It  alleged  that  the.  company,  "  has  discon- 
tinued running  cars  on  the  line  of  its  road  from  Fifth  street  to 
the  end  of  its  line,"  in  the  town  of  Rotterdam,  being  a  distance 
of  about  one  mile;  that  "  many  residents  of  said  town  are  greatly 
inconvenienced  because  cars  are  not  run  the  full  line  of  said  rail- 
road." A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which 
answered,  among  other  things,  that,  "  it  has  not  during  the  win- 
ter months  operated  a  certain  portion  of  its  track  in  the  town  of 
Rotterdam  for  the  reason  that  the  district  is  sparsely  settled  and 
the  receipts  are  in  no  way  commensurate  with  the  cost  of  the  ser- 
vices." A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  held  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
on  January  17.  A.  A.  Yates  and  Hastings  &  Schoolcraft  ap- 
peared for  complainants;  H.  C.  Lewis  appeared  for  the  company. 
An  inspection  of  the  portion  of  the  railroad  in  question  and  a  re- 
port were  made  by  the  electrical  expert  of  the  Board.  On  Janu- 
ary 30^  1900,  a  stipulation,  dated  January  29,  1900,  between  the 
attorneys  in  this  matter,  was  filed  with  the  Board,  withdrawing 
the  complaint.  Upon  inquiry  from  the  company  as  to  the  reason 
for  withdrawal  of  the  complaint,  it  stated  that  the  reason,  "  was 
because  a  satisfactory  understanding  was  arrived  at  between  the 
petitioners  and  the  railway  company  under  which  the  railway 
company  is  to  operate  cars  on  a  reasonable  schedule  as  far  as 
Maple  street."    The  case  was  thereupon  closed. 
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XI. 


In  thd  matter  op  the  complaint  op  George  H.  Maxwell 

AGAINST  THE  HeRKIMER^  MOHAWK^  IlION  AND  FrANKPORT  ElEO- 

TRio  Railway  Company. 

February  7,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  George  H.  Maxwell,  of  Frankfort,  against 
the  Herkimer,  Mohawk,  Ilion  and  Frankfort  Electrio  Railway 
Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  December  12,  1899.    It 
alleged  that  the  cars  of  said  company  were  overcrowded  at  cer- 
tain hours,  and  alleged  danger  at  a  curve  on  the  railway.    The 
complainant  was  informed  that  the  Board  had  recently  had  an 
inspection  of  this  railway  made  by  its  electrical  expert  and  had 
made  several  recommendations  of  improvement  in  the  roadbed, 
which  the  company  notified  the  Board  would  be  carried  out.  The 
Board  communicated  with  the  company  on  the  subject  of  the 
overcrowding  of  the  cars.    The  company  answered,  alleging  that 
the  condition  as  represented  by  the  complainant  was  consider- 
ably exaggerated,  but  that  the  road  "  is  taxed  with  'business  at 
the  present  time  to  its  full  capacity  and  we  are  doing  the  very 
best  we  can  under  the  circumstancefi."    The  electrical  expert  of 
the  Board  made  an  inspection  of  the  railroad  in  the  matter  of  this 
complaint,  and  recommended  that  the  company  operate  an  addi- 
tional motor  car  from  Frankfort  at  6.40  a.  m.,  on  working  days, 
and  that  motor  car  No.  4  be  replaced  by  one  of  the  vestibuled 
motor  cars  and  a  trailer  added  to  it,  leaving  Mohawk  at  6.45  a.  m. 
on  working  days.    These  recommendations  were  made  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Board,  and  the  company  notified.    The  com- 
pany replied  stating  that,  "  we  certainly  would  like  to  carry  out 
your  recommendations  and  would  do  so  if  we  were  able  to,  but 
until  we  get  out  new  engine  and  generator,  ordered  last  July, 
we  can  do  no  better  than  we  are  at  the  present  time  to  take  care 
of  the  business.'' 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Board  is  In  correspondence  with 
the  company  on  the  subject  of  this  complaint. 


XII. 
In  thb  matter  op  the  complaint  of  C.  A.  J.  Queck-Bbrnbr 

AGAINST  THB  CONEY  ISLAND  AND  BROOKLYN  RaILROAD  COMPANY. 

February  21,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  C.  A.  J.  Queck-Berner,  of  Brooklyn,  against 
the  CJoney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company^    was    filed 
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with  this  Board  on  February  6, 1900.  It  alleged  that,  on  Sunday 
night,  February  4,  1900,  complainant  and  his  wife  were  com- 
pelled to  transfer  from  a  Smith  street  car  to  a  Franklin  avenue 
car  of  the  company,  at  the  Park  Circle,  in  Brooklyn,  during  a  rain 
storm,  persons  being  compelled  to  walk  at  least  150  feet  from 
one  car  to  the  other.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the 
company,  which  answered  in  detail,  that  under  the  circumstances 
the  discomfort  complained  of  by  Mr.  Queck-Berner  was  unavoid- 
able. A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  who 
made  a  reply.    The  case  was  closed. 


XIII. 
In  thb  matter  of  the  complaint  of  B.  Daniel  Kbowerath 

AGAINST  THE  LONO  ISLAND   BaILROAD  COMPANY. 

March  21,  1900. 

ThU  complaint,  by  B.  Daniel  Krowerath^  against  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company,  alleging  a  dangerous  curve  on  the 
Long  Island  Railroad,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  May  18, 1899. 
After  consideration  of  the  complaint,  and  nothing  further  having 
been  heard  from  complainant,  the  case  was  closed. 


XIV. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  D.  C.  Bascom  against  thk 

Delaware  and  Hudson  Company. 

March  21,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  D.  C.  Bascom,  of  Ticonderoga,  against  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on 
December  4, 1899.  It  alleged  that  the  company  had  charged  him 
twenty-two  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  a  shipment  of  stoves^ 
stove  fixings  and  wood  grate,  from  Schenectady  to  Ticonderoga 
(the  shipment  being  a  through  shipment  not  originating  on  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company'®  railroad),  and  that  if  the  initial 
shipping  point  had  been  Schenectady,  the  charge  would  have 
been  but  seventeen  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  A  copy  of  the 
complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  stating  that 
the  rate  of  twenty-two  cents  per  hundred  pounds  is  correct  and 
in  accordance  with  the  tariff  in  effect  February  1,  1899,  and  al- 
leged that  if  the  shipment  had  originated  at  Schenectady,  the 
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charge  would  also  have  been  at  the  rate  of  twenty-two  cents  per 
hundred  pounds,  in  accordance  with  the  tariff  referred  to.  A 
copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to  complainant,  who  did  not  reply. 
The  case  was  closed. 


XV. 

In  THE)  MATTBB  OF  THB  COMPLAINT  OF  MrS.  A.  L.  GrEE(NB  AGAINST 

THB  Nhw  York  Central  and  Hudson  Bitbr  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

March  21,  1»00. 

This  complaint,  by  Mrs.  A.  L.  Greene,  of  Albany,  against  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  January  26,  1900.  It  alleged  that  step- 
ping boxes  for  entering  passenger  coaches  were  not  provided  by 
the  company.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  company, 
which  answered  stating  that  its  passenger  coaches  were  supplied 
with  stepping  boxes.  The  Board's  inspector  piade  an  inspection 
and  report  as  to  the  practice  of  using  stepping  boxes  for  entering 
passenger  coaches  on  the  steam  railroads  of  the  Btate  generally, 
and  reported  that  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River,  the 
Lehigh  Valley,  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  and  a 
majority  of  the  principal  lines  of  railroads  of  the  State  provide 
box  steps  for  most  of  their  trains.  The  Board  recommended  to 
all  the  operating  steam  surface  railroads  of  the  State  that  box 
steps  be  provided  in  all  passenger  cars  for  use  at  stations  having 
a  low  platform  and  stations  having  no  platform.  Many  replies 
were  received  from  railroad  companies,  stating  that  the  box  steps 
were  in  use  or  would  be  put  in  use  for  entering  and  leaving  pas- 
senger coaches.  The  inspector  of  the  Board  was  instructed  to, 
from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  Board  on  this  subject  in  his 
inspections  of  steam  surface  railroads. 


XVI. 

In  THB  MArTER  OP  THB  COMPLAINT  OP  J.   W.  MbRGHANT  AGAINST 

THB  Lehigh  Valley,  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Companies. 

March  28.  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  J.  W.  Merchant,  of  Binghamton,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  January  13,  1900.  It  alleges  that  at  a  point 
known  as  Cortland  Junction,  the  Lehigh  Valley,  and  the  Dela- 
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ware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  RailroadB  cross,  and  that  a  train 
on  which  he  was,  on  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
Railroad,  did  not  stop  to  connect  with  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
train.  Copies  of  the  complaint  were  sent  to  the  companies.  The 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company 
answered  that  when  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company 
changed  its  time  table,  on  November  19,  1899,  it  discontinued  all 
connections  with  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail- 
road trains,  and  also  discontinued  stopping  its  trains  at  this  junc- 
tion, and  "  hence  it  became  useless  for  us  to  stop  our  trains  there. 
*  *  *  *  Subsequently  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company 
issued  an  order  covering  two  of  their  trains  to  stop  on  signal  at 
the  junction,  whereupon  I  issued  corresponding  orders  covering 
our  trains  making  nearest  connection  to  theirs."  The  Lehigb 
Valley  Railroad  Company  answered  that,  "  I  beg  to  advise  that 
the  question  of  interchange  of  passenger  business  with  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  at  Cortland 
Junction,  N.  Y.,  to  prevent  the  long  transfer  through  the  town 
of  Cortland,  had  been  considered  "by  us  prior  to  the  receipt  of 
your  communication,  and  we  are  ready  at  any  time  to  connect 
with  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  at  that 
point  and  make  this  interchange."  After  considerable  correspond- 
ence with  the  companies  and  an  inspection  and  report  by  the 
inspector  of  the  Board,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Lehigb 
Valley  Railroad  Company  stating  that,  "  this  entire  matter  has 
had  our  careful  consideration,  and  we  have  now  arranged  for 
stopping  all  our  passenger  trains  at  Cortland  Junction  on  flag 
when  the  new  train  schedules  go  into  effect."  A  copy  of  this  letter 
was  sent  to  the  complainant,  and  the  case  was  closed. 


XVII. 

In  the  matter  op  the  complaint  op  George  L.  Burr  against 
THE  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company. 

*  April  4,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  George  L.  Burr,  of  Brooklyn,  against  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board 
on  February  12,  1900.  It  complains  of  overcrowding  of  cars  on 
the  Flushing  and  Graham  avenue  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
Railroad  Company.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  electrical 
expert,  who  reported  as  follows: 

"  In  conclusion  would  say  that  I  find  that  the  Flushing  and 
Graham  avenue  line  is  one  of  the  heaviest  lines  operated  by  the 
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Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  and  that  the  conditions  are 
quite  as  bad  as  described  by  Mr.  Burr  in  his  complaint.  I  have, 
however,  no  recommendations  to  make,  the  enforcement  of  which 
by  your  honorable  Board  would  relieve  the  conditions  of  traffic 
*    •    •     during  the  rush  hours  of  morning  and  evening. 

"As  stated  above,  cars  pass  the  corner  of  Nostrand  avenue  and 
Flushing  avenue,  during  these  hours,  on  an  interval  of  one  min- 
ute and  fifteen  seconds.  It  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  success- 
fully operate  more  cars  on  the  different  routes  which  pass  over 
this  run,  and  get  them  over  the  Brooklyn  bridge  in  connection 
with  the  other  routes  operated  over  it." 

The  case  was  thereupon  closed. 


XVIII. 

In  the  matter  op  the  complaint  op  residents  op  the  Tenth 
ward  op  the  city  op  rochester  against  the  rochester  rail- 
WAY Company. 

April  10,  1900. 

This  complaint,  signed  by  residents  of  the  tenth  ward  of  the 
city  of  [Rochester,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  November  18, 
1899.    It  asks  the  Board  "  to  compel  the  Rochester  Railway  Com- 
pany of  the  city  of  Rochester,  to  operate  its  cars  over  the  entire 
route  of  the  Stophia  Street  line,  so  called,  from  the  Four  Corners, 
where  Main,  State  and  Exchange  streets  intersect,  to  the  city  line 
at  the  Ridge  Road,  where  ends  Dewey  avenue.    That  the  said 
railroad  company  having  been  granted  the  privilege  and  right  to 
so  operate  their  cars,  have  failed  to  so  operate  them  for  a  con- 
siderable time  past,  much  to  the  annoyance  and  discomfort  of 
many  residents  living  along  said  route.    That  the  tracks  are  in 
condition  for  the  operation  of  cars    ♦    ♦    ♦    ."    The  line  referred 
to  is  on  Dewey  avenue  (also  known  as  the  Boulevard)  and  is  about 
a  mile  in  length.    A  copy  of  this  complaint  was  sent  to  the  com- 
pany, which  answered  admitting  that  it  was  not  operating  the 
line  and,  in  detail  denying  that  public  interests  require  its  opera- 
tion.   The  company  asserted  in  its  answer  that:  "This  extension 
was  constructed  in  1898.    It  was  never  operated  until,  late  in 
1896,  one  car  was  pl€U!ed  thereon  and  run  between  Driving  Park 
avenue  and  the  terminus  of  the  extension  at  or  near  the  city 
line.    This  one  car  was  kept  in  operation  for  a  few  weeks  and 
its  operation  discontinued  early  in  the  year  1897.    There  was  no 
angle  day  during  its  operation  when  the  revenues  exceeded  two 
dollars  per  day,  and  the  cost  of  operating  the  car  was  seven  dollars 
and  a  half  for  each  day  operated."    A  public  hearing  in  the 
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matter  was  given  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  on  January  24,  1900. 
William  J.  Baker  appeared  for  complainants.  Charles  J.  Bissell 
appeared  for  the  company.  After  hearing  evidence  and  argu- 
ments the  hearing  was  closed,  and  the  Board  inspected  the  locality 
in  question. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  from  the  evidence  and  from  its  inspection 
of  the  locality  that  public  interests  do  not,  at  present,  require 
the  operation  of  the  portion  of  railroad  in  question.  Lake  avenue 
is  parallel  to  Dewey  avenue  and  about  2,500  feet  away  at  the 
widest  point  and  about  1,800  feet  at  the  nearest.  The  company 
now  operates  a  railroad  on  Lake  avenue.  From  the  evidence  of 
LeGrand  Brown,  an  engineer  employed  by  the  company,  and  from 
a  map  which  he  submitted  in  his  testimony,  marked  "  Opposition 
Exhibit  No.  1,"  it  appears  that  there  are  but,  perhaps,  fifty  houses 
which  it  may  be  said,  would  be  nearer  to  cars  operating  on  Dewey 
avenue  than  they  are  to  the  present  line  on  Lake  avenue.  The 
residents  in  more  than  half  of  these  can  now  reach  Lake  avenue 
by  walking  less  than  2,500  feet. 

The  Board  does  not  consider  the  point  raised  by  the  company 
that  it  may  not  have  a  franchise  in  Dewey  avenue. 

Under  the  circumstances,  as  shown  by  the  evidence  and  from 
its  inspection  of  the  locality,  the  Board  does  not  feel  justified  in 
recommending  that  the  company  operate  the  line  on  Dewey  ave- 
nue, and  the  complaint  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


XIX. 

In   THE)   MATTER   OP   THE   COMPLAINTS   OF   BsBSCHER   &   CoSGROVB, 

John  Bogbrt  and  James  Casey,  E.  J.  Tallman  and  others, 
A.  Diefbndorp  and  others,  Gosier  Brothers  and  others, 
W.  D.  Evans  and  B.  A.  Evans,  Shurtdbfp  &  Clark,  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany (R.,  W.  &  O.  Division). 

April  24,  1900. 

These  complaints  were  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about  Janu- 
ary 4,  1900,  and  all  relate  to  the  subject  of  freight  rates  on  hay 
charged  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  (R.,  W.  &  O.  Division),  from  the  vicinity  of  Watertown, 
the  complainants  alleging  the  rates  to  be  too  high.  A  hearing 
in  the  matter  of  these  complaints  was  given  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town,  on  March  9,  1900.  Ford  &  Ford  and  W.  M.  Rogers  ap- 
peared for  all  the  complainants;  S.  E.  Williamson  and  Ira  A. 
Place  appeared  for  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
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road  Company.  The  hearing  was  closed  and  briefs  were  filed 
with  the  Board.  It  appeared  from  the  brief  of  the  company  that 
new  rates  on  hay  had  been  put  into  effect,  taking  effect  March  27 
and  March  31,  1900.  Thereupon,  a  letter,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  copy,  was  addressed  to  Messrs.  Ford  &  Ford,  attorneys  for 
complainanits :

— In  tbe  matter  of  the  complaints  of  E.  J.  Tallman  and 
others,  against  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany, R.,  W.  &  O.  Diyision,  as  to  shipments  of  hay,  I  am  instructed  by 
the  Board  to  caU  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  hearing  at 
Watertown,  In  this  matter,  on  March  9th  last,  It  became  apparent,  as  you 
are  already  aware,  that  the  power  of  the  Board  to  deal  with  the  specific 
complaints  made  was  limited;  that  the  Board  then  promised  that  it  would 
do  what  It  could  to  secure  such  redress  as  might  be  obtained.  Since  that 
time  the  company  has  put  into  effect  new  tariffs  upon  hay  and  straw 
for  New  York  and  Boston  points,  taking  effect  March  27th  and  March 
31st,  reBpectively,  showing  a  rate  of  18  cents  to  New  York  points  and 
17V^  cents  in  group  No.  1  and  18  cents  In  group  No.  2  to  Boston  points. 
Inasmuch  as  it  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  greater  portion  of  the 
hay,  as  to  rates  on  which  complaint  was  made,  was  shipped  to  Boston 
points,  thus  being  interstate-commerce,  the  Board  could  not  moke  a  rec- 
ommendation in  such  cases.

As  to  compensation  for  failure 
to  furnish  cars  in  October,  November  and  December,  1890:  If  the  Board 
Is  without  power  to  recommend  compensation  as  to  hay  shipped  out  of 
the  State,  there  would  remain  only  the  question  as  to  hay  shipped  to  New 
York.  As  to  that  we  would  leave  It  to  the  Board  to  say  whether  a  rec- 
ommendation should  be  made.  We  are  aware  the  amount  of  this  hay 
la  smaU.  In  the  absence  of  a  recommendation,  complainaots  can  apply 
to  the  company  to  adjust  the  matter,  and,  if  necessary,  take  the  matter 
into  the  courts.

The  matters  of  these  complaints  were  thereupon  closed. 
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In  ths  matter  of  thb  complaint  of  John  J.  Hallock  against 

THD  SyRAGUSJD  BaPID  TRANSIT  BaILWAY  COMPANY,  AS  TO  THB 
FAILUIIB  OF  SAID  COMPANY  TO  OPBRATB  A  PORTION  OF  ITS  RAIL- 
ROAD ON  North  Salina  street,  in  the  city  of  Syracuse. 

April  24,  1900. 

This  compliaint,  by  John  J.  Hallo^k,  of  Syracuse,  was  filed; 
with  this  Board  on  March  15,  1900.  It  alleges  that  the  Syracase 
Bapid  Transit  Bailway  Company,  on  or  about  the  10th  day  of 
September,  1899,  discontinued  running  its  cars  on  its  North  Salina 
street  line,  from  Wolf  street  northwesterly  to  the  end  of  said  line, 
being  a  distance  of  about  one-half  mile;  that  many  residents  of 
the  city  are  inconvenienced'  and  damaged  because  ears  are  not  run 
the  full  length  of  said  railroad,  including  the  complainant,  who 
is  the  owner  of  a  bath  house  property  located  on  the  portion  of 
the  railroad'  not  now  operated. 

A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  an- 
swered denying  that  many  residents  of  the  city  are  inconvenienced 
through  the  non-operation  of  cars  on  the  portion  of  its  railroad 
referred  to  in  the  complaint^  and  stating  that,  "  Other  than  in  the 
winter,  the  cars  run  up  to  and  beyond  Mr.  Hallock's  place.'* 

A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  who  made 
a  reply. 

Under  the  circumstances,  as  ddsclosed  by  the  complaint,  answer 
and  reply,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  hearing  in  this  matter 
at  this  time  is  unnecessary.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  the  public  inconvenien<ied,  and  the  cars  will 
soon  again  be  in  operation.  The  complaint  is,  therefore,  dis- 
missed.

This  complaint,  by  the  E.  &  C.  Wood  Company,  of  Lansingburgh, 
N.  Y.,  against  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Bailroad 
Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  March  30,  1900.  It  al- 
leged unnecessary  delays  in  the  delivery  of  freight  in  New  York 
city  by  that  company.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the 
company,  which  answered,  denying  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plainants. A  copy  of  the  answer  was  sent  to  the  complainants, 
who  replied',  and  the  case  was  closed. 
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XXII. 

In  thb  matter  of  the  oohplaint  of  Ten  Eygk  Wendell  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  Com- 
pany (lessee  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad). 

Jane  6,  1900 

This  complaint,  by  Ten  Eyck  Wendfell,  of  Cazenovia,  N.  Y., 
against  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany (lessee  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad)  wtis  filed  with  this  Board 
on  March  23, 1900.    It  alleged  that  the  company  "  is  daily  running 
trainjs  on  the  Chenango  Branch  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  be- 
tween Syracuse  and  Earlville  upon  which  they  draw  loaded  milk 
cars  in  the  rear  of  the  passenger  coaches  on  regular  passenger 
trains,  contrary  to  the  statute  and'  to  the  great  danger  of  passen- 
gers."   A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which 
answered,  stating  that  it  knew  of  no  statute  which  prohibits  the 
hauling  of  loaded  milk  cars  in  the  rear  of  passenger  coaches;  that, 
as  the  passenger  coaches  must  be  heated  and  the  milk  cars  kept 
cool,  the  milk  cars  were  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  passenger  cars; 
that  this  was  done  also  that  the  passenger  cars  might  be  stopped 
opposite  station  platforms.    A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to 
the  complainant,  who  replied.    An  inspection  and  report  as  to 
the  running  of  these  trains  were  made  by  an  inspector  for  this 
Board,  who  reported  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  hauling  of  milk  cars 
in  the  rear  of  passenger  cars  is  not  any  more  dangerous  than 
would  be  the  same  number  of  additional  passenger  cars.    A  copy 
of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  who  was  also  referred 
to  section  422  of  the  Penal  Code  on  the  subject  of  placing  a  pas- 
senger car  in  front  of  a  merchandise  or  freight  oar.    The  com- 
plainant replied,  and  was  notified  that,  "  it  seems  to  this  Board 
that  only  the  courts  can  determine  whether  or  not  the  practice  you 
complain  of  is  a  violation  of  section  422  of  the  Penal  Code."    The 
ease  was  closed. 


XXIII. 

In  the  mattbr  of  thd  complaint  op  David  W.  Bogbrt  against 
THB  Port  Jbrvis,  Monticbllo  and  New  York  Railroad  Com- 

PANT. 

June  6,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  David  W.  Bogert,  of  the  town  of  Deer  Park, 
Orange  county>  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about  March  6, 
1900.  It  alleged  that  the  Port  Jervis,  Monticello  and  New  York 
Bailroad  Company  had  ceased  stopping  trains  at  a  point  known  as 
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North  Huguenot.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  com- 
pany, which  answered.  After  considerable  correspondence,  the 
company  notified  the  Board  that  it  was  stopping  its  trains  at  thia 
station,  and  the  Board  was  notified  by  the  complainant  that  the 
trains  were  stopping  at  the  station.  The  case  waa  thereupon 
closed. 


XXIV. 

In  thb  matter  op  the  complaintt  op  Conklin  &  Bowe  against 

THE  Erie  Bailroad  Company. 

July  10,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  CJonklin  &  Bowe,  of  Chester,  against  the 
Erie  Bailroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  June  26, 
1900.  It  alleged  that  the  company  proposed  to  charge  complain- 
ants one  dollar  a  ton  on  shipments  of  coal  from  Oreyconrt  to 
Chester.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  «ent  to  the  company, 
which  answered  stating  that  "  we  have  adjusted  the  matter  in  a 
way  satisfactory  to  Messrs.  Conklin  &  Bowe,  and  they  have 
agreed  to  withdraw  the  complaint."  A  copy  of  this  answer  was 
sent  to  the  complainants,  and  nothing  further  having  been  heard 
from  them  the  case  was  closed. 


XXV. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  J.  J.  Cunningham  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Bivbr  Bailroad  Com- 
pany, AND  THE  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company. 

July  10,  1900. 

This  complaint,  dated  Schenectady,  June  11, 1900,  by  J.  J.  Cun- 
ningham of  Sandy  Hill,  N.  Y.,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  June 
12,  1900.  It  alleged  failure  of  connection  between  the  trains  of 
The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  and  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  at  Schenectady,  about  9.46 
a.  m.  Copies  of  the  complaint  were  sent  to  The  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company  and  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company.  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  replied 
that,  "  I  would  be  glad  to  have  this  company  joined  with  Mr. 
Cunningham  in  this  complaint,  as  we  share  his  views  as  expressed 
in  his  letter  and  would  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  him  and  the 
Commission  in  securing  the  consent  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  to  hold  their  train  west- 
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boand^  a  reafionable  time  to  connect  with  onr  train  No.  152  re- 
ferred to,  to  insure  connection  in  case  the  latter  train  should  be 
a  few  minutes  late,  as  during  the  summer  season  it  is  bound  to 
be  occasionally."  The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  replied  that,  "  We  have  no  train  at  Schenec- 
tady at  9.46  a,  m.  or  anywhere  near  that  time.  We  have  a  train 
going  west  at  8.46  a.  m.,  but  I  know  of  no  advertised  connection 
of  the  Delaware  a^d  Hudson  with  or  to  that  train."  Copies  of 
these  answers  were  sent  to  the  complainant,  who  did  not  reply, 
and  the  case  was  closed. 


XXVI. 

In  thd  mattbb  of  the  complaint  op  John  McSwebnby  against 

THB  DblAWARB  and  HuDSON  COMPANY. 

July  10,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  John  McSweeney,  of  North  Creek,  against 
The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board 
on  June  4,  1900.  It  alleged  that  the  fences  of  the  railroad  along 
his  land  were  in  poor  condition.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was 
sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  stating  that  orders  had  been 
given  to  have  the  fences  repaired  without  delay.  A  copy  of  this 
answer  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  and  nothing  further  having 
been  heard  from  him,  the  case  was  closed. 


XXVII. 

In    THE   MATTER   OP    THE    COMPLAINT   OF   RESIDENTS    OF    FLUSHING 

AND  Corona  against  the  Brooj^lyn  Heights  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

August  15, 1900. 

This  complaint,  by  residents  of  Flushing  and  Corona,  against 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this 
Board  on  December  2,  1899.  It  complained  of  a  change  in  the 
manner  of  operation  of  cars  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad 
Company  from  Flushing  and  Corona  to  Brooklyn  and  New  York 
city.  Two  hearings  in  this  matter  were  given  in  Brooklyn  on 
December  2  and  December  5,  1899,  at  which  J.  D.  Brockway  ap- 
peared for  complainants;  and  Sheehan  &  Collin  for  the  company. 
Considerable  evidence  was  taken  in  the  matter,  and  after  the 
hearing  on  December  5,  it  was  held  open  pending  the  filing  of 
briefs  by  both  sides,  the  briefs  to  be  filed  by  December  16.    On 
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December  6  a  telegram  was  received  from  Mr.  Brockway,  at- 
torney for  complainants,  asking  until  December  29  in  which  to 
file  his  brief.  Such  extension  of  time  was  granted.  No  brief 
was  received  from  Mr.  Brockway,  and  the  matter  was  held  op^i 
for  several  months,  during  which  no  further  extension  of  time 
was  asked  by  Mr.  Brockway  nor  communication  received  from 
him  in  the  matter.  •  The  case  was  thereupon  closed  on  August  15. 


XXVIII. 

In  thq  matter  of  the  oomplaint  of  Hon.  Hobabt  Kbum  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany (lessee  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad). 

August  15, 1900. 

This  complaint,  by  Hon.  Hobart  Krum,  of  Schoharie,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  June  14,  1900.  It  asks  the  Board  to  inquire 
into  the  change  of  time  of  the  operation  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Canajoharie  Local  train  on  the  West  Shore  Railroad.  A  copy 
of  Mr.  Krum's  letter  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered 
stating  that  the  running  time  of  the  train  known  as  the  Cana- 
joharie Local  had  been  reversed  largely  because  of  complaints 
which  had  been  made  to  this  Board  by  residents  of  Vernon,  on 
the  West  Shore  Railroad,  as  to  train  service  and  to  meet  the 
complaints  of  such  residents.  The  answer  also  stated  that  in  the 
judgment  of  the  company  the  present  arrangement  is  much  bet- 
ter than  the  former  one.  A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to 
Mr.  Krum,  and  no  reply  having  been  received,  the  case  was 
closed. 


XXIX. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Jacob  Wildhack  and 

OTHERS   against  THE  DELAWARE^   LaCKAWANNA   AND   WESTERN 

Railroad  Company. 

August  15, 1000. 

This  complaint,  by  Jacob  Wildhack  and  others,  of  Utica, 
against  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany, was  filed  with  this  Board  on  June  27, 1900.  It  complained 
of  the  obstruction  of  crossings  of  Columbia,  Whitesboro  and 
Schuyler  streets  by  trains  on  the  railroad.  A  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint was  .sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  that  so  far  as 
it  could  learn  ^'  the  crossings  in  question  have  not  been  unneces- 
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sarily  obstructed.  In  order,  however,  to  prevent  further  com- 
plaint, our  employees  at  that  point  have  been  instructed  to  give 
the  matter  close  attention."  A  copy  of  this  answer  was  sent  to 
the  complainants,  and  no  reply  having  been  received  from  them, 
the  case  was  closed. 


XXX. 

In  thb)  mattbr  op  thbs  complaint  of  the  Hudson  Biveb  State 
Hospital  against  the  Poughkbepsib  and  Eastern  Railway 

Company. 

September  25,  1900. 

This  complaint  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  April  28,  1900.    It 
alleges:  that  the  Btate  constructed  a  piece  of  railroad  from  the 
terminus  of  the  Ponghkeepsie  and    Eastern   Railway    to   and 
through  the  State  Hospital  grounds^  at  '  Poughkeepsie,    which 
piece  of  railroad  is  now  operated  by  the  Ponghkeepsie  and  East* 
em  Bail  way  Company,  or  the  receiver  thereof;  that  the  charges 
made  by  the  company  for  carrying  freight  to  the  hospital  are 
excessive;  ^^that,  as  complainant  is  informed  and  believes,  a  rate 
of  from  three  to  five  dollars  for  each  full  carload  so  switched  to 
the  hospital  would  be  and  is  a  fair  price  for  the  same.    That  in 
fact  the  hospital  has  been  charged  by  the  railroad  an  average 
rate  of  about  eight  dollars  per  carload  and  from  that  sum  up  to 
fourteen  dollars  per  carload;"  that  "during  the  past  year  the 
railroad  has  switched  coal  cars  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  ton, 
but  it  has  informed  the  complainant  that    it  now   intends   to 
charge  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  a  ton; "  that  the  service  rendered 
is  a  switching  service.    At  the  hearings  it  appeared  that  the  com- 
plaint mainly  related  to  the  charge  on  coal,  which  constitutes  the 
greater  part  of  the  freight  carried.    The  company  replied  stating 
that  the  service  rendered  was  more  than  an  ordinary  switching 
service  and  is  a  special  service.    It  admits  that  it  had  notified 
the  State  Hospital  authorities  that  the  charge  on    coal    would 
thereafter  be  fifty  cents  a  ton,  and  alleges  that  the  rate  of  thirty 
cents  a  ton,  which  was  charged  during  the  preceding  year,  was 
made  "  upon  a  specific  agreement  or  understanding  that  it  was  a 
reduction  from  a  rate  which  was  made,  fifty  cents  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  and 
was  made  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  price  here- 
after was  to  be  fifty  cents  per  ton."    The  complainant  replied 
denying  such  an  understanding.    The  company  denied  that  its 
charges  for  the  service  are  unreasonable. 

Hearings  in  the  matter  were  given  by  the  Board  in  the  city  of 

Ponghkeepsie  on  June  13,  in  the  city  of  Albany  on  June  20,  and 
in  the  city  of  New  York  on  August  2.    H.  M.  Taylor  appeared  for 
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the  complainant;  Frank  Hasbrouck  appeared  for  the  company 
and  the  receiver  thereof.  Considerable  testimony  was  taken. 
The  complainant  insisted  that  the  service  rendered  is  substan- 
tially similar  to  the  switching  service  rendered  by  railroads  at 
other  State  hospitals  and  produced  testimony  to  the  effect  that 
the  charges  at  the  other  hospitals  were  considerably  less  than 
here.  The  company  contended  that  the  service  was  not  similar, 
and  that  considerably  more  work  was  performed  by  it  in  deliver- 
ing cars  to  the  Poughkeepsie  hospital  than  was  performed  by 
other  companies  in  delivering  cars  to  other  State  hospitals. 

The  question  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  is  whether  or  not 
in  its  opinion  the  charge  of  fifty  cents  a  ton  for  hauling  the  coal 
is  a  reasonable  one.  The  amount  of  other  commodities  hauled 
is  small  compared  with  coal,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  rail- 
way testified  that  an  arrangement  had  been  made  with  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  for  through 
rates  to  the  hospital,  since  this  proceeding  was  begun.  After  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  evidence,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  service  rendered  by  the  company  in  hauling  the  coal  is  a 
special  service,  the  company  rendering  more  service  than  is  in- 
volved in  ordinary  switching,  including  the  storing  of  many  cars 
on  its  sidings  awaiting  calls  from  the  hospital  for  the  coal.  The 
Board,  however,  believes  that  a  slight  reduction  should  be  made 
in  the  charge,  and  believes  that  forty-five  cents  a  ton  would  be  a 
fair  charge  for  the  service  rendered. 

The  Board,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  charge  to  the  Hud- 
son River  State  Hospital  by  the  Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Rail- 
way Company,  or  its  receiver,  for  the  service  rendered  in  the  de- 
livery of  coal  to  the  hospital  shall  be  reduced  to  forty-five  cents  a 
ton. 


XXXI. 

In  thbj  matter  of  the  complaint  op  B.  Allen  &  Sons  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany (lessee  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad). 

September  25,  1000. 

This  complaint  by  B.  Allen  &  Sons,  against  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  (lessee  of  the  West 
Shore  Railroad)  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  August  14,  1900.  It 
alleges  that  they  (the  complainants)  are  dealers  in  stone  flagging, 
having  a  yard  on  the  West  Shore  Railroad  at  E^t  Utica;  that 
on  every  car  of  stone  shipped  to  their  yard  from  either  the  New 
York,  Ontario  and  Western,  or  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
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Western  Eailroad,  there  is  a  switching  charge  of  five  dollars 
made  by  the  West  Shore  Bailroad.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was 
sent  to  the  company  which  answered  that  when  the  firm'  in  ques- 
tion located  its  yard  at  East  Utica  the  switching  charge  in  ques- 
tion of  five  dollars  was  in  effect  and  had  been  in  effect  since  1894 
and  waa  a  matter  of  public  knowledge;  that  "the  service  is  a 
Tery  reasonable  one  because  every  time  such  a  car  is  to  be 
switched,  I  am  informed  by  our  general  superintendent,  that  a 
switching  engine  has  to  be  sent  from  Frankfort  or  from  the  New 
York  Central  station  at  Utica,  and  this  has  to  be  sent  a  second 
time  when  the  car  is  unloaded  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  de- 
liver the  empty  car  back  to  one  of  these  junctione;  thus  involv- 
ing sending  a  switching  engine  several  miles  on  two  occasions 
for  each  car.  In  view  of  the  service  performed  we  would  very 
much  rather  do  without  the  business  than  to  be  called  upon  to 
perform  it  for  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  car/'  A  copy  of  this 
answer  was  sent  to  complainants,  who  replied.  It  appearing  to 
the  Board  that  the  complainants  had  no  reaBouable  cause  for  com- 
plaint, the  case  was  closed. 


XXXII. 

In  THE)  MATTER  OP  THE  COMPLAINT  OP  E.  W.  MaRRILLBY  AGAINST 

THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany (R.,  W.  &  O.  Division). 

S^tember  25,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  E.  W.  Marrilley,  of  Croghan,  N.  Y.,  against 
the  New  York  Cenrtral  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  (R., 
W.  &  O.  Division),  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  Augufrt  %  1900. 
It  alleged  that  the  freight  rate  <;harged  by  the  comi>any  (twenty 
cents  per  hundred  pounds)  on  ready  mixed  paint  and  white  lead 
to  Castorland  (the  srtation  at  which  complainant  receives  his 
goods),  is  excessive.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the 
company,  which  replied'  admitting  that  its  charge  from  Utica  to 
CSastorland  is  twenty  cents  per  hundred  pound's,  and*  contended 
that  the  classification  of  the  freight  and  the  rate  charged  are  just 
and  reasonable.  A  copy  of  the  answer  was  sent  to  the  com- 
plainant, who  replied.  It  appearing  to  the  Board  that  the  com^ 
plainant  had  no  reasonable  cause  for  complaint,  the  case  was 
closed. 
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In  the  mattbr  op  the  complaint  of  Lyon  &  Whiting  against 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biyer  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

^ptember  25,  1900. 

Thia  complaint,  by  Lyon  &  Whiting,  of  Milford,  N.  Y.,  against 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  as 
to  shipment  of  box  of  hardware  from  Milford  to  Hudson,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  April  24,  1900.  The  complainants  allege  an 
apparent  overcharge  of  five  cents  on  this  shipmenit.  After  con- 
siderable correspondence  with  complainants,  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  the  Oooperstown  and 
Charlotte  Vall<  y  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Company,  and  it  appearing  that  the  shipment  had  originally 
been,  apparently,  intended  to  go  by  boat  from  Albany  rather  than 
by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  and  the 
Board  being  unable  to  place  the  responsibility  for  the  overcharge 
of  five  cents,  if  there  was  such  an  overcharge,  the  case  was  closed.

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Residents  of  Douglass 
against  the  delaware  and  hudson  company. 

OctQber  16,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  residents  of  Douglass,  against  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  July  28, 1900. 
It  alleged'  lack  of  train  service  at  Douglass,  on  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company's  railroad,  and  asked  the  Board  to  take  such 
0tep8  as  it  could  to  the  end  that  train  No.  101  should  stop  at  this 
station.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  (to  the  company,  which 
answered  stating  that,  ^^  the  volume  of  passenger  business  to  and 
from  Douglass  is  well  served  by  the  present  train  service  and  is 
not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  stopping  of  our  fast  train  No.  101." 
An  inspection  at  the  point  in  question  was  made  by  an  inspector 
of  the  Board,  who  reported  recommending  "  that  train  No.  101,  or 
any  other  numbered  train  that  takes  its  place,  stop  on  signal  at 
Douglass,  during  the  summer  months,  to  take  on  or  to  let  off  pas- 
sengers desiring  to  leave  the  train  at  that  place:  Also  recommends 
that  suitable  shelter  be  provided  for  waiting  pasSengers  and  for 
freight,  and  that  some  person  be  employed  there  to  care  for  the 
passengers,  their  baggage,  and  also  the  freight  shipped  to  and 
from  that  station."  These  recommendations  were  made  the 
recommendations  of  the  Board,  the  company  notified  and  the  case 
closed.

Nbw  York,  Ontario  and  Wbstbbn  Railway  Company.

This  complaint^  by  C.  D.  Shippey,  of  New  Berlin,  N.  Y.,  against 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company,  as  to 
water-closet  facilities  at  New  Berlin  station,  was  filed  with  this 
Board  on  October  19, 1900.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to 
the  company,  which  answered  stating  tha/t  '^  an  outside  closet  has 
been  put  up  at  the  south  end  of  the  freight  house  which  will 
answer  the  purpose  until  other  arrangements  can  be  made.  We 
hope  soon  to  make  an  arrangement  for  sewer  connection,  so  that  a 
water-cloeet  can  be  put  inside  of  the  station."  A  copy  of  this 
answer  was  sent  to  th^  complainant,  and  he  not  having  replied, 
the  case  waa  closed.

This  compl-aint,  by  the  Van  Nest  Property  Owners'  Association 
of  New  York  city,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  March  20,  1900. 
It  alleged  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  was  not  giving  suf- 
ficient service  in  that  portion  of  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx  (New 
York;  city)  known  as  Van  Nest,  and  alleged-  that  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  residents  of  that  section,  the  West  Farms  ears, 
operated  by  said  company,  should  be  run  to  the  Morris  Park  race 
track.

This  complaint,  bj  John  Cofitello,  of  Brooklyn,  against  the 
Brooklyn  and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  Oomipany,  was  filed*  with 
this  Board  on  or  about  November  1,  1899.  It  alleged  that  a  sta- 
tion O'n  the  Brooklyn  and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  (operated  by 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Oompany),  at  Sterling  Place  (for- 
merly Butler  street),  had  been  abandoned.  A  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint was  sent  to  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  which 
replied,  stating  that  the  stations  on  the  Brooklyn  and  Brighton 
Beach  Railroad  at  Sterling  Pla<ie  and  at  Dean  street  had*  not  been 
kept  open  for  a  long  time  prior  to  the  opel^tion  of  the  railroad 
by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  and  the  company 
made  application  to  the  Boards  under  section  34  of  the  Railroad 
Law,  for  consent  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  station  at  Sterling 
Place  (or  Butler  street)  and  a  station  at  Dean  street.  A  hearing 
in  the  matter  of  the  complaint  and  of  the  application  of  the  com- 
pany to  abandon  the  two  stations  named  was  set  for  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  November  18,  1899.  At  that  time  the  complainant 
appeared  for  himself;  C.  A.  Collin  and  C.  L.  Rossiter  appeared  for 
the  company.  The  result  of  the  hearing  was  that  the  company 
established  a  new  station  in  the  vicinity  of  Sterling  Place,  which 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  residents.    Both  cases  were  closed.

In  the  MATTER  OF  THB  COMPLAINT  OF  E.  R.  WiLBUR  AGAINST  THB 

Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 

July  10,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  E.  R.  Wilbur,  of  Sayville,  L.  I.,  against  the 
Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  May 
21,  1900.    It  alleged'  that  the  station  accommodations  of  said 
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compaaj  at  Sayville  "  are  grossly  inadequate."  A  copy  of  the 
couvplalnt  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  stating  that 
the  station  facilities  were  inadequate,  but  that  the  company  was 
not  prex)ared  at  that  time  to  construct  a  new  station.

In  the  mattbb  op  the  complaint  of  rbsidbnts  of  Huguenot 
against  the  Port  Jervis,  Monticbllo  and  New  York  Bail- 
road  Company. 

August  15,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  residents  of  Huguenot,  Orange  county, 
against  the  Port  Jervis,  Monticello  and  New  York  Railroad  Oomr 
pany,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about  February  IQ,  1900. 
It  alleged  that  the  acoommodations  at  the  Huguenot  station  were 
inadequate  and  asked  the  Board  to  recommend  that  the  waiting 
room  at  the  station  be  made  more  comfortable.  A  copy  of  the 
complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  that  the 
depot  had  been  repaired  and  cleaned,  and  that  orders  had  been 
given  to  seotionmen  to  clean  the  waiting  room  every  day.  A  copy 
of  this  answer  was  sent  to  complainants,  and  no  reply  having 
been  received,  the  case  was  closed.

In  the  matter  of  the  station  at  Van  Hoesbn's,  on  the  Boston 

AND  Albany  Railroad. 

August  22,  1900. 

By  direction  of  the  Board,  the  inspector  of  this  Board  made  an 
inspection  of  the  station  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Bailroad  Com- 
pany, at  Van  Hoesen's,  and  a  report  recommending  that  a  new 
station  building  be  provided.  The  Board  recommended  to  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  that  a  new  and  suitable 
station  building  be  erected  by  it  at  this  point.

This  complaint,  by  F.  Eugene  Lawton,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  against 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  (R., 
W.  and  O.  Division),  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  October  30, 
1899.  It  alleged  that  at  a  point  on  the  Boulevard,  in  the  city  of 
Oswego,  there  is  a  branch  railroad  crossing  the  Boulevard  and 
running  to  some  lumber  yards,  from'  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
OgdeiUEibiirg  Railroad  main  line;  that  the  view  of  the  crossing  is 
obstructed  and  that  the  crossing  is  dangerous.  A  copy  of  the 
complaint  was  sent  to  the  company,  which  answered  stating  that 
the  railroad  in  question  is  a  switch  track  over  which  a  switch 
engine  makes  two  trips  daily  at  a  rat^  ^of  speed  not  to  exceed  six 
to  eight  miles  an  hour  at  the  crossing,'  and  that  the  instructions 
of  the  company  are  that  a  man  must  precede  the  engine  or  cars 
at  the  crossing  and  that  the  company  had  ordered  the  erection 
of  a  crossing  sign  at  the  crossing;  that  "  there  is  a  clear  view  of 
about  forty  rods  in  either  direction  when  within  forty  feet  of  the 
track.''    The  case  was  closed. 


VII. 

In  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  COMPLAINT  OF  W.  H.  FaRR,  HIGHWAY  COM- 
MISSIONER, AGAINST  THE  ErIE  RaILROAD  CoMPANT. 

January  12,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  W.  H.  Farr,  commissioner  of  highways, 
against  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board 
on  November  14, 1899.  It  alleged  that  the  approaches  to  a  bridge 
crossing  the  railroad,  in  the  town  of  Big  Flats,  were  very  steep. 
After  correspondence  with  the  company,  it  infoTQied  this  Board 
that,  ^*  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  our  opinion  work  of  this 
character  should  be  taken  care  of  by  the  local  authorities,  the 
necessary  instructions  have  been  issued  to  make  the  grade  of  the 
approaches  to  this  bridge  eight  per  cent,  instead  of  fourteen  per 
cent"  A  copy  of  this  letter  was  sent  to  the  complainant,  and 
nothing  further  having  been  received  from  him,  the  case  was 
closed.

ROAD  Law,  for  a  determination  of  the  manner  in  which  its 

RAILROAD    SHALL    CROSS   THE    ErIE    BaILROAD^    IN    THB   CITY    OF 

Dunkirk. 

February  7,  1900. 

This  application  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  September  12, 
1899.  On  September  13,  1899,  this  Board  held  a  pnblio  hearing 
in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Point  G-ratiot 
Traction  Company  for  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Bail- 
road  Law.  At  that  hearing  the  question  of  the  proposed  cross- 
ing (if  the  certificate  were  granted)  was  dificussed.  The  present 
application  is  for  a  determination  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
applicant's  railroad  shall  cross  seven  tracks  of  the  Erie  Bailroad 
Company  on  Front  street,  in  the  city  of  Dunkirk.  All  of  these 
tracks  are  switch  tracks.  The  petition  alleges  that  it  is  not  prac- 
ticable for  the  railroad'  of  the  petitioner  to  cross  these  tracks 
other  than  at  grade;  that  it  is  not  possible  to  construct  its  railroad 
without  crossing  the  Erie  Bailroad  at  some  point,  and  that  the 
most  feasible  and  least  dangerous  point  is  the  one  in  question. 
An  agreement  between  the  two  companies  for  a  crossing  at  grade 
was  submitted  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  this 
office.  This  agreement  provides  that  the  applicant  may  lay  a 
single  track  at  grade  across  the  railroad  of  the  Erie  Bailroad 
Company,  at  the  places  and  in  the  manner  shown  upon  a  plan 
attached  thereto,  and  that  derails  in  the  street  railroad  track  shall 
be  provided,  as  shown  upon  said  plan,  interlocked  with  signals 
upon  the  steam  railroad.  The  agreement  also  provides  for  other 
safeguards. 

Under  the  circumstances  in  this  case,  and  in  view  of  the  safe- 
guards provided  in  the  agreement,  the  Board  feels  that  it  is  justi- 
fied in  permitting  the  crossing  to  be  made  at  grade.  The  Board, 
therefore,  determines,  under  section  68  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  that 
the  railroad  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Point  Ghratiot  Traction  Company 
may  cross  at  grade  the  Erie  Bailroad,  on  Front  street,  in  the  city 
of  Dunkirk,  at  the  point,  and  in  the  manner  and  under  the  condi- 
tions as  to  safeguards  prescribed  in  an  agreement  between  said 
Dunkirk  and  Point  Gratiot  Traction  Company  and  the  Erie  Bail- 
road Company,  dated  January  25,  1900,  a  copy  of  which  agree- 
ment is  on  file  with  this  Board,  the  exx)ense  of  said  crossing  and 
the  incidents  thereto  to  be  paid  as  determined  in  said  agreement.

CROSSING  OF  THB  NIAGARA  FALLS  BRANCH  OF  ITS  RAILROAD  AND 
THB    OaNANDAIGUA    BRANCH    OF  THB   NbW    YoRK    CbNTRAL    AND 

Hudson  Bivbr  Railroad. 

February  21,  1900. 

This  application  was  filed  with  this  Board'  by  the  Erie  Railroad 
Company,  on  December  13,  1899.  It  asks  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law,  of  an  interlocking 
switch  and  signal  apparatus  proposed  to  be  installed  at  a  point 
where  the  Niagara  Falls  branch  of  the  Erie  Railroad  crosses  the 
Ganandaigna  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  at  Tonawanda,  and  that  the  full  stop  and  crossing  on 
signal  at  this  crossing  may  be  discontinued. 

It  appearing  to  the  Board  that  the  interlocking  switch  and 
signal  apparatus  in  question,  as  shown  by  plan  on  file  with  the 
Board,  is  a  proper  one  to  be  installed  at  the  crossing  in  question, 
it  is  hereby  approved',  and  the  full  stop  and  crossing  on  signal  at 
this  crossing,  may  be  discontinued,  in  acoordanee  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.

In  the  mattbr  of  the  petition  of  the  town  of  Brighton,  Mon- 

ROB  county,   under  SECTION   61   OF  THB  RAILROAD   LaW. 

February  28,  1900. 

This  petition,  by  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Brighton,  Mon- 
roe county,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  August  3, 1899.  It  asks 
the  Board  for  a  determination  of  the  manner  in  which  a  highway 
running  from  Bast  avenue  to  the  Penfield  road,  in  said  town,  said 
highway  being  a  continuation  of  the  Clover  street  road,  should 
cross  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad.  A  hear- 
ing in  the  matter,  after  notice,  as  required  by  the  statute,  was 
given  by  the  Board  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  January  24,  190Q.  J. 
B.  Perkins  appeared  for  the  applicant.  Edward  Harris  appeared 
for  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 
A  previous  application  had  been  made  by  the  town  in  reference 
to  this  crossing,  which  the  Board  decided  not  to  entertain,  owing 
to  informality  in  the  proceedings.  At  the  hearing  in  this  appli- 
-cation,  the  matter  was  closed,  and  briefs  were  to  be  filed  with  the 
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Board.  The  brief  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  was  filed  with  the  Board,  but  a  letter  dated 
February  17,  1900,  was  received  from  the  attorney  for  the  appli- 
cant, Mr.  J.  B.  Perkins,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"  The  trusteee  of  the  town  of  Brighton  are  advised  by  the  engineer  they 
employ  to  make  eetimates  that,  in<  his  Judgment,  the  price  of  buUdin^ 
material  wiU  probably  be  less  ere  long,  and  it  wUl  be  expedient  to  defer 
the  matter  of  the  railroad  bridge  for  awhile.  In  view  of  this,  if  there  is 
no  objection,  we  wiU  let  the  matter  stand  as  it  is  at  present.  Of  coufTBe, 
the  railroad  wiU  not  object  to  this,  because  it  is  to  their  interest  quite  a» 
much  as  ours  to  get  the  work  done  as  cheaply  as  possible,  and  they  do  not 
desire  to  build  a  bridge  untU  they  are  obliged  to." 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  application  is  hereby  dismissed. 


XI. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  op  the  cmr  op  North  Tona- 

WANDA   against   THE  ErIB   BaILROAD    GOMPANT. 

March  7,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  the  city  of  North  Tonawanda,  against  the 
Erie  Bailroad  Company,  was  filed'  with  this  Board  on  October  2, 
1899.  It  alleged  that  at  a  point  where  the  railroad  crosses  Oliver 
street,  in  said  city,  the  crossing  frogs  and'  switches  at  the  point 
of  crossing  were  in  a  dangerous  condition.  After  considerable 
correspondence,  the  inspector  of  the  Board  finally  reported  that 
he  had  examined  the  crossing  and*  found  that  the  recommendatioiiB 
of  the  Board  in  reference  thereto  had  been  complied  with  by  the 
company,  and  that  the  crossing  was  in  good  condition. 


XII. 

In  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  COMPLAINT  OP  0.  F.  WoODWARD  AGAINST 

THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

March  7,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  0.  F.  Woodiward,  of  LeRoy,  N.  Y.,  against 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  January  15,  IMO.  It  alleged  that  at  a 
point  where  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  and  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  railroads  cross  at  grade  in  the 
village  of  LeBoy,  that  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River

Baikoad  trains  did  not  come  to  a  full  stop  before  oroasing;  there 
being  no  interlocking  switch  and  signal  apparatus  approved  by 
this  Board  in  use  at  the  <;rossing.  An  inspection  of  the  crossing 
was  mad«  by  an  inspector  of  this  Board.  From  the  report  of  the 
in8i>ector9  it  appeared  that  the  provisions  of  section  36  of 
the  Baibroad  Law  had  been  violated  at  this  crossing,  in 
that  trains  <m  the  New  York  Central  BaiJroad  had  crossed 
before  coming  to  a  full  stop.  The  attention  of  the  com- 
pany was  called  to  the  matter.  It  answered,  stating  that  its  rules 
provided  that  all  trains  must  come  to  a  full  stop  not  less  than  two 
hundred  feet  or  more  than  eight  hundred'  feet  from  the  crossing 
and  that  the  attention  of  employees  had  been  called  to  these  rules. 
Subsequently,  a  further  complaint  was  received  from  Mr.  Wood- 
ward, as  to  a  specific  train  not  stopping  at  this  crossing,  and  upon 
the  attention  of  the  company  being  called'  to  it,  the  company  re- 
plied, stating  that  the  cause  of  the  train  referred'  to  not  stopping, 
was  the  fault  of  the  enguieman,  and  that  he  had  been  suspended 
from  duty. 

The  inspector  of  the  Board  also  made  a  report  as  to  a  point 
where  the  Buffalo, Rochester  andPittsburgh  and  theErie  railroads 
cross  at  grade  at  LeEoy,  and  the  attention  of  those  companies  was 
called  to  the  inspector's  report  and  they  answered-^  the  first  named 
company  stating  that  their  rules  required  all  trains  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  at  the  crossing  and  that  the  rules  would  be  enforced; 
the  Erie  Railroad  Company  replied,  stating  that  the  matter  would 
be  given  attention.  A  complaint  as  to  this  crossing  is  pending 
before  the  Board  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report;  the  complain- 
ant, O.  F.  Woodward,  alleging  that  trains  on  the  Erie  Railroad 
have  not  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  Erie  Company 
has  answered,  stating  "  that  the  matter  will  be  given  immediate 
attention.  After  completing  my  investigation,  I  will  advise  you 
further." 


XIII. 
In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  undejr  section  62  of  the 
Railroad  Law,  as  to  the  closing  and  discontinuance  op  the 
crossing  op  its  railroad  and  East  street,  in  the  village 
OP  Fonda. 

March  21,  1900. 

This  petition,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  September  23, 1899.  It  petitions  the  Board  to 
determine,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  the  Elast 
street  crossing  of  its  railroad  in  the  village  of  Fonda  shall  be 
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cloeedi  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  an 
existing  overhead  crossing  of  the  railroad  at  Bridge  street,  abont 
600  feet  east  of  East  street  The  petition  is  signed  and  verUled  by 
the  general  superintendent  of  the  applicant.  A  public  hearing, 
after  notice  as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given  by  the  Board 
in  the  city  of  Utica,  on  October  23, 1899.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  ap- 
peared for  the  petitioner;  J.  S.  Bitterly  appeared,  in  opposition, 
for  the  village  of  Fonda  and  for  William  H.  Wilson,  Elizabeth  W. 
Mclntyre  and  Biley  Bowddtch,  property  owners;  H.  B.  Cushney, 
appeared,  in  opposition,  for  George  Jones,  James  H.  Neahr,  John 
Fahey,  Alfred  McLaughlin  and  L.  H.  Shipman,  property  owners. 
The  hearing  was  adjourned.  The  adjourned  hearing  was  held  in 
the  village  of  Fonda,  on  February  9, 1900.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  ap- 
peared for  the  petitioner;  J.  S.  Bitterly  appeared,  in  opposition, 
for  the  village  of  Fonda  and  for  Francis  Pahey,  William  H.  Wil- 
son, Biley  Bowddtch,  Elizabeth  W.  Mclntyre,  Bridget  Washing- 
ton and  Mary  Ann  Griffith,  property  owners.  B.  B.  Fifih  also 
appeared  for  the  property  owners  last  named.  A  statement  was 
made  that  the  appearances  of  Mr.  Bitterly  and  Mr.  Fish  were  for 
the  same  property  owners,  also,  that  H.  B.  Cushney  appeared  for 
at  the  hearing  in  TJtica,  on  October  23,  1899.  The  evidence  was 
closed,  but  the  matter  was  held  open  for  the  filing  of  briefs. 

After  an  inspection  of  the  East  street  crossing  and  the  Bridge 
street  crossing,  by  the  Board,  and  after  consideration  of  the  evi- 
dence, the  Board  deems  that  public  safety  requires  the  closing 
and  discontinuance  of  the  East  street  crossing.  The  Boards  there- 
fore, determines  that  the  East  street  crossing  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  Raver  Railroad,  in  the  village  of  Ponda,  shall 
be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to 
the  existing  overhead  crossing  of  said  railroad  at  Bridge  street, 
about  600  feet  east  of  East  street. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  an  appeal  on  the  part  of  the  vttlage 
la  pending  in  the  courts.  The  crossing  has  been  dosed,  and  the  sides  of 
the  bridge  over  the  railroad  at  Bridge  street,  to  which  the  travel  has  been 
diverted,  have  been  boarded  up.

In  the  mattbr  of  the  complaint  op  J.  S.  Ooatbs  against  the 

,  Erie  Bailroad  Company. 

March  28,  1900. 

This  complaint,  by  J.  S.  Ck)ate8,  of  Goshen,  N.  Y.,  against  the 
Erie  Railroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about 
March  23,  1900.    It  alleged  that  a  crossing  at  grade  of  the  Erie 
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Railroad,  at  South  street,  in  the  village  of  Goshen,  was  a  danger- 
ous one.  The  complainant  was  notified  of  section  33  of  the  Bail- 
road  Law,  under  which  local  authorities  may  proceed  in  the 
courts  for  the  stationing  of  a  flagman  or  erection  of  gates  at 
grade  crossings  of  railroads.  He  was  also  informed  of  the  grade 
crossing  law  as  to  proceedings  for  the  abolishment  of  grade  cross- 
ings of  railroads,  and  the  case  was  closed. 


XV. 

In  the  mattbr  op  the  application  of  the  Public  Improvemdnt 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Gohoes  for  a  determination  as 
to  the  manner  in  which  High  street,  in  said  city,  shall  be 
carried  across  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Biter  Railroad  Company. 

April  4,  1900. 

The  i)etition  of  the  public  improvement  commission  of  the  city 
of  Cohoes,  verified  by  James  D.  Featherstonhaugh  on  the  25th 
day  of  October,  1899,  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for 
a  determination  as  to  the  manner  in  which  High  street,  in  the  city 
of  Cohoes,  shall  be  extended  across  the  tracks  of  the  Troy  and 
Schenectady  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company,  under  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law,  came 
on  for  hearing  on  the  8th  day  of  February,  1900.      Walter  H» 
Wertime  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  public  improvement  commis- 
sion of  the  city  of  Cohoes;  James  P.  Pierce  appeared  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  Armour  &  Company;  Charles  R.  Ford  appeared  on  behalf 
of  certain  propertyowners  on  High  street;  Harry  H.Trowbridge  ap- 
peared on  behalf  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company.  The  matter  was  adjourned  to  March  8, 1900;  subse- 
quently adjourned  to  March  20, 1900,  and  subsequently  adjourned 
to  April  4, 1900.  On  the  4th  day  of  April,  1900,  Walter  H.  Wertime 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  public  improvement  commission  of  the 
city  of  Cohoes,  and  Harry  H.  Trowbridge  appeared  on  behalf  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  and 
presented  a  map  showing  a  proposed  plan  for  carrying  High  street 
under  the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
iXMid  Company,  and  also  showing  the  grades  of  said  street  and 
approaches,  and  also  submitted  to  the  Board  an  estimate,  made  by 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company,  of  the  expense  of  carrying  High  street  under 
the  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudeon  River  Railroad 
Oompany.    Said  plan  and  estimate  of  expense  were  concurred  in

both  by  the  public  improvement  commissioii  of  the  city  of  Cohoea 
and  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  Board,  therefore,  determines  that  High  street,in  the  city 
of  Gohoes,  shall  be  carried  below  the  grade  of  the  tracks  of  the 
Troy  and  Behenectady  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son Biver  Railroad  Company,  in  the  city  of  Cohoes,  and  that  the 
grades  of  said  street  ahaJl  be  as  shown  on  said  bine  print,  filed 
with  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  public  improvement  commis- 
sion of  the  cily  of  Cohoes  and  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad  Company. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  work  has  not  been  commenced. 


XVI. 

In  the  matter  of  the  PETiTiaN  OF  THE  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  undeir  section  62  of  the 
Railroad  Law. 

April  10,  1900. 

This  petition,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  September  23, 1899.  It  alleges  that  pub- 
lic safety  requires  that  the  crossing  of  the  TJtica  and  Black  River 
Railroad  (leased  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company)  by  the  highway  connecting  the  Stittville  road  and 
Simmons  road,  about  one-half  mile  east  of  Marcy  station,  shall 
be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to 
an  existing  undercrossing  of  said  railroad  by  Simmons  road.  A 
public  hearing,  after  notice  as  required  by  the  statute,  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Utica,  on  October  23,  1899.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  ap- 
peared for  the  company.  J.  W.  Potter,  supervisor  of  the  town, 
Benjamin  Sanders^  highway  commissioner,  Luther  Simmons  and 
Edward  M.  Marson  appeared  in  opposition.  Subsequently,  an 
adjourned  hearing  in  the  matter  was  held  in  the  city  of  TJtica, 
on  February  10, 1900.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  appeared  for  the  appli- 
cant. P.  C.  J.  De  Angelis  appeared  for  the  town  of  Marcy  and 
for  a  property  owner.  The  Board  inspected  the  crossing  on  Octo- 
ber 24,  1899. 

From  the  evidence  in  this  case  and  from  its  inspection  of  the 
crossing,  the  Board  does  not  believe  that  it  would  be  justified, 
at  this  time,  in  determining  that  the  crossing  shall  be  closed. 
The  determination  of  the  Board  in  this  matter,  therefore,  is,  that 
no  alterations  or  changes,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
shall  be  made  at  the  crossing  in  question  at  present.

In  the  mattbr  op  the  petition  op  the  village  of  Cuba,  under 

SECTION  62  op  the  Bailboad  Law. 

April  11, 1900. 

This  petition,  by  the  village  of  Cuba,  Allegany  county,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  November  29,  1899.  It  alleged  that  public 
safety  required  an  alteration  in  the  manner  in  which  a  street 
known  as  West  Main  street,  in  said  village,  crossed  the  Erie  rail- 
road and  asked  the  Board  to  determine  that  the  crossing  should 
be  changed  from  grade  and  the  highway  carried  either  over  or 
under  the  railroad.  A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  given  in  the 
village  of  Cuba,  on  Jannary  23,  1900.  Subsequently,  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  of  the  village  asked'  leave  to  withdraw  the  peti- 
tion, which  was  granted^  andi  the  case  closed.

This  complaint,  by  Edward  M.  Peckham  and  other^f,  against  the 
New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  January  8, 1900.  It  alleged  that  In  the  town 
of  Bainbridge,  there  existed  an  undercrosstng  of  the  railway  by  a 
highway,  the  approaches  to  which  rendered  the  undercrossing 
dftngerous  to  the  public  when  driving  upon  the  highway.  After

These  being  matters  which  seemed'  to 
be  entirely  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town  board  or  highway 
commissioners  and  not  of  this  Board,  a  letter  was  addressed  to 
the  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Bainbridge,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the 
inspector's  report,  and  the  case  was  closed.

The 
petition  asks  the  Board  to  determine  that  the  petitioner's  railroad 
shall  cross  at  grade  the  single  track  switch  of  the  Elmira,  Cortland 
and  Northern  railroad  (operated  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
Company),  in  Main  street,  in  the  village  of  Horseheads.  Attached 
to  the  petition  is  an  agreement  between  the  companies  for  a  cross- 
ing  at  grade  and  providing  for  certain  safeguards.  Also  attached 
to  the  petition  is  a  request  from  the  president  and  board  of  truft- 
tees  of  the  village  of  Horseheads  that  the  proposed  crossing  may 
be  made  at  grade,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  agreement 
between  the  companies.

city  of  Albany,  on  February  27,  1900,  after  notice  to  the  New^ 
York  Central  and  Hnd<son  River  Railroad  Company,  to  the  mayor 
of  Lockport,  and  after  public  notice.  Morris  Oohn,  Jr.,  appeared 
for  the  applicant;  H.  H.  Trowbridge  appeared  for  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  ^ivev  Railroad  Company,  in  opposition  to 
croeaings  at  grade,  and  to  the  imposition  of  any  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  the  crossings  upon  said  la&t  named  company;  C.  J. 
Sutliff,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Lockport,  appeared'  for  the  city.  An 
adjourned  hearing  in  the  matter  was  held  in  the  city  of  Albany,, 
on  April  4,  1900.  An  agreement  between  the  companiefi  for 
croesings  at  grade  at  the  intersection  of  Chapel  and  Mill  streets, 
and  at  the  intersection  of  Mill  street  and  the  Transit  road,  and  for 
an  overhead  crossing  of  the  steam  railroad,  at  Gooding  and  Port- 
age streets,  was  filed  with  the  Board.  An  inspection  of  the  said 
proposed  crossings  was  made  by  the  electrical  exx>ert  of  the  Boards 
who  made  a  report  thereon.  The  company  withdrew  its  applica- 
tion as  to  a  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  Lock  and  Green  streets* 
After  careful  conmderation  of  the  matter  and  under  the  cir- 
cumstances in  the  case,  the  Board  hereby  determines,  under  sec- 
tion 68  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport  Rail- 
way may  construct  at  grade  a  single  track  across  the  switch  track 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 
at  the  intersection  of  Mill  street  and  Transit  road,  and  the  switch 
track  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany, at  the  intersection  of  Mill  and  Chapel  streets,  in  the  city  of 
Lockx)ort,  upon  condition  that  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport  Railway 
complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  between  it  and  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  above 
referred  to,  as  to  safeguards  and  precautions  to  be  taken  in  opera- 
ting its  cars  over  these  crossings;  and  upon  the  further  condition 
iimt  a  "  V  "-shaped  copper  trough  shall  be  constructed  over  the 
trolley  wire  at  such  crossing,  so  that  the  trough  shall  be  in  me- 
tallic contact  with  the  wire,  at  the  expense  of  the  street  railway 
comi>any.  The  Board  also  determines  that  the  manner  of  the 
crossing  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport  Railway  over  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  the  intersection  of  Good- 
ing and  Portage  streets,  in  the  city  of  Lockx)ort,  shall  be  above 
the  grade  of  said  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
by  means  of  an  overhead  bridge  or  structure.  The  Board  also 
determines,  under  section  68  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  the  expense 
of  the  crossings  at  grade  above  referred  to,  shall  be  borne  as  pro- 
vided in  the  agreement  between  the  companies  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  and  that  the  expense  of  the  overhead  crossing  shall  also 
be  borne  as  provided  in  the  agreement  hereinbefore  referred  to.

In  thb  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna AND  Western  Railroad  Company,  under  section  36 
OP  THE  Railroad  Law. 

June  6,  1900. 

This  application  by  tlie  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
Railroad  Company,  under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  May  23,  1900.  It  asks  the  approval  of 
the  Boardi  of  an  interlocking  switch  and  signal  apparatus  pro- 
posed to  be  installed  at  a  crossing  of  the  railroad  operated  by  the 
applicant  and  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway 
Oompany,  at  Mt.  Morris,  and  that  the  full  stop  and  crossing  on 
signal  of  trains  may  be  discontinued.  Accompanying  the  appli- 
cation was  a  :blue-print  plan  of  the  apparatus.  An  engineer  of  the 
Board  mad«  an  examination  of  the  plan  and  a  report  approving 
the  apparatus 

The  application  is  hereby  granted,  and  "  the  full  stop  and  cross- 
ing on  signal ''  of  trains  at  this  crossing  need  not  be  maintained 
after  the  installation  of  said  interlocking  switch  and  signal  sys- 
tem.

In  the  MATTER  OP  THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  BoSTON  AND  ALBANY 

Railroad  Company,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

June  13,  1900. 

Whereas,  This  petition  was  filed  December  12,  1899,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  acts  amendatory  there- 
of or  in  addition  thereto,  and  alleged  that  public  safety  requires 
alterations  at  the  crossing  at  grade  in  the  town  of  Kinderhook  in 
said  State  where  Chatham  street  crosses  the  railroad  of  said  rail- 
road company  and  that  euch  alterations  should  be  made  in  the 
manner  of  said  crossing,  in  its  approaches,  in  the  method  of  cross- 
ing, and  in  the  location  of  the  highway  and  crossing,  so  that  said 
crossing  shall  be  closed  and  discontinued  and  the  travel  thereon 
shall  be  diverted  to  another  highway  or  crossing  not  at  grade  to  be 
constructed  so  that  said  Chatham  street  shall  pass  under  the 
main  line  of  said  railroad  at  a  bridge  at  a  point  about  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  southeasterly  from  said  existing  crossing,  and  prayed 
that  such  alterations,  discontinuance  and  diversion  mijrht  be 
ordered;  and  Whereas,  This  Board  appointed  Thursday,  Pebruaiy 
8, 1900,  at  11  a.  m.,  at  the  oflBce  of  the  Board  as  the  time  and  place 
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for  hearing  said  petition,  and  gave  personal  notice  thereof  of  not 
less  than  ten  (10)  days,  to  the  petitioner,  to  isaid  town  of  Kinder- 
hook,  and  to  the  owners  of  lands  adjoining  such  crossing  and  ad- 
joining that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed  in  grade  or  loca- 
tion and  the  land  to  be  opened  for  a  new  cro&sing,  and  caused 
notice  of  said  hearing  to  be  advertised  in  the  Albany  Evening 
Journal  and  in  the  Bough  Notes,  two  newspapers  published  in 
the  locality  affected  by  the  application;  and  Whereas,  said  hear- 
ing was  held  at  the  time  and  place  fixed,  and  adjourned  to  Febru- 
ary 27,  1900,  w^hen  and  where  the  parties  were  represented  and  all 
parties  appearing  were  fully  heard;  and  thereafter  at  the  request 
of  both  parties  a  personal  inspection  of  said  crossing  was  made 
by  us;  and  on  the  application  of  E.  R.  Harder,  esq.,  attorney  for 
the  towm  of  Kinderhook,  a  further  hearing  having  been  granted 
for  June  13,  1900,  at  which  time  both  parties  appeared  and  were 
fully  heard. 

Now%  having  fully  considered  all  the  evidence  and  arguments 
submitted  to  us  in  the  matter,  and  after  personally  ini»pecting 
said  crossing,  we  determine  that  public  safety  requires  alterations 
at  said  crossing  as  follows: 

That  the  crossing  at  grade  of  the  street  or  highway  in  the  town. 
of  Kind'erhook,  known  as  Chatham  street,  and  the  railroad  of  said 
company  shall  be  closed  and  disconlinuedi,  and  the  travel  thereon 
shall  be  diverted  to  another  crossing  not  at  ^rade  to  be  con- 
structed so  that  said  Chatham  street  shall  pass  under  the  said 
railroad  by  a  bridge  about  one  hundred  (100)  feet  southerly  of 
said  existing  crossing: 

And  we  prescribe  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  such 
alterations  shall  be  made  as  follows: 

The  location  of  Chatham  street  shall  be  changed  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  in  said  Chatham  street  distant  one  hui^dred 
and  eighty-seven  and  twenty-eight  one-hundredths  (187.28) 
feet  south  49°  37'  2C  east  from  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
factory  building  belonging  to  Bradley's  Chainless  Bicycle  Com- 
pany, and  seventy-six  and  fourteen  one-hundiredths  (76.14)  feet 
south  58°  41'  40"  west  from  the  southwesterly  comer  of  the 
dwelling  house  of  John  Rapp,  the  center  line  of  the  new  location 
of  Chatham  street  shall  run  north  69°  58'  20"  west  two  hundred 
and  twenty-four  and  one-tenth  (224.1)  feet  to  a  point  in  the  north- 
easterly side  line  of  the  location  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  rail- 
road; thence  running  south  85°  55'  10"  west  ninety-five  and  eight- 
tenths  (95.8)  feet  across  said  location  to  a  point  in  the  southwest- 
erly side  line  thereof;  thence  running  southwesterly,  westerly  and 
northwesterly  by  a  line  curving  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of

The  grade  of  the  railroad  is  to  be  raised  two  feet  at  the  new 
location  of  said  Chatham  street,  and  the  railroad  is  to  pass  over 
said  Chatham  street  by  a  bridge  with  a  clear  height  of  not  leea 
than  thirteen  (13)  feet  between  the  grade  of  the  street  and  the 
underside  of  said  bridge. 

We  sj)ecify  the  grades  for  the  railroad  and  for  the  said  street 
and  the  jjeneral  method  of  construction  as  follows: 

Prom  the  center  of  said  bridge  over  said  Chatham  street  as 
altered,  the  grade  of  the  railroad  shall  ascend  southwardly  at  the 
rate  of  fifty-five  one-thousandths  of  a  foot  per  one  hundred  feet 
for  a  distance  of  eight  hundred  and  eight  (808)  feet  until  the  new 
grade  shall  intersect  the  present  grade.  At  the  intersection  of 
said  grades  there  shall  be  a  vertical  curve  four  hundred  feet  ia 
length.

From  the  center  of  said  bridge  over  said  Chatham  street  as 
altered  the  grade  of  the  railroad  shall  descend  northwardly  at  the 
rate  of  fifty-five  one-thousandths  of  a  foot  per  one  hundred  feet 
for  a  distance  of  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two  (792)  feet  until  the 
new  grade  shall  intersect  the  present  grade. 

From  a  point  in  said  street  as  altered  distant  forty-eight  (48) 
feet  easterly  from  the  center  line  of  location  of  said  railroad 
measured  on  the  center  line  of  said  street  as  altered,  the  grade 
shall  rise  southeastwardly  at  a  rate  of  five  (5)  feet  in  one  hundred 
feet  until  said  grade  shall  intersect  the  present  grade  of  said 
Chatham  street,  and  from  a  point  in  said  street  as  altered  distant 
forty-eight  (48)  feet  westeriy  from  the  center  line  of  location  of 
said  railroad  measured  on  the  center  line  of  said  street  as  altered, 
the  grade  shall  rise  northwestwardly  at  a  rate  of  five  (5)  feet  in 
-one  hundred  feet  until  said  grade  shall  intersect  the  present  grade 
of  said  Chatham  street. 

Said  Chatham  street  as  altered  shall  be  graded  to  a  suflQcient 
width  to  provide  for  a  roadway  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  and  a 
sidewalk  six  (6)  feet  wide  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  roadway. 
The  surface  of  the  roadway  is  to  be  of  good'  gravel  ten  (10)  inches 
in  depth  with  the  proper  crowning  in  the  middle. 

Four  (4)  catch-basins,  properly  covered,  two  upon  each  side  of 
the  roadway  under  the  bridge,  shall  be  provided  as  shown  upon 
the  plan  hereinafter  described. 

Said  catch-basins  shall  discharge  into  a  vitrified  drain  pipe 
twelve  (12)  inches  in  diameter,  which  shall  be  laid  southwardly 
from  said  street  as  altered  to  the  low  land  lying  westwardly  from 
the  railroad  embankment  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company,  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

The  said  bridge  over  said  street  as  altered  shall  have  a  clear 
span  of  not  less  than  twenty-six  (26)  feet  measured  at  right  angles 
with  the  center  line  of  said  street. 

It  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  witii  a  tight  floor  composed  of 
two  layers  of  boards  one  inch  in  thickness,  so  laid  as  to  break 
joints. 

The  abutments  shall  have  a  facing  of  coursed  ashlar  masonry 
and  backing  of  rubble  masonry,  all  laid  in  cement  mortar. 

The  grade  of  the  driveway  to  the  passenger  station  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany  railroad  shall  be  lowered  to  meet  the  new 
?rade  of  said  Chatham  street  at  its  junction  therewith  and  shall 
rise  northwardly  from  Chatham  street  at  a  rate  of  five  (5)  feet 
in  one  hundred  feet  until  the  new  grade  shall  intersect  the  present 
grade. 

Suitable  fences  not  less  than  three  (3)  feet  and  six  (6)  inches 
high,  shall  be  built  upon  the  new  southerly  line  of  said  Chatham 
street  as  altered. 
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A  substential  wooden  railing  not  less  than  three  (3)  feet  and 
six  (6)  inches  high^  shall  be  built  upon  a  line  parallel  with  and 
distant  sixteen  and  flve-tenths  (16.5) '  feet  southerly  from  the 
fence  on  the  northerly  side  of  said  Chatham  street  in  front  of  the 
estate  of  Bradley's  Ohainless  Bicycle  Company. 

The  necessary  changes  made  in  the  existing  tracks  of  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  Company  and  of  the  Albany  and  Hudson 
Railway  and  Power  Company  shall  be  made  as  shown  on  said 
plan. 

We  decide  and  specify  that  so  much  of  said  Chatham  street  a» 
at  present  laid  out  as  lies  between  a  line  drawn  parallel  with  and 
distant  forty-one  and  twenty-five  one-hundiredths  (41.25)  feet  north- 
easterly from  the  center  line  between  the  main  tracks  of  the 
Boston  and  Albany  railroad  and  a  line  drawn  i>arallel  with  and 
distant  forty-one  and  twenty-five  one-hundredths  (41.25)  feet  south- 
westerly from  eaid  center  line  shall  be  discontinued  upon  the 
completion  of  the  alterations  herein  ordered. 

We  file  herewith  as  a  part  of  our  decision  showing  the  altera- 
tions herein  decided  upon,  a  plan  entitled  "  Separation  of  Grades 
at  Chatham  Street  Crossing  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  at 
Kinderhook,  New  York,"  dated  February  6,  1900,  and  signed  by 
us.

In  the  matter  of  a  proceeding  instituted  by  this  Board, 

UNDEiR   SECTION    66   OF   THE  RaILROAD   LaW. 

June  13,  1900. 

On  January  31,  1900,  a  petition  from  residents  of  the  town  of 
Wappingers,  in  the  county  of  Dutchess,  was  filed  with  this  Board, 
alleging  that  public  safety  requires  the  closing  and  discontinuance 
of  two  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  near  the  Low  Point  station  of  said  railroad,  in 
said  town,  and  representing  that  the  local  authorities  would  not 
make  application,  under  section  62  of  the  Rcdlroad  Law,  for  a 
determination  that  these  crossings  should  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinued. The  petition  asks  the  Board  to  proceed  on  its  own  motion^ 
under  section  66  of  the  Railroad  Law.  This  the  Board  did,  and 
hearings  were  given  by  it  in  the  matter  on  May  15  and  June  13^ 
1900.  At  the  hearings,  David  Hunt,  appeared  for  property  own- 
ers in  favor  of  the  closing  of  the  crossings;  H.  H.  Trowbridge  ap*

peared  for  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biyer  Railroad 
Oompany;  J.  Bradley  Scott,  W.  E.  Hoysradt  and  W.  H.  Wood 
appeared  for  property  owners  in  opposition  to  the  closing  of  the 
crossings.  On  June  13th,  in  company  with  representatives  of  the 
parties,  the  Board  inspected  the  crossings  in  question. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  that  public  safety  requires  that  the  cross- 
ings in  question,  one  known  as  the  Bradley  crossing  and  the  other 
known  as  the  Constantine  crossing,  should  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinned.  The  Board,  itherefore,  determines  that  the  crossings  at 
grade  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad,  in 
the  town  of  Wappingers,  Dutchess  county,  one  known  as  the 
Bradley  crossing  and  the  other  known  as  the  Constantine  crossing, 
near  the  Low  Point  station  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  closed  and 
dificontinued,  except  for  foot  passengers,  the  travel  thereon  to  be 
diverted  to  existing  highways  and  a  crossing  near  said  Low  Point 
station. 

This  determination  does  not  include  the  use  of  the  said  crossings 
by  foot  passengers,  but  it  is  expressly  determined  that  foot  pas- 
sengers shall  be  allowed  to  cross  at  the  two  points  in  question. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  two  crossings  in  question  have 
been  closed,  except  so  far  as  their  use  by  foot  passengers  is  concerned.

In  the  MAXTOR  OF  THE  APPLICATION  OP  THE  VILLAGE  OF  WaVERLY, 

Tioga  county,  under  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

June  14,  1900. 

This  application,  by  the  village  of  Waverly,  Tioga  county,  under 
section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on 
November  24, 1899.  The  petition  sets  forth  that  the  applicant  has 
laid  out  an  extension  of  Spaulding  street,  in  said  village,  involv- 
ing the  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad  and  the  Waverly  and  State 
Line  Railroad,  which  latter  railroad  is  leased  to  and  operated  by 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company,  and  asks  this  Board  to 
determine  whether  said  portion  of  said  iSpauldrng  street  shall  be 
constructed  over  or  under  such  railroads,  or  at  grade,  and  the 
other  matters  required  by  the  statute.  The  action  of  the  village 
in  laying  out  the  extension  of  the  street  was  taken  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  chapter  754  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  the  so-called. 
Grade  Crossing  Law.  A  public  hearing  on  this  application,  after 
notice  as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given  in  the  village  of 
Waverly,  on  January  22,  1900.  Frederick  E.  Hawkes  appeared 
for  the  applicant;  J.  Frederick  Collin  appeared  for  the  Erie  Rail- 
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road  Company;  George  M.  Diven  appeared  for  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  Company.  An  adjourned  hearing  was  held  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Waverly,  on  May  21, 1900,  at  which  the  appearances  were 
as  on  January  22d.  It  was  agreed  that  the  street  should  be  car- 
ried over  the  railroad  above  grade,  but  there  were  differences  be- 
tween the  applicant  and  the  railroad  companies  as  to  the  pro- 
posed structure.  An  inspection  of  the  locality  was  made  by  the 
Board,  and  a  plan  for  the  proposed  structure  was  made  by  an 
engineer  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  determines,  under  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
that  the  proposed  extension  of  Spaulding  street,  in  the  village  of 
Waverly,  Tioga  county,  shall  be  carried  across  the  Erie  Railroad, 
and  the  Waverly  and  State  Line  Railroad  (which  latter  road  is 
leased  to  and  operated  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company), 
above  the  grade  of  said  railroads,  by  means  of  a  bridge  to  be  con- 
structed of  steel:  The  Board  also  determines  that  the  height  and 
the  length  of  the  bridge,  and  the  length,  character  and  grades  of 
Ihe  approaches  thereto  shall  be  as  shown  upon  a  blue-print  plan 
attached  hereto,  prepared  by  an  engineer  of  this  Board,  dated 
June  9,  1900,  entitled,  "  Board  of  R.  R.  CommVs,  Map  and  Profile 
showing  extension  of  Spaulding  St.  over  Erie  and  L.  V.  R.  R. 
tracks,  at  Waverly,  N.  Y.":  The  Board  also  determines  that  of 
the  fifty  per  centum  of  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  said  railroad 
companies,  five-eighths  of  said  fifty  per  centum  shall  be  borne 
by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and  three-eighths  of  said  fifty 
per  centum  shall  be  borne  by  the  Waverly  and  State  Line  Railroad 
Company,  or  its  lessee,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company. 

It  Is  not  found  practicable  to  print  here  the  plan  referred  to  in  the 
determination. 

This  determination  was  subsequently  modified  as  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing order:

under  crossing  of  the  railroad.  The  petition  is  signed  and  veri- 
fied by  the  superintendent,  in  the  ^tate  of  New  York,  of  the  North- 
ern Central  railway.

This  petition,  under  section  62  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  by  the 
Long  Island  Bailroad  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on 
May  16, 1900.  It  alleges  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration 
in  the  manner  in  which  a  highway  known  as  Blue  Point  avenue, 
in  the  town  of  Brookhaven,  Suffolk  county,  situated  at  a  point 
about  4,050  feet  east  of  the  Bayport  station  of  said  railroad, 
crosses  said  railroad,  and  petitions  the  Board  to  determine  that 
said  crossing  shall  be  changed  from  grade  and  that  said  highway 
be  carried  underneath  said  railroad.  A  public  hearing,  after 
notice  as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given  by  the  Board  at  the 
Patchogue  station  of  the  Long  Island  Bailroad  Company,  on  June 
27,  1900,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.    A.  A.  Ghardner  appeared  for  the 
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petitioner;  M.  Eugene  Hawkins,  Daniel  Davis  and  Charlee  S.  Ed- 
wards, highway  commissioners,  appeared  for  the  town;  Alonzo  F. 
Havens,  John  R.  Prior,  Charles  A.  Abrams  and  Ezra  G.  Clement 
appeared  in  opposition.  After  hearing  evidence  atd  arguments, 
the  matter  was  held  open  pending  the  making  of  a  plan  for  the 
work.    The  Board  inspected  the  crossing. 

From  the  evidence  and  from  its  inspection  of  the  crossing,  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  crossing  is  a  dangerous  one,  and 
that  public  safety  requires  that  it  should  be  changed  from  grade. 
The  Board,  therefore,  determines  that  the  Blue  Point  avenue 
grade  crossing  of  the  Long  Island  Bailroad,  in  the  town  of  Brook- 
haven,  Suffolk  county,  situated  at  a  point  about  4,050  feet  east 
of  the  Bayport  station  on  said  railroad,  shall  be  changed  from 
grade,  and  that  said  highway  shall  be  carried  underneath  said 
railroad,  substantially  as  shown  by  a  plan  on  file  in  this  office 
in  this  matter,  marked,  "  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.  Pro- 
posed undergrade  crossing  at  Blue  Point  avenue,  Blue  Point." 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  work  at  this  crossing  is  under 
way,  the  company  doing  the  work  itself,  instead  of  by  contract.

This  application,  nnder  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  was 
filed  with  this  Board  on  October  31,  1899.  It  a&ks  the  Board  to 
approve  an  interlocking  switch  and  signal  apparatus  proposed  to 
be  installed  at  Alabama  street,  in  the  city  of  IBuflfalo,  where  the 
Erie  Railroad  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road cross  at  grade.  A  plan  showing  the  apparatus  was  sub- 
mitted with  the  petition.  An  engineer  in  this  department  made 
an  examination  of  the  plan  and  submitted  a  report  recommending 
certain  changes,  one  of  which  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  beings 
that  a  dwarf  signal,  not  shown  on  the  plan  submitted,  should  be 
added  for  track  A.  The  company  accepted  this  modification. 
The  Erie  Railroad  Company  was  notified  of  the  applieation  and 
correspondence  was  had  with  it  in  reference  thereto. 

It  appearing  to  the  Board  that  the  interlocking  switch  and 
signal  apparatus  proposed  to  be  installed  at  this  point  is  one  that 
may  be  approved  by  it,  the  application  is  hereby  granted.

PANY, AT  OR  ABOUT  THE  INTERSECTION  OF  ElGHTH  AND  NIAGARA 
STREETS,  AND  THE  RAILROAD   OF  THE  NeW  YoRK  CENTRAL  ANI> 

Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  at  or  about  the  inter- 
section OF  Niagara  and  Second  streets,  and  the  railroai> 
OP  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  at  or  about  the  intersec- 
tion op  Niagara  and  Third  streets,  in  the  city  of  Niagara 

Falls. 

June  6,  1900. 

Thifl  application  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  February  1,  1900. 
A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  held  in  the  city  of  Albany,  on  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1900.     L.  McK.  Garrison  appeared  for  the  applicant; 
H.  H.  Trowbridge  appeared  for  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad  Company,  in  opposition;  H.  A.  Taylor  ap- 
peared for  the  Etie  Railroad  Company;  Morris  Cohn,  Jr.,  ap- 
peared for  the  Niagara  Falls  and  Suspension  Bridge  Railway 
Company,  in  opposition.     Without  hearing  any    evidence,    the 
matter  was  adjourned  until  Tuesday,  March  20,  1900, 11 :30  a.  m.,. 
at  Albany.    The  applicant  filed  an  amended  petition.    At  the 
bearing  on  March  20  the  appearances  were  as  on  February  27, 
with  the  addition  of  Walter  P.  Cooke,  for  the  Buffalo,  Thousand 
Islands  and  Portland  Railroad  Company,  in  opposition  to  that 
part  of  the  amended  petition  which  asks  that  the  latter  named 
company  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  undercrossing 
at  the  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Niagara  streets,  and  with  the 
exception  that  Morris  Cohn,  Jr.,  did  not  appear.    The  evidence 
was  closed. 

The  amended  petition  asks  the  Board  to   determine,    under 
section  68  of  the  Railroad  Law,  the  manner  in  which  the  peti- 
tioner's railroad  shall  cross  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  and  the  Erie  Railroad,  on  Niagara  street,  in  the 
city  of  Niagara  Falls,  at  or  about  the  intersection  of  said  street 
with  Second  and  Third  streets,  respectively,  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  petitioner's  railroad  shall  croes  the  Erie  Railroad  and 
the  proposed  line  of  the  Buffalo,  Thousand  Islands  and  Portland 
Railroad,  on  Niagara  street,  at  or  about    the   intersection    of 
Eighth  street,  and  to  fix  the  proportions  of  the  expenses  of  such 
crossings  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner.    The  amended  petition 
also  refers  to  a  crossing  of  the  railroad  of  the  "  International 
Traction  Company,"  but  said  railroad  being  a  street  surface  rail- 
road, section  68  of  the  Railroad  Law  does  not  apply  to  such  a 
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crossing,  and  it  is  not  considered  here.  The  amended  petition 
asks  that  the  Board  determine  that  the  crossing  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Niagara  and  Eighth  streets,  shall  be  underneath  the  Ehrie 
Railroad  and  the  proposed  line  of  the  Buffalo,  Thousand  Islands 
and  Portland  Railroad,  and  asks  that  the  Board  determine  that 
the  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road, at  the  intersection  of  Niagara  and  Second  streets,  and  the 
crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  at  the  intersection  of  Niagara  and 
Third  streets,  may  be  made  at  grade. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence,  and  from  a  per- 
sonal inspection  of  the  proposed  points  of  crossing  by  members 
of  the  Board,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioner's 
railroad  should  not  be  allowed  to  cross  at  grade  the  tracks  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Second  street, 
and  those  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Third  street.  The  crossings 
are  much  used  by  the  steam  railroads,  and  although  the  steam 
trains  may  not  be  operated  at  great  speed  over  the  same,  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  public  safety  would  be  very  mnch 
endangered  by  allowing  the  construction  of  the  petitioner's  rail- 
road at  grade  at  these  points.  The  Board,  therefore,  determines, 
under  section  68  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  the  railway  of  the 
Niagara  Falls  Street  Railway  Company  may  cross  the  EJrie  Bail- 
road  and  the  proposed  line  or  route  of  the  Buffalo,  Thousand 
Islands  and  Portland  Railroad,  on  Niagara  street,  at  or  about  the 
intersection  of  Eighth  street,  underneath  the  grade  of  said  Erie 
Railroad,  and  underneath  the  proposed  grade  of  said  Buffalo, 
Thousand  Islands  and  Portland  Railroad,  the  expense  of  such 
crossing  or  crossings  to  be  paid  entirely  by  the  petitioner,  the 
Niagara  Falls  Street  Railway  Company;  the  Board  also  deter- 
mines that  the  railway  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  cross  above  the  grade,  by  means  of  a  bridge  or  over- 
head structure,  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road, at  or  about  the  intersection  of  Second  and  Niagara  streets, 
in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  and  the  railroad  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  at  or  about  the  intersection  of  Third  and  Niagara 
streets,  in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  the  expense  of  such  crossing 
or  crossings  to  be  paid  entirely  by  the  petitioner,  the  Niagara 
Falls  Street  Railway  Company.

Thifi  applicatian  was  filed  witb  this  Board  on  September  11, 
1900.    The  railroad  of  the  applicaat  is  not  constructed,  but  is 
proposed  to  be.    A  h^earing  wm  set  for  the  city  of  Niagara  Falto, 
lor  September  18.    At  that  time,  without  the  taking  of  evidence, 
the  hearing  was  adjonmed  to  September  27.    Subsequently,  and 
on  September  22,  as  amended    petition  was   filed,  asking   the 
Board  to  determine,  under  section  68  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  the 
manner  in  which  the  Niagara  Falls  Street  Railway  shall  cross 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  the  inter- 
section of  Second  and  Niagara  streets,  in  the  city  of  Niagara 
Palls;  the  Erie  Railroad  at  the  intersection  of  Niagara  and  Third 
streets,  in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls;  and  the  Erie  Railr<)ad  at 
the  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Niagara  streets,  in  the  city  of 
Niagara  Falls.    The  hearing  on  this  amended  petition  took  place 
in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  on  September  27.    At  this  hearing 
Bogene  Gary  and  Herbert  P.  Bissell  appeared  for  the  applicant; 
H.  H.  Trowbridge  and  Charles  A.  Pooley  appeared  for  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  in  opposi- 
tion to  a  crossing  of  its  railroad  at  grade;  H.  A.  Taylor  appeared 
for  the  Brie  Railroad  Company;  Bissell,  Carey  and  Cooke  ap- 
peared for  the  Buffalo,  Thousand  Island  and  Portland  Railroad 
Company  (the  right  of  way  of  whidi  is  involved  in  the  proposed 
crossing  of  Eighth  and  Niagara  streets);  Morris  Cohn,  Jr.,  ap- 
peared for  the  Niagara  Falls  and  Suspension   Bridge    Railway 
Company,  in  opposition  to  a  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  Raver  Railroad  at  grade;  J.  Callahan,  a  property 
owner,  appeared  for  himself,  in  opposition  to  an  overhead  cross- 
ing of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad'. 

It  was  stated  by  Mr.  Taylor,  for  the  Erie  Railroad  Company, 
that  its  railroad  is  to  be  removed  from  the  crossing  at  Niagara 
and  Third  streets  in  the  near  future  and  before  the  proposed 
crossing  by  the  applicant  could  be  constructed,  and,  therefore, 
the  Board  makes  no  determination  as  to  the  crossing  by  the 
applicant's  railroad  at  this  point.  This  Board,  under  date  of 
June  6,  1900,  determined  that  the  applicant's  railroad  should 
cross  underneath  the  Erie  Railroad  and  the  right  of  way  of  the 
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Buffalo,  Thousand  Islands  and  Portland  Bailroad  Oompany  at 
the  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Niagara  streets,  which  determina- 
tion the  applicant  accepts,  although  its  amended  petition  in  this 
matter  asks  for  a  determination  as  to  a  crossing  at  this  point. 

The  only  question,  therefore,  to  be  now  determined  by  this 
Board  is  the  manner  in  which  the  applicant's  railroad  shall  cross 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  the  inter- 
section of  Second  and  Niagara  streets.  In  the  determination  of 
June  6,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  Board  decided  that  the  ap- 
plicant's railroad  should  cross  above  the  grade  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  this  point.  In  that  deter- 
mination the  Board  stated  its  opinion  that  public  safety  would 
be  very  much  endangered  by  allowing  the  crossing  of  the  Erie 
and  the  New  York  Central  to  be  made  at  grade.  The  company 
applied  for  a  reopening  of  its  application  in  that  matter,  and  the 
Board  determined  that  a  new  application  might  be  made  by  it, 
which  is  the  one  now  under  consideration,  and  is  not  the  same 
one  as  to  which  the  determination  on  June  6  was  made.  No  cross- 
ing of  the  Erie  Railroad  will  be  made.  The  New  York  Central 
Company  claims  that  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  act  upon 
this  application  in  view  of  its  previous  determination.  The 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  power  to  determine  this 
application. 

At  the  point  of  proposed  crossing  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  has  two  main  and  four  switch 
tracks.  Within  a  short  distance  these  tracks  are  crossed  at  pres- 
ent by  the  double  track  railroad  of  the  Niagara  Falls  and  Sus- 
pension Bridge  Railway  Company,  over  which  cars  are  operated 
at  frequent  intervals.  In  its  previous  determination,  the  fact  of 
the  proposed  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Third  street  and 
within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
at  Second  street,  had  much  influence  with  the  Board  in' determin- 
ing that  these  crossings  should  be  made  overhead.  One  structure 
could  have  been  provided  for  both  crossings,  and  there  were  two 
points  within  a  short  distance  requiring  the  exercise  of  caution 
on  the  part  of  motormen  and  conductors  of  trolley  cars.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  the  situation  is  materially  changed.  Now 
there  is  but  one  crossing  to  be  made  and  that  at  a  point  within, 
approximately,  three  hundred  feet  of  an  existing  street  railroad 
crossing  of  the  steam  railroad.  Whatever  caution,  on  the  part  of 
engineers  of  locomotives,  is  taken  with  reference  to  the  exist- 
ing crossing  would  necessarily  cover  the  proposed  crossing.  The 
crossing  may  be  protected  by  derailing  switches  in  the  street 
railroad  tracks,  and  at  present  is  protected  by  crossing  gates. 

The  applicant  claims  that  the  expense  of  construction  of  an 
overhead  structure,  with  resulting  property  damages,  would  pre- 
clude the  construction  of  its  railroad.

Under  all  the  circumstances  as  disclosed^  bj  the  evidence  and 
an  inspection  by  the  Board  of  the  proposed  point  of  crossing,  the 
Boa>rd  believes  it  is  justified  in  determining  that  this  crossing 
maj  be  made  at  grade.  The  Board,  therefore,  determines,  under 
section  68  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  the  railway  of  the  Niagara 
Falls  Street  Railway  Ck)mpany  may  oross  at  grade  the  railroad 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company 
at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Second  and  Niagara  streets  in  the 
city  of  Niagara  Falls,  on  condition  that  derailing  switches  be 
constructed  in  the  street  railway,  the  expense  of.  such  crossing 
and  derailing  switches  to  be  borne  by  the  Niagara  Falls  Street 
Railway  Company.

Railroad  Law. 

October  15,  1900. 

This  petition,  by  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Southiampton, 
Suffolk  connty,  nnder  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  November  25,  1899.  It  alleges  that  public 
aafety  requires  an  alteration  in  the  manner  in  which  a  highway 
known  as  Main  highway,  at  Good  Ground,  at  a  point  known  as 
the  Oravel  Hill  crossing,  crosses  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  in 
said  town,  and  asks  this  Board  to  determine  that  said  crossing 
(Eiball  be  discontinued  and  the  highway  carried  easterly  to  the 
Bed  Creek  and  Canoe  Place  crossing  of  said  railroad,  and  that 
the  highway  be  carried  under  the  railroad  at  that  point,  and, 
further,  asks  the  Board  to  determine  that  the  highway  running 
north  from  Canoe  Place  Inn  and  Peconic  Bay  be  discontinued 
at  its  point  of  intersection  with  the  said  railroad  and  a  new  piece 
of  highway  be  constructed  westerly  to  the  proposed  Red  Greek 
and  Canoe  Place  highway  undercrossing  of  the  railroad.  A 
public  hearing,  after  notice  as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given 
by  the  Board  at  the  Good  Ground  station  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany, on  Wednesday,  June  27,  1900,  at  4:30  o'clock  p.  m.  James 
H.  Piereon,  supervisor,  N.  S.  Jackson,  E.  Erastus  Halsey  and 
William  H.  Pierson,  highway  commissioners,  appeared  for  the 
town;  (Jeorge  Furman  appeared  for  Christian  Holzman,  a  prop- 
erty owner;  William  W.  Warner  and  A.  H.  Penny,  property 
owners,  also  appeared;  A.  A.  Gardner  api>eared  for  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company.  None  of  the  appearances  were  in  op- 
positions. All  those  who  appeared  at  the  hearing  were  in  favor 
of  an  overcrossing  of  the  railroad,  rather  than  an  undercrossing, 
to  be  conBtmcted  near  the  point  known  as  the  Gravel  Hill  oro6«-

ing.  The  Board  inspected  the  crossings,  and  the  heaiing  wa» 
held  open  pending  the  preparation,  by  this  Board,  of  a  plan  for 
an  overhead  crossing.  The  result  was  that  instead  of  the 
changes  asked,  for  in  the  petition,  a  plan  was  prepared  showing 
an  overcrossing  of  the  railroad  at  a  point  near  the  existing 
Gravel  Hill  crossing  and  the  closing  of  the  Bed  Greek  and  Oanoe 
Place  grade  crossing  of  said  railroad,  which  plan  bears  the  ap- 
proval of  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Southampton  by  James 
H.  Pierson,  supervisor;  of  the  Long  Island  Bailroad  Company  by 
P.  D.  Ford,  engineer;  and  of  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commission- 
ers by  John  S.  Kenyon,  secretary. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  from  the  evidence  and  from  its  inspec- 
tion of  the  crossings  that  public  safety  requires  that  the  Gravel 
Hill  crossing  and  the  Bed  Creek  and  Canoe  Place  crossing  shall 
be  closed  and  discontinued.  The  Board,  therefore,  determines, 
under  section  62  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  that  the  crossing  of  the 
Long  Island  Bailroad  by  a  highway  known  as  Main  highway,  in 
the  town  of  Southampton,  Suffolk  county,  which  crossing  is 
known  as  the  Gravel  Hill  crossing,  shall  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinued, the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  an  overhead  crossing 
of  the  railroad  to  be  constructed  at  a  point,  approximately,  four 
hundred  and  thirty  feet  west  of  said  Gravel  Hill  crossing,  sub- 
stantially as  shown'on  a  plan  on  file  in  this  matter  in  this  office, 
approved  as  stated  above,  and  dated  September  20,  1900.  The 
Board  also  determines  that  the  Bed  Creek  and  Oanoe  Place  grade 
crossing  of  said  railroad  shall  also  be  closed  and  discontinued  as 
shown  on  said  plan,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  through  the 
existing  Main  highway  to  said  overhead  crossing.  Neither  of 
said  crossings  shall  be  closed  and  discontinued  until  the  over- 
head crossing  is  constructed  and  in  use. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  town 
authorities  for  the  acquirement  of  the  necessary  land  for  a  new  piece  of 
highway  leading  to  the  point  of  proposed  overcrossing.

This  application,  by  the  city  of  New  York,  under  section  61  of 
the  Bailroad  Law,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about  May  22, 
1900.  The  petition  asks  the  Board  to  determine  the  manner  in 
which  Avenue  U,  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  in  said  city,  shall 
cross  the  Long  Island  Bailroad,  at  Graveeend  avenue,  and  at  a 
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point  between  East  Seventeenth  and  East  Eighteenth  streets,  and 
the  manner  in  which  said  Avenue  XJ  shall  cross  the  Brooklyn  and 
Brighton  Beach  Railroad,  between  East  Fifteenth  and  East  Six- 
teenth streets.     A  public  hearing  on  this  application,  after  notice 
as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given  by  this  Board  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  on  August  2,  1900.    F.  Greiffenberg  appeared  for 
the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  of  the  city;  W.  H.  Page,  Jr., 
appeared  for  the  Coney  Island  Jockey  Club  and  other  property 
owners  in  the  vicinity  of  the  crossing  between  East  Seventeenth 
and  East  Eighteenth  streets;  W.  J.  Kelly  appeared  for  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company;  John  L.  Wells  appeared  for  the  Brook- 
lyn Heights  Railroad  Company;  Alexander  S.  Bacon  appeared 
for  property  owners.    It  appeared  that  the  railroad  sought  to  be 
crossed,  between  East  Seventeenth  and  East  Eighteenth  streets, 
is  the  New  York,  Brooklvn  and    Manhattan    Beach    Railroad, 
leased  to  and  oi)erated  by  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company. 
After  hearing  evidence  and  arguments,  the  hearing  as  to  the 
crossing  of  the  railroad  by  i^ venue  U,  between  East  Seventeenth 
and  Ea^t  Eighteenth  streets,  was  adjourned  until  August  15,  at 
the  office  of  this  Board,  in  Albany.

This  application,  by  the  city  of  New  York,  under  section  01  of 
the  Railroad  Law,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  or  about  May  22, 
1900.  The  petition  asks  the  Board  to  determine  the  manner  in 
which  Avenue  U,  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  in  said  city,  shall 
cross  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  at  Gravesend  avenue,  and  at  a 
point  between  East  Seventeenth  and  East  Eighteenth  streets,  and 
the  manner  in  which  said  Avenue  U  shall  cross  the  Brooklyn  and 
Brighton  Beach  Railroad  between  East  Fifteenth  and  East  Six- 
teenth streets.  A  public  hearing  on  this  application,  after  notice 
as  required  by  the  statute,  was  given  by  the  Board  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  August  2,  1900.  F.  Greiffenberg  appeared  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Improvements  of  the  city;  W.  N.  Page,  Jr.,  ap- 
peared for  the  Coney  Island  Jockey  Club  and  other  property 
owners  in  the  vicinity  of  the  crossing  between  East  Seventeenth 
and  East  Eighteenth  streets;  W.  J.  Kelly  appeared  for  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  Company;  John  L.  Wells  appeared  for  the  Brook- 
lyn Heights  Railroad  Company;  Alexander  S.  Bacon  appeared 
for  property  owners.  The  Board,  on  August  15,  1900,  deter- 
mined that  the  crossing  between  East  Seventeenth  and  East 
Eighteenth  streets  should  be  carried  underneath  the  steam  rail- 
road. 

It  appears  that  the  two  other  crossings  (which  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  determination  of  August  13)  have  been  in  existence 
for  several  years,  the  crossings  being  planked  and  persons  using 
them  as  ordinary  street  crossings  of  railroads.  The  cars  operat- 
ing over  both  these  crossings  are  operated  by  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company  by  electricity,  except  at  the  one  at 
Gravesend  avenue,  over  which  an  occasional  freight  train  is 
operated  by  steam.  The  view  at  the  crossing  of  the  Brooklyn 
and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  is  open,  and  while  the  view  at  the 
crossing  of  Gravesend  avenue  is  more  obstructed,  the  damage  to 
abutting  proi)erty  through  the  construction  of  an  overcrossing 
or  an  undercrossing  at  this  i)oint  would  be  considerable.  Under 
the  circumstances,  the  Board  does  not  feel  justified  in  determin- 
ing that  these  crossings  should  be  made  other  than  at  grade. 

The  Board,  therefore,  determines,  under  section  61  of  the  Bail- 
road  Law,  that  the  crossing  by  Avenue  U,  between  East  Fif- 
teenth and  East  Sixteenth  streets,  of  the  railroad  operated  by  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  in  the  borough  of  Brook- 
lyn, New  York  city,  and  the  crossing  by  Avenue  U,  at  Qraveeend 
avenue,  of  the  railroad  operated  by  the  same  company,  in  the 
borough  of  Brooklyn,  New  York  dty,  may  be  made  at  grade.

It  asks  the  Board  to  determine  the  manner 
in  which  the  railway  of  the  applicant  shall  cross  Tifft  street,  in 
the  city  of  Buffalo,  at  a  point  shown  upon  a  map  on  file  in  this 
matter  in  this  oflBce,  it  being  proposed  that  the  crossing  be  made 
at  grade.  A  public  hearing  on  this  application,  after  notice  as 
required  by  the  statute,  was  given  in  the  village  of  Newark,  on 
October  18, 1900.  L.  L.  Babcock  appeared  for  the  applicant;  there 
were  no  other  kppearances.

River  Railroad  and  the  railroad  operated  by  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company,  on  Albany  avenue,  in  the  village  of  Green 
Island.  An  inspection  of  the  proposed  point  of  crossing  was  made 
by  an  inspector  of  the  Board,  who  reported  that  neither  an  under- 
crossing  or  an  overcrossing  of  the  railroads  would  be  feasible  at 
the  proposed  jxoints  of  crossing.

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  evMence  in  this  matter  and 
from  its  inspection  of  the  crossings,  the  Board  does  not  feel  justi- 
fied, at  this  time,  in  determining  that  these  crossings,  shall  be 
closed  and  discontinued.

IX  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  STILLWATER, 

UNDER  SECTION  61  OF  THE  RaILROAD  LaW. 

November  22,  1900. 

This  application,  by  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Stillwater, 
Saratoga  eonnity,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  July  9, 1900.  The 
petition  asks  the  Board  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  a  new 
highway  shall  cross  the  Saratoga  Branch  of  the  Fitchburg  Bail- 
road  in  said  town.  A  public  hearing,  after  notice  as  required  by 
the  statute,  was  given  by  the  Board  in  the  city  of  Albany,  on 
Aligust  15, 1900.  George  B.  I^awrence,  attorney,  W.  S.  Donnelly, 
supervisor  of  the  town  of  Stillwater,  and  Henry  E.  Ensign,  a 
member  of  the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Stillwater,  appeared  in 
favor  of  said  application;  T.  F.  Hamilton,  appeared  for  the  B*itch- 
burg  Railroad  Company,  in  opposition  to  a  crossing  at  grade. 
The  hearing  was  adjourned.  The  adjourned  hearing  was  held  at 
theoflSce  of  the  Board  in  Albany,  on  October.  25, 1900.  George  B. 
Lawrence  appeared  for  the  town;  a  letter,  dated  September  1J^» 
1900,  was  received  from  T.  F.  Hamilton,  attorney  tov  the  company, 
withdrawing  opposition  to  a  crossing  at  grade. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  facts,  as  shown  by  the  evi- 
denoe  herein,  the  Board  deems  that  it  would  be  justified  in  pc^r- 
mitting  this  crossing  to  be  made  at  grade.  The  railroad  is  but 
little  used,  and  the  crossing,  while  important  for  'those  who  will 
use  it,  is  not  likely  to  be  much  traveled.  The  railroad  company 
withdraws  opposition  to  a  crossing  at  grade,  as  stated.  It  is  with 
reluctance  that  the  Board  has  come  to  this  conclusion. 
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The  Board  hereby  determines,  under  section  61  of  the  Railroad 
I>aw,  that  the  oroasing  of  the  Saratoga  Branch  of  the  Fitebbnrg 
Railroad  by  a  new  highway  in  the  town  of  Stillwater,  in  the 
county  of  Saratoga,  referred  "to  in  the  petition  hepedn,  may  be  made 
at  grade,  the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  shall  be  car- 
ried over  said  railroad  to  be  by  means  of  planking  on  the  rail- 
road land,  said  planking  to  be  as  wide  as  the  traveled  part  of  the 
lii^hway. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  crossing  is  being  constructed.

November  22,  1900. 

This  petition,  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Bail- 
road  Company,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was  filed 
with  this  Board  on  October  4, 1899.  It  allege®  that  public  safeity 
ri^quires  the  closing  and  discontinuance  of  a  grade  crosenng  of  the 
AVest  Shore '  Railroad  (its  lessor)  by  a  highway  known  as  the 
Seneca  Turnpike,  in  the  town  of  Vernon,  Oneida  county,  about 
one-half  mile  east  of  the  Oneida  Castle  station  of  the  West  Sho(re 
Railroad,  and  asks  this  Board  to  determine  that  said  crossing  shall 
be  closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted,  by 
the  construotion  of  a  new  piece  of  highway,  to  an  existing  over- 
head crossing  of  said  railroad  known  as  Adams  crossing.  Hear- 
ings in  the  matter  were  given  in  the  city  of  Utica,  on  October  23, 
1899,  February  10, 1900,  and  in  the  city  of  S|yracuse,  on  NoTeii]d>er 
12,  1900.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  appearing  for  the  petitioner;  D.  O. 
Burke  appeared  for  the  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Vernon  and  for 
Mrs.  Fred  PoUey,  a  property  owner,  and  subsequently  for  Olarence 
W.  Klook  (suceisor  to  Mrs.  Fred  Polley  in  ownership  of  property), 
in  opposition ;  Edward  E.  Dom,  superviflor  of  the  town  of  Vernon, 
also  appeared  for  the  town  at  the  hearing  on  February  10;  Joseph 
D.  Benn  appearedi  at  the  hearing  on  February  10,  for  the  Silas 
F.  Adams  estate  and  Amanda  S.  Adaons,  in  opposition.  By  agree- 
ment, the  hearing  on  February  10,  was  adjourned  to  a  date  to  be 
thereafter  fixed.  A  hearing  was  set  for  October  26,  in  Albany, 
at  which  Mr.  Trowbridge  and  Mr.  Burke  appeared,  and  at  which 
Stephen  B.  Gxiswold  represented  Seymour  F.  Adams,  a  property 
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owner.  No  evidence  was  taken  at  this  hearing,  however,  the  hear- 
ing being  postponed  until  Novennber  12.  The  Boaird  made  a  per- 
sonal inspection  of  the  locality  in  qaestion. 

It  appears  to  the  Board  from  the  evidence  in  this  case  and  from 
its  infspection  of  the  locality,  that  public  safety  requires  that  the 
crossing  be  closed  and  disconitinued.

This  petition  by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Bail- 
road  Oompany,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  wae  filed 
with  this  Board  on  or  about  October  1,  1900.  It  alleges  that 
pubKe  safety  requires  the  closing  and  discontinuance  of  a  grade 
croBsing  of  its  railroad  by  a  highway  known  as  the  Town  road, 
forming  a  portion  of  the  boundary  line  of  the  towns  of  DeWitt 
and  Hanlius,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  and  asks  this  Board 
to  determine  that  said  crossing  shall  be  closed  and  discontinued^ 
the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  by  existing  highways  to  the 
Rotnour  road  highway,  in  the  town  of  Manlius,  which  latter 
highway  crosses  the  applicant's  railroad  above  the  grade  thereof 
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by  means  of  a  bridge.  A  public  hearing,  after  notice  as  required 
by  the  statute,  was  given  by  the  Board,  in  the  city  of  Syracuse, 
on  October  17,  1900.  H.  H.  Trowbridge  appeared  for  the  peti- 
tioner; Thomas  Curtis  and  Amos  L.  Mason,  property  owners,  ap- 
peared in  opposition;  Clarence  W.  Austin  appeared  for  the  town 
of  Manlius,  in  opposition;  Patrick  H.  Keohane,  supervisor,  town 
of  Manlius,  appeared  in  opposition;  Levi  S.  Chapman  appeared 
for  Jacob  Crounse,  a  property  owner,  in  opposition;  Charles 
Hiscock,  supervisor,  town  of  DeWitt,  appeared  in  opposition;

After  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  in  this  matter,  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  public  safety  requires  that  the  Town 
road  grade  crossing  should  be  closed  and  discontinued.  Tin* 
Board,  therefore,  determines  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad 
Law,  that  the  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad  by  a  highway  known  as  the  Town  road,  form- 
ing a  portion  of  the  boundary  line  of  the  towns  of  DeWitt  and 
Manlius,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  shall  be  closed  and  discon- 
tinned,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  by  existing  highways 
to  the  Rotnour  road  highway  overhead  bridge  crossing  of  said 
railroad,  in  the  town  of  Manlius. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  work  at  this  crossing  has  nat 
been  commenced.

Railway  Company,  under  section  68  op  the  Railroad  Law, 

FOB  A  determination  AS  TO  THE  MANNER  IN  WHICH  ITS  RAILROAD 
SHALL  CROSS  THE  NeW  YoRK  CENTRAL  AND  HuDSON  RiVER  RaLL- 
ROAD,  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  ArCADIA. 

December  4.  1900. 

This  application  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  October  27,  19(UK 
The  applicant  asks  the  Board  to  determine  the  manner  in  whirb 
its  electric  railroad,  proi>osed  to  be  built,  shall  cross  the  New 
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York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  a  point  in  the  town 
of  Arcadia,  in  the  county  of  Wayne,  west  of  the  station  of  said 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  at 
Newark.  On  October  18th  this  Board  gave  a  hearing  in  the 
village  of  Newark,  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Newark 
and  Marion  Railway  Company  for  a  certificate  under  section  59 
of  the  Railroad  Law,  and  at  that  time  it  appeared  that  the  rail- 
road of  the  applicant  was  proposed  to  be  built  across  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  above  the  grade  of  the 
last  named  road.  Upon  receipt  of  the  application  in  this  case, 
the  Board  communicated  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad  Company,  and  received  a  reply  stating  that 
if  the  crossing  was  to  be  an  overhead  crossing,  the  company  did 
not  desire  a  hearing  in  the  matter.

On  the  24th  of  September,  1900,  the  applicant  filed  its  petition 
with  this  Board,  under  section  61  of  the  Railroad  Law,  asking 
this  Board  to  determine,  under  said  section,  the  manner  in  which 
Washington  street  in  said  city  shall  cross  the  tracks  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad.  This  Board  caused 
notice  of  hearing  to  be  duly  served  on  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company.  At  the  hearing  on  Novem- 
ber 13th,  Mr.  John  C  Farwell  appeared  as  attorney  for  the  city 
of  Geneva,  and  Mr.  Edward  Harris  appeared  as  attorney  for  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 

Without  passing  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  herein  and 
npon  the  objections  raised  thereto,  or  determining  as  to  whether 
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Washington  street  has  ever  been  opened  across  the  tracks  of  the 
said  railroad  company,  the  Board,  with  the  consent  of  the  re- 
spective parties,  A^oe&  hereby,  under  its  general  powers, 

Order,  that  the  city  of  Geneva  be  and  hereby  is  granted  a 
private  crossing  of  the  said  tracks  in  what  wonld  be  the  con- 
tinuation of  Washington  street  over  said  tracks,  to  be  used  by 
the  dty  of  Geneva  for  the  passage  of  its  fire  engines,  teams  and 
persons  employed  by  the  city  and  by  contractors  with  the  city 
who  may  have  occasion  to  cross  said  tracks  in  and  about  the 
business  of  said  city;  and  to  that  end  it  is 

Ordered,  that  the  railroad  company  suitably  plank  the  cross- 
ing at  grade  and  maintain  the  same  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
aforesaid. 

This  order  is  made  without  prejudice  to  a  further  hearing  of 
the  proceedings  aforesaid  and  without  prejudice  to  any  rights 
the  city  of  Geneva  may  have  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  ordinaiuce 
heretofore  adopted.

This  petition,  by  the  president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Suffem,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  waa  filed  with  this 
Board  on  July  27,  1900.  It  alleges  that  public  safety  requires 
that  the  Jersey  avenue,  Maltbie  avenue  and  Park  avenue  grade 
crossings  of  the  Union  Railroad  (operated  by  the  Erie  Railroad 
Oompany),  in  said  village,  shall  be  cloaed  and  discontinued,  and 
that  Ramapo  avenue,  in  said  village,  shall  be  extended  across 
said  Union  Railroad  beneath  the  grade  thereof,  and  that  said 
Ramapo  avenue  shall  be  extended  in  a  southerly  direction  from 
its  present  southerly  terminus  to  the  northerly  end  of  the  street 
or  avenue  laid  out  or  graded  across  property  now  or  formerly  of 
Hogan,  Harris  and  Wanmaker,  and  that  an  alteration  in  the 
grades  of  Orange  avenue  and  Chestnut  street  be  made,  and  that  a 
foot-bridge  be  constructed  over  the  Union  Railroad  at  Maltbie 
avenue,  and  asks  this  Board  to  determine  that  said  alterations 
and  changes  shall  be  made.  A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  given 
in  the  village  of  Suffem,  on  October  11,  1900.  Frank  S.  Harris 
appeared  for  the  village;  W.  L.  Baxter  and  H.  C.  Whritner  ap- 
peared in  opposition;  H.  M.  Taylor  appeared  for  the  Erie  Railroad 
Oomi>any.  After  discussion  and  without  the  taking  of  evidence, 
the  hearing  was  adjourned  until  Tuesday,  November  27,  1900, 
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10  a.  m.,  at  the  village  of  Suflfem.    On  November  27,  Frank  S. 
Harris  api)eared  for  the  village,  F.  A.  Von  Moschzisker  and  H. 
M.  Taylor  appeared  for  the  Erie  Railroad   Company.    At  this 
hearing  a  somewhat  different  plan  than  that  referred  to  in  the 
petition  was  proposed,  as  to  which  plan  there  was  no  opposition. 
After  consideration  of  the  evidence  in  this  case  and  inspection 
of  the  crossings  in  question,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion   that 
pnblic  safety  requires  that  the  Jersey  avenue,  Maltbie  avenue  and 
Park  avenue  grade  crossings  of  the  Union  Railroad  (operated  by 
the  Erie  Railroad  Company),  in  the  village  of  Suffern,  shall  be 
closed  and  discontinued,  the  travel  thereon  to  be  diverted  to  a 
proposed  undercrossing  of  said  railroad  by  Chestnut  street.    The 
Board  also  determines  that  the  Chestnut  street  crossing  of  the 
Union  Railroad  (operated  by  the  Erie  Railroad  Company)  shall  be 
changed  from  grade  and  carried  underneath  Orange  avenue,  and 
underneath  said  railroad,  not  in   line   of  the   street,  but   sub- 
stantially as  shown  by  a  plan  on  file  in  this  office  in  this  matter, 
marked  "Applicant's  Exhibit  No.  1,  November  27,  1900.    E.  C. 
McE,"  and  that  Ramapo  avenue  shall  be  extended  in  the  State  of 
New  York  substantially  as  shown  by  a  plan  on  file  in  this  office 
in  this  matter,  marked  "Applicant's  Exhibit  No.  2,  November  27, 
1900.    E.  C.  McE."    The  board  also  determines  that  a  foot  bridge 
ten  feet  wide  in  the  clear  shall  be  constructed  ov^  the  railroad 
at  Maltbie  avenue. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  proposals  of  contractors  for  doing 
the  work  at  this  crossing  have  not  been  received.  Previous  to  the  receipt 
of  the  petition  in  the  above  matter  a  petition  had  been  received  from  the 
president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Suffern,  as  to  an  alteration  In 
the  manner  in  which  Jersey  avenue  crossed  the  raUroad.  The  matter  of 
this  petition  was  dosed  after  the  receipt  of  the  petition  in  the  above 
matter.

In  the  mattbr  of  the  appucation  of  the  town  board  of  the 
TOWN  OF  Sheridan,  as  to  the  determination  of  this  Board, 
DATED  July  19, 1899,  under  section  62  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

January  26,  1900. 

On  July  19,  1899,  this  Board  determined,  on  a  petition  of  the 
town  board  of  the  town  of  Sheridan,  Chantanqua  county,  under 
•ection  62  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that  "  the  westerly,  or  so-called. 
Bed  House  crossing,"  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  New  York,  Chicago  |ind  St.  Louis  Railroads,  in  said 
town,  should  "  be  closed  and  discontinued  as  a  public  crossing 
and  be  made  a  private  crossing  by  erecting  farm  gates,  the  public 
travel  thernon  being  diverted  to  existing  highwaya  and  crossing. 
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Subsequently  the  town  board  asked  for  a  rehearing  in  the  matter, 
and  that  the  determination  of  the  Board  should  be  withdrawn, 
and  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  original  petition  of  the  town 
board,  allowed  to  remain  in  the  situation  in  which  they  were  be- 
fore the  petition  was  made.  A  hearing  on  this  application  was 
given  by  the  Board  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  on  January  25,  1900. 
George  E.  McLaury  appeared  for  the  town  board,  Frank  Rumsey 
appeared  for  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway 
Company,  and  L.  L.  Babcock  for  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St. 
l^uis  Railroad  Company.  The  railroad  companies  did  not  object 
or  consent  to  the  application  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  determina- 
tion and  of  the  original  petition  of  the  town  board. 

The  circumstances  in  this  case  are  such  that  the  Board  feels 
justified  in  withdrawing  its  determination  of  July  19, 1899.

Decisions  of  Courts  as  to  Questions  Arising 
Under  the  Grade  Crossing  Law. 


I. 

APPELLATE)  DIVISION.  SUPREME  COURT,  THIRD  DEPARTMENT. 
Argued  at  May  term,  1900.    Decided  at  June  term,  1900. 

Is   THE    KATTEB    OF    THE    TOWN    OP    SCHAGHTICOKE,    ReSFONDENT,    A^AIITST 
THE  FiTCHBUBG  RAILBOAD  COMPANY,  APPELLANT. 

An  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Oommlssloneni  re- 
quiring a  highway  In  the  respondent  town  to  be  carried  under  the  tracks 
of  the  appellant's  road.  The  proceeding  was  taken  under  section  62  of 
chapter  754  of  the  laws  of  1897. 

SiOTH,  J.:  The  appellant  urges  three  objections  to  this  decision,  first, 
that  the  petition  of  the  town  board  conferred  no  jurisdilction  upon  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  entertain  the  application  because  by 
the  petition  it  does  not  appear  that  the  crossing  is  in  the  town  of  Schagh- 
ticoke.  The  petition  Is  by  the  town  board  of  Schaghtlcoke,  Rensselaer 
county,  asking  that  the  main  crossing  of  the  Fitchburg  road  at  Melrose, 
N.  Y.,  be  removed  from  grade  and  placed  under  the  tracks.  That  Melzose 
Is  in  the  town  of  Schaghtlcoke  was  assumed  at  the  hearing.  The  question 
of  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  is  raised  by  the  defendant  for  the  first 
time  upon  this  appeal.  That  the  crossing  sought  to  be  changed  is  within 
the  town,  of  Schaghtlcoke,  is  conceded  upon  the  argument  It  might  be 
strongly  urged  that  this  fact  is  one  of  which  the  court  will  take  Judicial 
iK>tlce.  (See  People  vs.  Suppizer,  108  111.,  434;  Central  R.  Co.  vs.  DeBray, 
Tl  Ga.,  406;  Indianapolis,  etc.  R.  Co.  vs.  Case,  15  Ind.,  42.)  With  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Jurisdictional  fact  admitted,  however,  the  insufficiency  of 
the  petition  in  alleging  such  facta  cannot  be  raised  for  the  first  time  upon 
appeal.  ' 

The  second  objection  urged  is  that  proper  notice  was  not  given  of  the 
bearing  before  the  Railroad  Commissioners.  Section  62  of  the  statute  pro- 
vides that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  "  Shall  appoint  a  time  and  place 
"  for  the  bearing  and  shall  give  such  personal  notice  thereof  as  they 
*'  shall  Judge  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  however,  to  said  pe- 
"tiUoner,  the  railroad  company,  the  municipality  in  which  raJd  crossing 
"  is  situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  such  crossing  and 
"  adjoining  that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed  in  grade  or  location, 
"and  shall  cause  notice  of  said  hearing  to  be  advertised  in  at  least  two 
"newspapers  published  in  the  locality  affected  by  the  application;  after 
"  such  notice  of  hearing  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall 
"determdne  what  alterations  or  changes,  if  any,  shall  be  made."  The 
objection  specifically  made  is  not  that  the  personal  notices  were  not 
served  or  that  due  notice  was  not  served  upon  this  defendant  but  that  the 
notice  was  published  only  nine  days  prior  to  the  hearing.  No  question 
was  raised  at  the  hearing  by  the  defendant  or  any  other  party  as  to  the 
iosufflclency  of  the  notice.  The  objection  appears  now  for  the  first 
time.  Even  if  the  statute  be  so  read  as  to  require  this  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished ten  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  the  objection  comes  too  late  when 
mised  for  the  first  time  upon  the  appeal.  The  defendant,  the  municipality, 
the  owners  of  the  property  to  be  affected  by  the  change  in  grade,  were 
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all  represented  at  the  hearing  and  it  can  In  no  way  harm  the  defendant 
to  hold  that  it  has  waived  any  objection  to  the  failure  to  give  any  fur- 
ther notice  than  waa  In  fact  given. 

The  third  objection  reaches  the  merits  of  the  application.  It  is  con- 
tended that  facts  do  not  appear  sufficient  to  Justify  the  order.  The  courts 
have  now  settled  the  rule  by  which  we  are  to  be  guided  in  reviewing  the 
determination  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners.  In  the  matter  of  the  Am- 
sterdam, Johnstown  and  Gloversville  Railroad  Company,  86  Hun,  578, 
Justice  Herrick,  in  writing  for  the  General  Term  of  this  Department,  says: 
Unless  the  court  can  see  that  the  deci^on  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Ck>m- 
missioners  was  founded  upon  erroneous  legal  principles,  or  that  it  pro- 
ceeded contrary  to  the  clear  weight  of  evidence  in  arriving  at  Its  con- 
clusion upon  any  question  of  fact,  or  that  it  has  abused  the  discretion 
vested  in  it,  and  has  arbitrarily  refused  to  issue  the  necessary  certifi- 
"  cate,  I  do  not  think  that  the  court  should  reverse  its  determination  and 
"  compel  it  to  issue  a  certificate." 

In  the  case  at  bar  it  seems  to  have  been  assumed  that  public  necessity 
required  an  underpass  at  or  near  the  point  of  this  crossing,  l^ie  conten- 
tion of  the  defendant  road  was  not  that  the  crossing  was  not  properly  at 
grade,  but  that  another  crossing  a  short  distance  from  this  should  be 
changed  and  this  crossing  closed.  The  defendant's  witness,  its  chief  en- 
gineer, assumed  upon  the  stand  to  speak  for  the  defendant  company  and 
made  such  a  proposition.  This  was  objected  to  by  those  representing  the 
town  and  the  main  contention,  and  apparently  the  only  contention,  there 
made,  was  as  to  which  crossing  should  be  placed  under  the  tracks  of  the 
defendant's  road.  There  was  in  addition  some  evidence  as  to  the  location 
of  this  crossing  and  as  to  the  dangers  attendant  upon  its  use.  More  than 
that  one  of  the  Commissioners  together  with  the  engineer  of  the  Board 
Inspected  the  location  and  upon  his  Inspection,  the  determination  was  In 
part  based.  Upon  the  argument,  it  was  objected  that  the  Board  could 
not  act  upon  the  inspection  of  one  of  its  commissioners  alone.  In  the 
record,  however,  appears  a  statement  under  the  date  of  August  5th,  that 
after  a  discussion  without  the  taking  of  further  testimony,  the 
evidence  was  closed  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Board  w  some  member  of  U 
would  visit  the  crossing  proposed  to  be  carried  underneath  the  railroad. 
With  the  fact  then  apparently  assumed  that  an  underi>ass  was  a  public 
necessity  at  this  or  a  nearby  crossing,  with  the  location  of  the  crossing  as 
appears  from  the  map  and  from  the  record  and  the  circumstances  sur- 
rounding, with  the  Inspection  of  one  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  with 
the  engineer  of  the  Board,  made  upon  the  agreement  that  one  of  them 
should  visit  the  place  for  inspection,  the. final  determination  of  the  Board 
seems  to  have  abundant  support,  and  no  facts  appear  which  would  author- 
ize us  to  hold  that  the  Board  has  abused  its  discretion  or  that  its  deter- 
mination was  not  fairly  reached  upon  evidence  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
same. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  appeal  must  fall  and  the  determination 
of  the  Board  must  be  sustained. 

Decision  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  affirmed  with  ten 
dollars  costs  and  disbursements. 
All  concur. 

This  matter  has  been  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 


COURT  OP  APPEALS. 


TSE  City  of  Yonkers,  Respondent,  v.  The  New  York  Centbai.  and 
Hudson  Riteb  Railroad  Company,  Appellant. 

(Decided  December  11,  1900.) 

CBbien,  J.:  The  judgment  in  this  case  was  rendered  upon  an  agreed 
statement  of  facta,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  1279  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure.  The  question  to  be  determined  is  whether  section 
64  of  the  Railroad  Law  (chap.  754  of  the  Laws  of  1897)  is  applicable  to 
the  bridge  over  the  defendant's  tracks  at  Vark  street,  in  the  dty  of 
Yonkers,  and  is  controlling  upon  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  re- 
spective parties  hereto  in  regard  to  that  bridge.  It  appears  that  in  the 
year  1850  the  defendant  acquired  its  roadway  and  constructd  its  rail- 
road along  and  near  the  easterly  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  and  through 
the  territory  which  was  thereafter  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  village  bf  Yonkers.  and  is  now  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Yonkers,  and  that  the  defendant  now  owns,  maintains  and  operates  a 
steam  surface  railroad,  with  three  tracks,  through  the  city  at  the  point 
where  it  is  crossed  by  Vark  street.  After  the  construction  of  the  rail- 
road, and  in  or  about  the  year  1871,  the  then  village  regularly  laid  out 
and  opened  Vark  street  as  a  public  highway,  of  the  width  of  forty  feet, 
from  Broadway  westerly  to  a  point  west  of  the  westerly  line  of  the 
roadway,  tracks  and  property  of  the  defendant,  and  that  the  grade  of 
the  street  so  laid  out  and  established  at  the  easterly  and  westerly  lines 
of  the  defendant's  roadway  was  about  twenty  feet  above  the  grade  of 
the  railroad,  and,  consequently,  that  the  street  could  not  be  carried  across 
or  over  the  railroad  except  by  the  construction  of  a  bridge  above  the 
track. 

Thereafter,  and  on  or  about  the  21st  of  August,  1871,  the  village  caused 
to  be  served  upon  the  defendant  a  notice  that  Vark  street  had  been 
laid  out  and  opened  by  the  trustees  of  the  village,  and  requiring  the 
defendant  to  take  the  street  across  its  tracks  as  should  be  most  con- 
venient for  public  travel,  and  In  accordance  with  the  grade  line  of  the 
street,  and  to  cause  all  necessary  embankments  and  excavations  and 
other  work  to  be  done  on  the  road  of  the  defendant  for  that  purpose. 
This  notice,  it  is  assumed,  was  given  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 62  of  the  Laws  of  1853,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  construction 
of  roads  and  streets  across  railroad  track?."  The  defendant  refused 
or  omitted  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  notice  on  the  ground 
that  by  law  no  obligation  was  Imposed  upon  it  to  take  the  highway 
across  its  tracks  except  at  grade.  In  the  year  1874  the  plaintiff  caused 
or  permitted  the  street  to  be  constructed  across  the  defendant's  rail- 
road by  a  bridge  having  one  clear  span  and  at  a  grade  of  about  twenty 
feet  above  the  grade  of  the  railroad,  and  it  appears  that  the  bridge 
has  since  been  maintained  by  the  city,  or  by  private  individuals  under 
permission  from  the  city,  as  a  part  of  the  city  streets  and  is  used  by 
both  vehicles  and  persons  traveling  on  foot  It  is  conceded  that  the 
bridge  now  neeas  repairs  for  the  safety  or  convenience  of  the  traveling 
public,  and  that  since  the  construction  of  the  same  over  the  railroad,  chap- 
ter 754  of  the  Laws  of  1897,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Railroad 
Law,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  relative  to  grade  crossings,"  was 
enacted  and  is  now  the  law  which  governs  the  respective  rights  and 
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duties  of  the  parties  to  this  action  with  respect  to  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  the  bridge  In  question.  The  relief  demanded  by  the  plaintiff 
is  that  the  defendant  be  required  to  maintain  and  to  put  In  proper  re- 
pair the  framework  of  the  bridge  and  the  abutments  without  unneces- 
sary delay.  The  Appellate  Division,  to  which  the  controversy  was  sub- 
mitted, ordered  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  this  relief,  and 
the  defendant  has  appealed  to  this  court. 

The  question  Involved  is  with  respect  to  the  true  meaning  and  inter- 
pretation of  section  64  of  the  Railroad  Law,  which  reads  as  follows:  "When 
a  highway  crosses  a  railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge  th^  framework  of 
the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  In  repair 
by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  roadway  thereover  and  the  approaches 
thereto  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  municipality  In 
w:hlch  the  same  are  situated.  When  a  highway  passes  under  a  rail- 
road, the  bridge  and  Its  abutments  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in 
repair  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  subway  and  Its  approaches 
shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  municipality  in  which 
the  same  are  situated."  It  is  quite  true,  as  the  learned  counsel  for 
the  defendant  contends,  that  this  statute  is  prospective  in  its  operation. 
It  had  no  application  to  proceedings  in  the  court  pending  prior  to  its 
enactment  {G.  d  W.  Ry.  Co,  v.  N.  7,  C,  d  H,  R,  R.  R.  Co.,  163  N.  Y.  22&) 
It  Is  quite  clear,  however,  that  it  is  not  limited  In  Its  application  to  rail- 
roads constructed  subsequent  to  its  enactment  or  to  bridges  over  cross- 
ings thereafter  constructed.  It  was  manifestly  Intended  to  apply  to 
objects  in  existence  at  the  time  of  its  enactment,  and,  consequently,  to 
all  bridges  constituting  the  highway  at  railroad  crossings,  whether  con- 
structed after  the  law  went  into  effect  or  before.  The  purpose  of  the 
statute  was  to  Insure  greater  safety  at  such  highway  crossings,  and  that 
object  could  not  be  effected  without  applying  the  law  to  all  such  bridges 
existing  at  the  time  that  It  went  Into  effect,  without  regard  to  the  date 
of  their  construction.  The  fact?  of  this  case  bring  it  within  both  the 
letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  law.  It  Is  a  case  where  a  highway  crosses 
a  railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge,  and  the  statute  declares  In  plain  lan- 
guage that  the  framework  of  the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall  be 
maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  defendant  and  that  the  roadway 
and  the  approaches  shall  be  kept  In  repair  and  maintained  by  the  mu- 
nicipality. It  Is  doubtless  true  that  some  provisions  of  the  law,  of  which 
the  provision  quoted  is  but  a  part,  were  intended  to  apply  only  to  rail- 
roads thereafter  constructed,  but  with  respect  to  the  bridge  In  question 
the  duty  of  the  defendant  to  maintain  the  framework  and  the  abutments 
attached  immediately  upon  the  enactment  of  the  law,  and  since  that 
duty  has  not  been  performed,  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  relief 
granted  by  the  Judgment  We  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  Judg- 
ment Is  right,  and  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs.

Judgment  affirmed. 


Highway  Crossing  Signs  on  Railroads. 


I. 

Daring  the  past  year  several  applications  were  made  to  this 
Board  by  steam  railroad  companies  of  the  State  for  approval  of 
the  forms  of  highway  crossiiig  signfi  in  use  and  to  be  used  at 
highway  crossings  of  the  railroads  of  the  applicants.  Section  33 
ol  the  Hailroad  Law  provides  for  a  form  of  highway  crossing 
sign,  this  section  being  a  part  of  article  2  of  the  Law,  of  which 
article  section  50  is  also  a  part.  Section  50  provides  that  "  The 
Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  may,  on  the  application  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  authorize  it  to  use  any  other  safeguard  or 
device  approved  by  the  Board,  in  place  of  any  safeguard  or  de- 
vice required  by  this  article  which  shall  thereafter  be  used  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  the  same  penalties  for  neglect  or  refusal  to  use 
the  same  shall  be  incurred  and  imposed  as  for  a  failure  to  use 
the  safeguard  or  device  hereinbefore  required,  in  lieu  of  which 
the  same  is  to  be  used." 

In  each  case  the  Board  required  that  a  drawing  or  blue  print  of 
the  sign  in  use  or  proposed  to  be  used  should  be  filed  with  it. 

The  Board  approved  the  signs,  as  shown  by  sketches  or  blue 
prints  on  file  in  this  office,  of  the  following  companies: 

The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Bailroad  Company. 
In  this  case  the  Board  suggested  a  change  in  fhe  way  the  word 
'' Danger '^  should  appear  upon  the  sign,  which  suggestion  wa» 
adopted. 
The  Albany  and  Hudson  Railway  and  Power  Company. 
The  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company. 
The  Lockport  and  Olcott  Railway. 

The  Board  refused  to  pass  upon  the  applications  of  the  Warren 
County  Railway,  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Electric  Rail- 
road, and  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, on  the  ground  that  these  being  street  surface  railroad  com- 
panies, section  33  of  the  Railroad  Law,  in  the  opinion  of  th*^ 
Board,  does  not  apply  to  them.  Notwithstanding  this  opinion, 
the  Board  has,  under  its  general  powers,  recommended  that 
crossing  signs  be  maintained  at  certain  crossings  of  highways  by 
street  surface  railroads. 
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I. 

In  ths  mattbb  of  the  application  of  ths  Albany  and  Hudson 

Railway  and  Power  Company,  for  thb  approval  of  this 

Board  of  the  operation  of  its  railroad  by  elsctrigity  as 

motive  power. 

February  7,  1900. 

This  application,  by  the  Albany  and  Hudfiom  Railway  and 
Power  Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  January  31,  1900. 
It  asks  for  approval  of  the  use  of  electricity  by  the  overhead 
system  on  portions,  and  by  the  third  rail  system  on  portions  of 
its  railroadu  This  Board,  on  September  14,  1899,  under  section 
^9  of  the  Railroad  Law,  granted  to  this  applicant  a  certificate 
that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  required  the  constmction 
of  its  railroad.  In  that  proceeding,  evidence  was  taken  as  to  the 
operation  of  the  third  rail  electric  system.  Su'bseqnently  to 
September  14,  the  applicant  merged  with  itself  two  street  sur- 
face railroads,  one  of  which  was  not  constructed,  and  one  of 
which  was  constructed  and  operated  by  the  overhead  electrical 
trolley  system,  and  also  a  steam  railroad  which  was  constructed 
and  operated  by  locomotive  steam  power.  Two  of  the  railroads 
merged,  at  the  time  of  merging  were  owned  by  the  Hndson  Light 
^nd  Power  and  'Railroad  Oompfiny.  The  applicant  asks  the 
Board  to  approve  of  the  operation  of  that  portion  of  its  street 
-surface  railroad  within  the  city  of  Rensselaer  and  northerly  of 
the  intersection  of  the  said  railroad  with  the  easterly  line  of 
-Columbia  street  (such  intersection  being  about  sevjenty-five  feet 
southerly  of  the  southerly  line  of  Aiken  avenue),  by  the  over- 
liead  electrical  trolley  system;  it  also  asks  the  Board  to  approve 
of  the  operation  by  the  third  rail  electrical  system  of  that  portion 
of  its  street  surface  railroad  extending  southerly  from  the  inter- 
section of  the  railroad  with  the  easterly  line  of  Columbia  street, 
to  a  connection  at  Niverville  with  the  railroad  of  the  petitioner, 
now  or  formerly  operated  by  steam;  it  also  asks  the  Board  to  ap- 
prove of  the  operation  by  the  third  rail  electrical  system  of  that 
portion  of  its  railroad  now  or  formerly  operated  by  steam;  it 
:also  asks  the  Board  to  approve  of  the  operation  by  the  third  rail 
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electrical  system  of  that  portion  of  its  street  surface  railroad  ex- 
tending from  an  intersection  with  that  portion  of  its  railroad 
now  or  formerly  operated  by  steam,  at  a  point  a  short  distance 
northerly  of  the  southerly  terminus  of  said  steam  railroad  and 
extending  from  such  intersection  westerly  to  the  easterly  line 
of  North  Seventh  street,  in  the  city  of  Hudson;  it  also  ast^s  the 
Board  to  approve  of  the  operation  by  the  overhead  electrical 
trolley  eystem  of  the  remainder  of  its  railroad  in  the  city  of  Hud- 
son; it  also  asks  the  Board  to  approve  of  the  operation  by  the 
overhead  electrical  trolley  system  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad 
on  which  operation  by  the  third  rail  electrical  system  m  ap- 
proved, particularly  at  farm  and  street  crossings  and  at  and 
near  stations. 

The  Board  gets  its  authority  to  approve  of  motive  power  on 
railroads,  from  section  100  of  the  Railroad  Law,  which  section 
applies  only  to  street  surface  railroads.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  that  portion  of  the  railroad  of  the  applicant  formerly 
opc-rated  by  steam  may  be  operated  by  electricity,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  subdivision  7  of  section  4  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

The  Board  hereby  approves,  under  section  100  of  the  Railroad 
Law,  the  operation  by  either  the  overhead  electrical  trolley  sys- 
tem or  the  third  rail  electric  system,  as  asked  for  in  the  petition, 
of  all  that  portion  of  the  applicant's  railroad  which  is  a  street 
surface  railroad.  The  Board  does  not  disapprove  of  the  use  of 
the  third  rail  electrical  system  on  that  portion  of  the  railroad  of 
the  applicant  which  is  not  a  street  surface  railroad,  but  ifi  not 
called  upon  by  the  statute  to  pass  upon  it,  the  company  ap- 
parently Laving  the  right  to  use  electricity  on  such  portions,  as 
stated  above,  under  subdivision  7  of  section  4  of  the  Railroad 
Law. 
The  following  conditions  are  made  a  part  of  this  approval: 
First.  This  application  is  granted  and  accepted  subject  to  the 
lawful  regulations  of  the  local  authorities,  and  subject  to  such 
farther  regulation,  as  to  speed  or  otherwise,  by  this  Board,  as 
may  hereafter  eeem  fit  and  proper. 

Second.  T5ie  poles  from  which  the  wires  are  to  be  suspended 
shall  be  of  such  a  construction  and  height  as  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  local  authorities. 

ThkiL  No  motor  car  shall  be  run  with  less  than  two  men  to 
operate  it. 

Fourth.  The  company  shall  take  all  reasonable  and)  proper 
means  to  prevent  the  currents  from  its  wires,  through  leakage, 
induction,  or  otherwise,  from  interfering  with  the  currents  upon 
the  wires  of  other  companies,  whether  telegraph,  telephone  or 
other  wires;  bnt  this  provision  is  not  intended  to  require  that 
the  said  company  shall  construct  a  double  circuit. 
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Fifth.  If  the  railroad  be  double  tracked,  every  motor  car  shall 
be  equipped  with  gatee  on  both  ends,  which  shall  be  closed  on 
the  side  next  to  the  adjoining  track.  No  person  (except  an  in- 
structor when  necessary)  shall  be  allowed  to  ride  on  the  platform 
with  the  motorman  on  any  electric  car. 

Sixth.  If  the  railroad  be  double  tracked,  on  all  open  cars  there 
shall  be  attached  a  guard-rail  or  device  on  the  sidle  of  the  ear 
next  to  the  adjoining  track,  running  the  entire  length  of  the  car, 
to  prevent  passengers  entering  or  leaving  the  car  on  that  side; 
this  guard-rail  or  device  to  be  of  such  a  nature  that  it  may  be 
transferred  from  one  side  to  the  other.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Rochester  and  Lake 
Ontario  Railway  Company  for  approval  of  a  change  of 
motive  power  from  steam  to  electricity. 

March  21,  1900. 

This  application,  by  the  Rochester  and  Lake  Ontario  Railway 
Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  March  16,  1900.  It  asked 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  a  change  of  motive  power  in  the 
operation  of  the  railroad  of  the  applicant  from  steam  to  elec- 
tricity. It  being  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  applicant  is 
not  a  "street  surface  railroad"  within  the  meaning  of  section 
100  of  the  Railroad  Law,  relative  to  motive  power  on  street  sur- 
face railroads,  the  company  was  notified  that  the  Board  had  no 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  the  application  was  dismissed. 


III. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Kingsbridge  Rail- 
way Company  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  approval 
of  this  Board  of  the  use  of  an  underground  current  of 
electricity  on  a  portion  of  its  route,  and  of  the  OVERHEAJ) 
electrical  trolley  system  on  a  portion  of  its  route,  as 
motive  power. 

April  24,  1900. 

Application  having  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Railroad'  Com- 
missioners, by  the  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company,  on  or  about 
March  24,  1900,  for  approval  of  the  Board  for  the  use  of  an 
underground  current  of  electncity;  single  slot  construction,  as 
motive  power  upon  that  portion  of  the  applicaiif s  railroad,  upon 
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the  following  streets  and  avenues  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to 
wit:  Commencing  at  the  junction  of  the  Kingsbridge  road  and  the

This  application  by  the  Syracuse,  Skaneateles  and  Moravia 
Bailroad  Company,  for  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Bail- 
road  Law,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  August  17, 1898.  A  pub- 
lic hearing  in  the  matter  was  set  for  September  6,  but  was  post- 
poned at  the  request  of  the  applicants.  A  public  hearing  in  the 
matter  was  given  in  the  city  of  Albany,  on  January  3,  1899,  at 
which  the  evidence  of  one  witness,  William  G.  Cottle,  was  taken, 
and  affidavits  were  read.  An  adjourned  hearing  was  held  in  the 
village  of  Moravia,  on  January  lOth.  A  question  having  been 
raised  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  original  articles  of  association, 
the  company  elected  to  amend  them,  retaining  the  company  name 
as  in  the  original  articles.  This  was  done  and  the  amended  ar- 
ticles were  republished  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  sectien  59, 
and  proof  of  such  publication  was  filed  with  this  Board.  A  hear- 
ing was  thereupon  had  before  the  Board  upon  the  validity  of  the 
amended  articles  of  association,  and  the  Board  sustained  their 
validity.  Thereafter,  on  May  10  and  June  13,  hearings  were  had 
upon  the  merits.  The  applicant  proposes  to  construct  a  rail- 
road, to  be  operated  by  the  overhead  electrical  trolley  system, 
from  the  village  of  Moravia,  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  to  the  city 
of  Syracuse,  a  distance  of  about  forty  miles.  An  inspection  of 
the  proposed  route  and  a  report  was  made  by  the  electrical  expert 
of  the  Board. 
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The  Board  does  not  believe  that  public  convenience  and  a 
necessity  require  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad.    The 
region  which  it  is  proposed  to  accommodate  by  the  construction 
of  this  railroad  is  now  accommodated  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road, the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  the  Skaneateles  Railroad,  and,  from  Solvay  into 
the  city  of  Syracuse,  by  the  lines  of  the  Syracuse  Rapid  Transit 
Railway  Company.    The  proposed  railroad  would  be  closer  to 
some  individuals  at  some  points  than  the  present  railroads  are, 
but  from  Moravia,  a  village  of  less  than  2,000  inhabitants,  to 
Skaneateles,  which  is  accommodated  by  the  Skaneateles  Rail- 
road, and  from  Skaneateles  to  Syracuse,  there  is  no  considerable 
settlement,  except  the  village  of  Marcellus,  which  is  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  Marcellus  station  on  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  and  the  village  of  Camillus,  which 
is  on  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  and  the 
village  of  Solvay. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  from  the  evidence,  that  little  convenience 
would  be  afforded  to  passenger  traflSc,  as  there  are  but  few  people 
who  would  be  nearer  the  proposed  road  than  they  now  are  to  the 
existing  roads.  It  also  seems  to  the  Board  that  there  would  be 
but  little  convenience  afforded  to  freight  traffic,  for  the  reason 
that  practically  all  the  freight  the  proi>08ed  road  would  get  would 
come  from  shippers  who  now  ship  over  the  existing  railroads, 
with  comparative  convenience. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence,  the  Board  has  con- 
cluded, as  stated  above,  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity 
do  not  require  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad.  The 
certificate  applied  for  is,  therefore,  refused.

MEMORANDUM.

Bissell,  Carey  and  Cooke,  and  Tracy,  Boardman  and  Piatt  for 
the  applicant. 

John  S.  Rockwell  for  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Buffalo,  Hamburg  and  Aurora  Railway 
Company. 

S.  E.  Williamson,  Ira  A.  Place  and  C.  C.  Paulding  for  the  Termi- 
nal Railway  of  Buffalo  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Comj^any,  in  opi)osition. 

This  applicant  applied  to  this  Board  in  1896,  for  a  certificate 
that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  required  the  construction 
of  this  proposed  railroad.  Said  application  was  denied,  this  Board 
in  its  opinion  then  stating  that: 

**  The  points  of  resemblance  between  this  application  and  the  applica- 
tion heretofore  made  on  behalf  of  the  Depew  and  Southwestern  Railroad 
Company  are  numerous  and  clear.  The  application  of  the  Depew  and 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company  was  denied  and  a  certificate  refused, 
and  an  appeal  from  such  decision  is  now  pending  end  undetermined  in 
the  Court  of  Appeals.  In  the  Judgment  of  the  Board  it  would  be  im- 
proper to  grant,  during  the  pendency  of  that  appeal,  a  second  application 
so  nearly  Identical  with  the  one  now  on  review  in  the  courts.  The  appli- 
cant's case  has  been  fuUy  presented,  and  by  no  means  shows  that  pub- 
lic necessity  requires  the  construction  of  its  road,  and  it  is  clear  from 
the  eridence  that  important  existing  interests  would  be  injuriously  af- 
fected by  tbe  construction  of  applicant's  road." 
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Opposing  counsel  recite  the  liistory  of  the  applications  of  the 
Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo  and  the  Depew  and  Southwestei-n 
Bailroad  Company  for  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Rail- 
road Law,and  the  history  of  the  original  application  of  The  Lehigh 
and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  such  a  certificate.  This 
history  is,  in  brief,  that  in  1895,  the  two  first  named  companies 
made  application  to  this  Board  about  the  same  time,  for  such  a 
certificate,  the  route  of  the  proposed  railroads  being  from  the 
vicinity  of  Depew,  on  the  main  line  of  both  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
to  the  vicinity  of  Blasdell,  on  the  line  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michi- 
gan Southern  Railroad  and  other  railroads,  and  near  the  Titlt 
farm,  a  large  terminal  property  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
Company.  The  Board  at  that  time  granted  the  application  of  the 
Terminal  Company,  and  refused  the  application  of  the  Depew  and 
Southwestern  Company.  The  latter  company  took  the  proceetl- 
ing  in  the  courts  authorized  by  the  statute,  and  also  began  a 
certiorari  proceeding  for  a  review  of  the  Board's  action  iu  grant- 
ing the  Terminal  certificate  and  refusing  the  Depew  and 
Southwestern  certificate.  In  both  these  proceedings  the  action 
of  the  Board  was  sustained  by  the  courts.  While  proceedings 
were  pending  in  court,  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Com- 
pany made  application  for  a  certificate,  which  application  was 
denied,  as  shown  by  the  opinion  of  the  Board  quoted  above. 

While  this  history  is  pertinent  and  has  been  considered  by  us, 
the  facts  as  produced  on  this  re-application  of  the  Lehigh  and 
Lake  Erie  Company  seems  to  us  to  warrant  the  granting  of  the 
certificate  applied  for.  The  project  is,  avowedly,  in  the  interest 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company.  Its  main  purpose  is 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  connection,  between  the  main  line  of 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  east  of  Buffalo  and  the  Tifft  farm 
terminal  of  said  railroad  on  Lake  Erie,  over  which  freight  cars 
hauled  by  said  company  may  pass  with  facility  and  dispatch,  not 
being  compelled  to  pass  through  the  city  of  Buffalo,  as  they  now 
do  over  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  of  which  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  Company  is  part  owner.  The  affidavit  herein  of  Alfred 
Walter,  president  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company,  states 
that  the  interchange  of  cars  between  the  Tifft  farm  terminal  and 
Hie  maJn  line  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  (which  cars  will  pass  over 
the  applicant's  line  if  built),  was  in  1895  about  101,000  cars,  but 
that  for  1898  it  was  330,000  cars,  and  thart"  the  volume  of  business 
is  still  increasing.  This  increase  in  business,  as  compared  with 
that  done  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Oomx)any  at  about  the  period  the 
orighifll  application  in  this  matter  was  denied,  is,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  to  be  given  great  weight  in  the  consideration  of  the 
questian  of  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  proposed 
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line.  At  present  these  trains  of  freight  cars  cross  eleven  streets, 
«three  steam  railroads,  and  one  electric  railroad,  at  grade,  in 
Buffalo.  So  far  as  grade  crossings  of  highways  by  the  proposed 
railroad  is  concerned,  the  matter  is  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
section  60  of  the  Railroad  Law,  which  forbids  grade  crossings  ex- 
cept where  otherwise  impracticable. 

It  seems  to  the  Board  that  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company 
is  now  reasonably  entitled  to  a  railroad  connection  between  its 
main  line  and  its  immense  terminal  property  at  Tifft  farm,  wMch 
shall  be  direct,  convenient  and  under  its  own  control.  That  the 
Terminal  Railway  is  already  in  existence  and  might  be  used  for 
the  passage  of  the  T^ehigh  Valley  traffic,  is  asserted  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Terminal  Company  to  be  a  conclusive  reason  for 
denying  this  application.  The  Board,  as  stated,  does  not  agree 
with  this  view.  It  is  rtrue  that  the  applicant's  railroad  will  to  a 
considerable  extent  be  physically  parallel  to  the  Terminal  Rail- 
way, but  the  convenience  to  be  afforded  to  the  traffic  it  will  re- 
ceive, will  be  far  greater  than  such  traffic  would  receive  through 
passing  over  the  Terminal  Comx)any's  road. 

The  Board  is  not  unmindful  of  the  decision  of  the  Appellate 
Division,  Third  Department,  in  the  matter  of  the  People  of  the 
State  on  the  relation  off  Mary  Ann  Steward  and  others  against  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  others,  in  which  the  courts 
held  that)  the  Goshen  Railroad  Company  (avowedly  organized  in 
the  interest  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company)  was  not  entitled  to  a 
certificate  under  section  59 — ^this  Board  having  granted  such  certi- 
ficate.   But  the  court  says  in  that  case: 

*'  Of  course,  these  considerations  are  not  In  aU  cases  conclusive.  A 
road  may  not  expect  any  local  traffic  or  any  through  traffic  of  its  own, 
but  yet  may  be  the  connecting  link  between  other  systems  of  roads  from 
which  it  derives  its  business,  and  where  It  would  serve  as  a  convenience 
and  necessity,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Depew  and  Southwestern  Railroad 
Company  (92  Hun.  409).  But  that  was  a  widely  different  case  from  the 
one  before  us.  That  road  served  as  a  connecting  link  between  nine  sep- 
arate and  distinct  railroad  corporations.  To  quote  from  the  opinion  of 
the  court  in  that  case:  *  The  convenience  and  necessity  of  a  railroad  from 
Pepew  to  Blasdell  Is  not  questioned,  and  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating 
the  tranRportation  of  freight  both  east  and  west,  between  New  York 
and  Chicajro,  its  importance  is  apparent  It  will  shorten  the  distance 
between  those  cities  about  six  miles,  and  the  time  required  in  the  transpor- 
tation of  freight  about  that  number  of  hours,  and  will  obviate  the  necessity 
and  inconvenience  of  taking  freight  cars  through  the  city  of  Buffalo  to 
interchange  with  connecting  roads.  There  are  five  railroads  passing 
through  Blasdell  to  be  brought  Into  more  Immediate  or  direct  connection 
with  four  at  Depew  by  the  proposed  line  between  these  two  places.'  " 

These  considerations,  in  the  main,  now  apply  to  tihis  applicant. 

Although  all  the  points  urged  in  opposition  are  not  spoken  of 

in  detail  here,  they  have  been  considered.    The  Board  finds,  from 
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the  evidence,  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the^ 
construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad,  and  has  issued  its  certi- 
ficate accordingly. 

A  return  to  a  writ  of  certiorari  In  this  matter  was  made  by  the  Board, 
and  the  decisions  of  the  Appellate  Division  and  of  the  €ourt  of  Appeals 
foUow:

Albany,  May,  1900. 

Ths  People  of  The  State  of  New  Yobk  ex  bel.  The  Terminal  Railway 
OF  Buffalo  and  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company,  Relators,  v.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
OF  The  State  of  New  York,  and  Others,  Respondents. 

Certiorari  Issued  out  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  attested  on  the  lOth 
day  of  February,  1900,  directed  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commlssiouers 
of  the  State  of  New  Yorli,  and  to  Ashley  W.  Cole,  Frank  M.  Baker  and 
George  W.  Dunn,  as  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
commanding  them  to  certify  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Albany  their  proceedings  in  granting  to  the  Lehigh  and 
Lake  £^ie  Railroad  Company  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad 
Law. 

By  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  the  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad 
Company  was  made  a  party  to  the  proceeding. 

Edwards,  J.:  The  certificate  of  incorporation  of  the  Lehigh  and  Lake 
Erie  Railroad  Company  was  filed  May  7,  1896.  The  purpose  of  its  incor- 
poration, as  expressed  in  its  articles  of  association,  was  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  **  from  a  point  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railway,  about  one-half  mUe  west  of  its  crossing  of  Union 
road,  in  the  town  of  Cheektowaga,  Erie  county,  and  State  of  New  York; 
thence  southerly,  westerly  and  northerly  through  the  towns  of  Cheek- 
towaga and  West  Seneca  to  a  point  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in  said  county 
of  Erie,  and  State  of  New  York,  known  as  Tifft  farm."  The  proposed 
road  is  about  ten  miles  in  length  and  lies  within  Erie  county.  Having 
compiled  with  the  essential  preliminary  requirements  of  the  statute,  the 
railroad  company  applied  in  1896  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
for  a  certificate,  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  '*  that  public 
convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of  said  railroad  as 
proposed  in  said  articles  of  association."  The  application  was  denied 
on  August  26,  1896.  On  June  21,  1899,  the  company  renewed  its  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  which  provides 
that  "the  application  may  be  renewed  after  one  year  from  the  date  of 
such  refusal."  On  January  3,  1900,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers granted  the  application  and  issued  its  certificate.  The  relators  have 
instituted  this  proceeding  to  review  and  reverse  the  determination  of  the 
Commissioners. 

The  Terminal  Railway  of  Buffalo,  one  of  the  relators,  is  owned  Jointly 
by  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  the  other  relator, 
and  by  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company.  It  is 
about  ten  miles  in  length;  extends  from  the  village  of  Depew  to  the 
village  of  Blasdell,  In  Erie  county,  and  was  constructed  for  the  purjiost* 
ot  connecting  five  railroads  passing  through  Blasdell  with  four  pas.siu.:; 
through  Depew. 

The  Lehigh  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  is  projected  in  the  interest  of,  and 
Is  to  be  owned  and  operated  by,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company. 
The  latter  company  owns  very  large  and  important  terminal  properties 
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on  the  shore  of  I^ake  Erie,  In  the  city  of  Buffalo,  known  as  Tifft  farm, 
consisting  of  over  four  hundred  acres.  It  has  no  connection  of  Its  own 
between  its  main  line,  near  Buffalo,  and  these  terminal  facilities,  but  its 
freight  is  carried  over  the  traclis  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  which 
runs  through  a  thickly  populated  part  of  the  city  of  Buffalo.  The  ob- 
ject to  be  attained  in  the  construction  of  the  proposed  road  is  to  furnish 
a  connection  between  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  and  its  Tifft  farm  ter- 
minal on  Lake  Brie;  and  the  lines  of  the  proposed  road  will  be  outside  of 
the  corporate  limits  of  Buffalo,  except  for  a  short  distance  where  it  enters 
the  city  near  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie. 

In  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  railroad  commissioners,  courts  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  much  importance  should  be  attached  to  the  opinions 
of  the  commissioners.  **  The  commissioners  should  be  credited  with  some 
technical  knowledge  which  this  court  is  not  presumed  to  possess,"  (mat- 
ter of  New  Hamburgh  R.  R.  Co.,  76  Hun,  76).  In  matter  of  Auburn  and 
Western  R.  Co.  (37  App.  Div.,  162),  where  the  Board  had  denied  the  ap- 
plication for  a  certificate,  the  court  said:  "The  denial  by  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  petitioner's  application  was  the  exer- 
cise of  a  power  largely  discretionary  in  its  character,  which  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  State  had  vested  in  a  body  created  for  a  special  purpose 
«nd  composed  of  men  peculiarly  qualified  by  experience  to  deal  with 
the  vexatious  problems  arising  out  of  the  ever-increasing  demand  for  bet- 
ter and  more  adequate  means  of  transportation." 

The  rule  is  now  well  settled  that  this  court  should  not  reverse  the  de- 
termination of  the  Commissioners  unless  it  is  clearly  made  to  appear  tbat 
their  decision  was  founded  upon  erroneous  legal  principles  or  was  con- 
trail to  the  clear  weight  of  evidence.  (Matter  of  Amsterdam,  J.  &  G. 
B.  R.  Co.,  86  Hun,  578;  matter  of  Auburn  &  Western  R.  Co.,  37  App.  Div., 
1G2.). 

The  question  here  presented  is  whel2her  the  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sioners that  public  convenience  arnd  necessity  require  tlie  construction 
of  the  proposed  road  is  contrary  to  the  clear  weight  of  evidence.  An 
examination  of  the  record  convinces  me  that  their  determination  is  abun- 
dantly supported  by  the  evidence.  Although  there  was  some  oral  testi- 
mony given  before  the  Commissioners  upon  the  hearing,  the  most  of  the 
evidence  presented  by  the  applicant  to  the  Board  was  contained  in  affi- 
davits, of  which  there  was  a  large  number  made  by  various  oflicers  of 
the  Ijehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company,  by  the  members  of  the  grade  cross- 
ing commission  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  by  the  proprietors  of  the  various 
newspapers  of  Buffalo  and  by  a  number  of  prominent  business  men  of 
that  city.  None  were  offered  in  opposition.  Whil/p  the  Commissioners 
are  not  bound  by  technical  rules  of  evidence,  and  may  receive  aflSdavits 
which,  in  their  opinion,  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  question  upon  which 
they  are  to  pass  (People  ex  rel.  Steward  v.  Railroad  Comrs.,  160  N.  Y. 
208\.  it  is  true,  as  contended  by  counsel  for  the  relators,  that  afiSdavits 
which  simply  express  the  opinions  of  the  affiants  without  any  facts  are 
not  evidence  (matter  of  Amsterdam,  J.  &  G.  R.  R.  Co..  86  Hun,  683),  and 
these  affidavits  are,  to  some  extent,  obnoxious  to  that  criticism.  But 
eliminating  from  these  affidavits  the  mere  opinions  of  the  affiants,  suf- 
ficient remains,  together  with  the  oral  testimony,  to  support  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  Commissioners  that  the  proposed  road  is  a  public  conveni- 
ence and  a  necessity. 

The  statistics  ghow  that  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  the  Tifft 
farm  and  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  has  increased  from  191,746  cars 
in  1895  to  333,495  in  1898,  and  the  volume  of  business  is  still  increasing. 
This  now  is  carried  over  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  which  is  also  used 
by  other  roads  entering  Buffalo.  Its  tracks  are  entirely  within  the  city 
and  its  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  freight  are  so  inadequate  that 
it  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience  and  an  average  delay  of  four 
hours.  The  removal  of  this  large  traffic  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
from  the  streets  of  Buffalo,  thereby  diminishing  the  dangers  and  delays 
incident  to  its  crossing  a  number  of  the  city  streets  at  grade,  will  alone 
furnish,  I  think,  a  sufficient  basis  for  the  conclusion  as  to  public  coi^ 
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Tenience  and  necessity.  I  think  it  may  also  be  said  that  the  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  the  transportation  of  freight  by  the  proposed  route  and  the 
caving  of,  at  least,  four  hours'  time  is  a  public  convenience. 

It  is  urged  by  the  relators  that,  with  proper  Improvements  made  to  the 
Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  it  could  handle  the  business  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
and  the  present  delays  and  inconveniences  could  be  avoided.  I  think  a 
sufficient  answer  to  this  proposition  is  that  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
Lehigh  Valley  has  the  power  to  make  the  needed  improvements  to  the 
Buffalo  Creek  Railroad  if  they  were  desired. 

It  is  further  urged  by  the  relators  that  the  Terminal  Railway  Company 
is  willing  to  furnish  adequate  facilities  at  reasonable  rates,  to  be  agreed 
upon  or  fixed  by  arbitration,  for  the  transportation  over  Its  line  of  the 
freight  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad.  This  would  not  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  for  the  reason  that  the  Terminal  line 
stops  at  Blasdell,  about  three  miles  from  the  Tifft  Farm  terminal  of 
the  Lehigh  Valley,  and  furthermore,  I  think  It  apparent  that  in  the 
handling  of  its  large  amount  of  freight  the  Lehigh  Valley  should  be  free 
from  any  embarrassment  that  might  arise  if  subjected  to  the  control 
of  the  relators.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  good  reason  why  the 
Lehigh  Valley  should  not  be  permitted  to  fill  the  gap  between  its  main 
line  and  its  Tifft  Farm  terminal  and  handle  its  own  freight  free  from 
the  control  of  other  roads. 

The  fact  that  the  proposed  road  would  parallel  the  Terminal  Railway 
for  the  distance  of  four  miles  is  not,  I  think,  worthy  of  serious  consid- 
eration, in  view  of  the  different  purposes  for  which  the  roads  are  to  be 
operated. 

The  facts  of  this  case  are  easily  distinguishable  from  the  (Toshen  case 
(People  ex  rel.  Steward  v.  Railroad  Comrs.,  40  App.  DIv.,  ^0).  and  do 
not  bring  it  within  the  condemnation  which  was  there  pronounced. 

TGe  determination  of  the  Board  should  be  confirmed. 

Determination  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  confirmed,  with 
150  costs  and  disbursements. 

All  concur.

on  December  29,  1899,  the  seven  sections  of  said  map  being 
marked  respectively  (though  not  in  consecutive  order  of  the 
route),  as  follows:  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  1  of  December  29, 
'99.  E.  C.  McE.;"  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  2  of  December  29, 
'9d.  E.  C.  McE.;"  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  3  of  December  29, 
'99.  E.  C.  McE.;"  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  4  of  December  29, 
'99.  E.  O.  McE.;"  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  5  of  December  29, 
'99.  E.  C.  McE.;"  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  6  of  December  29, 
'99.  E.  C.  McE.; "  "Applicant's  exhibit  No.  7  of  December  29,

MEMORANDUM. 

Appearances: 

J.  A.  Kellogg  and  Thomas  O'Connor,  for  the  applicant. 

Lewis  E.  Carr,  for  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company;  S. 
Brown,  for  the  Lake  George  and  Warrensburg  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, and  E.  M.  Shepard,  for  the  Lake  George  Association,  in  op- 
position. 

This  application  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  June  29,  1899. 

It  not  being  accompanied  by  proof  of  the  publication  of  the 
articles  of  association,  as  required  by  section  59  of  the  Railroad 
Law,  it  was  returned  to  the  applicant,  and  was  subsequently  re- 
filed  with  the  Board,  accompanied  by  such  proof  of  publication. 
A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  set  for  August  24th,  but  was  post- 
poned. Subsequently,  hearings  in  the  matter  were  given  by  the 
Board  in  Albany,  on  October  30,  November  17  and  December  S^ 
and  in  Caldwell,  on  December  29,  1809. 

In  its  articles  of  association  the  applicant  states  that  it  pro- 
poses to  build  a  street  surface  railroad  from  the  Warrensburg 
Agricultural  Association  fair  grounds,  in  the  town  of  Warrens- 
burg, Warren  county,  along  Hudson  street  to  Main  street  (which 
ifi  a  part  of  the  Lake  George  and  Warrensburg  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany's turnpike),  in  the  village  of  Warrensburg,  and  along  the 
turnpike  to  and  into  the  village  of  Caldwell  and  to  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  depot  in  said  village.  The  com- 
pany having  agreed,  at  the  hearing  in  Caldwell,  that  the  pro- 
posed railroad,  if  a  certificate  were  granted,  should  not  be  con- 
structed in  the  turnpike  between  Caldwell  and  Warrensburg,  no 
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opposition  was  thereafter  made  by  any  of  the  interests  repre- 
sented, except  as  to  that  portion  of  the  route  in  the  turnpike  in 
Caldwell  and  Warrensburg.  The  turnpike  company  opposes  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  in  the  turnpike  in  these  villages. 
Mr.  fc^hepard,  representing  the  Lake  George  Association,  opposes 
the  construction  of  the  railroad  in  that  portion  of  the  turnpike 
in  Caldw^ell  known  as  Canada  street^  on  the  ground  that  a  rail- 
road there  would  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  street  by  pedes- 
trians and  vehicles,  esi>ecially  in  the  summer  time,  when  the 
street  is  used  by  summer  residents  as  well  as  by  permanent  resi- 
dents. 

There  is  no  railroad  in  Warrensburg,  the  nearest  railroad  sta- 
tion being  at  Thurman,  on  the  Adirondack  branch  of  the  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Company ^s  railroad,  about  three  miles  away. 
There  IS  freight  and  passenger  traffic  between  Thurman  and  War- 
rensburg, and  between  Caldwell  and  Warrensburg.  The  evidence 
shows  that  there  is  at  Warrensburg  a  pulp  mill,  a  woolen  mill, 
a  sash  and  blind  factory,  a  shirt  factory  and  other  manufactories. 
There  are  also  other  business  places  and  several  hotels  in  the 
village.  Much  of  the  freight  and  passenger  traffic  of  the  village 
passes  over  the  turnpike,  to  and  from  Caldwell. 

It  seems  to  the  Board,  from  the  evidence  submitted,  that  public 
convenience  and  a  mecessity  require  the  construction  of  the  appli- 
cant's railroad.  The  construction  of  the  railroad  in  Canada  street 
in  Caldwell,  and  in  Main  street  in  Warrensburg,  will  add  some 
burden  to  these  streets.  However,  the  company  insists  that  its 
railroad  "will  be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  public  if  constructed 
and  operated  in  these  streets,  than  it  would  be  if  constructed  and 
operated  in  other  streets  in  these  villages.  This  Board,  deeming 
that  the  railroad  will  serve  the  necessities  and  convenience  of  the 
public,  does  not  believe  that  a  certificate  should  be  refused  be- 
cause the  railroad  is  to  occupy  these  streets.  It  may  even  be 
«aid  that,  it  is  so  patent  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity 
require  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  Warrensburg  to  Oald- 
well.that  thef  matter  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  appli- 
cant's railroad  in  these  streets  is  of  little  importance.  The  grant- 
ing of  the  certificate  forecloses  no  rights  of  property  owners  or 
local  authorities  as  to  the  construction  and  method  of  operation 
of  the  railroad. 

The  statute  provides  that  if  the  Board  grants  a  certificate,  the 
certificate  shall  be  "that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity 
require  the  construction  of  said  railroad  as  proposed  in  said  arti- 
cles of  association."  The  articles  of  association  of  the  applicant 
provide,  as  stated  above,  that  its  railroad  shall  be  constructed 
in  the  turnpike  of  the  T^ake  George  and  Warrensburg  Plank  Road 
Oompany.     The  second  map  filed  shows  a  road  adjoining  the

turnpike,  although  not  actually  in  it.  The  Board  considere  that 
this  is,  substantially,  '^  as  proposed  in  said  articles  of  associa- 
tion.'* 

The  Board,  as  stated,  believes  that  public  convenience  and  a 
necessity  require  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad  as 
shown  by  the  second  map  of  the  route  filed,  and  has  issued  its 
certificate  to  that  effect. 


IV. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Wbstfibld,  Mayvilld 
AND  Chautauqua  Motor  Railroad  Company  for  a  certifi- 
cate UNDER  section  59  OF  THE  RAILROAD  LaW. 

This  application  was  granted  by  order  dated  July  21, 1897,  but 
inasmuch  as  the  company  did  not  pay  its  organization  tax,  the 
certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  was  not  issued 
until  February  22,  1900,  when  the  tax  had  been  paid.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  DeKalb  Avenue  and 
North  Beach  Railroad  Company  for  a  certificate  under

On  reading  and  filing  the  application  of  the  DeKalb  Avenue 
and  North  Beach  Railroad  Company,  for  a  certificate  under  sec- 
tion 59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  John  L.  Heins,  president,  dated 
November  20,  1899,  the  articles  of  association  of  said  company 
and  due  proof  of  the  publication  thereof,  due  proof  of  the  pub- 
lication of  notice  of  hearing  before  this  Board,  a  map  showing 
the  proposed  route  of  said  railroad,  and  after  a  public  hearing  on 
said  application  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  January  30,  1900, 
Bergen  &  Dykman  appearing  for  the  applicants,  and  Sheehan  & 
Collin  for  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  not  in 
opposition  to  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad  on 
the  portion  of  its  route  named  in  its  application,  and  after  hearing 
arguments  and  reading  and  filing  affidavits,  and  after  an  inspeo^ 
tion  of  the  proposed  route  by  the  electrical  expert  of  this  Board, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  application  is  not  for  a  certificate  that 
public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of 
the  entire  proposed  railroad  of  the  applicant,  but  only  on  that 
portion  of  its  route  on  Stanhope  street  between  Covert  avenue  and 
Metropolitan  avenue,  in  New  York  city,  and  it  appearing  that  the 
conditions  of  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law  have  been  complied 
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with  by  the  applicant,  and  that  public  convenience  and  a  neces- 
sity reqnire  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad  on  that 
portion  of  its  route  on  Stanhope  street  between  Covert  avenue 
and  Metropolitan  avenue,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  it  is

This  application,  by  the  Delaware  Valley  and  Kingston  Rail- 
way Company,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  December  13,  1899. 
It  asks  for  a  certificate  under  section  59  of  the  Raili*oad  Law,  that 
public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of 
the  railroad  of  the  applicant.  The  third  and  fourth  subdivisions 
of  the  articles  of  association  of  the  company  are  as  follows: 

"  III.  The  kind  of  road  to  be  built  or  operated  shall  be  a  rail- 
road of  standard  gauge,  to  be  operated  by  locomotive  steam 
power  or  by  electric  or  other  power." 

"  IV.  The  said  railroad  shall  be  about  eighty-one  (81)  miles  in 
length,  and  its  termini  shall  be  Kingston,  Ulster  county,  N.  Y., 
and  a  point  in  Sullivan  coointy,  N.  Y.,  on  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  States  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  opposite  the 
borough  of  Lackawaxen,  Pike  county.  Pa." 

Hearings  on  the  application  were  given  by  this  Board  in  New 
York  city,  on  January  30  and  31,  February  13,  14  and  15,  March 
13,  14  and  15,  March  22,  23  and  24,  and  in  Albany,  on  April  10 
and  11,  1900,  the  matter  being  summed  up  by  opposing  counsel 
on  the  last  named  date.  The  evidence  taken  \s  voluminous.  An 
inspection  of  the  route  and  a  report  was  made  by  an  inspector 
employed  by  this  Board. 

The  railroad  proposed  to  be  built  by  the  applicant,  about 
eighty-one  miles  in  length,  will  occupy  that  part  of  the  now 
abandoned  canal,  formerly  owned  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Canal  Company,  lying  within  this  State  and  extending  from 
Lackawaxen,  Pa.,  through  Sullivan,  Ulster  and  Orange  counties, 
to  tidewater  on  the  Hudson  river,  at  Kingston.  The  remainder 
of  the  proposed  route  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  this  line 
lies  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  consists  of  a  section 
sixteen  miles  long,  extending  from  Lackawaxen,  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania side  of  the  Delaware  river,  to  Hawley,  Pa.,  to  a  connection 
with  the  Erie  and  Wyoming  railroad.  The  applicants  avow  that 
their  object  is  to  open  a  shorter  and  more  practicable  and  econom- 
ical route  than  any  existing,  from  the  Lackawanna  and  Wyom- 
ing anthracite  coal  fields  to  tidewater.  The  surveys  and  the 
testimony  show  the  grades  and  curves  on  the  proposed  line  are 
fewer  and  much  easier  than  tliose  on  the  railways  of  the  com- 
panies opposing  the  application  and  that  they  are  all  "  in  favor 
of  the  load,"  as  railway  experts  phrase  it ;  while  the  grades  on 
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the  opposing  lines  are  mainly  ^^  against  the  load."  These  con- 
ditions must  necessarily  conduce  to  a  greatly  lessened  cost  of 
operation  for  the  projected  line.  The  applicants  also  show  that 
they  can  control  and  have  already  concluded  optional  or  prelim- 
inary contracts  for  a  sufficient  annual  tonnage  of  coal  from  the 
anthracite  mines  to  yield  a  liberal  profit  from  the  operation  of  the 
new  line,  exclusive  of  any  confiideration  of  local  traffic  to  be 
gathered  along  the  route.  They  also  are  conceded  to  have  ample 
capital  to  construct  and  equip  the  line. 

The  opponents  of  the  enterprise  base  their  contention  chiefly 
on  the  following  points,  viz.:  1.  That  the  applicants  will  be  in 
effect  a  paralleling  competitor,  even  where  they  do  not  in  fact 
parallel  the  lines  controlled  and  operated  by  the  opponents.  2. 
That  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  the  applicants  cannot,  in 
any  event,  construct  the  section  of  their  line  as  proposed  from 
Lackawaxen  to  Hawley.  3.  That  the  construction  and  operation 
of  a  new  line  from  Lackawaxen  to  Hawley  by  the  applicant  would 
be  in  violation  of  an  existing  contract  between  the  Pennsylvania 
Coal  Company  and  the  Erie  and  Wyoming  Bailroad  Company  on 
one  side  and  the  Erie  Bailroad  Company  on  the  other,  by  which 
the  Etie  and  Wyoming  Valley  Bailroad  Company's  line  is  leased 
to  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  ending 
in  1909,  and  under  which  the  lessee  company  is  entitled  to  cer- 
tain traffic.  4.  That  the  existing  anthracite  coal  roads,  so-called, 
have  ample  capacity  to  carry  all  of  the  output  of  the  coal  fields 
that  can  be  marketed  at  tidewater. 

With  respect  to  the  first  objection:  This  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  applicant's  road  does  not  parallel  the  Erie  Railroad, 
except  in  the  sense  that  the  Erie,  running  southeasterly,  reaches 
tidewater  on  the  Hudson  river  at  Jersey  City  and  at  Newburgh; 
while  the  applicant's  line  running  northeasterly  and  almost  at 
right  angles  to  the  Erie,  reaches  the  Hudson  river  nearly  forty 
miles  north  of  the  Erie's  most  northerly  port  of  delivery  and 
about  ninety  miles  north  of  its  most  southerly  terminus,  the  har- 
bor of  New  York.  It  is  not  disputed  that  the  Erie's  haul  is  made 
difficult  by  opposing  grades — ^therefore  more  costly  to  operate 
and  logically  more  expensive  to  the  consumer  of  the  product 
transported.  To  hold,  under  these  conditions,  that  this  is  a  par- 
alleling of  the  Erie  lines  would  be  in  effect  to  determine  that 
where  a  line  already  exists  between  given  termini,  claiming  that 
it  can  or  will  do  all  the  business  offered,  no  other  line  over  a 
shorter,  more  feasible  and  therefore  more  economical  and  cheaper 
route  shall  be  established.  And,  finally,  upon  this  point,  the 
Board  holds  that  the  construction  of  this  applicant's  road  will 
not  be,  in  fact,  the  opening  of  a  new  competing  route,  but  really 
the  continuation  of  one  of  the  oldest,  earliest  routes  or  lines  of 
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transportation  in  this  State,  and  almost  wholly  within  this  Btate. 
The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  was  built  and  operated  before 
not  only  the  Erie  Bailway  was  built,  but  before  railroads  were 
known  as  a  factor  in  transportation  and,  what  is  still  nearer  to 
the  point,  the  canal  was  built  for  coal  transportation,  especially, 
while  it  incidentally  filled  the  needs  of  local  traihc  along  its  line. 
The  operation  of  the  railroad  along  the  right  of  way  of  the  old 
canal,  merely  supersedes  a  water  way  by  establishing  a  steam 
railway — ^it  is  in  perhaps  an  exaggerated  form  a  "  change  of 
motive  power."  Indeed,  the  continued  operation  of  this  particu- 
lar route  for  transportation  was  fully  considered  and  provided 
for  by  the  Legictlature  in  the  passage  of  chap.  452,  Laws  of  1881. 
That  act  authorized  a  steam  railroad  to  be  built  and  operated  on 
this  identical  route,  for  it  could  apply  to  no  other. 

With  regard  to  the  contention  of  one  of  the  two  principal  oppo- 
nents— the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company, 
that  its  line  will  be  paralleled,  the  claim  is  not  well  founded. 
Its  points  of  tidewater  delivery  for  coal  and  all  other  traffic  are 
sobstantiaJly  the  same  as  those  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  and  its 
adverse  grades  and  numerous  curves  are  both  onerous  and  diffi- 
cult. But  it  makes  a  further  contention  that  it  has  acquired 
control  of  the  Port  Jervis,  Monticello  and  New  York  Railroad 
and  that  the  new  line  will  parallel  both  the  Bummitville  branch 
of  that  line  and  the  route  of  the  Rondout  Valley  and  Kingston 
Railway,  no  part  of  which  latter  line  is  yet  built  and  of  which 
the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company  has  only 
recently  acquired  control.  With  regard  to  this  opposition,  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that,  even  if  the  Rondout  Valley  and 
Kingston  road  should  be  built,  it  and  the  Summitville  branch 
referred  to  cannot  transport  the  traffic  which  the  applicants  will 
control  for  their  proposed  line,  because  the  operating  conditions 
on  the  haul  to  tidewater  are  adverse.  Finally,  the  testimony 
adduced  on  this  hearing  and  the  history  of  the  Rondout  Valley 
and  Kingston  Railroad  enterprise,  afford  reason  to  believe  that 
it  is  a  dormant  project,  lately  brought  into  a  show  of  activity 
with  a  view  mainly  to  impeding  the  construction  of  the  appli- 
cant's line. 

On  the  second  objection  raised  by  the  opponents  the  Board  has 
only  to  say:  That  upon  this  hearing  the  oral  testimony  of  two 
distinguished  Pennsylvania  lawyers  was  submitted  for  each  side, 
on  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  applicants,  under  Pennsyl- 
vania laws,  to  construct  that  part  of  their  line  lying  within  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  and  that,  in  effect,  they  flatly  contradicted 
each  other,  so  that  this  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  that  question 
must  be  ultimately  dealt  with  and  determined  by  the  courts  of 
Pennsylvania.    The  question  here  raised  relates  to  the  ©ocalled 
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"  branching  power,"  or  additional  construction  by  railroads  in 
that  State,  but  even  if  the  Erie  and  Wyoming  Valley  ix)ad  can- 
not build  a  connection  for  the  new  railroad,  this  latter  line, 
though  leased  to  the  Erie  between  Hawley  and  Lackawaxen,  is 
a  common  carrier  and  may  be  compelled  to  afford  traffic  facilities; 
and  if  these  should  be  obstructive  or  inadequate  the  applicants 
show  that  a  new  and  distinct  line  from  Hawley  to  Lackawaxen 
has  been  located  in  their  interest,  by  the  Hawley  and  Eastern 
Railroad  Company,  a  new  corporation. 

And  similarly  as  to  the  third  point  of  objection  made  by  oppo- 
nents: It  is  not  contended  that  any  violation  has  yet  been  com- 
mitted regarding  the  contract  of  lease  and  for  certain  rights  on 
coal  transportation  between  the  Pennsylvania  Ooal  Company  and 
the  Erie  Railroad  Company.  Should  such  a  violation  occur,  the 
Penneylvania  Coal  Company,  as  shown  by  the  testimony,  is  amply 
responsible  in  damages  and  the  courts  may  be  resorted  to  by  the 
aggrieved  party  for  a  remedy. 

The  fourth  and  last  objection  here  considered,  to  wit:  That  the 
opponents  can  or  will  afford  all  the  traffic  facilities  required  by 
the  coal  mine  owners  in  the  region  affected  by  the  applicant's 
enterprise,  brings  the  question  before  this  Board  down  to  one  of 
large  public  concern — the  question  of  a  public  necessity  for  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  railroad.  No  doubt  exists  as  to  the 
feasibility  of  the  projected  route.  The  existing  railroads  may 
be  willing,  even  ready,  to  furnish  all  the  cars  necessary  for  the 
transportation  of  all  the  coal  produced  in  this  region  at  prevail- 
ing rates  of  transportation;  but,  if  the  prevailing  rates  are  based 
honestly  upon  the  cost  of  the  service  and  if  the  physical  difficul- 
ties of  the  existing  method  and  means  of  making  the  haul  are 
unavoidably  greater  than  they  should  be,  or  than  they  actually 
will  be  by  a  more  feasible  and  cheaper  route  and  means  of  trans- 
portation— and  upon  which  a  consequently  lower  and  yet  remun- 
erative rate  will  be  charged  for  the  service — then  the  "  public  con- 
venience and  a  necessity  "  which  the  law  requires  to  be  shown 
in  such  a  proceeding  as  this  one,  will  be  subserved  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  line  herein  contemplated.  If  coal,  a  prime  neces- 
sity of  life,  can  be  furnished  to  the  people  at  low^er  cost  than  it 
has  averaged  in  the  past,  they  are  entitled  to  have  it,  whether 
it  be  made  available  through  the  building  of  a  new  road  or  any 
other  form  of  improvement  in  conditions.  The  material  lessening 
of  the  cost  of  coal  at  points  of  delivery  and  consumption  will 
tend  vastly  to  the  building  up  of  new  as  well  as  present  indus- 
tries, to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  people  generally,  and 
it  may  be  said,  particularly  of  anthracite  coal,  that  it  will  tend 
in  large  measure  to  promote  public  health  and  cleanliness  in  the 
cities  and  villages  of  the  State.    This  last  consideration  is  one  to 
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which  the  Legislature  and  the  health  authorities  of  the  State 
and  its  cities  have  for  several  years  past  given  serious  attention. 
Another  consideration  which  favors  the  plan  to  construct  the 
proposed  road  is  that  it  will  be  built  without  the  establishment 
of  any  grade  crossings  of  public  highways. 

So  far  as  local  accommodation  ifi  concerned,  the  evidence  shows 
that  a  considerable  local  business  existing  along  the  line  of  the 
canal,  will  be  served  by  the  operation  of  the  applicant's  railroad. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  large  Rosendale  cement  interests  on 
the  eastern  end  of  the  line. 

Upon  these  and  the  many  other  reasons  deducible  from  tlie 
great  mass  of  testimony  taken  and  carefully  weighed  by  the 
Board,  in  the  hearing  of  this  application,  the  Commission  basics 
its  conclusion  that  the  certificate  herein  applied  for,  under  section 
59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  should  be  granted. 

A  return  to  a  writ  of  certiorari  In  this  matter  was  made  by  the  Board, 
and  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  follows: 

The  People  of  The  State  of  New  Youk  ex  rel.  Erie  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  Others,  Relators,  r.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers and  Delaware  Valley  and  Kingston  Railway  Company,  Re- 
spondents. 

Writ  of  certiorari  to  review  the  determination  of  the  respondent  Board 
granting  respondent  railway  company  a  certificate  of  reasonable  neces- 
sity and  convenience  for  the  construction  of  its  proposed  road  under  sec- 
tion 59  of  the  Railroad  Law. 
Per  curiam/ 

To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  not  to  the  court,  is  given 
primarily  the  determination  of  the  question  of  the  public  necessity  and 
convenience  required  by  law  for  the  construction  of  a  proposed  road. 
With  a  view  to  this  duty  in  part  presumptively  the  Commissioners  have 
been  specially  selected.  It  Is  siprnificant  that  by  section  59  of  the  Rail- 
road Law  (I^aws  of  181)0,  chap.  50.3,  as  amended  by  Laws  of  1S95,  chap. 
545),  while  provision  is  made  for  an  appeal  by  the  petitioner  in  case  a 
certificate  is  refused,  no  appeal  is  given  where,  as  in  the  case  at  bar,  the 
certificate  is  granted.  Recognizing,  however,  the  right  of  review  under 
this  writ,  this  court  has  always  been  slow  to  interfere  with  the  conclu- 
sions of  the  Board  except  for  manifest  error.  To  sustain  this  writ  the 
relators  must  show  that  the  conclusions  of  the  Commissioners  are  wholly 
without  support  of  evidence  or  that  the  evidence  so  far  preponderates 
against  the  facts  found,  that  if  found  by  a  jury  this  court  would  sot  aside 
the  verdict  as  against  the  weight  of  evidence.  (Code  Civ.  Proc,  §  2110.> 
The  guiding  rules  upon  the  review  of  such  verdicts  are  w<»ll  settled  and 
need  not  here  be  enunciated.  In  the  meinorandinn  submitted  by  the  Com- 
missioners with  their  report,  the  reasons  for  their  holdings  are  clearly 
and  concisely  stated.  Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  record  our  cou- 
clusion  is  that  the  evidence  does  not  so  far  preponderate  against  the  facts 
found  by  the  Board  as  to  autliorize  a  reversal  of  its  determination.  All 
concurred.

This  application,  by  The  Elmira  and  Corning  Railway  Com- 
pany, for  a  certificate,  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  that 
public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of 
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the  applicant's  railroad,  was  filed  with  this  Board  on  January  17, 
1900.  The  company  was  incorporated  to  build  and  operate,  by 
electricity,  a  street  surface  railroad,  from  the  city  of  Corning  to 
the  city  of  Elmira,  a  distance  of  about  eighteen  miles.  A  hearing 
in  the  matter  was  set  for  April  18, 1900,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
at  which  time  David  N.  Heller  appeared  for  the  applicant; 
George  F.  Brownell  and  J.  F.  Collin  appeared  for  the  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  in  opposition;  Robert  T.  Turner  appeared  for  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  in  op- 
position. On  this  date  no  evidence  was  taken  but  the  hearing  was 
postponed  to  a  date  to  be  thereafter  fixed.  Subsequently,  and  on 
August  7  and  October  24,  hearings  in  the  matter  were  given,  the 
first  in  the  city  of  Elmira  and  the  second  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
At  the  hearing  in  Elmira  David  N.  Heller  and  Charles  H.  Knipp 
appeared  for  the  applicant;  J.  F.  Collin  appeared  for  the  Erie 
Railroad  Company,  in  opposition,  Robert  T.  Turner  appeared  for 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  in 
opposition,  and  Diven  &  Diven  appeared  for  the  Northern  Central 
Railway  Company,  in  opposition.  At  the  hearing  in  New  York, 
Charles  H.  Knipp  appeared  for  the  applicant;  J.  F.  Collin 
appeared  for  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  in  opposition;  Robert  T. 
Turner  appeared  for  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
Railroad  Company,  in  opposition;  and  Diven  &  Diven  appeared 
for  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  in  opposition.  Con- 
siderable testimony  was  taken  at  these  hearings.  An  inspection 
of  the  proposed  route  of  the  company  and  report  were  made  by 
the  electrical  expert  of  the  Board. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence  in  this  matter,  the 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  certificate  applied  for  should  not 
be  granted.  On  the  proposed  route  of  the  applicant  are  the  in- 
corporated villages  of  Elmira  Heights  and  Horseheads  and  the 
unincorporated  villages  of  Big  Flats  and  Gibson.  Between 
Elmira  and  Horseheads,  there  are  at  present  four  steam  railroads 
and  one  electric  railroad,  vi^.^the  Erie  Railroad,  the  Lehigh  Val- 
ley Railroad,  the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  the  Delaware,  Lack- 
awanna and  AA^estern  Railroad,  and  the  Maple  Avenue  Electric 
Railroad.  Between  Horseheads  and  Corning,  there  are  two 
steam  railroads,  viz.,  the  Erie  Railroad  and  the  Delaware,  Lack- 
awanna and  Western  Railroad,  the  Corning  station  of  the  latter 
being  at  Gibson,  across  the  river  from  Corning.  The  railroads 
Mamed  as  in  operation  between  Elmira  and  Horseheads  all  have 
stations  in  Horseheads,  and  the  Erie  and  the  Delaware,  Lack- 
awanna and  Western  Railroads  have  stations  at  Corning,  Gibson 
and  Big  Flats.  Elmira  Heights  is  a  suburb  of  Elmira  and  is 
served  by  two  linos  of  electric  railroad.  These  railroads,  it  ap- 
pears from  the  evidence,  now  accommodate  the  public  between 
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the  points  named,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  leave  no 
public  convenience  and  necessity  to  be  served  by  the  applicant's 
railroad. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  public  convenience  and  a  necessity 
do  not  require  the  construction  of  the  applicant's  railroad.  The 
application  is,  therefore,  denied.

It  asks  this  Board,  under  section  59b  of  the  Bailroad  Law,  to 
revoke  the  certificate,  under  section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
granted  to  the  Hudson  River  and  Washington  County  Midland 
Railroad  Company  on  November  19,  1895.  The  railroad  of  the 
Hudson  River  and  Washington  County  Midland  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  not  constructed,  and  the  petitioner's  railroad  at  the  time 
of  the  application  was  in  course  of  construction  between  the 
points  proposed  to  be  reached  by  the  Hudson  River  and  Wash- 
ington County  Midland  Railroad.  A  hearing  in  the  matter  was 
set  for  August  4,  1899.  At  that  hearing  the  applicant  asked  for 
an  adjournment,  and,  without  the  taking  of  evidence  in  the 
matter,  the  hearing  was  adjourned  to  a  date  to  be  thereafter  set. 
The  applicant  not  having  proceeded  in  the  matter,  the  case  was 
closed  on  August  15,  1900,  but  may  be  reopened.

TJON  of  abandonment  OF  A  PORTION  OF  ITS  ROUTE. 

June  5,  1900. 

This  application,  under  section  103  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  the 
Buffalo,  Tonawanda  and  Niagara  Falls  Electric  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  street  surface  railroad  company,  was  filed  with  this  Board 
on  January  15,  1900.  It  asks,  under  section  103  of  the  Railroad 
Law,  for  the  approval  of  this  Board  of  a  declaration  of  abandon- 
ment of  that  portion  of  its  railroad : 

'*  Beginning  on  Webster  street  in  the  city  of  North  Tonawanda, 
running  thence  over  the  Erie  canal  and  Tonawanda  creek  to  Main 
street  in  the  village  of  Tonawanda,  Erie  county,  New  York; 
thence  along  Main  street  to  Fletcher  street;  thence  along  Fletcher 
street  to  Hamilton  street  (so  called);  thence  along  lands  called 
Hamilton  street  to  lands  called  Sixth  avenue;  thence  along  lands 
called  Sixth  avenue  to  the  Two  Mile  Creek  road;  thence  along 
Two  Mile  Creek  road  to  and  over  a  private  right-of-way  in  the 
town  of  Tonawanda,  Erie  county,  New  York,  to  O'Neil  street; 
thence  along  O'Neil  street  to  a  point  about  two  hundred  fifty  feet 
northeasterly  of  J[he  junction  of  said  O'Neil  street  (so  called)  with 
Tonawanda  street." 

The  proceedings  required  by  section  103  of  the  Railroad  Law 
have  been  taken  by  the  applicant.  The  portion  of  its  route  pro- 
posed to  be  abandoned,  it  deems  no  longer  necessary  for  the  suc- 
<:e68ful  operation  of  its  road  and  convenience  of  the  public  in 
consequence  of  a  contract  by  which  it  has  a  right  to  use  the 
route  or  portion  of  the  route  of  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls 
Electric  Railway,  Buffalo  and  Lockport  Railway,  and  Crosstown 
Street  Railway  Company  of  Buffalo,  street  surface  railroads.  A 
public  hearing,  after  public  notice,  was  given  by  the  Board  in  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  on  January  25,  1900.  Morris  Cohn,  Jr.,  appeared 
for  the  applicant.  John  Cunneen  appeared  for  the  t  own  of 
Tonawanda,  in  opposition.    W.  B.  Simpson  appeared  for  the  vil- 
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lage  of  Tonawanda  and  for  the  Citizen's  committee  of  Tonawanda^ 
in  opposition.  Willis  H.  Tennant  appeared  for  property  owners 
in  opposition.  Charles  W.  Sickman  appeared  for  property 
owners  in  opposition.  Michael  Nellany,  a  property  owner,  ap- 
peared in  opi>osition.  William  F.  Strasmere  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion. A.  F.  Premus  appeared  for  the  city  of  North  Tonawanda. 
Without  the  taking  of  evidence,  the  hearing  was  adjourned  until 
Friday,  January  26, 1900,  and  took  place  on  that  day.  The  Board 
inspected  the  portion  of  the  railroad  proposed  to  be  abandoned, 
which  is  about  five  and  one-half  miles  in  length,  from  North 
Tonawanda  to  Buffalo,  passing  through  the  village  and  town  of 
Tonawanda. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  evidence,  the  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  should  approve  the  declaration  of  abandon- 
ment of  the  portion  of  the  route  named.  It  is  for  the  most  part 
through  a  section  of  country  which  was  farming  land  and  where 
there  are  now  practically  no  dwellings  or  buildings.  Its  gross 
receipts  during  the  period  from  June  9, 1899,  to  January  23, 1900, 
were  |1,975.66,  while  the  cost  of  operation  was  |4,227.48.  Its^ 
average  daily  receipts  for  November,  1899,  were  |3.955;  for  De- 
cember, 1899,  12.847;  and  for  January,  190O,  |2.o7.  It  serves  no 
public  necessity  or  convenience.  The  public  travel  between 
Tonawanda  and  Buffalo  is  over  other  lines.  A  portion  of  it  is  in 
the  built  up  portion  of  the  village  of  Tonawanda,  but  even  here  the 
public  do  not  patronize  it.  The  owners  of  the  lands  through 
which  it  runs  object  to  its  abandonment,  and  while  the  Board  has 
carefully  considered  and  appreciates  the  position  of  these  land 
owners  in  the  matter,  the  fact  remains  that  the  public  do  not  use 
the  railroad  and  it  seems  to  the  Board  that  the  proposition  of 
abandonment  is  one  squarely  within  the  meaning  of  section  105 
of  the  Railroad  Law. 

There  are  some  questions  raised  in  opposition,  as  to  the  right 
of  the  applicant  to  abandon  this  portion  of  its  route  in  view  of 
municipal  franchises  which  it  has  received  and  in  view  of  dona- 
tions of  land  and  money  which  it  has  received.  So  far  as  these 
may  be  matters  of  contract,  this  Board  cannot  determine  them. 

The  Board  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  application  should  be 
granted,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  said  application  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted, 
and  that  the  approval  of  this  Board  of  the  declaration  of  abandon-

easterly  along  West  Seventy-second  street  to  Eighth  avenue  or 
Central  Park  west;  also  from  Broadway  westerly  along  West 
Seventy-second  street  to  Riverside  drive  or  avenue,  thence  along 
Riverside  drive  or  avenue  to  West  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
fourth  street. 

And  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  also  hereby  certifies 
that  it  has  approved  of  said  extension  or  extensions  of  the  route  - 
of  said  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Comjyany,  and  ordiers  that  a  copy  of 
this  approval  and  certificate  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  New  York. 


Brakes  and  Couplers  on  Freight  Cars. 


During  the  year  several  applications  were  received  by  the  Board  as 
to  extensions  of  time  within  which  railroads  should  equip  their  freight 
cars  with  automatic  brakes  and  couplers.  The  Board  extended  the  time, 
as  shown  by  the  following  orders.  No  further  extension  of  time  haa 
been  asked  by  any  company,  except  The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company, 
which  made  application  for  extension  of  time  to  equip  less  than  ^  of 
its  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers,  the  decision  in  which  will  be 
found  below.  During  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1900,  the  **  Brakes  " 
act  was  amended  by  chapter  549  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  relative  to  freight 
trains  being  sufficiently  equipped  with  automatic  brakes  to  be  under 
control,  rather  than  that  every  car  should  be  equipped.

Applications  having  been  made  to  this  Board  by  various  rail-

hearings  in  similar  applications  in  1897  and  from  recent  reports 
of  the  companies  on  file  in  this  office,  that  a  reasonable  extension 
of  time  within  which  to  fully  comply  with  the  law  should  be 
granted,  it  is 

Ordered,  That,  under  section  6  of  chapter  544  of  the  Laws  of

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  at  Putnam,  on  the  Champlai:;^ 

DIVISION  OV  THE  DELAWARE  AND  HUDSOX  COMPANY'S  RAILROAD, 

October  5,  1899. 

October  7,  1899. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  niatler  of  an  accident  at  Putnam,  on  the  Champlain  di- 
vision of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad,  October 
5, 1S99,  at  10.15  a.  m.,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report: 

An  extra  south-bound  freight  train,  drawn  by  locomotive  No. 
102,  with  running  order  to  Putnam,  arrived  at  that  station  at 
10.08  a.  m.,  October  5,  1899,  and  stopped  with  rear  of  the  loco- 
motive directly  opposite  the  south  end  of  the  station.  The  train 
was  in  charge  of  Conductor  F.  H.  Sullivan,  with  J.  H.  Nelson, 
engineman.  Immediately  after  the  train  was  stopped  Conductor 
Sullivan  entered  the  station  to  ask  for  additional  running  orders. 
At  this  time  an  extra  excursion  train,  north-bound,  with  order  to 
meet  this  freight  train  at  Putnam,  was  approaching.  The  train 
was  drawn  by  locomotive  No.  338,  and  was  in  charge  of  Con- 
ductor Charles  F.  Barker,  with  Louis  Peart,  engineman.  Near- 
ing  Putnam,  Engineman  Peart  applied  the  brakes  and  had  his 
train  under  control,  but  looking  across  the  curve  he  saw  the 
freight  train  standing  at  the  station,  and,  supposing  it  was  upon 
the  siding,  he  released  the  brakes  and  the  train  proceeded.  From 
the  place  where  brakes  were  released  a  point  of  roeks  obscured 
the  engineman*s  view  of  the  freight  train  until  within  a  few  hun- 
dred feet  of  it.  Engineman  Peart  then  discovered  that  the  train 
was  upon  the  main  track,  and  immediately  applied  the  brakes, 
but  was  unable  to  stop  his  train  in  time  to  avoid  a  collision.  The 
excursion  train  was  probably  running  at  a  rate  of  speed  of  ten 
to  fifteen  miles  per  hour  when  the  locomotive  struck  that  of  the 
freight  train.  The  force  of  the  collision  destroyed  the  pilots  of 
both  locomotives,  and  partially  crushed  the  extension  fronts;  the 
tanks  were  also  considerably  injured  and  other  smaller  damage 
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done  them.  One  gondola  of  the  freight  train  was  crushed,  and 
the  front  platform  of  the  head  car  of  the  excursion  train  waa 
broken. 

The  excursion  train  contained  about  75  passengers,  who  were 
on  the  way  from  Saratoga  to  Ausable  Chasm.  The  following 
excursionists  were  injured,  none  seriously: 

Mrs.  C.  S.  Myers,  Boonville,  N.  Y.;  chest  and  stomach  injured. 

Miss  M.  J.  Wilson,  Saratoga,  N.  Y.;  head  and  shoulder  bruised. 

Miss  Irene  Howland,  Saratoga,  N.  Y.;  head  cut. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Stewart,  Saratoga,  N.  Y.;  knee  bruised. 

Mrs.  D.  W.  Winship,  Saratoga,  N.  Y.;  knee  bruised.^ 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  crew  of  the  freight  train  bad 
no  information  that  the  excursion  train  was  on  the  road,  and, 
there  being  no  regular  train  due,  did  not  draw  into  the  passing 
siding,  which  is  located  just  north  of  the  station,  but  remained 
upon  the  main  track  and  passed  the  south  end  of  that  siding 
about  200  feet.  This  should  not  have  been  done  without  sending 
a  flagman  a  sufficient  distance  in  advance  to  protect  the  head  end 
of  the  train,  as  the  running  order  they  had,  gave  them  no  right 
fiouth  of  the  passing  track.  The  engineman  of  the  excursion 
train  was,  however,  most  at  fault;  he  had  no  right  to  assume 
that  the  freight  was  clear  of  the  main  track,  and  should  have 
held  his  train  under  control  until  he  knew  it  was  out  of  the  wav. 
(Engineman  Peart  has  since  been  dismissed  from  the  service.) 
Had  the  freight  train  been  where,  under  its  orders  it  had  a  right 
to  be,  this  would  not  have  prevented  the  collision. 

Your  inspector  does  not  consider  the  orders  given  the  trains 
sufficient.  Both  trains  should  have  had  the  same  information. 
The  single  order  system  of  telegraphic  train  orders  was  used,  and 
the  south-bound  train  did  not  have  the  same  information  the 
north-bound  train  had.  Had  the  conductor  and  engineman  of  the 
freight  train  known  they  were  to  meet  a  train  at  that  place,  they 
would  probably  have  put  their  train  on  the  passing  track,  or  have 
remained  back  of  the  south  end  of  that  track. 

Recommendation:  That  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Comi»auy 
use  the  double  order  system  of  telegraphic  train  orders. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  seut  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendation  of  the  inspector,  as  to  the  double  order  system  of 
telegraphic  train  orders,  the  recommendation  of  this  Board.  The  com- 
pany declined  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  and  requested  a  hear- 
ing, and  Its  general  superintendent  appared  before  the  Board  and 
explained  the  objections  of  the  company  to  adopting  the  double  order 
system.  The  Board  did  not  insist  upon  this  recommendation  In  view  of 
the  objections  of  the  company.

1899.

Report  by  Inflpector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  at  the  grade  crossing  of  the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  of  the  Buffalo  Creek 
Railroad,  at  East  Buffalo,  December  22, 1899, 1  have  made  an  in- 
Testigation  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

On  Friday,  December  22,  1899,  at  8.38  a.  m.,  a  passenger  train 
of  the  Erie  Railroad,  No.  103,  engine  No.  406,  J.  H.  Brogan,  con- 
ductor, Eugene  H.  Haynes,  engineer,  running  south  on  the  track 
of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  at  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  tracks  at  East  Buffalo  col- 
hded  with  engine  No.  905  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad.  Engine  No.  905  was  proceeding  westward, 
backing,  in  charge  of  William  Lonergan,  engineer,  and  Herman 
Shultz,  fireman;  J.  E.  Ranney,  master  carpenter  of  the  D.  L.  & 
W.  R.  R.,  was  also  on  the  engine.  The  engine  of  the  Erie  train, 
Xo.  406,  struck  engine  No.  905  about  at  the  cylinder,  derailing  it, 
so  that  afteV  running  about  sixty  feet  it  tipped  upon  its  side, 
breaking  loose  from  its  tender,  which  ran  some  distance  further 
before  stopping.  Engineer  Lonergan  was  caught  under  the 
wrecked  engine  and  killed.  Fireman  Shultz  and  Master  Carpen- 
ter Ranney  were  both  badly  bruised  and  strained,  and  slightly 
scalded  by  escaping  steam,  but  are  recovering.  The  forward 
trucks  of  the  Erie  engine,  No.  406,  were  also  derailed  and  the 
train  ran  about  100  feet  before  stopping.  No  persons  on  the 
Erie  train  received  any  injury. 

The  movements  of  trains  over  this  grossing  are  governed  by 
signals  located  in  a  tower  and  operated  by  a  signal  tender.  Red 
or  white  disc  signals  are  used  in  daylight,  and  at  night  red  or 
white  lights.  The  normal  position  of  all  the  signals  exhibits^the 
red,  or  danger,  signal,  and  a  rope  is  used  to  pull  the  signal  to 
the  "  safety  "  position,  which  shows  a  white  disc  or  light.  When 
the  rope  is  released  the  signal  goes  back  to  the  danger  position 
by  counterweight.  The  ropes  that  are  used  to  operate  the  signals 
on  the  different  roads  are  located  from  eight  to  ten  feet  apart,  so 
that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  the  signal  tender  to  give  a 
safety  signal  to  both  roads  at  the  same  time. 

The  engineer  of  train  No.  103  states  positively  that  the  signal 
was  white  for  his  train,  and  that,  according  to  his  custom  when 
approaching  signals,  he,  upon  seeing  the  color  of  the  signal,  said 
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to  his  fireman^  "  signal  on  the  white,"  and  the  fireman,  also  look- 
ing at  the  signal,  answered,  ^^ signal  on  the  white;"  that  his 
train  was  not  brought  to  a  full  stop,  but  speed  was  reduced  to 
two  or  three  miles  per  hour  at  the  post  located  200  feet  from  the 
crossing,  and  that,  the  signal  being  in  favor  of  his  train,  he  put 
on  steam  and  w:as  running  four  or  five  miles  per  hour  at  the 
crossing;  that  he  did  not  see  engine  No.  905  (which  came  from  his 
left)  until  its  tender  ran  upon  the  crossing,  he  thinks  about  20 
feet  ahead  of  his  engine;  that  he  at  once  shut  off  steam  and  made 
emergency  application  of  the  air  brakes,  but  they  did  not  have 
more  than  time  to  begin  taking  effect  before  the  collision  oc- 
curred. The  fireman  of  engine  No.  406,  Frank  Sagert,  corro- 
borates the  statement  of  the  engineer  up  to  the  time  of  nearing 
the  200  feet  post,  after  which  time  he  says  he  was  fixing  the  fire 
and  eaw  nothing  of  engine  No.  905  until  after  the  collision.  The 
conductor  of  train  No,  103  states  that  after  the  collision  he  got 
off  the  train  and  walked  ahead  to  the  signal  tower,  and  noticed 
that  about  one-half  of  the  white  and  one-half  of  the  red  disc  was 
in  sight,  and  that  almost  immediately  afterward  the  full  red  disc 
showed,  and  the  white  was  entirely  withdrawn.  Three  other  per- 
sons, passengers  on  that  train,  also  noticed  this  position  and 
change  of  signals.  None  of  them,  however,  saw  the  signals  be- 
fore or  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  and  probably  not  until  one  or 
two  minutes  afterward.  Herman  Shultz,  fireman  of  engine  No. 
905,  and  J.  E.  Ranney,  master  carpenter,  who  was  riding  on  that 
engine  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  state  positively  that  the  sig- 
nal was  white  for  their  engine  to  cross,  and  several  carpenters 
who  were  at  work  on  a  bridge  about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  east  of 
the  crossing  also  saw  the  white  signal  for  that  engine,  but  owing 
to  the  location  of  the  signals  for  the  trains  on  the  Buffalo  Creek 
road  could  not  see  their  position  or  color.  The  signal  tender,  an 
employee  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  says  that  at  no  time  did 
he  give  white  signal  to  Ihe  Erie  train,  but  did  give  white  signal 
to  engine  No.  905,  and  that  when  he  saw  the  Erie  train  was  not 
stopping  he  reached  as  far  as  he  could  in  their  direction,  still 
holding  the  rope  giving  white  signal  to  engine  No.  905,  and  sig- 
nalled with  his  hand  to  the  Erie  train  to  stop,  but  the  train  did 
not  stop,  and  the  engines  came  together  on  the  crossing. 

It  appears  very  difficult  to  reconcile  the  statements  of  the  var- 
ious persons  who  observed  the  signals  at  the  tower,  and  it  can 
only  be  done  on  the  possible  theory  that  the  signal  for  the  south- 
bound track  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad,  when  last  set  at 
*' safety"  position  previous  to  the  accident,  stuck,  or  was  caught 
in  some  manner,  and  did  not  go  back  to  the  danger  position  until 
after  the  collision,  when,  from  the  jar  or  other  cause,  the  signal 
be'  ame  loosened  and  went  back  to  the  normal  or  danger  posi- 
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tion,  and  was  in  the  act  of  so  changing  when  observed  bj  the 
conductor  and  the  passengers  of  the  Erie  train.  After  careful 
investigation,  your  inspector  is  convinced  that  this  is  what  did 
actually  occur. 

Had  the  engineers  in  charge  of  the  Erie  train  and  the  D.  L.  & 
W.  engine  made  the  full  stop  as  required  by  law,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded with  reasonable  caution,  the  accident  would  probably 
have  been  avoided.  While  investigating  this  accident,  the  move- 
ments of  the  trains  and  engines  of  all  the  roads  crossing  at  this 
point  which  are  governed  by  the  signals  in  this  tower,  were  ob- 
served, and  almost  no  train  or  engine  came  to  a  full  stop  within 
the  prescribed  limits,  but  did  slow  down  to  a  rate  of  si>eed  of 
from  two  to  six  or  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  then,  if  the  signal 
was  set  in  their  favor  would  put  on  full  steam  and  run  over  the 
crossing  at  a  rate  of  speed  of  ten  to  fifteen  or  more  miles  per 
hour. 

The  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad,  which  is 
double  track,  crosses  at  this  place  the  two  tracks  of  the  Buffalo 
Creek  Bailroad,  the  two  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railway,  and  also  the  two  tracks  of  the  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad.  The  signals  controlling  the 
movement  of  trains  on  all  these  roads  are  located  in  this  tower, 
and  are  operated  by  one  signal  tender,  who,  in  addition  to  operat- 
ing the  signals,  is  required  to  keep  a  record  of  arrival  and  de- 
parture of  all  D.  L.  &  W.  and  Buffalo  Creek  trains.  About  40O 
trains  or  engines  run  over  this  crossing  daily,  making  it  a  very 
busy  place,  requiring  great  care  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  signal 
tender,  but  engineers  and  trainmen  as  well,  to  prevent  accidents. 

Would  respectfully  recommend:  That  this  very  important  cross- 
ing of  all  the  roads  be  interlocked,  with  the  proper  signals,  de- 
rails in  all  tracks,  operated  from  a  tower,  and  that,  until  this  is 
done,  the  trains  and  engines  of  all  the  railroads  crossing  at  this 
place  comply  with  the  law  and  come  to  a  full  stop  within  the  pre- 
scribed limits,  and  then  proceed  over  the  crossing  with  caution. 

Would  also  recommend  that  the  present  signals,  while  used,  rr^- 
ceive  additional  counterweight,  to  insure  their  going  to  the  dan- 
ger position  when  released.

Board,  is  in  operation  at  the  crossing,- such  a  ]>!ant  not  hclu.G:  in  oi'ornt'on 
at  this  crossing.  All  the  companies  rei>lied,  .^Jtatincr  that  their  trains  and 
locomotives  were  required  to  be  brought  to  a  full  stop  before  proceeding 
over  this  crossing.

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Buffalo,  January  7,  1900. 

January  15,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Buffalo,  January  7, 1900,  I  have  made 
an  Investigation  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

On  Sunday,  January  7, 1900,  at  12.40  p.  m.,  West  Shore  paflsen- 
ger  train  No.  5,  engine  No.  19,  with  six  cars  in  train,  S.  J.  Walley, 
conductor,  B.  Ballou,  engineer,  running  weet  on  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  track  No.  2,  collided  with  yard  engine 
No.  118,  James  Talty,  conductor,  J.  Eaton,  engineer,  at  a  cross- 
over switch  located  just  west  oif  Louisiana  street  and  about  2,000 
feet  east  of  Exchange  street  station,  Buffalo. 

The  investigation  shows  that  train  No.  5  was  on  time,  running 
about  12  mile©  per  hour,  and  just  as  it  neared  this  crossover, 
yard  engine  No.  118,  which  was  standing  on  track  4,  headed 
east,  started  to  back  up  and  cross  track  3  to  track  2,  to  go  to 
the  station  on  track  2.  Engineer  Ballou,  of  train  No.  5,  saw  the 
yard  engine  standing  on  track  4,  and  saw  it  start  to  back,  but 
did  not  see  that  it  was  crossing  to  track  2  until  the  tender  fouled 
that  tr?ick.  He  then  made  the  emergency  application  of  the  air 
brakes  and  blew  the  whistle  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  en- 
gineer of  the  yard  engine.  He  was  unable  to  stop  his  train  in 
time  to  avoid  the  collision.  His  engine  struck  the  yard  engine 
about  at  the  cab,  derailing  it.  His  engine  was  also  derailed  and 
ran  across  track  1,  on  the  crossover  track,  and  stopped  on  a  snding 
eouth  of  that  track  and  about  100  feet  from  the  place  of  collision. 
The  cab  of  the  yard  engine  was  considerably  broken,  and  the 
machinery  damaged  to  the  extent  of  about  f450.  Engineer  J. 
Eaton  was  caught  in  the  wrecked  cab  and  had  his  hip  badly 
injured.  The  engine  of  train  No.  5  was  damaged  about  |375,  and 
the  baggage  car  in  that  train  about  f250.  No  persons  on  train 
No.  5  were  injured. 

The  crossover  switches  where  the  accident  occurred  are  in 
charge  of  a  switch  tender,  and  the  movements  of  trains  or  engines 
crossing  are  governed  by  him.  The  yard  engine  and  crew  had 
been  to  the  Seneca  street  round-house  for  coal,  water  and  dinner, 
and  had  returned  on  track  4  to  Louisiana  street  and  stopped  for 
the  switch  tender  to  shift  the  switches  so  they  could  cross  to 
track  2,  to  go  to  Exchange  street  station.  George  McKnight,  the 
switch  tender,  then  on  duty,  shifted  switches  connecting  tracks 
3  and  4,  and  also  the  switch  leading  from  track  3  to  track  2,  but 
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did  not  shift  the  switch  connecting  with  track  2,  and  gave  no 
signal  for  the  yard  engine  to  cross,  and  did  not  intend  to  give 
such  signal,  or  shift  the  switch  connecting  with  track  2  until 
after  train  !N'o.  5,  which  was  then  approaching  on  time,  had 
passed.  The  yard  engine  commenced  to  back,  however,  without 
waiting  for  the  switch  or  signal^  and  the  accident  occurred  as 
stated. 

The  engineer  of  the  yard  engine,  J.  Eaton,  appears  to  be  en- 
tirely responsible  for  the  accident.  From  his  position  in  the 
engine  he  could  have  seen  train  No.  5  approaching  when  it  waa 
at  least  800  feet  distant,  had  he  looked  in  that  direction,  and  as 
no  signal  was  given  him  by  the  switch  tender,  he  must  have  been 
very  careless  and  negligent  of  his  duty.

IX  THE  MATTER  OF  AN  ACCIDENT  ON  THE  ALBANY  RAILWAY,  NOVBM- 

BBR  15,   1899. 

January  20,  1900. 
Keport  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Albany 
Railway,  November  19,  1899,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

On  Sunday,  November  19,  1899,  a  covered  carriage,  drawn  by 
a  single  horse,  was  struck  by  car  No.  113  of  the  Albany  Railway, 
at  a  point  on  the  Broadway  line  about  125  feet  south  of  Bridge 
street.  The  carriage  contained  Mr.  William  C.  Pflug,  his  wife, 
Charlotte  Pflug,  and  their  son  William,  aged  about  twelve  years. 
The  carriage  was  overturned  and  its  occupants  thrown  out.  Mrs. 
Pflug  in  some  manner  got  under  the  car,  which  passed  over  her, 
breaking  her  neck  and  causing  other  Injuries,  resulting  in  instant 
death.  Mr.  Pflug  and  son  fell  into  an  open  ditch  beside  the  track, 
and  escaped  with  slight  injuries.  The  horse  had  a  leg  broken, 
and  was  afterwards  shot  to  end  its  suffering.  The  car  was  in 
charge  of  Philip  Burns,  conductor,  and  John  Gilroy,  motorman, 
and  was  proceeding  from  Troy  to  Albany,  on  the  regular  south- 
bound track. 

Broadway  is  straight  and  the  grade  of  the  railway  practically 
level  for  a  long  distance  each  way  from  the  place  of  the  accident. 
The  roadway  is  about  thirty-five  feet  in  width  between  the  curb 
lines,  and  the  tracks,  which  are  placed  near  the  center  of  the 
•treet,  occupy  about  fifteen  feet  of  this  space,  leaving  a  drive- 
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way  about  ten  feet  in  width  on  either  side.  Teams  proceeding 
northward  use  the  eastern  side,  and  those  going  south  the  west- 
ern side.  At  the  place  where  the  accident  occurred  was  an  open 
ditch  about  350  to  375  feet  in  length,  in  this  western  drivewav, 
in  which  a  conduit  was  being  laid.  This  effectually  prevented 
teams  from  driving  on  that  side  of  the  tracks,  and  compelled 
them  to  either  cross  the  tracks  or  go  upon  them,  past  this  open 
ditch.  Barriers  were  placed  at  each  end  of  this  opening,  and 
several  lanterns  were  placed  upon  them  at  night,  to  prevent  driv- 
ing into  the  opening.  Mr.  Pflug,  who  was  driving  south  on  that 
side  of  the  track,  did  not  notice  that  his  wav  was  obstructed  until 
his  son  called  his  attention  to  it  when  very  near  the  north  end 
of  the  ditch;  he  then  reined  his  horse,  which  was  trotting  slowly, 
sharply  to  the  left,  to  cross  the  tracks,  and  did  not  look  to  see 
if  a  car  was  approaching  from  behind,  and  did  not  notice  a  car 
coming  from  the  front  on  the  north-bound  track.  When  the 
horse  had  passed  over  the  south-bound  track  and  was  upon  the 
north-bound  track,  he  observed  the  north-bound  car,  and,  think- 
ing he  had  not  time  to  cross  in  front  of  it,  he  reined  his  horse 
sharply  to  the  right  and  started  down  the  south-bound  track,  and 
was  almost  immediately  afterward  overtaken  by  the  south-bound 
car,  No.  113,  with  the  results  as  above  stated. 

Car  No.  113  was  practically  on  time,  and,  according  to  the  tes- 
timony of  the  passengers,  running  at  a  rate  of  speed  of  about 
ten  miles  per  hour.  The  car  was  well  filled  with  passengers  at 
the  time.  The  conductor,  Philip  Burns,  was  collecting  the  fares 
and  noticed  nothing  unusual  until  the  car  stopped  suddenly. 
Passengers  who  were  standing  at  the  time  were  not  thrown  from 
their  feet;  they  felt  a  slight  jar,  and  the  stop  was  about  such  as 
is  usually  made.  Only  one  passenger,  Louis  Zerrein,  saw  the  car- 
riage previous  to  its  being  hit;  he  was  sitting  in  the  front  end  of 
the  car,  next  to  the  window,  and  thinks  the  carriage  was  about 
100  feet  distant  and  upon  the  track  when  he  first  discovered  it; 
he  saw  the  motorman  apply  the  brakes  and  heard  the  gong  ring. 
One  other  passenger  saw  the  brakes  applied,  but  no  others  saw 
them,  or  noticed  the  gong  ringing.  The  motorman,  John  Gilroy, 
lestified  at  the  coroner's  inquest,  that  the  headlight  was  lighted 
and  the  fender  to  the  car  was  down  in  its  proper  position  when 
ihe  car  left  the  street  car  barn,  a  short  distance  north  of  where 
the  accident  occurred,  but  refused  to  give  any  evidence  concern- 
ing the  a'*cidcnt  itself,  on  llio  irronnd  that  liis  testinionv  miirht 
t<'nd  to  inci  iniinate  liini. 

The  d'ltcli  Avliicli  Twrf^vitat^'d  ilie  rmssinir  of  i ranis  I'rnm  the 
w<'st  8i(h*  to  the  (asl  sj(h',  or  di-iviiiir  npnn  thf*  trades,  had  been 
ojtf'U  for  t'  n  rlays  or  nioi'v*,  and  th(»  nHjt»nninn  l^iipw  it  was  there 
and  lliat  hams  conhl  not  drivo  j^ast  it  nu  that  sido  of  the  track.

He  should,  therefore,  have  run  his  car  carefully  past  it,  but  ap- 
parently did  not,  and  was  therefore  negligent.  Mr.  Pflug  was 
also  negligent  in  turning  abruptly  as  he  did  to  cross  the  tracks, 
without  looking  to  see  if  any  car  was  approaching,  and  in  his 
irregular  driving,  first  apparently  intending  to  drive  directly 
across,  and  then  turning  suddenly  down  the  south-bound  track, 
which  movements  would  be  likely  to  mislead  the  motorman. 

Would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Albany  Railway  Com- 
pany require  its  motormen  to  run  at  reduced  speed,  and  exercise 
special  caution  wherever  obstructions  in  the  street  or*  highway, 
or  other  causes,  render  it  necessary  for  teams  to  cross  or  drive 
upon  the  track,  at  unusual  places.

Ix  THE  MATTER  OF  A  COLLISION  ON  THE  WbST  ShORE  DIVISION  OF 

THE  Xbw  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad,  at 
Seneca  River,  February  2,  l&OO. 

February  13,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

In  tlie  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  West  Shore  Mne  of  fthe  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  Kiver  Railroad,  at  Seneca  Eiver,  Febru- 
ary 2, 1900,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

A  regular,  eastbound  freight  train.  No.  74,  of  the  West  Shore 
line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  arrived 
at  Seneca  River  at  3:17  a.  m.,  February  2,  1900.  The  train  con- 
sisted of  locomotive  No.  1486,  with  35  loaded  freight  cars  and 
a  caboose.  J.  J.  Costello  was  conductor,  and  Glenn  Peckham 
engineman.  The  train  was  stopped  with  the  locomotive  about 
26  car  lengths  west  from  the  east  switch  connecting  with  the  pass- 
ing track,  ♦to  wait  for  the  first  section  of  westbound  freight  train 
No.  75  to  arrive  and  take  the  siding,  as  it  was  required  to  do  by 
the  telegraphic  train  orders  given  to  each  of  those  trains.  Train 
74  had  been  standing  about  25  minutes  when  first  75  came 
in  sight  across  the  Seneca  River  bridge,  some  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  distant.  The  first  75,  instead  of  stopping  to  shift  the  switch 
and  take  the  siding,  came  ahead  on  main  track,  at  about  a  regular 
speed  of  20  miles  per  hour,  and  collided  with  train  74.  After 
discovering  that  first  75  was  not  stopping,  the  crew  of  train  74 
did  not  have  time  to  move  their  train  and  had  barely  time  to  get 
to  a  place  of  safety.  Train  first  75  consisted  of  locomotive 
No.  575,  28  loaded  cars,  one  empty  car  and  a  caboose.  William 
Whalen  was  conductor  and  Robert  Fowler  engineman. 
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The  collision  badly  damaged  both  locomotives;  one  gondola  in 
train  74  and  three  box  cars  in  train  first  75  were  destroyed,  and 
one  gondola  in  train  74  was  considerably  damaged.  No  person  on 
train  74  was  injured.  Fireman  William  Caldwell,  of  first  75,  was 
caught  between  the  boiler  head  of  the  locomotive  and  the  end  of 
a  freight  car,  and  was  dead  when  discovered.  BraJ^eman  William 
H.  Dunn,  who  was  riding  on  the  locomotive,  had  both  legs  crashed 
and  received  other  injuries,  causing  death  in  about  one  Iioor. 
Brakeman  Martin  Monihan  was  thrown  fromi  the  top  of  the  train 
to  the  ground,  and  had  his  head  cut,  and)  his  wrist,  leg  and  ankle 
injured,  but  not  seriously.  Engineman  Robert  Fowler  was  thrown 
from  the  cab  window  to  the  ground,  but  was  only  silightly  braised. 
Conductor  Whalen  and  the  other  brakeman,  who  were  in  the 
caboose,  escaped  without  injury. 

Coroner  E.  P.  Thatcher,  of  Newark,  Wayne  county,  N.  Y,,  held 
an  inquest  on  February  9th,  at  Savannah,  at  which  all  the  living 
member©  of  both  train  crews  were  present  and  gave  testimony. 
Your  inspector  attended  the  inquest.  From'  the  evidence  there 
taken,  it  appears  that  no  responsibility  for  the  accident  rests  upon 
the  crew  of  train  74.  .The  orders  held  bv  each  train  were  identical 
and  provided  for  their  meeting  at  this  place,  and  that  first  75  was 
to  take  the  siding. 

Robert  Fowler,  the  engineman  of  train  1st  75,  testified  that 
there  were  20  air  brake  cars  in  his  train  coupled  up,  and  that  the 
brakes  had  worked  all  right  at  the  several  stops  previously  made, 
but  that  when  he  tried  to  apply  them  approaching  Seneca  River, 
they  did  not  hold;  that  he  then  tried  emergency  application,  with 
the  same  result;  that  he  then  reversed  the  engine  and  after  run- 
ning about  20  car  lengths,  thinking  the  drivers  were  sliding,  he 
threw  the  lever  ahead  for  an  instant;  that  he  then  pulled  it  back 
again  and  gave  steam;  that  he  thought  he  could  stop  the  train 
without  striking  train  74  or  doing  any  diamage.  The  conductor 
and  two  rear  brakemen  of  this  train  did  not  feel  any  application 
of  the  brakes  or  the  engine  being  reversed,  and,  discovering  Ihat 
the  train  was  not  being  stopped  in  'time,  brakeman  Monihan  tried 
to  get  to  the  rear  of  the  air  brake  cars,  to  apply  the  brakes,  bat 
did  not  have  sufficient  time.  Conductor  Whalen  testified  that 
after  the  collision  he  passed  under  the  air  brake  cars  of  train  first 
75,  while  looking  for  the  missing  members  of  the  train  crew,  and 
when  doing  so,  observed  that  the  brakes  were  tightly  set,  which 
shows  that  the  cars  were  supplied  with  air,  which  set  the  brakes 
when  the  collision  occurred,  and  is  strong  evidence  that  'the  air 
brakes  were  all  right.  Condiictor  Gostello  and  engineman  Peck- 
ham,  of  train  74,  both  testified  that  the  locomotive  of  first  75  was 
using  steam  up  to  the  time  of  the  collision,  but  were  unable  to 
«av  if  in  forward  motion  or  reverse.     Brakeman  Dunn,  was  found 
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beside  the  track  about  where  the  locomotiTeB  met,  aadi,  when  being 
picked  up,  said,  "  I  tried  to  wake  him,  but  I  couldn't."  Dunn  was 
not  questioned  sluj  further,  and!  was  ao  badly  injured  that  he 
spoke  very  little  before  he  died,  and  made  no  further  reference  to 
the  cause  of  the  accident.    , 

From  the  testimony  given  by  the  various  mem<ber»  of  the  two 
train  crews  it  is  evident  that  the  responsibility  for  the  collision 
rests  upon  Robert  Fowler,  engineman  of  train  first  75.  Had  the 
air  brakes  refused  to  work,  as  he  claims,  he  should  have  signalled 
for  the  hand  brakes,  and  also  to  warn  the  crew  of  train  74,  but,  as 
he  did  neither  and  apparently  continued  to  use  steam  until  train 
74  was  hit,  it  appears  evident  that  he  was  either  asleep,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  remark  made  by  brakeman  Dunn  before  he  died,  or 
was  entirely  neglecting  his  duties.

In  the  mattbr  of  a  collision  on  thb  Wbsteirn  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railway,  at  Wanakah,  February  6,  1900. 

February  14,  1900. 
Beport  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railway,  at  Wanakah,  N.  Y.,  February  6,  1900,  I 
have  made  an  investigation  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report: 

A  southbound  passenger  train,  No.  16,  of  the  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway,  A.  J.  Walsh,  conductor,  A.  A. 
Parkhurst,  engineman,  arrived  art:  Wanakah  on  time,  at  5.39  p.  m., 
February  5,  1000,  and  drawing  past  the  station  about  200  feet, 
proceeded  to  back  into  a  branch  track,  to  let  northboundpassenger 
train  No.  11,  due  to  meet  it  there,  pasa.  J.  F.  De  Mun,  a  brake- 
man  on  train  16,  opened  the  switch  and'  stood  there  to  close  it 
after  the  train  was  into  clear.  While  this  was  being  done  train 
11,  W.  P.  Lytle,  conductor,  S.  M.  McLane,  engineman,  was  ap- 
proaching at  reduced  speed,  to  allow  time  for  train  16  to  get 
on  the  branch  track.  As  soon  as  train  16  watr  clear  of  the  main 
track,  brakeman  De  Mun,  who  was  at  the  switch,  gave  signal  for 
train  11  to  come  ahead,  and  engineman  McLane  of  that  train  ap- 
plied steam;  then,  discovering  that  some  passengers  were  get- 
ting off  -train  16  and  crossing  the  main  track  to  the  station,  he 
slowed  his  train  again.  After  the  passengers  had  crossed'  he  re- 
ceiTed  a  signal  from  the  conductor  of  train  16  to  go  ahead,  and 
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then,  there  being  no  passengers  for  his  train  to  leave  or  take 
on  at  that  station^  he  put  on  full  steam,  and  thinks  he  was  run- 
ning about  10  miles  per  hour  at  the  switch.  When  the  locomo- 
tive reached  the  switch,  instead  of  following  the  main  track  it 
turned  ujion  the  branch  track,  followed  by  its  train,  and  collided 
with  No.  16.  When  he  discovered  that  his  train  was  taking  the 
branch  he  applied  the  brakes,  but  they  did  not  have  more  than 
time  to  begin  taking  effect  when  the  locomotives  came  together. 
Engineman  Farkhurst  of  train  16,  when  he  saw  train  11  coming 
in  on  the  branch,  called  to  his  fireman  to  jump  and  started}  to 
get  off,  but  did  not  have  sufficient  time,  and  was  caugbt  between 
the  cab  and  tender.  Both  his  leg®  were  crushed,  and  he  was 
otherwise  injured,  and  was  dead  when  discovered.  The  fireman, 
John  Connelly,  did  not  get  off  the  locomotive,  and  escaped  with 
slight  bruises.  W.  P.  Lytle,  conductor  of  train  11,  was  passing 
from  the  smoking  car  to  the  baggage  car  when  the  collision  oc- 
curred; he  was  thrown  violently  forward  and  sustained  a  fracture 
of  the  shoulder  and  collar  bone.  No  other  persons  were  injured 
to  any  extent.  Each  train  consisted  of  a  locomotive,  one  bag- 
gage car,  one  smoking  car  and  one  coach.  Both  locomotives 
were  badly  damaged.  The  cars,  with  the  exception  of  broken 
lamp  shades  and  chimneys,  were  very  little  injured. 

Brakeman  De  Mun  claims  'to  have  closed  the  switch  after 
train  16  was  on  the  branch,  and  that  the  locomotive  of  train  11 
opened  it,  and  that  the  switch  lever  nearly  hit  him  when  it  "  flew 
over."  When  train  11  stopped  it  was  all  on  the  branch  except- 
ing the  rear  truck  of  the  last  car,  which  had  not  reached  the 
switch.  No  wheels  were  upon  the  switch  point,  and  after  the 
collision  the  switch  was  found  set  for  the  main  track.  No  wheels 
had  been  upon  the  ground  before  the  collision.  The  switch  was 
a  split  point  and  fitted  well,  and  when  examined  by  your  in- 
spector had  not  been  changed  or  in  any  way  disturbed.  The 
switch  stand  was  rigid  and  had  a  good  target.  There  was  also 
a  lamp  upon  it,  which  was  lighted  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 
Engineman  McLane,  of  train  11,  thinks  the  lamp  showed  the 
switch  to  be  set  for  the  main  track  at  the  time  brakeman  De  Mun 
gave  the  signal  for  him  to  come  ahead,  but,  as  it  was  between 
daylight  and  dark,  the  light  did  not  show  plainly  and  he  is  not 
positive.  No  other  persons  connected  with  either  train  noticed 
the  position  of  the  switch  or  color  of  the  switch  light. 

From  the  condition  of  the  switch  and  stand  and  the  position  of 
the  train  after  the  accident,  entirely  upon  the  branch  track,  and 
all  wheels  upon  the  rails  up  to  the  point  of  the  collision,  it  is 
evident  that  the  switch  was  either  not  closed  after  train  16 
backed  on  the  branch  or  that  brakeman  De  Mun  opened  it  again, 
by  mistake,  before  train  11  reached  that  point;    and   the   fact 
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that  lie  must  have  closed  the  switch  after  the  train  stopped,  for 
it  to  have  been  found  in  that  position  indicates  that  he  made  a 
mistake,  and  sought,  by  closing  the  switch  after  the  accident,  to 
make  it  appear  that  the  wheels  ran  behind  the  points,  which, 
with  the  switch  in  the  condition  in  which  this  one  was,  could  not 
have  occurred. 

Therefore  your  inspector  concludes  that  the  main  responsi- 
bility for  the  accident  rests  upon  braJieman  J.  F.  De  Mun. 
Engineman  S.  M.  McLane  is  also  censurable  to  some  extent  for 
not  more  closely  observing  the  position  or  color  of  the  switch 
target  or  light.

In  the  mattee  of  a  collision  on  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson    River   Railroad,   near  West   Albany,   March   6, 

1900. 

March  12,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  near  West  Albany,  March  6, 1900, 1  have 
made  an  investigation  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

On  March  6,  at  5.12  a.  m.,  an  extra  eastbound  freight  train. 
No.  1731,  William  Fields,  conductor;  John  W.  Terpenning,  en- 
gineman, while  standing  on  track  4,  Inside  the  limits  of  the 
West  Albany  yard,  was  run  into  by  another  eastbound  freight 
train,  D.  A.  No.  4,  J.  Quigley,  conductor,  Joseph  Leffler,  engine- 
man.  Extra  No.  1731  was  stopped  by  a  train  ahead  on  track  1, 
and  had  been  standing  about  25  minutes.  Train  D.  A.  No.  4 
was  running  8  to  10  miles  per  hour,  at  the  time  of  the  collision. 
William  Fields,  conductor  of  extra  No.  1731,  was  in  the  caboose, 
and  was  caught  in  the  wreck  and  killed.  No  other  persons  were 
injured.  The  caboose  was  destroj-ed,  and  one  freight  car  was 
considerably  damaged.  The  locomotive  was  very  little  injured. 
Train  D.  A.  No.  4  consisted  of  locomotive  No.  1733,  15  freight 
cars  and  a  caboose.  Fourteen  of  the  freight  cars  were  equipped 
with  air  brakes  and  in  working  order.  This  train  had  been  run- 
ning about  25  to  30  miles  per  hour,  but  had  slowed  to  5  or  6  miles 
per  hour,  at  the  yard  limit  sign,  which  is  located  about  3,000  feet 
west  from  the  place  of  the  accident.  After  passing  the  yard 
limit  sign,  which  is  also  the. end  of  the  block  on  track  4,  the 
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brakes  were  released,  and  enginemau  Joe  Leffler,  of  that  train,, 
thinks  he  was  running  about  10  to  12  miles  per  hour,  when  the- 
rear  lights  of  the  train  ahead  were  discovered  around  the  curve^ 
about  15  car  lengths  distant;  he  was  not  using  steam,  and  the- 
train  had  gained  in  speed  on  account  of  the  descending  grade. 
Upon  discovering  the  train  ahead,  he  at  once  made  emergency  ap- 
plication of  the  air  brakes  and  tried  to  throw  over  the  reverse  lever,, 
but  had  difficulty  in  doing  so,  and  called  to  the  fireman  to  help,, 
but  was  not  heard.   He  succeeded,  however,  in  getting  the  reverse 
lever  about  one-third  of  the  way  past  the  center,  but  was  unable 
to  stop  his  train  in  time  to  prevent  the  collision.    He  thinks  he 
was  running  about  six  miles  per  hour  at  that  time.    When  he 
saw  there  was  likely  to  be  a  collision,  he  blew  the  whistle  several 
times,  to  warn  the  crew  of  the  train  ahead.    Brakeman  Benjamin 
Karl,  of  extra  No.  1731,  was  in  the  caboose  with  Conductor  Fields- 
when  the  headlight  of  D.  A.  No.  4  came  in  sight,  and  after  twice 
warning  him  to  jump  and  save  himself,  he  (Karl)  got  off  and 
went  over  to  track  1,  out  of  danger.    He  estimates  the  speed  of 
the  train  at  the  time  of  the  collision  as  about  10  miles  per  hour. 
It  was  snowing  very  hard  at  the  time. 

Approaching  the  place  where  the  caboose  of  extra  No.  1731 
was  standing,  the  view  is  obstructed  by  a  cut  on  the  inside  of  the 
curve  and  trees  standing  there,  so  that  the  engineman  of  D.  A. 
No.  4  could  not  have  seen  the  caboose  lights  until  within  about 
1,000  feet  of  them.  Apparently  owing  to  the  storm  and  the  fact 
that,  from  his  position,  the  boiler  head  of  his  locomotive  also* 
obstructed  the  view,  he  did  not  see  the  caboose  until  within  about 
BOO  feet  of  it. 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  accident  was  caused  entirely 
by  the  neglect  of  Engineman  Joseph  Leffler,  of  train  D.  A.  No.  4,. 
to  run  with  proper  caution  after  passing  inside  the  yard  limits,, 
as  required  to  do  by  the  rules  of  the  railroad  company. 


VIII. 

In  the  matter  of  an  aocidbnt  at  a  grade  crossing  on  the 

Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  near  Farmington,  February  25^ 

1900. 

March  5,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  a  grade  crossing  accident  on  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad,  near  Farmington,  February  25,  1900,  I  have  made  aa 
investigation  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 
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Train  'So.  8,  a  fast  express  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad, 
passed  Farmington  station,  eastbound,  at  12.14  a,  m.,  February 
25,  1900.  The  train  consisted  of  a  locomotive  and  five  cars. 
Joseph  Van  Dom  was  the  conductor,  and  Elno  F.  Hinman,  en- 
gineman.  At  a  highway  crossing  about  250  feet  east  of  the 
station,  the  locomotive  struck  a  covered  carriage  drawn  by  two 
horses,  in  which  were  riding  the  family  of  Porter  D.  Smith,  who 
resided  about  2^  miles  south  from  Farmington  station.  Mrs. 
Amy  Smith,  aged  48,  Miss  Miranda  Smith,  aged  24,  Albert  Smith, 
aged  22,  Glee  Smith,  aged  14,  and  Catharine  Smith,  aged  7,  were 
•either  instantly  killed  or  so  badly  injured  as  to  survive  but  a  very 
few  minutes.  Porter  D.  Smith,  aged  48,  was  seriously  bruised 
and  shocked,  and  not  likely  to  recover.  Gardiner  Smith,  aged 
:21,  sustained  slight  bruises.  The  carriage  was  destroyed  but  the 
horses  were  uninjured. 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  train  was  about  16  minutes 
late  and  was  running  about  50  miles  per  hour  at  the  time  of  the 
accident.  Engineman  Hinman  states  that  the  whistle  was  blown 
for  the  crossing  at  the  regular  place,  and  that  the  bell,  which  is 
-operated  by  air,  had  been  ringing  for  several  miles,  and  continued 
to  ring  until  after  the  accident.  Several  passengers  on  the  train 
heard  the  whistle  sounded  for  the  crossing,  and  a  fanner,  whose 
house  is  located  about  100  feet  from  the  crossing,  south  of  the 
railroad  and  west  of  the  highway,  testifies  to  hearing  the  whistle 
l)lown  and  the  bell  ringing  as  the  train  approached,  after  which 
"he  heard  the  crash  when  the  carriage  was  struck. 

The  highway  approaching  the  crossing  is  nearly  level,  and  per- 
haps two  feet  lower  than  the  track  until  the  very  gradual  raise 
is  made  to  cross  the  tracks.  The  railroad  is  straight  for  about 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  west  and  IJ  miles  east,  and  the  view  of 
approaching  trains  is  very  good.  From  the  direction  this  car- 
riage came,  a  practically  clear  view  of  eastbound  trains  at  any 
place  within  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  could  be  had  from  any  point 
on  the  highway  from  one-fourth  of  a  mile  to  150  feet  from  the 
track,  from  which  place  to  about  40  feet  from  the  eastbound 
track,  the  station  buildings  and  cars  standing  upon  the  siding 
•obstruct  the  view  to  quite  an  extent;  but  at  any  place  nearer  than 
40  feet,  the  view  is  clear  for  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  in  the  direc- 
tion the  train  came. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  wind  was  blowing  very  hard, 
"from  a  westerly  direction,  and  the  weather  was  extremely  cold. 
There  was  almost  no  snow  on  the  ground,  and  none  was  falling, 
and  aside  from  darkness  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  seeing  the 
lieadlight  of  the  approaching  locomotive,  which  was  burning 
"bpightly.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  diamond-shaped  cross- 
ing sign  in  good  condition  and  located  in  the  proper  position. 
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This  cannot  be  considered  a  dangerous  crossing,  and  your  in^ 
spector,  after  careful  investigation,  is  satisfied  that  the  accident 
resulted  from  not  taking  the  proper  precautions  before  attempt- 
ing to  drive  across  the  railroad  tracks. 


IX. 

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  Pennsylvania  division  of 
THE  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at 
Dresden,  March  3,  1900. 

March  10,  1900. 

Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  which  occurred  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road, at  Dresden,  March  3,  IdOO,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report:   ^ 

A  regular  southbound  passenger  train  of  the  Pennsylvania 
division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
No.  5,  which  consisted  of  locomotive  No.  90,  one  baggage  car 
and  two  coaches,  William  H.  Doolittle,  conductor,  C.  H.  Chap- 
man, engineman,  collided  with  regular  northbound  freight  train 
No.  84,  on  main  track,  about  100  feet  north  of  the  passenger 
station  at  Dresden.    Train  No.  84  consisted  of  locomotive  No. 
40,  27  freight  cars  and  a  caboose,  M.  S.  Melvin,  conductor,  Charles 
J.  Doolittle,  engineman.    The  passenger  train  was  about  one 
hour  and  forty-five  minutes  late,  and  was  running  on  its  time- 
table rights.     Had  thifi  train  been  on  time,  the  freight  should 
have  met  it  at  Rock  Stream,  about  16  miles  further  south,  but, 
being  late,  the  meeting  point  was  changed,  by  telegraphic  train 
orders,  to  Himrod's  Junction.     On  arriving  at  Himrod's  Junc- 
tion, the  freight  train  was  given  the  following  additional  tele- 
graphic train  order:    **  No.  5  and  No.  84  will  meet  at  Dresden 
instead  of  Himrod's  Junction."     After  receiving  this  order  the 
freight  train  proceeded  to  Dresden,  and  had  just  stopped  when 
struck  by  train  No.  5,  which  was  prepared  to  stop  at  the  station 
and  not  running  to  exceed  four  or  five  miles  per  hour.     The  force 
of  the  collision  was  comparatively  slight,  and  no  cars  were  de- 
railed; the  pilots  to  both  locomotives  were  broken,  the  smoke- 
stack was  knocked  off  that  of  the  freight  train,  and  some  other 
slight  damage  done  them.     Practically,  no  damage  resulted  to  the 
cars  of  either  train.    Horace  Taylor,  aged  about  fifty  years,  a 
fireman  employed  on  that  division  of  the  road,  riding  on  a  pass, 
was  standing  in  the  aisle  of  the  rear  car  of  train  No.  5  when  the 
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collision  occurred.  He  was  thrown  to  the  floor  of  the  car,  his 
head  striking  either  the  corner  of  the  closet  or  the  catch  for 
holding  the  car  door  open^  receiving  a  scalp  wound,  which  bled 
freely.  He  was  not  considered  seriously  injured  at  the  time,  but 
died  on  the  train  the  next  day  at  about  6.45  p.  m.  while  being 
taken  to  his  home  at  Lyons.  No  other  persons  on  either  train 
were  injured. 

The  south  end  of  the  passing  siding  at  Dresden  is  about  800 
feet  north  of  the  station,  and  the  order  given  the  freight  train 
entitled  that  train  to  run  to  the  passing  track  to  meet  the  passen- 
ger train.  The  same  meeting  order  given  the  freight  train  was 
placed  at  Dresden  for  the  passenger  train ;  therefore,  the  freight, 
which  was  the  "inferior  rights"  train,  was  given  the  right  to 
run  about  800  feet  past  the  place  where  the  passenger,  or  "  su- 
perior rights"  train,  could  receive  notice  that  such  right  was 
given.  There  is,  however,  a  special  rule  printed  on  the  time- 
table of  the  road,  which  reads  as  follows:  "  The  north  siding  at 
Dresden  will  be  used  as  a  passing  siding.  All  trains  must  run 
between  the  station  and  the  passing  siding  under  full  control, 
expecting  to  find  other  trains  moving  in  the  opposite  direction." 
The  railroad  track  between  the  station  and  the  passing  siding 
is  on  a  curve,  and  cars  standing  on  the  station  siding  obstructed 
the  view  of  the  freight  train,  so  that  the  engineman  of  the  passen- 
ger train  could  not  have  seen  it  until  within  400  to  500  feet  of  the 
place  of  collision;  and  as,  from  his  position,  the  front  end  of  the 
boiler  of  his  locomotive  also  obstructed  the  view,  the  freight 
train  was  not  discovered  in  time  to  stop  before  hitting  it. 

The  responsibility  for  the  accident  rests  principally  upon  en- 
gineman C.  H.  Chapman  of  train  No.  5,  for  failing  to  obey  the 
timetable  rule  governing  the  movement  of  trains  between  the 
station  and  the  passing  siding.  The  train  despatcher  was  also 
at  fault  for  placing  the  meeting  order  for  train  No.  5  at  the  meet- 
ing point,  and  failing  to  notify  train  No.  34  that  the  order  was 
given  train  No.  5,  which  was  the  "  superior  rights  "  train  at  the 
meeting  point.  This  was  faulty  despatching,  as  the  right  (under 
the  timetable  rule)  was  given  the  train  with  inferior  timetable 
rights,  to  run  past  the  place  at  which  the  train  with  superior 
timetable  rights  would  receive  the  order.  The  timetable  rule 
governing  the  movement  of  trains  between  the  station  and  the 
passing  track,  is  not  sufficient  excuse  for  having  given  the  train 
orders  in  this  manner. 

Would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  "  double  order  "  system 
of  telegraphic  train  despatching  which  is  in  use  on  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  be  strictly  adhered  to,  and 
orders  for  meeting  of  trains  be  not  given  at  the  meeting  point, 
excepting  when  very  necessary,  and  that,  when  this  is  done,  the 
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other  trains  affected  receive  a  notice  to  that  effect  with  their 
order,  that  special  care  may  be  observed  when  approaching  the 
meeting  point. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board* 
The  company  replied,  stating  that  the  accident  was  due  to  faults  of  the 
train  despatcher  and  engineer.

Blasdbll,  March  11, 1900.

Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  grade  cross- 
ing of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Lonis  Railroad  and  the 
Buffalo  and  Southwestern  line  of  the  Erie  Bailroad,  at  Blasdell,. 
March  11,  1900,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and  respectfullj 
submit  the  following  report: 

March  11,  1900,  at  about  4.20  a.  m.,  a  New  York,  Chicago  and 
St.  Louifi  freight  train,  fourth  section  of  No.  54,  T.  J.  Cantlin,  con- 
ductor, J.  E.  Young,  engineman,  while  crossing  the  track  of  the 
Buffalo  and  Southwestern  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  was  struck 
by  an  Erie  freight  train,  second  section  of  No.  134,  the  locomo- 
tive of  the  Elrie  train  hitting  and  practically  demolishing  the  rear 
car  and  the  caboose  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  train 
and  injuring  conductor  T.  J.  Cantlin  and  brakeman  E.  Sauer- 
wein,  who  were  riding  in  the  caboose.  Conductor  Cantlin  re- 
ceived a  severe  shaking  up  and  had  his  back  quite  badly  strained. 
Brakeman  Sauerwein  received  a  compound  fracture  of  the  right 
elbow.  No  other  persons  were  injured.  The  locomotive  of  the 
Erie  train  had  its  pilot  broken,  also  cylinder  head,  the  side  rods 
bent,  and  cab  somewhat  damaged.  Neither  the  locomotive  nor 
any  portion  of  the  Erie  train  was  derailed,  and  no  cars  of  that 
train  were  damaged. 

At  the  place  of  the  accident  the  track  of  the  EJrie  Bailroad 
crosses  that  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  and 
that  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Bailway,  which 
are  side  by  side,  at  an  angle  of  about  21  degrees.  The  move- 
ments of  trains  over  the  crossing  are  governed  by  a  tilting  board 
signal,  which  ie  operated  by  a  signal  tender  stationed  at  the 
crossing.    Both  trains  were  running  in  a  northerly  direction,  and 
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before  coming  to  the  crossiag  the  view  was  clear  for  more  than  a 
mile.  The  grade  of  both  roads  descend  toward  the  north,  or  in 
the  direction  the  trains  were  running;  the  grade  of  the  Erie 
track  is  abont  45  feet  per  mile  for  five  or  six  miles  south  of  the 
<sroBsing,  and  that  of  the  N.  Y.,  C.  &  Bt.  L.  track  somewhat  lees. 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  N.  Y.,  O.  &  St.  L.  train  had 
made  a  full  stop  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law,  and  then 
started  to  cross  the  Erie  track,  the  signal  at  the  crossing  being 
set  in  the  proper  position  to  give  that  train  the  right  to  do  so, 
^nd  the  entire  train,  excepting  one  car  and  the  caboose,  was 
past  the  crossing  when  the  collision  occurred.  The  Erie  train, 
William  Blohm,  conductor,  F.  C.  Hurd,  engineman,  consisted  of 
locomotive  No.  1058,  with  31  cars  loaded  with  coal  and  a  caboose. 
Fourteen  of  the  cars  had  air  brakes,  which  were  coupled  up  and 
in  working  order  when  the  train  started.  A  leak  had  developed 
in  the  discharge  pipe,  where  it  connects  with  the  air  pump  of 
the  locomotive,  when  the  train  was  on  the  road,  and  engineman 
Hard  had  notified  the  train  crew  not  to  depend  upon  the  air 
brakes,  and  the  train  was  handled  by  hand  brakes  at  several 
places  where  necessary  to  stop,  or  steady  the  train  on  descending 
grades.  After  the  train  had  passed  the  summit  some  five  or  six 
miles  from  the  Blafidell  crossing  and  started  on  the  descending 
grade,  engineman  Hurd  saw  that  the  train  was  gaining  too  much 
speed,  and  tried  to  hold  it  with  the  air  he  had  (35  to  40  pounds), 
and  at  the  Abbott  road  (about  3i  miles  from  the  crossing)  he 
sounded  the  whistle  for  the  crew  to  steady  the  train,  and  repeated 
the  signal  when  about  two  miles  from  the  crossing,  and  sounded 
it  a  third  time  when  a  half  mile  nearer,  from  which  place  he  kept 
whistling  for  brakes  until  the  collision  occurred.  He  had  been 
using  sand  all  the  way  down  the  grade.  Before  reaching  Blas- 
dell  he  saw  that  the  signal  at  the  crossing  was  set  against  his 
train,  and  his  fireman,  V.  Albrecht,  went  back  on  the  train  and 
had  set  the  brakes  on  three  or  four  cars  before  the  collision. 
The  speed  of  the  train  at  that  time  was  about  15  miles  per  hour. 
Conductor  Blohm  states  that  shortly  before  coming  to  the  Ab- 
bott road  he  heard  the  engineman  whistle  to  steady  the  train,  and 
that  he  and  his  flagman,  William  Geising,  did  all  they  could  to 
reduce  the  speed  of  the  train,  but  were  unable  to  control  it,  and 
the  collision  occurred  as  above  stated. 

After  careful  investigation,  your  inspector  concludes  that  the 
responsibility  for  the  accident  rests  entirely  upon  the  crew  of 
the  Etie  freight,  for  allowing  their  train  to  attain  too  great  speed 
on  the  steep  grade  before  trying  to  control  it,  and  that  they  were 
therefore,  negligent.  No  blame  attaches  to  the  crew  of  the  New 
York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  train.

In  the  matter  of  ak  accident  on  the  Ninth  Avenue  line  of 
THE  Manhattan  Railway,  March  18,  1900. 

March  26,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Ninth  Avenue  line  of  the 
Manhattan  Railway^  March  18,  1900,  I  have  made  an  investi- 
gation and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

A  northbound  train  on  the  Ninth  Avenue  line  of  the  Manhat- 
tan Railway  departed  from  the  South  Ferry  terminus  at  about 
3.25  a.  m.,  March  18,  1900.  The  train  consisted  of  locomotive 
No.  106  and  two  paissenger  cars;  James  McBride,  conductor; 
Richard  B.  Barlow,  engineman.  There  were  but  few  passengers. 
As  the  train  was.nearing  Rector  Street  station  and  running  at 
a  speed  of  6  to  8  miles  per  hour,  it  came  in  contact  with  a  drop 
chute  used  to  deliver  coal  on  the  locomotive,  which  had  become 
loosened  from  its  fastenings  and  dropped  down  directly  in  front 
of  the  train.  When  in  this  position  the  chute  extended  about 
one-third  across  the  track,  at  height  of  the  car  windows,  and 
struck,  first,  the  cab  of  the  locomotive,  partially  demolishing  it 
and  injuring  the  engineman  and  fireman,  then  cut  through  the 
passenger  cars,  breaking  corner  and  side  posts  and  tearing  out 
the  side  of  the  cars  between  the  windowsills  and  roof,  and  in- 
juring the  conductor  and  a  number  of  the  passengers.  The  throt- 
tle valve  of  the  locomotive  became  opened  by  the  accident  and 
the  train  ran  several  blocks  past  the  station  before  the  fireman 
recovered  sufficiently  to  close  the  throttle  and  stop  the  train,  the 
engineman  being  too  badly  hurt  to  perform  this  duty. 

The  following- named  employees  and  passengers  were  injured: 
Employees,  Richard  B.  Barlow,  engineman,  lacerated  brow  and 
abrasion  of  left  hand;  James  G.  McBride,  conductor,  severe 
shock;  Joseph  Hutchings,  fireman,  shock  and  slight  bruises. 
Passengers:  Alfred  H.  Alexander,  No.  410  West  Thirty-sixth 
street.  New  York  city^  contusion  of  head  and  abrasion  of  index 
finger;. Thomas  Shelvey,  No.  468  Tenth  avenue,  New  York  city, 
contusion  of  back;  James  Manning,  No.  15  W^ashington  street, 
New  York  city,  lacerated  brow  and  scalp;  David  E.  Pindley, 
No.  251  West  Twenty-third  street.  New  York  city,  compound 
fracture  of  skull;  A.  Allen,  No.  375  Lenox  avenue,  New  York  dty, 
contusion  of  hand;  John  Sweeney,  No.  201  West  Bixty-fifth  street, 
New  York  city;  lacerated  wound  of  forehead;  E.  F.  Gibbons, 
No.  375  Lenox  avenue,  New  York  city,  contusion  of  shoulder; 
John  Reif,  No.  650  Leiss  street.  Union  Hill,  N.  J.,  lacerated  wound 
of  scalp;  Thomas  Shelvey,  Jr.,  No.  468  Tenth  avenue,  New  York 
city,  contusion  of  right  hand. 
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The  coaling  station  at  which  the  accident  occurred  is  located 
about  200  feet  south  of  the  Rector  street  station.     The  coal  chute 
which  did  the  damage  is  constructed  of  heavy  plate  iron  and  is 
verj'  strong;  it  is  hinged  on  trunnions  so  placed  that  by  use  of 
counter-weights  it  very  nearly  balances,  whether  empty  or  filled 
with  coal.      When  a  locomotive  is  to  take  coal  it  is  stopped  di- 
rectly in  front  of  the  chute,  which  is  then  lowered  by  means  of  a 
lever  operated  by  the  coal  tender  in  charge  of  the  station,  and 
the  coal   which   the  chute  contains  (about  500  pounds)  is*  dis- 
charged into  the  tender.     The  chute  is  then  raised,  by  using  the 
lever,  to  a  position  to  clear  the  locomotiA-es  and  trains.     When 
the  chute  is  up  it  is  held  by  an  automatic  latch,  which  catches 
the  lever  and  prevents  it  being  moved.     There  is  also  a  positive 
pin  lock  provided,  which,  if  used,  effectually  prevents  the  chute 
being  lowered.     James  Cawley,  the  coal  tender  in  charge  of  the 
chute,  states  that  when  the  chute  w^as  last  used  previous  to  the 
accident,  it  was  raised  and  caught  by  the  automatic  latch  (or 
lock),  but  the  pin  was  not  inserted  in  the  lock,  although  he  ad- 
mits he  had  positive  orders  to  always  do  it,  and  very  rarely  failed 
to  put  the  pin  in;  he  says,  the  automatic  latch  was  securely 
caught  over  the  lever  and  had  never,  to  his  knowledge,  failed  to 
hold.     He  was  engaged  cleaning  about  the  floor  of  the  building 
when  he  heard  a  sharp  click,  and,  realizing  what  had  happened, 
ran  to  the  chute  and  jumped  on  the  lever  to  raise  the  chute, 
which  had  dropped  down,  but  was  unable  to  get  it  raised  in  time 
to  prevent  the  accident.     Dominick  P.  Nicholson,  foreman  engine 
hostler,  in  charge  of  the  Rector  street  yard,  was  on  the  floor  of 
the  building  where  the  coal  chute  is  located,  just  previous  to  the 
accident,  and  corroborates  coal   tender  James  Cawley's  state- 
ment as  to  where  Cawley  w^as  and  what  he  was  doing  at  that 
time;  he  states  that  he  had  just  started  to  go  down  stairs  ysrhen 
he  heard  Cawley  shout  and  run,  and  immediately  started  to  help 
raise  the  chute,  and  had  reached  it  and  got  hold  of  the  lever 
with  Cawley  when  the  train  co'llided  with  the  chute;  that  he  then 
took  measures  to  protect  following  trains  and  to  get  the  damaged 
chute  raised  and  out  of  the  way. 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  chute  which  caused  the  acci- 
dent was  equipped  with  proper  and  suflBcient  appliances  to  hold 
it  securely,  and  that  proper  instructions  were  given  as  to  their 
being  used,  and  that  the  ^cident  occurred  through  the  neglect 
of  coal  tender  James  Cawley  to  obey  those  instructions  in  fail- 
ing to  put  the  pin  in  the  lock.

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  New  York  and  Putnam 
DIVISION  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road, April  17,  1900. 

April  23,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  New  York 
and  Putnam  Railroad,  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad,  lessee,  April  17, 1900, 1  have  made  an  investigation  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

A  work  train,  running  south,  and  a  locomotive  without  train, 
bound  north,  on  the  New  York  and  Northern  Railroad  (New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  lessee),  met  and  collided 
about  200  feet  north  of  Worthington  station,  at  11.34  a.  m.,  April 
17,  1900,  resulting  in  fatal  injury  to  Prank  Frazer,  engineman  of 
the  work  train.  Both  locomotives  were  badly  damaged,  and  one 
car  of  the  work  train  was  destroyed.  The  work  train  was  being 
drawn  by  locomotive  No.  1793,  and  was  running  backward.  The 
crew  consisted  of  John  T.  Irving,  conductor;  Frank  Frazer, 
engineman;  Hugh  Kirk,  fireman;  W.  Sliter  and  F.  E.  Powell, 
brakemen.  The  train  had  been  working  at  various  places  on  the 
road  during  the  morning,  and  went  on  a  siding  near  Woodlands 
(about  three-fourthfi  of  a  mile  south  of  Worthington),  to  let  train 
No.  4,  due  at  about  11.09  a.  m.,  going  south,  pass.  When  No.  4 
passed  a  message  was  thrown  off  requiring  the  work  train  to 
report  at  Elmsford  station,  2J  miles  north  of  Woodlands,  for 
orders.  Leaving  a  brakeman  at  Woodlands  with  orders  to  flag 
and  hold  all  northbound  extra  trains  until  the  work  train  re- 
turned^ that  train  went  to  Elmsford  and  there  received  the  fol- 
lowing order:  "  Engine  1110  will  run  extra  from  Ardsley  to 
Pocantico  Hills.  Work  extra  1793  will  protect  themselyes 
against  extra  1110  north."  This  order  was  received  at  11.27 
a.  m.,  and  immediately  afterwards  the  train  started  to  return  to 
the  place  where  the  flagman  had  been  left.  When  it  was  near 
the  Worthington  station  and  running  at  a  speed  of  about  15  to 
18  miles  per  hour,  it  collided  with  extra  engine  1110  on  a  sharp 
curve,  with  the  result  as  above  stated. 

Extra  1110  had  received  the  same  orders  as  the  work  train. 

The  brakeman  of  the  work  train,  F.  E.  Powell,  who  was  left 
at  Woodlands  with  the  flag,  stopped  extra  1110  and  stated  to 
the  engineman,  William  R.  Delaney,  that  he  had  been  left  by  the 
work  train  to  flag  and  hold  all  extra  trains,  and  that  his  train 
was  between  that  place  and  Elmsford.  Engineman  Delaney 
claims  that  the  flagman  said  his  train  had  gone  to  Elmsford  and 
to  look  out  for  them.      Michael  Feeney,  the  flreman  of  extra 
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1110  corroborates  the  statement  of  the  flagman.  Engineman 
Delaney,  telling  the  flagman  to  look  out  for  all  other  extras  fol- 
lowing him  and  close  behind,  started  ahead  and  ran  at  a  rate 
of  speed  which  he  claims  to  have  been  6  or  7  miles  per  hour,  but 
which  his  flreman  thinks  varied  from  10  to  20  miles  per  hour^ 
and  18  miles  at  the  time  of  the  collision.  The  trains  m^et  on  a 
sharp  curve  around  the  base  of  a  hill,  where  the  view  was  so 
much  obstructed  that  they  could  not  have  seen  each  other  when 
more  than  500  to  600  feet  apart,  and  the  collision  could  not  then 
have  been  avoided. 

After  thorough  investigation  your  inspector  finds  that  the 
orders  given  the  trains  were  correct  and  suflBcient,  and  that  the 
responsibility  for  the  accident  rests  principally  upon  engineman 
William  B.  Delaney  for  running  past  the  flag.  Brakeman  F.  E. 
Powell  was  also  at  fault  for  not  insisting  that  extra  1110  remain 
at  Woodlands  until  the  work  train  returned. 

Engineman  Delaney  and  brakeman  Powell  have  been  dismissed 
from  the  service  of  the  railroad  company,  and,  therefore,  no 
recommendations  appear  to  be  necessary.

In  thb  matteb  op  a  collision  on  the  Albany  and  Susqubhanxa 

DIVISION  OP  THB  DeLAWARB  AND  HUDSON  CoMPANT'S  RAILROAD, 
NEAR  WORGBSTER,  APRIL  26,  1900. 

April  30,  1900. 

Report  by  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Susque- 
hanna Division  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Ck)mpany's  Bail- 
road,  April  26,  1900,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report: 

At  about  7.55  p.  m.,  April  26,  1900,  an  eastbound  freight  train. 
No.  98,  conductor  F.  W.  Miller,  engineman  William  Emory, 
while  backing  from  the  eastbound  to  the  westbound  track  at  a 
cross  over  switch  which  is  located  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
west  of  Worcester  station,  on  the  Susquehanna  Division  of  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  Railroad^  was  run  into  by  a 
regular  eastbound  passenger  train.  No.  6,  conductor  W.  L.  Bradt, 
engineman  James  Davis.  The  passenger  train  consisted  of 
locomotive  No.  393,  one  baggage,  one  express  and  one  mail  car 
and  two  coaches.  The  freight  train  had  about  40  loaded  cars 
and  a  caboose,  drawn  by  locomotive  No.  294. 
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Wlien  the  collision  occurred,  the  freight  train,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  about  5  cars  and  the  locomotive,  had  crossed  to  the  west- 
bound track  and  was  moving  slowly.  The  speed  of  the  passen- 
ger train  had  been  reduced  to  about  8  or  10  miles  per  hour.  The 
locomotive  of  the  passenger  train  striking  the  freight  cars  on 
the  side,  as  they  were  being  backed  across,  was  derailed  and 
went  down  the  embankment,  which  was  about  10  feet  in  height. 
The  cab  was  destroyed,  nearly  all  the  machinery  torn  off,  and  it 
stopped  nearly  bottom  up  and  badly  damaged.  The  engineman, 
James  Davis,  wae  found  partially  under  the  overturned  loco- 
motive, and^  although  considerably  bruised  and  shocked,  was 
not  dangerously  injured.  The  fireman,  Thomas  Ryan,  was 
thrown  clear  of  the  wreck,  and  only  suffered  from  bruises  and 
shock.  The  baggage  car  remained  upon  the  embankment,  rest- 
ing partially  on  the  wrecked  cars  of  the  freight  train,  and  was 
not  much  damaged.  The  baggageman,  C.  Hunt,  was  struck  by 
the  falling  baggage  and  suffered  internal  injuries.  None  of  the 
injuries  is  considered  serious,  and  no  other  persons  were  injured. 
All  the  balance  of  the  train  remained  upon  the  track.  Three 
box  cars  of  the  freight  train  were  practically  destroyed,  and  one 
gondola  considerably  damaged. 

The  crossover  at  which  the  accident  occurred  is  protected  by 
semaphore  signals,  which  are  located  about  1,700  feet  from  the 
switches,  in  each  direction,  and  are  interlocked  so  that  a  switch 
cannot  be  changed  from  the  main  track  without  first  setting  the 
signal  to  the  position  indicating  danger,  and  when  in  this  posi- 
tion all  trains  are  required  to  stop.  The  view  from  a  locomotive, 
when  approaching  the  crossover  and  the  semaphore  signal,  is 
good.  From  the  direction  the  passenger  train  came  the  signal 
can  be  plainly  seen  for  a  distance  of  more  than  one-fourth  of  a 
mile  before  reaching  it,  and  about  3.000  feet  before  coming  to 
the  crossover  switches.  At  the  time  the  passenger  train  passed 
the  signal  a  helping  locomotive  was  standing  behind  the  freight 
train,  on  the  westbound  track,  and  nearly  opposite  the  sema- 
phore, the  engineman  of  which,  William  Utter,  states  that  the 
semaphore  lamp  was  burning  brightly  at  this  time.  Therefore  it 
is  evident  that  engineman  James  Davis,  of  the  passenger  train, 
failed  to  obey  the  signal,  and  is  solely  responsible  for  the  accident.

IX  THB  MATTER  OF  A  DERAILMENT  OF  A  TRAIN  ON  THE  LaKE  ShORE 

AND  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  at  Wbstfibld,  May  23, 

1900. 

May  29,  1900. 

Report  by  Superintendent  of  Grade  Crossing  Bureau: 

In  the  matter  of  the  derailment  of  a  train  on  the  Lake  Shore 
and  Michigan  Southern  Railway;  at  Westfield,  on  the  morning  of 
May  23,  1900,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  engineman  and 
fireman  of  locomotive  No.  603, 1  submit  the  following  report : 

Westbound  train  No.  35  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railway,  consisting  of  locomotive  No.  603  and  six  mail 
cars,  left  Buffalo  on  time  and  was  on  time  when  the  derailment 
occurred,  about  one  mile  east  of  Westfield  station.  The  accident 
happened  at  exactly  8.30  a.  m.,  the  train  being  due  to  pass  West- 
field  at  8.32  a.  m.  From  the  despatcher's  sheet  at  Buffalo,  it 
was  ascertained  that  the  train  left  Dunkirk,  seventeen  miles 
away,  at  8.09  a.  m.,  so  that  the  seventeen  miles  were  covered  in 
twenty-one  minutes  or  at  the  rate  of  48.6  miles  per  hour.  The 
engineman  was  Michael  Regan,  of  Buffalo,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  reliable  enginemen  employed  by  the  railway,  his  time  of 
service  having  extended  over  thirty  years.  The  fireman  was  Wil- 
liam Leightbody,  also  of  Buffalo.  The  train  crew  consisted  of 
E.  D.  Page,  of  Cleveland,  conductor;  H.  W.  Billington  and  C.  L. 
Wright,  brakemen.  There  was  no  passenger  car  attached,  and 
the  only  other  persons  on  board  were  the  clerks  employed  in  the 
mail  cars.  At  the  point  where  the  derailment  occurred  is  a  fac- 
ing x>oint  switch  leading  into  a  long  siding,  from  which  again 
other  tracks  diverge,  forming  the  Westfield  yards;  this  switch  is 
connected  to  an  ordinary  switch  stand,  with  target  about  six 
feet  from  the  ground,  and  is  not  interlocked  with  any  signals. 
On  the  morning  of  the  accident,  trackwalker  J.  Franz,  of  W^est- 
field,  noticed  a  loose  bolt  connecting  a  rail  brace  with  the  stock 
rail  of  the  switch,  about  seven  feet  from  the  point.  He  unlocked 
and  partially  opened  the  switch  in  order  to  remove  this  bolt,  and 
with  the  switch  lever  partially  thrown,  placed  the  switch  pin  in 
its  hole  in  the  switch  stand.  While  at  work  here  he  saw  train 
No.  35  approaching,  but  not  until  it  was  within  several  hundred 
feet  from  the  switch;  looking  up  he  saw  the  fireman  standing  in 
the  imssage  between  the  engine  and  tender  motioning  to  him  to 
close  the  switch.  He  then  hurriedly  threw  the  lever,  but  neglected 
to  pull  the  pin  from  the  switch  stand,  and  the  lever  slid  over  the 
top  of  the  pin.  Had  he  held  the  lever  here  the  train  would  have 
passed  safely,  but  in  his  excitement  he  released  his  hold  of  the 
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lever,  permitting  the  point  to  spring  away  from  the  stock  rail 
just  as  the  train  reached  the  switch.  The  engine  followed  the 
main  track  and  the  mail  cars  dropped  to  the  ties  and  took  the 
direction  of  the  turnout  rails;  the  force  of  the  cars  was  sufficient 
to  throw  the  engine  from  the  track  and  turn  it  almost  com- 
pletely around,  and  in  this  position  it  turned  over  with  engine- 
man  Began  under  it;  the  fireman  was  caught  under  the  tender. 
The  trucks  were  forced  from  under  three  of  the  mail  cars  and  the 
latter  slid  down  the  embankment,  which  is  about  four  feet  high 
here.  Both  engineman  and  fireman  were  dead  when  taken  from 
the  wreck.  The  crew  and  mail  clerks  received  a  severe  shaking 
up,  but  none  of  them  seemed  to  have  been  severely  injured,  while 
both  tracks  were  blocked  for  about  four  and  one-half  hours,  and 
all  tracks  in  the  vicinity  were  either  torn  up  or  so  badly  damaged 
as  to  need  partial  renewal.  The  engine  and!  tender  were  also 
badly  wrecked. 

The  examination  of  the  trackwalker  showed  that  he  wa* 
familiar  with  the  trains  on  this  division,  and  that  he  knew  that 
train  No.  35  was  due  when  he  opened  the  switch.  The  loose  bolt 
which  he  was  trying  to  renew  did  not  impair  the  usefulness  or 
safety  of  the  switch  one  particle,  and  Franz  knew  when  he 
opened  the  switch  that  he  was  violating  the  rules  of  the  track 
department,  which  not  only  prohibit  the  opening  of  switches  by 
trackwalkers,  but  also  prohibit  them  from  carrying  switch  keys. 
The  tracks  in  both  directions  are  straight  for  a  very  long  distance 
and  there  is  nothing  to  obstruct  the  view  of  an  approaching  train. 
Brakes  were  in  working  order,  as  was  shown  in  their  inspectioi* 
at  Buffalo  and  again  at  Dunkirk,  where  a  stop  was  made.  The 
engineman  had  blown  for  the  switch,  but  apparently  saw  the 
danger  ahead  too  late  to  stop  the  train.  Whether  or  not  an  effort 
to  do  so  had  been  made  can  never  be  known,  neither  can  it  be 
ascertained  when  he  first  discovered  the  switch  to  be  «et  wrong. 

Franz  had  been  employed  on  this  division  as  trackwalker  about 
fourteen  years,  and  on  May  23  had  been  on  duty  about  two  hours^ 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  He  bears  a  good  reputation  in  West- 
field,  where  he  lives,  and  has,  until  now,  stood  well  with  his 
superiors  in  the  employ  of  the  railway.  He  is  not  in  the  habit 
of  using  intoxicants,  and  was  particularly  regular  in  his  attention 
to  his  duties. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  there  is  insufficient  protec- 
tion at  this  point.  There  are  several  switches  leading  from  the 
west-bound  main  track  between  the  point  of  accident  and  the 
station,  none  of  which  are  interlocked  with  any  signals.  The 
engineman  is  compelled  to  rely  entirely  upon  switch  targets  by 
day  and  lights  on  the  switch  stands  by  night,  and  an  accident 
similar  to  this  one  is  liable  to  occur  again  at  any  time.    I  would,. 
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therefore,  recommend  that  additional  protection  be  provided  by 
means  of  a  signal  or  signals,  so  that  the  positions  of  the  latter 
will  be  dependent  upon  the  positions  of  the  switches  leading  from 
the  west-bonnd  main  track. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  superintendent  of  the  grrade  crossing  bureau 
Che  recommendations  of  this  Board.  The  company  answered,  stating  that 
it  would  arrange  to  put  In  a  semaphore  located  east  of  the  switch  at 
which  the  derailment  occurred,  and  interlocked  with  it. 


XV. 

In  the  matter  op  a  collision  on  the  Harlem  division  of  the 
Xew  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Ken- 
sico,  August  21,  1900. 

September  22,  1900. 

Report  bj  Inspector: 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Harlem 
Division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at 
Kensico,  August  21,  1900,  I  have  made  an  investigation  and  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  report: 

At  about  8.45  p.  m.,  August  21, 1900,  regular  south-bound  way 
freight  train  No.  90,  while  standing  at  Kensico  station  delivering 
and  receiving  freight,  was  run  into  from  the  rear  by  an  extra 
freight  train  No.  696.  The  accident  resulted  in  the  killing  or  so 
seriously  injuring  of  engineman  William  Lauderbach,  fireman  J. 
Cassidy  and  brakeman  W.  Abriel,  of  extra  696,  that  they  sur- 
vived but  a  very  short  time.  Five  cars  of  train  90  and  the  loco- 
motive and  8  cars  of  extra  696  were  badly  damaged. 

Train  No.  90  arrived  at  Kensico  at  about  8.30  p.  m.  When  it 
stopped  at  the  station  the  rear  brakeman,  George  Donovan,  whose 
business  it  was  to  protect  the  rear  end  of  the  train  by  going  back 
with  a  flag,  failed  to  do  so,  and,  instead,  went  forward  to  the 
station  to  assist  in  handling  the  freight,  having  first,  as  he 
claimed,  set  at  danger  a  distant  signal  located  about  1,500  feet 
back  from  the  rear  end  of  where  the  train  was  standing.  This 
distant  signal,  which  is  a  semaphore,  was  not  placed  there  for  the 
protection  of  trains  standing  at  the  station,  but  to  protect,  and 
was  interlocked  with,  the  station  switches  and  operated  with  a 
lever  at  the  switch  wire  connected  with  the  signal.  However, 
when  this  signal  is  set  in  the  danger  position  no  train  has  the 
right  to  pass  it,  excepting  under  absolute  control,  prepared  to 
stop  before  reaching  the  switches.  Immediately  after  the  acci- 
dent parties  who  went  to  the  signal  found  it  set  in  the  danger 
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position,  but  the  light  was  out.     It  was  immediately  relighted, 
and  burned  brightly  through  the  night. 

From  testimony  taken  at  the  coroner's  inquest  it  was  shown 
that  this  lamp  was  properly  lighted  before  dark,  and  was  seen 
burning  by  the  engineman  of  a  train  which  passed  the  signal 
about  forty-five  minutes  previous  to  the  accident. 

The  conductor  of  train  No.  90,  F.  Proper,  assisted  in  handling 
the  freight  going  on  and  off  the  train  at  Kensico,  and  knew  that 
rear  brakeman  Donovan  was  not  protecting  the  train  as  required 
by  the  rules  of  the  railroad  company.  When  extra  train  696  was 
heard  approaching,  brakeman  Donovan  then  started  with  a 
lantern  to  go  up  the  track  and  meet  it,  but  was  too  late,  and 
had  only  proceeded  a  very  short  distance  when  the  train  passed 
him,  and  the  accident  occurred. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Birch,  coroner  of  the  county  of  Westchester, 
held  an  inquest,  and  rendered  a  verdict  placing  the  responsibility 
for  the  death  of  those  killed  in  the  accident  upon  George  Dono- 
van, rear  brakeman,  for  culpable  negligence  in  not  going  back 
to  protect  the  train,  and  Frank  Proper,  conductor,  for  wilful 
neglect  in  failing  to  direct  brakeman  Donovan  to  perform  the 
duties  required  to  be  performed  by  him. 

The  responsibility  for  the  accident  unquestionably  rests  upon 
roar  brakeman  George  Donovan  and  conductor  Frank  Proper,  of 
train  90.  The  railroad  company  has  discharged  these  men  from 
the  service,  and,  the  coroner  having  held  them  as  responsible 
for  the  accident,  no  recommendation  appears  necessary.

In  the  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  West  Shore  line  of  tub 

New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 

November  21,  1900. 

December  17,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  West 
Shore  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
near  Ravena,  Novemiber  21,  1900,  and  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: 

A  west-bound  passenger  train.  No.  1,  departed  from  the  Ravena 
station  on  the  West  Shore  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad,  at  6.40  p.  m.,  November  21,  1900.  After  pro- 
ceeding about  one  and  one-half  miles,  and  running  at  a  rate  of 
speed  of  40  to  45  miles  per  hour  this  train  overtook  and  collided 
with  locomotive  No.  1776,  which,  without  train,  was  moving 
slowly  westward  on  the  main  track.    Train  No.  1  was  being  drawn 
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by  locomotive  No.  886,  and  consisted  of  one  combination  car,  one 
coach,  one  dining  car  and  two  sleepers.    Patrick  McGee  was  the 
conductor  in  charge  of  the  train ;  on  the  locomotive  were  Greorge 
W.  Wrightson,  engineman,  and  John  A.  Kauth,  fireman.     Loco- 
motive No.  1776,  wuth  which  the  train  collided,  was  in  charge  of 
engineman  William  Cramer;  John  Strong,  his  fireman,  was  with 
him  on  the  locomotive.    The  force  of  the  collision  wrecked  the 
tank  of  the  **  light  engine,"  but  it  was  not  derailed,  and  ran  some 
distance  before  it  was  stopped.     Locomotive  No.  886,  of  the  pas- 
senger train,  had  front  end  badly  damaged,  frame  bent  and  the 
cab  destroyed;  one  platform  of  the  combination  car  was  broken, 
and  very  slight  damage  was  done  'to  the  coadi;  no  part  of  the 
train  was  derailed.    The  following  named  persons  received  bodily 
injury:    George  W.  Wrigbtson,  engineman,  right  eye  destroyed 
and  left  knee  bruised.   John  A.  Kauth,  fireman,  generally  bruised. 
John  i&trong,  fireman,  slight  cuts  on  side  of  face  and  left  arm 
bruised.     Ira  Garrison,  dining  car  conductor,  right  arm  slightly 
skinned  and  bruised.     Charles  A.  Sinois,  chef,  both  shoulders,  back 
of  neck,  right  side  of  face  and  left  arm  bruised.     Charles  M.  Lock- 
wood,  second  cook,  burned  about  the  head  and  face  with  hot 
grease,  and  back  bruised.     Owen  T.  Carroll,  third  cook,  bruised  on 
left  groin,  and  calf  of  left  leg  burned.    ^Alexander  Jordon,  waiter, 
both  hips  bruised.    L.  Augustus  Smith,  waiter,  back  and  head 
bruised,  and  cut  on  bridge  of  nose.    James  Adams,  waiter,  right 
arm  slightly  bruised  and  cut.     Frederick  Westerland,  waiter,  left 
shin  bruised,  and  generally  shaken  up.    Miss  Evelyn  Kelly,  pas- 
senger, bruised  about  stomach.    Miss  Kate  Reily,  passenger,  slight 
cut  over    left   eye,   and   bruised   about   the   body.,    Mrs.  A.  W. 
Maldaurr,  passenger,  bruised  about  right  side  near  sixth  and 
seventh  ribs.     Mrs.  F.  C.  Wood,  passenger,  slightly  bruised  about 
the  chest.     Engineman  Cramer  of  the  light  engine  jumped  before 
the  collision  and  escaped  uninjured;  fireman  Strong  also  jumped 
and  received  only  slight  cuts  and  bruises,  as  noted  in  list  of  per- 
sons injured.    None  of  "the  injuries  to  persons  appear  to  be  of  a 
serious  character,  excepting  those  to  engineman  Wrightson,  who 
has  lost  an  eye  and  has  since  the  accident  been  at  the  Albany 
Hospital  and  is  apparently  recovering  from  his  other  injuries. 

The  place  where  the  collision  occurred  is  about:  2,900  feet  west 
of  the  westernmost  switch  in  Ravena  yard  and  2,000  feet  west 
of  the  sign  marking  the  yard  limit.  From  the  direction  the  pas- 
senger train  came  there  is  a  tangent  of  about  3,700  feet  to  where 
the  locomotive  struck.  EIngineman  Cramer  states  that  he  was 
not  familiar  with  Bavena  yard,  having  made  but  three  trips  to 
that  place;  was  notified,  at  the  round  house,  at  about  5  p.  m.,  that 
he  was  to  be  at  the  yard  with  his  engine  at  6.30  p.  m.,  but  was  not 
informed  what  train  he  was  to  take  or  his  destination.    He  got 
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the  engine  ready  and  left  the  round  house  at  about  6.20,  headed 
west;  stopped  at  the  water-plug,  near  the  round  house,  and  filled 
the  boiler  and  tank;  then  started  toward  the  yard,  passing  seyeral 
switiches,  some  with  lights  on  the  stands  and  some  without  lights, 
getting  out  upon  the  west  bound  main  track,  still  supposing  he 
was  uxx)n  a  siding,  and  proceeded  slowly  westward,  expecting  to 
receive  a  signal  from  some  brakeman  or  branch  tender  who  would 
show  him  the  train  he  was  to  take.  After  running  some  distance 
he  turned  and  saw  a  light  coming  behind)  and  perhaps  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  distant.  He  thought  at  first  it  was  an  engine 
coming  from  the  round  house  up  into  'tihe  yard  for  a  train,  and  it 
did  not  occur  to  him  that  it  was  a  passenger  train.  It  kept  press- 
in;?  him  closer,  and  his  attention  was  divided  between  wa't'chinig 
ahead  and  be!hind  his  engine.  He  then  started  to  open  the  furnace 
door  to  let  them  see  his  position  "  for  sure,''  although  he  had  a 
marker  lit  on  the  rear  of  the  tender.  Buddenly  the  furnace  door 
of  the  approaching  engine  was  opened  and  he  saw  by  the  exhaust 
that  it  must  be  a  passenger  engine.  It  was  going  pretty  fast  and 
he  said  to  his  fireman,  "  Jack,  get  off."  He  then  jumped  off  on 
the  south  side,  and  the  fireman  followed  him.  The  engines  then 
came  together  and  his  engine  ran  on  up  the  track;  the  other  engine 
burst  into  flames  (the  fire  being  dumped  upon  the  track).  After 
asking  his  fireman  if  he  was  all  right,  he  went  to  the  engine  of 
train  No.  1,  with  his  fireman,  and  helped  engineman  Wrightson 
off  his  engine,  and  then  started  up  the  track  to  look  for  his  engine. 
Engineman  Cramer  has  been  in  the  company's  employ  fifteen 
years,  and  was  made  engineman  about  three  years  ago;  was  after- 
ward made  fireman  again,  at  his  request,  and  again  made  engine- 
man  October  1,  1900.  Fireman  John  Strong  of  the  light  engine 
was  a  stranger  to  Ravena  yard,  not  having  been  there  before,  and 
knew  nothing  concerning  the  engineman's  orders.  He  saw  the 
train  coming  before  the  engineman  told  him  to  jump.  Kngine 
man  Wrightson  of  the  passenger  train  states  that  he  saw  nothing 
of  the  light  engine  until  close  upon  it,  and  is  absolutely  positive 
that  there  was  no  light  of  any  kind  upon  the  rear  of  the  tender. 
Upon  discovering  the  light  engine  he  called'  to  his  fireman  to  jump, 
applied  the  brakes  and  had  hold  of  the  reverse  lever  to  reverse 
the  engine  when  the  crash  came.  He  was  iso  seriously  injured  that 
he  cannot  say  much  about  what  occurred  afterward.  Wrightson 
has  been  in  the  company's  employ,  at  different  times,  about  29 
years,  and  is  considered  a  very  careful  and  competent  man.  Fire- 
man Kauth  of  train  No.  1  was  tending  his  fire,  and  saw  or  heard 
nothing  wrong  until  engineman  Wrigh't'son  called  out,  and  the 
collision  occurred  almost  immediately  afterward.  He  was  some- 
what injured,  but  looked  for  engineman  Wrightson,  and  found 
him  on  the  running  board  near  the  front  end  of  the  engine  hang- 
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ing  to  the  hand  rail;  helped  to  get  him  to  the  ground  and  to  the- 
smoking  car. 

The  investigation  shows  that  the  responsibility  for  the  accident 
rests  npon  William  Cramer,  engineman  of  locomotive  No.  1776 
(the  light  engine).  A  bulletin  no^lice  is  posted-  at  the  Ravena 
round  house  and  on  the  bulletin  boardB  at  Ravena,  where  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  enginemen  to  see  and  observe  them,  reading  as  follows: 
"  Commencing  to-day,  June  25th,  all  engines  for  freight  service 
will  be  furnished  from  the  new  round  house,  and  will  be  put  on. 
the  arch  track  west  of  the  round  house,  where  they  will  be  taken 
charge  of  by  the  train  crews.  This  track  lead's  out  onto  the  ex- 
tension of  the  coal  chute  track,  and  is  protected  by  a  switch  lock. 
Thie  extension  will  also  be  used  by  incoming  River  Division  en- 
gines and  yard  engines  putting  coal  on  the  trestle.  Conductors 
when  ordered  will  instruct  their  brakemen  to  take  charge  of  their 
engines  and  let  them  out  and  onto  their  train,  being  very  partic- 
ular to  leave  the  switch  set  and  locked  for  the  coal  chute  track; 
also  ufiing  care  that  they  do  not  collide  with  River  Division  en- 
gines backing  to  the  round  house.  It  will  be  necessary  at  times 
to  uee  the  main  track  at  west  yard  to  get  to  your  train.  In  such 
cases  you  will  be  particular  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  regular 
scheduled  trains." 

This  notice  engineman  Cramer  disregarded.  He  should  not 
have  left  the  round  house  track  until  hia  engine  was  taken  charge 
of  by  the  frain  crew,  and  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  he  oould 
have  been  so  completely  lost  as  to  have  run  through  the  switches - 
set  against  his  engine,  to  the  main  track,  and  on  the  main  track 
for  more  than  half  a  mile,  past  all  the  yard  tracks  and  switches 
and  2,000  feet  past  a  signal  placed  to  mark  the  limit  to  which  any 
yard  train  or  engine  is  permitted  to  go  without  protection  or 
regular  running  orders,  Still  supposing  he  was  on  a  yard  track. 

Bngineman  Cramer  has  been  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the 
railroad  company. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company. 


XVII. 

In  thb  matter  of  a  collision  on  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company. 

December  17,  1900. 
Report  by  Inspector: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Rome, 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  division  of  the  New  York  Central 
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and  Hudson  Biver  Bailroad,  at  Salina,  November  26,  1900,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Passenger  train  No.  ^15  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
burg  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Bail- 
road  departed  from  Syracuse  station,  eastbound,  at  S.51  p.  m. 
November  26,  1900,  one  minute  behind  its  scheduled  time.  An 
additional  delay  of  about  a  minute  was  caused  by  waiting  for  the 
drawbridge  over  the  Erie  canal,  near  the  station,  to  be  closed, 
making  the  train  about  two  minutes  late.  The  usual  stop  for 
passengers  was  made  at  the  West  Shore  station,  but  no  time  was 
lost  there.  The  train  then  proceeded  and  had  gone  about  a  mUe 
when  it  collided  with  a  regular  freight,  No.  22,  westbound.  No.  22 
at  that  time  was  backing  into  a  siding  at  the  west  end  of  Salina 
yard,  and  all  the  train  excepting  the  locomotive  and  about  one 
car  had  got  upon  the  siding.  The  passenger  train  had  speed 
reduced  to  about  15  miles  per  hour,  and  the  freight  was  backing 
in  same  direction  4  to  5  miles  per  hour,  therefore  the  force  of  the 
collision  was  not  very  great,  but  sufficient  to  cause  some  damage 
to  the  trains  and  injury  to  persons. 

Michael  J.  Oronin,  engineman  of  train  No.  315,  had  right  leg 
broken.  BYank  Demars,  fireman  of  train  No.  315,  was  bruised 
about  the  head.  Joseph  Allen,  conductor  train  No.  315,  received 
internal  injuries.  Edward  Lavan,  passenger,  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  had 
back  sprained.  Alonzo  Qoddard,  passenger,  Liverpool,  N.  Y.,  had 
spinal  cord  injured,  causing  paralysis  of  legs.  Mrs.  George 
Thompson,  passenger,  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  shock  to  nervous  system, 
causing  hysterics.  Allan  O.  Laffler,  passenger,  Minnesota,  bone 
of  spine  fractured.  J.  G.  Hollingsworth,  passenger,  Fulton,  N. 
Y.,  injured  internally.  The  men  on  train  No.  22  saw  the  passen- 
ger train  coming  in  time  to  get  out  of  the  way,  and  no  one  con- 
nected with  that  train  was  injured.  The  passenger  train  con- 
sisted of  locomotive  No.  1004,  one  baggage  car  and  two  coaches; 
A.  J.  Allen,  conductor,  M.  J.  Cronin,  engineman,  Frank  Demars, 
fireman,  J.  C.  Devendorf,  baggageman,  A.  J.  King,  trainman. 
The  freight  train  was  made  up  of  locomotive  No.  1811 — 14  loaded 
and  8  empty  box  cars  and  a  caboose.  O.  E.  Cady,  conductor,  P. 
Harman,  engineman,  B.  Fiddler,  fireman,  C.  B.  Allen  and  B.  D. 
Wilder,  brakemen.  Both  locomotives  had  pilot  broken,  the  ten- 
der of  the  one  attached  to  the  freight  train  was  disconnected  and 
the  draw-heads  of  four  freight  cars  broken.  No  part  of  either 
train  was  derailed.  Train  No.  22  was  about  four  hours  late,  and 
entered  Salina  yard  just  at  the  time  train  No.  315  was  due  to 
leave  »the  Syracuse  station  (about  2  miles  distant),  and  had  the 
train  drawn  into  the  siding  at  the  east  end  of  the  yard,  it  would 
have  had  time  to  get  off  the  main  track  before  the  passenger  train 
could  arrive,  but  would  not  have  given  the  proper  clearance  re- 
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quired  by  the  rules  of  the  railroad  company  (five  minutes),  but 
instead  of  doing  this  the  train  continued  on  through  the  yard 
and  proceeded  to  back  into  the  siding  from  the  west  end;  while 
doing  this,  train  No.  315  arrived  and  the  collision  occurred.  Train 
No.  22  had  no  flag  out  and  made  no  effort  to  protect  itself  against 
train  No.  315,  which  had  the  right  of  track,  and  was  practically 
on  time.  No  satisfactory  reason  is  given  for  the  course  pursued 
by  the  men  in  charge  of  the  freight  train,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  train  No.  315  was  forgotten,  as  train  No.  22  was 
exceptionally  late,  and  had  very  rarely  been  so  far  behind  time 
as  to  be  on  the  road  at  the  same  time  as  that  train.  The  place 
where  the  collision  occurred  was  on  a  short  tangent  near  the 
end  of  a  curve,  and  the  view  was  somewhat  obstructed.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  there  were  numerous  side  tracks  in  the  vicinity  upon 
which  locomotives  frequently  stand  or  are  working,  and  when 
the  locomotive  of  train  No.  22  was  first  in  view  of  the  engineman 
of  the  passenger  train,  he  could  not  know  it  was  upon  the  main 
track  or  discover  that  it  was,  in  time  to  prevent  the  accident; 
therefore  no  blame  rests  upon  any  person  connected  with  the  pas- 
senger train,  but  attaches  to  engineman  F.  Harmon  and  conductor 
C.  E.  Cady  of  the  freight  for  disobeying  the  rules,  in  not  taking 
the  siding  at  approach  to  the  yard,  and  for  not  protectin;^  against 
the  passenger  train  when  occupying  the  main  track  on  the  time 
of  that  train.  Engineman  Harmon  and  conductor  Cady  have 
been  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  railroad  company,  and,  as 
no  other  persons  were  apparently  at  fault,  no  recommendations 
appear  necessary. 


A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company.

ix  the  matter  of  a  collision  ox  the  buffalo  and  lockport 
Railway,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  January  19,  1900. 

February  12,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

• 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Buffalo 
and  Lockport  Railway  and  submit  the  following : 

On  January  19,  11.28  a.  m.,  closed  cars  No.  51  and  54,  going 
in  opposite  directions,  collided  on  the  single  track  of  this  com- 
pany's main  line,  350  feet  north  of  the  end  of  the  double  track, 
which  extendfi  from  the  Main  street  terminus  in  the  city  of  Buf- 
falo.   The  accident  resulted  in  the  death  of  one  of  the  motormen; 
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4:he  other  had  both  legs  broken.  Both  conductors  were  injured, 
but  not  seriously,  and  three  passengers  received  injuries.  The 
vestibules  and  front  ends  of  both  cars  were  entirely  demolished. 

The  main  line  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport  Railway  Company's 
system  extends  from  Main  street,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  to  Liock- 
port,  a  distance  of  21  miles,  and  is  single  track  except  1,100  feet 
irom  main  street  north,  which  is  double.  Eight  miles  is  con- 
structed with  60-foot  80-pound  T-rail;  the  balance  is  30-foot  60- 
pound  T-rail.  There  are  6  turnout  switches  on  the  line;  two  of 
these  are  used  in  operating  the  regular  winter  schedule,  one  at 
•Oliver  street,  North  Tonawanda,  and  one  at  Pendleton  Center; 
the  others  are  used  as  occasion  requires,  when  cars  are  not  on 
schedule  time  or  when  extra  cars  are  run. 

Seven  cars  are  operated  on  the  winter  schedule.  They  are  run 
•on  30  minutes  headwav.  These  cars  are  all  of  the  same  size  and 
weijijht  and  have  the  same  equipment  except  two,  which  are  com- 
l)ination  baggage  and  passenger  cars.  The  cars  are  42^  feet  over 
all,  vestibuled,  cross  seats,  center  aisle,  seat  44  passengers,  have 
Brill  double  trucks,  G.  E.  No.  57  motors,  4  on  a  car,  and  each 
ear  weighs  about  17  tons.  They  are  equipped  with  the  G.  K  elec- 
tric brake,  each  axle  being  equipped,  making  four  disks  and  shoes 
on  each  car;  in  addition,  each  car  is  provided  with  the  ordinary 
liand  brake.  All  wheels  are  of  the  same  diameter,  with  2|-inch 
tread  and  f -inch  flange.  All  cars  have  oil  headlights,  sand  boxes 
and  red  lanterns.    None  of  them  has  oil  tail  lights. 

The  company  uses  the  Erie  Railroad  Company's  telegraph  sys- 
tem in  the  operation  of  its  cars,  and  there  are  telegraph  stations 
on  its  line  at  Lockport,  Pendleton,  North  Tonawanda  and  Inter- 
national Junction.  A  train  dispatcher  is  located  at  the  Nortii 
Tonawanda  station.  When  cars  are  off  the  regular  schedule 
time,  or  when  extra  cars  are  on  the  road,  they  are  run  by  orders 
from  the  train  dispatcher  in  the  same  manner  that  steam  trains 
are  operated  under  similar  conditions. 

This  accident  was  the  result  of  a  head-on  collision  of  car  Na 
51,  A.  B.  Conrow,  motorman,  A.  B.  Webb,  conductor,  and  car  No. 
I>4,  C.  P.  Hoover,  motorman,  F.  D.  Hoffman,  conductor.  Car 
No.  51  was  a  regular  car  running  north,  due  to  leave  Main  street 
junction  at  11.24;  car  No.  54  was  an  extra  car  running  south, 
under  orders  from  the  train  dispatcher. 

At  the  point  of  accident,  which  is  350  feet  from  the  end  of  the 
double  track,  the  track  can  be  seen  to  Main  street,  to  the  south, 
and  over  a  mile  to  the  north.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  track  200 
feet  south  of  the  point  of  accident.  There  is  no  grade  between 
Main  street  and  International  junction. 

In  making  an  investigation  of  this  accident  I  made  a  personal 
inspection  of  the  place  where  it  occurred,  and  examined  John  H. 
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Murray,  superintendent  of  the  road,  and  Albert  B.  Webb,  con- 
ductor of  car  ;Xo.  51,  whose  statements  in  reference  to  the  acci- 
dent are  submitted  with  this  report.  I  was  unable  to  examine 
any  other  person  concerned  in  the  collision.  From  these  state- 
ments it  will  be  seen  that  car  No.  51  was  due,  by  the  schedule, 
to  leave  Main  street  at  11.24,  and  that  it  wae  4  minutes  late.  The 
conductor  states  that  he  had  no  notice  that  there  was  any  other 
than  the  regular  schedule  cars  on  the  road  that  morning;  that 
his  car  continued  from  the  double  track  on  to  the  single  and 
had  proceeded  350  feet  when,  at  11.28,  it  struck  car  No.  54,  going 
in  the  opposite  direction;  that  car  No.  51  was  running  about  15 
miles  per  hour  at  the  time  of  the  collision.  The  statement  of 
Superintendent  Murray  shows  that  an  extra  car  was  run  over 
the  road  from  Tonawanda  to  Buffalo,  for  the  reason  that  repairs 
were  being  made  to  a  bridge  at  Tonawanda,  where  passengers 
were  transferred  and  cars  turned  back;  that  car  54  was  running 
south  from  Tonawanda  as  an  extra  car;  that  the  conductor  and 
motorman  received  a  written  train  order  from  the  dispatcher  at. 
North  Tonawanda  to  meet  regular  cars  at  Main  street;  that  the 
only  telegraph  office  between  North  Tonawanda  and  Main  street 
is  at  International  junction,  which  is  1,100  feet  from  the  end  of 
the  double  track  and  2,200  feet  from  Main  street  junction.  Mur- 
ray and  Webb  both  state  that  there  was  a  dense  fog  the  morning 
of  the  accident.  Webb  states  that  when  the  brake  was  applied 
on  his  car  he  looked  ahead  and  saw  the  other  car  about  60  feet 
from  him. 

There  were  12  passengers  in  car  51  and  8  in  car  54.  A.  B. 
CJonover,  motorman  of  car  51,  had  one  leg  crushed,  five  ribs 
broken,  and  his  lungs  punctured  by  broken  ribs.  He  was  re- 
moved to  the  Sisters'  Hospital  on  Main  street,  and  died  at  5.S0 
p.  m.  the  day  of  the  accident.  Motorman  Hoover,  of  car  54,  had 
both  legs  broken,  was  taken  to  the  General  Hospital,  and  at  this 
time  his  condition  is  favorable  for  recovery.  Webb,  conductor 
on  car  51,  was  cut  on  the  chin.  Hoffman,  conductor  of  car  No. 
54,  received  a  serious  cut  on  the  side  of  his  neck;  he  has  fully 
recovered.  Mr.  Sheldon  received  a  cut  under  his  chin,  and  Mr. 
Holser  had  a  broken  rib.  These  two  were  passengers  in  car  51. 
Mr.  Rogers,  a  passenger  in  car  54,  had  his  nose  broken. 

Conrow,  motorman  of  car  51,  had  been*  employed  as  motorman 
by  this  company  since  June  9,  1898.  Webb,  conductor  of  car  51, 
had  been  with  the  company  as  conductor  since  September,  1899. 
Hoover,  motorman  of  car  54,  had  been  in  the  company's  employ 
as  regular  motorman  about  three  weeks,  and  had  been  running 
with  a  regular  motorman  about  three  weeks  before  he  was  as- 
signed to  a  car.  Hoffman,  conductor  of  car  54,  had  been  in  the 
company's  employ  as  a  conductor  about  thirteen  months. 
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I  find  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the  train  dispatcher 
giving  the  conductor  and  motorman  of  car  No.  54  an  order  to 
meet  regular  car  51  at  Main  street,  when  there  was  no  way  he 
could  hold  car  No.  51  until  car  54  arrived  (a  copy  of  this  order 
is  submitted  with  this  report),  and  that  the  motorman  on  each 
car  should  have  had  his  car  under  control,  so  he  could  have 
stopped  it  in  time  to  have  prevented  the  accident.  The  condition 
of  the  weather  was  such  that  special  precautions  should  have 
been  taken,  and  they  should  have  run  at  a  very  slow  speed  be- 
tween the  end  of  the  double  track  and  International  junction. 
The  headlights  should  have  been  lighted.  This  was  a  very  ser- 
ious accident,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  life,  and  as  this  character 
of  accident  is  of  frequent  occurrence  of  late  on  electric  roads, 
every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent  head-on  collisions 
on  single  track  electric  roads,  and  especially  on  roads  of  this 
class,  where  17-ton  cars  are  operated,  which  are  equipped  in  euch 
a  manner  that  a  speed  of  52  miles  per  hour  can  be  made. 
With  this  end  in  view,  I  make  the  following  recommendations: 
That  a  telegraph  office  be  established  at  the  end  of  the  double 
track  at  the  Buffalo  end  of  the  line,  or  that  the  double  track  be 
extended  to  the  International  junction  station;  that  the  company 
provide  a  set  of  rules,  in  book  form,  for  the  government  of  its 
employees;. that  each  motorman  and  conductor  be  supplied  with 
-a  running  schedule;  that  all  care  be  provided  with  oil  tail  lights. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert,  the  recommendations  of 
this  Board.  The  company  replied,  stating  that  it  would  comply  with  the 
recommendations.

IX  THE  MATTER  OF  A  COLLISIOX  ON  THE  WhITESBORO  LINE  OF  THE 

Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad,  January  19,  1900. 

March  19,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  that  occurred  on  the  Utica 
Belt  Line  Railroad,  and  submit  the  following: 

On  January  19, 1900,  at  10  p.  m.,  a  "  head-on  "  collision  occurred 
on  the  Whitesboro  line  of  this  road  between  regular  car  No.  82, 
William  Young,  conductor,  and  Richard  Roberts,  motorman, 
running  from  Utica  to  Orifikany,  and  a  work  car  bound  from 
Oriskany  to  Utica  in  charge  of  H.  B.  Vanderzee,  assistant  super- 
intendent of  the  road.  The  accident  resulted  in  the  death  of 
Richard  Robert,  both  of  hi«  legs  being  cut  off  at  the  ankle.     He 
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was  taken  to  a  drug  store  and  operated  upon;  both  legs  were 
amputated  and  he  died  the  following  morning.  Mrs.  Connery, 
a  passenger,  was  hurt  about  the  head,  her  ear  was  cut  and  she 
received  other  slight  injuries.  Henry  Kenyon,  a  passenger,  re- 
ceived a  shock  to  the  nervous  system.  William  Young,  the  con- 
ductor, received  bruises  about  the  head.  Mr.  Vanderzee,  in 
charge  of  the  work  car,  was  badly  bruised  about  the  head.  Mr. 
Flannigan^  track  foreman,  who  was  on  the  work  car,  had  his 
head  injured.  Mr.  Wickham,  who  was  also  on  the  work  car,  had 
two  ribs  bToken  and  was  bruised  about  the  body.  The  vestibule 
of  the  regular  car  was  completely  demolished,  and  the  front  of 
the  car  was  stove  in.  The  work  car  was  but  little  damaged; 
neither  car  was  derailed.  The  work  car  bumi)er  rode  on  the  top 
of  the  bumper  of  the  regular  car,  and  in  this  manner  smashed 
in  the  vestibule  and  front  of  the  regular  car. 

The  regular  car  was  28  feet  over  all,  4-foot  vestibules,  equipped 
with  Tavlor  truck.  7-foot  wheel  base,  wheels  33  inches  in  diame- 
ter,  with  2^-inch  tread,  2  sand  boxes,  ratchet  chain  hand  brake, 
handle  12-inch  sweep,  electric  headlights,  sills  of  car  body,  4  by  6; 
platform  sills,  2^  by  7;  bumper  sills,  3^  by  5;  from  bottom  of 
bumper  sill  to  rail,  2  feet.  The  work  car  had  closed  vestibule, 
23  feet  over  aW,  with  end  and  side  doors;  3-foot  platforms; 
equipped  with  single  Brill  trucks,  7-foot  wheel  base,  33-inch 
wheels,  2i4nch  tread;  4  sand  spouts;  single  hand  brake,  handle 
12-inch  sweep;  electric  headlights;  body  sill®,  4  by  6;  platform 
sills,  2^  by  9;  bumper  sill,  5  by  6;  from  bottom  of  bumper  sill  to 
rail,  2  feet.  This  car  was  used  for  a  work  car  and  for  sanding 
the  rails. 

The  Whitesboro  branch  extends  from  Utica  to  Oriskany,  a 
distance  of  7J  miles,  single  track,  with  turnouts,  of  60-pound  "  T  " 
rail  construction.  The  line  is  equipped  with  a  block  signal 
systenL     Cars  are  operated  on  a  30-minute  schedule. 

I  made  an  inspection  of  the  point  of  accident  and  also  the  block 

signal  system  on  the  whole  line.     I  also  took  the  statement  of 

K.  G.  Young,  the  general  superintendent,  in  reference  to  the 

operation  of  the  road  and  as  to  the  particulars  of  the  accident, 

and  his  statement  is  submitted  with  this  report.     I  also  attended 

the  hearings  at  the  coroner's  inquest  on  the  death  of  Richard 

Boberts,  and  submit  herewith  the  testimony  taken  at  the  inquest. 

I  find  that  car  No.  82  was  bound  from  Utica  to  Oriskany,  due 

to  leave  Utica  at  9.30  and  to  arrive  at  Oriskanv  at  9.52.^    The 

work  car  had  been  ordered  to  proceed  from  Utica  to  Oriskany 

by  the  general  superintendent  for  the  purpose  of  removing  a 

horse  that  had  fallen  between  the  ties  on  the  track  over  the 

bridge  at  Oriskany.     The  car  left  Utica  at  9.04  in  charge  of  H.  B. 

Vanderzee,  the  assistant  superintendent.      He  acted  as  motor- 
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man,  and  had  three  men  on  the  car  with  him.  When  the  car 
reached  Oriskany  the  harse  had  already  been  removed;  the  car 
then  proceeded  from  Oriskany  to  Utica,  leaving  Oriskany  at  9.45^ 
ahead  of  a  regular  car  which  was  to  leave  there  at  9.52.  The 
work  car  ran  to  within  300  feet  of  the  Park  Houae  switch,  where 
it  collided  with  regular  car  82.  This  switch  i®  three  mile^  fronk 
Oriskany.  Between  Oriskany  and  Park  House  switch  there  are 
five  turnout  switches;  one  known  as  the  Dutchman's  switch, 
William's  switch,  Marcy  switch  and  Wright's  switch.  These 
switches  are  located  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  apart.  There 
were  only  two  passengers  on  the  regular  car,  one  man  and  a 
woman. 

Richard  Roberts,  the  deceased  motorman,  had  been  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  company  as  motorman  about  four  months.  He  had 
had  no  previous  railroad  experience.  He  was  instructed  as  to- 
his  duties  in  the  shops  of  the  company  for  a  week  under  the 
master  mechanic;  he  was  then  put  on  the  road  for  a  week^ 
running  on  all  the  lines.  He  was  certified  as  a  qualified  motor- 
man  to  the  general  superintendent.  This  was  his  first  accident. 
The  conductor  on  this  car  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  com- 
pany about  two  years.  The  assistant  superintendent  had  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  company  nine  or  ten  years. 

On  the  evening  of  the  accident  all  motormen  and  conductors- 
were  verbally  cautioned  by  both  the  superintendent  and  the  car 
starter  at  the  Utica  terminus  to  run  very  carefully  and  to  use 
extra  precaution  that  night  on  account  of  the  heavy  fog  prevail- 
ing. Mr.  Vanderzee'fi  in<structions  as  to  the  running  of  the  work 
car,  which  were  given  to  him  by  the  superintendent,  were  to- 
run  through  the  same  blocks  with  the  regular  cars,  and  to  run 
cautiously. 

There  is  no  curve  in  the  track  at  the  point  of  accident,  and  no- 
perceptible  grade.  The  view  of  the  tracks  from  this  point  to  the 
east  can  be  had  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  to  the  west  for  a  mile 
or  more.  On  the  night  of  the  accident  there  was  an  unusual 
fog  and  the  rail  was  wet.  The  fog  was  so  intense,  Mr.  Young 
states,  that  the  headlight  could  not  be  seen  50  feet  away.  The 
cars  were  equipped  with  an  ordinary  hand  brake;  these  brake* 
are  inspected  every  night  at  the  car  barns  by  two  men  employed 
as  car  inspectors.  That  there  was  sand  in  the  boxes  on  ear 
No.  82  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  after  the  accident  sand  wa» 
scattered  about  the  floor  of  the  car. 

The  company  has  no  book  of  rules  for  the  guidance  of  its  em- 
ployees, orders  being  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  Utica 
terminus.  The  cars  are  not  equipped  with  red  lights  or  lanterns; 
no  oil  lights  are  used  on  the  cars.  Each  turnout  switch  on  the 
line  is  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system  known  as  the  Ramsey 
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Block  Signal^  consi'Stiiig  of  a  box  set  on  a  bracket  on  a  XK>le  at 
the  iK>int  of  the  switch,  with  two  series  of  lamps  in  each  box. 
The  box  has  two  discs,  one  on  either  side.  These  boxes  are  con- 
nected by  a  metal  circuit.  The  lamps  in  the  boxes  are  controlled 
by  two  handles,  which  are  within  reach  of  motormen  from  the 
platform  of  the  car,  «o  that  they  can  operate  the  signals  without 
leaving  the  car.  Throwing  both  handles  of  the  box  shows  a  red 
light  in  the  box  at  the  switch  ahead,  a  red  light  in  the  rear  disc 
of  the  box  operated,  and  also  cuts  out  the  light  in  the  next  switch 
in  the  rear.  The  current  for  operating  these  lights  is  taken  from 
the  trolley  wire. 

The  statements  of  the  different  witnesses  and  persons  as  to  the 
accident  are  conflicting,  and  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  deter- 
fuine  whether  the  signal  at  Wright's  switch  wa^r  lighted  against 
the  work  car  or  not.  The  block  signal  system,  while  not  fulfilling 
all  the  requirements  of  a  perfect  system  for  electric  railroad 
operation,  is,  nevertheless,  one  of  the  best  I  have  knowledge  of. 

I  have  no  recommendation  to  make,  the  adoption  of  which 
might  prevent  similar  accidents  under  like  conditions.  But  to 
add  to  the  safety  of  operation  on  this  line,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  cars  operated  on  this  line  be  equipped  with  tail  lights, 
and  that  the  company  be  directedi  to  provide  its  employees  with 
printed  rules  for  their  guidance  in  the  operation  of  cars. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recomm'endations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of 
this  Board,  and  with  a  renewal  of  a  recommendation  as  to  the  cars  of 
the  company  which  cross  steam  railrcmds  at  grade  being  equipped  with 
a  red  flag  and  red  lantern  and  as  to  the  method  of  crossing.  The  com- 
pany answered  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  would  be  carried 
out  as  rapidly  as  its  abilities  and  opportunities  would  permit,  but  ques- 
tioned the  use  of  the  red  flag  and  red  lantern  at  steam  railroad  crossings. 
The  company  was  informed  of  conditions  which  had  occurred  at  such 
crossings,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  trolley  left  the  wire,  where  cars 
had  been  stalled  on  the  crossing  without  any  light  and  with  no  way  of 
Tvarning  approaching  trains. 


XX. 

In  the  matter  of  two  derailments  on  the  Genesee  Street 
LINE  OP  THE  Buffalo  Railway,  May  22,  1900. 

May  29,  1900. 
Report  by  Superintendent  of  Grade  Crossing  Bureau: 

In  the  matter  of  two  derailmen'ts  on  the  Genesee  street  line  of 
the  Buffalo  Railway  Company,  on  Genesee  street,  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo,  on  May  22,  1900,  in  which  eight  persons  were  injured,  I 
submit  the  following  report: 
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Tlie  Genesee  street  line  is  a  double  'track  line,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  two  accidents  the  tracks  are  perfectly  straight.  EJast- 
bound  open  car  No.  663,  running  at  a  speed  of  about  eight  miles 
per  hour,  left  the  rails  at  the  corner  of  Domedian  and  Grenesee 
streets,  and  turning  sharply  to  the  left,  or  north,  it  crossed  the 
west-bound  track,  striking  a  telegi'aph  pole  at  the  curb  and  rnn- 
ning  the  forward  trucks  on  to  the  sidewalk.  Of  the  nine  passen- 
gers, three  were  slightly  injured.  Nathan  Wolfe  received  a  slight 
scalp  wound;  Mrs.  Betz,  a  slight  cut  on  the  forehead;  and  H. 
Weiner,  a  cut  on  the  head.  All  the  injured  are  residents  of  Buf- 
falo. The  motorman  of  the  car  was  William  J.  Mulhall  and  the 
conductor  was  William  L.  Hayes.  The  former  had  been  em- 
ployed by  the  company  nine  years,  the  latter  five  years;  both  were 
considered  good,  reliable  and  careful  men  by  the  oflBcers  of  the 
company  and  their  record  is  stated  to  be  clear.  They  had  been 
employed  on  this  division  during  practically  the  entire  time  of 
their  service.    Neither  was  injured  in  the  accident. 

Fourteen  minu'tes  after  the  first  accident,  or  at  2.51  p.  m.,  open 
east-bound  car  No.  666,  the  same  in  every  respect  as  No.  663,  and 
running  about  seven  miles  per  hour,  l^t  the  track  in  precisely 
the  same  manner  and  within  about  fifteen  hundred  feet  of  the 
point  of  'the  first  accident.  The  car  upon  leaving  the  rails  turned 
sharply  to  the  left,  crossed  the  westnbound  track,  struck  a  tele- 
graph pole  and  ran  the  forward  trucks  over  the  sidewalk.  This 
was  much  the  more  serious  accident  of  the  'two.  The  car  carried 
ten  people,  of  whom  five  were  injured;  one,  Mrs.  Fannie  Young, 
living  at  No.  10  Ralph  alley,  fatally.  Mrs.  Young,  who  sat  at  the 
end  of  a  seat,  was  caught  between  the  side  of  the  car  and  the 
telegraph  x)ole,  and  both  her  legs  were  cut  oflE;  an  ambulance  was 
summoned  and  Mrs.  Young  was  taken  to  her  home,  where  she 
died  two  days  later.  The  next  most  seriously  injured  was  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Volk,  of  No.  711  Virginia  street;  her  skull  was  fractured 
and  her  right  arm  was  broken ;  she  was  taken  to  the  Fitch  Hospi- 
tal. The  others  injured  and  the  nature  of  their  injuries  are  as 
follows:  Mary  Pfleger,  left  wrist  and  nose  broken  and  mouth  in- 
juredi;  Mrs.  Mary  Kelly,  right  wrist  sprained;  and  Mrs.  Louis 
Krueger,  ear  cut  and  back  sprained.  The  motorman  was  L. 
Racher,  employed  eight  years,  and  the  conductor,  Reginald  Baker^ 
employed  three  years.  This  orew  was  also  considered  a  very 
competent  and  careful  one;  both  men  had  clear  records  and  had 
been  employed  on  that  division  during  practically  the  entire  time 
of  their  service,  ^oth  crews  had  been  on  duty  only  about  four 
hours  at  the  time  of  the  accidents.  The  damage  to  the  cars  was 
in  both  instances  very  trifling. 

The  surface  of  'the  track  where  No.  663  left  the  rails  is  fair  and 
there  is  no  grade.    The  surface  of  the  track  where  No.  666  left  the

rails  is  not  quite  as  good  as  a/t  the  former  point,  although  it  would 
also  be  considered  fair,  and  the  grade  is  up  toward  the  ea^t.  The 
rails  are  of  the  grooved  six-inch  girder  type,  thirty  feet  long,  weigh- 
ing about  sixty-seven  pounds  per  yard,  and  are  laid  on  yellow  pine 
ties>  about  thirteen  to  the  rail,  and  thoroughly  embedded  in  con- 
crete. Ties  and  rails  were  laid  about  four  years  ago.  The  joints 
are  very  tight  and  the  track  is  liaible  to  be  very  wavy  in  warm 
weather.  The  weather  on  May  22d  was,  however,  cqoI;  no  rain 
bad  fallen  on  'that  day  and  the  rails  were  perfectly  dry.  The 
gange  of  the  track  is  almost  uniformly  four  feet  nine  inches. 

Cars  Nos.  663  an^  666  are  forty-one  feet  long  over  all,  fitted 
with  G.  E.  No.  57  50-horsepower  motors  and  G.  E.  Company's 
electric  brakes.  Each  ear  was  supported  on  two  four-wheel  Brill 
Perfection  No.  27F  pivotal  trucks,  twenty-seven  feet  six  inches 
apart,  aaid  weighed  with  full  equipment  about  fifteen  tons.  The 
distance  from  the  top  of  rail  to  surface  of  car  floor  is  thirty-seven 
inches,  and  the  diameter  of  wheels  is  thirty-three  inches.  Both 
care  were  entirely  new,  and  had  been  running  on  this  division  for 
only  ten  days. 

On  May  22d,  car  No.  663  left  the  barn  at  5.46  a.  m.  and  No.  666 
left  the  bam  at  6.01  a.  m.,  and  both  had  covered  about  eighty-five 
miles  that  day  a't  the  times  of  the  accidents,  each  having  passed 
the  points  of  derailment  several  times  on  that  day..  Both  cars 
were  thoroughly  inspected  before  leaving  the  barns;  in  fact  they 
received  an  especially  good  inspection  on  accoun^t  of  their  being 
new;  they  were  found  to  be  in  perfect  condition.  After  the  acci- 
dent, an  inspection  by  the  master  mechanic  showed)  no  parts  of 
the  cars  to  be  missing;  all  nuts  and  boWs  were  tight  and  trucks, 
after  being  measured,  were  found  to  be  exactly  true.  None  of  the 
axles,  whicb  are  four  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  were  sprung. 

On  the  day  on  which  this  investigation  was  made,  the  speed  of 
none  of  the  open  cars  seemed  'to  be  more  than  ten  to  fifteen  miles 
per  hour.  It  was  ascertained  that  this  was  the  normal  speed  at 
which  these  <^rs  are  operated  here  and  that  no  instructions  had 
been  issued  to  the  motormen  since  the  day  of  the  accident  to  re- 
duce the  speed  on  this  portion  of  the  line.  The  statement  that 
cars  Noe.  663  and  666  were  running  at  a  si)eed  of  only  about  seven 
or  eight  milee  per  hour  was  made  by  the  crews  to  the  officers  of 
the  railway  oomfpany  and  cannot  be  verified.  The  schedule,  ac- 
cording to  the  timetable,  calls  for  an  average  speed  of  about 
twelve  miles  per  hour,  and  as  the  cars  were  on  time  it  is  probable 
tha^  the  speed  when  the  accidents  occurred  was  in  neither  in- 
stance greater. 

Nothing  positive  can  be  ascribed  as  having  been  the  cause  of 
either  accident.    It  seems  improbable  that  the  swaying  of  the  cars, 
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due  to  imperfectioM  of  the  surface  of  the  track,  at  the  slow  rate 
at  which  the  cars  were  running,  oould  alone  cause  them  to  leave 
the  rails,  although  this  might  cause  a  derailment  when  the  speed 
ifl  greater.  A  short  distance  east  of  Domedian  street  the  surface  of 
the  track  ie  in  a  much  worse  condition  and  the  speed  of  cars  seems 
to  be  very  much  greater  from  there  on,  so  that  if  the  swaying"  of 
a  car  alone  would  cause  its  derailment  anywhere  in  this  vicinity, 
the  probabilities  would  seem  to  be  that  such  derailment  would 
occur  where  the  track  is  poorest  and  the  speed  greatest.  It  was, 
however,  noticed  that  the  groove  of  the  rail  was  in  many  places 
filled  with  sand  and  dust  to  such  an  extent  that  only  from  one- 
half  to  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in  depth  of  the  head  of  the  rail 
seemed  to  be  available,  while  the  flanges  on  the  wheels  ape-.-fiill 
three-fourths  on  an  inch. 

The  oflBcers  of  the  railway  company  ascribe  both  accidents  to 
a  wilful  obstruction  of  the  groove  of  the  rail,  although  nothing 
that  might  form  an  obstruction  was  found  after  the  accident,  and 
the  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Buffalo  iwlice,  and  your  in- 
spector has  requested  the  superintendent  of  the  railway  company 
to  communicate  with  the  Board  in  case  any  positive  evidence,  bear- 
ing out  this  theory,  should  be  secured.  The  suspicions  are  based 
upon  the  fact  that  both  cars,  within  fifteen  minutes  of  each  other, 
at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  were  derailed  in  precisely  the  same  and  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  with  the  west-bound  track,  and  that 
these  derailments  happened  within  the  limits  of  the  points  at 
which  east  and  west  bound  cars  usually  pass  each  other.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  cars  were  running  (as  well  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained) at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  and  that  the  surface  of  the  track 
was  fair,  it  seems  that  the  derailments  were  caused  either  by  the 
insufficient  available  depth  of  head  of  rail  due  to  the  filling  up 
of  the  groove  by  dust  and  sand,  or  by  its  wilful  obstruction.  He 
flanges  on  the  wheels  being  full  three-quarters  of  an  inch  and  the 
available  depth  of  head  in  many  places  less  than  this,  would,  com- 
bined with  the  swaying  caused  by  unevenness  of  the  surface  of 
the  track,  have  a  tendency  to  derail  the  car,  and'  this  is  probably 
what  happened.  This  theory  would  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  other  cars  with  smaller  flanges  and  running  at  a  rate 
of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  miles  per  hour  were  seen  to  pass 
safely  over  this  portion  of  the  line. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  if  these  cars  continue  to 
run  on  this  division,  better  care  be  taken  to  keep  the  groove  of 
the  rail  clear  of  obstructions,  or  that  wheels  with  smaller  flanges 
be  substituted  for  those  now  in  use,  and  that  the  surface  of  the 
track  where  depressions  of  more  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  exist 
be  improved  so  as  to  reduce  the  swaying  of  cars  when  running  at 
a  high  rate  of  speed. 
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A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  compaxi7»  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  superintendent  of  the  grade  crossing  bureau 
the  recommendations  of  this  Board.  The  company  replied,  stating  that 
it  would  comply  with  the  recommendations. 


XXI. 

In  thb  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad, 

May  31,  1900. 
June  2,  1900. 
Report  by  EleetricaJ  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Third 
Avenue  IJailroad,  in  New  York  city,  and  submit  the  following: 

On  Thursday,  May  31,  at  11  o'clock  p.  m.,  open  car  No.  340, 
James  Casey,  motorman,  and  William  Phillips,  conductor,  run- 
ning from  city  hall  to  Fort  George,  collided  with  a  double  truck 
at  Thirtv-second  street.  The  accident  resulted  in  the  serious  in- 
jury  of  the  driver  of  the  truck,  the  motorman  and  two  passengers. 
The  truck  was  wrecked,  and  the  front  end  of  the  car  and  the  front 
seat  broken.  The  car  came  to  a  stop  at  Twenty-third  street,  as 
the  rules  of  the  company  require,  and  slowed  up  once  between 
that  point  and  Thirty-second  street,  where  the  accident  occurred. 
I  was  unable  to  learn  the  nature  of  the  injury  to  James  Casey, 
the  motorman;  Arthur  Becker,  the  driver  of  the  truck,  received 
an  injury  to  the  head,  and  James  McQuade,  a  passenger,  received 
an  injury  to  his  hip. 

In  making  my  investigation  of  the  accident  I  interviewed  the 
conductor  of  the  car,  William  Phillips,  whose  statement  is  at- 
tached.   I  was  unable  to  secure  a  statement  from  the  motorman. 

This  accident  was  the  result  of  the  motorman  not  seeing  the 
track,  which  was  crossing  the  track  ahead  of  him,  or  his  judg- 
ment was  wrong  as  to  the  distance  the  truck  was  from  him.  The 
stop  made  at  Twenty-third  street  and  the  slowing  up  of  the  car 
to  allow  four  men  to  get  on,  between  Twenty-third  and  Thirty- 
second  streets,  would  indicate  that  there  was  nothing  wrong 
about  the  brake  on  the  car.  Phillips's  statement  shows  that  the 
headlight  was  burning  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 


XXII. 

In  thb  hatter  of  an  agoidbnt  on  thb  Second  Avenue  line  of 
THE  Metropolitan  Street  Railway,  May  31,  1900. 

June  2,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Second 
Avenue  line  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company,  of  New 
York  city,  and  submit  the  following: 
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May  31st,  at  6.10  p.  m.,  open  car  No.  964,  of  the  Second  Ave- 
nue line,  John  W.  Techern,  motorman,  running  from  Astor  place 
to  Harlem,  at  Eighty-sixth  street  struck  horse  car  No.  10,  of  the 
Eighty-sixth  street  line.  The  accident  resulted  in  the  injury  of 
one  passenger,  the  derailment  of  the  horse  car,  and  the  breaking 
of  the  fender  and  dash  of  the  electric  car.  The  injured  passenger 
was  Dr.  Herald,  who  received  con.tusion«  on  the  leg. 

The  motorman  had  worked  in  that  capacity  for  two  months;  he 
was  broken  in  as  a  motorman  by  running  with  a  regular  motor- 
man  sixteen  days,  before  taking  a  car. 

The  rules  of  the  company  require  the  horse  cars  to  come  to  a 
stop  before  crossing  an  electric  track,  and  require  the  electric 
cars  to  be  under  control  when  crossing  a  horse  car  track. 

I  secured  statements  in  reference  to  the  accident,  from  the 
motorman  and  the  driver,  which  are  submitted  herewith.  These 
statements  show  that  they  both  complied  with  the  rule  in  refer- 
ence to  crossing  tracks. 

The  accident  was  the  result  of  poor  judgment  of  distance  and 
speed,  on  the  part  of  one  or  both  of  these  men. 

I  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  an  ac- 
cident of  this  nature.  The  rules  of  the  company  should  be  suflS- 
cient  protection  for  this  crowing. 


XXIII. 

In  the  matter  op  an  acoidbnt  on  the  Yonkbrs  Railroad, 

June  9, 1900. 

June  12,  1900. 
Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Yonkers 
Railroad,  and  submit  the  following: 

On  June  9th,  at  8.32  p.  m.,  open  car  No.  192  of  the  Yonkera 
Railroad  Company,  Harry  Holburton,  conductor,  and  Willis  Hum- 
phrey, motorman,  running  from  Roberts  avenue  to  the  depot,  left 
the  track  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Ashburton  avenues  and  ran 
into  a  house,  going  through  a  bay  window  and  breaking  the  hood 
and  dash  of  the  car.  On  what  is  known  as  the  Park  Avenue  line 
which  is  single  track  with  the  exception  of  1,400  feet  between  a 
point  on  Palisade  avenue  to  a  point  on  Park  avenue  which  is 
double  track,  there  is  a  down  grade  on  Park  avenue  near  Ash- 
burton avenue  of  12^  for  250  feet.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  from  the  top  of  this  grade  the  double  tracks  are  joined  into 
a  single  one.    There  is  a  stop  sign  at  the  top  of  this  hill.    On 
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Park  avenue  the  track  is  nine  inch  girder  rail  construction. 
The  curve  from  Park  avenue  into  Ashburton  avenue  is  a  special 
work  curve  with  guard  rails  on  each  rail  on  both  tracks.  Above 
this  grade  on  Park  avenue  the  track  is  level.  Park  avenue  is  a 
macadam  improved  street,  with  the  tracks  in  the  center.  Ashbur- 
ton avenue,  at  its  intersection  with  Park  avenue  is  paved  with 
asphalt,  and  twenty-five  feet  between  curbs.  There  is  a  curb- 
stone which  extends  four  inches  above  the  asphalt  pavement. 
The  house  which  the  car  ran  into  is  located  eighteen  feet  from  the 
curbstone.  Between  the  yard  in  front  of  the  house  and  the  side- 
walk there  is  a  light  picket  fence.  The  yard  is  sodded  and  level 
between  sidewalk  and  house. 

The  car  left  the  rail  just  at  the  upper  point  of  the  curve  on 
Park  avenue  and  continued  across  the  asphalt  pavement  on  Ash- 
burton avenue  making  nearly  a  straight  line  with  the  tangent  of 
the  track,  over  the  four-inch  curbstone,  through  the  picket  fence, 
across  the  yard,  and  through  the  bay  window  and  side  of  the 
house,  .and  came  to  a  stop  with  the  front  wheels  near  the  sill  of 
the  house,  and  the  front  end  of  the  car  extending  into  the  parlor. 
No  person  was  seriously  injured  in  this  accident.  The  motorman 
who  remained  on  the  front  platform  escaped  without  injury. 

Submitted  with  this  report  are  the  statements  made  to  me  in 
reference  to  the  accident  by  William  C.  Oallaghan,  superinten- 
dent of  the  Yonkers  Railroad  Company;  Willis  Humphrey,  the 
motorman,  and  Harry  Holburton,  the  conductor.  From  these 
statements  and  my  personal  investigation  I  find  the  accident  was 
caused  by  the  breaking  of  ai  brake  chain  which  occurred  as  the 
motorman  was  bringing  his  car  to  a  stop  at  the  stop  sign  at  the 
top  of  the  grade  on  Park  avenue.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
statement,  he  claims  that  he  tried  to  reverse  the  motor,  but  did 
not  succeed  in  doing  so.  As  shown  by  the  conductor's  statement 
he  started  to  set  the  rear  brake  and  when  the  wheels  struck  the 
poiut  of  the  curve  he  was  thrown  down  on  the  platform.  The 
different  statements  show  that  there  is  some  misunderstanding 
among  the  employees  of  this  road  in  reference  to  the  signal  from 
the  mot<H*man  to  the  conductor  which  should  be  used  in  cases  of 
this  kind.  • 

Car  192  was  an  open  car,  ten  bench,  equipped  with  electric 
headlight,  single  chain  hand  brake,  did  not  have  sand  boxes, 
weighed  between  seven  and  eight  tons,  with  eight  feet  six  inch 
wheel  base,  wheel  thirty  inches  in  diameter  with  tread  two  and 
three-quarter  inches.  I  found  the  track  in  perfect  condition  and 
the  curve  uniform  and  with  as  much  elevation-  as  possible  in  an 
improved  street.  There  were  no  indentations  on  the  rail  indicat- 
ing broken  flanges,  nor  on  the  marks  made  by  the  flange  of  the 
wheel  in  the  asphalt  pavement.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  the 
rail  was  dry. 
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The  statements  submitted  with  this  report  gives  further  de- 
tailed information  in  reference  to  the  method  of  operation  of  the 
road  and  in  reference  to  this  particular  accident.  To  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  an  accident  of  this  character  at  this  point,  I  woald 
recommend  that  the  stop  sign  on  Park  avenue  be  moved  thirty 
feet  further  from  the  top  of  the  grade,  and  that  all  of  the  com- 
pany's cars  operated  over  this  grade  be  equipped  with  double 
chain  brakes. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of 
this  Board.  The  company  notified  the  Board  that  it  wonld  comply  with 
these  recommendations. 


XXIII. 

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Brooklyn  Union  Ele- 
vated Railroad,  July  19, 1900. 

July  26,  1900. 
Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  virhich  occurred  on  the  Brooklyn 
Union  Elevated  Railroad  Company's  system,  and  submit  the 
following: 

On  Thursday,  July  19th,  at  6.13  p.  m..  Long  Island  Railroad 
Company's  train  No.  1327,  engine  No.  220,  engineer  Paul  Mar- 
shall, fireman  Robert  Brown,  conductor  George  T.  Oxley,  running 
from  Brooklyn  bridge  to  Rockaway  junction  ran  into  the  rear 
end  of  one  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Company's  electric 
trains,  which  was  standing  with  the  rear  of  train  150  feet  east 
of  Fulton  street  station.  The  accident  resulted  in  the  death  of 
conductor  Young,  of  the  electric  train  and  serious  injury  to  the 
rear  brakeman  of  the  electric  train.  Several  passengers  re- 
ceived slight  injuries.  The  vestibule  on  the  rear  end  of  the 
electric  train  was  smashed  in,  the  floors  buckled  up  and  the  plat- 
form of  the  second  car  from  the  rear  was  broken  and  all  of  the 
draw-bars  pn  the  train  were  broken.  The  pilot  and  headlight 
of  the  engine  No.  220  were  broken.  The  Long  Island  train,  which 
consisted  of  engine  and  five  coaches,  was  due  to  leave  the 
Brooklyn  bridge  at  6  p.  m.  and  left  at  6.04,  was  due  to  arrive  at 
Pulton  street  station  at  6.05  p.  m.  The  accident  occurred  at 
6.13  p.  m.,  150  feet  from  this  station.  The  electric  train  con- 
sisted of  four  cars,  one  a  mortor  car  ahead,  a  trailer  next,  and  two 
motor  cars  in  the  rear.  This  train  was  due  to  leave  the  bridge  at 
6.01^  and  left  there  on  time.  Both  trains  wefee  well  filled  with 
passengers.     The  accident  was  caused  by  the  electric  train  com- 
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ing  to  a  standstill  on  a  curve  150  feet  east  of  Fulton  street 
station.  The  Long  Island  steam  train,  receiving  no  notice  that 
the  train  ahead  was  at  a  standstill  until  too  ilate  to  stop,  ran 
into  it.  The  stopping  of  the  electric  train  was  caused  bj  the 
draw-bar  between  the  motor  car  and  the  second  car  giving  away. 
These  cars  are  connected  by  a  draw-head  and  bar  known  as  the 
Van  Dorn  bar.  They  are  also  connected  with  safety  chains. 
These  trains  are  equipped  with  the  Westinghonse  air  brake. 
When  the  coupling  bar  gave  away  the  parting  of  the  cars 
operated  the  air  and  set  the  brake  on  all  of  the  cars  in  the  train, 
bringing  it  to  a  standstill.  The  motorman  and  the  conductor 
who  was  on  the  second  car  both  went  between  the  cars  to  replace 
the  bar  so  the  coupling  could  be  made,  and  while  they  were  in 
that  position  the  Long  Island  train  struck  the  rear  car  shoving 
the  train  forward  onto  the  motor  cars.  The  motorman  escaped, 
but  the  conductor  was  caught  and  one  arm  cut  off,  and  he  re- 
ceived other  injuries  which  resulted  in  his  death  a  short  time 
after  the  accident.  When  the  cars  came  together  the  iron  sector 
bar  which  supports  the  draw  head  was  broken  and  fell  from  its 
place  over  the  third  rail  making  a  contact  between  that  and  one 
of  the  traction  rails  which  resulted  in  an  electric  display.  This 
gave  the  impression  that  a  fuse  blowing  out  was  the  cause  of  the 
accident. 

The  Lon^  Island  Railroad  Company  operate  36  trains  per  day 
over  the  elevated  structure  in  each  direction,  their  headway 
varying  from  30  to  60  minutes.  The  route  of  these  trains  is  from 
the  Brooklyn  bridge  over  the  elevated  tracks  to  Flatbush  and 
Atlantic  avenue  branches  down  the  incline,  through  Carlton  ave- 
nue, through  the  yards  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  where  the 
connection  is  made  with  the  Atlantic  division  of  that  company 
on  the  surface. 

The  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railway  Company  operate  200 
trains  per  day  at  a  minimum  headway  of  3^  minutes.  These 
trains  are  now  all  operated  by  electric  power.  They  are  operated 
with  motor  cars  on  either  end  of  the  train  by  what  is  known  as 
the  Multiple  Unit  System. 

Submitted  with  this  report  are  the  statements  of  the  engineer^ 
fireman,  conductor  and  trainmen  of  the  Ix)ng  Island  train,  and  of 
the  motorman  and  trainmen  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Com- 
pany's train  in  reference  to  the  accident.  These  statements  were 
made  at  a  joint  investigation  held  by  Mr.  Edwards,  superintendent 
of  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Railway  Company,  and  Mr.  Pairo. 
the  superintendent  of  transportation  of  the  Long  Island  Rail- 
road Company.  There  is  also  a  blue  print  submitted  showing 
the  tracks  and  the  location  of  the  electric  train  on  them  as  it 
stood  on  the  curve  at  the  time  of  the  accident.     As  will  be  seen 
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from  the  stateinentB  and  the  blue  print  the  rear  brakeman  did 
not  go  back  to  protect  the  rear  end  of  his  train  when  the  train 
came  to  a  fitandertill.      The  brakeman  on  the  car  next  to  the  rear 
one  jumped  off  and  started  back  to  protect  the  rear  end,  and  got 
about  15  feet  from  the  rear  of  the  train  when  the  engine  of  the 
Long  Island  train  came  around  the  curve.     Hie  statement  is  to 
the  effect  that  when  he  first  saw  the  engine  it  was  10  or  15  feet 
from  him,  and  20  to  30  feet  from  the  rear  end .  of  the  train 
ahead.     The  engineer  of  the  Long  Island  train,  Paul  Marshall, 
has  been  in  the  employ  of  that  company  since  1889,  and  has  been 
running  as  an  engineer  since  June,  1895.     He  had  been  running 
over  this  line  since  May,  1889.     All  of  the  men  connected  with 
either  train  had  been  in  service  a  sufficient  time  to  have  become 
capable  railroad  men.     There  is  no  grade  in  the  track  at  the 
point  of  the  accident.     There  is  a  fiharp  cun^e  around  a  high 
building  which  obstructs  the  view  of  the  track  at  the  point  where 
the  accident  occurred.     The  west  bound  track  around  this  curve 
is  protected  by  an  automatic  signal.     This  -signal  is  set  by  the 
wheels  of  the  train  passing  over  a  trip,  and  it  is  restored  to  the 
position  of  safety  by  the  action  of  the  wheels  after  leaving  the 
Fulton  street  station.     If  the  east  bound  track  were  equipped 
in  this  manner  at  this  point  this  accident  might  have  been  pre- 
vented.    The  headway  on  this  line  during  the  rush  hours  is  very 
short,  and  to  prevent  accidents  the  utmost  care  must  be  taken 
by  every  one  interested  in  the  operation  of  trains.      The  rear 
brakeman  of  the  electric  train  did  not  comply  with  the  rules  of 
the  company  which  required  him  to  immediately  go  back  and 
protect  the  rear  end  when  his  train  came  to  a  standstill.       If 
he  had  done  so,  it  is  a  question  whether  he  would  have  had  time 
to  have  gone  back  far  enough  to  have  given  the  Long  Island 
train  sufficient  notice  so  that  train  could  have  been  stopped  be- 
fore the  collision  occurred. 

This  curve  on  account  of  the  obstruction  to  view,  caused  by 
the  buildings  alongside  the  track,  makes  a  dangerous  point  on 
the  company's  line.  The  east  bound  track  at  this  point  should 
be  equipped  with  an  automatic  signalling  device,  similar  to  the 
one  now  in  use  on  the  west  bound  track. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  Long  Island  RaUroad  Ck>nipany 
and  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  with  a  letter,  making  the 
recomniondatlons  of  the  electrical  expert,  as  to  equipping  the  east  bound 
track  with  automatic  signalling  device,  the  recommendation  of  this 
Board.  The  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  (which  is  the  operating 
company)  replied,  stating  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  had  been 
complied  with  and  an  automatic  signalling  device  been  installed,  and 
stating  also  that  the  company  was  arranging  to  install  similar  devices 
on  all  curves  throughout  the  entire  elevated  electric  system.

In  the  MATTEm  OF  AN  ACCIDENT  ON  THE  BUFFALO,  ROCHESTER  AND 

Pittsburgh   Railway,   between  West  Falls  and   Golden, 

JuNB  15,  1900. 

June  16,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert : 

I  have  inve»tigatedi  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Buffalo, 
Bocheeter  and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Company's  system,  and  submit 
the  following': 

On  Jane  15th,  at  6.45  p.  m.,  trains  No.  8  and  No.  5,  on  the  Brad- 
ford d&yifiion  of  the  company's  road,  collided  "  head  on  "  near  the 
rock  cut  between  West  Falls  and  Golden. 

Mail  train  No.  8,  consisting  of  three  car»  and  engine  No.  8,  Wm. 
Ration,  engineer,  J.  F.  Hayes,  conductor,  running  from  Bradford 
to  Buffalo,  due  to  leave  Bradford  at  4.30  and  to  arrive  in  Buffalo 
at  7.23  p.  m.,  andi  to  meet  Bradford  express  train  No.  5,  south 
bound,  at  Golden  at  6.35  p.  m..  No.  8  being  the  superior  train,  and 
havimg  right  of  track  over  No.  5. 

Bradford  Express  train  No.  5,  conedsting  of  three  ears  and 
engine  No.  7,  Prank  A.  Mason^  engineer,  and  C.  H.  Gaffney,  con- 
ductor, running  from  Buffalo  to  Bradford,  due  to  leave  Buffalo  at 
5.40  and  to  arrive  at  Bradford  at  8.40  p.  m.,  an  inferior  train,  due 
to  meet  north-Jbound  train  No.  8  at  Golden  at  6.35  p.  m. 

On  the  day  of  the  accident  train  No.  8,  which  was  on  time,  re- 
ceived an  order  at  Springville  to  meet  train  No.  5  at  West  Falls. 
Train  No.  8  was  due  to  leave  Golden  at  6.35,  and  did  leave  at  6.36. 
Train  No.  5,  which  was  late,  received  an  order  at  Orchard  Park  to 
meet  train  No.  8  at  Golden.  This  train  was  due  to  leave  West 
Palls  at  6.25,  and  did  leave  at  6.39,  being  14  minutes  late  at  that 
station. 

The  distance  from  Buffalo  to  Orchard  Park  where  train  No.  5 
received  orders  is  8.57  miles;  from  Orchard  Park  to  West  Falls, 
5.54  nriles;  West  Falls  to  Golden,  where  train  No.  5  had  received 
orders  to  run  to,  5.04  miles.  The  distanice  from  Springville,  where 
train  No.  8  received  orders  to  West  Falls,  where  it  had  orders  to 
meet  train  No.  5,  is  15.37  miles.  The  collision  occurred  near  a 
curve  in  a  cut  between  Golden  and  West  Palls  on  a  tangent  and 
nearly  level  track.  A  view  of  the  track  from  the  podnt  where  the 
accident  occurred  can  'be  had  for  300  feet  south  and  150  feet  north. 
Rail  was  dry  at  the  time  of  the  collision. 

The  accident  resulted  in  the  death  of  Wm.  Kaition,  engineer  of 
engine  No.  8,  train  No.  8.  Engineer  F.  A.  Mason,  of  engine  No.  7, 
train  No.  5,  had  his  hip  dislocated;  Gonductor  C.  H.  Oaflfney,  of 
train  No.  5,  had  his  hip  injured ;  J.  F.  Hayes,  conductor  of  train  No. 
8,  was  cut  about  the  head  and  shouldiers,  and  received  injuries  to 
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his  side;  Frank  Eldrldge,  fireman,  and  C.  Ek  Wilaon,  baggageman, 
received  slight  injuries.  None  of  the  passengers  were  injnred 
except  Mrs.  Davis  of  1Q27  Broadway,  Buffalo,  who  suffered  by 
flihock  to  nervous  system.  The  front  endi,  cylinders  and  front  sec- 
tion of  main  frames  were  knocked  off,  leaving  the  boilers  bare 
back  to  the  forward  driving  wheels,  all  of  the  valve  motion  work 
wae  knocked  off,  the  back  portion  of  the  main  firames  bent,  ca1>e 
and  running  boards  destroyed,  boiler  shells  damaged  and  tenders 
demolis>hed,  on  each  engine.  Mall  car  No.  15  was  broken  in  two 
and'  the  mail  end  of  mail  car  No.  13  broken  in. 

The  accident  was  the  result  of  a  mi^ake  in  train  orders,  train 
No.  8  receiving  an  order  to  meet  train  No.  5  at  West  Falls  and 
train  No.  5  receiving  an  order  to  meet  train  No.  8  at  Oolden.  These 
stations  are  5.04  miles  apart  and  the  trains  met  between  them. 
The  order  was  given  to  help  train  No.  5,  which  was  14  minutes 
late,  it  being  an  inferior  train.  The  regular  meeting  place  was 
Oolden. 

Submitted  with  the  report  of  the  investigation,  of  the  accident 
is  a  copy  of  the  testimony  given  at  the  coroner's  inquest,  by 
Benton  Dick,  train  dispatcher  at  Bradford,  who  sent  the  train 
orders.  Geo.  A.  Bradley,  copier  in  the  train  dispatcher's  office 
who  copied  the  train  order;  Willis  O.  Wightman,  the  operator  who 
received  the  train  order  at  Springvdlle  and  delivered  it  to  the  con- 
ductor and  engineer  of  train  No.  8;  John  E.  Strecth,  the  operator 
at  Orchard  Park  who  received  the  order  for  train  No.  5,  and  A,  J. 
Johnson,  superintendent  of  the  Buffalo  and  Rochester  division  of 
the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad.  There  are  also 
submitted  copies  of  the  train  orders  as  sent  by  the  dispatcher  and 
copied  by  the  copier  and  copies  of  the  ones  delivered  to  the  con- 
ductor and  engineer  of  train  No.  5  by  the  operator  at  Orchard 
Park  and  of  the  ones  delivered  to  the  conductor  and  engineer  of 
train  No.  8  by  the  operator  at  Springville. 

The  testimony  and  copies  of  the  engineer's  and  conductor's 
orders  and  the  copy  of  the  orders  on  the  dispatcher's  books  show 
that  the  dispatcher  sent  the  order  and  the  copier  copied  it  from  the 
wire  and  received  it  back  from  the  operator  at  Springville  and 
Orchard  Park,  the  Springville  copy  showing  the  names  of  the 
conductor  and  engineer  of  train  No.  8,  this  being  the  superior 
train.  This  order  on  dispatcher's  book  and  the  one  delivered  to 
train  No.  8  at  Springville  read:  "  No.  8  (eight),  eng.  8,  and  No.  5 
(five),  eng.  7,  will  meet  at  West  Falls."  The  one  delivered  to  train 
No.  5  at  Orchard  Park  reads :  "  No.  8  (eight),  eng.  8,  and  No.  5  (Ave), 
eng.  7,  will  meet  at  Golden." 

The  finding  of  the  coroner's  jury  which  is  submitted,  is  to  the 
effect  that  the  accident  wa^  the  result  of  a  mistake  in  train  orders 
and  they  were  unable  to  place  the  responsibility  for  the  error. 
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Engineer  Kation  entered  the  service  of  the  oompany  in  1878, 
Engineer  Maaon  has  been  in  thie  employ  of  the  company  as  an 
engines  siiice  1883;  Dispatcher  Dick  has  been  wifth  the  oompany 
seyen  years  add  has  been  dispatcher  for  fire  years  witli  a  clean 
record.  J.  E.  Strecth,  the  operator  at  Orchard  Park,  has  been  em- 
ployed by  the  company  as  operator  since  1883,  and  was  promoted 
to  agent  and  operator  at  Orchard  Park  in  1887.  His  record  is 
perfectly  clear. 

Both  of  these  trains  were  equipped  with  the  Westinghonse  air 
brake. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  of  thie  accident,  I  find  it  was 
the  result  of  a  mistake  made  by  J.  E.  Strecth,  operator  at  Orchard 
Park,  in  making  the  meeting  place  in  the  order  Golden  instead  of 
West  Fall«. 

This  order  was  handled  in  the  manner  usual  with  such  orders, 
ai>d  it  was  clearly  a  mistake  of  the  operator.  Golden  being  sub- 
stituted for  West  Palls  after  he  had  repeated  the  order  back  to 
the  dispatcher.  I  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  which  might  prevent 
an  accident  under  similar  circum-stanoes.

In  THB  MATT19R  OF  AN  ACOIDB5NT  ON  THB  YONKBRS  RAILROAD,  Db- 

GEJMBBR  16,  1899. 

December  18,  1900. 
Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

At  the  time  of  this  accident,  the  electrical  expert  made  an  inyestigatlon 
of  it  and  a  report  This  report  was  not  sent  to  the  company  at  the  time. 
The  electrical  expert  after  another  examination  of  the  railroad  at  the 
point  where  tibe  accident  occurred  made  a  report  as  follows: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred'  on  the  Yonkers 
Railway,  and  snibmit  the  following: 

On  Decemlber  16,  1899,  at  8.33  p.  m.,  ou  the  single  track  on 
Nepperhaai  avenue,  near  the  comer  of  Ashburton  avenue,  two  of 
this  company's  cars  going  in  opposite  directions  collided,  seriously 
injuring  motormen  Flood  and  Hidock,  and  cutting  two  passengers 
with  broken  glass.  One  of  these  cars.  No.  13,  was  a  closed'  car 
with  open  ends,  16  feet  body,  equipped  with  single  chain  band- 
brakes,  electric  headlights,  sand^-boxes,  Dupont  trucks,  6  feet  6- 
ineh  wheel  base,  weighing  about  six  tons,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
accident  was  in  charge  of  conductor  Hays  and  motonnan  Hidook. 
The  other  car,  No.  41,  was  a  closed,  open  end  car,  20  foot  body, 
equipped  the  samo  as  car  No.  13,  and  in  charge  of  conductor 
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Burton  and  motorman  Floods  All  of  these  men  liad  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  company  less  than  a  year,  and  had  had  no  exper- 
ience in  running  an  electric  car  before  entering  the  company'^ 
employ.  They  were  broken  in  as  miotormen  and'conductoiB  in 
the  usual  manner. 

The  cars  going  soutii  on  a  portion  of  the  Nepperhan  avenne 
route  pass  thirough  one  street,  those  going  north  are  run  through 
another.  These  two  tracks  form  a  junction  at  the  corner  of  Nep- 
perhan avenue  and  Elm  sti-eet,  and  from  this  point  to  the  terminns 
of  the  line,  a  distance  of  less  than  one-half  a  mile,  the  care  are 
operated  over  the  same  track.  Between  this  junction  and  the  end 
of  the  line  there  is  a  turnout  switch,  which  is  1,920  feet  from  the 
terminus.  Six  hundred  feet  north  of  this  switch,  and  1,300  feet 
from  the  end  of  the  line,  at  the  comer  of  Ashburton  avenue,  tbete 
is  a  stop  sign.  The  accident  occurred  half  way  between  the  turn- 
out switch  and  the  end  of  the  line.  At  thie  point  a  good  view 
can  be  had  to  the  end  of  the  line  north,  and  beyond  the  switch 
south.  Nepperhan  avenue  at  this  point  is  35  feet  between  curbs, 
paved  with  asphalt.  The  track  is  of  90-pound,  grooved'  girder  rail 
construction.  There  is  no  grade  in  the  street  at  the  point  where 
the  accident  occurred. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  there  were  three  men  passengers  and 
one  woman  passenger  in  each  car.  None  of  these  was  serdouely 
injured;  two  of  them  were  cut  by  broken  glase.  Motorman  Flood, 
of  car  No.  41,  had  one  foot  cut  off  at  the  ankle,  and  received  con- 
tusions  of  the  head  and  body.  After  reaching  the  hospital  it  was 
found  necessary  to  amputate  the  leg  below  the  knee.  Motorman 
Hidock,  of  car  No.  13,  was  cut  about  the  head  and  injured  in  the 
breast,  where  the  controller  hit  him.  The  front  ends  of  both  oars 
were  stove  in.  After  the  accident  both  cars  were  taken  by  th«r 
own  power  to  the  car  barn,  where  they  were  examined  and  the 
motors  were  found  in  w^orking  order;  the  brakes  on  the  end  of 
the  cars,  which  were  not  damaged,  were  in  good  condition. 

Cars  are  operated  on  the  Nepperhan  avenue  line  on  a  15  minute 
beadway.  Tlie  schedule  is  so  arranged  that  cars  do  not  meet 
between  the  junction  of  the  tracks  at  the  corner  of  Nepperhan 
avenue  and  Elm  street  and  the  end  of  the  line,  a  car  leaving  this 
junction  going  to  the  terminus  and  returning  to  the  southbound 
track  on  Elm  street  before  another  car  on  Nepperhan  avenue  going 
north  is  due  at  the  junction.  Gar  No.  41  was  diue  to  leave  the 
terminus  at  8.20;  car  No.  13  was  due  to  leave  there  at  8.35.  The 
accident  occurred  at  8.33.  Tliis  shows  that  car  No.  13  was  about 
on  time,  and  that  oar  No.  41  left  the  terminus  at  about  8.30,  which 
was  10  minutes  behind  the  schedule  time  for  it  to  leave,  and  when 
it  did  leave  it  was  nearly  on  the  leaving  time  of  car  No.  13,  and 
the  motorman  of  car  No.  41  should  have  been  on  the  lookout  for 
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No.  13.  The  motorman  of  car  No.  13  had  no  means  of  knowing 
that  No.  41  was  on  the  single  track,  as  it  was  due  on  the  souths 
bound  track  on  Elm  street,  south  of  the  junction,  but  if  he  had 
been  keeping  a  sharp  lookout  ahead  he  could  not  have  failed  to 
see  the  lights  of  car  No.  41  in  time  to  have  stopped  his  car  and 
aToided  the  collision. 

On  the  evening  of  the  accident  the  weather  was  clear  and  the 
rail  dry.  The  lights  and  headlights  on  both  cars  were  burning  at 
the  time  of  the  accident. 

The  company  have  a  set  of  rules  in  book  form,  a  copy  of  which 
is  given  to  each  motorman  and  conductor.  The  running  schedule 
is  posted  in  the  car  bam. 

This  system  is  operated  by  the  Union  Railway  Oompany.  Ilhe 
company  have  a  competent  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  road, 
and  from  what  I  have  seen  of  the  operation  I  should  say  the  dis- 
cipline of  employees  was  good.  That  an  accident  of  this  character 
could  occur  sft  the  place  it  did,  seems  almiost  incredible,  and  adds 
one  more  to  the  list  of  accidents  which  prove  that  electric  cars 
can  only  be  opera/ted  safely  by  the  exercise  of  the  utmost  care  on 
the  part  of  every  person  interested  in  their  operation,  and  by  the 
use  of  all  known  safety  devices  which  tend  to  reduce  the  liability 
of  accidefits.  I  am  now  making  an  inspection  of  the  street  rail- 
road, and,  if  this  accident  had  not  occurred,  there  is  nothing  in 
the  physical  conditions  of  that  portion  of  the  road  between  the 
jnnetion  of  the  tracks  atNepperhan  avenue  and  Elm  street  and  the 
terminus  of  the  track,  or  in  the  manner  of  operation,  by  reason  of 
which  I  could  have  made  any  recommendation  to  change  the 
method  of  operation,  or  the  adoption  of  any  device  to  prevent  an 
accident  between  these  points,  as  the  track  can  be  seen  nearly  the 
whole  distanee  between  them;  but  the  accident  has  occurred, 
caused  by  extreme  carelessness  on  the  part  of  both  motormen,  and 
to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  a  similar  accident  I'  would  recom- 
mend that  a  signal  be  placed  at  the  junction  of  the  tracks  at 
Nepperhan  avenue  and  Elm  street  so  arranged  that  the  conductors 
of  cars  going  to  the  terminus  of  the  line  can  set  the  signal  against 
a  car  following  until  the  first  car  returns  to  the  junction  and  the 
signal  is  set  clear  for  the  second  one. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendatlonB  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board. 
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XXVI. 

In  thb  matteb  of  a  oollision  on  thb  Syracuse,  Lakbsidb  and 
Baldwinsvillb  Railway,  August  8, 1900. 

December  18,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert  : 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Syra- 
cuse, Lakeside  and  Baldwinsville  Railway,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

On  August  8th,  a  single  deck,  open  car  No.  43,  J.  R.  Davis, 
conductor,  George  Barrus,  motorman,  running  from  Baldwina- 
ville  to  Syracuse,  colUded  with  car  No.  19,  double  deck  car,  two 
conductors,  Michael  Tubridy  and  Edward  Farrell,  and  Newton 
Parsons,  motorman,  running  from  Syracuse  to  Long  Branch.  On 
car  43  at  the  time  of  the  collision  there  were  60  passengers.  On 
car  19  there  were  8  passengers  on  the  upper  deck  and  none  on 
the  lower.  This  collision  occurred  at  the  south  end  of  No.  6 
switch  which  is  the  second  switch  south  of  the  power  house,  at 
9.15  p.  m.  At  this  point  the  track  is  straight  and  level,  and  the 
weather  on  the  night  of  the  accident  was  clear  and  moonlight. 
The  accident  resulted  in  the  injury  of  the  following  persons: 

Newton  Parsons,  motorman  on  car  19,  had  left  leg  broken  and 
forehead  cut  and  arm  bruised;  Mrs.  Patrick  Ryan,  of  412  Midland 
avenue,  Syracuse,  sprained  ankle  and  bruised  knee;  J.  W.  Wood, 
1012  Carbon  street,  Syracuse,  right  knee  cap  bruised;  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Wood,  1012  Carbon  street,  Syracuse,  chest  bruised;  W.  S.  Mac- 
Mahon,  1004  Willis  avenue,  Syracuse,  left  arm  broken  above 
elbow;  Mrs.  George  Doxsee,  125  Avery  avenue,  Syracuse,  internal 
injuries;  Mabel  Doxsee,  125  Avery  avenue,  leg  injured;  Burke 
De  Witt,  '217  Cortland  avenue,  Syracuse,  leg  hurt;  Edward 
Cooper,  836  State  street,  Syracuse,  slight  injury;  Walter  Palmer, 
Long  Branch,  bruises  on  body;  Eugene  McCurwin,  James  street, 
Syracuse,  ear  cut  open;  Grace  Wright,  303  Marshall  street,  Syra- 
cuse, Mrs.  Farrell  and  child,  and  Daniel  Finn  received  slight  in- 
juries; Anthony  B.  Lazeno,  back  sprained  and  thumb  knocked 
out  of  joint;  J.  W.  Howe,  back  sprained,  Margaret  Richardson, 
slight  injuries;  Nellie  Park,  306  Orange  street,  Syracuse,  ankle 
bruised;  E.  W.  Jones,  Genesee  and  Fayette  streets,  Syracuse, 
knee  sprained;  Mrs.  Pomeroy  and  Miss  Bruce,  slight  injuries. 

The  side  sills  and  dash  were  broken  on  both  cars.  Car  No.  43 
was  damaged  more  than  car  19.  Neither  car  was  derailed.  Oar 
43  was  a  IS-bench  open  double  truck  car  equipped  with  a  General 
Electric  Company's  brake  and  a  hand  brake  with  sand  boxes. 
Car  No.  19  was  a  double-deck  car  weighing  13  tons,  and  was 
equipped  with  a  General  Electric  Company's  brake  with  sand 
boxes. 
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Submitted  with  this  report  of  the  accident  are  statements  made 
in  reference  to  it  by  J.  K.  Davis,  conductor  of  car  43,  Greorge 
Barruft,  motorman  of  car  43,  Michael  Tubridy,  conductor  on  car 
19,  Edward  Farrell,  conductor  on  car  19,  James  Howard,  foreman 
and  electrician,  John  Taylor,  assistant  foreman,  and  W.  Judson 
Smith,  acting  general  manager.  From  these  statements  it  will 
be  Been  that  double-deck  car  No.  19,  running  from  Syracuse  to 
XiOng  Branch  was  taking  switch  No.  6,  when  car  No.  43  running 
from  Baldwinsville  to  Syracuse  struck  it.  The  cause  of  the  col- 
lision as  given  by  G.  Barrus,  motorman  of  car  No.  .43,  was  that 
the  electric  brake  failed  to  work,  and  for  this  reason  he  could  not 
Btop  his  car  before  it  struck  car  19.  As  there  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  accidents  on  this  railroad  the  examination  into  the  cause 
of  this  one  was  made  very  thorough.  As  will  be  seen  by  the 
statements  submitted,  inquiry  was  made  as  far  as  possible  that 
would  tend  to  show  the  experience  of  employees  before  being  em- 
ployed by  this  company;  how  many  hours  per  day  motormen  and 
conductors  work;  how  they  were  paid,  by  the  day,  or  hour,  and 
the  rate  of  wages  paid.  It  shows  that  the  employees  are  pro- 
vided with  a  book  of  rules  and  with  type-written  running  cards 
which  give  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure  of  cars  at  both 
terminal  points,  but  not  the  meeting  time  at  switches.  That 
there  are  17  turnouts  on  the  line  and  that  these  are  numbered 
with  number  plates  fastened  to  the  poles  near  the  switches. 
That  there  are  about  2^  miles  of  double  track  located  between 
Syracuse  and  Long  Branch.  That  it  is  7^  miles  from  Syracuse 
to  Long  Branch.  That*  there  are  10  turnout  switches  between 
these  points,  number  9  switch  being  about  1,000  feet  in  length. 
The  statement  of  John  Taylor,  assistant  foreman,  shows  that  he 
ran  car  43  from  Baldwinsville  to  Syracuse  at  7  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  accident,  two  hours  before  the  collision  occurred, 
made  the  usual  stops  and  made  the  run  in  48  minutes,  and  had  no 
trouble  with  either  the  electric  or  hand  brakes.  The  statement 
of  W.  J.  Smith  shows  that  he  has  been  acting  general  manager 
of  this  comi>any  since  the  first  of  September,  previous  to  that 
H.  S.  Newton  was  the  general  manager.  His  statement  also 
shows  that  there  is  a  road  foreman,  assistant  road  foreman  and 
an  inspector  employed  in  the  operation  of  the  road.  His  state- 
ment also  shows  that  by  resolution,  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Lakeside  and  Baldwinsville  Company,  have  decided  to  double 
track  their  line  between  Syracuse  and  Long  Branch. 

I  find  that  this  collision  was  the  result  of  G.  Barrus,  motorman 
of  car  43,  not  having  his  car  under  proper  control  approaching 
switch  No.  6,  and  that  the  testimony  shows  that  his  statement 
that  the  brakes  would  not  work  was  not  true.  There  is  a  large 
amount  of  excursion  business  done  on  this  company's  system  be^ 
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tween  Syracuse  and  Long  Branch,  which  is  a  summer  resort, 
located  on  Onondaga  lake.  To  carry  the  large  crowds  between 
these  two  points  during  the  summer  season  in  safety,  this  road 
should  be  double  tracked  between  these  points. 

The  company  is  double-tracking  its  railroad  between  the  points  men- 
tioned. 


XXVII. 

In  the  mattrb  of  an  accident  on  the  Kochesteb,  Charlottb 
AND  Manitou  Railroad,  August  25,  1900. 

December  18,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Manitou 
Beach  Railroad  Company's  system,  and  submit  the  following: 

August  25th,  open  car  No.  9,  George  Beverly,  conductor,  and 
Winfred  Lewis,  motorman,  running  from  Charlotte  to  Manitou 
Beach,  due  to  leave  Charlotte  at  6  p.  m.,  had  left  on  time,  left 
the  track  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  west  of  Charlotte,  near  Littte 
Pond,  on  a  All  and  a  curve  of  200  feet  radius.  The  fill  was  about 
18  inches  on  the  north  side  and  4^  feet  on  the  south.  After  the 
derailment,  the  flange  of  the  rear  wheel  on  the  south  side  rode 
on  the  rail  for  four  feet,  then  dropped  off  the  outside  of  the 
rail.  The  north  wheel  left  the  rail  tliirJ:y  feet  before  the  south 
one  rode  on  top  of  the  rail.  The  car  then  proceeded  with  the 
.  front  wheels  on  the  track  and  the  rear  ones  off  for  about  100  feet, 
when  it  tipped  over  onto  some  rocks  at  the  bottom  of  the  fill. 
Some  of  the  stanchions  of  the  car  were  broken,  but  no  other 
damage  was  done  to  it.  There  were  36  passengers  in  the  car  at 
the  time  of  the  accident.  Of  these  several  persons  were  injured; 
the  most  serious  ones  were  Michael  Spang,  Charles  Yost  and 
Miss  Fleckenstein  and  Miss  Andrews. 

The  track  at  the  point  of  the  accident  is  constructed  of  forty- 
five  pound  T-rail  and  is  on  a  long  easy  curve  on  a  two  per  cent 
grade  descending  to  the  east.  The  car  was  going  up  the  grade. 
It  was  equipped  with  Taylor  truck,  8  foot  wheel  base,  3  inch 
tread  of  wheels,  J-inch  flange. 

After  the  accident,  an  examination  of  the  wheels  and  axles 
showed  that  the  axles  were  not  sprung,  and  that  the  gauge  of 
the  wheels  was  4  feet  8^  inches.  These  wheels  have  been  in  use 
since  June,  1899,  and  are  in  good  condition. 

Beverly,  the  conductor  of  this  car,  has  been  employed  by  the 
company  since  1893.    Lewis,  the  motorman,  since  1893,

This  accident  was  caused  by  the  spreading  of  the  rails  on  the 
curve.  Preyious  to  the  occurrence  of  this  accident,  an  inspection 
of  this  road  had  been  made  and  among  other  recommendations 
for  the  improTement  of  the  physical  condition  and  operation  of 
the  system,  was  one  for  guard  rails  and  braces  on  this  curve. 

To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  an  accident  at  this  point  the  com- 
pany should  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  your  Honorable 
Board  in  regard  to  braces  and  guard  rails  on  this  curve. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  seut  to  the  comi>any,  with  a  letter,  an^ln 
recommending  that  tills  curve  be  braced  and  guard  raUs  added. 


XXVIII. 

In  thb  mattsr  of  a  collision  on  thb  Irondbquoit  Park  Bail- 
road  (Rochester),  August  25^  1900. 

December  18,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Ironde- 
quoit  Park  Railroad  Company's  system,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

On  August  25th,  at  4.30  p.  m.,  cars  Nos.  51  and  75  of  the 
Rochester  and  Sodus  Bay  Railroad  Company  collided  head-on  on 
the  track,  of  the  Irondequoit  Park  Railroad  Company,  near  the 
junction  of  the  Rochester  and  Bodus  Bay  Railroad  and  the  Ironde- 
quoit Park  Railroad  Company's  tracks.    Both  of  these  cars  were 
closed,  vestibule  passenger  cars  with  a  seating  capacity  of  50 
passengers,  with  double  trucks,  and  weighing  about  18  tons.    Car 
No.  75  was  equipped  with  the  General  Electric  Company's  brake 
and  a  hand  brake.    Car  51  with  hand  brake  only.    Both  cars 
were  equipped  with  sand  boxes,  and  there  was  sand  in  the  boxes 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.    The  cars  of  the  Rochester  and  Sodus 
Bay  Railroad  Company  are  operated  over  the  tracks  of  the  Ironde- 
quoit Park  Railroad  Company  from  the  junction  of  their  lines 
about  one-eighth  of  a  mile  from  the  Glen  Haven  terminus  of  the 
Irondequoit  Park  Company's  tracks  to  the  city  of  Rochester,  and 
then  over  the  tracks  of  the  Rochester  Railway  Company  to  the 
center  of  the  city. 

Cap  No.  51,  Lewis  B.  Clark,  conductor,  and  W.  J.  Garlock, 
motorman,  was  running  from  Sodus  Poinft  to  Rochester,  due  to 
leave  Sodus  Point  at  2.06  p.  m.,  left  on  time  and  was  due  at  the 
junction  of  the  Irondequoit  Park  line  at  4.25,  and  arrived  there  on 
time.    Car  75,  W.  S.  (Calhoun,  oondiictor,  and  J.  Kreiser,  motor- 
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man,  running  from  Bochester  to  Glen  Haven,  due  to  leave  the 
Rochester  station  of  the  Irondequoit  Park  Company  at  4.00 
o'clock,  left  at  4.10,  and  due  at  Glen  Haven  at  4.20.  These  cars 
met  in  collision  on  a  sharp  curve  at  a  point  about  one-quarter  of 
a  mile  north  of  switch  No.  2,  which  is  the  first  switch  south  of 
the  junction  of  the  two  roads.  At  this  point  the  track  is  on  a 
five  per  cent,  grade  descending  from  switch  No.  2,  to  the  junction. 
The  accident  resulted  in  injury  to  two  passengers — G.  H.  Croase, 
residing  at  the  Unique,  William  street,  bruises  on  body,  and  B^n- 
hart  Twardoken,  18  Wetmore  street,  Rochester, 'injured  in  the 
shoulder.  The  front  vestibule  of  car  No.  51  was  knocked  off,  and 
the  front  end  of  car  No.  75  was  slightly  damaged.  Neither  car 
was  derailed. 

Submitted  with  this  report  are  the  statements  of  E.  J.  Wil- 
coxen,  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Rochester  and  Sodus  Rail- 
road Company;  Lewis  Clark,  conductor  of  car  No.  51;  John 
Kreiser,  motorman  of  car  75;  W.  S.  Calhoun,  conductor  of  car  75; 
W.  J.  Garlock,  motorman  of  car  51,  and  B.  0.  Amesbury,  car 
starter,  located  at  the  Rochester  station  of  the  Irondequoit  Park 
Railroad.  From  these  statements  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Roches- 
ter and  Sodus  Railroad  Company's  cars  are  operated  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Irondequoit  Park  Railroad  with  the  cars  of  the 
latter  company.  That  these  two  railroads  are  operated  under 
the  same  management;  that  the  junction  of  the  two  roads  is  one- 
eighth  of  a  mile  from  the  Glen  Haven  terminus  of  the  Ironde- 
quoit Park  Railroad,  and  three  and  one-half  miles  from  the 
Rochester  station  of  that  road.  That  cars  are  operated  on  the 
Sodus  Bay  Railroad  on  a  one  hour  headway,  and  the  running  time 
between  Rochester  and  Sodus  Bay  is  two  hours  and  nineteen 
minutes.  There  are  four  cars  in  regular  service  in  operation  on 
the  Irondequoit  Park  Railroad  in  addition  to  the  Rochester  and 
Sodus  Bay  cars  which  are  run  over  it.  There  are  three  turnouts 
on  the  Irondequoit  Park  Railroad  between  the  junction  of  the 
two  roads  and  the  Rochester  station,  and. there  are  thirty-three 
turnouts  on  the  Rochester  and  Sodus  Bay  Railroad  between  the 
junction  and  the  Sodus  Bay  terminus. 

The  company  are  now  preparing  a  book  of  rules  and  they  have 
a  timetable  which  shows  the  arrival  and  departure  of  cars  at 
each  terminus  and  the  meeting  points.  The  switches  of  the 
Rochester  and  Sodus  Bay  Road  are  numbered,  the  numbers  being 
posted  on  poles  near  the  switches.  There  is  no  joint  timetable 
regulating  the  movement  of  cars  of  both  companies  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Irondequoit  Park  Road,  between  the  junction  and 
the  Rochester  station.  There  is  no  block  signal  or  telephone 
system  on  either  road,  except  the  Irondequoit  Park  Company 
have  a  telephone  at  each  terminus  of  their  line.    A  telephone 
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system  is  in  course  of  construction  on  the  Rochester  and  Sodus 
Bay  Boad. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  there  were  55  passengers  in  car  75 
and  17  in  car  51.  The  rail  was  dry  at  the  time  of  the  collision. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  statements  submitted,  Amesbury,  the 
starter,  says  that  he  gave  Kreiser,  the  motorman  of  75,  a  verbal 
order  not  to  pass  switch  No.  2  until  Sodus  Bay  car  No.  51  arrived 
there.  Kreiser,  the  motorman  of  car  75  says  that  Amesbury  gave 
him  a  verbal  order  to  meet  Sodus  Bay  car  No.  51  at  the  junction. 
The  cars  came  together  between  these  points. 

I  find  thait  this  accident  was  the  result  of  the  misunderstanding 
of  the  verbal  order  given  by  Amesbury,  the  starter,  to  Kreiser, 
the  motorman  of  car  75. 

To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  an  accident  of  this  character,  there 
should  be  a  joint  timetable  for  operation  of  the  two  companies' 
cars  between  the  junction  and  the  Rochester  terminus  of  the 
Irondequoit  Park  Road.  There  should  be  a  block  signal  system 
between  the  junction  and  switch  No.  2  with  signals  at  the  junc- 
tion, and  switch  No.  2  arranged  so  that  a  car  entering  this  block 
in  either  direction  would  prevent  a  car  from  the  opposite  direc- 
tion going  into  the  block  until  after  the  signals  were  set  clear  by 
the  first  car  leaving  the  block. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.

In  the  matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Yonkbrs  Railroad,  Sep- 
tember 15,  1900. 

December  IS,  1900. 

Report  by  Electrical  Exx)ert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Yonkers 
Street  Railroad  and  submit  the  following: 

September  15th,  open  car  No.  143,  John  McCormick,  motorman, 
and  D.  O'Brien,  conductor,  running  from  Yonkers  to  Mount  Ver- 
non, collided  vnth  car  No.  215,  Thomas  Curran  motorman  and 
N,  Hays  conductor,  running  from  Mount  Vernon  to  Yonkers. 
This  accident  occurred  near  what  is  known  as  the  "  Long  Switch  " 
on  the  Mount  Vernon  liiie,  near  the  city  of  Yonkers,  at  5.45  p.  m. 
Car  143  was  damaged,  a  bumper  bent,  windows  broken,  dash 
board  torn  and  several  of  the  seats  broken.  The  dash  board  on 
car  215  was  broken.    There  were  53  passengers  in  car  No.  143 
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at  the  time  of  the  accident  and  72  in  car  215.    The  following  per- 
Bone  were  injured  in  thi«  collision:

This  accident  occurred  at  a  point  on  the  Mount  Vernon  line 
where  the  road  is  single  track  and  on  a  curve  and  down  a  two  per 
cent,  grade.  From  the  point  of  the  accident  a  view  of  the  track 
to  the  east  can  be  had  for  150  feet  and  to  the  west  for  100  feet 
Submitted  with  this  report  are  statements  of  Nicholas  Hays,  con- 
ductor of  car  215;  Thomas  Ourran,  motorman  of  car  215;  John 
McCJormiek,  motorman  of  car  143;  D.  O'Brien,  conductor  of  car 
143;  Thomas  Kennedy,  starter  of  the  Yonkers  Kailroad,  and 
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Thomas  F.  Kine,  general  manager  of  the  Yonkers  Railroad  Com- 
pany. After  interviewing  these  different  persons,  who  were  in- 
terested in  the  accident,  and  an  inspection  of  the  scene  of  the 
accident,  I  find  that  the  accident  was  the  result  of  John  McCJor- 
mick,  motorman  of  car  143,  mistaking  car  215  for  a  car  that  he 
should  have  met  at  Gettys  square. 

This  line  from  the  Yonkers  depot  terminus  is  double  track  to 
Gettys  square,  and  for  a  short  distance  beyond  that  point.  The 
cars  running  from  Mount  Vernon  to  Yonkers  were  behind  sched- 
ule time  and  McCormick  supposed  that  a  car  which  he  met  on  the 
long  switch  was  the  car  which  was  due  at  that  point.  He  pro- 
ceeded and  met  the  car  which  he  should  have  met  on  the  long 
switch,  No.  215,  on  the  single  track,  and  collided  with  it.  At  the 
time  of  the  accident  the  rail  w^as  dry  and  it  was  daylight. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  business  done  on  the  Mount  Vernon 
line.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day 
this  summer  on  this  line  was  11,388.  The  length  of  the  Mount 
Vernon  line  is  fou;*  and  one-half  miles.  It  is  double  track  from 
the  Yonkers  terminus  to  Gettys  square  and  about  1,400  feet 
beyond  that  point.  The  balance  of  the  line  is  single  track.  Oars 
are  operated  on  this  line  on  a  ten  minute  headway. 

This  was  a  very  serious  accident,  resulting  in  the  injury  of  a 
large  number  of  passengers.  To  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  similar 
accident,  this  line  should  be  double-tracked,  and  if  for  any  reason 
this  cannot  be  done,  it  should  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  or 
teleph<M)e  system. 

A  copy  of  this  repOTt  was  sent  to  tho  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  .recommendations  of  this 
Board.

Report  by  Electrical  Expert: 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  lyhich  occurred  on  the  Yonkers 
Street  Railroad  and  submit  the  following: 

October  the  25th,  at  1.35  p.  m.,  open  car  No.  21  on  the  Mount 
Vernon  line  ran  into  the  rear  end  of  closed  car  No.  62  of  the^same 
line.  Ed.  Detrich  was  motorman  and  John  Davies  conductor  of 
car21;  William  Scisn  conductor  and  Jerome  Wright  motorman 
of  car  No.  62.     No.  62  was  a  regular  car  running  from  Mount  Ver- 
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non  to  Yonkers.  Car  21  was  an  extra  car,  which  was  operated 
from  Dunwoodie  station  on  the  Harlem  Railroad  to  the  Empire 
City  race  track,  a  distance  of  one  mile.  It  was  returning  from 
the  race  track,  following  regular  car  62.  As  car  62  was  entering 
the  turnout  switch  at  Midland  avenue,  the  extra  car  ran  into  the 
rear  of  it.  This  is  a  spring  point  switch,  and  the  turnout  is  about 
60  feet  long.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  track  about  700  feet  east 
of  the  turnout,  then  a  tangent  down  a  three  per  cent,  grade  to 
the  switch.  A  view  of  the  track  can  be  had  from  the  curve  to 
the  turnout.  Car  62  was  derailed,  and  the  rear  dash  broken.  Ko 
damage  was  done  to  car  21.  J.  Wile,  of  New  York,  who  was 
standing  on  the  rear  platform  of  car  62  had  his  hancT  cut.  At 
the  time  of  the  accident  the  weather  was  clear  and  rail  dry. 
There  were  no  passengers  in  car  21,  and  18  in  car  62.  Both  cars 
were  single  truck  cars  equipped  with  single  chain  hand  brakes. 
Oar  62  had  sand  boxes,  but  there  were  none  on  car  21,  which  was 
an  open  car. 

Ed  Detrich,  motorman  of  car  21,  claimed  his  brake  would  not 
work.  The  superintendent  of  the  company  found  the  brake  and 
controller  in  good  condition  after  the  accident.  Detrich  had 
been  employed  by  the  company  about  eight  months  previous  to 
the  accident.  He  was  suspended  after  the  accident,  and  was  dis- 
charged later. 

I  find  that  this  accident  was  caused  by  Ed  Detrich,  the  motor- 
man  of  car  21,  not  having  his  car  under  proper  control,  while 
following  car  62,  which  he  knew  was  obliged  to  slow  down  to 
take  the  turnout  to  meet  a  car  coming  in  the  opposite  direction. 
There  is  a  large  amount  of  business  done  on  the  Mount  Vernon 
line  of  this  company's  system,  and  a  number  of  serious  accidents 
have  occurred  on  this  line.  In  the  report  of  investigation  of 
previous  accidents,  I  have  made  recommendations  that  this  line 
should  he  double-tracked,  and  if  this  cannot  be  done  that  it 
should  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system.  To  prevent 
future  accidents  on  this  line,  these  recommendations  should  be 
put  into  effect. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  tx)  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  as  In  the  preceding  report.

In  the  Matter  of  an  accident  on  the  Yonkers  Railroad,  No- 
vember 18,  1900. 

December  18, 1900. 
Report  by  Electrical  Expert : 

I  have  investigated  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  Yonkers 
Street  Railroad  and  sabmit  the  following: 

On  November  18th,  at  8.42  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  junction  of 
South  Broadway  and  Nepperhan  avenue,  closed  car  No.  270  of 
the  Broadway  line,  Robert  Abbott,  conductor,  and  John  Burton, 
motorman,  running  from  Eangs  Bridge  to  the  New  York  Central 
station,  collided  with  closed  car  No.  276  of  the  Broadway  line, 
M.  Martin,  conductor,  and  John  Girgely,  motorman,  running  from 
the  New  York  Central  station  to  Nepperhan  avenue.  The  Nep- 
perhan Avenue  line  extends  from  the  New  York  Central  station 
through  Main  street  and  Gettys  square,  to  the  terminus  of  the 
line  on  Nepperhan  avenue.  This  line  is  double  track  from  the 
New  York  Central  station  to  Gettys  square  and  single  track  from 
the  Square  to  the  terminus,  with  the  exception  of  100  feet  on  the 
upper  end  of  New  Main  street. 

The  Broadway  line  extends  from  the  junction  of  Nepperhan 
avenue  and  New  Main  street,  through  Broadway  to  Kings  Bridge. 
This  line  is  double  track  the  entire  distance.  The  up  track  con- 
nects with  the  Main  Street  line  100  feet  west  of  the  junction  of 
the  down  track.  On  the  Broadway  line  there  is  a  down  grade 
to  the  junction  of  about  two  per  cent,  for  200  feet.  On  the  Nep- 
perhan Avenue  line  there  is  a  three  per  cent,  grade  descending 
to  the  Main  street  junction.  A  good  view  of  Main  street  can  be 
had  from  the  Broadway  line.  Cars  on  this  line  are  operated  in 
both  directions  through  Broadway;  cars  on  the  Nepperhan  Ave- 
nue line  are  run  out  through  Nepperhan  avenue,  returning 
through  Elm  street  to  the  junction  of  Main  and  Elm  streets. 

The  Broadway  line  car  270  struck  the  rear  end  of  the  Nepper- 
han avenue  car  No.  276,  as  this  car  was  passing  the  junction, 
breaking  the  dash  and  the  rear  platform  and  three  inches  of 
flange  of  the  rear  wheel  of  car  276.  No  damage  was  done  to  car 
270.  These  were  both  single  truck  closed  cars,  equipped  with 
single  chain  hand  brakes,  and  had  no  sand  boxes.  Both  were 
equipped  with  electric  headlights  which  were  burning  at  the  time 
of  the  accident.  Neither  car  was  derailed  and  both  were  taken  to 
the  barn  by  their  own  power.  At  the  time  of  the  accident  the 
rail  was  dry.  There  were  seven  passengers  in  car  270  and  five  in 
276.  None  of  these  were  injured.  The  Broadway  car  was  behind 
schedule  time,  and  should  have  met  the  Nepi)erhan  avenue  car 
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on  the  double  track  at  Getty  a  square.  The  motorman  of  car  270 
had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  company  as  motorman  for  14 
months  previous  to  the  accident,  and  was  suspended  after  the 
accident.  He  is  now  employed  by  the  company  as  a  motorman. 
This  was  the  first  accident  that  he  had  caused  during  the  time  he 
has  been  with  this  company. 

I  fini  that  John  Burton,  motorman  of  car  270,  caused  this  ac- 
cident by  not  having  his  car  under  proper  control  approaching 
the  junction  between  the  Broadway  and  Main  street  lines.  . 

I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  in  reference  to  preventing  a  re- 
currence of  an  accident  at  this  point,  as  a  good  view  of  the  Main 
street  track  can  be  had  from  the  Broadway  line,  and  an  accident 
can  only  occur  through  the  carelessness  of  motormen,  and  under 
these  circumstances  no  device  which  would  be  practicable  would 
prevent  an  accident  at  this  point.

Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  September  18th,  relative  to  fatal  accident 
to  John  Maloney  in  our  Harlem  river  freight  yaird,  July  30th,  our  rule 
covering  protection  of  car  repairers  reads  as  follows: 

"  *  A  blue  flag  by  day  and  a  blue  light  by  night,  placed  on  or  at  the  end 
of  a  car,  engine  or  train,  denote  that  workmen  are  at  work  under  or  about 
the  car,  engine  or  train.  The  car,  engine  or  train  thus  protected  must  not 
be  coupled  to  or  moved  until  the  blue  signal  is  removed  by  the  person  who 
placed  it. 

"  *  When  a  car,  engine  or  train  is  protected  by  a  blue  signal,  other  cars 
must  not  be  placed  in  front  of  it,  as  the  blue  signal  will  be  obscured,  with- 
out fin^  notifying  the  workman,  that  be  may  protect  himself. 

'*  *  When  a  car,  engine  or  train  stands  on  a  track  where  it  can  be  ap^ 
proached  from  either  direction,  the  blue  signal  must  be  placed  at  each 
end.' 

"  This  rule  was  modified  so  far  as  Harlem  river  yard  is  concerned  by  the 
substitution  of  a  sheet-iron  sign  painted  blue  with  *  stop '  in  white  letters 
across  the  face  of  it  on  a  staff  for  the  blue  Aag  for  day  signal.  This  with 
a  view  of  affording  greater  protection  on  account  of  the  large  number  of 
tracks  in  this  yard,  which  is  filled  with  cars,  might  obscure  the  view  of 
signal  placed  on  car,  the  instructions  requiring  the  placing  of  the  signal 
between  the  rails  at  a  distance  in  advance  of  the  car. 

**  At  the  investigation  it  was  shown  that  Car  Inspector  Maloney  placed 
the  sheet-iron  sign  in  coupler  of  the  car  on  which  he  was  at  work.  The 
end  of  this  car  was  in  the  shadow  cast  by  the  Willis  Avenue  bridge,  which 
crosses  the  yard,  and  in  addition  the  sign  was  rusted  and  the  letters  '  stop ' 
Indistinct.    The  brakeman  riding  on  car  switched  on  track  on  which  stood 
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the  car  Moloney  was  at  work  upon  failed  to  obserre  this  signal  and  allowed 
car  to  strike,  moving  disabled  ear  and  catching  Maloney  under  it,  Inflict- 
ing fatal  injuries.

couplet!  on  to  seven  cars  and  dropped  them  in  on  to  this  branch  at  the  east 
end  of  the  twelve  cars  already  mentioned.  When  the  cars  were  dropped, 
they  were  moving  at  a  speed  of  Ave  or  six  miles  per  hour,  and  the  brake- 
man  riding  on  deck  at  tlie  west  end  of  the  cars,  thus  complymg  with  our 
rules.  After  three  or  four  cars  had  passed  over  the  switch  leading  to  the 
Canal  street  branch,  he  commenced  to  set  the  brakes,  and,  as  the  rail  was 
covered  with  sik>w,  this  decreased  the  effectiveness  of  the  brakes,  and, 
being  unable  to  control  the  oa<rs,  they  collided  with  the  string  of  twelve 
when  moving  at  a  speed  of  about  two  or  three  miles  per  hour.  The  force 
of  the  collision  shoved  the  twelve  cars  west  over  Catherine  street,  catch- 
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in^  the  boys,  an^  when  the  cars  stopped,  the  westerly  car  of  the  string  of 
twelve  stood  near  the  walk  at  the  west  side  of  Catherine  street,  a  distance 
of  nearly  forty  f oet.

April  6,  1900.— Dilwynn  MoCardell,  killed.  On  inquiry  by  the 
Board,  the  company  replied  as  follows: 

"RefeiTing  to  yours  of  the  8th  inst,  in  tlie  matter  of  our  report  of 
accident  to  D.  McCardell,  at  Kingston,  April  6,  1900,  by  foot  being  caught 
in  frog,  and  asking  if  we  have  adopted,  or  have  in  view,  any  system  of 
blocking  whereby  accidents  of  this  character  may  be  prevented.  The  frog 
at  the  point  where  McOardell  was  hurt  was  blocked  in  the  ordinary  man- 
ner of  blocking  frogs,  that  is,  there  was  blocking  at  both  ends  of  the 
guard  rail  and  in  the  heel  of  the  frog.  This  was  a  spring-rail  frog,  and 
could  not  have  been  blocked  at  the  point  where  McCardell  was  caught, 
for,  as  you  are  aware,  spring-rail  frogs  have  a  wing  which  plays  back  and 
forth  so  that  when  the  flange  of  a  wheel  strikes  the  point  the  wing  springs 
back  allowing  the  flange  to  pass  through,  and  where  McCardeirs  foot  was 
caught  was  under  the  spring  bolt.     ♦    ♦    ♦

the  Board,  the  company  sent  the  following  reply: 

"  Replying  to  your  letter  of  September  19th,  and  answering  the  question 
of  your  honorable  Board  brought  about  by  the  verdict  of  the  coroner,  in 
regard  to  fatal  accident  to  John  White,  June  4th,  at  Ashburton  avenue 
crossing,  Tonkers,  I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  verdict  of  the  coroner  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  facts.  The  name  of  the  gateman  on  Ashburton 
avenue  crossing  is  Samuel  Hickey,  age  about  60  years.  He  is  not  crip- 
pled in  any  way,  and  has  been  employed  by  the  company  about  eight 
years,  s^ven  years  as  section  laborer  and  one  year  as  gateman  at  above 
mentioned  crossing.  While  a  good  maii.v  of  our  crossings  are  in  the  hands 
of  men  who  are  of  60  years  of  age,  s(till  they  are  not  decrepit  by  any 
means.  The  great  majority  of  them  have  been  men  who  have  been  In  the 
employ  of  the  company  thirty-flve  or  forty  years,  ana  appreciate  tli*^ 
responsibilities  of  the  positions  which  they  hold.  If  a  man  gets  totally 
unfit  and  his  presence  at  a  crossing  makes  it  dangerous,  he  is  removed 
without  question.

"  Replying  to  your  f^vor  of  November  27,  making  further  inquiry  In  rela- 
tion to  the  accident  of  September  1, 1900,  at  first  crossing  north  of  Merrlclc- 
ville  station,  whereby  Mr.  Lee  P.  Grant,  of  Franklin,  was  injured,  I  beg 
to  advise  (1)  that  the  whistle  was  sounded  at  the  whistling  post,  ajid  bell 
was  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  accident;  (2)  the  highway  and  raUway 
cross  at  right  angles  in  a  cut  about  8  feet  deep.  About  seven  years  ago 
we  had  a  somewhat  similar  accident  at  this  crossing,  and  the  people  resid- 
ing in  the  vicinity,  and  using  the  road,  asked  us  to  cut  off  a  part  of  the 
embankment,  so  that  a  person  sitting  in  a  wagon  could  see  over  it.

STBAM  RAILROADS. 

Following  are  reports  made  by  the  inspector  for  this  Board  of 
his  regular  inspections  during  the  year  of  steam  railroads  in  the 
State,  about  half  the  mileage  of  which  is  inspected  each  year.  Fol- 
lowing these  reports  are  reports  by  the  electrical  expert  for  the 
Board  of  his  regular  inspections  during  the  year  of  street  railroads. 
CJopies  of  these  reports  are  sent  to  the  companies  with  letters,  in 
most  instances  ma.king  the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  or 
electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this  Board,  and  the 
companies  are  given  an  opportunity  for  hearing,  if  they  desire  a 
hearing.  Ab  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  note  at  the  foot  of  each 
report,  in  almost  every  instance  the  companies  have  informed  the 
Board  that  they  would  comply  with  the  recommendations  withont 
a  hearing. 


Addison  and  Susquehanna  Bailroad. 

Buffalo  and  Susquehanna  Bailroad  Company,  lessee. 

(Inspected  July  7,  1900.) 

The  Addison  and  Susquehanna  Bailroad  connects  with  the  main 
line  of  the  Erie  Bailroad  at  Addison,  and  extends  in  a  southerly 
direction  into  Pennsylvania,  crossing  the  State  line  near  Nichols. 
The  length  of  the  road  in  the  State  of  New  York  is  10.00  miles. 
It  is  all  single  track,  standard  gauge  and  laid  with  80-pound  steel 
rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  40  inches  in  length, 
with  six  bolts,  excepting  about  one  mile  at  the  Addison  end  of  the 
road,  where  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  four  bolts,  are 
used.  The  ties,  which  are  about  75  per  cent,  oak  and  balance 
chestnut  and  cedar,  are  6x8  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  from 
15  to  17  are  laid  to  a  30-foot  rail.  The  cuts  and  embankments 
are  of  good  width  and  proper  slopes.  The  ditches  in  a  portion  of 
the  cuts  should  be  made  wider  and  deeper  to  proi)erly  drain  the 
road-bed.  No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.  The  ties  are  in  v«7 
good  condition^  but  sufficient  care  has  not  been  given  to  the  spac- 
ing and  to  keeping  them  squarely  across  the  track  at  and  about  the

joints.    All  ties  are  fall  spiked.    Tie-plates,  five  to  the  rail^  are 
used  on  sharp  curves  and  have  proven<  beneficial.    The  rail  has 
all  been  laid  since  the  inspection  of  1898,  but  were  not  new  at 
the  time  they  were  pat  down;  therefore,  as  is  always  the  case 
with  second  laying  of  rail,  the  joints  are  somewhat  uneven.    The 
rail  is,  however,  in  very  good  condition.    The  angle  plates  are  full 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  found.    The  joints,  line  and  surfac- 
ing of  track  are  very  fair,  and  the  curves  are  about  correctly  ele- 
vated for  the  speed  at  which  trains  are  sdieduled.    After  leaving 
Addison  the  grade  is  sharply  ascending  nearly  to  the  State  line, 
and  the  road  winds  along  the  side  of  the  hills,  seeking  the  neces- 
sary elevation  to  overcome  the  rise  to  the  sumimit;  consequently 
the  curves  are  frequent  and  sharp.    ,Tbe  maximum  appears  to  be 
about  19  degrees,  located  south  of  Freeman,  where  the  line  of  the 
road  has  been  recently  changed,  apparently  to  avoid  rebuilding 
or  filling  a  large  trestle.    This  changed  line,  with  its  extremely 
sharp  curves,  is  poor  construction,  and  the  former  line  should  be 
restored,  or  guard  rails  maintained  on  the  carves  of  the  present 
line,  and  the  speed  of  all  trains  reduced  to  12  miles  per  hour  while 
passing  around  them.    The  main  track  switches  are  split  point 
with  automatic  stands,  all  in  good  condition;  the  targets  are  well 
painted.    Svritch  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for 
safety.     All  main  track  frogs,  excepting  in  Addison  yard,  are 
spring  rail.    None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected-  by  foot- 
goards.    The  track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  rotten<  stone  and  a 
poor  quality  of  gravel.    No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed 
at  grade. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  boards,  and  are  considerably  out 
of  repair.  All  trees  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut.  Some  brush 
remains,  which  should  be  cut  and  removed. 

Derailing  switches  are  put  in  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descend^s  toward  the  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  excellent  condition  through- 
oat;  they  are  practically  new,  having  all  been  erected  in  1898  and 
1899.    All  timber  used  on  the  bridges  is  yellow  pine  or  oak;  the 
ties  are  8  X  8  inches,  10  feet  in  length,  and  are  spaced  14  inches 
from  center  to  center;  the  guard  timbers  are  6x8  inches,  notched 
on  the  ties  and  securely  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie.    The  trestles, 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  nearly  all  been  recently  re- 
built and  are  in  good,  safe  condition.    No  inside  guard  rails  are 
maintained  on  bridges  or  trestles.    The  openings  under  or  through 
the  embankments  are  stone  and  wooden  box  culverts  and  iron 
pipe.    The  wooden  box  culverts  have  recently  been  rebuilt  and 
are  of  sufficient  size  to  admit  of  putting  an  iron  pipe  on  the  inside 
whenever  the  wooden  box  gets  in  condition  rendering  renewal 
necessary. 
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The  highway  croeeings  are  properly  graded  and  planked.  OroaB- 
ing  s&gnB  of  diamond  form,  well  painted,  with  letters  nine  inches  in 
length,  are  conspicuously  placed  at  all  highway  crossings.  The 
only  overhead  obstruction  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track  is  a 
highway  bridge  in  the  village  of  Addison,  and  it  is  protected  by 
warning  signals. 

There  are  no  cattle  guards  in  use.  Mile  posts  are  maintained, 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  five  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Section  gangs  are  fm> 
niahed  flags,  lanters  and  torpedoes,  for  protection. 

The  passenger  station  at  Addison  is  a  wooden  building,  of  suf- 
ficient size  and  in  good  condition.  Time  tables  are  posted  in  the 
waiting  room>,  and  water  for  drinking  is  furnished.  The  freight 
house  is  also  a  wooden  building  and  is  in  good  condition.  Con- 
siderable scrap  and  refuse  material  were  observed  scattered  about 
the  tracks  in  Addison  yard,  which  should  be  picked  up  and  re- 
moved. The  station  building  at  Freeman  is  a  small  frame  build- 
ing in  fair  repair.  There  are  no  other  station  buildings  on  the 
road  in  the  State  of  New  York.  The  station  employees  are  not 
uniformed. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition  and  are  furnished'  with  drink- 
ing water.  They  are  furnished  with  emergency  tools  located  in 
the  center  of  the  cars,  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and 
airbrakes,  and  are  heated  by  steam  and  stoves  and  lighted  with 
oil  lamps.  All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed.  All  the 
freight  cars  observed  were  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and 
airbrakes,  and  were  in  good  condition; 

Refxmimendwtions, 

That  the  ditches  in  wet  cuts  be  widened  and  deepened ;  that  the 
condition  of  the  ballast  be  improved;  that  the  excessively  sharp 
curves  on  the  changed  line  south  of  Freeman  be  protected  by  guard 
rails,  and  that  the  speed  of  trains  while  running  around  them  be 
restricted  to  12  miles  per  hour;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  main- 
tained on  all  bridges  and  trestles;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails 
be  protected  by  foot-guards;  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair 
and  the  missing  cattle  guards  replaced.  . 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter  making 
the  recommendatioQs  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  it  was  complying  and  would  comply 
with  the  recommendations. 
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Bath  and  Hammondbport  Railroad. 

(Inspected  July  6, 1900.) 

The  Bath  and  Hammondsport  Railroad  extends  from  Bath,  on 
the  line  of  the  Erie  and  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western 
Railroads,  to  Hammondsport,  on  LaJke  Keuka,  a  distance  of  9.33 
miles.   The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  60- 
pound  steel  rail.    The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties — almost  entirely  of  oak — ^are 
6x8  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track. 
The  roadway  is  very  well  graded;  the  cuts  and  embankments  are 
of  good  width  and  proper  slopee  and  the  ditches  clean  and  gen- 
erally sufficient.    No  sub-drains  are  laidi.    The  ties  are  in  -good 
condition,  and  practically  all  renewals  required  this  season  have 
been  made;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.    About  3,500 
per  year  have  been  renewed.    No  tie-plates  are  used.    The  rails 
are  also  in  good  condition.    All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and 
the  bolts  are  tight.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track 
are  very  good,  and  the  curves  are  properly  elevated  for  the  speed 
at  which  the  trains  run.    All  the  curves  are  light.    The  grade 
from  Hammondbport  to  the  summit,  near  County  House  station, 
is  very  steep  for  the  greater  pabt  of  the  distance,  the  maximum 
being  152  feet  per  mile.    The  main  track  switches  are  split  point, 
and  the  frogs  spring  rail.  All  switches  have  stands,  and  generally 
with  targets  well  painted;  a  few  main  track  switches  without  tar- 
gets were  noted.  Switch  stands  are  rigid,  but  a  spring  on  the  head 
rod  renders  the  switch  automatic.    Switch  lamps  show  red  light 
for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    Frogs  and  guard  rails  are  not 
protected  by  foot-guards.    The  track    is  fairly   ballasted    with 
gravel. 

Three  branch  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  are  crossed'  at  grade 
in  the  Bath  yard.  There  are  no  fixed  signals  for  protection.  When 
the  Erie  trains  wish  to  put  cars  on  or  take  them  from  those  sid- 
ings, they  protect  by  flagging.  No  electric  railroads  are  crossed 
at  grade. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  board;  they  are  in  fair  repair  op- 
posite grazing  lands,  but  not  maintained  opposite  some  of  the 
vineyards. 

The  right  of  way  is  very  narrow,  but  is  free  from  trees  and 
brush.  Some  old  ties  Me  along  the  track  and  are  to  be  removed 
soon. 

Heavy  blocks  across  the  track  are  used  on  sidings,  where  the 
grade  descends  toward  the  main  track,  to  prevent  the  cars  run- 
ning upon  or  fouling  the  main  track. 

There  are  no  bridges  or  trestles.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  are  very  well  madntained.    Nearly  all  have  masonry  abut- 
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ments,  and  the  balance  timber  bents  or  docking,  in  sound  and 
safe  condition.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankmentB 
are  stone  box  culverts  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
A  board  crossing  sign  on  a  single  standard  is  in  place  at  all 
highways;  the  signs  are  well  x^ainted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches 
in  length.  Wooden  slat  cattle  guards  are  used  and  are  in  good 
condition.  Mile  and  whistle  posts  are  not  provided.  The  track 
force  consist®  of  a  foreman  and  7  laborers. 

The  station  at  Hammondsport  is  a  two-story  wooden  building, 
with  the  company's  general  offices  in  the  second  story.  The  build- 
ing is  neat  and  clean  and  properly  equipped.  The  platform  is  ot 
plank  and  is  in  good  repair.  The  only  other  station  at  which  an 
agent  is  employed  is  at  Bheims,  and  is  a  small  f  raine  building  in 
good  condition.  At  Bath  the  Erie  passenger  station  is  used,  and 
the  Erie  agent  transacts  the  business  for  both  roads. 

The  equipment  consists  of  2  small  locomotives,  weighing  from 
35  to  40  tons  each,  2  coaches,  2  combination  cars,  3  box  cars,  1 
gondola  and  1  flat  car.  The  coaches  and  combination  cars  are  in 
very  fair  condition  and  have  emergency  tools  centrally  located  in 
each  car.  No  water  is  furnished.  They  have  automatic  couplers 
and  air  brakes;  are  heated  by  stoves  and  lighted  with  oil  lamps. 
The  freight  cars  have  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes. 

Recommendations, 

That  the  missing  switch  targets  be  supplied;  that  the  frogs  and 
guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards,  and  that  whistle  posts 
be  erected  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  Inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  men  were  at  work  supplying  switch 
targets  and  foot-guards  for  frosrs  and  guard  rails,  and  asked  the  Board 
that,  Inasmuch  as  the  railroad  is  only  ten  miles  long  and  as  Its  engineers 
are  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  line,  that  the  recommendation  as  to  the 
installation  of  whistle  posts  be  withdrawn.  The  company  was  notified 
that  under  the  circumstances  the  recommendation  as  to  whistle  posts  Is 
withdrawn. 

Boston  and  Albany  Bailroad. 

(Inspected  June  19,  20.  1900.) 

Main  Line, 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Bailroad 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  extends  from  the  Maaeachusetts  State 
line  to  Bensselaer,  a  distance  of  38.30  miles.  At  Bensselaer,  cour 
nection  is  made  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver 
Railix)ad,  and  the  trains  cross  the  river  upon  that  company's 
tracks  to  the  Union  station  in  Albany. 
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The  road  is  doable  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  95- 
ponnd  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length, 
with  4  bolts.  Nnt  locks  are  used  on  all  the  track  bolts,  and  re- 
sult in  keeping  all  nuts  tight.  The  cross  ties — ^about  two-thirds 
yellow  pine,  and  balance  chestnut — are  7x7  and  7x8  inches  and 
8  feet  in  length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  The  road- 
way is  well  graded  and  generally  well  drained;  the  condition  of 
a  few  naturally  wet  cuts  might  be  improved  by  the  use  of  tile 
sob-drains.  No  sub-draining  has,  apparently,  been  done.  There 
is  one  tunnel,  through  solid  rock,  located  about  2J  miles  west  of 
the  State  line,  620  feet  in  length,  24  feet  9  inches  in  width,  and 
17  feet  6  inches  in  height;  it  is  apparently  very  secure.  The  ties 
and  rails  are  in  good-  condition.  The  necessary  tie  renewals  for 
this  season  have  been  made.  Tie  plates  are  used  on  all  ties  in 
the  west  bound  track,  and  at  joints,  and  on  all  curves  of  the  east 
bound  track,  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  The 
ties  are  properly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  All  angle  plates  are  full 
bolted  and  all  bolts  are  tight.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of 
the  track  are  exceptionally  good.  The  curves  are  properly  ele- 
vated for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  maximum  curve  is  7J  de- 
grees; the  maximum  grade  45  feet  per  mile.  All  switches  are 
split  point,  with  automatic  stands;  all  have  well  painted  targets 
and  are  in  good  condition  throughout.  Switch  and  semaphore 
lamps  show  red  light  for  danger,  and  green  for  safety.  All  facing 
switches,  as  well  as  obscure  trailing  switches,  are  protected  by 
electric  distant  signals.  The  yards  at  Albany  and  Chatham,  as 
well  as  the  junctions  at  these  places,  are  protected  by  interlock- 
ing plants.  Rigid  frogs  are  used  entirely.  All  frogs  and  guard 
rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  road  is  well  ballasted 
with  gravel.  No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade. 
The  Harlem  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  connects  at  Chatham,  and  the  trains  of  that  road  run 
upon  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  between  that 
place  and  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  The  Chatham  and  Lebanon 
Valley  Railroad  also  makes  connection  at  Chatham.  Block  sig- 
nals are  not  used.  Electric  signals  are  used  to  protect  trains  on 
obscure  curves,  at  stations  and  approaching  the  principal  yards. 
Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at  Albany  and  Chatham  yards 
and  junctions. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  well  maintained. 
The  right  of  way  is  clear  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish.  Heavy 
blocks  or  logs,  chained  and  locked  across  the  rails,  are  used  upon 
all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are 
left  standing,  to  prevent  cars  running  or  being  pushed  so  as  to 
foul  the  main  track. 
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The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  pasaes  are  in  good  con- 
dition ;  the  masonry  ]&  generally  excellent.  The  bridge  seat,  and 
masonry  underneath,  of  the  west  abutment  of  bridge  No,  209, 
wesit  of  CSiatham,  is  an  exception,  showing  indication  of  failure, 
and  should  be  promptly  repaired.  The  standard  bridge  floors 
are  of  good  design  and  very  strong.  The  ties  are  10x10  inches, 
12  feet  in  length,  and  are  spaced  18  inches  from  center  to  center. 
The  guard  timbers  are  10x12  inches,  and  are  securely  bolted  to 
every  third  tie.  The  ties  are  separated  by  wooden  blocks,  which 
are  secured  underneath  the  guard  timbers.  All  timber  used  in 
bridge  floors  is  yellow  pine  or  chestnut.  All  the  bridge  floors 
are  well  maintained.  There  are  no  inside  guard  rails  on  bridge 
structures.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments 
are  stone  and  brick  arch,  stone  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in 
excellent  condition.  Highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and 
well  planked.  Crossing  signs  are  of  the  figure  4  design,  are 
well  painted  and  have  letters  nine  inches  in  length.  Two  signs, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  track,  are  at  all  highway  crossings. 
Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  The  cattle  guards  are  metallic 
and  wooden  slat,  and  are  in  fair  condition.  The  mile  posts  are 
stone;  the  whistle  posts  are  in  good  condition  and  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  four  miles  in  length.  The  summer  track 
force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  ten  laborers  on  each  section, 
and  the  winter  force  of  a  foreman  and  four  laborers.  Each  gang 
is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  Four 
highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and  two  by  flagmen 
and  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sanitary  condition 
good.  Quite  a  proportion  of  them  are  of  brick  or  stone,  very 
tasty  in  appearance  and  thoroughly  convenient.  The  station 
building  at  Van  Hoesens  is  a  small  combined  passenger  and 
freight  station  of  wood,  and  in  poor  condition;  the  entire  build- 
ing has  a  rather  dilapidated  appearance,  and  is  practically  de- 
void of  paint.  A  new  station  should  be  erected  at  that  place. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each  station,  giving  its  name.  All  are  fur- 
nished with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is 
posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the 
public  can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  check  baggage 
to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  grounds  are 
clean,  and  several  of  the  more  important  ones  are  made  very  at- 
tractive with  shrubs,  ornamental  plants  and  flowers.  The  sta- 
tion platforms  are  of  cement,  plank  and  gravel,  and  in  good  con- 
dition. No  fire  protection  is  furnished.  Station  employees  are 
uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 
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The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each. 
Emergency  tools  are  centrally  located  in  the  cars,  and  are  also 
furnished  "mail,  baggage  and  express  cars.  The  coaches  are 
heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.  All  are 
equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes.  The  coach 
platforms  are  protected  by  iron  gates,  which  are  closed  when 
train  is  in  motion.  All  the  freight  equipment  has  automatic 
couplers,  and  83  per  cent,  have  air  brakes.  Box  cars  have  lad- 
ders on  the  ends  and  grab-irons  on  the  sides,  well  secured.  The 
running  boards  on  the  top  of  the  car  are  well  maintained.  None 
of  the  class  of  locomotives  on  which  the  enginemen  and  the  fire- 
men occupy  separate  cabs,  is  in  use.  No  locomotives  are  equip- 
ped with  automatic  bell  ringers. 

Since  last  inspection,  about  47,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed; a  new  coaling  station  has  been  erected  at  Rensselaer;  a 
new  passenger  station,  with  cement  platform,  at  Brookview;  a 
new  overhead  highway  bridge  has  also  been  built  at  Brookview, 
and  three  grade  crossings  abolished;  an  overhead  bridge  east  of 
Chatham  Centre  has  been  rebuilt,  and  an  undercrossing  at  Niver- 
ville  rebuilt  and  widened;  16  miles  of  new  wire  fence  has  been 
erected. 

Recommendations. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures; 
that  a  new  station  building  be  erected  at  Van  Hoesens,  and  that 
new  bridge  seat  be  built  and  the  masonry  underneath  repaired, 
at  bridge  No.  209,  located  west  of  Chatham. 

Hudson  Branch  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,         ' 

(Inspected  June  20,  1900.) 

The  Hudson  branch  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  ex- 
tends from  the  main  line  at  Chatham  to  Hudson,  on  the  line  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  a  distance  of 
17.33  miles. 

The  road  is  standard  gauge,  and  single  track,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  1.26  miles,  from  Hudson  to  Hudson  Upper,  which  is 
double  track.  The  entire  road  is  laid  with  72-pound  steel  rail 
connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  four  bolts. 
Nut  locks  are  used  on  all  track  bolts.  The  tie&— about  two-thirde 
yellow  pine  and  one-third  chestnut — ^are  6x7  and  7x7  inches,  eight 
feet  in  length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  Cuts  are 
taken  out  to  the  proper  width  and  slopes.  The  embankments  are 
full  width.  The  roadway  is  well  ditched.  No  sub-drainage  is 
used,  and  none  appears  necessary.  The  ties  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  the  necessary  renewals  for  this  season  have  been  made. 
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The  rail  is  in  very  fair  condition.  All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.  The  joints,  line  and  surfac- 
ing of  track  are  good,  and  the  curves  are  correctly  elevated  for 
the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  curves  are  generally  light.  Grades 
on  the  Hudson  end  of  the  road  are  very  steep,  in  places  at  rate 
of  180  feet  per  mile.  All  main  track  switches,  excepting  a  few 
in  the  Hudson  yard,  are  split  point.  Switch  stands  on  all  split 
point  switches  are  automatic.  All  stands  have  well  painted  tar- 
gets. The  switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger,  and  green  for  safety.  Pacing  switches,  where  obscure, 
as  well  as  the  junctions  and  yards,  are  protected  by  signals  or 
interlocking.  The  frogs  are  all  rigid.  Frogs  and  guard  rails 
are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  track  is  well  ballasted  with 
gravel. 

The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  three 
tracks,  is  crossed  at  grade  by  three  tracks  at  Hudson.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking.  No  electric  railroads  are 
crossed  at  grade.    No  block  signals  are  in  use. 

The  fences  are  partly  wire  and  partly  board,  and  on  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  line  there  are  no  fences.  It  is  claimed  that 
when  the  right  of  way  for  the  road  was  obtained,  the  land  owners 
contracted  to  build  and  maintain  the  fences.  The  right  of  way  is 
very  narrow.  It  is  generally  clear  of  trees,  brush  and  weeds  are 
cut,  and  no  rubbish  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  Heavy 
blocks  or  logs,  chained  and  locked  across  the  rails,  are  used  upon 
all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are 
left  standing,  to  prevent  their  running  or  being  pushed,  so  as  to 
foul  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  all  in  first  class 
condition.  The  masonry  is  good;  superstructure  of  iron  or  steel 
is  well  painted;  bridge  floors  are  standard  and  well  maintained. 
There  are  no  inside  guard  rails  on  bridge  structures.  All  open- 
ings under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  figure  4  design;  they  are  well 
painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  *  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  metallic  or  wooden  slat 
pattern,  and  are  in  very  fair  condition.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained, and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  sections  are  7^  miles  in  length.  A  foreman  and  8  laborers 
are  employed  on  each  during  the  summer,  and  a  foreman  and  4 
laborers  in  winter.  Three  highway  crossings  are  protected  by 
flagmen,  and  5  by  flagmen  and  gates. 
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The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition 
^ood.  There  is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  the  name  of  the  same. 
^11  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of 
the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept 
where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  check 
baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station 
grounds  are  neat  and  clean.  Station  platforms  are  of  plank  and 
w^ell  maintained.  No  fire  protection  is  provided.  Station  em- 
ployees are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating  their  em- 
ployment. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

Since  last  inspection,  about  9,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed; 
several  bridge  floors  have  been  renewed,  and  repairs  made  to 
others. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  condition,  and  that  inside 
guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  informed  the  Board  that  the  recommendation  as  to  masonry 
at  bridge  No.  209  would  be  complied  with.  So  far  as  the  recommendation 
of  new  station  building  at  Van  Hoesen's  is  concerned,  this  is  a  separate 
matter  and  Is  noted  in  this  report  under  the  title  **  Stations  and  Station 
Buildings."  The  Board  is  now  in  correspondence  with  the  company  as  to 
inside  guard  rails  on  bridge  structures. 

Buffalo,  Rochbstbr  and  Pittsburgh  Railway. 

(Inspected  Aug.  21,  22  and  23,  1900.) 

Rochester  Division. 

The  main  line  of  the  Rochester  Division  extends  from  Rochester 
to  Ashford,  a  distance  of  93.70  miles;  the  Lincoln  Park  and  Char- 
lotte road  frowt  Lincoln  Park,  on  the  main  line,  to  Charlotte,  10.30 
miles;  the  Perry  Railroad  from  Silver  Lake  Junction,  on  the  main 
line,  to  Silver  Lake,  on  the  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  1.03  miles — 
making  a  total  of  105.03  miles,  all  single  track  and  standard 
gauge. 

Eighty-five  one  hundredths  of  a  mile  of  the  main  line  track  i^ 
laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail,  17.52  miles  with  71-pound,  73.69  miles 
with  80-pound,  and  the  balance,  1.64  miles,  with  90-pound  steel  rail. 
The  Lincoln  Park  and  Charlotte  road  is  laid  with  71-pound,  and 
the  Perry  Railroad,  with  60-pound  steel  rail.  The  60  and  71-pound 
rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  26  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts; 
the  80  and  90-pound,  by  angle  plates  42  inches  in  length,  with  6 
bolts.  The  ties  (about  75  per  cent,  oak  and  the  balance  cedar), 
are  7  inches  face,  7  inches  in  thickness  and  8J  feet  in  length, 
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and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  embank- 
ments are  of  good  width  with  proper  slope.    The  roadway  is  well 
ditched.    SnlHirains  have  been  laid  in  a  few  wet  cnts,  and  the 
results  are  very  satisfactory.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are 
evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked,  the  spiking  being  exceptionally 
well  done.    Tie  plates  are  used  on  curves  sharper  than  3  degrees^ 
with  good  results,  and  their  use  is  to  be  extended.    The  60-ponnd 
rail  is  considerably  worn;  the  71-pound  fair,  and  the  80  and  90- 
pound  in  first-class  condition.    The  angle  plates  fit  well,  and  are 
full  bolted.    No  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and 
surfacing  of  the  track  are  good.    The  curves  are  correctly  lined 
and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.    The  general 
alignment  is  good  and  the  curves  light;  the  maximum  on  the  main 
line  is  5  degrees  and  40  minutes;  on  Lincoln  Park  and  Oharlotte 
road  6  degrees,  and  on  Perry  Railroad  8  degrees.     The  grades 
are  generally  regular.  Extensive  work  has  been  done  cutting  down 
summits  and  raising  the  low  places.    The  maximum  grade  on  the 
main  line  is  71  feet  per  mile;  on  the  Lincoln  Park  and  (Tharlotte 
road  70  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Perry  railroad,  58  feet  per  mile. 
The  switches  axe  split  point  and  the  frogs  spring  rail.    Switch 
stands  are  automatic,  and  have  well  painted  targets.    Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  gnards. 
The  track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Genesee  Valley  Terminal  (W.  N.  Y.  &  P.),  near  Lincoln  Park.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  trains  stop  before  crossing;  Buffalo, 
Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  trains  do  not  when  the  signal  is  in  their 
favor.  Two  tracks  of  the  Lehigh  Valley,  at  Pittsburgh  and  Le- 
high Junction.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  complete  and 
modern  interlocking  plant.  One  track  of  the  Oanandaigua  branch, 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  and  three  tracks 
of  the  Attica  branch,  Erie  Railroad,  at  Le  Roy.  The  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  ball  signal.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  before  crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  at  Machias.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.    No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  signals  at  telegraph 
stations  are  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders.  No  interlocking  plants 
are  maintained  excepting  at  the  railroad  grade  crossing  above 
mentioned. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good 
condition.  All  bridges  have  iron  or  steel  superstructure  and  are 
generally  well  painted  (the  work  of  painting  bridges  is  now  in 
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progress).    The  trestles,  excepting  on  the  Lincoln  Park  and  Char- 
lotte road,  are  of  pine  timber  (on  the  Ldncoln  Park  and  Charlotte 
road,  hemlock  timber  is  used  in  the  bents).    All  the  bridges  and 
trestles  have  good  and  sufficient  floors,  well  maintained.    The  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition.    Inside  guard- 
rails are  not  maintained  on  bridge  structures.    The  arch,  box  and 
iron  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 
TOie  fences  are  of  woven  wire,  and  are  in  good  repair. 
The  right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  weeds  and  rubbish. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  ujwn  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  grading  of  the  highway  crossings  is  properly  done,  and  the 
planking  is  in  good  condition.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  various 
forms;  the  triangular  and  diamond  shaped  are  generally  used;  a 
few  are  solid  board  signs  on  single  standard;  all  are  well  painted 
and  the  letters  are  nine  inches  in  length. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

Woodmen  or  metallic  cattle  guards,  in  good  condition,  are  in  place 
at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained, and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  .sections  are  6  miles  in  length  on  the  main  line,  and 
8f  miles  on  Lincoln  Park  and  Charlotte  road,  and  the  regular  force 
consists  of  a  foreman  and  five  laborers  to  eadi  section.  Each  gang 
is  furnished  fiags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Regular  track-walkers 
are  employed.  Sixteen  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flag- 
men and  one  by  flagman  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  There 
is  a  sign  ui>on  the  front  of  each  giving  its  name.  All  stations  are 
famished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  and 
also  tariff  sheets  are  posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Pire  ex- 
tinguishers are  furnished.  The  station  platforms  are  plank  and 
gravel  and  are  in  good  condition.  Station  grounds  and  yards  are 
neat  and  clean.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to 
which  they  sell  tickets.  Station  employees  are  uniformed  and 
wear  a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition.  Drinking  water  is  fur- 
nished in  each.  Emergency  tools  are  centrally  located  in  the 
coaches  and  are  also  furnished  in  baggage,  express  and  mail  cars. 
All  are  equipi>ed  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are 
heated  with  steam  and  Hghted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.  Box  steps 
are  carried  in  passenger  cars.  All  the  trainmen  on  passenger 
trains  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge.  Caf^  cars  are  run  in 
trains  3  and  6  daily,  between  Rochester,  Buffalo  and  Allegheny. 
The  freight  cars  are  in  good  condition;  94  per  cent,  are  equipped 
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with  automatic  couplers,  and  48  per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  The 
laddi&ns  are  upon  the  ends,  and  grab-ironfi  upon  the  sides  of  the 
cars,  and  are  well  secured.  The  running  boards  upon  the  tops  of 
the  cars  are  apparently  well  maintained.  About  41  per  cent,  of 
the  locomotives  are  equipped  with  automatic  bell  ringers. 

Since  the   last  inspection  (May,    181>8),  approximately    72,000 
cross  ties  have  been  renewed ;  9.92  miles  of  80,  and  2.90  miles  of 
90-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  worn  60  and  71-pound 
rail;  48.40  miles  of  the  track  have  been  reballasted;  11.68 miles 
of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  built;  bridge  No.  19  has  had 
a  new  steel  bridge,  replacing  a  wooden  structure;  No.  22,  formerly 
450  feet  of  wooden  trestle,  has  been  replaced  by  a  20-foot  steel 
bridge  on  new  masonry;  No.  44,  at  Silver  Lake  Junction,  a  steel 
viaduct,  is  being  replaced  by  a  stronger  steel  viaduct;  Nos.  58 
and  58J,  short  span  steel  bridges,  have  been  replaced  by  stronger 
steel  bridges;  No.  80,  near  Machias,  a  new  steel  bridge  on  new 
masonry,  has  been  erected,  replacing  a  wooden  structure,  and  No. 
83,  a  new  steel  bridge,  replacing  wooden  stringers;  brid^  No. 
18,  at  Mumford,  has  had  steel  girder  replaced  by  a  masonry  cul- 
vert and  filling;  No.  24,  at  Le  Roy,  a  timber  trestle  350  feet  in 
length,  has  been  filled ;  No.  48,  at  Hardy,  a  timber  trestle,  has  been 
filled;  No.  2,  on  Perry  Railroad,  a  timber  trestle  300  feet  in  length, 
has  been  filled;  six  masonry  culverts  have  been  rebuilt  and  sev- 
eral others  repaired;  grades  have  been  reduced  at  various  places 
by  cutting  down  summits  and  raising  low  places;  a  new  coaling 
trestle  has  been  erected  at  Rochester,  and  a  new  passenger  sta- 
tion at  Lincoln  Park;  extensive  painting  has  been  done  to  bridges 
and  buildings;  grade  crossings  of  highways  have  been  eliminated 
at  Mumford,  Le  Roy,  and  two  at  Hardy,  many  sidings  and  yards 
have  been  built  or  extended,  the  aggregate  being  about  4.40  miles 
of  new  tracks. 

Recommenda  tions. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards  for 
the  protection  of  the  men  in  the  train  and  yard  service;  that  in- 
side guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles,  and 
that  until  the  crossing  of  the  Genesee  Valley  Terminal  (W.  N.  T. 
&  P.)  Railroad  is  properly  protected  by  interlocking,  all  trains 
come  to  a  full  stop  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law,  before 
crossing. 

Buffalo  Division, 

The  portion  of  the  Buffalo  Division  in  the  State  of  New  York 
extends  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  near  Limestone,  to 
Buffalo  Creek  Junction,  on  the  Buffalo  Creek  Railway  at  Buffalo, 
a  distanee  of  72.44  miles,  all  single  track  and  standard  gauge. 
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One  and  fifty-one  hundredths  miles  of  the  main  track  are  laid 
with  60-pound  steel  rail,  6.71  miles  with  71-pound,  56.30  miles 
with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  (7.92  miles),  with  90-pound  steel 
rail.  The  60  and  also  the  71-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle 
plates  26  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  the  80  and  90-pound  rail 
is  connected  by  angle  plates  42  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts. 
The  ties  are  about  73  per  cent,  oak  and  the  balance  cedar;  they 
are  7  inches  face,  and  upwards  7  inches  in  thickness,  8J  feet  in 
length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  em- 
baoikments  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes,  excepting  between 
West  Valley  and  Cascade  Park,  where  the  road  runs  for  quite  a 
laLTge  part  of  the  distance  on  a  steep  hillside  about  100  feet  above 
a  stream.  The  material  through  which  the  road  is  graded  is  a 
very  treacherous  clay  and  quicksand;  at  several  places  the  dis- 
tance between  the  track  and  the  edge  of  the  almost  perpendicular 
bank  of  the  stream  is  not  sufficient  for  the  embankments  com- 
posed of  such  material  to  take  their  natural  elope,  and  long  piles 
have  been  driven  under  and  alongside  the  track  for  protection, 
and  in  some  cases  caps  and  stringers  have  been  put  upon  the 
piles  to  support  the  track.  This  part  of  the  road  is  thoroughly 
patrolled  and  watchmen  posted  at  all  questionable  points  during 
storms  and  in  the  spring  when  the  frost  is  thawing.  The  road- 
way is  well  drained.  Sub-drains  have  been  laid  in  a  portion  of 
the  wet  cuts,  with  excellent  results.  The  ties  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates  are  used  on  the 
sharp  curves.  The  60-pound  rail  is  much  worn;  the  71-pound  fair, 
and  the  80  and  90-pound  in  first  class  condition.  All  the  angle 
plates  fit  the  rails  well  and  are  full  bolted.  No  loose  bolts  were 
discovered.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  ex- 
ceptionally good.  The  curves  are  well  lined  and  the  elevation  is 
correct  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  general  alignment  is 
mach  broken  and  the  curves  are  frequent  and  generally  quite 
sharp.  The  maximum  curve  is  7  degrees — located  at  Cascade 
Park.  The  grades  are  quite  steep  on  portions  of  the  road  and  are 
generally  long;  the  maximum  is  89  feet  per  mile.  The  switches 
are  split  point  and  the  frogs  spring  rail.  Switch  stands  are  auto- 
matic and  have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore 
lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  None  of 
the  froigs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  track 
is  very'well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  A  branch  track 
of  the  Erie,  at  Limestone.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting 
board  signal.  This  branch  is  little  used  and  the  Erie  trains  flag 
when  desiring  to  cross.  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  trains 
do  not  come  to  a  full  stop  when  the  signal  is  in  their  favor.  At 
Bivereide  Junction  one  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn- 
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sylvania.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal. 
All  trains  stop  before  croesing.  The  connection  with  the  Erie 
Railroad  at  Salamanca  is  protected  by  interlocking.  There  is 
but  one  crossing  at  grade  of  an  electric  railroad  at  Sontii  Park 
arenue,  near  Buffalo.  Thece  are  derails  in  the  tracks  of  the  elec- 
tric road,  but  the  distance  between  them  and  the  steam  railroad 
track  is  so  short  (16  feet  on  the  east  and  24  feet  on  the  west  side) 
that  a  derailed  car  would  be  likely  to  run  ui>on  the  crossing  be- 
fore stopping.  This  has  occurred,  and  the  derails  should  be  moved 
far  enough  to  prevent  this  occurring  again. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  signals  at  telegraph 
stations  are  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders.  No  interlocking 
plants  are  maintained,  excepting  at  the  connection  with  the  Erie 
at  Salamanca. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good 
condition.  All  bridges  have  steel  or  iron  superstructure  and  are 
generally  well  painted.  The  trestles,  of  which  there  are  noiany, 
and  some  quite  long  and  high  ones,  are  of  pine  timber  and  in  good 
repair.  Pile  and  bent  trestles  are  extensively  used  for  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes,  and  only  a  small  portion  of  those  struct- 
ures are  on  masonry.  All  bridge  masonry  is  good,  and  where  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  on  masonry  abutments,  that  is  in 
most  cases  also  good  masonry.  All  the  bridges,  trestles,  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  have  good  floors,  well  maintained.  In- 
side guard  rails  are  not  maintained  on  bridge  structures.  The 
arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  fences  are  woven  wire  and  are  in  good  repair. 

The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush,  weeds 
and  rubbish. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  or  diamond  shape;  they  are 
properly  located  at  all  highway  crossings,  are  well  painted,  and 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place 
at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

Wood  or  metallic  cattle  guards,  in  good  condition,  are  in  place 
at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed.  Mile-posts  are  main- 
tained, and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from 
all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  5^  miles,  and  the  force  consists  of  a  fore- 
man and  five  laborers  on  each.  Regular  track-walkers  ore  em- 
ployed. Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpe- 
does. One  highway  crossing  is  protected  by  flagmen  and  six 
by  electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  th^se  on  the 
Rochester  Division,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 
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(For  equipment^  etc.,  see  report  on  Rochester  Division.) 
Since  the  last  inspection  (May,  1898),  abont  50,000  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  10.93  miles  of  new  SO-pound,  and  15.80  miles 
of  new  90-ponnd  steel  rail  haa  been  laid,  replacing  worn  60  and 
71-pound  rail;  16.10  miles  of  the  track  have  been  reballasted; 
19.40  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  built ;  bridge  No. 
112,  at  Carrollton,  has  had  a  double  track  steel  girder,  on  new 
masonry,  put  in,  replacing  a  light  steel  bridge  on  main  track,  and 
a  wooden  bridge  on  the  siding;  No.  117,  at  Riverside,  a  new  steel 
bridge,  on  new  masonry,  replacing  a  light  steel  structure;  No. 
121,  at  Limeetone,  a  new,  double  track  steel  bridge,  on  new 
masonry,  replacing  a  light  steel  bridge  on  main  track  and  a 
wooden  bridge  on  the  siding;  No.  113,  at  Oarrollton,  a  timber 
trestle,  has  been  filled;  No.  245,  at  Hoyts,  100  feet  of  timber 
trestle  filled;  No.  248,  at  Riceville,  340  feet  of  timber  trestle 
filled;  one  masonry  culvert  has  been  rebuilt,  and  others  repaired; 
new  water  stations  have  been  erected  at  East  Coneord  and  Beaver 
Switch;  one  grade  crossing  has  been  eliminated  at  Windom,  and 
four  at  Golden;  new  sidings  have  been  built  or  extended  at  many 
places,  aggregating  1.44  miles  of  new  tracks. 

R€Com7nendations. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards,  and 
that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  would  comply  with  the  recom- 
mendations. So  far  as  the  crossing  of  the  Genesee  Valley  Terminal  rail- 
road is  concerned,  the  Board,  having  in  ISdS,  relieved  the  Buffalo,  Roches- 
ter and  Pittsburgh  Railway  Company  from  the  obligation  to  cause  its  pas- 
senger trains  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing,  did  not  modify  this 
action  on  this  report. 

Central  Dock  and  Terminal  Railway 
(Inspected  December  12,  1900.) 

The  Central  Dock  and  Terminal  Railway  (operated  by  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company)  connects  with  the 
Niagara  Falle  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  at  Buffalo,  and  extends  to  Georgia  street  dock,  a  dist- 
ance of  .39  of  a  mile. 

The  larger  portion  of  this  road  is  on  a  trestle  built  for  trans- 
ferring coal  from  cars  to  boats.  This  trestle  is  in  good  repair. 
The  track  is  laid  with  steel  rail  varying  from  56  to  65  pounds  in 
weight,  connected  by  angle  platee.  There  is  but  one  bridge;  it  is 
about  103  feet  in  length,  and  in  good  condition. 
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The  road  owns  one  locomotive,  weighing  about  65  tons.  No 
cars  of  any  description  are  owned  by  the  company. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  road  is  dn  good,  safe  condition  for  the 
purpose  for  which  used. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company. 

Central  New  England  Railway. 

Main  Line. 
(Inspected  May  30  and  31  and  June  1,  1900.) 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  Central  New  England  Rail- 
way in  the  State  of  New  York  extends  from  Campbell  Hall,  on 
the  line  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway,  to  the 
Connecticut  State  line,  at  State  line,  a  distance  of  78.5  miles. 

The  road  is  standard  gauge,  4.6  miles — ^from  Highland  to 
Poughkeepsie  Junction — are  double  track,  and  all  the  balance 
single  track.  Three  miles  of  the  main  track  is  laid  with  80-pound 
steel  rail,  and  all  the  balance  with  70-pound  steel  rail.  The  80- 
pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length,  with 
six  bolts,  and  the  70-pound  rail  by  Fisher  joints.  The  ties  are 
principally  yellow  pine;  a  small  proportion  are  oak  and  chestnut. 
They  are  6  x  8  inches  and  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to 
the  mile  of  track. 

The  cuts  were  not  graded  suflQciently  wide  to  allow  for  proper 
ditches,  and  many  of  the  cuts  are  not  sufficiently  drained.  The 
embankments  are  generally  narrow  and  should  be  re-enforced. 
No  subdrainage  is  in  use. 

The  ties  are  in  medium  condition;  about  15  per  cent,  should 
be  renewed  this  season.  They  are  fairly  well  spaced  and  full 
spiked.  The  80-pound  rail  is  new  and  the  70-i)ound  in  very  good 
condition.  The  rail  in  yards  and  sidings  is  in  fair  condition.  The 
angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered. 
The  Fisher  joints  are  in  good  condition.  The  joints,  line  and  sur- 
facing of  track  are  very  fair  considering  the  many  poor  ties, 
lack  of  suflScient  ballast,  and  the  small  track  force  employed. 
The  curves  are  very  well  lined  and  correctly  elevated  for  the 
speed  of  trains  maintained.  The  maximum  curve  is  5  degrees; 
the  maximum  grade  58  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  all  split 
point,  with  automatic  stands  or  spring  on  the  head  rod,  render- 
ing the  switch  automatic;  all  have  well  painted  targets.  Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  white  light  for  safety,  and  red  light 
for  danger.  Nearly  all  the  main  track  frogs  are  spring  rail.  'So 
frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  in  medium  quantity. 
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The  Harlem  branch  of  the  Kew  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  (two  tracks)  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Boston  Comers. 
The  crossing  is  at  about  twenty  degrees  angle  and  is  protected 
by  a  gate  which  swings  across  either  track,  showing  large  red 
disk  or  a  red  light  to  the  train  not  having  the  right  to  cross. 
All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  No 
block  signals  are  in  use.  Train  order  signals  are  at  telegraph 
stations.     No  yards  or  junctions  are  interlocked. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  need  extensive  repairs.  The  right 
of  way  is  cleared  of  trees  and  brush,  and  no  rubbish  has  been 
allowed  to  accumulate.  Derailing  switches  have  been  put  in 
sidings  upon  which  cars  are  allowed  to  stand,  where  the  grade 
descends  toward  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  very  good  condition,  except- 
ing that  a  part  of  them  need  repainting. 

The  double  track  steel  bridge  across  the  Hudson  river  at 
Poughkeepsie  is  the  largest  railroad  bridge  in  America.    The  via- 
duct approach  at  the  east  end  is  2,640  feet,  and  at  the  west  end, 
1,034  feet  in  length;  the  two  anchor  spans  are  201  feet  each;  two 
of  the  cantilever  spans  are  548  feet  each,  and  one  546  feet;  the 
two  truss  spans  are  525  feet  each,  making  the  entire  length  of 
the  structure  6,768  feet.    The  towers  of  the  viaduct  approaches 
rest  upon  pony  piers.    The  anchor  piers  are  solid  masonry,  rec- 
tangular in  form.    The  shore  piers  are  each  divided  into  three 
independent  parts,  forming  practically  three  piers,  and  are  built 
against  or  notched  into  the  face  of  the  ledge;  they  are  about  25 
feet  in  height.    The  river  piers  about  24x86  feet — are  solid 
masonry  (rounded  at  the  ends)  to  about  20  feet  below  low  water, 
and  rest  upon  cribs  of  timber  about  110  feet  high,  filled  with  con- 
crete.   The  silt  in  the  bottom  of  the  river  is  about  70  feet  deep. 
The  water  is  60  feet  in  depth,  and  the  piers  extend  30  feet  above 
the  water.    The  steel  towers  resting  on  the  piers  are  110  feet  in 
height,  and  above  them  the  trusses,  82  feet  from  the  bottom  of 
the  truss  to  the  top  of  the  floor  system,  making  the  entire  height 
above  foundation  about  342  feet,  and  above  the  water  212  feet. 
The  clear  headway  under  the  trusses  is  130  feet,  and  under  the 
center  of  cantilever  spans  168  feet.    All  timber  used  on  the  struc- 
ture is  yellow  pine.    The  ties  on  the  approaches  are  8  x  12  inches, 
and  on  the  river  spans  8x8  inches,  24  feet  in  length,  with  every 
fourth  tie  35  feet  in  length,  the  extra  length  being  to  provide 
for  a  walk  which  is  maintained  on  each  side  of  the  tracks ;  every 
fourth  tie  is  hook-bolted  to  the  stringer.    The  guard  timbers  are 
8x8  inches,  notched  on  the  ties  and  bolted  to  every  second  tie. 
On  the  outside  of  the  walk  is  a  railing  consisting  of  four  IJ-inch 
iron  pi];)es,  with  iron  i)osts. 
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The  abutments,  the  viaduct  and  anchor  piers  are  in  very  good 
condition.  The  three  easterly  river  piers  appear  to  have  settled 
slightly,  aB  indicated  from  small  cracks  and  a  few  of  the  stones 
being  broken,  but  nothing  apparently  affecting  their  stability. 
The  westerly  river  pier  is  in  good  condition,  with  no  indications 
of  settling.  The  two  shore  piers  are  not  the  best  form  of  con- 
struction; they  should  have  been  solid  masonry  to  the  top,  and 
apparently  more  care  should  have  been  taken  in  fitting  their 
foundations  on  the  face  of  the  slope.  The  pier  on  the  east  side 
has  been  repaired,  and,  to  prevent  its  sliding  forward  or  tipping 
toward  the  river  (as  it  has  a  tendency  to  do),  a  mass  of  concrete 
has  been  placed  against  the  face,  making  it  apparently  secure 
for  the  present.  The  pier  on  the  west  side  shows  extensive 
cracks  and  apparently  a  tendency  to  slip  or  tip  toward  the  river. 
Measures  should  be  taken  at  once  to  prevent  this.  Probably  this 
pier  will  require  rebuilding  in  the  near  future.  The  superstruc- 
ture is  in  apparently  good  condition,  excepting  that  it  should  be 
repainted.  This,  your  inspector  was  informed,  will  be  done  this 
season.  The  bridge  floors  and  the  walks  are  in  fair  condition. 
Some  tie  renewals  are  needed  and  have  been  arranged  for. 

The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone 
arch  and  box  culvert,  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  very  well  graded  and  the  planking 
properly  cared  for.  Crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  and  finger 
board  design ;  the  paint  on  a  portion  of  them  is  dim,  and  several 
have  letters  but  six  inches  in  length. 

There  are  very  few  overhead  obstructions  less  than  twenty  feet 
above  the  rail;  all  such  are  protected  by  warning  signals. 

The  cattle  guards  are  wooden  slats  or  open  pits.  Many  are 
lacking.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highways  crossed. 

The  sections  are  six  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  three 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Each  gang  is  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Only  six  carpenters  are  employed  to 
keep  its  wooden  structures  in  repair.  The  maintenance  work  is 
being  intelligently  done,  but  the  force  and  materials  furnished 
are  not  sufficient  to  maintain  the  roadway  properly.  Three  high- 
way crossings  are  protected  by  a  flagman,  and  one  by  an  electric 
bell. 

The  stations  are  clean,  and  the  sanitary  condition  very  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each  giving  its  name.  Drinking 
water  is  provided  at  most  stations,  and  time  tables  and  tariff 
sheets  are  posted.  Several  stations  should  be  repainted.  The 
agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets. 
The  station  grounds  are  in  fair  condition.  The  station  platforms 
are  of  plank  and  fairly  maintained.  The  agents  and  helpers 
wear  uniforms,  and  a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 
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The  coaches  are  in  fair  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each. 
They  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are 
heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  oil  lamps.  Emergency  tools 
are  centrally  located  in  each  car.  Box  steps  are  carried  in  each 
car,  for  use  at  stations  with  low  platforms.  All  passenger  train- 
men are  uniformed,  and  wear  a  badge.  The  freight  cars  are  in 
good  condition.  Nearly  all  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers 
and  air  brakes,  and  the  balance  are  bing  rapidly  fitted  up.  Box 
cars  have  ladders  on  the  ends  and  grab-irons  on  the  sides,  nearly 
all  secured  by  bolts.  None  were  discovered  out  of  order.  The 
running  boards  on  the  tops  of  the  cars  are  apparently  properly 
cared  for. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  approximately  60,000  cross  ties 
have  been  used  in  repairs;  one  mile  of  80  and  five  miles  of  70- 
pound  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  60-pound  rail;  14  miles  of 
track  have  been  reballasted;  a  new  siding  240  feet  in  length  has 
been  put  in  at  Stanfordville;  1,200  feet  have  been  added  to  the 
passing  track  at  Pine  Plains;  new  creameries  have  been  erected 
by  the  company  at  Pine  Plains  and  Copake,  and  new  freight 
houses  at  Stanfordville  and  Hibemia;  a  new  shed  has  been 
erected  over  the  platform  at  Poughkeepsie  station;  the  stations 
at  Highland,  Hibernia,  Stanfordville,  Pine  Plains  and  Pough- 
keei>sie  have  been  repainted;  bridge  No.  88,  two  spans,  51  feet 
each,  a  deck  plate  girder,  has  been  put  in,  replacing  a  pile  tres- 
tle; bridge  No.  90,  one  span,  86  feet,  a  new  deck  plate  girder  has 
been  put  in,  replacing  a  Howe  truss  bridge;  bridge  No.  102,  a 
pile  trestle,  50  feet  in  length,  has  been  rebuilt ;  bridge  No.  97,  a 
pile  trestle,  62^  feet  in  length,  has  been  rebuilt;  the  masonry  of 
bridge  No.  100  has  been  repaired  by  putting  in  12  new  pedestal 
stones,  and  minor  repairs  have  been  made  to  a  number  of  other 
bridges  and  trestles;  the  following  trestles  have  been  filled:  No. 
92,  540  feet  in  length;  No.  94,  625  feet  in  length;  No.  95,  625  feet 
in  length;  No.  96,  444  feet  in  length;  No.  103,  730  feet  in  length, 
and  No.  109. 1,335  feet  in  length,  has  been  nearly  filled ;  also  512 
feet  of  a  double  track  trestle  at  the  east  end  of  Poughkeepsie 
bridge  have  been  filled;  inside  guard  rails  have  been  laid  on 
bridges  Nos.  104,  105,  106,  107. 

R€oommendati4m8, 

That  the  narrow  cuts  and  embankments  be  widened,  and  the 
cuts  thoroughly  drained;  that  the  necessary  repairs  and  renewals 
to  wooden  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  be 
promptly  made;  that  the  shore  piers  of  the  Poughkeepsie  bridge 
be  carefully  watched  and  repairs  to  the  west  one  promptly  made, 
as  well  as  measures  taken  to  prevent  the  i)ossibility  of  its  mov- 
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ing  or  tipping  forward;  that  necessary  painting  of  stations  and 
iron  bridges  be  done;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all 
bridge  structures;  that  necessary  tie  renewals  be  nxade  promptly; 
that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  provided  with  foot-guards,  for 
tlie  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  train  and  yard  service; 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  missdng  cattle  guards 
be  supplied;  that  crossing  signs  be  repainted  where  necessary, 
and  the  letters  be  made  of  legal  size;  that  the  maintenance  of 
way  force  be  increased  and  sufficient  material  furnished  to  ma- 
terially improve  the  condition  of  the  track,  and  the  roadway 
structure. 

Hopewell  Brcmch, 

The  Hopewell  branch  extends  from  the  junction  with  the  main 
line,  near  Poughkeepsie,  to  Hopewell  Junction,  on  the  Highland 
division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  a 
distance  of  12.4  miles. 

The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  70- 
pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  30  inches 
in  length,  with  six  bolts.  The  ties — about  three-fourths  yellow 
pine,  the  balance  oak  and  chestnut  in  nearly  equal  proportions — 
are  6x8  inches  and  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile 
of  track. 

The  cuts  and  fills  are  of  medium  width,  and  the  ditches  in  fair 
condition.  Very  many  of  the  ties  are  decayed,  and  at  least  20 
per  cent,  require  prompt  renewal.  The  rails  are  in  very  good  con- 
dition ;  all  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  dis- 
covered. The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  about 
medium.  The  curves  are  fairly  lined  and  the  elevation  about 
right  for  the  rate  of  speed  maintained.  The  maximum  curve  is 
four  degrees;  the  maximum  grade  50  feet  per  mile.  All  switches 
are  split  point,  with  switch  stands  automatic,  or  with  spring  on 
the  head  rod,  rendering  the  switch  automatic;  the  targets  are 
very  well  painted.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light 
for  danger,  and  white  for  safety.  No  switches  are  protected  br 
distant  signals.  All  frogs  in  main  track  are  spring  rail.  No  foot- 
guards  are  in  use.    The  track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel. 

The  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Railroad  is  crossed 
at  grade  near  Hopewell  Junction.  The  crossing  is  at  about  a  right 
angle  and  is  protected  by  interlocking,  which  derails  in  all  tracks. 
The  Central  New^  England  Railway  maintains  the  crossing.  JSo 
block  signals  are  in  use.    No  junctions  or  yards  are  interlocked. 

The  fences  are  of  wire,  and  in  poor  repair.  The  right  of  way 
is  cleared,  and  no  brush  or  rubbish  remains  along  the  track. 
There  are  no  sidings  ujwn  which  cars  are  left  standing  where  the 
grade  descends  toward  main  track. 
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The  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  excepting  that  a  portion 
of  them  should  be  repainted.  The  treaties,  open  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  are  generally  in  fair  repair.  Number  9,  however,  has 
about  15  pile  bents  which  should  be  renewed.  Nearly  two-thirds 
of  this  trestle  was  rebuilt  last  year,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the 
balance  is  to  be  done  soon.  A  portion  of  the  trestle  and  bridge 
Aoors  need  repairs.  The  attention  of  the  railroad  officers  was 
directed  to  all  such,  and  assurances  given  that  they  would  receive 
proper  attention.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embank- 
ments are  brick  arch,  and  stone  box  culverts  and  cement  yvpe — all 
in  fair  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  and  finger  board  design.  All 
are  new  and  the  letters  are  of  legal  size. 

All  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  rail  are 
protected  by  warning  signals.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the 
wooden  slat  pattern;  they  are  in  poor  repair  and  some  are  lacking. 
Mile  posts  are  not  maintained.  Whistle  posts  are  at  the  pres- 
cribed distance  from  all  highways  crossed. 

The  sections  are  six  miles  in  length  and  a  foreman  and  three 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags,  lan- 
terns and  torpedoes.  One  highway  crossing  at  Hopewell  is  pro- 
tected by  a  flagman. 

The  only  station  on  the  road  at  which  an  agent  is  employed  is 
at  Hopewell.    The  station  is  a  small  frame  building  in  fair  repair, 
but  needs  painting.    The  platform  is  of  plank.    The  agent  is  uni- 
formed and  wears  a  badge. 
For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line. 
Since  the  last  inspection  (1898),  about  10,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  new  pile  bents  have  been  put  in  at  trestle  No.  1,  and 
about  180  feet  of  its  west  end  has  been  filled ;  trestle  No.  5,  682 
feet  in  length,  has  been  about  two-thirds  filled ;  No.  9,  493  feet  in 
length,  has  been  three-fourths  rebuilt;  Nos.  10,  11  and  12,  have 
been  rebuilt  entire,  and  No.  17,  one-half  rebuilt  and  balance  filled ; 
a  new  siding  1,200  feet  in  length  has  been  constructed  at  Hopewell 
Junction;  a  new  tool  house  has  been  erected  at  Manchester  bridge; 
all  the  crossing  signs  on  the  road  have  been  renewed  and  made 
standard. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  necessary  repairs  to  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle 
P^«9es  be  promptly  made;  that  at  least  20  per  cent,  of  the  cross 
ties  be  renewed  this  season;  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper 
'^r;  that  missing  cattle  guards  be  supplied;  that  foot-guards  be 
provided  for  all  frogs  and  guard-rails;  that  inside  guard-rails  be 
laid  and  maintained  on  all  bridge  structure;  that  the  maintenance 
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of  way  force  be  increased  and  sufQclent  materials  famished:  to 
materially  improve  tlie  condition  of  the  track  and  the  roadway 
structure. 

RMnecUff  Brcmdh. 

The  Bhinecllff  branch  extends  from  Sdlyernails,  on  the  main  lin^ 
to  Ehinecliff,  on  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Bail- 
road,  a  distance  of  21.6  miles. 

The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  60-poiiiid 
steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  and  Ash  plates  24  inches 
in  length,  with  four  bolts.  The  ties^  yellow  pine,  oak  and  cheert- 
nut,  in  about  equal  proportions,  are  6x8  inches  and  8  feet  in 
length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 

Very  many  of  the  cuts  and  fills  are  narrow,  and'  the  ditches 
insuflQcient  for  good  drainage.  Very  many  ties  are  decayed 
and  at  least  20  per  cent,  require  renewal.  The  rails  are  in  medioiD 
condition.  An  occasional  track  bolt  was  noted  missing  and  some 
with  loose  nuts.  The  condition  of  the  joints,  line  and  surfacing 
of  track  is  fairly  good.  The  curves  are  very  well  lined  and  the 
elevation  is  about  correct  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  maxi- 
mum curve  is  four  degrees;  the  maximum  grade,  80  feet  per  mile. 
Five  stub  switches  are  yet  remaining  in  main  track;  the  balance 
are  split  point.  Automatic  switch  stands  are  used  with  the  split 
switches;  all  have  targets,  very  well  painted.  Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
No  switches  are  protected  excepting  by  the  targets  or  lamps  on 
the  stands.  All  frogs  are  rigid.  No  foot-guards  are  used.  The 
track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel.  J^o  railroads  are  crossed 
at  grade.  No  block  signals  are  in  use.  Train  order  signals  are 
maintained  at  stations. 

The  fences  are  mainly  of  wire  and  need  extensive  repairs.  Some 
new  woven  wire  fence  has  been  recently  erected,  and  some  repairs 
made  opposite  grazing  lands.  All  trees  on  the  right  of  way  are 
cut  and  brush  and  rubbish  generally  cleared  away. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  where  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track. 

The  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  excepting  that  some 
repairs  to  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  needed.  The  several  wooden 
Howe  truss  bridges  are  sound  and  on  fair  masonry.  The  timber 
trestles,  stringer  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have 
generally  poor  masonry  and  some  poor  timber,  which  should 
receive  attention.  The  notice  of  the  superintendent  and  chief 
engineer  was  called  to  all  such,  and  assurance  given  that 
they  would  receive  prompt  attention.  Quite  a  projwrtion  of  the 
open  culverts  where  the  masonry  is  bad  and  the  structure  genef- 
ally  poor,  might  be  gotten  rid  of  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and 
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filling  the  openings.  The  openings  under  or  tliroDgli  the  embank- 
ments are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  and  are  in 
very  fair  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Grossing  signs  are  of  the  finger  board  design,  with  letters  six 
inches  in  length. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Most  cattle  guards  are  missing.  A 
few  pit  guards  are  in  use.  Mile  -posts  are  not  maintained ;  whistle 
posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highways  crossed. 

The  sections  are  about  six  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
three  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes. 

The  stations  are  small,  but  apparently  as  large  as  necessary. 
They  are  in  fair  repair,  but  nearly  all  need  painting.    They  are 
neat  and  cle^n  and  the  sanitary  condition  very  good.     A  sign  is 
upon  each  giving  its  name.    Drinking  water  is  provided  in  the 
principal  stations.     A  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
waiting  room.    Agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which 
they  sell  tickets.    The  station  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel, 
in  very  fair  condition.    Agents  wear  a  uniform  and  a  badge. 
For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 
Since  the  last  inspection  (1898),  about  18,000  cross  ties  have 
been  used  in  repairs;  bridge  No.  17  has   been   rebuilt;   several 
tmdge  floors  have  been  renewed,  and  others  repaired;  12  stub 
switches  have  been  replaced  by  point  switches;  7  miles  of  new 
woven  wire  fence  has  been  erected. 
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That  at  least  20  per  cent,  of  all  cross  ties  be  renewed  this  sea- 
son; that  missing  track  bolts  be  supplied  and  all  loose  nuts  made 
tight;  that  the  remaining  stub  switches  be  replaced  by  split 
points;  that  all  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards; 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  the  necessary  re- 
pairs and  renewals  to  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  be 
promptly  done;  that  the  crossing  signs  be  changed  so  as  to  have 
letters  of  the  legal  size;  that  massing  cattle  guards  be  supplied; 
that  the  maintenance  of  way  force  be  increased  and  sufficient 
material  furnished  to  materially  improve  the  condition  of  the 
track  and  the  roadway  structures. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  Inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  it  was  complying  and  would  comply 
with  the  recommendations. 
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Chatham  and  Lebanon  Vallb^  Bailroad. 
(Inspected  December  29  and  30, 1899.) 

The  Chatham  and  Lebanon  Valley  Bailroad  Company  acquired 
the  property  of  the  Lebanon  Springs  Bailroad  Company  late  iik 
the  summer  of  1899,  and  proceeded  to  repair  that  portion  of  the 
railroad  between  Chatham,  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  and  '^bany 
Bailroad,  and  Petersburg  Junction,  on  the  line  of  the  Fltchbur^ 
Bailroad,  45.40  miles,  all  but  about  11  miles  of  which  has  not  been. 
operated  during  the  past  year  on  account  of  its  bad  condition.    In 
the  short  time  the  present  owners  have  had  to  do  the  repairing, 
they  have  put  in  the  track  about  45,000  new  ties,  renewing,  ap- 
proximately, one-third  of  all  the  ties  in  main  track.    The  remain- 
ing two-thirds,  however,  are  in  bad  condition;  many  of  them  are 
so  badly  decayed  that  they  will  not  hold  a  spike  or  properly  sup- 
port the  rail  and  nearly  all  should  have  been  renewed.    About 
10  miles  of  a  fair  qualiity  of  second-hand  60-pound  eteel  rail  have 
been  laid,  replacing  worn  iron  rail  with  chair  joints,  and  more  rail 
is  being  received  with  which  to  replace  the  remaining  iron  rail 
now  in  main  track.    The  steel  rail  now  in  the  track  is  generally  in 
fair  condition,  although  some  is  worn  and  battered,  especially  at 
the  joints.    Fisher  joints,  angle  plates  and  fish  plates  are  used  to 
connect  the  steel  rail.    Some  of  the  fish  plates  are  considerably 
bent;  a  few  bolts  are  missing  and  many  are  loose.    The  road  bed 
was  originally  well  graded,  but  during  the  time  the  road  has  not 
been  ox>erated  most  of  the  ditches  became  filled  and  have  not 
been  opened.   The  embankments  have  been  partially  washed  away 
in  several  places  and  temporarily  repaired  with  cribe  of  ties  and 
timber.    Arrangements  have  been  made  for  filling  all  such  placea 
as  rapidly  as  possible.    The  iron  bridges  have  been  badly  neg- 
lected, are  much  rusted  and  generally  without  paint.    The  wooden 
bridges  and  trestles  on  the  greater  portion  of  the  road  have  been 
temjwrarily  repaired  by  the  addition  of  bents  and  timbers,  and 
materials  are  on  hand  for  strengthening  the  remaining  weak  and 
decayed  structures  in  like  manner.    A  few  trestles  have  been  en- 
tirely renewed;  others  are  to  be  filled  as  soon  as  possible,  antf 
new  iron  bridges  are  intended  to  replace  the  wooden  Howe  truss 
and  trussed  stringer  bridges,  most  of  which  are  in  poor  conditioor 
and  now  supported  on  bents. 

The  time  since  the  Chatham  and  Lebanon  Valley  Bailroad  Com- 
pany came  into  possession  of  the  property  has  been  too  short  to 
get  the  road  in  anything  like  good  condition.  Some  surfacing  has 
been  done,  but  both  line  and  surface  are  very  irregular  and  the 
joints  are  generally  low.  The  managers  of  the  road  appear  to  be 
aware  of  the  necessity  for  further  extensive  repairs,  and  state 
that  they  will  be  made  as  rapidly  as  possible.    The  time  hai 
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passed,  however,  for  putting  in  more  ties,  or  doing  additional  sur- 
facing of  track,  this  season,  and  they  desire,  in  order  to  get  some 
use  of  the  property,  as  well  as  to  accommodate  the  people  along 
the  road,  to  commence  running  trains  at  once.  The  road  is  not 
in  fit  condition  for  operating,  and  if  trains  are  to  he  run  upon  it 
during  the  winter,  the  speed  should  be  very  slow — not  to  exceed 
10  miles  per  hour,  and  the  rails  should  be  kept  thoroughly 
shimmed  and  braced  where  necessary,  and  all  wooden  structures 
should  be  carefully  watched,  thoroughly  repaired  and  strength- 
ened where  necessary.

CoNNS)aTiN6  Tbrminal  Railroad. 
(Inspected  December  12»  1900.) 

The  Connecting  Terminal  Railroad  consists  of  a  series  of 
switching  tracks  in  and  about  the  grain  elevator  and  freight  ware- 
houses owned  by  that  company  and  located  on  the  ship  canal  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.  The  tracks  connect  with  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  are  laid  with  a  mixture  of  steel 
and  iron  rail,  connected  by  fish  plates.  There  are  no  bridges, 
trestles  or  any  structures  whatever  in  the  roadway. 

The  tracks  are  in  only  ordinary  condition,  but  suitable  for  the 
purpose  for  which  used.

Delaware  and  Hudson  Company. 
(Inspected  June  6",  7,  8,  9, 11, 16,  1900.) 

The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  operates  the  following 
lines  of  railroad  in  the  State  of  New  York:    Albany  and  Susque- 
hanna, and  leased  lines:  Main  line,  from  Albany  to  Binghamton, 
142.59  miles,  of  which  95.96  miles  are  double  track;  Lackawanna 
and  Susquehanna,  from  Nineveh  to  Pennsylvania  State  line,  17.65 
miles,  1.62  double  track;  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany, 
from  Cobleskill  Junction  to  Cherry  Valley,  21.04  miles;  Schenec- 
tady and  Duanesburgh,  from  Duanesburgh  Junction  to  Schenec- 
tady, 13.79  miles;  Schenectady  and    Mechanicville,    from   East 
Glenville  to  Mechanicville,  9.93  miles.    Rensselaer  and  Saratoga, 
and  leased  lines:  Main  line,  from  Albany  to  Lake  Champlain, 
79.14  miles,  of  which  72.01  miles  are  double  track ;  West  Troy  and 
Green  Island,  from  Watervliet  to  Green  Island,  1.08  miles,  of 
which  1.06  are  double  track;  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga,  from  Troy 
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to  Waterford  Junction,  5.59  miles,  .043  of  a  mile  double  track; 
Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  from  Schenectady  to  Ballston,  14.97 
miles,  4.0G  miles  double  track;  Qlens  Falls  Railroad,  from  Fort 
Edward  to  Caldwell,  15.12  miles;  Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  from 
Whitehall  to  Vermont  State  line,  6.63  miles;  Rutland  and  Wash- 
ington, from  Eagle  Bridge  to  Vermont  State  line,  32.62  miles. 
New  York  and  Canada,  and  leased  lines:  Main  line,  from  Wliite- 
hall  to  Rouses  Point,  112.93  miles;  Ticoaderoga  Railroad,  from

Albany  and  Susquehanna — Main  Line. 

(Inspected  June  6  and  7,  1900.) 

The  main  line  of  the  Albany  and  Susquehanna  Railroad  extends 
from  Albany  to  Binghamton,  a  distance  of  142.59  miles,  of  which 
95.96  miles  are  double  track.  Sixteen  miles  of  the  track  are  laid 
with  67-pound  steel  rail,  and  all  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel 
rail.  The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  80-pound  by  angle  plates  30  inches 
in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties — about  70  per  cent,  yellow  pine, 
20  per  cent,  oak  and  balance  chestnut — are  7x9  inches  and  8} 
feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts 
are  generally  taken  out  to  full  width.  Some  of  the  rock  cuts^ 
especially  those  west  of  the  tunnel,  are  rather  narrow  at  the  bot- 
tom to  allow  sufficient  room  for  good  ditches.  The  embank- 
ments are  generally  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes.  The  ditches 
are  well  cleaned  and  generally  sufficient.  There  is  one  tunnel  on 
the  road,  located  about  15  miles  east  of  Binghamton;  it  is  ap- 
proximately 2,200  feet  in  length,  14  feet  in  width  at  the  bottmn, 
18  feet  at  the  spring  of  the  arch;  the  center  height  is  approxi- 
mately 18  feet;  the  bench  walls  are  of  stone  masonry  and  the 
arch  of  brick;  it  is  apparently  in  good,  safe  condition.  The  ties 
are  in  good  condition  and  the  necessary  renewals  have  been 
made;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Very  few  tie 
plates  are  used.  Rail  braces  are  used  plentifully  on  curves.  The 
67-pound  rail  is  considerably  worn,  and  the  80-pound  in  good  con- 
dition. The  connections  are  first  class;  all  angle  plates  are  full 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and 
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surfacbig  of  track  are  exceptionally  good.  The  curves  aie  in  ex- 
cellent line;  the  elevation  is  regular  and  correct  for  the  speed 
of  traina  maintained.  All  curves  sharper  than  8  degrees  have 
been  spiralled  at  the  ends.  The  maximum  curve  is  5  degrees; 
the  maximam  grade  78  feet  per  mile,  west  bound,  and  7U  feet 
per  mile^  east  bound.  All  switches  are  split  point,  and  switch 
stands  automatic;  they  are  in  good  condition  and  have  targets 
well  painted.  Facing  switches  on  the  double  and  obscure 
switcheB  on  the  single  track,  are  protected  by  high  stands  with 
semaphore  targets,  and  those  in  especially  bad  places,  or  very  ex- 
tensively used,  have  additional  protection  of  distant  signals, 
either  interlocked  with  the  switch  or  operated  electrically.  Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  for 
safety.  Practically  all  main  track  frogs  are  spring  rail.  Frogs 
and  guard  rails  are  not  blocked,  except  in  very  few  cases.  The 
track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  West  Shore  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
Biver  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Voorheesville.  The  cross- 
ing is  at  about  a  45  degree  angle  and  is  protected  by  agate  which 
swings  across  the  track  of  either  road,  showing  large  red  disk 
or  a  red  light  to  the  train  not  having  the  right  to  cross.  All 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  maintains  the 
crossing.  The  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  is 
crossed  at  grade  at  Sidney,  at  about  a  35-degree  angle.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  ball  signals  on  a  high  pole.  All  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  New 
York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  maintains  the  crossing.  The 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  (two  tracks)  is 
crossed  at  grade  at  Binghamton,  at  about  a  25-degree  angle.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking,  with  derails  in  all  tracks. 
Piroper  connections  are  made  with  the  West  Shore  line  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Albany  and 
Voorheesville;  the  Schoharie  Valley  Railroad,  at  Schoharie 
Junction;  the  Cooperstown  and  Charlotte  Valley  Railroad,  at 
Ck>operstown  and  Charlotte  Valley  Junction;  the  New  York,  On- 
tario and  Western  Railway,  at  Sidney;  and  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western,  and  Erie  Railroads,  at  Binghamton.  All 
electric  railroad  grade  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by 
the  conductors  of  electric  cars  flagging  across  the  railroad  ti'acks. 
No  block  signals  are  in  use.  A  red  flag  is  used  at  telegraph  sta- 
ti(Mis,  to  stop  trains  for  orders.  The  south  end  of  the  Albany 
yard  is  protected  by  interlocking. 

The  fences  are  nearly  all  of  wire,  and  are  considerably  out  of 
repair.  The  right  of  way  is  cltered  and  free  from  brush  and 
rubbish.    Derailing  switches  are  maintained  in  all  sidings  upon 
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which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward 
the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  cnlverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  thoroughly 
good  condition.    The  masonry  is  well  cared  for,  and  necessary 
repairs  or  renewals  made.    The  bridges  are  of  steel  or  iron,  and 
by  renewals  or  strengthening  have  been  kept  to  the  proper  stand- 
ard for  the  weight  of  rolling  stock  and  motive  power.     Addi- 
tional renewals  and  strengthening  are  arranged  for,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  constantly  increasing  weight  of  loads  to  be  carried 
over  the  structures.    The  bridges  are  generally  well  painted,  al- 
though a  few  were  noted  which  should  have  an  additional  coat,  to 
prevent  rust  forming  and  causing  injury.    The  open  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  have  stringers,  either  of  I-'beams,  or  formed  of  rails, 
of  good  design  and  abundant  strength.    The  only  wooden  trestle 
remaining  is  about  72  feet  in  length,  and  in  good  condition.    A 
stone  box  culvert  has  been  built  at  this  place,  and  the  trestle  is 
to  be  filled  at  once,  removing  the  last  wooden  structure  in  the 
roadway.    The  wooden  floor  system  on  bridges  is  of  good  design, 
and  the  floors  are  exceptionally  well  maintained.    The  standard 
bridge  ties  are  9x9  inches  and  9  feet  in  length,  spaced  15  inches 
center  to  center.    Guard  timbers  are  6x8  inches;  they  are  notched 
on  the  ties,  and  securely  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie;  the  timber 
used  is  yellow  pine  or  oak.    Inside  guard  rails  are  not  main- 
tained; the  only  one  noted  was  for  a  short  distance  on  each  end 
of  the  viaduct  at  Harpursville.    The  openings  under  or  through 
the  embankments,  for  passage  of  water,  etc.,  are  stone  and  brick 
arch  culverts,  stone  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Standard  crossing  signs,  diamond  shaped,  are  conspicuously 
placed  at  all  highway  crossings;  they  are  well  painted,  and  the 
letters  are  9  inches  in  length  and  of  proper  proportions. 

Warning  signals  are  in  position  at  all  overhead  obstructions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Cattle  guards  are  not  main- 
tained, they  not  being  considered  of  practical  use  for  the  purpose 
intended.  (While  your  inspector  is  aware  that  if  cattle  are 
allowed  to  graze  about  a  crossing,  they  will  in  time  find  a  way 
to  get  over  almost  any  form  of  surface  cattle  guard,  he  considers 
them  of  use,  and  that  they  should  be  maintained.)  Mile  posits  are 
maintained,  and  whistle  posts  in  good  condition  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highways  crossed. 

The  track  sections  are  4^  miles  in  length  on  double  tracks,  and 
6  miles  in  length  on  single  track,  and  a  foreman  and  5  laborers 
are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and 
torpedoes  for  protection. 

Thirty-one  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and 
three  by  flagmen  and  gates. 
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The  statioDfi  are  clean  and  neat,  and  the  sanitary  condition 
very  fair.  There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each  station,  giving 
its  name.  The  principal  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking 
water.  A  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room. 
Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them. 
Agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell 
tickets.  The  station  grounds  are  generally  neat  and  clean,  and 
at  several  of  them  are  lawns  with  shrubs,  flowers  and  ornamental 
plants,  presenting  an  attractive  appearance.  The  station  plat- 
forms are  of  plank  and  gravel.  A  portion  of  the  gravel  platforms 
are  rather  low,  and  irregular  in  surface,  allowing  water  to  stand 
upon  them  in  places;  these  should  be  raised  and  made  sloping  or 
crowning,  with  smooth  surface,  to  shed  water  quickly.  No  Are 
protection  is  furnished.  The  agents  and  helpers  are  uniformed 
and  wear  a  badge  indicating  their  employment.  Quite  a  number 
of  the  stations  should  be  repainted,  especially  Delmar,  Eeperance, 
Schoharie  Junction,  Central  Bridge,  Richmondville,  East  Worces- 
ter, Worcester,  Otsego,  Bainbridge,  Afton  and  Port  Crane.  The 
Oobleskill  and  Undilla  stone  stations  are  evidently  too  small,  and 
are  also  in  poor  repair.  A  new  station  is  to  be  erected  this  sea- 
son at  Cobleskill;  a  new  and  more  commodious  station  should 
also  be  erected  at  Unadilla. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898  about  215,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  20  miles  of  80-pound  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  67- 
pound  rail;  10  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted;  an  extensive 
amount  of  grading  has  been  done  between  Maryland  and 
Worcester,  reducing  the  grade  from  42  feet  per  mile  to  30  feet 
per  mile;  bridges  Nos.  9  and  45  have  been  filled;  bridges  Nob.  101 
and  103— plate  girders — have  been  re-enforced;  bridgies  Nos.  104, 
107  and  109  have  been  renewed,  heavier  girders  being  put  in, 
replacing  lighter  girders;  bridge  No.  97  has  been  re-enforced  by 
the  addition  of  new  center  girders  and  column  throughout;  a 
new  coal  storage  plant  for  engines  has  been  erected  at  Delanson ; 
a  new  undercroseing  is  in  process  of  construction  at  Bevier  street, 
Binghamton,  which  will  eliminate  the  present  grade  crossing. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in 
each.  They  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes, 
are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  oil  lamps.  Emergency 
tools  are  centrally  located  in  the  cars,  and  are  also  carried  in 
m^l,  baggage  and  express  cars.  All  passenger  trainmen  are 
uniformed.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the  freight  cars  are  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers,  and  75  per  cent,  with  air  brakes;  the 
balance  are  rapidly  being  fitted  up.  Box  cars  have  ladders  on  the 
ends  and  grab-irons  on  the  sides,  generally  secured  by  bolts. 
Banning  boards  on  the  top  of  the  cars  are  carefully  maintained. 
The  locomotives,  on  which  the  engineman's  and  the  fireman's  cab 
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are  sei)arate,  are  provided  with  speaking  tobes,  to  enable  the 
engineman  and  fireman  to  communicate  with  each  other.  A 
**  condnctor'fi  valve  ^'  is  also  being  put  in  the  fireman's  cab,  so 
that,  in  case  of  emergency,  he  can  apply  the  air  brakes. 

Recommendatums, 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards,  for 
the  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  train  and  yard  service; 
that  iuEide  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures; 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  rei)air;  that  cattle  guards  be  main- 
tained at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed;  that  the  gravel 
pdatforme  be  raised,  where  they  are  low,  and  made  sloping  or 
crowning  sufficiently  to  drain  quickly;  that  a  new  and  more  com- 
modious passenger  station  be  erected  at  Unadilla;  that  the  sta- 
tions on  which  paint  is  dim  or  lacking,  be  repainted. 


Albany  and  Susquehanna — Branches  and  Leered  Lines. 

(Inspected  June  6,  7,  16,  1900.) 

Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna^  from  Nineveh  to  Pennsylvania 
State  line,  17.65  miles,  of  which  1.62  miles  are  double  track;  8.62 
miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  80-pound  rail,  and  the  balance 
with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  from  Oobleskill  Junction  to 
Cherry  Valley,  21.04  miles;  14  miles  are  laid  with  62-pound  and 
the  balance  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Schenectady  and  Duanesburg,  from  Duanesburg  Junction  to 
Schenectady,  13.70  miles;  all  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

Schenectady  and  Mechanicville,  from  East  Glenville  to  Mechan- 
icville,  9.93  miles;  all  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

The  62-pouiid  rail  is  connected  by  angle  and  fish  plates  22 
inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  the  67-x>ound  rail  by  angle  plates 
24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  80-pound  rail  by  angle 
plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  average  about 
50  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  and  the  balance  oak  and  chestnut  in 
about  equal  proportions;  they  are  7x9  inches,  9|  feet  in  length, 
and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  embank- 
ments are  of  good  width  and  proper  slopes,  and  the  roadway  is 
well  drained,  excepting  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany 
branch,  on  which  road  a  portion  of  the  cuts  are  narrow  and  the 
slopes  steep;  the  embankments  weak,  and  should  be  re-enforced; 
many  cuts  are  poorly  drained.  The  ties  are  in  good  condition.  The 
62-pound!  rail  is  quite  badly  worn;  the  67-pou<nd  rail  somewhat 
worn;  the  80-pound  rail  is  in  good  condition.     The  connections

are  generally  good;  all  angle  and  flfih  plates  are  full  bolted.  No 
loose  bolts  were  discovered  in  the  angle  plate  jodnts,  but  where 
fish  plates  are  used,  quite  an  amount  of  loose  bolts  was  noted. 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good,  excepting  on  the 
Cherry  Valley,  Bharon  and  Albany  branch,  on  which  they  are  only 
medium.  The  curves  on  this  branch  are  also  slightly  irr^ular 
in  line.  On  all  other  Unes  the  curves  are  regular.  All  are  cor- 
rectly elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  maximum  curve 
on  the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna  is  6  degrees.  On  this  road 
all  curves  where  the  80-pound  rail  has  been  laid,  sharper  than  3 
degrees,  have  been  spiralled  at  the  ends.  The  maximum  grade 
is  34  feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Cherry  Valley, 
Sharon  and  Albany  is  5^  degrees,  and  the  maximum  grade  122 
feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Schenectady  and 
DulanesbiiTg  is  7  degrees^  and  the  maximumi  grade,  80  feet  per 
mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville 
is  4  degrees,  and  the  maximum  grade  33  feet  per  mile.  All 
main  track  switches  are  split  point,  excepting  in  Cherry  Valley 
yard,  where  several  stub  switches  yet  remain  in  main  track. 
Switch  stands  at  poimt  switches  are  automatic;  all  switch  stands 
have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger,  and  green  for  safety,  excepting  on  the  Lacka- 
wanna and  Susquehanna,  where  a  white  light  indicates  safety. 
All  junctions  are  protected  by  high  targets,  ball  signals,  or  dis- 
tant signals,  interlooked  with  the  junction  switches.  All  main 
track  frogs  in  the  67  and  80-pound  rail  are  spring  rail;  the  ma- 
jority of  the  frogs  in  the  62-pound  rail  are  rigid.  None  of  the 
frogs  or  guard  rails  is  fitted  with  foot  guards.  The  Lackawanna 
and  Susquehanna  is  thoroughly  ballasted  with  cinders.  The 
Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany  is  lightly  ballasted^  with 
broken  stone  aaid  gravel.  The  Scbeneatady  and  Duanesburg,  and 
the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville  are  well  ballasted  with  gravel 
and  cinders. 

The  West  Shore  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  South  Schenectady;  the 
crossing  is  at  about  an  80-degree  angle,  and  is  protected  by  a  gate 
swun^  across  the  track,  showing  large,  red  disk,  or  a  red  light,  to 
the  train  not  having  the  right  to  cross.  All  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  New  York  Central  and 
Iludson  River  Railroad  maintains  the  crossing.  No  yards  or  junc- 
tions are  protected  by  interlocking  plants. 

The  fences  are  generally  of  wire,  and  are  considerably  out  of 
repair.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared,  and  free  from  brush 
and  rubbish.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 
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The  Buperstructures  of  the  bridges,  open  culyerta  and  oattle 
passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  wooden  floor  systems  are  stand- 
ard and  well  maintained.  No  inside  guard  rails  are  used  on 
bridge  fitructures.  The  bridge  masonry  is  good.  The  open  cul- 
vert and  cattle  passes  masonry  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and 
Albany,  requires  considerable  repair,  and,  in  some  cases,  entire 
renewal.  On  the  other  lines  the  culvert  and  cattle  pass  masonry 
is  good.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are 
stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  very  good'  con- 
dition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  generally  well  graded,  and  the  plank- 
ing is  good.  At  several  crossings  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon 
and  Albany,  the  approaches  are  too  steep,  and  the  grade  should 
be  reduced.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  form,  are  well 
painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  lees  than  20  feet  above 
the  track. 

There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and 
whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  3  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  One  highway  crossing  on 
the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna  is  protected  by  an  electric  bell, 
and  3  crossings  on  the  Schenectady  and  Duanesburg  are  pro- 
tected by  flagmen.    None  is  protected  by  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean,  and  the  sanitary  condition  very  good. 
There  is  a  sign  on  the  front  of  each,  excepting  at  Cherry  Valley 
and  Sharon,  and  giving  its  name.  The  principal  stations  are  fur- 
nished with  drinking  water,  and  a  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted 
in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  also  kept  where  the  public 
can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  platforms  are  of 
plank  and  gravel.  The  planking  is  well  maintained;  the  gravel 
platforms  are  of  somewhat  uneven  surface,  and  should  be  leveled 
and  made  to  drain  quickly.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed 
and  wear  a  badge  indicationg  their  employment. 

For  remarks  on  quipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

Sin<!e  the  last  inspection,  about  14,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed on  the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna,  16,000  on  the 
Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  10,000  on  the  Schenectady  and 
Duanerfburg,  and  8,000  on  the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville;  6 
miles  of  new  80-pound  rail,  replacing  67-pound  rail,  have  been  laid 
on  the  Lackawanjia  and  Susquehanna,  and  3  miles  of  80-pound 
rail,  replacing  GT-pound  rail,  on  the  Sfchenecitady  and  Duanes- 
buTg;  6  miles  of  track  have  been  reballa&ted  on  the  Lackawanna

and  Busqnehannay  and  6  miles  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and 
Albany. 

B€cofnmend4i4ions. 

That  the  narrow  cats  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Bharon  and  Albany, 
be  widened  and  ditched,  and  weak  embankments  reinforced;  that 
the  loose  track  bolts  be  made  tight;  that  the  stub  switches 
be  replaced  with  split  points;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be 
fitted  with  foot  guards;  that  necessary  repairs  to  masonry  be 
made;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  struc- 
tures; that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  the  grade  of 
the  steep  approaches  to  several  highway  crossings  on  the  Cherry 
Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  be  reduced. 

Rensselaer  and  Saratoga — Main  line. 

(Inspected  June  7  and  8,  1900.) 

The  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  main  line  extends  from  Albany 
to  Lake  Champlain,  a  distance  of  79.14  miles,  of  which  72.01  are 
double  track.  Fifty-two  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  67- 
pound,  and  all  of  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail.  The  67- 
pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length,  with 
6  bolts.  The  ties — ^abont  60  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent, 
oak,  and  balance  chestnut — are  7x9  inches,  8^  feet  in  length, 
and  2J816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  Very  few  tie  plates  are 
in  use.  Bail  braces  are  used  plentifully  on  curves.  The  cuts 
and  embankments  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes.  The  road- 
way is  well  drained.  There  is  one  tunnel  on  the  road;  it  is  at 
Whitehall;  the  length  is  798  feet,  width  14  feet,  height  18  feet; 
the  bench  walls  are  stone  and  the  arch  brick;  it  is  in  good  con- 
dition. The  ties  are  in  good  condition.  The  67-pound  rail  is 
considerably  worn;  the  80-pound  rail  is  good.  All  angle  plates 
are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.  The  joints^ 
line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  in  excellent  condition.  Curves 
are  correctly  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains 
maintained.  All  curves  shari>er  than  3  degrees  have  spiralled 
ends.  The  maximum  curve  is  9^  degrees,  at  Ballston;  the  maxi- 
mum grade  is  63  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  all  split  point 
and  are  in  good  condition.  Switch  stands  are  automatic  and 
have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
green  light  for  safety,  and  red  light  for  danger.  Obscure  facing 
switches,  where^  not  protected  by  block  signals,  have  high  stands 
with  semaphore  targets.  The  frogs  in  main  track  are  spring  rail. 
No  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  track 
is  well  ballasted  with  gravel. 
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The  Pitchborg  Bailroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  MechanicTille, 
at  about  a  45  degree  angle.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  ball 
signals  on  a  high  XK>le.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  foil 
stop  before  crossing.  The  Rtchbnrg  Bailroad  maintains  the 
crossing.  The  electric  railroad  crossings  are  protected  by  flag- 
men, or  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  flagging  across  the 
railroad  tracks.  The  tracks  between  Albany  and  Saratoga  are 
protected  by  the  Hall  system  of  electric  block  signals.  Signals 
are  located  about  one  mile  apart.  The  block  signals  also  protect 
all  switches  commencing  with  the  main  track  between  those 
pointa  No  yards  or  junctions  are  protected  by  interlocking 
plants,  but  interlocking  plants  are  ordered  for  Waterford  and 
Ballston  junctions.  Train  order  signals  are  not  maintained;  a 
red  flag  is  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders  at  telegraph  stations. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  out  of  repair  in  many 
places.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from>  brush 
and  rubbish.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  on  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  first  class 
condition.  The  bridges  are  generally  well  painted.  All  masonry 
is  good.  The  bridge  floors  are  standard  and  well  maintained. 
There  are  no  inside  guard  rails  on  bridge  structures.  Draw- 
bridges are  protected  by  ball  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  em-  * 
bankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all 
in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  shaped;  they  are  well  painted 
and  have  letters  nine  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained, 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  four  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Forty  highway  crossings 
are  protected  by  flagmen,  8  by  flagmen  and  gates^  and  10  by 
electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  the  principal  stations 
are  furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time  table  of  the  road  is 
posted  in  each  waiting-room,  and  tariff  sheets -are  kept  where 
accessible  to  the  public.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  grounds  are  neat 
and  dean.  Several  of  the  principal  stations  have  well  kept 
lawns,  with  shrubs,  ornamental  plants  and  flowers,  presenting 
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an  attractive  appearance.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank 
and  gravel,  and  in  very  good  condition.  There  is  no  fire  protec- 
tion furnished.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear 
a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment^  etc.,  see  Albany  and  Susque- 
hanna, main  line,  report. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  approximately  104,000  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  18  miles  of  new  SO-poumd  rail  have  been 
kdd,  replacing  67-pound  rail;  24  miles  of  track  have  been  re- 
ballasted;  a  new  undercrossing  has  been  constructed  at  Ballston; 
a  new  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  put  in  north  of  Bound  Lake; 
new  station  buildings  of  brick  are  being  erected  at  Ballston, 
Saratoga  and  Fort  Edward;  also  new  brick  freight  house  at 
Ballston. 

Recommendations. 

That  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards;  that  in- 
side guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures;  that  the 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  cattle  guards  be  maintained 
at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 


Rensselaer  and  Sa/ra^a — Branches  a/nd  Leased  Lines, 

(Inspected  June  7,  8,  9,  16,  1900.) 

West  Troy  and  Oreen  Island,  from  Watervliet  to  Green  Island, 
1.08  miles,  of  which  1.06  are  double  track;  .46  of  a  mile  is  laid 
with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Bensselaer  and  Saratoga  (Troy  branch),  from  Troy  to  Water- 
ford  Junction,  6.59  miles;  .43  of  a  mile  double  track;  all  laid  with 
67-pound  steel  rail. 

Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  from  Schenectady  to  Ballston,  14.97 
miles;  4.06  miles  double  track;  12.22  miles  are  laid  with  67-pound, 
and  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

Olens  Falls  Railroad,  from  Fort  Edward  to  Caldwell,  15.12 
miles ;  ^  mile  is  laid  with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  with  67-pound 
steel  rail. 

Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  from  Whitehall  to  Vermont  State  line, 
6.63  miles;  all  laid  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Rutland  and  Washington,  from  Eagle  Bridge,  on  the  line  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  to  the  Vermont  State  line,  32.62  miles; 
all  laid  with  62-pound  steel  rail. 

About  one-third  of  the  62-pound  rail  is  connected  by  fish  plates 
20  inches  in  length,  and  the  balance  by  angle  plates  19  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts.  The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle 
plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  80-pound  by  angle 
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plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  average  about 
50  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent,  oak  and  25  per  cent,  chest- 
nut, and  are  7  X  9  inches  and  8J  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid 
to  the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  proper 
width  and  slope,  and  »the  roadway  is  well  drained.  The  ties  are 
in  good  condition.  The  62-pound  rail  on  the  Rutland  and  Wash- 
ington is  much  worn  and  many  loose  bolts  were  observed  in  the 
connections.  The  67-pound  rail  is  fair,  and  the  80-pound  in  good 
condition,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered  in  the  connections. 
The  angle  and  fish  plates  on  all  rails  are  full  bolted.  The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  tracks  on  all  lines,  excepting  the  Rutland 
and  Washington,  are  in  good  condition,  and  on  that  line  only 
ordinary,  and  on  the  northerly  portion  poor.  A  large  part  of  this 
road  is  being  reballasted,  and  a  better  class  of  rail,  removed  from 
the  more  important  lines,  is  to  replace  much  of  the  worn  62-pound 
rail  this  season.  The  curves  on  this  road  are  better  lined  and 
surfaced  than  the  tangents,  and  are  elevated  correctly  for  rate 
of  speed  maintained.  The  curves  on  the  other  lines  are  in  good 
condition  and  are  correctly  elevated.  The  maximum  curve  on 
the  West  Troy  and  Green  Island,  and  the  "Troy  Branch''  is 
about  3i  degrees,  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  7  degrees, 
on  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad,  15  degrees — at  Fort  Edward  Junc- 
tion— Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  18  degrees — at  Whitehall  Junc- 
tion— and  on  the  Rutland  and  Washington,  4  degrees.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  on  the  West  Troy  and  Green  Island,  and  the  "  Troy 
Branch  "  is  45  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady, 
18  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad,  124  feet  per  mile, 
on  the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  67  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Rut- 
land and  Washington,  95  feet  per  mile.  All  main  track  switches 
are  split  point,  excepting  two  stub  switches  at  Salem,  on  the 
Rutland  and  Washington.  All  split  point  switches  have  auto- 
matic stands,  or  a  spring  on  the  head  rod,  rendering  the  switch 
automatic.  The  switches  are  in  good  condition  and  the  stands 
have  well  painted  targets.  All  switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger,  and  green  for  safety.  All  facing  switches 
on  double  track,  and  obscure  switches  on  single  track  are  pro- 
tected either  by  block  signals,  high  switch  stands  with  semaphore 
targets,  or  by  distant  signals.  All  frogs  with  80  and  67-potind 
rail  are  spring  rail ;  with  62-pound  rail  both  spring  rail  and  rigid 
are  used.  None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot 
guards.  The  Green  Island  and  Troy  branches,  the  Saratoga  and 
Schenectady,  and  the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall  are  well  ballasted 
with  cinders  and  gravel,  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad  with  gravel 
and  sand  in  good  quantity,  and  the  Rutland  and  Washington  with 
gravel  in  medium  quantity. 
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The  Troy  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Bailroad  is  crossed  at  grade  in  Schenectady.  The  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  ball  signals.  All  trains  stop.  The  Stillwater  and 
Mechanicville  Electric  Bailroad  crosses  the  Troy  branch  in 
Waterford.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlockingi  with  de- 
rails in  both  the  steam  and  electric  railroad  tracks.  All  other 
electric  railroad  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  cars  flagging  across  the  steam  railroad 
track.  Electric  block'  signals  are  used  on  the  Troy  branch  and 
Green  Island  branches.  All  junctions  are  protected  by  block 
.signals,  ball  signals,  or  high  stands  with  distant  signals.  No 
yards  or  junctions  are  protected  by  interlocking  plants. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  not  in  first  class  con- 
dition. The  right  of  way  is  clear  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  masonry  is  good,  excepting  a  few  small  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  on  the  Rutland  and  Washington  and  Saratoga  and 
Whitehall.  One  abutment  of  bridge  No.  70,  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Champlain  canal  near  Whitehall,  should  be  rebuilt.  Nearly^  all 
bridges  are  steel  or  iron;  a  few  need  repainting,  but  the  paint  on 
most  of  them  is  very  fair.  Bridge  floors  are  well  maintained. 
No  inside  guard  rails  are  used  on  bridge  structures.  The  open- 
ings under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is 
good.  Crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  form;  they  are  well 
painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained, and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  3  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes  for  protection.  On  the  Green  Island  and 
Troy  branches  2  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and 
2  by  flagmen  and  gates;  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  3  high- 
way crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen;  and  on  the  Glens  Falls, 
1  highway  crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  The  principal  stations  are 
furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted 
In  each  waiting  room,  and  tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  they  are 
accessible  to  the  public.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.    The  station  grounds  are  neat 
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are  separate,  are  provided  with  speaking  tubes,  to  enable  the 
engineman  and  fireman  to  commnnicate  with  each  other.  A 
**  conductor's  valve  "  is  also  being  put  in  the  fireman's  cab,  bo 
that,  in  case  of  emergency,  he  can  apply  the  air  brakes. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards,  for 
the  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  train  and  yard  service; 
that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures; 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  cattle  guards  be  main- 
tained at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed;  that  the  gravel 
platforme  be  raised,  where  they  are  low,  and  made  sloping  or 
crowning  sufficiently  to  drain  quickly;  that  a  new  and  more  com- 
modious passenger  station  be  erected  at  TJnadilla ;  that  the  sta- 
tions on  which  paint  is  dim  or  lacking,  be  repainted. 


Albany  and  Susquehamma — Bramches  and  Leased  Lines. 

(Inspected  June  6,  7,  16,  1900.) 

Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna^  fi^om  Mneveh  to  Pennsylvania 
State  line,  17.6^  miles,  of  which  1.62  miles  are  double  track;  8.62 
miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  80-pound  rail,  and  the  balance 
with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  from  Oobleskill  Junction  to 
Cherry  Valley,  21.04  miles;  14  miles  are  laid  with  62-pound  and 
the  balance  v«nith  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Schenectady  and  Duanesburg,  from  Duanesburg  Junction  to 
Schenectady,  13.79  miles;  all  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

Schenectady  and  Mechanicville,  from  East  Glenville  to  Mechan- 
icville,  9.93  miles;  all  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

The  62-pound  rail  is  coniuected  by  angle  aoid  fish  plates  22 
inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  the  67-pound  rail  by  angle  plates 
24  inches  in  length,  v^th  4  bolts,  and  the  SO^poond  rail  by  angle 
plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  average  about 
50  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  and  the  balance  oak  and  chestnut  in 
about  equal  proportions;  they  are  7x9  inches,  9^  feet  in  length, 
and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  embank- 
ments are  of  good  width  and  proper  slopes,  and  the  roadway  is 
well  drained,  excepting  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany 
branch,  on  which  road  a  portion  of  the  cuts  are  narrow  and  the 
slopes  steep;  the  embankments  weak,  and  should  be  re-enforced; 
many  cuts  are  poorly  drained.  The  ties  are  in  good  condition.  The 
62-pound  rail  is  quite  badly  worn;  the  67-pouiid  rail  eomewhat 
worn;  the  80-pound  rail  is  in  good  oondition.     The  connections 
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are  generally  good;  all  angle  and  fleh  plates  are  full  bolted.  No 
loose  bolts  were  discovered  in  the  angle  plate  jodnts,  but  where 
fish  plates  are  used,  qnite  an  amount  of  loose  bolts  was  noted. 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good,  excepting  on  the 
Oherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany  branch,  on  which  they  are  only 
medium.  The  curves  on  this  branch  are  also  slightly  irr^ular 
in  line.  On  all  other  lines  the  curves  are  regular.  All  are  cor- 
rectly elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  maximum  curve 
on  the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna  is  6  degreee.  On  this  road 
all  curves  where  the  80-pound  rail  haB  been  laid,  sharper  than  3 
degrees,  have  been  spiralled  at  the  ends.  The  maximum  grade 
is  34  feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Cherry  Valley, 
Sharon  and  Albany  is  5^  degrees,  and  the  maximum  grade  122 
feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Schenectady  and 
DulanesbuTg  is  7  dlegrees,  and  the  maximnim)  grade,  80  feet  per 
mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville 
is  4  d^rees,  and  the  maximum  grade  33  feet  per  mile.  All 
main  track  switches  are  split  point,  excepting  in  Cherry  Valley 
yard,  where  several  stub  switches  yet  remain  in  main  track. 
Switch  stands  at  poimt  switches  are  automatic;  all  switch  stands 
have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamips  show  red 
Ught  for  danger,  and  green  for  safety,  excepting  on  the  Lacka- 
wanna and  Susquehanna,  where  a  white  light  indicates  safety. 
All  junctions  are  protected  by  high  targets,  ball  signals,  or  dis- 
tant signals,  interlooked  with  the  junction  switches.  All  main 
track  frogs  in  the  67  and  80-pound  rail  are  spring  rail;  the  ma- 
jority of  the  frogs  in  the  62-pound  rail  are  rigid.  None  of  the 
frogs  or  guard  rails  is  fitted  with  foot  guards.  The  Lackawanna 
and  Susquehanna  is  thoroughly  ballasted  with  cinders.  The 
Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany  is  lightly  ballasted  with 
broken  stone  and  grav^el.  The  Soheneotady  and  Duanesburg,  and 
the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville  are  well  ballasted  with  gravel 
and  cinders. 

The  West  Shore  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  South  Schenectady;  the 
crossing  is  at  about  an  80-degree  angle,  and  is  protected  by  a  gate 
swung  across  the  track,  showing  large,  red'  disk,  or  a  red  light,  to 
the  train  not  having  the  right  to  cross.  All  trains  are  required  to 
come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  New  York  Central  and 
Hndson  River  Railroad  maintains  the  crossing.  No  yards  or  junc- 
tions are  protected  by  interlocking  plants. 

The  fences  are  generally  of  wire,  and  are  considerably  out  of 
repair.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared,  and  free  from  brush 
and  rubbish.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 
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The  superstructures  of  the  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  are  in  good  condition.  The  wooden  floor  systems  are  stand- 
ard and  well  maintained.  No  inside  guard  rails  are  used  on 
bridge  etructures.  The  bridge  masonry  is  good.  The  open  cul- 
vert and  cattle  passes  masonry  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and 
Albany,  requires  considerable  repair,  and,  in  some  cases,  entire 
renewal.  On  the  other  lines  the  culvert  and  cattle  pass  masonry 
is  good.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are 
stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  very  good'  con- 
dition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  generally  well  graded,  and  the  plank- 
ing is  good.  At  several  crossings  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Bharon 
and  Albany,  the  approaches  are  too  steep,  and  the  grade  should 
be  reduced.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  form,  are  well 
painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  lees  than  20  feet  above 
the  track. 

There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and 
whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  3  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags, 
lantemfl  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  One  highway  crossing  on 
the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna  is  protected  by  an  electric  bell, 
and  3  crossings  on  the  Schenecftady  and  Duanesburg  are  pro 
tected  by  flagmen.    None  is  protected  by  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean,  and  the  sanitary  condition  very  good. 
There  is  a  sign  on  the  front  of  each,  excepting  at  Cherry  Valley 
and  Sharon,  and  giving  its  name.  The  principal  stations  are  fur- 
nished with  drinking  water,  and  a  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted 
in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  also  kept  where  the  public 
can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  platforms  are  of 
plank  and  gravel.  The  planking  is  well  maintained;  the  gravel 
platforms  are  of  somewhat  uneven  surface,  and  should  be  leveled 
and  made  to  drain  quickly.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed 
and  wear  a  badge  indicationg  their  employment. 

For  remarks  on  quipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

Since  the  last  inspection,  about  14,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed on  the  Lackawanna  and  Susquehanna,  16,000  on  the 
Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  10,000  on  the  Schenectady  and 
Duanesflburg,  and  8,000  on  the  Schenectady  and  Mechanicville;  6 
miles  of  new  80-pound  rail,  replacing  67-pound  rail,  have  been  laid 
on  the  Lackawaujia  and  Susquehanna,  and  3  miles  of  80-pound 
rail,  replacing  G7-i)ound  rail,  on  the  Stheneatady  and  Duanes- 
buTg;  6  miles  of  titiek  have  been  reballa&ted  on  the  Lackawanna 
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and  Susqn^anna,  and  6  miles  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Bharon  and 
Albany. 

Recomin€fnida4ions, 

That  the  narrow  cuts  on  the  Cherry  Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany, 
be  widened  and  ditched,  and  weak  embankments  reinforced ;  that 
the  loose  track  bolts  be  made  tight;  that  the  stub  switches 
be  replaced  with  split  points;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be 
fitted  with  foot  guards;  that  necessary  repairs  to  masonry  be 
made;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  struc- 
tures; that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  the  grade  of 
the  steep  approaches  to  several  highway  crossings  on  the  Cherry 
Valley,  Sharon  and  Albany,  be  reduced. 

Rensselaer  and  Saratoga — Main  line,

(Inspected  June  7  and  8»  1900.) 

The  Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  main  line  extends  from  Albany 
to  Lake  Champlain,  a  distance  of  79.14  miles,  of  which  72.01  are 
double  track.    Fifty-two  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  67- 
pound,  and  all  of  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail.    The  67- 
pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length,  with 
6  bolts.    The  ties— about  60  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent, 
oak,  and  balance  chestnut — are  7x9  inches,  8^  feet  in  length, 
and  2J816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.    Very  few  tie  plates  are 
in  use.    Bail  braces  are  used  plentifully  on  curves.    The  cuts 
and  embankments  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes.    The  road- 
way is  well  drained.    There  is  one  tunnel  on  the  road;  it  is  at 
Whitehall;  the  length  is  798  feet,  width  14  feet,  height  18  feet; 
the  bench  walls  are  stone  and  the  arch  brick;  it  is  in  good  con- 
dition.   The  ties  are  in  good  condition.    The  67-pound  rail  is 
considerably  worn;  the  80-pound  rail  is  good.    All  angle  plates 
are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints 
line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  in  excellent  condition.    Curves 
are  correctly  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains 
maintained.    All  curves  sharper  than  3  degrees  have  spiralled 
ends.    The  maximum  curve  is  9^  degrees,  at  Ballston ;  the  maxi- 
mum grade  is  63  feet  per  mile.    The  switches  are  all  split  point 
and  are  in  good  condition.    Switch  stands  are  automatic  and 
have  well  painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
green  light  for  safety,  and  red  light  for  danger.    Obscure  facing 
switches,  where  not  protected  by  block  signals,  have  high  stands 
with  semaphore  targets.    The  frogs  in  main  track  are  spring  rail. 
No  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.    The  track 
is  well  ballasted  with  gravel. 
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The  Fitchburg  Railroad  is  croeeed  at  grade  at  MecbanicYille, 
at  about  a  45  degree  angle.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  ball 
signals  on  a  high  pole.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  fall 
stop  before  crossing.  The  Pitchburg  Railroad  maintains  the 
crossing.  The  electric  railroad  crossings  are  protected  by  flag- 
men, or  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  flagging  across  the 
railroad  tracks.  The  tracks  between  Albany  and  Saratoga  are 
protected  by  the  Hall  system  of  electric  block  signals.  Signals 
are  located  about  one  mile  apart.  The  block  signals  also  protect 
all  switches  commencing  with  the  main  track  between  those 
points.  No  yards  or  junctions  are  protected  by  interlocking 
plants,  'but  interlocking  plants  are  ordered  for  Waterford)  cuul 
Ballston  junctions.  Train  order  signals  are  not  maintained;  a 
red  flag  is  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders  at  telegraph  stations. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  out  of  repair  in  many 
places.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from^brush 
and  rubbish.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  on  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  first  class 
condition.  The  bridges  are  generally  well  painted.  All  masonry 
is  good.  The  bridge  floors  are  standard  and  well  maintained. 
There  are  no  inside  guard  rails  on  bridge  structures^  Draw- 
bridges are  protected  by  ball  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  em-  - 
bankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all 
in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  shaped;  they  are  well  painted 
and  have  letters  nine  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained, 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  four  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Forty  highway  crossings 
are  protected  by  flagmen,  8  by  flagmen  and  gates^  and  10  by 
electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  the  principal  stations 
are  furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time  table  of  the  road  is 
posted  in  each  waiting-room,  and  tai'iff  sheets -are  kept  where 
accessible  to  the  public.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  grounds  are  neat 
and  clean.  Several  of  the  principal  stations  have  well  kept 
lawns,  with  shrubs^  ornamental  plants  and  flowers,  presenting 
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an  attractive  appearance.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank 
and  gravel,  and  in  very  good  condition.  There  is  no  fire  protec- 
tion furnished.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear 
a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  Albany  and  Susque- 
hanna, main  line,  report. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  approximately  104,000  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  18  miles  of  new  80-pouind  rail  have  been 
laid,  replaoing  67-pound  rail;  24  miles  of  track  hiave  been  re- 
ballasted;  a  new  undercrossing  has  been  constructed  at  Ballston; 
a  new  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  put  in  north  of  Bound  Lake; 
new  station  buildings  of  brick  are  being  erected  at  Ballston, 
Saratoga  and  Fort  Edward;  also  new  brick  freight  house  at 
Ballston. 

Recommendoitions. 

That  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards;  that  in- 
side guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures;  that  the 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  cattle  guards  be  maintained 
at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 


Rensselaer  and  8ara4offa — Brunches  and  Leased  Lines. 

(Inspected  June  7,  8,  9,  16,  1900.) 

West  Troy  and  Oreen  Island,  from  Watervliet  to  Green  Island, 
1.08  miles,  of  which  1.06  are  double  track;  .46  of  a  mile  is  laid 
with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  (Troy  branch),  from  Troy  to  Water- 
ford  Junction,  5.59  miles;  .43  of  a  mile  double  track;  all  laid  with 
67-pound  steel  rail. 

Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  from  Schenectady  to  Ballston,  14.97 
miles;  4.06  miles  double  track;  12.22  miles  are  laid  with  67-pound, 
and  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

Glens  Falls  Railroad,  from  Fort  Edward  to  Caldwell,  15.12 
miles;  i  mile  is  laid  with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  with  67-pound 
steel  rail. 

Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  from  Whitehall  to  Vermont  State  line, 
6.63  miles;  all  laid  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Rutland  and  Washington,  from  Eagle  Bridge,  on  the  line  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  to  the  Vermont  State  line,  32.62  miles; 
all  laid  with  62-i)ound  steel  rail. 

About  one-third  of  the  62-pound  rail  is  connected  by  fish  plates 
20  inches  in  length,  and  the  balance  by  angle  plates  19  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts.  The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle 
plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  80-pound  by  angle 
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plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  average  about 
50  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent,  oak  and  25  per  cent,  chest- 
nut, and  are  7  X  9  inches  and  SJ  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid 
to  the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  proper 
width  and  slope,  and  the  roadway  is  well  drained.  The  ties  are 
in  good  condition.  The  62-pound  rail  on  the  Rutland  and  Wash- 
ington is  much  worn  and  many  loose  bolts  were  observed  in  the 
connections.  The  67-pound  rail  is  fair,  and  the  80-pound  in  good 
condition,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered  in  the  connections. 
The  angle  and  fish  plates  on  all  rails  are  full  bolted.  The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  tracks  on  all  lines,  excepting  the  Rutland 
and  Washington,  are  in  good  condition,  and  on  that  line  only 
ordinary,  and  on  the  northerly  portion  poor.  A  large  part  of  this 
road  is  being  reballasted,  and  a  better  class  of  rail,  removed  from  i 

the  more  important  lines,  is  to  replace  much  of  the  worn  62-pound  ' 

rail  this  season.    The  curves  on  this  road  are  better  lined   and  | 

surfaced  than  the  tangents,  and  are  elevated  correctly  for  rate 
of  speed  maintained.  The  curves  on  the  other  lines  are  in  good 
condition  and  are  correctly  elevated.  The  maximum  curve  on 
the  West  Troy  and  Green  Island,  and  the  "Troy  Branch'*  is 
about  3i  degrees,  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  7  degrees,  | 

on  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad,  15  degrees — at  Fort  Edward  Junc- 
tion— Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  18  degrees — at  Whitehall  Junc- 
tion— and  on  the  Rutland  and  Washington,  4  degrees.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  on  the  West  Troy  and  Green  Island,  and  the  "  Troy 
Branch  "  is  45  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady, 
18  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad,  124  feet  per  mile, 
on  the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  67  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Rut- 
land and  Washington,  95  feet  per  mile.  All  main  track  switches 
are  split  point,  excepting  two  stub  switches  at  Salem,  on  the 
Rutland  and  Washington.  All  split  point  switches  have  auto- 
matic stands,  or  a  spring  on  the  head  rod,  rendering  the  switch 
automatic.  The  switches  are  in  good  condition  and  the  stands 
have  well  painted  targets.  All  switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger,  and  green  for  safety.  All  facing  switches 
on  double  track,  and  obscure  switches  on  single  track  are  pro- 
tected either  by  block  signals,  high  switch  stands  with  semaphore 
targets,  or  by  distant  signals.  All  frogs  with  80  and  67-poand 
rail  are  spring  rail ;  with  62-pound  rail  both  spring  rail  and  rigid 
are  used.  None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot 
guards.  The  Green  Island  and  Troy  branches,  the  Saratoga  and 
Schenectady,  and  the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall  are  well  ballasted 
with  cinders  and  gravel,  the  Glens  Falls  Railroad  with  gravel 
and  sand  in  good  quantity,  and  the  Rutland  and  Washington  with 
gravel  in  medium  quantity. 
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The  Troy  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Ballroad  is  crossed  at  grade  in  Schenectady.  The  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  ball  signals.  All  trains  stop.  The  Stillwater  and 
Mechanicville  Electric  Bailroad  crosses  the  Troy  branch  in 
Waterford.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking,  with  de- 
rails in  both  the  steam  and  electric  railroad  tracks.  All  other 
electric  railroad  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  cars  flagging  across  the  steam  railroad 
track.  Electric  block'  signals  are  used  on  the  Troy  branch  and 
Green  Island  branches.  All  junctions  are  protected  by  block 
.signals,  ball  signals,  or  high  stands  with  distant  signals.  No 
yards  or  junctions  are  protected  by  interlocking  plants. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  not  in  first  class  con- 
dition. The  right  of  way  is  clear  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  masonry  is  good,  excepting  a  few  small  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  on  the  Rutland  and  Washington  and  Saratoga  and 
Whitehall.  One  abutment  of  bridge  No.  70,  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Champlain  canal  near  Whitehall,  should  be  rebuilt.  Nearly^  all 
bridges  are  steel  or  iron;  a  few  need  repainting,  but  the  paint  on 
most  of  them  is  very  fair.  Bridge  floors  are  well  maintained. 
No  inside  guard  rails  are  used  on  bridge  structures.  The  open- 
ings under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is 
good.  Grossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  form;  they  are  well 
painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained, and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  3  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes  for  protection.  On  the  Green  Island  and 
Troy  branches  2  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and 
2  by  flagmen  and  gates;  on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  3  high- 
way crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen;  and  on  the  Glens  Falls, 
1  highway  crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  The  principal  stations  are 
furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted 
In  each  waiting  room,  and  tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  they  are 
accessible  to  the  public.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all 
points  to  which  thev  sell  tickets.    The  station  grounds  are  neat 
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and  clean.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and 
in  very  good  condition.  No  protection  against  fire  is  furnished. 
The  station  employees  wear  uniform  and  a  badge  indicating  their 
employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  Albany  and  Susquehanna 
main  line  report. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  about  6,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed  on  the  Green  Island  and  Troy  branches,  10,000  on  the 
Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  10,000  on  the  Glens  Falls,  4,000  on 
the  Saratoga  and  Whitehall,  and  20,000  on  the  Rutland  and 
Washington ;  about  9^  miles  of  67-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid 
on  the  Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  replacing  62'pound  rail  and 
6  miles  of  67-pound  steel  rail  on  the  Glens  Falls,  replacing  62- 
pound  rail ;  about  9^  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted  on  the 
Saratoga  and  Schenectady,  and  6  miles  on  the  Glens  Falla;  a  new 
freight  house  has  been  erected  at  Glens  Falls,  and  new  masonry 
built  at  the  bridge  just  north  of  that  station;  a  new  passenger 
station  is  in  process  of  erection  at  Cambridge,  on  the  Rutland 
and  Washington;  extensive  renewals  and  repairs  have  been  made 
to  bridge  and  culvert  floors  on  all  the  lines. 


Recommendations. 

That  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards;  that  in- 
side guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures;  that  the 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair,  and  that  cattle  guards  be  main- 
tained. 

New  York  and  Canada — Ma4n  Line. 

The  main  line  of  the  New  York  and  Canada  extends  from 
Whitehall  to  Rouses  Point,  a  distance  of  112.93  miles,  all  single 
track.  Two  and  a  half  miles  are  laid  with  62-pound  steel  rail, 
and  all  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail.  The  62-pound  rail 
is  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and 
the  80-pound  by  an^le  plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts. 
The  ties — about  75  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  the  balance  oak  and 
chestnut — ^are  7x9  inches,  8i  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to 
the  mile  of  track.  Very  few  tie  plates  are  in  use.  Rail  braces 
are  used  plentifully  on  the  curves.  The  cuts  are  taken  out  to 
proper  width,  and  slopes.  Earth  slopes  are  regular;  rock  slopes 
vary  according  to  the  rock  strata.  The  deep  rock  cuts  and  pocky 
slopes,  where  the  road  winds  along  the  shore  of  Lake  Champlain, 
are  carefully  watched  by  night  and  day,  and  all  loose  rock  which 
might  fall  on  the  track  removed.  The  embankments  are  full 
width  and  proper  slopes.    Along  the  lake  shore  the  foot  of  the 
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embankmentB  has  been  heavilj  rip-rapped,  to  prevent  washing 
or  slipping,  and  also  strong  and  secure  slope  walls  have  been 
constructed  in  manj  places,  to  make  the  roadway  thoroughly  se- 
cure.   There  are  4  tunnels  through  solid  rock,  from  200  to  400 
feet  in  length.    All  loose  rock  from  roof  and  sides  has  been  re- 
moved, and  the;  are  apparently  in  secure  and  safe  condition. 
The  ditches  are  thoroughly  dean  and  sutticient.    The  ties  are  in 
good  condition;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.     Very 
few  tie  plates  are  used.    Bail   braces  are  extensively    used  on 
curves.    The  expound  rail  is  considerably  worn  and  will  be  re- 
moved shortly;  the  80-pound  are  in  good'  condition.    Ail  angle 
plates  are  fall  boHed  and  no  bolts  were  found  loose.    The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  well  cared  for.    Curves  are  very 
thoroughly  lined  and  the  elevation  is  regular  and  correct  for  the 
speed  of  the  trains.    All  curves  sharper  than  3  degrees  have 
spiralled  ends.    The  road  has  a  large  per  cent,  of  curvature  and 
there  are  many  sharp  curves,  the  maximum  of  which  is  li^  de- 
grees.   The. grades  are  generally  light,  the  maximum  being  43 
feet  per  mile.    Split  switches  with  automatic  stands  are  used 
entirely  in  main  track,  and  are  in  good  condition.    All  switch 
stands  have  well  painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps 
show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  light  for  safety.    The  frogs 
used  in  main  track  are  spring  rail,    ^o  frogs  or  guard  rails  are 
blocked.    The  track  is  well  ballasted'  with  gravel.    The  Ogdens- 
bnrg  and  Lake  Champlain  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Houses 
Point.    The  crossing  is  at  about  a  right  angle  and  is  protected 
by  ball  signals  on  a  high  pole.    All  trains  are  required  to  come 
to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    The  Delaware  and  Hudson  Com- 
pany maintains  the  crossing.    The  crossings  of  electric  railroads 
are  protected  by  flagmen. 

Necessary  connections  are  made  with  the  Grand  Trunk  and 
the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Champlain  Bailroad  at  Bouses  Point, 
the  Keeseville,  Ausable  Chasm  and  Lake  Champlain  Railroad  at 
Port  Kent,  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Moriah  at  Port  Henry,  and 
tbe  Bvtland  Railroad  at  Addison  Junction. 

No  block  signals  are  in  use.  Train  order  signals  are  not  main- 
tained. A  red  flag  is  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders  at  telegraph 
stations.  There  are  no  interlocking  plants. 
•  The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  considerably  out  of 
repair.  The  right  of  way  is  cleared  and  free  from  brush  and  rub- 
bish. 

Derailing  svritches  are  maintained  in  all  sidings  upon  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  all  in  good 
condition.    The  masonry  is  good.    Steel  and  iron  bridges  are 
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very  well  painted.  Bridge  floors  are  standard  and  well  main- 
tained. The  only  wooden  bridge  structure  in  the  roadway  ia  a 
standard  timber  trestle  about  516  feet  in  length,  near  Port  Henry. 
It  is  constructed  of  yellow  pine  timber^  with  white  oak  ties  and 
guard  timbers.  The  bents  of  the  trestle  are  of  12x1:2  timbers, 
resting  on  masonry  piers  spaced  12  feet  center  to  center.  The 
stringers  are  8x16  inches,  two  under  each  rail,  and  are  in  double 
lengths  with  broken  joint.  The  ties  are  6x8  inches  and  8  feet  in 
length.  The  guard  timbers  are  6x8  inches,  notched  on  the  ties 
and  securely  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie.  No  inside  guard  rail  is 
maintained  on  any  of  the  bridge  structures.  Draw-bridges  are 
protected  by  ball  signals.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  before  crossing  the  bridge.  The  openings  under  or 
through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  very  well  graded  and  the  planking 
is  good.  Grossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  shape,  are  well 
painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals 
are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained, and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
4  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished  with 
flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  One  highway 
crossing  is  protected  by  flagman  and  gates,  and  3  by  electric  bells. 
Slope  watchmen  are  employed  to  watch  rock  cuts  and  slopes^ 
in  addition  to  regular  day  and  night  track  walkers,  on  each  rock 
section. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  very  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each,  giving  its  name.  All 
principal  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  time^ 
table  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets 
are  kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents 
can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The 
station  grounds  are  well  kept.  Station  platforms  are  of  plank 
and  gravel,  and  in  good  condition.  No  fire  protection  is  fur- 
nished. The  agents  and  helpers  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge 
indicating  their  employment. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  Albany  and  Sus- 
quehanna, main  line. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  about  53,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  bridge  No.  2,  a  plate  girder  draw,  has  been  renewed; 
also  plate  girder  bridge  No.  57,  and  an  iron  viaduct  at  its  ap- 
proach, 476  feet  in  length,  filled. 
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Reoommendatiom. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards;  that 
iuside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge  structures;  that 
the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair,  and  that  cattle  guards  be  main- 
tained. 


New  York  and  Gimada — Branches  and  Leased  Lines. 

Ticonderoga  Railroad,  from  Delano  Junction  to  Ticonderoga, 
1.41  miles,  laid  with  62-pound  steel  rail. 

Lake  George  Railroad,  from  Ticonderoga  Landing  to  Baldwin, 
4.91  miles,  laid  with  62-pound  steel  rail. 

Whitehall  and  Plattsburg  Railroad,  from  South  Junction  to 
Aasable  Forks,  19.05  miles,  13.30  of  which  are  laid  with  62-pound 
steel  rail,  and  the  balance,  5.75  miles,  with  67-pound  steel  rail. 

Plattsburg  and  Montreal  Railroad,  from  Chazj  Junction  to 
Province  line,  12.78  miles,  2.75  miles  of  which  are  laid  with  67- 
pound,  and  the  balance  with  G2-pound  steel  rail. 

The  62-poand  rail  is  connected  by  angle  and  fish  plates  22  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  67-pound  rail  by  angle  plates  24 
inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts  (only  a  small  part  of  the  rail  is  con- 
nected by  fish  plates).  The  ties,  about  40  per  cent,  yellow  pine, 
40  per  cent  chestnut,  and  the  balance  oak  and  cedar,  are  7x9 
inches  and  S^  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  and  em'bankments  are  generally  of  good  width  and 
Blopes.  The  roadway  is  very  well  ditched.  The  ties  are  in  very  good 
condition.  The  62'pound  rails  are  in  medium,  and  the  67-pound 
rails  in  fair  condition.  All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  very 
few  loose  bolts  were  noted.  The  track  is  in  very  good  line,  joints 
are  very  well  kept  up,  and  the  general  surface  of  track  is  very 
good.  The  curves  are  fairly  true  and  the  elevation  about  correct 
for  the  speed  at  which  the  trains  run.  The  maximum  curve  on 
the  Ticonderoga  and  Baldwin  branches  is  10  degrees,  and  the 
maximum  grade,  108  feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the 
Whitehall  and  Plattsburg  Railroad  is  10  degrees,  and  the  maxi- 
mum grade  109  feet  per  mile.  The  maximum  curve  on  the  Platts^ 
barg  and  Montreal  Railroad  is  2  degrees,  and  the  maximum  grade, 
49  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  about  evenly  divided  between 
stub  and  split  point.  Stub  switches  have  rigid  stands,  and  split 
point  switches  automatic  standi.  All  are  in  very  good  condition 
and  have  well  painted-  targets.  Some  colored,  lampe  are  used  as 
on  the  main  line.  Rigid  frogs  are  generally  used  with  the  62- 
pound  rail,  and  spring  rail  frogs  with  the  67-pound  rail.  The 
tracks  of  the  Ticonderoga  and  Baldwin  branches  are  lightly  bal- 
lasted with  gravel  and  cinders,  the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburg  with 
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sand  iE  good  quantity,  and  the  Platteburg  and  Montreal  with 
gravel  in  fair  quantity. 

The  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Ohamplain  Railroad,  three  tracks  is 
croseed  at  grade  at  Mooers  Junction.  The  croeeing  is  at  al>ouft  a 
70  degrees  angle  and  is  protected  by  ball  signale  one  a  high  pole. 
All  trains  are  required  to  oome  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Company  maintain  the  crossing  of  two 
tracks,  and  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Ohamplain  the  third  track. 

The  fences  are  of  wire,  rail  and  boards,  and  are  considerably  out 
of  jepair.  The  right  of  way  is  cleared  and  very  free  from  tiroah 
and  rubbish.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  wMch 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  generally  in 
good  condition.  Iron  bridges,  as  a  rule,  are  well  painted.  Tlie 
masonry  on  the  Whitehall  and  Plattsburg,  and  also  on  the  Platts- 
burg  and  Montreal,  requires  considerable  repairs  and  some  re- 
newals. The  masonry  of  bridge  No.  54,  on  the  Whitehall  and 
Plattsburg,  ib  in  very  bad  condition,  one  abutment  having  canted 
forward,  and  is  prevented  from  falling  by  heavy  timber  bra<^eB. 
The  structure  is  in  safe  condition  for  the  present,  but  should 
receive  attention.  Yo«ur  inspector  was  assured  thait  it  would  be 
promptly  cared  for,  as  its  condition  was  thoroughly  understood 
by  the  officers  of  the  railroad  company.  The  few  trestles  remain- 
ing are  standard  and  in  good  condition.  Bridge  floors  are  same 
as  on  main  line,  and  are  well  maintained.  The  stone  arch  and 
box  culverts  and  iron  pipes  under  or  through  the  embankments  are 
apparently  all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  very  well  graded  and  the  planking 
is  good.  ,The  diamond  shaped  crossing  sign  is  in  place  at  all  high- 
way crossings  excepting  on  the  Baldwin  branch,  where  several  are 
lacking.  The  paint  on  the  signs  is  good  and  the  letters  are  nine 
inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead 
obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  There  are  no  cattle 
guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  five  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  three  labors  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished 
flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  sanitaiy  condition  fair.  Each  has 
a  sign  upon  its  front,  bearing  the  name  of  the  station.  The  prin- 
cipal stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time  table 
of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room,  and  tariff  sheets  are 
kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  A  few  of  the 
stations  would  be  improved  in  api)earance  if  repainted.  No  fire- 
protection  is  furnished.    The  station  grounds  are  generally  clean. 
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The  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and  generally  in  good 
conditioii.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which 
they  sell  tickets.  The  agents  and  helpers  are  uniformed  and  wear 
a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  Albany  and  Susque- 
hanna, main  line,  report. 

Since  the  inspection  of  1898,  about  2,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed  on  the  Baldwin  branch,  7,000  on  the  Whitehall  and 
Plattsburg,  and  5,000  on  the  Platb*urg  and  Montreal,  and  on  the 
latter  road  2}  miles  of  67-pound  eteel  rail  has  been  laid,  replacing 
iron  rail,  and  the  same  track  reballasted. 

Recommendations, 

That  the  masonry  of  bridge  No.  54,  on  the  Whitehall  and  Platts- 
bu?g  Railroad,  receive  prompt  attention,  and  that  the  other  poor 
masonry  on  that  road,  and  also  on  the  Platteburg  and  Montreal, 
be  rebuilt;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridge 
stractures;  that  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards; 
that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  cattle  guards  be 
maintained,  and  the  missing  crossing  signs  on  the  Baldwin  branch 
be  replaced;  tbat  the  stub  switches  be  replaced  by  split  point 
switches. 

Adirondack  RaAhcay. 

(Inspected  June  8,  1900.) 

The  Adirondack  Railway  extends  from  Saratoga  to  North  Creek, 
a  distance  of  56.97  miles,  all  single  track.    Nineteen  miles  of  the 
track  are  laid  with  67-pound  and  the  balance  with  62-pound  steel 
rail.    The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  62-pound  rail  by  angle  and  fish 
plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    Only  a  very  small  por- 
tion of  the  rail  is  connected  by  flsh  plates.    The  ties — about  40 
per  cent,  yellow  pine,  30  per  cent,  chestnut,  20  per  cent,  oak,  and 
balance  cedar — are  7x9  inches,  8J  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are 
laid  to  the  mile  of  track.    There  are  a  few  narrow  cuts  and  weak 
embankments,  but  the  large  majority  of  them  are  of  full  width 
and  proper  slopes.    The  ditches  are  in  very  fair  condition.    The 
ties  are  good.    The  67-i)ound  rail  is  in  very  good,  and  the  62- 
pound  in  fair  condition.    All  angle  and  fish  plates  are  full  bolted 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfac- 
ing of  track  are  in  fair  condition.    The  curves  are  true  and  cor- 
rectly elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains  maintained.    The  maxi- 
mum curve  is  8  degrees;  the  maximum  grade  is  98  feet  per  mile. 
A.II  switches  m  main  track  are  split  point  with  automatic  stands, 
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and  in  good  condition.  All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  tar- 
gets. Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  green  light  for  safety, 
and  red  light  for  danger.  Both  rigid  and  spring  rail  frogs  are 
used.  Frogs  and  guard  rails  are  not  protected  by  foot  guards. 
The  track  is  very  well  ballasted  with  sand  and  gravel.  No  rail- 
roads are  crossed  at  grade.  No  yards  or  junctions  are  protected 
by  interlocking  plants. 

The  fences  are  mainly  of  wire,  and  are  only  maintained  op- 
posite grazing  land;  they  are  considerably  out  of  repair.  The 
right  of  way  is  cleared  and  free  from  brush  and  rubbish.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  in  all  sidings  on  which  cars  are  left  standing, 
where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition. Iron  and  steel  bridges  are  generally  well  painted.  The 
bridge  floors  are  standard  and  well  maintained.  The  masonry 
is  all  in  very  good  condition.  The  openings  under  or  through 
the  embankments  are  stone  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  shaped;  they  are  well  painted  and 
have  letters  nine  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place 
at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  track. 
There  are  no  cattle  guards.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and 
whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  five  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
three  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Seven  highway  cross- 
ings are  protected  by  flagmen. 

The  stations  are  in  very  fair  condition,  excepting  that  an  ad- 
ditional coat  of  paint  on  several  of  them  would  be  an  improve- 
ment. The  principal  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water, 
and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting-room. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each  station,  giving  its  name.  Tariff  sheets 
are  kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents 
can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The 
station  grounds  are  generally  clean  and  no  refuse  material  has 
been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank 
and  are  in  good  repair.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed 
and  wear  a  badge. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report,  Albany 
and  Susquehanna  division. 

Since  the  last  inspection,  about  43,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed; considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  bridge  floors  and 
fences. 
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Recommefidatiofis. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards;  that 
the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  inside  guard  rails  be 
maintained  on  all  bridge  structures;  that  cattle  guards  be  main- 
tained at  each  boundary  of  all  highway  crossings. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
tbe  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  it  would  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions in  the  main,  but  desired  a  hearing  as  to  some  of  the  recommenda- 
tions, particularly  as  to  the  use  of  cattle  guards.  The  company  was  in- 
formed that  it  could  be  heard  on  September  25th,  but  no  representative 
appeared  at  that  time.  It  was  also  informed  that  it  could  be  heard  on 
October  25th,  but  no  representative  from  it  appeared  at  that  time.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  company  has  been  Informed  that  it 
may  be  heard  in  the  matter  on  December  27th. 


Dblawarb,  Laoka wanna  and  Wbbtcrn  Railroad. 

(Inspected  July  9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17,  1900.) 

Main  Line, 

Tlie  main  line  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail- 
road crosses  the  Penn»ylvania  and  New  York  State  line  near  Hal- 
steady  saxd  extends  to  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  214.16  miles.  Near 
Waverly  the  line  re-enters  Pennsylvania  and  runs  for  a  short  dis- 
tance in  that  State,  at  two  different  places.  The  length  of  the  line 
ia  tlie  State  of  New  York  is  211.89  miles. 

The  road  is  diouble  track  and  standard  gauge.    The  main  track 
w  laid  with  70,  75  and  80-pound  steel  rail.    The  70  and  75-pound 
rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  and  26  inches  in  length,  with 
4  bolts,  and  the  80-i)ound  rail  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length, 
witb  6  bolts.    The  ties — about  two-thirds  white  oak  and  balance 
yellow  pine  and  chestnut — are  7x9  inches,  8^  feet  in  length,  and 
2,992  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
of  proper  width  and  slopes,  and  the  roadway  is  well  ditched.    A 
very  small  amount  of  sub-drains  ]ias  been  laid  and  shows  good  re- 
salt.    The  condition  of  the  ties  is  good.    About  three-fourths  of 
the  renewals  needed  for  this  season  have  already  been  made.    All 
ties  are  evenly  sx>aced  and  full  spiked.    The  use  of  tie-plates  has 
been  commenced,  and  is  proving  satisfactory.    Rail  braces  have 
been  quite  extensively  used  on  curves,  but  tie-plates  appear  to 
give  bettw  results.    The  70  and  75-pound  rail  is  in  very  good,  and 
tbe  80-pound  rail  in  first  class  condition.  The  angle  plates  are  full 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    Nut  locks  are  used  on 
all  the  track  bolts.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are 
excellent,  and  the  curves  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains. 
The  general  alignment  of  the  road  is  good,  and  the  curves  are 
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comparatively  light,  the  maximum  being  5  degrees,  located 
Dansville.  The  grades  are  generally  light,  the  maximum  being 
60  feet  per  mile,  near  Dansville.  The  main  track  switches  are 
split  point  and  Wharton.  The  Wharton. switches  are  handled  by 
means  of  the  regular  Wliarton  stiand,  and  have  to  be  held  in  poei- 
tion  when  set  for  the  siding,  and  cannot  be  left  wrong  for  main 
track.  Wharton  switches  and  stands  are  used  at  all  facing 
switches.  The  split  point  switches  have  automatic  stands.  All 
the  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  lamps  sliow 
red  light  when  the  switch  is  set  for  the  siding,  and  green  when 
set  for  the  main  track.  The  main  track  frogs  are  spring  rail. 
None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The 
track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  (E.  C.  &  N.  Division),  at  Elmira.  The  crossing  is 
protected  by  signals  located  in  a  tower.  All  trains  are  required 
to  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad  (Bochester 
Division),  at  Erwins.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  an  old  style 
interlocking  plant,  which  is  now  being  improved.  Trains  do  not 
stop  when  the  signals  are  in  their  favor.  One  track  of  the  Erie 
Railroad  (iMt.  Morris  branch),  near  Mt.  Morris.  The  crossing  is 
now  protected  by  an  old  style  interlocking  plant.  A  new  and  com- 
plete modern  style  of  interlocking  is  now  being  put  in.  One  track 
of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  near  Mt.  Morris. 
The  crossing  is  now  protected  by  a  pneumatic  interlocking  plant 
A  new  and  complete  modern  style  of  interlocking  is  now  being 
put  in.  The  Buffalo  Division  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn- 
sylvania, at  East  Buffalo.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  pnea- 
matic  interlocking  plant.  This  plant  is  incomplete,  and  shoald  be 
replaced  with  a  modern  and  complete  system.  Two  tracks  trf  the 
Buffalo  Greek,  two  tracks  of  the  Pittsburgh  Division  of  the  West- 
ern New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  two  tracks  of  the  New  Yw4, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  nearly  alongside,  at  Buffalo.  The  cross- 
ings of  all  these  roads  are  protected  by  disc  signals  located  in  a 
tower.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crom- 
ing.  This  very  important  crossing  of  all  the  roads  should  be  pro- 
tected by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  All  grade 
crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  protected  by  a  flagman,  or  by 
the  conductor  of  the  electric  car  going  ahead  of  his  car  to  the 
crossing  and  flagging  across  the  steam  railroad  tracks.  No  block 
signals  are  used.  There  are  no  interlocking  plants  maintained  ex- 
cepting at  the  grade  crossings  above  mentioned. 

The  bridges,  of  steel  or  iron,  are  generally  too  light  and  many 
of  them,  especially  those  with  the  tiai»  suspended  under  the  low€r 
chord  (of  which  there  are  from  35  to  40  spans  on  the  line),  are  not 
of  the  most  approved  design;  many  of  them  have  the  ties  sus- 
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pended  by  a  single  bolt,  about  1  1-16  inches  under  the  thread,  at 
each  end,  the  head  of  the  bolt  being  supported  by  an  iron  plate 
4x8  inches  and  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness.    This  plate 
rests  npon  two  small  shelf  angles  3x3  inches  by  three-eighths  of 
aji  inch,  riveted  to  the  inside  of  the  channels  which  form  the  bot- 
-tom  chord.    These  very  light  angles  have  bent,  and  the  plates  on 
"which  the  heads  of  the  bolts  rest  have  also  bent  in  the  center — a 
portion  of  them  a  quarter  of  an  inch,  or  more.    This  defect  might 
be  remedied  by  replacing  the  shelf  angles  with  a  chaiinel,  but  as 
other  parts  of  the  bridges  are  also  as  weak  op  weaker,  the  better 
plan  is  to  replace  them,  as  well  as  the  other  weak  bridges,  with 
structtireB  suited  to  the  greatly  increased  weight  of  motive  power, 
rolling  stock  and  loading.    This,  the  railroad  company  is  prepar- 
ing to  do  as  fast  as  possible,  and  in  the  meantime  only  the  lighter 
eqnipment  is  to  be  used.   The  present  management  appear  to  fully 
imderstBind  ithe  condition  of  the  bridges,  and  axe  apparently  using 
every  effort  to  replace  or  strengthen  them  rapidly,  and  to  keep 
them  safe  while  this  is  being  done.    The  masonry  at  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  bridges  is  poor  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  when 
the  new  bridges  are  erected.   The  ties  and  guard  timbers  on  many 
of  them  are  badly  decayed.  E^ztensive  renewals  have  recently  been 
made^  even  on  bridges  which  will  be  taken  out  this  season,  and 
the  timber  is  on  hand  to  renew  the  ties  and  guard  timbers  of 
many  other  bridges  where  the  conditions  are  practically  the  same. 
It  is  very  evMent  that  the  bridge  repairs  and  renewals  have  not, 
in  the  past,  received  sufficient  attention.    The  officers  of  the  road 
now  in  charge  of  the  department  of  maintenance  have  much  to  do 
to  remedy  this,  and  are  thoroughly  and  intelligently  going  about 
doing  it.    There  are  two  large  viaducts  on  the  road,  near  Dans- 
rille;  one  is  about  350  feet  in  length  and  175  feet  in  height,  the 
other  is  approximately  500  feet  long  and  130  feet  in  height.  Those 
strnctupes  are  apparently  in  very  good  condition,  but  will  require 
renewal  before  the  heavier  loads  are  put  upon  them.    The  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  generally  poor  masonry;  those 
exceeding  6  feet  clear  span  have  either  I-beams  or  small  built  gir- 
ders of  sufficient  strength;  the  spans  less  than  0  feet  have  girders 
conBtmcted  of  railroad  rails.    Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained 
on  nearly  all  bridge  structures.    The  openings  under  or  through 
the  embankments  are  stone  and  brick  arch  culverts^  stone  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  apparently  in  very  good  condition. 

The  fences  are  of  board,  and  wire,  and  in  fair  repair.    The 

right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  no  brush  or  rubbish  remains. 

Derailing  switches  are  placed  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars 

are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  is  level  or  descends  toward 

the  main  track. 
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The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  praperly  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  boards  on  a  single  standard;  they  are 
properly  located  at  all  highway  crossings  and  are  well  painted; 
the  letters,  however,  are  but  six  inches  in  length.  New  signs 
are  constructed  and  being  erected,  to  replace  all  such. 

There  are  very  few  overhead  obstructions  less  than  twenty  feet 
above  the  track,  and  they  are  protected  by  warning  signals  proi>- 
erly  placed.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  wood  and  metallic  slat 
pattern,  and  are  in  very  good  condition.  Mile  posts  are  not  main- 
tained. Whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  four  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
six  laborers  are  employed  upon  each  during  the  summer  months, 
and  in  winter  a  foreman  and  four  laborers.  Each  section  gang 
is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection. 
Thirty-one  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  32  by 
flagmen  and  gates,  and  32  by  electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean,  and  the  scuiitary  condition 
very  good.  There  is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  sta- 
tions are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the 
road  is  posted  in  each  waiting-room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept 
where  the  public  can'  have  access  to  them.  The  agent  can  far* 
nish  checks  to  all  points  to  which  he  sells  tickets.  The  staticm 
platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and  are  well  maintained.  No 
special  fire  protection  is  provided.  The  station  employees  are 
not  uniformed,  but  wear  a  uniform  cap  and  a  badge  indicating 
their  employment.  The  station  grounds  and  the  yards  are  neat 
and  clean. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each. 
They  are  furnished  with  emergency  tools  centrally  located  in  the 
cars.  All  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes, 
are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.  All 
passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed.  The  freight  equipment  is 
well  maintained;  all  freight  cars  are  equipped  with  automatic 
couplers  and  air  brakes.  Box  cars  have  ladders  on  the  ends  and 
grab-irons  on  the  sides,  well  secured.  The  running  boards  on  the 
top  of  the  cars  are  well  maintained.  The  locomotives  on  which 
the  engineman  and  fireman's  cabs  are  separated,  are  equipped 
with  speaking  tubes,  so  that  the  engineman  and  the  fireman  can 
communicate  with  each  other  when  desired.  All  passenger  loco- 
motives are  equipped  with  automatic  bell  ringers.  Dining  cars 
are  run  on  trains  Nos.  3  and  6,  between  New  York  and  Bnffialo^ 
and  Nos.  5  and  2,  between  New  York  and  Elmira.  Bnffet  cars 
are  run  on  trains  Nos.  7,  8,  9  and  10,  between  New  York  and 
Buffalo.  Lunch  rooms  are  maintained  in  the  stations  at  Bing- 
hamton,  Elmira  and  Bath. 
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Since  the  last  inspection  (Jnne,  1898),  abont  195,000  cross  ties 

hare  been  renewed ;  48  miles  of  new  80-pound  steel  rail  have  been 

laid,  replacing  lighter,  worn  rail;  40  miles  of  main  track  have 

been  reballasted ;  sidings  have  been  built  or  extended,  at  Elmira, 

Lestershire,  Ai>alachin,  Depew,  Lancaster,  East  Buffalo,  Buffalo 

and  Nichols,  the  total  of  which  equals  1.27  miles;  about  25  miles 

of  wire  fence  has  been  rebuilt;  bridges  Nos.  12,  14,  18^,  34,  35, 

37, 46,  48,  55,  69,  77,  82,  83,  86,  91, 109, 126,  130,  133  and  141,  also 

'So.  6|  on  the  Black  Rock  line,  have  been  rebuilt  with  steel  or 

iron;  Nos.  15,  69, 103^  and  151  have  been  repaired  and  materially 

strengthened ;  the  rebuilding  of  Nos.  4  (6  spans  of  160  feet  each), 

5  (2  spans  of  51  feet  each),  6,  7,  8,  9,  10, 11,  13,  18,  19,  20,  28,  33, 

36,  52,  53,  159  and  160^  is  now  contracted  for,  and  contracts  for 

rebuilding  a  large  number  of  other  bridges  will  be  made  as  fast 

as  the  plans  can  be  prepared.    The  rebuilding  and  strengthening 

of  bridges  is  expected  to  be  continued  until  all  are  brought  to 

the  jroper  standard  for  the  heaviest  motive  power,  rolling  stock 

and  loading  now  in  use  or  likely  to  be  put  in  use  on  standard 

Aimerican  railroads  for  many  years.    The  work  of  placing  new 

cattle  guards,  together  with  the  necessary  wing  fences  and  new 

crossing  signs  of  approved  design  at  each  highway  crossing,  is 

commenced,   and  assurance  was  given  your  inspector  that  it 

would  be  continued  until  all  are  completed;  arrangements  are 

also  made  for  repainting  all  station  buildings  this  season. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  work  of  renewing  or  strengthening  the  weak  bridges, 

especially  those  having  the  ties  suspended,  be  hurried  as  much 

as  possible,  and  in  the  meantime  those  bridges  be  carefully 

watched  and  the  speed  of  trains  running  over  them  be  reduced, 

if  found  necessary;  that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all 

the  bridges;  that  the  crossings  of  the  Western  New  York  and 

Pennsylvania  Railroad,  at  East  Buffalo,  be  protected  by  a  modem 

and  complete  interlocking  plan,  or  that  all  trains  come  to  a  full 

stop  before  crossing;  that  the  very  important  crossing  of  the 

Buffalo  Creek,  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  and  the 

New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  at  Buffalo,  be  protected  by 

&  modem  and  complete  interlocking  plant;  that  the  frogs  and 

g'lard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot  guards,  for  the  protection  of  the 

men  in  the  train  and  yard  service. 

Cayuga  Division, 

The  Cayuga  division  extends  from  Owego,  on  the  main  line,  to 
Ithaca,  a  distance  of  34,65  miles.    The  road  is  single  track  and 
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standard  gauge.  Three  and  four-tenthB  miles  of  the  track 
are  laid  with  52-pound,  2.25  miles  with  67-pound,  2.75  miles  with 
70-pound,  2  miles  with  73-pound,  J  mile  with  56-pound,  and  the 
balance  with  60-pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  ang^le 
plates  24  and  26  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties — about 
60  per  cent,  chestnut,  30  per  cent,  oak  and  the  balance  yellow 
pine — are  6x8  inches,  8 J  feet  in  length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to 
the  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  fills  are  of  good  width  aod 
proper  slopes.  The  i*oadway  is  very  well  drained.  No  sub-drains 
have  been  laid.  The  ties  are  in  fair  condition  and  few  renewals 
will  be  needed  this  season.  No  tie-plates  are  in  use.  Bail  braces 
are  used  on  sharp  curves.  The  rail  is  in  medium  condition,  ex- 
cepting the  70  and  the  73-pound  rail,  which  wa»  laid  in  1898  and 
1899,  and  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  angl^  plates  are  in 
good  condition;  a  few  track  bolts  were  noted  misfiing,  and,  on 
the  lighter  rail,  many  loose  ones.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing 
of  track  are  very  good.  The  curves  are  well  lined  and  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.  The  maximum  curve  is  10  de- 
grees, located  near  Owego;  the  maximum  grade  is  90  feet  per 
mile,  near  Ithaca.  The  road  as  originally  constructed  ended 
several  hundred  feet  higher  than  Ithaca,  and  when  the  line  was 
changed  two  switch-backs  with  the  90-foot  grade  were  put  in, 
in  order  to  get  down  to  the  cily  and  the  lake.  Both  split  point 
and  Wharton  switches  are  ujsed.  They  have  automatic  stands 
with  well  painted  targets.  No  night  trains  run  and  no  switch 
lamps  are  used.  Nearly  all  the  frogs  are  rigid.  No  fro^  or 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  ti^ack  is  ballasted 
with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  quantity. 

The  following  raili-oads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Six  tracks  of 
the  Erie  Kailroad,  at  Owego.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant.  One  track  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  (Southern  Central  Division),  at  Owego. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  semaphore  signal.  All  trains  stop 
before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  (E.  C- 
and  N.  Division),  near  Caroline.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
disc  signal.  All  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One 
track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  (G.  I.  and  S.  Division),  at 
Geneva.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  disc  signal.  All  trains 
come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  grade  crossings  of  elec- 
tric railroads  are  protected  by  the  conductor  of  the  street  car 
going  ahead  of  his  car  to  the  crossing  and  flagging  across  the 
steam  railroad  tracks. 

The  fences  are  of  board  and  wire,  and  somewhat  out  of  repair. 
The  right  of  w^j  is  cleared  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  is  level  or  descends  toward  the  maio 
track. 
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The  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  masonry  verj  fair. 
The  bridges  are  generally  well  painted  and  the  bridge  floors  well 
maintained.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  the  larger 
stmctures.  The  timber  trestles  are  in  good  condition.  The  open 
calverts  and  cattle  passes  have  good  floors,  and  the  stringers  are 
Bnfficient.  A  portion  of  them  have  no  masonry,  pile  or  timber 
bentSy  planked  behind  to  support  the  embankments,  being  used 
instead.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are 
stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good 
condition. 

Tbe  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  board  on  a  single  standard,  properly 
located  at  all  highway  crossings,  well  painted;  the  letters,  how- 
ever, are  but  6  inches  in  length.  New  signs  of  the  "  X  "  form, 
^with  letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  being  erected  in  their  place. 

There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  jiboye  the 
track.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  wooden  slat  pattern,  and 
several  were  noted  missing.  Mile  posts  are  nort  maintained. 
Whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  sections  are  7  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  4  laborers 
are  employed  upon  each.  Each  gang  is  furnished  with  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  Two  highway  crossings 
are  protected  by  flagmen  and  gates. 

The  stations  on  this  road  which  are  owned  by  the  company  are 
in  fair  condition  and  are  clean  and  neat.    There  is  a  sign  upon 
each,  giving  its  name.    Drinking  water  in  pails  is  kept  at  most 
stations.    A  timetable  of  the  road  is  positedi  in  each  waiting  room, 
and  tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  they  are  accessible  to  the  public. 
The  agent  can  furnish  checks  to  all  points  to   which   he   sells 
tickets.    The  station  grounds  are  fairly  clean.    The  station  plat- 
forms are  of  plank  and  well  maintained.    No  special  protection 
against  fire  is  provided.    The  station   employees   are   not   uni- 
formed.  There,  are  several  stations  on  this  road  owned  by  private 
individuals,  and  they  are  used  not  only  for  station  purposes,  but 
as  stores,  etc.    These  are  not  in  very  good  condition,  and   the 
patronage  at  those  points  does  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  war- 
rant much  of  an  expenditure  of  money. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 
Since  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  about  18,500  cross  ties  have 
been  renewed;  3  miles  of  relaying  70-pound  steel  rail  have  been 
laid,  replacing  60-pound  rail;  8  miles  of  main  track  have  been 
reballasted;  bridge  No.  33,  at  Ithaca,  has  been  rebuilt,  and  other 
bridges  and  culverts  have  received  necessary  repairs;  a  small 
gang  of  painters  are  engaged  repainting  the  bridges;  the  work  of 
placing  new  cattle  guards,  together   with   the   necessary  wing 
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fences,  and  new  crossing  signs  of  approved  design  at  each  high- 
way crossing  is  commenced ;  arrangements  are  aleo  made  for  re- 
painting all  station  buildings  this  season. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  that  the  missing  cattle 
guards  be  supplied;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected 
by  foot-guards. 

I  tioa  Division. 

The  main  line  of  the  Utica  division  extends  from  Chenango 
Forks  to  Utica,  83.70  miles;  the  Richfield  branch  from  Richfield 
Junction  to  Richfield  (Springs,  21.75  miles,  a  total  of  105.51  miles, 
all   single  track   and   standard   gauge.    Seventy-one  miles  of 
the  main  line  track  is  laid  with  67-pound  steel  rail,  10  miles  with 
75-pound,  and  the  balance  with  steel  rail  varying  from  70  to  75 
pounds  per  yard.    Twenty  miles  of  the  Richfield  branch  are  laid 
with  60,  and  the  balance  with  67-ponnd  steel  rail.    The  rail  is 
connected  by  angle  plates  24  and  26  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts. 
The  ties — oak,  yellow  pine  and  chestnut,  in  about  equal  propor- 
tions— are  7x9  inches,  8^  feet  in  length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to  a 
mile  of  track.    No  tie-plates  are  in  use.    Rail  braces  are  exten- 
sively used  on  curves.    The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  full 
width  and  proper  slopes.    The  roadway  is  well  ditched.    No  sub- 
drains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  very  fair  condition  and  re- 
newals are  being  made  where  they  are  poor.    The  rail  is  in  very 
fair  condition.    The  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts 
were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are 
good.    The  curves  are  well  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.    The 
maximum  curve  on  the  main  line  is  6  degrees,  located  near  Bris- 
bin,  and  on  Richfield  branch  5  degrees,  near  Richfield  Junction. 
The  maximum  grade  on  the  main  line  is  87  feet  per  mile,  near 
Richfield,  and  on  Richfield  branch  90  feet  per  mile,  leaving  Rich- 
field  Junction.    The   switches   are  Wharton   and   split    point. 
Switch  stands  are  automatic;  all  have  well  painted  targets  and 
are  in  good  condition  throughout.    Switch  lamps  show  red  light 
when  switch  is  set  for  the  siding,  and  green  when  set  for  the 
main  track.    The  main  track  frogs  are  spring  rail.    None  of  the 
frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot  guards.    The  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  to  fair  quantity. 
Many  wooden  shims  between  the  ties  and  the  rails  were  noted, 
which  should  have  been  removed  early  in  the  season. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of 
the  West  Shore  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  near  Utica.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates. 
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All  trainB  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  New  York, 
Ontario  and  Western  Railroad,  at  Utica.  The  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  tilting  board  signal.  All  trains  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.  The  crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  protected 
by  gates,  or  by  the  conductor  of  the  car  on  the  electric  road  going 
ahead  of  his  car  to  the  crossing  and  flagging  across  the  track 
of  the  fiteam  railroad.  No  block  signals  are  in  use.  No  inter- 
locking is  maintained. 

The  fences  are  board  and  wire,  and  in  very  good  repair.  All 
trees,  brush  and  weeds  are  cut,  and  the  right  of  way  is  clear  and 
free  from  rubbish  or  refuse  materials. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main 
track,  ux>on  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  is  level 
or  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  not  in  the  best  condition,  and 
have  evidently  been  somewhat  neglected.    Many  of  them  are  of 
rather  light  construction  for  the  modern  motive  power,  rolling 
stock  and  loading,  but  the  larger  locomotives  are  not  used  on 
this  line,  and  the  lighter  bridges  are  to  be  replaced  with  heavier 
and  stronger  structures  as  rapidly  as  possible.   In  the  meanwhile 
they  should  be  thoroughly  adjusted  and  carefully  watched.    The 
adjustment  of  the  bridges  on  this  division  is  poor  and  the  differ- 
ent members  are,  therefore,  unequally  strained.    The  bridges  gen- 
erally are  greatly  in  need  of  paint;  a  few  have  been  recently 
painted  and  a  gang  of  painters  is  now  at  work  and  expects  to 
paint  the  others  this  season.    The  ties  and  guard  timbers  on  the 
bridges,  and  also  on  the  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes,  are  in 
good  repair.    Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges. 
The  masonry  at  the  bridges,  with  a  few  exceptions,  is  good.    The 
abutments  of  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  not  as  good,  as 
a  rule,  although  many  were  noted  where  they  have  been  recently 
rebuilt  in  a  very  thorough  manner.    Open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  exceeding  6  feet  clear  span  have,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
I-beams  or  built  girder  stringers;  a  few  are  wood,  but  of  sufficient 
dimensions  and  in  good  condition.    Those  less  than  6  feet  clear 
span  have  stringers  made  of  rails.    The  only  wooden  structures 
in  the  roadway  are  two  timber  bridges,  each  24  feet  in  length, 
of  trestle  construction,  and  a  timber  trestle  380  feet  in  length  and 
about  30  feet  in  height,  on  the  Richfield  branch.    None  of  them 
is  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  trestle  is  in  very  bad  condition. 
The  sills  and  the  bottoms  of  the  posts  are  very  rotten.    This 
should  be  filled  or   rebuilt   at    once.    The   openings   under   of 
through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are' properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  boards,  on  single  standard,  or  of  '^  X  " 
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form;  they  are  properly  located  at  all  crossings  and  are  well 
painted.  The  ^'  X  "  form  eigns  have  letters  9  inches  in  length, 
but  on  the  straight  board  signs  the  letters  are  but  6  inches  long. 
New  signs  of  the  standard  "  X  "  form  are  being  erected  in  their 
place.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstroctions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

The  cattle  guards  are  wooden  slat  and  are  in  good  condition. 
Mile  posts  are  not  maintained.  Whistle  posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  sections  are  5^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  6 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  The  winter  force  consists  of 
a  foreman  and  4  laborers.  Each  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns 
and  torpedoes  for  protection.  Sixteen  highway  crossings  are 
protected  by  flagmen,  5  by  flagmen  and  gates,  and  20  by  electric 
bells. 

The  stations  are  generally  in  good  condition,  neat  and  clean 
and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There  is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving 
its  name.  Stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  time- 
table of  the  road  is  {K)sted  in  each  waiting-room.  Tariff  sheets 
are  kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents 
can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  Sta- 
tion grounds  and  yards  are  neat  and  olean.  No  special  protection 
against  fire  is  furnished.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank  and 
gravel  and  are  well  maintained.  The  station  employees  are  not 
uniformed.  The  stations  at  Bridgewater,  Unadilla  Forks,  West 
Winfield,  East  Winfield  and  Gedarville,  on  the  Richfield  branch, 
are  in  very  poor  condition.  The  buildings  are  of  wood,  very  old 
and  entirely  devoid  of  paint.  The  waiting-rooms  are  small  and 
dingy.  Plaster  is  off  the  walls  in  places  and  the  entire  stmctures 
are  out  of  repair.  New  station  buildings  should  be  erected  at 
those  places. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report 

Since  the  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  about  56,500  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  20  miles  of  67  and  70-pound  steel  rail  have 
been  laid,  replacing  60-pound;  10  miles  of  main  track  have  been 
reballasted;  about  40  miles  of  wire  fence  have  been  rebuilt;  «d- 
ings  have  been  built  or  extended  at  Richfield  Springs,  Cedar 
ville,  Paris,  Norwich,  Sherburne,  Willowvale  and  Washington 
Mills,  a  total  of  3.80  miles;  a  new  trestle  has  been  erected  at 
Richfield  Springs;  trestle  No.  36,  near  Richfield  Springs,  is  to 
be  rebuilt  or  filled  as  soon  as  possible;  also  renewal  or  strength- 
ening of  other  bridges,  where  necessary,  is  to  be  done;  the  work 
of  placing  new  cattle  guards,  together  with  the  necessary  wing 
fences,  and  new  crossing  signs  of  approved  design  at  each  high- 
way crossing,  is  commenced;  two  station  buildings  have  been  re- 
painted, and  arranjroment«  are  made  for  the  repainting  of  all 
station  buildings  this  season. 
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Recommendations, 

That  the  steel  and  iron  bridj^res  be  adjusted  and  that  the  lighter 
ones  be  replaced  before  heavier  motive  power  or  loads  are  run 
upon  the  division;  that  the  balance  of  the  bridges  be  painted; 
that  the  trestle  on  the  Richfield  branch,  near  Richfield  Springs, 
be  rebuilt  or  filled  at  once;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  pro- 
tected by  footguards;  and  that  new  stations  be  built  at  Bridge- 
water,  Unadilla  Porks,  West  Winfield,  East  Winfield  and  Cedar- 
ville,  on  the  Richfield  branch. 

Syracuse  Diviewn, 

The  Syracuse  division  includes  the  Syracuse,  Binghamton  and 
New  York  Railroad,  from  Binghamton  to  Syracuse,  80.95  miles, 
and  the  Oswego  and  Syracuse  Railroad,  from  Syracuse  to  Oswego, 
34.98  miles,— a  total  of  115.93  miles— of  which  11.27  miles— Bing- 
hamton to  Chenango  Porks — and  20.23  miles — Ithaca  Junction  to 
Apulia — ^are  double;  making  total  main  track  147.43  miles,  16 
miles  of  which  are  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail  connected  by 
angle  plates  30  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  6  miles  are  laid  with 
75,  4  with  70,  1^  with  60,  and  all  the  balance  with  67-pound  steel 
rail,  all  connected  by  angle  plates  24  and  26  inches  in  length, 
with  4  bolts.    The  ties — about  40  per  cent,  chestnut  and  the  bal- 
ance yellow  pine  and  oak,  in  about  equal  proportions — are  6x8 
and  7x9  inches,  8J  feet  in  length,  and  2,992  are  laid  to  a  mile  of 
track.    The  cuts,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  on  the  side  hill,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Chenango  Porks,  where  the  slope  is  supported  by 
docking  or  piling,  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes.    West  of 
Chenango  are  steep,  rocky  slopes,  where  loose  stone  from  the 
hillside  sometimes  rolls  on  or  across  the  track;  this  place  is  pro- 
tected by  a  night  and  day  watchman,  and  all  stone  considered 
likely  to  fall  are  removed.    The  embankments  are  of  proper  width 
and  slopes,  and  where  liable  to  be  washed  by  streams  running  at 
their  base,  are  protected    by  rip-rap.    The    roadway    is    well 
drained.    No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.    The  ties    are    evenly 
spaced  and  full  spiked;  they  are  in  very  good  condition  and  most 
of  the  renewals  required  this  season  have  been  made.    The  80- 
pound  rail  is  mostly  new  and  in  excellent  condition;  the  67-pound 
rail  is  good,  and  the  small  amount  of  60,  70  and  75-pound  rail  is  in 
fair  condition.    The  rail  connections  are  good.    All  angle  plates 
are  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are   exceptionally    good.    The 
curves  are  very  regular  and  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of 
trains.    The  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees,  located  near  Bingham- 
ton.  The  grades  are  generally  light,  the  maximum  being  60  feet 
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per  mile,  south  of  Syracuse.  The  switches  used  in  main  track 
are  split  point  and  Wharton.  Wharton  switches  with  Wharton 
stands  are  used  at  all  single  track  switches  and  at  facing  switches 
on  the  double  track.  Automatic  stands  are  used  with  the  split 
point  switches.  All  the  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets. 
Switch  lamps  show  red  light  when  switch  is  set  for  the  siding, 
and  green  when  set  for  main  track.  All  main  track  frogs  are 
spring  rail.  None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot- 
guards.    The  track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Both  legs  of  the 
"Y"  connecting  with  the  main  line  at  Binghamton  cross  the 
main  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad.  The  easterly  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant,  and  the  westerly 
crossing  by  an  old  style  (wheel  machine)  interlocking  plant,  which 
should  be  replaced  by  a  new  and  complete  interlocking  system. 
Two  tracks  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson,  in  Binghamton  yard. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking,  with  derails  in  all 
tracks.  One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  (E.  C.  &  N.  division),  at 
Ithaca  Junction.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target  signal. 
All  trains  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  (Auburn  branch),  at  Syra- 
cuse. The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  signals.  All 
trains  stop  before  crossing.  All  crossings  of  electric  railroads 
are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the  conductor  of  the  electric  car 
going  ahead  of  the  car  to  the  crossing  and  flagging  across  the 
steam  railroad  tracks.  No  block  signals  are  in  use.  No  inter- 
locking is  maintained  excepting  at  the  grade  crossings  of  rail- 
roads above  noted. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  in  good  repair.  All 
trees  and  brush  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut  and  removed,  ex- 
cepting some  small  brush  left  to  protect  slopes  where  liable  to 
wash  or  slip.  All  grass  and  weeds  are  cut  and  the  right  of  way 
is  free  from  rubbish  or  refuse  materials. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  is  level  to  the  main  track  or  descends 
toward  it. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  generally  in 
good  condition.  Bridge  No.  37,  near  Preble,  has  ties  suspended 
beneath  the  lower  chord,  and  although  this  bridge  is  stronger 
and  in  better  condition  than  those  of  like  construction  on  the 
main  line,  it  should  be  replaced  by  a  better  bridge  in  the  near 
future.  No.  56,  at  Syracuse,  has  floor  beams  suspended  by  rivet 
heads,  and  is  of  poor  construction.  This  bridge  is  to  be  replaced 
at  once.  No.  63,  consisting  of  7  spans,  from  45  to  60  feet  each, 
of  riveted  lattice,  over  the  Seneca  river  near  Baldwinsville,  is  too 
light.    This  is  also  to  be  replaced  at  once.    The  masonry  is  gen- 
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erally  good  and  yery  littte  will  need  to  be  rebuilt  when  the 
bridges  are  renewed.  Inside  guards  rails  are  maintained  on 
bridges.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are 
stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good 
condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  nearly  all  of  circular  form,  of  iron,  on 
single  standard;  they  are  properly  placed  at  all  highway  cross- 
ings and  generally  well  painted,  but  the  lettering  is  too  small, 
being  but  5  inches  in  length.  New  signs,  of  ^*  X  "  form  and  9* 
inch  letters,  are  being  erected  in  their  place.  There  are  but  few 
oyerhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track;  all  such 
are  protected  by  warning  signals.  Mile  jKMsrts  are  maintained 
and  the  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  5  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
six  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  The  winter  force  consists 
of  a  foreman  and  four  laborers.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished 
flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  Thirty-five  high- 
way crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  11  by  flagmen  and  gates, 
and  17  by  electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  very  well  maintained  and  are  clean  and  neat. 
The  sanitary  condition  is  very  good.    There  is  a  sign  upon  each, 
giving  its  name.    All  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water, 
and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room. 
Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  consult  them.    The 
agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets. 
The  station  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  well  main- 
tained.   No   special   protection   against   fire  is   provided.    The 
station  grounds  and  yards  are  neat  and  clean.    The  station  em- 
ployees are  not  uniformed. 
For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 
Since  the  last  inspection  (June,  1898},  about  75,500  cross  tie3 
have  been  renewed;  4  miles  %f  new  80-pound  steel  rails,  5  miles 
of  75-pound,  and  10  miles  of  70-pound,  relaying,  steel  rails  have 
been  laid,  replacing  lighter  and  worn  rails;  10  miles  of  main  track 
have  been  reballasted;  sidings  have  been  built  or  extended,  at 
Binghamton,  Cortland  and  Syracuse,  a  total  of  .04  miles;  about 
8  miles  of  wire  fence  have  been  rebuilt;  contracts  are  let  for 
rebuilding  bridges  Nos.  IJ,  56,  also  a  span  of  195  feet,  9  inches^ 
and  another  of  63  feet,  on  branch  tracks;  other  bridges  are  to  be 
•trengthened  or  renewed  in  the  near  future;  the  work  of  placing 
aew  cattle  guards,  together  with  the  necessary  wing  fences,  and 
iiew  crossing  sings  of  approved  design  at  each  highway  crossing 
is  commenced;  arrangements  are  also  made  for  repainting  all 
station  buildings.

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Reoommendaiians. 

That  tha  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards; 
that  the  westerly  croesing  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Binghamton 
be  provided  with  a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant,  in 
place  of  the  wheel  machine  now  in  use  at  that  place;  that  the 
necessary  repairs  to  and  renewal  of  bridges  be  made  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  malring 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  informed  the  Board  that,  ''I  have  noted  carefully  the  leoom- 
mendations  made  by  the  inspector,  and  beg  to  say  that  we  wiU  be  Tefy 
glad  to  comply  with  them  as  soon  as  we  can  do  so.  In  fact,  as  Mt.  Shnlts 
states  throughout  his  report,  we  are  engaged  in  doing  oonBideral>le  of  tlis 
work  which  he  recommends,  and  we  purpose  prosecuting  it  to  completion 
as  fast  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  all  things  considered.  I  think«  however, 
I  can  assure  the  Board  that  by  the  time  another  inspection  of  our  line  has 
been  made,  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  inspector's  report  will 
all  haye  been  substantially  complied  with." 


Island  Railroad. 

(Inspected  Dec.  12,  1900.) 

The  Island  Railroad  coiiBists  of  switching  tracks  connecting  with 
the  Buffalo  Greek  Railway,  and  extending  to  the  Great  Northern 
elevator  and  warehouses  located  on  the  Ship  canal  at  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  There  are  no  bridges,  treaties,  or  structures  of  any  des- 
cription in  the  roadway.  The  tracks  are  laid  with  steel  rail  of 
various  weights,  and  are  in  suitable  condition  for  the  purpose  for 
which  used.

Lehigh  Yallst  Railroad. 

*    Main  I/yie. 

(Inspected  Aug.  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  1900.) 

The  main  line  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  in  the  State  of  New 
York  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  near  Waverly,  to 
Buffalo,  a  distance  of  175.16  miles.  The  road  is  double  track  and 
standard  gauge.  About  8  miles  of  the  main  tracks  are  laid  with 
67-pound,  335  miles  with  80-pound,  and  the  balance  with  90- 
pound  steel  rail.  The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  platei 
24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  the  80-pound  by  angle  platee  30 
inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and  the  90-pound  by  angle  platei 
28  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties — ^about  70  per  cent 
yellow  pine,  20  per  cent,  cedar  and  10  per  cent,  chestnut — ^are  7x9 
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inches,  8^  feet  in  len^,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cats  are  taken  ont  to  fnll  width  and  proper  slopes.  The  em- 
bankments are  of  good  width  and  full  natural  slopes.  The  road- 
way is  well  drained.  A  few  wet  cuts  haye  been  sub-drained,  with 
satisfaotory  results.  The  ties  are  in  yery  fair  conditicm,  and  re- 
newals are  being  promptly  made;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full 
^>iked.  Tie-plates  are  being  used  to  some  extent,  and  are  prov- 
ing very  beneficial.  The  67-pouind  rail  is  somewhat  worn,  and  will 
soon  be  replaced  with  new  and  heavier  rail.  The  80-pound  rail 
is  in  good  condition,  the  90-pound  is  nearly  new  and  first  class. 
All  angle  plates  are  in  good  condition,  are  full  bolted,  and  the 
bolts  are  kept  tight.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  are  excellent. 
The  curves  are  well  lined  and  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of 
the  fast  trains.  The  general  alignment  is  good,  and  nearly  all 
curves  light,  the  maximum  being  4  degrees,  excepting  in  the  city 
of  Buffalo,  where  there  is  an  8-degree  curve  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Erie  dock  tracks.  The  grades  are  very  light;  the  maximum  is 
about  21  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  split  point,  and  the  frogs 
spring  rail.  All  switches  have  stands  with  well  painted  targets. 
Switch  stands,  excepting  those  connected  with  interlocking,  are 
automatic.  All  facing  switches  are  interlocked  with  home  and 
distant  semaphore  signals.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
white  light  for  safety  and  red  for  danger.  The  lamp  colors  are 
to  be  changed,  and  a  green,  instead  of  a  white  light,  will  be  used 
as  a  safety  signal.  None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected 
by  foot-guards.  The  track  is  very  well  ballasted  with  gravel, 
cinders  and  broken  stone.  Extensive  repairs  are  being  made  to 
the  ballast  on  the  westerly  portion  of  the  road;  6  to  12  inches  of 
gravel  are  being  put  under  the  track,  then  a  heavy  covering  of 
broken  stone.  This  work  is  being  thoroughly  done,  and  results 
in  excellent  track  and  attractive  appearance. 

One  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  Railroad  is 
crossed  at  grade,  at  Pittsburg  and  Lehigh  Junction.  The  crossing 
is  protected  by  an  interlocking  system,  complete  and  in  good 
condition.  Pour  freight  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  in  the  city  of  Buf- 
falo. The  cro8€dng  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals.  All  trains 
stop  before  crossing.  All  crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  pro- 
tected by  derails  in  electric  track  and  conductors  of  the  electric 
cars  piloting  their  cars  across  the  tracks  of  the  steam  railroad. 
The  telegraph  block  system  is  in  use;  trains  are  blocked  between 
stations;  permissive  block  is  used  on  ascending  and  absolute 
block  on  descending  grades.  The  Hall  system  of  automatic  elec- 
tric block  signals  is  in  use  between  De^ew  and  Buffalo.  Auto- 
matic electric  block  signals  are  now  being  put  in  between  Sayre 
*nd  Van  Etten  Junction  (semaphore  signals  on  iron  poles).    In- 
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terlocking  plants  are  in  use  at  Van  Etten  Junction,  Geneva  Jono- 
tion,  Bocliester  Junction,  Pittsburg  and  Lehigh  Junction,  Depew 
Junction,  and  at  Dole  street,  Buffalo  (junction  of  Buffalo  Creek 
Railroad),  Van  Bensselaer  street,  Buffalo  (junction  of  connection 
with  Erie  Railroad),  Louisiana  street,  Buffalo  (connection  with 
coach  yard),  all  provided  with  home  and  distant  signals,  and 
switches  interlocked  and  handled  from  towers. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  very  well  maintained. 
No  trees,  brush  or  weeds  remain  on  the  right  of  way,  and  no  rub* 
blsh  or  refuse  materials  have  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  «^tanding,  where  the  grade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track.  The  bridges,  open  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition.  All  have  steel  or  iron  8upa^ 
structure  on  good  mafloery,  and  are  generally  well  protected.  AH 
bridge  structures  have  good  and  sufficient  floor  systems,  with 
guard  timbers  notched  on  the  ties  and  securely  bolted  to  them. 
Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges.  The  openings 
under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  cul- 
verts and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Oblong,  diamond  shaped  crossing  signs,  well  x>^nted  and  with 
letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  properly  located  at  all  highways 
crossed. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

Cattle  guards  of  the  wooden  or  metallic  slat  pattern,  and  in 
good  condition,  are  in  place  at  each  boundary  of  all  highwayB 
crossed. 

Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 
,  The  track  sections  are  about  4  miles  (of  double  track)  in  length, 
and  the  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  5  to  8  laborers  upon  each 
section.  All  section  gangs  are  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  tor* 
I>edoes.  Each  section  is  patrolled  daily,  and  along  Beneca  Lake^ 
where  there  are  steep  and  high  slopes  of  shelly  rock,  watchmen 
are  employed  while  the  frost  is  melting  in  the  spring,  and  when- 
ever there  are  severe  storms,  at  all  times  of  year. 

Fifteen  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  10  by 
flagmen  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sanitary  condition  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  Most  stations  are 
furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  water  in  pails  is  kept  as  pro- 
tection against  flre.  At  some  of  the  principal  stations  are  outside 
hydrants  with  a  supply  of  hose.  Timetables  are  not  generally 
posted  in  waiting  rooms  (bulletin  boards,  on  which  to  post  time 
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table,  etc.,  are  being  prepared  for  all  waiting  rooms).  Tariff 
«lieetB  are  kept  where  the  public  can  have  access  to  them.  The 
agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets. 
The  station  grounds  are  clean  and  neat,  and  at  many  of  them  are 
well  kept  lawns  with  flowers,  ornamental  shrubs  and  plants,  pre- 
senting an  attractive  appearance.  The  station  platforms  are  plank, 
gravel  and  cement,  and  in  good  condition.  The  agents  and  helpers 
wear  a  uniform  and  badge  indicating  their  employment 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each. 
They  are  furnished  with  the  required  emergency  tools,  centrally 
located  in  the  cars.    Baggage,  mail  and  express  cars  are  similarly 
equipped.    Box  steps,  to  assist  passengers  in  getting  on  and  off 
the  train   at  low  platforms,  are  carried  in  cdl  the  coaches.    All 
i'ars  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are 
lieated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.    All  pas- 
senger trainmen  are  uniformed.    Bestaurants  are  maintained  in 
the  stations  at  Geneva  and  Buffalo.    Dining  cars  are  run  in  trains 
1, 4, 9  and  10,  and  buffet  cars  in  trains  5  and  8,  daily.    All  freight 
cars  in  use  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  and  about  60 
per  cent,  with  air  brakes.    Box  cars  have  grab-irons  on  the  sides 
and  ladders  on  the  ends.    The  running  boards  on  the  tops  of  the 
cars  appear  to  l)e  well  maintained.    Oar  repairers,  when  at  work, 
are  protected  by  blue  flags  or  lamps.    Locomotives  on  which  the 
engineman  and  fireman  occupy  separate  cabs,  are  extensively  used, 
and  no  way  is  provided  for  them  to  communicate  with  each  other 
from  their  resi>6ctive  positions,  or  for  the  fireman  to  apply  the  air 
brakes,  from  his  cab,  in  case  of  emergency.    Either  speaking  tubes 
or  bells  connecting  the  engineman's  and  fireman's  cabs,  should  be 
maintained  on  all  such  locomotives,  also  a  special  air  brake  valve 
in  fireman's  cab,  so  that  he  can  apply  the  brakes  from  his  proper 
position  on  the  locomotive,  if  necessary. 

Bince  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  about  336,000  cross  ties  have 
t>een  renewed ;  3.7  miles  of  90-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid,  re- 
placing worn  rail;  5  miles  of  track  have  been  refballasted  with 
irravel;  80  miles  with  cinders,  and  26  miles  with  broken  stone;  a 
new  siding  has  been  laid  at  Shields,  and  a  water  station  built; 
new  east  and  westbound  passing  sidings  have  been  laid  at  Alpin^ 
an  eastbonnd  passing  track  at  Lodi,  east  and  westbound  xmssing 
sidinga  and  water  station  (4  tanks)  at  Beeders,  an  engine  and 
coaling  track  at  Manchester,  east  and  westbound  sidings  at  Roch- 
ester Junction  extended,  station  siding  at  East  Bush  extended, 
eastbonnd  passing  tracks  at  Maxwells  and  West  Batavia  built,  a 
local  freight  siding  at  Lehigh,  west  and  eastbonnd  passing  tracks 
at  Wende  extended,  track  at  William  street,  Bast  BuflPalo,  ex- 
tended, a  car  repair  track  at  East  Buffalo  built,  a  connection  at 
East  Bufltalo  with  the  Erie  Railroad,  tracks  for  crippled  cars,  at 
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Staff ard,  Corfu  and  Wende;  alsa  additionB  to  fhe  jard  at  TiSt 
Farm,  making  a  total  of  about  10  miles  of  new  tracks.  A  nev 
frame  station  has  been  erected  at  Hector,  also  one  at  WUlutm 
vtreet,  E^ast  Buffalo,  a  brick  freight  station,  300  feet  in  length,  at 
Buffalo,  and  a  lai^e  ice  house  at  TiStt  Farm;  all  the  coal  tresUes 
have  been  repaired  and  strengthened,  on  account  of  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  lAOyOOO-pound  capacity  coal  cars ;  no  bridges  have  been 
rebuilt,  but  many  bridge  floors  have  been  renewed  or  repaired. 

Reoommendaiions. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards  to 
tile  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  the  train  and  yard  service, 
and  that  the  locomotives  on  which  the  engineman  and  firenuui 
occupy  separate  cabe,  be  equipped  with  bells  or  speaking  tnbes^  to 
cnalble  the  engineman  and  the  fireman  to  communicate  mib  or 
signal  to  each  other  from  their  respectiye  positions,  and  an  air 
brake  valve  be  placed  in  the  fireman's  cab  of  those  looomotiTei^ 
to  enable  him  to  apply  the  brake®,  in  case  of  emergency. 

Ithaca  Branch. 

The  Ithaca  branch  extends  from  Van  Etten  Junction,  on  the 
main  line,  via  Ithaca^  to  Geneva  Junction,  also  on  the  main  line, 
a  diifitanice  of  59.49  miles,  all  single  <track  andi  sitandard  gauge;  .96 
of  a  mile  are  laid  with  68^i>ound  steel  rail  and  the  balance  iritt 
80-pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  an^le  plates  28  and 
80  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties — ^10  per  cent  pine,  15 
per  cent,  oak,  15  per  cent,  chestnut  and  60  per  cent,  cedar— «e 
6x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  are  taken  out  to  proper  width  and  slopes;  the  fills  aie 
of  full  width  and  natural  slopes.  The  roadway  is  well  ditched. 
No  sul>drains  are  in  use.  The  ties  and  rail  are  in  good  conditioo. 
All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  ones  were  discovered* 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  first  class.  The  curres 
are  well  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  traina 
The  maximum  curve  is  8  degrees,  located  near  West  Danby;  the 
maximum  grade  is  108  feet  per  mile,  also  near  West  Danby.  The 
switches  are  all  split  point.  The  switch  stands  are  automatic  and 
have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  The  frogs  are  spring 
rail.  The  frog  and  switches  are  in  good  condition.  J?o  frogs  or 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards.  The  track  is  ballaated 
with  gravel  and  cinders  in  good  quantity. 

The  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  of  tthe  Lehigh  Valley  is  crossed 
«it  girade,  at  Van  Etten.    The  croesing  is  protected  by  interlocto* 
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switches  and  signals.  No  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade. 
Train  order  signals  located  at  the  stations,  are  nsed  to  block 
trains.  Absolute  block  is  used  for  passenger  trains,  and  for  all 
otiier  trains  on  down  grade;  permissive  block  is  nsed  for  frdgbt 
trains  on  ascending  grades. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  well  maintained. 
All  trees,  brush  and  weeds  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut,  and  no 
rubbish  or  refuse  material  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  de> 
scends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition; all  have  steel  or  iron  superstructure  on  good  masonry, 
and  are  generally  well  painted.  All  bridge  structures  have  good 
and  sufficient  floor  systems,  with  guard  timbers  notched  on  the 
ties  and  securely  bolted  to  them.  Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on  all  bridges.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  em- 
bankments are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  i)ipe,  all 
apparently  in  good  condition.  The  highway  crossings  are  well 
graded  and  properly  planked.  Oblong,  diamond-shaped  crossing 
signs,  well  painted  and  with  letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  prop- 
erly located  at  all  highway  crossings.  Widming  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track. 

The  cattle  guards  are  principally  metallic;  a  few  wooden  slat 
guards  are  in  use;  they  are  in  good  condition,  and  are  in  place  at 
each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 

Mile-posts  are  m€dntained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  approximately  5  miles  in  length,  and 
the  average  force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  three 
laborers.  Regular  track  walkers  are  not  employed,  but  the  track 
is  patrolled  daily.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns 
and  torpedoes.    Two  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen. 

The  stations  are  in  a  eimilar  general  condition  to  those  on  the 
main  line,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line. 

Since  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  approximately  14,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed;  about  1,500  cubic  yards  of  gravel  and 
5,000  cubic  yards  of  cinders  have  been  used,  making  repairs  to 
ballast;  a  through  plate  girder  has  been  put  in  at  bridge  No.  292, 
replacing  a  lighter  channel  girder;  a  through  truss  bridge  has 
been  put  in  at  No.  103,  replacing  a  lighter  through  truss  bridge; 
a  deck  plate  girder  has  been  put  in  over  Taughannock  Falls  creek, 
replacing  a  light  Phoenix  column  deck  truss ;  a  wooden  trestle  at 
Taughannock  Falls  has  been  filled  and  a  deck  plate  girder  erected 
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over  the  highway^  replacing  a  wooden  structure;  a  deck  plate 
girder  has  been  put  in  oyer  Sheldrake  creek,  at  Van  Liews,  re- 
placing a  lighter  Phoenix  column  deck  truss;  51  small  openings 
to  grade  haye  been  filled  in,  iron  pipe  being  used  to  carry  the 
waiter  through  the  embankment;  new  masonry  has  been  built  at 
the  bridge  over  the  highway  at  Taughannock  Falls,  and  at  the 
bridge  over  the  highway  at  Van  liews;  a  new  frame  station  lia» 
been  built  at  Van  Etten,  replacing  a  frame  station  destroyed  by 
fire;  a  modern  and  commodious  brick  passenger  station  has  been 
erected  at  Ithaca,  replacing  an  old  combination  frame  passenger 
and  freight  station. 

Recommendations, 

The  same  recommendations  apply  as  given  in  report  on  main 
line. 


Waverly,  Willard,  Seneca  Falls,  Naples,  Rochester  and  Niaffon^ 

Falls  Branches. 

The  Waverly  branch  (Waverly  and  State  Line  Railroad)  ex- 
tends from  Waverly  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  a  distance  of 
.41  miles,  and  is  single  track,  standard  gauge  and  laid  with  76- 
pound  steel  rail. 

Willard  branch  (Hayt's  CJorners,  Ovid  and)  Willard  Bailroad) 
extends  from  Hayt's  Comers  to  Willard,  3.82  miles,  and  is  single 
track,  standard  gauge  and  laid  with  58-pound  steel  rail. 

Seneca  Falls  branch  (Seneca  County  Railroad)  extends  from 
Ithaca  Junction  to  Seneca  Falls,  a  distance  of  8.11  miles,  and  i» 
single  track,  standard  gauge  and  laid  with  76-pound  steel  rail^ 
excepting  one  mile,  which  is  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

Naples  branch  (Middlesex  Valley  Railroad)  extends  trom 
Geneva  to  Naples,  a  distance  of  29.43  miles,  and  is  single  track, 
standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail. 

Rochester  branch  (Rochester  Southern  Railroad)  extends  from 
Rochester  to  Hemlcok  Lake,  29.17  miles,  with  spur  to  Honeoye 
Falls,  .35  miles,  and  to  Hancock  Lake,  .66  miles,  and  is  single 
track — excepting  .14  miles  double  track — and  standard  gauge. 
16.50  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail  and  the 
remainder  with  76-pound  steel  rail. 

Niagara  Falls  branch  (Depew  and  Tonawanda  Railroad)  ex- 
tends from  Depew  Junction  to  Tonawanda  Junction  with  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  (Canandaigua  branch),  11.50 
miles,  from  which  place  the  trains  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
run  upon  that  company's  tracks  to  Suspension  Bridge.  The  road 
is  double  track,  excepting  .11  miles  at  the  junctions,  standard 
gauge,  and  is  laid  with  90-pound  steel  rail,  in  45  foot  lengths. 
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The  58  and  60-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24 
inches  in  length,  with  4  boLts,  the  76  and  80-poand  rail  by  amgle 
plates  30  inches  in  lengfth,  and  the  90-pound  rail  by  angle  plates 
2d  inches  in  lengthy  with  6  bolts.    The  ties  in  Waverly  bi*anch 
tracks  are  70  per  cent,  oak  and  30  per  cent,  chestnut,  6x9  inches, 
S  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    In  Willard 
branch  tracks  the  ties  are  10  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  20  per  cent, 
oak  and  70  per  cent,  cedar,  6x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,600 
are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    In  Seneca  Falls  branch  the  ties  are 
4ill  cedar,  6x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a 
mile  of  track.    In  Naples  branch  tracks  the  ties  are  10  per  cent* 
yellow  pine,  10  per  cent,  oak,  50  per  cent,  chestnut  and  30  per 
cent,  cedar,  6x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,600  are  laid  to  a 
n.lle  of  track.    In  Rochester  branch  tracks  the  ties  are  5  per 
cent,  yellow  pine,  50  per  cent,  oak  and '45  per  cent,  cedar  (the 
cedar  ties  are  all  used  between  Honeoye  Falls  Junction  and  Hem- 
lock Lake),  6x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a 
mile  of  track.    The  ties  in  Niagara  Falls  branch  tracks  are  all 
yellow  pine,  7x9  inches,  8|  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a 
mile  of  track.    The  cuts  on  all  the  roads  are  taken  out  to  the 
proper  width  and  slopes.    The  embankments  are  of  full  width. 
The  roadway  is  well  drained,  excepting  on  the  Seneca  Falls 
branch,  where  the  ditches  in  a  portion  of  the  cuts  are  filled,  and 
should  be  cleaned.    The  ties  are  in  very  good  condition.    The 
58-pound  rail  on  Willard  branch  is  considerably  worn;  all  the 
other  weights  of  rail  are  in  good  condition.    All  angle  plates  are 
full  bolted  and  generally  tight;  some  loose  bolts  were  noted  on 
the  Willard  branch.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  are  excellent 
on  Niagara  Falls  branch,  good  on  Waverly,  Seneca  Falls  and 
Bochester  branches,  medium  on  Naples  branch,  and  poor  on  Wil- 
lard branch.    The  curves  on  all  excepting  Willard  branch  are  in 
good  line  and  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.    On 
Willard  branch  both  line  and  elevation  are  irregular,  and  need 
attention.    The  maximum  curve  on  Waverly  branch  main  track 
is  4  degrees,  Willard  branch  10  degrees,  Seneca  Falls  branch  8| 
degrees,  Naples  branch  9i  degrees,  Rochester  branch  6  degrees^ 
Niagara  Falls  branch  (excepting  on  "  Y  "  at  junction)  3  degrees. 
The  maximum  grade  on  Waverly  branch  is  35  feet  per  mile,  Wil- 
lard branch  106  feet  per  mile,  Seneca  Falls  branch  53  feet  per 
mile,  Naples  branch  106  feet  per  mile,  Bochester  branch  79  feet 
per  mile,  Niagara  Falls  branch  63  feet  per  mile.    The  switches, 
excepting  a'^ portion  of  those  on  Willard  branch,  are  split  point 
Spring  rail  frogs  are  used  almost  entirely  on  Rochester  and 
Niagara  Falls  branches,  and  on  the  other  branches  nearly  all  are 
rigid.    N(me  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot 
goaidfl.   Automatic  stands  are  generally  used  with  split  point 
^witdies.    All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets.    The 
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flwitclieB^  stands  and  frogs  are  all  in  good  condition.  The  Niagara 
Falls  branch  is  well  ballasted  with  broken  stone^  gravel  and 
cinders;  the  other  branches,  excepting  Willard  and  Naples 
branches,  are  fairly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders;  Willard 
and  Naples  branches  are  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel. 

The  Naples  branch  crosses  three  tracks  of  the  Northern  Central 
Bailroad  at  grade,  at  Stanley.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  inter- 
locking home  signals,  also  distant  signals  on  Northern  Central 
with  derails  in  Lehigh  Valley  tracks,  and  none  in  the  track  of  the 
Northern  Central.    The  signals  are  operated  from  a  tower.     No 
signal  tender  is  employed.    The  signals  are  kept  set  in  favor  of 
the  Northern  Central  route,  and  when  a  Lehigh  Valley  train 
wishes  to  cross,  a  trainman  goes  to  the  tower  and  operates  the 
signals.    This  necessitates  the  stopping  of  all  Lehigh  Valley 
trains  before  crossing.    The  trains  of  the  Northern  Central  do 
not  stop  when  the  signals  are  in  their  favor.    This  is  a  dangerous 
practice,  and  the  crossing  should  be  properly  locked  and  sig- 
nalled, derails  should  be  in  the  tracks  of  both  roads,  and  a  regular 
signal  tender  employed;  otherwise,  all  trains  should  be  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    The  Lehigh  Valley  Bail- 
road  maintains  the  crossing.    The  Rochester  branch  crosses  the 
two  main  line  tracks  at  Bochester  Junction.    The  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  complete  and  modern  interlocking  plant.    No 
electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.    Train  order  signals  at 
stations  are  used  to  block  trains,  keeping  them  10  minutes  apart 
Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at  junction  of  the  Seneca 
Falls  branch  with  the  main  line,  at  Geneva  Junction,  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Naples  branch  and  Northern  Central  tracks  at  Stanley, 
the  crossing  of  the  Rochester  branch  and  the  main  line,  at 
Rochester  Junction,  the  junction  of  the  Niagara  Falls  brsuudi 
with  the  main  line,  at  Depew  Junction,  and  at  the  junction  of 
that  branch  with  the  Canandaigua  branch  of  the  New  York  O^- 
tral  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Tonawanda  Junction. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  generally  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush, 
weeds  and  rubbish. 

Derailing  switches  have  been  put  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade 
descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in 
good  condition.  The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  generally  well 
painted.  The  timber  trestles,  pile  bridges,  timber  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  are  well  maintained.  All  the  bridge  structures 
have  good  and  su£Sclent  floor  systems,  in  good  repair.  Inside 
guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles.  The 
masonry  is  in  good  condition.    The  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
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iron  pipes  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  apparently  in 
good  condition.  A  few  small  wooden  box  culverts  still  remain  in 
the  roadway  of  the  Naples  branch.  All  such  should  be  removed 
and  iron  pipe  substituted. 

The  highway  crossings  are  in  good  condition,  are  properly 
graded  and  well  planked.  The  crossing  signs  are  oblong, 
diamond-shaped;  they  are  properly  located  at  all  the  crossings^ 
are  well  painted  and  have  letters  9  inches  in  length. 

The  cattle  guards  are  wooden  or  metallic  slat,  and  are  in  good 
condition. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained  and  the 
whi8tle-iK)sts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  from  4  to  8  miles  in  length,  and  a  fore- 
man and  from  6  to  8  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Each 
section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Regular 
track  walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  section  is  patrolled 
daily. 

Two  highway  crossings  on  the  Rochester  branch  are  protected 
by  flagmen.    No  other  Jiighway  crossings  are  protected. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and,  although  generally  smaller 
than  those  on  the  main  line,  are  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate 
the  business  done;  they  are  well  maintained,  and  the  same  gen- 
eral conditions  exist  as  on  the  main  line,  and  the  same  remarks 

apply. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

No  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Waverly  branch  since 

the  last  inspection  (June,  1898).    On  the  Willard  branch  about 

600  cross  ties  have  been  renewed  and  a  small  but  very  neat  frame 

station  has  been  erected  at  Willard.    On  the  Seneca  Falls  branch 

no  improvements  have  been  made;  the  road  has  been  constructed 

only  about  three  years,  and  is  practically  new.    On  the  Naples 

branch  about  4,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed  and  a  large 

number  of  timber  culverts  and  cattle  passes  rebuilt.    On  the 

Bochester  branch  about  17,500  cross  ties  have  been  renewed;  the 

siding  at  Livonia  has  been  extended;  a  hemlock  trestle  across  the 

▼alley  at  Honeoye  Palls  has  been  replaced  by  a  yellow  pine  struo- 

tare;  a  trestle  about  1,000  feet  in  length,  across  the  canal  feeder 

at  Rochester,  has  been  filled;  a  trestle  594  feet  in  length,  near 

Honeoye  Falls,  has  also  been  filled;  a  trestle  834  feet  in  length, 

wnth  of  Lima,  has  been  filled,  excepting  about  200  feet ;  a  trestle 

506  feet  in  length,  near  Hemlock,  has  been  nearly  filled ;  a  new 

fmme  station  has  been  erected  at  Hemlock.    The  Niagara  Falls 

"branch  was  built  in  1896,  and  no  renewal  of  ties  or  rail  has  been 

necessary.    The  reballasting  of  this  branch  with  broken  stone 
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is  commenced^  and  is  to  be  continued  until  the  entire  line  i» 
completed. 

Becommend<ition9. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards,  and 
that  the  interlocking  plant  at  the  crossing  of  the  Naples  branch 
and  the  Northern  Central  Bailroad,  at  Btanley,  be  made  complete^ 
with  home  and  distant  signals  and  derails  on  both  roads^  prop- 
erly interlocked,  or  that  all  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  within  the 
limits  prescribed  bj  law,  before  crossing. 

Lehigh  and  New  York  Branch. 

The  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  extends  from  the  Pennsyl- 
yania  State  line,  near  Sayre,  to  North  Fair  Haven,  on  Lake 
Ontario,  a  distance  of  116.37  miles.  The  road  is  single  track  and 
standard  gauge.  1.37  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  66-pound 
steel  rail,  19.20  miles  with  68-pound,  89.48  miles  with  60-pound,. 
2.62  miles  with  67-pound,  2.00  miles  with  70-pound,  and  the  bal- 
ance— .70  miles — ^with  76-pound  steel  raiL  The  66,  68  and  60- 
pound  rail  is  connected  by  fish  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with 
4  bolts,  the  67  and  76-pound  rail  by  angle  plates  24  and  28  inches 
in  length,  with  4  and  6  bolts,  the  70-pound  rail  by  angle  plates 
24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties — ^about  76  per  c^it. 
cedar,  and  balance  yellow  pine  and  oak  in  about  equal  propor- 
tions— are  6x8  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a 
mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are  taken  out  to  good  width  and  proper 
slopes.  The  embankments  are  generally  full  width.  The  road- 
way is  very  well  drained.  No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.  The 
ties  are  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  The  oedar  ties  are  conside^ 
ably  cut  by  the  rail,  and  should  be  protected  by  tie-plates.  Some 
tie-plates  are  being  used,  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory. 
Very  few  decayed  ties  were  noted.  The  rail  is  considerably 
worn,  especially  at  the  ends.  All  angle  and  fish  plates  are  full 
bolted,  but  a  large  number  of  the  bolts  are  loose.  The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  fair.  The  curves  are  in  very  good 
line  and  are  about  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  the 
trains  are  scheduled.  The  maximum  curve  is  10  degrees,  located 
near  Auburn  station.  The  maximum  grade  is  67  feet  per  mile, 
west  of  Auburn.  The  switches  are  split  point,  and  frogs  rigid. 
Switch  stands  are  automatic  and  have  well  painted  targets. 
None  of  th^  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white 
for  safety.  The  track  is  very  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  an* 
cinders. 


Inspections. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  at  Owego.  The  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  semaphore  signaL  All  trains  stop  before  cross- 
ing. One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  (Elmira  and  Cortland 
branch),  at  Preeville,  The  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore 
signals.  All  trains  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  (Auburn  branch),  at 
Auburn.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  home  signals, 
operated  from  a  tower.  All  trains  stop  before  crossing.  One 
track  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  (Rome, 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division),  at  Sterling.  The  crossing 
is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.  All  trains  stop  before 
crossing.  An  electric  railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  in  Auburn. 
The  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  go  ahead  of 
their  cars  to  the  crossing  and  pilot  their  cars  across  the  steam 
railroad  track.  There  are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  signals 
are  used  at  telegraph  stations,  to  stop  trains  for  orders.  No  in- 
terlocking plants  are  maintained. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  are  in  fair  condition.  The  right 
of  way  is  cleared,  and  generally  free  from  brush  and  weeds.  No 
rubbish  or  refuse  materials  have  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in 
good  condition.  The  masonry  at  the  bridges  is  good,  and  at  the 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes,  where  there  is  masonry,  very 
fair.  A  portion  of  the  trestles  are  on  masonry  foundation,  but 
the  larger  number  of  them  are  on  mud  sills  or  piles.  The  trestles 
are  well  constructed  and  the  timbers  are  in  good  condition.  All 
bridge  structures  have  good  and  sufficient  floors,  well  maintained. 
Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles. 
The  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipes  under  or  through  the 
embankments  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded,  but  the  planking 
of  a  large  number  of  them  is  poor  and  should  be  renewed.  Neces- 
sary planks  for  this  had  been  ordered  and  were  being  delivered, 
and  the  necessary  repairs  will  be  promptly  made.  Crossing  signs 
of  oblong,  diamond  shape,  are  properly  placed  at  all  highway 
crossings;  they  are  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in 
length. 

The  cattle  guards  are  mainly  of  the  metallic  slat  pattern;  a  few 
are  wooden  slat.    All  are  in  good  condition. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and 
the  wh]stle-i)osts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
troirings. 
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The  track  sections  are  8^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
five  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Regular  track  walkers  are 
not  employed,  but  the  track  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of 
the  section  force.  E^ch  section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns 
and  torpedoes.  Ten  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen 
and  10  by  flagmen  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean,  and  although  generally  smaller 
than  those  on  the  main  line,  are  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate 
the  business  done  at  them,  and  the  same  general  conditions  exist 
as  on  the  main  line  stations,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

Since  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  about  61,000  cross  ties  have 
been  renewed;  about  2^  miles  of  58-pound  rail  have  been  replaced 
by  67-pound,  and  three-fifths  of  a  mile  of  60-pound  rail  by  76- 
pound.  New  sidings  have  been  laid  or  extended,  as  follows:  A 
new  siding  to  a  storehouse  at  Auburn;  three  new  coach  sidings 
at  Auburn;  a  new  siding  to  the  freight  station  at  Auburn — and 
the  Auburn  yard  remodelled  and  extended;  bridge  No.  345,  a 
wooden  structure,  has  been  replaced  by  an  iron  bridge  on  new 
masonry;  No.  371,  a  wooden  structure,  has  been  entirely  rebuilt; 
22  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  had  wooden  stringeni 
replaced  by  iron  I-beams;  4  open  culverts  have  been  filled;  iron 
pipe  being  put  in  to  carry  the  water;  a  new,  brick  passenger 
station,  a  new  freight  house,  a  large,  brick  engine  house  and  a 
new  ice  house  have  been  erected  at  Auburn;  a  frame  combina- 
tion station  at  Martville,  and  all  new  mile-posts  have  been  placed. 


Recommendations, 

That  the  loose  track  bolts  be  made  tight,  and  that  frogs  and 
guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards:  Also  recommend  the  gen- 
eral use  of  tie-plates  on  the  cedar  ties,  to  prevent  the  rail  cutting 
into  and  destroying  them. 


Auburn  a/nd  Ithdoa,  and  Cayuga  Branches. 

The  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  extends  from  Auburn  Junction, 
on  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch,  to  Ithaca  Junction,  on  the 
Ithaca  branch,  a  distance  of  42.56  miles,  and  the  Cayuga  branch 
from  Cayuga  Junction,  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch,  to 
Cayuga,  on  the  line  of  the  Auburn  Division  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  a  distance  of  3.75  miles. 
The  roads  are  single  track,  standard  gauge  and  laid  with  58-pound 
steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties — about  65  per  cent,  cedar,  and  the 
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balance  yellow  pine  and  oak,  in  abont  eqnal   proportions^— are 
6x8  inches,  8  feett  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  ito  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cots  are  taken  out  to  proper  width  and  slopes,  but  on  a  large 
part  of  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch  the  road  runs  close  to  a 
high  cliff  of  shelly  rock,  where  slides  sometimes  occur,  and  con- 
stant watchfulness  is  necessary  to  prevent  accidents.    This  por- 
tion of  the  road  is  patrolled  in  advance  of  every  regular  train  and 
whenever  storms  occur,  also  while  frost  is  coming  out  in  spring. 
All  points  considered  dangerous  are  protected  by  watchmen.    The 
embankments  are  full  width,  and  where  the  foot  of  the  slope 
rests  in  the  lake  it  is  protected  by  rip-rap  or  stone  wall.    The  road- 
way is  well  ditched,  excepting  on  the  Cayuga  branch  and  between 
Cayuga  Junction  and  Auburn,  on  the  Auburn  and  Ithaca  branch, 
where  they  have  become  filled  with  materials  washed  down  from 
the  slopes,  and  should  be  cleaned.    No  sub-drains  are  in  use.    The 
ties  are  in  very  good  condition  and  few  additional  renewals  will 
be  required  this  season.    Tie  plates  are  used  on  sharp  curves, 
and  have  proved  very  beneficial.    The  rails  are  in  good  condition. 
All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  but  some  loose  bolts  were  noted. 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  are  very  good,  excepting  on  the 
Cayuga  branch,  where  the  track  is  only  used  by  a  local  freight 
train,  making  one  trip  a  day.    The  roads  are  very  crooked,  follow* 
ing  as  they  do  the  border  of  Lake  C&yuga,  and  the  curves  are  fre- 
quent and  sharp,  the  maximum  being  17  degrees,  at  Ithaca.    All 
the  curves  are  well  lined  and  correctly  elevated*  for  the  scheduled 
speed  of  the  trains.    The  general  grade  of  the  roads  is  very  light, 
and  for  the  larger  portion  of  their  length   nearly  level.    The 
maximum  grade  is  near  Yawgers  Creek,  where,  for  a  short  dis- 
tance, it  is  at  the  rate  of  73  feet  per  mile.    Nearly  all  the  main 
track  switches  are  split  point ;  a  few  stub  switches  yet  remain  at 
Cayuga  and  in  Ithaca  yard.    The  switch  stands  are  rigid;  all  haye 
weU  painted  targets.    The  frogs  are  rigid.  All  frogs  and  switches 
are  in  good  condition.    None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  pro- 
tected by  foot-guards.    Switch  and  semaphore  signals  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    The  Auburn  and  Ithaca 
branch  is  fairly  ballasted  with  cinders  and  shale;  the  Cayuga 
branch  has  very  little  ballast,  and  grass  and  weeds  are  growing 
plentifully  between  the  ties. 

One  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Bailroad 
(Cayuga  branch)  is  crossed  at  grade,  at  Ithaca  Junction.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  disc  signal.  All  trains  stop  before 
crossing.  Two  electric  street  car  tracks  are  crossed  at  grade  in 
Ithaca.  The  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  go 
ahead  of  their  cars  to  the  crossing  and  pilot  their  cars  across  the 
tracks  of  the  steam  railroad.  No  block  signals  are  maintained. 
Bemaphore  signals  at  stations  are  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders. 
There  are  no  interlocking  plants  in  use. 
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The  fences,  where  necessary  to  be  maintained,  are  of  wire  and  ib 
yerj  fair  condition.  The  right  of  way  is  cleaired  and  free  from 
brush  or  rubbish;  there  are  some  weeds  remaining  on  the  Cayngft 
branch,  which  should  be  cut  and  burned,  or  removed. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culyerts  and  cattle  passes  are  in 
good  condition.  The  abutments  and  piers  are  very  fair  maaonry, 
excepting  at  bridge  No.  320,  where  the  abuitments  are  crambliiig^ 
and  should  be  rebuilt.  The  floors  of  the  bridges,  trestles,  etc.,  are 
sufficient  and  in  good  repair.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained 
on  all  bridges  and  trestles.  The  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron 
pipe  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  property  graded;  a  portion  of  the 
planking  is  poor,  but  new  plank  are  being  received  and  the  neces- 
sary repairs  are  arranged  for.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  oblong, 
diamond  shape;  they  are  properly  located  at  all  highway  cross- 
ings, are  well  painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length. 
Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

The  cattle  guards  are  principally  metallic  slat;  a  few  are 
wooden  slat.    All  are  in  very  fair  condition. 

Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the  whistle^posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  7^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  five 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Regular  track-walkers  are 
not  employed,  but  the  track  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  memb^  of 
the  section  force.  Each  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  tor> 
pedoes.    No  crossing  flagmen  are  employed* 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean,  and  the  same  remarks  apply  as 
to  the  main  line  stations. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (June,  1898),  about  20,700  cross  ties 
have  seen  renewed;  a  new  siding  225  feet  in  length  has  been  laid 
near  Atwatens;  a  supply  coal  siding  293  feet  in  length  at  Anbum; 
three  new  sidings  at  Ithaca,  aggregating  1,956  feet  in  length;  a 
storehouse  siding  at  Oakwood,  419  feet  in  length,  and  a  siding  to 
a  manufactory  at  Auburn,  304  feet  in  length;  59  small  aj)enings 
have  had  I-beams  put  on,  replacing  wooden  stringers;  S  open 
culverts  have  been  filled,  iron  pipe  having  been  put  in  to  carry  the 
water,  and  extensive  repairs  and  renewals  have  been  made  to  the 
floors  of  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes. 
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Recommendations, 

That  the  loofie  track  bolts  be  made  tight;  that  frogs  and  guard 
rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards;  that  the  abutments  to  bridge  No. 
320  be  rebuilt;  and  that  the  grass  and  weeds  on  the  Cayuga  branch 
be  cut. 

Elmira  and  Cortland  Brcmch. 

The  Elmira  and  Cortland  branch  extends  from  Elmira  to  Cam- 
den, on  the  line  of  the  Bome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Divi- 
eion  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudj»on  River  Bailroad,  a  dis- 
tance of  139.14  miles.  The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge 
and  laid  with  steel  rail  weighing  from  5&  to  76  pounds  per  yard. 
The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with 
4  bolts.  The  ties — about  65  per  cent,  cedar,  and  balance  oak  and 
chestnut  in  about  equal  proportions — are  6x8  inches,  8  feet  in 
length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are  gener- 
ally taken  out  to  full  width  and  proper  slopes;  a  few  clay  and 
quicksand  cuts  are  narrow,  and  the  slopes  upheld  by  pile  docking; 
in  most  such  places  the  docking  is  failing  and  should  be  renewed, 
or  the  cuts  properly  widened  and  sloped.  The  embankmentB  are 
narrow  in  places  ^nd  need  considerable  reinforcing.  The  ditches 
are  generally  suflScient;  a  few  have  been  filled  by  recent  storms 
and  should  be  cleaned.  No  sub-drains  are  in  use.  About  10  per 
cent,  of  the  ties  are  poor,  and  should  be  renewed  this  season;  the 
new  ties  are  being  received  and  arrangements  made  to  put  them 
in  the  track  promptly.  The  rails  are  in  very  fair  condition.  The 
angle  plates  do  not  fit  the  rail  well,  therefore  many  track  bolts 
are  loose.  This  is  to  be  corrected  by  putting  a  thin  metal  plate 
between  the  angle  plate  and'  the  rail.  All  the  connections  are  full 
bolted.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  very  fair,  con- 
sidering the  lack  of  sufficient  ballast.  The  curves  are  very  well 
lined  and  about  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The 
maximum  curve  is  19^  degrees,  located  about  one-half  mile  west 
of  Cazenovia.  The  grades  are  frequent  and  very  steep,  the 
maximum  being  127  feet  to  the  mile,  going  east  (or  south)  from 
Swartwood.  The  switches  are  split  point ;  frogs  about  half  rigid 
and  half  spring  rail.  All  switches  have  rigid  stands,  with  well 
painted  tragets.  Switch  and  semaphore  latdps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  white  for  safety.  None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is 
protected  by  foot-guards.  The  track  is  so  lightly  ballasted  that 
grass  and  weeds  grow  plentifully  between  the  ties.  The  grass 
and  weeds  have  been  removed  frequently,  but  spring  up  again  In 
a  few  days.  Additional  ballast  should  be  used,  to  prevent  this 
and  to  keep  the  track  in  proper  line  and  surface.    The  ballast  is 

cinders  and  gravel. 
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The  following  railroads  are  croesed  at  grade:   One  freight  traek 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  in  Elmira  yard.     The 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  high  target  signal.    All  trains  stop  be- 
fore crossing.    One  track  connecting  the  yards  of  the  Northern 
Central  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  at  Elmira. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  high  target  signaL    All  trains  stop- 
before  crossing.    Two  main  tracks  and  a  siding  of  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western,  about  one  mile  west  of  Elmira.     The 
crossing  is  protected  by  disc  signals  located  on  a  tower.     Ail 
trains  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    .One  track  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  (Ithaca  branch),  at  Van  Etten.    The  crossing  is^ 
protected  by  interlocking.    One  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  (Cayuga  Division),  at  Caroline.    The  cross* 
ing  is  protected  by  a  disc  signal.    All  trains  srtop  'before  caroBBong, 
One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  (Lehigb  and  New  York  braneh), 
at  Freeville.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals. 
All  trains  stop  befoi*e  crossing.    One  track  of  the  West  Shore 
Division,  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  (Che- 
nango branch),  at  Bippleton.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  higfar 
target  signal^  All  trains  stop  before  crossing.    Two  main  tracks 
of  the  West  ^ore  Division,  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver 
Bailroad,  at  Canastota.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates.    All 
trains  stop  'before  crossing.    One  track  of  the  New  York,  Ontario 
and  Western,  at  Bylvan  Beach,  at  which  crossing  the  track  con- 
nects with  that  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  and  /the 
trains  run  for  about  400  feet  on  that  oomixany's  track,  crossing 
Oneida   Biver,   then   branches.    This  crossing  and   connecting 
switches  are  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant  operated  from  a 
tower.    All  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    Electric 
railroads  are  crossed  at  grade  at  ESmira,  Horseheads  and  Cort- 
land.   At  all  of  the  crossings  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars 
are  required  to  go  to  the  crossing  ahead  of  their  cars,  and  protect 
them  while  crossing  the  steam  railroad  track.    No  block  signals 
are  in  use.    ^emaphore  signals  at  stations  are  used  to  stop  trains 
for  orders.    No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained,  excepting  at 
the  railroad  grade  crossings  above  mentioned. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire;  quite  a  large  part  of  them 
are  poor.  Extensive  repairs  and  renewals  are  being  made;  44 
miles  of  new  wire  fence  were  built  in  1808  and  1899,  and  50  miles 
are  being  built  this  year.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  oleared 
and  no  brush  or  rubbish  remains.  G-rass  and  weeds  have  been 
out,  and  burned  or  removed. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  conneoting  with  main  track, 
upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descendis^ 
toward  the  main  track. 
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The  bridges,  trefitleB,  open  cnlvertB  and  cattle  passes  are 
eeiying  proper  attention,  and  neceaeary  repairs  and  renewals  axe 
promptly  made.  Very  mftny  of  the  bridges  are  of  pile  and  timber 
tents  with  wooden  stringers.  Open  cnlverts  and  cattle  passes 
are  generally  entirely  of  timber,  with  no  masonry^  The  steel  and 
iron  bridges  are  in  fair  condition.  Some  repairs,  strengthening 
and  adjusting  have  been  or  are  being  done  to  the  large  yiaductay 
and  all  metal  structures  needing  it  are  to  be  repaired.  Inside 
guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles.  The  stone 
arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  in  apparently 
good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  generally  well  graded,  but  extensiTe 
repairs  to  the  planking  are  needed',  and  prompt  attention  is  prom- 
ised, materials  for  doing  them  just  being  received.  ,The  crossing 
signs  are  of  oblong,  diamond  shape,  are  properly  placed  at  all 
highway  crossings,  are  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in 
length. 

Cattle  guards  are  generally  lacking;  the  few  in  place  are  wooden 
and  metallic  slat.  Guard  fences  at  highway  crossings  are  also 
lacking  (the  superintendent  and  engineer  of  the  railroad  advises 
that  all  new  cattle  guards  are  to  be  put  in  place  and  guard  fences 
erected  as  rapidly  as  possible). 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the 
whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  9^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
fire  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  The  sections  are  too  long, 
and  two  more  sections  are  to  be  created,  reducing  their  length. 
Regular  track  walkers  are  not  employed,  but  the  track  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force.  Eiach  section  gang 
is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes. 

Four  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and  one  by 
flagman  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean;  they  are  generally  much 
smaller  than  those  on  the  main  line,  but  appear  to  be  sufficient  to 
accommodate  the  business  done  at  them.  The  same  general  condi- 
tions exist  as  at  the  main  line  stations,  and  the  same  remarks 

apply. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  main  line  report 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  and  are  being  made  in  the 
condition  of  this  branch.  Since  the  last  inspection  (June,  1898), 
approximately  120,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed ;  severfd  large 
timber  trestles  have  been  flUed ;  quite  a  number  of  open  culverts 
have  been  filled*,  iron  pipe  having  been  put  in  to  take  the  water 
through  the  embanknoient;  several  smaller  trestles  and  pile  bridges 
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bave  been  rebuilt,  and  extensive  repairs  and  renewals  of  bridge 
and  trestle  floors  made;  wooden  stringers  hare  been  removed  and 
iron  I-beamB  put  in  their  place  at  26  openings;  considerable 
masonry  has  been  built  or  repaired;  new  sidings  have  been  laid 
at  Ganastota,  Shields  Ck>mers,  Oortland,  Horseheads,  Breesport 
and  Preeville,  aggr^ating  about  one  mile  of  track;  new  water 
tanks  have  been  erected  at  Breesport  and  Blakeslee,  a  new  coaling 
trestle  and  a  sand  house  at  Cortland,  telegraph  line  has  been  re- 
newed between  East  Homer  and  Canastota  (about  42  miles),  and 
94  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  erected. 


RecommendatUms, 

That  the  narrow  cuts  be  widened  and  sloped,  or  the  docking^ 
renewed;  that  the  narrow  embankments  be  reinforced;  that  the 
ditches  be  cleaned;  that  the  track  be  properly  ballasted;  that  the 
frogs  and  guad  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards;  that  the  crossing 
plank  be  put  in  proper  condition ;  that  the  rebuilding  and  ^epai^ 
ing  of  fences  be  done  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  that  the  putting 
in  of  cattle  guards  and  building  of  necessary  guard  fences  be 
hurried. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  Inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  replied  (giving  details)  that  It  was  complying  and  would 
comply  with  the  recommendations,  and  that,  "  I  think  It  Is  safe  to  say 
that  by  the  time  the  next  Inspection  Is  made  all  of  the  matters  spoken  of 
by  the  Inspector  and  recommended  by  the  Board  will  have  received  con- 
sideration In  accordance  with  their  recommendation."  So  far  as  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Lehigh  Valley,  and  the  Northern  Central  railroads,  at  Stanley* 
Is  concerned  (the  Lehigh  Valley  trains  stopping  before  crossing  and  those 
of  the  Northern  Central  not  stopping  before  crossing),  the  Northern  Cen- 
tral railway  was  communicated  wltb  and  Its  attention  caUed  to  sectloD 
86  of  the  Railroad  Law  on  this  subject.  It  replied,  statin^  that  the  signal 
plant  which  Is  used  at  the  crossing  Is  In  use  under  an  order  of  the  conrt 
and  that  the  matter  of  this  crossing  Is  still  In  litigation.  The  Northecn 
Central  Company's  attention  was  again  called  to  this  crossing  In  a  letter 
transmitting  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  his  Inspection  of  Its  lines  In  tblt 
State. 

Long  Island  Railroad. 
(Inspected  May  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  1900.) 

The  Long .  Island  Railroad  Company  owns,  or  controls  and 
operates,  practically  all  the  surface  steam  railroads  on  Long  Ift* 
land,  consisting  of  the  following  lines:  Main  line,  Long  Island 
Oity  to  Oreen  Point,  94.62  miles,  of  which  18.75  miles  are  double 
track;  North  Side  Division,  Long  Island  City  to  Port  Washing- 
ton, and  Whitestone  Junction  to  Whitestone  Landing,  28.89 
miles^  6.98  miles  double  track;  Creedmoor  branch,  Floral  Park  \l> 
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Creedmoor,  1.91  miles;  Stewart  line  and  Central  Extension, 
Floral  Park  to  Babylon,  22.83  miles;  Hempstead  branchy  Mineola 
to  Hempsted,  2.76  miles;  Oyster  Bay  branch,  Mineola  to  Oyster 
Bay,  14.5  miles,  3.5  miles  double  track;  New  York  Bay  Extension, 
Valley  Stream  to  Hempstead  Crossing,  6.29  miles;  Wading  Riyer 
branch,  Hicksville  to  Wading  River,  45.33  miles;  Manor  branch, 
Manor  to  Eastport,  5.78  miles;  Montaak  Division,  Long  Island 
City  to  Montauk,  115  miles,  35.06  miles  double  track;  Sag  Harbor 
brancb,  Bridgehampton  to  Sag  Harbor,  4.76  miles;  Bushwick 
branch,  Bnshwick  Junction  to  Bushwick,  2.32  miles;  Manhattan 
Beach  Division,  Fresh  Pond  Junction  to  Manhattan  Beach,  and 
Manhattan  Beach  Junction  to  Bay  Ridge,  18.42  miles,  15.95  miles 
double  track;  Long  Beach  branch,  Lynbrook  to  Long  Beach,  6.67 
miles;  Old  Southern  road,  Springville  Junction  to  Jamaica,  4.28 
miles;  Atlantic  Avenue  Division,  Jamaica  to  Flatbush  avenue, 
9.58  miles,  all  double  track;  Far  Rockaway  branch,  Valley  Stream 
to  Rockaway  Beach  Junction,  8.37  miles,  5.14  double  track;  New 
York  and  Rockaway  Beach  Railway,  Glendale  Junction  to  Rock- 
away Park,  10^1  miles,  9.56  miles  double  track,  .75  miles  four 
tracks. 

All  tracks  are  laid  with  steel  rail ;  10.98  miles  are  laid  with  90- 
pound  rail,  255.01  miles  with  80-pound,  45.83  miles  with  76-pound, 
8L76  miles  with  70-pound,  14.71  miles  with  62i-pound,  16.83  miles 
with  61-pound,  10.94  miles  with  60-pound,  and  67.33  with  56-pound 
rail.  The  90,  80,  76,  70,  and  a  portion  of  the  61-pound  rail  is 
connected  by  angle  plates  29  inches  in  length,  with  six  bolts;  the 
62j^,  60,  and  a  portion  of  the  61  and  56-pound  rail  by  angle  plates 
24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
66-pound  by  angle  plates  29  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts. 

The  cross  ties  (about  60  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  and  the  balance 
chestnut  and  cedar,  in  nearly  equal  proportions)  are  6x8  inches 
and  8  feet  in  length ;  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  under  the  heavier 
rail  and  3,168  to  the  mile  under  the  lighter  rail. 

The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  fair  width  and  proper  slope. 
The  ditches  are  sufficient  for  the  sandy  and  gravelly  country 
through  which  the  railroad  is  constructed.  The  ties  are  in  very 
good  condition  and  probably  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  them 
will  require  renewal  this  season.  About  656,000  tie-plates  are 
in  use  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  On  all  curves 
sharper  than  3  degrees,  tie-plates  are  used  on  every  tie.  The  90, 
80  and  76-pound  rail  is  nearly  new,  and  the  70,  62^,  61,  60  and  56- 
ponnd  in  condition  from  medium  to  fair,  and  some  renewals  will 
be  necessary.  The  heavier  rail  is  used  on  the  main  lines  and 
more  important  branches;  the  lighter  raif  on  the  lines  and 
branches  where  the  traffic  is  lightest.  The  connections  are  in 
good  condition;  the  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  the  bolts  are 
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kept  tight  on  all  except  the  56-paund  rail,  where  a  few  loose  bolts 
were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  are  exceptionally 
^ood.    All  curves  are  well  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the 
«peed  of  trains  maintained.    The  per  cent,  of  curvature  on  the 
main  through  lines  is  very  light,  with  a  maximum  of  approxi- 
mately 6  degrees;  on  the  branches  the  curvature  is  greater,  espec- 
ially on  the  Wading  River  branch,  where  curves  of  8  degrees  and 
upwards  occur.    The  maximum  grade  on  the  main  line  is  about 
^0  feet  per  mile;  the  maximum  grade  on  the  system  is  about  148 
feet  per  mile — on  the  Manhattan  Beach  Division.    The  switches 
are  all  split  point;  switch  stands  nearly  all  rigid;  all  have  targets 
and  the  targets  are  well  painted.    No  switches  were  found  un- 
locked.   Bwitch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  a  white  light  for 
safety  and  red  for  danger.    Facing  switches,  where  obscure  and 
not  connected  with  regular  interlocking  plant,  are  protected  by 
distant  signals  interlocked  with  the  switch.    Spring  rail  frogs 
are  used  with  the  new,  heavy  rail,  and  rigid  frogs  with  the  old, 
lighter  rail.    A  portion  of  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected 
by  wooden  foot-guards,  and  the  balance  are  to  be  protected  in  the 
same  manner.    The  track  is  ballasted  with  sand,  gravel  and 
cinders,  in  good  quantity.    No  other  steam  railroads  are  crossed 
at  grade,  and  all  crossings  of  its  own  lines  and  all  junctions  are 
protected  by  interlocking.    All  crossings  of  electric  railroads  are 
protected  either  by  interlocking  or  by  a  flagman  stationed  at  the 
crossing.    The  controlled  manual  system  of  block  signals  is  in 
use  on  the  westerly  portion  of  the  main  line,  where  trains  are 
most  frequent,  and  telegraph  block  system  on  other  parts  of  the 
important  lines.    Twenty-eight  block  signal  towers  are  already 
established,  and  the  system  is  being  extended.    Interlocking 
plants  are  maintained  at  38  different  places,  protecting  crossings, 
junctions  and  yards.    One  hundred  and  thirtyHsix  train  ordar 
signals  are  erected  and  in  use. 

The  fences  are  generally  poorly  maintained  and  much  of  the 
road  is  not  fenced.  There  appears  to  be  an  inclination  to  im- 
prove in  this  item  of  maintenance,  as  is  shown  by  the  consider- 
able amount  of  fence  recently  erected  or  in  process  of  erection. 

The  right  of  way  is  well  cleared  and  no  rubbish  or  refuse 
material  is  allowed  to  accumulate  in  yards  or  along  the  road. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings,  connecting  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition, and  necessary  repairs  are  promptly  made.  The  fact  that 
the  weight  of  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  is  rapidly  increase 
ing,  has  been  anticipated,  and  new  and  stronger  bridges  have 
been  put  in  where  necessary.  The  masonry  is  well  maintained. 
A  portion  of  the  smaller  culverts  are  on  pile  and  timber  abut* 
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meiits.  These  abatments  are  rapidly  being  replaced  by  maaonry. 
The  iron  and  steel  bridges  are  in  good  condition  and  well  painted. 
All  bridges  have  good  and  sufficient  floor  syfttems,  well  main- 
tained. There  are  still  in  the  road  a  large  number  of  pile  and 
timber  trestles^  the  longest  of  which  is  on  the  Bockaway  Beach 
line  across  Jamaica  Bay,  and  is  about  4  miles  in  length.  All  the 
trestles  are  in  good,  safe  condition.  Inside  guard  rails  are  not 
maintained,  excepting  on  the  Bockaway  Beach  trestle.  The 
openings  under  and  through  the  embankments  are  stone  and 
brick  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipes,  and  are  in  proper 
condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  ^'  X  "  and  diamond  form,  are  prop- 
erly located  and  well  painted;  a  portion  of  the  "  X  "  form  signs 
haye  letters  less  than  the  legal  size;  these  are  being  replaced 
with  standard  diamond  signs  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Arrangements  are  made  to  eliminate  several  obscure  and 
dangerous  crossings  by  carrying  the  highways  over  or  under  the 
raikoad,  and  work  uiK>n  a  portion  of  them  is  commenced. 

There  are  many  overhead  bridges  and  other  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  rail;  all  such  are  protected  by  warning 
signals  of  good  design  and  in  proi>er  order. 

Very  few  cattle  guards  are  in  use,  and  those  are  of  the  metallic 
slat  pattern. 

Mile  posts  are  maintained  on  a  portion  of  the  road  and  the 
balance  is  marked  by  board  signs  nailed  to  telegraph  poles. 
Whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  sections  are  about  6}  miles  in  length,  and  the  average  force 
employed  through  the  year  consists  of  a  foreman  and  four 
laborers. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and  the  sanitary  conditions 
good.  Signs  are  upon  them  giving  their  names,  all  are  provided 
with  drinking  water,  and  timetables  are  posted  in  waiting  rooms 
where  the  public  can  readily  consult  them.  The  agents  can 
check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  plat- 
forms are  in  exceptionally  good  condition;  quite  a  number  of  new 
platforms  have  been  constructed  of  cement.  The  station  grounds 
are  well  kept  and  at  some  of  the  principal  ones  are  lawns  with 
ornamental  shrubs  and  flowers,  presenting  a  very  attractive  ap- 
pearance. Kre  extinguishers  are  provided  for  use  when  neces- 
sary. The  station  agents  and  helpers  wear  uniforms  and  badges 
in^cating  their  employment. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition  and  are  furnished  with  drink- 
ing water.  The  required  wrecking  tools  are  kept  in  cases  located 
in  the  center  of  the  car;  wrecking  tools  are  also  furnished  the 
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baggage,  express  and  mail  cars.  All  passenger  ears  are  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are  heated  by  steam  and 
lighted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.  The  height  of  the  lower  step 
above  the  rail  is  from  16  to  20  inches.  Box  steps  are  provided 
for  use  at  stations  with  low  platforms  .or  those  lacking  platforms. 
All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed  and  wear  badges. 

The  freight  cars  are  generally  in  good  repair  and  almost  en- 
tirely equipped  with  automatic  couplers;  about  60  per  cent,  have 
power  brakes  and  the  balance  are  being  rapidly  fitted  up.  Lad- 
ders are  maintained  on  the  sides  of  the  cars,  and  are  almost  en- 
tirely secured  by  timber  screws.  None  was  discovered  loose  or 
in  an  improper  condition.  The  running  boards  appear  to  be  well 
cared  for;  none  was  found  out  of  order.  Car  repairers,  when  at 
work,  are  protected  by  a  blue  flag  or  light. 

Some  Wooten  fire-box  locomotives  are  used;  all  such  have 
speaking  tubes  connecting  the  engineer's  and  the  fireman's  cabs, 
so  they  can  converse  with  each  other  when  necessary.  All  loco- 
motives are  equipped  with  automatic  bell-ringers.  The  railroad 
company  maintains  no  dining  car  service  and  no  eating  houses. 

The  following  are  the  principal  repairs  and  betterments  made 
since  the  inspection  of  October,  1898:  262,000  cross  ties;  680,000 
feet  B.  M.  of  switch  timber;  401,000  feet  B.  M.  of  crossing  plank; 
and  240,000  feet  B.  M.  of  platform  plank  have  been  used  in  re- 
pairs. About  11  miles  of  90-pound  steel  rail,  replacing  70-pound 
rail,  27  miles  of  80-pound  rail,  replacing  70  and  61-pound  rail, 
have  been  laid;  26  miles  of  the  70-pound  rail  taken  up  has  been 
relaid,  replacing  56-x>ound  rail;  a  new  yard  at  Jamaica,  with  5| 
miles  of  track,  and  about  7^  of  new  tracks  and  sidings  at  var- 
ious x>o^i^ts,  have  been  constructed;  161  miles  of  track  has  been 
reballasted;  69|  miles  of  sand  ballasted  track  has  been  oiled  to 
keep  down  the  dust,  and  has  proven  very  successful.  New  brick 
stations  have  been  erected  at  Preeport,  Garden  City  and  Glen 
Cove;  new  frame  stations  at  Clarencevllle,  Interstate  Park, 
Hempstead  Gardens,  Manhasset  and  Seaf ord ;  new  frame  freight 
houses  at  Preeport,  Garden  City,  Manhasset  and  Wainscott.  New 
60,000  gallon  water  tanks  have  been  put  up  at  Green  Point,  Mati- 
tuck  and  Port  Washington.  Two  new  galvanized  iron  car  8to^ 
age  sheds,  each  78  x  650  feet,  with  six  tracks,  have  been  erected 
at  Locust  avenue.  A  bridge  of  250  feet  span,  east  of  Good 
^  Ground,  has  been  replaced  by  a  stronger  steel  structure,  and  19 
other  iron  and  steel  bridges  have  been  strengthened  to  proyide 
for  increased  weight  of  rolling  stock  and  loading.  An  incline 
1,920  feet  in  length  has  been  built  at  Flatbush  avenue,  to  con- 
nect with  the  Brooklyn  Elevated  Railroad,  and  a  similar  stmo- 
tare  1,400  feet  in  length  from  Railroad  avenne  to  Crescent  street, 
Brooklyn,  to  connect  with  the  same  railroad.    Two  new  sted 
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bridges  have  been  built  on  the  Port  Waahington  extension^  east 
of  ManhaBset,  one  21^  feet,  the  other  23^  feet  in  length.  A  new 
fiteel  viaduct  680  feet  in  length  and  74  feet  in  height,  has  been 
built  west  of  Manhasset.  Three  short  spans  east  of  Winfleld^ 
one  west  of  Hollls,  and  one  west  of  Hieksyille  have  been  replaced 
with  strong  iron  bridges.  The  following  pile  bridges  have  been 
entirely  rebuilt:  East  of  Aquebogue,  east  of  Bridge  street,  Flush- 
ing, west  of  Babylon,  east  of  Babylon,  west  of  Oakdale,  west  of 
Bayport,  west  of  Patchogue,  east  of  Patchogue,  west  of  Edge- 
mere,  and  east  of  Mastic.  Extensiye  repairs  have  been  made  to 
the  long  pile  trestle  across  Jamaica  bay,  on  the  Bockaway  Beach 
line,  and  also  to  many  other  of  the  trestle  structures.  A  bridge 
east  of  Edgemere,  one  west  of  Bockyille  Center  and  another  east 
of  Bnshwiek  have  had  iron  pipe  put  in  and  the  openings  filled. 
Extensive  interlocking  plants  have  been  erected  at  Jamaica  and 
Carleton  avenues.  Twenty  train  order  signals  and  16  draw-bridge 
signals  were  erected  in  1899. 

The  road  throughout  is  in  good  physical  condition,  and  shows 
careful  and  Intelligent  maintenance. 

Recommendations. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  and  maintained  on  all  bridge 
structures ;  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  condition  and  neces- 
sary  cattle  guards  supplied;  that  on  all  new  equipment  the  lad- 
ders be  placed  upon  the  ends  of  freight  cars  instead  of  upon  the 
sides; — ^this  to  prevent  brakemen,  when  getting  on  the  car,  being 
knocked  off  while  passing  cars  or  other  side  obstructions.

New  York  Ceintral  and  Hudson  River  Railroad. 

Eastern  Division — Main  Line. 
(Inspected  September  17,  18,  19,  20, 1900.) 

The  main  line  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  extends  from  Mott  Haven  junction 
with  the  Harlem  branch  to  Rensselaer,  a  distance  of  138.04  miles, 
all  double  track,  with  30.63  miles  of  third  track  located  at  various 
places,  making  a  total  of  306.71  miles  of  main  track.  ^ 

Ninety-four  and  ninety-nine  one  hundredths  miles  of  the  track 
are  laid  with  100-pound  steel  rail,  and  the  balance,  211.72  miles, 
with  80-pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates 
36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  are  all  yellow  pine^ 
<x 9  and  6x10  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  3,166  are  laid  to  a 
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mile  of  track.    Tbe  earth  cuts  are  taken  out  to  fall  widtli  and 
proper  slopes ;  the  rock  cuts  are  in  places  somewhat  narrow.     The 
roadway  is  generally  well  ditched.      Sub-drains  are  eztenaivelj 
used  in  wet  cuts,  tunnels  and  in  yards.    There  are  two  tunnels 
located  at  Sing  Sing,  one  about  386  feet  in  length,  24  feet  in  width 
and  16  feet  in  height,  the  other  194  feet  in  length,  24  1-3  feet  in 
width  and  16.3  feet  in  height.     The  bench  walls  are  of  stone  and 
.  the  arch  of  brick.    The  following  tunnels  are  through  solid  rock 
and  not  lined.    The  one  at  Oscawana  is  223  feet  in  length;  at 
Crugers,  63  feet;  at  Little  Tunnel,  71  feet;  at  Port  Montgomery, 
352  feet;  at  Gkirrison,  568  feet;  at  Break  Neck,  516  feet;  at  Ham- 
burg, 384  feet;  at  Gamelot,  113  feet;  at  Norton,  156  feet,  and  at 
Garrison,  91  feet  in  length.    They  are  about  24^  feet  in  width  and 
15  1-3  feet  in  height  and  are  apparently  in  good  condition,  with  no 
loose  stone  on  the  sides  or  roof.    The  road  for  a  large  portion  of 
the  distance  is  built  close  alongside  the  Hudson  river,   and  in 
places  the  embankment  is  built  in  the  river.    All  such  embank- 
ments  are  protected  by  sloi>e  wall  and  riprap.    Extensive  repain 
to  slope  walls  and  riprap  have  been  made  recently.    At  two 
places — one  near  Garrisons  and  the  other  north  of  Poughkeepsie 
— the  tracks  have  been  moved  back  from  the  river  to  secure  sub- 
stantial footing  for  the  protection  walls,  and  they  are  now  ap- 
parently all  secure.    The  ties  are  in  first  class  condition,  evenly 
spaced  and  full  spiked.     Tie-plates  are  very  extensively  used. 
The  rail  is  in  good  condition.    The  angle  plates  are  very  heavy, 
are  full  bolted,  and  the  bolts  are  all  tight.    The  track  is  in  exed* 
lent  line  and  surface,  and  the  joints  thoroughly  up.    The  curves 
are  in  true  line  and  are  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the 
fast  trains.    The  curves  are  frequent,  but  generally  light;  the 
maximum  is  6^  degrees,  located  near  Poughkeepsde.    The  grade 
is  practically  level  for  nearly  all  the  distance,  and  at  no  place  ex- 
ceeds 38  feet  per  mile.    The  switches  are  split  point  with  rigid 
stands.    All  main  track  switches  are  protected  by  interlocking. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white 
for  safety.    The  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  in  good  condition. 
Frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards.    Derailing 
switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main  track,  ux>on  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track.    About  58  miles  of  the  south  end  of  the  road  are  tho^ 
oughly  ballasted  with  broken  stone;  the  remaining  x>ortion  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  in  good  quantity. 

Nearly  all  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  A  few  pile  bridges  yet  remain,  which  are  to  be  replaced 
with  steel  or  iron  structures  on  masonry.  Standard  ties  on 
bridges  are  8  x  10  inches  and  12  feet  in  length,  spaced  12  inches 
center  to  center.    Guard  timbers  are  8x8  inches,  notched  on  the 
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ties  and  securely  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie.  All  timber  ujsed  on 
bridges  is  yellow  pine  and  in  good  condition.  There  are  no  tim- 
ber trestles.  Open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  good  masonry  ; 
in  nearly  all  cases  I-beams  are  used  for  stringefs;  ties  and  guard 
timbers  are  the  same  as  on  the  bridges  and  all  in  good  repair.  In- 
side guard  rails  have  not  been  maintained  on  bridge  structures^ 
but  are  expected  to  be  placed  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  lengths 
The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankment  are  stone  and 
brick  arch,  and  stone  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently 
in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Odd  Spring  Iron  Company's  railroad,  at  Gold  Spring;  the  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  interlocking  signals;  there  are  no  derails  in 
the  tracks  of  either  road.  Three  tracks  of  the  Hudson  branch  of 
the  Boston*  and  Albany  Bailroad,  at  Hudson ;  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  interlocking  signals;  there  are  no  derails  in  the  tracks 
of  either  railroad.  No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade.  The 
'^  Sykes  Improved  Manual  Controlled  "  system  of  block  signals  is 
in  use.  All  signals  are  interlocked  and  operated  from  towers. 
Borne  of  the  towers  are  used  for  block  only,  but  the  large  ma- 
jority of  them  are  connected  with  switches,  and,  where  necessary^ 
with  crossing  gates,  etc.  All  draw-bridges  are  protected  by  in- 
terlocking. 

The  fences,  where  necessary  to  be  maintained,  are  of  wire  and 
stone  wall,  and  are  generally  in  good  repair. 

The  right  of  way  is  generally  narrow,  but  is  entirely  cleared 
and  free  from  brush,  grass,  weeds,  rubbish  and  refuse  material. 

Very  few  highways  cross  at  grade;  all  such  have  approaches 
properly  graded  and  the  tracks  well  planked.  Crossing  signs  are 
of  diamond  form,  are  well  painted  and  have  letters  9  inches  ii^ 
length. 

Cattle  guards  are  not  maintained,  but  as  practically  all  cross- 
ings are  protected  by  flagmen  or  gates,  they  seem  unnecessary. 
Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the- 
whistle^posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings. 

The  track  sections  cover  about  6.9  miles  of  track,  and  the  aver- 
age force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  six  laborers.  One- 
man  patrols  the  track  daily  on  each  section,  and,  in  addition,, 
about  30  slope  watchmen  are  employed  on  the  division. 

Eighty-two  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  60  by 
crossing  gates  and  4  by  electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each  giving  its  name.  All  are  furnished 
with  drinking  water  and  a  time  table  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
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waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  h»?e 
access  to  them.  The  station  grounds  are  neat  and  clean  and  at 
many  of  them  are  well  kept  lawns  with  shrubs,  ornamental 
plants  and  flowers,  presenting  an  attractive  appearance.  The 
station  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and  are  well  main- 
tained. The  agents  can  furnish  checks  to  all  points  to  which 
they  sell  tickets.  Station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear 
badge  indicating  their  employment.  Recreation  and  reading 
rooms  are  provided  for  the  employees,  at  the  terminals,  also  at 
the  large  yards  where  the  men  are  necessarily  detained  waiting 
for  their  trains. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in 
each.  They  are  furnished  with  emergency  tools  located  in  the 
center  of  the  cars.  All  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and 
air  brakes,  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oil 
lamps.  Dining  cars  are  run  in  trains  Nes.  6, 11, 14, 16,  17, 19, 22 
and  23  and  buffet  cars  in  all  long  distance  trains.  An  eating 
house  is  maintained  at  Poughkeepsie,  and  most  trains  stop  there 
10  minutes.  All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed.  All  frdght 
cars  observed  were  in  good  condition.  Ladders  are  maintained 
upon  the  ends  and  grab-irons  upon  the  side  of  aJl  box  cars,  and 
are  apparently  well  secured.  The  running  boards  upon  the  tops 
of  the  cars  are  in  good  condition.  All  are  equipped  with  auto- 
matic couplers,  and  about  95  per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  Air 
brakes  are  being  put  on  the  balance  of  the  equipment  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  A  few  locomotives  have  been  equipped  with  auto* 
matic  bell  ringers.  No  Wooten  fire-box  locomotives  are  used  on 
the  road. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898),  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  road  has  been  decidedly  improved.  New  sidings  and 
extensions  to  yards  have  been  laid  at  various  points;  bridges 
Nos.  2  and  4  at  High  Bridge,  No.  30  at  Yonkers,  No.  92  at  Cro- 
ton,  No.  138  at  Garrisons,  No.  169  at  Low  Point,  No.  181  at  New 
Hamburg,  Nos,  195  and  197  at  Poughkeepsie,  No.  223  at  Hyde 
Park,  No.  245  at  Rhlnecliff,  Nos.  289  and  291  at  Linlithgo,  No. 
295  at  Oatskill,  Nos.  298  and  302  at  Hudson,  No.  306  at  Stock- 
port, No.  317  at  CJoxsackie,  No.  324  at  Stuyvesant,  Nos.  339  and 
342  at  Castleton,  have  had  new  steel  superstructures  erected 
and  the  old  masonry  repaired;  No.  46  at  Dobbs  Ferry,  No.  80  at 
ficarboro,  No.  113  at  Crugers,  No.  123  at  Montrose,  No.  147  at 
Cold  Spring,  No.  175  at  New  Hamburg,  No.  243  at  Staatsbnrg, 
Nos.  267  and  268  at  Barrytown,  No.  271  at  Tivoli,  and  303  at 
Hudson,  have  had  new  steel  superstructures  erected  on  new  mas- 
onry; in  addition  to  this,  about  60  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  have  been  rebuilt  or  renewed,  or  closed  by  putting  in  iron 
pipe  and  filling  or  solid  rail  fioors  ballasted  over;  about  217,000 
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cross  ties  have  been  renewed;  IJ  miles  of  100-pound  steel  rail, 

4ind  144  miles  of  80-poand  steel  rail  have  been'' laid,  replacing 

worn  rail;  143  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted  with  grayel 

and  14  miles  with  broken  stone;  new  passenger  stations  haye  been 

erected  at  Scarboro,  Germantown  and  Bamegat;  a  new  Y.  M. 

C.  A.  building  at  Seventy-second  street,  New  York  city;  a  new 

freight  house  at  Yonkers;  nearly  all  passenger  stations  have  been 

repainted;  new  water  troughs  have  been  put  in  at  Croton,  Break 

Neck,  Hyde  Park  and  Linlithgo;  new  gasoline  pumping  plants  at 

Cornwall  and  Catskill;  extensive  riprapping  has  been  done  along 

the  Hudson  river;  retaining  walls  have  been  built  at  Hastings, 

Mt.  Saint  Vincent,  and  from  Ludlow  to  Yonkers;  improvements 

tiave  been  made  to  slopes  and  the  alignment  of  track  at  Hyde 

Park  and  Garrisons;  the  roadbed  has  been  radically  ditched  and 

made  to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

Reconunendations, 
That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  bridge  structures. 

yew  York  and  Harlem^  Port  Morris,  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopao 

Branches. 

The  New  York  and  Harlem  branch  extends  from  Grand  Central 
station,  New  York  city,  to  Chatham,  a  distance  of  126.96  miles; 
22.40  miles  have  second  main  track ;  12.01  miles  third  main  track, 
and  11.74  miles  fourth  main  track,  making  a  total  of  173.15  miles 
of  main  track;  21  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  100-pound,  48 
miles  with  80-pound,  and  the  balance — 104.15  miles — with  66- 
pound  steel  rail. 

The  Port  Morris  branch  extends  from  One  Hundred  and  Sixty- 
second  street,  Melrose,  to  Port  Morris,  a  distance  of  1.85  miles; 
it  is  single  track,  laid  with  mixed  80,  65,  60  and  56-pound  steel 
rail.  This  line  is  used  only  for  yard  and  switching  purposes,  and 
is  in  proper  condition  for  that  service. 

The  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  extends  from  Gol- 
den's  bridge  to  Lake  Mahopac,  a  distance  of  7.0d  miles,  all  single 
track;  1.4  miles  are  laid  with  80-pound,  and  the  balance — 5.69 
tnile&— with  65-pound  steel  rail. 

The  100  and  the  80-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle-  plates  36 
inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts;  the  65-pound  by  angle  plates  36 
and  40  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and  24  inches  in  length, 
with  4  bolts;  the  60  and  56-i)Ound  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties— about  10  per  cent,  yellow  pine 
*nd  the  balance  native  oak  and  chestnut — are  6x9  and  6  x  10 
inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  are  taken  out  to  full  width  and  proper  slopes.    Between 
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One  Handred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  Fordham,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  4  miles,  the  sides  of  the  cuts  are  walled  with  a 
good  class  of  cement  masonry.-  The  tunnel  under  Fourth  avenae 
extends  from  Fifty-sixth  to  Ninety-sixth  street,  a  distance  of  2.04 
miles ;  the  center  tunnel  has  two  tracks ;  it  is  2S.8  feet  in  width, 
and  16i  to  21  feet  in  height,  the  walls  brick  and  stone  to  the 
spring  of  the  arch;  the  arch  is  partly  of  brick,  and  for  a  short 
distance  of  solid  rock.    The  side  tunnels  are  each  16  feet  in  width 
and  16i  feet  in  height;  they  have  brick  and  stone  walls  and 
arches  of  brick,  and  iron  beams  filled  with  brick.    The  embank- 
ments are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes.    From  One  Hundred 
and  Tenth  street  to  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  New 
York  city,  the  tracks  are  elevated  on  a  steel  viaduct,  which  is 
an  excellent  structure  and  in  first-class  condition.    The  roadway 
is  well  ditched.    Bubdrains  are  used  in  wet  cuts  in  the  tunnel 
and  in  a  proportion  of  the  yards.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition, 
are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.    Tie-plates  are  extensively 
used.    The  rails  are  also  in  good  condition.    All  angle  plates  are 
full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line 
and  surfacing  of  track  on  the  New  York  and  Harlem  branch  are 
excellent,  and  on  the  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  fair. 
All  curves  are  correctly  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed 
of  the  trains  maintained;  the  maximum  on  the  New  York  and 
Harlem  branch  is  11^  degrees  and  on  the  New  York  and  Lake 
Mahopac  branch  the  same.    The  maximum  grade  on  the  New 
York  and  Harlem  branch  is  53  feet  per  mile — ^in  the  tunnel  in 
New  York  city;  the  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  is  an 
almost  continuous  and  very  steep  grade,  the  maximum  being  132 
feet  per  mile.    All  main  track  switches  are  split  point.    On  the 
New  York  and  Harlem  branch  the  switch  stands  are  rigid  and 
are  all  interlocked  with  distant  signals;  on  the  New  York  and 
Lake  Mahopac  branch  both  rigid  and  automatic  switch  stands  are 
used.    All  stands  have  targets  well  painted.    Switch  and  sema- 
phore lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track.    The  frogs  are  spring  rail.     About 
10  per  cent,  of  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards. 
Eighteen  and  one-half  miles  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem  branch, 
from  New  York  city  north,  are  thoroughly  well  ballasted  with 
broken  stone;  on  the  balance  of  the  road  the  track  is  ballasted 
with  gravel  in  fair  quantity;  the  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac 
branch  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel. 

All  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well  painted. 
Bridge  floors  are  standard  and  in  good  repair.  There  are  no 
wooden  trestles  remaining.     Inside  guard  rails  are  not  main- 
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tained  on  bridge  stractnres^  bnt  are  to  be  placed  on  all  ezoeediiiig 
20  feet  in  length  in  the  near  future.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  are  in  thoroughly  safe  condition;  a  few  of  them  have  poor 
masonry,  which  is  to  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible.  A  few 
wooden  stringers  were  noted,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  I-beams  of 
iron  or  steel  are  used.  The  stone  arch  and  box  and  iron  pipe 
cnlyerts  are  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Kewburgh,  Dutchess  and  Oonnecticut,  at  Millerton.  The  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  gates.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Gientral  New  Elig- 
iand,  at  Boston  Comers.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates. 
All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing. 
The  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  is  crossed  by  one  track 
of  the  New  York  and  Putnam  branch,  at  Lake  Mahopac  The 
•crossing  is  protected  by  a  semaphore  signal.  All  trains  are  re- 
quired to  oome  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  No  electric  rail- 
roads cross  at  grade. 

From  Grand  Central  station  to  Mott  Haven  the  '^Bykes  Im* 
proved  Manual  Controlled"  system  of  block  signals  is  in  use. 
All  signals  are  interlocked  and  operated  from  towers.  All 
switches  in  this  territory  are  also  interlocked  and  operated  from 
the  towers.  From  Mott  Haven  to  White  Plains  the  auto-pneu- 
matic system  of  block  signals  is  in  use,  and  in  this  territory  the 
switches  are  electrically  locked.  A  target  signal  is  used  at  sta- 
tions to  stop  trains  for  orders. 

The  fence  are  of  wire  and  stone  wall,  and  are  considerably  out 
of  repair. 

The  right  of  way  is  very  narrow,  is  entirely  cleared  and  free 
from  all  brush,  grass,  weeds,  rubbish  and  refuse  material. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Nearly  all  crossing  signs  are  triangular  in  form;  a  few  are  of 
^diamond  shape;  they  are  all  in  good  condition,  well  painted,  and 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length. 

Metallic  slat  cattle  guards,  in  good  condition,  are  in  place  at 
each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 

Very  many  overhead  obstructions  are  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track;  all  such  are  protected  by  warning  signals.  Mile-posts 
are  maintained,  and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  dis- 
tance from  all  highways  crossed. 

The  track  sections  are  approximately  5.7  miles  in  length,  and 
a  foreman  and  five  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Regular 
track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  section  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  the  track  force. 

Ten  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and  9  by 
gates. 
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The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Eastern  Division,  and  the  same  remarks 
apply. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  East- 
em  Diyision. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1888),  about  117,000  cro8» 
ties  have  been  renewed ;  3.6  miles  of  80-ponnd  rail,  and  4  miles  of 
66-poand  rail  have  been  laid  in  the  main  track,  replacing  worn 
rail;  23  miles  of  track  have  been  ballasted  with  broken  stone;, 
extensive  additions  have  been  made  to  the  tracks  in  the  yard  at 
Mott  Haven ;  bridge  No.  62,  at  Kensico,  has  had  masonry  repaired 
and  a  new  steel  superstructure ;  No.  139,  at  Oopake,  has  had  ex- 
tensive repairs  to  masonry  and  new  steel  superstructure;  No.  140^ 
near  Oopake,  has  had  abutments  entirely  renewed  with  concrete; 
new  foot-bridges  have  been  constructed  over  the  Grand  Central 
yard  at  Forty-fifth  and  Forty-sixth  streets;  a  new  freight  house 
has  been  built  at  Bedford  Park,  and  repairs  have  been  made  to 
several  of  the  other  station  buildings,  and  extensive  painting  has 
been  done. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards; 
that  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  bridge  structures,  and  that 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair. 

New  York  cmd  Putnam,  Yonhers  and  Mahopa<:  Falls  Branches. 

The  New  York  and  Putnam  branch  extends  from  155th  street,. 
New  York,  to  Putnam  Junction,  on  the  line  of  the  New  York  and 
Harlem  branch,  a  distance  of  54.06  miles,  of  which  5.2  miles  are 
double  track;  4.6  miles  are  laid  with  80,  4.0  with  76, 17.15  with  65, 
and  the  balance — 33.51 — ^with  60-pound  steel  rail. 

The  Yonkers  branch  extends  from  Van  Cortlandt  Park  Junc- 
tion, on  the  New  York  and  Putnam  branch,  to  Yonkers,  a  dis- 
tance of  3.1  miles,  all  double  track  and  laid  with  60-pound  steel 
rail. 

The  Mahopac  Falls  branch  extends  from  Baldwin  Place,  on  the 
New  York  and  Putnam  branch,  to  Mahopac  Falls,  a  distance  of 
2.15  miles,  single  track  and  laid  with  56-pound  steel  rail.  This 
branch  is  used  only  as  a  switch  track  and,  while  not  in  firet  class 
condition,  is  all  right  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used*. 

The  80  and  the  76-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  36 
inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts;  the  65-pound  by  angle  plates  40 
and  36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and  24  inches  in  length, 
with  4  'bolts;  and  the  60-pound  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length, 
with  4  bolts.  The  ties^ — all  native  oak  and  chestnut — ^are  6xJ 
and  6  X 10  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  the  mile 
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of  track.  ,The  eats  are  taken  out  to  fair  width  and  proper  slopes. 
The  embankments  are  of  full  width.  The  roadway  is  well  ditchedL 
A  few  wet  cuts  are  sub-drained.  The  ties  are  in  good  condition, 
evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Very  few  tie-plates  are  in  use, 
but  rail  braces  are  extensively  used  on  all  curves.  The  rail  is  in 
good  condition.  All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts 
were  discovered.  The  track  is  in  good  line  ^jxdi  surface  and  the 
curves  are  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.  The  general 
alignment  is  very  much  broken;  curves  are  frequent  and  very 
sharp,  the  maximum  being  15j^  degrees.  The  grades  are  long  and 
steep,  with  frequent  and  abrupt  changes;  the  maximum  grade  is 
90  feet  per  mile.  All  main  track  switches  are  split  point.  Both 
automatic  and  rigid  stands  are  in  use.  All  have  well  painted 
targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety.  Derails  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade 
descends  toward  the  main  track.  Spring  rail  frogs  are  used  al- 
most entirely.  Only  a  small  portion — about  30  per  cent. — of  the 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards.  The  track  is  ballasted 
with  gravel  and  cinders  in  fair  quantity. 

The  bridges  are  nearly  all  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and 
well  painted.  The  bridge  floors  are  standard  and  in  good  repair. 
A  few  pile  (bridges  yet  remain  in  marshy  places,  and  are  in  good 
repair.  There  are  several  extensive  timber  trestles— all  of  yellow 
pine — ^in  thoroughly  safe  condition.  There  are  no  inside  guard 
rails,  but  they  are  to  be  placed  on  all  structures  exceeding  20  feet 
in  length,  in  the  near  future.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes 
are  in  good  condition;  a  portion  of  them  have  wooden  stringers 
and  the  balance  iron  I-beams.  The  masonry  on  these  structures 
is  exceptionally  good.  Stone  aroh  and  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts 
are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  New  York  and  Lake  Mahopac  branch  crosses  the  New  York 
and  Putnam  branch  at  Lake  Mahopac.  The  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  semaphore  signal.  ^411  trains  are  required!  to  come  to  a  full 
stop  before  crossing.  An  electric  railroad  crosses  the  New  York 
and  Putaiam  branch  at  Elmsf ord,  and  also  one  at  Dunwoody.  The 
conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  over 
the  crossing  of  the  steam  railroad. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  Target  signals  are  used  at  stations 
to  stop  trains  for  orders.  The  junction  of  the  Yonkers  branch 
with  the  New  York  and  Putnam  at  Van  Oortlandt  Park  is  pro- 
tected by  interlocking;  also  the  approach  to  the  draw-bridge  over 
the  Harlem  River. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  stone  wall,  and  some  repairs  are 
weded. 
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The  right  of  way  is  narrow,  but  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from 
brush,  grass,  weeds,  rubbish  and  refuse  material. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  form,  they  are  well  painted 
and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length. 

Metallic  slat  cattle  guards,  in  good  condition,  are  in  place  at 
each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed.  All  overhead  obstruc- 
tions less  than  20  feet  above  the  track  are  protected  by  warning 
signals.  Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  approximately  6.8  miles  in  length,  and  a 
foreman  and  four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Regular 
track- walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily 
by  some  member  of  the  track  force.  Two  highway  crossings  are 
protected  by  flagmen  and  four  by  gates. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
main  line,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Elastem  Division. 

Since  last  inspection  (September,  1896),  about  40,000  ctobb  ties 
have  been  renewed;  slight  repairs  have  been  made  to  ballasting, 
and  the  roadbed-  has  been  thoroughly  drained  and  made  to  conform 
to  the  standard  section;  some  repairs  have  been  made  to  stations, 
and  a  large  proportion  of  the  station  buildings  have  been  re- 
painted. 

Beconmiendations. 

That  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards; 
fences  put  in  proper  repair,  and  inside  guard  rails  put  on  ail 
bridge  structures. 

Old  Main  Line — From  Spuyten  Duyvil  to  8t  John^B  Park, 

The  old  main  line,  from  Spuyten  Duyvil  to  St.  John's  Park,  a 
distance  of  12  miles  of  double  track,  is  used  only  for  freight  yard 
and  switching  purposes,  and  is  in  good  condition  for  those  pur- 
poses. The  only  bridge  on  the  road  is  across  the  Spuyten  Duyril 
Creek.  This  is  being  entirely  renewed,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  United  States  Government.  It  consists  of  three  fixed  fqpans 
and  one  draw  span. 

Middle  Division — Main  Line, 
(Inspected  September  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  29,  1900.) 

The  main  line  of  the  Middle  Division  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  extends  from  Rensselaer  to  De  Witt, 
a  distance  of  142  miles,  and  has  four  main  tracks  excepting  1.93 
miles  between  Albany  and  West  Albany,  where  there  are  but 
two  main  tracks.    The  entire  main  tracks  equal  564.14  miles,  all 
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laid  with  SO-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches 
in  length  with  6  bolts.    The  ties  are  yellow  pine  6x9  and  6  x  10 
inches,  8  feet  in  length  and  3,168  are  laid  to  the  mile  in  tracks 
1  and  2,  which  are  used  for  passenger  trains,  and  2,816  to  the 
mile  in  tracks  3  and  4,  which  are  for  freight  trains.    The  roadway 
is  well  graded.    Cuts  are  wide  and  well  sloped.    Embankments 
are  full  width  with  natural  slopes,  excepting  at  a  few  places 
along  the  Mohawk  river  where  slope  walls  have  been  built  for 
protection   and  are  in  good  condition.    The  roadway  is  well 
drained.     Subdralns  have  been  laid  in  wet  cuts  and  in  yards. 
The  ties  are  in  good  condition  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked. 
Tie  plates  are  extensively  used.    The  rail  is  in  good  condition. 
Very  heavy  angle  plates  are  used;  all  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose 
ibolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surface  of  the  pas- 
senger tracks  are  excellent  and  of  the  freight  tracks  good.    The 
curves  are  correctly  lined  and  the  elevation  is  calculated  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  speed  maintained.    The  maximum  curve 
is  8  degrees,  located  at  Little  Falls.    The  grade  is  very  steep  west 
from  Albany  and  east  from  Schenectady — ^about  92  feet  per  mile. 
On  the  balance  of  the  division  the  grades  are  comparatively 
light.     The  switches  are  split  point  and  where  not  connected  with 
towers  and  protected  by  interlocking  have  distant  signals  which 
are  interlocked  with  the  switch  stands.    All  switch  stands  have 
well  painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    The  main  track  frogs 
are  spring  rail  and  in  good  condition.    Frogs  and  guard  rails  are 
protected  by  foot-guards.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings 
connecting  with  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing 
when  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.    The  tracks  are 
well  ballasted  with  gravel. 

All  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  all  in  good  condition  and  generally 
well  painted;  some  are  not  up  to  the  requirement  for  the  motion 
power  the  company  desire  to  use,  and  all  such  are  being  replaced 
with  stronger  structures.    The  bridge  ties  and  guard  timbers  ai-e 
yellow  pine,  of  the  standard  dimensions  and  in  good  condition. 
There  are  no  timber  trestles.    Open  culverts  and  cattle  passes 
have  I-beam  stringers  and  standard  floors,  in  good  repair.    Inside 
guard  rails  are  to  be  laid  on  all  bridges  more  than  20  feet  in 
length  as  soon  as  the  necessary  rail  is  taken  from  the  track  where 
new  rail  is  being  laid.    The  openings  under  or  through  embank- 
ments are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron   pipe.     All 
masonry  is  in  fair  condition  and  repairing  or  rebuilding  is  being 
done  where  necessary. 

No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  The 
"  Sykes  Improved  Manual  Controlled  "  system  of  block  signals 
is  in  use.    All  signals  are  interlocked  and  operated  from  towers. 
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Some  of  the  towers  are  used  for  block  only,  but  the  large  majority 
are  connected  with  switches  and  in  some  cases  with  crossing 
gates,  etc.    The  draw-bridges  at  the  crossings  of  the  Hudson 
river   at   Albany   are  protected   by   interlocking.     Interlocking 
plants  are  maintained   at   Rensselaer,   Albany,   West   Albany, 
Athens  Junction^  Hoffmans,  Amsterdam,  Fonda,  Little  Falls, 
Herkimer,  Schuyler  Junction,  Utica,  Oriskany,  Factory  Village, 
Rome,  Kirkeville  and  De  Witt.     Interlocking  is  also  being  put 
in  at  East  Karner,  West  Karner,  St.  Johnsville  and  Canastota. 
The  fences  are  generally  of  wire  and  in  good  repair.     The  right 
of  way  is  entirely  free  from  trees,  brush,  weeds,  rubbish  or  refuse 
material.     The  approaches  to  the  highway  crossings  are  well 
graded  and  the  tracks  properly  planked.     Crossing  signs  of  the 
diamond  pattern  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  highways.    They 
are  in  good  condition,  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in 
length.     The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  metallic  slat  pattern.    Some 
are  lacking  and  should  be  replaced.    Warning  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.     Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the  w^histle-posts  are  at 
the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.     The  track 
sections  cover  about  9.2  miles  of  main  track  and  the  force  em- 
ployed consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers,  in  winter,  and  10 
laborers  in  summer.     Five  highway  crossings  are  protected  by 
flagmen,  50  by  gates  and  1  by  electric  bell.    The  stations  are  well 
kept,  clean  and  neat  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.     They  are 
generally  of  sufficient  size  and  in  good  repair.    The  passenger 
station  at  Fort  Plain  is  an  exception;  it  is  entirely  too  small  to 
properly  accommodate  the  waiting  passengers,  and  is  also  in  poor 
repair.    A  larger  building  of  modem  design  should  be  erected. 
There  is  a  sign  u]>on  each  station  giving  its  name.    All  are  fur- 
nished with  drinking  water  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  Is  posted 
in  each  waiting-room.    Tariff  sheets  are  on  file  where  the  public 
can  have  access  to  them.    The  station  grounds  are  neat  and  clean 
and  at  many  of  them  are  well  kept  lawns  with  shrubs,  ornamental 
plants  and  flowers,  presenting  an  attractive  appearance.    The 
station  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  in  good  condi- 
tion.   The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they 
sell  tickets.     Station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge 
indicating  their  employment.     Reading  and  recreation  rooms  are 
provided  for  the  employees  at  the  division  terminals  and  all  large 
yards  where  the  men  are  necessarily  detained.     Dining-cars  are 
run  with  trains  Nos.  10,  11,  15,  18,  19,  21,  22,  and  buffet  cars  on 
all  long  distance  trains.    Station  restaurants  are  maintained  at 
Albany  and  Utica. 

For  equipments,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line.  Eastern  Divi- 
sion. 
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Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  there  has  been  many 
permanent  improvements  made  as  well  as  necessary  running  re- 
pairs well  cared  for.  Approximately  499,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  114.90  miles  of  new  SO-pound  steel  rail  laid  replacing 
worn  rail,  242  miles  of  track  have  been  re-ballasted  with  gravel 
and  one  mile  with  broken  stone.  New  yarda  or  extension  to 
yards  have  been  made  at  Hoffmans,  St.  Johnsville  and  Little 
Falls,  amounting  to  about  4  miles  of  new  track.  A  connecting 
line  of  double  tracks,  about  1^  miles  in  length,  has  been  built 
from  Hofifmans  to  the  West  Shore  road,  crossing  the  Mohawk 
river  and  the  Erie  canal. 

Bridges  Nos.  355  at  Albany,  364  West  Albany,  381  Schenectady, 
406  Akin,  425  and  426  Palatine  Bridge,  437  Fort  Plain,  445  and 
447  St.  Johnsville,  448,  449,  450,  451  and  452  East  Creek,  456  lit- 
tle Falls,  463,  465  and  467  Herkimer,  476  East  Schuyler,  481,  485, 
490  and  494  Schuyler  Junction,  501  IJtica,  511  Whitsboro,  523 
Oriskany,  533,  535,*^  546,  547  and  548  Rome,  572  Wampsville,  576 
and  578  Canastota  and  586  Chittenango  have  had  new  steel  super- 
structure and  the  masonry  repaired.  No.  391  at  Rotterdam  Junc- 
tion has  had  new  superstructure.  No.  413  at  Fonda,  new  super- 
structure on  new  masonry.  The  bridge  across  the  Hudson  river 
at  Albany  has  been  replaced  by  a  most  excellent  structure  and 
the  masonry  extensively  repaired.  The  tracks  through  Albany 
have  been  raised  several  feet,  and  extensive  retaining  walls  built 
to  support  the  additional  embankment.  ^This  has  permitted  the 
taking  of  Orange  and  Spencer  streets  and  Livingston  avenue 
under  the  railroad,  thus  eliminating  those  dangerous  grade  cross- 
ings. A  new  overhead  bridge  has  been  constructed  at  St.  Johns- 
ville and  the  grade  crossing  abolished.  Twenty  small  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  have  had  solid  flooring  of  rails  put  in  and 
the  track  ballasted  over  them.  About  20  have  been  eliminated 
by  putting  in  cast  iron  pipe  and  filling.  New  passenger  stations 
have  been  erected  at  Albany,  Palatine  Bridge  and  Canaseraga  and 
all  station  buildings  have  been  painted.  The  roadbed  has  been 
radically  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

RecomanencUitions. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  bridges,  missing  cattle  guards 
supplied,  and  a  new  and  more  commodious  passenger  station 
erected  at  Fort  Plain. 

Troy  and  Oreenbush  and  Schenectady  and  Troy. 

The  Troy  and  Greenbush  Railroad  extends  from  Rensselaer  to 
Troy,  a  distance  of  6  miles,  is  all  double   track   and   laid   with 
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65-poun(l  steel  rail  connected  bj  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length 
with  4  bolts.  The  Schenectady  and  Troy  Railroad  extends  from 
Schenectady  to  Troy,  a  distance  of  21  miles,  all  single  track  and 
laid  with  65-pound  Ateel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches 
in  length  with  4  bolts.  The  ties,  about  90  per  cent,  yellow  pine  and 
the  balance  oedar,  are  6x9  and  6  x  10  inches,  8  feet  in  length  and 
2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
of  good  width  and  proper  slopes.  The  roadway  is  well  ditched. 
No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.  There  is  one  tunnel,  under  streetB 
in  the  city  of  Troy;  it  is  473  feet  in  length,  30  feet  in  width  and  16 
feet  7  inches  in  height,  and  in  good  condition.  The  ties  are  also 
in  good  condition,  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  A  few  tie- 
plates  are  used.  The  rail  is  in  good  condition.  The  angle  plates 
fit  well  and  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.  The 
joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  good.  The  curves  are 
evenly  lined  and  the  elevation  is  correct  for  the  speed  of  trains. 
The  maximum  curve  on  the  Troy  and  Greenbush  is  4J  degrees  and 
on  the  Schenectady  and  Troy  4  degrees.  The  grade  of  the  Troy 
and  G-reenbush  is  practically  level,  and  on  the  Schenectady  and 
Troy  the  maximum  is  about  62  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are 
split-point.  Both  rigid  and  spring  rail  frogs  are  used.  All  ob- 
scure switches  are  protected  by  'distant  signals  interlocked  with 
switch  stands.  The  switch  targets  are  well  painted.  Switch  and 
semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
Frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  The  tracks 
are  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  Three  freight  tracks 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  are  crossed  at  grade  at  Rens- 
selaer; the  crossings  are  protected  by  interlocking  signals.  One 
track  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company's  railroad  is  crossed 
at  grade  at  Green  Island;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlock- 
ing signals.  One  track  of  the  Delglware  and  Hudson  Oompanv's 
Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Schenectady;  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  ball  signal;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full 
stop  before  crossing.  Four  electric  railroad  tracks  cross  at  grade 
in  the  city  of  Troy;  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cans  ai'e  re- 
quired to  walk  ahead  of  their  cars  and  pilot  them  across  the  tracks 
of  the  steam  railroad.  The  Hall  automatic  block  signals  are  in 
use  on  the  Troy  and  Greenbush  railroad.  No  block  signals  are 
used  on  the  Schenectady  and  Ti'oy  Railroad.  The  bridges,  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition.  All  bridges 
have  iron  or  steel  superstruction  and  are  generally  well  painted. 
A  few  of  the  lighter  bridges  are  to  be  replaced  with  stronger 
structures  to  provide  for  desired  increase  in  weight  of  motive 
power.  All  bridges  have  standard  floors  in  good  condition.  In- 
side guard  rails  have  not  been  maintained  on  bridges,  but  are  to 
be  laid  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.    The  arch,  box  and  iron 
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pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition.  Bridge  and  cul- 
vert masonry  is  laid  in  cement  and  1b  in  good  condition.  Fences 
of  wire  and  in  good  repair  are  maintained  where  necessary.  The 
right  of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  weed«  and  rubbish.  De- 
railing switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left  stand- 
ing, where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.  The  grad* 
ing  of  the  highway  crossings  is  properly  done,  and  Ihe  planking 
is  in  good  condition.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond 
form ;  they  are  in  good  condition,  well  painted  and  the  letters  are 
9  inches  in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead 
obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Metallic  cattle 
guards  are  maintained  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  when 
fences  are  required.  Much  of  the  way  the  roads  run  through 
cities  or  large  villages  where  no  fences  are  needed.  Mile-posts 
•are  maintained  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance 
from  all  highway  crossings.  The  track  sections  on  the  Troy  and 
Oreenbush  Railroad  are  6.8  miles  of  track  and  a  foreman  and  an 
average  of  5  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  On  the  Schenec- 
tady and  Troy  Railroad  6.4  miles^  and  a  foreman  and  an  average 
of  4  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Regular  track  walkers  are 
not  employed,  hurt:  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  section  force.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Four  highway  crossings  are  protected 
by  flagmen  and  5  by  gates.  The  stations  are  clean,  and  the  sani- 
tary conditions  good,  and  the  same  remarks  apply  as  given  in  the 
report  on  Main  line,  Middle  Division. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line  Eastern 
Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September  1898),  about  18,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed,  and  all  of  the  track  has  been  re-ballasted. 
Bridges  Nos.  15  and  16  on  the  Schenectady  and  Troy  have  had 
new  steel  superstructure  and  the  masonry  repaired.  Several 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  had  solid  flooring  of  rail  put 
on  and  the  track  ballasted  over  them.  All  station  buildings  have 
been  painted.  The  roadbed  ha«  been  radically  ditched  and  made 
to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

Recommendations. 
That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  bridge  structures. 

Ifohaiok  and  Malone,  and  St.  Lmci^we  and  Adirondack  RailwaySy 

and  Hinckley  and  Saranac  Branches. 

The  Mohawk  and  Malone  Railway  extends  from  the  main  line 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  Herkimer 
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to  Malone,  a  distance  of  173.10  miles,  all  single  track  and  laid  with 
75-pouiid  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  SO  inches  in  length 
with  6  bolts.  The  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  Railway  extends 
from  the  terminus  of  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  Railway  at  Malone 
to  Adirondack  Junction,  a  distance  of  56.40  miles,  10.25  miles  of 
which  are  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  balance  in  Canada. 
The  portion  of  the  track  in  the  State  of  New  York  i«  laid  with 
75-pound  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length 
with  6  bolts.  The  Hinckley  Branch  extends  from  Prospect  Sta- 
tion on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  Railway  to  Hinckley,  a  distance 
of  2.80  miles,  single  track  and  laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The 
Saranac  Branch  extends  from  Lake  Clear  iStatkm  on  the  Mohawk 
and  Malone  Railway  to  Saranac  Lake,  a  distance  of  5.60  miles, 
single  track;  5.20  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  60-pound  and  the 
balance  (.20  males)  with  75-pound  steel  rail.  The  60-pound  rail  is 
connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches*  in  length  with  4  bolts  and 
the  75  pound  by  angle  plates  30  inches  in  length  with  6  bolts. 

The  ties  in  the  track  of  these  roads  are  about  35  per  cent,  yellow 
pine,  50  per  cent,  cedar  and  15  per  cent,  hemlock  (no  hemlock  is 
used  in  the  track  of  the  St  Lawrence  and  Adirondack,  but  about 
the  same  per  cent,  of  oak  instead)  the  dimensions  are  about  6x9 
inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  Some 
cuts  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  are  narrow,  ^the  slopes  are  regular 
but  some  loooe  stone  should  be  removed.  The  cuts  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  Adirondack  and  also  the  Hinckley  and  Saranac 
Branches  are  of  proper  width  and  slope.  A  few  embankments  on 
the  Mohawk  and  Malone  should  be  strengthened.  On  the  other 
lines  they  are  full  width  and  natural  earth  slopes.  ,The  roadway 
is  generally  well  ditched.  No  sub-drains  hiave  been  laid.  The  ties 
are  in  good  condition,  very  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates 
are  extensively  used  on  the  cedar  ties  and  serve  to  prevent  the 
rail  cutting  the  ties,  also  serve  to  hold  the  rails  in  line  and  pre- 
vent them  spreading  on  curves.  The  nail  is  all  in  good  condition 
excepting  the  60  pound  on  the  Hinckley  and  Saranac  branches, 
which  is  considerably  worn.  All  the  angle  plates  are  full  bolted, 
and  but  few  loose  bolts  were  discovered,  and  none  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  Adirondack.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of 
track  are  good  on  the  main  lines  and  fair  on  the  branch  lines.  The 
curves  are  well  lined  and  the  elevation  is  about  correct  for  the 
speed  at  which  trains  are  scheduled.  The  maximum  curve  on  tbe 
Mohawk  and  Malone  is  10  degrees.  On  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
Adirondack  5  degrees.  There  are  no  sharp  curves  on  the  (branches 
except  at  the  junctions  with  the  main  line.  The  grades  on  the 
Mohawk  and  Malone  are  long  and  steep;  the  maximum  being  about 
9  miles  in  length,  south  of  Malone,  and  116  feet  to  the  mile.    The 
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grade  on  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondack  is  almoet  continuous 
from  tbe  Canada  line  to  Malone,  at  the  rate  of  106  feet  to  the 
mile.  Tbe  grades  on  the  branches  are  lighter,  the  maximum 
being  about  63  feet  per  mile  on  each. 

The  switches,  excepting  4  Dngan  Safety  in  Malone  yard,  are 
all  split  jKxint  with  automatic  stands.    Switch  stands  all  have  well 
painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  white  for  safety.    The  frogs  on  the  main  lines  are 
spring  rail  and  on  the  branches  rigid    Frogs  and'  guard  rails  are 
protected  by  foot-guards.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings 
upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  to- 
ward the  main  track.    The  tracks  are  ballasted  with  sand!  and 
gravel  in  fair  quantity.    The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at 
grade.    One  track  of  the  New  York  and  Ottawa  at  Tapper  Lake; 
semaphore  signals  are  used  for  protection;  all  (trains  stop  before 
crossing.    One  track  of  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Ghamplain  at 
Malone;  a  ball  signal  is  used  for  protection;  all  trains  stop  before 
crossing.    No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade.     Connection  is 
made  with  the  Utica  line  of  the  Borne,  Watertown  and  Ogdens- 
burg  Division  at  Bemsen  and  most  trains  of  the  Mohawk  and 
Malone  road  run  over  the  IJtica  line  betweeui  Biemsen  and  Utica. 
There  are  no  block  signals.    iSiemaphore  signals  at  all  tel^raph 
stations  are  used  to  space  trains  or  4>lock  them  when  desiredw    The 
steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition  and  well  painted. 
Many  have  been  renewed,  and  all  considered  light  for  the  motive 
power  to  be  used  are  to  be  replaced.    Some  pile  bridges  yet  remain 
which  will  be  replaced  with  masonry  and  iron  or  steel  super- 
struction  when  necessary.    AW  ^©  ^  good  repair.    Many  of  the 
timber  trestles  have  been  filled,  and  this  work  is  being  continued. 
Quite  a  number  yet  remain,  and  while  generally  in  good  repair, 
No.  22,  a  hemlock  structure  450  feet  in  length  and  about  30  feet 
in  height,  near  Poland,  needs  rebuilding  or  filling  this  season.    A 
spruce  and  hemlock  trestle  over  West  Canada  creek  on  Hinckley 
Branch  needs  rebuilding  promptly.    Also  a  pile  trestle,  about  500 
feet  in  length,  at  Saranac  Lake  on  the  Saranac  Branch,  should  be 
rebuilt  or  filled.    The  open  culvert  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good 
condition.    All  bridges,  trestles  and  cattle  passes  have  standard 
floors  in  good  condition.    Inside  guard  rails  are  to  be  laid  on 
all  bridge  structures  more  than  20  feet  in  length.     The  stone 
arch  and  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  appear  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition.   iSome  wooded*  box  culverts  were  noticed  which  should  be 
replaced  with  stone  or  iron.    Fences  of  wire  are  maintained  where 
necessary.    All  trees  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut.    The  brush 
is  being  cut,  apparently  having  been  neglected  for  several  years. 
The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Orossings  signs  of  the  diamond  form,  in    good  condition,  well 
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painted,  aad  with  letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  properly  located 
at  all  highway  crossings.  Warning  slgnate  are  in  place  at  all  over- 
head obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Metallic  slat 
cattle  gnards  in  good  condition,  are  at  each  boundary  of  all  high- 
ways crossed.  Mile  posts  are  maintained  and  the  whistle  post& 
are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.  The 
track  sections  are  about  six  miles  in  length  and  the  average  force 
employed  upon  each,  consists  of  a  foreman  and.  three  laborers. 
There  are  no  regular  trackwalkers,  but  the  track  is  patrolled  daily 
by  eome  member  of  the  section  force.  Each  section  gang  is  fur- 
nished flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Four  highway  crossings 
are  protected  by  gates  and  two  by  electric  bells.  The  stations  are 
of  sufBcient  size  and  of  modem  design,  are  neat  and  clean,  in 
good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  same  remarks  apply  as  given  iik 
the  report  on  main  line.  Middle  Division. 

For  remarks  oh  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line  Eastern 
Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  about  268,000  cross 
ties  have  been  laid  in  repairs,  23  miles  of  track  have  been  re-bal- 
lasted. Additions  to  yards  have  been  made  at  Saranac  Lake,  Long 
Lake  West,  Lake  Clear  Junction  and  Ne-^hSrsa-ne,  aggregating 
about  three  miles  of  new  track.  About  20  trestles  have  been 
filled  and  nearly  100  open*  culverts  eliminated  by  putting  in  iron 
pipe  and  filling.  New  passenger  stations  have  been  erected  at  Big 
Moose,  Long  Lake  West,  and  Owls'  Head,  also  a  new  freight  house 
at  Saranac  Lake.  All  the  station  buildings  have  been  painted. 
Extensive  ditching  of  wet  cuts  and  widening  of  narrow  embank- 
ments has  been  done,  and  some  cuts  widened  and  slopes  flattened. 

Recommendations. 

That  trestle  No.  22  near  Poland  be  rebuilt  or  filled;  that  trestle 
over  West  Canada  Creek  at  Hinckley  be  rebuilt,  and  the  pile 
trestle  at  Saranac  Lake  be  rebuilt  or  filled,  and  inside  guard  rails 
be  laid  on  all  bridges. 

We»t  Shore  Railroad — Middle  Division. 

The  portion  of  the  West  Shore  Eailroad  included  in  the  Middle 
Division,  extends  from  Ravena  to  De  Witt,  a  distance  of  145 
miles,  all  double  track  and  laid  with  67-pound  steel  rail  connected 
by  angle  plates  36  and  40  inches  in  length,  partly  with  4  and 
partly  with  6  bolts.  The  ties,  about  70  per  cent,  yellow  pine  and 
30  per  cent,  cedar,  are  6  inches  in  thickness  7  to  10-inch  face,  8 
feet  in  length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are 
taken  out  to  full  width,  and  have  proper  slopes  excepting  where 
retaining  walls  are  used.    The  embankments  are  all  full  width 
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and  all  natural  earth  slopes  excepting  where  the  road  runs  close 
along  the  side  of  the  Mohawk  river  or  Erie  canal.    At  such  places 
retaining  or  slope  walls,  in  good  condition,  are  used  to  support 
the  embankments.    The  roadway  is  generally  well  drained.    A 
few  wet  cuts  would  be  improved  by  use  of  tile  subdrains;  tile  sub- 
drains  have  been  used  in  very  many  of  the  wet  cut«,  and  in  some 
of  the  yards  with  good  results.    The  ties  are  in  fair  condition, 
although  some  renewals  are  needed.    Tie  plates  have  been  ex- 
tensively used  on  cedar  ties,  and  rail  braces  on  the  curves.    A 
large  portion  of  the  rail  has  been  in  the  track  a  long  time  and  is 
somewhat  battered  at  the  ends.    The  angle  plates  are  full  bolted; 
a  few  loose  bolts  were  discovered,  but  none  missing.    The  joint 
line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  is  very  good.    The  curves  are  cor- 
rectly lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.    There 
are  no  sharp  curves,  the  maximum  being  5:^  degrees.    The  grades 
are  very  light,  care  being  taken  in  construction  of  the  road 
in    that    particular.    The    maximum    grade    is    32    feet    per 
mile.     Switches  are  split  point  and  Wharton.    All  split  point 
switches  have  automatic  slands,  all  switch  stands  have  well 
painted  targets.    All  main  traek  frogs  are  spring  rail.    Frogs 
and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.    Derailing  switches 
are  in  all  sidings,  connecting  with  main  track  on  which  cars  are 
left  standing  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 
The  track  is  fairly  ballasted  with  gravel,  much  of  the  gravel, 
however,  is  not  of  the  best  quality. 

The  bridges  are  all  steel  or  iron  and  in  fair  condition.    A  few 
of  them  need  painting,  but  the  majority  of  them  are  well  painted. 
A  portion  of  the  bridges  are  light  for  the  motive  power  the  com- 
pany desire  to  use,  but  are  suiBcient  for  the  power  now  used,  and 
are  to  be  replaced  with  stronger  structures  in  anticipation  of 
the  increase  in  weight  of  motive  power  and  rolling  stock.    There 
are  but  two  wooden  trestles,  but  they  are  short  and  in  good  con- 
dition.   The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  good  masonry 
and  I-beams  for  stringers.    All  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts 
and  cattle  passes  have  standard  floors  and  are  in  good  repair. 
Inside  guard  rails  are  to  be  laid  on  all  bridge  structures  more 
than  twenty  feet  in  length.    The  masonry  is  in  good  condition. 
The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  all  appiurently  in  good 
condition.    The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade: 

One  track  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company,  at  Voorhees- 
ville.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  CJompany,  at  South  Schenectady;  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western,  near  New  York  Mills;  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
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gates ;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  cross- 
ing. One  track  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western,  at  2sew 
York  Mills;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  (Rome  branch),  at  Clarks 
Mills;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley,  at  Canastota;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  An  electric 
railroad  crosses  at  grade  near  Mohawk;  the  conductors  of  the 
electric  cars  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the  steam 
railroad  track.  An  electric  railroad  crosses  at  grade  at  Genesee 
street,  Utica;  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to 
pilot  their,  cars  across  the  steam  railroad  tracks.  No  block  sig- 
nals are  in  use.  Semaphore  signals  at  stations  are  used  to  hold 
trains  for  orders,  also  to  block  trains.  No  interlocking  plants 
are  maintained.  The  fences  are  of  wire  and  in  very  good  repair. 
The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush  and 
refuse  material.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and 
properly  planked.  Crossing  signs  of  triangular  form  are  properly 
located  at  the  highway  crossings  and  are  in  good  condition,  ex- 
cepting that  a  portion  of  them  need  repainting,  and  some  have 
letters  but  six  inches  in  length.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the 
wooden  slat  pattern;  a  few  are  lacking  and  should  be  replaced. 
Warning  signals  are  in  place'  at  ail  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  twenty  feet  above  the  track.  Mile  posts  are  maintained 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings.  The  track  sections  are  about  5.4  miles  in  length,  of 
double  track,  and  the  average  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  six 
men.  Regular  track  walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  sec- 
tion is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  force.  Each  sec- 
tion gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Nine 
highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  13  by  gates  and  5 
by  electric  bells.  The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condi- 
tion as  those  on  the  main  line  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipments,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Eastern  division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  about  173,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed ;  60  miles  of  relaying  80-pound  rail,  taken 
from  main  line  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road tracks,  have  been  laid,  replacing  worn  67-poand  rails. 
About  23  miles  of  the  track  has  been  reballasted.  The  bridges 
between  Ravena  and  Hoffman  Junction  have  been  renewed  or 
strengthened,  excepting  such  as  were  originally  built  saiBciently 
strong  for  any  of  the  motive  power  used.  A  few  of  the  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  have  had  solid  rail  floors  put  on,  and  the 
track  ballasted  over  them.    Twenty  openings  to  grade  have  been 
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eliminated  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling,  and  practically  all 
station  buildings  have  been  repainted. 

Recwmnendctions. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  placed  upon  all  the  bridge  struc- 
tures; that  dim  crossing  eigns  be  repainted  and  the  letters  made 
of  proper  dimension,  and  that  missing  cattle  guards  be  supplied. 

Tivcli  HoUow  Railroad, 

The  Tivoli  Hollow  Railroad  extends  from  West  Albany  to  Al- 
bany, a  distance  of  1.23  miles,  and  is  laid  with  80-pound  steel 
rail.  This  road  runs  nearly  its  entire  length  in  the  street;  it  is 
only  used  for  yard  and  switching  purposes,  and  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion for  fiuch  use. 

Western  Dwi»ion — Main  Line  amd  Syraxiuse  JmictUm  Railroad. 

(Inspected  October  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  6.  1900.) 

The  main  line,  Western  Division,  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  extends  from  De  Witt  to  BuflFalo,  a  dis- 
tance of  155.75  miles,  all  double  track,  with  146.57  miles  of  third 
and  fourth  main  track,  making  total  main  track  604.64  miles. 
The  Syracuse  Junction  Railroad  extends  from  De  Witt  to  Qeddes, 
a  distance  of  8.28  miles,  double  track,  and  is  really  the  third  and 
fourth  main  line  tracks  taken  around  the  city  of  Syracuse,  and 
are  treated  as  such  in  this  report. 

The  tracks  are  laid  with  80-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle 
plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.  The  ties  are  about  20 
per  cent,  yellow  pine  and  80  per  cent,  oak,  6x9  and  6  x  10  inches, 
8  feet  in  length,  and  3,168  feet  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track  in  tracks 
1  and  2,  and  2,816  feet  to  a  mile  of  track  in  tracks  3  and  4,  which 
are  used  by  freight  trains.  The  road  is  well  graded;  cuts  are 
wide  and  well  sloped;  embankments  are  full  width  with  natural 
earth  slopes.  The  roadway  is  well  drained.  Subdrains  have  been 
laid  in  wet  cute  and  in  some  of  the  yards.  The  ties  are  in  good 
condition,  are  very  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates  are 
used  on  the  joint  ties,  with  good  result.  The  rails  in  tracks  1 
and  2  are  excellent  and  in  tracks  3  and  4  in  good  condition.  The 
angle  plates  are  heavy  and  fit  well;  they  are  full  bolted  and  no 
loose  or  missing  bolts  were  discovered.  The  joints,  line  and  sur- 
facing of  the  passenger  tracks  are  exceptionally  good  and  of  the 
freight  tracks  good.  The  curves  are  correctly  lined  and  the  ele- 
vation calculated  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the  speed  main- 
tained. The  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees  and  40  minutes,  located 
at  Rochester.    The  maximum  grade  is  about  52  feet  per  mile,  in 
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the  vicinity  of  Byron.  The  switches  are  split  point  and  the  frogs 
spring  rail.  All  facing  switches  not  interlocked  and  connected 
with  towers  are  protected  by  distant  signals  interlocked  with 
switch  stands.  All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white 
for  safety.  Frogs  and  gnard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  gaards. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main  tracks 
upon  which  cai's  are  left  standing,  when  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track.  The  tracks  are  well  ballasted  with  gravel. 
All  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  generally  well 
painted,  many  of  the  lighter  ones  are  being  replaced  with  heavier 
structures  in  anticipation  of  increased  weight  of  motive  power. 
The  bridge  ties  and  guard  timbers  are  yellow  pine,  of  the  stand- 
ard dimension  and  in  good  condition.  The  only  entire  timber 
structure  in  the  roadway  is  a  5  span  pile  bent  trestle,  at  Fairport, 
which  is  in  excellent  condition.  Nearly  all  the  open  culverts  and 
cattle  passes  have  I-beam  stringers,  and  those  of  timber  are  of 
sufficient  size  and  sound,  and  the  ties  and  guard  timbei's  are  in 
good  repair.  Very  few  bridge  structures  have  inside  guard  rails, 
but  they  are  expected  to  be  placed  on  all  that  are  more  than  20 
feet  in  length.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments 
are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in 
good  condition.  All  bridge  masonry  is  in  fair  to  good  condition 
and  repairing  and  rebuilding  is  being  done  where  necessary. 

The  f oUowng  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  One  track  of  the 
Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  division  by  the  two  freight 
tracks  around  Syracuse,  at  Salina.  The  crossing  is  protected  by 
interlocking  semaphore  signals;  all  trains  are  required  to  come 
to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Pennsylvania 
division  at  Lyons;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking 
signals.  One  track  of  the  Attica  branch  of  the  Erie  at  Batavia, 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  home  and  di&tant  semaphore  signals 
on  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Railroad  and  home 
semaphore  signals  on  the  Erie,  interlocked  and  operated  from  a 
tower.  All  Erie  trains  stop  before  crossing.  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad  trains  do  not  stop  when  the  signals 
are  in  their  favor.  This  is  an  obscure  crossing,  owing  to  curves 
on  both  roads  and  intervening  buildings,  and  should  be  pro- 
tected by  a  complete  interlocking  plant  with  derails  in  all  tracks, 
or  all  trains  of  both  roads  should  come  to  a  complete  stop  within 
the  prescribed  limits  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Western 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  at  South  Division  street,  Buffalo. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.  All  Western 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing,  but  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  do  not 
when  the  signal  is  in  their  favor.    Two  tracks  of  the  Erie  at 
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Alabama  street,  Buffalo;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting 
board  signal;  trains  do  not  come  to  a  full  stop  but  reduce  speed 
until  under  control,  then  if  the  signal  is  in  their  favor  proceed. 
Three,  doable  track,  lines  of  electric  railroad  cross  at  grade  in 
Syracuse;  at  two  of  the  crossings  the  conductors  of  the  electrio 
pilot  their  care  across  the  steam  railroad  tracks  and  at  the  other 
a  flagman  is  maintained  by  the  electric  railroad  company.  One 
track  of  an  electric  railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Broadway  and 
two  at  Clinton  street,  Buffalo.  At  each  crossing  the  conductor 
of  the  electric  cars  pilot  their  cars  across  the  steam  railroad 
tracks.  The  "  Sykes  Improved  Manual  Controlled  "  system  of 
block  signals  is  in  use.  All  signals  are  interlocked  and  operated 
from  towers;  some  of  the  towers  are  for  block  only,  but  the 
large  majority  are  connected  up  with  switches  and  in  some  cases 
with  crossing  gates,  etc.  Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at 
Syracuse,  Syracuse  Junction,  Newark,  Walworth  Gravel  Pit, 
Macedon  Bwamp,  Fairport,  Brighton,  Center  Park,  Rochester; 
Ames  street,  Rochester;  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Junc- 
tion, Rochester;  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Junction, 
Rochester;  Chile  Junction,  E!ast  Batavia,  Grimesville,  East 
Buffalo  and  Buffalo. 

The  fences  are  mostly  of  wire  and  in  good  repair.    The  right 
of  way  is  very  free  from  weeds  or  rubbish.    The  highway  cross- 
ings are  properly  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good  condition. 
Crossing  signals  of  the  diamond  form  are  conspicuously  located 
at  all  highway  crossings;  they  are  in  good  condition,  well  painted 
and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.    The  cattle  guards  are  of 
the  metallic  slat  pattern  and  are  in  good  condition;  a  few  are 
missing  and  should  be  replaced.    Warning  signals  are  in  place  at 
all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.    Mile 
posts  are  maintained  and  whistle  posts  are   at   the  prescribed 
distance  from  all  highway  crossings.    The  track  sections  cover 
about  10  miles  of  main  track  and  the  average  force  employed 
upon  each  consist  of  a  foreman  and  10  laborers  in  summer,  and 
a  foreman  and  7  laborers  in  winter.    Regular  track  walkers  are 
not  employed,  but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  mem- 
ber of  the  force.    All  section  gangs  are  furnished  flags,  lanterns 
and  torpedoes.    Forty-one  highway  crossings  are  protected    by 
flagmen,  47  by  gates  and  5  by  electric  bells.    The  stations  are 
well  kept,  clean  and  neat  and  are  in   good   sanitary  condition. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each  giving  its  name.    All   are  furnished 
with  drinking  water,  and  a  time-table  of  the  road  is  posted  in 
each  waiting  room.    Tariff  sheets  are  on  file  where  the  public  can 
have  access  to  them.    The  station  grounds  are  neat  and  clean  and 
at  many  of  them  are  well  kept  lawns  with  shrubs,  ornamental 
plants  and  flowers,  presenting  an  attractive  appearance.   The  sta- 
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tlon  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  in  good  condition. 
The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell 
tickets.  Station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  in- 
dicating their  employment.  Beading  and  recreation  rooms  are 
provided  for  the  employees  at  the  division  terminals  and  all  large 
yards  where  the  men  are  necessarily  detained.  Dining  cars  are 
run  in  trains  Nos.  11,  14^  18,  22,  36  and  37  and  buffet  cars  in  all 
long  distance  trains.  Station  restaurants  are  maintained  at 
Byraeuse,  Rochester  and  Buffalo. 

For  equipments,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Eastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  18©8)  there  have  been 
many  permanent  improvements  made,  and  the  necessary  running 
repairs  have  been  well  cared  for.  'Approximately  455,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed.  Sixty-one  and  seventy-four  hundredths 
miles  of  new  80-pound  steel  rail  has  been  laid,  replacing  worn 
rail.  Ninety-eight  and  thirty  hundredths  miles  of  track  have 
been  reballasted.  The  yard  at  De  Witt  has  been  radically  revised 
and  enlarged,  also  changes  and  addition  to  track  at  Lyons  and 
other  yards. 

The  ma-sonry  to  bridges  Nos.  624,  627,  628,  636,  640,  641,  651, 
655,  660,  662,  665,  666,  668,  669,  675,  679,  680,  689,  694,  699,  700, 
701,  702,  703,  704,  705,  706,  707,  709,  710,  711,  712,  713,  714,  715, 
716,  718,  719,  721,  731,  and  734  has  been  repaired  and  pointed,  and 
in  many  cases  new  coping  and  backwalls  have  been  put  on.  The 
masonry  to  bridge  No.  638  at  Savannah  and  No.  654  at  Lyons  has 
been  entirely  rebuilt.  New  superstructure  replacing  lighter  has 
been  erected  at  bridges  Nos.  597  and  617  Syracuse,  619  Belle  Isle 
and  638  Savannah.  New  bridges  have  been  constructed  to  elimi- 
nate grade  crossings  at  University  avenue,  Rochester,  and  South 
Division  strenet,  Buffalo.  A  large  number  of  small  trestles  have 
been  eliminated  by  building  concrete,  rail  floor,  culverts  and  cat- 
tle passes  or  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling.  New  passenger 
stations  have  been  erected  at  Solvay  and  Depew,  and  nearly  all 
station  buildings  have  been  repainted.  The  roadbed  has  been 
radically  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  the  standard  section. 

Recommendations. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  the  bridges;  that  the  missing 
cattle  guards  be  supplied,  and  that  the  crossing  of  the  Attica 
branch  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Batavia  be  completely  inter 
locked  and  signalled,  with  derails  in  all  tracks,  or  that  all  trains 
come  to  a  full  stop  within  the  prescribed  limits  before  crossing. 
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Auburn  Road. 

The  Auburn  road  extends  from  Syracuse  to  Rochester,  a  dis- 
tance of  104  miles,  all  single  track  and  laid  with  65-pound  steel 
rail.    The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length, 
with  6  bolts.    The  ties,  about  95  per  cent  yellow  pine  and  5  per 
cent  oak,  are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in 
length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  are  taken 
out  to  the  proper  width  and  slope.    The  embankments  are  full 
width.    The  roadway  is  well  ditched.    No  subdroins  have  been 
laid.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full 
spiked.     Tie  plates  are  used  on  the  joint  ties.    The  rails  are  in 
good  condition.    All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  the  bolte  are 
tight.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  excellent;  the 
curves  are  very  evenly  lined  and  the  elevation  is  correct  for  the 
scheduled  speed  of  trains.    There  are  many  curves,  and  some 
quite  sharp,  the  maximum  being  8  degrees,  near  the  crossing  of 
Seneca  river.      The  grades  are  generally  light,  the  maximum 
being  about  40  feet  per  mile,  at  various  places.    The  switches  are 
split  point  and  the  frogs  spring  rail.    The  switch  stands  are 
rigid,  and  all  obscure  or  outlying  switches  and  most  others  are 
protected  by  distant  semaphore  signals,  interlocked  with  switch 
stands.    All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets.    Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for 
safety.     All  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards. 
Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main  track 
upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  to- 
ward the  main  track.    The  track  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel. 
The  bridges  are  all  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.    The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condi- 
tion.   The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  standard 
ties  and  guard  timbers  of  yellow  pine  and  in  good  repair.    All 
the  masonry  is  in  good  condition.    Inside  guard  rails  are  placed 
on  some  of  the  bridges  and  are  expected  to  be  laid  on  all  exceed- 
ing 20  feet  in  length.    There  are  no  wooden  trestles.    The  arch, 
box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition. 
The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:   One  track  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  at  Syracuse;  the  crossing  is 
protected  by  interlocking.    One  freight  track  of  the  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western  at  Syracuse;  the  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  comie  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing.    One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  at  Auburn;  the  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  semaphore  signals;  all  trains  come  to  a  full 
atop  before  crossing.    One  track  of  the  Pennsylvania  division  at 
<3eneva;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  semaphore  signals;  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    One  freight 
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track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  at  Geneva;  the  crosBlng  is  protected 
by  interlocking  signals;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  fall 
stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Northern  Central  at 
Phelps  junction;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman;  all  trains- 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  £lectrio 
railroads  cross  at  grade  one  track  at  Auburn,  one  near  Seneca 
Falls,  one  at  Geneva  and  one  at  Canandaigua.  At  all  the  cross- 
ings the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  pilot  their 
cars  acroes  the  steam  railroad  tracks.  There  are  no  block  sig- 
nals. Target  signals  are  used  at  telegraph  stations  to  stop  trains 
for  orders,  or  block  them  if  necessary.  No  interlocking  plants 
are  maintained  excepting  at  the  junctions  with  the  main  line  and 
at  the  grade  crossings  above  mentioned.  The  fences  are  of  wire 
and  in  good  repair.  The  right  of  way  is  clear  of  trees  and  brash,, 
excepting  where  left  to  protect  slopes  that  are  inclined  to  slip 
or  wash  away.  No  grass  or  weeds  remain  and  no  rubbish  has 
been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly 
graded  and  well  planked.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond 
form;  they  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  highway  crossings; 
are  in  good  condition,  well  painted  and  with  a  few  exceptions 
which  are  to  be  corrected,  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  The 
cattle  guards  are  partly  wooden  and  partly  metallic  slats;  they 
are  placed  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed  and  are  in 
good  condition.  Warning  signals  are  placed  at  all  overhead  ob- 
structions less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile  posts  are  main- 
tained and  whistle  poets  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all 
highway  crossings.  The  track  sections  are  about  5.2  miles  ii^ 
length,  and  the  average  force  employed  upon  each  consists  of  a 
foreman  and  four  laborers.  No  regular  track-walkers  are  em- 
ployed, but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  ol 
the  force.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  tor- 
pedoes. Night  and  day  slope  watchmen  are  maintained  at  sev- 
eral places  along  the  high  embankments  and  side  hill  rock  cuts,, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Marcellus.  Forty-nine  highway  crossings  are 
protected  by  flagmen,  7  by  gates  and  4  by  electric  bells.  The 
stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  main 
line,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Eastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  approximately  68,- 
000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed,  12^  miles  of  65-pound  rail  laid, 
replacing  worn  rail;  about  6  miles  of  track  reballasted  with 
gravel;  a  new  bridge  put  in  at  Shortsville,  eliminating  a  dan- 
gerous grade  crossing;  a  new  freight  station  erected  at  Pittsford, 
and  practically  all  station  buildings  have  or  are  being  repainted. 
The  roadway  has  been  radically  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to 
a  standard  section. 
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Reconimendaiions. 
That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  the  balance  of  the  bridges. 

FaUs  Road. 

The  Falls  Road  extends  from  Rochester  to  Suspension  Bridge, 
a  distance  of  74.75  miles,  of  which  19.57  miles  are  double  track. 
Twenty  and  sixty-five  one  hundredths  miles  are  laid  with  80- 
pound  steel  rail  and  the  balance  with  65-pound  steel  rail.    The 
rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length  with  6  bolts. 
The  ties,  80  "per  cent,  oak  and  the  balance  cedar,  are  6  inches  in 
thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and  2,816  are  laid 
to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts,  and  embankments  are  of  proper 
width  and  slopes.    The  roadway  is  well  ditched.    No  subdrains 
have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are  evenly  spaced 
and  full  spiked.    Tie  plates  are  used  on  the  joint  ties.    The  rails 
are  in  very  good  condition.    The  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and 
no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of 
track  are  good.    The  curves  are  generally  light  and  are  correctly 
lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  at  which  trains  are 
scheduled.     The  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees,  located  at  Roches- 
ter.   The  grades  are  generally  light  and  regular;  the  maximum 
is  53  feet  per  mile,  near  Rochester.    The  switches  are  split  point 
and  the  frogs  spring  rail.    Rigid  and  automatic  switch  stands 
are  used.     Obscure  switches  are  protected  by  distant  signals 
interlocked   with  switch  stand.    All  switch  stands  have  well 
painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  white  for  safety.    All  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  pro- 
tected by  foot  guards.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  con- 
necting with  the  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing, 
when  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.    The  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  in  good  quantity.    All  the  bridges  are  steel 
or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well  painted.    Some  of  them  are 
light,  bnt  sufficient  for  the  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  used, 
and  are  to  be  replaced.    The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are 
in  good  condition.    The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes 
have  standard  ties  of  yellow  pine  and  are  in  good  condition.   The 
masonry  is  good  and  repairs  or  renewals  are  being  made  where 
necessary.     Inside  guard  rails  have  not  generally  been  main- 
tained on  the  bridges  but  are  expected  to  be  laid  on  all  that  are 
more  than  20  feet  in  length.    There  are  no  wooden  trestles.    The 
openings  under  or  through  embankments  are  stone  arch,  and  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition.    No 
steam  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.    One  track  of  an  electrio 
railroad  crosses  at  grade  on  Hawley  street,  Lockport;  the  con- 
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ductors  of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across 
the  steam  railroad  tracks.  There  are  no  block  signals.  Target 
or  semaphore  train  order  signals  are  at  all  telegraph  stations. 
Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at  Lockport  (east  end  double 
track  section)  and  at  Lockport  Junction  (west  end  double  track 
section  and  junction  of  Lockport  branch)  also  at  junction  with 
main  line  at  Rochester.  The  fences  are  wire  and  in  good  repair. 
The  right  of  way  is  clear  and  free  from  brush,  rubbish  and  weeds. 
The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Crossing  signs  of  the  diamond  form,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted,  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  highways;  a  few  were 
noticed  with  7-inch  letters,  which  are  to  be  changed  to  proper  size 
when  repainted.  Cattle  guards  of  the  metallic  slat  pattern  are 
in  place  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed  and  are  in  good 
condition.  Mile-posts  are  maintained  and  whistle-po&ts  are  at 
the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.  The  track 
sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length  and  the  average  force  em- 
ployed upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers.  Regular 
track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  some  member  of  each  gang 
patrols  the  track  daily.  Section  gangs  are  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Twenty-five  highway  crossings  are  pro- 
tected by  flagmen,  11  by  gates  and  5  by  electric  bells.  Warning 
signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet 
above  the  track. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
main  line  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Eastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898),  approximately 
70,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed.  About  12  miles  of  80-pound 
steel  rail  has  been  laid  replacing  worn  rail.  Thirteen  miles  of  the 
track  have  been  reballa«ted  with  gravel,  several  open  culverts 
and  cattle  passes  have  had  solid  flooring  of  rail  put  on  and  the 
track  ballasted  over  them,  and  some  open  culverts  have  been 
eliminated  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling.  A  new  station  has 
been  erected  at  Knowlesville,  and  nearly  all  station  buildings 
have  been  repainted.  The  roadway  has  been  thoroughly  ditched 
and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

RecommimdatUms. 
That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  aJl  bridges. 

Canandaigua  and  Lockport  Brcmohes. 

The  Canandaigua  branch  extends  from  Canandaigua  to  North 
Tonawanda,  a  distance  of  85.93  miles,  all  single  track  and  laid 
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3.64  miles  with  SO-pound  steel  rail  and  the  balance  with  65-pound 
steel  rail.     The  Lockport  branch  extends  from  North  Ton^wanda 
to  Locki>ort  Junction,  a  distance  of  12.25  miles,  all  single  track, 
and  laid  with  65-pound  steel  rail.    The  80  and  also  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  65-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches 
in  length  with  6  bolts;  and  the  balance  of  the  65-pound  rail  by 
angle  plates  22  inches  in  length  with  4  bolts.    The  ties,  about  80 
per  cent,  oak  and  20  per  cent,  cedar,  are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9 
to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of 
track.     The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  proper  width  and 
slopes  and  the  roadway  is  well  ditched.    No  subdrains  are  laid. 
The  ties  are  in  fair  condition  generally,  but  some  additional  re- 
newals are  needed  on  the  Canandaigua  branch;  they  are  very 
well  spaced  and  full  spiked.    Tie  plates  are  used  on  the  cedar 
ties  and  also  at  joints  on  the  oak  ties.    A  portion  of  the  65-pound 
rail  on  the  Canandaigua  branch  is  considerably  worn  and  flat- 
tened at  the  ends;  all  other  rail  is  in  fair  to  good  condition.    The 
angle  plates  are  in  good  condition,  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose 
bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track 
are  very  good.    The  curves  are  well  lined  and  the  elevation  is 
about  correct  for  the  speed  of  trains.    The  maximum  curve  is  6 
degrees  (on  the  Canandaigua  branch  near  Honeoye  Falls).   There 
are  only  very  light  curves  on  the  Lockport  branch.    The  maxi- 
mnm  grade  on  the  Canandaigua  branch  is  34  feet  per  mile;  the 
Lockport  branch  is  practically  level  grade.    The  switches  are 
split  point  and  switch  stands  generally  rigid,  with  spring  in 
head  rod  rendering  the  switch  automatic.    All  switch  stands 
have  well  painted  targets.    All  obscure  switches  and  many  others 
are  protected  by  distant  signals  interlocked  with  the  switch 
stands.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety.    Most  frogs  on  the  Canandaigua  branch  are 
rigid  and  on  the  Lockport  branch  spring  rail.    All  the  frogs  and 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.    Derailing  switches  are 
in  nearly  all  sidings  (blocks  on  the  rails  at  all  others),  upon  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track.    The  track  is  very  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 
Nearly  all  bridges  are  steel  or  iron  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.    Some  are  light  and  are  supported  on  bents  pending 
renewal.    A  timber  trestle  carries  the  railroad  over  a  highway  at 
Canandaigua;  it  is  of  good  design  and  the  timbers  are  yellow 
pine  and  new.    The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good 
condition,  excepting  a  few  with  rail  stringers  which  should  re- 
ceive one  or  piore  additional  rails.    (The  rails  are  to  be  increased 
or  made  solid  rail  floor  and  ballasted  over.)    Bridges,  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  have  standard  ties  and  guard  timbers  of 
yellow  pine  and  in  good  condition.    The  masonry  is  generally 
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good,  but  at  a  few  of  the  bridges  some  repairs  are  needed  and  are 
arranged  for.  Inside  guard  rails  have  been  laid  on  some  of  the 
bridges  and  are  expected  to  be  laid  on  all  the  balance  exceeding 
20  feet  in  length.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  ^- 
parently  in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Erie  at  Genesee  Valley  Junction;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal ;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Genesee  and  Wyoming  near 
Caledonia;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking.  One  track 
of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburg  at  Le  Roy;  the  crossing 
is  protected  by  a  ball  signal;  all  trains  .are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Erie  at  Le  Boy;  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  train^t  are  re- 
quired to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the 
West  Shore  at  Akron  Junction;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  inter- 
locking signals  and  gates.  Two  tracks  of  the  Erie  at  North 
Tonawanda;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking,  with  de- 
rails in  all  tracks.  Three  tracks  of  the  Lockport  branch  at  North 
Tonawanda;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking.  Two 
tracks  of  the  Erie  (by  the  Lockport  branch)  at  North  Tonawanda; 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  complete  interlocking.  One  track  of 
an  electric  railroad  crosses  at  grade  on  Main  street  Ganandaigna; 
the  conductors  of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars 
across  the  steam  railroad  track.  One  track  of  an  electric  railroad 
crosses  at  grade  on  Goundy  street,  North  Tonawanda;  the  con- 
ductors of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across 
the  steam  railroad  track.  One  track  of  an  electric  railroad 
crosses  at  grade  on  Vanderwert  street,  North  Tonawanda;  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars 
across  the  steam  railroad  track.  Two  tracks  of  an  electric  rail- 
road cross  at  grade  on  Paynes  avenue,  North  Tonawanda;  there 
are  derails  in  the  tracks  of  the  electric  railroad,  interlocked  and 
operated  by  a  man  stationed  in  a  tower  at  the  crossing.  One 
track  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lockport  (operated  as  an  electric  road) 
near  North  Tonawanda  the  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlock- 
ing devise  and  by  signals  interlocked. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  Target  train  order  signals  are  at 
all  telegraph  stations.  An  interlocking  plant,  in  addition  to  those 
at  the  railroad  grade  crossings  above  mentioned,  is  maintained  at 
Lockport  Junction.  The  fences  are  generally  of  wire  but  some 
board  fence  is  maintained;  all  are  in  fair  repair.  The  right  of 
way  is  clean  and  free  from  brush,  weeds  and  rubbisli.  The  high- 
way crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked.  Orosnng 
signs  of  the  diamond  form  are  at  all  highway  crossings;  they  are 
in  good  condition  and  well  painted,  but  a  number  of  them  have 
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letters  bnt  7  inches  in  len^h;  some  are  located  too  far  from  the 
track  and  should  be  moved  to  a  more  conspicuous  x>osition. 
Wooden  and  metallic  slat  cattle  guards  are  used;  they  are  placed 
at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed  and  are  in  good  con- 
dition. Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained  and 
whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings.  The  track  sections  are  about  5^  miles  in  length  and 
the  average  force  employed  on  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4 
laborers.  Regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  sec- 
tion is  i>atrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  force;  each  gang  is 
furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Thirteen  highway  cross- 
ings are  protected  by  flagmen,  1  by  gate  and  1  by  an  electric  bell. 
The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the 
main  line,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipments,  etc.,  see  report  on  Main  line,  Eastern  Divis- 
ion. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898),  approximately 
45,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed  and  about  4|  miles  of  track 
reballasted  with  gravel.  A  new,  overhead,  highway  bridge  has 
been  constructed  at  Akron,  eliminating  a  grade  crossing.  Nearly 
all  the  station  buildings  have  been  repainted.  The  roadway  has 
been  thoroughly  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard  sec- 
tion. 

Recommendations, 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  the  balance  of  the  bridges 
and  crossing  signs  with  small  letters  be  repainted  and  the  letter- 
ing made  legal  size. 

Buffalo  and  Niagara  FalU,  Lewiaton  Branch,  and  Belt  Line, 

The  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  road  extends  from  Buffalo  to 
Suspension  Bridge,  a  distance  of  23.54  miles,  all  double  track, 
and  laid  with  SO-pound  steel  rail.  The  Lewiston  branch  extends 
from  Suspension  Bridge  to  Lewiston,  a  distance  of  6.75  miles,  all 
single  track.  Three  and  ninety-three  one  hundredths  miles  of 
track  is  laid  with  80-pound  and  the  balance  with  65-pound  steel 
rail.  The  Belt  line  extends  from  North  Buffalo  junction,  on  the 
Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  road,  to  East  Buffalo,  on  the  Main  line, 
a  distance  of  7.67  miles,  all  double  track,  and  laid  with  80-pound 
steel  rail.  The  80-pound  rail  is  mostly  connected  by  angle  plates 
36  inches  in  length  with  6  bolts  (some  continuous  rail  joints  22 
inches  in  length  with  4  bolts  are  used).  The  65-pound  rail  is 
connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length  with  4  bolts.  The 
ties  are  oak,  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet 
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in  lengtli;  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are 
taken  out  to  the  proper  width  and  slope,  excepting  on  portions 
of  the  Lewiston  branch,  where  the  road  runs  along  the  face  of  a 
cliff  or  extremely  steep  rocky  slope;  at  many  places  on  this  road, 
the  sides  of  the  rock  cuts  are  nearly  perpendicular  and  in  some 
cases  the  high,  projecting  ledges  overhang.  This  portion  of  the 
road  is  carefully  guarded  by  watchmen,  who  patrol  the  track  in 
advance  of  all  trains.  The  embankments  are  of  full  width  and 
proper  slopes,  excepting  where  protected  by  slope  walL  The 
roadway  is  well  drained.  No  subdraina  are  in  use.  The  ties  are 
in  good  condition,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates 
are  used  on  the  joint  ties  excepting  on>  the  Belt  line.  The  rails 
are  in  good  condition.  All  the  angle  plates  and  continuous  rail 
joints  are  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.  The 
joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  exceptionally  good. 
All  the  curves  are  well  lined  and  correctly  elevated.  The  maxi- 
mum curve  on  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  road  is  14  degrees 
and  50  minutes  at  Buffalo;  on  the  Lewiston  branch  16  degree  at 
Lewiston,  and  on  the  Belt  line  5  degrees'  and  50  minutes;  the 
curves  are  very  frequent  and  sharp,  especially  along  the  ledge 
between  Suspension  Bridge  and  Lewiston,  and  on  the  Buffalo  and 
Niagara  Falls  road  leaving  Buffalo.  The  maximum  grade  on  the 
Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  road  is  about  68  feet  per  mile;  on  the 
Lewiston  branch  106  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Belt  line  63  feet 
per  mile.  The  switches  are  split  point.  Automatic  and  rigid 
switch  stands  are  both  in  use.  All  switch  stands  have  well 
painted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light 
for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  All  facing  and  obscure  switches 
not  connected  with  towers  or  interlocking  plants  are  protected 
by  distant  signals  interlocked  with  the  switch  stands.  Spring 
rail  frogs  are  used  entirely  on  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls 
road;  spring  rail  and  rigid  are  both  in  use  on  the  Lewiston  branch. 
Rigid  frogs  are  used  entirely  on  the  Belt  line.  All  the  frogs  and 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  Derailing  switches  are 
in  all  sidings  connecting  with  the  main  track,  upon  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track.  The  tractos  are  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 
Some  broken  stone  ballast  is  used  on  the  Lewiston  branch.  The 
bridges,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  timber  trestle,  in  good 
condition,  are  all  steel  or  iron  in  good  condition  and  generally 
well  painted;  some  are  light,  but  sufficient  for  the  motive  power 
and  rolling  stock  used,  and  are  to  be  replaced  soon.  The  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition.  All  the  bridges, 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  standard  ties  and  guard 
timbers  of  yellow  pine,  thoroughly  sound.  Inside  guard  rails 
have  not  been  maintained  on  the  bridges  generally,  but  are  »• 
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pected  to  be  laid  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.  The  masonry 
to  bridge  No.  17  at  Tonawanda  is  in  bad  condition  and  should  be 
rebuilt.  All  other  inaeonry  is  in  very  fair  condition.  The  open- 
ings under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box 
culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of  the 
Erie  at  North  Buffalo;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  cross- 
ing.   One  freight  track  of  the  Erie  and  North  Tonawanda;  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking.    Four  tracks  of  the  Michi- 
gan Central,  one  track  of  the  Erie,  one  track  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
and  one  track  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  divi- 
sion, at  Suspension  Bridge;  the  crossings  are  protected  by  tilting 
board  signals,  and  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.    A  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant  is 
now  being  put  in  to  govern  all  those  crossings.    A  double  track 
electric  railroad  crosses  at  grade  on  Hertel  avenue,  Buffalo;  there 
are  derails  in  the  tracks  of  the  electric  road,  and  the  conductors 
of  the  electric  cars  go  ahead  to  the  steam  railroad  track  and 
cloee  the  derails  before  their  cars  can  cross.    A  single  track 
electric  railroad  crosses  at  grade  on  Sugar  street,  Buffalo;  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars 
across  the  tracks  of  the  steam  railroad.    A  double  track  electric 
railroad  crosses  at  grade  at  Niagara  Falls;  the  conductors  of  the 
electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the  tracks  of 
the  steam  railroad.    Electrit;  railroad  tracks  cross  the  Belt  line 
on  8  streets  in  Buffalo,  at  all  of  which  the  conductors  of  the  elec- 
tric road  go  ahead  of  their  oars  to  the  crossing.    The  "  Sykes 
Improved  Manual  Controlled  "  system  of  block  signals  is  in  use 
on  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls  road  between  North  Buffalo 
and  Niagara  Falls;  on  the  other  portions  of  this  road  and  on  the 
Lewiston  branch  and  Belt  line  there  are  no  block  signals.    In- 
terlocking plants  are  maintained  at  Black  Rock,  North  Tona- 
wanda and  at  the  railroad  grade  crossing  above  mentioned.    The 
fences  (where  any  is  required)  are  of  wire  and  in  fair  repair.    The 
right  of  way  is  clean;  no  brush,  weeds  or  rubbish  being  allowed 
to  remain.    The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  pick- 
ing is  in  good  condition.    The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond 
form;  they  are  in  good  condition,  well  painted  and  the  letters  are 
9  inches  in  length.    The  cattle  guards  (where  any  are  needed)  are 
of  the  metallic  slat  pattern,  and  are  in  good  condition.    Warning 
signals  are  in  place  at  the  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet 
above  the  track.    Mile  posts  are  maintained  and  whistle  posts 
are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.    The 
track  sections  are  about  3^  miles  in  length  on  the  double  track 
and  4i  on  the  single  track,  and  the  average  force  employed  on 
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each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  to  7  men  on  the  double  track, 
and  a  foreman  and  4  men  on  the  single  track.  Three  Bioi>e  watch- 
men are  employed  on  the  Lewiston  branch.  Regular  track- 
walkers are  not  employed,  but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by 
«ome  member  of  the  force.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Thirty-nine  highway  crossings  are  pro- 
tected by  flagmen,  16  by  gates  and  8  by  electric  bells.  The  sta- 
tions are  in  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  main  line,  and 
the  same  remarks  apply.  For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main 
line.  Eastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  about  70,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed.  Seven  and  eight-tenths  miles  of  track 
have  been  reballasted  with  gravel.  Extensive  yard  tracks  are 
being  laid  at  the  "  Pan-American  "  grounds  in  Buffalo.  Nearly 
all  station  buildings  have  been  repainted.  The  roadway  has  been 
thoroughly  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  masonry  to  bridge  No.  17  at  Tonawanda  be  promptly 
rebuilt  and  that  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  the  remainder  of 
the  bridges. 

Charlotte  Branch. 

The  Charlotte  Branch  extends  from-  Biochester  to  Qiarlotte,  a 
difitance  of  6.88  miles,  of  which  6.62  miles  are  double  trackball 
laid  with  65-pound  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches 
in  length  with'  4  bolts.  The  ties,  about  80  per  cent,  oak  and  20 
per  cent,  cedar,  are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet 
in  length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  and 
embankments  are  of  proper  width  and  slopes  and  the  roadway  is 
well  dtained.  No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.  The  ties  are  in  gi>od 
condition,  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates  are  being 
used  on  the  cedar  ties.  The  rails  are  in  fair  condition  for  a  branch 
line.  All  angle  plates  aire  full  bolted  and  none  were  found  with 
the  bolts  loose.  ,The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are 
good.  The  curves  are  regular  and  are  correctly  elevated.  The 
maximum  curve  is  10  degrees,  near  Bochester.  The  grade  is  steep 
and  almost  continuous;  the  maximum  is  about  92}  feet  per  mile. 
The  switches  are  split  point  and  most  of  the  switch  stands  rigid. 
All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  and  sema- 
phore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  All 
facing  and  cross-over  switches  are  protected  by  distant  signals 
interlocking  with  switch  stands.  Nearly  all  the  frogs  are  rigid. 
The  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  Derail- 
ing switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  the  main  track, 
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upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grad^e  descends 
toward  the  main  track.    The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel  in 
fair  quantity.    The  bridges  are  all  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition 
and  well  painted.    The  ties  and  guard  tinubers  are  yellow  pine 
of  standard  dimensions  and  thoroughly  sound.   Inside  guard  rails 
have  nort  been  maintained  on  the  bridges,  but  are  expected  to  be 
laid  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.    T^e  tracks  are  gauntleted 
across  the  Brie  Oanal  and  a  highway  bridge  near  Bochester  and 
the  moTemenits  of  trains  at  that  place  are  governed  by  semaphotre 
signals  operated  by  a  signal  tender.    There  are  no  open  culverts 
or  cattle  i>as8es,  all  having  been  covered  with  solid  flooring  of 
rails  and  the  tracks  ballasted  over  them.    All  the  masonry  is  in 
good  condition.    The  arch,  stone  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  ap- 
parently in  good  condition.    There  are  no  wooden  trestles  in  the 
roadway.     Two  tracks  of  the  Borne,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
Division  are  crossed  at  grade  at  Charlotte;  the  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to 
a  full  stop  before  crossing.    No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade. 
There  are  no  block  signals,    ^o  interlocking  plants  are  main- 
tained.   The  fences  are  of  wire  and  in  fair  condition.    The  right 
of  way  is  free  from  trees,  brush,  weeds  and  refuse  material.    The 
highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good 
condition.    Diamond  shaped  crossing  signs  are  conspicuously  lo- 
cated at  all  highway  crossings.    They  are  in  good  condition,  well 
painted  and  the  letters  are  9  Inches  in  length.    Metallic  slat  cattle 
guards  in  good  condition  are  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways 
crossed.    Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstruc- 
tions less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.    Mile  posts  are  maintained 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings.    The  track  sections  are  about  2^  miles  in  length  and 
the  average  force  employed  upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and 
five  laborers.    No  regular  track-walkers  are  employed,  but  the 
tiack  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  force.     Each  sec- 
tion gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.    Four  high- 
way crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen.    The  stations  are  in  the 
same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  main  line  and  the  same 
remarks  apply.     For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line. 
Eastern  Division. 

Since  la«t  inspection  (September,  1898),  about  10,000  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed.  Three  and  twenty-nine  hundredth  miles  of 
65-pound  rail  has  been  laid,  replacing  worn  rail.  The  roadway 
has  been  thoroughly  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard 
section. 

Recormnendations, 
That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  the  bridges. 
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Attica  Brwrich, 


The  Attica  Branch  extends  from  Batavia,  on  the  main  line,  to 
Attica,  a  distance  of  11.00  miles,  all  single  track  and  laid  with  65- 
pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length  witii 
4  bolts.  The  ties,  about  20  per  cent,  oak  and  80  per  cent,  cedar, 
are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and 
2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  !The  road  runs  through  a  very 
even  country  and  the  cuts  and  embankments  are  very  light;  they 
are  of  full  width  and  proper  slope,  and  the  roadway  is  well 
drained.  No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.  The  ties  are  not  in  the 
best  of  condition;  about  10  per  cent,  are  poor  and  should  be  re- 
newed. Tie  plates  are  not  used.  The  rail  is  much  worn  and 
battered  at  the  vjoints.  The  angle  plates  do  not  fit  well,  and  it  is 
very  diflBcult  to  keep  the  bolts  tight.  The  plates  are  full  bolted, 
but  many  are  loose.  The  joints,  line  and  surface  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion, considering  the  worn  rail  and  poor  ties.  The  curves  are 
r^ular  and  the  elevation  about  correct  for  the  schedule  speed  of 
trains.  All  curves  are  light  and  the  grade  is  practically  level. 
The  switches  are  split  point  and  the  frogs  rigid.  Switch  stands 
are  rigid  with  spring  on  head  rod  rendering  the  switch  automatic 
All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  targets.  Switch  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger  and  w^hite  for  safety.  Ftog  and  guard  rails 
are  protected  by  foot  guards.  There  are  no  sidings  with  grade 
descending  toward  the  main  track.  The  track  is  ballasted  with 
gravel  in  fair  quantity.  The  bridges  are  all  steel  or  iron  in  good 
condition  and  well  painted;  the  masonry  is  in  fair  condition;  the 
ties  are  yellow  pine  of  standard  dimension,  some  are  poor,  but  a 
gang  of  men  are  engaged  replacing  them.  Inside  guard  rails  have 
nut  been  maintained.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  not 
in  good  condition;  some  of  the  masonry  is  poor  and  the  ties  on 
many  of  them  are  in  very  bad  condition.  Rail  stringers  are  quite 
extensively  used  and  the  number  of  rails  should  be  increased  to 
insure  safety.  (The  material  of  which  rails  are  made  is  much 
inferior  to  that  used  for  bridges,  and  the  use  of  rails  for  stringers 
is  not  recommended ;  if  used  at  all  there  should  be  more  put  in 
than  the  calculated  strain  requires.)  A  force  of  men  are  engaged 
putting  in  new  ties,  and  the  rail  stringers  will  be  increased  where 
necessary.  There  are  no  wooden  trestles.  The  stone  box  and  iron 
pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition.  One  track  of  the 
Erie  Railroad  (Attica  branch)  is  crossed  at  grade  near  Batavia, 
the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  are 
required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  No  electric  rail- 
roads cross  at  grade.  There  are  no  block  or  train  order  signals. 
No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained.  The  fences  are  of  wire 
and  in  fair  condition.    The  right  of  way  is  clean,  no  brush,  rnb- 
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bish  or  weeds  being  allowed  to  remain.  Tbe  higbway  cro«fiing8 
are  properly  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good  condition.  Tbe 
crossing  signs  are  of  tbe  diamond  form;  tbej  are  conspicnouslj 
locaited  at  all  bigbway  crossings,  are  in  good  condition,  well 
painted  and  witb  a  few  exceptions,  tbat  are  to  be  corrected,  tbe 
letters  are  9  incbes  in  lengtb.  Tbere  are  no  cattle  guards.  Warn- 
ing signal's  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  tban  20 
feet  above  tbe  track.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle 
posts  are  at  tbe  prescribed  distance  from  all  bigbway  crossings. 
The  track  sections  are  5^  miles  in  length  and  the  average  force 
employed  upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  two  or  three  labor- 
ers. No  regular  track-walkers  are  empolyed,  but  each  section  is 
patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  force.  Each  section  gang 
is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  One  highway  crossing 
is  protected  by  a  flagman.  The  stations  are  small  but  apparently 
sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  done  at  them; 
they  are  in  tbe  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  main  line, 
and  the  same  remarks  apply.  For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report 
on  main  line,  Blastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (September,  1898)  about  7,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed  and  the  roadway  has  been  radically  ditched 
and  is  being  made  to  conform  to  a  -standard  section. 

Recommenda  tions. 

That  necessary  tie  renewals  be  made;  that  inside  guard  rails  be 
laid  on  the  bridges  and  cattle  guards  put  in  at  each  boundary  of 
all  highways  crossed. 

Terminal  Railway, 

The  Terminal  Railway  extends  from  Depew  on  the  main  line,  to 
West  Seneca  on  the  Lake  Shore  Railroad,  a  distance  of  11.62 
miles,  all  double  track  and  laid  with  80-pound  rail,  connected  by 
angle  platee  36  inches  in  length  with  6  bolts.    This  road  was 
built  for  a  freight  connection  between  the  New  York  Central  main 
line  and  the  lAke  Shore  yard  at  West  Seneca,  and  no  paseenger 
trains  are  run  upon  it;  its  construction  was  completed  in  1898. 
The  ties^  all  oak,  are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  face,  8  feet  in 
length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  em- 
bankments are  of  full  width  and  proper  slox)es,  and  tbe  roadway 
is  well  drained.    No  sub-drains  have  been  laid.    Tbe  ties  are  in 
first  class  condition,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.    The  rails 
are  first  class,  all  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  all  bolts  tight. 
The  joint,  line  and  surface  are  good.    The  curves  are  correctly 
Kned  and  properly  elevated  for  tbe  speed  of  the  trains.    The 
maximum  curve  is  6  degrees.    Grades  are  generally  light,  tbe 
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maximum  being  about  53  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  split 
point  and  the  frogs  rigid.  The  switch  stands  are  automatic,  and 
ha^e  well  x>ainted  targets.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red 
light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  All  the  frogs  and  guard 
rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  There  are  no  sidings  with 
grade  descending  toward  the  main  track.  The  bridges  are  all 
steel  or  iron  of  abundant  strength,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted ;  the  ties  and  guard  timibers  are  yellow  pine  of  standard 
dimension  and  thoroughly  sound.  Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on  all  the  bridges.  J'here  are  no  wooden  trestles;  no  open 
culverts  or  cattle  passes.  All  masonry  is  in  excellent  condition, 
the  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch 
and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 
Two  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennslyvania  Railroad 
are  crossed  at  grade;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  complete  inter- 
locking plant,  with  derails  in  all  tracks.  One  track  of  the  Depew 
and  Lancaster  (electric  railroad)  crosses  at  grade;  the  conductom 
of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the 
tracks  of  the  steam  railroad.  One  track  of  the  Buffalo,  Qardens- 
ville  and  Ebenezer  (electric  railroad)  crosses  at  grade;  the  con- 
ductors of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across 
the  tracks  of  the  steam  railroad.  There  are  no  block  or  train 
order  signals.  Interlocking  plants  are  maintained  at  Depew, 
Oardensville  Junction  and  West  Seneca.  The  fences  are  all 
woven  wire  and  in  excellent  condition.  The  right  of  way  is  en- 
tirely cleared  and  free  from  brush,  infuse  material,  rubbish  and 
weeds.  The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking 
is  in  good  condition.  Crossing  signs,  of  the  diamond  form,  are 
conspicuously  located  at  all  highway  crossin<gs;  they  are  well 
painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Metallic  slat  cattle 
guards  are  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed.  Warning 
signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstruction©  less  than  20  feet 
above  the  track.  There  are  no  mile  posts.  Whistle  posts  are  at 
the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.  The  track 
sections  are  5J  miles  in  length  (of  the  double  track)  and  the  aver- 
age force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  seven  laborers  to 
each  section.  No  regular  track-walkers  are  employed,  but  the 
track  is  patrolled  daily.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags, 
lanterns  and  torpedoes.  No  highway  crossings  are  protected. 
There  are  no  station  buildings.  For  equipments,  etc.,  see  report 
on  main  line,  Eastern  Division. 

Recommendations. 

The  road  is  in  first-class  condition,  and  no  recommendations 
appear  necessary. 
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West  Shore  Railroad — Western  Division, 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  in- 
<;lnded  in  the  Western  Division  extends  from  De  Witt  to  Buffalo, 
^  distance  of  150  miles.    There  are,  at  various  places  on  the  road, 
«econd  main  track  to  the  extent  of  69.82  miles,  also  3.28  miles  of 
third  main  track,  making  total  main  track  223.10  miles,  all  laid 
with  67-ponnd  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in 
length,  a  part  with  4  and  the  balance  with  6  bolts.    The  ties, 
^boot  70  per  cent,  pine  and  30  per  cent,  cedar,  are  6  inches  in 
thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and  2,816  are  laid 
to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  full  width 
^nd  proper  slopes.    The  roadway  is  well  drained.    No  subdrains 
have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  generally  in  sound  condition,  but  a 
portion  of  the  cedar  ties  are  considerably  cut  by  the  rails  from 
lack  of  tie  plates,  very  few  of  which  have  been  used,  but  are  now 
being  put  upon  all  the  cedar  ties.    A  portion  of  the  rail  has  been 
in  use  a  long  time,  and  although  scmiewhat  worn  at  the  joints  is 
«till  in  very  fair  condition;  the  rail  laid  more  recently  is  in  good 
<;ondition.    All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts 
were  discovered.    The  joint,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are 
very  good.    All  curves  are  light — ^the  maximum  being  4  degrees 
and  25  minutes;  they  are  correctly  lined,  and  properly  elevated, 
for  the  scheduled  speed  of  the  trains.    The  grades  are  generally 
very  light  and  uniform;  none  exceed  30  feet  per  mile  excepting  at 
Buffalo,  where  a  maximum  of  about  58  feet  per  mile  is  attained. 
The  switches  are  split  point  and  "  Wharton  Safety."    The  split 
point  switches  have  automatic  stands;  the  "Wharton  Safety" 
have  regular  Wharton  stands.    All  switch  stands  have  well 
painted  targets.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light 
for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    The  frogs,  in  main  track,  are 
spring  rail.    All  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot 
guards.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  conected  with  main 
track  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track.    The  tracks  are  very  well  ballasted  with 
gravel.    Very  nearly  all  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  con- 
dition, and  generally  well  painted.    Quite  a  portion  of  the  bridges 
are  light,  but  are  sufficient  for  the  motive  power  used,  and  are 
gradually  being  replaced  with  heavier  structures.    A  few  pile 
and  timber  bridges  yet  remain  and  are  in  good  condition.    The 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  a  thoroughly  safe  condi- 
tion ;  nearly  all  have  I-beam  stringers.    The  bridge,  trestle  and  cul- 
vert ties  are  yellow  pine  of  standard  dimensions  and  thoroughly 
sound.    The  masonry  is  more  than  ordinarily  good ;  very  few  re- 
pairs are  needed  and  they  are  being  attended  to  promptly.    In- 
side guard  rails  have  not  keen  maintained,  but  are  expected  to 
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be  laid  on  all  bridges  more  than  20  feet  in  length.  The  openings 
under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  cul- 
verts and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  One  track  of  the 
Canandaigua  branch  at  Akron;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  inter- 
locking and  also  by  gates;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a 
full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  at  Genesee  Junction;  the  crossing  is  protected 
by  gates;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing.  One  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Mortimer;  the  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full 
stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  at 
Mortimer;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  gates;  all  trains  are  re- 
quired to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  One  track  of  the 
Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburgh  Division  at  Syracuse;  the 
crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  signals.  Two  tracks  of  elec- 
tric railroad  cross  at  grade  in  Syracuse;  the  conductors  of  the 
electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  across  the  tracks  of 
the  steam  railroad.  The  tracks  cross  the  Oswego  canal  at  Syra- 
cuse on  a  lift  bridge,  which  is  protected  by  home  and  distant 
signals;  all  trains  approach  carefully  prepared  to  stop  if  signals 
are  against  them.  Train  order  semaphore  signals  are  at  all  tele- 
graph stations,  and  are  used  as  block  signals.  The  fences  are 
wire  and  in  good  repair.  The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and 
free  from  brush,  rubbish,  refuse  material  and  weeds.  The  high- 
way crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked.  Crossing 
signs  of  triangular  form  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  high- 
way crossings.  They  are  in  good  condition  excepting  that  some 
of  them  should  be  repainted  and  many  have  letters  less  than  ^ 
inches  in  length.  Wooden  or  metallic  slat  cattle  guards  are  at 
each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed.  Warning  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.  The  track  sec- 
tions average  5.8  miles  in  length  and  the  average  force  employed 
upon  each  consists  of  a  foreman  and  8  laborers.  All  sections  are 
patrolled  daily.  Each  section  gang  is  furnished  with  flags,  lan- 
terns and  torpedoes.  Fourteen  highway  crossings  are  protected 
by  flagmen,  15  by  gates  and  6  by  electric  bells.  Stations  are  in 
the  same  general  condition  as  those  on  the  main  line  and  the 
same  remarks  apply. 

For  pquipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  the  main  line.  Eastern  Divis- 
ion. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (October,  1898),  approximately  142,000 
cross  ties  have  been  renewed.  Twenty  and  one-fourth  miles  of 
track  have  been  reballasted,  and  some  small  additions  have  been 
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made  to  yards  and  sidings.  Quite  a  large  number  of  small 
trestles  and  open  culverts  have  been  eliminated  by  putting  in 
iron  pipe  and  filling.  Some  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have 
had  Bolld  flooring  of  rail  put  on  and  the  track  ballasted  over  them. 
Many  bridge  floors  have  been  renewed.  The  right  of  way  is  being 
thoroughly  ditched  and  made  to  conform  to  a  standard  section. 

Recommendations. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  bridges;  the  dim  crossing 
signs  repainted,  and  the  letters  made  of  legal  dimension. 

Chenango  Branch, 

The  Chenango  branch  (West  Shore  Railroad)  extends  from 
Syracuse  to  Earlville  on  the  line  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  Railway,  a  distance  of  45.49  miles.    The  road  is  single 
track  and  laid  with  steel  rail  varying  in  weighty  from  56  pounds 
to  72  pounds  to  the  yard;  the  larger  portion  of  the  road  being 
laid  with  rail  weighing  60  pounds  to  the  yard ;  the  rails  are  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  of  various  lengths,  from  22  inches  to  40 
inches,  with  4  and  6  bolts.    The  ties,  90  per  cent,  yellow  pine  and 
10  per  cent,  cedar,  are  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face, 
8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    A  portion 
of  the  earth  cuts  are  narrow  and  the  slopes  upheld  by  docking  or 
piles,  and  some  cases  by  retaining  walls.    There  is  a  tunnel 
through  rock  near  Cazenovia;  it  is  1,608  feet  in  length,  16  feet  in 
width,  19  feet  in  height;  about  280  feet  in  length  has  been  lined 
with  stone  bench  walls  and  arch  of  brick;  the  balance  of  the  tun- 
nel is  lined  with  timber,  which  is  apparently  in  good  condition. 
The  embankments  are  of  fair  width  and  natural  edrth  slopes. 
The  roadway  is  fairly  well  drained;  in  some  of  the  cuts  however, 
the  ditches  have  become  pai;tially  filled  and  should  be  cleaned. 
No  subdrains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  very  fair  condition, 
no  decayed  ones  remain  in  the  track,  but  a  few  of  the  cedars  are 
considerably  cut  by  the  rails.    No  tie  plates  have  been  used.    The 
rails  are  in  fair  condition  for  a  branch  road.    The  angle  plates 
are  full  bolted  and  very  few  loose  bolts  were  noted.    The  joints, 
line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  fair.    The  curves  are  regular 
and  the  elevation  about  correct  for  the  scheduled  speed  of  trains. 
There  are  no  sharp  curves,  the  maximum  being  but  3  degrees. 
The  grades  are  long  and  somewhat  irregular;  the  maximum  is 
about  69  feet  per  mile,  near  Cazenovia  tunnel.    The  switches  are 
split  point  and  "Wharton  Safety;"  Wharton   switches  have 
Wharton  stands,  and  the  split  point  switches  automatic  stands. 
All  switch  stands  have  targets  well  painted.    The  frogs  are  rigid. 
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A  large  portion  of  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  bj 
foot  guards.  Sidings  connected  with  the  main  track,  upon  which 
cars  are  left  standing  where  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track,  have  large  block  secured  across  the  rails  to  prevent  cars 
running  out  and  fouling  the  main  track.  The  track  is  lightly 
ballasted  with  gravel,  slag  and  cinders.  The  iron  and  steel 
bridges  are  in  good  condition,  excepting  that  some  of  them  are 
very  much  in  need  of  paint.  A  large  portion  of  the  bridges,  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  are  pile  structures;  they  are  in  verv  good 
condition  and  renewals  and  repairs  are  being  made  where  needed. 
The  bridge,  trestle,  cattle  pass  and  culvert  ties  and  guard  timbers 
are  yellow  pine  of  standard  dimensions  and  are  well  maintained. 
Inside  guard  rails  have  not  been,  but  are  expected  to  be  laid  on 
all  bridges  more  th^n  20  feet  in  length.  The  masonry  to  bridges 
and  culverts  having  masonry  is  generally  good  and  necessary 
repairs  are  being  attended  to.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  cul- 
verts are  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

One  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at 
Rippleton;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  a  target  signal;  all  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  Xo  electric 
railroads  cross  at  grade.  There  are  no  block  signals  or  fixed  train 
order  signals  at  stations.  No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained. 
The  fences  are  of  wire  and  in  good  repair.  The  right  of  way  is 
entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush,  rubbish,  refuse  material 
and  weeds.  The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well 
planked.  Crossing  signs  of  triangular  and  of  "X"  form  are 
used,  and  are  in  good  condition.  The  triangular  signs  have  the 
proper  sized  letters,  but  on  the  ^*  X  "  signs  they  are  very  small, 
about  3  inches  in  length.  All  the  "  X  "  form  signs  should  be  rt>- 
placed  wfth  standard  signs  with  legal  sized  lettering.  Wooden 
slat  cattle  guards,  in  good  repair,  are  at  each  boundary  of  all 
highways  crossed.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead 
obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are 
maintained  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from 
all  highway  crossings.  The  track  sections  are  5.7  miles  in  length, 
and  the  average  force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  labor- 
ers. Regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  each  section 
is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  force.  Each  section 
gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  No  highway 
crossings  are  protected.  The  stations  are  generally  small,  but 
apparently  sufficient  for  the  requirements;  they  are  well  kept  and 
practically  the  same  conditions  exist  as  at  the  main  line  stations, 
and  the  same  remarks  apply. 

For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  Eastern  Division. 

SSince  the  last  inspection  (October,  1898),  approximately  3O,fH)0 
cross  ties  have  been  renewed.     Several  pile  and  timber  bridges 
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have  been  rebuilt  and  others  are  being  rebuilt.  Many  of  the 
station  buildings  have  been  improved  and  repainted,  and  a  force 
of  men  are  now  engaged  improving  and  painting  the  stations. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  remaining  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot 
guards;  inside  guard  rails  laid  on  the  bridges,  and  the  "  X  "  form 
crossing  signs  be  replaced  by  standard  signs  with  lettering  of  the 
proper  dimensions. 

West  Shore  Railroad — River  Dii^ision. 
(Inspected  November  16,  21  and  22,  1900.) 

■ 

The  portion  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  included  in  the  River 
Division  extends  from  Weehawken,  N.  J.,  to  Ravena,  N.  Y.,  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  130  miles,  of  Which  111.18  miles  are  in  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  road  is  all  double  tracked.  129.8  miles 
of  the  main  track  is  laid  with  80-pound  and  the  balance,  92.56 
miles,  with  67-pound  steel  rail.  The  80-pound  rail  is  connected 
by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length  with  6  bolts;  the  larger  portion 
of  the  67-pound  rail  is  connected  hj  angle  plates  36  inches  in 
length  with  6  bolts  and  nearlj^  all  the  balance  by  angle  plates  36 
inches  in  length  with  4  bolts;  there  are  in  use  on  this  rail  about 
2,000  "continuous  rail  joints''  with  4  bolts.  The  ties  are  yellowpine, 
6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and  2,816 
are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are  full  width  and,  excepting 
where  retaining  walls  or  pile  timber  dockings  are  used,  have  regu- 
lar slopes.  The  road,  for  a  large  portion  of  its  length,  is  con- 
structed along  the  rocky  shore  of  the  Hudson  river,  with  many 
extensive  rock  cuts;  the  sides  of  the  cuts  are  generally  free  from 
loose  rock;  any  rocks  appearing  unsafe  or  likely  to  become  so  are 
being  removed;  four  rock  gangs  being  employed  at  this  work. 

There  are  4  tunnels  in  this  state;  the  one  near  Haverstraw  is 
1,614  feet  in  length,  26.5  feet  in  width  at  its  narmwest  place,  18.5 
feet  in  height  at  the  center  and  16.4  feet  in  height  over  the 
outer  rail;  it  is  through  granite  rock;  about  60  feet  at  the  south 
end,  is  lined  with  concrete  and  the  balance  is  natural  rock.  The 
tunnel  at  West  Point  is  2,664 ^feet  in  length,  26  feet  in  width,  17.6 
feet  in  height  in  the  center  and  15.6  feet  in  height  over  the  outer 
rail.  About  290  feet  in  length  is  arched  with  brick,  283  feet  with 
steel  channel  ribs  against  brick  arching,  30  feet  with  corrugated 
cast  iron  arching  aud  the  balance  is  natural  ix)ck.  The  roof  of 
this  tunnel  havS  at  times  during  and  since  its  construction  caused 
trouble  by  breaking  (at  places  near  the  center);  this  portion  has 
all  been  protected  by  brick  and  iron  arching  and  is  evidently 
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secure.  The  tunnel  at  Newburgh  is  an  artificial  one  constructed 
to  carry  the  embankment  and  tracks  of  the  Newburgh  branch  of 
the  Erie  Railroad  over  the  West  Shore  Railroad.  Its  length  is 
458  feet,  width  27.6  feet,  the  height  in  the  center  is  19.4  feet 
and  at  the  outer  rail  16.9  feet.  The  side  walls  are  cement  masonij 
and  the  arch  of  brick;  all  in  first  class  condition.  The  tunnel  at 
Kingston  is  406  feet  in  length,  26.2  feet  in  width,  19.5  feet  in 
lieight  at  the  center  and  18.7  feet  at  the  outer  rail;  it  is  through 
natural  rock  and  in  good  condition. 

The  embankments  are  all  full  width  and  excepting  where  uph 
lield  by  retaining  walls  are  of  natural  earth  or  rock  slopes.  The 
road  is  built,  the  greater  part  of  the  distance,  alongside  the  Hud- 
son river  and  the  foot  of  very  maiiv  of  the  embankments  rests 
]>artially  or  entirely  in  the  river;  all  such  places  have  been  pro- 
tected by  retaining  walls  or  riprap.  The  retaining  walls  are  in 
^ood  condition  and  foundations  apparently  secure.  The  riprap- 
l)ing  has  been  well  done.  At  some  places  it  has  been  extremely 
diflScult  to  get  secure  resting  place  for  the  riprapping  of  the  em- 
bankments, and  at  a  few  points  the  line  of  the  road  has  been 
slightly  changed  to  remedy  this.  At  three  places,  where  there 
are  no  streams,  spans  of  iron  bridge  varying  from  130  to  285  feet 
in  length,  have  been  erected  close  beside  the  face  of  the  rock  on 

iK-count  of  inabilitv  to  make  a  fill. 

I. 

The  roadway  is  generally  well  drained.  Subdrains  have  been 
laid  in  a  few  of  the  cuts  and  tunnels.  The  condition  of  the  ties  is 
good;  they  are  evenly  spaced,  full  spiked  and  very  few  renewals 
are  needed.  Tie-plates  are  only  used  on  the  joint  ties.  The  80- 
pound  rail  is  in  good  condition,  much  of  it  being  new.  The  67- 
])Ound  rail  is  considerably  worn,  and  is  being  replaced  with  new 
80  pound  rail.  The  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  the  few  loose 
bolts  noted  were  in  the  four  holed  plate  connecting  the  poorest 
of  the  67-pound  rail.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track 
is  good.  The  curves  are  frequent  and  sharp;  the  maximum  is  8 
degre^es;  they  are  in  good  line  and  the  elevation  is  correct  for  the 
^scheduled  speed  of  trains.  The  grades  are  steeper  than  on  other 
IK)rtions  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad,  but  are  not  excessive;  the 
maximum  is  about  53  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  split  point 
and  Wharton;  the  split  point  switches  have  automatic  stands  and 
the  Wliarton  switches  the  regular  Wharton  stands.  All  switch 
stands  have  well  painted  targets.  The  facing  switches  are  all 
protected  by  distant  signals  which  are  interlocked  with  the  switch 
stands.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail  and  are  in  good 
condition.  All  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot 
guards.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
the  main  track,  upon  which    cars  are  left  standing  where  grade 
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descends  toward  the  main  track.  About  one-fourth  of  the  track 
is  well  ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  the  balance  with  gravel 
and  cinders,  generally  in  light  quantity.  The  steel  and  iron 
bridges  are  in  good  condition  excepting  that  many  of  them  should 
be  repainted.  The  trestles,  of  which  there  are  very  many  and 
some  long  ones,  are  almost  entirely  pile  bents  or  timber  bents  on 
pile  foundation;  all  are  of  standard  construction  and  in  good  re- 
pair. Nearly  all  the  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  I-beam 
stringers  and  are  in  good  condition.  The  ties  and  guard  timbers 
on  all  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  yellow 
piDe  of  standard  dimensions  and  are  kept  in  good  repair.  Inside 
guard  rails  are  not  maintained',  but  at  the  ends  of  the  large 
bridges  rails  have  been  placed  so  as  to  conduct  a  derailed  truck, 
which  is  not  off  the  ends  of  the  ties,  back  to  the  center  of  the 
track,  and  some  Lattimer  derailing  devices  are  put  in  at  these 
points.  An  intention  is  expressed  to  lay  inside  guard  rails  on  all 
the  bridges  and  trestles  which  exceed  20  feet  in  length.  The 
openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  and  brick 
arch  culverts,  stone  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe  all  apparently  in 
jfood  condition.  The  masonry  is  good  and  most  of  it  in  excep- 
tionally good  condition. 

Two  tracks  of  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  are  crossed 
at  jrrade  at  Kingston;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  flagmen;  all 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  There 
is  also  a  crossing  of  an  electric  railroad  at  Kingston  at  which  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  road  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars 
across  the  track  of  the  steam  railroad.  Semaphore  signals  at 
stations  are  used  to  block  trains.  There  are  no  fixed  train  order 
sijrnals,  a  red  flag  being  used  for  that  purpose.  Interlocking 
plants  are  maintained  at  the  junction  of  the  New  York,  Ontario 
and  Western  Railw  ay  at  Cornwall,  and  at  the  north  end  of  the 
Kinpjston  yard. 

The  fences,  where  necessary  to  be  maintained,  are  principally 
of  wire;  at  places  a  considerable  amount  of  tight  board  snow 
fence  was  noted;  all  the  fences  are  in  good  repair.  The  right  of 
way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush  and  rubbish.  The 
hijrhway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Wooden  slat  cattle  guards  with  the  proper  guard  fences  are  at 
t^ach  boundary  of  all  highw-ays  crossed  and  are  in  good  condition. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  form,  in  good  condition  and 
generally  well  painted;  a  few  were  noted  which  should  receive 
a  fresh  coat  of  paint,  and  a  large  number  with  letters  less  than 
^  inches  in  length.  W^arning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead 
obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile  posts  are 
maintained  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from 
all  highway  crossings.    The  track  sections  are  about  3.8  miles  in 
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length  (of  double  track),  and  the  force  employed  upon  each  con- 
sists of  a  foreman  and  8  men  in  summer  and  a  foreman  and  6  men 
in  winter.  In  addition  to  this  force,  regular  night  and  day  slope 
watchmen  are  maintained  at  all  places  where,  owing  to  extensive 
rock  cuts  and  side  hill  elopes,  there  is  a  possibility  of  rock  falling 
upon  the  track,  and  are  also  maintained  at  all  the  large  trestles; 
regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  all  portions  of  the 
track  are  patrolled  one  or  more  times  per  day  by  some  member 
of  the  section  force;  each  section  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns 
and  torpedoes.  Sixteen  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flag- 
men, 21  by  gates  and  11  by  electric  bells.  The  stations  are 
generally  neat  and  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  is  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each  station  showing  its  name. 
Timetables  are  posted  in  all  waiting  rooms  and  tariff  sheete  are 
kept  where  the  public  can  consult  them.  All  stations  are  fur- 
nished with  drinking  water.  The  station  grounds  are  well  kept. 
The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell 
tickets.  The  station  employees  are  uniformed  and  all  wear 
badges  indicating  their  employment.  Reading  and  recreation 
rooms  are  provided  at  the  terminals.  Dining  cars  are  run  in 
trains  1  and  4,  between  Kingston  and  Syracuse,  and  buffet  cars 
in  long  distance  trains.  A  station  restaurant  is  maintained  at 
Poughkeepsie.  The  regular  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  standard  equipment  is  in  use  on  this  road.  For  remarks 
concerning  it,  see  report  on  main  line.  Eastern  Division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  approximately  166,000  cross  ties  have 
been  renewed.  129.8  miles  of  new  80-pound  rail  and  10.6  miles 
of  67-pound  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  worn  67-pound  rail. 
About  110  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted  with  gravel  and 
26.2  miles  with  broken  stone.  The  masonry  to  bridges  Nos.  1T9 
and  186  has  been  entirely  rebuilt,  and  repairs  have  been  made  to 
the  masonry  of  other  bridges.  A  retaining  wall  at  Marlborough 
is  now  being  rebuilt,  and  one  at  Newburg  is  being  replaced  with 
a  concrete  wall.  The  yard  at  Ravena  is  being  entirely  remodeled, 
and  about  15  miles  of  new  tracks  added.  Three  and  one-half 
miles  of  new  ti-acks  have  been  added  to  the  Kingston  yard,  and 
extensive  tracks  have  been  laid  for  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  govern- 
ment at  lona  Island.  A  new  7-stall  brick  enginehouse  has  been 
erected  at  Kingston,  and  one  of  19  stalls  at  Ravena.  New  7(»- 
foot  turntables,  with  concrete  pits,  have  been  put  in  at  Kingston 
and  Ravena.  New  coaling  plants  have  been  constructed  at  King- 
ston and  Ravena.  The  water  stations  have  been  considerably 
Jmprovf^d  and  5  new  tanks  erected.  A  new  freighthouse  has  been 
built  at  West  Point,  the  one  at  Kingston  has  been  extended  70 
feet,  and  that  at  Ravena  changed  in  location  and  thoroughly  re- 
paired.    The  passenger  station  at  Kingston  has  been  remodeled 
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and  improved  and  an  electric  lighting,  plant  installed.  Most  of 
the  station  buildings  have  been  repainted  and  painters  are  en- 
gaged upon  others. 

Rec(mhmen€Uitlofi8, 

That  the  remaining  steel  and  iron  bridges  be  repainted;  inside 
guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  bridges  and  trestles,  and  the  dim  cross- 
iug  signs  repainted  and  the  lettering  made  legal  size. 

Rockland  Lake  Branch. 

The  Rockland  Lake  branch  extends  from  Congers,  on  the  main 
line  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad,  to  Rockland  Lake,  a  distance 
of  1.15  miles.  The  road  is  single  track  and  laid  with  67-pound 
steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  4 
bolts.  This  branch  is  maintained  practically  as  a  siding,  no 
trains  carrying  passengers  being  run  upon  it,  excepting  a  very 
few  excursion  trains  during  the  summer.  There  is  but  one  open- 
ing in  the  roadway,  and  that  is  a  four-span  timber  trestle  in  fair 
condition,  excepting  the  stringers,  prompt  renewal  of  which  is 
promised.  In  all  other  respects  the  road  is  in  suitable  condition 
for  the  purpose  used. 

Albany  Branch  (West  Shore  Railroad). 

The  Albanv  branch  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  extends  from 
Kavena,  on  the  main  line,  to  Kenwood  Junction  on  the  Albany 
and  Susquehanna  Railroad,  a  distance  of  11.04  miles.     From  Ken- 
wood Junction  the  trains  operate  over  the  Albany  and  Susque- 
hanna Railroad  to  the  Albany  station  of  that  road,  a  distance  of 
approximately  1  mile.    The  road  is  single  track  and  laid  with  67- 
pound  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length  with  4 
bolts.    The  ties  are  yellow  pine  6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10 
inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  are  taken  out  to  the  proper  width,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  cut,  are  well  sloped.    The  cut  referred  to  is  of  clay, 
and  the  slopes  are  upheld  by  pile  and  timber  docking,  which  is 
old  and  should  be  renewed.    The  embankments  are  generally  full 
width  and  natural  earth  slope.     The  ditches  are  in  fair  condition 
a  few  of  them,  however,  would  be  improved  by  deepening.     No 
pubdrains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  fair  condition,  although 
some  renewals  are  needed;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked. 
iNo  tie  plates  are  in  use.    The  rails  are  in  fair  condition  for  a 
branch  road.    All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  and  but  few  loose 
bolts  were  noted.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are 
good.    The  curves  are  light,  the  maximum  being  3  degrees;  they 
are  regular  in  line  and  the  elevation  is  correct  for  the  scheduled 
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epeed  of  trains.  The  grades  are  long  but  regular;  the  maximom 
is  about  34  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  split  point  and 
Wharton ;  the  split  point  switches  have  automatic  stands  and  the 
Wharton  switches  the  regular  Wharton  stand;  all  have  targets 
well  painted.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  white  for  safety.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail.  All  frog 
and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot  guards.  Derailing  switches 
are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  the  main  track  upon  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track.  The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition  except- 
ing that  on  some  of  them  the  paint  is  poor.  There  are  3  pile 
trestles,  the  longest  about  300  feet  in  length;  they  are  consider- 
ably old,  and  have  been  repaired  and  patched;  the  time  has  ar- 
rived when  repair  and  patching  are  not  economical,  and  they 
should  be  renewed  or  replaced  by  structures  of  a  more  permanent 
character.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  ties  on  the  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  are  yellow  pine  of  standard  dimension  and  thoroughly 
sound.  Inside  guard  rails  are  not  maintained  on  the  bridge  struc- 
tures. At  a  viaduct  near  Ravena,  which  is  about  1,000  feet  in 
length  and  50  or  more  in  height,  Lattimer  derailing  devices  are 
placed  at  either  end  of  the  structure.  The  openings  under  or 
through  the  embankment  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition.  The  track  is  bal- 
lasted with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  quantity. 

No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  There  are 
no  block  signals.  No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained,  ex- 
cepting at  the  connection  with  the  Albany  and  Susquehanna  Rail- 
road at  Kenwood  Junction.  The  fences  are  principally  of  wire 
and  in  good  condition;  a  considerable  amount  of  board  snow 
fence  is  maintained  on  a  portion  of  the  line,  and  is  in  good  repair. 
The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared,  excepting  where  small  timber 
is  left  along  the  Hudson  river  as  a  protection  against  high  water 
and  ice.  All  brush  and  weeds  are  cut  and  no  rubbish  or  refuse 
material  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  highway  cross- 
ings are  properly  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good  condition. 
Crossing  signs  of  triangular  form,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted,  with  letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  conspicuously  located 
at  all  highway  crossings.  Wooden  slat  cattle  guards  with  proper 
guard  fences  are  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 
There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the 
required  distance  from  all  highways  crossed.  The  track  sections 
are  5^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  from  3  to  4  laborers 
are  employed  upon  each.  Regular  track-walkers  are  not  em- 
ployed, but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the 
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force.  Each  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  No 
highway  crossings  are  protected.  The  stations,  3  in  number,  are 
flmall,  but  apparently  sufficient  for  the  requirements.  The  same 
conditions  exist  as  at  those  on  the  main  line  and  the  same  re- 
marks apply.  For  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  main  line,  East- 
•ern  Dmsion. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  7,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed, the  station  buildings  have  been  repainted  and  some  re- 
pairs to  ballast  have  been  made. 

Reoommendationa. 

That  the  balance  of  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  be  repainted; 
the  pile  trestles  renewed  or  replaced  with  more  permanent  struc- 
tures, and  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  on  all  bridges  and  trestles. 

WaUkill  TcMey  Railroad. 

The  Wallkill  Valley  Railroad  extends  from  Kingston,  on  the 
line  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad,  to  Montgomery,  a  distance  of 
32.88  miles.    The  road  is  single  track.    Five  and  fifty-three  one 
hundredths  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  67-pound,  19.31  miles 
with  80-pound  and  the  balance,  8.04  miles,  with  56-pound  steel 
rail.    The  67-pound  rail  is  connected  with  angle  plates  36  inches 
in  length  with  4  and  6  bolts,  the  60-pound  by  angle  plates  24 
inches  in  length  with  4  bolts,  and  the  56-pound  mainly  with  fish 
plates  24  inches  in  length  with  4  bolts.     The  ties  are  yellow  pine 
6  inches  in  thickness,  9  to  10  inches  face,  8  feet  in  length  and 
2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
all  good  width  and  proper  slope.    The  roadway  is  fairly  well 
ditched.     !No  subdrains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  good  con- 
dition, very  well  spaced  and  full  spiked;  a  few  tie  plates  are  in 
use  at  joints.    The  67-pound  rail  is  in  good  condition,  the  60-pound 
in  fair  condition  and  the  56-pound  considerably  worn.    The  angle 
and  fish  plates  are  full  bolted;  some  loose  bolts  were  noted  on  the 
56  and  60  pound  rail.    The  track  is  in  fair  line  and  surface  and 
the  joints  generally  well  up.    The  grades  are  quite  frequent  and 
sharp,  on  portions  of  the  line;  the  maximum  is  8  degrees.    The 
maximum  grade  is  58  feet  per  mile.    The  switches  are  all  split 
point  and  have  automatic  stands  with  well  painted  targets.    The 
frogs  are  rigid.    Frogs  and  guard  rails  are  not  protected  by  foot 
guards.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with 
the  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing  where  the  grade 
descends  toward  the  main  track.    The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are 
in  good  condition  excepting  that  the  paint  is  generally  poor. 
There  are  in  the  roadway  very  many  short  and  low  trestles;  they 
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are  all  of  proper  construction  and  in  very  good  repair.  Nearly 
all  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  wooden  stringers.  The 
ties  and  guard  timbers  on  bridges,  trestles  and  cattle  passes  are 
yellow  pine  of  standard  dimensions,  and  are  well  maintained. 
The  masonry  to  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  is  generally  good ;  that 
to  the  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  is  generally  of  poorer 
quality,  but  none  requiring  immediate  attention.  Inside  guard 
rails  have  not  been  laid  on  the  bridges  or  trestles.  The  arch, 
box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  apparently  in  good  condition.  The 
track  is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  Xo  steam  or 
electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  There  are  no  block  sig- 
nals, and  no  interlocking  plants  are  maintained.  The  fenc€«  are 
principally  of  wire  and  in  good  condition;  some  board  snow  fence 
is  maintained  on  a  portion  of  the  line,  and  is  in  good  repair.  The 
right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  free  from  brush  and  rubbish. 
Highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good 
condition.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  form;  thej  are 
properly  located  at  all  highways;  many  of  them,  however,  should 
be  repainted  and  the  letters,  now  six  inches  in  length,  be  made 
legal  size.  Wooden  slat  cattle  guards  with  proper  guard  fences, 
in  good  repair,  are  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways  crossed. 
All  overhead  obstructions  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  track 
are  protected  by  warning  signals.  Mile  posts  are  maintained  and 
whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway 
crossings.  The  track  sections  are  6.6  mliles  in  length,  and  a  fore- 
man and  from  three  to  four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each. 
Regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  the  track  is  pa- 
trolled daily  by  some  member  of  the  force;  each  section  gang 
is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  One  highway  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  gates  and  one  by  an  electric  bell.  The  sta- 
tions are  neat  and  clean,  and  in  fair  repair;  many  of  them  are 
small,  but  apparently  suflScient  for  the  requirements;  the  same 
general  conditions  exist  at  the  stations  as  at  those  on  the  main 
line  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad,  and  the  same  remarks  apply. 
The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  standard 
equipment  is  in  use,  for  the  remarks  concerning  which  see  report 
on  main  line,  Eastern  division. 

Since  the  last  inspection  (October,  1898)  about  23,000  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  some  small  repairs  have  been  made  to  bal- 
last; new  ties  and  guard  timbers  have  been  put  on  several  of 
the  bridges  and  trestles;  some  repairs  have  been  made  to  statioa 
buildings,  and  a  number  of  them  have  been  repainted. 
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Recommendations. 

That  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  be  repainted;  that  inside  guard 
rails  be  laid  on  all  bridges  and  trestles;  that  frogs  and  guard  rails 
be  protected  by  foot  guards,  and  the  dim  crossing  signs  repainted 
and  the  lettering  changed  to  legal  dimensions. 

RomCy   Watertotcn  and  Ogdensburg  DivisUm — Utica  and  Ogdens- 

burg — Main  Line — Clayton  Branch. 
(Inspected  September  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  10,  11,  1900.) 

The  main  line  extends  from  Utica  to  Ogdensburg,  a  distance  of 
134.51  miles.     The  Clayton  branch  from  Theresa  Junction  on  the 
main  line  to  Clavton,  a  ddstance  of  15.87  miles.    The  road  is  sin- 
gle  track  and  standard  gauge.    The  main  line  track  is  laid:  17.61 
miles  with  56-pound  steel  rail;  24.19  miles  with  60-pound;  0.33 
miles  with  65-pound;  and  the  balance,  92.38  mile©,  with  70-pound 
steel  rail.     The  Clayton  branch  is  all  laid  with  60-pound  steel 
rail.    The  56-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates,  21  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts;  the  60-pound  mainly  with  continuous  rail 
joints,  with  4  bolts;  the  65-pound  with  angle  plates,  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts;  the  70-pound  with  angle  plates,  28  and  36 
inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.    The  ties, — about  50  per  cent,  yel- 
low pine;  10  per  cent.  oa.k  and  the  balance  cedar,  are  6x9  inches, 
8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts 
are  taken  out  to  full  width  and  proper  slope.    The  embankments 
are  full  width  and  natural  earth  slopes^    The  roadway  is  well 
drained.     A  few  wet  cuts  have  been  sub-drained  with  good  re- 
sults. 

The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full 
spiked.  Tie-plates  are  extensively  used  on  the  cedar  ties.  The 
56  and  the  65-pound  rails  are  very  much  worn,  and  should  be  re- 
placed. The  60-pound  rail  is  in  fair  condition ;  and  the  70-pound 
rail  in  good!  condition.  All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  smd  with 
few  exceptions  all  bolts  are  tight.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing 
of  track  are  good*. 

Curves  are  in  true  line,  and  the  elevation  about  correct  for  the 
speed  of  trains  maintained.  The  maximum  curve  south  of 
Carthage  is  4  degrees ;  north  of  Carthage  curves  are  frequent,  and 
there  are  several  ranging  from  7  to  10  degrees.  The  grades  are 
generally  regular,  although  in  places  long  and  somewhat  steep. 
The  maximum  of  the  long  grades  is  66  feet  per  mile. 

All  main  track  switches  are  split  point.  Switch  stands  are 
automatic  for  main  track.  The  targets  are  well  painted.  All 
switches  and  stands  are  in  good  condition.  Switch  and  sema- 
phore lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    De- 
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railing  switches  have  been  put  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main 
track,  on  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track.  The  frogs  used  with  the  70-pound  rail 
are  spring  rail;  with  the  other  weights  of  rail  rigid.  All  frogs 
and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  wooden  foot  guards.  The  track 
is  generally  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

All  bridges  are  of  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  The  floors  on  bridges  are  ^-ellow  pine;  the  ties  a^e  of 
proper  dimensions  for  the  class  of  structure  on  which  they  are 
laid,  and  in  good  condition.  Guard  timbers  are  notched  on  the 
ties  and  securely  bolted  to  them.  Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on  all  bridge  structures  more  than  50  feet  in  length,  and 
are  expected  to  be  put  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.  There 
are  very  few  trestles  remaining  and  no  large  ones;  they  are  all 
of  yellow  pine,  of  good  design  and  in  good  repair.  There  are  a 
very  large  number  of  open  culverts  and  cattle-passes  in  the  road- 
way, and  many  of  them  have  very  poor  masonry,  and  the  stringers 
are  supported  by  wooden  bents  erected  in  front  of  the  abutments. 
A  very  large  number  have  been  recently  rebuilt,  and  a  heavv 
masonry  force  is  now  engaged  at  this  work.  All  are  kept  secure, 
and  the  balance  are  to  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible.  The  arch, 
box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 
Extensive  repairs  have  recently  been  made  to  these  structures. 
Several  arch  culverts  have  been  lined  with  concrete,  and  iron 
pipe  has  been  used  replacing  broken  culverts.  Many  open  ciil- 
verts  have  been  filled,  iron  pipe  having  been  put  in  to  convey  the 
water  through  embankments. 

Three  tracks  of  the  main  line,  Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs, 
are  crossed  at  grade  by  two  tracks  of  the  main  line  (Utica  to  Og- 
densburg),  at  Philadelphia.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  tilting 
board  signal.  All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing.  No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade.  There  are  no 
block  signals. 

Semaphore  train  orders  signals  are  erected  at  all  telegraph  sta- 
tions, and  are  also  used  for  spacing  trains  on  that  portion  of  the 
road  between  Utica  and  Bemsen.  No  interlocking  plants  are 
maintained.  The  fences  are  generally  of  wire,  and  while  much 
new  fence  has  recently  been  built,  more  is  needed.  All  trees, 
brush  and  weeds  are  cut  and  removed,  and  the  right  of  way  is 
free  from  rubbish  and  refuse  material.  The  approaches  to  the 
crossings  of  highways  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in  good 
condition.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  diamond  form;  are  conspicu- 
ously located  at  all  highway  crossings;  are  well  painted,  and  the 
letters  are  nine  inches  in  length.  Cattle-guards  of  metallic  or 
wooden  slat  pattern  are  in  place  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways 
crossed,  and  are  in  good  condition.    There  are  no  overhead  ob- 
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fitructions  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  track.  Mile  posts  are 
maintained;  and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance 
from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  6  miles  in  length,  and  the  average 
force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  or  5  laborers.  There 
are  no  regular  track-walkers,  but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily 
by  some  member  of  the  track  force.  Three  highway  crossings  are 
protected  by  flagmen,  and  3  by  flagmen  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  neat,  and  the  sanitary  conditions 
good.  There  is  a  sign  upon  each  end'  of  all  stations  giving  its 
name.  In  all  waiting  rooms  a  tank  of  drinking  water  is  kept. 
A  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room,  on  a  bul- 
letin board.  Tariff  sheets  are  also  posted  or  kept  where  the  pub- 
lic can  have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  furnish  checks  to  all 
points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  grounds  are  neat 
and  clean.  Platforms  are  usually  of  gravel  and  in  good  condi- 
tion. There  is  no  protection  against  fire.  The  station  employees 
are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating  their  employment. 
The  station  buildings  at  Deer  River,  South  Hammond,  Hammond 
and  Briar  Hill  are  very  old  and  of  poor  design.  They  should  be  re- 
paired and  remodeled. 

The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equipment  is  used,  for 
remarks  concerning  which  see  report  on  Eastern  Division. 

The  roadw^ay  and  station  buildings  have  and  are  being  greatly 
improved.  Since  last  inspection,  all  the  depot  buildings,  as  well 
as  the  highway  and  other  signs,  have  been  repainted. 

All  iron  bridges  have  been  painted,  one  coat  with  red  lead 

and  one  with  black  X.  Y.  C.  &  H.  B.  B.  B.  standard  bridge  paint. 

Forty  rail  floor  culverts  and  cattle-passes  have  been  built,  with 

concrete  and  masonry  walls,  eliminating  that  number  of  openings 

to  grade.    Seven  solid  rail  floors  have  been  put  on  old  abutments. 

Twenty-four  iron  pipe  culverts  have  been  put  in  and  that  number 

of  openings  to  grade  closed.    One  solid  I-beam-  and  plate  floor 

bridge  has  been  built.    One  88-foot  span  deck  girder,  with  one 

new  abutment,  has  been  put  in,  replacing  shorter  span  bridge,  at 

Nine  Mile  Greek.    The  abutments  to  the  Indian  Biver  bridge  at 

Theresa  Junction  have  been  entirely  rebuilt.    The  masonry  of  the 

bridge  over  Indian  Biver,  at  Philadelphia,  has  been:  thoroughly 

repaired;  also  an  arch  culvert,  at  Marcy,  partially  rebuilt,  and 

many  other  culverts  and  bridge  abutments  repaired  and  painted. 

Thirty-two  and  six- tenths  miles  of  track  have  been  rebaJlaated. 

Thirty-seven  miles  of  new  fence  have  been   built.     Thirty  new 

crosBing  fdgns  have  been  erected.    One  hundred  and  thirty  new 

cattle-guards  have  been  placed.    One  new  water  tank,  one  new 

passenger  station  and  one  new  freight  house  have  been  built.  Two 

stations  have  been  thoroughly  repaired.    Two  new  section  houses 
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have  been  built.  Eighteen  miles  of  radical  ditching  have  beea 
completed.  Seventeen  miles  of  21-inch  angle  bars  have  been  re- 
placed with  continuous  rail  joints,  decidedly  improving  the  con- 
dition of  the  track.  Five  and  seven-tenths  miles  of  new  TO-poond 
rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  65-pound  rail.  Seventeen  and  eight- 
tenths  miles  of  new  60-pound  rail,  with  continuous  joints,  have 
been  laid,  replacing  56  and  60-pound  rail.  Thirty-eight  thousand 
cross  ties  have  been  renewed  and  4,000  new  tie  plates  used.  Sev- 
eral sidings  have  been  built  or  extended.  A  new  100-ton  track 
scale  has  been  put  in  at  Ogdensburg.  A  new  overhead  farm 
bridge  has  been  erected  near  MaiHv  and  raised  to  standard  clear- 
ance. 

Rcoommenda  tions. 

That  poor  masonry  be  rebuilt  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  the 
fences  put  in  proper  repair. 

CartlKigCj  Watertoim  and  SackHts  Harbor  Rallroady  and  the 

CartJuigc  and  Adirondack  Railroad. 

The  Carthage,  Watertown  and  Sacketts  Harbor  Railroad  ex- 
tends from  Sacketts  Harbor  to  Carthage^  a  distance  of  28.81  milep. 
The  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railroad  extends  from  Carthage  to 
Newton  Falls,  a  distance  of  46.10  miles;  all  single  track  and  stand- 
ard gauge.  One  and  fifty  one-hundredths  miles  of  the  Carthage, 
Watertown  and  Sacketts  Harbor  Railroad  are  laid  with  60-pound 
rail  and  the  balance  with  56-pound  steel  rail.  Three  and  five  one- 
hundredths  of  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railroad  are  laid 
with  65-pound,  and  the  balance  with  60-pound  steel  rail.  Fifteen 
miles  of  the  56-pound  rail  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown  and 
Sacketts  Harbor  Railroad  is  connected  by  fi»h  plates  21  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  balance  of  the  rail  by  angle  plates  22 
inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  Six  miles  of  rail  on  the  Carthage 
and  Adirondack  Railroad  is  connected  by  22-ineh  continuous  rail 
joints,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  balance  by  24-inch  angle  plates,  with 
4  bolts.  The  ties  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown  and  Sacketts  Har- 
bor Railroad  are  about  50  per  cent,  yellow  pine  and  50  per  cent, 
cedar;  on  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railroad  they  are  10  per 
per  cent,  oak,  15  per  cent,  cedar,  and  the  balance  hemlock  and 
tamarack  in  about  equal  proportions.  They  are  6x9  inches,  8 
feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    . 

Tbe  cuts  are  taken  out  to  good  width  and  proper  slope.  The 
embankments  are  generally  full  width.  Extensive  strengthening 
of  the  embankments  has  recently  ben  done  on  the  Carthage  and 
Adirondack  Railroad.    No  sub-drainage  i»  in  use. 
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The  ties  are  in  very  fair  conditioii,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full 
spiked.  Tie  plates  are  used  extensively  on  the  soft  wood  ties. 
The  rail  is  in  fair  condition.  All  angle  and  fish  plates  are  full 
bolted.  Quite  a  proi)ortiou  of  the  bolts  were  noted  loose  in  the 
fish  plate  connections.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track 
are  good,  excepting  on  the  portion  of  the  road  between  Sacketts- 
Harbor  and  Watertown.  This  portion  of  the  roiid  has  not  bte« 
veil  kept  up;  very  little  ballasting  has  l)een  done;  joints  are 
down;  the  line  and  surfacing  generally  poor,  and  curves  irregular. 
Considerable  ballast  has  recently  been  distributed  over  this  por- 
tion of  the  road,  and  is  now  being  put  in,  which  will  greatly  im- 
prove its  condition.  On  the  balance  of  the  road  the  curves  are 
correctly  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  si>eed  of  trains.  The 
maximum  curve  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown  and  Saiketts  Har- 
bor Railroad  is  7  degrees;  and  on  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack 
Railroad  10  degrees.  The  grade  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown 
and  Racket ts  Harbor  Railmad  is  eon«iderably  broken;  the  maxi- 
mum is  about  60  feet  per  mile.  On  the  Carthage  and  Adirondai'k 
Kailroad  the  gi^ades  are  long  and  very  steep,  generally  about  84 
feet  per  mile,  but  in  places  reaching  119  feet  [)er  mile. 

All  main  track  switches  are  split  point  and  have  stands  auto- 
matic for  main  track.  The  targets  are  well  painted.  The  switches 
and  stands  are  in  good  condition.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps 
show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.  Derailing 
switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main  track,  on  which 
cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track.  The  frogs  are  rigid.  All  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  pro- 
tected by  wooden  foot-guards.  The  track  from  Sacketts  Harbor 
to  Watertown  is  very  lightly  ballas1:ed  with  gravel,  sand  and 
cinders,  and  from  Watertown  to  Newtown  Falls  vei-y  well  bal- 
lasted with  gravel,  sand  and  cinders. 

All  the  bridges  are  steel  or  iron, good  condition  and  well  painted. 
The  iron  bridge  (102  feet  span),  over  the  Oswegatchie  River,  at 
Harrisville,  is  too  light  for  heavy  travel,  and  will  soon  be  replaced 
by  a  stronger  structure;  in  the  meantime  only  the  lighter  class  of 
motive  power  is  to  be  used  on  that  portion  of  the  road.    The 
bridge  floors  are  in  good  condition.    Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on  all  structures  more  than  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  are  to 
be  put  on  all  exceeding  twenty  feet  in  length.    There  are  no 
wooden  trestles  remaining,  all  having  been  filled.    The  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  are  in  thoroughly  safe  condition,  a  portion 
of  them  having  poor  masonry,  which  is  being  rebuilt  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  and  as  fast  as  rebuilt,  are  being  covered  with  solid 
flooring  of  rails  and  "the  track  ballasted  over  them.    The  arch, 
box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  all  in  good  condition.    Some  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  been  closed  by  putting  on  rail 
floorings  or  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling. 
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No  9teain  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  .One  electric  railroad 
crosses  at  High  street,  Watertown.  The  conductors  of  the  electric 
cars  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  over  the  tracks  of  the  steam 
railroad.  There  are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  train  <M*der 
signals  are  at  all  tel^^ph  stations.  No  interlocking  plants  are 
maintained.  The  fences,  where  maintained,  are  wire,  and  exten- 
sive* repairs  are  needed-  The  Oarthage  and  Adirondack  Bailroad 
for  a  large  proportion  of  its  length  runs  through  a  forest  wh«re 
no  stock  is  kept.  Therefore,  on  that  portion  of  the  road  no  fence 
is  maintained  or  is  necessary.  The  trees,  brush  and  weeds  have 
been  cut  and  removed  from  the  right  of  way,  and  refuse  material 
has  not  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  highway  crossings  are 
properly  graded  and  well  planked.  Crossing  signs  of  the  diamond 
form,  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  highway  crossingB;  they 
are  well  painted,  and  the  letters  are  nine  inches  in  length.  Cattle 
guards  are  lacking  at  nearly  all  crossings.  The  only  overhead 
obstruction  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  rail  is  a  highway 
bridge  at  Sacketts  Harbor,  which  is  protected  by  a  warning  signal. 
Mile  posts  are  maintained  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown  and 
Sacketts  Harbor  Railroad.  On  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack 
Bailroad,  boards  indicating  the  miles  are  nailed  on  the  telegraph 
poles.  Whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  high- 
w^ay  crossings. 

The  track  sections  on  the  Carthage,  Watertown  and  Siacketts 
Harbor  Eailroad  are  about  six  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
four  laborers  are  employed  on  each.  On  the  Carthage  and  Adiron- 
dack Railroad  the  sections  are  7.7  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman 
and  three  to  four  men  are  employed  upon  each.  There  are  no 
regular  track-walkers,  but  each  section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some 
mem-ber  of  the  track  force. 

One  highway  crossing  at  grade  on  the  Carthage  and  Adirondack 
Bailroad  is  protected  by  a  flagman. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition,  and  the  same 
remarks  apply  as  to  those  on  the  main  line,  Utica  to  Ogdensburg. 
The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equipment  is  used,  for 
remarks  concerning  which  see  report  on  Eastern  Division. 

Since  last  inspection,  September,  1898,  all  the  station  buildings, 
and  all  highway  crossing  and  other  signs  have  been  repainted. 
Six  rail  floor  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  been  built,  with  con- 
crete and  masonrv  walls.  Four  solid  rail  floor  covers  have  been 
put  on  old  repaired  abutments.  Nineteen  open  culverts  have 
been  eliminatoi  by  putting  in  cast-iron  pipe  and  fllling.  Four 
and  five-tenths  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted  with  cinders 
and  gravel.  Two  iron  bridges  have  been  painted  with  one  coat 
of  red  lead  and  one  of  New  York  Central  standard  bridge  paint. 
The  remaining  iron  bridges  are  to  be  painted  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
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sible.  Four  and  eigbt-tenths  miles  of  feace  have  been  built. 
Twenty  new  crossing  signs  have  been  erected.  Two  new  paasen- 
ger  stations  and  one  new  freight  house  have  been  built,  and  an- 
other is  now  under  construction.  About  53,000  cross-ties  have 
been  renewed,  and  61,000  tie  plates  used.  About  1,300  continuous 
rail  joinits  have  been  put  on  the  60-pound  rail,  replacing  worn 
angle  plates.  A  new  50-ton  track  scale  has  been  put  in  at  Benson 
Mines.  Extensive  strengthening  of  weak  embankments  on  the 
Carthage  and  Adirondack  Railroad  has  been  done. 

Reoofmriendationa. 

That  all  loose  track  bolts  be  tightened,  the  fences  put  in  proper 
repair,  and  cattle  guards  put  in  at  each  boundary  of  all  highways 
crossed. 

Syracuse  and  Masaena  Springs  Railroad — Mam  Line. 

The  Syracuse  and  Massena  Springs  Railroad,  main  line,  extends 
from  Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs,  a  distance  of  161.10  miles,  of 
which  1.49  miles,  at  Watertown,  are  double  track.    The  road  is 
standard  gauge.    One  hundred  and  forty-nine  and  forty-five  hun- 
dredths miles  are  laid  with  70-pound,  and  the  balance  with  60- 
pound  steel  rail.    The  70-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates 
36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts;  the  60-pound  rail  by  angle 
plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  and  continuous  rail  joints 
22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties,  about  65  per  cent, 
yellow  pine,  10  per  cent,  oak,  and  the  balance  cedar,  are  6x9 
inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  the  proper  width  and  slope; 
and  roadway  is  well  ditched.     Stibdrains  are  used  in  wet  cuts 
with  good  results.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are  evenly 
spaced  and  full  spiked.    Tie  plates  are  extensively  used  on  the 
cedar  ties.     The  70-pound  rail  is  in  good  condition  and  the  60- 
pound  rail  is  in  fair  condition.    All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted, 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  joints,  line  and  surfac- 
ing of  track  are  good.    Curves  are  correctly  lined  and  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.    The  general  alignment  is  good 
and  curves  light.    The  only  very  sharp  curves  are  one  of  16  de- 
grees at  Pulaski,  and  one  at  Watertown.    The  grades  are  gen- 
erally light;  the  maximum  of  the  road  is  about  63  feet  per  mile. 
All  main  track  switches  are  split  point.    Switch  stands  are 
automatic  for  main  track.    The  targets  are  well  painted.    Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for 
safety.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connected  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  w^here  the  grade  de- 
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scends  toward  the  main  track.  The  frogs  used  with  the  70-poand 
rail  are  spring  rail;  and  with  the  60-pound  rail  rigid.  All  frogs 
and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  wooden  foot  guards.  The  track 
is  generally  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

All  the  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  The  ties  and  guard  rails  are  of  yellow  pine  and  well 
maintained.  The  only  trestles  remaining  are  a  small  pile  trestle 
near  Central  Square,  and  another  at  Salina.  They  are  in  good 
condition,  but  are  to  be  replaced  with  a  steel  structure  on 
masonry.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition, and  the  masonry  generally  good.  Many  open  culverts 
and  cattle  passes  are  being  covered  with  solid  rail  floors.  The 
arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  in  good  condition. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of 
the  West  Shore  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  at  Syracuse;  the  crossing  is  protected  by  sema- 
phore signals;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  be 
fore  crossing.  Two  freight  tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  Salina;  the  crossing  is  protected  by 
semaphore  signals;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  Railway  at  Central  Square;  a  tilting  board  signal  is  used 
for  protection;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  be- 
fore crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  Utica  and  Ogdensburg,  main 
line,  by  three  tracks  at  Phdladelphia;  a  tilting  boaird  signal  is 
used  for  protection;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  crossing.  One  track  of  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Cham- 
plain  Railroad  at  Norwood;  a  tilting  boai*d  signal  is  used  for 
protection;  all  trains  iare  I'equired  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing.  An  electric  railroad  crosses  at  grade  on  Noxon  street, 
at  Syracuse.  There  are  derails  in  the  electric  tracks,  and  the 
conductor  must  go  ahead  of  his  car  to  the  crossing  and  close  the 
deradl  before  the  electric  car  can  run  upon  the  tracks  of  the 
steam  railroad.  An  electric  railroad  also  crosses  at  Genesee 
street,  Syracuse.  At  this  crossing  the  conductor  of  the  electric 
car  is  required  to  go  ahead  of  his  car  aoid  pilot  it  across  the 
steam  railroad  track.  The  Black  River  Traction  Comx^^ny's 
electric  railroad  crosses  on  Court  street  and  also  on  Factory 
street,  in  the  city  of  Watertown.  The  conductors  of  electric  cars 
are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  over  the  crossing  of  the  steam 
railroad  track. 

There  are  two  draw  bridges;  one  across  the  Erie  canal  at  Syra- 
cuse, which  is  protected  by  a  flagman;  all  trains  are  required  to 
stop  and  wait  for  signal  before  crossing  the  bridge.  The  other 
is  located  at  Brewerton,  and  is  over  the  outlet  to  Oneida  Lake; 
it  is  protected  by  a  ball  signal;  all  trains  are  required  to  come 
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to  a  full  stop  before  crosfiing  the  bridge.  There  are  no  block 
signals.  Semaphore  train  order  signals  are  located  at  all  sta- 
tions. No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained.  The  fences  are 
principally  of  wire,  and  while  generally  in  fair  repair,  some  new 
fence  is  needed-  The  trees,  brush  and  weeds  on  the  right  of  way 
have  been  cut  and  removed,  and  no  refuse  or  rubbish  material 
has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The  highway  crossings  are 
properly  graded  and  well  planked.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the 
diamond  form,  are  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in 
length.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  wood-en  or  metallic  slat  pattern, 
and  while  generally  in  good  condition,  a  few  were  noted  as  miss- 
ing, and  should  be  replaced.  There  are  no  overhead  obstructions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  traclt.  Mile  posts  are  maintained, 
and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  high- 
way crossings.  The  track  sections  are  about  5.3  miles  in  length, 
and  the  average  force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  four  to 
live  men  on  each.  There  ai-e  no  regular  track-walkers,  but  each 
section  is  patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  track  force. 
Six  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen;  four  highway 
crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  gates;  and  one  highway 
crossing  by  electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  same  remarks  ap- 
ply as  given  in  the  report  on  the  main  line  of  the  Utica  and 
Ogdensburg.  The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equip- 
ment is  used  on  the  road,  for  remarks  concerning  which  see  re- 
port on  Eastern  division. 

Since  last   inspection   approximately,  81,000  croes  ties  have 
been  renewed;  14,000  tie  plates  have  been  used;  15.2  miles  of 
new  70-pound  rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  60-pound  rail;  66.1 
miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted  with  cinders  and  gravel. 
The  freight  yard  at  Balina  has  been  remodeled  and  is  being  ex- 
tended.    Fifteen  rail  floor  covers  have  been  put  on  old  masonry, 
which  has  been  repaired.    Thirty-three  openings  to  grade  have 
been  closed  by  putting  in  cast  iron  pipe  and  filling.    One  cattle 
pass  has  been  filled.    One  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  over  Black 
Creek,  at  Philadelphia,  has  been  replaced  with  a  through  plate 
girder;  and  another  at  Bteam  Mill  with  a  double  solid  rail  fioor 
bridge.    Thirteen  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  been  rebuilt 
with  concrete  and  masonry  walls  covered  with  a  solid  flooring  of 
rails  and  ballasted  over.     All  station  buildings  have  been  re- 
painted, also  all  highway  crossing  and  other  signs.     All  steel  and 
iron  bridges  have  been  painted  with  one  coat  of  red  lead  and  one 
coat  of  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  standard 
bridge  paint.     About  thirty-seven  miles  of  new  fence  have  been 
erected;  also  seventy-five  new  crossing  signs.    Forty-eight  new 
metallic  cattle  guards  have  been  put  in  place.    One  new  water 
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tank  and  three  new  section  bouses  have  been  erected;  also  a  new 
passenger  station  built  at  Union  Square,  and  a  freight  depot  at 
Massena  Springs  enlarged.  Three  freight  and  seven  passenger 
stations  have  been  remodelled  and  repaired.  A  new  ten-pocket 
coal  trestle  has  been  built  at  Watertown,  and  a  new  100-ton  track 
scale  put  in.  Four  thousand  eight  hundred  pairs  of  continuous 
rail  joints  have  been  put  on  the  GO-pound  rail,  replacing  worn 
24-inch  angle  plates. 

Recommendations, 

That  poor  fence  be  put  in  proper  repair,  and  missing  cattle 
guards  replaced. 

DcKalh  Branch,  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatcliie — Cape  Vincent 

Branch. 

The  DeKalb  branch  extends  from  DeKalb  Junction,  on  the 
main  line  (Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs),  to  Ogdensburg,  a  dis- 
tance of  19  miles.  The  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchle  Railroad 
extends  from  Gouverneur  Junction,  on  the  main  line  (Syracuse 
to  Massena  Springs),  to  Edwards,  a  distance  of  13.05  miles.  The 
Gape  Vincent  branch  extends  from  Watertown  Junction,  on  the 
main  line  (Syracuse  to  Massena  Springs),  to  Oape  Vincent,  a 
distance  of  24.41  miles. 

The  DeKalb  branch  is  all  laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail,  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The 
Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchie  Railroad  is  laid,  12.55  miles  with 
70-pound  steel  rail,  and  the  balance  with  60-pound  steel  rail. 
The  70-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  60-pound  by  angle  plates  21  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  Cape  Vincent  branch  is  all  laid 
with  60-pound  eteel  rail,  connected  by  angle  plates  21  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts,  and  continuous  rail  joints  22  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties  on  the  DeKalb  branch  are  45  per 
cent,  yellow  pine,  20  per  cent,  oak,  and  35  per  cent,  cedar;  on 
the  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchie  Railroad,  20  per  cent,  yellow 
pine,  and  balance  oak  and  chestnut;  on  the  Cape  Vincent  branch, 
30  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  and  the  balance  cedar.  They  are  6x^ 
inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
The  cuts  and  embankments  on  the  DeKalb  and  Cape  Vincent 
branches  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes;  on  the  Gouvemenr 
and  Oswegatchie  Railroad  some  cuts  are  narrow  and  embank- 
ments w^eak.  The  roadway  is  generally  well  ditched.  No  sob- 
drains  are  in  use.  The  ties  are  generally  in  good  condition, 
evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  Tie  plates  are  extensively  used 
on  the  cedar  ties.    The  rail,  excepting  the  60-pound  on  the  Gon- 
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Terneur  and  Oswegateliie  Kailroad,  is  in  good  condition.  All 
angle  platee  are  full  bolted  and  the  bolts  generally  tight.  *Tbe 
joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good,  and  the  curves  cor- 
rectly elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains  maintained.  The  maxi- 
mani  curve  on  the  DeKalb  branch  is  3^  degrees,  on  the  Grouver- 
neur  and  Oswegatchie  Kailroad,  10  degrees,  and  on  the  Cape 
Vincent  branch  15  degrees — at  the  connection  with  the  main 
line  at  Watertown.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  DeKalb  branch 
is  52  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchie  Kailroad, 
about  03  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Cape  Vincent  branch,  about 
39  feet  per  mile.  All  main  track  switches  are  split  point. 
Switch  stands  are  automatic  for  main  track.  All  switch  stauds 
have  well  painted  targets.  Switches  and  stands  are  in  good  con- 
dition. Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  for  safety.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  con- 
necting with  main  track,  on  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where 
the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.  The  frogs  are  rigid. 
All  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  wooden  foot  guards. 
The  DeKalb  branch  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel,  the  Gouver- 
neur and  Oswegatchie  Kailroad  lightly  with  gravel,  and  the  Cape 
Vincent  branch  fairly  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

All  the  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  Bridge  floors  are  of  yellow  pine,  of  proper  dimensions 
and  in  good  repair.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all 
bridge  structures  exceeding  50  feet  in  length,  and  are  to  be  put 
on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  are  in  safe  condition.  A  portion  of  them  have  poor 
masonry,  which  is  being  rebuilt  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  as 
fast  as  rebuilt  are  being  covered  with  a  solid  flooring  of  rails,  and 
the  track  ballasted  over  them.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  cul- 
verts are  apparently  in  good  condition.  Several  openings  have 
been  recently  closed  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling,  and 
many  have  been  covered  with  a  solid  flooring  of  rails. 

No  steam  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  An  electric  railroad 
crosses  the  DeKalb  branch  at  grade  in  the  city  of  Ogdensburg. 
Derails  have  been^  put  in  the  electric  car  track,  but  are  not 
operated;  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  go 
ahead  of  their  cars  and  pilot  them  over  the  tracks  of  the  steam 
railroad.  An  electric  railroad  crosses  the  Cape  Vincent  branch 
at  Main  street,  in  the  city  of  Watertown.  The  conductors  of  the 
electric  cars  are  required  to  pilot  their  cars  over  the  tracks  of  the 
steam  railroad. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  On  the  DeKalb  and  Cape  Vincent 
btancheB  semaphore  train  order  signals  are  erected  at  all  tele- 
graph stations;  on  the  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchie  Railroad 
there  are  no  train  order  signals  and  no  telegraph  stations.    The 
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fences  are  generally  of  wire,  and  some  repairs  are  needed.  The 
highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked.  Cross- 
ing signs  of  the  .diamond  form  are  conspicuously  located  at  all 
highway  crossings;  they  are  generally  well  painted  and  the  let- 
ters are  9  inches  in  length.     No  cattle  guards  are  maintained. 

The  only  overhead  obstruction  lese  than  20  feet  above  the  track 
is  a  highway  bridge  in  Ogdensburg,  and  is  protected  by  warning 
signals.  Mile  posts  are  maintained  on  all  excepting  the  Gouver- 
neur  and  Oswegatchie  Railroad.  Whistle  posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  on  the  DeKalb  branch  are  6.3  miles  in 
length,  and  the  track  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  to  5  labor- 
ers; on  the  Gouverneur  and  Oswegatchie  Railroad  they  are  6.5 
miles  in  length,  and  the  track  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and 
3  to  4  laborers;  on  the  Cape  Vincent  branch  they  are  6  miles  in 
length,  and  the  track  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  laborers. 
There  are  no  regular  track-walkers,  but  each  section  ie  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  the  track  force. 

On  the  DeKalb  branch  2  highway  crossings  are  protected  by 
flagmen,  and  on  the  Cape  Vincent  branch  one  by  flagman  and 
gates. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition,  and  the  same 
remarks  apply  as  to  those  on  the  main  line,  Utica  to  Ogdensburg. 

The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equipment  is  used,  for 
remarks  concerning  which  see  report  on  Eastern  division. 

Since  last  inspection  (September,  1898),  5  stations  and  all  the 
highway  crossing  and  other  signs  have  been  repainted;  10  iron 
bridges  have  been  painted  with  one  coat  of  red  lead  and  one  of 
New  York  Central  standard  bridge  paint,  and  the  remaining 
bridges  are  to  be  painted  as  rapidly  as  possible;  one  open  culvert 
has  been  rebuilt  with  masonry,  and  covered  with  solid  flooring 
of  rails  and  ballasted  over;  26  solid  rail  floors  have  been  put  on 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes,  and  the  masonry  repaired;  6 
open  culverts  have  been  closed  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  fllling; 
14.75  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted;  6.5  milee  of  new  fence 
built;  20  new  crossing  signs  erected;  3  new  section  houses  built, 
and  a  new  2-stall  engine  house,  of  wood,  at  Cape  Vincent;  about 
42,000  cross  ties  have  been  renewed,  and  77,000  tie  plates  used: 
2,000  continuous  rail  joints  have  been  put  on  the  60-pound  rail 
of  the  Cape  Vincent  branch,  replacing  worn  angle  plates;  a 
wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  near  Rensselaer  Palls,  on  the  DeKalb 
branch,  has  been  replaced  with  plate  girders,  and  one  at  Ogdens- 
burgh  replaced  by  a  solid  rail  floor  culvert. 
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Recopn'jfvemdations, 

That  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair,  and  missing  cattle 
guards  supplied. 

Phoenix  and  Rows  Branches.  \ 

The  I'hoenix  branch  extends  from  Woodard  to  Fulton,  a  dis- 
tance of  17.11  miles,  and  the  Home  branch  from  Richland  to 
Rome,  a  distance  of  41.12  miles. 

The  Phoenix  branch  is  all  laid  with  70-pound  steel  rail,  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  21  inches  in   length,  with   4   bolts.    The 
Rome  branch  is  laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail,  connected  by  angle 
plates  21  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  continuous  rail  joints 
22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties  on  the  Phoenix  branch 
are  40  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  25  per  cent,  oak,  and  35  per  cent. 
cedar;  on  the  Rome  branch  40  per  cent,  yellow  pine,  15  per  cent, 
oak,  and  45  per  cent,  cedar.    They  are  6x9  inches,   8   feet   in 
length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  are  taken 
out  to  full  width  and  proper  slopes.    The  embankments  are  full 
width.    The  roadway  is  well  drained.    A  fimall  amount  of  sub- 
draining  has  been  done.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  are  evenly 
spaced  and  full  spiked.    Tie-plates  are  extensively  used  on  the 
cedar  ties.     The  rails  on  both  branches  are  considerably  worn. 
All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  but  on  the  Phoenix  branch  some 
loose  bolts  were  obeerved.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the 
track  are  good.    The  curves  are  correctly  lined  and  the  elevation 
about  right  for  the  speed  of  trains  maintained.    The  maximum 
curve  on  the  Phoenix  branch  is  7|  degrees,   and  on   the  Rome 
branch  1\  degrees.    The  maximum  grade  on  the  Phoenix  branch 
is  52  feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Rome  branch  40  feet  per  mile.    All 
main  track  switches  are  split  jwint  (excepting  a  few  in  Rome  yard, 
which  are  stub).    The  split  point  switches  have  stands   which 
are  automatic  for  main  track.    The   switch    targets    are   well 
painted.    Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger 
and  white  light  for  safety.    Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings 
connecting  with  main  track,  on  which   cars  are  left  standing, 
where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track.    All  frogs  are 
rigid.    The  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  protected  by  wooden  foot 
guards.    The  track  is  generally  well  ballasted  with  gravel   and 
cinders. 

The  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  The  floors  on  bridges  are  yellow  pine.  The  ties  are  of 
proper  dimensions  for  the  class  of  structures  on  which  they  are 
laid,  and  in  good  condition.  Guard  timbers  are  notched  on  the 
ties  and  securely  bolted  to  them.  Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on  all  bridge  structures  more  than  50  feet  in  length,  and 
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are  to  be  put  on  all  exceeding  20  feet  in  length.  The  only  wooden 
trestle  remaining  is  a  short  piece  at  end  of  a  bridge  at  Three 
Bivers  point,  on  Phoenix  branch,  which  is  in  good  repair.  All 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition,  and  with 
few  exceptions  have  good  masonry.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe 
culverts  are  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

No  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  are  crossed  at  grade.  There 
are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  train  order  signals  are  erected 
at  all  telegraph  stations.    No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained. 

Fences  are  generally  of  wire,  and  somewhat  out  of  repair.  All 
treed,  brush  and  weeds  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut,  and  no 
rubbish  or  refuse  material  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  The 
highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked.  The 
crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  form,  are  erected  at  all  cross- 
ings, well  painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Cattle 
guards  are  almoet  entirely  lacking  on  the  Rome  branch,  and  a 
few  are  missing  on  the  Phoenix  branch.  There  are  no  overhead 
obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile  posts  are 
maintained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from 
all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  the  average 
force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  4  to  5  laborers.  There 
are  no  regular  track-walkers,  bwt  each  section  is  patrolled  daily 
by  some  member  of  the  track  force.  One  highway  crossing  is 
protected  by  a  flagman. 

The  stations  are  in  the  same  general  condition  and  the  same 
remarks  apply  as  to  those  on  the  Main  line,  Utica  to  Ogdensburg. 

The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equipment  is  used,  for 
remarks  concerning  which  see  report  on  Eastern  division. 

Since  last  inspection  (September,  1898),  all  the  station  build- 
ings and  all  signs  have  been  repainted;  2  open  culverts  have  been 
rebuilt  with  concrete  and  masonry  walls,  and  a  solid  covering  of 
rails  put  on;  8  open  culverts  have  been  filled,  iron  pipe  being  put 
in  to  carry  the  water  through  embankments;  4.2  miles  of  the 
Phoenix  branch,  and  23.4  miles  of  the  Rome  branch  have  been 
reballasted  with  cinders  and  gravel;  all  steel  and  iron  bridges 
have  been  painted  with  one  coat  of  red  lead  and  one  coat  of  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  standard  bridge  paint; 
.3  miles  of  new  fence  has  been  built  on  the  Phoenix  branch,  and 
4  miles  on  the  Rome  branch;  1  new  crossing  sign  has  been 
erected  on  the  Phoenix  branch,  and  4  on  the  Rome  branch; 
29  sets  of  metallic  slat  cattle  guards  have  be^n  put  in  place 
on  the  Phoenix  branch;  2  station  buildings  on  the  Phoenix 
tranch  and  3  on  the  Rome  branch  have  been  thoroughly  repaired 
and  remodelled;  about  15,500  cross  ties  have  been  renewed  on  the 
Phoenix  branch,  and  20,000  on  the  Rome  branch;  11,650  tie  plates 
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have  been  used  on  the  Phoenix  branch,  and  1,200  on  the  Rome 
branch;  extensive  ditching  and  sloping  of  cuts  have  been  done;. 
10.2  miles  of  new  continuous  rail  joints  have  been  put  on  the  60- 
pound  rails  of  the  Rome  branch,  replacing  24-inch  angle  plates; 
3  new  section  houses  have  been  erected  on  the  Rome  branch ;  1 
through  plate  girder  bridge,  55  feet  in  length,  on  new  masonry,. 
has  been  built  near  West  Camden,  replacing  the  Pony  Howe 
truss;  6  masonry  piers  have  been  rebuilt  under  the  bridge  over 
Pish  creek,  near  Taberg. 

Recommendatiom, 

That  the  loose  track  bolts  on  the  Phoenix  branch  be  tightened ;. 
the  fences  on  both  branches  put  in  proper  repair,  and  missing 
cattle  guards  supplied. 

Main  Line — Suspension  Bridge  to  Pulaski — Rochester  Branch, 

The  main  line,  Suspension  Bridge  to  Pulaski,  extends  from 
Suspension  Bridge  to  Pulaski,  a  distance  of  175.11  miles,  of 
which  3.48  miles  at  Oswego  and  Charlotte  are  double  track. 
The  Rochester  branch  extends  from  Windsor  Beach,  on  the  main 
line,  to  Rochester,  a  distance  of  7.31  miles,  and  is  single  track. 

The  road  is  standard  gauge,  and  6.63  miles  of  the  main  line 
track  is  laid  with  70-jK)und  steel  rail,  the  balance  with  60-pound 
steel  rail.  The  Rochester  branch  is  all  laid  with  60-pound  steel 
rail.  The  70-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  21  and  24 
inches  in  length,  with  4  four  bolts,  and  36  inches  in  length,  with 
6  bolts.  The  60-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  21 
inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  (A  small  portion  of  the  60-pound 
rail  is  connected  by  22-inch  continuous  rail  joints,  with  4  bolts.) 
The  main  line  ties  are  about  40  i)er  cent,  yellow  pine,  5  per  cent. 
oak  and  55  per  cent,  cedar.  The  Rochester  branch  ties  are  50* 
per  cent,  yellow  pine,  10  per  cent,  oak  and  40  per  cent,  cedar. 
The  ties  are  6  X  9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to 
a  mile  of  track.  The  cuts  are  taken  out  to  proper  width  and 
slopes,  excepting  a  few  on  the  Rochester  branch,  which  are  nar- 
row and  the  slopes  are  upheld  by  timber  docking,  which  is  poor 
and  should  be  renewed.  The  embankments  are  of  full  width 
and  natural  earth  slopes.  The  roadway  is  well  drained.  Sub- 
draining  has  been  done  to  a  limited  extent.  At  East  Oswego  the 
road  passes  through  a  tunnel  400  feet  in  length,  28  feet  in  width, 
and  18J  feet  in  height.  The  side  walls  are  of  stone  and  the 
roof  of  iron  beams  arched  with  brick  for  about  half  the  length, 
and  the  balance  covered  with  timber  and  planking.  The  ties  are 
in  good  condition,  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.    Tie  plates 
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are  extensively  used  on  the  cedar  ties,  and  their  use  is  to  he 
extended.    The  60-pound  rail  is  in  fair,  and  the  70-pound  rail 
in  good  condition.     All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted,  and  prac- 
tically no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.    The  track  is  in  good  line, 
and  the  surfacing  and  joints  are  in  good  condition.     Curves  are 
correctly  lined  and  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains  main 
tained.    The  general  alignment  of  the  main  line  is  good.    The 
maximum  curve  is  13  degrees,  in  Oswego  yard.    The  Rochester 
branch  is  very  crooked  and  the  curves  sharp,  the  maximum  being 
14  degrees,  near  Rifle  Range.     The  grades  on  the  main  line  are 
light,  the  maximum  being  about  58  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Lewis- 
ton  hill.     The  Rochester  branch  is  an  almost  continuous  grade, 
the  maximum  being  about  79  feet  per  mile.    All  main  track 
switches  are  split  i)oint  and  have  switch  stands  automatic  for 
main  track.    All  switches  have  targets,  which  are  well  painted. 
Switches  and  stands  are  in  good  condition.     Switch  and  sema 
phore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    De- 
railing switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main  track, 
upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track.     The  frogs  are  rigid.    All  frogs  and 
guard  rails  are  protected  by  wooden  foot  guards.     The  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  medium  quantity. 

Nearly  all  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  Two  small  wooden  Howe  truss  bridges  yet  remain  and 
are  in  good  repair.  These  are  soon  to  be  replaced  with  steel 
structures.  The  wooden  trestles,  of  which  there  are  but  two 
of  any  size,  are  in  good  condition.  One  of  these,  at  Wallington, 
is  being  filled  and  concrete  arch  put  in  to  take  the  stream,  through 
the  embankment.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridge 
structures  more  than  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  are  to  be  put  on 
all  exceeding  twenty  feet  in  length.  There  are  still  remaining 
in  the  roadway  a  large  number  of  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes, 
the  masonry  of  which  is  generally  good;  a  few  of  them,  however, 
have  poor  masonry,  and  the  s-tringers  are  supported  on  wooden 
bents;  these  are  to  be  rebuilt  in  the  near  future,  and  as  rapidly 
as  possible  covered  with  solid  flooring  of  rails,  and  the  track 
over  them  ballasted.  All  bridge,  trestle  and  culvert  floors  are 
in  good  repair.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts  are  all 
apparently  in  good  condition.  Many  open  culverts  have  been 
filled,  iron  pipe  having  first  been  put  in  to  convey  the  water 
through  the  embankments. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of 
the  Charlotte  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad,  at  Charlotte,  which  cwssing  is  protected  by  tilting 
board  signals;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing;  one  track  of  the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  at  Walling- 
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ton,  which  is  protected  by  interlocked  semaphore  signals;  all 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing;  one 
track  of  the  Lehigh  and  New  York  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad,  at  Sterling;  this  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal;  all  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  cross- 
ing; one  freight  track  leading  to  freight  yard,  and  one  to  the 
dock  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway,  at  East 
Oswego;  the  crossings  are  protected  by  tilting  board  signals;  all 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing. 

The  following  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade:  One  track  of 
the  Rochester  and  Irondequoit  Railroad,  near  Rochester.  The 
conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are  required  to  go  ahead  of  their 
cars  to  the  crossing  and  pilot  them  over  the  steam  railroad 
tracks.  One  electric  railroad  at  Oswego.  The  conductors  of  the 
electric  cars  are  required  to  go  ahead  of  their  cars  to  the  cross- 
ing and  pilot  them  over  the  steam  railroad  tracks.  One  electric 
railroad  at  East  Oswego;  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  are 
required  to  go  ahead  of  their  cars  and  pilot  them  over  the  steam 
railroad  tracks. 

There  are  no  block  signals.  Semaphore  train  order  signals 
are  erected  at  all  telegraph  stations.  No  interlocking  plants  are 
maintained. 

The  fences  are  wire,  and  need  extensive  repairs.  All  trees^ 
brush  and  weeds  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut  and  removed,  and 
no  rubbish  or  refuse  material  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 

The  approaches  of  the  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and 
the  planking  is  in  good  condition.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the 
diamond  form.  They  are  conspicuously  located  at  all  crossings^ 
are  generally  well  painted^  and  the  letters  are  nine  inches  in 
length. 

Cattle  guards  are  of  the  metallic  slat  pattern,  but  about  half 
of  these  are  missing. 

There  are  three  overhead  obstructions  less  than  twenty  feet 
above  the  track,  and  they  are  protected  by  warning  signals. 
Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  five  miles  in  length,  and  the  aver- 
age force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  four  to  five  labor- 
ers. There  are  no  regular  trackwalkers,  but  each  section  i» 
patrolled  daily  by  some  member  of  the  track  force. 

Twentj'-two  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and 
one  by  a  flagman  and  gates. 

The  stations,  excepting  a  portion  of  those  at  westerly  end, 
which  need  repairs  and  painting,  are  in  the  same  general  condi- 
tion and  the  same  remarks  apply  as  to  those  on  the  main  line, 
t^tica  to  Ogdensburg. 
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The  regular  New  York  Central  standard  equipment  is  used, 
for  remarks  concerning  which  see  report  on  Eastern  division. 

Since  last  inspection  about  twenty  depot  buildings  have  been 
reiiainted,  also  all  mile  and  whistle  posts,  and  a  large  proiwrtion 
of  the  crossing  signs;  one  cattle  pass  has  been  rebuilt  with  con- 
crete and  masonry  walls,  and  a  rail  covering  put  on;  56  open 
culverts  have  been  closed  by  putting  in  iron  pipe  and  filling; 
about  32  miles  of  the  main  track  have  been  ballasted  with  cinders 
4ind  gravel;  36  iron  bridges  have  been  painted  with  one  coat  of 
red  lead  and  one  coat  of  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  E.  R.  R.  standard  bridge 
paint;  1.4  miles  of  new  fence  have  been  built;  62  new  crossing 
signs  erected;  60  sets  of  new  metallic  cattle  guards  put  in  place; 
1  new  water  tank,  3  new  pessenger  stations  and  4  section  houses 
have  been  erected;  6  depots  have  been  repaired  and  remodeled;  16 
miles  of  the  roadway  have  been  radically  ditched;  the  masonry 
to  a  girder  bridge  over  Catfish  creek,  at  New  Haven,  has  been 
rebuilt,  and  the  iron  bridge  is  being  remodeled  and  strengthened; 
A  new  iron  bridge,  on  new  abutments,  has  been  erected  over  high- 
way at  Red  creek,  replacing  a  wooden  trestle;  about  123,000  cross 
ties  have  been  renewed  and  41,000  tie  plates  used;  .70  miles  of 
new  70-pound  rail  has  been  laid  on  Lewiston  hill,  replacing  60- 
pound  rail;  13J  miles  of  the  60-pound  rail  has  had  continuous  rail 
joints  22  inches  in  length  put  on,  replacing  24-inch  angle  plates. 

Recommenda  i  ions. 

That  the  narrow  cuts  on  the  Rochester  branch  be  widened  and 
sloped,  or  the  timber  docking  renewed;  fences  put  in  proper 
repair;  missing  cattle  guards  supplied,  and  stations  which  are  in 
poor  condition  on  the  westerly  end  of  the  road  put  in  proper 
repair  and  repainted. 

Dunkirk,  Alleglieny  Talkij  and  Pittsburg  Railroad. 

(Inspected  August  24,  1900.) 

The  portion  of  the  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburg 
Railroad  in  the  State  of  New  York,  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania 
5<tate  line,  near  Fentonville,  to  Dunkirk,  on  the  line  of  the  Lake 
i^liore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  and  Erie  Railroad,  a  dis- 
tance of  42.30  miles. 

The  road  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge;  17.20  miles  of  the 
main  track  is  laid  with  oO-pound  steel  rail;  15.72  miles  with  60- 
l>ound,  and  the  balance — 9.38  miles — with  70-pound  steel  rail. 
The  56-pound  rail  is  mostly  connected  by  angle  plates  22  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts  (a  few  are  connected  by  fish  platee  of  same 
length  and  number  of  bolts);  the  60-pound  rail  is  connected  by 
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angle  plates  22  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts,  and  the  70-pound  rail 

bv  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts.    The  ties — about 

two- thirds  oak,  the  balance  yellow  pine  and  chestnut — ^are  6x9 

inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The 

cuts  and  em^bankments  are  of  full  width  and  natural  slope.    The 

roadway  is  well  drained.    No  subdrains  have  been  laid.    The  ties 

are  in  good  condition.    The  60  and-  70-pound  rail  is  in  first-class 

condition;  the  56-pound  rail  (laid  with  even  joints)  much  worn, 

is  to  tbe  replaced  with  new  60-pound  rail,  the  fastenings  for  which 

are  received  and  being  distributed.    All  the  rail  connections  are 

in  good  condition,  excepting  on  the  56-pound  rail,  where  some 

of  the  plates  are  worn  and  bent  and  many  of  the  bolts  are  loose 

ou  that  account.    The  joints  are  generally  well  tamped,  and  the 

line  and  surface  very  fair.    All  curves  are  elevated  properly  for 

the  speed  of  trains  maintained.    The  road  has  many  curves  and 

some  long  grades.    The  maximum  curve  is  11  degrees,  and  grade 

72  feet  per  mile.    The  switches  are  split  x>oint  and  the  frogs  rigid. 

All  switch  stands,  excepting  in  Dunkirk  yard,  are  automatic;  all 

have  well  painted  targets.     Switch  lamps  are  not  used,  as  no 

night  trains  are  run.     All  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  are  fitted 

'With  foot  guards.    The  road  is  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders 

in  fair  quantity. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  and  one  track  of  the  Western 
Xew  York  and  Pennsylvania,  side  by  side,  near  Dunkirk;  the 
crossing  is  proteced  by  a  tilting  board  signal;  all  trains  stop 
before  crossing;  one  tra^k  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern  branch 
and  one  track  of  the  Ohio  Division  of  the  Erie,  at  Falconer  Junc- 
tion; the  crossings  are  i)rotected  by  interlocking,  with  derails  in 
all  tracks. 
No  electric  railroads  cross  at  grade. 

All  the  bridges  have  steel  or  iron  superstructure,  and  with  a 
few  exceptions  are  w^ell   painted;   those  not  recently   painted 
should  receive  attention. 
The  timber  trestles  are  in  good  repair. 

Open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition,  and  quite 
a  large  proportion  of  them  have  steel  or  iron  stringers.  All  the 
bridge  and  trestle  structures  have  good  and  suflScient  floors,  well 
Tiiaintained.  Inside  guard  rails  have  only  been  placed  upon  the 
long  and  high,  structures.  The  arch,  box  and  iron  pipe  culverts 
are  apparently  in  good  condition. 

^'o  block  Sfignals  are  used.    Target  signals  at  telegraph  stations 
are  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders,    ^o  interlocking  is  maintained 
excepting  at  the  Falconer  Junction  grade  crossings. 
The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  need  repairs. 
All  trees  are  cut;  considerable  small  brush  and  weeds  remain, 
which  are  being  cut,  and  burned  or  removed. 
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Some  derailing  switches  in  sidings  were  noted,  an4  other  sidings 
apparently  should  have  them. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  form,  well  painted,  and  the  letters 
9  inches  in  length. 

Cattle  guards  are  not  maintained.  Warning  signals  are  in 
place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.  Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  six  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and 
five  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  All  section  gangs  are  fur- 
nished flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes.  Regular  track  walkers  are 
not  employed,  but  the  track  is  patrolled  daily.  Two  highway 
crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  one  by  an  electric  bell. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  neat  and  the  sanitary  condition  good. 
All  are  supplied  with  drinking  water,  and  timetables  and  tariflF 
sheets  are  posted  in  the  waiting  rooms.  A  sign  is  upon  the  front 
of  the  stations  giving  the  name.  No  fire  protection  is  provided. 
The  platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and  in  good  condition. 
The  station  grounds  and  yards  are  in  fair  condition.  The  agents 
can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets, 
station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating 
their  employment. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition  and  are  supplied  with  drink- 
ing water.  Emergency  tools  are  located  in  the  center  of  the  cars, 
and  are  also  furnished  baggage  and  express  cars.  All  the  cars 
are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are  heated 
by  steam  and  lighted  by  oil  lamps.  Box  steps  are  carried  in  all 
the  passenger  cars.  Passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed  and  wear 
a  badge.  The  regular  New-  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road freight  equipment  is  used  on  this  road.  For  remarks 
regarding  it,  see  reiwrt  on  Easitem  Division,  main  line. 

Since  the  last  insj)ection  (September,  1898),  appToximatelj 
24,500  cross  ties  have  been  renew'ed;  15.72  miles  of  new  60-poond 
and  1.60  miles  of  new  70-pound  rail  have  l)een  laid,  replacing 
w^^orn  56-i>ound  rail;  several  of  the  small  (timber)  culverts  and 
cattle  pasuses  have  been  rebuilt  and  repairs  have  been  made  to 
others. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  balance  of  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  be*  repainted;  in- 
side guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  the  bridges  and  trestles; 
fences  be  put  in  proper  repair;  cattle  guards  placed  at  each  boun- 
dary of  all  highways  crossed;  and  derailing  switches  be  put  in 
the  balance  of  the  sidings  where  the  grade  descends  towards  tlit 
main  track. 
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This  report  does  not  relate  to  so  much  of  the  Pennsylvania  division  of 
this  oompaDy  as  is  within  the  State  of  New  York. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that.  **  The  necessary  action  on  the 
various  recommendations  of  the  inspector  will  l>e  taken  as  rapidly  as  prac- 
ticable. The  majority  of  his  recommendations  are  matters  that  have  been 
receiving  our  attention  for  some  time.  The  interlocking  dt  Batavia  Is  a 
matter  in  which  the  Erie  company  is  interested.  We  have  taken  the  mat- 
ter up  with  them  and  it  will  be  hurried  to  a  conclusion." 


New  Youk  Central,  Hcdson  River  and  Fort  Orange  Railroad. 

(Inspected  December  7,  1900.) 

The  New  York  Central,  Hudson  River  and  Fort  Orange  Rail- 
road is  a  single  track,  standard  gauge  road,  extending  from  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  Caatleton,  to 
some  mills  at  Fort  Orange,  a  distance  of  approximately  one  mile. 
It  ifl  used  only  as  a  switching  track  for  freight  between  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  and  two  mills  located 
at  Fort  Orange. 

The  track  is  in  only  ordinary  condition,  but  with  repairs  now 
being  made  will  be  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  used. 

There  are  no  bridges  or  open  culverts. 

The  company  owns  one  small  locomotive,  weighing  about  34 
tons,  and  no  cars  of  any  description. 


A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company. 


Newkuroh.  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Railroad. 

(Inspected  May  29,  1000.) 

The  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut    Railroad    extends 
from  Newburgh  Junction,  on  the  line  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  to  the  Connecticut  State  line  near 
Millerton,  a  distance  of  58.84  miles,  all  single  track.    At  the 
State  line  the  road  connects  with  the  Central  New  England  Rail- 
way, and  one  mile  of  the  east  end  of  the  road — from  Millerton 
to  the  State  line — is  leased  to  the  Central  New  England  Railway 
Company,  who  use  it  as  a  south-bound  connection  with  the  Har- 
lem division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road.   The  Highland  division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  connects  at  Wickopee  Junction,    about    one 
raile  from  Dutchess  Junction,  and  the  trains  of  that  road  run 
yiK)n  the  tracks  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess    and    Connecticut 
Kailpoad,  to  Hopewell  Junction,  a  distance  of  11.19  miles.     The 
Poughkeepsie  and  Eastern  Railway  connects  at  Stissing  Junc- 
tion, and  the  trains  of  that  road  run  upon  the  tracks  of  the  New-

burgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Bailroad,  to  Pine  Plains  Junc- 
tion, a  distance  ol  4.3  miles. 

The  track  on  12.15  miles  of  the  road  west  of  Hopewell  Junc- 
tion is  laid  with  74  and  TS-pound  steel  rail,  and  all  the  balance 
with  60-pound  steel  rail.  The  74  and  also  the  75-pound  rail  i& 
connected  by  angle  plates  40  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and 
the  60-pound  rail  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolt:?. 
The  ties  in  the  track  west  of  Hopewell  Junction,  where  the  com- 
bined traflQc  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  and 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroads  is  very  heavy,  are 
of  yellow  pine  7x9  inches  and  &|  feet  in  length,  and  2,992  are 
laid  to  a  mile  of  track.  East  of  Hopewell  Junction  the  ties  are 
mainly  yellow  pine,  with  a  few  oak  and  chestnut  mixed  in;  they 
are  6x8  inches  and  8  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  the 
mile. 

The  cuts — especially  rock  cuts — are  not  sufficiently  wide  to  al- 
low for  necessary  ditching,  and  while  the  greater  portion  of  ihe 
roadway  is  fairly  well  drained,  additional  ditching  is  needed  in 
many  of  the  cuts.  The  embankments  are  generally  of  good 
width  and  proper  slope.  The  ties  are  in  very  good  condition. 
The  74  and  75  pound  rail  is  in  good  and  the  60-pound  rail  in 
very  fair  condition.  The  connections  are  all  good;  the  angle 
plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.  The 
joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track  are  good.  The  curves  are 
well  lined  and  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains  main- 
tained. The  maximum  curve  is  8  degrees;  the  maximum  grade 
111  feet  per  mile  for  a  very  short  distance;  the  maximum  long 
grade  being  80  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  all  split  point, 
with  automatic  stands;  all  have  well  painted  targets;  the  targets 
and  lamps  used  on  the  stands  are  red  and  white;  semaphore 
lamps  also  show  red  or  white  light.  All  outlying  switches  west 
of  Hopewell  which  connect  with  main  track  are  protected  by  dis- 
tant signals  interlocked  with  the  switch.  Nearly  all  frogs  in 
main  track  are  spring  rail;  a  portion  of  them  are  protected  by 
foot  guards,  but  no  guard  rails  are  so  protected.  The  track 
west  of  Hopewell  Junction  is  very  well  ballasted  with  gravel; 
the  balance  of  the  road  has  gravel  ballast  in  medium  quantity. 

The  Hopewell  branch  of  the  Central  New  England  Railroad  is 
crossed  at  grade  at  Hopewell  Junction.  The  crossing  is  about  at 
a  right  angle  and  is  protected  by  interlocking,  with  derails  in  all 
tracks.  The  Central  New  England  Railway  maintains  the  cross- 
ing. The  Harlem  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  at  Millerton.  The  crossing 
is  at  about  an  80-degree  angle  and  is  protected  by  a  gate  which 
swings  across  either  of  the  tracks,  showing  large  red  disk  or  a 
red  light  to  the  train  not  having  the  right  to  cross.    Ail  trains 
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are  reqaired  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  erosBini;.  The  New- 
burgh^  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Railroad  maintains  the  cross- 
ing. An  electric  railway  crosses  at  grade  at  Matteawan.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman  and  gates.  Electric  cars  ob- 
served did  not  stop  before  crossing,  when  the  gates  were  open. 
There  are  no  block  signals.  Train  order  signals  are  maintained 
at  the  station.    No  yards  or  junctions  are  interlocked. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  are  very  well  maintained.  The 
right  of  way  is  thoroughly  cleared  and  free  from  brush,  rubbish 
and  refuse  material. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good 
condition;  all  have  sufficient  floor  systems,  well  maintained.  The 
bridge  ties, — excepting  where  special  conditions  necessitated  a 
different  system, — are  8x8  inches  and  10  feet  in  length,  and  are 
spaced  14  inches  center  to  center.  The  guard  timbers  are  6x8 
inches,  notched  on  the  ties  and  securely  bolted  to  them.  All 
timber  used  in  bridge  floors  is  yellow  pine  or  oak.  A  few  of  the 
truss  bridges  have  inside  guard  rails.  The  openings  under  or 
through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe, — all  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Tbe  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  form,  are  well  painted,  and 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length. 

Warning  signals  are  in  position  at  all  overhead  obstructions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  track.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the 
metallic  slat  pattern.  A  few  are  lacking,  but  sufficient  are  or- 
dered to  supply  all  deficiencies.  Mile  posts  are  erected,  and  whis- 
tle-posts are  at  the  prescribed  distance  from  all  crossings. 

The  sections  are  4^  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  three 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each  section  west  of  Hopewell  junc- 
tion, and  the  foreman  has  two  laborers  on  each  section  east  of 
that  point. 

Four  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen  and  one  by 
a  flagman  and  gates. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and  in  good  sanilary  condition. 
All  are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the 
road  is  posted  in  each  w^aiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  also  kept 
where  they  are  accessible  to  the  public.  The  agents  can  check 
^^ggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station 
platforms  are  of  plank  and  are  well  maintained.  The  station 
grounds  are  neat  and  clean.  The  station  employees  are  uni- 
formed and  wear  badges  indicating  their  employment. 
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The  coaches  are  in  excellent  condition,  with  drinking  water 
in  each.  They  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air 
brakes,  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  oil  lamps.  GRiey 
are  supplied  with  emergency  tools,  centrally  located  in  each  car. 
All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed  and  wear  badges.  The 
freight  cars  are  in  good  repair.  Box  cars  have  ladders  on  the 
ends  and  grab-irons  on  the  sides.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the 
freight  cars  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  and  about  40 
per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  The  balance  are  being  fitted  up  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

Since  the  last  inspection  about  one-half  a  mile  of  new  75-ponnd 
8teel  rail  has  been  laid  upon  the  curves  west  of  Hopewell  junc- 
tion. Approximately  12,000  cross  ties  have  been  used  in  repairs 
<\ach  year.  Ten  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted.  A  steel 
viaduct  GOJ  feet  in  length  has  been  erected  west  of  Bangall 
*<tation,  replacing  an  open  culvert  where  the  masonry  had  failed 
A  deck  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  put  in  at  Matteawan,  and 
an  arch  culvert  over  a  raceway  at  the  same  point  extended  46J 
feet.  A  new  wooden  bridge  has  been  erected  at  an  overhead  high- 
way crossing  west  of  Shunpike  station.  Necessary  repairs  have 
been  made  to  many  other  bridges  and  trestles.  Thirteen  opeD 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  had  masonry  rebuilt  and  covered 
with  rails,  with  filling  and  ballast  over  the  rail  floor.  All  build- 
ings belonging  to  the  company  have  been  or  are  now  being 
repainted. 

Recommendation^. 

That  inside  guard  rails  be  laid  and  maintained  on  all  bridge 
structures,  and  that  all  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  provided  with 
foot  guards,  for  the  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  the  train 
and  yard  service. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  Instructions  had  been  Issued  to 
provide  all  frogs  and  guard  rails  with  foot-guards;  that  so  far  as  the 
recommendation  of  inside  guard  rails  on  bridges  is  concerned,  it  wonld 
provide  its  bridges  with  these  inside  guard  raUs,  except  cattle-guards  and 
four  structures  which  it  named;  that  so  far  as  the  four  structures,  vii., 
Tloronda  viaduct,  Tloronda  bridge,  MUlbrook  and  Bangall  trestles,  aie 
concerned,  the  rules  provide  that  the  rate  of  speed  on  the  two  last-named 
structures  shall  be  six  miles  an  hour,  and  on  the  two  first-named  struc- 
tures four  miles  an  hour;  that  the  company  is  not  in  a  financial  position 
to  secure  sufficient  rail  for  inside  guard  rails  on  these  structures  (which 
are  all  long  structures),  and  it  asked  the  Board  to  withdraw  the  recom- 
mendation as  to  these  structures.  Under  the  circumstances,  the  Board 
withdrew  its  recommendation  as  to  these  structures. 
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Nuw  York,  New  Hatbn  and  Hartford  Railroad. 

Main  Line. 
(Inspected  May  25,  1900.) 

The  portion  of  the  main  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  in  the  State  of  New  York  extends  from  the  Con- 
nectictffc  State  line,  near  Port  Chester,  to  Woodlawn  Junction,  on 
the  line  of  the  Harlem  division  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad,  a  distance  of  14.04  miles,  of  which  12.42  miles 
are  four  tracks  and  the  balance  double  track;  making  the  total 
main  track  52.92  miles. 

Ninety  two  hundredths  of  a  mile  is  laid  with  74-pound  steel  rail, 
and  the  balance  with  100-pound  steel  rail.  The  rails  are  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  Two  of 
the  bolts  have  the  nut  on  the  outside  and  2  on  the  insfde  of  the 
rail,  so  that  in  case  of  a  truck  being  derailed,  not  more  than  half 
the  bolts  in  each  connection  can  be  broken  by  the  flange  of  the 
wheel.  The  ties  are  almost  entirely  chestnut — a  few  are  oak; 
they  are  6x9  inches  and  8  feet  in  length,  and  3,168  are  laid  to  the 
mile.  The  road  is  well  graded  and  properly  drained.  The  ties  are 
in  good  condition,  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.  The  rail  in  the 
main  track  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  in  yards  and  sidings  very 
fair.  All  the  angle  plates  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were 
discovered.  The  condition  of  the  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of 
track  id  exceptionally  good.  The  curves  are  correctly  lined  and 
properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.  The  general  alignment  is 
good,  and  many  changes  of  line  have  been  made  to  reduce  the 
onrvatnre  or  eliminate  curves.  The  maximum  curve  remaining  is 
3  degrees  and  6  minutes.  The  grades  have  also  been  somewhat  re- 
duced, the  maximum  now  being  32  feet  per  mile.  The  switches 
are  all  split  point  and  in  good  condition;  automatic  switch  stands 
are  used  where  not  connected  with  interlocking;  all  have  well 
painted  targets;  the  colors  used  for  switch  targets  and  lights  are 
red  and  green.  Semaphore  lights  are  also  red-  and  green;  yellow 
is  used  for  caution  signal.  Facing  switches  are  protected  by  in- 
terlocking. The  main  track  frogs,  excepting  si)ecdals,  are  spring 
Hdl.  Progs  and  guard  rails  are  not  protected  by  foot-guards.  The 
track  is  thoroughly  ballasted  with  broken  stone. 

No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade.  The  con- 
trolled, manual  system  of  block  signals  is  used.  The  junctions, 
important  yards  and  crossovers  are  protected  by  interlocking. 
The  fences,  where  any  are  required,  are  stone  wall  or  wire,  and  are 
in  very  fair  condition. 

The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  thoroughly  clean.  De- 
railing switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main  track, 
apon  which  cars  are  left  standing. 
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The  bridges  and  open  culverts  are  in  good  condition;  the  ma- 
sonry is  excellent  and  the  superstructures  of  steel  or  iron,  of  ^ood 
construction  and  well  painted.  The  ties  on  bridges  are.  yellow 
pine,  8x8  inches,  and  spaced  16  inches  center  to  center.  The 
guard  timbers  are  6x8  inches,  notched  on  the  ties  and  bolted  to 
every  second  tie.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  the  outer 
tracks  across  all  bridges.  All  drawbridges  are  protected  by  inter- 
locking. The  openings  under  or  through  embankments  are  stone 
arch  and  box  culvert  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  good  condition,  the  large 
arch  culverts  being  exceptionally  good. 

No  highways  are  crossed  at  grade,  and  all  highways  carried 
over  the  railroad  are  on  iron  or  steel  bridges,  well  maintained. 
All  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  track  are  pro- 
tected by  warning  signals. 

Mile  p^sts  are  not  maintained.  Whistle-posts  are  not  needed, 
as  no  highways  are  crossed  at  grade. 

The  sections  have  each  about  8  miles  of  single  track,  and  the 
average  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  six  laborers. 

The  stations  are  either  brick  or  stone,  large  and  commodious; 
they  are  kept  neat  and  clean  and  the  sanitary  conditions  are  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each  showing  its  name.  All  sta- 
tions are  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the 
road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Fire-extinguishers  are  kept 
in  readiness  for  protection  against  fire.  The  agents  can  check 
baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station 
platforms  are  of  concrete  or  plank,  and  are  well  maintained.  The 
station  grounds  are  neat  and  clean  and  a  portion  of  them  have 
well  kept  lawns.  Agents  and  helpers  wear  uniform,  and  a  badge 
indicating  their  employment. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each. 
Emergency  tools  are  located  in  the  center  of  the  cars,  and  are 
also  provided  for  baggage,  express  and  mail  cars.  The  cars  are 
all  equipped  with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are  heated 
by  steam,  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oil  lamps.  Box  steps  are 
carried  on  Pullman  cars;  the  steps  on  the  regular  coaches  are  low, 
and  all  station  platforms  are  slightly  elevated,  making  the  we  of 
box  steps  unnecessary  with  the  regular  coaches.  The  freight  care 
are  in  very  fair  condition.  All  are  equipped  with  automatic 
couplers,  and  85  per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  Ladders  are  main- 
tained on  the  ends  of  the  cars,  and  grab-irons  upon  the  sides;  ther 
are  generally  secured  with  lag  screws,  none  of  which  was  fonnd 
loose  or  out  of  order.  The  running  boardsi  on  the  tops  of  the 
cars  also  appear  to  be  well  maintained. 

No  Wooten  fire-box  locomotives  are  used  upon  the  road.  Car 
repairers,  when  at  work,  are  protected  by  a  blue  flag  or  lamp. 
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Recommendations, 

That  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  provided  with  foot-guards,  for 
the  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  train  and  yard  service. 

Harlem  Branch, 

The  Harlem  branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  connects  with  the  main  line  at  New  Bochelle  Junction, 
and  extends  to  the  Harlem  river.  This  branch  is  used  principallj 
as  a  freight  line  and  for  suburban  trains  connecting  with  the 
Second  and  Third  avenue  lines  of  the  Manhattan  Elevated  Bail- 
road  at  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street. 

The  road  is  11.50  miles  in  length;  1.25  miles  of  the  distance  are 
four  tracks  and  the  balance  double  track,  making  a  total  main 
track  of  25.50  miles,  20.39  miles  of  which  are  laid  with  74-ponnd 
steel  rail  and  the  balance  with  100-pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is 
connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The 
ties  are  chestnut,  6x9  inches  and  8  feet  in  length,  and  3,165  are 
laid  to  the  mile.  The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  proper  width 
and  slope.  The  roadway  is  well  ditched.  No  subdrainage  has 
been  considered  necessary.  The  ties  are  in  good  condition.  The 
74-pound  rail  is  in  very  fair,  and  the  100-pound  rail  in  excellent 
condition.  All  angle  plates  are  full  bolted.  A  few  loose  bolts 
were  discovered  in  the  connections  of  the  74-pound  rail.  The 
joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good.  The  curves  are  well 
lined  and  have  proper  elevation.  The  maximum  curve  is  5  de- 
grees; the  maximum  grade  45  feet  per  mile.  The  switches  are  all 
split  point,  and  switch  stands,  where  not  connected  with  inter- 
locking, are  automatic.  All  switch  stands  have  well  painted  tar- 
gets. Facing  switches  are  protected  by  interlocking.  Both 
spring  rail  and  rigid  frogs  are  used.  Frogs  and  guard  rails  are 
not  protected  by  foot-guards.  The  ballast  is  cinder  and  gravel 
iu  good  quantity. 

The  Port  Morris  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Bailroad  is  crossed  at  grade.  The  crossing  is  at  about  a 
right  angle,  and  is  protected  by  interlocking.  Trains  do  not  stop 
vhen  switches  and  signals  are  in  their  favor.  The  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-eighth  street  line  of  Union  Bailway  crosses  at  grade. 
The  crossing  is  approximately  at  a  right  angle,  and  is  protected 
by  interlocking.  The  controlled  manual  system  of  block  signals 
is  in  use.  The  junctions,  important  yards  and  crossovers  are  pro- 
tected by  interlocking.  The  fences  (where  any  are  necessary)  are 
stone  wall  or  wire,  and  in  very  fair  condition.  The  right  of  way 
is  entirely  cleared  and  thoroughly  clean.  Derailing  switches  are 
in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are 
'eft  standing. 
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The  bridges  and  open  cnlyerts  are  in  good  condition.  The  iron 
bridges  are  well  painted  and  have  good  and  sufficient  floor 
systems,  well  maintained.  A  few  of  the  open  culyerts  are  of 
timber  on  pile  foundations,  bat  are  sufficient  and  kept  in  good 
repair.  A  pile  and  timber  trestle  about  3,500  feet  in  length  with 
an  iron  draw  span  of  about  160  feet,  at  Bay  Chester,  is  getting 
old  and  has  considerable  poor  timber.  Trains  are  restricted  in 
speed  to  12  miles  per  hour  while  crossing;  it  is  carefully  watched 
and  protected  from  fire.  Extensive  repairs  are  being  made,  and 
it  is  expected  that  a  large  i>ortion  will  be  filled  in  the  near  future. 
All  draw  bridges  are  protected  by  interlocking.  Inside  guard 
rails  are  maintained  on  the  outer  tracks  across  all  bridges.  The 
openings  under  or  through  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box 
culvert  and  iron  pipe,  in  good  condition. 

Nearly  all  highways  cross  over  or  under  the  railroad;  the  few 
which  cross  at  grade  are  in  good  condition,  properly  planked,  and 
protected  by  flagmen  and  gates.  Two  highway  grade  crossings 
are  being  eliminated  by  the  erection  of  bridges  and  raising  the 
highway  over  the  railroad. 

The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  flnger  board  design,  well  painted 
and  with  9-inch  letters. 

Cattle  guards  are  not  maintained,  as  no  stock  is  pastured  in 
the  locality  where  the  grade  crossings  occur.  Warning  signals 
are  in  position  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track. 

There  are  no  mile  posts.  Whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed 
distance  from  all  crossings. 

Eiach  section  has  about  8  miles  of  single  main  track,  and  the 
average  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  6  laborers. 

The  stations  are  in  good  condition,  nearly  all  are  frame  build- 
ings; they  are  clean  and  neat,  and  the  sanitary  condition  good. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  each  giving  its  name.  Drinking  water  is 
furnished  and  a  timetable  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room. 
Agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell 
tickets.  Pire  extinguishers  are  kept  in  readiness  for  protection 
against  fire.  The  station  platforms  are  concrete  or  plank,  and  are 
well  maintained.  The  station  grounds  are  well  kept.  The  agents 
and  helpers  wear  a  uniform,  and  a  badge  indicating  their  em- 
ployment. 

A  new  and  extensive  freight  yard  has  been  constructed  at  Oak 
Point,  east  of  Casanova,  and  a  new  interlocking  plant  is  in  course 
of  construction  at  the  junction  of  this  yard  with  the  main  tracks. 

The  same  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  apply,  as  those  in  re- 
gard to  the  main  line. 
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Recommendations. 

That  the  repairs  to  the  Bay  Chester  trestle  be  made  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  and  that  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  provided  with  foot 
guards,  for  the  protection  of  the  men  employed  in  train  and  yard 
service.  That  all  stone  stairways,  exceeding  six  steps  in  height, 
be  covered, 

A  c<^y  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  the  repairs  to  the  Baychester  tres- 
tle would  be  made  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  that  if  considered  important 
it  would  cover  all  stone  stairways  exceeding  six  steps  in  height,  wherever 
practicable.  The  company  was  informed  that  the  covering  of  these  stair- 
ways was  considered  important.  So  far  as  the  recommendation  as  to 
providing  foot-guards  for  frogs  and  guard  rails  is  concerned,  the  company 
stated  it  desired  a  hearing  if  this  recommendation  was  to  be  insisted  upon, 
and  it  was  informed  that  it  would  be  given  a  hearing  on  a  date  to  be  there- 
after fixed.    Such  hearing  has  not  as  yet  taken  place.

Southern  Divmon — Main  Line — EllenviUe  and  Delhi  BrancTies,  a/nd 

8cr anion  Division, 

The  main  line  of  the  Southern  division  extends  from  Cornwall, 
on  the  line  of  the  West  Shore  division  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  Hudfion  River  Railroad,  to  Sidney,  a  distance  of  146.76  miles; 
EUenville  branch  from  Summitville,  on  the  main  line,  to  Ellen- 
viUe, 7.71  miles;  Delhi  branch  from  Walton,  on  the  main  line,  to 
Delhi,  16.84  miles;  the  portion  of  the  Scranton  diviflioiii  in  the 
State  of  New  York  from  Cadosia,  on  the  main  line,  Southern  divi- 
«ion,  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  2.91  miles,  a  total  of  174.22 
tnilea  of  road,  all  eingle  track  and  standard  gauge. 

About  25  miles  of  the  main  line  track  is  laid  with  95-poand, 

^8  miles  with  76-pound,  and  the  balance  with  80-pound  steel  rail. 

The  EUenville  branch  is  entirely  laid  with  56-pound  steel  rail; 

about  14  miles  of  the  Delhi  branch  are  laid  with  56-poiiBd,  and 

the  balance  with  67-pound  steel  rail.    The  Scranton  division  is 

laid  with  67-ponnd  steel  rail.    The  95-pound  rail  is  connected  by 

«Bgle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and  all  the  other 

weights  of  rail  bv  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts. 

The  ties — ^yellow  pine  and  chestnut  in  about  equal  proportions — 

^i^  6  X  9  and  7  X  9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  3,168  are  laid  to  a 

"wi^e  of  track.    The  earth  cuts  are  taken  out  to  the  proper  width 

^nd  slopes;  a  portion  of  the  rock  cuts  are  narrow  and  do  not 

afford  sufficient  room  for  good  drainage.    The  embankments  are 

^^  t^ll  width  and  slopes.      The  roadway,  excepting  in  a  few  rock 
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cuts,  is  well  drained.    A  little  subdrainage  is  in  use,  and  the* 
results  are  satisfactory.    The  tunnels  are  as  follows:  Blooming- 
dale,  8,853  feet  in  length;  660  feet  are  arched  with  brick  and  the 
balance  is  through  solid  rock.    The  arch  is  14  feet  in  width  and 
16 J  feet  in  height,  at  the  crown;  Fallsburg,  1,023  feet  in  length;. 
436  feet  are  arched  with  brick  and  balance  is  through  solid  rocL 
The  arch  is  14  feet  in  width  and  16 J  feet  in  height,  at  the  crown;. 
Hawks  Mountain,  1,130  feet  in  length;  207  feet  are  arched  with 
brick,  237  feet  are  protected  by  timber  lining,  and  the  balance  is 
through  solid  rock.    The  arch  is  14  feet  in  width  and  16J  feet  in 
height,  at  the  crown;  Northfield,  1,636  feet  in  length;  886  feet  are 
arched  with  brick  and  the  balance  is  through  solid  rock.    The 
arch  is  14  feet  in  width  and  16^  feet  in  height,  at  the  crown.   All 
the  tunnels  are  apparently  in  good,  safe  condition.    Night  and 
day  watchmen  are  maintained  at  each,  and  a  gang  of  laborers  are 
employed  to  care  for  the  track,  and  to  remove  any  rocks  that 
may  become  loosened.    The  tunnels  are  protected  by  electric  block 
signals,  also  ball  signals,  when  men  are  working  inside.    The  ties^ 
on  the  main  line  and  the  Ellenville  branch  are  in  good  condition 
and  few  additional  renewals  are  needed.    On  the  Delhi  branch 
about  10  per  cent,  and  on  Scranton  Division  15  per  cent,  should 
be  renewed  this  season.    The  95-pound  rail  is  new;  the  80  aud  76- 
pound  rail  on  main  line  are  in  very  good  condition;  the  67  and 
the  56-pound  rail  on  fhe  Delhi  branch,  also  the  56-pound  rail  on 
the  Ellenville  are  in  very  fair  condition;  the  67-pound  rail  on  the 
Scranton  Division  are  much  worn  and  should  be  replaced.    All 
angle  plates  on  main  line  and  Ellenville  branch  are  full  bolted 
and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered;  on  Delhi  branch  and  the 
Scranton  division  a  few  bolts  are  missing  and  some  loose  ones 
were  noted.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  on  main  line 
are  excellent;  on  Ellenville  branch  and  Scranton  division  very 
fair;  on  Delhi  branch  only  medium.    The  alignment  of  the  road 
is  very  much  broken,  owing  to  following  hillsides  to  get  neces- 
sary elevation  to  overcome  the  several  summits.     The  curves, 
however,  are  reasonably  light,  the  maximum  on  main  line  being 
7  degrees;  Ellenville  branch,  7  degrees;  Delhi  branch,  7  degrees; 
Scranton  division,  8  degrees.    The  grades  are  frequent  and  steep: 
the  maximum  on  main  line  is  79  feet  per  mile;  Ellenville  branch, 
68  feet  per  mile;  Delhi  branch,  70  feet  per  mile;  on  Scranton 
division  the  maximum  grade  in  this  State  is  39  1-3  feet  per  mile. 
but  is  much  steeper  south  of  the  Sta'.e  line.    Main  track  switches 
are  split  point  with  automatic  stauds  and  well-painted  targets, 
all  in   thoroughly  good   condition.     At  junctions  and  obscure 
places  (on  main  line),  where  not  protected  by  block  signals  the 
switch  stands  have  targets  16  to  18  feet  in  height.    Switch  and 
signal  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.   The 
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main  track  frogs,  excepting  on  the  Delhi  branch,  are  spring  rail. 
2?one  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot-guards. 

The  Orange  county  line  of  the  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  Bail- 
way  is  croBsed  at  ^rade  at  Bumside.  The  crossing  is  protected 
by  interlocking  home  signals.  No  derails.  All  trains  stop  before 
crossing.  The  Montgomeery  branch  of  the  Erie  Railroad  is 
crossed  at  grade  at  Campbell  B^all.  The  croesdng  is  protected  by 
interlocking  home  signals.  No  derails.  All  trains  stop  before 
crossing.     No  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade. 

The  main  line  and  the  Scranton  Division  are  well  ballasted  with 
gravel,  culm  and  cinders.  The  EUenville  and  Delhi  branches  are 
fairly  ballasted  with  gravel,  culm  and  cinders.  The  track  from 
Cornwall  to  Bumside,  12  miles,  about  6  miles  over  the  summit 
near  Liberty,  and  Cooks  Falls  to  Trout  Brook,  10  miles,  is  pro- 
tected by  automatic  electric  block  signals  located  about  two  miles 
apart.  All  tunnels,  also  junction  and  many  obscure  cuts,  and 
switches  at  stations  are  also  protected  by  the  same  system  of  block 
signals.  No  interlocking  plants  are  maintained  excepting  at  the 
railroad  grade  crossings  above  mentioned.  Derailing  switches  are 
in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main  track,  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  and  viaducts  are  in  good  condition; 

a  few  of  the  lighter  ones  are  being  renewed  or  strengthened,  in 

anticipation  of  the  increasing  weight  of  motive  power,  rolling 

stock  and  loading;  a  few  require  painting,  but  the  larger  number 

have  paint  in  good  condition.    The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes 

are  well  maintained;  nearly  all  have  good  masonry  and  iron  or 

steel  girders  or  stringers.    There  are  still  remaining  several  long 

and  high  timber  trestles,  which  are  intended  to  be  filled  or  renewed 

with  steel  or  iron  as  soon  as  their  condition  renders  it  necessary. 

They  are  in  good,  safe  condition  and  show  good  construction  and 

maintenance.    All  ties  and  guard  timbers  on  bridges,  trestles,  etc., 

are  yellow  pine,  of  sufficient  dimensions,  and  are  well  maintained. 

The  long  and  high  bridges  and  trestles  have  inside  guard  rails. 

The  oi)enings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch 

and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  fences  are  generally  of  wire  and  in  fair  condition. 

The  right  of  way  is  cleared  of  trees  and  brush  and  is  very  free 

from  rubbish  or  refuse  materials. 

The  highw^ay  crostsinge  are  well  graded  and  properly  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  shaped;  they  are  well  painted  and 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track. 

The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  wooden  slat  pattern  and  are  in 
good  condition. 
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Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the  whiatle-poets  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  about  5  miles  in  length  on  main  line,  and 
Scranton  Division,  8  miles  on  MlenYille  branch,  and  6  miles  on 
Delhi  branch,  and  a  foreman  and  four  laborers  are  employed  upon 
each.  Each  gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for 
protection.  About  175  extra  men  are  employed  in  the  divifiion, 
cleaning  cuts,  ballasting  track,  etc.,  etc.  A  force  of  thirteen  slope 
and  trestle  watchmen  is  also  maintained,  fifteen  highway  cross- 
ings are  protected  by  flagmen,  2  by  flagmen  and  gates,  and  12  by 
electric  bells. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  There 
ifi  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  stations  are  furnished 
with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  consult 
them.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they 
sell  tickets.  Water  in  pails  is  kept  in  all  stations,  as  protection 
against  Are.  The  station  platforms  are  of  plank,  gravel  and  fine 
crushed  stone,  and  are  well  maintained.  The  station  grounds  and 
yards  are  neat  and  clean,  and  at  a  few  are  well  kept  lawns.  The 
station  employees  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating 
their  employment.  A  large  and  well  equipped  restaurant  is  main- 
tained in  Middletown,  and  a  small  one  at  Walton.  No  dining 
car  service  is  maintained.  Buffet  cars  are  run  in  trains  5  and  6, 
the  entire  length  of  the  main  line. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in  each; 
they  are  furnished  with  emergency  tools  located  in  the  centers 
of  the  cars.  Baggage,  express  and  mail  cars  are  also  equipped 
with  emergency  tools.  All  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers 
and  air  brakes,  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  with  gas  and  oi) 
lamps.  All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge. 
The  freight  cars  are  in  good  condition.  All  are  equipped  with 
automatic  couplers,  and  about  40  per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  Box 
cars  have  ladders  on  the  ends  and  grab  irons  on  the  sides,  well 
secured.  Running  boards  on  the  tops  of  the  cars  appear  to  be  in 
good  condition.  The  locomotives  on  which  the  engineman's  and 
fireman's  cabs  are  separated,  are  equipped  with  speaking  tubes, 
so  that  the  engineman  and  fireman  can  communicate  with  each 
other  when  desired,  and  about  40  per  cent,  of  this  class  of  loco- 
motives are  provided  with  air  brake  valve  in  fireman's  cab,  so  ftat 
the  fireman  can  apply  the  brakes  in  case  of  emergency. 

Since  last  inspection  (July,  1898),  about  120,000  cross  ties  have 
been  renewed  on  the  main  line,  2,500  on  EUenville  branch,  14,000 
on  Delhi  branch,  and  1,400  on  Scranton  Division;  25  miles  of  90- 
pound,  and  9  miles  of  76-pound  steel  rail  has  been  laid  on  main 
line,  replacing  67-pound  rail,  13.8  miles  of  56-pound,  and  3.2  miles 
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of  67-pound  steel  rail  has  been  laid  on  Delhi  branch,  replacing 
60-ponnd  rail;  sidings  have  been  built  or  extended  at  Red  Hill, 
Hurleyrille,  Walton  and  Delhi,  the  total  new  track  being  1.70 
miles;  bridges  Nos.  47,  188,  188^,  191,  192,  194,  199,  203  and  204 
on  main  line,  and  No.  21  on  Delhi  branch  haye  been  rebuilt  and 
I-beams  used  to  replace  wooden  stringers;  No.  72,  a  timber  trestle 
258  feet  in  length,  has  been  replaced  with  a  steel  viaduct  192  feet 
in  length,  and  balance  filled ;  at  north  end  of  river  bridge  at  same 
place,  74  feet  of  timber  trestle  have  been  replaced  with  a  plate 
;^rder  30  feet  in  length,  and  balance  filled;  two  river  spans,  132 
feet  each,  of  bridge  No.  72  are  now  being  replaced  with  a  stronger 
steel  structure;  No.  100,  a  timber  trestle  72  feet  in  length,  has 
been  replaced  with  an  iron  bridge  24  feet  in  length,  and  balance 
filled;  No.  121,  a  tiniber  trestle  72  feet  in  length,  has  been  replaced 
by  an  iron  bridge  25  feet  in  length,  and  the  balance  filled;  No. 
223,  a  timber  trestle  180  feet  in  length,  has  been  replaced  with  a 
fiteel  viaduct.    At  nearly  all  the  above  places  new  masonry  has 
been  constructed;  iron  pipe  has  been  put  in  at  a  large  number  of 
open  culverts  and  the  openings  filled;  new,  commodious  and  very 
neat  passenger  stations  have  been  erected  at  Summitville  and 
Delhi;  also  one  is  being  erected  at  Livingston  Manor;  a  new  coal- 
ing trestle  with  10  chutes,  a  carpenter  shop  80  x  220  and  60  x  120, 
and  a  brick  sand  house  20  x  40,  are  being  erected  at  Middletown, 
a  freight  house  20  x  100  af  Liberty,  and  a  60-foot  steel  turntable 
at  Delhi. 

Recommendations, 

That  the  missing  track  bolts  on  the  Delhi  branch  and  Scranton 
Division  be  supplied  and  all  be  made  tight;  that  all  frogs  and 
guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards,  for  the  protection  of  the 
men  employed  in  the  train  and  yard  service,  and  that  inside  guard 
rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridges'  and  trestles. 

yorihem  Division — Main  Line — New  Berlin  Branch  and  Wharton 

Valley. 

The  main  line  of  the  Northern  Division  extends  from  Sidney  to 
Oswego,  a  distance  of  124.99  miles;  the  New  Berlin  branch  from 
New  Berlin  Junction  to  New  Berlin,  22.38  miles;  the  Wharton 
Valley  from  New  Berlin  to  Edmiston,  6.8  miles — a  total  of  154.17 
miles  of  road,  all  single  track  and  standard  gauge. 

About  22  miles  of  the  main  line  track  are  laid  with  56-pound, 
one  mUe  with  67-pound,  and  the  balance  with  76-pound  steel  rail. 
The  Berlin  branch  and  the  Wharton  Valley  are  all  laid  with  50- 
pound  steel  rail,  and  all  excepting  one  mile  of  the  Berlin  branch 
connected  by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    One 
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mile  of  the  rail  on  the  Berlin  branch  is  connected  by  angle  platen 
18  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties  on  main  line — aboar 
75  per  cent,  yellow  pine  and  the  balance  chestnut  and  cedar— :c 
nearly  equal  proportions — are  7x9  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and 
3,168  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.    On  the  New  Berlin  branch 
and  Wharton  Valley  the  ties  are  chestnut,  6x8  inches,  8  feet  Id 
length,  and  2,640  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  art? 
taken  out  to  the  proper  width  and  slopes.    The  embankments  slt^ 
also  of  full  width.    The  ditches  on  the  main  line,  in  a  namber  of 
cuts  north  of  Randallsville,  have  become  filled  from  recent  heair 
rains,  and  require  cleaning;  aside  from  that,  all  the  ditches  on  the 
division  are  in  very  good  condition.    No  subdrains  have  been 
laid.    The  ties  in  the  main  line  track  are  in  good  condition  and 
very  few  additional  renewals  will  be  required  this  season.    The 
ties  on  the  New  Berlin  branch  and  the  Wharton  Valley  are  not 
in  as  good  condition,  for  from  15  to  20  per  cent,  are  poor  and 
should  be  renewed.    The  66-pound  rail  in  the  main  line  is  in  fair 
condition  and  all  the  other  rail  in  good  condition.    The  rail  od 
the  New  Berlin  branch  and  the  Wharton  Valley  is  in  very  fair 
condition,  considering  their  light  weight.     However,  only  the 
lighter  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  are  used,  and  the  rail  is 
sufficient  for  what  is  required  of  them.    All  angle  plates  in  the 
main  line  track  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered. 
In  the  New  Berlin  branch  and  the  Wharton  Valley  track  a  few 
bolts  were  noted  missing,  and  some  were  loose.    Tlie  joints,  line 
and  surfacing  on  the  main  track  are  excellent;  on  the  New  Berlin 
branch  and  the  Wharton  Valley,  medium.    The  general  align 
ment  of  this  portion  of  the  road  is  very  fair.    The  curves  are 
generally  light,  the  maximum  on  the  main  line  being  4  degrees: 
on  the  New  Berlin  branch,  7  degrees,  and  on  the  Wharton  Valley. 
8  degrees.    The  grades  on  the  eastern  end  of  the  division  are 
steep,  the  maximum  being  90  feet  per  mile;  on  the  balance  of  the 
division  the  grades  are  lighter,  excepting  for  a  short  distance  be- 
tween Eaton  and  Oneida,  at  which  point  the  grade  is  also  90  feer 
per  mile.    The  maximum  grade  on  the  New  Berlin  branch  is  SO 
feet  per  mile,  and  on  the  Wharton  Valley  60  feet  per  mile.    The 
main  track  switches  are  all  split  point,  excepting  one  three-throw- 
stub  switch  in  Norwich  yard,  and  two  single-throw  stub  switches 
at  the  terminus  of  the  Wharton  Valley.     All  switch  stands,  ei- 
cepting  at  stub  switches,  are  automatic,  and  have  well  painteil 
targets.    At  nearly  all  the  switches  on  the  main  line  the  target> 
are  from  16  to  18  feet  in  height.     Switch  and  signal  lamps  show 
red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety.    The  main  line  frog^ 
are  spring  rail.    On  the  New  Berlin  branch  and  Wharton  Valley, 
rigid  frogs  are  used.    None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  is  pro 
tected  by  foot-guards. 
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The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of 
the  Delaware  and  Hudson,  at  Sidney.  The  crossing  Is  protected 
by  ball  signals.  All  trains  stop  before  crossing.  The  Jjehigh 
Valley  Railroad  (E.  C.  &  N.  Division)  connects  at  Sylvan  Junc- 
tion and  runs  for  about  400  feet  on  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  main  track,  in  crossing.  This  crossing  is  protected  by 
interlocking  switches  and  home  semaphore  signals.  No  derails. 
All  trains  come  to  a  full  stop.  One  track  of  the  R.,  \y.  &  O. 
Diyision  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  is 
crossed  at  Central  Square.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilt- 
ing board  signal.  All  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing. 
frhe  only  crossing  of  an  electric  railroad  is  at  Eighteenth  street, 
Oswego,  and  it  is  protected  by  a  flagman.  The  conductors  of 
electric  cars  also  go  ahead  of  their  cars  to  the  crossing,  and  flag. 
Important  junctions,  obscure  switches  and  curves,  also  ap- 
proaches to  important  stations  and  yards,  are  protected  by  elec- 
tric block  signals.  No  interlocking  is  maintained  excepting  at 
the  grade  crossing  above  mentioned. 

The  main  line  track  is  generally  well  ballasted  with  gravel, 
cinders  and  culm;  the  New  Berlin  branch  and  Wharton  Valley 
with  gravel  and  culm  in  medium  quantity. 

Derifiling  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  and  viaducts  are  in  good  condition ; 
a  small  number  of  the  lighter  ones  are  to  be  renewed  or  srtrength- 
ened,  in  anticipation  of  the  increasing  weight  of  motive  power, 
rolling  stock  and  loading.  .The  larger  portion  of  them  are  well 
painted,  but  a  few  should  receive  an  additional  coat.  The  open 
culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  condition;  nearly  all  have 
good  masonry,  with  iron  or  steel  girders  or  stringers.  A  few  long 
and  high  timber  trestles  yet  remain,  which  are  to  be  fllled,  or 
renewed  with  steel  or  iron,  as  soon  as  their  condition  renders  it 
necessary.  At  present  they  are  all  in  good  repair  and  of  sufficient 
strength.  All  ties  and  guard  timbers  on  bridges,  trestles,  etc.. 
are  yellow  pine,  of  sufficient  dimensions,  and  are  well  maintained. 
The  larger  of  the  bridges  and  trestles  have  inside  guard  rails.  The 
openings  under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and 
box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  in  fair  condition. 

All  trees  and  brush  on  the  right  of  way  are  cut,  and  no  rubbish 
or  refuse  material  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  properly  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  diamond  shaped;  they  are  properly  located 
at  all  crossings,  well  painted,  and  the  letters  are  9  inches  in 
length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions 
less  than  20  feet  above  the  track. 
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The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  wooden  alat  pattern  and  are  in  fair 
condition. 

Mile  poets  are  maintained  and  the  whistle  posts  are  at  tbe  pre- 
ecribed  distance  from  all  highway  cros^ngs. 

.The  track  sections  on  the  main  line  are  4  miles  in  length,  aad 
a  foreman  and  4  laborers  are  employed  apon  each.  On  the  New 
Berlin  branch  and  the  Wliarton  Valley,  the  sections  are  5  miles 
in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  3  laborers  are  employed  upon  eacL 
Each  gang  is  f nrnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes  for  pt^oteo- 
tion;  13  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and  7  by 
electric  bells.  Fifteen  regular  bridge  watchmen  aire  employed  <m 
the  division. 

The  same  conditions  exist  at  stations  as  on  the  Southern  Divi- 
fiion.  Small  restaurants  are  maintained  in  the  stations  at  Nor- 
wich, Oneida  and  Oswego. 

For  remarks  on  equipment,  see  report  on  Southern  DiviaioiL 

Since  last  inspection  (July,  1898),  about  &8,000  cross  ties  haye 
been  renewed  in  the  main  line,  23,300  in  the  New  Berlin  branch 
and  Wharton  Valley;  42  miles  of  76-pound  steel  rail  hare  been 
laid  in  main  line  track,  replacing  56-pound  rail;  extensive  repairs 
have  been  and  are  being  made  to  the  ballast  of  the  main  line 
tracks,  and  also  the  branches;  bridges  on  the  New  Berlin  branch, 
Nos.  15,  53,  56,  57,  58,  63,  72  and  74,  have  been  rebuilt,  also  Nos. 
275,  280,  285,  299,  303,  304,  392,  395,  397,  406,  407,  420  and  437  on 
the  main  line;  Nos.  246,  284,  287,  302  and  346  have  been  repaired; 
Nos.  249,-251,  255,  271,285,286,  294,  325  and  330  have  had  masonry 
rebuilt,  and  wooden  trestle  No.  305,  72  feet  in  length,  has  had  36- 
ineh  iron  pipe  put  in  and  has  been  filled;  iron  pipe  has  been  put  in 
at  several  open  culverts  and  the  openings  filled;  the  station  build- 
ing at  Fulton  has  been  remodeled  and  enlarged,  the  station  at 
Oneida  has  also  been  remodeled  and  improved;  the  following  sta- 
tions have  received  slight  repairs  and  have  been  painted;  New 
Berlin  Junction,  Rockwells  Mills,  Norwich,  Oneida,  Munns,  North 
Bay,  Valley  Mills. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  missing  track  bolts  on  the  New  Berlin  branch  anj 
Wharton  Valley  be  supplied;  and  all  made  tight;  that  all  frogs 
and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards,  for  the  protection  of 
the  men  employed  in  the  train  and  yard  service;  and  that  inside 
guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles. 

Utica  Division — Pecksport  Loop  amd  Borne  Branch. 

The  Utica  Division  extends  from  Bandallsville  on  tlie  Nortbeni 
Division,  to  Utica,  a  distance  of  31.30  miles;  the  Pecksport  Loop 
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Irom  Pecksport,  on  the  Utica  Division,  to  Whites  Corners,  on  the 
JS^orthem  Division,  3.69  miles;  the  Borne  branch  from  Clinton,  on 
-the  Utica  Division,  to  Rome,  12.78  miles. 

Five  miles  of  the  Utica  Division  are  laid  with  76-pound,  6  miles 
ivith  67-ponnd,  and  the  balance  with  56  and  62-pound  steel  rail. 
The  Pecksport  Loop  is  laid  with  67-pound  steel  rail.    About  6 
miles  of  the  Borne  branch  are  laid  with  56-pound,  and  the  balance 
with  62-pound  steel  rail.    The  76,  67  and  62-pound  rail  is  con- 
nected by  angle  plates  36  inches  in  length,  and  the  56-pound  by 
angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  '  The  ties  on  the 
Utica  Division  are  yellow  pine  and  chestnut,  in  about  equal  pro- 
portions, on  Pecksport  Loop  all  yellow  pine,  and  on  the  Borne 
branch  all  chestnut.    They  are  7  x  ^  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and 
3^168  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    The  cuts  and  embankments  are 
of  good  width  and  proper  slopes.    The  roadway  is  well  drained. 
l^o  sub-drains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition. 
The  rail  on  the  Utica  Division  is  in  fair  condition,  on  Pecksi>ort 
Loop  in  good  condition,  and  on  the  Rome  branch  in  fair  condition. 
All  angle  plates  on  the  Utica  Division  and  Pecksport  Loop  are 
full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered;   on  the  Bome 
branch  a  few  loose  bolts  were  noted.    The  joints,  line  and  surfac- 
ing of  the  track  is  fair  on  the  Utica  Division,  good  on  Pecksport 
Loop,  and  only  medium  on  the  Rome  branch.    The  curves  are  in 
V6ry  good  condition  and  are  properly  elevated  for  the  speed  of  the 
trains.    The  maxium  curve  on  the  Utica  Division  is  8  degrees, 
and  on  the  Rome  branch,  6  degrees.    On  Pecksport  Loop  there 
are  no  sharp  curves.    The  maximum  grade  on.  the  Utica  Division 
is  80  feet  per  mile,  on  the  Rome  branch,  75  feet  per  mile.    On 
Pecksport  Loop  grades  are  very  light.    The  main  track  switches 
are  split  point,  excepting  7  in  Rome  yard,  which  are  stub.    Split 
switches  have  automatic  stands  with  well  i>ainted'  targets.    The 
stub  switches  are  to  be  replaced  with  split  switches  in  the  near 
future.    All  switches  and  stands  are  in  good  condition.    Switch 
and  signal  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for  safety. 
The  frogs  on  Pecksport  Loop  are  spring  rail,  on  the  Utica  Divi- 
sion and  the  Rome  branch,  nearly  all  rigid.    None  of  the  frogs  or 
guard  rails  is  protected  by  foot-guards.    The  Utica  Division  and 
Rome  branch  tracks  are  ballasted  with  gravel  and  culm  in  medium 
quantity,  and  the  Pecksport  Loop  in  good  quantity. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Two  tracks  of  the 
West  Shore  Division,  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road, at  Clark's  Mills.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates.  All 
trains  stop  before  crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  Divis- 
ion, New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  at  New  Hart- 
ford. The  crossing  is  protected)  by  gates.  All  trains  stop  before 
eroasing.    One  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western, 
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at  Utica.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal. 
All  trains  stop  before  crossing.  Two  lines  of  electric  railroad 
are  crossed  at  Utica.  The  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  go  ahead 
of  their  cars  to  the  crossing  and  flag  across  the  steam  railroad 
track.    No  block  signals  or  interlocking  plants  are  maintained. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  are  in  fair  condition. 

All  trees  and  brush  on  the  right  of  way  have  been  cnt*  and 
removed  and  no  rubbish  or  refuse  materials  have  been  allowed  tt 
accumulate. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  tracks  upon  which  cars  are  left 
standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main  track. 

The  steel  and  iron  bridges  are  in  good  condition  and  are  gen- 
erally very  well  painted.  Several  wooden  Howe  truss  bridges  yet 
remain  and  are  in  good  condition.  Seven  timber  trestles,  varying 
from  3G  to  309  feet  in  length,  are  in  the  Utica  Division  roadway; 
they  are  all  in  fair  repair,  but  No.  31,  near  Oriskany  Falls,  and  52, 
at  Utica,  will  require  renewal  soon.  The  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes  arc  in  good  condition.  All  timber  used  in  bridges  and 
trestles  is  yellow  pine.  Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  only  on 
the  long  and  high  bridges  and  tresitles.  The  openings  under  or 
through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Crossing  signs  of  diamond  form  are  properly  located  at  all  high- 
way crossings;  they  are  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9  inches 
in  length.  Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstruc- 
tions less  than  20  ieet  above  the  track. 

The  cattle  guards  are  wooden  slat  and  are  in  fair  condition. 

Mile-posts  are  maintained,  and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the 
prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  from  5  to  6  miles  in  length,  and  a  fore- 
man and  4  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  They  are  furnished 
flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  An  extra  gang  of 
about  40  men  is  employed  ballasting  track  on  the  Rome  branch. 
Two  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  and  5  by  flag- 
men and  gates.  Two  bridge  watchmen  are  employed  on  the  Utica 
Division. 

The  same  conditions  exist  at  stations  as  on  the  Sontfaem  Di- 
vision. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  Southern  Di- 
vision. 

Since  last  inspection  (July,  1898),  about  50,500  cross  ties  hare 
been  renewed ;  2.7  miles  of  67-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid  on 
the  Utica  Division,  replacing  60-pound  rail;  7J  miles  of  track  on 
the  Utica  Division  have  been  reballasted;  bridges  Nos.  9,  13,  25, 
37.  and  37^  on  Utica  Division,  also  10  and  29  on  Rome  branch, 
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have  been  rebuilt;  trestle  No.  21, 188  feet  in  length,  has  also  been 
rebuilt,  and  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  other  bridges 
and  trestles ;  several  open  culverts  have  had  iron  pipe  put  in  and 
the  openings  filled;  new  passenger  stations  have  been  erected  at 
Hamilton  and  Franklin  Springs,  and  the  IJtica  freight  house  has 
been  extensively  repaired,  and  extended  32  feet  in  length. 

Recommendations, 

That  the  loose  track  bolts  on  the  Borne  branch  be  made  tight; 
that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guardSy  for  the 
protection  of  the  men  employed  in  the  train  and  yard  service,  and 
that  inside  guard  rails  be  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
The  company  informed  the  Board  that  It  would  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions. 

Northern  Central  Railway. 

(Inspected  August  20  and  21,  1900.) 

The  portion  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  in  the  State  of 
New  York  includes  the  following  lines:  Elmira  and  Williamsport 
Railroad,  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  line  to  Erie  Junction,  6.50 
miles,  of  which  0.37  miles  are  double  and  the  balance  single  track; 
Elmira  and  Lake  Ontario  Railroad,  from  Chemung  Junction  to 
Canandaigua,  64  miles,  of  which  1.18  miles  are  double  and  the 
balance  single  track;  the  Sodus  Bay  branch,  from  Stanley  to 
Sodus  Point,  34.18  miles,  all  single  track;  Lake  branch,  from 
Canandaigua  yard  to  Canandaigua  lake,  1.43  miles,  single  track 
(the  Lake  branch  is  used  only  as  a  freight  track),  making  a  total 
of  107.68  miles  of  main  track. 

The  road  is  standard  gauge;  4.05  miles  of  the  track  are  laid 

with  85-pound  steel  rail,  59  miles  with  70-pound  steel  rail,  and 

44.61  miles  with  60-pound  steel  rail.   The  85  and  also  the  70-pound 

rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  34  iuches  in  length,  with  6  bolts; 

about  12  miles  of  the  60-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates 

34  inches  in  length,  with  6  bolts,  and  the  balance  by  angle  plates 

26  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    Nut  locks  are  used  on  all  the 

track  bolts.    The  ties — about  90  per  cent,  oak  and  balance  yellow 

pine  and  chestnut — are  7x9  inches,  8J  feet  in  length,  and  2,464  are 

laid  to  a  mile  of  track  where  the  rail  weighs  70  pounds  or  more  to 

the  yard,  and  2,816  where  the  rail  weighs  less  than  70  pounds  to 

the  yard;  they  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked.    The  cuts  are 

taken  out  to  the  proper  width  and  slopes.    The  embankments  are 

full  width  and  natural  slopes.    The  roadway  is  well  ditched.    No 
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Bub-drains  have  been  laid.    The  ties  are  in  good  condition,  and 
very  few  additional  renewals  will  be  needed  this  season.    The  S5- 
pound  rail  is  practically  new  and  in  first-class  condition ;  the  70- 
pound  rail  is  generally  in  very  fair  condition,  and  the  60-pound 
rail  considerably  worn,  and  renewals  will  be  needed  soon.    The 
angle  plates  are  in  good  condition;  all  are  full  bolted,  and  no 
loose  ones  were  noted.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  on 
the  main  line  are  good,  and  on  the  Sodus  branch  very  fair,  con- 
sidering the  condition  of  the  ballast,  which  is  very  limited  in 
quantity.    The  main  line  curves  are  regular  in  surface  and  eleva- 
tion; but  the  Sodus  branch  curves  are  not  in  so  good  conditioD. 
The  maximum  curve  in  main  line  is  8  degrees,  located  at  Watkins, 
and  on  the  Sodus  branch  8  degrees,   located   at   Stanley.    The 
grades  on  the  main  line  are  very  regular;  the  maximum  is  53  feet 
per  mile,  near  Millport.    The  grades  on  the  Sodus  branch  are  con- 
siderably irregular,  with  frequent  breaks  caused  by  endeavoring 
to  construct  the  road  as  nearly  on  the  natural  surface  of  the 
ground  as  possible  (to  save  expense).    The  maximum  grade  is  71 
feet  per  mile,  near  Phelps  Junction.    The  switches  are  all  split 
point,  and  the  frogs,  excepting  in  large  yards,  spring  rail.    The 
switch  stands  are  automatic,  or  have  spring  on  head  rod,  render- 
ing the  switch  automatic.    Nearly  all  switch  stands  have  targets 
about  16  feet  in  height;  all  the  targets  are  well  painted.    Switch 
and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  white  for 
safety.      None  of  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot 
guards.    The  main  line  is  well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders; 
the  Sodus  branch  is  very  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  One  track  of  the 
Lehigh  Valley  (Naples  branch),  by  one  main  track  and  two  sidings 
at  Stanley.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking  plant. 
There  are  home  and  distant  signals  on  the  Northern  Central,  but 
no  derailing  switches.  There  are  derails  in  the  Lehigh'  Valley 
track;  also  home  signals  on  that  road,  but  no  distant  signals. 
The  signals  and  derailing  switches  are  interlocked  and  operated 
from  a  tower.  No  signal  tender  is  employed.  The  normal  posi- 
tion of  the  signals  shows  clear  for  Northern  Central  trains,  and 
unless  the  signals  are  set  against  trains  of  that  road  they  do  not 
come  to  a  stop  before  crossing.  When  a  Lehigh  Valley  train  ap- 
proaches the  crossing  it  must  stop  before  reaching  the  derailing 
switch,  and  one  of  its  train  crew  go  ahead  to  a  tovi'er  and  opiate 
the  signals  and  switches  before  the  train  can  cross.  This  is  not  a 
very  good  arrangement;  derailing  switches  should  also  be  put 
in  the  Northern  Central  tracks,  and  a  regular  signal  tender  «n- 
ployed  at  the  tower,  or  all  trains  of  both  roads  should  come  to  a 
full  stop  within  the  prescribed  limits  before  crossing.  One  track  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  Auburn  branch 
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at  Phelps  Junction.  A  flagman  is  employed  at  the  crosBing  for  pro- 
tection. All  trainfi  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  cross- 
ing. One  track  of  the  New  York  Oentral  and  Hudson  Raver  Rail- 
roady  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Diyision,  at  Wallington. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  home  signals.  All  trains 
are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  only 
grade  crossing  of  an  electric  railroad  is  at  Montour  Falls.  There 
are  derails  in  the  electric  railroad  track  and  the  conductor  of  the 
electric  car  is  compelled  to  go  ahead  of  his  car  to  the  crossing  and 
close  the  derails  before  the  cars  can  be  run  upon  the  crossing  of 
the  steam  railroad. 

No  block  signals  are  in  usa  Semaphore  signals  at  all  tele^ 
graph  stations  are  used  to  stop  trains  for  orders,  and  to  space 
trains  not  less  than  ten  minutes  apart.  No  interlocking  is  main- 
tained excepting  at  the  railroad  grade  crossings  above  and  at  the 
connections  with  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Erie  and  Chemung  Junc- 
tions, between  which  points  the  trains  of  the  Northern  Central 
run — (a  distance  of  6.20  miles)  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
road. 

Nearly  all  the  bridges  are  steel  or  iron,  in  good  condition  and 
generally  well  painted.    A  few  wooden  Howe  truss  bridges  yet 
remain;  they  are  in  good  repair  and  are  to  be  replaced  with  steel 
or  iron  structures  whenever  renewal  becomes  necessary.    There 
are  no  large  timber  trestles,  and,  the  small  ones  are  generally 
three-span  structures  used  for  culverts  and  cattle  passes.    The 
only  trestle  apparently  requiring  attention  is  No.  34,  at  Newark, 
which  is  in  need  of  cross  bracing  on  the  bents.    The  officers  of 
the  company  who  have  charge  of  the  structure,  stated  the  neces- 
sary bracing  would  be  put  on  the  trestle  at  once.    The  open  cul- 
verts and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  repair.    All  bridges,  trestles, 
open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  timber  floors  of  approved  de- 
sign and  in  good  repair.    The  bridge  masonry  is  very  good,  and 
that  at  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  having  masonry  is  fair. 
Iron  I-beams  are  used  for  stringers  on  most  small  openings  hav- 
ing masonry  abutments.    Inside  guard  rails  are  maintained  on  all 
bridge  and  trestle  structures.    The  arch  and  box  culvert  and  iron 
pipe  openings  through  the  embankments  are  apparently  in  good 
condition. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire,  and  generally  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  of  trees,  brush  and  rubbish; 
grass  and  weeds  are  out,  and  burned  or  removed. 

Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  connecting  with  main 
track,  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  die- 
scends  toward  the  main  track. 


468  Inspections. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  the  planking  i» 
generally  good.  Diamond  shaped  crossing  signs,  well  painted 
and  with  letters  9  inches  in  length,  are  properly  located  at  all 
highway  crossings. 

The  cattle  guards  are  of  metallic  or  wooden  slats.  A  few  are 
lacking  on  the  main  line,  and  many  on  the  Sodns  branch. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Mile-posts  are  maintained  and 
whistle-posts  are  correctly  placed,  80  rods  from  all  highway  cross- 
ings. 

The  track  sections  on  the  main  line  are  from  4  to  5  miles  in 
length,  and  on  the  Sodus  branch  5^  miles  in  length.  A  foreman 
and  four  laborers  are  employed  upon  each  section.  Each  section 
gang  is  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes  for  protection. 
Regular  track-walkers  are  not  employed,  but  the  track  is  patrolled 
daily  by  some  member  of  the  section  force. 

Seven  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen. 

The  stations  are  neat  and  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  g^ood. 
There  is  a  sign  upon  the  front  of  each  giving  its  name.  All  the 
principal  stations  are  furnished  with  drinking  water.  A  time- 
table of  the  road  is  posted  in  each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets 
are  also  posted  in  waiting  rooms.  Water  in  pails  is  kept  in  sta- 
tions, for  protection  against  fire.  The  station  platforms  are 
plank  and  gravel,  and  in  good  condition.  Station  grounds  and 
yards  are  neat  and  clean.  At  a  few  stations  are  small  lawns  with 
shrubs,  ornamental  plants  and  flowers.  The  agents  can  check 
baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell  tickets.  Station  em- 
ployees are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge  indicating  their  em- 
ployment. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition  and  thoroughly  clean. 
Drinking  water  is  furnished  in  each.  Emergency  tools  are  placed 
in  the  center  of  the  cars,  and  are  also  carried  in  baggage,  express 
and  mail  cars.  The  absence  of  guard  chains  for  the  opening  in 
the  end  railing  of  passenger  car  platforms  was  noted.  All  pas- 
senger equipment  has  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  is  heated 
with  steam  and  lighted  with  gas,  or  oil  lamps.  Box  steps  are 
not  carried  in  the  coaches,  as  the  car  steps  are  low  and  platforms 
slightly  raised.  All  the  passenger  trainmen  wear  uniform  and  a 
badge.  Buffet  cars  are  run  in  trains  No.  4,  9,  12  and  61,  upoD 
the  main  line.  The  freight  cars  observed  are  in  good  condition. 
All  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  and  between  65  and  70 
per  cent,  with  air  brakes.  The  ladders  are  upon  the  ends  of  thf* 
box  cars,  and  grab-irons  upon  the  sides.  The  running  board^^ 
upon  the  top  of  the  cars  are  apparently  well  maintained.  No  au- 
tomatic bell-ringers  are  in  use  upon  locomotives. 
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Since  the  last  inspection  (July,   1898),   approximately   78,000 
cross  ties  have  been  renewed;  20.70  miles  of  70  and  86-poand  steel 
rail  have  been  laid,  replacing  60  and  70-poand  worn  rail;  24  miles 
of  the  track  have  been  reballasted ;  bridge  No.  26,  a  wooden  Howe 
trass,  has  had  new  lower  chord  put  in;  No.  3,  a  wooden  trestle 
over  highway  at  Millport,  has  had  masonry  repaired  and  trestle 
replaced  with  a  through  plate  girder  35  feet  in  length;  No.  7,  a 
through  Howe  truss  over  Olenn  creek  at  Watkins,   has  had 
masonry  rei>aired  and  superstructure  replaced  with  a  through 
plate  girder  72  feet  in  length ;  No.  9,  a  wooden  trestle,  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  deck  plate  girder  44  feet  in  length,  and  the  masonry 
rei>aired;  No.  10,  a  wooden  trestle  over  Button  wood  creek,  has 
had  masonry  repaired  and  superstructure  replaced  with  a  deck 
plate  girder  48  feet  in  length ;  No.  10 A  has  been  masonry  repaired 
and  wooden  stringers  replaced  with  iron  I-beams  15  inches  in 
depth. and  14  feet  in  length;  No.  19,  deck  Howe  truss  and  trestle 
approach,  total  length  224  feet,  over  Canandaigua  Lake  outlet,  has 
had  new  masonry  constructed  and  the  superstructure  replaced 
with  two  spans  deck  plate  girders,  each  60  feet  in  length,  and  the 
balance  filled ;  No.  27,  wooden  trestle  over  Flint  creek,  Sodus  Bay 
branch,  has  had  new  masonry  and  the  superstructure  replaced 
with  two  spans  deck  plate  girder,  total  length  89  feet;  No.  32, 
wooden  trestle  140  feet  in  length,  at  Newark,  has  been  rebuilt; 
No.  40,  a  through  Howe  truss  of  two  spans,  total  length  256  feet, 
has  hsid  new  lower  chord  and  floor  system;  No.  lA,  a  wooden 
stringer  bridge  over  Katherine  creek,  has  had  new  masonry  built 
and  superstructure  i^eplaced  with  a  through  plate  girder  23  feet 
in  length ;  No.  11,  a.  deck  Howe  truss  and  trestle  approach,  over 
Rock  stream,  has  had  masonry  rebuilt  and  superstructure  re- 
placed with  one  span  deck  truss  150  feet  in  length,  and  one  span 
deck  plate  girder  70  feet  in  length ;  No.  11  A,  a  wooden  girder  over 
highway,  has  had  new  masonry  built  and  superstraeture  replaced 
with  a  deck  plate  girder  44  feet  in  length ;  No.  17,  a  deck  Howe 
truss,  has  been  replaced  by  4  spans  of  deck  girder,  total  length 
259  feet;  other  bridges  and  trestles  were  repaired  or  renewed,  and 
new  floors  were  put  on  a  large  number  of  them;  6  timber  and  pile 
trestles  have  been  filled,  also  20  open  culverts,  iron  pipe  having 
been  put  in  to  carry  the  water;  a  pneumatic  ash  hoist  has  been 
erected  at  South]>ort  shops,  an  addition  25  x  30  feet  made  to  the 
icehouse,  and  a  new  slate  roof  put  on  the  enginehouse,  also  a  new 
car  repair  shop  60x200  is  now  being  erected;  at  Elmira  1,000 
feet  of  freight  trainsfer  platform  have  been  built,  25  feet  in  length 
added  to  the  freighthouse,   and  yard   generally   rearranged;   at 
Horseheads  a  new  toolhouse  16  x  20  feet  has  been  built;  at  Stanley 
a  new  combined  passenger  and  freight  station  20  x  40  feet,  and 
also  a  small  freighthouse  for  fruit,  16  x  45  feet,  have  been  erected; 
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at  Himrods  and  Penn  Yan  new  water  tanks  16  x  20  feet;  at  OanaB- 
dai^a  a  new  icehouse  16  x  20  feet  and  a  toolhoufie  16  x  20  feet; 
at  Sodns  Point  an  old  pier  has  been  rebuilt  and  a  freighthoaae 
lerected  thereon ;  new  sidings  have  been  laid  at  Elmira  (2,000  feet), 
Millport  (285  feet),  Watkins  (4,133  feet),  Eddytown  (278  feet), 
Newark  (277  and  1,155  feet),  Sodns  Center  (210  feet) ;  also  slight 
additions  and  many  changes  to  the  yards  at  many  other  stations; 
about  li  miles  of  new  woven  wire  fence  have  been  built  and 
about  i  mile  of  "  snow  fence;"  about  2  miles  of  new  tel^raidi 
poles  have  been  set,  and  cross-arms  put  on  about  22  miles. 

RecommendatUma. 

That  the  interlocking  plant  at  the  crossing  of  the  Naples  branch 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  at  Stanley,  be  made  complete,  with 
liome  and  distant  signals  and  derails  on  both  roads,  properly  in- 
terlocked, or  that  all  trains  come  to  a  full  stop  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  law,  before  crossing;  that  the  frogs  and  guard 
rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards  for  the  protection  of  the  men  in 
the  train  and  yard  service,  and  that  the  missing  cattle  guards  be 
aupplied. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board, 
.and  the  attention  of  the  company  was  again  called  (see  notes  on  Lehigh 
Valley  railroad  report,  this  volume)  to  the  crossiutg  at  Stanley,  of  thla  nUl- 
road  and  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  and  to  section  36  of  the  Railn^d  Law, 
«s  to  trains  and  engines  coming  to  a  full  stop  at  such  a  crossing,  nnless 
there  is  in  operation  an  interlocking  plant  approved  by  this  Board,  the 
plant  in  present  use  at  this  crossing  not  having  been  approved  by  the 
Board.  The  president  of  the  company  informed  the  Board  that  the  report 
had  been  referred  to  the  second  vice-president,  with  the  request  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  Board  be  given  immediate  consideration.  The 
Board  is,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  in  correspondence  with  the 
>company  in  reference  to  the  Stanley  crossing. 


OwASCo  River  Railway. 
(Inspected  November  30,  1900.) 

The  Owa3co  River  Railway  extends  from  the  yard  of  the  New 
"York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  at  Auburn,  to  the 
works  of  D.  M.  Osborn  &  Co.,  manufacturers  of  agricultural  im- 
plements, etc.,  a  distance  of  .5  miles. 

The  road,  which  is  used  simply  for  switching  purposes,  is  of 
standard  gauge  and  laid  with  60-pound  steel  rail  connected  by 
-angle  and  fish  plates  21  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  tiea— 
jellow  pine  and  oak — are  6x8  inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  16 
^re  laid  to  a  30-foot  rail.  They  are  in  fair  condition  and  fall 
spiked.  The  rails  and  fastenings,  and  the  road  generally,  are  in 
talv  condition  for  the  purpose  used. 
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Pour  streets,  on  two  of  which  are  electric  railroad  tracks,  are 
crossed  at  grade.  At  each  side  of  the  streets  there  are  gates^ 
which  are  kept  closed  excepting  when  a  train  desires  to  pass. 
When  opened  for  the  passage  of  trains  flagmen  are  stationed 
on  the  street  and  the  trains  cross  yery  slowly. 

There  is  in  the  roadway  about  1,400  feet  of  timber  trestle^ 
all  of  yellow  pine  and  in  fair  repair.  There  are  also  two  50-foot 
span  iron  bridges,  which  are  in  good  condition.  The  equipment 
consists  of  2  locomotives,  weiring  about  31  tone,  2  box  cars,  and 
9  flat  cars.  The  cars  have  automatic  couplers  and  hand  brakes, 
and  are  in  good  repair.  No  passengers  are  carried  on  the  road^ 
and,  with  the  exception  of  coal  for  an  electric  light  plant,  no 
freight  other  than  that  belonging  to  the  D.  M.  Osbom  Company's 
works  is  carried. 

The  road  ia  in  good,  safe  condition,  for  the  purpose  used,  and 
is  apparently  carefully  operated. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company. 

Raqubtttb  Lake  Railway. 

(Inspected  January  30  and  31,  1000.) 

The  Baquette  Lake  Railway  is  being  constructed  practically 
on  the  lines  laid  down  in  their  application  for  a  certificate  under 
section  59  of  the  Railroad  Law,  by  the  Railway  Construction  and 
Equipment  Company,  of  which  Henry  L.  Sprague,  with  office  in 
the  Mills  building.  New  York  city,  is  president.  The  grading  is 
completed  and  the  track  laid  from  the  junction  with  the  Mohawk 
and  Malone  Railway,  at  Clearwater,  to  Raquette  Lake,  a  distance 
of  approximately  19  miles.  The  track  is  partially  surfaced  and  i& 
ia  very  fair  condition  for  operation.  The  stations  have  not  yet 
been  t)uilt,  but  material  is  being  gotten  out  and  their  erection  is 
expected  to  begin  very  soon. 

The  railroad  passes  through  an  almost  unbroken  forest  of  prin- 
cipally spruce  and  hard  wood  timber,  the  entire  distance.  A 
narrow  strip,  about  50  feet  in  width,  has  been  cleared  for  the 
construction  of  the  road,  and  for  quite  a  portion  of  the  distance, 
where  the  highway  is  close  alongside,  a  narrow  additional  strip 
lias  been  cleared'  to  provide  for  it.  The  construction  company  is 
nsing  one  mnall,  soft  coal-burning  locomotive  for  transporting  its 
laborers  and  materials,  and,  at  the  same  time,  is  carrying  any 
freight  offered  for  transportation,  also  passengers  desiring  to  ride, 
and  charges  are  made  for  so  doing.  No  regular  trains  are  run, 
knt  it  is  understood  that  connection  will  be  made  with  the  after- 
lioon  passenger  trains  on  the  Mohawk  and  Malone  Railway.  A 
oaboose  is  attached  to  the  tiuin,  in  which  the  passengers  and 
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employeee  ride.  The  New  York  Oentral  and  Hudson  River  RaU- 
road  Company  run  a  log  train  oyer  that  portion  of  the  road  from 
Clearwater  Junction  to  near  Eagle  Bay,  a  distance  of  about  six 
miles.  Mr.  G.  C.  Ward,  engineer  for  the  Railway  Construction 
Company,  with  office  at  Eagle  Bay  station,  is  in  charge  of  the 
property. 

In  the  roadway  there  are  7  open  culverts,  constructed  entirely 
of  wood,  of  from  6  to  12  feet  span.  There  are  3  wooden  trestles 
from  90  to  300  feet  in  length  and -about  15  feet  in  height.  They 
are  well  constructed,  with  proper  floor  systems  and  of  fiufBcient 
strength.  The  only  bridge  is  an  iron  lattice  deck  girder  of  70- 
foot  span,  on  good  masonry.  This  bridge  is  rather  light,  but 
of  suflScient  strength  to  carry  with  safety  the  motive  power  used. 

The  snow  being  two  feet  or  more  in  depth,  it  was  diiBcuIt  to 
determine  the  actual  condition  of  the  constructed  road,  but,  to 
all  appearances,  the  work  has  been  substantially  and  well  done. 

The  maximum  grade  is  132  feet  per  mile;  the  maximum  curvey 
11  degrees.  The  rail  used  is  67-pound,  second-hand  steel,  con- 
nected by  36-inch  angle  plates,  with  4  bolts,  and  is  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Bkanbatelbs  Railroad. 
(Inspected  November  30,  1900.) 

The  Skaneateles  Railroad  extends  from  Skaneateles  Junction, 
on  the  line  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad,  to  Skaneateles,  a  distance  of  5  miles. 

The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  56- 
pound  steel  rail.  The  rail  is  connected  by.  fish  plates  24  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties — about  one-fourth  pine  and  the 
balance  cedar  and  oak,  in  about  equal  proportions — are  6x8 
inches,  8  feet  in  length,  and  17  are  laid  to  a  30-foot  rail.  The 
cuts  and  embankments  are  of  full  width  and  proper  slopes,  and 
the  roadway  is  very  well  ditched.  The  ties  are  in  very  fair  condi- 
tion; few  renewals  being  needed.  On  quite  a  portion  of  the 
straight  lines  the  inside  spike  is  omitted  on  every  second  tia 
This  is  not  good  practice,  and  the  missing  spike  should  be  sup- 
plied. No  tie-plates  are  used.  The  rail  is  in  good  condition.  All 
fish  plates  are  full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered. 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  track  are  good.  The  curves  are 
well  lined,  and  the  elevation  is  correct  for  the  schedule  speed  of 
trains.  A  few  of  the  curves  are  very  sharp,  and  speed  is  reduced 
while  running  around  them.  The  maximum  curve  is  about  15 
degrees.  The  grades  are  generally  steep  and  somewhat  irregular. 
The  switches,  with  three  or  four  exceptions,  are  stub,  the  reason 
given  for  this  being  that  as  the  road  and  sidings  are  nearly  all  on 
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grade,  stab  fiwitches  are  maintained  to  preyent  cars  running  out 
on  the  main  track  and  continuing  down  the  road.  Cars  wonld^ 
however,  run  out  to  the  main  track  and  drop  off  at  the  switch^ 
creating  an  obstruction  which  might  cause  accident.  Derailing 
switches  should  be  put  in  at  all  the  down  grade  sidings, 
and  the  stub  switches  in  the  main  track  be  replaced  by  split 
points.  The  switch  stands  to  the  stub  switches  are  necessarily 
rigid;  they  are,  however,  of  the  kind  where  the  position  of  the 
switch  is  indicated  by  the  position  of  the  target,  and  not  by  its 
color,  and  no  switch  lamps  are  used.  Night  trains  are  not  run; 
therefore  the  lack  of  switch  lamps  is  not  a  serious  matter.  All 
frogs  are  rigid.  No  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot 
guards. 

There  are  no  iron  or  steel  bridges.  A  stream  requiring  open- 
ings of  from  20  to  50  feet  is  crossed  at  several  places,  and  bent 
trestles*  with  masonry  abutments  have  been  erected  at  those 
places.  They  are  of  suitable  construction  and  are  well  main- 
tained. The  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  fair  masonry. 
The  stringers  are  of  yellow  pine  timber,  of  suitable  dimensions 
and  in  good  condition.  The  trestle  and  culvert  ties  are  yellow 
pine,  6x8  and  8x8,  spaced  about  16  inches  center  to  center,  and 
are  in  good  condition.  The  guard  timbers  are  4x6,  notched  on 
the  ties  and  bolted  to  about  every  fifth  tie.  Inside  guard  rails 
are  not  maintained  on  the  trestles.  The  track  is  very  well  bal- 
lasted with  gravel. 

The  road  runs  for  nearly  the  entire  distance  within  the  boun- 
daries of  the  highway,  and  practically  no  fences  are  maintained 
by  the  company. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  semi-circular  form;  they  are  properly 
located  at  each  highway  crossed,  are  in  good  condition  and  well 
painted.  There  are  no  cattle  guards,  and  apparently  no  necessity 
for  them,  as  the  road  runs  in  the  highway  most  of  the  way,  and 
no  stock  is  apparently  kept  in  its  vicinity. 

There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above 
the  track.  Mile-posts  are  not  maintained.  Whistle-posts  are  at 
the  prescribed  distance  from  all  highway  crossings.  The  track 
is  maintained  by  a  foreman  and  from  four  to  five  laborers. 

The  only  station  on  the  road  is  at  Skaneateles.  It  is  a  wooden 
building,  in  good  condition  and  properly  equipped. 

The  rolling  stock  consists  of  2  locomotives,  weighing  about  35 
tons  each,  2  passenger  coaches,  1  combination  car,  1  baggage  car 
and  2  box  cars.  The  coaches  are  in  good  condition;  they  have 
automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes.  The  box  cars,  which  are  only 
used  locally,  have  pin  and  link  couplers. 
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Since  the  last  inspection  (1898)  about  5,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  some  repairs  have  been  made  to  ballast;  also  necessary 
repairs  to  trestles. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  ties  be  full  spiked;  derailing  switches  be  put  in  all 
hidings  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  ^ade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track;  stub  switches  replaced  with  splits; 
frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards,  and  inside 
guard  rails  laid  on  trestles. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maklnf 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard  from  the 

company  in  the  matter. 

Silver  Lakb  Railway. 
(Inspected  August  22, 1900.) 

The  Silver  Lake  Railway  extends  from  Silver  Sipringp,  on  the 
line  of  the  Erie  Railroad  and  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pitts- 
burgh Railway,  to  Perry,  a  distance  of  6.86  miles.  The  road  is 
single  track  and  standard  gauge.  One-fourth  of  a  mile  of  the 
track  is  laid  with  71,  and  the  balance  with  60-poiind  steel  rail. 
The  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  26  inches  in  length,  with  4 
bolts.  The  ties — about  two-thirds  oak  and  balance  cedar — are 
7x9  inches,  S|  feet  in  length,  and  2,816  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  tracL 
.The  cuts  and  embankments  are  of  fair  width  and  slopes.  The 
roadway  is  fairly  well  ditched.  No  sub-drainage  is  in  use,  or 
apparently  needed.  The  ties  are  in  very  fair  condition,  evenly 
«paced  and  full  spiked.  The  rail  ib  in  fair  condition  for  the  re- 
quirements. .The  angle  plates  are  in  good  condition  and  fall 
bolted,  with  all  the  bolts  tight.  The  joints  are  well  up  and  the 
line  and  surface  very  good.  Curves  are  in  good  line  and  properly 
elevated  for  the  speed  of  the  trains.  The  maximum  curve  is  12 
degrees.  The  grades  are  light — ^not  to  exceed  25  feet  per  mile. 
The  switches  are  all  stub  and  the  frogs  rigid.  All  switches  have 
well  painted  targets.  Bwitch  lamps  are  not  used*,  there  being  no 
night  trains  run.  None  of  the  frog9  or  guard  rails  are  protected 
by  foot-guards.  The  track  is  ballasted  with  gravel  anl  cinders  in 
fair  quality. 

No  steam  or  electric  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade. 

There  are  no  bridges  in  the  main  line,  and  the  only  openings 
are  three  small  culverts  with  wooden  stringers,  which  are  in  good 
-condition.  A  small  pony  truss  iron  bridge  over  a  highway  in 
track  leading  to  a  coal  trestle  at  Perry  is  too  light  and  should  be 
replaced  by  a  stronger  bridge,  or  the  use  of  the  track  discontinued. 
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The  fences  axe  of  wire  and  boards,  and  need  repaire.  The  right 
of  way  IB  cleared,  brush  and  weeds  are  cnt  and  the  roadway  is 
free  from  rnbbish  or  refnse  materials. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  imd  the  planking  is  in 
good  condition.  There  are  no  cattle  guards.  The  crossing  signs 
are  of  triangular  form,  well  painted,  and  the  letters  9  inches  in 
length. 

The  track  force  consists  of  a  foreman  and  four  laborers.  Perry 
is  the  only  station  at  which  an  agent  is  employed.  A  new  andl 
very  complete  passenger  and  freight  station  combined  has  been 
erected  since  the  last  inspection.  The  agent  can  check  baggage 
to  all  points  to  which  he  sells  tickets.  The  waiting  rooms  are 
properly  furnished  with  drinking  water,  and  timetables  and  tariff 
sheets  are  posted. 

The  equipment  consists  of  two  small  locomotives,  2  coaches,  1 
combination  car,  20  box  cars  and  700  coal  cars.  All  are  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers  and,  with  the  exception  of  about  600  of 
the  coal  cars,  with  air  brakes.  The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,, 
with  drinking  water  in  each.  Emergency  tools  are  located  in  the 
center  of  the  cars.  The  cars  are  equipped  for  steam  heating,  but 
stoves  are  used.  They  are  lighted  by  oil  lamps.  Passenger  train- 
men are  uniformed  and  wear  a  badge.  The  box  cars  have  ladders 
on  the  ends  and  grab-irons  on  the  sides,  well  secured.  The  run- 
ning boards  on  the  tops  of  the  cars  appear  to  be  well  maintained. 

About  4,500  cross  ties  have  been  renewed  since  last  inspection,. 
May,  1898;  one-fourth  of  a  mile  of  71-pound  steel  rail  has  been 
laid,  replacing  worn  60-pound  rail,  and  a  new  combined  passenger 
and  freight  station  erected  at  Perry. 

Recommendations, 

That  the  stub  switches  be  replaced  with  split  switches ;  that  the 
frogs  and  guard  rails  be  fitted  with  foot-guards;  that  the  fences  be 
put  in  proper  repair,  and  cattle  guards  placed  at  the  boundary  of 
all  highways  crossed. 

A.  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making^ 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendation-s  of  this  Board. 
A  letter  was  received  from  the  company,  stating.  "  We  have  part  of  the- 
material  on  hand  to  make  improvements  suggested  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners and  your  recommendations  will  be  complied  with  just  as  rapidly^ 
as  it  is  possible  for  us  to  do  so." 

South  Brooklyn  Railroad. 

(Inspected  December  5, 1900.) 

The  South  Brooklyn  Railroad,  extending  from  near  the  foot  of 
Thirty-eighth  street,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  parallel  with 
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Thirty-eighth  street,  to  a  junction  of  Thirty-eighth  street  near 
Ninth  avenue,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile,  is  not  in  operation, 
excepting  that  near  its  junction  with  the  Prospect  Park  and  Coney 
Island  Railroad  an  occasional  car  is  placed  upon  it  by  the  Long 
Island  Bailroad  Oomi>any,  for  loading  or  unloading  freight  Xo 
tracks  have,  however,  been  removed,  and  the  road  is  in  condition 
♦o  be  operated  if  desired. 

Sterling  Mountain  Railway. 
(Inspected  December  4, 1900.) 

The  Sterling  Mountain  Railway  is  a  single  track,  standard 
gauge  road,  extending  from  Sterlington,  on  the  line  of  the  Erie 
Railroad,  to  Lakeville,  a  distance  of  7.6  milee. 

The  track  is  laid  with  56-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle 
and  fish  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties — ^native 
oak  and  chestnut,  in  about  equal  proportions — are  6  inches  thick, 
S  inches  and  upwards  face,  8  feet  in  length,  and  15  are  laid  to  a  30- 
foot  rail.  The  road  runs  through  a  rocky  section  of  country. 
There  are  no  deep  cuts,  and  no  fills  exceeding  10  or  12  feet  in 
height.  The  cuts  and  fills  are  of  fair  width  and  proi>er  slope.  In 
many  of  the  cuts  there  are  no  ditches;  however,  the  material  is 
such  that  the  roadway  does  not  soften  to  any  extent.  The  track 
is  lightly  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders.  About  10  per  cent, 
of  the  ties  should  be  renewed;  the  others  are  in  fair  condition. 
They  are  fairly  well  spaced  and  full  spiked.  No  tie-plates  are 
used.  Rail  braces  are  used  on  curves.  The  rail  \s  in  very  fair 
condition.  All  connections  are  full  bolted  and  all  bolts  are  tight. 
The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  ol  the  track  are  not  good,  but  fair 
for  the  rate  of  speed  at  which  trains  run  (12  miles  per  hour).  The 
maximum  curve  is  9  degrees;  the  maximum  grade,  176  feet  per 
mile.  Both  split  point  and  stub  switches  are  in  use.  The  split 
point  switches  have  automatic  stands.  The  targets  are  in  fair 
condition.  Xo  switch  lamps  are  used,  and  no  night  trains  are  run. 
The  frogs  are  rigid  and  in  fair  condition.  Frogs  and  guard  rails 
are  not  protected  by  foot-guards. 

There  are  no  steel  or  iron  bridges,  and  no  large  streams  are 
<TOSsed.  A  few  small  streams,  requiring  openings  of  from  15  to 
:^>0  feet,  have  timber  trestles  for  bridges.  They  are  all  suflSciently 
strong  and  in  good  repair.  The  open  culverts  have  dry  masonry, 
with  rail  or  timber  stringers.  The  ties  on  the  trestles  and  bridges 
nre  the  same  as  in  the  balance  of  the  track;  they  are  notched  on 
The  stringers  and  secured  to  them.  The  longer  trestles  have  guard 
timbers  6  x  8 — ^all  pine — the  shorter  ones  have  plank  spiked  to  the 
ties  to  hold  them  in  place.  The  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and 
iron  pipe  drains  are  all  in  good  condition. 
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The  fences,  where  maintained,  are  of  wire  and  board,  and  in 
fair  repair.  The  road  for  a  great  portion  of  its  lengfth  mns 
xhrongh  a  territory  owned  by  the  mining  company  which  owns  or 
controls  the  railroad,  and  that  portion  is  not  fenced,  neither  is 
there  necessity  for  fencing,  as  no  stock  is  kept  along  it.  The  right 
•f  way  is  generally  cleared  of  timber;  some  small  brush  remains, 
but  it  has  been  cleared  from  near  the  track. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is  in 
good  condition.  Crossing  signs,  of  the  diamond  form,  are  prop- 
erly placed  at  all  highway  crossings;  they  are  in  fair  condition 
and  the  letters  are  of  legal  size.  No  cattle  guards  are  maintained. 
There  are  no  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the 
track.    There  are  no  mile  posts  and  no  whistle  posts. 

The  track  is  maintained  by  a  force  consisting  of  one  foreman  and 
four  to  six  laborers. 

The  road,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  in  fair  condition  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  used,  viz.,  conveying  iron  ore  from  the  mines  at 
Lakeville  to  the  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  Sterlington,  The 
only  equipment  owned  by  the  company  consists  of  two  locomo- 
tives, weighing  about  40  tons  each,  1  flat  car  and  1  caboose.  The 
locomotives  have  pin  and  link  couplers,  and  air  brakes  on  the 
driving  wheels.  The  flat  car  and  caboose  have  automatic  couplers 
and  hand  brakes.    All  are  in  fair  condition. 

Reccnnmendations, 

That  the  stub  switches  be  replaced  with  split  point  switches; 
that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards,  and 
that  guard  timbers  be  placed  upon  all  the  trestles.

Western  New  York  axd  Pennsylvania  Railway. 

(Inspected  June  26,  27,  28,  29,  30,  1900.) 

Buffalo  Division, 

The  Buffalo  division  of  the  ^yestern  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Railway  in  the  State  of  New  York,  extends  from  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  line,  near  Olean,  to  Buffalo,  a  distance  of  78.78 
niiles,  of  which  11.75  miles  are  double  track;  about  7  miles  of  the 
^onble  track  are  located  from  Hinsdale  Junction,  of  the  Rochester 
(iivision,  to  Olean,  and  the  balance  at  the  Buffalo  end  of  the  road. 
The  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  passenger  trains  use 
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the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Exchange  street  fitation 
at  BnjQfalOy  and  ran  for  about  1^  miles  upon  the  track  of  that 
railroad,  between  the  station  and  Elnslie  street  junction. 

Twenty  and  seyenty-fiye  hundredths  miles  of  track  are  laid  with 
80-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  29  inches  in  length, 
with  6  bolts,  and  the  balance — 69.78  miles — ^with  67-pound  steel 
rail  connected  by  angle  plates  24  and  26  inches  in  length,  with 
4  bolts.  The  ties  in  main  track  are  almost  entirely  white  oak, 
7x8  inches,  8J  feet  in  length,  and  2,992  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track. 
Chestnut  and  cedar  ties  are  used  in  side  tracks  and  yards.  Tie- 
plates  are  used  on  a  portion  of  the  curves,  and  the  results  are 
considered  satisfactory.  Rail  braces  are  also  used  on  sharp 
curves.  The  cuts  are  of  good  width  and  are  well  ditched.  Some 
reinforcing  of  weak  embankments  is  needed.  No  subdrainage 
is  in  use.  The  ties  are  evenly  spaced  and  full  spiked;  about  15 
per  cent,  are  considerably  decayed,  and  should  be  renewed  this 
season.  The  80-pound  rail  is  good,  and  the  67-pound  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  connections  are  good.  All  angle  plates  are  foil 
bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  discovered.  Nut  locks  are  used 
on  all  excepting  the  Harvey  grip  bolts,  where  their  use  is  not 
considered  necessary.  The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  track 
are  good  and  the  curves  are  correctly  elevated  for  the  speed  of 
the  trains.  The  maximum  curve  is  6  degrees,  located  near  Ischua 
gravel  pit,  and  the  maximum  grade  64  feet  per  mile — ^for  about 
1^  miles  north  from  Lime  Lake  station.  The  switches,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  Wharton,  are  all  split  point;  they  have 
rigid  stands  with  well  painted  targets,  and  are  in  good  condition 
throughout.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for 
danger  and  green  for  safety.  The  frogs  are  spring  rail.  Frogs 
and  guard  rails  are  not  protected  by  foot-guards.  The  track  is 
ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders  in  very  fair  quantity. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  At  Buffalo,  four 
tracks  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Biver  Bailroad.  A 
semaphore  signal  is  used  as  protection.  All  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  trains  stop  before  crossing.  The  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  Biver  .trains  do  not  stop  when  signal  is  in 
their  favor.  At  Buffalo,  one  track  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  Bailroad. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  signals  located  on  a  tower.  All 
trains  stop.  At  Buffalo,  four  tracks  of  the  Erie  Bailroad.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  signals  located  on  a  tower.  All  trains 
are  required  to  stop  before  crossing.  At  Buffalo,  two  tracks  of 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Bailroad.  The  crossing: 
is  protected  by  a  pneumatic  interlocking  plant,  with  derails  in  all 
tracks.  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  trains  stop;  D., 
L.  &  W.  trains  do  not  stop  when  signals  are  in  their  favor.  At 
Gardenville,  two  traclos  of  the  Terminal  Bailway.    The  crossing 
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is  protected  by  a  modem  and  complete  interlocking  plant,  with 
derails  in  all  tracks.    Trains  do  not  stop.    At  Machias,  one  track 
of  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh.    The  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  a  tilting  board  signal.    All  trains  are  required  to  stop 
before  crossing.    At  Olean,  one  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad.    The 
crossing  is  protected  by  interlocking  signals  with  no  derails.    All 
trains  stop.    At  Whitehouse,  one  track  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Shaw- 
mut  and  Northern.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal.      All  trains  are  required  to  stop  before  crossing.     All 
crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the 
conductor  of  the  electric  car  going  ahead  and  flagging  his  car  over 
the  crossing  of  the  steam  railroad.    No  block  signals  are  in  use. 
Semaphore  signals  at  all  telegraph  stations  are  used  to  stop 
trains  for  orders,  and  to  prevent  their  following  each  other  too 
closely.     Xo  interlocking  plants  are  maintained  except  at  the 
railroad  grade  crossings,  as  above  noted.    The  junctions  of  the 
Rochester  and  River  divisions  are  protected  by  semaphore  sig- 
nals. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire^  and,  although  poor  in  places, 
are  generally  in  fair  condition.  All  trees  and  brush  are  cut  and 
the  right  of  way  is  generally  clean.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all 
sidings  upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  de- 
scends toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles  and  open  culverts  are  generally  in  good 
condition  and  have  been  renewed  or  strengthened,  to  provide  for 
increased  weight  of  motive  power,  cars  and  loading.    The  mas- 
onry is  in  very  good  condition.    The  ties  on  bridges  are  oak, 
^  X  8  and  8  z  10  inches,  D  feet  in  length,  and  spaced  12  inches  from 
center  to  center.    On  trestles  the  ties  are  oak,  7x8  inches,  9  feet 
in  length,  and  spaced  12  inches  from  center  to  center.    Trestle 
hents  are  of  piles  or  square  timber,  of  sufQcient  size,  and  are 
well  braced.    Bents  are  spaced  about  14  feet  from  center  to  cen- 
ter.   The  stringers — ^yellow  pine  or  oak — are  7  x  18  inches  in  dou- 
ble lengths,  three  under  each  rail,  and  put  on  so  as  to  break 
joints.    The  ties  on  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  of  same 
timber  and  dimensions  as  on  the  trestles.    Water  in  barrels  is 
kept  on  trestles,  as  protection  against  fire.    The  steel  and  iron 
bridges  are  generally  well  painted.    Inside  guard  rails  are  main- 
tained on   all   bridges   and   trestles.    The  openings   under  or 
through  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron 
pipe,  all  apparently  in  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked. 
Crossing  signs  of  triangular  shape  are  properly  located  at  all  the 
highway  crossings;  they  are  well  painted  and  the  letters  are  9 
inches  in  length.  Eight  highway  crossings  are  protected  by  flag- 
Bien,  one  by  flagman  and  gates,  and  one  by  an  electric  bell. 
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Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstrnctions  lese 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the 
wooden  or  metallic  slat  pattern,  and  are  in  good  condition.  Mile- 
posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  dis- 
tance from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  sections  are  5^  miles  in  length,  iind  the  average  track  force 
consists  of  a  foreman  and  3^  laborers  on  each  section.  Section 
gangs  are  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  stations  are  furnished 
with  drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in 
each  waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can 
have  access  to  them.  The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points 
to  which  they  sell  tickets.  The  station  grounds  are  clean  and 
the  yards  are  free  from  rubbish  and  refuse  material.  The  station 
platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  well  maintained. 
Water  in  barrels  and  pails  is  kept  as  protection  against  fire. 
Station  employees  are  generally  uniformed  and  all  wear  a  badge 
indicating  their  employment. .  The  passenger  station  at  Olean  i6 
in  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  and  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  stone  and  brick  building  in  its  place.  The 
station  building  at  New  South  Wales  is  also  in  very  poor  condi- 
tion, and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

The  coaches  are  in  good  condition,  with  drinking  water  in 
each.  They  are  furnished  with  emergency  tools,  centrally  lo- 
cated in  the  cars;  emergency  toote  are  also  carried  in  boxes, 
underneath  baggage,  mail  and  express  cars.  All  are  equipped 
with  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes,  are  heated  by  steam  and 
lighted  with  oil  lamps.  All  passenger  trainmen  are  uniformed. 
The  freight  ears  are  generally  in  good  condition;  about  90  per 
cent,  are  equipped  with  automatic  couplers,  80  per  cent,  with 
air  brakes,  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  balance  of  the  cars  is  being 
hurried.  Box  cars  have  ladders  on  the  ends  and  grab-irons  on 
the  sides,  well  secured.  The  running  boards  on  the  tops  of  the 
cars  appear  to  be  well  maintained. 

Since  last  inspection,  about  92,000  cross  ties  have  been  re- 
newed; 14.2  miles  of  new  80-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid, 
replacing  the  worn  67-pound  steel  rail;  about  22  miles  of  track 
have  been  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders;  a  freight  warehouse, 
36  feet  in  width,  has  been  extended  250  feet,  and  a  platform  170 
feet  in  length  built  at  the  end,  at  Buffalo;  the  traveling  hoist  at 
the  same  place  has  been  remodeled  and  extended  across  the  plat- 
form, four  tracks  and  two  driveways*;  a  new  office  has  been  con- 
structed for  the  Empire  Line  Company,  30  feet  in  length  and  S^ 
feet  in  width,  at  the  end  of  the  Buffalo  freight  office;  large,  new 
engines  have  been  placed  on  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn- 
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gylyania  dock  at  Buffalo,  and  the  coal  trestle  remodeled  for  carry- 
ing the  100,000  pounds  capacity  cars;  about  IJ  miles  of  new  sid- 
ing have  been  added  to  the  polling  yard  at  Ebenezer,  and  about 
one  mile  of  additional  sidings  laid  at  Franklinville,  Ischua  and 
Olean;  a  new  girder  bridge  has  been  put  in  at  No.  9,  south  of 
Machias,  replacing  a  bridge  of  the  same  kind  which  was  too  light; 
a  new  lattice  bridge  has  been  constructed  at  No.  13,  south  of 
Ischua  station;  two  new  overhead  iron  bridges  have  been  built, 
one  fiouth  of  Holland  and  one  south  of  Hinsdale,  and  a  dangerous 
grade  crossing  at  each  place  eliminated;  a  portion  of  the  abut- 
ments of  bridges  Nos.  9  and  13  has  been  rebuilt,  as  well  as  all  the 
walls  in  open  culverts  19a,  22a,  34b,  39a,  and  52b,  and  masonry 
ends  have  been  built  to  a  large  number  of  iron  pipe  culverts; 
about  25  openings  to  grade  have  been  gotten  rid  of  by  putting 
in  iron  pipe  and  filling. 

That  tie  renewals  be  made  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  that 
at  leajst  15  per  cent,  of  all  ties  be  renewed  this  season;  that  the 
frogs  be  fitted  with  foot-guards,  for  the  protection  of  the  men 
in  the  train  and  yard  service;  that  necessary  repairs  be  made  to 
the  fences,  and  that  a  new  and  suitable  station  building  be 
erected  at  New  South  Wales. 

Rochestet^  Dwision. 

The  main  line  of  the  Rochester  division  exitendfi  from  Hinsdale 
Junction  with  the  Buffalo  division,  to  Rochester,  a  distance  of 
98.54  miles;  the  Swains  branch,  from  Nunda  Junction  with  the 
main  line,  to  Swains,  on  the  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Shawmut  and 
Northern  Railroad,  a  distance  of  12  miles;  the  Genesee  Valley 
Terminal,  from  Rochester  yard  to  a  connection  with  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  a  distance  of  2.46 
miles. 

The  entire  division  is  single  track  and  standard  gauge.  Ten 
miles  of  the  main  line  are  laid  with  56-pound,  and  the  balance  with 
67-pound  steel  rail ;  6i  miles  of  the  Swains  branch  are  laid  with 
56-pound  steel  rail,  and  the  balance  with  56-pound  iron  rail;  the 
Qenesee  Valley  Terminal  is  laid  with  56-pound  steel  rail.  The 
67  and  56-pound  rail  is  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in 
length,  with  4  bolts;  the  56-pound  iron  rail  is  connected  by  fish 
plates  19  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.  The  ties  in  the  main 
track  are  almost  entirely  white  oak,  and  in  the  branch  lines  white 
oak,  chestnut  and  cedar;  they  are  7x8  inches,  8 J  feet  in  length, 
and  2,992  are  laid  to  a  mile  of  track.    Chestnut  and  cedar  ties 
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are  used  in  side  tracks  and  yards.    Tie-platee  are  quite  exten- 
sively used  and  give  satisfactory  results.    Kail  braces  are  used  on 
sharp  curves.    The  cuts,  excepting  on  the  Swains  branch,  are 
taken  out  to  the  proper  width  and  are  well  ditched;  on  the  Swains 
branch  a  portion  of  the  cuts  are  narrow  and  poorly  ditched. 
Only  a  short  portion  of  this  branch — ^about  2^  miles,  from  ^unda 
junction  to  Nunda  village — ^is  used  by  passenger  trains,  the  bal- 
ance being  mainly  for  a  freight  exchange  track  with  the  Pitts- 
burgh, Shawmut  and  Northern  Railroad.    The  embankments  are 
generally  of  good  width.    About  15  per  cent,  of  the  ties  are  poor 
and  should  be  renewed  this  season.    The  67-pound  rail  is  good; 
most  of  the  56-pound  steel  rail  is  in  fair  condition;  the  iron  rail 
is  much  worn  and  should  be  renewed.    The  angle  plates  are  in 
good  condition;  the  fish  plates  are  considerably  worn  and  bent 
All  the  connections  are  full  bolted  and  no  loose  bolts  were  found 
excepting  in  the  fish  plate  joints,  where  quite  a  large  proportion 
of  them  are  loose,  and,  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  rail  and  the 
plates,  cannot  well  be  kept  tight.    Nut  locks  are  quite  exten- 
sively used.    The  joints,  line  and  surfacing  of  the  main  track  are 
good,  and  of  the  Terminal  Railway  very  fair;  on  Swains  branch 
they  are  only  medium,  and  in  places  poor.    The  curves  are  cor- 
rectly elevated  for  the  speed  of  trains.    A  large  proportion  of  the 
line  consists  of  curves,  the  track  being  laid  mainly  upon  the  tow- 
path  of  the  abandoned  Genesee  Valley  canal,  and  made  to  con- 
form as  closely  as  possible  with  it.    The  maximum  curve  in  main 
line  is  16  degrees — located  at  Sand  Hill  road  crossing,  about  5 
miles  south  of  Rochester.    The  maximum  grade  is  92  feet  per 
mile — for  a  short  distance,  north  of  Rockville.    The  switches  in 
main  track  are  mainly  split  point;   a   few    Wharton   switches 
are  in  use.    They  all  have  rigid  stands  with  well  painted  targets, 
and  are  in  good  condition  throughout.    Switch  and  semaphore 
lamps  show  red  light  for  danger  and  green  light  for  safety.    The 
frogs,  excepting  on  the  Swains  branch,  are  spring  raiL    No  frogi 
or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards.    The  track  is  bal- 
lasted with  gravel  and  cinders  in  very  fair  quantity. 

The  following  railroads  are  crossed  at  grade:  Buffalo,  Roches- 
ter and  Pittsburgh  by  the  Genesee  Valley  Terminal.  The  cross- 
ing is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.  All  trains  stop  before 
crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad,  at  Genesee 
junction.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates.  All  trains  stop 
before  crossing.  Two  tracks  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad,  at  Mt.  Morris.  The  croseing  is  protected  by 
a  pneumatic  interlocking  plant,  with  derails  in  all  tracks.  The 
crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  proitected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the 
conductor  of  the  electric  car  going  ahead  of  his  car  to  the  cross- 
ing, and  flagging  across  the  steam  railroad  tracks.    No  block  sig- 
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<nal8  are  in  use.  Semaphore  signals  are  at  all  telegraph  stations, 
to  stop  trains  for  orders  and  to  prevent  their  following  each  other 
too  closely.  Ko  interlocking  plants  are  maintained  excepting  at 
the  grade  croseing  of  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  Railroad,  as  above  noted. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire  and  somewhat  out  of  repair. 
The  right  of  way  is  entirely  cleared  and  generally  free  from  brush 
4uid  weeds.  Derailing  switches  are  in  all  sidings  upon  which  cars 
are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward  the  main 
track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition ;  also  the  greater  number  of  the  trestles.    Trestle  No.  39a, 
near  Mt.  Morris,  has  considerable  poor  timber.    A  4-foot  pipe  is 
in  place  and  the  trestle  is  to  be  filled  at  once.    No.  19,  a  pile  and 
bent  trestle  172  feet  in  length,  and  No.  20,  a  similar  structure  343 
feet  in  length,  north  of  Black  Creek,  are  considerably  decayed, 
and  should  be  rebuilt.    No.  25,  a  pile  and  bent  trestle  166  feet  in 
length,  and  number  26,  a  similar  structure  758  feet  in  length,  near 
Hinsdale  junction,  are  in  bad  condition,  and  should  be  rebuilt  at 
once.    The  materials  to  do  this  are  ordered  and  are  being  re- 
ceived.   Assurance  was  given  that  the  rebuilding  would  begin 
at  once.    The  masonry  is  generally  in  good  condition,  but  quite 
a  proportion  of  the  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  have  no  mas- 
onry, timber  or  pile  bents,  planked  or  timbered  behind,  to  sup- 
port the  embankments,  being  used  instead.    The  bridge  and  tres- 
tle floors  are  standard,  same  as  on  the  Buffalo  division,  and  gener- 
ally well  maintained.    Water  in  barrels  is  kept  on  trestles,  as 
protection  against  fire.    The  bridges  are  principally  of  steel  or 
iron  and  are  very  well  painted.      A  few  wooden  Howe  truss 
bridges  yet  remain,  and  are  in  good  condition.    Inside  guard 
rails  are  maintained  on  all  bridges  and  trestles.    The  openings 
under  or  through  the  embankments  are  stone  arch  and  box  cul- 
verts and  iron  pipe,  all  in  apparently  good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  properly  planked. 
The  crossing  signs  are  of  triangular  or  diamond  shape;  they  are 
properly  located  at  all  highway  crossings  and  are  well  painted; 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length.  Three  highway  crossings  are 
protected  by  flagmen. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  The  cattle  guards  are  of  the 
wooden  or  metallic  slat  pattern,  and  are  in  very  fair  condition. 
Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the  pre- 
scribed distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  six  miles  in  length,  and  the  average 
force  employed  consists  of  a  foreman  and  3^  laborers  on  each. 
Section  gangs  are  furnished  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for 
protection.  A  track-walker  is  regularly  employed  on  each  seo- 
tion. 
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The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  are  furnished  with 
drinking  water  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  con- 
sult them.  The  station  grounds  are  generally  clean  and  the  yards 
free  from  rubbish  and  refuse  material.  The  station  platforms 
are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  in  good  condition.  Water  in  bar- 
rels and  pails  is  kept  in  stations,  as  protection  against  fire.  The 
agent  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  he  sells  ticket& 
Station  employees  are  uniformed  or  wear  a  badge  indicating  their 
employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  Buffalo  Divi- 
sion. 

Since  last  inspection  (1898)  approximately  48,500  cross  ties 
have  been  renewed;  4  miles  of  67-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid 
on  the  main  line,  and  2  miles  of  56-pound  steel  rail  on  the  Swains 
branch,  replacing  worn  rail;  about  one-half  mile  of  additional 
sidings  has  been  built;  7^  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted; 
Hi  miles  of  fence  have  been  built  or  extensively  repaired;  Fill- 
more station  has  been  enlarged  and  remodeled;  the  Portage 
freight  house  has  been  enlarged;  new  gravel  platforms  have  been 
provided  at  Houghton,  Cuylerville  and  Portage  Park;  a  large 
number  of  the  station  buildings  have  been  repainted,  including 
Portage  passenger  station  and  freight  house,  Eosfiburg,  Tusca- 
rora,  Nunda,  Scottsville,  Fowlerville,  Fillmore,  Belfast  and 
Houghton  passenger  stations;  nearly  all  these  stations  have  also 
had  the  interior  painted;  at  Sonyea  the  line  of  the  road  is  being 
changed  for  about  one-half  mile,  reducing  the  grade  at  that  place 
from  80  to  49  feet  per  mile,  and  two  highway  crossings  at  that 
place  are  being  put  under  the  railroad  in  making  this  change,  and 
the  grade  crossings  thereby  abolished. 


Recommendations. 

That  the  necessary  tie  renewals  be  made  as  promptly  as  possi- 
ble; that  the  iron  rail  on  the  Swains  branch  be  removed  and  a 
better  rail  substituted;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  pro- 
tected by  foot-guards;  that  the  fences  be  put  in  proper  repair; 
that  wooden  trestles  Nos.  19,  20,  25  and  26  be  renewed  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Rwer  Division. 

The  portion  of  the  River  division  in  the  State  of  New  York 
extends  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  near  Corydon,  to  Olean, 
a  distance  of  38.30  miles. 

The  road  is  single  track,  standard  gauge,  and  laid  with  67- 
pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length, 
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with  4  bolts.     The  ties  in  main  track  are  nearly  all  white  oak, 
7x8  inches,  SJ  feet  in  length,  and  2,992  are  laid  to  a  mile  of 
track.    The  lies  in  sidings  and  yards  are  mixed  oak,  chestnut 
and  cedar,  of  same  dimensions  as  those  laid  in  the  main  track. 
A  few  tie-plates  are  used  and  rail  braces  are  put  on  sharp  curves. 
The  cuts  are  generally  of  good  width  and  proper  slopes;  there 
are  a  few  side  hill  cuts  along  the  river  bank  between  Carrollton 
and  Salamanca  where  the  slopes  are  steep,  and  some  loose  rock 
on  their  sides  should  be  removed.    At  those  places  the  ditches 
are  insufficient,  and  should  be  widened  and  deepened.    The  re- 
mainder of  the  roadway  is  very  well  drained.  No  subdrainage  is 
in  use.    The  embankments  are  of  good  width,  and  at  some  places 
where  the  foot  of  the  slope  comes  to  the  river,  have  been  pro- 
tected by  riprap.    About  10  per  cent,  of  the  ties  are  considerably 
decayed,  and  will  require  renewal  (this  season.    The  rails  are  in 
very  fair  condition.    The  angle  plates  are  in  good  condition,  are 
full  bolted,  and  no  loose  bolts  were  observed.    The  joints,  line 
and  surfacing  of  track  are  good,  and  the  curves  are  correctly  ele- 
vated for  the  speed  of  the  trains.    The  maximum  curve  is  8 
degrees,  located  at  Wolf  Run;  the  maximum  grade  is  18  feet  per 
mile,  west  of  Corydon.    The  switches  are  all  split  point  with 
rigid  stands,  well  painted  targets,  and  all  in  good,  safe  condition. 
Switch  and  semaphore  lamps  show  red  light  for  danger,  and 
green  for  safety.    All  main  track  frogs  are  spring  rail.    No  frogs 
or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards.    The  track  is  very 
well  ballasted  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

The  following  railroad  are  crossed  at  grade:  Buffalo,  Rochester 
and  Pittsburgh,  at  Riverside  junction;  also  the  Erie  Railroad,  at 
Riverside  junction.  The  crossings  are  about  100  feet  apart,  and 
are  protected  by  tilting  board  signals.  All  trains  are  required 
to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.  The  crossings  of  electric 
railroads  are  protected  by  flagmen,  or  by  the  conductor  of  the 
electric  car  going  ahead  of  his  car  to  the  crossing  and  flagging 
across  the  steam  railroad  track.  No  block  signals  are  in  use. 
Semaphore  signals  are  used  at  telegraph  stations,  to  stop  trains 
for  orders  and  to  prevent  their  following  each  other  too  closely. 
There  are  no  interlocking  plantsi. 

The  fences  are  principally  of  wire,  and  require  repair.  The 
tight  of  way  is  cleared  of  timber;  some  small  brush  remains, 
which  should  be  cut  and  removed.  Derailing  switches  are  in  sid- 
ings upon  which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends 
toward  the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  the  floors  are  well  maintained.  The  masonry  at 
bridge  50,  near  Wolf  Run,  is  failing,  and  the  bridge  is  supported 
on  bents,  preparatory  to  rebuilding  the  abutments.    The  abut- 
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ments  to  bridge  54,  near  Carrollton,  have  poor  foundation,  and 
are  tipping  forward;  they  are  securely  braced,  but  will  need  re- 
building soon.  The  balance  of  the  masonry  is  in  very  good  con- 
dition. There  are  quite  a  number  of  pile  and  timber  trestles  oa 
this  road;  they  are  all  of  good  design,  of  sufficient  strength,  and 
well  maintained.  Inside  guard  railfi  are  maintained  on  all  bridges 
and  trestles.  The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments 
are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  in  apparently 
good  condition. 

The  highway  crossings  are  well  graded  and  the  planking  is 
properly  done.  The  crossing  signs  are  of  the  diamond  and  tri- 
angular form  and  are  properly  located  at  all  highways;  they  are 
well  painted  and  have  letters  9  inches  in  length.  Two  highway 
crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen.  Warning  signals  are  in  place 
at  all  overhead  obstructions  less  than  20  feet  above  the  track. 
The  cattle  guards  are  of  the  wooden  slat  or  metallic  ribbed  pat- 
tern; a  few  are  lacking  and  should  be  supplied.  Mile  posts  are 
maintained,  and  the  whistle-posts  are  at  the  prescribed  distance 
from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  six  miles  in  lengith,  and  a  foreman  and 
4  laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Section  gangs  are  famished 
with  flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  A  track- 
walker is  regularly  employed  on  each  section. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  are  furnished  with 
drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  con- 
sult them.  The  station  grounds  are  generally  clean  and  the 
yards  free  from  rubbish  and  refuse  material.  The  station  plat- 
forms are  of  plank  and  gravel  and  are  in  good  condition.  Water 
in  barrels  and  pails  is  kept  in  stations,  as  protection  against  fire. 
The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they  sell 
tickets.  Station  employees  are  uniformed,  or  wear  a  badge  indi- 
cating their  employment.  The  station  at  Vandalia  is  a  frame 
building,  rough  boarded  and  devoid  of  paint.  A  new  station 
should  be  erected  at  that  place,  or  the  present  one  put  in  better 
condition.  The  stations  at  Quaker  Bridge  and  Wolf  Run  are 
frame  buildings,  with  very  small  waiting  rooms  with  plastered 
walls,  and  some  of  the  plaster  missing.  Those  stations  should 
be  improved. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  report  on  Buffalo  Divi- 
sion. 

Since  the  last  inspection,  approximately  26,500  cross  ties  have 
been  renewed;  17.7  miles  of  67-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid, 
replacing  lighter  rail;  2  miles  of  new  si'dings  have  been  con- 
structed; 23.5  miles  of  the  track  have  been  reballasted  witb 
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grayel  and  cinders;  all  the  steel  and  iron  bridges  have  been 
painted;  several  open  culverts  have  had  wooden  stringers  replaced 
with  I-beams;  a  new  semaphore  has  been  placed  at  Riverside 
Junction,  and  a  new  tool  house  erected  at  Red  House. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  necessary  tie  renewals  be  made  bb  promptly  as  possi- 
ble; that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails  be  protected  by  foot-guards; 
that  necessary  repairs  be  made  to  the  fences;  that  the  missing 
cattle  guards  be  supplied;  that  Vandalia,  Quaker  Bridge  and 
Wolf  Run  station  buildings  be  put  in  proper  repair. 

Pittsburgh  Division. 

The  portion  of  the  Pittsburgh  Division  in  the  State  of  New 
York  extends  from  the  Pennsylvania  State  line,  near  Clymer,  to 
Buffalo,  a  distance  of  85.91  miles,  all  single  track  and  standard 
gauge. 

Forty-eight  miles  of  the  track  are  laid  with  56-pound  steel  rail 
connected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts;  11.36 
miles  with  60-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle  plates  26  inches 
in  length,  with  4  bolts;  5.05  miles  with  67-pound  steel  rail  conr 
nected  by  angle  plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts ;  the  bal- 
ance— 21.51  miles — with  70-pound  steel  rail  connected  by  angle 
plates  24  inches  in  length,  with  4  bolts.    The  ties  in  main  track 
are  nearly  ail  white  oak,  are  7x8  inches,  8^  feet  in  length,  and 
2,992  are  laid  to  the  mile  of  track.    The  ties  in  sidings  and  yards 
are  mixed — oak,  chestnut  and  cedar.    A  few  tie-plates  are  used* 
Bail  braces  are  used  on  sharp  curves.    The  cuts  and  embank- 
ments are  generally  of  sufficient  width  and  proper  slopes.    The 
roadway  is  very  well  ditched.    No  subdrainage  is  in  use.    About 
10  per  cent,  of  the  cross  ties  are  poor  and  should  be  renewed  this 
season.   The  56  and  60-pound  rail  is  considerably  worn,  especially 
at  the  ends;  the  67-pound  rail  is  in  good  condition;  the  70-pound 
rail  is  new.    The  angle  plates  are  in  good  condition,  are  full 
bolted  and  all  the  bolts  apparently  tight.    The  joints,  line  and 
surfacing  of  the  track  are  fair,  considering  the  condition  of  a 
portion  of  the  rail  and  ties  and  lack  of  sufficient  ballast.    The 
curves  are  correctly  elevated  for  fast  running  and  are  well  lined. 
The  maximum  curve  is  7^  degrees,  located  south  of  Prospect. 
The  grades  are  very  much  broken,  the  road  apparently  being 
graded  so  as  to  conform  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  natural 
surface  of  the  ground,  without  proper  regard  to  the  requirements 
of  fast  speed  or  economical  operation.    The  maximum  grade  is 
80  feet  per  mile,  south  from  Brocton.    The  greater  portion  of 
J^a^in  track  switches  are  split  point,  and  the  balance  Wharton. 
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They  all  have  rigid  stands  with  well-painted  targets,  and  are  in 
good  condition.  Switch  and  semaphore  lamjMS  show  red  light  for 
danger,  and  green  for  safety.  Both  spring  rail  and  rigid  frogs 
are  used.  No  frogs  or  guard  rails  are  protected  by  foot-guards. 
The  track  is  so  lightly  ballasted  that  grass  and  weeds  are  grow- 
ing plentifully  among  the  ties,  on  portions  of  the  line. 

The  following  roads  are  crossed  at  grade:   One  track  of  the 
Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburgh,  at  Dunkirk.    The 
crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.    All  trains  stop 
before  crossing.    One  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  at  Dunkirk. 
The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board  signal.    All  trains 
fitop  before  crossing.    One  track  of  the  Buffalo  and  Southwestern 
(Erie),  at  Blasdell.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  a  tilting  board 
signal.    All  trains  stop  before  crossing.    Two  tracks  of  the  Buf- 
falo Creek  Railroad,  at  Buffalo.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  a 
tilting  board  signal.    All  trains  stop  before  crossing.    Two  tracks 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western,  at  Buffalo.     The 
crossing  is  protected  by  disc  signals  located  in  a  tower.     All 
trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing.    The 
New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  and  the  Buffalo  Creek  Rail- 
roads also  cross  the  Delaware,  Lkckawanna  and  Western  at  this 
point,  and  the  signals  in  the  same  tower  govern  the  movements 
of  trains  on  all  the  roads,  and  are  not  interlocked.    (This  very 
important  crossing  of  all  these  railroads  should  be  protected  by 
a  modern  and  complete  interlocking  plant,  properly  signalled, 
with  derailing  switches  in  all  tracks.)    One  track  of  the  Buffalo 
and  Southwestern  (Erie  Railroad),  in  Buffalo  yard.    The  crossing 
is  protected  by  semaphore  signals.    Buffalo  and  Southwestern 
trains  stop  before  crossing;  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
trains  do  not,  when  signal  is  in  their  favor.    One  track  of  the 
West  Shore  Railroad,  in  Buffalo  yard.    The  crossing  is  protected 
by  a  semaphore  signal.    The  West  Shore  trains  stop  before  cross- 
ing; the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  trains  do  not, 
when  signal  is  in  their  favor.    Four  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad, 
at  Buffalo.    The  crossing  is  protected  by  signals  located  in  a 
tower.     All  trains  are  required  to  come  to  a  full  stop  before 
crossing.     All  crossings  of  electric  railroads  are  protected  by 
flagmen,  or  by  the  conductor  of  the  electric  car  going  ahead  of 
his  car  to  the  crossing  and  flagging  across  the  steam  railroad 
track.    No  block  signals  are  in  use.    Semaphore  signals  are  used 
at  telegraph  stations  to  stop  trains  for  orders  and  to  prevent 
their  following  each  other  too  closely.    There  are  no  interlocking 
plants  on  the.  division. 

The  fences  are  of  wire  and  out  of  repair  in  places.  The  right 
of  way  is  cleared  of  trees  and  brush  and  is  very  free  from  rubbish 
and  refuse  material.     Derailing  switches  are  in  eidings  upon 
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which  cars  are  left  standing,  where  the  grade  descends  toward 
the  main  track. 

The  bridges,  trestles,  open  culverts  and  cattle  passes  are  gener- 
ally in  good  repair,    A  very  large  proportion  of  the  open  culverts, 
cattle  passes  and  small  bridges  are  devoid  of  masonry,  pile  or 
timber  bents,  planked  behind  to  support  the  embankments,  being 
used  in  place  of  abutments.    They  are  generally  in  good  con- 
dition, and  needed  repairs  are  provided  for.    Those  structures 
are  very  liable  to  take  fire,  and  masonry  should  be  built  to  replace 
the  pile  and  timber  abutments.    Nearly  all  the  small  openings 
have  wooden  stringers;  they  are  of  sufficient  size  and  well  main- 
tained.    The  iron  and  steel  bridges  are  in  good  condition,  and 
the  necessary  strengthening  or  renewals,  made  necessary   by 
increase  of  weight  of  motive  power  and  rolling  stock,  are  made 
or  arranged  for.     The  most  important  of  these  consists  of  the 
renewal  of  a  steel  viaduct  near  Derby,  690  feet  in  length  and 
about  110  feet  in  height;  work  on  this  is  commenced  and  a  new 
and  stronger  steel  viaduct  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  one. 
The  bridge,  trestle  and  culvert  floors  are  standard  and  generally 
well  maintained.    Inside  guard  railfi  are  maintained  on  all  bridges 
and  trestles.    The  openings  under  or  through  the  embankments 
are  stone  arch  and  box  culverts  and  iron  pipe,  all  apparently  in 
good  condition. 

The  highways  are  properly  graded  and  well  planked.  Crossing 
signs  of  triangular  form  are  properly  located  at  all  highways; 
the  letters  are  9  inches  in  length;  the  paint  is  dim.  Five  highway 
crossings  are  protected  by  flagmen,  one  by  flagman  and  gates  and 
two  by  electric  bells. 

Warning  signals  are  in  place  at  all  overhead  obstructions  less 
than  20  feet  above  the  track.  Very  few  cattle  guards  are  in  use; 
those  in  place  are  of  the  wooden  slat  or  metallic-ribbed  pattern. 
Mile  posts  are  maintained,  and  whistle  posts  are  at  the  prescribed 
distance  from  all  highway  crossings. 

The  track  sections  are  6  miles  in  length,  and  a  foreman  and  4 
laborers  are  employed  upon  each.  Section  gangs  are  furnished 
flags,  lanterns  and  torpedoes,  for  protection.  A  track-walker  is 
regularly  employed  on  each  section. 

The  stations  are  clean  and  the  sanitary  condition  good.  There 
is  a  sign  upon  each,  giving  its  name.  All  are  furnished  with 
drinking  water,  and  a  timetable  of  the  road  is  posted  in  each 
waiting  room.  Tariff  sheets  are  kept  where  the  public  can  have 
access  to  them.  The  station  grounds  are  generally  clean  and 
the  yards  free  from  rubbish  and  refuse  material.  The  station 
platforms  are  of  plank  and  gravel,  and  are  in  good  condition. 
Water  in  barrels  and  pails  is  kept  in  stations  as  protection  against 
fire.   The  agents  can  check  baggage  to  all  points  to  which  they

sell  tickets.    Station  employees  are  uniformed  or  wear  a  badge 
indicating  their  employment. 

For  remarks  as  to  equipment,  etc.,  see  Buffalo  Division  report 
Since  last  inspection  (1898)  about  55,000  cross  ties  have  been 
renewed;  21.5  miles  of  new  70-pound  steel  rail  have  been  laid, 
replacing  lighter,  worn  rail;  about  1^  miles  of  new  side  track 
have  been  constructed,  at  the  different  points;  about  4  miles  of 
track  have  been  reballasted;  a  new  steel  viaduct,  687  feet  in 
length,  has  been  built  at  Angola,  replacing  a  wooden  trestle  and 
a  single  span  steel  truss;  about  1,200  lineal  feet  of  steel  and  iron 
bridges  have  been  repainted;  800  feet  of  wooden  trestles  have 
been  entirely  renewed,  and  new  stringers  and  ties  put  on  a  large 
number  of  the  other  trestles,  bridges,  open  culverts  and  cattle 
passes;  a  few  of  the  smaller  trestles  have  been  filled,  iron  pipe 
being  put  in  to  provide  for  necessary  waterway;  the  abutments 
to  several  of  the  smaller  bridges  and  culverts  have  been  rebuilt 
or  repaired;  the  Silver  Creek  freighthouse  has  been  extended  70 
feet;  oflSces  have  been  built  at  Concord  &  Murphy's  grape  sta- 
tions; toolhouses  have  been  built  at  Brocton  and  Summerdale^ 
and  a  pumphouse  at  Angola;  the  following  buildings  have  been 
painted :  Silver  Creek  freighthouse,  Famham,  Prospect,  Mayville, 
Sherman  and  Clymer  passenger  stations;  Angola,  Dunkirk,  Broo- 
ton,  Mayville,  Sherman  and  Clymer  water  tanks;  West  Seneca, 
Dunkirk,  Blasdell,  Brocton,  Silver  Creek,  Prospect  and  Summer- 
dale  toolhouses;  also  all  the  mile-posts,  whistle-posts  and  switch 
stands. 

Reconumendciiona. 

That  the  necessary  tile  renewals  be  made  as  promptly  as  pos^ 
sible;  that  the  track  be  ballasted;  that  the  frogs  and  guard  rails 
be  protected  by  foot-guards;  that  a  modern  and  complete  inter- 
locking  plant  be  put  in  at  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  at  Buffalo;  that  the  fences  be  put 
in  proper  repair;  that  the  temporary  pile  and  timber  abutments 
to  bridges,  open  culverts,  etc.,  be  replaced  with  masonry,  and 
that,  where  practicable,  iron  pipe  be  put  in  to  carry  the  water, 
and  the  open  culverts  be  filled;  that  the  dim  crossing  signs  be 
repainted,,  and  the  missing  cattle  guards  be  replaced. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maklnf 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 
T?he  company  informed  the  Board  that  the  recommendations  "WiU  be 
^iven  proper  attention,  and  such  work  as  is  necessary  to  bring  the  road  up 
to  the  requirements  of  your  Commission  will  be  performed  in  the  very  near 
future."  '    .    r    .       ,   .

Kbport  bx  Inspector  on  Condition  of  Station  on  thhs  Erih 

Railroad,  at  Olban. 

As  directed  by  your  honorable  Board,  I  have  examined  the  pas- 
senger station  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  at  Olean,  and  respectfully 
45nbniit  the  following  report: 

The  passenger  station  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  at   Olean,  is   a 
wooden*  structure,  built  many  years  ago,  and  was  originally  in- 
tended for  a  passenger  station,   restaurant   and   dwelling   com- 
bined.    The  restaurant  hasi  long  been  discontinued,  but  one  end 
-of  the  building  is  still  used  as  a  dwelling.    The  building  is  suf- 
ficiently large,  but  poorly  arranged;  its  frame,  as  well  asi  Its  ex- 
terior, is  in  good  condition;  the  interior  is  of  old  style  construc- 
tion, with  lathed  and  plastered  walls  and  ceilings,  which  are  very 
-dirty  looking  and  badly  cracked,  and  the  plastering  is  off  in 
places.     The  doors  fit  poorly,  and  the  wind  and  snow  blow  under 
-and  about  them  into  the  waiting  rooms.    Separate  waiting  rooms 
iire  provided  for  men  and  women,  and  there  is  no  way  of  getting 
from  one  to  the  other  except  by  going  around  outside  the  build- 
ing.   They  are  apparently  of  suflBcient  size,  but  in  bad  repair.    A 
jnedium  sized  coal  stove  is  provided  in  each  room,  but  not  of 
-sufficient  capacity  to  warm  the  room  properly  on  a  cold  day.    No 
water  closet  is  provided  for  the  men's  waiting  room;  a  small 
«ized  closet  opens  directly  out  of  the  women's  waiting  room;  it 
is  in  fair  condition  and  presents  no  objectionable  features  at  the 
present  time,  but  in  warm  weather  must  be  offensive. 

I  am  advised  by  the  officers  of  the  company  that  the  interior  of 
the  station  is  to  be  generally  changed  and  modernized,  in  the  near 
"future.  Would  respectfully  recommend  that,  when  this  is  done, 
a  door  or  passageway  be  provided!  between  the  two  waiting  rooms; 
that  the  station  be  provided  with  furnace  or  steam  heat,  and  that 
water  closets  with  modem  sanitary  plumbing  be  provided  for 
^ach  waiting  room. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 

the  recommendations  of  the  inspector  the  recommendations  of  this  Board. 

The  company  informed  the  Board  that,  "  Plans  are  now  under  way,  which 

it  is  hoped,  wiU  remedy  the  condition  at  that  point  in  such  a  way  as  to 

^e  entirely  satisfactory  to  both  the  people  and  your  honorable  Board." 
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Follofvlnv  are  reports  made  by  tbe  Klectrlcal  Expert  of  tbe  Board  of 
his  inspection  of  street  surface  railroads  x 

Auburn  City  Railway. 
June  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  am  inspectioa  of  the  Auburn  Oity  Railway  Com- 
pany's system  and'  submit  the  follawing: 

This  system  consists  of  12  and  92-100  miles  of  track,  all  of 
which  is  single  except  about  one-half  mile  on  Genesee  street, 
which  is  double  track.  All  located  in  the  city  of  Auburn  with 
the  exception  of  .one  mile  in  the  town  of  Fleming  and  two  miles 
in  the  town  of  Owasco,  all  in  Oayuga  county.  The  system  is 
operated  in  five  different  routes,  all  routes  centering  on  Genesee 
street  which  is  the  main  street  of  the  city  of  Auburn.  On  the  line 
there  are  14  bridges,  four  grade  crossings  and  the  maximum  grade 
is  8  4.10  pep  cent,  for  about  600  feet.  Track  construction  is  of 
45-pound  and  58-pound  T-rail  and  70  and  90-pound  girder  rail. 

Potoer  House. 

The  power  house  is  a  one  story  brick  building  vrith  an  addi- 
tional story  on  a  portion  of  it  for  office  purposes,  the  buil^g 
being  80  x  150  feet,  located  on  the  comer  of  State  and  Ohappel 
streets  in  the  city  of  Auburn.  The  car  barn,  which  is  separated 
from  the  power  house  by  a  fire  wall,  is  located  in  this  building. 
The  power  equipment  consists  of  one  500-horsepower  Corliss  tan- 
dem compound  engine  working  at  100  revolutions;  one  Mcintosh 
&  Seymour  tanidem  compound  high  speed  engine,  250  horsepower. 
These  are  connected  to  one  300-kilo-watt  G.  E.  and  3  T.  H.  D,  K, 
generators.  The  300-kilo-watt  generator  being  direct  connected. 
And  the  3  T.  H.  generators  belted.  The  Corliss  •  engine  and  gen- 
erator were  installed  in  1896;  the  Mcintosh  &  Seymour  engines 
and  the  T.  H.  generator  in  1891.  There  is  one  switch  board  with 
8  panels,  6  feeder  circuits  and  one  return  circuit.  The  boiler 
room  equipment  consists  of  four  100  horsepower  horizontal  tubu- 
lar boilers,  80-pound  pressure,  two  of  which  were  installed  in 
1891 ;  the  other  two  in  1896.  These  are  inspected  by  the  Fidelity 
and  Casualty  Company,  the  last  inspection  of  boilers  No.  1  and  2, 
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being  made  in  February  1899,  and)  Nos.  3  and  4  were  inspected 
since  that  date.  The  coal  is  shoveled  from  cars  into  the  boiler 
room. 

Car  Ba/m. 

The  car  bam  is  equipped  with  six  tracks,  and  in  addition  there 
are  five  tracks  outside  of  the  building.  There  are  pits  under  two 
tracks  in  the  car  bam,  which  are  heated'  by  steam.  In  this  barn 
there  is  a  repair  shop  with  drill,  lathe,  forge,  etc.,  and  light  car 
repairs  are  made.  There  is  also  a  sand  dryer  which  is  heated  by 
steam.     There  is  storage  capacity  in  the  barn  for  23  cars. 

Cars. 

This  company  owns  23  cars  of  which  20  are  motor  cars,  and  3 
are  trailers.  The  company  has  one  snow  plow.  Of  the  motor 
cars  12  are  closed  and  7  are  open.  The  closed  cars  are  all  20 
feet,  thei  open  motor  cars  are  10  bench  and  the  trailers  are  8 
bench.  There  are  17^  motor  equipment,  10^  of  which  are  G.  E. 
800,  6  Westinghouse  12  A,  1  Westinghouse  49.  The  half  motor 
equipment  is  used  on  the  snow  plow. 

Trucks. 

The  truck  equipment  consists  of  5  Brill,  17  Peckham,  and  there 
is  a  McGuire  truck  on  the  sweeper.  All  motor  trucks  are  7-foot 
wheel  base,  the  trailer  truck  6  feet  6  inches.  Wheels  on  trailers 
30  inches  and  on  motors  33  inches  with  2^-inch  tread  and  f-inch 
flange.  Closed  cars  are  all  heated  by  electricity  except  one  which  is 
heated  by  a  stove,  and  all  have  electric  head  lights  and  sand  boxes. 
All  are  equipped  with  single  chain  hand  brakes.  Fenders  are 
used  on  all  cars.  There  are  no  oil  lights  on  any  of  the  cars,  and 
no  red  flags  or  lanterns  are  used.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned 
by  night  men  every  night.  They  are  repaired  by  three  day  men, 
and  are  put  over  a  pit  for  overhauling  when  necessary.  The  sys- 
tem is  operated  on  five  different  routes,  all  centering  on  Genesee 
street. 

The  South  Sireet  Lvne. 

The  South  Street  line,  which  extends  from  Genesee  street 
through  Lincoln  and  Mechanic  streets  and  private  right  of  way 
for  200  feet,  Mary  street,  Hamilton  avenue,  Moravia  street,  pri- 
vate right  of  way  IJ  miles,  White  Bridge  road  in  the  town  of 
Fleming,  across  the  Owasco  river  outlet,  to  Owasco  park,  dis- 
tance of  ^  miles.  On  South  street  there  is  300  feet  of  brick  pave- 
ment. There  is  no  pavement  on  any  of  the  other  streets  on  this 
route.    From  Genesee  street  to  and  through  Moravia  street  about 
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1  1-3  miles,  the  track  is  constructed  of  TO-pound,  6-inch  girder 
rail  laid  in  1895.  From  Moravia  street  to  the  track  terminus,  it 
is  constructed  of  58-i>ound  T-rail  laid  in  1896.  On  this  route  there 
are  no  grade  crossings.  There  is  an  8  4-10  per  cent,  grade  on 
Lincoln  street  for  600  feet  descending  to  Genesee  street.  There 
are  three  4  per  cent,  grades  at  different  points  on  the  line  and 
there  is  one  bridge  over  the  Owasco  river. 

TJie  North  Street  Line. 

This  route  extends  from  Genesee  street  through  North  street^ 
Park  avenue,  Nelson,  Lansing,  Fulton,  Seymour,  Lewis,  Frankljn 
and  Perry  streets,  back  to  Genesee  street,  making  a  belt  line  con- 
necting with  Genesee  street  line  at  both  ends,  but  cars  on  thii 
line  do  not  run  over  the  Genesee  street  track.  This  line  is  2  4-l(K 
miles  long.  North  street  is  paved  with  medina  stone  outside  the 
tracks  and  with  brick  between  them  for  a  distance  of  800  feet 
There  is  no  pavement  on  any  of  the  other  streets  on  this  route: 
The  construction  of  all  of  this  route  is  70-pound  6-inch  girder,  laid 
in  1895.  On  this  line  there  is  one  highway  bridge,  one  grade 
crossing  over  a  switch  track  and  several  4  per  cent,  and  one  6 
per  cent,  grades. 

Edst  and  West  Oenesee  Street  Line. 

This  route  extends  from  the  city  line  on  West  Genesee  to 
Seward  avenue,  on  East  Gtenesee  street,  a  distance  of  12,500  feet 
Genesee  street  is  paved  with  brick  and  medina  stone  from  State 
to  Owasco  street,  about  i  mile.  On  the  balance  of  the  street 
there  is  a  macadam  improvement.  Four  thousand  one  hundred 
feet  of  the  track  construction  is  9-inch  90-pound  girder  rail  laid 
in  1895  and  the  balance  is  70-pound  6-inch  girder,  laid  in  189& 
There  is  double  track  between  State  and  Owasco  streets  between 
which  points  the  street  is  paved.  On  this  line  there  is  one  6  per 
cent,  grade  for  J  mile  and  one  8" per  cent,  grade;  one  grade  cross- 
ing, and  another  grade  crossing  of  steam  tracks  which  is  not  com- 
pleted,  the  rails  being  laid  on  each  side  of  the  steam  track. 

The  Owdsoo  Line, 

This  line  extends  from  Genesee  street  to  the  Park  througb 
Owasco  street,  2J  miles,  4,000  feet  of  which  is  in  the  city  of 
Auburn,  the  balance  in  the  town  of  Owasco,  all  constructed  of 
46-pound  Trail  laid  in  1892.  On  the  line  there  are  no  grade 
crossings,  no  bridges  and  no  heavy  grades ;  cars  on  this  line  are 
run  over  the  Genesee  street  line  from  Owasco  to  North  street 
about  2,000  feet. 
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State  Street  Lme. 


This  line  extends  from  Genesee  street  through  State,  Seymour, 
Division  and  Aurelius  avenue,  a  distance  of  If  miles.  State 
street  from  Genesee  street  to  Seymour  street  is  paved  with  brick; 
there  are  no  pavements  on  any  of  the  other  streets.  On  State 
street  from  Genesee  to  Seymour  street,  a  distance  of  2,637  feet, 
the  track  construction  is  9-inch  90-pound  girder  rail.  The  rest 
of  the  route  is  45-pound  T-rail  except  300  feet  on  Division  street, 
which  is  58-pound  T-rail.  On  this  line  there  are  two  grade  cross- 
ings of  steam  railroads  and  one  river  bridge.  There  is  a  five  per 
cent,  grade  on  Seymour  street  and  a  5  per  cent,  one  on  State, 
street  both  descending  from  Genesee  street.  All  cars  on  this  line 
are  run  over  the  Genesee  street  tracks  from  State  to  North 
streets,  a  distance  of  500  feet. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

From  Genesee  street  with  special  work,  curve  and  guard  rail 
into  Owasco  street,  the  track  is  constructed  of  45-pound  T-rail 
laid  on  the  side  of  the  street  near  the  corner  of  Frances  street, 
the  trees  stand  too  close  to  the  track.    In  front  of  house  No.  110, 
two  young  trees  are  16  inches  from  the  car  body.    These  are  too 
close,  and  the  trees  should  be  removed  or  the  track  thrown  out 
away  from  them.    At  Anna  street  the  track  is  constructed  across 
the  street  on  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail.    From  the  city  line  the 
track  has  been  relald  for  one-half  mile.    From  Genesee  street  to 
the  city  line  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  but  needs  resurfacing 
and  alignment.    On  this  portion  of  the  track  there  is  some  grass 
above  the  top  of  the  raU.    This  should  be  kept  below  the  rail. 
That  portion  of  the  track  which  has  been  reconstructed  is  in  good 
condition  except  near  the  end  of  it,  it  needs  ballast.    I  am  in- 
formed that  this  work  will  be  carried  to  completion.    At  White 
Bridge  road  there  is  a  covered  platform  station.    From  this  point 
the  track  extends  to  the  Park,  where  it  connects  with  the  South 
Street  line.    Both  lines  making  a  continuous  track  on  a  circle  in 
front  of  the  Park  entrance. 

From  the  end  of  the  improvement  on  this  line  to  the  terminus 
at  the  Park,  the  track  is  not  in  a  dangerous  condition,  but  it  needs 
Burfacing,  ballast  and  alignment.  A  number  of  the  ties  are  de- 
cayed, and  20  per  cent,  new  ones  should  be  added. 

At  the  Park  there  is  a  track  which  crosses  the  circle  and  con- 
nects the  Owasco  line  and  the  South  Street  line;  on  this  there  is 
a  T  connection  to  each  line  on  each  end.  This  track  facilitates 
the  handling  of  cars  during  the  hours  of  heavy  traflBc  to  and  from 

the  park.    On  the  curves  at  the  Park  entrance  and  the  connect- 
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ing  track  and  the  Y  switches  sawed  oak  and  chestnut  ties  are 
used.    These  curves  are  in  first-class  shape. 

The  facilities  for  handling  passengers  at  the  Park  are  first  clafi*. 
There  is  a  covered  platform  with  a  dividing  fence  which  separates 
the  incoming  from  the  outgoing  passengers,  with  three  turnstiles 
on  each  side. 

The  South  Street  Line. 

From  the  Park  the  track  is  laid  with  58-pound  T-rail  down  a 
slight  grade  to  the  bridge  on  White  Bridge  road,  over  the  Owasco 
outlet.    , 

This  is  a  through  bridge  with  a  single  span  48  feet  and  3  inches, 
resting  on  solid  mason  work  abutments.  Sawed  oak  ties  gained 
and  laid  on  10-inch  I-beams  floor  stringers.  There  is  a  6  x  6-inch 
wood  stringer  guard  timber  outside  each  rail.  There  are  no 
guard  rails.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  Berlin  Iron  Bridge 
Company  in  1897,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  de- 
flection. On  the  east  approach  to  this  bridge  there  is  a  4-bent 
trestle,  top  plates  and  sills  12  x  12  inches,  two  stringer  plates 
0  X  14  inches  under  each  rail,  the  sills  resting  on  cribbing  filled  in 
with  concrete.  This  approach  is  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  for  100 
feet  on  a  straight  track  with  curve  at  the  lower  end.  The  west 
approach  is  on  a  2-bent  trestle,  constructed  of  four  12-inch  round 
driven  piles  with  same  construction  of  top  plates  and  stringer 
plates  as  the  east  approach.  This  one  is  on  a  straight  track  np  a 
four  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge  for  150  feet.  The  timbers  on 
these  trestles  are  pine.  Both  are  protected  by  wood  guard 
stringer  timbers  outside  the  rails.  A  car  passing  over  the  ap- 
proaches and  the  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection  or  side  sway. 
There  should  be  guard  rails  inside  the  traction  rails  extending 
across  the  bridge  and  over  the  trestles  on  the  approaches.  Hen 
500  feet  west  of  the  bridge  the  track  crosses  the  highway 
making  a  diagonal  crossing  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view. 
Then  alongside  the  ball  grounds  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  to  Moravia  street ;  then  to  a  private  right  of  way  which  is  14 
feet  wide  and  alongside  of  the  highway.  Through  the  private 
right  of  way  to  Swift  street,  where  the  track  is  of  70-pound  girder 
rail  construction  in  the  center  of  the  street.  Prom  the  bridge  to 
this  point  the  track  is  in  fair  condition. 

From  Swift  street  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Hamil- 
ton avenue  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Mary  street. 
To  this  point  the  track  is  in  good  condition.  Between  Mary  and 
Mechanic  streets  it  is  laid  through  private  right  of  way  for  150 
feet  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Mechanic  street 
Near  the  corner  of  Mechanic  street  and  the  private  right  of  way 
there  is  a  telegraph  pole  which  stands  too  close  to  the  track,  and 
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should  be  moved.  At  this  point  the  track  is  laid  on  the  edge  of  a 
bank  which  extends  along  a  raceway.  This  bank  is  about  60  feet 
high  and  quite  steep^and  the  roadbed  has  from  3  to  4  foot  shoulder 
for  200  feet.  Near  the  private  right  of  way  there  is  a  curve  in 
the  track  which  adds  to  the  liability  of  derailment,  and  is  in 
such  a  direction  that  if  a  car  going  from  the  private  right  of 
way  were  derailed  the  tendency  would  be  to  go  over  the  high 
bank.  The  girder  rail  along  this  bank  should  be  replaced  by 
T-rail  and  a  guard  rail  should  be  placed  on  the  outside  traction 
rail,  and  12  xl2-inch  stringer  timber  should  be  placed  between 
the  rail  and  the  edge  of  the  bank. 

Then  through  Mechanic  street  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  into  Sinclair  street,  with  the  track   in  the   center   of   the 
street  and  down  a  grade  8  4-10  per  cent,  for  600  feet;  then  up 
a  four  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  into  South  street.    The  track  to  Lincoln  street  is  in  fair  con- 
dition, but  on  Mechanic  street  needs  ballasting  and  alignment. 
There  should  be  a  stop  sign  at  the  top  of  the  hill  on  Lincoln 
street.    The  track  on  South  street  is  in  the  center  of  the  street 
and  in  good  condition.    This  line,  which  is  3^  miles  in  length, 
is  the  one  over  which  the  larger  portion  of  the  Park  business  is 
done.    A  large  number  of  cars  are  operated  over  it,  and  the 
safety  of  operation  would  necessitate  that  it  be  equipped  with  a 
block  signal  system. 

North  Street  Line. 

From  Genesee  street  the  track  is  down  a  four  per  cent,  grade 
for  300  feet  to  the  grade  crossing  of  the  single  track  of  the 
Owasco  Railway  Company  at  the  foot  of  the  grade.    Near  this 
crossing  the  tracks  are  laid  on  a  bridge  which  extends  over  the 
Owasco  river.    This  is  a  deck  bridge  54  feet  single  span,  con- 
structed of  four  iron  rod  trusses,  resting  on  good  mason  work 
abutments.    This  is  a  highway  bridge  with  a  40  foot  roadway 
and  12  foot  sidewalks  with  track  in  the  center  of  driveway.    This 
bridge  was  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  an  iron  plate  girder 
under  each  rail,  put  in  by  the  Berlin  Iron  Bridge  Company  in 
1895.    The  bridge  is  12  feet  above  the  water.    A  loaded  wagon 
passing  over  this  bridge  causes  considerable  deflection  and  side- 
sway;  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  of  either. 

From  the  bridge  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet,  with  6-inch 
girder  rail  in  center  of  street,  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail 
to  Nelson  street,  with  6-inch  girder  and  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  to  Fulton  street,  with  6-inch  girder  and  special  curve  and 
guard  pail  to  Seymour  street,  with  6-inch  girder  and  special  curve 
and  guard  rail  to  Franklin  street  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  200 
feet,  then  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for  1,000  feet;  then  special 
curve  and  guard  to  Perry  street.

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At  tbis  point  the  Auburn  Inter-Urban  Electric  Railway,  which 
is  now  bi'i^iix  constructed,  will  connect  with  this  company's  track 
and  run  cars  over  this  line  on  Franklin  street  to  the  corner  of 
Lewis  street,  about  2,000  feet.  In  Perry  street  6-inch  girder  to 
end  of  the  line  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Crenesee 
street.  The  track  and  roadbed  on  this  line  are  in  fair  condition. 
While  a  loaded  wagon  passing  over  the  North  street  bridge  causes 
considerable  deflection  and  sidesway,  a  car  passing  over  it  doe* 
not  appear  to  cause  any  severe  strain  on  it. 

Genesee  Street  Line. 

Commencing  at  the  east  end  of  the  street  the  track  is  laid  with 
6-inch  girder  rail  to  Fulton  street,  which  is  at  the  top  of  a  6  per 
cent,  grade  for  IJ  miles,  with  a  junction  of  the  double  track  at 
West  Owasco  street  and  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  near 
Market  street.  There  should  be  a  stop  sign  at  the  top  of  the 
hill.  West  of  Market  street  across  the  steam  track  to  Gordon'* 
mill  with  a  sharp  curve  on  a  1  per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the 
crossing;  then  to  an  iron  plate  girder  bridge,  2  span,  106  feet 
over  all. 

There  are  6  girder  plates  under  this  bridge  which  rest  on  solid 
masonry  abutments  and  center  pier.  Genesee  street  is  carried 
over  the  river  on  this  bridge,  which  is  a  solid  substantial  struc- 
ture. 

The  double  track  ends  at  State  street,  then  up  a  2  per  cent 
grade  for  1,500  feet,  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  Jefferson 
street;  then  down  an  8  per  cent,  grade  for  500  feet,  then  level 
track  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  the  Lehigh  Valley  tracks.  On  the 
south  side  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  tracks,  there  is  500  feet  of  track 
constructed,  but  there  is  no  crossing  on  the  steam  tracks.  The 
track  on  the  Genesee  street  line  is  in  fair  condition,  but  there 
are  some  low  joints  on  the  east  end  of  it,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
inspection  there  was  a  gang  of  men  at  work  raising  these.  There 
should  be  a  stop  sign  placed  at  the  top  of  the  8  per  cent,  grade 
at  Jefferson  street,  and  near  the  top  of  the  6  per  cent,  grade  at 
Fulton  street. 

State  Street  Line. 

From  Genesee  street  the  track  is  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  with 
a  curve  for  1,000  feet  with  9-inch  90-pound  girder  rail,  then  over 
a  highway  bridge,  then  across  two  tracks  of  tiie  Auburn  branch 
«f  the  New  York  Central  Railroad:  then  fipeciaJ  work  curve  and 
guard  rail  to  Seymour  street  with  4.5-pound  T-rail  with  a  curve  io 
Washington  street,  with  T-rail,  with  a  curve  and  guard  rail  to 
Division  street,  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Anrelioi

ayenne,  and  across  the  single  track  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Eailroad 
to  the  end  of  the  line  500  feet  from  the  croesing. 

The  bridge  on  State  Street  over  Owasco  river  on  this  route  is  a 
deck  bridge  81-foot  span,  63-foot  driveway.  This  bridge  rests  on 
solid  mason  work  abutments  and  is  11  feet  6  inches  above  the 
water.  There  are  8  trusses  in  the  structure,  constructed  of  angle 
irons  riveted.  A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  considerable 
deflection  and  sidesway.  This  bridge  should  be  thoroughly  ex- 
amined by  a  bridge  expert  and  a  copy  of  his  report  sent  to  your 
Honorable  Board.  On  this  line  there  are  very  few  grades,  and 
the  track  is  in  fair  condition  excepting  that  portion  on  Seymour 
street  between  State  and  Washington  where  the  rail  is  in  very 
poor -condition,  and  it  should  be  relaid,  surfaced,  ballasted  and 
aligned. 

Grade  Crossings. 

On  State  street  this  company's  track  crosses  two  tracks  of  the 
Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company.  This 
is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  the  special  work  in  fair  condition. 
A  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  either  side  of  the  crossing  ia 
limited.  From  the  crossing  a  view  of  them  can  be  had  to  the 
depot  on  the  east  and  600  feet  to  the  west.  The  depot  of  the  New 
York  Central  Company  is  located  at  this  crossing,  and  all  passen- 
ger trains  come  to  a  stop  at  this  point.  The  electric  tracks  are 
straight  and  level  on  either  side  of  the  crossing.  There  is  a  flag- 
man on  duty  at  this  crossing  from  7.00  a.  m.  to  7.00  p.  m.  Electrio 
cars  are  operated  over  it  at  4^  minute  intervals.  Fifty  feet  south 
of  this  crossing  there  is  a  highway  bridge  over  the  Owasco  Eiver. 

On  North  street  this  company's  track  crosses  at  grade  the  single 
track  of  the  Owasco  Eiver  Railway  Company.  This  is  a  right 
angle  cut  crossing  in  good  condition.  There  are  gates  on  the 
steam  track  on  either  side  of  the  street.  This  steam  track  extends 
from  the  New  York  Central  track  to  the  Osburn  Agricultural 
Works,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  It  is  used  for  switching 
cars  to  and  from  these  works, which  is  done  by  the  switching  crew 
and  engine  of  the  Osburn  Agricultural  Comjmny.  The  amount 
of  this  switching  varies.  At  times  it  is  done  once  a  day,  and  at 
other  times  of  tener. 

On  Genesee  street  this  company's  track  crosses  the  Owasco 
River  Railway  Company's  track  with  the  same  conditions  as  at  the 
crossing  of  this  company's  track  on  North  street,  except  there  is 
a  sharp  curve  on  a  one  per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the  crossing 
on  the  steam  track.  This  curve  is  75  feet  from  the  crossing,  on 
the  south  side  of  it,  and  entirely  obstructs  the  view.  There  is  a 
gate  on  the  steam  track  on  the  north  side  of  the  street.  The  elec- 
tric tracks  are  double  and  straight  and  level. 
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On  Aurelius  avenue  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses 
the  single  track  of  the  Fair  Haven  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Vallej. 
This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing  in  good  condition.  The  view 
of  the  steam  tracks  on  the  east  side  is  obstructed  in  each  direction; 
on  the  west  Bide  a  view  of  them  can  be  had  for  500  feet  in  either 
direction.  Standing  on  the  crossing,  a  view  of  the  tracks  can  be 
had  for  800  feet  north,  and  there  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks  500 
feet  from  the  crossing  on  this  side  and  a  view  can  be  had  south  for 
1,000  feet.  The  electric  track  is  on  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve 
at  the  comer  of  Division  street  which  is  75  feet  from  the  crossing, 
and  the  4  per  cent,  grade  continues  over  the  crossing  and  300  feet 
west  of  it.  This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  which  are  ox)erated 
from  a  tower  located  on  Wall  street,  which  is  500  feet  sooth  of 
this  crossing.  Electric  cars  are  operated  over  this  point  at  7J 
minute  intervals.  The  electric  cars  do  not  stop  going  up  the 
grade  to  the  crossing.  The  end  of  the  electric  tracks  is  500  feet 
from  the  crossing. 

Cars  on  the  different  routes  are  operated  on  the  following  head- 
ways: Genesee  street  line  8  minutes;  State  street  line  15  minutes; 
!N"ortb  street  line  20  minutes;  South  street  line  40,  20  and  10 
minutes;  Owasco  line  40  minutes,  and  on  special  occasions  20 
minutes.  Cars  are  operated  from  6.20  a.  m.,  to  11.20  p.  m.  A 
five  <  ent  fare  is  charged  on  all  lines.  Transfers  arc  given  to  and 
from  all  lines  except  between  the  Owasco  and  South  street  lines, 
which  connects  at  the  Park.  Transfers  are  not  given  between  these 
lines,  so  that  passengers  cannot  take  a  continuous  ride  over  the 
belt  line  which  these  two  routes  form.  Twenty-two  tickets  are 
sold  for  one  dollar.  Trailer  cars  are  operated  on  special  occasions; 
4-car  trains  are  run  to  and  from  the  Park,  consisting  of  one  motor 
on  each  and  two  trailers  between.  The  company  have  a  book  of 
rules,  and  motormen  and  conductors  are  uniformed.  The  maxi- 
mum number  of  passengers  carried  In  one  day  on  this  road  was 
July  4th,  15,852,  and  on  that  day  6,120  transfers  were  issued. 

This  company  owns  a  park  located  near  Owasco  Lake  consist- 
ing of  33  acres  of  ground,  which  is  equipped  with  the  usual  sum- 
mer park  attractions.  Ko  admission  is  charged  and  no  liquors 
are  sold  on  the  ground. 

The  force  of  the  company  consists  of  16  motormen  and  32  con- 
ductors, a  portion  of  the  conductors  acting  as  motormen  part  of 
the  time.  There  are  two  engineers  and  two  firemen  employed  in 
the  power  house.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  9 
trackmen  employed  to  repair  track. 

The  grade  crossings,  the  heavy  grades  and  the  excursion  busi- 
ness done  on  the  single  track  branch  of  the  South  Side  line  are  the 
elements  of  danger  in  the  oi)eration  of  this  company's  system.  On 
the  South  side  line  there  are  3  turnout  switches  between  Genesee 
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street  and  the  tenuinns,  and  over  this  line  at  times  there  are  trains 
of  four  cars  ox)erated.  There  are  a  large  number  of  curves  on  the 
line,  and  the  general  conditions  are  such  that  safety  of  operation 
demandB  that  this  line  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system. 
And  the  factor  of  safety  in  the  operation  of  the  system  would  be 
increased  by  compliance  with  the  following 

RecoimnefidiUions. 

That  derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  electric  tracks  50  feet  from 
the  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Raver  Railroad 
Company's  tracks  on  State  street,  these  to  be  operated  by  the  con- 
ductors of  electric  cars,  and  that  a  copper  trough  be  placed  on  the 
trolley  wire  in  metallic  contact  with  it  over  this  crossing.    That 
derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  electric  tracks  50  feet  from  the 
crossing  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  track  on  Aurelius  avenue,  these  to 
be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  electric  cars,  and  that  a  copper 
trough  be  placed  on  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.    That  at 
the  two  crossings  of  the  Owasco  River  Railway  Company,  one  on 
North  street  and  the  other  on  Genesee  street;  a  copper  trough  be 
placed  on  the  trolley  wire  over  each  crossing,  and  that  all  electric 
cars  in  either  direction  come  to  a  full  stop  at  these  points,  and  that 
the  conductors  go  ahead  and  pilot  their  cars  over  these  crossings. 
That  the  bridge  over  the  Owasco  River  on  State  street  be  examined 
by  a  bridge  expert  and  copy  of  his  report  submitted  to  your  Board. 
That  where  the  track  is  constructed  along  the  high  bank  on 
Mechanic  street,  it  be  protected  as  described  in  the  notes  of  in- 
spection.    That  stop  signs  be  placed  at  the  top   of  the  dif- 
ferent grades  as  stated  in  the  inspection  notes.    On  account  of 
the  heavy  grades  on  this  system  that  all  cars  be  equipped  with 
an  approved  brake.    That  the  South  side  line  be  equipped  with  a 
block  signal  system. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  crossings  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River,  and  Lehigh  Valley  railroads,  the 
requirements  of  the  Board,  under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law,  the 
expense  of  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  to  be  borne  by  the 
Auburn  City  Railway  Company.  The  company  acknowledged  receipt  of 
the  report.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Board  is  in  corre- 
spondence with  the  company  on  the  subject. 

Black  Eiveb  Traction  Company. 

June  1,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Black  River  Traction  Com- 
pany's system  and  submit  the  following: 
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This  company's  system  extends  from  near  the  east  line  of  the 
-city  of  Watertown,  through  the  city  to  the  village  of  Dexter,  a  fit- 
tan  ce  of  ten  miles,  with  a  branch  in  the  city  of  Watertown,  4,000 
feet  long,  all  single  track  with  turn  outs. 

On  the  line  of  the  road  are  the  villages  of  Brownville,  Glen 
Park  and  Dexter,  all  in  Jefferson  county. 

There  are  8  grade  steam  road  crossings,  5  bridges,  3  pieces  of 
trestle  work,  and  the  maximum  grade  is  5  per  cent  for  900  feet 

The  company  owns  36  cars.  Of  these  18  are  motor  cars  and  8 
are  trailers.  There  are  13  motor  box  cars,  of  which  5  are  30  feet 
over  all  and  three  of  them  are  16  feet.  Three  of  them  are  open 
end  and  10  are  vestibuled.  The  open  motor  cars  are  10  bench,  30 
feet  over  all.  The  motor  equipment  consists  of  7  steel  and  11  G. 
E.,  800  motors.  There  are  2  kind  of  trucks  used,  _Peckham  and 
-Curtis,  all  single.  The  tread  of  wheels  is  2^  inches.  All  of  the 
motor  cars,  except  four,  have  sand  boxes.  All  have  single  chaiHy 
hand  brakes,  except  5  of  the  box  cars,  Nos.  12,  14,  15,  16  and  13, 
which  are  equipped  with  the  Price  Friction  brake.  All  the  motor 
^ars  have  electric  head  lights  and  are  heated  by  electricity.  No 
fenders  are  used.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  over  the  pits  in 
the  car  barn  every  night.  The  car  barn  is  located  at  the  comer 
-of  Main  and  Mead  streets  in  the  city  of  Watertown.  It  is  a  two- 
:story  stone  and  brick  building,  150  x  80  feet,  with  storage  car 
pacity  of  20  cars,  with  pits  under  tracks.  In  this  building  there  ii 
^  shop  where  light  repairing  is  done.  The  offices  of  the  company 
are  located  on  the  second  floor  of  this  building. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  the  road  is  furnished  by  the 
Tagent  Paper  Company.  The  railway  company  own  the  genera- 
tors, of  which  there  are  2  Edison  100  K.  W.,  and  1  Mather  80  K. 
'W,    These  are  operated  by  water  i)ower. 

The  track  on  State  street  in  the  city  of  Watertown,  from  the 
-end  of  the  line  to  the  Public  Square,  is  located  in  the  center  of 
the  street,  and  to  High  street  is  constructed  of  70-pound,  6-inch 
girder  rail  in  good  condition,  from  High  street  to  the  Public 
Square;  it  is  56-pound,  4-inch  girder  rail,  in  fair  condition.  The 
High  street  branch  extends  through  High  and  Pearl  streets.  It 
is  constructed  of  56-pound,  4-inch,  girder  rail  in  poor  conditi(ML 
On  this  branch  the  track  crosses  one  main  line  and  one  switch 
track  of  the  Utica  and  Black  River  Division  of  the  R  W.  &  0. 
€o.,  and  at  the  junction  of  High  and  Pearl  streets  it  crosses  the 
single  track  of  the  Massena  branch  of  the  R.  W^  &  O.  CJo.  On  Pearl 
istreet  it  is  laid  on  an  over  truss  bridge,  which  spans  the  Black 
river,  and  on  Pearl  street  it  is  also  constructed  over  a  bridge 
which  spands  the  east  branch  of  the  Black  river.  From  the  Pub- 
lic Square  the  track  is  constructed  through  Court  street  to  Mdn 
«treet,  and  is  70-pound,  6-inch  girder  rail.    Construction  is  in  good 
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<;oiiditioii.    On  this  street  the  track  crosses  one  main  line  and  two 
switch  tracks  of  the  R.  W.  &  0.  Co.,  and  is  carried  over  the  Blaok 
river  on  an  over  trass  bridge.    There  is  a  five  per  cent  grade  for 
^00  feet  on  the  line  between  these  points.    This  grade  extends 
^ver  the  steam  road  crossing  and  descends  to  the  Blaok  River 
bridge  at  the  foot  of  the  grade.    BetweenI  the  crossing  and  the 
bridge  there  is  a  curve  with  special  work  guard  rail.    The  rail 
over  the  bridge  is  70-pound  6-lnch  girder.  From  the  bridge  it  is 
-SG-pound  T.    One  hundred  feet  from  the  bridge  the  track  turns 
into  Main  street  to  the  city  line.    The  rail  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
^he  special  work  in  front  of  the  car  barn  is  in  poor  condition.    On 
Main  street  the  track  crosses  at  grade  the  single  track  of  the  Gape 
Vincent  branch  of  the  R.  W.  &  O.  Go.    North  of  this  crossing 
^he   track    is   over   a    waterway  on   an   iron    stringer  bridge. 
Prom    the    bridge    to   the    first  turnout    the   track   is  on    the 
-edge  of  a  bank  above  the  Black  river,  and  from  10  to  12  feet  above 
the  water.    'South  of  the   International  Paper   Mill    No.  4,  the 
track  is  on  the  river  bank  on  a  curve.    At  both  of  these  points  on 
the  river  bank  there  are  no  guard  rails.    At  the  south  end  of  the 
«nill  property  the  track  crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  R.  W.  &  O. 
Oo.    There  is  a  depot  at  Glen  Park,  and  at  this  point  across  the 
Black  river  there  is  a  summer  park,  which  is  operated  by  the 
•company.     The  depot  is  an  open  one.    At  the  Glen  Park  paper 
mill  the  track  crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  R.  W.  &  O.  Go.    At 
the  Ontario  paper  mill  the  track  is  constructed  across  the  high- 
way.   This  crossing,  which  is  a  diagonal  one,  is  open  and  clear  to 
view.    South  of  the  mill  the  track  crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  R. 
"V\'.&  O.  Co.  At  the  north  end  of  the  mill  property  the  track  crosses 
this  switch  track  again,  and  near  this  point  it  again  crosses  the 
highway.    This  is  a  diagonal  crossing,  clear  and  open  to  view.    In 
the  village  of  Brownville  the  track  is  carried  over  a  waterway  on 
«n  iron  stringer  bridge.    From  the  car  bam  to  Brownville  the 
track  is  of  56-pound  T-rail  construction.  Through  the  village  of 
Brownville  the  track  is  in  the  center  of  the  street.    West  of  the 
village  the  track  is  on  the  side  of  the  highway,  and  is  over  a  water- 
way on  an  iron  stringer  bridge.    From  this  point  it  is  constructed 
through  private  right  of  way  to  the  village  of  Dexter.    On  the 
private  right  of  way  there  are  3  pieces  of  trestle  work  over  water. 
Between  Brownville  and  Dexter  the  track  is  of  60-pound  T-rail 
•construction,  laid  in  1899.    The  rails  and  ties  are  in  fair  condi- 
tion.  The  rails  are  seconds  and  the  alignment  and  surfacing  is 
very  poor.    There  is  very  little  ballast  on  this  portion  of  the  line. 
At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  was  a  gang  of  15  men  at  work 
t>allasting  track.    In  the  village  of  Dexter  thef  track  is  carried 
over  a  raceway  on  an  iron  stringer  bridge. 
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Bridges. 

The  bridge  over  the  east  braach*  of  the  Black  river  on  Pearl 
street  is  an  iron  plate  girder  bridge,  single  span  of  75  feet,  witk 
an  18-foot  roadway  and  5-foot  sidewalkB  on  each  side.  The  trzA 
is  laid  on  the  south  side  of  the  roadway.  There  are  no  gnard  raili 
on  the  track  over  the  bridge.  None  is  needed,  as  the  plate  gird- 
ers are  3  feet  above  the  bridge  floor.  The  bridge  rests  on  masoB 
work  abutments  in  good  condition. 

The  approaches  on  each  side  are  on  curves  and  level.  This  is  a 
newly  constructed  bridge.  The  bridge  on  Pearl  street  crossing 
the  Black  river  is  an  overtruss  iron  bridge,  145  feet  single  span, 
resting  on  mason  work  abutments,  in  good  condition,  with  19-foot 
roadway  and  5-foot  sidewalks  on  each  side.  Track  is  laid  on  south 
side  of  driveway.  The  approach  on  the  west  end  is  on  a  curve  and 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade.  The  east  approach  is  straight  and 
level.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  Wrought  Iron  Bridge  Com- 
pany, of  Canton,  Ohio,  in  1888,  and  wa«  strengthened  by  this  com- 
pany in  1899  by  additional  floor  beams  and  truss  rods,  and,  I  am 
informed,  was  pronounced  by  this  company  to  be  in  safe  condi- 
tion for  electric  car  traflBc. 

The  bridge  on  Court  street  over  the  Black  river  is  an  iron  over 
truss,  single  span  of  176  feet,  resting  on  mason  work  abutments 
in  good  condition,  with  19-foot  roadway  and  5-foot  sidewalks  <m 
each  side,  and  track  on  east  side  of  driveway.  The  south  approach 
is  level  and  straight.  One  hundred  feet  from  the  bridge  there  is 
a  curve,  which  is  at  the  foot  of  a  5  per  cent,  grade.  The  €outh  ap- 
proach is  straight  and  on  a  1  per  cent,  grade  down  to  the  bridge. 
This  bridge  was  built  by  the  Wrought  Iron  Bridge  Company,  of 
Canton,  Ohio,  in  1884.  It  was  strengthened  by  this  company  in 
1899  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Pearl  Street  bridge,  and,  I  am 
informed,  was  pronounced  by  the  company  safe  for  street  car 
traflflc. 

The  bridge  on  Maim  street  near  the  railroad  crossing  over  a 
waterway  is  32  feet  long,  and  is  constructed  of  4  steel  I-beams, 
2  under  each  rail,  with  mason  work  abutment  and  a  pier  in  center 
of  span.  There  are  guard  stringers,  but  no  guard  rails.  On  tlie 
approaches  there  is  a  slight  curve  on  the  south  side,  but  straight 
on  the  north  end,  with  no  grad^.  This  bridge  is  west  of  the  road- 
way and  near  the  Black  river.  It  is  12  feet  above  the  water,  and 
is  a  good,  solid  bridge.  In  the  village  of  Brownville,  the  bridge 
over  a  waterway,  is  constructed  of  4  steel  12-inch  I-beams,  38 
feet  long,  2  under  each  rail,  with  12-inch  iron  column  supports 
in  center  of  span,  set  in  the  rock,  with  an  iron  cap  on  top  under 
the  stringer  beams.  The  bridge  is  on  a  curve,  with  curves  on 
each  approach.  These  are  level  on  each  side.  There  are  3-inch 
plank  spiked  on  the  ties  for  stringers.  No  guard  rails.  The  bridge 
is  10  feet  above  the  water,  and  is  a  good  solid  bridge. 
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West  of  Brownville  the  opening  over  a  waterway  is  crossed 
with  6-foot  iron  I-beams,  with  mason  work  abutments.    On  the 
private  right  of  way  the  first  trestle  is  400  feet  long,  made  up  of 
12-foot  lengths,  each  bent  constructed  of  two  uprights  and  two 
brace  timbers,  each  10  x  10  inches,  with  two  stringer  plates  under 
each  rail,  6  x  14  inches,  bolted  together  with  filler  blocks  between, 
all  timbers  pine,  each  bent  tied  and  braced  by  planks,  spiked  on 
timbers  with  square  pine  ties  cut  for  stringer  plates.    There  are 
two  guard  stringers,  6x8  inches,  on  each  rail.    Each  bent  is  set 
on  4  driven  piles.     The  trestle  is  nearly  straight.     The  east 
approach  is  on  a  slight  curve  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  400 
feet,  descending  to  the  trestle  through  a  clay  cut  on  one  side  of 
the  track  and  nearly  level  on  the  other  side.    The  west  approach 
16  on  a  grade  of  4  per  cent,  for  500  feet,  descending  to  the  trestle 
with  straight  track  for  300  feet  to  a  curve.    This  approach  is  on 
a  high  bank  for  50  feet  from  the  end  of  the  trestle.    There  are 
no  guard  rails  on  either  approach  and  no  ballast.    The  alignment 
on  both  is  very  poor.    This  trestle  is  over  back  water  from  the 
Black  river,  and  there  is  no  flow.    The  trestle  could  be  filled  in. 
About  one-half  mile  west  of  the  above  trestle  there  is  another 
one  of  12  bentfi,  same  construction  as  the  first  one.    This  one  is 
on  a  curve  and  there  are  wood  6x8  inch  stringers  outside  the 
rails  and  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    The  east  approach  is 
on  a  reverse  curve  and  a  grade  descending  to  the  trestle  of  3  per 
cent,  on  a  bank  for  75  feet.    The  west  one  is  straight  and  down 
a  3  per  cent,  grade  with  a  bank  on  the  north  side  of  the  track 
for  100  feet.    No  ballast,  and  alignment  very  poor  on  approaches. 
This  trestle  is  over  back  water  from  Black  river,  and  could  be 
filled  in.    About  one-quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  the  one  last  de- 
scribed there  is  another  11-bent  trestle  of  same  construetion  as 
above.    The  trestle  is  straight.    The  approach  on  the  west  end 
is  on  a  curve,  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade,  on  a  high  bank  on  the 
Bouth  side  of  the  track.    This  bank  has  not  sufficient  shoulder. 
The  east  approach  is  straight  and  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade. 
There  are  6x8  inch  stringers  on  both  eides  of  the  rails,  and  a 
gaard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  on  the  curve  on  the  west  end.    This 
one  is  also  over  back  water  from  the  Black  river,  and  could  be 
filled  in. 

In  the  village  of  Dexter  the  track  is  carried  over  a  raceway  on 
2lfoot,  14-inch  I-beams,  two  under  each  rail.  The  highway  is 
^80  carried  over  this  raceway,  which  is  planked  over  on  each 
«ide  of  the  track  and  between  the  rails. 

Crossings  of  Steam  Tracks, 

At  the  junction  of  High  and  Pearl  streets  the  single  track  of 
this  company  crosses  the  single  track  of  the  Massena  branch  of 
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the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensbnrg  Company,  at  grade.  Th» 
is  a  diagonal  jump  crossing,  the  construction  in  poor  condition. 
On  High  street  the  view  of  the  steam  track  is  obstructed  by  build- 
ings, and  the  approach  to  the  crossing  on  this  etreet  is  down  a. 
3  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet.  On  Pearl  street  the  street  is  nearly 
parallel  with  the  steam  track  for  500  feet,  and  it  can  be  seen  for 
1,000  feet.  There  is  nearly  a  right  angle  curve  in  the  electric 
track  to  the  crossing  in  Pearl  street.  The  approach  on  this  side 
is  level.  On  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  track  can  be  had 
for  1,500  feet  each  side  of  it.  Electric  cars  pass  over  this  cposb- 
ing  every  five  minutes.    There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing. 

On  High  street  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses  one 
main  line  and  one  switch  track  of  the  Utica  and  Black  River  divi- 
sion of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Company,  at 
grade.  This  is  a  jump  crossing,  with  construction  in  very  poor  con- 
dition. The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the  electric  track  i» 
obstructed  in  all  directions.  The  steam  track  is  straight  on  the 
east  side  of  crossing  and  a  view  of  it  from  the  crossing  can  be 
had  for  1,500  feet.  The  view  west  is  limited  to  200  feet  by  a 
curve.  On  the  north  side  there  is  a  3  per  cent,  grade  descending 
to  the  crossing  for  75  feet,  and  one  of  4  per  cent,  descending  to 
the  crossing  for  400  feet  on  the  south  side.  Electric  cars  pa» 
this  point  every  five  minutes.  There  is  no  protection  at  this  cross- 
ing. 

On  Court  street  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses  one 
main  line  and  two  switch  tracks  of  the  main  line  of  the  Rome^ 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Company.  This  is  a  diagonal  cut 
crossing.  The  special  work  on  the  main  line  and  one  switch 
track  is  in  good  condition,  but  on  the  other  track  in  poor  condi- 
tion. From  the  electric  track  the  view  of  the  steam  track  is- 
obstructed  in  all  directions.  On  the  crossing  the  view  of  the 
steam  tracks  is  limited  by  curves  to  200  feet  on  either  side  of  it. 
On  the  north  side  there  is  a  5  per  cent,  grade  in  the  electric  track, 
descending  to  the  crossing  for  300  feet,  and  one  of  3  per  cent,  for 
150  feet,  descending  from  it  on  the  south  side.  The  Watertown 
depot  is  one-quarter  mile  east  of  this  crossing.  The  crossing  is- 
protected  by  gates,  operated  by  a  man  on  the  ground  from  6  a.  m. 
to  9  p.  m.,  at  which  time  the  last  passenger  train  passes  this- 
point.  There  is  a  derail  switch  in  the  electric  track  on  the  nortb 
side  of  the  crossing,  but  there  are  no  levers  or  connections  to 
operate  it.  In  addition  to  the  regular  passenger  and  freight 
trains  over  this  crossing  there  is  some  switching  done  over  it 
Electric  cars  pass  over  it  every  five  minutes. 

The  crossing  of  the  Cape  Vincent  line,  single  track,  on  Mai» 
street,  is  a  right  angle  jump  crossing,  with  construction  in  poor 
condition.    From  the  electric  track  a  good  view  of  the  steam  track 
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can  be  had  in  all  directions.  From  the  crossing  a  view  of  the 
steam  track  can  be  had  for  1,000  feet  north  and  1,200  feet  south. 
There  is  some  switching  done  over  this  crossing.  There  is  a 
freight  yard  on  the  south  side  of  it.  Main  street  is  nearly  parallel 
with  the  steam  track  on  each  side  of  it.  There  is  a  sharp  curve  in 
the  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the  crossing  with  special  work 
and  guard  rail.  Electric  cars  pass  over  it  every  five  minutes. 
There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing. 

On  the  Brownville  line  the  track  crosses  four  switch  tracks,. 
which  extend  from  the  Cape  Vincent  line  of  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburg  Company,  to  the  different  mills  located  along 
the  line  between  Watertown  and  Brownville.  These  are  all  cut 
croBslngs,  with  special  work  in  good  condition  and  clear  and  opei^ 
to  view,  except  the  one  at  Glen  Park  Mill,  which  is  a  jump  cross- 
ing with  construction  in  poor  condition.  These  switch  tracks  are 
used  for  taking  cars  to  and  from  the  mills,  which  is  usually  done 
once  a  day  by  the  Watertown  switching  crew  and  engine. 
Electric  cars  pass  over  them  every  ten  minutes.  There  is  no- 
protection  at  any  of  them. 

On  the  private  right  of  way,  near  the  village  of  Dexter,  the 
company  have  a  building,  in  which  is  located  a  storage  battery 
plant  of  200  ampers  hours  capacity,  which  is  used  to  take  the 
peak  of  the  load  in  operating  on  the  grades  on  that  end  of  the 
line.    The  village  of  Glen  Park  has  about  800  population,  Brown- 
ville 1,000,  Dexter  1,200  and  Watertown   22,000.    There  are   a 
number  of  paper  mills  located  on  the  route  between  Watertown 
and  Dexter  which  employ  a  large  number  of  persons.    Cars  are 
operated  to  Glen  Park  on  a  10-minute  schedule,  to  Brownville  oi> 
a  20-minute  and  to  Dexter  on  a  40-minute  schedule.    The  cars  in 
the  city  of  Watertown  are  operated  on   a   10-minute  headway. 
A  5-cent  fare  is  charged  in  the  city  and  to  Glen  Park,  21  tickets^ 
being  sold  for  ?1.    From  Glen  Park  to  Brownville  the  fare  is  & 
cents,  and  from  Brownville  to  Dexter  10  cents.    Through  fare 
from  the  city  of  Dexter  is  20   cents  and   round  trip  36   cents. 
Transfers  are  given  to  and  from  the  High  street  line.    The  maxi- 
mum number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last  year  was,  July 
4th,  16,000.    The  private  right  of  way  between  Brownville  and 
Dexter  is  3  miles  in  length.    There  are  10  turn  out  switches  on- 
the  Dexter  line,  all  spring  point.    Seven  of  them,  between  Water- 
town  and  Brownville,  are  equipped  with  a  block  system  consist- 
ing of  lamps  placed  in  boxes  operated  by  the  motormen. 

The  company  has  a  book  of  rules.  The  conductors  and  motor- 
men  are  uniformed,  and  all  cars  carri-  red  fla^s  and  lanterns. 

The  most  dangerous  elements  in  the  operation  of  this  road  are- 
the  grade  crossings,  and  the  trestles  on  the  line  between  Brown- 
ville and  Dexter,    The   approaches   to   the   latter   make   then* 
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especially  dangerous  to  operate  over.  This  branch,  inclading  the 
trestles,  was  constructed  in  1899,  and  there  is  very  little  ballast 
on  this  portion  of  the  line  and  none  on  the  approaches  to  the 
trestles,  which  in  each  case  are  on  a  down  grade  to  the  trestles, 
with  very  poor  alignment  of  track.  These  trestles  are  the  result 
of  economy  in  construction,  and  should  be  filled  in.  A  gang  of 
men  w^ere  working  on  this  part  of  the  line,  and  I  was  informed  the 
work  of  ballasting,  surfacing  and  aligning  track  would  be  con- 
tinued to  completion.  The  company's  cars  are  in  fair  condition. 
Some,  however,  need  paint  badly. 

The  safety  of  passengers  on  this  road  would  be  increased  by 
compliance,  on  the  part  of  the  company,  with  the  following: 


RecommendQtions, 

A  derail  switch  should  be  placed  in  the  electric  track  on  either 
side  of  the  crossing  of  track  of  the  Massena  branch  of  the  Borne, 
Watertown  and  Qgdensburg  Company,  at  the  junction  of  High 
and  Pearl  streets,  in  the  city  of  Watertown.  These  to  be  placed 
at  the  point  of  curve  on  Pearl  street  and  50  feet  from  the  cross- 
ing on  High  street,  to  be  operated  by  levers,  so  placed  that  the 
conductors  of  the  electric  cars  will  be  obliged  to  cross  the  steam 
track  to  throw  the  switches.  A  cut  crossing  should  be  made  at 
this  point.  A  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley 
wire  at  this  crossing,  so  arranged  that  if  the  trolley  wheel  leaves 
the  wire  it  will  receive  current  from  the  trough  while  going  over 
the  crossing.  A  derail  switch  should  be  placed  in  the  electric 
track  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  track  of  the  TJtlca  and 
Black  River  division  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
Company,  on  High  street.  A  cut  crossing  should  be  made  at  this 
point  and  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley 
wire.  A  derafl  switch  should  be  placed  in  the  electric  track  on 
the  south  sdde  of  the  crossing  of  the  tracks  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Company  on  Court  street 
The  derail  switch  on  the  north  side  should  be  connected  up. 
These  should  be  interlocked  with  one  signal  on  each  side  of  the 
crossing  on  the  steam  track,  these  to  be  placed  around  the  curves 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing.  These  switches  and  signals  should 
be  operated  by  a  man  located  at  the  crossing  in  a  tower.  The 
special  work  on  the  south  switch  track  should  be  renewed.  A 
copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  at  the  crossmg. 
A  derail  switch  should  be  placed  in  the  electric  tracks  on  each 
side  of  the  crossing  of  the  Cape  Vincent  line  on  Main  street,  and 
a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  on  the 
crossing.  A  cut  crossing  should  be  made  at  this  point.  At  the 
crossing  of  the  switch  track  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburg  Company  at  Glen  Park  Paper  Mill  a  cut  crossing 
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Bhould  be  made,  and  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the 
trolley  wire.     At  three  other  crossings  of  the  switch  tracks  of 
the  same  company  on  the  Brownville  line  copper  troughs  should 
be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire.    Cars  should  come  to  a  stop  at 
aJl  of  these  crossings  of  switch  tracks,  and  conductors  should  go 
ahead  and  pilot  their  cars  over  the  crossings.    Guard  rails  should 
be  placed  on  the  bridge  near  the  crossing  of  the  Cape  Vincent 
main  line  on  Main  street.    Guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the 
bridge  in  the  village  of  Brownville.    These   should   be  carried 
around  the  curve  on  each  end  of  the  bridge.    The  3-inch  plank 
stringers  on  this  bridge  should  be  replaced  by  6  x  8-inch  stringers. 
The  three  trestles  between  Brownville  and  Dexter  should  be  filled 
in.    Until  thi«  is  done  guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  ap- 
proaches to  all  of  them.    The  track  on  the  approaches  should  be 
ballasted,  surfaced  and  lined  up.    Stop  signs  should  be  placed 
at  the  top  of  the  grades  on  the  approaches,  and  all  cars  should 
come  to  a  stop  before  going  down  the  grades  to  the  trestles.   More 
shoulder  should  be  given  the  bank  on  the  approach  on  the  west 
end  of  the  first  trestle  from  Dexter.    Guard  rails  should  be  placed 
on  the  outside  rails  on  the  river  bank  near  the  bridge  on  Main 
street  and  south  of  Paper  Mill  No.  4.    The  special  work  in  front 
of  the  car  barn  should  be  renewed.    While  the  condition  of  the 
High  street  line  is  not  dangerous,  the  comfort  of  passengers  on 
that  line  would  be  increased  if  it  were  reconstructed.    The  line 
between  Brownville  and  Dexter  should  be  equipped  with  a  block 
system.    No  recommendation  is  made  in  reference  to  the  track 
on  this  portion  of  the  line,  as  it  is  understood  that  the  company 
will  continue  the  work  now  being  done  on  this  portion  of  the 
track  and  put  it  in  good  condition.    All  motor  cars  have  sand 
boxe«,  except  four,  and  these  should  be  equipped  with  them.    All 
cars,  except  the  five  which  have  the  friction  brake,  should  be 
equipped  with  double  chain  brakes.    As  stated  above,  the  bridges 
on  this  line  were  examined  and  strengthened   by  the  manufac- 
turers.  Some  of  them  I  have  stated  are  safe  for  street  car  traffic, 
^hile  the  others  appear  to  be  safe  and  a  car  passing  over  them 
causes  very  little  vibration.    The  company  has  complied  with  the 
recommendation  of  your  Board  in  regard  to  placnng  guard  timbers 
on  the  approach  to  the  Court  street   bridge,  over   Black   river, 
where  an  accident  occurred. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  ^commendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  a  crossing  of 
the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  the  requirement  of  the 
Board,  under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law,  the  expense  of  construction, 
operation  and  maintenance  to  be  borne  by  the  Black  River  Traction 
Company.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  some*  of  the  "  recom- 
niendations  have  already  been  complied  with  and  others  we  are  making 
preparations  to  comply  with.  I  will  say  further  that  the  present  man- 
agement bought  this  road  at  receiver's  sale;  it  was  in  very  bad  condition; 
«nce  then  it  has  been  materially  Improved  and  we  are  still  at  it." 
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Buffalo,  Gardbnville  and  Ebbnezer  Railway. 

July  10,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Buffalo,  Oard^iville  and 
Ebenezer  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  the  Buffalo  city  line  on  Seneca  street 
to  Leins  Park,  4^  miles,  single  track  with  turnouts,  all  in  the 
town  of  West  Seneca,  Erie  county.  It  is  constructed  of  60-pound 
T-rail  with  cedar  ties  laid  in  18^5.  The  maximum  grade  is  6  per 
cent,  and  there  are  two  grade  crossings  and  three  bridges. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  10  cars,  4  motor  and  6  trailers;  of  the  motor 
cars  three  are  closed  and  one  open.  The  closed  cars  are  28  feet 
vestibule.  The  open  motor  is  a  ten-bench  car.  The  trailers  are 
5-bench.  The  closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity,  have  oil  head 
lights,  sand  boxes  and  no  fenders.  There  are  sand  boxes  on  the 
open  motor  car.  All  have  single  chain  hand  brakes.  Red  flags 
and  lanterns  are  carried.  All  motors  are  G.  E.  1,000  and  800,  two 
on  a  car.  All  motor  cars  are  equipped  with  maximum  Brill 
trucks.    Tread  of  wheel  3  inches. 

Potoer. 

Power  is  rented  for  the  operation  of  the  road  from  Charlei 
Schoeplin.    The  company  owns  two  generators,  Q.  E.  75  K  W. 

Car  Barfi. 

The  car  barn  is  a  one-story  wooden  building  30  by  125  feet, 
located  in  Qardenville,  equipped  with  two  tracks,  with  a  pit 
under  one.  Light  car  repairing  is  done  in  the  car  bam.  Moto^ 
men  and  conductors  clean  cars  and  the  electrician  of  the  road  in- 
spects and  repairs  them.  They  are  inspected  every  day.  There 
is  a  sand  dryer  in  the  car  bam  heated  by  steam.  The  flre  pro- 
tection consists  of  hose  connected  with  the  pump  in  the  chair 
factory  near  the  car  barn. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

At  the  Ebenezer  terminus  there  is  a  covered  depot  and  two 
tracks.  This  depot  is  located  on  Leins  Park.  From  this  depot 
the  track  is  constructed  on  private  right  of  way  and  over  Caie- 
novia  Creek  on  a  wood  truss  bridge.  From  the  park  it  is  down  a 
4  per  cent,  grade  for  50  feet  on  a  curve  with  guard  rail  along 
side  a  bank  on  the  curve  which  is  too  close  and  should  be  out 
back. 
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The  bridge  is  a  wooden  truss, bridge  of  two  spans,  each  50  feet 

long,  resting  on  pile  abutments  and  center  pier.    There  are  4 

4)ents  in  the  center  pier  with  a  crib  construction  around  them. 

Each  bent  consists  of  driven  piles  12  x  12  inches  pine  timber, 

^aps;  abutments  pile  construction  same  as  pier.    The  arches  are 

14x14  inches  wood,  stringer  plates  four  4x14  inches  bolted 

together;  three  double  truss  rods  li  inches  each,  to  4  floor  beams 

12  X 12  inches.    Fourteen  foot  roadway  with  track  on  the  east 

side,  4  foot  sidewalks.    The  arches  are  red  beach,  floor  beams 

rock  elm,  and  stringer  plates  are  pine.    The  floor  stringers  are 

4  X  10  inches,  two  under  each  track.    Floor  beams  10  feet  apart. 

There  are  6  floor  stringers  under  the  bridge.    A  car  passing  over 

the  bridge  causes  considerable  deflection  of  floor  beams.    On 

the  north  span  the  deflection  is  nearly  an   inch.    This    bridge 

«hould  be  examined  by  a  bridge  expert. 

From  the  bridge  with  straight  track  to  an  8  per  cent,  up  grade 
for  300  feet,  then  down  a  6  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet.  There 
should  be  a  stop  sign  placed  at  the  top  of  the  hill  reading  in  both 
directions.  Then  over  a  six-foot  opening  with  steel  I-beams  and 
mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition;  then  two  slight  grades 
in  both  directions  to  crossing  of  the  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad.  Then  with  special  curve  and  guard  into 
Indian  Church  Road;  then  to  a  crossing  of  two  tracks  of  the  Buf- 
falo Terminal  Railroad,  and  on  the  Indian  Church  Road  across 
two  main  line  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
road;  then  over  a  10-foot  opening  over  a  creek  with  10-inch  I- 
beams  and  masonry  abutments,  and  track  10  feet  above  the 
water,  approaches  straight  and  level  with  guard  stringer  timbers 
over  the  opening.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  over  this 
bridge.  Then  on  a  curve  with  ribbon  guard  into  a  highway  with 
reverse  curves  and  guard  rails  on  a  portion  of  the  curves.  This 
should  be  extended  around  the  whole  distance  of  the  curves;  then 
through  a  highway  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  Seneca  street. 

Grade  Grossmga. 

The  first  crossing  from  Ebenezer  is  over  one  main  line  and  one 
side  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Oompany.  This  i«  a  right  angle  **  jump  crossing''  with  special 
work  in  fair  condition.  On  the  north  side  of  the  crossing  the 
view  of  the  steam  tracks  to  the  east  is  obstructed,  but  it  is  open 
and  clear  in  all  other  directions.  A  view  of  the  steam  tracks 
ipom  the  crossing  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet  in  each  direction. 
The  Ebenezer  depot  is  located  at  this  crossing.  I^cal  trains  stop 
at  this  station.  Electric  cars  on  Sundays  cross  this  crossing  at 
7^  minute  intervals.  The  electric  cars  stop,  and  conductors  go 
ahead. 
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West  of  Gardenville  this  company'fi  track  crosses  the  tracks 
of  the  Buffalo  Terminal  Eallroad  Company.  This*  is  nearly  a 
right  angle  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition. 
West  of  the  crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  is  obstructed 
to  the  south  by  an  orchard;  a  good  view  of  them  can  be  had  to 
the  north.  East  of  the  crossing  a  good  view  of  the  steam  tracks 
can  be  had  in  either  direction.  The  steam  tracks  are  straight. 
There  is  a  curve  in  the  electric  track  on  the  west  side  of  the 
crossing  50  feet  from  it  and  the  track  is  straight  on  the  east  side. 
There  is  a  slight  up  grade  to  the  crossing  in  the  electric  tracks 
on  either  side  of  it.  There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing.  The 
cars  come  to  a  stop  and  conductors  go  ahead.  Electric  cars 
cross  it  at  7^  minute  intervals. 

On  the  Indian  Church  Road  this  company's  track  crosses  two 
main  line  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Boad.  This  is  a  "jump  crossing"  with  special  work  in  poor  con- 
dition. The  highway  crosses  the  steam  tracks  diagonally  and 
there  is  a  reverse  curve  with  ribbon  guard  in  the  electric  tracks 
on  either  side  of  the  crossing.  The  steam  tracks  are  straight,  and 
a  view  of  them  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet  from  the  crossing  in 
either  direction.  There  is  no  grade  in  the  electric  tracks  on 
either  side.  Electric  cars  come  to  a  stop  and  conductors  go 
ahead.  Electric  cars  are  operated  over  the  crossing  at  7^  minute 
intervals. 

Cars  are  operated  over  this  line  on  a  40-minute  headway  in 
the  winter  season  and  30-minute  in  the  summer,  and  on  Sundays 
and  holidays  on  a  15-minute  headway.  They  are  operated  from 
5.25  a.  m.  to  9.45  p.  m.,  and  on  Saturday  night  the  last  car  from 
Seneca  street  leaves  at  12.00  p.  m.  Excursions  are  run  on  the 
Sunday  schedule.  All  excursions  are  run  on  regular  running 
time,  no  extra  cars  are  run  over  the  road.  A  five  cent  fare  is 
charged;  school  tickets  are  sold  for  2^  cents  and  special  rates  are 
made  for  excursions.  No  coupon  tickets  are  sold  to  or  from 
other  roads.  There  is  no  track  connection  at  Seneca  street  with 
the  Buffalo  Railway  system.  There  is  a  waiting  room  at  the 
Seneca  street  terminus  and  one  at  Gardenville  and  two  at  Ebene- 
zer.  There  are  two  picnic  grounds  located  on  the  route,  one  at 
Gardenville  and  one  at  Ebenezer.  There  is  no  freight  or  express 
business  done  on  the  line.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers 
carried  in  one  day  in  1899  was  July  4,  5,357.  There  is  no  tele- 
phone or  block  signal  system  on  the  line. 

Motormen  and  conductors  are  uniformed.  The  company  has 
no  book  of  rules.  Rules  are  posted  in  the  car  barn.  Gardenville 
and  Ebenezer  each  have  a  population  of  300. 

There  are  no  specially  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  con- 
ditions or  the  methods  of  operation  of  this  road  except  the  heavy 
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^ade  and  the  steam  crossings.  And  to  improve  the  element  of 
safety  of  operation  on  the  grades  and  over  these  crossings,  the 
following  recommendations  are  made: 

Recomniendatiahs. 

That  the  three  grade  crossings  be  protected  by  derails  in  the 
electric  tracks  to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric 
cars  and  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  in  me- 
tallic contact  with  it  so  that  if  they  trolley  wheel  leaves  the  wire 
while  the  car  is  going  over  the  crossing,  the  wheel  will  receive 
current  from  the  copper  trough.  All  cars  should  be  equipped 
-with  one  of  the  brakes  approved  by  the  Eailroad  Commission  in 
their  report  on  the  test  of  brakes  for  street  surface  cars.  The 
bridge  at  Leins  Park  should  be  examined  by  a  bridge  expert  and 
a  copy  of  his  report  sent  to  your  honorable  Board.  Safety  of 
operation  requires  that  this  road  should  be  equipped  with  a  block 
signal  system.  But  with  the  assurance  of  the  manager  of  the 
company  that  no  extra  cars  are  run  over  the  road,  all  cars  being 
operated  on  a  regular  schedule  time,  a  recommendation  for  a 
block  system  is  not  made  at  this  time. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Hoard,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  crossings  of 
steam  railroads  the  requirements  of  the  Board,  under  section  36  of  the 
RaUroad  Law,  the  expense  of  construction,  operation  and  maintenance 
to  be  borne  by  the  Buffalo,  GardenvUle  and  Ebenezer  Railway  Company. 
The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  would  have  an  expert  examine 
the  wooden  bridge  referred  to  in  the  report,  and  that  the  bridge  would 
not  be  used  during  the  winter  of  1900;  that  "  part  of  the  route  will  be 
changed  so  as  to  avoid  the  worst  railroad  crossing  we  have;"  that  the 
company  is  only  operating  one  car  during  the  winter  of  1900.  It  asked 
that  it  be  given  until  next  spring  to  carry  out  the  other  recommendations, 
owing  to  its  poor  financial  condition.  The  company  was  Informed  that 
an  extension  of  time  until  April  30,  1901,  Is  granted  It  to  comply  with 
tbe  recommendations  of  the  Board. 


Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  of  Pishkill. 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Citizens  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany's system,  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  system  extends  from  Fishkill  landing  to  Mattea- 
wan,  a  distance  of  three  miles,  all  in  tbe  town  of  Fishkill,  in  the 
connty  of  Dutchess.  It  is  all  located  on  streets  and  highways 
expect  thirty-eight  one  hundredths  of  a  mile  which  is  on  private 
right  of  way.  From  the  ferry  the  track  is  constructed  through 
Beekman  street,  Ferry  street,  Maid  street,  Fountain  and  Mill 
streets,  and  Washington  avenue,  through  the  village  of  Mattea- 
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wan.  From  the  ferry  to  the  New  York  Central  bridge,  it  is  con- 
structed of  48-pound  Trail;  from  the  bridge  to  Liberty  stneet  on 
Fountain  street  it  is  4-inch  53-pound  girder  rail;  from  Fonntain 
street  to  the  terminus  in  Matteawan,  it  is  48-poun(iB  T-rail.  All 
laid  in  1892. 

There  are  no  pavements  on  any  of  the  streets  through  which 
this  line  is  constructed.  There  are  two  crossings  of  steam  roads^ 
one  over  and  one  at  grade.  Three  bridges  and  the  maximum  grade 
on  the  line  is  8  per  cent.  There  are  no  track  connections  with  any 
steam  railroad.  The  company  owns  no  park,  and  there  are  no 
fair  grounds  or  attractions^  on  the  line.  The  company  does  no 
freight  or  express  business.  Mail  is  carried  between  Fishkill 
Landing  and  Fishkill.  This  company  operates  the  Fishkill  Elec- 
tric Railway. 

Cars, 

The  company  owns  13  car  bodies.  Of  these  seven  are  closed 
and  six  open.  It  also  owns  one  work  car  closed.  All  of  the  closed 
cars  are  24  feet  9  inches.  Of  the  open  cars  one  is  27  feet,  9  bench 
and  five  are  24  feet,  8  bench.  The  work  car  is  16  foot.  The  motor 
equipment  consists  of  six  W.  P.  30  and  three  W.  P.  50  equipments. 
There  are  nine  Taylor  trucks  with  6-foot  wheel  base,  and  the  tread 
of  wheel  is  2J  inches.  All  closed  cars  are  heated  by  stoves.  All 
cars  have  electric  headlights.  All  closed  cars  are  equipped  with 
four  sand  boxes  and  the  open  ones  two.  Fenders  are  used  on  all 
cars,  and  all  have  double  chain  hand  brakes. 

Car  Bam, 

The  company's  car  barn  is  a  one-story  brick  building  135  x  42 
feet,  located  on  Main  street  in  the  village  of  Matteawan.  It  is 
equipped  with  two  tracks  with  pits  under  both,  not  heated.  Sand 
is  stored  in  a  bin  in  the  car  house.  The  bam  has  a  storage  capa- 
city of  11  cars.  There  is  no  repair  shop.  The  office  of  the  com- 
I>any  is  located  in  this  building.  This  building  is  protected  fnm 
fire  by  a  hose  and  a  four  inch  pipe  connected  to  the  city  water 
mains. 

Poioer  House. 

The  company  owns  no  power  house.  Power  is  rented  from  the 
Carroll  Electric  Light  Company.  The  Company  owns  the  genea- 
tors,  which  consist  of  two  100  K.  W.,  each.  These  were  installed 
in  1895  and  1896. 


Track  am4  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  the  terminus  of  the  line  in  the  village  of  Mattea- 
wan, the  track  is  constructed  through  private  right  of  wey  for 
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^bout  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  This  portion  of  the  track  is  not  operated 
«it  present.  From  the  private  right  of  way  it  is  constructed 
through  the  center  of  Washington  avenue  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade 
to  Grove  street;  then  down  a  4^  per  cent,  grade  to  Spring  street 
XLbout  1,200  feet;  then  through  Mill  street  which  is  a  continuation 
of  Washington  avenue.  Regular  cars  run  from.  Fishkill  Landing 
to  this  point.  From  this  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  cars  are  run 
on  a  one  hour  headway. 

On  Mill  sti*eet  the  track  is  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with  curve* 
to  Fountain  street;  then  up  a  7  per  cent,  grade  for  50  feet;  then 
down  a  7  per  cent,  grade  for  75  feet,  with  a  curve  at  the  foot  of 
the  grade.    All  cars  come  to  a  stop  at  the  top  of  this  hill  in  each 
-direction.    From  the  foot  of  this  grade,  the  track  is  on  a  curve 
and  level,  to  a  tangent  leading  to  a  bridge  over  Matteawan  creek. 
This  bridge  is  63  feet  8  inches  long  and  is  31  feet  above  water. 
It  is  a  highway  bridge  with  a  25  foot  driveway  and  two  5-foot 
sidewalks.    The  track  is  laid  on  the  south  side  of  the  driveway. 
This  is  a  deck  bridge  with  Phoenix  column  end  i>osts  and  top 
-cords,  I-bar  beam  bottom  cords,  Phoenix  column  web  members, 
six  10-inch  I-door  beams.    There  are  three  trusses  in  this  con- 
struction, one  of  which  is  under  the  center  of  the  track.    The 
bridge  rests  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition.    There  ds 
A  light  iron  fence  outside  each  sidewalk  and  a  3  x  5  inch  timber 
is  laid  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  track.     This  timber  should 
be  replaced  by  an  8  x  10  inch  stringer  securely  bolted  to  the  floor 
beams.    The  approaches  to  the  bridge  are  straight  and  level,  and 
a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

Prom  this  bridge  with  straight  track  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to 
a  curve  on  a  5  per  cent,  grade  to  a  crossing  of  the  single  track 
of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Ck)nnecticut  Railroad  Company's 
system.  This  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special  w^ork  in 
poor  condition.  The  view  of  the  steam  track  from  the  electric 
tracks  on  the  w' est  side  of  the  crossing  is  obstructed  in  each  direo- 
tion.  On  the  east  side  a  view  of  the  steam  track  can  be  had  for 
2.000  feet  in  each  direction.  The  steam  track  is  on  a  curve  and 
from  the  crossing  a  view  of  it  to  the  south  can  be  had  for  200  feet 
and  to  the  north  for  600  feet.  The  depot  of  the  Newburgh, 
Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Company  is  located  500  feet  south  of 
the  crossing.  During  the  summer  season  one  passenger  train  at 
5.35  p.  m.,  and  some  of  the  freight  trains  do  not  stop  at  this  sta- 
tion. There  are  ten  passenger  trains  and  ten  freight  trains  oper- 
ated over  the  steam  tracks  during  the  day  time,  and  five  freight 
trains  and  one  milk  train  at  night.  Electric  cars  are  operated  over 
this  crossing  at  six  minute  intervals.  The  electric  track  is  down 
a  4  per  cent,  grrade  on  a  curve  for  60  feet  descending  to  the  cross- 
ing from  the  junction  of  the  Fishkill  line  which  is  100  feet  from. 
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the  crossing  on  the  west  side  of  it.  On  the  east  side,  the  tra.k 
ie  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  and  on  a  curve  for  50  feet  ascending  to 
the  crossing.  This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  operated  by  a 
man  on  the  grounds  at  all  hours.  There  should  be  a  derail  placed 
in  the  electric  track  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  on  the  tangent  on  the 
east  side.  It  is  not  practical  to  place  a  derail  in  the  track  on  the 
west  side  of  the  crossing.  There  should  be  a  copper  trough  plac^ni 
over  the  trolley  wire  across  the  crossing.  Then  to  the  junction  of 
the  Pishkill  Electric  tracks. 

The  special  work  of  the  junction  of  the  Fishkill  and  ibis  com- 
panies' lines  is  in  fair  condition.     From  this  junction  the  track  i& 
level  and  straight  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail.    Then  up  a  3  jier 
cent,  grade  through  Main  street  with  girder  rail  construction  and 
nearly  level  and  straight  track  to  a  turnout.    From  this  turnoat 
with  light  gmdies  in  either  direction  to  a  special  work  switch  to 
car  barn.    This  special  work  is  in  good  condition.    From  the  car 
barn  the  track  continues  through  the  center  of  Main  street  with 
a  special  curve  and  guard  into  Ferry  street  to  a  turnout;  then  to 
a  curve  and  guard  into  Beekman  street;  through  this  street  it  is 
located  on  the  side  of  the  roadway;  then  across  Ferry  street  aud 
Newburgh  avenue  to  a  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  (Company,  w^hich  is  35  feei  7 
Inches  long,  35  feet  6  inches  wide  with  a  17-foot  headroom.    This 
is  a  plate  girder  bridge  with  eleven  10-inch  I-floor  beams.    This 
bridge  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition;  the 
west  approach  to  it  is  on  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  an  8  per  cent,  grade; 
the  east  one  is  on  a  5  per  cent,  grade  and  straight  track  descendinjr 
from  the  bridge.    The  track  from  the  turnout  on  Ferry  street 
through  Beekman  street  to  the  New  York  Central  bridge,  is  on  a 
continuous  down  grade  to  the  bridge  with  a  maximum  of  8  per 
cent.     From  the  bridge  through  Beekman  street  with  a  special 
curve  and  guard  to  the  terminus  at  the  Ferry  landing. 

The  track  on  this  line  to  Ferry  street  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
there  are  some  low  joints.  From  Ferry  street  to  the  ferry  land- 
ing, a  distance  of  3,300  feet,  there  is  an  average  down  grade  of  »> 
per  cent,  with  a  maximum  between  Ferry  street  and  the  bridge 
of  8  per  cent.  A  portion  of  the  track  on  this  heavy  grade  is  con- 
structed of  45-pound  T-rail,  none  of  which  is  in  first  class  coodi- 
tion.  The  larger  portion  being  in  very  poor  condition.  In  its 
present  condition  this  track  is  dangerous  to  operate  cars  over.  It 
should  be  reconstructed.  There  are  several  curves  on  this  beary 
grade,  and  there  should  be  a  "  stop  "  sign  at  the  top  of  the  grade 
at  Ferrv  street  and  another  at  the  curve  in  the  track  near  tbe 
New  York  Central  bridge. 

There  is  no  block  signal  system  or  telephone  on  this  line.    The 
company  have  no  printed  book  of  rules.    Rules  are  posted  in  the 
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car  bara  and  the  company  have  no  time  card.  There  is  a  sema- 
phore at  the  junction  of  the  Fishkill  Electric  and  this  company's 
lines.  Xight  men  clean  and  inspect  the  cars,  two  day  men  do  the 
repairing;  motormen  inspect  brakes,  fenders  and  sand  boxee  before 
leaving  the  car  bam,  and  each  motorman  is  held  responsible  for 
the  condition  of  the  equipment  on  his  car.  No  red  flags  or  lan- 
terns are  carried.  Conductors  are  promoted  to  motormen.  Motor- 
men  are  paid  J1.75  per  day  and  conductors  |1.50  per  day.  They 
T\ork  on  an  average  eleven  hours  a  day. 

--V    five  cent  fare  is  charged   between   Fishkill  Landing  and 
Matteawan;  from  Matteawan  to  Fiehkill  five  cents;  round  trip 
tickets  between  Fishkill  landing  and  Fishkill  are  sold  for  twelve 
cents;  tickets  are  sold  by  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecti- 
cut Company  from  Matteawan  to  Fishkill  Landing,  and  return 
over  the  line  of  this  company.  The  Ferry  Company  also  sells  tickets 
from  Newburgh  to  Fishkill  and  return  good  over  the  line  of  this 
company.    Fishkill  has  a  population  of  3,600,  Matteawan  5,000. 
Cars  are  run  on  two  routes,  one  to  Matteawan,  the  other  to  Fish- 
kill, both  starting  from  the  ferry.     Cars  from  the  ferry  to  Mattea- 
wan are  run  on  a  ten  minute  headway;  from  the  ferry  to  Fishkill 
on  a  sixty  minute  headway.     Cars  are  operated  from  6.00  a.  m. 
to  11.10  p.  m.    Throe  cars  are  operated  on  the  Matteawan  road, 
and  the  running  timebetween  Fishkill  Landing  and  Matteawan  is 
fifteen   minutes.     Between  the  I^anding  and  Fishkill  thirty-five 
niinutee.     Between  the  Landing  and  the  terminus  of  the  Mattea- 
wan line,  there  are  six  turnouts,  and  there  are  three  on  the  Fishkill 
line.     The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  on 
both  systems  was  September  8d,  6,062.    The  company  employs 
one  general  manager,  one  superintendent,  one  treasurer,  and  elec- 
trician and  assistant,  and  one  night  man  in  the  car  barn  and  six 
motormen  and  six  conductors.     There  are  no  regular  trackmen 
employed. 

A  large  portion  of  the  track  on  this  system  is  in  poor  condition, 
especially  from  Ferry  street  to  the  Fishkill  Landing,  which  is  in 
very  i)oor  condition.  There  are  a  large  number  of  grades  on  the 
line.  The  cars  are  in  fair  condition,  but  need  painting.  In  refer- 
ence to  the  condition  of  track  and  road  bed,  and  the  manner  of 
operation  of  cars  on  this  system,  I  make  the  following 

Recamnwndaiions. 

That  the  track  between  Ferry  street  and  Fishkill  Landing  be 
entirely  reconstructed,  with  new  Trail  of  not  less  than  56-pound3 
weight,  or  with  not  less  than  6-inch  girder  rail.  That  stop  signs 
be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  hill  near  Ferry  street  and  near  the 
New  York  Central  overhead  bridge.  That  the  3x5  inch  timber 
on  the  bridge  over  Matteawan  creek  be  replaced  by  8  x  10  inch 
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timber,  this  to  be  securely  bolted  to  the  floor  beams  of  the  bridge. 
That  the  crossing  of  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Conneetieut 
Railroad  Company  track  be  protected  as  described  in  the  notes  of 
inspection.  That  the  company  furnish  its  employees  with  a  printed 
book  of  rules.  That  a  schedule  governing  the  operation  of  cam 
and  showing  the  meeting  points  be  printed  and  a  copy  furnished 
to  each  motorman  and  conductor.  That  all  cars  be  equipped  with 
red  flags  and  lanterns. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  Thi» 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 

Corning  and  Painted  Post  Street  Railway. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  (Jorning  and  Painted  Post 
Street  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Painted  Post  in  Brown's  crossing  to 
the  city  of  Corning.  It  is  located  in  the  city  of  Corning,  town* 
of  Corning  and  Irwin,  all  in  Steuben  county.  It  is  5  3-10  miles 
long  of  single  track  construction  with  turnouts.  The  track  ia 
constructed  of  70-pound  6-inch  girder  and  56-pound  T-rail  with 
oak  and  chestnut  ties  laid  in  1895.  On  the  line  there  are  four 
bridges,  two  crossings  of  steam  roads,  one  at  grade  and  one  over 
crossing.    The  maximum  grade  is  6  per  cent,  for  400  feet. 

Power  House, 

The  company's  power  house,  which  is  a  brick  building  50x72 
feet,  with  a  wooden  floor  and  wooden  roof  with  asbestos  roofing 
is  located  on  Ferris  street  in  the  city  of  Corning.  It  is  equipped 
with  two  250  horsepower  Payne  tandem  compound  condensing^ 
engines,  working  at  240  revolutions  per  minute,  direct  connected 
to  two  145-kilo-watt  Walker  generators,  and  one  panel  switch 
board  from  which  the  trolley  wire  is  fed  direct.  The  boiler-room^ 
which  is  under  the  same  roof,  is  separated  from  the  power  house 
by  a  fire  wall,  and  is  equipi)ed  with  three  175  horsepower  Payne 
boilers  at  95-pound  pressure.  All  of  the  above  apparatus  was 
installed  in  1895.  Coal  is  received  at  the  power  house  in  cars. 
Boilers  are  inspected  by  the  Hartfort  Steam  Boiler  Insurance 
Company,  and  the  last  inspection  was  made  May  7th. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  11  cars  and  one  snow  plow.     Of  thtse  6  are 
open  and  5  closed.  The  closed  cars  are  20  feet  over  all,  vestibule! 
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The  open  cars  are  30  feet  oyer  all,  10  bench.  All  are  motor  cars, 
no  trailers  are  used.  All  are  equipped  with  G.  E.  800 
motors.  The  trucks  are  all  single  Brill  6  feet  6  inches 
wheel  base,  wheels  2J-inch  tread.  The  closed  cars  are  equipped 
witb  electric  headlight  and  sand  boxes  and  are  heated  by  elec- 
tricity. There  are  no  sand  boxes  on  the  open  cars.  Fenders  are 
used  on  all  cars.  Bed  flags  and  lanterns  are  carried  and  all  cars 
are  equipped  with  single  chain  hand  brake. 

Cair  Bam. 

This  is  a  brick  building  126  x  42  feet,  located  along  the  side  of 
the  power  house  and  equipped  with  4  tracks  with  pits  under  all 
of  them.  These  are  heated  by  steam.  There  is  no  repair  shop. 
There  is  a  sand  dryer  in  the  boiler-room.  Cars  are  inspected  and 
cleaned  by  one  night  man  and  light  repairs  are  made  by  one  man 
in  the  day  time.  Cars  are  overhauled  over  a  pit  on  an  average  of 
three  times  a  year.  The  power  house  and  car  barn  are  protected 
from  fire  by  a  steam  pump  and  hose.  The  company's  offices  are 
located  in  the  power  house  building. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  the  terminus  of  the  track  at  Water  street,  in  the 
village  of  Painted  Post,  the  track  is  constructed  through  the  cen- 
ter of  Hamilton  street  of  70-pound  ^inch  girder  rail  with  level 
track  to  the  Erie  Bailroad   crossing.    At  this  point  the  track 
crosses  two  tracks,  one  the  main  line  of  the  Bochester  Division 
and  one  switch  track  of  the  Erie  Bailroad  Company.  These  steami 
tracks  are  laid  in  Bailroad  street.    This  is  nearly  a  right  angle 
cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.    On  the  south 
aide  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had  for  500 
feet,  to  the  east,  and  600  feet  to  the  west.    On  the  north  side  a 
view  of  them  to  the  west  can  be  had  for  500  feet  and  the  same 
distance  to  the  east.    From  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  can  be  had  west  for  2,000  feet,  and  the  view  to  the  east 
is  obstructed  by  a  curve  and  limited  to  800  feet.    One  thousand 
feet  east  of  the  crossing  the  main  line  track  forms  a  junction  with 
the  Buffalo  main  line  of  the  Erie.      The  switch  track  joins  the 
main  line  track  150  feet  west  of  the  crossing  and  extends  across 
the  highway  diagonally  to  the  Imperial  Engine  Company's  works, 
where  it  terminates  400  feet  from  the  crossing  and  at  the  point  of 
crossing  is  25  feet  south  of  the  main  line.    Both  the  steam  and 
electric  tracks  are  straight  and  level.    There  is  no  protection  at 
this  point  except  a  crossing  sign.    There  are  derails  in  the  electric 
tracks  each  side  of  the  crossing,  but  these  are  not  connected  so 
they  can  be  operated.    The  electric  cars  are  operated  over  this 
crossing  at  10  minute  intervals. 
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From  this  point  the  track  is  laid  through  the  center  of  Hamil- 
ton street  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  High  street, 
where  the  girder  rail  ends.  From  this  point  the  track  is  con 
structed  of  56-pound  Trail  along  the  highway  to  a  wooden 
stringer  bridge.  From  the  terminus  to  this  point  the  track  U 
level  and  the  girder  rail  is  in  fair  condition. 

This  bridge  is  30  feet  between  abutments,  which  are  of  soIi<l 
masonry  in  good  condition.     It  is  a  highway  bridge  30  feet  wid»* 
with  track  in  the  center  of  driveway.     It  is  constructed  of  two 
12  X  16-inch  stringers  resting  on    a    center    bent  which   is  con 
structed  of  six  12  x  12-inch  uprights,  4  feet  long,  set  into  12  x  li! 
inch  sill  and  top  cap,  with  a  10  x  10-inch  batter  post  on  each  end. 
On  top  of  the  top  cap  there  has  been  added  six  12  x  12-inch  blocks 
with  another  top  cap  over  this  on  which  the  stringer  plates  rest 
The  stringer  plates  are  spliced  in  the  center.    This  splice  on  one 
of  them  extends  over  the  center  bent  so  that  one  end  of  stringer 
plate  has  very  little  bearing.    A  car   passing   over   the   bridge 
causes  a  deflection  of  over  one  inch  in  this  joint.     All  the  timbers^ 
are  of  hemlock.    The  center  bent  is  in  good  condition,  but  new 
stringer  plates  of  Georgia  pine  should  be  put  in.    This  bridge  is 
8  feet  above  the  water.    The  approaches  are  level  and  straight. 
There  is  a  turnout  switch  point  64  feet  east  of  the  bridge,  and  all 
cars  are  obliged  to  run  slow  in  and  out  of  this  switch  for  this 
reason  and  no  recommendations  for  guard  rails  over  the  bridge 
are  made. 

From  this  bridge  with  straight  and  level  track  to  a  special 
work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  a  highway  with  straight  and  levtl 
track  into  Pultney  street  in  the  city  of  Corning  with  track  con- 
structed on  the  side  of  the  street,  then  to  the  center  of  the  stn-et 
with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Bridge  street.  At  this  point 
thrre  were  three  men  working  on  the  track  at  the  time  of  the  in- 
spection. 

On  Bridge  street  from  the  corner  of  Pultnet  street  there  is  a 
spur  track  2,000  feet  long  over  w^hich  cars  are  operated  once  an 
hour.  Then  with  straight  and  level  track  in  the  center  of  Bridge 
street  to  a  bridge  over  the  Chemung  river. 

This  is  a  through  bridge  consisting  of  4  spans  with  solid  mason 
work  abutments  and  3  piers,  in  good  condition.  It  is  constructed 
of  wrought  iron  phoenix  column  post  and  top  cords,  iron  floor 
boars,  18  inches  wide  with  ^-inch  web,  with  2  angle  irons  on  top 
and  bottom,  pine  stringer  plates  10x14  inches  under  each  rai! 
with  a  bias  splice  Iwlted  together,  splice  resting  on  floor  beam, 
except  two  spans,  which  are  made  up  of  four  3  x  10-inch  plank- 
bolted  together.  The  floor  beams  do  not  extend  under  the  side 
walk,  an  extension  being  added  to  carry  it.  Each  span  is  brared 
on  top  by  4  cross  braces  and  2  X-braces,  round  iron  rods.    The 
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bottom  lateral  braces  consist  of  two  round  iron  rods  X-braced  be- 
tiveen    every  other  floor  beam  and  3  angle  irons  between  each 
floor  beam.    This  bridge  is  from  18  to  20  feet  above  the  water. 
The  spans  are  144  feet  long  and  the  driveway  is  21  feet  6  inches 
wide  and  the  sidewalk  8  feet  2  inches.    The  sidewalk  is  raised  4 
incbes  above  the  driveway,  and  the  track  is  laid  on  the  east  side  of 
the  driveway.    There  are  two  4  x  6-inch  plank  bolted  to  the  inside 
of  each  truss,  the  top  one  about  4  feet  high  extending  across  the 
bridge-     The  three  north  spans  were  built  by  Dean  and  West- 
brook  in  1887,  and  the  other  one  by  the  King  Bridge  Company  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1896.    A  loaded   wagon    passing   over   the 
bridge  causes  considerable  side  sway  and  some  deflection  and  a 
car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection  or  side- 
sway.     Top  and  bottom  lateral  braces  on  this  bridge  should  be 
tightened  up. 

From  this  bridge  the  track  is  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for  125 
feet  to  a  trestle  work  approach  to  a  bridge  over  the  Fall  Brook 
Railroad  Company's  tracks.    The  approach  to  the  trestle  is  on  a 
fill  with  a  perpendicular  retaining  wall,  on  which  there  is  a  4-foot 
fence  constructed  of  gas  pipe.     At  the  end  of  the  trestle  this 
bank  is  12  feet  high  and  the  outside  rail  is  3  feet  from  the  outside 
of  the  wall.    There  is  a  curve  near  the  top  of  the  grade  at  the 
end  of  the  trestle  with  one  length  of  guard  rail  on  the  bank  and 
one  length  on  the  trestle.    The  track  on  the  approach  is  of  girder 
rail    construction  and  on  the  trestle  it  is  T-rail.     The  joint  be- 
tween these  being  at  the  end  of  the  trestle.    The  fence  on  the 
retaining  wall  is  not  solid  enough  to  prevent  a  derailed  car  from 
going  over  the  bank.    The  girder  rail  on  the  approach  to  the 
trestle  should  be  replaced  by  Trails,  as  the  joint  between  the  T 
and  girder  rail  at  the  end  of  the  trestle  adds  to  the  liability  of 
derailment  at  that  point.    The  trestle  approach  to  the  bridge  on 
the  south  side  is  on  a  5  per  cent,  grade  ascending  to  the  bridge. 
This  trestle  is  constructed  of  substantial  iron  bents  set  on  solid 
stone  foundations,  and  the  track  is  carried  over  it  on  a  cantilever 
construction.    The  street  is  also  carried  over  the  steam  tracks 
on  this  trestle  and  the  bridge.     The  floor  beams  of  the  trestle 
extending  from  the  center  of  the  uprights  of  the  bents  7  feet,  and 
the  track  is  laid  on  this  extension.    The  distance  from  the  center 
of  the  upright  to  the  inside  of  the  outside  rail  of  the  track  is  4 
feet.    The  floor  beams  are  14  inches,  with  angle  irons  riveted  top 
and  bottom,  and  they  are  35  feet  5  inches  long.    The  bridge  proper 
over  the  tracks  is  of  the  same  construction  of  floor  beams  as  the 
trestle,  except  that  they  extend  10  feet  from  the  trusses  of  the 
bridge  and  they  are  18  inches  wide.     The  bridge  span  is  144  feet, 
resting  on  iron  bents  at  either  end,  which  are  bolted  to  solid 
masonrv  foundations.    The  track  is  23  feet  above  the  rails  of  the 
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steam  track  below.  On  the  outside  of  the  track  there  is  a  light 
hand  rail  which  is  not  strong  enough  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting a  derailed  car  from  going  off  the  bridge.  The  ties  on  the 
bridge  and  approaches  are  6x8  inches  pine  on  which  there  is 
laid  a  pine  stringer  Gx8  inches  gained  for  ties.  The  tres- 
tle and  apj)roach  on  the  south  side  are  of  the  same  construction  aa 
th(*  one  on  tlie  north  side,  except  that  the  grade  on  this  trestle 
and  approach  is  G  per  cent.,  and  the  track  on  the  bank  at  the  end 
of  the  trestle  is  on  a  reverse  curve  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail.  The  retaining  wall  is  the  same  as  one  on  the  north  end. 
The  deflection  on  the  center  floor  beam  of  the  bridge,  which  in- 
<*ludes  the  deflection  of  the  whole  bridge  and  the  floor  beam,  is 
$  inch.  The  trestle  approaches  and  the  bridge  are  of  good,  sub- 
>*tantial  construction  and  the  larger  part  of  the  deflection  is 
4-aii6Jtd  by  the  cantilever  construction  of  floor  beams.  There 
should  be  a  guard  stringer  timber  12  x  14  inches  placed  outside 
of  the  outside  rail  of  the  track  on  the  bridge  and  over  the  trestles, 
Th(»se  to  rei)lace  the  present  G  x  8-inch  stringers.  There  should 
be  guard  rails  placed  inside  the  traction  rails,  extending  across 
the  bridge  and  trestles  and  approaches  to  them.  There  should 
b(^  a  stop  sign  placed  on  each  end  of  the  approach,  and  all  cars 
should  come  to  a  full  stop  before  going  down  the  grades  on  either 
side  of  it. 

From  the  trestle  the  track  is  laid  through  Market  street,  in  the 
center  of  the  street,  with  90-i)ound  girder  rail.  This  street  is 
paved  with  stone.  Then  through  the  city  of  Ck)rning  with  a 
straight  and  level  track  to  Chemung  street,  and  then  through 
private  right  of  way.  From  this  point  the  track  is  constructed  of 
50-pound  Trail  with  special  curve  into  Steuben  street  with 
special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  East  Erie  avenue,  where 
the  track  is  laid  on  the  side  of  the  street  with  special  curve  and 
guard  rail  into  Cohocton  street,  where  the  track  is  in  the  center 
of  the  street  with  special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Mill 
street  to  the  city  line.  From  Chemung  street  to  Market  street. 
These  streets  are  unimproved.  At  the  city  line  the  track  is  con- 
structed on  the  side  of  the  road.  At  the  cemetery  it  crosses  a 
highway  making  a  diagonal  crossing  which  is  open  and  clear  to 
view.  Then  across  a  creek  with  a  17-foot  opening  7  feet  above 
the  water.  This  bridge  is  constructed  of  one  12  x  12-inch  hemlock 
stringer  under  each  rail  set  on  masonry  walls,  which  are  in  poor 
condition,  and  the  east  end  of  each  wall  under  the  east  stringer 
ehould  be  rebuilt.  The  track  is  laid  on  the  east  side  of  driveway 
and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  The  ap- 
proaches are  straight  and  level.  The  east  rail  over  the  bridge  is 
low,  and  should  be  raised.  This  has  been  caused  by  the  giving 
away  of  the  east  end  of  the  walls.    There  are  no  guard  rails  over 
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this  bridge;  none  are  needed.  This  bridge  is  near  the  end  of  line 
at  Brown's  crossing. 

The  track  of  this  system,  while  not  first  class,  is  not  in  a  dan- 
gerous condition.  Cars  are  oiKjrated  on  20-minute  headway.  The 
running  time  between  the  ends  of  the  line  is  30  minutes,  and  they 
are  operated  from  6  a.  m.  to  11.15  p.  m.  When  occasion  requires, 
extra  cars  are  run  as  a  second  section  of  theo^egular  cars.  There 
is  a  book  of  rules  which  is  kept  in  the  conductors'  room  and  rules 
arc  alfio  posted.  Five  cent  fare  is  charged.  The  company  does 
no  freight  or  express  business.  The  maximum  number  of  pas- 
sengers carried  on  the  system  in  one  day,  June  7th,  last  year,  was 
4,1m;5.  There  are  no  picnic  grounds  or  places  of  amusement 
located  on  the  line  of  the  road.  Conductors  and  motormen  are 
uniformed.  The  power  house  and  boiler-room  are  in  first-class 
condition,  and  the  car  barn  neat  and  clean.  The  cars  are  in  fair 
condition. 

There  are  no  specially  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  con- 
ditions or  the  method  of  operation  on  this  system,  except  the 
grade  crossings  and  the  bridge  and  approaches  over  the  Fall 
Brook  Railroad  Company's  tracks.  This  bridge  and  trestle  ap- 
proaches, as  stated,  are  of  cantilever  construction  and  good  sub- 
stantial structures,  and  appear  to  be  safe  for  the  present  traffic 
ov(»r  them.  But  the  cars  should  be  operated  over  the  bridge  and 
tho  trestles  at  a  slow, rate  of  speed;  no  trailer  should  be  used  nor 
should  the  weight  of  cars  be  increased.  The  safety  of  operation 
on  this  system  demands  compliance  with  the  following 

Recommendations. 

That  the  derails  in  the  electric  tracks  on  each  side  of  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Erie  tracks  in  the  village  of  Painted  Post  be  connected 
and  operated.  That  the  small  bridges  on  the  line  be  strengthened 
as  mentioned  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That  the  brace  rods  on 
the  bridge  over  the  Chemung  river  be  tightened.  That  the 
bridge  and  trestles  over  the  Fall  Brook  Railroad  Company's 
tracks  be  protected  as  described  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That 
all  cars  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  thli 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  would  comply  with 
tho  recommendations  "  as  far  as  possible."  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
wi>ort  the  Board  I^  in  correspondence  with  the  company  on  the  subject. 

Cortland  and  Homer  Traction  Company. 

December  18,  1900. 

1  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Cortland  and  Homer  Traction 
<2ompany's  system  and  submit  the  following: 
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This  system  consists  of  9  and  59-100  miles  of  single  track, 
located  in  the  city  of  Cortland,  and  the  towns  of  Homer  and 
McGrawville,  in  Cortland  county.  It  extends  from  the  Lehigh 
Valley  station  in  the  city  of  Cortland,  to  and  through  the  village 
of  Homer,  a  distance  of  3  81400  miles,  and  from  the  comer  of 
Clinton  and  Main  streets  in  the  city  of  Cortland  to  the  village  of 
McGrawville,  5  18-100  miles,  and  from  this  line  to  Cortland  Park, 
60-100  of  a  mile.  On  the  line  there  are  13  bridges,  one  trestle, 
three  crossings  of  steam  roads  at  grade.  The  maximum  grade  on 
the  line  is  five  per  cent. 

The  Homer  Lvne, 

The  Homer  line  commencing  at  the  Lehigh  Valley  depot  extends 
through  Main  street,  which  is  the  principal  business  street  of  the 
city  and  is  paved  with  asphalt,  with  brick  between  the  rails  to 
North  Main  street,  which  is  not  paved,  to  Homer  avenue, a  highwav 
to  and  through  the  village  of  Homer.  This  line  is  constructed  of 
60-pound  Trail  laid  in  1894,  except  about  1,200  feet  at  the  Homer 
terminus  w^hich  is  constructed  of  GO-pound  seconds  T-rail  laid  in 
1897. 

The  McGrawville  Line. 

The  McGrawville  line  extends  from  the  junction  of  the  Homer 
line  at  the  comer  of  Clinton  and  Main  street  through  Clinton  and 
Church,  to  and  through  Railroad  street,  through  Pendleton  aod 
Elm  streets,  then  through  private  right  of  way  and  on  a  public 
highway,  then  private  right  of  way  to  Elm  street  and  through 
Main  street.  This  line  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail  laid  in 
1895,  except  that  portion  of  Railroad  street,  which  is  9-inch  00- 
pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1896.  There  are  no  pavements  on  any  of 
the  streets  through  which  this  line  is  constructed  except  Railroad 
street,  which  is  paved  with  brick.  Thereare  track  connections  on 
this  line  with  the  L.  V.  and  the  D.  Ix  &  W.,  trades. 

The  Park  line  from  the  junction  of  the  McGrawville  line  to  Cort- 
land street  is  constructed  through  private  right  of  way  with  GO- 
pound  Trail  laid  in  1895 

Power  House. 

The  power  house  which  is  a  one  story  brick  building  50  x  80  feet 
is  located  north  of  the  city  line  of  Cortland  and  is  equipped  with 
two  Watertown  200  horsepower,  compound  condensing  engines, 
working  at  2s50  revolutions,  belted  to  two  G.  E,,  generators.  The 
boiler-room  is  equipped  with  four  200  horse-power  Watertown 
boilers,  118  pounds  pressure;  Hartford  insurance  inspection;  last 
inspection  August  13th  of  this  year.  All  boilers  and  engines  T**ere 
installed  in  1895.  Coal  is  received  by  car  and  wheeled  into  boiler- 
room.  The  building  has  a  trussed  roof  with  wood  floors,  anil  is 
protected  from  fire  l)y  hose  connected  to  pumps  in  the  power  hou^e. 
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Car  Barn, 

The  car  barn  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  80  x  142  feet  located 
on  the  Homer  road  near  the  city  line  and  is  equipped  with  three 
tracks  with  pits,  heated  by  eteam  under  all.  It  has  a  storage 
eapacity  of  14  cars.  There  is  another  bam  located  alongside  of 
this  one  which  is  used  for  storing  cars  when  necessary.  These 
buildings  are  protected  from  fire  by  hose  attached  to  the  city  water 
mains. 

Cars, 

The  company  owns  17  car  bodies;  of  these  11  are  open  passenger 
car  bodies  and  six  are  closed.    Of  the  open  bodies,  five  are  eight, 
and  six  are  ten  bench.    Of  the  closed,  two  are  28  feet,  and  the 
others  are  of  different  lengths  from  20  to  26  feet.    The  truck  equii)- 
ment  consists  of  four  Peckham,  three  Brill  and  five  Sprague,  all 
single  trucks.    The  Peckham  motor  trucks  are  seven-foot  wheel 
case,  the  Brill  are  six  feet  six  inches  and  the  Sprague  six  feet. 
The  motor  equipment  consists  of  G.  E.  800,  25  horse-power,  two 
motors  on  each  car  excepting  the  freight  motor  car,  which  is 
equipped  with  G.  E.  1,200,  2  35  horse-power  motors.    This  car 
complete  weighs  12  tons.    All  the  closed  cars  are  heated  by  elec- 
tricity, have  sand  boxes,  electric  headlights  and  single  chain  hand 
brakes;  no  fenders  are  used.    Red  flags  and  lanterns  are  carried 
on  all  cars.    There  are  no  sand  boxes  on  the  open  cars.    Tread 
of  wheels  2^  inches.    Cars  are  inspected  by  the  master  mechanic, 
and  are  repaired  by  him  and  a  helper.    They  are  cleaned  every 
night  by  a  night  man.    Five  men  are  employed  in  the  power  house. 
No  permanent  track  gang  is  kept.    Men  are  employed  when  neces- 
sary for  repairing  tracks. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

Commencing  at  the  terminus  of  the  line  in  the  village  of  Homer, 
the  track  is  constructed  through  the  center  of  Main  street  with 
60-pound  T-rail  seconds,  for  1,200  feet  Then  over  a  creek  on  a 
stone  arch  culvert;  the  seconds  of  this  track  are  in  fair  condition. 
From  the  culvert  with  60-pound  Trail  with  several  easy  curves 
and  v6ry  little  grade  to  a  crossing  of  two  tracks  of  the  Syracuse 
and  Binghamton  branch  of  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  Railroad  Company's 
system.  This  crossing  has  been  described  in  the  report  of  an  ac- 
cident which  occurred  at  this  point.  Then  with  straight  and  level 
track  to  the  car  barn;  then  into  Homer  avenue,  in  the  city  of  Cort- 
land and  past  the  Fair  grounds;  then  with  curves  and  guard  rail  to 
Xorth  Main  street  in  the  center  of  the  street,  and  on  a  bridge  over 
Dry  Brook  creek,  23-foot  opening,  constructed  of  four  9-inch  I- 
beams,  resting  on  dry  wall  abu  tments,  and  center  bent  constructed 
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of  two  10  X  10  inch  uprights,  and  batter  posts  with  10  x  12  inch 
caps  and  sill«  all  of  pine.  The  highway  is  carried  over  this  bridge 
and  the  track  is  in  the  center  of  the  driveway.  The  bridge  is  five 
feet  above  water,  and  is  in  fair  condition.  A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  very  little  deflection.  Then  to  another  26-foot  opening, 
over  a  creek  with  the  same  construction  as  the  above,  five  feet 

> 

above  water.  The  bridge  is  in  fair  condition,  and  a  car  passing 
over  it  causes  no  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  with  curve  and  guard  rail  in  Main  street  This 
street  is  p'aved  with  asphalt;  then  with  straight  and  level  track  to 
the  junction  of  the  McGrawvilleline  at  Clinton  avenue,  where  there 
is  a  curve  in  the  track  with  guard  rail.  There  is  also  a  junction 
with  a  track  of  a  route  which  is  now  abandoned.  From  this  point 
through  Main  street  to  a  crossing  of  a  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Val- 
ley. The  tracks  end  75  feet  from  this  crossing.  The  track  on  this 
line  is  in  fair  condition.  There  are  a  few  low  joints;  bridges  are 
in  good  condition  and  curves  are  easy  and  the  track  is  nearly  level 
There  are  four  turnouts.  There  is  no  waiting  room  in  the  village 
of  Homer,  and  none  is  needed  for  the  reason  that  nearly  all  of  the 
houses  in  the  village  are  on  the  main  street,  and  people  take  cars 
direct  from  their  houses. 

The  McOrawville  Line. 

Ck)mmencing  at  the  McGrawville  end  of  this  branch  on  Main 
street  in  the  village,  the  track  is  constructed  on  the  side  of  the 
street  with  60-pound  T-rail,  and  there  is  a  spur  which  extends 
from  the  end  of  the  line  to  a  flour  mill  for  freight  purposes^  On 
Main  street  the  track  is  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  bridge  over 
a  creek  24  feet  long,  12  feet  above  water,  constructed  of  2  12-inch 
I-beam  stringers,  resting  on  masonry  walls  in  good  condition.  This 
is  a  highway  bridge  with  the  track  on  the  side  of  the  street  and 
the  sidewalk  north  of  the  track.  This  bridge  is  in  fair  condition, 
and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  with  a  curve  and  guard  into  South  street  with 
a  spur  extending  to  a  freight  house  at  Center  street.  Prom  this 
freight  track  there  are  3  switches  to  a  milk  station^  box  factory 
and  coal  trestle.  From  Center  street  the  track  is  constructed  to 
and  over  a  trestle  93  feet  long,  12  feet  above  water,  constructed 
of  4  14-inch  round  chestnut  piles,  12  x  16  inches,  top  cap,  save* 
oak  ties,  4x6  inches  guard  stringers  bolted  to  every  eighth  tie. 
South  approach  on  a  curve  and  level;  north  one  straight  and 
down  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  trestle.  This  trestle  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails.  From  this  trestle  to  an  opening  10 
feet  long  over  a  waterpipe  from  a  f aetory,  constructed  of  9-inch  I- 
beams  under  each  rail,  oak  ties,  masonry  abutments,  opening  on 
a  curve,  no  guard  timbers  or  rails.   Should  have  both;  and  shonid 
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be  equipped  with  sawed  oak  ties.  The  ties  on  this  opening  are 
bunched.  The  opening  can  be  filled  in.  Then  on  a  curve  which. 
fihould  have  a  guard  rail,  across  a  spur  of  this  company's  track, 
^^hich  is  used  for  freight  purposes.  Then  into  Elm  street  in  the 
center  of  street,  with  spur  running  to  a  factory  for  freight  pur- 
poses; then  through  private  right  of  way  on  light  fill  to  a  through 
bridge  over  a  creek,  1Q2  feet  long,  12  feet  above  water,  con- 
structed with  lattice  and  posts  and  top  cords  and  I-bar,  bottom 
cords,  20-inch  I-floor  beams,  stringer  plates,  IG-inch  I-beam«, 
bridge  resting  on  piers  constructed  of  iron  rails  driven  and  cased 
vrith  iron,  filled  with  cement.  There  is  an  IS-foot  driveway, 
planked  flush  with  the  top  of  the  rail.  The  approaches  on  both 
ends  are  on  a  curve.  This  is  a  private  road,  and  a  car  passing 
over  the  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  on  light  fills  to  2  cattle  passes,  constructed  of 
12  xl2-inch  stringers,  resting  on  mud  sills;  a  car  passing  over 
this  causes  no  deflection;  then  to  an  opening  6  feet  long  with  T- 
rail  construction,  resting  on  mud  sills;  a  car  causes  very  little 
deflection.  Then  on  light  fills  with  straight  track  to  another  open- 
ing constructed  of  12  x  12-inch  stringers  and  mud  sill  foundations, 
and  a  car  causes  very  little  deflection.  Then  to  a  private  road 
with  cattle  guards  on  each  side,  constructed  of  12  x  14-inch  string- 
ers with  mud  sill  foundations;  a  car  causes  very  little  deflec- 
tion. Then  to  another  cattle  pass,  same  construction  as  the  other, 
and  in  good  condition ;  then  to  another  opening  over  a  creek,  con- 
structed of  lo-inch  I-beams,  and  resting  on  masonry  abutments, 
with  sawed  oak  ties,  11-inch  deep,  set  in  on  the  flange  of  the  I- 
beams;  the  I-beams  are  braced  together  by  4  f-inch  tie  rods.  The 
approaches  are  straight  and  level.  This  opening  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails.  Then  over  a  highway,  a  good  view  of 
which  can  be  had  in  all  directions.  Then  to  a  stub  end  switch 
used  for  freight  purposes;  then  to  a  curve  which  should  have 
^ard  rail  and  more  braces  should  be  put  on  this  curve.  The  fill 
near  the  curve  should  be  given  more  shoulder.  Then  across  a 
highway  on  a  curve  which  should  have  a  guard  rail ;  the  crossing 
of  the  highway  is  open  and  clear  to  view;  then  across  a  highway 
on  a  curve  which  should  have  a  guard  rail.  The  crossing  of  the 
highway  is  open  and  clear  to  view;  then  across  another  highway, 
the  yiew  of  which  from  the  west  is  obstructed  by  an  orchard. 
There  should  be  a  crossing  sign  at  this  point;  then  on  a  fill  with 
straight  track  on  the  south  side  of  the  highway  to  an  opening 
over  a  water  way  8  feet  6  inches  long,  and  4  feet  above  water,. 
with  1  T-rail  under  each  traction  rail,  resting  on  dry  wall  abut- 
ments in  poor  condition.  This  opening  should  be  re-built  with 
either  12  x  14-inch  or  9-inch  I-beam  stringers  and  masonry  abut- 
ments.   This  opening  is  on  a  straight  and  nearly  level  track.  Then 
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down  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  which  should  have  guard 
rail.  Then  on  a  slight  fill  with  straight  track,  then  a  curve  across 
the  highway  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view;  then  to  the  junc 
tion  of  the  Park  line.  There  should  be  a  covered  platform  at  the 
Park  terminus  of  this  line. 

From  the  park  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve.  At  this  point 
the  gauge  of  the  track  was  4  feet  9^  inches.  Then  down  a  one 
per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  at  the  top  of  a  grade  descending  to  the 
junction  with  a  maximum  of  5  per  cent.  There  should  be  a  "stop'' 
sign  at  the  top  of  this  grade,  and  cars  going  down  the  hill  Bhonid 
come  to  a  stop  at  this  point.  On  this  grade  the  track  is  con- 
structed on  a  side  hill  with  a  steep  bank  on  the  west  side.  There 
are  several  curves  and  a  light  fill  to  a  sharp  irregular  curve,  then 
a  balloon  track  to  the  junction  with  the  McGrawville  line.  This 
track  should  be  ballasted,  aligned  and  gauged  and  the  grass 
should  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail.  There  should  be  a  guard 
rail  on  the  curves  at  the  foot  of  the  grade;  and  the  curve  at  the 
end  of  the  tangent  near  the  foot  of  the  grade  should  be  "  eased 
up."    A  runaway  car  would  leave  the  track  at  this  point. 

The  McGrawville  line  from  the  junction  is  on  a  curve,  then  with 
a  straight  and  nearly  level  track  to  two  curves.  These  should 
have  guard  rails;  then  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek;  this  is  a  through 
bridge  178  feet  long,  13  feet  above  water.  Trusses  resting  on  T- 
rail  piles  cased  with  iron  and  filled  with  cement.  The  bridge  is 
constructed  of  lattice  and  posts  and  top  cords  and  I-bar  bottom 
cords,  9  20-inch  I-floor  beams.  Stringer  plates  15-inch  I-beam?. 
The  east  approach  on  a  curve  and  level  with  2  bents  of  trestle 
work  14xl2-inch  oak  caps  set  on  and  drift  spiked  to  4  18-inch  chest- 
nut piles.  Stringer  plates  2  6  x  14-inch  oak  bolted  together  under 
each  rail.  These  at  the  bridge  end  rest  on  steps  bolted  to  the 
floor  beam  of  the  bridge.  On  the  trestle  approach  and  bridge 
there  are  sawed  oak  ties  with  oak  guard  timbers  4  x  6-inch  lag 
bolted  to  every  fifth  tie.  The  west  approach  is  the  same  construc- 
tion as  the  east  one,  except  that  this  trestle  is  straight  and  level. 
This  bridge  was  built  by  the  Croton  Iron  Bridge  Company  in 
1895.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection.  It  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails,  and  the  guard  stringer  timbers  should 
be  bolted  to  every  other  tie. 

From  this  bridge  with  straight  and  level  track  through  Elm 
street,  where  it  leaves  the  j)rivate  right  of  way  and  is  constructed 
through  the  center  of  Elm  street  to  a  connecting  switch 
which  connects  with  the  Ivehigh  Valley  tracks.  Then  across 
three  tracks  of  the  E.  C.  &  N.  branch  of  the  I^ehigh  Valley  Rail 
road  (Company's  system.  From  thie  crossing  straight  and  level 
track  in  the  center  of  the  street  with  a  switch  connecting  with 
the  D.,  L.  &  W.  Railroad;  then  with  a  curve  and  guard  to  the 
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center  of  Bailroad  street  and  across  seven  tracks  of  the  D.,  L.  & 
W.  Company.  Near  this  crossing  there  is  a  dead  end  switch 
which  ifi  used  as  a  car  stand,  to  the  depot  which  is  located  at  this 
point.  From  the  depot  the  track  is  constructed  of  9-inch  girder 
rail  through  Railroad  street,  which  is  paved  with  brick,  with  a 
special  work  curve  and  guard  to  center  of  Church  street  in  which 
there  is  a  macadam  improvement  and  the  track  is  of  60-pound 
Trail  construction.  Then  with  special  curve  and  guard  to  the 
center  of  Clinton  street;  then  with  special  curve  and  guard  to  the 
junction  of  the  main  line  at  the  corner  of  Clinton  and  Main 
streets-  The  grades  on  this  line  are  not  excessive.  There  is  one 
turnout  and  five  dead  end  switches.  The  ties  on  the  line  are  oak 
and  chestnut  and  the  switches  are  spring  point.  Fish  plates  are 
6  bolt.  There  are  some  braces  on  the  curves  and  more  should  be 
added. 

Grade  Crossings  of  Steam  Roads. 
The   Homer   line   crosses   two   tracks   of  the   Syracuse   and 
Binghamton  branch  of  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  Company's  system.    At 
this  crossing  a  car  has  been  struck  by  a  train  on  the  steam  road. 
This  accident  was  investigated  by  your  steam  railroad  inspector, 
and  your  Honorable  Board  directed  the  Cortland  and  Home  Trac- 
tion Company  to  place  derails  in  their  track   on  either  side  of 
the  crossing.    This  order  has  not  been  complied  with,  and  I  am 
unable  to  learn  that  any  steps  have  been  taken  in  that  direction. 
On  Elm  street  in  the  city  of  Cortland,  the  McGrawville  branch 
of  this  company's  system  crosses  three  tracks  of  the  E,,  C.  &  N. 
branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company's  system,  one  main 
line  and  two  switch  tracks.    This  is  nearly  a   right   angle   cut 
crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.    The  distance  be- 
tween the  outside  rails  of  the  steam  tracks  is  32  feet  6  inches. 
The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the  electric  track  is  obstructed 
in  all  directions  by  buildings.    There  is  a  curve  in   the   steam 
tracks  on  each  side  of  the  crossing,  and  a  view  of  them  from  the 
crossing  to  the  south  can  be  had  for  300  feet,  and  500  feet  to  the 
north.    The  electric  track  is  straight  and  level  on  either  side  of 
the  crossing.    There  is  a  freight  agent  stationed  here  who  flags 
the  crossing  from  7  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.    There  is  a  track  connecting 
the  electric  and  steam  tracks,  the  switch  of  which  is  GO  feet  from 
the  crossing  on  the  electric  track.    Electric  cars  run  over   this 
crossing  at  7^  minute  intervals.    The  connecting  switch  on  the 
^ast  side  of  the  crossing  should  be  arranged  so  that  the  switch 
will  at  all  times  be  set  to  the  connecting  track  except    when 
operated  by  a  lever  from  the  west  side  of  the  crossing,  by  the 
conductor  of  electric  cars  who  in  this  manner  can  operate  it  as 
a  derail  switch.    A  derail  switch  should  be  placed  in  the  electric 
track  50  feet  west  of  the  crossing  with  a  lever  to  operate  it  on 
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the  east  side  of  the  tracks;  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over 
the  trolley  wire  in  metallic  contact  with  it. 

On  Railroad  street  in  the   city  of   Cortland,   this   company  s 
track  crosses  seven  tracks  of  the  D.,  L.  &  W.  Railroad  Company, 
two  of  which  are  the  main  line,  the  others  switch  tracks.    The 
two  main  line  and  one  switch  track  are  located  near  each  other, 
it  being  38  feet  G  inclR'«  across  them;  one  switch  track  is  50  t*'^l 
east  of  this  and  another  one  61  feet  west  of  them.    The  crossing 
of  the  main  line  tracks  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special 
work  in  poor  condition.     The  crossing  of  the  switch  tracks  are 
jump  crossings  in  poor  condition.    The  view  of  the  steam  tracks 
from  the  electric  track  is  obstructed  in  all  directions  bv  build- 
ings  and  cars  which  usually  are  standing  on  the  side  tracks  at 
this  point.    The  steam  tracks  are  on  a  tangent  and  from  the  cross- 
ing a  view  of  them  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet  in  each  direction. 
The  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the  crossing  is  straight  and 
level.    The  D.,  L.  &  W.  depot  is  located  on  the  south-west  corner 
of  the  main  line  tracks  and  the  street.    There   is   a   flagman's 
shanty  located  across  the  street  from  the  depot  and  a  flagman 
is  on  duty  from  6.30  a.  m.  to  5.55  p.  m.    All  passenger  trains  stop 
at  this  station.    Some  of  the  freights  do  not.    The  D.,  L.  &  W. 
freight  house  is  located  near  this  crossing  and  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  traflQc  over  the  crossing  to  and  from  this  freight  house. 
In  addition  to  the  train  service  over  this  crossing  there  is  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  switching  done  over  it.    This  is  done  by  the 
local  train  crews.    Ko  switching  crew  is  located  at  this  point 
Electric  care  are  operated  over  this  crossing  at  7^  minute  in 
tervals.    The  jump  crossings  of  the  switch  tracks  should  be  re- 
placed by  special  work  cut  crossings  and  the  crossing  of  the  main 
tracks  should  be  re-laid  and  leveled  up.    A  derail  switch  should 
be  placed  in  the  electric  track  between  the  three  tracks  (the  two 
main  line  and  one  switch  track)  and  the  switch  track  east  of  them, 
and  another  derail  should  be  placed  in  the  electric  track  between 
these  three  steam  tracks  and  the  first  switch  track  west  of  them. 
These  derails  to  be  placed  as  near  the  switch  tracks  as  possible 
and  to  be  operated  by  conductors  of  electric  cars  by  means  of 
levers  extending  across  these  three   steam    tracks.    A   copper 
trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire,  extending  over  all 
of  the  steam  tracks. 

This  company  has  abandoned  and  taken  up  the  rails  on  a 
branch  of  its  system  which  was  constructed  and  operated  throngb 
Groton  and  Homer  avenues  from  the  junction  of  the  Homer  line 
at  the  corner  of  Homer  avenue  and  North  Main  streets,  to  the 
corner  of  Groton  and  Main  streets  in  the  city  of  Cortland,  a  dis- 
tance of  one-half  mile.  This  track  was  taken  up  during  the  month 
of  August  of  this  year.    The  Erie  and  Central  New  York  Bail- 
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road  Company  operate  a  line  of  their  system  between  McGraw- 
ville  and  Cortland,  and  a  portion  of  the  distance  between  these 
points  It  is  constrncted  near  to  and  parallel  with  the  McGraw- 
ville  line  of  this  company. 

The  city  of  Cortland  has  a  population  of  12,000.  The  incor- 
porated village  of  Homer  has  a  population  of  4,500;  McGrawville, 
which  is  an  unincorporated  village,  has  a  population  of  1,500.  The 
section  between  Cortland  and  Homer  is  (luite  thickly  settled,  and 
the  line  to  McGrawville  is  located  through  a  farming  territory. 
There  is  very  little  manufacturing  done  in  Homer.  At  McGraw- 
ville there  is  located  a  corset  and  box  factory,  flour  mills,  milk 
condensery  and  this  company  does  a  freight  business  on  the  Mc- 
Grawville line  in  car  lots  and  also  in  packages  by  a  local  freight 
car  owned  by  the  company. 

The  system  is  operated  on  three  different  routes.  Transfers  are 
given  to  the  different  lines  in  the  city  of  Cortland  and  to  the 
Park  line.  A  5-cent  fare  is  charged  in  the  city  limits  and  to  the 
park.  Between  Cortland  and  Homer,  a  10-cent  fare  is  charged, 
and  between  Cortland  and  McGrawville  a  15-cent  fare  is  charged. 
Six  city  tickets  are  sold  for  25  cents.  The  cars  on  the  Homer  line 
are  operated  on  a  30-minute  schedule,  and  on  the  McGrawville 
Une  they  are  run  on  a  60-minute  headway.  The  cars  on  the  Park 
line  are  operated  during  the  summer  season  on  a  20-minute 
schedule.  Trailer  cars  are  used  on  all  lines.  Bv  these  different 
routes  the  residents  of  the  city  of  Cortland  can  reach  the  different 
depots  from  the  residence  and  business  portions  of  the  city.  The 
Cortland  county  fair  grounds  and  Cortland  park,  which  is  a 
popular  resort  for  the  people  of  the  city  of  Cortland,  are  locate<l 
on  the  line  of  the  road.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers 
carried  on  the  system  in  one  day  last  year  was  on  August  31st, 
11,685. 

This  company  does  quite  an  extensive  milk  business,  there 
being  a  milk  station  located  at  McGrawville  from  w^hich  milk  is 
taken  daily  by  a  foreign  car  and  delivered  to  the  steam  roads. 
The  total  amount  of  freight  business  done  on  the  sjetem  between 
July  31  and  December  31,  1899,  was  1,025,300  pounds  of  milk ; 
2,570,629  pounds  freight.  A  portion  of  the  freight  w^as  handled 
in  car  load  lots  in  foreign  cars  and  delivered  to  the  D.,  L.  &  W. 
and  Lehigh  Valley  Railroads.  The  freight  cars  are  hauled  over 
the  line  by  a  freight  motor  car  and  not  to  exceed  two  freight  cars 
in  addition  to  the  motor  car  are  handled  in  one  train. 

The  company  employ  20  motormen  and  conductors.  They  are 
umlonned  and  the  company  has  a  printed  book  of  rules.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Park  line,  and  the  grade  crossing  of  steam 
railroads,  there  are  no  unusually  dangerous  physical  conditions 
existing  on  this  company's  system.    The  bridges  and  openings 
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are  all  in  fair  condition  with  two  exceptions  noted  in  the  track 
and  road  bed  inspection  notes.  The  grades  are  not  excessive; 
with  the  exception  of  the  McGrawville  and  Park  lines,  the  ti'ack 
is  practically  level,  the  power  house  equipment  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  current  for  the  maximDm 
traffic  of  the  road.  The  cars  are  in  fair  condition,  but  painting 
would  improve  their  appearance.  The  track  with  the  exception 
of  the  seconds  iron,  laid  at  the  Homer  end  of  the  Homer  line  is 
in  fair  condition  but  some  of  the  ties  on  the  McGrawville  line, 
which  are  of  oak  and  chestnut,  should  be  renewed. 

To  improve  the  factor  of  safety  on  this  system,  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing 

Recommendations. 

That  the  crossings  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  and  the  D.,  L.  &  W. 
tracks  on  the  McGrawville  line  be  protected  as  mentioned  in  the 
description  of  these  crossings.  That  the  crossing  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  on  the  Homer  line  be  at  once  protected  as  directed  by 
your  Honorable  Board.  That  the  two  openings  on  the  McGraw- 
ville line  which  are  constructed  of  T-rail  stringers  and  dry  wall 
abutments  be  replaced  with  either  9-inch  I-beam  or  12  x  14-inch 
stringer  plates  set  on  substantial  mason  work  abutments.  That 
guard  rails  be  placed  on  all  curves  and  bridges  as  noted  in  the 
inspection  notes.  That  stringer  guard  timbers  be  placed  on  all 
bridges  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes.  That  the  grass  on  the 
McGrawville  line  be  kept  below,  the  top  of  the  rail.  That  a  "stop** 
sign  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  grade  on  the  Park  line  and  that 
a  lamp  signal  system  be  put  in  operation  between  the  junction 
of  the  Park  line  and  the  first  turnout  switch,  between  this  junc- 
tion and  the  city  of  Cortland  with  signals  at  the  junction  and 
turnout.  That  all  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  notes  of  in- 
spection in  reference  to  improvement  of  track  and  road  bed  be 
complied  with.  That  the  cars  operated  on  the  McGrawville  line 
be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes.  That  all  cars  operated 
between  the  city  of  Cortland  and  the  park  be  equipped  with  sand 
boxes,  double  chain  brakes  and  oil  tail  lights. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  tiie  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendations  as  to  derailing  switches  at  crossings  of 
steam  railroads  the  requirements  of  the  Board,  under  section  36  of  tbe 
Railroad  Law,  the  expense  of  construction,  operation  and  maintenance 
to  he  borne  by  the  Cortland  and  Homer  Traction  Company.  At  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard  from  the  company 
on  the  subject. 
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Dunkirk  and  Frbdonia  Railroad. 
August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Fredonia  Rail* 
road  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Dunkirk  to  Fredonia,  a  distance  of  3i 
miles.  It  is  a  single  track  with  5  turnouts,  constructed  of  60- 
pound  T-rail  and  4-inch  50-i)ound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1891.  There 
is  abont  one-half  a  mile  of  old  center  bearing  horse  car  rail  in 
the  track  which  is  now  being  replaced  by  T-rail.  On  the  line  there 
is  one  grade  crossing.  There  are  no  bridges  or  trestle  work.  The 
maximum  grade  is  4  per  cent,  for  200  feet.    Ties  are  sawed  oak. 

Cars, 

The  company  owns  16  cars,  of  which  4  are  closed  motor,  3  open 
motor,  and  9  trailer  cars.   The  closed  motors  are  30  feet,  the  open 
motors  12  bench,  4  of  the  trailers  are  closed  16-foot  and  the  re- 
mainder are  4-bench  open  cars.    The  motor  equipment  consists  of 
2  Westinghouse,  12  A  30  horsepower;  5  12  C  25  horse-power.  The 
closed  cars  are  heated  by  stoves  and  electricity,  and  have  electric 
head  lights  and  sand  boxes.    The  open  motor  cars  have  sand  boxes 
and  electric  head  lights.    All  cars  are  equipped  with  single  chain 
hand  brakes  and  no  fenders  are  used.    No  red  flags  or  lanterns  are 
carried.    A  red  flag  or  lantern  is  stationed  at  the  grade  crossing 
on  the  line.    Two  of  the  open  motor  cars  are  equipped  with  Brill 
maximum  double  trucks.    All  others  are  Brill  single  trucks  the 
tread  of  wheel  2J  inches. 

Power  House. 

The  power  house  is  a  one-story   brick   building  65  x  120   fc^et, 
located  at  the  corner  of  Center  and  Church  streets  in  the  village  of 
Fredonia.    The  boiler  room  is  under  the  same  roof,  with  car  barn 
separated  from  it  by  a  fire  wall,  and  equipped  with  3  boilers,  one 
125  horse-power  and  2  100   horse-power,  100   pounds   pressure. 
These  were  installed  in  1801,  and  are  inspected  by  the  Casualty 
Company,  the  last  inspection  made  June  of  this  year.    The  power 
house  equipment  consists  of  2  Noye's  engines,  1  150  and  one  SO 
horse-power.    The  150-horse-power  engine  working  at  180  revolu- 
tions, the  80-horse-power,  working  at  280  revolutions.    Both  are 
belted  to  generators.    One  Westinghouse  150  K.  W.,  and  1  Brush 
175  K.  W.   A  switch  board  equipped  for  1  feeder  circuit.     Eu- 
gines  and  generators  were  installed  one  month  before  the  date  of 
inspection. 
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Car  Bam. 

One  car  barn  is  located  alongside  of  the  power  house,  and  is  a 
wooden  building  35  »120  feet,  and  there  is  another  on  the  north 
«<i(le  of  the  power  house  30  x  100  feet.  And  another  one  north  of 
this,  the  latter  30x100  feet.  In  the  south  house  there  are  3 
tracks  with  pits  under  two.  Both  of  the  north  barns  hare  2 
tracks  ea-ch.  There  is  a  repair  shop  in  i>ower  house  22  x  30  feet 
<^(iuipped  with  drill,  lathes,  forge,  etc.,  where  light  car  repairs  are 
made.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleand  by  a  night  man  every  night 
Cars  are  overhauled  over  a  pit  as  often  a«  reported  necessary  by 
tlie  night  man. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  Fredonia,  the  road  is  constructed  through 
Church  street  to  Temple,  to  Central  avenue.  On  Central  avenue 
there  is  a  4  per  cent,  grade  ascending  from  Temple  street  for  a 
distance  of  about,  200  feet.  The  track  from  the  end  of  the  line  to 
Kewton  street  is  constructed  of  old  center  bearing  rail  laid  on  the 
side  of  the  street.  This  is  in  very  poor  condition.  New  street  im- 
provement is  now  being  made  and  during  the  course  of  the  im- 
provement of  the  street  this  center  bearing  rail  will  be  replaced 
by  new  T-rail,  a  large  portion  of  M^hich  is  now  distributed  along 
the  line.  From  Newton  street  to  the  end  of  the  new  pavement  60- 
pound  60  feet  Trail  is  laid  and  is  in  first  class  condition.  From 
the  end  of  the  new  pavement  50-pound  Trail  is  laid  for  about 
1,000  feet  which  is  in  fair  condition.  From  the  end  of  the  Trail 
tho  track  is  constructed  of  4-inch  girded  through  Central  avenue 
to  Dunkirk.  This  rail  is  in  fair  condition,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  low  joints  which  should  be  raised. 

On  Central  avenue  in  the  city  of  Dunkirk  this  track  crosses  3 
tracks,  one  of  the  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  and  one 
main  line  and  one  switch  track  of  the  Western  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  Company.  From  this  crossing 
the  track  extends  through  Central  avenue  to  Fourth  street, 
through  Line  street  to  Railroad  avenue,  to  the  terminus  at  the 
Erie  Railroad  Company's  depot. 

This  track  through  the  city  of  Dunkirk  is  constructed  of  4  inch 
girder  and  is  in  fair  condition.  The  cars  on  this  system  are 
<)l)erated  on  a  30-minute  headway  from  6  a.  m.  to  12.30  p.  m.  The 
running  time  between  Dunkirk  and  Fredonia  is  25  minutes,  and 
"f^xtra  cars  are  run  wildcat.  The  fare  from  Dunkirk  to  Fredonia 
is  10  cents.  A  5-cent  fare  is  charged  in  Dunkirk  and  in  Fredonia. 
A  book  known  as  the  "  Labourer's  ticket "  is  sold  6  cents  for  a 
through  ticki't.  A  school  ticket  is  sold  good  for  unlimited  use  of 
one  person,  ^.1  for  10  weeks.    The  company  does  a  freight  and  ex-

press  business.  The  freight  business  is  done  on  freight  cars,  the 
express  business  is  carried  on  the  passenger  cars  as  is  also  mail. 
There  is  no  telephone  or  block  signal  system  on  this  line.  Dun- 
kirk has  a  population  of  14,000  and  Fredonia,  4,000. 

The  crossing  of  the  steam  tracks  on  Central  avenue  is  a  right 
angle  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  On  the 
north  side  of  the  crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  to  the  west 
is  obstructed  bv  trees  and  a  house,  and  to  the  east  the  view  is  ob- 
structed  by  the  depot.  On  the  south  side  of  the  crossing  the  view 
is  obstructed  in  either  direction  by  sheds  and  cars.  Standing  on 
the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  to  the  east  can  be  had  for 
1,500  feet,  and  to  the  west  for  2,000  feet.  There  is  a  curve  in  the 
steam  tracks  on  the  east  of  the  crossing  and  they  are  on  a  tangent 
on  the  west.  Central  avenue  is  paved  wuth  brick  on  the  north 
side  of  the  crossing  and  with  macadam  on  the  south  side.  There 
is  no  grade  in  the  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the  crossing. 
Fifty  feet  south  of  the  crossing  there  is  a  branch  track  from  the 
electric  line  which  extends  through  the  Western  !New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company's  grounds,  but  does  not  connect 
with  their  tracks.  Thirty  feet  from  the  crossing  on  the  north 
there  is  a  turnout  switch.  This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates 
o[>erated  by  a  man  on  the  ground  at  all  hours.  The  Xickel  Plate 
Depot  ifl  100  feet  east  of  the  crossing,  and  all  passenger  trains  on 
both  roads  stop  at  this  point. 

This  company's  car  bam  and  power  house  was  burned  January 
2."5th,  and  all  of  the  company's  cars  destroyed.  The  new  power 
house  and  car  barns  are  about  completed. 

There  are  no  sf)ecially  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  con- 
dition or  the  method  of  operation  of  this  company's  system.  I 
would  however  make  the  following 

That  the  switch  point  of  the  branch  on  the  south  side  of  the 
steam  road  crossing  should  be  so  arranged  that  it  would  be  at  all 
times  set  to  carrv  a  car  off  the  main  line  and  on  to  the  switch 
track,  except  when  operated  by  the  conductor  going  across  the 
steam  tracks  and  throwing  it  to  the  straight  track  by  means  of 
levers.  That  a  derail  switch  be  placed  on  the  turnout  50  feet 
from  the  crossing  on  the  north  side  operated  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  one  on  the  south  side.  There  should  be  a  copper  trough 
placed  over  the  trolley  wire  and  in  metallic  contact  with  it.  All 
cars  should  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake.  The  low  joints 
in  the  track  on  Central  avenue  should  be  repaired.  This  road 
«hould  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system. 
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A  copy  of  this  report  -was  sent  to*the  company,  with  a  kttser,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  the  Central 
avenue  crossing  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  and  Western 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railroads  the  requirements  of  this  Boari 
under  section  S6  of  the  Railroad  Law.  The  company  informed  the  Board 
that  it  might  desire  a  hearing  in  the  matter.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  no  hearing  has  been  had,  but  the  Board  is  in  correspondence  witb 
the  company  on  the  subject. 


Dunkirk  and  Point  Gratiot  Traction  Company. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Dunkirk  and  Point  Gratiot 
Traction  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  the  Union  depot  in  the  city  of  Dun- 
kirk to  Point  Gratiot,  a  distance  of  If  miles,  a  single  track,  60- 
pound  T-rail  construction,  all  laid  in  public  streets  except  1,500 
feet  at  Point  Gratiot,  which  is  on  a  private  right  of  way.  Ties 
are  oak  and  chestnut.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  line  is  4  per 
cent.  There  are  two  steam  road  crossings  on  the  line  and  no 
bridges  or  trestles. 

Cars, 

The  company  owns  one  motor  and  two  trailer  cars.  All  of 
these  are  14'bench  open  cars. 

Power. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  this  line  is  rented  from  the 
Dunkirk  and  Fredonia  Street  Kailway  Company. 

Truck  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

At  the  date  of  the  inspection  the  road  was  constructed  and 
operated  from  Central  street  through  Front  street,  up  a  4  per  cent, 
grade  for  1,000  feet  and  across  Brigham  Road,  making  a  diagonal 
crossing  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view,  to  Light  street,  cross- 
ing the  street  at  nearly  a  right  angle.  The  view  of  the  crossing  is 
unobstructed.  There  are  no  guards  or  braces  on  this  curve; 
there  should  be.  Up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  on  Light  street,  then  a  2 
per  cent,  grade  to  a  right  angle  curve  with  guard  rail  to  private 
property,  to  City  Park,  with  a  baloon  track  at  the  park.  The 
rail  on  this  track  is  seconds  in  fair  condition.  There  are  a  few 
fills  on  the  line,  all  of  which  lack  sufficient  shoulder.  On  Front 
street  the  track  crosses  a  single  switch  track  of  the  Erie  Railroatl. 
which  extends  through  the  lumber  yards  along  the  lake  front  and 
terminates  in  a  lumber  shed  500  feet  south  of  the  crossing.  Thh 
at  present  is  a  temporary  jump  crossing.     Tlie  view  of  this  cros*- 
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iug  from  the  electric  tracks  is  obstructed  in  all  directions.    There 
is  very  little  traflBc  on  the  steam  tracks  over  the  crossing. 

At  another  point  on  Front  street  this  company's  track  crosses 
four  freight  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  which  extends 
from  their  main  line  to  the  freight  house  which  is  located  on  the 
northwest  corner  of  this  crossing.  I  was  informed  that  cars 
were  taken  over  one  of  these  tracks  to  and  from  the  freight  house 
ou  an  average  of  7  or  8  times  per  day.  The  others  are  used 
for  storage  purposes.  West  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  can  be  had  for  1,500  feet  to  the  north  and  100  feet  to  the 
fiouth.  East  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be 
had  to  the  terminus  to  the  north  and  for  1,500  to  the  south.  This 
crossing  was  in  course  of  construction  at  the  date  of  the  inspec- 
tion.    Electric  cars  were  not  operated  over  it. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  feet  east  of  this  crossing  the  track  of 
this  company  crosses  two  s^\itch  tracks  of  the  Erie  Company. 
One  of  them  extends  to  a  coal  shed,  the  other  to  the  lumber 
yards.  On  the  west  side  of  this  crossing  a  fair  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  can  be  had  in  both  directions;  on  the  east  side  the  view  of 
them  16  obstructed  in  both  directions.  The  steam  tracks  are 
used  only  for  the  purpose  of  taking  cars  to  and  from  the  coal 
shed  and  the  lumber  yard.  At  the  time  of  the  inspection  this 
crossing  was  in  course  of  construction  and  no  electric  cars  were 
being  operated  over  it.  This  road  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
commodating the  travel  to  and  from  the  City  Park,  which  is  lo- 
cated at  Point  Gratoit. 

There  are  very  few  houses  on  the  line  of  the  road.  The  opera- 
tion of  this  road,  the  portion  between  Central  street  and  the 
City  Park  was  commenced  on  July  1.  A  5-cent  fare  ifl  charged. 
In  addition  to  the  cars  owned  by  the  company,  two  motor  and 
two  trailer  cars  are  rented  from  the  Dunkirk  and  Fredonia  Rail- 
road Company.  All  cars  are  equipped  with  electric  headlights 
and  single  chain  brakes.    None  have  sand  boxes. 

The  City  Park  is  a  popular  resort  for  Dunkirk  people  and  at  all 
times  a  large  number  of  people  will  be  carried  over  this  road.  To 
improve  the  safety  of  operation,  I  make  the  following 

Recommendations. 

That  the  guard  rail  on  the  curve  at  the  entrance  to  the  park 
property  should  be  carried  around  the  curve  its  entire  length. 
That  the  curve  at  Light  street  should  be  equipped  with  a  guard 
rflil.  That  all  curves  should  be  securely  braced  and  that  a  stop 
^ign  should  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  hill  at  Brigham  street, 
«nd  that  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  going  down  the  hill. 
That  all  fills  be  given  proper  shoulder,  which  they  now  lack. 
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That  cut  crossings  be  put  in  at  the  three  grade  crossings  of  tte 
eteam  road.  That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley 
wire  in  metallic  contact  with  it  and  that  all  electric  cars  come  to 
a  stop  and  the  conductors  go  ahead  at  each  of  these  crossings. 
That  all  cars  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake  and  with  sand 
boxes. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tbis 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  some  of  the  recommeo-ia- 
tions  had  been  complied  with  and  that  others  would  be,  but  asked  that 
the  recommendation  that  a  stop  sign  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  hill  at 
Brigham  street  and  that  aU  cars  come  to  a  full  stop  before  going  dowD 
the  hill,  be  rescinded.  The  Board  refused  to  rescind  this  recommemla- 
tion. 

Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Railway. 
August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Rail- 
way Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  inspection  was  commenced  July  5th,  and  completed  July 
the  15th.  The  system  extends  from  Watkins  to  HoirBeheads,  a  dis- 
tance of  16  3-8  miles,  located  in  the  towns  of  Dix,  Montour,  Vet- 
eran, Collins  and  Horseheads,  in  the  counties  of  Schuyler  and 
Ohemung.  The  track  is  constructed  on  private  right  of  way 
located  on  the  bank  of  the  abandoned  Chemung  canal,  with  the 
exception  of  between  three  and  four  miles,  which  is  on  streets  and 
highways  in  the  villages  of  Watkins,  Montour  Falls,  Mijlport  and 
Horseheads.  It  is  constructed  of  56-pound  T-rail  with  oak  and 
chestnut  ties  laid  in  1899  and  1900.  On  the  line  there  are  tvo 
grade  crossings  of  steam  railroads  and  IT  bridges.  The  majdmiun 
grade  is  four  per  cent.  There  are  seven  turnout  switches  on  the 
line,  and  a  telephone  system  with  a  station  at  each  turnout  and  at 
each  end  of  the  line  is  now  being  constructed. 

Power  House. 

The  power  house  w"hich  is  a  one-story  brick  building  50  x  SO 
feet,  is  located  on  the  line  of  the  road  at  Millport.  It  is  equipped 
with  two  Harrisburg  engines,  one  325  horse-power,  one  250  horse- 
power, liij?h  speed.  The^e  are  belted  to  one  250  K.W.,  and  one 
150  K.  W.  Westinghouse  generators.  One  three  panel  swiieh 
board  with  two  feeder  circuits.  The  boiler-room  which  is  under 
the  same  roof  with  the  power  house  and  separated  from  it  by  a 
fire  wall,  is  equipped  with  two  Wilmington  boilers,  300  horse 
power,  at  120  pounds  pressure.  This  apparatus  was  all  installed 
this  year.  Coal  is  received  by  cars  and  unloadeil  from  them 
into  the  power  house.     No  boiler  inspection  has  yet  been  made. 
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Cars. 

The  company  at  present  owns  eight  cars;  four  more  have  beeib 
ordered.  Of  the  eight  cars,  two  are  closed  and  six  open.  The^ 
closed  cars  are  52  feet  over  all,  and  are  combination  baggage,. 
smoking  and  passenger  cars.  Of  the  open  cars,  four  are  nine- 
bench  and  two  are  14.  No  trailer  cars  are  used.  The  closed  cars 
are  heated  by  electricity,  have  electric  arc  head  lights,  sand  boxes^ 
and  are  equipped  with  Ohristenfien's  air  brake  and  auxiliary 
hand  brake.  The  open  cars  have  arc  head  lights  and  the  single 
chain  hand  brake.  All  cars  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes.  Koue 
have  fenders.  Bed  flags  and  lanterns  are  carried.  The  motor 
equipment  on  the  two  closed  cars  are  four  G.  E.  1,000,  35  horse 
power.  The  open  cars,  two  Westinghouse  No.  125.  Tread  of 
wheels  is  2^  inches.  Truck  equipment  consists  of  St.  Louis 
trucks;  four  cars  have  double  trucks  and  four  have  single. 

Gear  B(Mm. 

This  building,  which  is  located  near  the  power  house  at  Mill- 
port, is  a  one-story  wooden  building  50  x  190  feet,  with  four  tracks^ 
and  pits  under  one.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  every  night 
by  three  men  and  three  day  men  do  the  repairing.  The  company 
has  no  sand  dryer. 

Tmck  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

In  the  village  of  Horseheads,  the  track  of  this  company  coqnects 
with  the  tracks  of  the  Elmira  Light  and  Railroad  Company  on 
Franklin  street.  From  this  point  it  is  constructed  through  the 
center  of  Pranklto  street  500  feet  to  a  crossing  of  a  steam  track 
which  is  a  connection  between  the  Northern  Central  and  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad  tracks.  This  is  a  cut  crossing  with  temporary 
construction  in  very  poor  condition.  From  the  south  side  of  the 
crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  track  to  the  east  is  obstructed  by 
a  car  bam;  to  the  west  a  view  of  it  can  be  had  for  800  feet. 

On  this  side  of  the  crossing  the  electric  track  is  on  a  grade  of 
3  per  cent,  for  150  feet  ascending  to  the  crossing.  On  the  north 
side  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had  to  the 
junction  to  the  west,  and  to  the  east  the  view  is  obstructed  by 
trees.  The  approach  on  this  side  is  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  for  100 
feet.  Standing  on  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  to  the 
east  can  be  had  for  over  2,(X)0  feet,  and  to  the  junction  of  the 
Northern  Central  Railroad  about  800  feet  west.  This  crossing  \^ 
protected  bv  derails  in  the  electric  tracks. 

From  this  crossing  the  track  extends  through  Franklin  street  to 
A  private  right  of  way  with  a  reverse  curve  at  the  point  wherf> 
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it  leaves  the  highway.  From  the  terminus  to  this  point,  the  track 
is  in  first-class  condition.  Then  to  a  private  crossing,  the  track 
i£  in  fair  condition,  but  lacks  ballast,  and  weeds  and  grass  are 
above  the  rail;  then  to  the  next  private  crossing  where  there  is  a 
ehort  grade  on  either  side  of  the  crossing  which  should  be  length- 
ened and  the  grade  eased  up  on  either  side.  From  this  point  to 
the  first  turnout  the  track  is  in  fair  condition ;  then  to  a  highwaj 
which  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  From  this  crossing  to  a  trestle 
work,  the  track  to  this  point  is  in  fair  condition. 

This  trestle  is  110  feet  long  over  the  old  Chemung  canal,  and 
five  feet  above  the  water.  The  trestle  is  straight  and  the  south 
approach  level  and  on  a  curve  and  the  north  one  straight  and  lerel. 
The  bents  are  construced  of  four  12  inch  round  chestnut  driven 
piles  with  12  x  12  inch  oak  caps,  stringer  plates  7  x  14  inch,  two 
under  each  rail,  ties,  sawed  oak  18  inch  centers  with  guard 
stringer  plates  6x8  oak  gained  for  ties.  This  guard  stringer 
is  in  12  foot  lengths  and  bolted  through  ties  only  on  the  ends.  Ties 
are  spiked  to  stringer  plate  and  the  pile  are  morticed  into  the  top 
caps.  There  should  be  guard  rails  inside  the  traction  rails  over 
this  trestle,  extending  around  the  curve  on  the  south  end  of  it,  and 
two  more  bolts  should  be  placed  on  each  length  of  guard  stringer 
timber.  To  this  point  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  but  lacks  bal- 
last and  surfacing. 

Between  this  point  and  the  next  turnout  there  are  three  curves 
on  which  there  should  be  guard  rails  and  braces.  These  curves 
are  on  the  bank  along  the  old  canal.  The  grass  and  weeds  on  the 
private  right  of  way  between  these  points  in  a  number  of  places 
are  above  the  rail  and  should  be  cut.  The  first  curve  from  this 
turnout  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rail,  and  the  next  curve 
which  is  on  a  IQ-foot  fill,  with  little  shoulder,  should  also  be 
equipped  with  a  guard  rail,  then  to  a  5  feet  6-inch  opening  8  feet 
above  water,  constructed  of  10-inch  I-beams,  under  each  rail,  rest- 
ing on  12  X  12-inch  oak  caps  which  are  laid  on  four  12-inch  round 
driven  piles,  planked  and  back  filled  and  equipped  with  guard 
stringer  timbers.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level  and  a  car 
passing  over  the  opening  causes  very  little  defiection.  The  next 
curve  at  Pine  Valley  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rail.  From 
the  Pine  Valley  curve  there  is  a  tangent  for  200  feet  on  a  10-foot 
fill  to  a  bridge. 

This  bridge  is  25  feet  long  over  a  creek,  7  feet  10  inches  above 
water,  constructed  of  20-inch  iron  plate  girders,  latticed,  braced 
and  cross  stayed,  resting  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition, 
with  sawed  oak  ties  and  oak  guard  stringer  gained  for  ties  out 
6:de  of  rails.  The  approaches  straight  and  level  and  a  car  passing 
over  it  causes  no  deflection.  It  should  be  equipped  with  guard 
rails  inside  the  traction  rails. 
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There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  curve  at  the  canal 
bank  and  also  on  the  next  two  curves  to  it.  The  next  curve  to 
tlie  right  is  on  a  fill  with  very  little  shoulder.  The  shoulder 
sbould  be  filled  out  and  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  curve. 

Then  to  a  9  feet  6-inch  opening  over  a  creek  8  feet  4  inche* 
above  the  water,  constructed  of  12-inch  I-beams,  latticed,  braced 
and  cross  stayed,  resting  on  masonary  abutments  in  good  condi- 
tion^ with  sawed  oak  ties.  The  track  is  straight  and  level  at 
either  end.  It  is  equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers  and  guard 
rails.  The  west  rail  over  the  bridge  has  been  shimmed  up  with 
blocks.  This  should  be  taken  out  and  the  bridge  raised  to  sup- 
port the  rail  without  shims.  On  account  of  the  blocking  a  car 
causes  some  deflection. 

Then  to  a  highway  crossing  over  which  there  is  very  little 
travel;  then  on  a  curve  to  an  iron  girder  plate  bridge,  41  feet 
6  inches  over  a  creek,  8  feet  4  inches  above  water,  with  masonry 
abutments  in  good  condition,  same  construction  as  the  one  de- 
scribed above.  The  south  approach  on  a  curve  and  level  and  the 
north  one  level  and  straight.  This  bridge  is  equipped  with  guard 
stringer  timbers.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  it.  A 
car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

Then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve  for  500  feet  to  another 
bridge  over  the  same  creek  as  the  one  above.  This  is  an  iron  plate 
girder  bridge  35  feet  6-inch  span,  6  feet  4  inches  above  water,  rest- 
ing on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition,  same  construction 
as  the  one  described  above;  the  approach  on  the  north  is  straight 
and  level  and  on  the  south  end  on  a  curve  down  a  1  per  cent. 
grade  descending  from  the  bridge.  It  is  equipped  with  guard 
stringer  timbers.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  on  it  and 
extending  around  the  curve  of  the  south  end.  A  car  passing  over 
it  causes  very  little  deflection.  Then  with  straight  track  on  a 
fill  and  a  slight  curve  to  a  bridge. 

This  is  a  through  bridge  64  foot  8-inch  span  over  the  same  creek 
as  the  others  and  4  feet  above  water.  Construction  of  two  trusses 
stayed  braced,  four  14-inch  floor  beams  with  12-inch  iron  stringer 
I-beams,  with  sawed  oak  ties  and  wood  stringer  guard  timbers. 
The  bridge  rests  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition.  The 
approaches  are  straight  and  level  and  the  south  one  being  on  a 
fill  which  should  be  given  more  shoulder.  Guard  rails  should  be 
placed  inside  the  traction  rails  over  this  bridge.  A  car  passing 
over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

North  of  this  bridge,  the  track  is  constructed  on  the  west  side 
of  the  highway  for  1,000  feet,  and  then  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade 
for  200  feet  with  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  it;  then  150  feet  from  tb? 
power  house  over  a  creek  on  an  iron  plate  girder  bridge  29  feet 
long,  8  feet  7  inches  above  water,  of  the  same  construction  as  thi* 
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plate  girder  bridges  described  above,  resting  on  masonry  abut- 
ments in  good  condition,  equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers. 
The  approach  from  the  south  is  on  a  slight  curve  and  down  a 
1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge.  From  the  north  side  it  is  straight 
^nd  level.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflectioa. 
There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  inside  the  traction  rails  over 
this  bridge. 

Then  in  the  center  of  highway  through  the  village  of  Millport; 
then  down  a  4  i)er  cent,  grade  for  50  feet  on  a  curve  to  the  side  of 
the  highway  and  across  another  highway,  the  view  of  which  ift 
obstructed,  and  at  this  point  there  should  be  placed  a  crossing 
^ign.  From  this  point  through  private  right  of  way  down  a  2  pa 
<?ent.  grade  for  200  feet  to  a  bridge. 

This  is  an  opening  over  a  creek  5  feet  10  inches  long,  3  feet 
6  inches  above  the  water  and  9-inch  iron  I-beam  constrnction 
resting  on  a  bent  at  either  end,  constructed  of  four  12-inch  oak 
pil(?s,  with  14  X  14-inch  oak  caps,  equipped  with  guard  stringer 
timbers;  approaches  straight  and  on  a  1  per  cent,  grade  descend- 
ing to  the  north.  A  car  passing  over  this  opening  causes  no  de- 
flection. There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  inside  the  traction 
rails  over  this  opening. 

Then  to  an  iron  plate  girder  bridge  54-foot  span,  7  feet  8  inches 
^bove  water,  constructed  of  4-foot  iron  girder  plates,  with  four 
14-iuch  floor  beams,  abutments  solid  and  masonry  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  approaches  to  it  are  level  and  on  a  curve  at  either  end. 
It  i«  equipped  w-ith  oak  stringer  guard  timbers  gained  for  sawed 
-oak  ties.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  inside  the  traction 
rails,  one  of  which  should  be  carried  around-the  curves  on  the  in- 
side rail.    A  car  causes  very  little  deflection. 

Then  the  track  is  on  a  6-foot  fill  with  a  tangent  for  800  to  a 
'O-foot  opening  which  is  4  feet  10  inches  above  the  water  with 
^tructed  of  pile  and  top  cap,  same  as  described  in  the  other  open- 
ings of  this  construction,  except  that  there  ifl  three  planks  laid 
on  top  of  each  cap,  the  I-beam  stringers  resting  on  these.  A  car 
passing  over  this  opening  causes  a  deflection  of  1-inch  on  the 
^outh  end  of  it.  The  planking  under  the  I-beam  stringers  should 
be  taken  out  and  replaced  by  solid  blocking.  There  are  oak  guard 
stringer  timbers  over  the  opening.  There  should  be  guard  raila 
placed  over  it. 

There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  next  curve  which  ia 
on  a  4-foot  flll,  and  the  bank  on  the  flll  near  the  churn  factory 
dam  should  be  given  more  shoulder.  Then  to  a  cattle  pass  with 
;a  6-foot  opening  8  feet  above  ground,  constructed  of  2  uprights 
^nd  2  batter  posts,  each  12  x  12-inch  with  top  cap  and  tflls^ 
12  X  12-inch  upright  and  the  batter  posts  mortised  into  top  cap 
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And  sills.  All  timbers  oak  and  sawed  ties  and  stringer  guard 
timbers  gained  for  them.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level 
on  a  fill.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  opening. 
A^  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

Then  with  a  straight  track  and  a  slight  curve  to  a  7-foot  open- 
ing over  a  water  way  7  feet  above  water,  constructed  of  9-inch 
I-beams  resting  on  driven  pile  bents,  same  construction  as  de- 
scribed above  in  thie  class  of  opening.  The  approaches  straight 
^nd  level  on  a  fill,  planked  and  filled  back  of  piles.  There  should 
be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  opening. 

The  first  cune  on  a  fill  14  feet  from  this  bridge  should  have  a 
guard  rail  and  the  fill  should  be  given  more  shoulder. 

Then  the  track  is  constructed  to  what  is  known  as  the  center 
switch;  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  straight  track  for 
300  feet;  then  a  slight  curve,  then  another  curve  and  on  a  fill 
and  through  a  cut;  then  on  a  fill  and  through  a  cut,  then  straight 
track  on  a  fill  to  a  sharp  curve.  This  fill  should  be  given  more 
shoulder,  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  curves.  Then 
to  an  opening  5  feet  6  inches  long,  4  feet  10  inches  above  water, 
^•ith  9-inch  I-beams  under  each  rail,  resting  on  driven  pile  bents 
at  each  end  with  guard  timbers  gained  for  sawed  oak  ties.  Ap- 
proaches straight  and  level.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed 
over  this  opening.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  de- 
flection. 

From  this  point  on  a  fill  with  a  curve;  this  curve  should  be 
equipped  with  a  guard  rail;  then  to  an  opening  6  feet  8  inches 
long,  8  feet  3  inches  above  the  water,  9-inch  I-boam  and  bent 
construction,  same  as  described  above,  equipped  with  guard 
stringer  timbers.  A  car  causes  very  little  deflection.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  the  opening. 

Then  on  a  fill  with  a  straight  track  to  a  curve  on  which  there 
should  be  a  guard  rail;  then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  through 
a  cut  and  on  a  fill  to  a  curve  on  a  fill  on  which  there  should  be 
placed  a  guard  rail;  then  with  straight  track  on  a  fill  to  two 
curves,  both  of  which  should  have  guard  rails;  then  to  an  open- 
ing 6  feet  long,  8  feet  4  inches  above  water,  with  I-beam  and 
bent  construction,  the  same  as  described  above,  except  that  there 
is  blocking  on  the  top  caps,  under  the  I-beams.  This  is  solid, 
and  a  car  causes  very  little  deflection.  The  approaches  are 
straight  and  level.  There  are  oak  stringer  guards  gained  for 
sawed  oak  ties,  and  there  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  the 
opening. 

Then  through  a  cut  and  on  a  light  fill  with  almost  continuous 
curves  to  switch  No.  3.  These  fills  lack  shoulder,  especially  the 
one  on  the  curve  along  the  creek  near  switch  No.  3.  This  one 
has  very  little.  All  these  fills  should  be  given  more  shoulder 
and  there  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  all  of  these  curves. 
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From  switch  No.  3,  on  a  light  fill  with  a  curve  and  600  feet 
of  straight  track  to  an  opening  6  feet  long,  7  feet  8  inches  above 
water,  of  9-inch  I-beam  construction  and  square  oak  timber  bents 
with  top  cap  and  bottom  sills,  the  caps  being  12  x  12  inches  and 
the  sills  14  x  14  inches.     Upright  and  batter  posts,  mortised  into 
top  cap  and  sills,  equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers  gained 
for  sawed  oak  ties,  the  approaches  level  and  straight.    A  car 
passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.    There  should  he 
guard  rails  placed  over  this  opening.    Then  on  a  curve  with 
1,000  feet  of  straight  track  to  an  opening  6  feet  long,  7  feet  7 
inches  above  water,  with  9-inch  I-beam  and  driven  pile  construc- 
tion,   same   as   the   others   of   this   character.    The   bents  are 
planked  and  back  filled;  the  approaches  level  and  straight,  with 
guard  stringer  timber  for  sawed  oak  ties.    There  should  be  guard 
rails  placed  over  this  opening.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes 
very  little  deflection. 

Then  on  a  slight  fill  with  a  curve  and  down  a  tw^o  per  cent. 
grade  with  a  curve  on  an  8  foot  fill.  There  should  be  a  guard 
rail  placed  on  this  curve.  Then  to  an  opening  6  feet  long,  6  feet 
8  inches  above  water,  the  same  construction  as  the  last  one  de- 
scribed, the  approaches  straight  and  level,  and  a  car  causes  verr 
little  defiection.  It  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails.  Then 
on  a  fill  with  a  curve  and  300  feet  of  straight  track  to  the  cross- 
ing of  a  highway. 

This  highway  is  carried  over  a  creek  on  an  iron  bridge,  the 
end  of  which  is  15  feet  from  the  track  rail.  The  track  is  laid 
across  the  highway  on  a  curve  to  an  iron  bridge  over  the  same 
creek  that  the  highway  crosses.  These  bridges  are  nearly  at 
right  angles,  the  ends  being  10  feet  apart.  The  view  of  the  track 
from  the  highway  on  the  west  side  is  obstructed  to  the  north  by 
trees.    There  should  be  a  crossing  sign  placed  at  this  point. 

This  bridge  is  a  through  iron  bridge,  66-foot  span,  9  feet  8 
inches  above  water,  resting  on  solid  masonry  abutments.  With 
6  X  8-inch  oak  stringer  timbers  gained  for  saw^ed  oak  ties  with 
10-inch  opening.  The  south  approach  is  on  a  curve  and  level, 
and  the  north  straight  and  level.  A  28-ton  car  passing  over  this 
bridge  causes  very  little  deflection.  There  should  be  guard  rails 
placed  over  it,  and  one  extended  on  the  inside  rail  around  the 
curve  on  the  south  end. 

From  the  bridge  the  track  is  on  the  side  of  the  highway,  with 
a  curve  with  guard  rail  across  the  highway.  This  crossing  is 
open  and  clear  to  view;  then  with  a  straight  track  to  an  opening 
14  feet  long,  4  feet  7  inches  above  water,  constructed  of  15-inch 
I-beams,  resting  on  solid  masonry  abutments  with  guard  stringer 
timbers  gained  for  sawed  oak  ties.  The  approaches  straight  and 
level  on  either  end.     A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  de- 
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flection.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  bridge. 
Then  with  straight  and  level  track  for  2,000  feet,  to  a  diagonal 
•crossing  of  the  highway,  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view,  and 
then  over  a  bridge  on  the  highway. 

This  is  a  30-foot  bridge,  6  feet  3  inches  above  water,  constructed 
of  20-inch  iron  plate  girders,  resting  on  solid  masonry  abutments, 
with  two  15-inch  floor  beams  and  10-inch  iron  stringer  plates, 
with  oak  guard  stringer  timbers  gained  for  sawed  oak  ties. 
There  is  a  cattle  guard  at  each  end  of  the  bridge.  The  approach 
on  the  south  end  is  on  a  curve  and  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to 
the  bridge.  On  the  north  side  on  a  curve  and  up  a  one  per  cent. 
grade  to  the  bridge.  A  car  causes  very  little  deflection.  There 
«hould  be  guard  rails  placed  over  the  bridge  and  extended  around 
the  curves  on  the  approaches. 

From  this  point  the  track  is  constructed  in  the  centei  of  the 
highway  to  Havana  Glen  switch,  where  there  is  a  branch  track 
1,000  feet  long,  laid  through  the  highway  to  the  entrance  to 
Havana  Glen.  From  Havana  Glen  switch  on  the  side  of  the 
highway  with  a  curve  ^at  the  foot  of  a  three  per  cent,  grade  for 
600  feet.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  inside  rail 
of  this  curve.  At  the  curve  the  track  is  constructed  through 
private  right  of  way  for  500  feet.  Then  down  a  three  per  cent. 
grade  for  300  feet,  with  a  slight  curve  at  the  foot;  then  to  the 
center  of  the  street  in  Montour  Falls  to  a  highway  bridge. 

This  bridge  is  14  feet  8  inches  long,  6  feet  5  inches  above  the 
water.  It  is  over  a  creek  and  constructed  of  15-inch  I-beams, 
«et  in  solid  masonry  abutment  under  each  rail.  This  is  a  high- 
way bridge  and  the  driveway  is  20  feet  6  inches  wide,  with  the 
track  in  the  center.  There  are  no  sidewalks,  and  there  is  a 
4-inch  hand  rail  on  each  side  of  the  bridge.  The  approaches  are 
straight  and  level,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection. 
Then  through  the  center  of  the  street  with  curve  into  Main 
«treet  in  the  village  of  Montour  Falls,  to  a  through  bridge,  67- 
foot  span,  over  a  creek  10  feet  3  inches  above  the  water. 

This  is  a  highway  bridge,  one-half  of  which  has  been  rebuilt 
for  street  car  traffic,  the  driveway  on  this  half  of  the  bridge  is 
16  feet  wide,  with  track  in  the  center.  On  this  portion  of  the 
bridge  there  are  two  new  trusses  and  six  18-inch  floor  beams,  with 
10-inch  floor  stringers.  The  floor  beams  are  double  angle  iron 
construction,  and  the  approaches  are  straight  and  level  and  up 
a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge  on  either  side  of  it,  and  a 
28-ton  car  causes  very  little  deflection  in  passing  over  it.  Then 
in  the  center  of  Main  street  through  the  village  to  the  Northern 
Central  Railroad  crossing.  This  crossing  has  been  described  in 
the  report  on  the  application  of  this  company  to  cross  these 
steam  tracks,  and  it  is  protected  by  derails  in  the  electric  tracks 
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operated  by  the  conductors  of  electric  cars  and  by  a  flagman  od 
duty  at  all  hours. 

Then  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Genesee  street^ 
on  the  side  of  the  road  to  a  highway  bridge.  This  is  a  through 
bridge  oyer  a  creek  with  a  single  span  43  feet  4  inches  Iod;:, 
10  feet  above  the  water,  constructed  of  double  angle  iron  plate 
stringers  22  inches  wide,  with  five  15-inch  floor  beams  resting  on 
solid  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition,  with  a  14-foot  drive- 
way  and  a  track  on  the  east  side.  A  28-ton  car  causes  very  little 
deflection.    The  approaches  are  straight  and  level. 

From  this  bridge  the  track  is  on  the  side  of  the  road  to  a 
bridge  over  a  creek  with  a  14-inch  opening,  6  feet  5  inches  above 
water,  constructed  of  15-inch  iron  I-beams  resting  on  solid 
masonry  abutments.  The  south  approach  up  a  three  per  cent, 
grade,  with  curve,  the  north  approach  level  and  straight,  with 
guard  stringer  timbers  and  sawed  oak  ties.  There  should  be 
guard  rails  placed  over  the  bridge,  and  one  should  extend  on  the 
inside  rail  around  the  curve  on  the  approach.  A  car  passing 
over  it  causes  very  little  vibration.  From  this  point  on  the  south 
side  of  the  highway  with  several  slight  curves  and  grades,  to  a 
small  opening  2^  feet  long  and  3^  feet  above  the  water,  con- 
structed of  9-inch  I-beams  on  masonry  abutments.  Car  causes 
no  vibration. 

Then  with  100  feet  of  straight  track  to  a  5  foot  opening,  4  feet 
above  water,  constructed  of  9-inch  I-beams  with  masonry  abut- 
ments and  stringer  guard  timbers;  car  causes  no  vibration. 
From  this  point  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  light  fill  along  the 
side  of  the  road  to  an  opening  9^  feet  long,  5^  feet  above  water, 
constructed  of  two  9-inch  I-beams  sway  braced  under  each  rail, 
resting  on  mason  work  abutments,  with  guard  stringer  timbers 
gained  for  sawed  oak  ties.  The  opening  on  a  slight  curve  and 
level.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  opening.  A 
car  causes  no  vibration.  Then  100  feet  of  straight  track  to  an 
opening  4  feet  2  inches  long,  10  feet  above  the  water,  constructed 
of  9-inch  I-beam,  resting  on  dry  wall  abutments.  The  opening 
is  on  a  slight  curve.  There  are  no  guard  timbers  or  guard  rails. 
Guard  rails  should  be  placed  over  this  opening.  A  car  causes 
no  vibration. 

From  this  point  the  track  is  constructed  in  the  center  of  the 
road  in  the  village  of  Watkins.  On  Main  street  in  the  village  it 
is  <arried  over  a  track  on  a  through  bridge  43-foot  span,  trusses 
resting:  on  solid  masonry  abutments  in  fair  condition  with  a  26- 
foot  driveway  with  the  track  in  the  center.  Sidewalks  on  either 
Bidr  outside  of  the  trusses.  It  is  14  feet  5  inches  above  the  water. 
This  bridfce  has  been  strengtliened  by  the  addition  of  three  24- 
inch  floor  beams  and  12-inch  stringer  plates,  one  under  each  rail. 
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Approaches  are  straight  and  level  and  a  car  passing  over  it 
causes  very  little  vibration.  From  this  point  in  the  center  of 
Main  street  to  the  Northern  Central  depot. 

Operation  on  this  road  was  commenced  June  6,  1900;  cars  are 
operated  on  a  45-minute  headway,  first  car  leaves  Watkins  and 
Horseheads  at  6.30  a.  m.,  and  the  last  one  at  11.30  p.  m.  The 
running  time  is  one  hour  and  30  minutes,  and  on  the  regular 
fichednle  four  cars  are  run.  Extra  cars  are  run  as  occasion  re- 
quires. These  are  run  as  sections  of  the  regular  cars;  a  five  cent 
fare  is  charged  between  Watkins  and  Montour  Falls;  between 
Montour  Falls  and  Croton,  and  between  Croton  and  Millport; 
between  Millport  and  Pine  Valley  and  between  Pine  Valley  and 
Horseheads.  A  through  fare  of  25  cents  is  charged.  The  com- 
pany at  present  do  no  freight  or  express  business.  The  number 
of  passengers  carried  on  July  4,  was  8,960.  The  conductors  and 
motormen  are  uniformed,  and  the  company  has  a  book  of  rules. 
At  present  the  company  have  four  experienced  motormen  who 
have  previously  worked  as  motormen  on  other  electric  railroads. 
At  present  six  motormen  and  six  conductors  are  employed. 

The  distance  from  Watkins  to  Montour  Fails  is  3  miles;  from 
Montour  Falls  to  Millport  6  miles;  Millport  to  Horseheads  7 
miles.  Watkins  has  a  population  of  450,  Montour  Falls  1,800, 
Millport  500  and  Horseheads  2,000.  Watkins  Glen,  at  Watkins 
and  Havana  Qlen  at  Montour  Falls  are  popular  summer  resorts, 
and  a  large  number  of  people  are  carried  over  this  road  to  and  from 
these  i>oints.  At  W^atkins  connection  is  made  with  the  Seneca 
Lake  steamers,  and  at  Horseheads  this  company's  track  connects 
with  the  Blmira  Light  and  Railroad  Company's  track.  Arrange- 
ments are  about  completed  by  which  the  cars  of  this  company 
will  be  run  from  Watkins  to  the  city  of  Elmira,  passing  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Elmira  Light  and  Railroad  Company  between  Horse- 
heads and  the  city  of  Elmira,  and  by  which  the  cars  of  the  Elmira 
Light  and  Railroad  Company  will  be  run  from  the  city  of  Elmira 
to  Watkins,  passing  over  the  tracks  of  this  company  between 
Horseheads  and  Watkins. 

A  larger  portion  of  the  distance  between  Horseheads  aild  Wat- 
kins, this  company's  track  is  constructed  on  the  bank  of  the 
abandoned  Chemung  canal,  and  on  it  there  are  a  large  number  of 
small  bridges  and  very  little  straight  track.  The  operation  of 
cars  between  Elmira  and  Watkins  to  be  a  commercial  success 
must  be  run  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
safely  over  this  company's  tracks,  these  openings  must  be  con- 
tinually watched  and  all  curves  should  be  equipped  with  guard 
rail  and  well  braced.  The  track  construction  is  in  fair  condition 
except  a  number  of  fills  lack  sufficient  shoulder  and  the  track 
between  Millport  and  Horseheads  needs   ballast,    surface   and 
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alignment.  There  are  7  turnout  switches  on  the  line.  These 
are  all  spring  point  throw  switches  with  solid  frogs  and  frog 
guard  rails  with  guards  on  the  leads.  The  company  is  now  in- 
stalling a  telephone  plant  with  a  station  at  each  turnout.  Tlii8 
when  completed  will  increase  the  safety  of  operation  over  this 
line.  The  company  own  a  gravel  bank  located  on  the  line  of  the 
road,  and  they  have  two  gravel  cars,  and  at  present  there  are  15 
men  and  a  foreman  working  on  the  track. 

The  grades  on  this  line  are  not  excessive,  but  for  the  reason 
that  cars  must  be  operated  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  the  open  care 
should  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake.  The  closed  car» 
are  now  equipped  with  an  air  brake  in  addition  to  the  hand  brake. 

The  special  danger  to  be  avoided  in  the  operation  of  this  sys- 
tem is  the  liability  of  "  head  on  "  or  "  tail  end  "  collisions.  Tie 
numerous  curves  on  the  line  add  to  the  liability  of  collisions,  and 
the  operation  of  cars  by  two  companies  over  the  same  track  does 
not  add  to  the  safety  of  operation.  The  telephone  system  which 
the  company  are  constructing  when  completed  will  be  of  value  in 
preventing  this  class  of  accidents  on  this  road,  but  even  with  the 
telephone  system  established  every  precaution  should  be  used  to 
prevent  accidents.  At  the  high  speed  maintained  a  collision 
must  be  attended  with  serious  results. 

The  recommendations  which  would  increase  the  safety  of 
operation  over  this  road  are  all  contained  in  the  notes  of  inspec- 
tion and  refer  principally  to  guard  rails  and  improvement  of  the 
condition  of  shoulders  on  the  fills,  and  to  keeping  the  grass  on  the 
track  below  the  rails. 

A  copy  of  tbis  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makinf 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendatloos  of  this 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  some  of  the  recommenda- 
tloDs  had  been  complied  with  and  others  would  be. 


'  Elmira  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  haye  made  an  inspection  of  the  Elmira  Water,  Light  and  Bail- 
road  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  system  consists  of  14  5-10  miles,  all  of  which  is 
single  track,  with  turnouts,  except  10,868  feet  of  double  tract 
The  system  is  located  in  the  city  of  Elmira  and  the  towns  of 
'Eorseheads  and  Elmira,  all  in  the  county  of  Chemung.  On  the 
line  there  are  4  grade  crossings  of  steam  railroads,  5  bridges  and 
the  maximum  grade  is  2^  per  cent,  for  500  feet.  The  system  is 
operated  in  6  different  routes. 
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Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

This  line  commencing  at  Franklin  street  in  the  village  of 
HorseheadSy  extends  through  Main  street,  through  the  town  of 
Horseheads  to  Lake  street  in  the  city  of  Elmira.  The  track  is 
of  36-pound  T-rail  construction,  laid  in  the  center  of  Main  street, 
which  is  an  unimproved  street,  to  a  curve  with  a  ribbon  guard, 
near  the  crossing  of  the  E.  C.  &  N.  R.  R.  which  is  operated  by  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad.  From  this  crossing  on  a  curve 
with  a  ribbon  guard  to  a  turnout  at  the  Fair  grounds  where 
the  36-pound  Trail  ends.  This  rail  is  in  fair  condition.  On  this 
portion  of  the  line  there  are  some  low  joints,  but  the  alignment 
and  surface  is  good  and  there  are  no  heavy  grades.  From  this 
point  60-pound  T-rail  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street  to  the  turn- 
out switch,  then  on  the  side  of  the  road  to    the  next    turnout 

switch,  where  the  track  is  laid  in  the  center  of  the  road  to  the 

'  i 

junction  of  the  Industrial  Grounds  Branch.  This  portion  of  the 
track  is  in  first  class  condition  and  there  ai-e  no  grades,  and  the 
surface  and  alignment  good. 

Industrial  Grounds  Branch. 

From  Lake  street  through  Diven  avenue  with  60-pound  Trail 
in  the  center  of  the  street,  then  with  special  work  curve  and  guard 
rail  to  Burton  street  in  the  center  of  the  street,  to  Grand  Central 
avenue,  which  is  an  extension  of  Benton  street;  on  Grand  Central 
avenue  on  the  side  of  the  street  with  60-pound  Trail,  across  the 
E.  C.  &  N.  Railroad  Company's  tracks,  at  grade,  from  the  cross- 
ing straight  track  to  a  spur  at  Eldridge  park.    Near  the  park  over 
a  water  way  on  a  12-foot  opening  constructed  of  2  14x14  inch 
stringer  plates  resting  on  bents  constructed  of  4  12-inch  chestnut 
piles  with  12 x  12inch  top  caps,  drift  bolted  to  piles.     Caps  and 
stringers  pine,  with  saved  oak  ties.    The  approaches  level  and 
straight,  with  no  guard  timbers  or  rails;  the  opening  5  feet  above 
water.    This  opening  should  be  equipped  with  guard  stringer  tim- 
bers 6  X  8-inch  and  guard  rails.    From  this  opening  on  a  slight  fill 
and  an  easy  curve  across  the  highway  to  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  right  of  way.     This  crossing,  the  view  of 
which  is  obstructed  from  the  west,  is  lighted  by  lamps  at  night. 
This  branch  of  the  company's  system  is  in  good  condition  except 
that  there  are  a  few  ties  which  need  renewing.     There  are  no 
heavy  grades  on  the  line.    There  are  no  houses  near  the  terminus 
of  this  line  nor  any  waiting  room  located  at  this  point.    No  recom- 
ni(  ndation  is  made  for  one  at  present. 
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The  Harseheads  Line. 

The  Horseheads  line  continues  from  the  junction  of  the  Indus- 
trial Grounds  branch  with  GO-pound  T-rail  construction  in  the 
center  of  the  road  to  Maxwell's  place,  where  the  T-rail  ends  and 
to  this  point  it  is  in  first  class  condition  with  no  heavy  grades. 
Prom  Maxwell's  place  the  construction  is  70-pound,  6-inch  girder 
rail  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street  to  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware 
Lackawanna  and  Western  tracks  at  grade.  Prom  the  crossing 
with  a  special  work  curve  to  the  turnout  and  75  feet  from  this 
switch  there  is  a  junction  of  the  double  track  construction.  This 
portion  of  the  track  is  in  fair  condition  with  no  grades.  From  the 
junction  the  double  track  is  constructed  of  76-pound  girder  rail 
to  Fifth  street,  where  the  brick  pavement  common<»es,  with 
special  curves  and  guard  rail  at  East  Clinton  street  with  a  cross 
over  near  Church  street.  There  is  a  stop  sign  at  Fifth  street  and 
Church  street,  and  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  crossing  these 
streets  on  account  of  the  traffic  on  them.  Then  to  the  cros?sing  be- 
tween Market  and  Carroll  streets  and  with  a  curve  into  Carroll 
street  and  across  the  single  track  of  the  West  Side  Railway  Com- 
panv;  then  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Water  street, 
which  street  has  a  stone  pavement.  At  the  corner  of  Baldwin 
street  there  is  a  junction  switch  which  connects  with  the  tracks 
of  the  West  Side  Railway  Company's  system  with  special  work  in 
good  condition;  then  'from  this  point  to  a  crossing  of  two  main 
line  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company.  Then  with  a  straight 
and  level  track  to  crossing  near  Main  street  with  special  curve 
and  guard  rail  into  Main  street  with  a  stop  sign  at  Church  street, 
and  at  Second  street.  Then  across  the  single  track  of  the  West 
81  de  Street  Railway  Company.  Then  with  special  curve  and  guard 
into  Third  street  with  a  stone  pavement  to  the  end  of  the  double 
tracks  on  this  street,  then  with  single  track  construction  to  a 
special  curve  and  guard  to  Railroad  avenue.  The  girder  rail  on 
the  double  track  is  in  fair  condition  and  there  are  no  grades  on 
the  line.  Then  past  the  Erie  depot  with  a  stub  end  switch,  to  the 
depot;  then  with  special  curve  and  guard  into  West  Clinton 
street.  On  Railroad  avenue  there  is  a  stone  pavement  and  West 
Clinton  is  a  dirt  street.  Then  to  the  junction  of  the  College 
Avenue  line  on  Park  place.  The  special  work  on  this  switch  is 
in  x>oor  condition  and  should  be  repaired.  The  track  to  Davis 
street  is  in  good  condition  and  at  Walnut  street  crosses  the  West 
Side  Street  Railway  Company's  track.  From  Davis  street  to  the 
end  of  the  line  about  ^  mile,  the  track  is  in  poor  condition,  joints 
low  and  should  be  relaid.  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the 
end  of  the  line  there  is  a  bridge  over  a  creek.  This  bridge  has 
been  condemned  and  the  company  are  not  now  operating  cars 
over  it.  The  track  from  Davis  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  is  52- 
pound  girder,  which  is  not  first  class. 
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College  Avenue  Line. 

The  College  Avenue  line  from  the  junction  with  the  Main  street 
line  is  constructed  through  Park  place  with  52-pound  girder  rail 
in  the  center  of  the  street;  then  to  College  avenue,  which  is  an  ex- 
tension of  Park  place,  to  the  terminus  of  the  line,  with  poor  align- 
ment and  low  joints  and  it  should  be  reconstructed.  On  this  line 
"there  is  a  2  per  cent,  grade  in  Park  place  descending  from  Fourth 
to  Sixth  streets,  and  one  of  3  per  cent,  ascending  from  Sixth 
«treet  to  College  avenue. 

West  Water  street  Line. 

Commencing  at  the  junction  of  the  main  line  on  Main  street 
through  Water  street,  the  track  is  90-pound  9-inch  girder  rail 
construction  with  single  track  in  the  center  of  the  street,  with  a 
l>riek  pavement,  to  College  avenue.    This  is  an  unimproved  street 
'with   90-pound  girder  rail   which  ends  at  Davis  street.     From 
Davis  street  78-pound  7-inch  girder  rail.    There  are  stop  signs 
-at  Walnut  and  Hoffman  streets.     Then  to  Randel  avenue  the 
city  line  and  the  end  of  the  girder  rail.    This  rail  is  in  fair  con- 
dition.    From  this  point  in  the  town  of  Elmira  in  the  center  of 
the  street  with  50-pound  T-rail  construction  to  the  junction  of 
the  Rorick's  Glen  branch.     This  branch  is  constructed  through 
private  right  of  way  1,300  feet  with  a  balloon  track  at  the  park 
terminus.     It  is  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  descending  from  the 
junction  and  there  is  a  ribbon  guard  rail  on  the  balloon  track. 
On  this  private  right  of  way,  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  trestle 
over  low  ground,  consisting  of  11  bents  constructed  of  2  uprights 
-and  2  batter  poets,  12  x  12-inch  with  12  x  12-inch  caps  and  sills, 
posts  set  into  caps  and  sills,  stringer  plates  three  4  x  10-inch 
l>olted  together,  under  each  rail,  ties  sawed  oak,  with  an  oak 
^ard  timber  4  x  6-inch  bolted  through  ties  on  every  other  tie. 
TThe  highest  point  above  the  ground  is  8  feet.    The  approaches 
to  it  are  straight  and  level  on  either  end,  and  the  trestle  is  on  a  2 
per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the  park  end  of  the  line.     All  tim- 
bers are  hemlock  and  it  was  built  in  1900.     A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  very  little  deflection.     There  should  be  guard  rails  placed 
over  this  trestle. 

At  the  junction  of  this  branch  with  the  main  line  there  is  a 
special  curve  and  guard  rail;  from  the  junction  to  the  end  of  the 
line,  3,100  feet,  the  track  is  of  Trail  construction  in  the  center  of 
the  street  and  is  in  good  condition.  Clark's  Glen  is  located  at 
the  terminus  of  this  road.  Near  the  end  of  the  line  the  track  is 
constructed  over  a  creek  with  a  12-foot  opening,  5  feet  above 
water  with  three  12  x  12  inch  stringers,  resting  on  dry  wall  foun- 
dations; the  highway  is  carried  over  this  bridge  and  the  track  is 
on  the  side  of  it.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level  and  the 
bridge  is  in  good  condition. 
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The  Maple  Avenue  Line. 

This  line  extends  from  Water  street  with  double  track  eon- 
struction,  of  52-pound  girder  rail,  with  special  curve  and  guard 
into  Lake  street.  Lake  street  is  paved  with  brick.  Then  with 
special  curve  and  guard  into  Maple  avenue;  then  with  special 
curve  and  guard  to  Catherine  street.  From  this  point  the  track 
is  of  78-pound  girder  rail  to  near  Holmes  street,  which  is  the  end 
of  the  pavement.  There  is  a  stop  sign  at  Caldwell  street  in  front 
of  the  school.  This  rail  is  not  in  first  class  condition.  From 
Holmes  street  36-pound  Trail  with  a  loop  branch  into  the  Fair 
Grounds,  and  the  double  track  ends  at  Lemon  street.  Then  with 
special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Miller  street,  with  the  track  in 
center  of  the  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  the  Erie  Kaihoad 
Company's  track.  This  Trail  is  light  and  there  are  some  low 
joints  on  the  track,  but  as  there  is  no  heavy  traffic  over  this  line* 
if  the  track  were  put  in  proper  shape  of  surface  and  alignment, 
the  T-rail  will  answer  the  purpose  of  the  traffio  passing  over  it, 
for  a  short  time.  The  comfort  and  convenience  of  passengers 
would  be  increased  by  the  reconstruction  of  the  52-pound  girder 
and  36-pound  T-rail  track  on  this  line. 

On  Lake  street  the  track  is  carried  over  the  Chemung  river  on 
a  through  bridge  consisting  of  3  spans  183  feet  each.  The  end 
posts  and  top  chords  of  these  spans  are  Phoenix  column  construc- 
tion. These  rest  on  masonry  abutments  and  piers  and  thev  carry 
an  18-foot,  6-inch  road  and  two  6-foot,  6-inch  sidewalks  which  are 
outside  the  trusses,  with  double  track  construction  on  the  road- 
way. The  bridge  is  23  feet  above  the  water.  It  was  built  by 
the  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company.  I  was  unable  to  learn  the  date. 
Two  years  ago  the  bridge  was  examined  and  nuts  tightened  up 
by  the  Elmira  Bridge  Company.  I  was  unable  to  get  under  thi» 
bridge  to  make  an  examination  of  it.  A  loaded  wagon  passinjr 
over  it  causes  excessive  side  sway  and  considerable  vibration. 
The  heavy  double  truck  cars  of  this  company  pass  over  this 
bridge  going  to  and  from  the  car  barn.  This  bridge  should  be  ex- 
amined by  a  bridge  expert  and  a  copy  of  his  report  submittetl  to 
your  honorable  board. 

Qrade  Crossings, 

On  Main  street  in  the  village  of  Horseheads  this  compauy'^ 
tracks  crosses  a  single  track  of  the  E.  C.  &  N.  Railroad  Company 
which  is  operated  by  the  I^ehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company.  Thi* 
is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  It 
is  open  and  clear  to  view  in  all  directions.  From  the  crosj>iug 
there  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  track  on  the  south  side  of  it  and  a 
view  of  the  track  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet;  on  the  north  side 
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there  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  track  and  a  view  of  it  can  be  had  for 
€00  feet.  The  electric  track  ifi  level  and  on  a  curve  on  each  side 
of  the  crossing.  There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing.  Electric 
cars  come  to  a  stop  and  conductors  go  ahead.  £lectric  cars  are 
operated  over  this  crossing  at  12-minute  intervals. 

On  Grand  Central  avenue  this  company's  track  crosses  the 
s'mgie  track  *  of  the  E.  C.  and  N.  Railroad  which  is 
operated  bj  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad.  This  is  a  right  angle 
cut  crossing  in  first  class  condition.  On  the  north  side  of  the 
crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  is  obstructed  in  each  direc- 
tion. On  the  south  side  a  view  of  it  to  the  west  can  be  had  for 
500  feet  and  300  feet  to  the  east.  From  the  crossing  a  view  of 
the  steam  track  to  the  west  can  be  had  for  600  feet, 
and  to  the  east  for  500  feet.  The  E.  C.  and  N.  tracks  cross 
the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railway  Company's 
tracks  600  feet  west  of  this  crossing,  and  there  is  a  tower  located 
at  this  point.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks  on  the  east 
side  of  the  crossing  and  it  is  on  a  tangent  on  the  west.  The 
electric  tracks  are  straight  and  level  on  either  side  of  the  cross- 
ing. Electric  cars  are  operated  over  it  at  12-minute  intervals, 
and  on  special  occasions  at  5-minute  intervals. 

The  main  line  of  this  company's  system  crosses  two  tracks  of 
the  Delaware,  I^cka wanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company.  This 
is  nearly  a  right  angle  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  con- 
dition. On  the  north  side  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  is  limited  to  300  feet  in  each  direction.  On  the  south  side 
a  view  of  them  to  the  east  can  be  had  for  1,500  feet  and  for  the 
same  distance  west.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks  on 
each  side  of  the  crossing.  The  electric  tracks  are  straight  and 
level  on  either  side  of  them.  The  Delaware,  I^ckawanna  and 
Western  Company's  depot  is  located  500  feet  west  of  this  cross- 
ing. This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  operated  by  a  man  on 
the  ground  at  all  hours.  Electric  cars  are  operated  over  it  at  6- 
minnte  intervals. 

The  T-rail  on  the  Horseheads  line  for  two  miles  from  the 
terminus  was  laid  in  1891.  The  56-pound  rail  to  Maxwell's  Place 
was  laid  in  1890;  from  Maxwell's  to  Market  street  the  76-pound, 
6inch  girder  rail  was  laid  in  1896;  from  Maxwell's  street  to 
Water  street  and  through  Water  street  to  the  junction  of  Main 
street  and  Water  street,  the  90-pound  girder  rail  was  laid  in  1896. 
Through  Main  to  Church  street  the  6-inch,  70-pound  girder  rail 
was  laid  in  1897.  From  Church  street  to  Third  street  on  Main, 
on  Third  street  to  Railroad  avenue,  and  Railroad  avenue  to  Clin- 
ton street,  the  7-inch,  76-pound  girder  rail  was  laid  in  1898.  From 
Railroad  avenue  through  Clinton- street  to  the  center  of  the  block 
^tween  Davis  and  Walnut  streets,  the  0-inch,  78-pound  girder 
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rail  was  laid  in  1891.  From  this  point  to  the  end  of  the  line  at 
Hoffman  street  the  4i-inch,  52-pound  girder  rail  waa  laid  in  1895- 
On  the  Industrial  Grounds  route  beginning  at  McCajns  Boule- 
vard in  Elmira  Heights  for  1,300  feet,  to  Grand  Central  avenue^ 
the  60-pound  Trail  was  laid  in  1899.  Prom  this  point  through 
Grand  Central  avenue  to  the  Lehigh  Valley  crossing  the  60-pound 
T-rail  was  laid  in  189^  From  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
through  Divin  avenue  to  the  main  line  in  Lake  street  the  60-pound 
T-rail  was  laid  in  1891. 

College  Avenue  Line, 

From  the  main  line  to  the  corner  of  Clinton  street  and  Park 
Place,  through  Park  Place  and  College  avenue,  the  4i-inch,  52- 
pound  girder  was  laid  in  1891. 

The  West  Water  street  and  Maple  avenue  lines,  from  the 
end  of  the  line  in  Miller  street,  through  Miller  street  to  Mid 
avenue,  the  36-pound  Trail  was  laid  in  1890.  From  Mid  avenue 
to  Maple  avenue  the  6-inch,  78-pound  T-rail  was  laid  in  1892^ 
from  Sly  street  to  Lake  street  bridge,  the  4i-inch,  52-pound  girder 
was  laid  in  1892,  and  across  Lake  street  bridge  the  4i-inch,  52- 
pound  girder  was  laid  in  1892. 

Power. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  this  road  is  rented  from  the  elec- 
tric light  department  of  the  Elmira  W^ater,  Light  and  Railroad 
Company. 

Car  Bam. 

This  company's  car  barn,  which  is  a  one-story  frame  building, 
is  located  on  Miller  street.  This  building  is  160  x  50  feet,  and  i» 
equipped  with  four  tracks  with  pits  umder  all.  The  rear  portion 
of  the  car  house  is  divided  from  the  front  by  a  partition,  and  the 
pits  und^  the  rear  end  of  the  car  house  are  heated  by  steam,  A  re- 
pair ahop  is  located  in  the  rear  end  of  the  car  house  and  is  equipped 
with  one  18-inch  swing  lathe.  One  36-inch  upright  di'ill,  one 
16-inch  shaper,  all  driven  by  a  15  horse  power  motor.  In  the  rear 
of  this  buildiug  there  is  a  one-story  frame  building  40x20  feet, used 
as  a  paint  shop.  Near  this  one  there  is  another  two-story  frame 
building  30  x  20  feet,  used  as  a  blacksmith  shop,  and  the  rear  por- 
tion of  it  is  used  as  a  storeroom.  The  company  also  leases  a  car 
storage  shed  150x30  feet,  located  at  the  comer  of  Lemon  and 
Robinson  streets.  It  is  equipped  with  three  tracks  and  no  pits, 
and  is  used  for  storage  purposes  only.  The  Miller  street  car  barn 
is  protected  from  fire  by  hose  connected  to  the  City  Water  Works. 
There  is  no  fire  protection  at  the  car  barn,  which  is  rented. 
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Cars. 

The  company  owns  45  car  bodies;  these  are  divided  as  follower 

T^^enty-eight-foot  closed  bodies 4 

Sixteen-foot  closed  bodies 16 

Fourteen-foot  closed  bodies 1 

Thirty-one-foot  open  bodies 5 

T^wrenty-eight-foot  open  bodies 6 

Miscellaneous  open  bodies 19 

Thirty-three  of  the  above  are  used  as  motor  cars  and  12  as 
trailers.  Of  the  motor  cars  21  are  closed  and  12  are  open.  All  of 
the  closed  cars  are  vestibule.  All  closed  motor  cars  are  equipped 
-with  electric  headlights.  Five  are  heated  by  electricity  and  the 
balance  by  stoves.  All  closed  cars  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes. 
All  open  cars  have  electric  headlights — no  oil  lights  on  any  cars 
except  for  lighting.  No  fendei  s  used.  All  of  tihe  cars  ai  e  equipped 
with  single  chain  hand  brakes,  and  in  addition  the  four  28-foot 
motor  cars  are  equipped  with  the  Price  Friction  Brakes.  Red 
flags  and  lanterns  are  carried  on  the  Industrial  Grounds  and 
Horseheads  line. 

Miscellaneous  Equipment, 

The  company  owns  one  Smith  and  Wallace  «now  plow,  one  line 
tower  ear,  two  road  scrapers  and  two  Brooklyn  snow  plows  for 
attaching  to  closed  bodies.  Of  the  above  the  Smith  and  Wallace 
snow  plow  is  equipped  with  motors. 

Truck  Equipment. 

This  consists  of  four  equipments  of  Peckham  No.  14  B  double 
trucks,  5  equipments  Taylor  double  trucks,  4  Brill  No.  21  single 
trucks,  11  Brill  No.  3  single  trucks,  4  Stevens  single  trucks,  6  Peck- 
ham  No.  6  E  single  trucks,  2  McGuire's  type  single  trucks,  and  3 
Chicago  single  trucks.  The  wheel  base  of  the  single  trucks  is  6 
feet  6  inches  and  7  feet.  The  tread  of  wheels  is  2^  and  the 
diameter  33  inches. 

Motor  Equipment. 
The  motor  equipment  consists  of  4  2-motor  equipments  G.  E, 
57  motors;  8  2-motor  equipments  G.  E.  600;  4  2-motor  equipments 
Westinghouse  No.  3;  2  2-motor  equipments  Westinghonse  No.  12; 
1  2-motor  quipment  T.  H.  S.  B.  G.  30;  4  2-motor  equipments 
General  Electric  W.  P.  50  motors.  The  28-foot  double  truck  closed 
cars  weight  complete  with  trucks  and  electrical  equipment  about 
30,000  pounds.  The  wheel  base  of  trucks  on  these  cars  is  4  feet. 
From  center  to  center  of  trucks  22  feet.    Cars  are  inspected 
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and  cleaned  by  two  night  men  in  the  car  houee  each  night.  Can 
are  repaired  by  a  day  force  of  six  men.  Cars  are  put  over  the  pit 
and  OYerhauled  twice  a  year. 


Operatum, 

Cars  are  operated  oyer  the  Horseheads  line  on  24-miiinte  head- 
way commencing  at  5.52  o'clock  a.  m.,  running  to  10.40  p.  ni.  On 
tlie  Industrial  Grouudis  line  they  are  operated  on  a  24-miiiiite 
headway  beginning  at  6.04  a.  m.,  and  running  to  10.30  p.  m.  Hie 
West  Water  Street  and  Maple  Avenue  lines,  are  operated  on  a  12- 
minute  headway,  beginning  at  6.12  a.  m.,and  running  to  10.24  p.  m. 
There  is  operated  in  addition,  one  car  making  tripe  between  the 
d>epots  and  to  various  points  over  the  line  all  night.  Trailer  can 
are  used  and  extras  are  run  in  addition  to  the  regular  schedules  as 
are  necessary  to  handle  the  traflSc.  The  system  as  operated  reaches 
the  depots  of  the  Erie,  Northern  Central  and  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroads.  "A  five  cent  fare  is  charged  on  the 
Industrial  Grounds  line  and  the  West  Water  Street  line.  The 
cash  fare  to  Horseheads  is  10  cents.  Commutation  tickets  are  Bold 
which  makes  the  fare  7  1-7  cents.  There  is  no  limit  on  the  com- 
mutaition  ticket.  The  company  has  a  traffic  arrangement  with  the 
Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Railroad  by  which  coupon  tickets  are 
sold  to  and  from  points  on  the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Railroad 
Company's  system  to  Elmira  and  the  cars  of  this  company  are  run 
over  the  tracks  of  the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Road  without  trans- 
ferring passengers,  and  the  care  of  the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake 
Road  also  run  over  this  company's  tracks  to  the  terminus  of  the 
Horseheads  line  at  Clinton  and  Hoffman  streets. 

The  company  has  a  book  of  rules,  and  the  conductors  and  moto^ 
men  are  uniformed.  The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one 
day  last  year  was  62,771.  Transfers  issued  on  that  day  4,348w 
The  company  does  no  freight  or  express  business.  The  company 
has  a  telephone  system,  but  there  is  no  block  signal  system  on  any 
of  its  lines.  The  population  of  Elmira  is  40,000  and  of  Horseheads 
2,000.  In  the  operation  of  this  system  there  is  employed  a  general 
Hianager  and  a  superintendent,  one  track  foreman  and  tliree  track 
men.  On  the  overhead  (construction,  one  man  and  a  helper.  In 
s])ecial  construct  on  work  when  necessary  men  are  taken  from  the 
other  departments  of  this  company.  The  number  of  motormen 
and  conductcu's  is  75.  The  new  motormen  are  broken  in  by  put- 
ting them  on  the  cars  with  the  old  men  until  reported  qualified, 
and  then  are  examined  by  the  superintendent  before  they  are  given 
charge  of  a  car. 

This  company  owns  a  race  track  and  baseball  field,  consisting 
of  .").S  acres  of  land  situated  on  the  Maple  Avenue  line  south  of 
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Lemon  street,  and  there  is  operated  in  its  interest  by  the  Rorick 
Oles  Association,  a  park  and  summer  theatre  situated  in  the  town 
of  Southampton  at  the  terminus  of  the  branch  of  the  West  Water 
Street  line.  There  is  also  located  at  the  tenninus  of  the  West 
"Water  Street  line  a  small  park  which  is  open  to  the  public  and 
known  as  Clark's  Glen.  The  city  park  known  as  Eldridge  park 
IB  located  on  the  Industrial  Grounds  line  between  Warren  and 
McCann's  boulevard.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  travel  to  and 
from  these  different  parks,  especially  the  Rorick  Glen  park  and 
the  Eldridge  park.  Trains  of  three  cars,  a  motor  and  two  trail- 
ers, are  operated  to  and  from  these  parks.  The  tracks  of  this 
company  connect  with  two  electric  railway  companies'  tracks — 
the  Elmira  and  Seneca  Lake  Railway  Company's  tracks  in  the 
village  of  Horseheads  and  the  West  Side  Railway  Company's 
tracks  in  the  city  of  Elmira. 

There  are  no  specially  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  condi- 
tions of  this  road,  except  the  long  bridge  over  the  Chemung  River 
aiLd  the  grade  crossings.  The  method  of  operation  of  the  system 
is  good  and  there  are  no  specially  dangerous  features  connected 
-with  it,  except  in  the  handling  of  the  large  crowds  which  go  to 
and  from  the  parks.  No  admission  fee  is  charged  to  these  parks, 
and  at  Rorick's  Glen  there  is  a  free  vaudeville  entertainment 
which  attracts  a  large  number  of  people.  The  method  of  handling. 
these  crowds  on  three  car  trains  with  one  motor  and  two  trailer 
cars  is  not  as  safe  a  method  of  operation  as  with  large  double  truck 
cars  running  at  frequent  intervals.  There  is  no  shelter  for  passen- 
gers at  the  Rorick  park  terminus,  and  a  covered  platform  should 
be  constructed  at  this  point.  Advertisements  are  posted  on  the 
windows  of  the  cars.  This  interferes  with  the  comfort  and  con- 
Tenience  of  passengers;  windows  are  placed  in  the  cars  for  the 
convenience  of  passengers,  and  this  practice  should  be  discon- 
tinued. 

In  addition  to  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  notes  of  track  and 
road-bed  inspection,  I  make  the  following 

RecotTvmendations. 

That  the  crossing  of  the  C.  E.  &  N.  Railroad'  tracks  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Horseheads  be  protected  by  derails  in  the  electric  tracks 
and  by  a  copper  trough  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  and  in  metallio 
contact  with  it  over  the  crossing.  That  the  crossing  of  the  E. 
C.  &  N.  track  on  Grand  Central  avenue  be  protected  by  derails 
in  the  electric  tracks  and  by  a  copper  trough  placed  on  the  trolloy 
wire  over  the  crossing.  That  the  main  lint*  crossing  of  the  D.  L.  & 
W.  tracks  be  protected  by  derails  placed  in  the  electric  tracks  and 
a  copper  trough  on  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.    That  all 
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cars  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake.  WMle  the  grades  os 
this  line  are  not  excessiye,  the  nnmerous  crossings  ol  electric  and 
steam  tracks  and  junctions  of  different  lines,  and  the  high  rate  of 
speed  attained  in  the  operation  of  the  suburban  lines  makes  this 
recommendation  necessary.  That  the  West  Water  Street  Miie  be 
equipped  with  a  block  signal  system. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  tiie  recommendations  of  tUi 
Board,  and  bis  recommendations  as  to  derailing  switches  at  crossings  of 
flteam  railroads  the  requirements  of  this  Board,  nnder  section  36  of  tbt 
Railroad  Law,  the  expense  of  construction,  operation  and  maintenance 
to  be  borne  by  the  Elm  Ira  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company.  Tbe 
company  protested  against  its  bearing  this  expense,  inasmuch  as  its  nfl- 
road  was  in  existence  at  the  poinit  of  crossing  before  the  steam  rallroadi. 
The  steam  railroad  companies  were  communicated  with,  and  a  hearing  as 
to  the  matter  of  these  crossings  was  held  In  the  village  of  Owego.  oi 
December  19.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Board  has  not 
reached  a  determination  in  the  matter.  The  company  also  objected  to 
the  use  of  copper  troughs  attached  to  trolley  wires  at  crossings  of  steam 
railroads;  and  as  to  making  any  changes  in  brake  equipment  of  old  can, 
«nd  asked  the  Board  that  the  recommendation  be  altered  so  that  It  Bhonld 
apply  only  to  the  placing  of  improved  brakes  on  new  cars  purchased. 
A  hearing  in  this  matter  was  also  given  in  Owego,  on  December  19,  and 
the  general  manager  of  the  company,  Mr.  G.  F.  Uebelacker,  who  appeared, 
fitated  that  a  number  of  the  present  cars  are  to  be  replaced  with  new 
ones,  and  that  these  and  all  cars  which  are  rebuilt  will  be  equipped 
with  double  chain  brakes.  In  reference  to  the  copper  troughs,  he  stated 
that  he  was  not  familiar  with  their  use  but  would  inform  himself  on  tba 
subject. 


FiSHKiLL  Electric  Railway. 
December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Fishkill  Electric  Bailwaj 
Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  system  extends  from  the  junction  of  the  track 
of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  in  the  village  of 
Matteawan,  to  the  village  of  Fishkill,  a  distance  of  4^  miles.  All 
constructed  on  highways.  From  the  junction  it  is  constructed 
through  the  main  Fishkill  road  to  the  terminus  with  58-ponnd 
T-rail  laid  in  1895.  There  are  three  turnouts  on  the  line  and  it  is 
all  located  in  the  town  of  Fishkill.  There  are  no  crossings  of 
eteam  roads,  and  there  is  one  bridge  on  the  line.  There  is  no 
block  signal  system  on  the  line,  except  one  semaphore  at  the 
junction  of  the  Matteawan  line. 

The  company  owns  two  cars.  Theee  are  26-foot  9-inch  open 
cars.  The  company  owns  no  other  property,  and  the  system  i» 
leased  to  the  Citizens'  Railway  Company. 
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Truck  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  the  terminus  at  Fishkill  on  Main  street  at  the 
^corner  of  Broad,  with  straight  and  level  track  through  the  center 
^f  Main  street  to  a  point  where  it  is  constructed  on  the  north  side 
of  the  road;  then  with  easy  curves  and  nearly  level  track  to  an 
opening  over  a  creek  13  feet  long,  6  feet  above  water,  constructed 
of  12  X  12-inch  pine  stringer  plates  resting  on  dry  wall  abutments 
In  fair  condition,  approaches  straight  and  level.    A  car  passing 
OTer  this  opening  causes   very  little   deflection.    It   should   be 
oq nipped  with  guard  rails.    There  is  a  turnout  50  feet  west  of 
iihis  opening.    From  the  turnout  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with 
^asy  curves,  then  up  two  short  grades  with  a  maximum  of  4  per 
-cent,  on  curves;  then  on  curves,  and  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for 
SCO  feet;  then  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade;  then  down  a  1  per  cent, 
^rade  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail  at  the  Hamlet  of  Glen  Airs. 
TThen  with  light  grades  and  easy  curves  to  a  turnout.    E*rom  this 
turnout  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  with  sharp  curves,  on  which 
there  should  be  guard  rails.    Then  on  a  grade  with  sharp  curves 
for  1,000  feet  with  a  maximum  grade  of  7  per  cent.    On  this  grade 
the  track  crosses  the  highway;  this  crossing  is  open  and  clear. 
The  curves  on  this  grade  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails. 
Then  with  a  curve  with  guard  rail.    Then  with  straight  and  level 
track  alongside  the  Newburgh,  Dutchess  and  Connecticut  Bail- 
road  Company's  track  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade,  and  then  with  level 
track  to  a  turnout.    From  this  turnout  on  light  grades  in  either 
direction  and  easy  curves  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail  on  a  bank 
15  feet  above  the  tracks  of  the  N.,  D.  &  C.  B.  B.  Co.    From  this 
point,  with  light  down  grade  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail  into 
Main  street  in  the  village  of  Matteawan.    Then  down  a  4  per  cent, 
^ade  with  easy  curves  alongside  the  tracks  of  the  N.,  D.  &  C. 
R.  R  Co.,  to  the  terminus  of  the  line  at  the   junction    of  the 
Citizens'   Street   Railway   Company's   track   in   the  village  of 
Matteawan.   The  track  is  in  fair  condition  of  alignment,  but  some 
of  the  joints  are  low,  and  in  places  the  rails  are  below  the  grade? 
of  the  drivewav  and  mud  runs  on  them.    This  track  should  be 
raised  up  and  ballasted.    The  ties  are  chestnut,  and  not  in  first 
class  condition.    The  guard  rails  on  the  curves  should  be  extended 
around  them  to  the  tangent.    There  should  be  a  "  stop  "  sign  at 
the  top  of  the  heavy  grade,  and  all  cars  should  come  to  a  stop 
hefore  descending  it. 

Recommendations, 

The  track  should  be  improved  by  being  raised  along  the  high- 
way, surfaced  and  aligned,  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes. 
Ouard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  curves  and  on  the  opening, 
and  those  on  the  curves  should  be  extended  to  the  tangents  as 
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nated.  A  "  stop  "  sign  should  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  heavy 
grade  as  suggeeted.  No  recommendation  for  a  block  signal  is 
made  at  present.  The  recommendations  in  reference  to  cars  and 
the  operation  of  same  are  contained  in  the  inspection  report  of 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maklBg 

the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommeudationii  of  ihis 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  beard 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 


Geneva,  Waterloo,  Seneca  Falls  and  Cayuga  Lake  Tractiox 

Company. 

May  22,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Geneva,  Waterloo,  Seneca 
Falls  and  Cayuga  Lake  Traction  Company's  system  and  submit 
the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Geneva  to  Cayuga  Lake,  a  distance  of 
13^  miles,  and  there  are  2^  miles  additional  track  in  the  city  of 
Geneva.  The  track  is  laid  through  the  villages  of  Waterloo  and 
Beneca  Falls.  The  company's  car  barn,  which  is  located  west  of 
Waterloo,  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  with  iron  girder  tin  root 
70  X  236  feet,  with  5  tracks,  pits  under  3  of  them,  heated  by  gteam 
pipes.  In  this  building  there  is  a  sand  dryer  heated  by  steam,  also 
a  shop  where  light  car  repairs  are  made.  This  bam  has  sufficient 
storage  for  all  the  company's  cars.  It  is  protected  by  hose  con- 
nected to  a  tank  in  the  engine  room.  The  power  house  and  boiler 
room  is  located  near  the  car  barn,  and  is  a  one-story  and  basement 
brick  building  with  trussed  tin  roof  and  wood  floor,  63  x  88  feet, 
and  is  equipped  with  the  following  apparatus:  Two  tandem  com- 
pound condensing  Corliss  engines,  350-horse-power  each,  working 
at  80  revolutions  per  minute,  each  belted  to  a  G.  E.,  M.  P.,  200 
K.  W.  generator.  A  Worthington  condenser,  a  switch  board  with 
4  feeder  panels  equipped  with  ampere  and  volt  meters,  circuit 
breakers,  etc.  Four  horizontal  tubular  boilers,  120  horse-power 
each  at  120-pound  pressure.  This  apparatus  was  all  installed  in 
1895. 

The  company  owns  23  car  bodies,  13  open  and  10  closed.  EleYen 
of  the  open  cars  are  10-bench  and  2  are  8-bench.  Five  of  the 
closed  ears  are  18  feet,  four  are  16  feet  and  1  26  feet  over  all  Six- 
teen motor  equipments,  of  which  4  are  No.  4  Walker.  Eleven  are 
G.  E.,  800  and  one  Short,  No.  50;  1  snow  plow,  1  sweeper,  2  flat 
cars  and  1  freight  car.  Three  of  the  box  cars  are  heated  by  stoves, 
all  the  others  by  electricity.  All  of  them  have  sand  boxes  except 
the  26-foot  car.    All  motor  cars  have  oil  headlights  and  sin^^le 
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chain  hand  brakes.  There  are  red  flags  and  lanterns  on  all  of 
them.  No  fenders  are  used.  The  trucks  are  all  Brill,  tread  of 
wheels,  2i  inches.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  every  night  by 
night  man,  and  repairs  made  by  day  gang  of  3  men.  Each  car  is 
given  a  thorough  overhauling  every  3  weeks. 

The  company  owns  and  operates  the  Cayuga  Lake  park,  which 
consists  of  50  acres  of  land  and  contains  a  three-story  pavilion, 
an  opera  house,  ball  ground,  and  the  usual  summer  park  attrac- 
tions. This  park,  which  is  located  on  Cayuga  lake,  at  the  ter- 
minus of  the  road,  is  lighted  by  an  electric  light  plant  on  the 
grounds.  In  the  city  of  Geneva,  on  the  line  of  the  road,  is  a  fair 
ground,  where  county  fairs  and,  circuit  races  are  held.  There  is 
also  a  fair  ground  near  the  village  of  Waterloo.  In  the  summor 
season  excursions  are  run  on  the  steam  roads,  from  various  parts 
of  the  State  to  Cayuga  Lake  park,  they  transferring  the  excur- 
sionists to  the  electric  cars. 

Track. 

Commencing  at  Cayuga  Lake  park,  the  track  is  laid  up  a  5 
per  cent,  grade  on  a  bank,  and  reverse  curves  without  guard  rails. 
The  main  track  in  the  park  is  1,500  feet  long,  and  is  constructed 
of  60-pound  T-rail  in   fair  condition,  except  that  near  the   en- 
trance, where  the  track  is  level,  40-pound  T-rail  is  laid.    From 
this  track,  near  the  entrance,  there  is  a  track  constructed  of  40- 
pound  T-rail,  which  forms  a  loop  in  the  park  grounds;  on  this  loop 
all  cars  with  trailers  are  run,  so  as  to  avoid  the  grades  on  the  main 
line.    From  the  park,  the  track  to  th€  corner  of  Stevenson  street 
and  the  Lake  road — about  1^  miles — is  laid  on  private  right  of 
way,  alongside  of  and  south  of  the  highway,  and  constructed  of 
60-pound  T-rail;  rail  and  ties  in  good  condition;  alignment  and 
surfacing  poor;  lack  of  ballast,  and  the  grass  is  above  the  rail. 
From  this  point,  track  on  the  side  of  the  highway  to  Baird  street, 
constructed  of   70-pound,  6-inch    girder  rail  in    fair   condition; 
special  work  curve  at  Baird  street,  track  in  center  of  Baird  street, 
to  Seneca-  Falls,  rail  70-pound,  6-inch  girder  in  fair  condition; 
special  work  curve  into  Oneida  street.    In  Baird  street  there  are 
two  short  grades  of  4  -per  cent,  in  each  direction.    Track  in  the 
center  of  Oneida  street  down  a  6  per  cent,  grade,  which  com- 
mences on  the  curve  at  the  corner  of  Baird  street  and  extends 
for  250  feet,  70-pound,  6-inch  girder  rail  in  good  condition.    On 
Oneida  street,  over  the  canal  feeder  and  over  the  Seneca  river, 
from  the  river  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  200  feet,  with  special 
work  curve  into  Falls  street;  this  is  the  main  street  of  Seneca 
Pallg;  70-pound,  6-inch  girder  rail  to  the  turnout,  in  good  condi- 
tion.  West  of  turnout  the  track  is  on  the  side  of  the  road  and  ia 
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of  40-pouiid  T-rail  to  a  curve  east  of  trestle;  track  in  fair  condi- 
tion. This  curve  is  on  a  12-foot  bank,  and  there  is  a  guard  rail 
on  the  inside  rail;  a  13  bent  trestle  on  a  curve,  with  guard  raU  and 
4Btringers.  Near  the  ball  grounds,  track  is  across  the  highway 
on  a  curve,  with  guard. rail;  then  on  bank  of  canal  feeder,  with 
curve  on  the  bank;  guard  rail  on  the  curve.  To  this  point,  from 
^neca  Falls,  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  but  about  5  per  cent 
new  ties  needed.  From  this  point  to  a  trestle,  which  is  nearly 
£lled  in  and  work  of  filling  in 'the  remainder  is  now  being  done. 
The  40-pound  T-rail  ends  at  the  eastern  line  of  the  village  of 
Waterloo,  and  through  this  village  the  track  is  in  the  center  of  the 
street  and  is  constructed  of  70-pound,  &-inch  rail  in  good  condition. 
West  of  the  village  the  track  is  over  a  10-foot  waterway,  and  near 
the  power  house  it  crosses  the  highway  and  is  over  a  10-foot 
waterway.  From  the  power  house,  60-pound  T-rail.  East  of  the 
railroad  crossing,  track  crosses  highway,  and  east  of  the  city  of 
"Geneva  crosses  the  single  track  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company,  and  1,200  feet  west  of  this  crossing  it  erosses  the 
double  tracks  of  the  Fall  Brook  Railway  CJompany.  Between  the 
power  house  and  this  crossing  the  track  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
the  grass  is  above  the  rail.  From  the  crossing,  48-pound  T-rail  is 
laid  to  Exchange  street,  in  the  city  of  Geneva;  it  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion. From  the  crossing,  the  track  is  under  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  Company's  tracks,  and  on  a  wooden  bridge  over  Harbor 
creek.  The  track  in  Exchange  street  is  of  60-pound  girder  rail, 
with  si)ecial  work  curve  into  Lewis  street,  with  special  work  curve 
into  Genesee  street.  There  is  a  4  per  cent,  grade  in  Lewis  street 
ascending  from  Exchange  street.  The  rail  in  Genesee  street  is 
70-pound,  7-inch  girder  rail.  From  this  street  track  turns  into  the 
grounds  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  depot.  The  length  of  this  line,  from 
Exchange  street,  is  4,200  feet;  track  in  good  condition.  The  track 
continues  through  Exchange  street,  over  2  tracks  of  the  N.  Y.  C. 
Railroad  Company,  to  Seneca  street,  and  up  a  4  per  cent, 
grade  in  Seneca  street,  with  special  work  curve  into  Milton  street 
to  Pultney  street.  The  track  to  Pultney  street  is  70-pound,  7-inch 
girder  rail  is  good  condition  in  Pultney  street,  52-pound  girder 
to  Hamilton  street,  where  it  is  on  the  side  of  the  street,  and  is  of 
48-pound  T-rail  construction  to  the  end  of  the  line.  The  48-ponnd 
rail  track  is  not  in  good  condition,  but  is  not  dangerous.  The 
length  of  this  route  from  Exchange  street  is  about  one  mile. 

Bridges  and  Trestles, 

On  Ovid  street,  in  Seneca  Falls,  the  track  is  over  the  canal 
feeder,  on  an  under-truss  iron  bridge,  single  span,  48  feet,  with 
over-trusses  for  sidewalks.  It  rests  on  good,  solid  abutments. 
This  bridge  carries  the  roadway;  sidewalks  raised  6  inches  above 
roadway;  no  guard  rails  over  the  bridge,  and  none  needed. 
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Near  this  bridge  there  is  an  under-truss  bridge  over  the  Seneca 
river,  which  is  a  single  span,  78  feet,  resting  on  mason  work  abat- 
cnents.  The  roadway  is  34  feet,  with  7-foot  sidewalks,  raised  6 
inches  above  driveway.  There  are  two  arches  under  the  bridge; 
^he  upper  one  is  composed  of  iron  plates  riveted,  the  lower  one  of 
iron  rods.  Both  of  these  bridges  are  about  40  feet  above  the 
"water.  A  car  passing  over  them  causes  considerable  vibration. 
These  bridges  were  strengthened  by  the  Berlin  Iron  Bridge  Com- 
pany in  1895. 

West  of  the  village  of  Seneca  Falls  there  is  a  13-bent  trestle 
on  a  curve;  the  bents  are  constructed  of  3  12  x  12-inch  oak  tim- 
bers, bolted  top  and  bottom  12  x  12  oak  plates,  each  bent 
braced  and  tied  by  plank  bolted  to  uprights.  There  are  guard 
stringers  and  rail;  the  approaches  level.  This  trestle  is  in  fair 
condition;  it  is  on  the  highway,  alongside  the  driveway,  and  can- 
not be  filled  in  unless  the  driveway  is  raised  at  this  point. 

West  of  this  trestle  is  one  which  is  nearly  filled  in,  and  the  work 
of  filling  in  the  remainder  is  now  being  done.  There  are  guard 
rails  inside  and  outside  the  traction  rails;  the  approaches  are 
straight  and  level. 

The  two  wood  stringer  bridges  over  waterways,  one  west  of  the 
Tillage  of  Waterloo  and  the  other  west  of  the  power  house,  are 
in  good  condition  and  safe. 

West  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Bailroad  tracks,  near  the  city  of 
Oeneva,  the  track  is  constructed  over  a  bridge  which  spans  Har- 
bor creek.  This  is  a  wood  stringer  bridge  15  feet  long,  4  stringers 
6x8  inches,  supported  in  center  by  cross,  supported  by  a 
6 X 8inch  oak  arch,  with  J  inch  iron  rod  from  arch  to  cross  plate. 
This  bridge  is  4  feet  above  the  water,  and  is  not  in  safe  condition 
for  street  car  traffic. 

Grade  Crossings  of  Steam  Tracks. 

East  of  the  city  of  Geneva  the  track  crosses  the  single  track  of 
the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company. 
This  is  a  diagonal  jump  crossing.  From  the  electric  track,  on  the 
east  side  of  the  crossing,  a  view  of  the  steam  track  to  the  west 
can  be  had  for  1,000  feet,  and  east  for  1,500  feet.  On  the  west  side 
of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  track  can  be  had  for  1,000 
feet  in  each  direction.  The  steam  track  is  straight,  and  a  view  of 
it  can  be  had  from  the  crossing  for  2,000  feet  on  either  side  of 
it.  The  highway  is  nearly  parallel  with  the  steam  track  on  each 
side  of  the  crossing;  there  is  a  curve  in  the  electric  track  on  each 
side  of  it.  There  is  no  grade  in  the  electric  or  steam  track  near 
the  crossing.   There  is  no  protection  at  this  point. 

Twelve  hundred  feet  west  of  this  crossing,  the  track  crosses  the 
double  tracks  of  the  main  line  of  the  Fall  Brook  Railway  Com- 
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panj.  Thifi  is  a  diagonal  jump  crossing.  East  of  the  crossings 
the  view  to  the  north  is  limited  to  500  feet,  to  the  south  to  3CK> 
feet;  west  of  it  the  view  is  obstructed  in  both  directions.  On  the 
crossing,  the  view  to  the  south  is  limited  by  a  curve,  to  300  feet* 
and  to  the  north  to  500  feet.  There  is  a  1  per  cent,  up  grade  to 
the  crossing  on  the  east  side,  in  the  electric  track,  and  it  is  level 
on  the  weet  side.  There  is  no  curve  in  the  electric  track.  There 
is  no  protection  at  this  crossing. 

On  Exchange  street,  in  the  city  of  Geneva,  the  track  crosses^ 
two  tracks  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  This 
is  a  jump  crossing.  The  view  of  the  steam  track  is  obstructed 
in  all  directions.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks  on  each 
side  of  the  crossing.  The  electric  track  is  straight  and  nearly 
level  on  each  side  of  it.  The  Geneva  depot  is  located  100  feet 
east  of  the  crosfiing.  There  is  a  flagman  on  duty  at  this  cross- 
ing from  6  a.  m.  to  8.40  p.  m.;  no  gates.  There  is  a  large  amount 
of  traffic  on  the  street  over  this  crossing,  and  considerable 
switching  is  done  over  it. 

Geneva  has  a  population  of  12,000.  Waterloo  has  a  population 
of  6,000.  Seneca  Falls  has  a  population  of  7,000.  The  distance 
from  Geneva  to  Waterloo  is  6^  miles.  The  distance  from  Water- 
loo to  Seneca  Falls  is  4  miles.  The  distance  fi'om  Seneca  Falls  to 
Cayuga  Park  is  3^  miles. 

The  city  fare  in  Geneva  is  5  cents,  from  Geneva  to  Waterloo, 
10  cents,  from  Waterloo  to  Seneca  Falls,  or  Cayuga  Lake  Park, 
10  cents,  from  Cayuga  Lake  Park  to  any  part  of  Geneva,  2(^ 
cents.  On  Sundays,  from  Geneva  to  Cayuga  Lake  Park  and  re- 
turn, 25  cents  is  charged.  Tickets  are  sold,  good  between  Seneca 
Falls  and  Waterloo,  and  limited  to  certain  hours  and  to  certain 
days,  20  for  fl. 

Cars  are  operated  from  6  a.  m.  to  12  p.  m.  Between  Seneca 
Falls  and  the  park,  in  the  summer  season,  cars  are  operated  on  a 
30-minute  schedule  in  the  day  time,  in  the  evening  and  on  Sun- 
day, on  a  15-minute  headway.  The  running  time  from  Geneva 
to  Seneca  Falls  is  1  hour,  from  Geneva  to  the  park,  1^  houra 
Four  cars  are  operated  on  the  winter  schedule,  and  5  on  the 
summer  schedule.  Two  cars  are  run  in  the  city  of  Geneva  on  a 
20-minute  headway.  Trailer  cars  are  used.  On  July  4,  1899, 
16,867  fares  were  collected.  The  company  has  a  book  of  rules, 
and  employees  are  uniformed.  The  power  hquse  equipment  is 
sufficient  for  the  maximum  requirements  of  operation.  Boiler* 
are  inspected  by  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company.  Inspection 
was  being  made  the  day  the  road  was  inspected. 

With  the  exception  of  the  grade  crossings,  there  are  no 
especially  dangerous  conditions  on  this  road.  The  trestle  work 
west  of  Seneca  Falls,  while  not  in  first  class  condition,  is  not  in 
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^a  dangerous  condition,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little 
vibration.  The  two  bridges  in  Beneca  Falls  are  not  first  class 
ones,  but  tbey  maj  stand  the  strain  of  the  street  traffic  and 
•electric  cars  for  years;  there  is,  however,  considerable  vibration, 
especially  on  the  river  bridge,  when  a  car  passes  over  them,  and, 
with  their  wdde  roadway,  the  added  weight  of  a  heavy  snow  fall 
•may  at  some  time  result  seriously.  These  bridges  are  of  such 
height  above  the  water,  that,  if  an  accident  did  occur,  it  would  be 
a  serious  one. 

The  cars  operated  over  the  system  do  not  weigh  over  8  tons, 
and  the  maximum  speed  does  not  exceed  20  miles  per  hour. 
While  some  of  the  ties  need  renewing,  considering  the  class  of 
traffic  on  the  line,  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  brace  all  the 
curves  on  the  road,  but  those  on  the  line  in  the  park  should  be 
so  braced. 

In  concluding  this  report  of  the  inspection,  I  make  the  follow- 
ing 

ReconvmendiUions, 

That  at  the  crossing  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York 

Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  east  of  the  city 

of  Geneva,  derails  be  placed  in  the  electric  track  on  either  side 

of  the  crossing,  with  levers  for  operating  them  placed  so  that  the 

-conductors  of  the  electric  cars  will  be  obliged  to  cross  the  steam 

track  to  throw  the  derail  switches.    That  a  copper  trough  be 

placed  over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing,  in  such  a  manner 

that  if  the  trolley  wheel  leaves  the  wire  while  going  over  the 

crossing,  it  will  receive  current  from  the  copper  trough.    That  a 

•cut  crossing  be  made  at  this  crossing.    That  the  crossing  of  the 

tracks  of  the  Fall  Brook  Railway  Company,  east  of  Geneva,  be 

equipped  as  described  above.    That  the  crossing  of  the  tracks  of 

the  Auburn  branch  of  the  Kew  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 

Railroad  Company,  in  the  city  of  Geneva,  be  equipped  in  the  same 

manner.    That  the  wooden  bridge  over  Harbor  creek,  near  the 

Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  be  replaced  by  an  iron  one.    That  guard 

rails  and  braces  be  put  on  the  curves  in  the  park.    That  the  40- 

pound  rail  in  the  park  be  replaced  by  60-pound  rail.    The  track 

from  the  park  to  Stevenson  road  should  be  ballasted,  surfaced 

■and  lined.    The  grass  should  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail. 

T'bat  a  guard  rail  be  placed  on  the  north  rail    along   the   canal 

feederbank,  we«t  of  Seneca  Falls.     That  the  40-pound  rail    b(*- 

tween  Seneca  Falls  and  Waterloo  be  replaced  by  50  or  (JO  pound 

Trail.    That  5  per  cent,  new  ties  be  added  between  these  points. 

That  the  grass  be  kept  below  the  rail,   botwec^n   Waterloo  and 

<^TODeva.    That  the  two  bridges  in  Seneca  Falls  be  examined  by  a 

bridge  expert.    That  the  line  from  Geneva  to  Cayuga  Lake  Park 

be  equipi)ed  with  a  block  system.    That  all  the  cars  be  equipped 

^ith  a  double  chain  brake. 
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A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makiDj^ 
the  recouiuiendatious  of  the  eleetiical  expeit  the  recommenaations  of  tlu» 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  crossings  of 
steam  railroads,  the  requirements  of  this  Board,  under  section  36  of  the- 
Railroad  Law.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that,  "  Some  of  tbe 
recommendations  set  forth  in  your  expert's  report  have  been  complied 
with  and  it  is  our  intention  to  follow  up  with  the  others  as  soon  as  cl^ 
cumstances  and  our  finances  will  permit;'*  and  giylng  m  detail  a  state- 
ment of  improvements  that  had  been  made.  The  company  also  informed 
the  Board  that  it  had  done  nothing  as  to  derailing  switches  at  cros5iDs:s^ 
as  the  matter  of  these  crossings  is  in  litigation. 
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September  3,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Greenwich  and  SchuylerTUJe- 
Electric  Railroad  Company's  system,  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Stillwater  to  Greenwich,  a  distance 
of  20  65-100  miles.  It  is  single  track  with  turnouts,  located  io 
the  towns  of  Greenwich  and  Easton,  in  Washington  county,  and 
the  town  of  Schuylerville,  in  Saratoga  county.  The  track  from 
the  village  of  Stillwater  for  one-eighth  of  a  mile  is  constructed  on 
the  highway.  From  this  point  to  Schuylerville  it  is  constructed 
through  private  right  of  way.  Through  the  village  of  Schuyler- 
ville, in  the  village  streets;  between  Schuylerville  and  Greenwich 
it  is  on  private  right  of  way.  In  the  village  of  Greenwich  it  i* 
constructed  through  the  village  streets  for  about  one-half  mile 
to  the  terminus.  On  the  line  there  are  ten  bridges,  no  trestle 
work  and  no  steam  railroad  crossings,  and  the  maximum  grad'* 
is  thrive  per  cent,  for  150  feet.  There  are  ten  turnout  swiicht^ 
on  the  line,  and  the  track  connects  with  the  track  of  the  Green- 
wich and  Johnsonville  Railroad  at  Greenwich. 

Potcer  House, 

This  power  station  is  located  at  Big  Falls,  N.  Y.,  about  three 
miles  from  Greenwich,  and  upon  the  hydraulic  ditch  taking  itB 
power  from  the  Big  Falls,  which  has  a  fall  of  106  feet  b  the 
Battenkill  river.  The  head  owned  by  the  Greenwich  and  SchuT- 
lerville  Electric  Railroad,  is  18  feet,  and  the  power  is  about  500 
horse-power  under  this  head.  The  power  plant  consists  of  a  con- 
crete dam  with  proper  spillway  and  waste  gates  provided  for 
22  feet  head,  and  a  power  station  of  56  x  51  feet,  with  an  "L'^ 
29  X  22  feet.  In  this  *'  L  ''  there  are  a  pair  of  horizontal  44incb 
Trump  water  wheels,  contained  in  a  steel  case,  connected  with 
jack  shaft  and  pulley  10  feet  in  diameter  by  44  inches  face,  from 
which  are  driven  two  dynamos  of  200  K.  W.  capacity.  There  i* 
an  auxiliary  plant  consisting  of  one  18x36  Corliss  engine,  operat- 
ing at  same  speed  as  the  water  wheels,  125  R.  P.  M.,  with  con- 
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denser  attached,  and  using  steam  at  125  pounds  pressure,  fronk 
a  6-foot  G-inch  by  20  foot  return  tubular  boiler  of  250  horse-power 
capacity;  Sturtevant  blower,  driven  by  independent  engine,  fur- 
nishee  draft  enabling  steam  to  be  quickly  raised  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, and  the  fires  to  be  forced  in  case  of  sudden  overload.  Thia. 
engine  is  operated  by  a  Spencer  damper  regulator.  This  power 
honse,  like  all  the  buildings  of  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville, 
and  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Electric  Railroads,  has  flat 
3-inch  plank  roof,  covered  with  6-ply  felt,  and  tar  and  gravel 
roofing.  This  power  station  is  about  18  miles  from  the  one- 
oiTrned  by  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville  Railway  Company. 

Car  Bam. 
The  company  has  no  car  barn. 

Cars. 

The  comi)any  owns  four  cars  and  one  electric  locomotive.  The- 
ears  are  18  feet  closed  bodies  with  vestibules,  equipped  with  two- 
No.  49  Westinghouse,  35  horse-power  motors,  Taylor  single  trucks^ 
7-foot  wheel  base,  2f-inch  tread  of  wheels,  single  chain  hand 
brakes  and  heated  by  electricity,  and  have  oil  headlights. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

The  inspection  of  this  line  was  commenced  at  the  Qreenwich? 
terminus,  and  the  general  direction  of  the  road  is  east  and  west^ 
extending  west  from  Greenwich.  In  the  village  of  Greenwich,. 
the  terminus  of  the  line  is  at  the  Greenwich  and  Johnsonville- 
Railway  Company's  depot*.  The  track  is  constructed  in  the  cen- 
ter of  Railroad  street,  with  a  curve  to  the  center  of  Mala 
Btreet  and  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  reverse  curve;  then  with 
straight  and  level  track  in  the  center  of  Main  street  to  the 
cemetery,  where  it  is  laid  on  the  side  of  Main  street  for  about 
300  feet.  Then  across  Main  street  to  private  right  of  way.  This. 
crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  Up  to  this  point  the  track 
is  in  first  class  condition.  From  the  Main  street  crossing  the 
track  is  down  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  bridge.  This  bridge  is. 
17  feet  long,  constructed  of  three  6  x  12-inch  pine  stringer  plates,. 
resting  on  end  bents  of  two  upright  and  two  batter  posts,  12  x  12- 
Inch,  with  12 x  12-inch  oak  caps;  ties  chestnut;  bents  planked 
aud  back  filled.  The  east  approach  is  straight  and  down  a  one 
per  cent,  grade  to  the  opening;  west  one  straij^ht  and  level.  No- 
guard  stringers  or  rails.  A  car  passing  over  this  opening  causes, 
very  little  deflection  of  stringer  plates.  The  water  which  for- 
merly passed  under  this  opening  has  been  diverted  to  a  culvert 
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west  of  it.    This  opening  should  be  filled  in.    This  culvert  is  an 
-arch  culvert  of  cement.    It  is  a  substantial  structure. 

From  this  culvert  the  track  i-s  up  a  one  per  cent  grade,  vith 
a  curve  to  and  across  the  highway.  The  view  of  this  croasing 
from  the  east  is  obstructed,  and  there  should  be  a  '^  cromng '" 
fiign  on  the  highway  and  a  "  slow ''  sign  for  cars  going  west  To 
this  point  the  track  is  in  fair  condition  of  surface  and  alignment, 
but  lacks  ballast.  Then  alongside  the  highway,  with  level  track 
^nd  easy  curves  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a  bank.  This  curve  is  lo- 
<mted  near  a  schoolhouse.  There  are  no  guard  rails  on  the  curve 
and  none  are  needed,  as  it  does  not  face  the  bank.  From  tins 
curve  across  the  highway  a  fair  view  of  this  crossing  can  be  had; 
then  with  reverse  curves  to  private  right  of  way  and  on  a  long 
-easy  curve  to  a  switch  extending  to  a  gravel  pit.  From  this 
switch  down  a  one  per  cent,  grade,  on  a  fill  with  a  curve  and  on 
a  side  hill.  Then  on  a  fill  of  15  to  20  feet,  with  fair  shoulder, 
with  a  curve  facing  from  the  bank;  then  with  another  long  easy 
curve  on  a  bank  extending  from  the  Battenkill  river.  At  the 
point  of  the  curve  which  faces  the  river  the  shoulder  is  from 
S  to  10  feet  side.    There  should  be  guard  rails  on  this  curve. 

From  this  point  along  the  river  bank  with  good  shoulder,  and 
down  a  one  per  cent,  grade,  on  easy  curves,  to  another  facing 
•curve,  with  6-foot  shoulder,  on  which  there  should  be  a  guard 
Tail.  Then  down  a  two  per  cent,  grade  on  long  easy  curve, 
through  a  cut  and  on  a  light  fill  to  a  dead  end  switch  at  the 
Boseen  Manufacturing  Company's  mill.  From  the  mill  down  a 
two  per  cent,  grade  through  a  cut  with  a  derail  switch  on  the 
.grade  in  the  cut;  then  to  a  curve  on  a  fill  10  to  12-foot  bank,  with 
fair  shoulder.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.  Then 
-over  a  cement  culvert  to  a  bridge. 

This  is  a  deck  bridge  237  feet  6  inches  long,  consisting  of  two 
tipans.  The  one  on  the  east  end  is  55  feet  11  inches,  and  the 
west  one  181  feet  7  inches.  The  end  posts  and  top  cords  are 
lattice  work  construction;  bottom  cords  of  I-bar:  the  web  mem- 
bers of  lattice  and  I-bar;  lateral  braces,  angle  iron  and  the  bot- 
tom laterals  square  iron.  The  spans  rest  on  masonry  abutments 
and  center  pier  in  good  condition.  The  ties  are  sawed  oak  and 
there  is  a  5  x  8-inch  oak  stringer  timber  spiked  to  every  fourth 
tie.  The  east  approach  is  on  a  curve  and  at  the  foot  of  a  two 
per  cent,  grade.  The  west  approach  is  on  a  curve  on  a  fill,  and 
^t  the  foot  of  a  two  per  cent,  grade,  both  grades  descending  to 
the  bridge.  This  bridge  is  over  the  Battenkill  river,  and  is  114 
f(^et  above  the  bottom  of  the  river.  It  is  a  substantial  structure, 
and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection  or  sidesway. 
It  was  built  in  1000.  Tliis  bridge  should  be  equipped  with  guard 
rails  which  should   be  carried  around   the  curve  on  the  west

approach.  The  fill  on  the  eastern  approach  to  the  bridge  which 
16  on  a  curve  is  a  30-foot  fill  for  150  feet  with  good  shoulder.  At 
this  point  I  found  12  men  raising  track  and  ballasting. 

From  this  fill  the  track  is  on  an  easy  curve  with  cut  on  one 
side  and  a  bank  on  the  other,  the  cur\'e  facing  the  cut;  then  up^ 
a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  stub  switch.  The  company  owns  40 
acres  of  land  located  at  this  point,  on  which  there  is  a  grove. 
This  grove  is  used  as  a  picnic  ground  and  is  called  Ondawa  Park. 
On  these  grounds  there  is  a  pavilion  and  the  usual  summer  park 
attractions.  No  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds  and  no  admis> 
sion  fee  is  charged. 

From  the  stub  switch  the  track  is  40  feet  above  the  park,  oa 

an  easy  curve  with  a  cut  on  one  side  and  a  bank  descending  to 

the  park  on  the  other;  then  to  a  curve  with  fair  shoulder  which 

faces  the  bank.    (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.> 

Then  on  easy  curves  on  the  side  of  the  hill,  with  a  cut  on  the 

south  side  and  a  40-foot  bank  on  the  north,  with  good  slope  and 

fair  shoulder.    Then  to  a  tangent  with  a  cut  on  the  south  side 

and  level  ground  on  the  north ;  down  a  two  per  cent,  grade  to  a 

30-foot  bank  on  the  north  side,  with  fair  slope  and  good  shoulder. 

(There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail,  extending  around 

the  curves  on  this  fill  to  a  cut  west  of  it.)-    Then  through  a  light 

cut  to  reverse  curves  on  a  fill,  down  a  two  per  cent,  grade  to  a 

dry  opening  12  feet  long,  12  feet  above  bottom,  constructed  of 

two  6  X  14-inch  stringer  plates,  resting  on  bents  constructed  of 

two  upright  and  two  batter  posts,  of  round  timbers  sawed  to  a 

10-inch  face.    The  bents  are  planked,  the  west  one  back  filled; 

the  one  on  the  east  end  should  be  filled  in.    Top  caps  and  sillSi 

same  as  uprights,  bents  braced,  ties  chestnut.    There  is  a  guard 

rail  on  the  inside  rail.    The  opening  is  on  a  curve  and  down  a  one 

per  cent,  grade.    There  is  blocking  between  the  stringer  plates^ 

and  caps.    This  causes  some  deflection  of  stringer  plates  when 

a  car  passes  over  it.    The  ties  on  this  opening  are  not  properly 

spaced,  and  they  should  be  replaced  with  sawed  ties  with  stringer 

timbers  bolted  to  them  to  keep  them  in  position. 

From  this  opening  on  easy  curves,  on  a  light  fill,  and  down  a 
one  per  cent,  grade  to  a  long  curve  through  a  cut  on  the  south 
8ide  and  a  6-foot  bank  on  the  north  with  good  shoulder  and  fair 
Biope  to  a  tangent;  then  on  a  long  easy  curve  to  a  tangent,  on  a 
fin,  to  a  bridge.  This  bridge  is  10  feet  long,  and  10  feet  above  the 
bottom,  same  construction  as  the  last  one  described;  ties  chestnut^ 
no  guard  stringer  timbers;  approaches  straight  and  level.  A  ear 
passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  Ties  should  be  re- 
placed by  sawed  ties  with  stringer  timbers. 

From  this  opening  on  light  fills  with  straight  track  to  an  ensy 
curve,  on  a  bank,  which  descends  to  the  Battenkill  river.    The- 
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track  is  30  feet  above  the  water,  with  fair  slope  and  good  shanlder 
oa  the  bank,  except  at  one  point  where  the  shoulder  is  aboiit  2 
ieet  for  30  feet  in  length.  There  shonld  be  a  guard  rail  on  the 
<iurve  on  the  west  end  of  this  fill. 

From  the  fill  on  a  tangent  along  the  river  bank  and  down  a  2 
per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve.  On  this  tangent  the  track  is  con- 
istructed  on  a  side  hill  with  a  cut  on  the  south  side  and  bank  to 
the  river  on  the  north.  This  curve  is  a  long  easy  one.  ThcB 
through  light  cuts  to  a  tangent  on  a  fill  with  good  slope  and  fair 
shoulder;  then  through  a  cut  on  the  south  side  to  a  stub  switch. 
From  this  switch  on  reverse  curves  on  light  fills  and  cuts  to  a  tan- 
gent on  a  fill  with  good  slope  and  fair  shoulder;  through  light  cut 
to  an  easy  curve,  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  level  track  with  a 
•curve  on  a  fill  to  a  bridge.  This  is  a  deck  plate  girder  bridge  291 
feet  over  all,  consisting  of  4  spans,  resting  on  solid  mason  work 
abutments,  and  center  piers.  It  is  constructed  of  5^-foot  plate 
girders  with  angle  iron  braces,  sawed  oak  ties.  The  west  approach 
is  on  a  curve  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge;  the  east 
^ne  is  on  a  curve  and  level.  Two  of  the  eastern  sx>aiis  of  this 
bridge  were  carried  away  by  an  ice  gorge  last  February,  and  thia 
portion  of  the  bridge  has  been  reconstructed  with  temporary 
trestle  work.  The  two  spans  which  were  carried  away  bave  been 
taken  from  the  river  and  are  now  being  repaired  and  will  be  pat 
in  place  and  the  temporary  trestle  work  removed.  The  alignment 
of  track  on  the  temporary  portion  of  the  bridge  is  not  first  class, 
but  this  will  be  remedied  when  the  two  iron  spans  are  put  in  place. 
A  car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  no  deflection  on  the  iron 
«pans,  but  there  is  some  deflection  and  sidesway  on  the  temporary 
portion,  but  this  is  not  excessive  and  at  ordinary  speeds  is  not 
-dangerous.  When  the  bridge  is  completed  it  should  be  equipped 
with  guard  stringer  timbers  and  guard  rails,  and  the  latter  shonld 
be  carried  around  the  curve  on  the  fill  at  the  east  end  of  the 
bridge.  There  is  not  sufficient  shoulder  on  this  fill  at  the  east 
-abutment. 

From  the  curve  on  the  west  approach  to  the  bridge  the  track 
is  on  a  tangent  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  heavy  fill  to  Clark's 
Mills,  and  over  a  highway  on  a  curve.  The  view  of  this  crossing  is 
obstructed  in  either  direction.  (There  should  be  a  "crossing" 
sign  on  the  highway  at  this  point.)  Then  on  an  easy  curve  to  a 
tangent  with  level  track  on  a  heavy  fill;  to  a  highway  crossing,  a 
fair  view  of  which  can  be  had  in  either  direction;  then  on  a  curve 
through  a  light  cut  to  a  tangent;  then  on  a  curve  to  and  a<::ross  a 
tiighway.  The  view  of  this  crossing  is  obstructed  by  a  bank  from 
the  west.  (There  should  be  a  "crossing"  sign  on  the  highwayat 
this  point.)  Then  with  reverse  curves,  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade 
to  a  tangent  and  across  a  highway,  the  view  of  which  from  the 
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"«rest  is  obstructed  to  the  north.  (There  should  be  a  '*  crossing  " 
sign  at  this  point.)  From  this  crossing  on  straight  track  over  a 
stone  arch  culvert  and  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  on  the 
•highway  at  Thompson's  Mill.  At  this  point  there  is  a  switch  track 
which  is  to  connect  with  the  Fort  Edward  line,  which  is  now 
being  constructed.  At  this  point  the  track  is  in  the  form  of  a 
"  Y  "  and  from  this  "  Y  "  to  Stillwater  the  track  is  nearly  north 
4ind  south,  Stillwater  being  south  of  Thompson's  Mill. 

Near  this  junction  the  track  is  carried  over  a  raceway  on  a  tem- 
porary bridge  80  feet  long  consisting  of  4  bents,  constructed  of 
A  14-lnch  round  chestnut  driven  piles,  with  12  x  12-inch  jnne  caps, 
4  4  X  12-inch  yellow  pine  stringer  plates  under  each  rail,  the  end 
stringer  plates  resting  on  mason  work  abutments;  sawed  oak  ties; 
the  north  approach  straight  and  level,  the  south  approach  on  a 
<!nrye  and  level.    There  are  no  guard  rails  or  guard  stringer  tim- 
bers over  this  bridge.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  considerable 
deflection.    This  is  however,  not  suflScient  to  be  dangerous  at  the 
ordinary  speed  at  which  cars  are  operated.    This  is  a  temporary 
structure  and  the  abutments  are  constructed  for  a  girder  bridge. 
This  bridge  has  been  ordered  and  will  be  placed  in  position  in  the 
near  future.    For  this  reason  there  is  no  recommendation  made  to 
increase    the    safety  of  operation  over  the  present  temporary 
•tructure. 

On  the  south  approach  to  this  bridge  the  track  is  constructed 

across  a  narrow  gauge  track  owned  by  the  Thompson  Pulp  and 

Paper  Company.    This  track  is  used  in  handling  freight  to  and 

from  that  company's  mill,  and  the  cars  on  it  are  operated  by 

horse.    From  this  crossing  with  level  track  and  reverse  curves 

to  a  bridge  over  the  Hudson  river.  This  is  a  Howe  truss  bridge, 

^00  feet  long,  with  one  iron  girder  span  27  feet  6  inches  long  on 

the  north  end  and  2  35-foot  spans  on  the  south  end.    The  trusses 

of  the  wooden  bridge  are  50  feet  long  resting  on  mason  work 

piers  in  good  condition.    The  top  and  bottom  cords  of  these  truses 

■are  constructed  of  2  6  x  12-inch  timbers  bolted  together  with  filler 

blocks,  between ;  6  webb  members  consisting  of  2  6  x  6-inch  braces 

with  1  6  X  6-inch  timber.    These  are  bolted  at  centers  and  at  the 

^nds  rest  on  iron  cap  blocks  set  into  top  and  bottom  cords.    These 

blocks  are  let  into  top  and  bottom  cords  ^-inch  and  are  12  inches 

lonj;.    The  top  and  bottom  lateral  braces  are  4  x  6-inch  timbers 

with  linch  rods  through  top  and  bottom  cords  at  each  brace.  The 

whole  construction  is  Georgia  pine.     The  ties  are  sawed  white 

oak  with  4  x  8-inch  oak  stringer  timbers  lag  bolted  to  every  fourth 

tie,  and  there  are  no  guard  rails.    The  alignment  of  track  over  this 

bndge  is  good.    There  are  a  number  of  ties  which  are  not  spiked. 

The  bridge  Is  20  feet  6  inches  above  the  bottom  of  the  river.    A 

<^r  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection  of  bot- 
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torn  cords,  but  there  is  some  8ideswa3\     This  is  not  excessive. 
This  bridge  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails. 

From  this  bridge  with  straight  and  level  track  for  200  feet  to 
another  bridge  over  a  branch  of  the  Hudson  river.  This  bridge  is 
121  feel  long  consisting  of  2  spans  26  feet  6  inches  above  the  bot- 
tom of  the  river  and  is  of  the  same  construction  as  the  one  last 
described.  The  approaches  to  it  are  straight  and  level.  The  abut- 
ments are  in  good  condition  and  a  car  passing  over  this  bridge 
causes  very  little  deflection  and  some  sidesway. 

From  this  bridge  with  a  tangent  on  a  light  fill  to  a  curve  np  a 
3  per  cent,  grade  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a  10-foot  fill.  (This  curre 
should  be  equipped  with  a  guard  rail.)  Then  on  a  curve  across 
a  highway  on  the  approach  to  a  bridge  over  the  Ghamplain  canal. 
This  is  a  through  bridge,  79  feet  long  with  plate  and  posts,  top 
and  bottom  chords,  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good 
condition.  This  is  a  highway  bridge  with  a  20-foot  roadway;  the 
track  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  driveway.  The  west  approach  is 
up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  a  straight  track;  the  east  one  is  up  i 
1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve.  A  car  passing  over  this  bridge 
causes  no  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  on  a  long  curve  on  a  fill  to  the  east  aide  of  the 
highway;  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade;  then  with  level  track  to 
private  right  of  way  and  on  a  long  curve  alongside  the  Champlaio 
canal  and  from  12  feet  to  15  feet  above  it,  and  in  some  places  with 
very  little  shoulder.  (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  cnrve.V 
Then  on  a  4-foot  fill  with  a  curve  to  a  tangent  and  down  a  1  per 
cent,  grade  on  a  light  fill  and  through  a  light  cut,  up  a  1  per  cent 
gi'ade  and  over  a  highway,  the  crossing  of  which  is  open  and  clear 
to  view;  to  a  curve  across  a  highway,  a  view  of  which  is  ob- 
structed. There  is  a  very  little  travel  on  this  road.  From  thi» 
crossing  on  a  sharp  curve  through  a  cut  to  a  4-foot  fill.  (There 
should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.)  Then  across  a  highway  on 
which  there  is  very  little  travel,  the  view  of  which  is  obstructed 
in  either  direction.  Then  on  a  sharp  curve  to  the  center  of  Main 
street  in  the  village  of  Schuylerville  and  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade 
for  500  feet;  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  for  800  feet  to  a  re- 
verse curve  with  guard  rail  on  an  approach  to  a  plate  girder 
bridge  ovvv  Fish  Creek  and  a  raceway.  This  bridge  is  244  feet 
long,  with  G  spans,  constructed  of  5-foot  plate  girders,  with  angle 
iron  lateral  braces.  Mason  work  abutments  and  center  piers  in 
good  condition;  sawed  oak  ties  4  x  8-inch  stringer  timbers,  laff 
bolted  to  every  fourth  tie;  2  guard  rails  extending  across  the 
bridge  and  around  the  curve  on  the  approaches.  The  alignment 
of  track  on  llie  bridge  is  fair.  This  bridge  is  IS  f ( et  G  inch<*s  alx>ve 
tlic  Ix^ttoni  of  the  creek.  The  south  approach  is  on  a  curve  and 
h'vel.    A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  no  deflection. 
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From  this  bridge  with  level  track  on  easy  curves  on  the  north 
«ide  of  the  highway  to  a  dead  end  switch.     And  then  on  a  five- 
foot  fill  with  very  little  shoulder.     From  this  point  the  track  is 
laid  alongside  the  canal  bank  with  curves,  and  at  places  with 
very  little  shoulder.    Then  with  a  tangent,  along  the  canal  bank 
15  to  20  feet  from  it,  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve,  then 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  tangent  to  a  long,  easy  curve  to  a 
canal  bridge.    From  the  switch  to  the  canal  bridge  the  track 
lacks  ballast.    From  this  bridge  on  a  light  fill  and  20  feet  from 
the  canal  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade,  through  a  shale  rock  cut  on 
a  curve  with  a  light  fill  and  reverse  curves  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade; 
with  a  tangent  on  a  4-foot  fill,  with  fair  shoulder,  to  an  easy 
^urve  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade,  to  a  tangent  on  a  light  fill  to  an 
easy  curve  to  private  right  of  way.    Then  with  reverse  curves  on 
light  fills  and  through  light  cuts  with  level  track  to  a  long,  easy 
curve  to  a  private  road  where  the  track  leaves  the  canal  bank. 
Then  with  level  track  on  a  wide  fill  and  easy  curves  to  a  tangent 
up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  tangent  on  a  light   fill  to    reverse 
-curves;  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade,  through  a  light  cut,  to  a  curve  on 
a  10-foot  fill  with  good  shoulder  to  a  tangent.    Then  through 
three  light  cuts  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  long,  easy  curse  on 
a  light  fill  to  a  tangent;  on  a  light  fill  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a  light 
fill.    Then  through  a  light  cut  and  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a 
4-foot  fill  alongside  the  highway.     (There  should  be  a  guard  rail 
placed  on  this  curve  extending  to  the  tangent  on  either  side  of 
it.)    From  this  curve  with  straight  track  on  light  fills  across  a 
highway,  the  view  of  which  is  open  and  clear  and  then  down  a 
4  per  cent,  grade  on  a  tangent  and  a  light  fill  over  a  stone  arch 
-culvert  with  a  sharp  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  grade.    This  grade 
is  to  be  eased  up  and  when  this  is  done  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  have  a  guard  rail  on  the  curve  at  the  foot  of  it.    From  the 
foot  of  this  grade  on  a  long,  easy  curve  to  the  east  side  of  a  high- 
way.   Then  to  a  turnout  switch.    From  this  turnout  switch  on 
private  right  of  way,  on  a  light  fill  with  a  tangent  and  nearly 
level  track  along  the  Champlain  canal  and  20  feet  from  it,  to  a 
sharp  curve  on  a  light  fill  on  w^hich  there  should  be  a  guard  rail; 
then  over  a  stone  arch  culvert  and  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  with 
reverse  curves.    Then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  a  fill  with 
straight  track  to  a  switch  which  extends  to  a  sand  bank.    The 
shoulder  on  this  fill  has  been  cut  away,  it  being  the  intention  to 
cut  down  the  brow  of  the  hill,  taking  out  the  grades  on  either 
side  of  it. 

Prom  the  private  right  of  way  to  this  point  the  track  lacks 
ballast  and  the  alignment  is  not  first  class.  Two  hundred  feet 
from  this  switch  point  there  is  a  bridge  over  the  Champlain  canal. 
The  approach  to  it  is  on  a  fill  with  fair  shoulder  and  straight  and 
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level  track.  This  is  a  through  bridge  116  feet  long  with  lattitt- 
end  posts,  top  chords,  1-bar  bottom  chords,  seven  2-foot  angle 
iron  floor  beams,  suspended  from  bottom  chords  with  yokes. 
Stringer  plates  are  20-ineh  angle  iron,  sawed  oak  ties,  5  x  8-inch 
pine  stringer  timbers,  lag  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie,  guard  rail  on 
the  south  rail.  This  bridge  rests  on  masonry  abutments  in  good 
condition.  The  eastern  approach  is  on  a  lo-foot  fill  with  a  sharp 
curve  and  a  3^  per  cent,  grade  descending  from  the  bridge  for 
600  feet.  There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  extending 
around  the  curve  on  this  approach.  This  bridge  was  constructed 
in  1900,  and  is  a  good  substantial  structure,  and  a  car  i>as8ing 
over  it  causes  no  deflection.  The  company  intends  to  extend 
and  reduce  the  grade  on  the  eastern  approach.  There  should  be 
two  guard  rails  on  this  bridge,  and  there  should  be  a  guard  rail 
on  the  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  eastern  approach. 

Prom  this  bridge  with  nearly  straight  and  level  track  on  light 
fills  to  an  easj'  reverse  curve;  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  on  light  fills- 
and  through  light  cuts  to  a  tangent  and  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on 
light  fills  to  a  curve  and  tangent  on  a  bank  along  the  Hudson 
river  10  feet  above  the  water  and  20  to  30  feet  from  it.  Then  to 
a  fill  with  poor  shoulder  to  a  stone  arch  culvert,  over  which  there 
is  now  a  plate  girder  bridge  equipped  with  guard  rails.  Thi* 
bridge  is  being  filled  in.  From  this  bridge  across  a  highway  the 
view  of  which  is  open  and  clear,  to  a  stub  end  switch.  At  this 
point  the  track  leaves  the  river  and  with  level  track  on  long,  ea^y 
reverse  curves  on  a  light  fills  to  a  bridge  over  a  waste  weir 
This  is  a  plate  girder  bridge  16  feet  lorig  with  2-foot,  6-inch  gird- 
ers resting  on  four  12-inch  white  oak  piles,  with  12  x  12-inch 
white  oak  caps,  sawed  oak  ties,  guard  rails  on  both  rails.  Thk 
bridge  is  16  feet  above  water,  and  it  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  stone 
arch  culvert.    The  approaches  are  straight  and  level. 

From  this  bridge  on  a  tangent  and  level  track  on  light  fills  to 
and  across  a  highway.  This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view. 
From  this  crossing  with  straight  and  level  tracks  on  light  fill* 
to  a  curve,  then  with  reverse  curves  and  level  track  over  a  high- 
way with  a  gate  on  the  highway ;  then  on  a  tangent  and  light  fills 
to  a  stub  switch.  From  this  switch  with  straight  and  level  track 
on  light  fills  to  and  across  a  highway.  This  crossing  is  protected 
by  gates  on  the  highway.  Then  with  straight  and  level  track  on 
light  fills  to  Wilbur's  basin  with  a  curve  across  a  highway,  the 
view  of  which  is  obstructed  to  the  west.  There  should  be  "  cross- 
ing "  sign  on  this  highway.  Then  with  a  straight  and  level  track 
to  a  bridge.  This  is  an  iron  girder  bridge  80  feet  long,  con- 
structed of  2-foot,  6-inch  girders,  4  spans,  resting  on  mud  sill, 
abutments  and  white  oak  pile  center  piers,  3  bents  constructed  of 
6  round  white  oak  piles,  with  12  x  12-inch  white  oak  top  caps^ 
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drift  bolted  to  piles,  sawed  oak  ties  with  guard  rails.  The  ap- 
proaches are  straight  and  level.  The  bridge  is  13^  feet  above 
water  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  on  a  tangent  with  level  track  on  a  light  fill 
to  a  long,  easy  curve  on  a  4:-foot  fill  with  good  shoulder  and  cinder 
ballast  with  straight  and  level  track  on  a  light  fill  with  consider- 
able ballast,  to  straight  and  level  track  on  light  fills  which  lacka 
ballast;  then  over  a  highway,  the  crossing  of  which  is  open  and 
clear  to  view.  From  this  crossing  with  straight  and  level  track 
on  light  fills;  then  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  and  across  a  highway;, 
this  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  From  the  crossing  on  an 
easy  curve  and  tangent  with  level  track  on  a  light  fill;  to  a  long, 
easy  curve  with  a  1  per  cent,  grade  in  either  direction,  on  a  light 
fill  and  easy  curve  along  the  highway  for  100  feet;  then  through 
private  right  of  way  and  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  straight 
track  on  light  fills;  to  a  long,  easy  curve  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade 
on  a  3- foot  fill;  to  an  easy  curve  on  a  1  per  cent,  down  grade  on 
light  fills;  to  a  curve  on  an  8-foot  fill  at  Bemis  Heights.  There 
should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.  Then  to  a  bridge  over  a 
waste-weir. 

This  bridge  is  60  feet  long,  constructed  of  three  6xl4-incb 
stringer  plates  resting  on  temporary  pile  work.  This  bridge  is 
16^  feet  above  water.  It  is  equipped  with  guard  rails.  The  south 
approach  i«  on  a  curve  and  the  north  one  on  a  tangent  and  both 
are  level.  This  bridge  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  plate  girder  bridge, 
the  material  for  which  is  on  the  ground. 

From  this  bridge  on  a  curve  and  level  track  across  a  highway 
a  view  of  which  on  the  east  side  is  obstructed  by  a  high  bank. 
(There  should  be  a  "  crossing  "  sign  on  this  highway.)  Then  with 
straight  and  level  track  on  a  2  per  cent,  down  grade,  then,  with 
long  easy  curves,  on  a  light  fill  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to 
nearly  level  and  straight  track  on  light  fills;  to  a  curve  where 
the  track  leaves  the  highway.  Then  with  a  tangent  and  nearly 
level  track  on  light  fills  to  a  1  per  cent,  grade  across  the  high- 
way which  Tfl  open  and  clear  to  view.  Then  with  a  tangent  and 
nearly  level  track  on  light  fills  to  an  easy  curve,  and  tangent  on 
light  fills  to  an  easy  curve  in  a  light  cut.  Then  across  a  highway. 
This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  From  the  crossing  with 
level  track  on  a  tangent  with  light  fills  on  private  right  of  way 
to  a  easy  curve  to  the  east  side  of  the  highway;  then  on  a  tangent 
along  the  side  of  the  highway  with  nearly  level  track  up  a  3^ 
per  cent,  prrade  for  300  feet  to  reverse  curves  to  the  terminus  at 
the  junction  of  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanlcville  line. 

Operation  on  this  line  was  commenced  in  April  of  this  year  and 
the  work  of  ballasting  has  not  yet  been  completed.  About  W) 
men  were  at  work  on  the  track  at  the  time  the  inspection  wag> 
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made.  The  rail,  a  small  portion  of  which  is  seconds,  is  in  good 
condition.  The  switches  are  spring  point  throw  switches  with 
switch  stands  and  targets.  The  switches  are  locked.  The  frogi 
are  of  the  solid  rail  pattern  with  frog  guards.  The  ties 
^chestnut  and  oak,  laid  2  feet  to  centers,  are  in  first  claae  condi- 
tion. The  permanent  bridges  on  the  line  are  in  first  class  con- 
dition. Some  of  the  wood  stringer  bridges  which  are  to  be  re- 
placed by  iron,  are  not  in  first  class  condition,  especially  the  ones 
at  Thompson's  mills  and  Bemis  heights.  There  are  a  large  num- 
ber of  curves  on  the  line  and  a  number  of  these  obstruct  the  Tiew 
of  a  motorman.  The  line  for  a  considerable  distance  is  con- 
structed along  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  river  and  Champlain 
canal.  On  this  portion  of  the  track  there  are  a  number  of  curves 
which  face  these  banks.  On  these  and  on  curves  at  other  points 
on  the  line  where  a  derailment  of  a  car  might  result  seriously,  I 
have  suggested  that  guard  rails  be  placed.  All  of  the  curves  are 
well  braced.  The  grades  are  not  excessive,  the  maximum  one 
being  4  per  cent,  for  a  distance  of  200  feet;  a  large  portion  of  the 
distance  the  track  is  constructed  on  private  right  of  way.  This 
right  of  way  is  from  60  to  100  feet  in  width  and  is  fenced  with 
wire  fence.  There  is  no  block  signal  or  telephone  system  on  this 
line.  The  power  house  of  this  company,  which  is  described  in 
this  report,  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  equipment  sufficient  to 
furnish  the  maximum  amount  of  power  necessary  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  line.  The  alignment  of  the  track  is  not  first  class. 
As  stated  a  large  number  of  men  are  now  at  work,  surfacing, 
ballasting  and  aligning  track.  There  are  no  grass  or  weeds  above 
the  top  of  the  rail. 

RecommendoMons. 

The  recommendations  in  reference  to  guard  rails  on  curves  and 
bridges  are  contained  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  "Crossing" 
signs  should  be  placed  on  the  highway  where  noted  in  the  notes 
of  inspection.  All  cars  should  be  equipped  with  double  chain 
brakes.  This  line  should  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  op  tele- 
phone system.  As  this  company's  system  is  operated  by  the 
Stillwater  and  Mechanicville  Railroad  Ck)mpany,  recommenda- 
tions in  reference  to  operation  of  this  line  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  inspection  of  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville 
Railroad  Company's  system. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maUof 
the  recommendations  of  tbe  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tUf 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been 
beard  from  the  company  on  the  subject. 
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HORNELLSVILLB  ElBCTRIO  RAILWAY. 
August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  mspection  of  the  Hornellsville  Electric  Rail- 
way Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  system  extends  from  Cornell  and  Adsit  streets 
to  the  southeastern  portion  of  the  city  of  Hornellsville  and  con- 
sists of  5  miles  of  single  track  with  turnouts  constructed  of  56- 
pound  girder  and  40-pound  Trail  with  oak  ties  laid  in  1892.  On 
the  line  there  are  3  bridges,  one  grade  crossing  of  steam  railroads. 
The  maximum  grade  is  2  per  cent. 

Commencing  at  the  car  barn  at  Cornell  and  Adsit  streets  the 
track  is  constructed  through  Adsit  street,  a  private  right  of  way 
with  40-pound  T-rail  construction;  through  Seneca  street  with 
girder  rail  construction  with  a  brick  pavement;  through  Main 
street  with  brick  pavement  and  girder  rail  construction;  through 
Center  street  which  is  not  paved  and  with  girder  rail  construc- 
tion; through  Loder  street  which  is  a  paved  street  with  girder 
pail  construction;  through  River  street  a  paved  street  with  girder 
rail  construction;  through  East  Main  street  which  is  not  paved 
and  of  T-rail  construction,  on  the  side  of  the  street;  to  East 
avenue,  an  unimproved  street  with  track  on  the  side  of  the  road- 
way, to  the  end  of  the  line. 

There  is  a  branch  which  extends  from  the  main  line  with  girder 
rail  construction  to  East  Main  street  where  it  connects  with  the 
Center  street  line.  And  another  branch  leaves  the  main  line  at 
Broad  and  Main  streets  through  Broad  street  which  is  paved  with 
brick  and  laid  with  girder  rail  to  Canisteo  street,  which  is  paved 
half  way  with  brick,  then  to  the  city  line. 

Power. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  this  road  is  rented  from  the 
American  Illuminating  Company. 

Car  Bam. 

The  company's  car  barn,  which  is  a  one  story  wooden  building 
50  X 160  feet,  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Cornell  and  Adsit  streets. 
It  is  equipped  with  5  tracks  with  pits  under  all.  These  are  heated 
by  steam.  In  this  building  there  is  a  repair  shop  with  lathe, 
drill,  etc.  Alongside  of  the  car  barn  there  is  a  boiler  room  2o  x  35 
feet,  which  is  brick.  This  boiler  is  used  for  heating  purposes  and 
a  forge  is  located  in  this  building.  There  is  a  sand  dryer  over 
the  boiler.  Light  car  repairs  are  made  in  the  car  bam  and  shop. 
These  buildings  are  protected  from  fire  by  150  feet  of  hose  con- 
nected to  the  city  water  mains.

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Car8. 


The  company  owns  6  motor  cars  and  i  trailers.  The  moton 
are  all  closed  vestibule,  18-foot  bodies;  4  trailers  are  open,  seats 
lengthwise  in  the  center  of  car  back  to  back,  18  feet  long.  Ail 
motor  cars  are  lighted  and  heated  by  electricity  and  have  electric 
bead  lights  and  sand  boxes.  No  fenders  are  used,  and  all  cars  are 
equipped  with  single  chain  hand  brakes.  No  red  flags  or  lanterns 
are  carried.  There  is  an  oil  light  in  each  end  of  the  cars  indde. 
Oars  are  cleaned  by  conductors  and  motormen  and  inspected  bj 
the  superintendent  and  electrician,  the  electrician  inspecting  them 
every  night.  He  also  does  the  light  repairing  to  the  electrical 
portion  of  the  apparatus.  Cars  are  overhauled  over  the  pit 
twice  a  year.  The  motor  equipment  are  all  Edison  No.  14,  25- 
horse-power.  Trucks  are  Brill  single,  6  feet  6-inch  wheel  base, 
tread  of  wheel  2^  inches. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  the  car  barn,  through  Adsit  street,  which  is  a 
private  right  of  way  laid  with  45-pound  T-rail  in  fair  conditioD 
with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Seneca  street,  laid  with 
girder  rail,  the  street  paved,  and  a  turnout,  the  special  work  of 
which  is  in  poor  condition,  then  to  Washington  street.  There  is 
a  dead  end  switch  extending  up  Washington  street.  The  rail  on 
Seneca  street  is  in  fair  condition  and  on  that  street  is  carried  over 
a  creek  on  a  through  bridge  with  a  single  span  102  feet  long  with 
a  24  foot  2-inch  roadway  with  sidewalks  on  each  side  outside  the 
trusses.  The  bridge  is  9  feet  11  inches  above  the  water  way,  the 
tracks  in  the  center  of  the  driveway.  The  trusses  rest  on  solid 
masonry  abutments.  There  are  6  floor  beams,  30  inches  wide  in 
the  center  and  diamond  shape  on  the  bottom  to  8  inches  at  the 
ends  under  sidewalk.  There  are  two  6  x  12-inch  pine  stringer 
plates  bolted  together.  This  bridge  is  in  fair  condition,  and  a 
car  passing  over  it  causes  J-inch  deflection  on  the  center  floor 
beam  and  considerable  side  sway.  The  bottom  lateral  braces 
ehould  be  tightened  up.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  King  Iron 
Bridge  Company,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1897,  and  has  been 
strengthened  by  new  floor  beams  and  yokes.  The  approaches  are 
straight  and  level. 

From  this  bridge  with  special  work  curve  into  Main  street.  The 
track  to  this  point,  with  the  exception  of  the  switches,  is  in  fair 
condition.  Main  street  with  brick  pavement  with  special  work 
eurve  into  Broad  street.  At  this  point  there  is  a  Y  connection 
with  the  Broad  street  line. 

Then  to  a  through  bridge  with  a  single  span  98  feet  resting  on 
solid  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition  with  6  floor  beams 
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with  a  16-foot  5-inch  roadway,  5-foot  2-iiich  sidewalks  outside 
the  trusses.  The  track  in  center  of  the  driveway.  The  floor  beams 
are  22  inches  wide  at  the  center  and  taper  to  10  inches  under 
sidewalks.  The  stringer  plates  are  two  8  x  10-inch  pine  under 
each  rail.  The  approach  on  the  west  end  is  nearly  level  and 
straight,  and  on  the  east  end  it  is  on  a  curve  and  level.  The  de- 
flection of  the  center  floor  beam  caused  by  a  car  passing  over  it 
is  i-inch.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  King  Iron  Bridge  Com- 
pany of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1879. 

From  this  bridge  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  to  East 
Main  street,  then  with  another  curve  and  guard  rail  on  East 
Main  street,  then  to  Broad  street,  with  track  on  the  side  of  the 
roadway,  constructed  of  45-pound  T-rail;  then  with  a  switch  into 
River  street.  This  switch  is  in  very  poor  condition,  with  a  curve 
across  East  Main  street  with  no  guard  rail,  to  East  avenue  on 
the  side  of  the  street,  with  a  sharp  curve  and  guard  rail  to  the 
end  of  the  line  at  the  glove  factory.  The  Trail  on  this  line  is 
not  in  first  class  condition,  but  is  safe  for  operation,  except  the 
switches,  which  should  be  renewed. 

The  Rwer  Street  Line. 

From  the  junction  at  the  crossing  of  River  street  and  East 
avenue,  through  River  street  in  the  center  of  the  street,  which 
is  paved  with  brick  and  laid  with  girder  rail,  to  a  through  bridge 
with  a  single  span  92  feet,  with  a  16-foot  roadway  and  4i-foot 
sidewalks  outside  the  trusses,  track  girder  rail  laid  in  the  center 
of  the  highway.    The  bridge  is  12  feet  above  the  water.    It  is  a 
wrought  iron  truss  bridge,  with  6  floor  beams.    The  upright 
members  extending  to  the  bottom  of  the  floor  beams,  which  are 
riveted  to  them.    The  bottom  cords  consist  of  two  4  x  1-inch 
I-beams,  and  the  stringer  plates  are  two  8  x  10-inch  pine  under 
each  rail.    The  west  abutment  is  in  poor  condition,  some  of 
the  bottom  stones  in  it  being  washed  away,  and  it  is  undermined 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  should  be  repaired.    The  east  one  is 
in  good  condition.    The  approaches  are  straight  and  level.    The 
bridge  was  built  by  the  Morse  Bridge  Company  of  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  in  1896,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflec- 
tion or  sidesway. 

From  the  bridge  the  track  to  Water  street  is  in  very  poor 
condition,  joints  low  and  out  of  line,  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  into  Water  street,  with  special  curve  and  guard  rail  into 
Center  street.  The  track  through  Center  and  Water  streets  is 
in  poor  condition  and  should  be  relaid. 
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Broad  Street  Li/ne. 

Prom  Main  street  to  Broad,  paved,  track  of  girder  rail  in  the 
center  of  the  street,  in  fair  condition,  with  special  curve  and 
guard  to  Canesteo  street  to  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Erie  Railroad 
tracks^  and  from  this  crossing  with  girder  rail  construction  with 
brick  pavement,  with  special  curve  in  the  street,  then  to  a 
through  bridge  over  a  creek.  The  pavement  ends  at  this  bridge, 
and  the  girder  rail  from  Main  street  to  this  point  is  in  fair  coc- 
dition.  This  is  a  57-foot  span  bridge,  with  17  feet  6-inch  drive- 
way, with  a  track  in  the  center,  4-foot  sidewalks  on  each  side 
outside  the  trusses,  8  feet  above  the  water.  The  spans  resting 
on  good  solid  abutments,  3  floor  beams,  24  inches  in  the  center, 
tapering  to  16  inches  at  the  ends  under  the  sidewalks.  Stringer 
plates  6  X  12-inch  pine,  two  under  each  rail.  The  approaches  are 
straight  and  up  a  slight  grade  to  the  bridge  on  either  end.  A 
car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  f -inch  deflection  on  the  center 
floor  beam.  I  am  unable  to  learn  by  whom  this  bridge  was 
built,  or  when.    It  appears  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Then  up  the  end  of  the  line,  Canisteo  street  from  the  bridge 
is  unimproved.  On  Canisteo  street  this  company's  track  crosses 
six  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company,  two  of  which  are  main 
line  and  four  switch  tracks.  The  distance  between  the  outside 
rails  of  the  tracks  at  this  crossing  is  104  feet.  This  is  a  diagonal 
"jump  crossing,"  with  tracks  in  very  poor  condition.  On  the 
north  side  of  the  crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  is  ob- 
structed to  the  west  by  buildings,  and  to  the  east  a  view  of  them 
can  be  had  to  the  depot,  except  when  cars  are  standing  on  the 
Bide  tracks.  On  the  south  side  of  the  crossing  the  same  condi- 
tions of  view  exist  as  to  the  north  side.  Prom  the  crossing  a 
view  of  the  main  line  tracks  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet  west,  ^d 
to  the  depot  on  the  east,  except  when  cars  are  standing  on  the 
yard  tracks.  The  Erie  depot  is  located  1,500  feet  east  of  the 
crossing.  This  crossing  is  at  the  west  end  of  the  Erie  yards 
and  some  of  the  yard  tracks  extend  over  it.  There  is  almost  a 
continuous  movement  of  cars  over  these  tracks  across  the  cro*v 
ing.  All  passenger  trains  come  to  a  stop  at  the  depot.  The 
crossing  is  protected  by  gates  operated  by  a  man  on  the  ground 
from  6.00  a.  m.  to  12.00  p.  m.  Electric  cars  pass  over  this  cros? 
ing  at  about  8-minute  intervals.  The  switching  of  cars  over  this 
crossing  makes  it  a  specially  dangerous  one,  and  it  should  be 
protected  by  derails  placed  in  the  electric  track  on  either  side  of 
the  crossing,  these  and  the  gates  should  be  operated  from  a  tower 
which  should  be  placed  on  the  south  side  of  the  Erie  tracks,  and 
between  them  and  a  spur  track  which  extends  to  an  ice-hous<?. 
and  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway.  At  this  point  a  fair  view 
of  the  steam  and  electric  tracks  could  be  had  from  a  tower. 
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-A.  copper  trough  should  be  placed  on  the  trolley  wire  over  this 
crossing.  Conductors  should  go  ahead  to  the  crossing  and  pilot 
tlieir  care  over  it.  Signals  on  the  steam  road  would  not  add  to 
the  safety  of  operation  over  this  crossing. 

Cars  are  operated  on  the  main  line  on  a  12-minute  headway, 
ajid  on  the  other  lines  on  a  30-minute  headway,  commencing  at 
5.30  a.  m.,  and  the  last  car  arrives  at  the  barn  at  11.06  p.  m. 
These  routes  reach  all  depots.  Six  tickets  are  sold  for  25  cents, 
and  transfers  are  given  in  the  city  limits,  between  the  two  routes, 
and  to  and  from  the  Canisteo  line.  No  freight  or  express  busi- 
ness is  done.  Conductors  and  motormen  are  uniformed.  The 
company  has  no  book  of  rules,  instructions  are  given  verbally. 
The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last  year 
-A^ugust  30th,  was  4,926.  The  company  owns  no  park  nor  is  there 
anv  summer  resort  located  on  the  line  of  the  road.  The  cars 
are  in  fair  condition. 

There  are  no  specially  dangerous  features  in  the  construction 
or  method  of  operation  of  this  road,  and  on  account  of  the  light 
grades  on  the  line  no  change  in  the  braking  equipment  t>f  cars 
is  necessary.  The  recommendations  contained  in  the  notes  of 
inspection  of  track  and  roadbed  inspection  are  the  only  ones 
made  in  reference  to  the  track  and  method  of  operation. 

A.  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
tbe  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Soard.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  desired  to  have  a  hear- 
ing on  these  recommendations,  but  asked  that  it  be  postponed  for  a  con- 
siderable period,  Inasmuch  as  the  superintendent  and  a  director  of  the 
<roiopany  were  absent  in  Europe.    The  hearing  has  not  yet  taken  place. 

HORNBLLSVILLB  AND  CaNISTEO  RAILWAY. 

August  23,  1000. 

1  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Hornellsville  and  Canisteo 
Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extendfi  from  the  end  of  the  city  electric  road  on 
Canisteo  street  at  the  southern  city  line  to  the  village  of  Canis- 
teo, a  distance  of  4  3-10  miles.  It  is  constructed  of  40-pound  T- 
rail  and  white  oak  ties  laid  in  1892.  On  the  line  there  are  two 
bridges,  no  grade  crossings  of  steam  railroads  and  the  maximum 
^rade  is  4  per  cent,  for  about  450  feet.  Commencing  at  the  city 
line  the  track  is  constructed  through  private  right  of  way  to  the 
Tillage  of  Canisteo,  where  it  is  laid  on  Greenwood  and  Depot 
streets  for  about  i  mile. 

Power, 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  this  road  is  rented  from  the 
American  Illuminating  Company,  and  this  company's  cars  are 
€tored  in  the  Hornellsville  Electric  Railway  Company's  car  bam. 
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Ca/rs. 

The  company  owns  three  cars,  two  18  feet  vestibule,  closed 
cars,  one  34  foot,  13-bench  double  truck  car,  one  snow  plow,  one 
freight  and  express  and  one  flat  gravel  car.  The  motor  equip- 
ment consists  of  Edison  No.  14,  25  H.  P.  motors.  The  trucks 
are  Brill,  single  and  Taylor  double.  The  single  truck  wheel  base 
is  6-foot,  6-inches,  and  the  tread  of  wheels  2^  inches.  All  can 
have  electric  head  lights,  single  chain  hand  brakes.  Closed  car» 
are  heated  by  electricity  and  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes.  Xo 
fenders  are  used.  There  is  an  oil  light  in  each  end  of  the  car*. 
No  red  flags  or  lanterns  are  carried.  The  company  does  a 
freight  and  express  business.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  m 
the  car  barns  of  the  Hornellsville  Electric  Railway  Company. 
They  are  clean  and  in  fair  condition. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

Prom  the  city  line  on  Canisteo  road  at  the  end  of  the  track  of 
the  Hornellsville  Electric  Railway,  this  company's  track  is  con- 
structed of  45-pound  T-rail  laid  on  the  side  of  the  road  for  1,000 
feet,  then  on  private  right  of  way  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for 
150  feet  with  track  in  fair  condition.  Then  straight  and  lerel 
track  with  a  curve  to  an  opening  10-foot,  6-inches  long,  with 
10  X  12-inches  pine  stringers  under  each  rail  resting  on  mad  sills^ 
sawed  oak  ties  with  6  x  8-inch  oak  guard  stringers  gained  for  tief^ 
approach  straight  and  level.  A  car  causes  very  little  deflection. 
There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  opening.  Then  with 
i  mile  of  track  which  has  recently  been  ballastered  and  is  in  good 
oondition,  to  an  opening  12-foot,  6-inches  long,  6-foot,  4-incha 
above  water,  with  the  same  construction  as  the  one  described 
above.  This  opening  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails,  and  a 
car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  Then  across  a 
highway  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view;  then  with  a  diagonal 
crossing  over  another  highway  which  is  open  and  clear  to  view, 
to  another  opening  9  feet  long,  4  feet  above  the  bottom,  the  same 
construction  as  the  others,  except  with  a  dry  wall  foundation,  i» 
fair  condition.  This  one  is  at  the  foot  of  a  3  per  cent,  grade  and 
should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails.  The  track  from  this  open- 
ing is  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  with  curves  in  both  directions,  on 
a  bank  with  a  cut  on  the  inside.  The  outside  bank  in  places  haft 
very  little  shoulder.  And  ir^  another  the  shoulder  is  from  6  to  ^ 
feet  wide.  The  track  is  laid  along  the  edge  of  this  bank  for 
1,500  feet  and  there  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  curve  at  the  top  of  the 
hill  and  oak  6x6  feet  guard  strin<rer  on  the  ends  of  the  ties 
spiked  to  every  other  tie.  This  stringer  is  in  16-foot  lengths,  and 
the  timber  is  decayed  and  the  joints  on  it  are  very  poor,  and  in  its 
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present  condition  is  not  suflQcient  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  a 
derailed  car  from  going  over  the  bank.  ^ 

On  thi-B  grade  there  is  a  bridge  on  a  curye  which  is  18  feet  long, 
4  feet  above  the  waterway  under  it.  It  is  constructed  of  3  6  x  12- 
inch  pine  stringer  plates  under  each  rail  set  on  bents  at  each  end, 
constructed  of  2  8  x  12-inch  upright  posts  and  4  batter  posts. 
These  are  set  into  top  cap  and  bottom  sill  which  are  10  x  12-inch 
pine.  There  is  an  oak  guard  stringer  timber  gained  for  sawed 
ties  bolted  to  every  fifth  tie,  outside  each  rail.  There  is  a  guard 
rail  on  the  inside  rail  of  the  curve  over  the  bridge.  The  approach 
on  the  east  end  is  on  a  curve  and  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  the 
bridge  and  the  west  approach  is  straight  and  down  a  2  per  cent, 
grade  from  the  bridge.  The  trestle  bents  on  which  the  stringer 
plates  rest  are  in  fair  condition ;  the  sills  of  the  bents  are  set  on 
dry  wall  foundations,  the  stringer  plates  show  some  decay  and 
are  warped;  the  guard  stringer  timber  is  in  poor  condition;  a  pass- 
ing car  over  this  bridge  shows  a  ^-inch  deflection  of  stringer 
plates.  This  bridge  should  be  replaced  by  a  substantial  iron  one, 
and  while  it  is  allowed  to  remain  in  place  the  guard  stringer 
timbers  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones  12  x  12  inches. 

From  this  bridge  the  track  is  up  a  grade  of  2  per  cent,  with  2 
curves.  These  are  in  the  direction  that  if  cars  were  derailed  the 
tendency  would  be  for  it  to  go  over  the  bank.  There  are  500  feet 
of  6  X  6-inch  stringer  in  very  poor  condition  at  the  top  of  the  hill. 
At  this  point  the  bank  is  100  feet  above  the  roadway  and  quite 
steep  with  shoulder  varying  from  4  to  6  feet  level  with  the  ties. 
The  track  on  this  grade  and  bank  should  be  protected  by  a  12  x  12- 
inch  guard  stringer  timber  securely  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie. 
New  sawed  ties  long  enough  for  this  purpose  should  be  put  in. 
This  timber  should  be  capped  on  the  upper  inside  corner  with  an 
angle  iron.  Guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  all  curves  which  lead 
to  the  bank.  The  outside  rail  on  all  curves  should  be  securely; 
braced.  The  ties  on  this  hill,  which  are  of  oak  and  chestnut,  are 
not  rn  good  condition  and  20  per  cent,  of  them  should  be  renewed. 
From  the  top  of  the  hill  there  is  a  3  per  cent,  grade  descending 
with  a  curve  to  a  trestle. 

This  trestle  is  105  feet  long  constructed  of  2  upright  and  2  batter 
posts  8  X  12  inches  with  top  caps  and  bottom  sills,  10  x  12  inches; 
the  sills  are  set  on  mason  work  foundations.  Stringer  guard  tim- 
bers 6x6  inches  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie.  On  the  center  bents 
of  this  trestle  the  upright  and  batter  posts  are  spliced  with  a 
square  splice.  The  bents  are  end  and  sway  braced  by  planks 
bolted  to  upright  and  batter  posts.  On  the  center  bents  there 
are  2  sets  of  bracing,  one  above  the  other.  There  is  a  small  stream 
passing  under  the  trestle.  The  west  approach  is  on  a  curve  and 
down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge;  the  east  one  straight  and 
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level.  The  timbers  of  this  trestle  which  are  Georgia  pine  are  in 
fair  condition  and  the  stringer  gnard  timbers  which  are  oak  are  in 
fair  condition,  except  that  the  joints  are  not  fastened.  A  car 
passing  over  the  strnctnre  causes  very  little  side  sway  or  deflec- 
tion. First  class  constrnction  would  necessitate  the  replacing  ot 
this  trestle,  which  is  over  a  gorge  about  50  feet  from  the  bottom, 
by  a  substantial  iron  bridge,  but  in  its  present  condition  it  is 
safe  for  the  traffic  which  at  present  passes  over  it,  but  aa  it  has 
been  built  since  1892,  it  should  be  frequently  examined.  The 
guard  stringer  timbers  over  it  should  be  replaced  by  12  x  12-inch 
timbers  as  described  above,  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  in- 
side the  traction  rails. 

From  this  bridge  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve,  then  down 
a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  switch  which  extends  to  a  gravel  pit. 
Then  to  a  curve  on  the  high  bank;  there  should  be  a  guard  nil 
on  this  curve.  Then  with  a  straight  track  down  a  1  per  cait 
grade  to  a  trestle  55  feet  long  over  a  roadway  15  feet  above  the 
surface  with  bents  of  the  same  construction  as  the  trestle  de- 
scribed above,  with  stringer  plates  resting  on  mud  sills  at  each 
end.  These  set  on  a  masonry  wall.  The  stringer  plates  on  tMs 
bridge  are  not  in  first  class  condition  and  the  approach  to  it  on 
the  east  end  is  on  a  curve  and  level  with  a  guard  rail  on  the  curre; 
on  the  west  end  the  approach  is  straight  and  down  a  1  per  cent, 
grade  to  the  bridge.  A  car  passing  over  this  trestle  causes  some 
spring  of  stringer  plates,  but  it  is  not  excessive.  The  trestle 
should  be  equipped  with  6  x  8-inch  stringer  guard  timbers  and 
guard  rails  extending  across  it. 

From  this  bridge  on  a  curve,  then  with  a  straight  track  along  a 
high  bank  to  a  curve  on  the  bank  where  there  is  a  short  piece  of 
stringer  guard  timber  which  is  in  poor  condition.  This  should  be 
replaced  by  new  6  x  8-inch  timber  and  a  guard  rail  should  be 
placed  on  the  curve,  then  to  another  curve.  At  this  joint  the 
guard  timber,  which  is  in  poor  condition,  should  be  replaced  by 
new  6  X  8-inch  timber  with  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.  Theae 
curves  are  on  a  grade  of  2  per  cent,  and  on  a  bank  15  feet  aboTe 
the  roadway.  The  sharp  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  at  Mc 
Gee's  should  have  a  guard  rail,  then  to  a  sharp  curve  with  a 
guard  rail,  then  around  two  curves  of  which  the  inside  rail  is 
higher  than  the  outside  one  to  the  village  of  Canisteo,  ilnd  over  a 
11-foot  opening  5  feet  above  water,  solid  bent  construction  with 
10  X  10-inch  pine  stringers  with  guard  timbers  gained  for  sawed 
oak  ties,  approaches  straight  and  level.  A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  no  deflection.  Then  on  a  straight  and  level  track  to  a 
sharp  curve  with  a  guard  rail  into  the  center  of  Greenwood  street, 
then  with  special  curve  and  guard  into  Depot  street  on  the  side 
of  the  street  to  the  end  of  the  line.    On  this  line  there  are  3  tnro- 
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outs  and  3  dead  end  switches.  All  spring  point  throw  switches 
are  solid  frogs  with  guard  rails. 

The  line  is  in  fair  condition  as  to  line  and  ballast,  except  that 
more  ballast  Is  needed  on  the  Oanisteo  end.  Considerable  work 
has  been  done  on  this  road  in  surfacing  and  this  should  be  oon- 
tinned  until  the  whole  line  has  been  resurfaced.  Twenty  per  cent. 
new  ties  are  needed  on  the  line  and  all  curves  should  be  braced. 

Cars  on  this  road  are  operated  on  45-minute  headway.  The 
maxlnLum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  any  one  day  was  July 
4th,  3,400  Two  cars  are  in  operation,  and  the  running  time  is  30 
minutes.  The  through  fare  is  10  cents  and  transfers  are  given  to 
the  city  line  in  Hornellsville.  No  special  tickets  are  sold;  excur- 
sions are  run  to  Glenwood  Park  which  is  located  on  the  line  mid- 
way between  Hornellsville  and  Canisteo.  Special  rates  are  made. 
Steam  roads  sell  through  tickets  to  this  park,  passengers  being 
transferred  at  Hornellsville.  There  are  no  track  connections 
with  any  steam  railroad.  Conductors  and  motormen  are  uni- 
formed. The  company  does  a  freight  and  express  business.  The 
cars  are  operated  from  5.45  a.  m.  to  11.35  p.  m.  The  freight  and 
express  is  carried  on  the  freight  and  express  ears,  none  of  it  being 
carried  on  passenger  cars.  This  road  is  operated  the  year  around. 
The  company  has  a  traffic  arrangement  with  the  Hornellsville 
Electric  Bailroad  Company  by  which  its  cars  are  operated  over 
the  Hornellsville  city  line  tracks  to  the  corner  of  Broad  and  Main 
streets.    Canisteo  has  a  population  of  1,500. 

The  dangerous  features  on  this  line  are  the  curves  and  grades 
on  the  high  bank  near  Glenwood  Park.  The  grades  on  this  por- 
tion of  the  line  are  not  excessive,  but  the  location  of  the  track  on 
the  edge  of  the  high  bank  and  the  number  of  curves  makes  opera- 
tion on  this  portion  of  the  track  very  dangerous.  The  long  trestle 
near  the  top  of  this  hill  is  in  fair  condition,  but  needs  constant  at- 
tention, and  as  it  is  now  eight  years  old,  it  must  be  replaced  in  the 
near  future.  When  this  is  done  it  should  be  replaced  by  a  sub- 
stantial iron  bridge.  The  numerous  curves  on  the  road  and  the 
excursion  traffic  from  Hornellsville  and  Canisteo  to  Glenwood 
Park  require  that  this  road  should  be  equipped  with  a  block  sig- 
nal system.  As  suggested,  grades  on  this  line  are  not  excessive, 
but  the  conditions  are  such  that  all  cars  operated  over  them 
should  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake.  For  these  reasons 
the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

Reconvmendihtions. 

That  the  condition  of  the  track  road  bed,  bridges  and  trestles 
be  improved  as  suggested  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That  the 
road  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system.  That  all  cars  be 
equipped  with  an  approved  brake. 
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A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendatioDS  of  this 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  desired  to  have  a  hear- 
ing on  these  recommendations,  but  asked  that  it  be  postponed  for  &  coo* 
siderable  period,  inasmuch  as  the  superintendent  and  a  director  of  the 
company  were  absent  in  Europe.    The  hearing  has  not  yet  taken  pUoa. 

Jamestown  Stkbet  Railway. 
December  18,  1900. 

1  liave  made  an  inspection  of  the  Jamestown  Street  Railway 
Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  18  6-100  miles  of  track,  of  which  four 
miles  are  double  track.  It  is  located  in  the  city  of  Jamestown, 
and  the  towns  of  Ellicott  and  Bnsti,  and  extends  to  the  villages 
of  Celoron,  Lakewood  and  Falconer.  The  track  is  constracted 
of  30  and  45-pound  Trail,  and  48  and  52-pound  girder  rail.  The 
ties  are  oak  and  chestnut.  There  are  six  bridges  and  three  crofls- 
ing  of  steam  roads  at  grade.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  line 
is  9  per  cent,  for  250  feet. 

Power  House. 

m 

The  power  house  is  a  one  story  and  basement  brick  building, 
with  a  slate  roof,  the  engine  room  in  it  being  60  x  90  feet,  and 
the  boiler  room,  which  is  located  at  one  end  of  the  building  and 
separated  from  the  engine  room  by  a  fire  wall,  is  60  x  35  feet 
The  floors  in  the  engine  room  are  of  Georgia  pine.  This  building 
is  located  near  the  boat  landing  on  Eighth  street.  The  boiler 
room  equipment  consists  of  a  battery  of  two  200  horse-power 
Wellsville  boilers,  125-pound  working  pressure,  one  battery  of 
two  Sterling  boilers,  175  horse-power,  at  125-pound  working  pres- 
sure, and  one  battery  consisting  of  two  Manning  Manufacturing 
Company's  boilers,  150  horse-power  each,  at  12&'pound  working 
pressure.  These  boilers  have  been  installed  since  1890.  They 
are  inspected  by  the  Hartford  Insurance  Company,  and  the  last 
iimpection  was  made  June  15,  1900.  Coal  is  received  by  cars 
and  dumped  direct  into  the  bins. 

Engine  Boom  Equipment. 

The  equipment  consists  of  two  compound  condensing  engines 
manufactured  by  the  Phoenix  Iron  Works  of  Meadsville,  Pa.,  160 
horse-power,  working  at  145  revolutions.  These  engines  are 
belted  to  short  generators  consisting  of  two  225  K.  W.  and  three 
80  K.  W.  generators.  Two  switch  boards,  each  consisting  of 
five  panels  with  Am.  volt  meters,  circuit  breakers,  etc.,  with 
eight  feeder  lines. 
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Car  Bams. 


The  company  ownfi  two  car  barns,  one  is  one  story  and  the 
other  two  stories.  Both  are  veneered  with  brick.  These  are 
located  on  private  property,  at  the  west  terminal  of  Third  street. 
They  are  about  150  feet  apart;  one  barn  is  120  feet  square  and 
the  other  is  30  x  160  feet.  There  are  nine  tracks  in  one  and  six 
tracks  in  the  other.  In  the  first  barn  there  are  six  pits  under 
the  tracks.  These  are  heated  by  steam.  In  the  other  there  are 
pits  under  a  portion  of  two  tracks.  In  the  first  barn  there  i«  a 
repair  shop  equipped  with  lathes,  drills  and  necessary  machinery 
for  repair  work.  There  is  al^o  a  sand  dryer  in  this  bam.  Band 
is  stored  in  the  second  story  over  the  boiler  room,  with  pipes  con- 
veying it  to  the  car  barn.  The  combined  capacity  of  the  car 
t)arns  is  sufficient  to  store  all  the  cars  they  own.  In  addition  to 
the  car  barns  there  is  another  building  used  as  a  boiler  room, 
which  is  located  between  the  two  barns,  constructed  of  brick, 
15  X  35  feet,  two  stories.  This  building  is  equipped  for  heating 
purposes  with  80  horse^power  boiler.  Connected  with  car  barn 
number  one  there  is  an  office  building  facing  the  tracks,  60  x  40 
feet,  two  stories,  brick  veneered,  in  which  is  located  the  general 
X)flace8  of  the  company. 

Gars. 

The  company  own  51  cars,  of  which  48  are  motor  cars,  1  open 
trailer  car,  2  closed  trailer  cars,  1  open  gravel  car,  and  the  com- 
pany own  2  electric  sweepers.  Of  the  motor  cars  24  are  closed 
and  24  are  open.  Of  the  closed  cars  19  are  27  feet,  2  are  35  feet, 
one  35  doubledeck  car,  one  16-foot  private  car  and  one  16-foot 
baggage  car.  Of  the  open  cars  7  are  8-bench,  4  are  12-bench,  11 
are  10-bench,  one  8-bench  trailer  open  car  and  one  14-foot  gravel 
car. 

Motor  Equipment. 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  one  Walker,  one  Short  30 
topse-power,  all  the  rest  are  Westinghouse  No.  3,  30  horse-power 
12- A,  double  motor  equipments. 

Truck  Equipment. 

There  are  six  double  Brill  maximum  trucks,  two  double  Mo- 
Ouire's,  three  double  Dupont  trucks.  The  balance  are  all  single 
trucks  with  l^-tooX  wheel  base.  The  tread  of  wheels  is  2J  inches^ 
with  i-inch  flange. 

All  closed  motor  cars  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes,  and  are 
tieated  by  electricity.  All  cars  have  electric  headlights  and  sin- 
€^e  chain  hand  brakes,  except  the  double-deck  car,  which  i» 
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equipped  with  a  friction  brake.  No  fenders  are  used.  No  w^ 
flags  or  lanterns  are  carried,  and  no  oij  lights  are  used  in  cars. 
The  cars  are  inspected  by  an  inspector  every  night.  Cars  are 
cleaned  by  night  men.  The  night  force  consists  of  two  men. 
Cars  are  repaired  by  the  day  and  night  men  both.  The  day  force 
consists  of  three  men. 

Located  on  the  line  of  this  company's  system  at  the  terminus 
of  the  Celoron  branch,  is  the  Celoron  Amusement  CompanT'» 
park,  equipped  with  the  usual  summer  park  attractions,  including 
a  theatre  of  the  seating  capacity  of  1,350  and  a  payilion  for 
conrentions  and  public  meetings,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  8,500. 
There  are  three  hotels  on  the  grounds,  picnic  grounds,  baseball 
grounds,  etc.  The  company  has  a  waiting-room  for  the  public  in 
the  Sherman  House  block  in  the  city  of  Jamestown,  and  a  cor- 
ered  depot  in  the  Celoron  park,  and  a  waiting-room  in  the  hotel 
at  Lakewood,  and  the  railroad  depot  at  Falconer  is  used  for  that 
purpose. 

Cars  on  the  different  routes  are  operated  from  6.00  a.  m.  to 
12.00  p.  m.  On  the  north  side  line  they  are  run  every  10  min- 
utes, on  the  south  side  line,  every  10  minutes;  on  the  Falconer 
street  line  they  are  run  every  15  minutes;  on  the  Lakewood  line 
every  half  hour;  on  the  Celoron  line  they  are  run  on  from  7i  to 
15  minute  headway,  and  on  Sundays  and  holidays  special  cars 
are  run.  The  fare  in  the  city  proper  is  five  cents.  Transfers  are 
given  from  one  line  to  another  within  the  city  limits.  The  fare 
on  the  Falconer  line,  beyond  the  city  line,  is  five  cents;  on  the 
Lakewood  line,  five  cents,  outside  of  the  city  line;  the  fare  lo 
Celoron  is  five  cents  from  any  part  of  the  city.  Tickets  are  sold 
11  for  50  cents,  and  there  is  a  special  Falconer  book  which  is 
sold  with  20  duplicate  tickets,  which  makes  40  tickets  for  one 
dollar.  This  enables  a  passenger  to  ride  to  or  from  Falconer  f'^r 
five  cents,  the  conductor  taking  two  tickets  for  each  ride. 

The  company's  cars  connect  with  the  Chautauqua  Company^ 
boats,  at  the  boat  landing  at  Jamestown,  at  Celoron  and  at  Lake^ 
wood.  They  run  to  the  D.,  A.  V.  &  P.  Railroad  depot  at  Falconer 
and  the  Erie  depot  at  Jamestown.  The  maximum  number  of 
passengers  carried  on  this  eystem  in  one  day  last  year  was,  in- 
cluding transfers,  53,527.  Transfers  collected  the  same  da.^. 
10,450. 

This  company's  system  is  operated  in  five  different  routes.  AW 
cars  come  into  a  common  center  at  the  Sherman  House  on  Third 
street. 

Xorth  Street  Line, 

What  is  known  as  the  North  street  line  commences  at  the 
Sherman  House  and  extends  through  East  Third  street  to  Prender- 
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gast  ayenne.  Third  street  is  a  business  street  with  a  brick  pave- 
ment. The  track  is  constructed  of  52-pound  girder  rail  laid  in 
1894. 

Then  north  on  Prendergast  avenue  to  Sixth  street,  east  on 
Sixth  street  to  Lakeview  avenue,  north  on  lAkeview  avenue  to 
Buffalo  atreet,  west  on  Buffalo  srtreet  to  North.  Main  street. 
These  are  residence  streets,  with  gravel  roadways,  and  the  track  is 
constructed  of  52-pound  girder  rail,  in  1892.  From  the  junction 
of  West  Buffalo  street  and  North  Main  street,  south  on  North 
Main  street  to  the  Sherman  House  or  place  of  beginning.  North 
Main  street  at  this  point  is  a  business  street,  paved  with  brick, 
and  the  track  is  constructed  of  60-pound  6-inch  T-rail,  laid  in  1898. 

The  T-rail  in  Main  street  from  the  Sherman  House  to  Third 
street  is  in  fair  condition. 

South  Street  Line. 

The  South  Street  line  passes  over  the  track  on  Third  street  which 
is  described  in  the  description  of  the  North  Street  line  to  the  cor- 
ner of  Main  street;  through  Main  street  to  the  comer  of  Allen. 
Main  street  is  paved  with  brick ;  track  is  constructed  of  52-pound 
girder  rail.  Then  east  on  Allen  street  to  Windsor  street,  north  on 
Windsor  street  to  Second  street  and  west  on  Second  street  to 
Third  street.  These  are  residence  streets,  paved  with  brick.  The 
construction  is  60-i)ound  6-inch  T-rail  from  the  Sherman  House 
to  Maple  and  Allen,  which  was  laid  in  1895;  from  this  point  to 
Third  street,  laid  in  1897. 

East  Jamestown  Line. 

This  line  passes  over  the  same  tracks  through  Third  street  that 
are  used  by  the  North  and  South  lines  at  the  corner  of  Second 
street.  Then  throiugh  Second  street,  which  is  a  residence  street, 
paved  with  brick,  to  the  city  line.  The  track  construction  is  60- 
pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1898.  Then  from  the  city  line  to  Falconer, 
the  terminus  of  the  route.  Second  street  from  the  city  line  has  a 
gravel  roadway  and  the  track  construction  is  45-pound  T-rail,  laid 
in  1892. 

Lakewood  Line. 

Commencing  at  the  Sherman  House  on  Third  street,  west  to  the 
boat  landing.  Third  street  to  Fairmount  avenue  is  paved  with 
brick  and  the  track  construction  is  60-pound  6-inch  Trail,  laid  in 
1891,  From  Fairmount  avenue  to  the  boat  landing,  through  1,500 
feet  of  private  right  of  way,  a  gravel  road,  the  track  construction  is 
30  and  60  pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1891.  From  the  boat  landing  on 
Ashville  avenue,  which  is  a  residence  street,  with  gravel  roadway, 
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the  track  constructiaii  to  Cook  avemue  is  52-poimd  gird»  rail; 
Crom  Cook  ayeaue  to  Lakewood  the  track  is  constraeted  on  the 
i&ie  of  the  road,  of  45-pouiid  T-rail,  laid  in  1882. 

The  Cdoron  Line. 

Oommenclng  at  the  Sherman  Hoase  and  passing  orer  the  same 
track  that  is  used  by  the  Lakewood  line  cars  to  the  boat  landing,, 
and  from  this  point  through  the  Celoron  bouleyard,  a  residence 
street  unimproved,  the  track  consists  of  45-pound  T-rail  laid  in 
1895. 

The  length  of  the  South  Side  line  is  about  3  miles;  the  North 
Side  line  3  miles;  the  Celoron  line  2^  miles;  the  Falconer  line^ 
4  miles,  and  Lakewood  line,  5  miles. 

The  Celoron  and  Lakewood  cars  are  operated  oyer  the  same 
track  from  the  Sherman  House  to  the  boat  landing.  The  South 
side  line  and  the  Falconer  line  are  operated  over  the  same  track 
from  the  Sherman  House  to  Windsor  street.  The  North  side  line 
is  operated  over  the  same  tracks  as  the  Falconer  aaid  Sonth  Side 
limes  from  the  Sherman  House  to  Prendergast  ayenue;  on  the 
Sooth  Side  line  tihe  cars  are  operated  from  the  comer  of  Main 
street  and  (Second  street  through  Second  street  to  the  junction  of 
Third  and  Second  streets,  a  distance  of  about  1,600  feet. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection — North  Street  Route. 

The  track  extends  from  Third  street  with  a  special  work  curve 
and  guard  into  Main  street  with  52-pound  girder  rail,  up  a  7  per 
cent,  grade  for  300  feet  with  a  derail  switch  at  the  middle  of  the 
grade,  with  a  brick  payement  on  Main  street.  There  should  be  a 
stop  sign  placed  at  the  top  of  this  grade  at  East  Fifth  street. 
From  Sixth  street  down  a  6  per  cent,  grade  for  400  feet,  then  a 
4  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet.  The  52-pound  girder  rail  ends  at 
Fifth  street.  TMs  rail  is  in  fair  condition.  Commencing  at 
Bathburn  street,  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  to  Rubercan  ayenue  about 
300  feet,  with  60-pound  Trail  in  good  condition.  The  brick  pave- 
ment ends  at  Rubercan  ayenue.  From  Rubercan  ayenue  the  52- 
pound  girder  rail  is  in  yery  poor  condition,  and  should  be  relaid 
to  Buffalo  street  1,800  feet.  Then  with  leyel  track  with  guard 
rail  curve  into  Buffalo  street,  with  45-pound  T-rail  on  the  curve. 
Then  with  52-pound  girder  on  Buffalo  street  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade 
for  1,000  feet.  There  should  be  a  stop  sign  placed  at  the  top  of 
this  hill.  This  girder  rail  is  in  yery  poor  condition  and  should 
be  relaid.  Then  vdth  45-pound  T-rail  with  guard'  into  Lakeview 
ayenue;  then  with  62-pound  girder  rail  in  Lakeyiew  ayenue,  on 
a  slight  down  grade.  The  rail  is  in  poor  condition,  the  iron  worit 
and  joints  low  and  rail  loose.     Should  be  relaid.     Then  with 
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fipecial  work  in  fair  condition,  and  down  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for 
300  feet  with  a  curve  at  the  foot.  This  52-pound  rail  is  in  very 
poor  condition.  There  should  be  a  stop  sign  placed  at  the  top 
of  the  hill  at  Sixth  street.  Then  with  special  work  curve  in  fair 
condition  into  Prendergast  avenue  with  52-pound  girder  rail  in 
poor  condition.  On  Prendergast  avenue  there  is  a  5  per  cent, 
down  grade  150  feet  to  a  curve.  There  should  be  a  stop  sign 
placed  at  Fourth  street  on  top  of  the  hill.  Then  with  special  work 
curve  into  Third  street  to  the  Sherman  house  with  52-pound 
girder  rail  in  fair  condition. 

South  Side  Line. 

Prom  Third  street  with  si)ecial  work  curve  in  fair  condition 
into  South  Main  street  with  52-pound  girder  rail.  From  Second 
street  down  a  9  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet  with  a  curve  near  the 
foot.  On  this  hill  there  are  two  connecting  tracks,  one  the  Second 
street  line  and  the  other  at  First  street.  These  switches  face  up 
the  hill  and  are  used  as  derail  switches,  cars  coming  down  the 
grade  on  this  line  are  obliged  to  come  to  a  stop  and  the  conduc- 
tors go  ahead  and  throw  them.  The  one  at  First  street  is  used 
as  a  derail  switch  for  the  steam  railroad  grade  crossing,  which 
is  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  150  feet  from  the  switch  point.  The 
conductor  setting  the  switch  on  the  straight  track,  then  going 
ahead  on  to  the  steam  track  and  signalling  his  car  ahead.  In 
this  way  a  car  going  down  this  grade  is  obliged  to  make  two 
stops  before  crossing  the  steam  tracks  at  the  foot  of  it.  The  rail 
on  this  grade  is  52-pound  girder  in  fair  condition.  The  track 
crosses  two  main  line  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company.  Then 
with  special  work  curve  and  guard  into  Allen  street  with  60- 
pound  T-rail,  with  a  curve  in  Allen  street  with  special  work  curve 
and  guard  on  Allen  street  over  a  raceway  with  a  10-foot  opening* 

The  track  is  carried  over  this  opening  by  2  girder  rails  bolted 
together  under  the  traction  rail  resting  on  good  masonry  abut^* 
ments.  The  track  is  8  feet  above  the  water  and  laid  in  the  center 
of  the  street,  and  is  in  fair  condition. 

Then  with  special  curve  and  guard  into  Maple  street.  On  Allen 
street  there  are  two  slight  grades  in  either  direction.  In  Maple 
street  from  Kings  street  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet 
to  a  special  work  curve  into  Windsor  street;  then  down  a  5  per 
cent,  grade  for  200  feet.  There  should  be  a  stop  sign  placed  at 
Kings  street.  On  Windsor  street  over  the  lake  outlet  on  a 
through  bridge,  single  span,  100  feet.  Then  under  the  Erie  Rail- 
road, then  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with  special  curve  into  Second 
street  Prom  Windsor  street  on  Second  street  60-pound  Trail 
up  a  6  per  cent,  grade  for  500  feet.    There  should  be  a  stop  sign 
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placed  at  the  top  of  the  hill.  The  road  is  double  track  from 
Windsor  street  to  the  Sherman  house.  From  Second  street  into 
Third  street  with  reverse  curve  and  special  work  and  guard  rail 
in  good  condition.  The  T-rail  on  this  route  is  in  good  condition 
and  the  girder  rail  is  in  very  poor  condition,  and  should  be  relaid. 

Falconer  Street  Line, 

The  Falconer  street  line  extends  from  Windsor  street  through 
Second  street  with  double  track  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  from 
Windsor  street  500  feet;  then  from  Jeffords  street  down  a  7  per 
cent,  grade  for  300  feet.  The  double  track  ends  at  Driving  Park 
avenue  at  the  city  line.  The  track  to  this  point  is  of  60-pound 
T-rail  construction  in  first  clasfi  condition.  From  the  city  line, 
the  track  is  constructed  on  the  side  of  the  road  in  the  town  of 
Falconer  of  45-pound  Trail  with  a  curve  and  guard  rail  into 
Everest  street,  and  with  a  curve  and  guafd  rail  into  Works  street 
to  the  Falconer  depot,  and  on  Works  street  the  track  crosses  a 
switch  track  of  the  D.,  A.  V.  &  P.  Railroad  Company,  and  on 
Second  street  the  track  is  carried  over  a  creek  with  a  15-foot 
opening  on  12-inch  I-beams.  The  T-rail  on  this  line  while  not  in 
first  class  condition  is  not  dangerous  for  the  traffic  which  passes 
over  it,  but  as  there  is  a  large  amount  of  travel  from  the  Falconer 
depot  to  the  city  of  Jamestown  this  rail  should  in  time  be  re- 
placed by  a  60-pound  rail.  The  60-pound  rail  from  the  city  line 
to  Windsor  street  is  in  first  class  condition  and  the  road  being 
double  track,  no  stop  signs  are  needed  on  the  grades  on  this  line. 
The  grass  that  is  growing  on  this  line  should  be  kept  below  the 
rails. 

Lakevoood  Line. 

From  the  Sherman  house  through  West  Third  street,  double 
track  with  60-pound  T-rail  to  Fairmount  avenue,  which  is  the  end 
of  the  brick  pavement.  This  track  is  in  good  condition.  From 
this  point  30-pound  Trail  on  private  right  of  way  with  reverse 
curves  and  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  1,500  feet.  This  track 
is  constructed  along  the  edge  of  a  bank  above  the  Erie  Railroad 
tracks.  At  this  point  there  were  22  men  working  on  the  track 
the  day  the  inspection  was  made.  From  the  private  right  of  way 
to  Ashville  avenue  across  the  single  track  of  the  J.  &  0.  B.  B. 
Co.  Then  on  a  bridge  over  the  outlet;  the  track  is  of  45- 
pound  T-rail  construction,  and  over  the  bridge  it  is  52-ponnd 
girder.  Then  over  two  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  op 
a  grade  for  2,000  feet  with  a  maximum  near  the  top  of  5  per  cent 
for  200  feet.  This  grade  continues  from  the  railroad  to  Hallock 
street,  with  a  curve  in  the  tracks  near  the  center.  There  should 
be  stop  sign  placed  at  the  top  of  this  hill.    This  track,  which  is 
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o2-pound  girder,  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  should  be  relaid. 
Then  with  45-pound  Trail  from  the  turnout  near  Hallock  street 
on  Ashville  avenue  on  Lakewood  road  over  a  creek  with  a  14-foot 
opening  with  guard  rails.    Then  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for  1,500 
feet,  then  two  grades,  one  in  each  direction  of  7  per  cent,  for  300 
feet,  straight  track  with  a  fill  at  the  bottom  between  them  of  100 
feet.    This  fill  is  an  old  trestle  which  has  been  filled  in  and  there 
are  guard  rails  on  each  rail.    Then  several  light  grades  in  each 
direction,  then  over  a  creek  with  a  12-foot  opening  with  guard 
rails,  then  over  two  openings  one  of  12  feet  and  one  of  8  feet. 
Both  have  guard  rails;  then  across  the  highway  with  curve  and 
guard  rails  to  a  country  road  which  is  not  opened  up  for  travel. 
Then  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for  100  feet  to  a  through  bridge  over 
the  Erie   Railroad   track.    Then    over    a   10-foot    opening  and 
straight     and     level     track     to     Chautauqua     avenue,     with 
curves    and    guard    rail    to    the    terminus    of    the    line    at 
Lakewood.    There  is  a  steamboat  landing  at  Lakewood,  where  the 
Chautauqua  lake  boats  stop,  and  formerly  this  was  a  popular 
summer  resort.    Of  late  years  the  excursion  business  has  been 
diverted  to  Celoron,  so  that  now  there  is  no  heavy  excursion 
business  done  over  this  line.    The  45-pound  T-rail  is  in  fair  con- 
dition, and  while  it  is  a  light  rail  it  will  answer  the  purpose  of 
the  traffic  which  passes  over  it  on  this  line.    The  7  per  cent, 
grades  on  the  line  are  on  a  straight  track,  and  if  a  car  should 
run  away  on  one,  it  would  be  stopped  before  going  up  the  other. 
As  there  are  only  two  cars  in  operation  on  this  route  it  is  not 
necessary  at  present  that  it  should  be  equipped  with  block  signal 
system.    There  is  considerable  grass  growing  on  the  Lakewood 
end  of  the  line  which  should  be  kept  below  the  rail.    The  52- 
pound  girder  rail  on  Ashville  avenue  is  in  very  poor  condition  and 
should  be  relaid.    The  condition  of  the  grade  and  curves  on  the 
high  bank  over  which  the  cars  on  this  route  pass  will  be  con- 
sidered later  in  this  report. 

The  Celoron  Line. 

Commencing  at  Celoron  with  a  balloon  track  through  the  park 
and  grounds  with  a  branch  from  the  main  line  extending  to  the 
steamboat  landing  dock  1,500  feet,  800  of  which  is  on  the  dock 
and  laid  on  trestle,  construction  consisting  of  bents  8  feet  apart 
constructed  of  12-inch  oak  and  chestnut  piles  with  12  x  12-inch 
pine  caps.  The  rails  laid  on  8  x  10-inch  oak  and  chestnut  string- 
ers, planked  between.  As  this  is  the  terminus  of  this  branch  the 
cars  are  not  operated  over  it  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  On  the 
balloon  track  in  the  park  grounds  there  is  a  covered  depot  and 
platform.    This  line  is  single  track  with  3  turnouts.    It  is  con- 
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fitrnoted  of  45-pound  T-rail  and  laid  on  the  side  of  the  highway. 
There  are  three  openings  over  waterways  and  no  grades  on  the 
line  to  the  junction  with  the  Lakewood  line  at  Ashville  ayenue. 

Oeloron  Park  at  the  terminus  of  this  line  is  a  very  popular  sum- 
mer resort,  and  there  is  a  large  amount  of  excursion  business  to 
and  from  this  park.  While  the  45-pound  girder  rail  on  this  line 
is  in  fair  condition,  the  safety  of  the  large  number  of  people 
traveling  over  it  would  be  increased  if  it  were  replaced  by  60- 
pound  rail.  No  recommendation  is  made  that  this  should  be  done 
immediately,  for  the  reason  that  the  rail  is  not  in  a  dangerous 
condition  and  that  economy  in  *oi>eration  will  oblige  the  company 
to  make  this  change  in  the  near  future. 

I  am  informed  that  it  ifl  the  intention  of  the  company  to  double 
track  this  line  next  season.  This  being  the  case  no  recommenda- 
tion is  made  for  a  block  signal  system,  but  if  the  line  is  not 
doubled  tracked  a  block  signal  system  should  be  established  on 
it  next  summer.  While  it  is  operated  in  its  present  condition 
special  and  extra  cars  run  over  the  road  should  be  conspicuously 
labeled  as  such. 

Orade  Crossings. 

On  South  Main  street  the  track  of  this  company  crosses  two 
main  line  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company;  this  is  a  right 
angle  jump  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  The 
view  of  the  crossing  from  the  electric  track  is  obstructed  in  all 
directions  by  buildings.  From  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  can  be  had  to  the  east  for  2,000  feet,  and  to  the  west  60O 
feet.  The  Erie  depot  is  located  one  block  west  of  the  orossiiig, 
and  all  passenger  trains  stop  at  this  station,  but  freights  do  not 
There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  track  west  of  the  depot.  The  two 
steam  tracks  join  one  block  east  of  the  crossing.  This  crossing 
is  near  the  foot  of  a  9  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet  on  the  electric 
tracks,  on  the  north  side,  and  with  a  curve  and  level  track  on  the 
south.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  operated  by  a  man  in 
a  tower  until  12  o'clock  at  night.  Eleotrio  cars  are  operated  over 
this  crossing  every  five  minutes.  This  is  a  very  dangerous  cross- 
ing. 

Near  the  D.  A.  V.  &  P.  Railroad  Company's  depot  at  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Falconer  line,  this  company's  tracks  cross  a  switch 
track  of  the  D.  A.  V.  &  P.  Railroad  Company  which  extends  from 
the  main  line  of  that  company  to  a  coal  shed.  This  is  a  diagonal 
jump  crossing  with  special  work  in  poor  condition.  It  is  open 
and  clear  to  view  in  all  directions  and  the  steam  track  terminates 
75  feet  from  the  crossing.  There  is  very  little  trafBc  over  thi» 
branch  of  the  steam  railroad.  Cars  are  occasionally  taken  over 
it  to  a  retail  coal  shed. 
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At  the  end  of  the  grade  on  private  right  of  way  this  company's 
track  crosses  the  single  track  of  the  Jamestown  and  Chautauqua 
Railway  Company.  This  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special 
work  in  fair  condition.  A  fair  view  of  the  steam  track  can  be 
had  from  either  side  of  the  crossing.  The  steam  track  on  the 
south  Bide  of  the  crossing  is  on  a  curve  and  a  view  of  it  can  be 
had  for  500  feet.  There  is  a  slight  up  grade  on  the  steam  tracks 
to  the  crofising  on  either  side  of  it.  The  electric  track  is  on  a  3 
I>er  cent,  down  grade  across  the  crossing  descending  from  the  car 
bam.  This  crossing  is  on  private  right  of  way,  east  of  and  along 
side  of  the  highway.  The  steam  track  is  used  for  freight  pur- 
poses only  and  extends  to  the  steamboat  landing  where  there  \» 
a  freight  depot.  The  crossing  of  Fairmount  avenue  and  the 
steam  tracks,  which  is  located  west  of  the  electric  track  crossing 
is  protected  by  gates  which  are  not  at  present  being  operated. 
There  is  no  flagman  stationed  at  this  point.  The  location  of  thi* 
crossing  at  the  foot  of  the  long  grade  in  the  electric  tracks  adds 
to  the  danger  of  operation  over  it,  but  there  is  very  little  traflQc 
over  the  steam  tracks.  The  cars  of  the  Lakewood  and  Falconer 
lines  pass  over  this  crossing. 

On  Ashville  avenue  this  company's  track  crosses  one  main  line 
and  one  side  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company.  This  is  a 
diagonal  jump  crossing  in  poor  condition.  The  view  of  the  steam 
road  from  the  electric  track  is  obstructed  in  all  directions,  A 
view  of  the  steam  track  from  the  crossing  can  be  had  for  1,500 
feet  east  and  the  view  is  limited  to  the  west  to  600  feet  by  a 
curve.  The  electric  track  is  straight  and  on  a  4  per  cent,  grade 
descending  to  the  junction  of  the  Celeron  line,  which  is  300  feet 
north  of  the  crossing.  This  grade  extends  300  feet  south  of  the 
crossing.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates  oi)erated  by  a  man 
on  the  ground  from  7  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  The  cars  on  the  electric 
tracks  are  operated  over  this  crossing  every  15  minutes. 

Bridges. 

On  Allen  street  the  track  is  carried  over  a  raceway  with  a  10- 
foot  opening  on  two  girder  rails  bolted  together  under  the  trac- 
tion rail,  resting  on  good  masonry  abutments.  The  track  is  8 
feet  above  the  .water  and  is  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street.  A 
car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection. 

On  Lake  street  the  track  is  carried  over  the  outlet  on  a  through 
bridge  with  a  single  span  100  feet,  with  six  floor  beams,  track  12 
feet  above  the  water  and  on  the  east  side  of  driveway.  Trusses 
resting  on  good  mason  work  abutments.  This  bridge  was  built  in 
1876  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

On  Becond  street  the  track  is  carried  over  a  creek  with  a  15- 
foot  opening  on  12-inch  beams  under  each  rail  with  Trail  hxiA 
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plank  abutments.    The  bridge  is  8  feet  above  the  water,  and  a 
car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 

On  Lakeview  road  over  a  creek  with  a  14-foot  opening,  three 
52-pound  girder  rails  under  each  rail  resting  on  brick  abatmentB 
in  good  condition^  with  guard  rails  over  the  openings.  The  wesi 
approach  is  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  and  on  a  slight  curve,  the 
west  on  a  curve  and  level.  A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causefl 
very  little  deflection. 

On  the  Lakeview  road  there  is  another  12-foot  opening  over 
a  creek,  same  construction  as  the  one  described  above  with  guard 
rails,  the  approaches  straight  and  level  on  either  end.  On  the 
same  road  there  are  two  more  openings,  one  8  foot  and  the  other 
12  foot,  both  having  guard  rails  and  the  same  construction  as  the 
one  described  above.  The  approaches  to  both  are  straight  and 
level  on  either  end. 

On  the  Lakewood  line  on  the  road  which  is  not  open  to  the 
public  the  track  crosses  the  Erie  Railroad  Company's  track  on 
a  through  bridge  50-foot  span  with  a  22-foot  headroom.  The 
abutments  constructed  of  52-pound  girder  rails,  18  on  each  side, 
driven,  with  channel  iron  caps  and  the  bridge  resting  on  these. 
These  rails  are  tied  with  iron  rods  to  two  iron  piles  driven  in 
the  approaches.  The  ties  are  of  sawed  oak  with  3-inch  plank 
spiked  to  each  tie.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  Croton  Iron 
Bridge  Company  in  1900.  It  is  a  good,  solid  structure,  and  a 
car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection.  The  approaches  on 
either  side  are  on  a  fill  and  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for  100  feet. 
There  are  no  guard  stringers.  There  should  be  6-inch  by  8-inch 
guard  stringer  timbers  outside  the  rails  over  this  bridge  and  the 
guard  rails  on  each  traction  rail  extending  over  the  bridge  and 
on  the  approaches  on  either  side  of  it. 

Between  this  bridge  and  Lakewood  there  is  another  10-foot 
opening  over  a  creek  with  the  same  construction  as  the  ones  de- 
scribed above.  The  approaches  to  it  are  straight  and  level.  A 
car  causes  no  deflection. 

On  the  Oeloron  line  there  are  3  openings,  one  a  6-foot  opening, 
another  4-foot  opening,  the  same  construction  as  the  ones  de- 
scribed above,  and  one  a  12-foot  opening  constructed  of  2  girder 
rails  bolted  together  under  each  traction  rail,  resting  on  mud  sill« 
which  are  drift  bolted  together.  Work  is  now  being  9one  remov- 
ing the  mud  sills  and  putting  in  brick  abutments.  All  of  these 
openings  are  good  substantial  ones,  and  a  car  passing  over  them 
causes  very  little  deflection. 

On  Fairmount  avenue  the  track  is  carried  over  the  outlet  on  a 
through  bridge  with  a  single  span  141  feet.  The  roadway  18  feet 
6  inches.  This  is  a  riveted  truss  with  7  double  latticed  suspen- 
sion members.    The  bridge  rests  on  good  solid  mason  work  abnt- 
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menta.  It  was  built  by  the  Kellogg  Bridge  Company  of  Buffalo^ 
N.  Y.,  in  1876.  It  was  OTerhauled,  repaired  and  strengthened 
last  year  by  the  addition  of  new  floor  beams.  The  bridge  is  12 
feet  aboTe  the  water,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little 
deflection. 

The  grade  and  curves  on  the  high  bank  on  the  private  right  of 
way  make  a  very  dangerous  condition  of  track  to  operate  over, 
and  with  a  view  of  providing  some  protection  which  would  in- 
crease the  safety  of  operation  over  this  portion  of  the  system  your 
Inspector  consulted  with  Mr.  Broadhead,  the  president  of  the 
company,  and  Mr.  Maltby,  the  general  manager,  and  arrived 
at  conclusions  which  are  contained  in  the  following  description 
of  this  portion  of  the  company's  road. 

Commencing  at  the  lower  end  of  the  grade  at  Fairmount  ave- 
nue, the  first  curve  is  250  feet  from  the  foot  of  the  grade,  the 
track  at  the  point  of  the  curve  is  15  feet  above  the  steam  tracks 
and  there  is  an  average  shoulder  of  four  feet.  On  this  curve 
there  is  100  feet  of  ribbon  guard  rail.  There  should  be  a  guard 
fence  constructed  on  the  bank  around  this  curve  to  the  straight 
track  on  either  side  of  it,  a  distance  of  about  120  feet.  This 
fence  to  be  constructed  of  round  timber  posts  not  less  than  12 
inches  in  diameter  and  not  more  than  four  feet  apart,  set  seven 
feet  in  the  ground  and  extending  four  feet  above  ground;  4  x  12- 
inch  planking  to  be  spiked  on  the  inside  face  of  these.  And  at 
the  next  curve  above  this  one,  237  feet  of  this  fence  to  be  built 
around  the  curve.  There  is  a  ribbon  guard  rail  on  the  curve 
extending  the  whole  distance  around  it.  At  this  point  the  track 
is  40  feet  above  the  steam  tracks  and  on  an  average  there  is  a 
four  foot  shoulder. 

At  the  next  curve  there  is  a  ribbon  guard  114  feet.  On  this 
curve  the  shoulder  runs  from  10  to  12  feet.  There  are  12-inch 
round  timbers  on  the  edge  of  the  bank  used  as  retaining  spiles. 
A  fence  should  be  placed  around  this  curve.  At  this  point  the 
bank  is  40  feet  high. 

On  the  next  curve  above  the  oil  house,  commencing  in  front 
of  the  company's  oflQce  door,  there  should  be  130  feet  of  fence 
built.  At  this  point  the  track  is  50  feet  above  the  track  below 
and  the  shoulder  is  from  4  to  6  feet.  These  curves  all  lead  to 
the  edge  of  the  bank.  The  cars  of  the  outside  track  near  the  edge 
of  the  bank  are  operated  up  the  grade.  Cars  are  operated  upon 
this  grade  at  intervals  of  7^  minutes.  While  the  condition  of 
■  this  portion  of  the  track  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Broadhead,  Mr. 
Haltby  and  your  Inspector,  and  these  recommendations  agreed 
upon,  after  further  consideration  of  the  conditions  at  this  point, 
1  deem  it  necessary  in  addition  to  the  recommendations  agreed 
upon  with  the  railroad  oflScials,  that  a  guard  rail  should  be  places! 
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on  the  inside  rail  of  the  up  track  extending  from  the  first  corre 
near  the  foot  of  the  grade  to  the  top  of  it,  and  that  the  30-poiuid 
rail  on  this  grade  should  be  replaced  by  a  60-pound  rail. 

The  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  conditions  and  in  the 
operation  of  this  road  are  the  numerous  heavy  grades  on  the  lioe^ 
the  high  bank  on  the  private  right  of  way  and  the  grade  crosdngs 
of  steam  railroads.  There  is  a  large  excursion  business  on  the 
Oeloron  line,  it  being  single  track,  operated  without  a  block 
signal  system  of  any  kind.  The  utmost  care  must  be  exercised 
by  every  one  interested  in  its  operation  to  prevent  head-on  coIlis> 
ions  which  are  of  so  frequent  occurrence  on  roads  of  this  charao- 
ter.  After  a  careful  inspection  of  this  road,  I  And  that  safSeiy 
of  operation  over  the  different  lines  requires  compliance  with  the 
following 

RecommmdofUons. 

That  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  Bailroad  Company's  tracks  on 
Main  street  be  protected  by  a  derail  in  the  electric  track,  50  feet 
from  the  crossing  on  the  south  side.  This  to  be  operated  by  the 
conductors  of  electric  cars.  There  is  a  junction  switch  in  the 
electric  track  on  the  north  side  of  the  crossing  160  feet  from  it, 
at  which  point  all* cars  come  to  a  stop.  For  this  reason  no  ad- 
4litional  derail  switch  is  recommended  on  this  side  of  the  cross- 
ing; that  a  cut  crossing  be  made  at  this  point  and  that  a  copper 
trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  and  in  metallic  contact 
with  it,  extending  over  the  crossing. 

That  the  crossing  of  the  Jamestown  and  Chautauqua  Lake 
track  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  on  private  right  of  way  be  equipped 
with  a  copper  trough  over  the  trolley  wire  across  the  crossing  and 
that  the  cars  come  to  a  stop  on  either  side  of  it  and  conducton 
^0  ahead  and  pilot  their  cars  over  the  crossing. 

That  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  tracks  on  Ashville  avenu^  be 
protected  by  derails  in  the  electric  track  60  feet  from  this  cross^ 
ing  on  either  side  of  it,  these  to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of 
the  electric  cars.  That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  troUej 
wire  over  the  crossing  and  that  a  cut  crossing  be  made  in  the 
tracks  at  this  point. 

That  at  the  crossing  of  the  Falconer  branch  of  the  D.  A. 
V.  &  P.  Railroad  Company's  tracks,  a  cut  crossing  should  be  put 
in.  As  this  crossing  is  near  the  terminus  of  the  electric  line,  and 
an  plain  view  of  it,  it  is  not  considered  necessary  for  cars  to  come 
to  a  stop  at  this  point. 

On  account  of  the  heavy  grades  on  this  line  all  cars  operated 
over  it  should  be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes. 

That  all  cars  operated  between  Jamestown  and  Celeron  during 
the  excursion  season  be  equipped  with  oil  tail  lights. 
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Guard  rails  and  '^  stop  "  signs  should  be  placed  as  noted  in  the 
notes  of  the  track  and  roadbed  inspection. 

Tlie  requirements  noted  in  the  description  of  the  grade  and 
-curves  along  the  high  bank  on  the  private  right  of  way  should  be 
-complied  with. 

A^  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
'the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.       At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been 
-.beard  from  the  company  on  the  subject. 

Lbwiston  and  Youngstown  Projttibr  Railway. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Lewiston  and  Yonngstown 
Frontier  Railway  Ck)mpany's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

ThiB  system  extends  from  Lewiston  to  Youngstown,  a  distance 
-of  7  miles,  all  single  track  with  turnouts,  5  miles  of  which  is 
located  on  private  right  of  way.  It  is  constructed  of  60-pound 
7  and  9-inch  90-pound  girder  rail  laid  in  1896.  Ties  are  cedar  and 
Joints  are  fish  plates  with  four  bolts.  On  the  system  there  is  one 
piece  of  trestle.  The  maximum  grade  is  7  per  cent,  for  i  mile, 
.und  there  is  one  steam  railroad  crossing. 

The  company  owns  9  cars,  2  of  which  are  closed,  6  oi>en,  1 
freight  box  car  and  1  freight  flat  car.  The  closed  cars  are  com- 
partment baggage,  express  and  mail:  Of  the  open  cars  one  is  12, 
^nd  four  8  bench.  The  closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity  with 
oil  and  electric  headlights,  sand  boxes,  no  fenders  and  no  lan- 
terns or  red  flags  are  carried;  open  cars  are  equipped  with  sand 
boxes  and  all  cars  have  single  chain  hand  brakes.  The  motor 
-eqidpment  on  all  of  the  cars  except  the  freight  motor  are  6.  E. 
1,000.  On  the  freight  motor  there  are  two  G.  E.  1,200.  All 
tracks  are  double  Brill  trucks,  the  tread  of  wheel  is  2^  with  |-inch 
tfange. 

Power. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  the  road  is  rented  from  the  Nia- 
gara Falls  Hydraulic  Manufacturing  Company,  and  is  generated 
toy  water  power. 

OcBT  Barn. 

The  car  barn  is  a  one  story  wooden  building  with  shingled  roof, 
100  X 150  feet,  located  in  the  village  of  Lewiston  on  Fifth  street. 
It  contains  two  tracks  with  pits  under  one.  There  i-s  no  dryer, 
lake  sand  being  used.  The  motormen  inspect  cars  and  the  con- 
ductors clean'the  cars.    The  cars  are  overhauled  once  a  year. 

At  Youngstown  the  company  own  Rumsey  Park,  consisting  of 
18  acres  of  white  oak  grove. 
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Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  Rumsey  Park  in  the  village  of  Youngstown, 
there  is  a  siding  and  platform  and  covered  ticket  office. 
Through  the  park  the  track  is  of  60-pound  T-rail  with  cedar 
ties  and  9-inch  girder  rail  for  1,000  feet  outside;  then  60- 
pound  T-rail  with  a  reverse  curve  from  the  lake  road  to  JaclsoQ 
street.  This  curve  should  have  guard  rails.  From'  Jackson 
street  to  Main  street  with  a  special  work  curve  and  guard  rail 
to  the  main  line.  This  branch,  which  extends  from  the  main  line 
to  the  park  and  is  used  only  for  excursion  business,  is  in  good  con- 
dition except  that  the  grass  is  above  the  rail.  There  are  no 
grades  on  this  branch., 

On  the  main  line  from  the  government  grounds  to  Main  street 
the  track  is  constructed  to  60-pound  Trail  with  a  long,  easy 
curve  on  the  government  grounds  to  9-inch  girder  rail  laid  in 
the  center  of.  Main  street.    There  is  a  small  covered  depot  at  tie 
government  grounds,  the  terminus  of  the  line.    The  track  extends 
on  Main  street,  through  the  village  of  Youngstown  with  a  special 
work  curve  and  guard  rail  to  the  center  of  Church  street  with 
special  work  curves  and  guard  rail    to   Third    street.     On   this 
street  there  is   a  siding   for   freight   purposes   400   feet  long. 
From  this  point  the  track    is    through  private    right  of  way 
and  constructed  of  60-pound  Trail.      On  this  private  right  of 
way  the  track  is  constructed  over  a  three  bent  trestle  which  ex- 
tends over  low  ground.     At  its  highest  point  it  is  8  inches  abore 
the  ground.    The  bents  are  constructed  of  four  14  x  14-inch  up- 
rights with  14  X  14-inch  sills  and  top  caps,  two  8  x  16-inch  stringer 
plates  under  each  rail,  all  pine  timbers;  bents  are  14  feet  apan. 
There  are  guard  rails  over  the  trestle;  ties  are  sawed  oak  gained 
for  stringer  plates.    The  approaches  on  either  side  are  straight 
and  level.    A  car  passing  over  this  trestle  causes  very  little  vibra- 
tion.   At  what  is  known  as  Hopkins,  there  is  a  dead  end  switch 
75  feet  long  for  freight  purposes.    And  another  of  the  same  kind 
50  feet  long  at  Rosebank  station.    The  view  of  the  track  from 
the  first  highway  north  of  the  end  of  the  private  right  of  way  is 
obstructed  by  trees,  and  there  should  be  a  crossing  sign  at  this 
point.    From  the  private  right  of  way  the  track  is  constructed 
through  Fifth  street  on  the  side  of  the  road  with  9-inch  girder;  at 
the  car  barn  there  is  a  grade  of  4  per  cent,  for  100  feet  ascending 
to  the  north.    At  this  point  the  track  is  in  the  center  of  the  street 
and  extends  into  Center  street  with  a  special  work  curve  and 
guard  rail.    Through  the  center  of  Center  street  to  Second  street. 
where  it  is  on  the  side  of  the  street.    At  First  street  there  is  a 
grade  descending  to  the  river  of  7  per  cent,  for  1,000  feet  with  a 
sharp  curve  at  the  foot.    This  point  is  about  150  feet  from  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  tracks;  from  Center  street  with  a 
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special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  a  highway,  then  with 
lexel  track  for  1,000  feet  with  special  work  curve  and  guard  into . 
Onondaga  street  and  down  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet  to  two 
tracks  of  the  !N"ew  York  Central  Railroad  Company.  This  is  a 
cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  good  condition.  It  is  open  and 
clear  to  Tiew  in  all  directions,  and  is  500  feet  north  of  the  Lewis- 
ton  depot  of  the  New  York  Central,  and  these  tracks  end  500  feet 
north  of  the  crossing  and  are  used  for  car  storage.  There  is  no 
switching  done  over  them.  Conductors  do  not  go  ahead  at  this 
crossing. 

The  grade  in  the  track  continues  over  the  crossing  and  there  is 
a  curTe  10  feet  from  the  crossing  with  special  work  and  guard 
rail  into  Water  street,  then  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  the  New 
York  Central  depot  and  the  Gorge  Railroad  terminus. 

Cars  are  operated  on  this  road  on  a  40-minute  headway  in  sum- 
mer and  50-minute  in  winter,  from  6.30  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.  in  summer 
and  7  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  in  winter.     The  running  time  between 
LewistoD  and  Youngstown  is  30  minutes.    Extra  cars  are  run  on 
regular  car's  time  as  a  second  section.    A  single  fare  of  20  cents 
is   charged   between   Lewiston  and   Youngstown.     Round  trip 
tickets  are  sold  for  35  cents.    A  25-cent  round  trip  ticket  is  sold 
on  holidays  and  Sundays  and  excursion  rates  are  made  with  the 
New  York  Central  and  Gorge  Railroad  companies;  both  of  these 
companies  sell  coupon  tickets  good  over  this  company's  road.    The 
maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last  year  was 
914,  on  July  4,  1899.    The  company  does  a  freight  and  express 
business  and  carries  mail.    The  freight  and  express  business  is 
done  with  the  freight  box  car,  and  mail  is  carried  on  the  regular 
cars. 

On  October  30, 1899,  this  company  transported  the  Forty-second 
Regiment,  1,327  soldiers,  from  Youngstown  to  Lewiston,  between 
the  hours  of  8.30  in  the  morning  and  11.30  in  the  evening,  and  in 
addition  carried  105  regular  passengers.    The  company  does  con- 
siderable freight  business  in  car  load  lots.    These  cars  are  hauled 
over  the  road  in  trains,  7  loaded  cars  and  10  empties  being  han- 
dled in  one  train  by  two  men  in  addition  to  the  motorman.    The 
freight  cars  are  not  taken  over  the  grades  on  the  Lewiston  end 
of  the  line,  there  being  a  branch  connection  with  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  about  one  quarter  of  a  mile  in  length,  extend- 
ing from  the  main  line  at  the  car  barn  to  the  New  York  Central 
tracks.    This  connecting  track  is  laid  on  the  side  .of  the  highway 
and  is  level  and  straight.    There  is  practically  no  grade  in  the 
track  between  Lewiston  and  the  New  York  Central  tracks  over 
th)8  route. 

Between  June  1  and  December  31,  1899,  2,594  tons  of  freight 
'Were  taken  from  Lewiston  to  Youngstown  and  1,915  f  ron^  Youngs- 
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town  to  Lewiston.  The  number  of  caps  operated  each  way,  235. 
The  motor  car  ifi  a  16-foot  car  with  single  trucks  and  two  O.  E. 
1,200  motors.  Cars  are  not  operated  over  the  heavy  grades  in 
Lewiston  during  the  winter  months. 

Lewiston  has  a  population  of  600  and  Youngstown  the  same. 
The  company  has  a  telephone  on  the  line  at  the  New  York  Central 
depot,  at  the  New  York  Central  freighthouse,  at  the  car  bam, 
at  Bumsey's  station,  at  Wilkinson  station  and  at  El  Dorado 
Hotel,  Youngstown. 

The  dangerous  features  on  the  line  of  this  road  is  the  hearj 
grade  in  the  village  of  Youngstown.  There  are  several  curves 
on  this  grade  and  the  crossing  of  the  switch  tracks  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  Cars  do  not  now  make  a  stop  at  this 
crossing.  While  there  is  very  little  danger  connected  with  the 
operation  of  cars  over  these  steam  tracks,  they  should  come  to  a 
stop  after  coming  around  the  curve  and  before  crossing  the  steam 
tracks.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  conductor  should  go  ahead 
at  this  point.  The  roadbed,  ties  and  rails  on  this  line  are  in  fair 
condition,  but  on  account  of  the  operation  of  freight  cars  over  the 
track  the  rails  should  be  well  braced  on  the  curves. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  make  the  following 

Recommendations. 

That  a  stop  sign  should  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  fill  at 
First  street,  in  the  village  of  Youngstown,  and  all  cars  should 
come  to  a  stop  before  going  over  the  crossing.  That  all  can 
operated  on  the  heavy  grades  in  the  village  of  Youngstown  should 
be  equipped  with  one  of  the  brakes  approved  by  your  honorable 
Board  in  your  report  on  the  test  of  brakes  for  street  cars. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maklDf 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  The  company  Informed  the  Board  that  it  would  comply  with  tht 
recommendations. 


MiDDLBTOWN  AND  GoSHBN  ElBOTRIC  RAILWAY. 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Middletown  and  Goshen  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  lOJ  miles  of  single  track  with  turn- 
outs, all  located  iq  the  city  of  Middletown  and  the  village  of 
Ooshen,  and  the  towns  of  Wallkill  and  Goshen,  in  Orange  county. 
The  main  line  of  the  system  extends  from  the  west  portion  ot 
the  city  of  Middletown  to  the  village  of  Goshen,  a  distance  of 
8  miles,  and  a  branch  known  as  the  city  line  extends  through 
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eeveral  streets  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  a  distance  of  2^  miles. 
Another  branch  extends  from  the  main  line  at  Canal  street  to 
the  Anglo-Swiss  Condensed  Milk  Company,  a  distance  of  187  feet. 
Commencing  in  the  town  of  Wallkill,  about  300  feet  north  of 
the  city  limits,  the  track  is  constructed  to  the  city  line  througb 
private  right  of  way;  then  through  North  street  to  Low  avenue;. 
North  street  is  a  residential,  unimproved  street,  about  40  feet 
wide;  then  through  Low  avenue  to  Wickham  avenue;  Low  avenue 
being  an  unimproved  street  50  feet  in  width;  thence  througlk 
Wickham  avenue  to  North  street;  Wickham  avenue  is  an  unim- 
proved residence  street;  then  through  North   street  to   Depot 
street;  North  street  being  an  unimproved  partly  business  and 
partly  residtence  street;  then  through  Depot  street  to  James  street;. 
Depot  street  being  an  unimproved  bustnees  street.    The  track  to 
James  street  is  constructed  of  66-pound  T-rail,  about  one-half  of 
which  are  seconds.  .  It  was  laid  in  1894.    The  track  continue* 
through  James  street  to  West  Main  street;  James  street  being 
an  improved  business  street  25  feet  between  curbs.    The  track  i» 
constructed  of  4-inch  50-pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1894;  thea 
through  West  Main  street  to  Franklin  square,  West  Main  street 
being  an  improved  business  street,  60  feet  in  width.    The  track 
is  of  60-pound  T-rail  construction  laid  in  1894;  then  through  East 
Main  street  to  Academy  avenue.    East  Main  street  is  an  improved 
business  and  residence  street;  then  through  Academy  avenue  to 
Genung  street  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  city  of  Middletown. 
Academy  avenue  is  an  unimproved  residence  street  and  the  track 
is  of  65-pomid  T-rail  construction  laid  in  1894. 

The  Goshen  line,  commencing  at  the  State  Hospital,  whiclf  i» 

locaited  in  the  western  part  of  the  city  of  Middletown  extendi 

through  Olive  avenue  to  T^ake  avenue.    Olive  avenue  being  aa 

unimproved  residence  street;  then  through  Lake  avenue  to  Olive^ 

rtreet.    Lake  avenue  is  an  unimproved  reaidfence  street;  the  track 

on  Olive  avenue  is  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  and  through 

•fte  center  of  Lake  avenue;  then  through  Olive  to  Bonnell  street- 

OKve  street  is  an  unimproved  residence  street;  then  through 

Bonnell  street  to  West  Main  street;  Bonnell  being  an  unimproved 

residence  street;  through  West  Main  street  to  Wickham  avenue,. 

both  of  which  are  unimproved  resience  streets;  through  Wickhan> 

avenue,  to  North  street,  which  is  an  unimproved  residence  street. 

At  this  point  the  track  connects  with  the  city  line.     Oommencing 

at  the  junction  of  the  city  line  at  Benton  and  Academy  avenues,. 

the  track  is  constructed  through  Benton  avenue,  Sprague  avenue,. 

College  avenue,  these  being  unimproved  residence  streets.    Then 

through  East  Main  street,  which  is  an  unimproved  residence  street^ 

to  the  city  line.    This  track  is  all  constructed  of  65-pound  Trail,, 

laid  in  1894.    From  the  city  line,  through  the  town  of  WallkilK 
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jt  is  comMructcd  on  what  is  known  as  the  Philllp&burg  Road,  alcmg 
the  side  of  the  highway  to  a  point  called  the  Ravine,  a  distance  of 
about  one  mile  fr^m  the  city  line.  From,  this  point  it  is  con- 
structed through  private  right  of  way  to  the  town  of  Goshen,  a 
distance  of  2  1-3  miles.  Thence  through  the  town  of  Ooshen,  on 
private  right  of  way  to  a  point  known  as  Smith's  Crossing,  a  dis- 
tance of  1^  miles.  Then  on  the  side  of  a  public  highway  which 
leads  to  Goshen  for  half  a  mile  to  Holbert's  residence;  Qien 
through  private  right  of  way  J  mile  to  the  village  of  Goshen;  and 
on  private  right  of  way  about  i  of  a  mile,  to  Spring  street  Then 
through  Spring  street  and  Greenwich  street  about  300  feet  to  the 
terminus  of  the  line.  This  line  ifi  constructed  of  65-pound  T-rail, 
laid  in  1894. 

In  the  city  of  Middletown  there  is  a  line  constructed  between 
Franklin  square  and  Depot  street  through  North  street.  North 
street  being  an  unimproved  business  street,  20  feet  between  cnrta. 
The  track  is  constructed  of  4-inch  50-pound  girder  rail  laid  in 
1894. 

In  the  city  of  Middeltown  there  are  4^  miles  of  track;  in  the 
town  of  Wallkill  3  34100  miles;  in  the  town  of  Goshen  to  the 
tillage  line,  2  8M00  miles;  in  the  village  of  Goshen,  8*10  of  a 
mile,  making  a  total,  including  turnouts,  of  12 1-3  miles  of  track. 

On  the  line  there  are  eleven  bridges  and  no  trestle  work. 
There  are  Ave  crossings  of  steam  railroads,  one  of  which  is  at 
grade.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  line  is  four  per  cent,  for  200 
feet.  The  company  owns  30  acres  of  land  located  in  the  town  of 
Wallkill,  which  is  use  as  a  park.  This  is  equipped  with  a  pa- 
vilion, a  restaurant  and  a  small  theatre,  and  the  usual  sammer 
park  attractions.  No  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds;  no  admi^ 
«ion  fee  is  charged.  In  addition  to  this  property,  the  companj 
owns  a  farm  consisting  of  62  acres  of  land  located  near  the  park 
in  the  town  of  Wallkill.  The  Orange  County  Fair  grounds  are 
located  in  the  town  of  Wallkill  near  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
city  of  Middletown,  and  a  spur  of  this  company's  track  500  feet 
long,  extends  from  the  Main  line  to  these  grounds.  County  fairs 
are  held  on  these  grounds  during  the  second  week  of  September. 

On  the  Goshen  line,  from  the  city  line  to  the  Goshen  termiBOS, 
there  are  five  turnout  switches.  There  is  a  block  signal  system 
used  on  the  line  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  which  extends  to  the 
i^rst  turnout  in  the  town  of  Wallkill.  Also  one  signal  located  at 
the  turnouts  between  Midway  Park  and  the  first  switch  in  the 
town  of  Goshen  known  as  Rock  Cut.  There  is  no  track  connco- 
tion  with  any  steam  railroad. 
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Patcer  Home. 


The  company's  power  house,  which  is  a  one-story  brick  build- 
ing, 30  X  40  feet  with  an  asphalt  roof,  is  located  on  Low  avenue, 
in  the  city  of  Middletown  on  land  leased  from  the  Ontario  and 
Western  Railroad  Company.    The  power  house  is  equipped  with 
the  following  apparatus:  3  Paine  engines,  100  horse  power  each* 
working  at  176  revolutions.    These  are  each  belted  to  an  Edison 
generator.    There  is  one  3-panel  switch  board  equipped  with 
Am.  and  Volt  meters,  circuit  breakers,  etc.    There  are  three 
feeder  circuits.    This  apparatus  was  installed   in   1894.    The 
boiler  room,  which  is  under  the  power  house  roof  and  separated 
from  the  engine  room  by  a  fire  wall,  is  30  x  50  feet,  equipped  with 
three  Paine  Tubular  boilers,  125  horse  power  each,  at  100  pounds 
pressure.    These  were  installed  in  1894,  and  are  inspected  by  the 
Hartford  Steam  Inspection  Company,  the  last  inspection  having 
been  made  in  the  month  of  August  of  this  year.    Coal  is  received 
on  the  O.  &  W  tracks,  and  dumped  from  the  cars  to  a  bin  outside 
of  the  boiler  room.    In  the  power  house  there  is  a'  repair  shop 
equipped  with  lathe,  drill,  forge  and  other  tools  for  light  car 
repairing.    In  this  shop  there  are  four  tracks  with  pits  under  all. 
These  tracks  have  a  storage  capacity  of  10  cars. 

Car  Bam. 

The  car  barn,  which  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  with  iron 
roof,  150  X  40  feet,  is  located  west  of  and  near  the  power  house. 
It  is  equipped  with  three  tracks.  Tbere  are  no  pits  under  any 
of  them  and  it  has  a  storage  capacity  of  11  cars.  A  sand  dryer 
is  located  in  a  small  wooden  building  near  the  power  house. 
The  sand  is  dried  by  stove.  There  is  a  paint  shop  and  store  room 
located  in  the  north  end  of  this  building.  The  power  house  and 
car  bam  are  protected  from  fire  by  three  stand  pipes  which  are 
connected  to  the  city  water  mains.  At  each  stand  pipe  there  are 
50  feet  of  hose  reeled  ready  for  use.  There  are  also  three  city 
water  works  hydrants  in  the  vicinity  of  these  buildings. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  24  cars.  Of  these  13  are  open  and  11 
closed;  20  are  passenger,  two  are  flat  dirt  cars,  and  two  an* 
freight  cars  and  snow  plows  combined.  The  motor  equipment 
consists  of  17  general  electric  800  equipments,  one  four  motor 
W.  P.  50  equipment,  and  one  extra  W.  P.  50  motor.  Car  bodies 
are  changed  in  the  summer  and  winter.  Of  the  closed  car  bodies, 
two  are  25  feet,  four  are  25^  feet  and  two  are  29  feet.  Of  the 
open  car  bodies,  three  are  27  feet  9-bench,  four  are  31  feet  10- 
bench,  two  are  31  feet  9-bench,  two  are  36  feet  12-bench.    Two 
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freight  boxcars  are  28^  feet  and  one  34  feet.  Of  the  flat  carsi 
one  is  22  feet  and  the  other  is  30  feet.  The  truck  eQuipment  con- 
cists  of  2^  trucks.  Of  these  Ave  are  double-truck  eqaipments. 
There  are  six  Petkham  single  trucks  with  seven  foot  wheel  base, 
two  single  Brill  with  seven  foot  wheel  base,  and  three  Dorimer  ft 
Button  seven  foot  wheel  base.  The  rest  of  the  single  tracks  are 
of  St.  Louis  make  with  6^  foot  wheel  base.  Of  the  double  trucks 
four  are  St.  Louis,  one  Barney  &  Smith.  The  tread  of  wheels  ii 
2f  inches.  All  of  the  closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity,  have 
oil  head  lights  and  sand  boxes.  Fenders  are  used  on  all  cars. 
All  are  equipped  with  the  ordinary  single  chain  handbrake,  ex- 
oept  the  double-truck  cars,  which  are  equipped  with  perpen- 
dicular hand  wheel  brake.  No  sand  boxes  are  used  on  the  open 
-cars. 

Traok  and  Roadbed  Inapeotion. — {The  City  Like.) 

The  City  line,  commencing  at  its  terminus  on  Electric  avenue, 
an  the  city  of  Middletown,  is  constructed  in  the  center  of  the 
street  for  100  feet;  then  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  the 
west  side  of  Highland  avenue,  down  a  one  per  cent,  grade  with 
an  easy  curve,  to  a  turnout  switch;  then  over  a  creek  on  a  four 
foot  opening,  four  feet  above  water,  constructed  of  three  oak  tie«, 
resting  on  dry  wall  foundations.  While  this  opening  is  not  of 
first  class  construction,  it  is  suflSciently  strong  for  the  traffic  (rf 
this  line  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection. 
•From  this  opening  the  track  is  constructed  up  a  one  per  cent 
grade  with  a  curve  into  the  center  of  North  street  at  the  city 
limits.  Then  through  North  street  with  easy  curves  and  light 
grades  to  a  three  per  cent,  grade  descending  for  800  feet.  (At 
this  point  I  found  eight  men  raising  track  and  putting  in  new 
ties.)  Then,  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  the  south  side 
of  Low  avenue;  this  special  curve  is  in  very  poor  condition  and 
«hould  be  renewed;  then  with  a  curve  and  guard  to  a  switch  ex- 
tending to  the  car  barns;  then  up  a  one  i>er  cent,  grade  to  a  turn- 
out switch  on  North  street;  a  large  portion  of  the  track  to  tliii 
point  is  constructed  of  45-pound  T-rail,  seconds,  and  nearly  all 
the  track  from  the  corner  of  Highland  avenue  to  this  turnout 
switch  is  in  poor  condition.  It  needs  new  ties,  surfacing  and 
4ilignment.  From  the  turnout  switch,  which  is  opposite  the  New 
York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railroad  depot,  with  the  curve  and 
.guard  in  poor  condition,  to  the  center  of  Wickham  avenoe. 
Wickham  avenue  is  paved  with  brick;  then  down  a  one  per  oent 
^rade  with  curve  and  guard  to  the  center  of  North  street  The 
track  from  Low  avenue  through  Wickham  avenue  to  this  point 
is  in  first  class  condition.  At  this  point  there  is  a  curve  to  t 
«witch  to  the  Asylum  track.    The  special  work  of  this  curve  lain 
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▼ery  poor  condition  and  shoald  be  renewed.  From  this  switch 
witii  an  easy  curve  to  a  longer  curve  in  North  street  and  then 
with  straight  track  to  the  crossing  of  the  Erie  railroad.  The 
track  from  the  Ontario  and  Western  depot  to  the  Erie  crossing 
is  of  60-pound  T-rail  construction  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
8I)ecial  work  is  in  flrst-class  condition.  From  the  Erie  crossing, 
with  straight  track  to  the  junction  of  the  Depot  street  line.  The 
special  work  of  this  junction  is  in  poor  condition  and  should  be 
renewed. 

Then  with  special  curve  and  guard  on  a  reverse  curve  to  the 
center  of  Depot  street  past  the  Erie  depot.  Depot  street  is  paved 
with  brick.  The  special  curves  are  in  good  condition;  then  with 
4-inch  girder  rail  from  the  reverse  curve  through  Depot  street 
with  special  curve  and  guard  in  good  condition  to  the  center  of 
James  street.  James  street  is  paved  with  brick.  Then  with 
special  curve  and  guard  on  both  rails  to  West  Main  street,  where 
the  girder  rail  ends.  This  girder  rail  is  in  first-class  condition; 
then  with  nearly  straight  and  level  track  to  the  Canal  street 
switch,  the  special  work  in  good  condition. 

The  Canal  street  line  extends  from  West  Main  street  line  with 
special  curve  and  guard  in  good  condition,  through  Canal  street 
for  187  feet  with  special  curve  and  guard  into  the  Anglo-Swiss 
Condensery.    This  branch  is  constructed  through  the  center  of 
Canal  street  with  110-pound  9-inch  girder  rail.    It  is  in  first  class 
condition.    From  this  junction  the  West  Main  street  line  con- 
tinues up  a  two  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve  to  the  junction  of  the 
North  street  line  with  a  "  Y  "  connection  into  North  street.    At 
this  point  all  cars  going  north  run  over  the  North  street  line,  re- 
turning over  the  James  and  West  Main  street  line.    At  this  junc- 
tion of  these  lines  there  is  a  semaphore  which  is  operated  as  a 
block  signal  system.    There  is  another  semaphore  located  at  the 
junction  of  these  two  lines  at  the  corner  of  Benton  and  Academy 
avenues.    The  conductor  of  a  car  going  north  leaving  the  junc- 
tion of  Benton  and  Academy  avenues,  sets  the  semaphore  at  the 
corner  of  North  and  West  Main  streets.    When  this  is  set,  no 
car  coming  south  can  proceed  until  the  north-bound  car  reaches 
that  point.    This  point  is  called  Franklin  square,  and  is  the  center 
of  the  railroad  system.    From  the  square  the  track  is  constructed 
up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  with  a  slight  curve  in  the  center  of  East 
Main  street.    This  street  is  paved  with  brick.    Then  with  an  easy 
curve  and  down  a  four  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet,  to  a  curve  and 
guard  in  good  condition  to  Academy  avenue;  then  down  a  three 
per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve  to  the  junction  of  the  Goshen  line  at 
Benton  avenue.    The  special  work  of  this  junction  is  in  poor  con- 
dition and  should  be  renewed.    Then  down  a  one  per  cent,  grade 
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to  a  curve;  then  with  straight  and  level  track  to  an  easy  cnrve, 
and  with  straight  track  up  a  two  per  cent,  grade  for  75  feet  and 
down  a  three  per  cent,  grade  with  straight  track  for  600  feer. 
Then  with  straight  track  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade  to  the  terminu* 
of  the  line  at  Genung  street.  The  track  from  the  junction  at  the 
Square  to  the  terminus,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  special 
work  is  in  first  class  condition. 

On  North  street  this  company's  track  crosses  the  main  line 
and  two  switch  tracks  of  the  Erie  Railroad  CJompany.  This  is  a 
diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition ;  on  the 
north  side  of  the  croseing,  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the 
electric  track  is  obstructed  in  either  direction.  On  the  south  side 
of  the  crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  is  obstructed  by  build- 
ings in  either  direction.  Standing  on  the  crossing  a  view  of  the 
steam  tracks  to  the  west  can  be  had  for  1,500  feet  and  a  view  to 
the  east  is  limited  to  300  feet  by  a  curve.  The  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  gates  operated  by  a  man  in  a  tower  at  all  hours.  Here 
are  derailing  switches  in  the  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the 
crossing,  but  these  are  not  connected  in  working  order.  The  Erie 
depot  is  located  in  the  block  west  of  the  crossing,  at  which  point 
all  passenger  trains  stop.  The  south  switch  track  is  located  out- 
side of  the  gates  and  there  is  very  little  switching  done  over  it. 
The  north  one  is  used  for  storage  purposes  and  there  is  a  consider- 
able amount  of  switching  done  on  that  track.  In  addition  to  the 
protection  afforded  by  the  gates,  there  is  a  semaphore  located  at 
the  creasing  and  one  200  feet  south  of  it.  These  semaphores  indi- 
cate when  trains  are  approaching  the  crossing  from  either  direc- 
tion. This  crossing  should  be  protected  by  the  derails  in  the 
electric  tracks  being  connected  up.  They  ought  to  be  operated 
from  the  tower.  A  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the 
trolley  wire  and  in  metallic  contact  with  it  extending  over  the 
crossing. 

Tfie  Ooshen  Line. 

This  line,  commencing  at  the  State  hospital  on  Olive  street,  i? 
constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail  down  a  slight  grade,  then  up  a  3 
per  cent,  grade  and  on  a  bridge  over  three  tracks  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
road. This  is  a  highway  bridge,  the  track  is  on  the  east  side  of 
the  highway.  The  bridge  is  106  foot  span,  resting  on  mason  work 
abutments  in  good  condition.  The  construction  of  the  bridge  is 
lattice  work,  end  posts  and  top  cords,  with  I-bar  bottom  cord^ 
lattice  web  members  and  top  braces,  and  six  2-foot  angle  iron 
floor  beams.  This  bridp;e  was  built  by  the  Havanna  Bridge  Works 
of  Elmira,  in  1895.  Tlie  approaches  on  either  side  are  on  a  fill 
with  a  curve  and  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade.  There  is  a  guard  rail  on 
the  north  approach.    The  bridge  is  planked  flush  with  the  top  of 
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the  rail.     There  is  25-foot  head  room  below  the  bottom  of  the  floor 
beams.     A  car  passiDg  over  the  bridge  causes  very  little  deflec- 

ti0!D^ 

From  the  bridge  the  track  is  laid  in  the  eenter  of  Lake  avenue, 
on  a  tangent  over  a  stone  culvert;  then  with  a  sharp  curve  and 
guard  into  Olive  street.    On  Lake  avenue  there  is  a  descending 
grade  of  2J  per  cent,  from  the  bridge  to  the  culvert  at  the  curve 
into  Olive  street.    The  track  on  thde  line  to  this  point  is  of  60- 
pound  T-rail  construction  and  is  in  very  poor  condition.    It  needs 
new  tiee,  surfacing  and  alignment.    The  city  contemplates  improv- 
ing the  street,  and  wihen  this  is  done  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
company  to  reconstruct  the  track.    Then  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade 
through  Olive  street  to  a  curve  with  guard  to  the  center  of  Bonnell 
street;  tben  wfth  nearly  level  track  to  a  curve  with  guard  into 
West  Main  street;  then  up  a  2}  per  cent,  grade  to  an  easy  curve; 
then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  turnout  switch.    The  special 
work  of  this  switch  is  in  first  class  condition;  then  with  straight 
track  through  Wickham  avenue  up  a  light  grade  to  Oortlan^ 
street;  then  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  with  a  sharp  curve  and  guard 
to  the  junction  of  the  city  line  at  North  street  and  Wickham 
avenue.    This  portion  of  the  Goshen  line,  which  is  constructed  of 
60-pound  T-rail  is  all  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the 
portion  mentioned  on  Lake  avenue,  where  the  rail  is  in  good  condi- 
tion but  the  track  needs  surfacing  and  alignment.    There  are 
several  grades  in  either  direction  on  this  portion  of  the  Goshen 
line,  but  they  are  not  excessive.    Prom  the  junction  of  the  Goshen 
and  city  lines,  at  the  corner  of  North  street  and  Wickham  avenue, 
the  cars  on  the  Goshen  route  are  run  over  the  city  line  tracks  to 
the  comer  of  Benton  and  Academy  avenue.    This  portion  of  this 
route  has  been  described  in  the  description  of  the  city  line.    The 
inspection  of  the  Goshen  line  was  continued,  commencing  at  the 
Goshen  terminus.    In  the  village  of  Goshen  the  track  is  con- 
structed from  the  comer  of  West  and  Grand  streets,  through 
G^and  street,  on  the  side  of  the  street  to  a  curve  and  guard  into 
Spring  street;  then  on  the  side  of  the  street  with  a  spur  50  feet 
long  extending  to  a  milk  station ;  then  with  straight  track  on  a 
slight  grade  in  either  direction  to  a  curve  without  guard  to  private 
right  of  way;  there  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.    Then 
to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail  to  and  alongside  the  Erie  Kailroad 
Company's  tracks;  then  with  easy  curves  and  up  a  2  i>er  cent, 
grade  to  a  highway  crossing  at  Ryerson's  bridge,  over  the  Erie 
company's  tracks. 

This  is  a  highway  bridge,  the  end  of  which  extends  to  within  4 
^€et  of  the  rail  of  the  track.  The  view  of  this  highway  crossing 
from  the  west  is  obstructed  by  trees  and  a  curve  in  the  track. 
There  is  a  "  stop  "  sign  on  the  first  pole  west  of  the  crossing,  and 
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all  cars  come  to  a  stop  at  this   point.    West  of  the  highway 
bridge,  the  track  is  on  a  bank  25  feet  above  the  Erie  tracks,  with 
from  6  to  8  feet  shoulder.    The  track  is  on  a  curve  along  this 
bank  with  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    Then  up  a  2  per  ooit 
grade  on  a  curve  to  a  4-foot  opening,  constructed  of  oak  ties,  laid 
on  dry  wall  abutments;  this  opening  is  on  a  curve  with  a  giiArd 
rail  on  the  inside  rail.    It  is  not  in  first  class  condition,  but  a  car 
passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.    Then  on  a  left  hand 
curve  to  a  straight  track  down  a  2^  per  cent,  grade  to  a  turnout. 
Then  with  straight  track  on  a  hill,  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a 
reverse  curve.    Then  with  level  and  straight  track  down  a  ^  per 
cent,  grade  to  a  Moot  opening,  4  feet  above  water,  constructed  of 
12  x  12-inch  oak  stringers  resting  on  dry  wall  abutments,  which 
are  not  in  first  class  condition.    Sawed  oak  ties  with  guard  rails, 
approaches  straight  and  level.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  vecy 
little  deflection.    Then  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet  to  a 
curve  across  a  highway.    This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  Tiew 
in  all  directions.    Then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  and  alongside 
the  highway  to  an  opening  3  feet,  constructed  of  12  z  12-inch  pine 
timbers,  resting  on  dry  wall  abutments  in  fair  condition.    A  car 
passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.      At  this  point  the 
track  leaves  the  private  right  of  way  and  is  constructed  on  the 
side  of  the  highway  with  light  grades  in  either  direction,  and 
straight  track  to  a  4-foot  opening  over  a  water  way,  the  same  con- 
struction as  the  last  one  described;  a  car  passing  over  it  canaes 
no  deflection;  from  this  opening  with  straight  track  and  li^t 
grades  in  either  direction,  across  the  highway,  the  view  of  which 
is  unobstructed  to  private  right  of  way  and  down  a  2  per  cent 
grade,  and  then  on  a  light  fill  with  straight  and  level  track  to  an 
opening  over  a  waterway  19i  feet  long,  3  feet  above  water,  con- 
structed of  12  z  12-inch  oak  stringer  timbers,  resting  on  drj  wall 
abutments  and  center  pier.    Sawed  oak  ties,  approaches  straight 
and  level.    This  bridge  is  near  the  foot  of  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for 
75  feet.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection;  it  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers  gained  for  and  bolted  to 
ties.    From  this  opening  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for  75  feet;  then 
with  a  long  easy  curve  to  a  tangent  through  a  cut.    Then  on  a 
fill  with  a  curve  and  guard  rail.    This  guard  rail  should  be  ex- 
tended around  the  curve  to  the  tangent.      Then  on  a  curve  to  a 
cattle  pass,  12J  foot  opening,   constructed   of  20-inch  I-beam 
stringers  with  sawed  hemlock  ties  and  guard  stringers  timbers. 
This  opening  is  on  a  curve  and  a  1  per  cent,  grade.    There  should 
be  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    A  car  passing  over  the  opening 
causes  very  little  defiection.    Prom  this  opening,  the  track  is  con- 
structed across  the  highway  the  view  of  which  is  obstructed  to 
the  south  by  a  milk  station  building.    At  this  station  there  ia  a 
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"  stop  ''  sign,  and  all  cars  going  south  come  to  a  stop  at  this  point 
Then  with  straight  and  level  track  through  a  cut  and  on  a  light 
fill  and  another  cut,  to  a  turnout  switch.  Then  with  straight 
track  and  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for  100  feet,  on  a  high  fill  with 
fair  shoulder;  then  to  a  private  crossing  with  cattle  guard  on 
either  side,  constructed  of  oak  ties  and  resting  on  dry  wall  abut- 
ments in  fair  condition;  then  with  straight  track  on  a  fill  with 
good  shoulder  to  a  curve  on  a  fill  with  guard  rails  and  with  good 
elevation  on  curve.  This  guard  rail  should  be  continued  on  the 
west  end  around  the  curve  to  the  tangent.  Then  with  a  straight 
track  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  for  1,500  feet  through  light  cuts 
and  on  a  fill  with  fair  shoulder  to  a  curve  on  a  fill  with  a  '^  stop  " 
sign  at  the  east  approach  to  it.  This  curve  is  equipped  with  a 
guard  rail  at  the  west  end,  and  this  should  be  continued  around 
the  curve  to  the  tangent.  Then  with  straight  and  level  track  on 
a  light  fill  to  a  curve  on  the  bank  at  the  park.  The  shoulder  on 
this  bank  is  from  3  to  4  feet,  and  the  curve  on  it  should  be  equip- 
ped with  a  guard  rail. 

•  At  the  i>ark  there  is  a  covered  station  with  seats,  and  a  turnout 
switch.    The  station  which  is  open  at  either  end  is  lighted  by 
electricity.    From  the  park  station  on  a  curve  with  guard  rail  to 
a  bridge  over  the  Walkill  river.    This  bridge  is  165  feet  long  con- 
structed of  5-foot  plate  girders,  resting  on  mason  work  abutments 
and  circular  steel  center  piers.    There  are  two  of  these  piers,  and 
they  are  set  on  mason  work  foundations.    The  ties  are  sawed 
hemlock  gained  for  the  angle  iron  of  the  girder  plates.    There  are 
6  X  8-inch  guard  stringer  timbers  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie,  and 
two  guard  rails.    The  east  approach  is  on  a  curve  with  a  10-inch 
trestle  bent  with  12  x  14-inch  stringer  plates,  the  east  end  resting 
on  dry  wall  foundation  in  good  condition.  The  west  approach  is  on 
a  trestle  work  19  bents  on  a  curve.    The  bents  are  constructed  of 
12  X  12-inch  sills,  and  top  cars  with  two  upright  and  two  batter 
posts  12  X  12  inches.    The    stringer  plates    are    two  6  x  12-inch 
plates  bolted  together.    All  timbers  are  pine.    This  trestle  is  on 
a  curve,  and  there  as  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    The  bridge 
and  trestle  approaches  to  it  are  on  a  1^  per  cent,  grade  ascending 
to  the  park.    A  car   passing   over   the  bridge  causes  very  little 
deflection,  and  very  little  defleation  or  side  sway  on  the  .trestle  aj)- 
proaches. 

From  the  bridge  with  straight  track  on  a  fill  with  good 
shoulder,  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail 
^hich  should  be  extended  to  the  east  around  the  curve  to  the  tan- 
gent; then  across  a  highway  with  a  cattle  guard  on  either  side 
of  the  crossing  constructed  of  ties  laid  on  dry  wall  foundation  in 
good  condition.  A  car  passing  over  them  causes  very  little  de- 
flection.   The  view  of  the  highway  from  the  west  is  obstructed  by 
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a  hill  and  there  is  a  '"  stop  "  sign  on  the  west  side  of  the  erossing, 
and  all  cars  going  west  come  to  a  stop  at  this  point.  Then  with 
straight  track  along  the  side  of  a  creek  with  fair  shoulder  between 
track  and  creek,  to  a  curve  with  guard  rail  on  a  fill  on  west  side, 
and  the  creek  on  the  other,  with  fair  shoulder.  Then  with  a  tan- 
gent to  a  curve  with  guard  rail  which  should  be  extended  around 
the  curve  to  the  tangent.  There  is  a  "  slow  "  sign  on  the  curre. 
Then  to  an  opening  4  feet  with  dry  wall  abutments  and  tie 
stringer  plates  all  in  fair  condition.  Then  with  straight  track  to 
a  curve  on  a  light  fill  with  good  shoulder,  without  guard  rails- 
There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  on  this  curve. 
Then  with  straight  track  through  a  light  cut  with  a  slight  grade 
in  either  direction  to  a  curve  which  has  recently  been  surfaced, 
aligned  and  elevated;  then  to  a  platform  station  at  Mechanics- 
town.  At  this  point  there  is  a  turnout  which  is  constructed  on 
the  bank  alongside  a  creek  with  a  vertical  dry  retaining  wall  in 
good  condition  and  with  4-foot  shoulder. 

Then  with  level  track  on  reverse  curves  with  guard  rails  along- 
side the  creek  and  with  dry  retaining  wall.    At  this  point  the 
track  leaves  the  private  right  of  way  and  is  constructed  on  the 
side  of  the  highway  on  a  tangent  up  two  slight  grades;  then  up  a 
3  -per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet  on  a  curve;  then  with  a  curve  and 
light  grades  in  each  direction  and  to  the  intersection  of  another 
highway,  a  view  of  which  from  the  west  is  obstructed  and  there 
is  a  "  slow  "  sign  west  of  the  highway  crossing.    Then  down  a  1 
per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail  on  the  approach  to  a 
wooden  bridge  over  a  single  track  of  the  O.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.    This 
is  a  wood  arch  bridge  110  feet  long,  consisting  of  three  spans,  the 
end  spans  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition. 
The  center  and  two  end  spans  resting  on  bents  consisting  of  two 
uprights  12  x  12  inches,  and  two  batter  posts  8  x  12  inches,  top 
caps  and  sills  8  x  12  inches,  the  sills    resting   on   mason    work 
foundations.    The  end  arches  consisting  of  two  6  x  10-inch  end 
posts  with  10  X  12-inch  top  chords  braced  with  two  6  x  6-inch  wood 
braces  and  two  iron  suspension  rods.    The  center  span  which  is 
47  feet  is  of  the  same  construction  except  that  it  is  "  X  "  braced 
in  the  center.    The  head  room  from  the  top  of  the  rail  to  the 
bottom  of  the  bridge  is  22  feet.     This  is  a  highway  bridge  with 
the  track  on  the  south  side.     The  floor  of  the  bridge  is  planked 
flush  with  the  top  of  the  rail.     All  bridge  timbers  are  of  oak.    The 
west  approach  to  the  bridge  is  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  and  on  a 
fill  with  a  vertical  retaining  wall  with  a  2-foot  shoulder.   A  car 
passing  over  this  bridge  causes  some  deflection  and  side  sway. 
The  bridge  is  in  poor  condition.     The  wood  trusses  are  warped. 
The  structure  should  be  replaced  by  a  substantial  iron  bridge. 

From  the  approach  the  track  is  down  a  slight  grade  to  a  turn- 
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out  and  a  4:-foot  opening  over  a  waterway  with  tie  stringer  plates 
on  dry  wall  abutments  in  fair  condition.    From  the  turnout  up  a 
slight  grade  with  straight  track  to  a  switch  track  which  extends 
to  the  Orange  county  fair  grounds  a  distance  of  about  1,200  feet. 
Thi»  track  is  level  and  straight  except  at  the  fair  grounds,  where 
there  is  a  curve,  and  at  this  point  it  is  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade, 
and  there  is  a  stub  end  switch  at  this  terminus.      This  curve 
should  be  equipped  with  guard  rail  and  well  braced.    From  this 
junction  with  light  grades  and  easy  curves  to  the  city  limits. 
From  the  city  limits  with  a  curve  to  the   center  of  East  Main 
street;  then  with  light  grades  in  either  direction,  and  easy  curves 
to  a  curve  with  guard  into  Railroad  avenue.    In  Railroad  avenue 
there  is  a  2  per  cent,  grade  descending  from  Main  street  and  a 
turnout  switch  near  the  center  of  the  street.    Then  to  a  sharp 
curve  with  guard  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  the  south  side  of 
Sprague  avenue.    Then  under  the  O.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  S.  &  W. 
Co.'s  track,  with  13-foot  head  room;  the  steam  roads  are  carried 
over  the  street  on  a  good  substantial  plate  girder  bridge  with 
mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition.     Sixty  feet  west  of  this 
bridge  the  track  is  constructed  under  the  Erie  Railroad  Com- 
pany's tracks,  which  are  carried  over  the  street  on  a  plate  girder 
bridge  with  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition  and  with  a 
12-foot  head  room.    Then  to  the  center  of  Sprague  avenue,  and 
then  with  a  curve  and  guard  to  the  junction  of  the  city  line. 

There  are  5  turnout  switches  on  this  line  which  are  spring 
point  throw  switches  w-ith  spring  frog  and  frog  guard  rails.  On 
this  line  there  are  no  specially  dangerous  conditions  except  the 
wooden  overhead  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  0.  & 
W.  Company.  The  heavy  traffic  during  the  summer  season 
between  the  city  of  Middletown  and  the  Park,  pass  over  this 
bridge,  and  it  is  not  a  suitable  structure  for  the  heavy  loads  on 
this  line.  The  grades  on  the  line  are  not  excessive.  There  are  a 
large  number  of  curves  all  of  which  should  be  braced.  At  some 
points  the  grass  is  above  the  top  of  the  rail.  This  should  not  be 
permitted. 

Connecting  Line. 

Cgmmenciug  at  Franklin  square,  the  track  is  constructed 
through  the  center  of  North  street  with  4-inch  girder  rail  to  Depot 
street.  This  track  is  in  fair  condition.  All  northbound  cars  pass 
over  this  line. 

The  system  is  operated  on  two  different  routes,  one  known  as 
the  City  line,  the  cars  of  which  run  from  the  northerly  part  of 
the  city  to  Genung  street  at  the  southerly  end.  The  other  is 
known  as  the  Midway  Park  and  Ooshen  line  The  cars  on  this 
line  run  from  the  State  Hospital  in  the  city  of  Middletown  to  the 
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village  of  Ooshen.  The  cam  of  both  lines  pass  over  the  same 
track  between  the  junction  of  North  street  and  Wickham  ayenoe, 
to  the  junction  of  Academy  avenue  and  Benton  street.  The  cars 
on  both  routes  going  south  from  the  junction  of  North  and  Depot 
streets  pass  through  Depot,  James,  West  Main  street  to  Franklin 
square,  and  returning  pass  through  North  street  from  Franklin 
square  to  Depot  street. 

Cars  on  the  Qoshen  line  during  the  winter  months  are  operated 
on  a  30-minute  headway  to  7.30  p.  m.,  and  after  that  hour,  on  a 
60-minute  headway.  In  the  summer  season  the  cars  from  the 
city  of  Middletown  to  Midway  Park  after  12.45  noon  are  operated 
on  a  1'5-minute  headway  until  12.45  p.  m.,  and  from  Qoshen  to  tbe 
Park  on  a  30-minute  headway.  Cars  on  the  City  line  are  operated 
on  a  20-minute  headway.  Cars  are  operated  from  5.50  a,  dl  to 
12.35  p.  m.  in  the  summer  months  and  in  winter  from  6.05 
a.  m.  to  12.35  p.  m.  On  the  winter  schedule  five  cars  are  oaed 
on  the  Goshen  line  and  six  on  the  summer  schedule.  The  fare 
in  the  city  of  Middletown  is  five  cents;  six  tickets  are  sold  for 
twenty-five  cents,  good  anywhere  in  the  city  without  transfea. 
Transfers  are  given  on  cash  fares  to  lines  in  the  city  limits.  On 
the  Goshen  line  the  fare  between  Middletown  and  Goshen  is  ten 
cents,  the  fare  between  Midway  Park  and  Middletown  five  centa, 
and  between  Goshen  and  Midway  Park  five  cents.  On  this  line 
22  tickets  are  sold  for  |1,  good  on  any  part  of  the  line,  and  trans- 
fers are  issued  to  and  from  the  city  line.  Special  rates  are  made 
for  summer  excursions,  and  during  the  summer  season  through 
tickets  to  Midway  Park  are  sold  by  the  O.  &  W.  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  company  does  an  express  business  which  is  handled 
on  the  regular  passenger  cars.  They  also  do  a  milk  basineffi, 
which  is  carried  on  a  special  milk  car,  which  is  run  over  the  line 
every  morning  between  Goshen  and  Middletown.  The  company 
carries  about  275,000  pounds  of  milk  monthly.  This  is  delivered 
to  the  condensory  located  in  Middletown.  No  mail  is  carried. 
The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last  sum- 
mer was  on  June  4,  1899,  when  there  were  13,000  fares  collected 
on  the  line,  which  represents  about  9,000  passengers. 

Motormen  and  conductors  are  uniformed,  and  the  company  ba^ 
a  book  of  rules.  No  red  flags  or  lanterns  are  carried.  Cars  are 
inspected  and  cleaned  by  a  night  man  every  night.  Thej  are 
repaired  by  a  shop  gang  of  three  men  and  a  foreman.  At  the 
date  of  the  inspection  the  company  employed  34  motormen  and 
conductors.  These  men  are  paid  by  the  hour  and  work  on  an 
average  from  lOf  to  11  hours  per  day.  They  are  paid  on  a  slid- 
ing scale,  the  first  month  receiving  12  cents  per  hour  and  after 
that  15  cents  per  hour.  Motormen  are  broken  in  by  one  experi- 
enced motorman  and  run  with  him  until  qualified  by  him.    They 
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are  then  put  in  the  shop  and  work  there  60  hours.    Then  they 
are  examined  by  the  superintendent,  and  are  obliged  to  pass  an 
examination  with  a  standing  of  100  per  cent  before  they  are 
appointed.    Extra  cars  on  all  lines  are  run  as  a  second  section 
of  the  regular  car  with  a  green  flag  displayed  on  the  fiiet  car 
to  denote  that  another  car  is  following.    The  turnouts  and  junc- 
tions on  the  whole  system  are  designated  by  letters  painted  on 
tm  fiignSy   which  are  suspended  from  the  span  wire  over  the 
turnout  or  switch.    The  company  is  preparing  a  running  card, 
showing  the  time  and  meeting  poiniB  of  all  cars.    The  system  is 
in  charge  of  a  general  manager,  with  a  auperintendent,  track, 
line,  shop  and  power  house  foreman.    There  are  at  present  nine 
men  employed  on  the  track,  three  on  the  line,  two  in  the  power 
house,  three  in  the  boiler  room,  three  in  the  car  bam. 

The  Tillage  of  Goshen  has  a  population  of  about  5,000  inhabit- 
ants. It  is  an  incorporated  village,  and  there  is  very  little  manu- 
facturing done  in  this  town.  The  country"  between  Goshen  and 
Middletown  is  a  farming  country  and  there  are  no  small  villages 
or  hamlets  on  the  line.  There  is  quite  an  extensive  business 
done  during  the  season  to  Midway  Park  from  Goshen  and  Mid- 
dletown. During  the  week  the  county  fair  is  held  there  is  quite 
an  extensive  traffic  to  and  from  the  fair  grounds. 

This  company's  track  and  roadbed  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  portion  of  the  city  line,  is  in  fair  condition.  A  large  por- 
tion of  it  being  first  Class.  The  cars  are  in  good  qondition,  clean 
and  comfortable.  Some  of  them,  however,  need  paint.  The  com- 
pany is  now  engaged  in  painting  these  cars.  The  car  barns  have 
capacity  sufficient  to  store  all  cars  owned  by  the  company.  The 
power  house  equipment  while  not  modem,  is  in  fair  condition, 
and  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  current  for  the  maximum 
requirements  of  the  road.  The  management  of  the  company  and 
the  general  operation  of  the  cars  is  good;  cars  are  run  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  city  of  Middletown,  and  the  traffic  be- 
tween the  village  of  Goshen  and  that  city  is  well  handled. 

ReeonwnendaiHfms, 

The  Goshen  line,  which  is  single  track,  should  be  equipped  with 
a  block  signal  system.  A  portion  of  the  private  right  of  way 
on  the  Goshen  line  ie  not  at  present  fenced.  All  of  it  should 
be.  The  cars  should  all  be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes, 
«and  boxes,  red  flags  and  lanterns.  All  cars  operated  between 
Uiddletown  and  the  park  during  the  summer  season  should  be 
equipped  with  oil  tail  lights.  The  croseing  of  the  Erie  Railroad 
Company's  tracks  on  North  street  should  be  protected  as  sug- 
gested in  the  description  of  that  crossing.    The  overhead  wooden 
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highway  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  O.  &  W.  Railroad  Com- 
pany should  be  replaced  by  a  subfitantial  iron  bridge.  That  the 
grass  on  the  Goshen  line  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail.  That 
all  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  description  of  the  track  and 
roadbed  inspection  in  reference  to  reconstruction  of  track  and 
special  work,  guard  rails,  braces  on  curves,  etc.,  be  complied 
with. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  connecting  up  the  derailing  switches 
was  made  a  requirement  of  this  Board,  under  section  36  of  tlie  Railroad 
Law.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 


Newburgh  Electric  Railway. 
December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  Inspection  of  the  Newburgh  Electric  Railway 
Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  one  main  line  extending  from  North 
Water  street  and  Liberty  streets  in  the  northern  portion  of  the 
city  of  Newburgh  to  the  village  of  Waldon  12  88-100  miles,  with 
a  branch  from  the  main  line  at  the  corner  of  Liberty  and  Broad- 
way, extending  to  Bayview  terrance,  in  the  city  of  Newburgh,  a 
distance  of  3,500  feet,  and  another  branch  extending  from  this 
one  at  the  col^ner  of  Ren  wick  and  Liberty  streets  to  Quassick 
creek,  a  distance  of  3,500  feet,  making  a  total  of  16  50-100  miles 
of  track,  all  single  except  a  portion  on  Broadway  between  Coldon 
and  West  streets,  a  distance  of  one  mile,  w^hich  is  double. 

The  system  is  located  in  the  city  of  Newburgh,  and  the  towns 
of  Newburgh  and  Montgomery,  Orange  county.  The  main  line 
from  North  Water  and  Liberty  streets  is  constructed  through 
North  Water,  Water,  Coldon  to  Broadway.  North  Water  is 
paved  between  the  rails  with  cobble  and  block  asphalt.  Water 
and  Coldon  streets  are  paved  with  granite  block  30  feet  between 
curbs.  These  streets  are  principal  business  streets.  The  track 
construction  from  the  terminus  to  South  street  is  7-inch  80-pound 
girder  rail,  laid  in  1894;  from  South  street  to  Liberty  street  on 
Broadway,  it  is  of  9-inch  90-pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1894;  Broad- 
way from  Liberty  street  to  West  street  is  a  macadam  pavement 
and  the  road  is  double  track,  constructed  of  60-pound  Trail  laid 
in  1894;  on  Broadway  poles  are  set  in  the  center  of  the  street  be- 
tween the  two  tracks.  Broadway  is  one  of  the  business  streets 
of  the  city.  From  West  street  to  the  city  line,  Broadway  is  an 
unimproved  street,  the  track  is  of  60-pound  T-rail  construction, 
laid  in  1894.    This  portion  of  Broadway  is  a  residence  street. 
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From  the  city  line  to  the  village  of  Waldon,  the  track  is  con- 
structed on  the  highway  of  60-pound  T-rail  laid  in  1894.  In  the 
village  of  Waldon  through  Main  street,  which  is  an  unim'proved 
street,  the  track  is  in  the  center,  and  is  constructed  of  7-inch  80- 
pound  girder  rail  laid  in  1895. 

The  branch  from  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Liberty  street 
is  constructed  through  Liberty  street,  2,000  feet  of  which  is  paved 
with  block  asphalt.  The  track  is  of  7-inch  107-pound  girder  rail, 
laid  in  1899.  The  other  portions  of  Liberty  street  through  which 
the  track  is  laid  is  a  macadam  improvement,  and  the  track  is  of 
60-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1894.  Liberty  street  is  a  business  and 
residence  street. 

The  other  branch  from  the  corner  of  Renwick  and  Libertv 
streets  is  constructed  through  Renwick  and  Broad  streets;  on 
these  streets  there  is  a  macadum  improvement,  and  the  track  is 
constructed  of  60-pound  Trail  laid  in  1894;  these  are  residence 
streets. 

On  the  system  there  are  22  bridges,  two  trestles  and  three 
undercrofisings  of  steam  railroads.  The  maximum  grade  is  ten 
per  cent.  There  are  no  track  connections  with  any  steam  road. 
The  company  owns  no  park  or  summer  resort. 

Glenwood  park,  which  is  a  private  park,  equipx)ed  with  a  sum- 
mer theater,  dancing  pavilion,  hotel,  etc.,  is  located  on  the  main 
line  of  this  company's  system  outside  the  city  limits.  No  admis- 
sion is  charged  to  this  park,  and  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds. 
Orange  Lake,  a  summer  resort,  is  located  six  miles  from  the  city 
of  Newburgh,  at  which  there  is  a  road  house,  summer  cottages, 
picnic  grounds,  etc.  Ramsdale  Park  race  course  is  located  on 
the  line  in  the  city  of  Newburgh  and  races  are  held  there  in  the 
spring  and  fall  seasons. 

Power  House, 

The  company's  power  house  is  a  one-story  brick  building  with 
felt  and  gravel  roof,  68  x  59  feet,  located  on  the  corner  of  Van 
Ness  and  Carpenter  streets  in  the  city  of  Newburgh.  It  is 
^nipped  with  three  Corliss  non-condensing  engines,  manu- 
factured by  the  Wright  Engine  Company;  these  are  belted  to  100 
K.  W.  generators  each.  These  engines  are  150  horse-power  each, 
working  at  85  revolutions  per  minute.  The  switch-board  con- 
sists of  three  panels  with  the  usual  volt  and  am.  meters,  circuit 
breakers,  etc.    There  are  three  feeder  circuits. 

The  boiler  room,  which  is  under  the  same  roof  as  the  x>ower 
house,  and  separated  from  it  by  a  fire  wall,  is  58  x  45  feet,  and  is 
equipped  with  four  Delaney  boilers,  250  horse-power,  each  at 
90  pounds  pressure.  These  are  inspected  by  the  Hartford  In- 
Burance  Company,  and  the  last  inspection  was  made  this  month. 
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Coal  Ib  carted  to  the  boiler  room  and  shoveled  from  carts  to  the 
front  of  the  boilers.  All  of  the  above  apparatus  was  installed  in 
1894. 

Owr  Bam, 

The  car  barn  is  a  one-story  frame  building  located  at  West 
Newburgh  in  the  city  limits.  It  is  equipped  with  six  tracks. 
There  are  no  pits  under  any  of  them.  In  addition  to  these  there 
is  a  track  on  each  side  of  the  power  house  under  sheds,  one  150  x 
19  feet,  the  other  145  x  20  feet,  with  a  pit  under  each  track,  one 
of  which  is  heated  by  stoves.  There  is  a  repair  shop,  which  is 
equipped  with  hand  tools  and  forge  for  light  car  repairing, 
located  in  one  of  these  sheds.  There  is  also  in  this  shed  a  brick 
oil  room.  Sand  is  dried  in  one  of  the  car  sheds.  The  car  bam 
proper  has  a  capacity  of  24  cars.  The  general  offices  of  the  com- 
pany are  in  a  brick  building  two  stories,  48  x  40  feet,  located 
near  the  car  barn.  In  this  building  there  is  a  passenger  waiting- 
room,  employee's  room  and  a  stock  room.  All  of  these  are  on  the 
ground  floor.  The  upper  story  of  this  building  is  used  as  a  club 
room  for  the  men,  and  there  is  a  reading-room,  two  toilet  and 
bath  rooms,  and  a  billiard  room.  These  buildings  are  protected 
from  fire  by  hose  and  the  city  water  mains. 

Oara. 

The  company  owns  31  car  bodies,  of  which  17  are  closed,  and  U 
are  open.  Of  these,  three  are  closed  freight  cars.  Of  the  closed 
cars,  two  are  29  -foot  combination  vestibule,  one  22-foot  oi)en  end, 
seven  24-foot  vestibule,  one  26-foot  vestibule,  one  28-foot  vesti- 
bule, one  30-foot  combination,  closed  in  the  center  and  open  on 
the  ends,  three  25-foot  box  freights,  one  of  which  is  vestibale. 
Of  the  open  cars,  four  are  25-foot  10-bench,  stationary  benches, 
eight  are  29-foot  10-bench,  reversible,  two  are  26-faot  8-bench. 

The  truck  equipment  consists  of  one  Diamond,  one  Brill  and  20 
Peckham  trucks,  all  single.  The  wheel  base  of  tracks  are  6  feet 
6  inches  and  7  feet.  The  tread  of  wheel  is  2\  inches.  All  closed 
cars  are  heated  by  electricity.  All  cars  have  sand  boxes.  A  per 
tion  of  them  are  equipped  with  oil  and  a  portion  with  electric 
headlights.  Four  sets  of  fenders  are  used.  Eight  of  the  cars 
are  equipped  with  the  Sterling  brakes  and  all  the  rest  have  sin^e 
chain  hand  brakes.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  by  night 
men  in  the  car  barn  and  in  West  Newburgh  at  the  power  house. 
There  are  two  men  on  duty  at  the  power  house  and  one  at  the 
car  barn  for  this  purpose.  These  men  also  Inspect  the  eqaipment 
and  brakes.  There  are  three  day  men  employed  repairing  cars 
in  the  power  house. 
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Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

The  inspection  of  this  system  was  commenced  at  the  Waldon 
terminus  of  the  main  line.  The  track  is  constructed  on  Main 
street  in  the  village  of  Waldon,  from  the  New  York  Knife  Works 
Company,  through  the  center  of  the  street,  with  a  stub  switch  at 
the  end  of  the  track.  From  this  switch  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade 
and  on  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail;  then  with  special  curve  and 
guard  into  West  Main  street,  and  down  a  three  per  cent,  grade 
for  100  feet;  then  under  the  Wallkill  Valley  Railroad.  At  this 
point  the  company  has  a  freight  house  which  it  rents.  The  track 
to  this  point  is  constructed  of  7-inch  girder  rail  and  is  in  good 
condition.  The  Wallkill  Valley  Railroad  is  carried  over  the  high- 
way on  a  through  bridge  with  12-foot  headroom.  The  bridge 
resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition.  At  this 
point  there  is  a  switch  extending  into  the  freight  house. 

Prom  the  bridge  the  track  is  located  on  the  side  of  the  high- 
way and  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail  with  nearly  level  track 
and  easy  curves,  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek.    This  bridge  is  28  feet 
long  and  eight  feet  above  the  water,  constructed  of  two  6-inch  by 
14-inch  stringer  plates  bolted  together  with  J-inch  iron  rod  trusses 
under  the  stringer  plates,  with  a  6  x  14-inch  block,  20  inches  long, 
between  the  trusses  and  center  of  stringer  plates.    Stringer 
plates  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good   condition. 
8awed  pine  ties;  approaches  straight  and  level,  6  x  8-inch  guard 
stringer   timbers.    Bridge    planked    between    rails.    The    iron 
trusses  under  the  stringer  plates  are  loose,  and  there  is  no  block 
between  the  stringer  plate  and  truss  on  the  south  side  of  the 
bridge,  and  a  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  one  inch  deflec- 
tion of  stringer  plates.    Trusses  are  securely  fastened  by  a  nut 
with  an  iron  plate  on  the  ends  of  the  stringer  plates.    The  block 
should  be  put  in  between  the  truss  and  stringer  plate  on  the  south 
side  and  both  trusses  should  be  tightened.    Guard  rails  should 
be  placed  over  the  bridge. 

Then  through  the  center  of  a  wide  highway  with  a  drive  on 
either  side  of  the  track  with  a  one  per  cent,  grade  in  each  direc- 
tion and  easy  curves  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek  26  feet  long  9  feet 
above  water,  same  construction  as  the  other.  This  one  is  located 
on  the  north  side  of  the  highway  and  the  approaches  are  straight 
and  level.  There  are  no  guard  stringer  timbers  or  rails.  The 
abutments  are  in  good  condition.  There  is  a  good  bearing  of  the 
stringer  plates  on  the  trusses  under  them.  A  car  passing  over 
this  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection.  It  should  be  equipped 
with  guard  rails. 

From  this  bridge  up  a  grade  for  1,500  feet,  with  a  maximum 
0^  2  pep  cent.,  with  easy  curves,  to  a  down  grade  for  500  feet, 
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with  a  maximum  of  3  per  cent.,  with  an  opening  over  a  racewaj 
at  the  foot  of  the  grade.  The  bridge  is  8  feet  long,  6  feet  abore 
water,  constructed  of  14  x  14-inch  stringer  plates  resting  on  mas- 
onry abutments.  This  bridge  is  in  the  center  of  the  highway  and 
the  approaches  are  straight  and  level.  A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  no  deflection,  and  no  recommendations  are  made  in  refer- 
ence to  it. 

From  this  bridge  with  easy  curves  and  then  straight  track  up 
a  2  per  cent,  grade  for  600  feet,  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  ^rade 
with  straight  track  for  600  feet,  with  a  turnout  switch  on  this 
grade.  Then  with  easy  curves  and  light  grades  across  the  drive- 
way, this  crossing  ifi  open  and  clear  to  view.  Then  on  the  side 
of  the  road  and  under  the  Central  Xew  England  Railroad  Com- 
pany's track.  This  company's  track  is  carried  over  the  highway 
on  a  plate  girder  bridge  resting  on  solid  mason  work  abutments 
in  good  condition  with  13  feet  3  inches  head  room. 

From  this  bridge  with  light  grades  and  easy  curves  to  a  curve 
on  the  approach  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek.  This  curve  is  on  a 
bank  with  very  little  shoulder  and  should  have  a  guard  rail. 
The  bridge  is  25  feet  long  and  8  feet  above  water.  It  is  located 
on  the  north  side  of  the  highway,  and  is  of  the  same  construction 
as  the  other  bridges  with  iron  truss  rods.  The  approach  on  the 
west  end  is  on  a  curve  and  the  east  one  straight,  and  both  are 
level.  There  are  guard  stringer  timbers  on  this  bridge,  6x^ 
inches,  lag  bolted  to  every  fourth  tie.  A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  one-quarter  inch  deflection.  The  truss  rods  on  this  bridge 
should  be  tightened,  and  there  should  be  guard  rails  placed 
over  it. 

From  this  bridge,  across  a  highway,  a  view  of  which  is  open 
and  clear  in  all  directions;  then  up  a  grade  for  1,500  feet  with  a 
maximum  of  3  per  cent.,  with  a  curve  at  the  top  of  the  grade; 
then  across  a  highway,  making  a  diagonal  crossing,  which  is  open 
and  clear  to  view  in  all  directions.  Then  with  nearly  level  track 
to  an  opening  over  a  creek.  This  bridge  is  5  feet  long,  3  feet  10 
inches  above  water,  constructed  of  10  x  12-inch  stringer  plates 
on  sills  which  are  laid  on  masonry  foundations.  This  opening  is 
on  an  easy  curve  and  the  approach  to  it  on  either  end  are  level, 
and  a  car  causes  very  little  deflection.  From  this  opening  with 
slight  grades  in  either  direction  and  easy  curves,  over  a  highway, 
which  is  open  and  clear  to  view,  then  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for 
500  feet;  then  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  800  feet;  then  with 
straight  track  and  easy  curves  on  an  approach  to  a  bridge  over  a 
creek. 

This  bridge  is  20  feet  8  inches  long,  7  feet  7  inches  above  water, 
the  same  construction  as  the  other  truss  rod  bridges.  There  is 
no  block  between  the  stringer  plates  and  trusses  on  the  north 
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side  of  the  bridge.  A  ear  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  deflection.  There  should  be  a  block  placed 
between  the  trus6  and  stringer  plate  on  the  north  side  of  the 
bridge  and  both  trusses  should  be  tightened. 

The  stringer  guard  timbers  on  this  bridge  are  loose  and  should 
be  properly  bolted  to  ties,  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  over 
the  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  with  level  and  nearly  straight  track  to  an 
easy  curve  on  an  approach  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek.  This  bridge 
is  21  feet  4  inches  long,  8  feet  6  inches  above  water,  same  con- 
struction as  the  others,  abutments  and  guard  stringer  timbers 
in  good  condition.  The  approach  on  the  east  end  is  straight  and 
level  and  the  west  on  an  easy  curve  and  level.  The  stringer 
plates  have  a  good  bearing  on  the  truss  rods  under  them  and  a 
car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  the  track  is  on  light  fills  with  curves  to  a 
turnout;  from  the  turnout  to  and  on  a  long  curve  up  a  3^  per 
cent  grade.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.  Then 
with  easy  curves  and  light  grades  in  either  direction  to  a  bridge 
over  a  creek.  This  bridge  is  6  feet  9  inches  long  and  6  feet  2 
inches  above  the  water,  constructed  of  12  x  12-inch  stringer 
plates,  resting  on  masonry  abutments,  in  good  condition.  The 
approaches  straight  and  level.  Guard  stringer  timbers  in  proper 
condition,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  over  this  bridge. 

Then  with  easy  curves  and  grades  with  a  maximum  of  2  per 
cent,  to  a  curve  on  a  side  hill  on  a  3  per  cent,  grade.    (There 
should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.)    Then  on  a  curve  up  a  4 
per  cent,  grade  across  two  highways  which  are  opei^  and  clear 
to  view;  then  on  a  curve  and  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade.    (There 
should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.)     Then  up  a  5  per  cent, 
grade  to  a  curve  with  a  guard  rail.    This  grade  is  about  3,000 
feet  long  with  several  reverse  curves  on  it.    There  should  be  a 
"  stop  "  sign  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  and  all  cars  going  west  should 
come  to  a  stop  before  going  down  the  grade.     From  this  grade 
with  easy  curves  and  grades  in  each  direction  with  a  maximum 
of  4  per  cent,  to  an  opening  over  a  waterway.    This  bridge  is  4 
feet  long  and  4  feet  8  inches  above  water,  constructed  of  12  x  12- 
inch  stringer  plates  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good 
condition.    Ghiard  stringer  timbers  have  been  cut  down  to  allow 
the  plows  on  the  cars  to  pass  over  them.    The  west  approach 
to  this  opening  is  on  a  2  per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the  bridge. 
The  east  one  on  a  2  per  cent,  grade  ascending  from  the  bridge. 
Both  are  straight.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection. 
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From  this  bridge  up  a  grade  with  a  maximum  of  4  per  cent 
and  easy  curves  to  a  turnout;  then  down  a  1  per  cent,  invade  to 
an  opening.  This  bridge  is  10  feet  4  inches  long,  6  feet  abore  the 
water,  same  construction  as  the  last  one  described,  except 
stringer  plates  rest  on  dry  wall  abutments  in  fair  condition.  The 
west  approach  to  this  bridge  is  at  the  foot  of  a  1  per  cent,  i^nrade, 
the  east  one  is  level  and  both  are  straight.  Then  with  50  feet  of 
straight  and  level  track  to  a  trestle  658  feet  long  over  low  land, 
consisting  of  55  bents  with  12-foot  centers,  each  bent  constructed 
of  four  round  chestnut  piles,  12  inches  in  diameter,  with  10  x  13- 
inch  top  caps,  drift  spiked  to  piles,  two  7  x  l^nch  stringer  plates, 
under  each  rail.  Ties  Georgia  pine,  guard  stringer  timbers  5x7 
inches,  27  feet  long,  bolted  to  ties  only  at  the  ends.  Stringer 
plates  at  either  end  of  trestle  resting  on  mud  sills.  The  trestle  is 
4  feet  6  inches  above  ground.  The  alignment  of  track  on  the  tres- 
tle fair.  The  guard  stringer  timbers  should  be  properly  bolted 
to  every  other  tie.  There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  8  inches 
from  each  traction  rail  over  the  trestle.  This  trestle  is  in  fair 
condition  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection  or 
side  sway.  This  trestle  is  over  low,  marshy  land,  and  can  and 
should  be  filled  in. 

From  this  trestle  for  100  feet  with  level  track  and  on  a  curve 
to  another  trestle.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve. 
This  trestle  is  1,507  feet  long  and  consists  of  114  bents,  the  same 
construction  as  the  one  last  described,  except  that  the  bents  on 
this  one  are  sway  and  end  braced.  This  trestle  is  about  the  same 
distance  above  the  ground  as  the  other  and  is  constructed  over 
the  same  character  of  ground.  The  alignment  of  track  on  this 
trestle  is  not  first-class.  The  guard  stringer  timber  should  be 
bolted  as  recommended  in  the  case  of  the  other  trestle,  and  guard 
rails  should  be  placed  on  it  in  the  same  manner  as  recommended 
on  the  other  one.  This  one,  also,  can  and  should  be  filled  in.  It 
is  not  expected  that  these  trestles  can  be  filled  in  immediatelj, 
but  some  work  of  filling  in  should  be  done  each  year  until  it  is 
completed,  by  so  doing  avoiding  future  reconstruction  of  trestle. 

From  this  trestle  on  a  curve  on  a  bank  with  a  retaining  wall 
between  the  track  and  roadway;  this  wall  is  2  feet  high,  and  there 
should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  curve.  Then  with  straight  track 
up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  for  500  feet  to  a  sharp  curve  at  Oranjje 
Lake.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.  At  this  point 
there  is  a  switch  track  which  extends  to  the  Orange  Lake  grounds, 
400  feet  long,  which  crosses  the  highway,  making  a  diagonal 
crossing,  open  and  clear  to  view.  At  Orange  Lake  station  there 
is  a  covered  platform.  This  is  located  on  the  grounds  across  the 
highway  from  the  track.

From  this  point  with  light  grades  and  easy  curves  to  Lakeside 

rt>ad.    At  this  point  there  is  an  enclosed  station  and  the  track  is 

oonstrncted  across  the  highway.    This  crossing  is  open  and  clear 

-to  view.    From  this  station  with  nearly  level  and  straight  track 

-to  an  opening.    This  bridge  is  13  lieet  4  inches  long,  3  feet  9 

inches  above  water^  constructed  of  12  x  12-inch  stringer  plates  on 

dry  wall  abutments  in  poor  condition.    Thifi  bridge  is  on  the 

south  side  of  the  highway  and  the  approaches  to  it  are  straight 

and  level.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  some  deflection,  but  it  is 

not  excessive.    The  abutments  should  be  replaced  by  masonry 

ones  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  over  the  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  up  a  2  per  cent  grade  to  a  curve  which  should 
be  equipped  with  guard  rails.  Then  down  a  1  i>er  cent,  jorade 
and  easy  curves  to  a  turnout.  Then  down*  a  1  per  cent,  grade 
and  across  a  highway  on  which  there  is  very  little  travel.  The 
view  from  the  west  is  obstructed  and  it  is  open  and  clear  from 
the  east.  There  should  be  crossing  signs  on  the  highway  at  this 
point.  From  this  crossing  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  straight 
track  to  an  opening  1  foot  8  inches  long,  3  feet  2  inches  above 
water,  constructed  of  6  x  8-inch  stringer  timbers  with  dry  wall 
abutments.  This  opening  is  on  a  curve  and  should  be  rebuilt 
with  12  X  12-inch  stringers  resting  on  masonry  abutments. 

From  this  op^iing  with  easy  curves  and  light  grades  in  either 
d&rectiom  to  an  opening  3  feet  long,  2  feet  above  waiter,  constructed 
of  6x8  feet  crtringer  timbers,  resting  on  dry  wall  abutments. 
This  should  be  rebuilt  with  12  x  12  inch  stringefr  plaites  and  mason 
work  abutments.  Then  with  level  track  andi  revenie  curves  to  an 
opening  2  feet  11  inches  long,  1  foot  6  inichcs  above  wa/ter,  with 
mod  sills  and  no  stringer  plartes  undier  the  TtaO.  A  car  passing 
over  this  openiing  causes  a  half -inch  spring  in  rails.  This  opening 
sihould  be  recx>nstrucited  with  12  x  12  inch  stringer  plates  and 
masonry  aibautments. 

Thien  with  level  track  and  easy  curves  to  another  small  opening 
with  6x8  inch  stringer  plates  and  diy  wall  abutments.  A  car 
passing  over  this  causes  one-quarter  of  an  inch  deflection.  This 
oiiendng  should  be  reconstructed  with  12  x  12  inch'  stringer  plaites 
and  masonry  abutments. 

Then  with  light  grades  and  easy  curves  to  a  turnout.  From 
the  turnout  with  nearly  level  (track  and  easy  curves  to  a  brid*ge 
over  a  creek.  This  bridge  is  19  feet  6  inches  long,  4  feet  above 
water,  constructed  of  two  8  x  16  inch  stringer  plartes,  bolted  to- 
gether, resting  on  diry  wall  abuftmemts  mott  in  first  class  condirtion. 
The  approaches  straight  and  level.  It  is  equipped  with  guard 
stringer  timbers  which  have  been  cut  down  for  car  plows.  A  car 
passing  over  this  bridge  causes  very  little  deflection.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  placed  over  this  bridge. 
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From  this  bridge  oyer  a  highway,  a  fair  view  of  which  caot  be 
had  in  eifther  direction,  then  with  level  track  on  a  curve  to  a 
bridge  over  a  creek.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  tiiiB 
curve.  Thifi  bridge  is  22  feet  7  inches  long,  6  feet  10  inches  above 
water;  same  oonetruction  as  the  last  oine  with  dry  wall  aibutmentA 
in  poor  condition.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  de- 
flection. The  abuitmeBts  should  be  rebuilt  and  guard  rails  should 
be  placed'  over  the  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  with  level  track  on  easy  curves  to  the  Powd^ 
Mill  Station.  At  this  point  there  is  an  enclosed  station  building, 
and  from  it  the  track  is  constructed  across  a  highway  on  whidi 
there  is  very  little  travel  and  the  view  of  which  is  obstracted. 
There  should  be  a  '^  crossing  "  sign  on  thJs  highway.  fYom  this 
crossing  down  light  grades  with  easy  cuorves  to  a  turnout.  From 
the  turnout,  down  ligjhrt:  grades  with  easy  curves  to  a  curve  with  a 
guard  rail  on  the  approach  to  a  bridge  over  a  creek. 

This  bridge  is  28  feet  long,  9  feet  5  inches  above  water.  It  is 
com^ructed  of  two  8  x  16  inch  stringer  plates  bolted  together;  oo 
the  west  end  of  the  bridge  there  is  a  dry  wall  abuitment  constructed 
on  solid  rock  foundation  with  mason  work  abutment  on  the  east, 
bdth  in  good  condition.  There  are  2-inchi  iron  rod  trusses  under 
each  stringer  plate  with  an  8  x  16  inch  wood  floor  ibeaan  under  the 
center  of  stringer  plates  supported  by  the  trusses.  Both  iq>- 
proaches  are  on  curves  and  level.  There  are  guaird  rails  on  the 
curves  on  both  approaches.  The  bridge  is  straight,  and  there  are 
guia-rd  stringer  timbers  on  it.  A  car  passing  over  this  bridge 
camses  a  quarter  hicih  deflection.  The  truss  rods  should  be  tigbt- 
ened  and  guard'  rails  should  be  placed'  over  the  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  with  several  curves  and  grades  the  maximain 
of  which  is  2  per  cent,  descending  east  for  1,000  feet  to  privste 
right  of  way.  Then  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve  to  a  turn- 
out at  G^lenwood  Park.  Then  down  a  3"  per  cent,  grade  for  600 
feet  to  a  curve  with  giuard  rails,  to  the  side  of  a  higbway  29  feet 
in  width;  then  with  light  down  grades  and  easy  curves  to  Broad- 
way. The  company's  oar  bam  is  located  at  this  point.  In  this 
car  bam  the  company  have  a  94o(n  sweeper  with  a  6-foot  wheel 
l>ase.  I  am  informed  that  this  is  not  operated  over  the  Waldon 
line. 

Then  with  speciail  curve  and  guard  to  the  south  side  of  Broad- 
way. Then,  with  light  gilades  and  nearly  straight  tracks  to  the 
center  of  Broadway  to  the  junction  of  the  double  track.  Prom 
this  i)oint  the  overhead  line  is  of  center  construotion.  Then  witb 
straight  track  and  light  upgrade  to  Mill  street.  Broadway  is  93 
feet  between  curbs.  From  Mills  street  to  Bryce  street,  the  track  is 
down  a  3  i)er  cent,  grade  with  unbroken  line  switches  at  the  poww 
house.    From  Bryce  street  it  is  down  a  5  i)er  cent,  grade  to  John- 
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Gitreet;  then  wi>th  Btraigbt  track  and'  ligjit  upgi*ade  to  the 
junction  of  the  Liberty  street  line.  The  junction  fipecial  work  is 
in  fair  conddftion.  Then  on  a  grade  descending  ito  the  east  at  High 
street  for  200  feet  with  a  maximum  of  8  per  cenjt.,  with  a  reverse 
«cuffve  at  the  foot  at  Coldon  street.  There  tshouid  be  a  "  stop ''  sigm 
at  the  top  of  this  grade.  Then  wilth  special  curve  and  guard  to 
OoldoD  street  and  then  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  600  feet  to  the 
end  of  the  turnout;  the  special  work  at  either  end  of  thl5  turniouJt 
IB  in  good  condition.  F*sx)m  the  turnout,  diovm  a  5  per  cent,  grade 
to  TSiird  street  and  the  junction  of  the  Erie  depot  line.  F'rom 
Third  (Street  uip  a  4  per  cent,  grade  to  South  etreet;  then  up  a  2 
per  cent  grade  to  a  turnout  switch ;  then  up  a  grade  for  2,000  feet 
^with  a  maxiimuim  of  7  per  cent.,  and  on  which  there  are  3  curves, 
oiie  of  which  is  near  the  terminus  of  lihe  line  at  the  top  of  the 
grade.    On  this  line  there  are  9  turnouta. 

The  Brie  depot  line  extendis  from  Water  sitreet  through  Second 
street  100  feet  with  a  6  per  cent,  grade  descending  froooi  the  junc- 
tion with  special  curve  and  guard  to  Front  street.  Through  the 
cenrter  of  the  street  with  level  track  to  the  treminua  at  the  Brie 
^epot.  From  this  line  there  is  a  switch  extending  to  the  river 
dock  200  feet  long.  Fifty  feet  of  thi-s  track  is  used  jointly  by  the 
E!rie  and  electric  railway  companies. 

The  Liberty  street  line  extends  from  the  junction  of  the  main 
line  at  Broadway  and  Liberty  streets  v«dth  special  work  in  fair 
•condition  and  with  connections  to  both  of  the  main  line  tracks. 
This  line  is  tsingle  track  and  is  down  a  3  per  cent,  grade  in  Liberty 
street  to  the  junction  of  Ren  wick  street  and  is  constructed  of  107- 
pound  girder  rail  in  first  class  condition.  From  the  junction  at 
Overlook  Place  up  a  10  per  cent,  grade  for  250  feet;  then  with  light 
grades  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  Bayview  Terrace.  There  should 
be  a  "  stop  "  sign  at  the  top  of  the  hill  at  Overlook  Place. 

The  Renwick  line  is  constructed  through  Renwick  street,  from 
the  Junction  of  the  Liberty  Street  line,  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for 
1,000  feet  with  etraighlt  track;  then  down  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a 
special  curve  and  guard  to  Broad  street.  Then  down  a  3  per  cent, 
grade  to  near  the  end  of  the  line  at  Quassick  creek. 

There  are  four  lines  of  cars  operated  on  this  system.  The  WaJ- 
don  cars  run  from  the  Erie  depot  on  Front  street,  through  Second, 
Water,  Coldon  streets  and  Broadway.  The  Renwick  line  cars  run 
from  the  junction  of  Liberty  and  Renwick  street,  thipough  Renwick 
and  Broad  streets  to  the  bridge  over  Quassick  creek.  The  Broad- 
way cans  ran  from  North  Water  and  Liberty  streets  through  Nortih 
Water,  Water,  Coldon  and  Broadway  to  near  the  city  line  in  West 
Newbxipgh,  The  Waldon  cars  are  operated  on  a  one-hour  headway 
and  two  cars  aie  operated  on  this  line.  The  running  time  between 
Newburgh  and  Waldon  is  one  houir  and  five  minutes.   The  cans  on 
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the  Broadway  line  are  rtm  on  a  ten  minute  Iieadway,  from  6  a.  ol 
to  7  p.  m.,  and  on  a  twelve  minute  headway  from  7  to  11  p.  m. 
The  Benwick  street  cars  on  a  twelve  manxute  headway.  Tbe 
liberty  street  cars  on  a  ten  minute  headway  from  6  a.  m.  to  7 
p.  mL,  and  a  twelve  minute  headway  from  7  p.  m.  to  11  p.  nL  Can 
are  operated  from  6  a.  m.  to  11  p.  m. 

The  fare  in  the  cilty  limits  is  five  cents;  from  the  city  to  Orange 
Lake,  ten  cents.  Orange  Lake  to  Eaet  Waldon,  ten  cenrte;  East 
Waldon  to  Waldon,  five  cents;  round  trip  tickets  between  But 
Waldon  and  .the  city  are  sold  for  foity-five  cents.  Between  the 
city  and  Orange  Lake,  twenty-five  cents.  Between  Orange  Lake 
and  Waldon,  twenty  cenits.  Eleven  city  tickets  are  sold  for  fifty 
cents,  and'  twenty^two  school  tickets  for  fifty-five  cents.  Ttit 
school  tickets  are  good  from  8  o'cHock  in  the  morning  to  4  in  the 
afternoon.  Tickets  good  for  one  round  trip  a  day  for  thirty  dajB 
are  sold  for  seventy  cents.  Tftiere  are  three  tranHfer  points  on 
the  system.  One  at  the  comer  of  Broadway  and  Liberty  streeta, 
another  at  the  corner  of  Benwick  and  Libeifty,  and  the  other  at  the 
oomer  of  South  and  Waiter  streets.  Transfers  are  given  betweei 
the  different  city  lines.  The  maximum  nnmber  of  passengen 
carried  on  the  system  in  one  day  this  year  was  July  the  4th,  then 
17,378  fares  were  collected,  including  1,617  transfers. 

The  company  does  a  freight  business,  using  a  car  owned  by  the 
company.  They  also  do  a  milk  business.  This  is  carried  in  a 
freight  car  which  is  taken  over,  the  line  as  a  trailer.  Expreas 
business  is  done  by  the  National  Express  Company  on  the  regular 
passenger  cars.  Mail  is  carried  on  the  Waldon  cars  to  five  post- 
offices.  The  number  of  tons  of  freight  handled  in  June  of  this 
year  was  447;  included  in  this  were  1,370  cans  of  milk.  In  July 
482  tons  of  freight,  including  1,578  cans  of  milk;  in  August,  506 
tons  of  freight,  included  1,346  cans  of  milk. 

The  company  have  a  waiting-room  at  the  car  bam  in  the  city  of 
Newburgh,  at  West  Newburgh,  Orange  Lake,  and  at  Waldon. 
Agents  are  located  at  Newburgh  and  Waldon,  and  at  the  freight 
house  at  East  Waldon,  at  which  point  freight  is  transferred  to 
and  from  the  Central  New  England  Railroad. 

The  village  of  Waldon  has  a  population  of  5,000,  and  there  i« 
considerable  manufacturing  done  in  this  village.  There  are  two 
knife  factories,  and  several  other  smaller  manufacturing  con- 
cerns.    Newburgh  has  a  population  of  25,000. 

The  company  employs  one  general  manager,  one  chief  engineer, 
and  one  assistant,  two  foremen,  one  electrician,  one  assistant 
two  helpers,  one  stationmaster  located  at  the  power  house,  two 
night  men,  28  motormen  and  conductors,  two  freight  car  men, 
two  freight  agents,  two  men  in  the  oflftce.  Motormen  are  paid  17i 
cents  an  hour,  conductors  15  cents  per  hour.  The  average  day's 
work  is  ten  hours. 
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The  especially  dangerous  features  on  this  system  are  the 
numerous  and  heavy  grades  and  the  large  number  of  bridges, 
acme  of  which  are  not  in  good  condition.    There  are  a  large  num- 
ber of  curves  on  the  Waldon  line  which  should  be  equipped  with 
guard  rails  and  there  are  no  braces  on  any  of  them.    The  ties  on 
this  line  are  in  fair  condition  and  the  rail  is  first-class.    The  track 
needs  ballast,  surfacing  and  alignment.    There  has  been  some  of 
this  work  done  this  year.    At  places  where  the  track  is  con- 
structed along  the  highway  it  is  below  the  driveway.    There  is 
a  large  amount  of  excursion  business  done  during  the  summer 
months  on  this  line,  to  Orange  Lake  and  other  points,  and  in  the 
present  condition  of  track  and  roadbed,  including  bridges  and 
trestles,  the  liability  of  accident  is  great.    The  track  on  the  city 
line  is  in  fair  condition.    The  dangerous  features  on  this  line  are 
the  heavy  grades,  efipecially  the  one  at  the  foot  of  Broadway, 
where  there  is  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  into  Coldon  street. 
At  this  point  Coldon  street  is  on  a  side  hill  with  a  steep  bank  on 
the  east  side  descending  to  the  river.    There  is  an  iron  railing 
on  the  outside  of  this  bank,  but  a  runaway  car  coming  down  the 
Broadway  hill  might  go  over  the  bank.    A  derail  switch  could 
not  be  safely  operated  in  the  track  at  this  point.    There  is  a 
heavy  grade  on  the  main  line  descending  to  the  junction  of  the 
Erie  depot  line.    This  condition  adds  to  the  danger  of  operation 
on  this  line  as  a  runaway  car  on  the  Main  line  might  collide  with 
one  on  the  Depot  line.    The  heavy  grade  on  the  Liberty  street 
line  at  the  foot  of  which  is  the  junction  with  the  Ren  wick  street 
line,  makes  another  dangerous  condition.    The  junction  switch, 
however,  in  this  case,  does  not  face  the  grade,  and  the  shuttle 
car,  which  is  operated  on  the  Renwick  street  line  does  not  run 
out  onto  the  Main  line  track  so  that  a  runaway  car  on  this  hill 
could  not  collide  with  it.    There  are  some  low  joints  on  the  City 
line,  most  of  which  are  located  on  the  Broadway  hill  and  on  the 
Second  street  portion  of  this  system. 

The  power  house  is  maintained  in  a  neat  and  clean  condition 
and  the  equipment  is  sufficient  to  furnish  power  for  the  maximum 
traffic  of  the  road.  The  ordinary  load  is  carried  with  two  engines 
and  a  generator,  one  engine  and  generator  being  held  in  reserve 
for  heavy  traffic.  The  men's  quarters  in  the  car  barn  building 
are  complete  and  kept  in  a  neat  condition.  Their  meeting  room 
is  carpeted  and  nicely  furnished.  The  cars  are  in  a  comfortable 
condition,  but  need  paint,  and  the  equipment  of  them  is  in  fair 
condition.    The  following  recommendations  are  made: 
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Recomawmidcetions. 

That  guard  raila  be  placed  on  the  bridges  and  curves  as  noted 
in  the'inspection  notes.  That  bridges  be  rebuilt  and  repaired  as 
noted  in  the  inspection  notes.  That  "  crossing  "  signs  be  placed 
where  mentioned  in  these  notes.  That  the  Waldon  line  be  bal- 
lasted, surfaced  and  aligned  and  where  it  is  located  on  the  high- 
way and  below  the  driveway,  that  it  be  raised  to  the  grade  of  the 
highway.  That  the  curves  on  this  line  be  braced.  That  "  stop  " 
signs  be  placed  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes.  That  all  cars 
be  equipped  with  double  chain  hand  brakes.  That  all  cars 
operated  between  Newburgh  and  Orange  Lake  during  the  sum- 
mer seasons  be  equipped  with  oil  taillights.  That  the  Waldon 
line  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  or  telephone  system. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  m^kiof 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendationa  of  this 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  betid 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 


Niagara  Gorge  Railroad. 
August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Gorge  Railroad 
Oompany's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Niagara  Falls  to  Lewiston,  a  difr 
tance  of  6  8-10  miles.  With  the  exception  of  one  block  on  Second 
street  in  the  village  of  Niagara  Falls  and  1,400  feet  on  Water 
street  in  the  village  of  Lewiston,  it  is  located  on  private  right  of 
way.  It  ifl  double  track,  60-pound  T-rail,  construction  laid  in 
1895.  The  maximum  grade  is  6  per  cent,  for  300  feet.  There  is 
one  grade  and  one  under  crossing  of  steam  railroads. 

Car  Ba/m. 

The  company's  car  bam  is  located  in  Niagara  Falls  at  the  top 
of  the  6  per  cent,  grade.  It  is  a  one-story  wooden  building  60 
x  175  feet,  with  an  addition  20  x  150  feet.  In  this  building  there 
are  six  tracks,  with  a  pit  under  one.  In  the  addition,  which  ii 
ufied  as  a  repair  and  paint  shop,  there  is  one  track.  This  barn 
has  storage  capacity  sufficient  to  accommodate  all  the  cars  owned 
by  the  company.  It  is  protected  from  fire  by  the  city  water 
mains. 

Cars. 

The  company  own  23  cars,  17  of  which  are  open,  3  closed,  1 
freight,  1  derrick  and  1  line  car.    The  open  cars  are  all  12  bench. 
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The  closed  cars  are  35  feet  over  all.  All  cars  are  equipped  with 
maximuni  Brill  trucks,  except  the  line  car,  which  has  a  Peckham 
truck.  The  wheel  base  of  the  Brill  trucks  is  4  feet.  The  wheela 
are  of  3-inch  tread  and  |-inch  flange.  The  height  of  car  sills 
above  the  rail  is  2  feet  6  inches.  All  cars  are  equipped  with 
single  chain  hand  brakes  and  electric  head-lights.  All  closed 
cars  have  sand  boxes  and  are  heated  by  electricity.  On  the  open 
cars  sand  is  carried  under  the  seats.  There  are  no  oil  lights  on 
any  of  them.  Fenders  are  put  on  and  removed  on  all  the  cars 
at  the  Niagara  Falls  Village  line,  being  used  only  in  the  village. 
The  open  cars  weigh  about  ten  tons.  The  motor  equipment  con- 
sists of  three  G.  E.  57,  eleven  38  B.  Westinghouse,  one  Steele  and 
five  G.  E.  12. 

The  power  for  the  operation  of  this  road  is  rented  from  the 
Niagara  Falls  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  is 
generated  by  water  power.  There  is  one  feeder  circuit  which  is 
provided  with  fuses,  and  the  trolley  wire  is  cut  into  sections  of 
1,000  feet  by  circuit  breakers,  each  section  being  fed  from  the 
feeder  circuit. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

In  this  report  of  the  inspection  of  track  and  roadbed  the  differ- 
ent points  on  it  are  referred  to  by  the  numbers  on  the  trolley 
poles,  which  are  numbered  oonsecutively  from  number  one  at 
Niagara  Falls.  The  inspection  was  commenced  on  the  T^wiston 
end  of  the  line. 

At  Lewiston  the  line  extends  through  Water  street  1,400  feet 

and  a  portion  of  it  is  constructed  of  6-inch  girder  rail,  to  pole 

No.  321,  where  it  is  on  the  river  bank  and  is  of  60-pound  T-rail 

construction.    From  321  to  Wagner  Hotel  there  is  a  left  curve 

with  guard  rail  on  the  outside  track  and  another  one  with  a  short 

piece  of  guard  rail  on  a  down  grade  of  2  per  cent,  at  No.  309. 

Then  a  short  piece  of  straight  track  with  a  right-hand  curve  on 

the  bank,  which  is  30  feet  above  the  river,  then  to  a  trestle  work. 

This  trestle  is  125  feet  long,  constructed  of  9  bents,  each  bent 

being  made  up  of  four  10  x  12-inch  posts  with  two  10  x  12-inch 

batter  posts.    These  are  set  into  bottom  sills  and  top  plates,  the 

Bills  resting  on  rubble  work  foundations.    On  six  of  the  center 

bents  the  uprights  and  batter  posts  are  spliced.    Each  bent  is 

sway  and  end  braced  by  planks  bolted  to  uprights.    The  stringer 

plates  consist  of  two  6  x  14-inch  timbers  bolted  together,  with 

ftUer  blocks  between.    These  rest  on  mud  sills  at  either  end  of 

the  trestle.    The  ties  are  of  sawed  oak  extending  under  both 

tracks  and  gained  for  stringer  plates.     There  is  a  6  x  8-inch  oak 
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guard  timber  outside  of  and  between  both  tracks.  There  are 
guard  rails  extending  the  length  of  the  trestle  inside  the  traction 
rails  on  both  tracks.  This  trestle  is  straight  and  the  approach  to 
it  on  the  north  end  is  straight  and  level;  the  one  from  the  sonth 
is  on  a  sharp  curve  and  level.  At  the  highest  point  it  is  43  feet 
above  the  foundations.  A  car  passing  over  thifi  structure  causes 
considerable  side  sway  and  some  deflection.  It  should  be  re- 
placed by  a  good  substantial  iron  bridge. 

Between  302  and  305,  there  is  a  sharp  left  curve  with  track 
in  fair  condition.  This  curve  should  be  protected  by  a  guard  rail 
on  the  river  track.  At  this  point  I  found  nine  men  at  work  sur- 
facing and  aligning  the  track.  From  305  to  the  new  suspension 
bridge  the  track  is  on  a  right-hand  curve.  The  river  track  needs 
ballast,  surfacing  and  aligning.  Between  these  points  there  is 
a  high  bank  with  a  retaining  wall  on  the  inside  extending  up 
from  the  tracks.  On  the  outside  of  the  tracks  the  river  bank  is 
quite  steep  and  50  feet  above  the  water.  There  is  an  inspector 
located  at  the  bridge.  At  pole  No.  298  the  track  is  constructed 
over  a  waterway  with  a  5-foot  opening,  with  two  €x  14-inch 
stringers  under  each  rail  resting  on  a  stone  foundation.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  over  this  opening.  From  298  to  293  a  long 
right-hand  curve  with  fair  shoulder  on  the  river  bank,  ballast  and 
alignmeht  poor.  At  this  point  the  inside  bank  is  of  shale  formn- 
lion  and  from  30  to  40  feet  high  with  fair  slope.  From  293  to  291 
a  left-hand  curve  with  guard  rail  on  the  river  track.  From  this 
point  to  the  bridge  a  continuous  right-hand  curve  with  very  little 
shoulder,  ballast  and  alignment  poor.  At  this  point  the  inside 
bank  is  250  feet  above  the  track  with  fair  slope,  on  which  there 
are  a  few  rocks  that  may  come  down  onto  the  track.  The  riyer 
bank  is  40  feet  above  the  water.  From  thia  point  the  track  is 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  iron  deck  bridge. 

This  bridge  is  76  feet  long,  resting  on  good  mason  work  abut- 
ments. There  are  6  x  8-inch  oak  stringer  timbers  on  both  outside 
rails  and  one  stringer  timber  between  the  tracks.  There  are 
^uard  rails  extending  the  length  of  the  bridge  on  both  tracks. 
This  bridge  is  on  a  straight  line  and  the  approach  to  it  on  the 
north  side  is  straight  and  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge. 
The  approach  on  the  south  side  is  straight  and  level.  This  bridge 
appears  to  be  in  good  condition  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes 
very  little  vibration  or  deflection. 

South  of  the  bridge  on  the  river  bank  there  is  125  feet  of  dry 
retaining  wall.  At  281  a  left-hand  curve  on  a  down  grade  of  2 
per  cent,  with  a  guard  rail  on  the  river  tracks.  At  279  and  277 
there  is  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  At  279  and  277  there  is 
20  feet  of  dry  wall  on  the  river  side.  At  278  the  track  is  carried 
over  a  10-foot  waterway  by  6  x  14-inch  stringers  under  each  rail, 
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these  resting  on  dry  wall  supports.  There  are  6  x  8-inch  stringer 
timber  guards  over  this  opening.  The  dry  wall  should  be  re- 
{daced  bj  eubstantial  mason  work^  and  guard  rails  should  be 
placed  on  the  track  over  this  opening. 

At  277  there  is  an  8-foot  opening  over  a  water,  way,  with  same 
condition  of  construction  and  abutments  as  the  ones  described 
above,  except  that  this  opening  is  on  a  curve,  the  alignment  of 
which  is  very  poor.  The  same  recommendations  apply  to  this 
one  as  made  for  the  one  above.  From  this  opening  to  274  straight 
track  with  rock  ballast  and  alignment  poor,  river  bank  30  feet 
above  water,  inside  bank  300  feet  above  track  with  fairly  good 
slope  and  no  overhanging  rock. 

At  274  there  are  two  15-foot  openings  over  a  waterway  with 
good  mason  work  abutments  and  center  pier,  same  construction 
as  others,  with  guard  rails  and  guard  stringers.  This  bridge  is 
in  fair  condition. 

From  274  to  271  nearly  straight  track  and  down  a  1  per  cent 
grade,  with  rock  ballast  in  fair  condition,  alignment  fair,  and 
there  is  a  ditch  on  the  inside  track  at  270,  a  left-hand  curve  with 
very  little  shoulder  and  no  guard  rails.  There  are  20  feet  of 
retaining  wall  at  this  point.  This  curve  should  have  guard  rails 
on  the  river  track. 

Between  266  and  267  the  track  is  over  a  waterway  constructed 
of  ties  laid  on  mud  sills.  These  should  be  replaced  by  either 
iron  or  wooden  stringers  and  mason  work  abutments.  From  the 
curve  at  270  to  264  the  track  is  nearly  straight,  with  rock  ballast 
in  fair  condition  and  alignment  good.  Very  little  shoulder  on  the 
river  bank.  At  261  the  track  is  carried  over  a  11-foot  opening 
of  the  same  construction  as  the  others,  except  the  stringers  rest 
on  dry  wall  construction.  This  wall  should  be  replaced  with  good 
solid  mason  work  abutments,  and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  on 
the  tracks  over  the  opening. 

From  264  to  260  the  track  is  fairly  straight  with  very  little 
shoulder  on  the  riveirbank;  rock  ballast  in  fair  condition;  the 
alignment  fair. 

From  260  to  267  there  is  a  sharp  curve,  the  river  bank  shoulder 
very  poor  and  10  feet  of  it  entirely  gone;  rock  ballast  fair  and 
alignment  fair.  There  are  no  guard  rails  on  this  curve;  there 
should  be.  At  this  point  the  inside  bank  is  300  feet  above  the 
track  with  fair  slope,  and  no  overhanging  rock  which  is  liable 
to  fall  on  the  track.  The  river  bank  is  20  to  30  feet  above  the 
water  and  quite  steep. 

Prom  257  to  253  the  track  is  fairly  straight  with  rock  ballast 
in  fair  condition,  alignment  fair,  river  bank  shoulder  poor.  At 
253  there  is  a  sharp  right-hand  curve  with  fair  shoulder  on  the 
river  bank.   At  this  point  the  track  is  carried  over  a  5foot  open- 
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ing  the  same  construction  as  the  others  with    no  guard    rails. 
There  should  be  guard  rails  on  the  track  over  this  opening. 

From  253  to  249  a  sharp  left-hand  curve  with  guard  rails.  At 
248  a  4-foot  opening  over  a  waterway  the  same  construction  as 
the  others  with. guard  rails  on  the  river  track.  At  247  there  is 
a  retaining  wall  on  the  river  bank  of  which  6  feet  in  length  is 
gone.  Between  247  and  244  nearly  straight  track,  rock  ballast 
fair,  alignment  fair  and  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  This 
bank  is  20  feet  above  the  water  and  very  steep.  The  inside  bank 
is  200  feet  above  the  track  with  good  slope.  There  is  a  ditch 
between  the  inside  track  and  bank. 

Between  244  and  241  there  is  a  left-hand  curve  with  no  guard 
rails.  There  is  a  very  little  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  and  no 
ballast  on  the  track  and  alignment  very  poor.  There  is  a  ditch 
on  the  inside  track.  This  curve  should  be  protected  by  guard 
rails.  At  240  the  track  is  laid  over  a  6-foot  opening,  same  con- 
struction as  the  others;  there  should  be  guard  rails  placed  on  the 
track  over  this  opening. 

From  241  to  239  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  in  fair  condition 
of  ballast  and  alignment.  From  239  to  237  the  track  is  nearly 
straight  with  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  Between  these  poles 
the  track  is  carried  over  a  7-foot  opening  same  construction  as 
the  others  with  dry  wall  abutments  and  no  guard  rail.  The 
abutments  should  be  replaced  by  masonry  ones  and  guard  rails 
should  be  placed  on  the  tracks  over  the  openings.  From  239  to 
235  the  track  is  nearly  straight;  ties  are  laid  on  clay  with  no  bal- 
last and  the  alignment  very  poor  with  fair  shoulder  on  the  river 
bank. 

From  235  to  232  there  is  a  left-hand  curve  with   guard  rails^ 
rock  ballast  fair,  alignment  fair.    From  232  to  230  there  is  a 
sharp  right-hand  curve  with  guard  rails  on  both  tracks,  ballast 
poor,  alignment  poor  and  no  shoulder  on  river  bank.    Between 
232  and  230  the  tracks  are  carried  over  a  7-foot  opening  on  a 
curve,  same  construction  as  the  others  with  dry  wall  abutments. 
There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  of  both  tracks.    The  dry 
wall  abutments  of  this  opening  are  in  very  poor  condition  and 
should  be  replaced  by  masonry  ones.    This  improvement  shoold 
be  completed  at  once.     From  230  a  left-hand  curve  to  227  with  a 
guard  rail  on  the  river  track.    At  224  there  is  a  wooden*  box  cul- 
vert; the  tracks  are  carried  over  this  on  ties  resting  on  mud  sills. 
From  227  to  223  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  with  rock  ballast  in 
fair  condition,  the  alignment  is  fair  and  no  shoulder  on  the  river 
bank.    At  222  there  is  a  sharp  left-hand  curve  for  one  pole  length 
with  guard  rails  on  both  tracks.    The  river  bank  shoulder  is  in 
fair  condition,  the  ballast  and  alignment  of  track  fair. 
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From  223  to  220  nearly  straight  track,  rock  ballast  in  fair  con- 
dition, alignment  fair  and  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  From 
221  to  218  there  is  a  sharp  left-hand  curve  with  rock  ballast  in 
good  condition^  the  alignment  fair,  very  little  shoulder  on  the 
river  bank  and  no  guard  rails.  There  should  be  guard  rails  on 
this  curve.  At  218  the  tracks  are  carried  over  a  6-foot  opening, 
the  same  construction  as  the  others  with  dry  wall  abutments  in 
poor  condition.  This  should  be  replaced  by  masonry  abutments, 
and  there  should  be  guard  rails  placed  on  the  tracks  over  the 
opening. 

From  218  to  215  the  track  is  nearly  straight  with  rock  ballast 
in  good  condition,  alignment  good  and  a  4-foot  shoulder  on  the 
river  bank.  At  215  the  tracks  are  carried  over  a  14-foot  open- 
ing, same  construction  as  the  others  with  dipy  wall  abutments  in 
poor  condition.  This  should  be  replaced  by  masonry  abutments 
and  guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  tracks  over  the  opening. 
From  218  to  this  waterway  the  track  is  fairly  straight,  ballast 
good,  alignment  good  and  fair  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  From 
218  to  211  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  rock  ballast  in  good  con- 
dition, the  alignment  fair  and  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  from 
4  to  10  feet. 

From  211  to  208  the  track  is  fairly  straight  with  fair  shoulder 
and  the  alignment  poor,  rock  ballast  in  fair  condition.  From  211 
to  206  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  ballast  gravel  in  fair  condition, 
tlif»  alignment  poor  and  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank.  • 

Near  206  the  tracks  are  carried  over  a  13-foot  opening,  same 
construction  as  tlie  others  with  dry  wall  abutments  in  poor  con- 
dition. This  should  be  replaced  by  masonry  abutments  and  guard 
rails  should  be  placed  on  the  tracks  over  the  opening.  From  this 
point  to  204  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  with  very  little  shoulder 
on  the  river  bank,  track  ballast  rock,  in  fair  condition  and  the 
alignment  fair.  At  202  there  is  a  short  left-hand  curve  with  good 
fehonlder  on  the  river  bank,  ballast  rock,  in  fair  condition,  the 
alignment  poor.  There  are  no  guard  rails.  Guard  rails  should 
he  placed  on  this  curve.  At  201  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  bal- 
last in  poor  condition,  alignment  fair  and  the  shoulder  fair  except 
in  one  place  where  there  is  none  under  the  ends  of  ties. 

From  200  fairly  straight  track  to  Devil's  Hole  Station,  the 
alignment  poor,  ballast  fair,  veiy  little  shoulder  on  the  river  bank. 
At  this  point  the  inside  bank  is  from  150  to  200  feet  above  the 
track  with  a  good  slope  a  larger  portion  of  the  distance,  but  in 
places  there  is  not  slope  enough  and  the  bank  is  liable  to  slide. 
There  are  some  big  rocks  which  may  come  down.  The  river  bank 
is  13  feet  above  the  water.  At  Devil's  Hole  Station  there  is  a 
cross  over.  At  the  station  there  is  a  15-foot  opening  oxov  a  water- 
way with  mason  work  abutments  and  no  guard  rails.  There 
should  be. 
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At  193  the  track  is  carried  over  a  12-foot  opening,  the  same 
construction  as  the  others.  This  opening  under  the  inside  track 
and  a  portion  of  the  river  track  is  filled  in.  It  should  be  eifbet 
cleaned  out  or  filled  in  under  both  tracks.  From  Devira  Hole  Sta- 
tion  to  190  the  track  is  nearly  straight  with  rock  ballast  on  the 
river  track  in  good  condition  and  none  on  the  inside  track.  The 
alignment  very  i>oor  with  very  little  shoulder  on  the  river  bank 
except  between  192  and  193,  and  at  points  loose  stone  is  laid  up 
under  the  ends  of  the  ties  for  support.  From  189  there  is  a  con- 
tinuous left-hand  curve  to  181.  The  track  level,  rock  ballaat,  in 
fair  condition  on  the  river  track,  none  on  the  inside  track;  the 
alignment  poor;  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  from  4  to  6  feet, 
but  at  some  points  there  is  none  and  loose  stone  has  been  laid 
under  the  ends  of  the  ties  for  support.  At  this  point  the  river 
bank  is  20  feet  above  the  water.  The  inside  bank  from  250  to 
300  feet  above  the  tra«ck  with  fair  slope  and  no  overhanging  roek. 

From  181  to  173  the  track  is  fairly  straight  with  rock  ballast 
on  the  river  track  and  shale  on  the  inside  track,  both  in  fair 
condition;  the  alignment  is  fair  and  the  shoulder  on  the  river 
bank  very  poor.  Between  179  and  173  there  is  a  sharp  curve  with 
rock  ballast  on  river  track  and  none  on  the  inside  track,  the 
alignment  i)oor,  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  from  2  to  6  feet 
There  are  no  guard  rails  on  this  curve;  there  should  be.  The  in- 
side bank  on  the  point  of  the  curve  should  be  cut  back.  From 
170  to  160  there  is  a  continuous  right-hand  curve  with  ballast  in 
poor  condition,  the  alignment  very  poor,  and  very  little  shoulder 
on  the  river  bank.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  distance  between 
these  points  the  ends  of  the  ties  are  on  the  edge  of  the  bank 
This  bank  is  nearly  all  clay,  and  in  a  number  of  places  stone  and 
rock  have  been  placed  to  reinforce  it. 

Between  169  and  168  there  are  large  overhanging  rock  in 
which  there  are  fissures.  These  need  careful  and  frequent  ex- 
amination— they  may  fall.  At  167  the  guard  rail  stringer  timber 
is  rotted.  Between  166  and  167  the  river  bank  is  nearly  per- 
pendicular, on  which  there  is  20  feet  of  dry  wall. 

Between  170  and  160  the  river  bank,  which  is  clay,  should  be 
reinforced  by  rock  and  stone,  built  up  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
give  the  bank  a  good  slope  and  shoulder.  At  160  the  guard 
stringer  timber  should  be  replaced.  Between  160  and  159  there 
is  a  slight  left-hand  curve  with  no  shoulder  on  the  river  bank, 
nor  guard  rails.  There  should  be.  Between  159  and  158  there 
are  some  rock  on  the  inside  bank  which  may  fall.  From  159  to 
156  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  with  fair  shoulder  on  the  river 
bank;  rock  ballast  in  good  condition  and  the  alignment  fair.  At 
152  the  rock  on  the  inside  bank  is  too  close  to  the  track  and 
should  be  cut  back. 
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From  159  to  148  there  is  almost  a  continuous  right-hand  curve, 
^with  rock  ballast  in  fair  condition,  the  alignment  poor,  and  the 
slionlder  on  the  river  bank  in  fair  condition.  The  inside  bank 
baa  a  fair  slope,  and  with  the  exceptions  noted  there  are  very 
few  overhanging  rock  that  are  liable  to  fall.  At  148  there  is  a 
sliarp  left-hand  curve  to  145.  Rock  ballast  is  in  good  condition, 
tlie  alignment  fair,  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  very  poor. 
There  are  no  guard  rails  on  this  curve.  At  this  point  there  are 
some  loose  rock  on  the  inside  bank  which  may  fall,  and  the 
points  of  the  rock  on  the  face  of  the  bank  near  the  inside  track 
should  be  taken  off.  At  this  point  there  is  a  station  platform 
and  cross-over.  From  this  station  platform  there  is  nearly  a  con- 
tinuous right-hand  curve  to  136  with  rock  ballast  in  fair  condi- 
tion, the  alignment  fair  and  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  in 
fair  condition.  The  river  bank  at  this  point  is  20  feet  above  the 
water  and  the  inside  bank  from  250  to  300  feet  above  the  track, 
with  fair  slope.  From  136  there  is  an  easy  left-hand  curve  to 
134.  The  ballast  is  shale,  in  fair  condition.  The  alignment  good 
and  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  fair.  There  are  no  guard  rails 
on  the  curve.  There  should  be.  At  this  point  there  are  no  loose 
rock  on  the  inside  bank  and  there  is  20  feet  of  stone  filling  on 
the  river  bank.  At  133  there  is  some  loose  stone  on  the  inside 
bank  which  is  liable  to  come  down.  Between  131  and  129  the 
river  bank  is  in  very  poor  condition.  It  should  be  filled  in  and 
built  up  with  rock  and  stone.  From  136  to  127  there  is  a  con- 
tinuous right-hand  curve,  the  ballast  poor,  the  alignment  fair, 
and  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  very  poor.  The  river  bank 
20  feet  above  the  water,  the  inside  bank  300  feet  above  the  track 
with  fair  slope,  and  a  few  rocks  which  may  come  down. 

From  127  to  109  there  is  a  sharp  left-hand  curve  around  the 
whirlpool,  ballast  rock  and  fair,  alignment  fair,  and  shoulder  on 
the  river  bank  at  points  is  in  very  poor  condition.  The  river  bank 
at  this  point  should  be  filled  in  with  rock  and  stone,  and  given 
proper  slope  and  shoulder.  The  inside  bank  is  200  feet  high 
with  very  little  slope,  and  there  are  some  loose  rock  which  may 
fall.  There  are  no  guard  rails  on  this  curve.  There  should  be,  and 
they  should  be  carried  around  the  curve  to  the  tangents  on  either 
end.  From  109  to  98  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  the  ballast  rock, 
fair,  the  alignment  fair,  shoulder  on  river  bank  fair.  The  river 
rail  at  102  is  low.  At  105  there  is  a  cross-over.  The  inside  bank 
is  200  feet  above  the  track  with  fair  slope,  and  there  is  20  feet  of 
dry  wall  on  the  river  bank.  From  98  there  is  a  left-hand  curve 
to  92.  Rock  ballast  in  good  condition,  the  alignment  fair,  but 
curve  not  uniform.  The  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  very  poor. 
The  inside  bank  250  feet  above  the  track  with  fair  slope,  and 
some  large  rocks  upon  the  slope  which  may  come  down.    There 
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are  no  guard  rails  on  this  curve;  there  should  be.     At  87  the 
wooden  guard  stringer  is  gone. 

From  92  to  82  there  is  a  tangent  and  right-hand  curve,  the  bal- 
last is  shale  and  in  fair  condition,  the  alignment  fair,  the  river 
bank  shoulder  3  to  4  feet,  and  20  feet  above  the  water.  On  the 
inside  bank  from  98  to  the  railroad  bridge  the  highest  point  is 
200  feet  with  fair  slope,  rock  and  shale  formation  with  top  rock 
overhanging.  Near  the  bridge  the  Whirlpool  Kapids  station  is 
located.  At  the  station  there  is  planking  between  and  outside 
the  rails  of  both  tracks.  Plank  flush  with  the  top  of  the  rails, 
and  the  guard  timber  on  the  river  side  only  two  inches  above 
the  plank.  At  this  point  there  is  a  perpendicular  retaining  wall 
on  the  river  bank,  the  top  of  which  is  25  feet  above  the  water 
and  five  feet  from  the  river  rail.  The  top  of  the  wall  is  level 
with  the  top  of  the  rail.  If  a  car  should  become  derailed  at  this 
point  the  wheels  might  ride  over  the  plank  and  the  retaining 
wall  into  the  rapids  below.  To  prevent  such  an  accident  occur- 
ring at  this  point,  guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  rails  be- 
tween them  and  the  plank,  and  a  stop  sign  should  be  placed 
at  this  station  reading  in  both  directions,  and  all  cars  should 
come  to  a  full  stop  at  this  point. 

From  this  station  to  72  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  ballast 
poor,  alignment  poor  and  no  shoulder.    There  is  15  feet  of  stone 
filling  on  the  river  bank.    At  77  there  is  a  temporary  cross-over 
with  stub  switch  on  the  north  end.    The  guard   timbers  are 
rotted;  the  river  bank  is  20  feet  above  the  water;  the  inside  bank 
is  in  the  same  condition  as  described  above.    From  77  to  73 
there  is  a  straight  track  up  a  one  per  cent,  grade,  the  ballast 
rock,  fair,  alignment  fair.     At  this  point  the  two  tracks  are  laid 
elose  together,  and  15  or  20  feet  of  the  river  bank  has  been 
carried  away,  and  work  is  now  being  done  filling  it  in  with  stone. 
The  bank  at  this  point  is  30  feet  above  the  water.     The  inside 
bank  is  150  feet  above  the  track  and  perpendicular,  rock  and 
shale  formation,  very  little  overhanging;  the  two  tracks  do  not 
join,  but  lap  for  a  distance  of  150  feet.    When  the  work  at  this 
point  is  completed  it  is  the  intention  to  separate  the  tracks.    The 
bank  at  this  point  has  been  washed  out  on  several  occasions. 
The  first  time  three  years  ago.     This  track  is  obstructed  to  view 
from  the  south  by  a  curve,  but  a  good  view  of  it  from  the  north 
can  be  had.     This  section  of  lap  track  should  be  protected  by  a 
block  system.     From  73  to  the  Grand  Trunk  bridge  there  is  a 
right-hand  curve,  ballast  shale,  fair,  alignment  fair,  shoulder  on 
the  river  bank  poor;  inside  bank  300  feet  above  the  track,  shale 
and  rock  formation  with  overhanging  rock  on  top.     At  66,  under 
the  Grand  Trunk  bridge  there  is  a  left-hand  curve,  ballast  J?lialp, 
good,  alignment  good,  river  bank  shoulder  very  poor;  no  guard 
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rails  on  this  curve;  there  should  be.  There  is  an  opening  on  this 
curve  over  a  sewer  outlet  of  nine  feet,  same  construction  as  the 
other  openings  with  dry  wall  abutments.  This  should  be  re- 
placed by  masonry  ones.  At  64  there  is  a  cross-over.  From  the 
sewer  opening  there  is  a  tangent  to  the  Rapids  View  station  with 
shale  ballast,  fair,  alignment  good,  and  shoulder  on  river  bank 
poor.  At  the  Rapids  View  station  there  is  an  electric  incline 
elevator  up  to  the  Grand  Trunk  bridge.  At  this  station  the 
tracks  are  planked  between  and  outside  the  rails.  Another 
guard  stringer  timber  should  be  placed  on  top  of  the  present  one, 
extending  the  distance  of  the  planking;  50  feet  from  this  station 
there  is  an  iron  deck  bridge.  Between  the  station  and  the  bridge 
the  tracks  are  elevated  four  feet  above  the  river  wall,  which  is 
six  feet  from  the  outside  rail  and  30  feet  above  the  water.  There 
is  a  spring  point  frog  on  this  track  where  the  tracks  cross.  There 
should  be  guard  rails  placed  on  the  tracks  between  the  station 
and  the  end  of  the  bridge. 

On  account  of  the  obstruction  of  the  pier  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
bridge  the  tracks  are  lapped.  The  lapped  track  commencing 
near  the  north  end  of  the  iron  bridge  and  extending  across  it 
to  the  south  end.  This  bridge  consists  of  two  8pan«,  one  52  and 
the  other  70  feet,  both  resting  on  concrete  foundations  and  mason 
work  pier.  It  is  on  a  curve.  The  north  approach  to  it  is  level 
and  straight,  and  the  south  one  is  on  a  curve  and  at  the  foot  of 
a  long  grade,  the  maximum  of  which  is  six  per  cent.  The  rails 
of  each  track  are  laid  across  this  bridge  side  by  side  with  a 
guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  on  the  river  track,  which  extends 
part  of  the  way  over  the  bridge.  This  guard  rail  should  be  car- 
ried the  entire  distance  over  the  bridge.  This  bridge  was  built 
by  the  Buffalo  Structural  Steel  Company  in  1890.  It  is  in  good 
condition  and  appears  to  be  safe  for  the  loads  passing  over  it. 
There  is  a  signal  man  stationed  at  the  Rapids  View  station,  who 
signals  cars  over  the  lap  tracks  at  this  point.  His  view  of  the 
lap  tracks  to  the  south  is  obstructed  by  the  curve  in  the  tracks 
so  that  he  cannot  see  a  car  on  the  lap  track  until  it  is  near  the 
north  end  of  the  bridge.  This  lap  should  be  protected  by  a 
lamp  block  system,  to  be  operated  by  the  man  stationed  at  this 
point. 

Commencing  at  the  north  end  of  this  bridge  there  is  an  extra 
guard  timber  12  x  12  inches,  placed  above  and  outside  of  the 
6  X  8-inch  guard  stringer  timber.  This  is  bolted  to  every  fourth 
tie  which  extends  outside  the  track  for  that  purpose. 

From  the  bridge  to  No.  56  up  the  grade  there  is  right-hand 
curve  with  guard  rails  on  both  tracks,  ballast  and  alignment 
good,  river  bank  30  feet  above  the  w^ater.  The  inside  bank  300 
teet  above  the  track  and  no  overhanging  rock.     At  56,  which 
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is  at  the  point  of  the  curve  with  a  tangent  to  the  north,  up  the 
grade,  on  the  inside  or  down  track  there  should  be  placed  a  derail 
switch  with  a  straight  ti^ack  laid  along  the  side  of  the  inside 
bank  for  800  feet.  This  track  should  also  be  connected  with  the 
river  or  up  track  with  a  spring  point  switch  so  arranged  that  a 
runaway  car  going  down  the  up  track  would  be  taken  over  the 
derail  switch  and  the  800  feet  of  track  connected  with  it.  An 
elevation  of  at  least  12  per  cent,  should  be  given  to  this  800  feet 
of  track. 

Between  55  and  54  there  is  a  12-foot  opening  over  a  sewer 
pipe.    The  track  is  carried  over  this  on  a  12  x  14  inch  stringer 
under  each  rail.    Afi  this  is  not  a  waterway  this  opening  should 
be  filled  in.    From  55  to  53  there  is  a  left-hand  curve  with  guard 
rails,  ballast  rock,  fair  and  the  alignment  fair.    The  inside  bank 
at  this  point  is  250  feet  high  with  good  slope  and  no  overhanging 
rock.    From  the  iron  bridge  to  the  Niagara  Falls  end  of  the  line 
the  ties  are  sawed  oak  in  good  condition.    From  53  there  is  a 
tangent  to  51.    The  ballast  rock  good,  and  the  alignment  fair. 
The  inside  bank  300  feet  above  the  track  with  good  slope  and 
some  loose  rock.    The  river  bank  50  feet  above  the  water.    Be- 
tween 51  and  the  bridge  the  grass  and  weeds  in  the  track  should 
be  killed.    From  51  to  47  there  is  a  right-hand  curve,  ballast 
rock,  good,  alignment  fair,  the  inside  bank  200  feet  above  the 
track  with  good  slope,  the  river  bank  very  steep  and  75  feet  above 
the  water.    From  47  there  is  a  left-hand  curve  to  near  44,  ballast 
rock  good,  alignment  fair,  inside  bank  250  feet  high  with  fair 
slope  to  50  feet  from  the  top.    From  this  point  the  rock  over 
hangs  the  track.    The  bank  at  this  point  is  of  rock  and  shale 
formation  with  shale  foundation.    The  river  bank  is  quite  steep 
and  100  feet  above  the  water.    There  are  guard  rails  on  thi5 
•curve.    From  44  to  38  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  ballast  rock 
^ood,  alignment  fair.    The  inside  bank  between  37  and  38  is  200 
feet  high  with  fair  slope  and  top  rock  overhanging.    From  thi§ 
point  the  bank  is  150  feet  perpendicular,  shale  and  rock  formation, 
with  rock   overhanging  the  inside  and   to  the   center  of  the 
outside  track.    From  38  to  36  there  is  a  tangent,  the  ballast  is 
«hale  in  fair  condition,  the  alignment  poor,  same  condition  of  in- 
side bank  as  above.    From  36  to  34  there  is  a  sharp  right-hand 
curve,  ballast  shale  fair,  alignment  fair,  same  condition  of  inside 
bank  except  on  the  point  of  curve  where  the  lower  rock  over 
hangs  the  inside  track  20  feet  above  it.    There  are  guard  rails  on 
both  tracks. 

From  34  to  31  there  is  a  gradual  left-hand  curve  ballast  rock 
good,  alignment  fair.  At  this  point  the  inside  bank  is  150  feet 
high,  the  rock  4  feet  from  the  track  at  the  bottom  sloping  over 
the  track  to  top  overhanging  the  center  of  the  outside  or  river 
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track.  The  river  bank  has  very  little  slope  and  is  100  feet  above 
the  water.  From  31  to  29  the  same  condition  of  inside  bank  as 
above^  ei[cept  that  it  does  not  overhang  the  track;  ballast  and 
alignment  fair.  From  29  to  28  there  is  a  sharp  right-hand  curve, 
ballast  rock  fair,  alignment  good.  Between  these  two  poles  the 
shoulder  on  the  river  bank  is  very  poor  and  should  be  filled  in 
with  rock  and  stone.  There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  river  track. 
From  28  to  26  there  is  a  right-hand  curve  in  good  condition. 
From  31  to  26  the  inside  bank  gradually  reduced  in  height,  and 
at  26  is  25  feet  high.  Between  these  poles  it  is  perpendicular 
with  very  little  overhanging.  No.  26  is  located  in  a  cut  with  rock 
on  both  sides.  From  26  to  22  there  is  a  left-hand  curve,  align- 
ment and  ballast  good.  There  should  be  guard  rails  on  this 
curve.  The  guard  stringer  ends  near  this  pole,  and  at  this  point 
the  track  leaves  the  river  bank  and  extends  through  a  gravel  cut 
to  the  car  bam.  Passing  the  car  bam,  under  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral tracks,  on  a  right-hand  curve  with  guard  rail  through  a  cut 
up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  with  a  left-hand  curve  up  the  grade  to  a 
temporary  track  which  extends  to  Second  street.  The  temporary 
track  crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company  and  which  extends  from  the  Falls  line  to  a  brewery. 
The  condition  of  the  rails  of  this  switch  track  would  indicate 
that  there  is  very  little  traffic  over  it.  As  this  is  only  a  temporary 
track  and  will  be  changed  in  the  near  future,  no  recommenda- 
tion is  made  in  reference  to  protection  of  traffic  over  this  cross- 
ing. The  tracks  extend  one  block  through  Second  street,  where 
they  connect  with  the  Niagara  Falls  and  Suspension  Bridge  Rail- 
road Company's  tracks,  which  are  operated  by  the  International 
Traction  Company,  and  with  which  the  company,  the  Niagara 
Falls  (}orge  Railroad  Company,  have  a  traffic  arrangement  by 
which  their  cars  are  operated  to  the  company's  office  on  West 
Falls  street,  in  the  city  of  Niagara  Falls. 

In  the  foregoing  notes  of  inspection  the  left-hand  curves  are 
the  ones  from  which  the  cars  operated  on  the  river  track  if 
derailed  would  tend  to  go  into  the  river.  Where  the  shoulder  is 
mentioned  in  the  notes  as  being  fair  or  good  it  is  meant  that 
there  is  shoulder  enough  to  provide  support  for  the  ties;  not 
enough,  however,  to  prevent  a  derailed  car  from  going  over  the 
bank.  The  ties  from  the  Lewiston  terminus  to  the  iron  deck 
bridge  near  the  Grand  Trunk  bridge  are  cedar,  2  feet  to  centers 
and  are  in  fair  condition.  The  ties  from  the  iron  deck  bridge  to 
Niagara  Falls  are  sawed  oak,  in  good  condition.  The  rails  on 
the  whole  road  with  the  exception  of  that  on  Water  street,  in 
Lewiston,  are  60-pound  T-rail,  and  in  first  class  condition.  The 
joints  are  fish  plates  with  6  bolts. 
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There  are  some  braces  on  nearly  all  of  the  curves  on  the  liver 
bank.  There  is  very  little  elevation  on  the  curves,  and  at  the 
speed  at  which  cars  should  be  operated  over  this  line  very  little 
is  needed.  To  give  the  curves  on  the  river  bank  the  proper  ele- 
vation necesfiary  for  higher  speed  than  the  running  time  of  these 
cars  would  cause  nervousness  to  passengers. 

There  is  a  guard  stringer  timber  6x8  inches,  fastened  to  the 
ties,  outside  the  rails  and  secured  by  a  lag  bolt  to  every  second 
tie  extending  from  Lewiston  the  entire  length  of  the  road,  where 
it  is  located  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  This  on  some  of  the  left- 
hand  curves  is  capped  with  an  angle  iron  on  the  upper  inside 
corner.  This  stringer  for  a  large  portion  of  the  distance  is  in 
poor  condition.  There  are  no  excessive  grades  on  the  line  be- 
tween Lewiston  and  the  iron  deck  bridge  near  the  Grand  TroDk 
bridge.  From  this  point  to  the  terminus  at  Second  street,  in  the 
village  of  Niagara  Falls,  there  is  a  continuous  up  grade  with  a 
maximum  of  6  per  cent.  The  fall  in  the  river  between  Niagara 
Falls  and  Lewiston,  is  104  feet. 

There  is  very  little  straight  track  on  the  whole  length  of  the 
line,  there  being  an  almost  continuous  curve  in  both  directions. 

On  account  of  the  nature  of  the  formation  of  the  inside  bank 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  track  well  ditched  on  that 
side.  The  shale  of  this  bank  when  exposed  to  the  elements 
crumbles  to  almost  a  powder  and  falls  from  the  bank  continoally. 
In  a  number  of  places  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes,  the  river 
bank  has  been  carried  away  and  loose  stones  have  been  built  up 
under  the  end  of  the  ties  for  support,  and  at  one  point  it  has 
been  carried  away  to  such  an  extent  that  it  became  necessary 
to  abandon  the  outside  track  and  lap  it  over  the  inside  one. 

All  the  schedule  cars  are  operated  over  this  road  on  a  lo- 
rainute  headway.  On  holidays  and  special  occasions  they  are 
run  on  7^-minute  headway,  and  at  times  at  closer  intervals.  The 
running  time  between  Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston  is  45  minutes. 
Cars  are  operated  from  7  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.  The  fare  is  50  cents 
one  way  and  75  cents  for  the  round  trip.  This  company's  cars 
connect  at  Lewiston  with  the  Niagara  Falls  river  line  steamers 
which  run  between  Lewiston  and  Toronto.  Arrangements  are 
now  being  made  by  which  a  belt  line  will  be  operated,  cars  being 
run  over  the  line  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river,  crossing  the 
river  on  the  suspension  bridge  at  I^ewiston,  and  back  over  the 
Gorge  Road.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in 
one  day  last  year  was  4,400  on  August  4. 

The  conductors  and  motormen  on  this  road  are  uniformed.  The 
company  has  no  printed  book  of  rules  for  the  government  of  it« 
employees.    Rules  and  instructions  are  posted  at  the  car  bam.

The  road  is  not  opera/ted  during  the  months  of  March  and  April. 
The  numiber  of  cars  operated  in  the  winiter  season  is  greatly 
reduieed,  and  a  number  of  the  conduators  and  motormen  are  only 
employed  during  the  summer  season.  The  company  endeavors 
to  retain  the  experienced  motormen  and  conductors  from  year  to 
year,  bat  as  they  can  give  the  men  no  employment  in  the  winter 
time,  they  are  not  able  to  do  this  in  all  cases.  Where  new  motor- 
men  are  employed,  they  are  put  under  the  instrucftioU'  of  experi- 
enced miotormen  on  the  road  for  at  lea-st  three  weeks,  and  are  not 
given  a  car  until  reported  qualified  by  the  motorman  under  whom 
they  have  been  instructed  how  to  oi>erate  a  car. 

The  specially  dangerous  f  captures  in  the  physical  conditions  and 
methods  of  operation  of  this  road  are,  its  location  along  and  close 
to  the  edge  of  the  bank  of  the  Niagara  river.  The  location  of 
the  tracks  along  the  bank  of  the  river,  adds  an  element  of  danger 
to  the  operation  of  cars  over  them.  The  large  number  of  curves  in 
the  tracks,  increase  the  liability  of  derailment  of  cars.  The  con- 
dition of  the  inside  bank  is  such,  that  to  prevent  accidents  from 
falling  rock  and  stone,  it  must  be  watched  very  closely,  and  where 
possible,  loose  rock  and  stone  which  may  fall,  should  be  removed. 
The  trestles  and  openings  on  this  line  should  be  examined  very 
closely  after  or  during  a  prolonged  rain  fall,  as  the  water  shed' 
caused  by  the  high  bank  is  of  such  an  area,  that  a  large  volume 
of  water  miust  come  down  the  bank  and  pass  through  these  open- 
ings in  such  quantities,  that  the  undermining  or  washing  out  of 
the  aJbutmenrts  would  be  iwssible.  The  long  grade  on  which  there 
are  a  number  of  sharp  curves  in  both  dirctions,  add  to  the  danger 
of  operation  of  this  road.  On  account  of  this  grade  all  cars 
should  be  equipped  with  either  an  electric  or  air  brake,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  hand  brake  now  used.  The  location  of  the  tracks 
on  the  edge  of  the  river  bank  makes  the  question  of  the  derail- 
ment of  a  car  on  the  outside  or  river  track,  a  serious  one.  In  a 
number  of  places  along  this  road,  especially  on  the  curves,  which 
are  called  in  the  inspection  report  "  left-hand  curves,"  if  a  car 
were  derailed  ait  these  points,  it  migM  go  over  the  bank  into  the 
river.  The  result  of  a  car  loaded  with  passengers  going  inlto  the 
river  at  a  number  of  places  along  the  line  of  the  road  would  be 
very  serious.  There  should  be  some  safeguard  on  the  river  bank 
to  prevent  suich  an  occurrence,  not  only  on  the  curves,  but  on  the 
straight  track  as  well.  The  present  6x8  inch  guard  timber  is 
not  suflBcient  for  this  purpose.  Considering  the  dangerous  feat- 
ures of  the  inside  bank,  the  river  bank,  the  almost  continuous 
curves  on  the  road  and  the  heavy  grades  on  the  north  end  of  the 
line,  safety  of  operation  necessitates  the  taking  of  every  possible 
precaution  to  avoid  accident  on  this  road,  and  with  this  end  in 
view  I  make  the  following:

Recovimendations. 

That  the  shoulder  on  the  river  bank  be  given  sufficient  widtb 
and  height  to  prevent  a  derailed  car  from  going  over  the  bank  into 
the  river.  Where  this  cannot  be  done  thajt  a  12  x  12-inch  guard 
stringer  timber  be  placed  above  and  outside  of  the  present  Gx8- 
inch  stringer;  that  this  stringer  or  shoulder  to  be  extended  the 
whole  length  of  the  road  where  it  is  on  the  river  bank.  Ttat  the 
present  6  x  8-inch  stringer  be  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition. 
That  the  trestle  w^ork  near  Lewiston  be  replaced  by  an  iron 
bridge;  that  guard  rails  be  placed  on  all  curves  as  noted  in  the 
notes  of  inspection.  That  the  opening  over  the  sewer  outlet  be 
filled  in.  That  the  track  at  the  Whirlpool  station  be  protected 
as  described  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That  a  lamp  block  signal 
svstem  be  established  at  the  lap  track  over  the  iron  deck  bridge^ 
a  signal  to  be  placed  near  each  end  of  the  lap,  these  to  be 
operated  by  the  signal  man  stationed  near  that  point.  That  a 
derail  switch  be  placed  near  the  foot  of  the  grade  as  described 
in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That  the  grass  and  weeds  be  kept 
below  the  top  of  the  rail  on  the  heavy  grade  between  Niagara 
Falls  and  the  iron  bridge.  That  a  pilot  car  be  sent  over  the  tradi 
before  the  first  passenger  car  goes  over  it  in  the  morning  of  each 
day.  That  the  track  be  ballasted,  surfaced  and  aligned  as  shown 
in  the  notes  of  inspection,  especially  on  the  curves.  That  the 
rails  on  all  curves  be  properly  braced.  That  all  cars  operated  be 
equipped  w'ith  an  electric  or  air  brake,  this  to  be  independent 
of  the  brake  rods  on  chains  of  the  present  hand-brakes  which 
are  to  be  maintained  in  perfect  condition.  That  at  all  times 
while  it  is  raining  or  when  the  track  is  wet  the  track  be  sanded 
by  a  man  stationed  on  the  front  platform  of  each  car  with  a  sand- 
pail  while  descending  the  grade  between  Niagara  Falls  and  the 
iron  deck  bridge. 

A  report  of  an  Inspection  of  this  railroad  was  made  early  In  June.  1900, 
by  the  electrical  expert.  The  company  was  notified  to  appear  befofv 
the  Board  in  the  matter,  and  did  so  on  June  20.  A  seeond  inspectioB 
was  made  by  the  electrical  expert  and  the  above  is  his  second  report. 
A  copy  of  the  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making  hii 
recommendations  the  recommendations  of  this  Board.  Ttie  company  in- 
formed the  Board  that,  "  I  will  immediately  take  up  this  matter  and 
adopt  a  number  of  the  recommendations  referred  to  without  authority 
from  the  executive  committee  of  the  company.  The  largey  items,  such 
as  air  brakes,  etc.,  will  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  executive  committee. 
As  Roon  as  I  am  able  to  confer  with  them,  and  definite  steps  have  beet 
decided  upon,  I  will  advise  you.'*  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
the  Board  is  in  correspondence  with  the  company  on  this  subject 
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Olban  Street  Railway. 

May  7,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Olean  Street  Railway  and  sub- 
mit the  following: 

This  company's  system  consists  of  12.38  miles  of  single  track 
with  turnouts,  all  located  on  streets  and  highways,  constructed 
of  50,  56  and  60-pound  T-rail.  One  branch  extends  from  the  city 
of  Olean  to  the  village  of  Portville,  a  distance  of  6^  miles,  and 
one  to  the  village  of  Allegany,  5J  miles,  all  in  the  county  of  Cat- 
taraugus. There  are  8  crossings  of  steam  tracks,  one  bridge  and 
6  trestles  on  the  line.  The  maximum  grade,  which  is  on  the  Port- 
yille  line,  is  6  per  cent,  for  300  feet. 

The  company  has  one  power  house,  boiler  room  and  car  barn, 
all  under  one  roof.  This  is  a  brick  and  iron  one-story  building 
80  X  120  feet,  located  on  Union  street  in  North  Olean. 

The  power-house  equipment  consists  of  one  Corliss  engine  300 
horse-power,  working  at  86  revolutions  per  minute,  installed  in 
1897,  one  Westinghouse  engine  150  horse-power,  compound, 
which  is  held  in  reserve,  installed  in  1893,  one  225  K.  W.  gene- 
rator belted  to  the  Corliss  engine,  installed  in  1897,  one  100  K.  W. 
belted  to  the  Westinghouse  engine,  installed  in  1893,  one  switch 
board  equipped  with  volt  and  ampere  meters,  circuit  breakers, 
etc. 

The  boiler-house  equipment  consists  of  two  National  tubular 
boilers,  175  horse-power  each,  at  120  pounds  pressure,  operated  by 
natuiial  gas. 

The  car  barn  has  a  storage  capacity  of  16  cars.  There  are  4 
traeks  extending  the  entire  length  of  the  barn,  with  pits  under 
each  track ;  these  are  heated  by  steam  pipes. 

There  is  a  repair  shop  in  this  building,  in  which  light  repairs 
are  made. 

The  company  owns  15  passenger  cars,  9  closed  and  6  open.  Of 
the  closed  cars  4  are  20  feet,  4  18  feet  and  1  28  feet.  The  open 
cars  are  26  feet  over  all.  There  are  3  freight  cars  and  1  snow 
plow;  13  motor  equipments,  5  of  which  are  G.  E.  1,000,  3  G.  E. 
800,  2  W.  P.  50  and  3  W.  P.  30.  Trucks  are  of  Peckham  and  Brill 
makes;  tread  of  wheels  2^  inches.  All  cars  have  electric  head- 
lights; are  heated  and  lighted  by  electricity.  Closed  cars  have 
sand  boxes,  and  all  cars  are  equipped  with  the  ordinary  single 
chain  hand  brake,  and  have  red  flags  and  lanterns.  None  has 
fenders.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  every  night  by  a  night 
man  in  car  barn,  and  2  day  men  do  the  repairing. 

Commencing  at  the  power  house  the  track  on  the  Portville 
branch  is  constructed  through  Main  street  in  North  Olean,  over 
Olean  creek,  on  an  over  truss  iron  bridge  161  feet  long,  of  2  spans, 
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resting  on  solid  mason  work  abutments  and  pier.  This  bridge  is 
east  of  and  alongside  the  highway  bridge,  bat  entirely  separate 
from  it.  It  was  constructed  in  1897,  by  the  Croton  Bridge  C3wn- 
pany  and  is  in  good  condition.  A  car  passing  over  it  cauaes 
very  little  vibration.  The  approaches  are  on  a  level  with  the 
bridge  on  either  end;  there  is  a  sharp  curve  on  the  north  ap- 
proach; the  track  is  straight  on  the  south  end.  There  are  small 
guard  stringers  outside  the  rails;  no  guard  rails. 

On  Front  street,  at  First  avenue,  the  track  crosses  the  street, 
making  a  diagonal  crossing.  Front  street  is  again  crossed  at 
New  street.  There  is  a  reverse  curve  in  New  street,  where  the 
street  is  crossed  twice  in  200  feet.  These  crossings  are  neces- 
sary to  turn  the  corners  of  the  street.  On  this  street  there  is  a 
grade  ascending  of  6  per  cent,  for  about  300  feet  and  one  desoeBd- 
ing  of  about  the  same  per  cent,  and  for  the  same  distance.  On 
King  street  the  track  crosses  the  single  track  of  the  main  line 
of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railway  at  grade. 
From  King  street  the  track  is  constructed  on  the  side  of  the  Port- 
ville  road  to  the  village  of  Portville,  through  which  it  is  laid  in 
the  center  of  the  street.  Between  King  street  and  Portville  the 
track  crosses  the  highway  at  4  points.  On  this  road  the  track 
crosses  2  switch  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn- 
sylvania, which  extend  from  the  main  line  to  Quinn's  tannery.  It 
crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  narrow  gauge  road  owned  by  the 
Central  New  York  and  Western  Railway  Company.  This  track, 
I  am  informed,  has  not  been  operated  for  over  one  year,  and  the 
condition  of  the  rails  would  indicate  that  this  was  a  fact.  West 
of  this  crossing  there  is  a  trestle  500  feet  long,  over  low  ground 
and  Haskell's  creek.  This  trestle  is  of  frame  construction  set 
on  stone  foundations,  except  60  feet  over  the  waterway,  which  Is 
of  pile  construction;  here  there  are  4  bents  set  on  12-inch  round 
timher  piles,  4  piles  at  each  end  of  a  bent.  There  are  guard 
stringers  outside  the  rails,  but  no  guard  rails.  There  are  no 
grades  or  curves  on  the  approaches.  The  alignment  of  track  on 
this  trestle  is  very  poor.    It  was  constructed  in  1897. 

There  is  a  picnic  ground  on  this  branch  near  Weston  Mills- 
From  the  picnic  ground  to  Tyler's  saw  mill,  a  distance  of  half  a 
mile,  the  track  is  constructed  alongside  of  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  track.  At  Tyler's  mills  the  track  crosses  at 
grade  a  switch  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania, 
Near  this  crossing  there  are  100  feet  of  trestle,  constructed  of 
frame  work  and  piling,  over  the  mill  race.  This  trestle  is  on  a 
curve;  there  are  stringer  guards  outside  the  rails  and  a  guard 
rail  on  the  inside  rail.  The  trestle  is  in  good  condition.  Two 
hundred  feet  east  of  this  there  is  a  4-bent  trestle,  of  pile  con- 
struction, over  a  portion  of  the  mill   pond.     There   are   guard 
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stringers,  but  no  guard  rails.  The  approaches  are  level  and 
straight.  Near  the  village  of  Portville  there  is  a  trestle  150  feet 
long;  one  bent  of  which  is  over  a  wat;erway,  the  rest  over  low 
lands.  There  are  guard  timbers,  but  no  guard  rails.  The  ap- 
proach on  the  east  end  is  on  a  curve  and  level,  on  the  west  straight 
and  level. 

On  Union  street,  in  the  city  of  Olean,  the  track  crosses  5  steam 
tracks  at  grade,  4  of  which  are  owned  by  the  Western  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Company,  and  one  a  dead  end  narrow  gauge 
track  owned  by  the  Central  New  York  and  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

On  West  State  street  the  Allegany  branch  crosses  at  grade  the 
switch  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  which 
extends  from  the  main  line  to  Pierce's  tannery.  On  the  Allegany 
road  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  trestle  work  which  has  been 
filled  in,  except  over  a  creek,  where  there  is  a  stone  arch  culvert; 
on  this  trestle  and  culvert  there  are  guard  rails.  On  this  high- 
way, near  the  village  of  Allegany,  the  track  crosses  the  single 
track  of  the  River  Division  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Penn- 
sylvania, and  150  feet  north  of  this  crossing  it  crosses  the  single 
track  of  the  main  line  of  the  Erie  road. 


Steam  Road  Crossmg. 

The  King  street  crossing  of  the  single  track  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  road  is  inside  the  yard 
limits  of  the  Olean  yard.  It  is  a  right-angle  cut  crossing,  with 
special  work  in  good  condition.  It  is  open  and  clear  to  view  in 
all  directions.  A  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the  crossing  can 
be  had  for  2,000  feet  on  either  side  of  it.  There  are  no  grades 
in  the  steam  or  electric  tracks  approaching  the  crossing.  It  is 
protected  by  derails  in  the  electric  tracks,  operated  by  the  con- 
ductors of  the  electric  cars,  who  are  obliged  to  cross  the  steam 
tracks  to  operate  the  switch  levers.  I  found  one  of  these  switches 
out  of  order  and  set  straight  on  the  track. 

The  crossing  of  2  switch  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  road  at  Quinn's  tannery  is  open  and  clear  to  view 
in  all  directions.  The  steam  tracks  can  be  seen  from  the  cross- 
ing 500  feet  north  and  1,500  feet  south;  there  is  a  curve  in  them 
on  either  side  of  the  crossing.  There  is  no  grade  in  the  steam  or 
electric  tracks  approaching  the  crossing.  The  electric  tracks  are 
straight  on  either  side  of  it.  This  is  nearly  a  right-angle  jump 
crossing,  with  no  protection.  Cars  do  not  come  to  a  stop  at  this 
point. 

The  crossing  of  the  narrow  gauge  track  of  the  Central  New 
York  and  Western  Company  is  obstructed  to  view  on  the  north 
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side  by  a  large  pile  of  tan  bark.    Until  operation  is  resumed  on 
this  branch  track  no  protection  is  needed  at  this  point. 

The  crossing  at  Tyler's  saw  mill  of  the  switch  track  of  the 
Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  road  is  a  diagonal  cut  crosi- 
ing,  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  It  is  open  and  clear  ta 
view  in  all  directions.  The  steam  track,  which  extends  from  the 
main  line  to  the  saw  mill,  is  on  a  curve  and  a  down  grade  descend- 
ing from  the  main  line.  Standing  on  the  crossing,  a  view  of  the 
steam  track  can  be  had  its  entire  length.  There  is  no  grade  or 
curve  on  the  electric  track  approaching  the  crossing.  There  is  ito 
protection  at  this  point,  and  electric  cars  do  not  stop. 

The  crossing  at  Union  street,  in  the  city  of  Olean,  is  over  4 
tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  a  dead 
end  track  of  the  narrow  gauge  road  owned  by  the  Central  New 
York  and  Western  Railway  Company.  This  is  a  diagonal  jump 
crossing,  the  construction  of  which  is  very  poor.  There  are  build- 
ings which  obstruct  the  view  of  the  crossing  from  the  street,  on 
all  corners  except  the  southeast  one.  A  good  view  of  the  steam 
tracks  can  be  had  from  the  crossing  in  each  direction.  The  depot 
of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  road  is  located  100 
feet  east  of  the  crossing.  The  distance  between  the  outside  rail* 
of  the  crossing  is  75  feet.  Union  street  is  the  main  street  of  the 
city  of  Olean.  It  is  paved  with  brick  and  is  75  feet  wide  between 
curbs.  The  street  is  level  with  the  crossing  on  either  side  of  it 
Some  of  the  freight  trains  do  not  stop  at  the  depot,  and  there  is 
considerable  switching  over  the  crossing.  Electric  cars  are 
operated  over  it  at  7-minute  intervals.  This  crossing  is  protected 
by  gates  operated  from  a  tower  located  on  the  west  side  of  the 
crossing,  between  the  steam  tracks.  There  is  a  man  on  duty  in 
this  tower  at  all  hours.  Electric  cars  come  to  a  stop  and  con- 
ductors go  ahead  over  the  crossing. 

The  crossing  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
switch  track  on  West  State  street  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing,  with 
special  work  in  poor  condition.  It  is  open  and  clear  to  view  in  all 
directions.  The  steam  track  is  a  branch,  which  extends  from  the 
main  line  to  Pierce's  tannery.  A  view  of  it  from  the  crossing  can 
be  had  for  1,000  feet  south;  the  view  to  the  north  is  limited  by  a 
curve  on  the  track,  to  500  feet.  Electric  cars  are  operated  over 
this  crossing  at  20-minute  intervals.  Cars  come  to  a  stop  and 
conductors  go  ahead.    There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing. 

The  crossing  of  the  single  track  o^the  River  Division  of  the 
Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  on  the  Allegany 
highway  is  a  jump  crossing  construction,  in  fair  condition.  The 
view  of  the  crossing  to  the  west,  going  north  on  the  electric 
track,  is  obstructed  by  trees.  It  is  clear  to  view  in  other  direc- 
tions.   A  view  of  the  steam  track  from  the  crossing  can  be  had 
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to  the  west  for  2,000  feet;  to  the  east  for  1,000  feet.  The  Alle- 
gany depot  of  this  company  is  located  1,000  feet  west  of  this 
crossing.  All  passenger  trains  stop  at  this  station.  One  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  north  of  this  crossing  the  track  crosses  the 
single  track  of  the  main  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad.  This  crossing 
is  similar  to  the  crossing  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
Tania  in  regard  to  construction  and  view,  except  that  there  are 
<lerail  switches  in  the  electric  tracks  at  this  crossing,  and  there 
is  no  depot  on  the  Erie  road  near  it.  There  is  a  flagman  located 
^t  these  crossings,  who  guards  both.  He  is  on  duty  from  7  a.  m. 
to  6  p.  m.  He  is  employed  jointly  by  the  three  companies.  He 
operates  the  derail  switches  while  on  duty;  at  other  times  they 
4ire  operated  by  the  conductors. 

The  cars  of  this  company  are  operated  in  such  a  manner  that 
all  depots  are  reached  by  them  from  the  residence  and  business 
portion  of  the  city.  A  large  portion  T)f  the  cars  are  in  good  con- 
•dition,  well  painted  and  clean,  and  are  run  on  schedules  which 
accommodate  the  public  as  well  as  the  limited  business  of  the 
road  will  permit.  The  conductors  and  motormen  are  uniformed. 
The  company  has  a  book  of  rules  for  the  government  of  its  em- 
ployees. Five  cents  fare  is  charged  in  the  city  limits;  ten  cents 
fare  is  charged  on  the  Allegany  and  Portville  branches.  Tickets 
^ood  for  a  round  trip  on  the  Allegany  branch  are  sold,  eight  for 
one  dollar.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one 
day  last  year — July  4th — was  14,237. 

The  power  house  is  in  good  condition;  no  oil  on  the  floor,  or 
•waste  lying  around.  It  is  protected  from  fire  by  hose  connected 
to  the  city  water  mains.  The  engines  and  generators  are  in  good 
«hape  and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  power  for  the  maxi- 
mum requirements  of  operation  of  the  system.  The  boilers  axe 
inspected  by  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company;  the  last  in- 
spection was  March  24,  1900. 

The  Allegany  branch  was  constructed  in  1893.  It  is  not  in  a 
dangerous  condition,  but  a  large  number  of  the  ties  need  renew- 
ing and  the  track  needs  surfacing  and  raising,  especially  between 
the  city  line  and  the  Two  Mile  creek. 

The  Portville  branch  was  constructed  in  1897.  The  ties  and 
rail  are  in  good  condition.  The  woodwork  of  the  trestle  is  in 
good  condition,  but  the  alignment  of  track  over  them  as  well  as 
the  larger  portion  of  this  branch,  is  very  poor.  The  track  needs 
.surfacing  and  ballasting,  especially  between  Gordon  Mills  and 
Portville.  There  are  four  pieces  of  trestle  work  on  this  line 
•which  are  from  three  to  eight  feet  high;  all  of  these  could  be 
-filled  in  and  girder  plate  bridges  put  in  over  the  waterways. 
This  would  improve  the  condition  of  this  branch  and  add  to  the 
safety  of  operation  on  it. 
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I  found  a  gang  of  eight  men  employed  on  the  Allegany  branch, 
raising  track,  putting  in  new  ties  and  putting  under  cinders.  1 
am  Informed  by  the  general  manager  of  the  road  that  this  work 
will  be  continued  until  the  necessary  new  ties  are  put  in  on  the 
Allegany  branch,  and  the  track  raised,  ballasted  and  aligned  on 
the  Allegany  and  Portville  branches. 

The  crossings  of  the  Portville  highway  are  all  diagonal  ones, 
all  open  and  clear  to  view;  there  are  no  especially  dangerons  con- 
ditions at  any  of  them.  The  picnic  ground  near  Weston  Mills, 
on  the  Portville  branch,  is  not  owned  by  the  company.  Cars 
on  the  Allegany  and  Portville  branches  are  oi)erated  on  a  40- 
minute  schedule,  and  extra  cars  are  run  to  the  picnic  groond, 
on  the  Allegany  line,  during  the  summer  season.  Under  a  traific 
agreement  cars  of  the  Olean,  Rock  City  and  Bradford  Railway 
Company  are  operated  over  the  tracks  of  this  company  through 
West  State  and  Union  streets,  from  near  the  Pierce's  tannery 
crossing  to  the  Union  street  crossing,  a  distance  of  about  one 
mile. 

Union  and  State  streets,  through  which  the  track  is  con- 
structed, are  two  of  the  main  streets  of  the  city  of  Olean;  they 
are  paved  with  brick  and  the  track  is  of  T-rail  construction.  The 
Portville  and  Allegany  roads  are  country  highways,  fairly  well 
built  up,  especially  the  Portville  road,  which  is  quite  thickly 
settled,  and  on  which  there  are  several  mills  and  tanneries. 

Portville,  which  is  an  incorporated  village,  has  a  population  of 
800;  Weston's  Mills,  on  the  Portville  branch,  has  250;  Gordon's 
Mills,  100;  Allegany,  1,200,  and  the  city  of  Olean  has  a  popula- 
tion of  10,000. 

With  the  exception  of  the  steam  crossings  there  are  no 
especially  dangerous  features  in  the  physical  conditions  or  the 
method  of  operation  of  this  road.  No  trailer  cars  are  used.  The 
maximum  grade  of  six  per  cent,  is  for  a  distance  of  only  300 
feet,  and  on  a  straight  track.  With  this  exception  there  are 
very  few  grades  on  the  system.  There  are  no  crossings  of  the 
electric  tracks  except  where  two  lines  form  a  junction.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  grades  on  the  line,  and  the  fact  that  there 
are  no  crossings  of  the  electric  tracks,  the  class  of  cars  operated 
and  the  headway  on  which  they  are  run,  and  that  no  trailer  cars 
are  used,  I  have  no  suggestion  to  make  in  reference  to  the  brakes 
used  on  the  cars,  except  to  say  that  they  should  be  thoroughly 
inspected  every  night  and  kept  in  perfect  condition. 

The  grade  crossings  of  the  switch  tracks  on  the  Portville 
branch,  at  Quinn's  tannery  and  Tyler's  saw  mill,  are  not  espec- 
ially dangerous  ones,  being  open  and  clear  to  view.  I  am  informed 
by  the  freight  agent  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Company  that  the  switching  over  these  tracks  is  done  by 
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the  yard  crew  and  engine,  and  nsually  once  a  day.  I  have,  how- 
ever, investigated  accidents  which  have  occurred  at  crossings  at 
which  the  physical  conditions  were  as  favorable  and  the  traffic 
no  greater  than  at  these. 

With  a  view  of  increasing  the  factor  of  safety  in  the  operation 
of  this  road,  I  make  the  following 

Recommendations. 

That  a  cut  crossing  be  j)ut  in  at  the  Union  street  crossing  of 
the  tracks  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Company, 
and  the  single  track  of  the  Central  New  York  and  Western  Rail- 
way Company;  that  this  crossing  be  protected  by  derail  switches 
in  the  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the  steam  tracks,  these  to 
be  operated  from  the  present  tower.    That  a  copper  trough  be 
placed  over  the  trolley  wire,  in  metallic  contact  with  it,  so  that 
the  trolley  wheel  will  receive  current  if  it  leaves  the  wire  while 
^oing  over  the  crossing.    That  the  conductors  go  ahead  and  pilot 
cars  across  the  crossing  after  the  above  recommendations  have 
been  complied  with.    Conditions  are  such  that  signals  on  the 
steam  track,  interlocked  with  the  derails,  would  not  add  to  the 
safety  of  operation  over  this  crossing.    That  the  derail  switches 
at  the  King  street  crossing  be  put  in  working  order  and  main- 
tained in  that  condition.    That  a  cut  crossing  be  put  in  at  the 
crossing  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  switch 
track  at  Quinn's  tannery,  and  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over 
the  trolley  wire.    That  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  at  this  crossing 
and  the  conductors  go  ahead  over  the  crossing.    That  a  copper 
trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  switch  track  at  Tyler's 
saw  mill.    That  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  and  the  conductors  go 
ahead  over  the  crossing.    That  the  special  work  of  the  crossing 
of  the  switch  track  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania, 
near  Piercers  tannery  on  West  State  street,  be  renewed  and  a 
copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  at  this  crossing. 
That  derails  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  River 
division  of  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  on  the 
Allegany  road.    That  a  cut  crossing  be  put  in  at  this  point. 
That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  over  this 
and  the  Erie  crossing  near  it.    That  the  flagman  stationed  at 
this  point  operate  the  derails  while  he  is  on  duty;  at  other  times 
they  to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars.    That 
guard  rails  be  placed  on  all  the  trestles  on  the  Portville  branch, 
except  the  one  near  Tyler's  saw  mill,  which  is  equipped  with 
one  on  the  inside  rail  of  a  curve  track.    That  guard  rails  be 
placed  on  the  bridge  over  Clean  creek,  in  North  Clean.    No 
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recomiuendation  is  made  in  reference  to  new  ties  on  the  Allegany^ 
branch,  or  to  raising  track,  ballasting  and  aligning  on  this  and 
the  Portville  branch,  as  this  work  is  now  under  way  and  it  ia- 
expected  that  it  will  be  continued  to  completion.  Safe  opera- 
tion on  the  trestles  makes  it  necessary  to  line  up  the  track  ovct^ 
them  as  soon  as  possible.  The  condition  of  track  would  be  im- 
proved if  these  trestles  were  filled  in  and  iron  spans  placed  over 
the  waterways.  The  heaving  of  the  ground,  caused  by  frosts^ 
makes  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  track  in  proper  condition  on 
these  trestles. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that,  **We  are  carrying  out 
the  same  so  far  as  our  finances  will  i>ermit;  ♦  ♦  ♦  .  We  are  exceed- 
ingly anxious  to  comply  with  them,  and  will  do  so  as  fast  as  it  is  in  our 
power." 

Olean,  Rock  City  and  Bradford  Railway, 

May  7,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Olean,  Bock  City  and  Brad- 
ford Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

My  inspection  of  this  system  wbb  confined  to  that  portion  of 
it  which  is  located  in  the  State  of  New  York.  The  road  extoids 
from  Bradford,  Pa.,  to  Olean,  N.  Y.,  a  distance  of  19.81  miles. 
The  portion  located  in  this  State,  from  the  State  line  to  the  dty 
of  Olean,  is  9.79  miles.  This  portion  of  the  road  is  all  through 
private  right  of  way,  single  track  with  tumonts,  T-rail  conetrac* 
tion,  weight  of  rail  40  pounds.  This  was  originally  a  narrow 
gauge  road  operated  by  steam  power;  it  has  been  changed  to 
standard  gauge  and  is  now  operated  by  electricity:  The  <Hriginal 
route  has  been  changed,  and  the  line  newly  constructed  between 
the  old  power  house  and  the  first  trestle  near  the  city  of  Olean^ 
a  distance  of  three  miles.  This  change  was  made  by  using  the 
old  rails  and  a  large  portion  of  the  old  ties  on  the  new  route- 
On  the  New  State  portion  of  the  line  there  are  two  bridges,  four 
trestles,  four  highway  crossings;  no  steam  road  crossings;  and 
the  maximum  grade  is  about  6  per  cent.,  which  extends  frcwn  the 
old  power  station  to  the  waterway  at  the  foot  of  a  grade  near 
the  junction  of  the  present  line  with  the  old  route,  a  distance  of 
about  3  miles.  Between  these  points  the  track  is  nearly  a  con- 
tinuous curve  in  both  directions,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  dis- 
tance is  built  on  the  side  of  the  mountains,  in  some  places  the 
track  being  100  feet  above  the  valley,  and  the  bank  being  very 

steep. 

The  following  notes,  taken  on  the  inspection,  will  give  a  gen- 
eral idea  of  the  construction  and  condition  of  the  track,  roadbed,, 
bridges  and  trestles  between  the  State  line  and  Olean : 
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At  State  line  there  is  a  turnout,  with  spring  point  switch  with 
itch  stands.     The  next  turnou't  is  at  Knapp's  creek,  about  2 
miles  (Jdstaut.    From  State  line  to  the  Summit,  about  1  mile,  there 
is  an  ascending  grade  of  2  per  cent.     The  first  curve  from  the 
State  line  is  to  the  left;  this  being  a  long  one,  with  good  elevation; 
sliould  have  rail  bracee.    The  next  curve  is  to  the  right;  elevation 
good;  few  braces;  should  have  more.    To  this  point,  ties  and  rails 
fair;  alignment  good.     The  next  curve  is  to  the  left;  elevation 
O.  K.;  ties  good;  rail  fair;  a  few  braces;  should  be  more.    Next, 
a    short  curve  to  the  left;  elevation  good;  ties  poor;  rail  fair; 
should  have  braces;  and  20  per  cent,  of  the  ties  should  be  re- 
:newed.    Then  straight  track  to  Summit  highway  ci*ossing:  rail 
fair;  ties  poor;  20  per  cent,  of  them  should  be  renewed.     This 
crossing  of  the  highway  is  a  diagonal  one.    (Joing  weet  the  view 
of  the  highway  to  south  is  obstructed  by  trees.    There  is  a  cross- 
ing sign  at  this  point. 

From  Summit  thei*e  is  a  long,  right-hand  curve  with  d  fnw 
braces;  ties  and  rails  fair;  elevation  good:  has  been  surfaced 
lately;  gang  of  men  working  here;  should  have  more  braces. 
Trom  Plainview  station  continue  reverse  curves  to  Knapp^s  Creek 
station^  down  4  per  cent,  grade;  ties  poor;  ra:ls  poor;  few  braces; 
<*levation  good;  should  have  20  per  cent,  new  ties  and  more 
braces.  Tl  .»re  is  a  turnout  at  Knapp's  Creek  with  spring  points 
and  switch  stands.  There  is  a  depot  at  this  poiiit;  no  care  taken 
of  it;  no  heat  or  light.  From  Knapp's  Creek  to  the  whistle-post 
a  left-hand  curve;  ties  and  rails  very  poor;  few  braces;  all  ties 
should  be  renewed;  more  braces;  elevation  O.  K.  From  whistle- 
post  to  cattle  pass  right  curve;  ties  and  rails  in  fair  condition; 
elevation  O.  K.;  has  been  surfaced  recently;  few  braces;  more 
shoald  be  put  on.  From  cattle  paas  to  highway  crossing  slight 
corves  in  both  directions;  ties  and  rails  in  fair  condition;  has  been 
recently  resurfaced.  Highway  crossing  a  diagonal  one,  open  and 
clear  to  view;  crossing  sign.  To  the  next  highway  crossing 
straight  track,  down  2  per  cent,  grade;  ties  and  rails  fair;  a  good 
view  of  this  crossing  in  all  directions;  crossing  sign.  To  the  next 
whistle-post  three  reverse  curves  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade;  rails 
fair;  ties  poor;  few  braces;  elevation  O.  K.;  curves  sharp;  should 
have  more  braces;  20  per  cent,  of  ties  should  be  renewed.  To 
the  abandoned  turnout  slight  curves;  ties  and  rails  fair.  To  Bock 
City  switch  straight  track  and  3  reverse  curves;  no  grade;  ties 
poor;  rail  fair;  elevation  0.  K.;  some  braces;  20  per  cent,  of  ties 
should  be  renewed;  more  braces  put  on;  spring  point  switch, 
switch  stand.  At  this  point  the  company  owms  a  summer  park 
in  which  there  is  a  dancing  pavilion,  a  house  and  inclosure  for 
meetings.  There  is  a  depot  and  platform  at  this  station.  These 
are  all  in  good  condition;  the  depot  newly  painted.  A  continu- 
ous left  curve  to  near  Rock  City;  ties  very  poor;  rail  fair;  eleva- 
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tion  good;  few  braces;  ties  should  be  renewed;  more  braces  put 
on.    Then  500  feet  of  straight  track  to  Rock  City  station;  ties 
very  i>oor;  should  be  renewed.      From  Rock  City  1,000  feet  of 
straight  track  dowTi  3  per  cent,  grade;  then  curves  to  whistle- 
post;  ties  poor;  rail  fair;  few  braces;  elevation  0.  K.;  should  have 
20  per  cent,  new  ties;  more  braces.    Then  left  curve  and  reverse 
curves  to  highway  crossing;  ties  fair;  rail  fair;  few  braces;  should 
have  more  braces;  the  highway  crossing  clear  to  view  in  all  di- 
rections; crossing  sign.    From  highway  crossing  continuous  re- 
verse  curves  and  down  4  per  cent,  grade  to  cut;  ties  poor;  rail 
poor;  few  braces;  elevu^tion  O.  K.;  should  have  20  per  cent,  new 
ties  and  more  braces.    From  cut  to  old  power  station  continuous 
reverse  curves  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade;  ties  and  rails  poor;  few 
bra'^es;  elevation  all  O.  K.;  should  have  20  per  cent,  new  ties 
and  more  bmces.    At  this  point  there  was  a  power  house;  this 
has  been  abandoned.    From  this  point  the  route  has  been  changed 
from  that  of  the  old  narrow  gauge  road'  to  near  the  first  bridge 
going  to  Glean,  about  3  miles.      From  the  old  power  house  to 
the  foot  of  the  grade  east  of  the  bridge,  about  3  miles,  there 
is  a  continuous  down  grade  of  6  per  cent,  and  almost  continuous 
curves  in  each  direction,  there  being  very  little  straight  track 
between  thetee  points;  the  track   is  in   fair   condition;    in  the 
construction    on    the    new    route   some   new    ties    were    used, 
and    the    elevation    on    curves    is    good;    the    rail    is    fair; 
there  are  a  few   braces   on   the  new  curves,  but  not  enough. 
From  the  old  power  house  the  track  is  laid  on  a  side  hill,  there 
being  a  descent  on  the  left  side  and  a  high  bank  on  the  right,  to 
the  cut.    In  the  cut  the  track  crosses  the  top  of  the  hill  or  moun- 
tain, and  from  this  point  the  descent  is  on  the  right  side  of  the 
track  and  in  places  is  100  feet  above  the  level  land  below,  and 
very  little  slope  to  the  bank.   About  one-third  of  the  distance  from 
the  old  power  house  there  is  a  turnout  switch.    This  is  a  dead 
end,  spring  point  switch,  with  stand.    There  is  a  curve  just  east 
of  this  switch  (or  between  it  and  the  old  power  house).    Before 
coming  to  this  curve  there  is  a  short  stretch  of  straight  track. 
At  the  end  of  the  straight  track,  and  at  the  point  of  the  curve 
there  should  be  placed  a  derail  switch,  and  500  feet  of  track  built 
up  the  hill.    This  derail  switch  and  track  would  be  a  continua- 
tion of  the  straight  track,  and  a  runaway  car  would  go  up  the 
hill  without  being  turned  from  a  straight  course.    The  land 
necessary  for  this  derail  track  is  waste  brush  or  light  timber 
land.    About  half  way  between  this  point  and  the  end  of  the 
grade  on  the  Keiser  lot  the  same  conditions  exist;  a  straight 
track  and  then  a  curve,  where  a  derail  and  500  feet  of  track  up 
the  hill  could  be  put  in.    From  this  point  to  the  white  telegraph 
pole,  1,200  feet,  there  are  three  reverse  curves,  very  sharp  aud 
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on  a  high  steep  bank;  there  is  a  guard  rail  a  portion  of  the  dis- 
tance on  these  enrves.    To  the  next  white  pole,  sharp  reverse 
cnrves  on  high  bank;  this  white  pole  should  be  replaced  by  the 
pole  at  the  point  of  curye,  so  the  stop  would  be  made  before 
going  around  the  curve.    The  second  white  pole  should  be  moved 
to  the  first  pole  before  reaching  the  curve,  for  the  same  reason. 
This  curve,  which  is  a  very  sharp  one,  is  on  a  12-foot  fill;  there 
is  a  guard  rail  on  a  portion  of  the  curve;  this  should  be  ex- 
tended around  the  curve  to  the  straight  track.    From  this  curve 
there  is  a  straight  track  to  a  waterway,  which  is  at  the  end  of 
the  down  grade.    This  is  an  8-foot  opening  over  a  small  stream, 
constructed  of  three  6  x  12  stringers  bolted  together  on  each  side, 
resting  on  mud  sills,  all  in  good  condition.    From  this  water- 
way up  a  six  per  cent,  grade,  to  a  highway,  track  straight,  ties 
and  rail  in  fair  condition.    The  view  of  this  highway,  coming 
from  Olean,  is  obstructed  by  a  high  bank.    There  should  be  a 
crossing  sign  at  this  crossing.    From  highway  up  a  eix  per  cent. 
grade  and  curve,  no  braces;  no  guard  rail;  ti^s  and  rail  fair; 
elevation  poor;  alignment  very  poor;  should  have  braces  and 
guard  rail;  curve  should  be  surfaced  and  lined.    Then  straight 
track  on  side  hill,  with  descent  on  left  of  track  to  the  first  bridge. 
This  track  in  fair  condition,  except  alignment,  which  is  very  poor. 
Near  the  bridge  the  new  route  joins  the  old  one.    This  bridge  is 
30  feet  long,  with  a  15-foot  opening  between  bents.    The  two 
bents  are  made  of  two  upright  timbers  12  x  12-inch,  with  12  x  12- 
inch  top  and  bottom  stringers,  each  bent  braced  with  plank 
spiked  on  the  uprights;  the  stringer  plates  are  three  6  x  14-inch 
timbers  bolted  together  on  each  side;  the  abutments  are  con- 
structed of  loose,  small  stones;  there  are  old  wood  stringers  on 
the  outside  rails,  and  a  guard  rail  on  one  rail.     The  approach  from 
Olean  is  on  a  curve  and  on  a  six  per  cent,  down  grade;  the  ap- 
proach on  the  other  end  is  on  a  curve  and  up  grade.    This  bridge 
is  not  in  good  condition  and  should  be  replaced  by  an  iron  girder 
bridge,  with  mason  work  abutments.    Near  this  bridge  there  is 
a  trestle  over  a  gorge  and  small  waterway.    This  consists  of 
9  bents,  14  feet  each;  these  are  constructed  of  two  uprights  and 
two  brace  timbers,  each  12x12  inches,  with  top  and  bottom 
stringers,  and  toe  nailed  to  them.    These  bents  are  braced,  side 
and  end,  by  two  planks  each  way,  spiked  on  the  uprights;  there 
is  no  stone  foundation  under  the  bents;  the  plate  stringers  are 
three  6  x  14-inch  timbers,  bolted  together;  the  ties  are  square 
chestnut,  cut  foi>  the  stringer  plates.    The  trestle  is  on  a  curve, 
with  curves  on  each  approach.    It  is  on  a  four  per  cent,  grade, 
descending  to  Olean.    There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail, 
and  old  4  x  6-inch  wood  stringers  outside  the  rails.    The  highest 
point  above  the  waterway  is  20  feet.    The  stringer  plates  are  in 
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poor  condition,  being  warped  out  of  shape,  and  are  poor  at  the 
ends.    The  ties  are  in  poor  condition;  some  new  ones  have  been 
added;  the  old  ones  should  all  be  renewed;  new  gnard  stringer* 
6x8  inches,  and  another  guard  rail  should  be  pnt  on ;  more 
bolts  should  be  put  on  to  hold  the  stringer  plates  together  and 
in  position.    A  car  passing  over  this  trestle  causes  considerable 
side  vibration.    From  the  trestle,  straight  track  to  two  reverse 
curves;  ties  not  in  first  class  condition;  ten  per  cent,  should  be 
renewed;  rail  fair;  should  be  braces  and  guard  rails  on  the  two 
curves.    Then  a  6-bent  trestle,  14-foot  bents,  three  12-inch  round 
timber  piles  under  each  end  of  a  bent;  the  stringer  plates  are 
three  6  x  Id-inch  timbers  28  feet  long,  bolted  together;  the  tiw 
are  square  oak,  cut  for  the  stringer  plate;  there  are  old  stringer 
timbers  on  outside  of  rails;  no  guard  rails.    The  track  on  the 
trestle  and  the  approaches  is  straight,  and  there  is  no  grade.    The 
trestle  is  seven  to  eight  feet  above  the  low  land  over  which  it 
is  constructed;  there  is  a  small  stream  under  the  center  span. 
The  piles  are  of  oak,  and  where  they  enter  the  ground  a  number 
of   them   are   decayed   to   about   two-thirds   of   their    original 
"diameter;  the  remaining  wood  is  sound  and  solid;  the  first  three 
bents  have  been  strengthened  by  one  or  two  new  12  x  12-inch 
upright  timbers  put  in  alongside  the  round  piles,  and  braced  by 
plank  spiked  to  the  new  timbers  and  old  piles.    A  car  passing 
over  this  trestle  causes  some  vibration,  but  it  is  not  excessive. 
The  other  three  bents  should  be  strengthened  in  the  same  manner 
that  the  first  three  have  been,  and  all  should  be  well  braced.   The 
guard  stringers  should  be  replaced  by  6  x  8-inch  stringers,  and 
two  guard  rails  put  on.    The  next  trestle  near  the  above  one  i» 
300  feet  long,  over  low  land,  and  is  constructed  in  the  same  man- 
ner  as  the  one  last  described,  except  that  at  the  end  of  some 
of  the  bents  there  are  four  piles.    This  trestle  is  on  a  curve,  with 
level  and  straight  approaches;  it  is  ten  feet  above  the  land  at 
the  highest  point;  there  is  no  waterway  under  it.    There  are 
guard  stringers  and  guard  rails.    The  piles  are  in  about  the  same 
condition  as  on  the  last  described  trestle,  and  should  be  strength- 
ened in  the  same  manner;  the  old  guard  stringers  should  be  re- 
placed by  new  6  x  8-inch  stringers.     From  the  last  trestle  there 
are  100  feet  of  fill,  and  then  thirteen  14-foot  bents  of  trestle  oter 
low  land.     This  trestle  is  similar  in  construction  and  condition 
to  the  last  one  described,  except  that  there  is  no  curve  in  this 
one.    This  should  be  strengthened  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
other  two.     In  addition  to  the  new  piles,  the  outside  stringer 
plates  on  all  of  them  should  be  bolted  by  bolts  passing  through 
it  and  the  two  inside  ones;  the  outside  one  is  now  only  fastened 
to  the  center  one  by  lag  screws.    The  last  span  of  this  trestle 
extends  over  the  highway  to  the  end  of  a  bridge.    This  bridge 
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3s  a  Howe  tnrss  briSgc,  two  spans,  260  feet  over  all,  over  the 
^AJlegany  river,    Tlie  abutments  are -of  pile  construction,  14  piles, 
32-iiich  Tcmtd  limbers,  capped  with  three  12  x  12-inch  oak  timbers. 
Tlie  floor  1)eiaitt  are  14-inch  angle  iron,  two  bolted  together,  10 
feet  apart,  supported  "by  wood  uprights  8x8  inches,  with  iron 
csL'pB  on  top  aad  bottom ;  from  the  top  cap  an  iron  bar,  ^  x  2^ 
inches,  extends  to  the  next  floor  beam  one  one  side,  and  an  iron 
rod  li  iaehes  to  the  floor  beam  on  the  other  side.    The  end  posts, 
inrliieh  are  perpendicular,  are  composed  of  two  8  x  14-inch  timbers 
bolted  together.    There  are  three  timbers  in  the  top  stringers; 
tbe  center  one  8x10  inches;  the  two  outside  ones  are  6x10 
inches;  these  three  ave  bolted  together.    The  floor  brace  rod» 
are  l^-inch  iron  rods.    The  center  pier  consists  of  three  row»  of* 
nine  piles  ea<^;  these  are  12  inches  in  diameter,  capped  by 
12  X  12-inoli  oak  stringers.    The  floor  plate  stringers  are  6x1^ 
inches,  three  of  them  "bolted  together.    The  ties  are  square  oak^ 
cut  for  the  stringer  plates.    This  bridge  is  from  15  to  20  feet 
above  the  water.    There  are  guard  rails  and  guard  stringers. 
The  floor  HBtringer  plates  are  In  poor  condition,  portions  of  them 
being  deeajed  on  the  upper  side.    The  abutments  and  pier  are 
in  fair  eonditioiL,  but  the  construction  is  not  the  proper  one  for 
a  bridge  of  this  «ise.    The  approaches  are  level  and  straight,  and 
the  bridge  is  on  a  straight  line.    I  could  not  learn  when  it  waa 
'bnilt.    A  car  passing  o^er  it  causes  considerable  vibration,  both 
!flidewaj8  and  perpendleular.    Near  the  end  of  the  bridge  the 
•company  owns  a  car  bam,  which  is  now  used  for  storing  cars 
mot  in  use.    This  is  an  iron  truss,  steel  sheet  covered  building, 
with  six  tracks  and  pit  under  one  of  them;  it  has  a  capacity  of 
14  ears.    Near  the  car  bam  a  track  extends  to  the  Western  New 
Tork  and  Pennsylvania  tracks.    This  is  used  only  for  company 
freight.    Prom  this  point  the  track  is  laid  alongside  of  the  West- 
ern New  York  and  Pennsylvania  tracks  to  the  end  of  the  line  on 
State  street,  in  the  city  of  Olean,  where  a  connection  is  made 
with  the  tracks  of  the  Olean  Street  Railway  Company. 

In  the  above  notes  the  rail  in  places  is  mentioned  as  being  in 
fair  condition;  this  applies  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  rail 
only,  not  to  its  weight. 

This  company  now  operates  two  cars  between  Bradford  and 
Olean.  These  are  closed  combination  cars,  equipped  with  2  mo- 
tors, sand  boxes,  single  chain,  hand  brakes,  double  trucks,  33-inch 
wheels  with  2i-inch  tread.  These  cars  are  heated  and  lighted  by 
electricity,  have  oil  headlights,  and  weight  about  15  tons  each. 

The  company  has  a  traflQc  arrangement  with  the  Olean  Street 
Railway  Company  by  which  its  cars  are  operated  over  the  latter 
company's  tracks  from  the  terminus  on  State  street  to  the  Union 
atreet  crossing  near  the  Western  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
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Company's  depot  in  Olean,  a  distance  of  about  1  mile.     A  similar 
condition  exists  on  the  Bradford  end  of  the  line. 

The  running  time  between  Bradford  and  Olean  is  2  hours.  The 
fare  charged  is  40  cents  between  these  points.  The  distance  be- 
tween Olean  and  Bock  City  is  6  miles,  from  Rock  City  to  State 
line,  4  miles.  The  motor  equipment  of  the  cars  is  such  that  they 
are  obliged  to  run  at  very  slow  speed  up  the  grades.  For  this 
reason  the  speed  on  the  down  grades  is  increased. 

White  poles  are  mentioned  in  the  inspection  notes.  These  are 
telegraph  poles  painted  white,  at  different  points  on  the  heavy 
grades  and  curves;  at  these  poles  the  cars  come  to  a  full  stop. 

The  power  house  is  located  in  Derrick  City,  near  Bradford. 

Rock  City  is  a  summer  and  health  resort.  At  this  point  there 
are  several  hotels,  one  of  which  is  quite  a  large  one.  As  the  man- 
agement of  the  road  has  recently  been  changed,  I  was  unable  to 
learn  the  amount  of  travel  on  the  road  from  Olean  to  this  point 
It  must,  however,  be  considerable,  as  this  is  about  the  only  point 
near  the  city  where  the  people  of  Olean  can  go  for  an  outing,  and 
on  Sundays  and  holidays  there  must  be  a  large  number  of  people 
carried  between  these  points. 

The  physical  conditions  on  the  line  of  this  company's  system 
make  it  one  of  the  most  dangerous  roads  in  this  State  to  operate. 
Safety  of  operation  on  this  route  necessitates  good,  first  class  con- 
struction in  every  particular  and  cars  equipped  with  first  class 
motor  equipments  and  the  best  kind  of  brakes.  Instead  of  this 
being  the  case,  the  track  is  in  very  poor  condition;  a  40-pound  rail 
is  entirely  too  light  for  use  on  a  road  of  this  kind,  even  if  thej 
were  new;  they  are  not,  and  some  of  them  are  much  worn.  Every 
tie  on  the  heavy  grades  and  curves  should  be  in  good  condition; 
they  are  not;  a  large  number  of  them  are  in  such  condition  that 
they  will  not  hold  a  spike.  The  curves  should  be  well  braced,  es- 
pecially on  the  high  banks;  they  are  not;  there  are  a  few  braces 
on  a  large  portion  of  the  curves,  but  not  enough  for  the  purpose 
for  which  braces  are  used.  The  curves  should  be  protected  by 
guard  rails,  especially  on  the  high  banks,  where  derailment  may 
result  in  a  serious  accident;  they  are  not;  there  are  guard  rails  on 
some  of  them,  but  they  do  not  extend  far  enough  around  the 
curves  to  afford  the  necessary  protection.  The  trestles  should  be 
constructed  of  first  class  material  and  maintained  in  a  good  con- 
dition; they  are  not.  The  bridges  should  be  substantial,  modern, 
iron  ones  with  mason  work  abutments;  they  are  not.  The  cars 
which  are  run  from  Rock  City  to  Olean  entirely  by  the  brake,  no 
power  being  used,  should  be  equipped  with  4  motors  of  auflScient 
horse-power  capacity  to  operate  the  cars  up  the  grades  without 
overloading  them;  they  should  be  equipped  with  an  electric  or  air 
brake,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  single  chain  brake;  they  are  not 
so  equipped. 
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To  put  this  road  in  first  class  shape,  so  cars  can  be  operated 
over  it  with  comparative  safety,  all  of  these  conditions  should  be 
complied  with;  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  inconvenience  which 
would  be  caused  the  public  who  patronize  this  road,  your  Honor- 
able Board  would  be  justified  in  taking  the  necessary  steps  to 
close  it  to  traffic  until  such  time  as  these  conditions  were  com- 
plied with.  As  this  action  by  the  Board  would  inconvenience  a 
large  number  of  people,  I  maJke  the  following  suggestions  to  im- 
prove the  safety  of  operation  on  this  line  until  such  time  as  the 
above  improvements  can  be  completed. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  rails  on  the  curves  and  on  the  straight  track  on  the 
high  banks  between  the  old  power  house  and  the  foot  of  the  gp^ade, 
should  be  replaced  by  new  rails  of  not  less  than  60  pounds.    That 
guard  rails  be  placed  on  the  inside  rail  on  all  the  curves  and  on 
the  straight  track  on  the  high  banks.    That  the  present  guard 
rails  be  continued  around  the  whole  length  of  the  curves  on  to 
the  straight  track,  and  that  guard  rails  be  placed  on  other  curves 
as  mentioned  in  the  notes  of  inspection.     That  rail  braces  be 
placed  on  all  curves  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes,  these  to  be 
put  on  every  fourth  tie.    That  new  ties  be  put  in  as  noted  in  the 
inspection  notes.    That  the  derail  switches  be  put  in  as  noted  in 
the  inspection  notes.    That  the  track  be  aligned  where  noted  in 
the  inspection  notes.   That  a  crossing  sign  be  placed  at  the  cross- 
ing near  the  junction  of  the  old  route  with  the  new.    That  the 
stop  poles  be  changed  as  noted  in  the  inspection  notes.    That  the 
bridge  near  the  junction  of  the  two  routes  be  replaced  by  an  iron 
bridge  with  mason  work  abutments;  until  this  is  done  guard  rails 
should  be  placed  on  each  rail  on  the  bridge,  and  the  guard  on  the 
inside  rail  be  carried  around  the  curves  on  each  end  of  the  bridge. 
That  guard  stringers  6x8  inches  be  placed  outside  the  rails  on 
the  bridge.    That  the  next  9-bent  trestle  be  filled  in  and  a  culvert 
placed  over  the  waterway.    That,  until  this  recommendation  is 
complied  with,  new  guard  stringers  be  placed  outside  the  rails, 
and  that  another  guard  rail  be  placed  on  the  trestle,  and  that  the 
guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  be  carried  around  the  curves  on 
either  end  of  the  trestle.    While  this  trestle  is  maintained  the 
speed  of  cars  over  it  should  be  limited  to  8  miles  per  hour.  That 
the  trestles  near  the  Allegany  river  be  filled  in.    That,  until  this 
is  done,  the  trestles  be  strengthened  as  stated  in  the  notes  of  in- 
spection, and  that  guard  rails  and  stringers  be  placed  as  recom- 
mended in  the  inspection  notes.    That  the  bridge  over  the  Alle- 
gany river  be  examined  by  a  bridge  expert,  who  shall  be  satis- 
factory to  your  Honorable  Board,  and  that  the  company  furnish

your  Board  with  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  expert.  That  all  ears 
operated  on  this  road  be  equipped  with  an  electric  or  air  brake, 
in  addition  to  the  hand  brake.  That  the  use  of  trailer  cars  be  pro- 
hibited under  all  circumstances. 

The  route  of  this  line  could  be  changed  from  the  foot  of  the 
grade  from  the  old  power  house  to  the  trestle  near  the  Allegany 
river.  This  would  avoid  the  grades  near  the  junction  of  the  old 
and  new  routes,  also  the  first  bridge  and  the  first  trestle.  This 
change  could  be  made  by  level  constructions.  This  statement  » 
not  made  as  a  recommendation. 

Cars  are  operated  over  the  road  on  2-hours  headway  at  present 
If  this  headway  is  to  be  materially  reduced,  or  if  any  great  num- 
ber of  extra  cars  are  to  be  run,  this  road  should  be  equipped  with 
a  block  system,  as  the  numerous  curves  present  a  view  of  the 
track  for  any  great  distapce,  but  no  recommendation  in  reference 
to  this  subject  is  made  at  present. 

A  copy  of  thid  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makioc 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tkis 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board,  in  detail,  that  it  had  complied 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert. 

Oneoxta  and  Otego  Valley  Railroad.* 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Oneonta  and  Otego  Valley 
Railroad  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  one  main  line,  which  extends  from  the 
eastern  limits  of  Onieonta,  to  West  Oneonta,  a  distance  of  6} 
miles,  and  a  branch  from  the  main  line  at  the  comer  of  Chnreh 
and  Chestnut  streets,  in  the  village  of  Oneonta,  which  extends 
to  the  State  normal  school,  about  on^  mile  in  length.  Another 
branch  extends  from  the  main  line,  at  the  comer  of  Tilton  avenne 
and  East  Main  streets,  in  Oneonta,  to  the  Central  New  York  fair 
grounds,  about  1,000  feiet,  and  another  from  the  comer  of  Main 
and  Broad  streets,  in  Oneonta,  to  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
depot,  1,000  feet  in  length.  There  is  also  a  spur  extending  from 
the  depot  branch  at  the  corner  of  Broad  street  and  Market  street 
to  the  company's  power  house,  about  800  feet,  making  a  total  of 
about  8  miles  of  single  track  with  turnouts.  All  located  in  the 
town  of  Oneonta,  Otsego  county. 

The  main  line  extends  from  the  eastern  terminus  of  Oneonta, 
through  East  Main  street  to  Oneonta  Creek  bridge,  on  East  Main 
street,  and  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1898.  Prom 
this  bridge  through  Main  street  to  the  cornier  of  Chestnut  and 
West  streets,  the  construction  is  of  9-inch,  84-pound  girder  rail; 
through  Chestnut  from  West  street  to  the  village  line,  and 
through  the  highway,  to  th;e  terminus  at  West  Oneonta,  it  Ia  con*

«trncted  of  GO-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1808.  On  Main  and  Chestnut 
streets  on  this  line,  between  Academy  and  Maple  streets,  there 
are  2,250  feet  of  wood  block  pavement.  The  Delaware  and  Hud- 
48on  depot  branch  is  constructed  through  Broad  street  to  the  Dela- 
ware and  Hudson  Railroad  Company's  property  with  84-pound 
"G-inch  girder  rail,  laid  in  1898.  Broad  street  is  paved  with  wood 
block.  The  normal  school  branch  is  constructed  through  Church, 
denser  and  Maple  streets,  to  the  normal  school,  of  60-pound  T-rail, 
laid  in  1898.  There  are  no  pavements  on  these  streets.  The  car- 
bouf^e  spur  from  the  depot  branch  is  constructed  throujrh  Market 
stret:*t  of  84-pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1898.  Market  street  is  an 
unimproved  street. 

The  fair  ground  branch  is  constructed  from  Main  street  through 
'Tilton  avenue  and  Fair  streets  of  60-pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1898. 
These  are  improved  streets. 

On  the  system  there  are  six  bridges,  no  trestle  work  or  grade 
crossings  of  steam  road,  and  the  maximum  grade  on  th(e  line  is 
5  per  cent. 

Power  House. 

The  power  house  is  a  one  story  frame  and  corrugated  iron 
sheathed  building,  with  slate  roof,  60  x  80  feet,  located  on  Marlqet 
street,  at  the  foot  of  Chestnut  street,  in  the  village  on  Oneonta, 
and  is  equipped  with  the  following:  Two  return  tubular  boilers, 
one  175  horse-power,  the  other  100  horse-power,  both  carry  100 
pounds  pressure;  these  were  built  by  the  Phoenix  Iron  Works 
Company  of  Mreadville.  Pa.,  and  installed  in  1898.  These  boilers 
are  inspected  by  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company  of  New 
York,  the  last  inspection  having  been  made  September  the  1st, 
this  year.  Coal  is  received  over  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Rail- 
road,  and  is  shoveled  from  the' cars  into  the  coal  , house  and 
•wheeled  from  there  to  the  boilers.  The  power  equipm|ent  con- 
sists of  two  Dick  &  Church  high  speed  engines,  one  175  horse- 
power, working  at  275  nevolutions,  one  100  horse-power,  working 
at  200  revolutions.  These  are  both  belted  to  a  G.  E.,  100  K.  W. 
irenerator.  There  is  one  General  Electric  Company's  switch 
board,  with  slate  panels,  consisting  of  two  generators  and  one 
feeder  panel  fully  equipped  with  General  Electric  instruments, 
consisting  of  American  volt-meters,  rheostats,  lightning  arresters, 
€te.    There  is  one  feeder  circuit. 

Car  Barn. 

The  car  barn  is  a  one-story  wood  building  covered  with  corru- 
gated iron,  with  wood  trussjed  roof,  is  60x90  feet,  located  on 
Market  street  in  front  of  the  power  house,  and  contains  three 
tracks,  extending  the  entire  length  of  the  building,  with  cem>pnt 
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bottom  pits  UDd€r  all  tracks.  This  barn  has  a  storage  capacity 
of  12  cars.  The  offices  of  the  compaDy,  employee's  room,  machine 
shop,  fitorieroom  and  toilet  rooms  are  located  in  this  building. 
Sand  is  dried  in  the  boiler  room,  and  there  is  no  machine  shop 
equipment.  There  is  a  machine  shop  located  near  the  car  barn 
where  car  repairs  arie  made  and- work  of  this  character  is  also 
done  in  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company's 
shops.  Cars  are  inspected  every  night  by  one  man  in  the  car 
barn,  and  he  also  does  the  light  repairing  and  cleaning  of  cars. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  11  cars;  of  these  7  are  closed  and  4  are  open. 
Of  the  closed  cars,  5  are  16-foot  passenger  cars,  1  is  a  26-foot  box 
freight  car,  and  1  is  a  12-foot  box  freight  car.  Of  these  all  are 
motor  cars  except  one.  Of  the  open  cars  two  are  seven-bench 
passenger,  used  as  trailers,  and  one  is  a  4-whieel  platfo.rm  freight 
car.  The  motor  equipment  consists  of  6  General  Electric,  No.  52 
equipments.  The  truck  equipment  is  Hirts'  single  trucks,  7-foot 
wheel  base,  1  Peckham  double  truck  8-wheel  freight,  with  4-wheel 
base.  All  other  trucks  are  horse  car  gears  with  5-foot  wheel  base. 
The  tread  of  wheels  is  two  and  two  and  one-fourth  inches.  All 
closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity,  have  electric  headlights  and 
single  chain  hand  brakes.  No  fenders  are  used.  No  red  flags  or 
lanterns  are  carried. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

At  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  Normal  8chool  line,  there  is  a 
spur  for  a  car  stand,  and  the  track  is  constructed  through  the 
center  of  Main  street  down  several  light  grades  to  the  junction 
of  the  fair  grounds  track.  Thfs  section  of  th^  track  is  in  :good 
condition.  The  fair  grounds  line  is  laid  on  the  side  of  Fair  street 
down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  Tilton 
avenue,  through  the  cent"er  of  Tilton  avenue  with  level  track  to 
the  junction  of  the  main  line.  This  branch  is  constructed  of  60- 
pound  T-rail  and  is  in  good  condition. 

The  main  line  from  the  fair  grounds  branch  junction  is  con- 
structed through  the  center  of  Main  street  to  a  20-foot  op<ening 
over  a  creek.  This  is  constructed  of  12  x  14  inch  pine  stringer 
plates  resting  on  solid  mason  work  abutments.  The  highway  is 
carried  over  this  bridge  and  the  track  is  in  the  center  of  the 
driveway.  A  car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  no  deflection. 
Thie  approach  from  the  junction  is  down  a  1  per)pentj.  grade  to  the 
bridge.  From  the  bridge  down  a  1  pier  cent,  grade  to  a  curve 
and  guard  rail  to  another  bridge.  This  is  a  stone  arch  bridge 
with  the  track  in  the  center  of  driveway.    From  this  bridge  the 
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track  is  level  and  straight  to  a  special  curyie  and  guard  to  Chest- 
nut street.  Then  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve  with  a  guard 
rail  to  the  junction  of  the  normal  school  line.  Then  with  special 
curve  and  guard  to  the  qenter  of  Church  street,  and  then  down  a 
2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  bridge  15  feet  long,  constructed  of  12  x  14 
inch  pine  stringers  with  mafion  work  abutments  in  good  condi- 
tion. This  is  a  highway  bridge  and  the  track  is  in  the  center 
of  the  driveway.  A  car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  no  deflec- 
tion. Then  with  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  the  center  of  Cen- 
ter street;  then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  with  special  curve  and 
guard  to  the  center  of  Maple  street;  then  up  a  5  per  cent  grade 
with  a  curve  and  level  track  to  the  terminus.  This  line  is  all 
constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail  and  is  in  good  condition. 

The  West  Oneonta  line  from  the  junction  of  the  Normal  School 
line  is  constructed  through  the  c^enter  of  Chestnut  street  to  a 
turnout.    This  construction  is  9-inch  girder  in  good  condition;  and 
from  the  end  of  the  girder  rail  along  an  embankment  40  feet  to 
50  feet  high  with  a  vertical  retaining  wall;  extending  the  length 
of  this  retaining  wall  there  are  two  iron  cables  each  passing 
through  8-inch  chestnut  posts  which  extend  4  feet  above  the 
ground,  8  feet  apart.    The  cable  is  J-inch  wire  cable  and  is  placed 
between  the  driv^eway  and  a  4-foot  sidewalk  which  is  at  the  edge 
of  the  retaining  wall,  and  on  the  coping  of  this  wall  there  is  an 
iron  fence  constructed  of  iron  upright  posts  and  two  gas  pipe 
rails.     The  rail  of  the  track  is  22  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  re- 
taining wall  and  the  roadway  is  level  with  the  coping  of  the 
wall.    This  wall  extends  for  about  800  feet,  and  the  track  on  this 
portion  of  the  line  is  on  a  tangent.    From  this  netaining  wall, 
with  easy  curves  and  light  grades,  on  the  side  of  the  highway, 
and  along  a  bank  with  a  retaining  wall  for  30  feet.    Then  with 
straight  track  to  West  Oneonta  road,  past  the  cem<etery.    Then 
across  the  highway.    This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view. 
Then  with  light  grades  to  the  top  of  a  4^  per  cent,  grade  for 
1,200  feet.    On  this  grade  thfere  are  several  curves  and  the  track 
runs  through  cuts  and  on  fills.   There  should  be  guard  rails  on  the 
curves,  and  a  "stop "  sign  at  the  top  of  the  hill.    The  inspection 
at  this  point  was  discontinued,  and  it  was  resumed  at  the  West 
Oneonta  terminus  of  the  line.    At  this  terminus  there  is  a  dead 
end  ffpur  from  the  main  track,  and  the  main  line  is  constructed 
down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  the  side  of  the  highway  with  easy 
curves  to  a  bridge   over  a  creek  with  an  18-foot  opening,  con- 
structed of  three  6  x  14  inch  pine  stringer  plates  under  each  rail, 
resting  on  masonry  abutments  in  fair  condition,  sawed  oak  ties, 
and  guard  stringer  timbers  4x4  inches.    This  bridge  is  10  feet 
above  the  water,  and  the  approaches  to  it  on  either  end  are 
straight  and  level.    There  should  be  guard  rails  over  this  bridge. 
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From  this  bridge  the  track  is  constructed  across  an  intersectinf 
road,  on  a  curve.  This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  Thea 
with  track  in  poor  condition  of  ballast  and  alignment  to  a  bridge 
over  the  Otego  river.  This  is  a  through  lattice  truss  bridge.  70 
foot  span,  with  maeonry  abutments  in  fair  condition;  there  are 
4  14-inch  I-floor  beams,  with  14-inch  stringer  plates.  This  is  a 
highway  bridge  with  the  track  near  the  center  of  the  driveway. 
It  is  14  feet  above  the  water,  and  both  approaches  are  on  a  curve 
and  level.  A  car  passing  over  the  bridge  causes  very  Idttle  de- 
flection. From  the  bridge  on  a  fill  with  straight  and  level  track 
to  an  opening  18  feet  long  over  a  dry  waterway,  same  construction 
ae  the  wooden  bridges,  with  solid  masonry  abutments  in  good 
condition,  approaches  straight  and  level  and  a  car  causes  no  de- 
flection. There  should  be  guard  rails  over  this  opening.  Then 
up  a  4J  per  cent,  grade  to  a  point  where  the  inspection  of  this 
line  was  discontinued. 

The  depot  line  connects  with  the  main  line  with  a  "  Y  "  con- 
nection at  the  corner  of  Broad  and  Main  streets  and  is  down  a 
2  pep  cent,  grade  to  the  terminue.  It  is  constructed  of  84-ooQDd 
9-inch  girder  rail,  which  is  in  first-class  condition.  At  the  ter- 
minus there  is  a  track  connection  with  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
Ck)mpany's  tracks. 

The  company  owns  no  park  or  summer  attraction,  and  the  New 
York  Fair  grounds  are  located!  on  the  company's  lines.  The  sys- 
tem is  operated  in  two  routes,  one,  the  West  Oneonta  route,  start- 
ing from  the  Central  Hotel  in  the  central  part  of  the  business 
portion  of  the  village  of  Oneonta  to  the  village  of  West  Oneonta. 
Two  cars  are  operated  on  this  route  on  a  30-minute  headway.  On 
the  Normal  School  and  East  End  route,  two  cars  are  operated 
between  the  school  and  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  line  in  the 
village  of  Oneonta,  on  20-minute  headway.  These  cars  are  run 
from  the  State  Normal  School  over  the  Normal  School  branch 
to  the  main  line  and  over  that  line  to  the  terminus.  The  cars 
of  the  Normal  School  line  and  the  West  Oneonta  line  are  oper- 
ated over  the  same  track  from  the  crossing  of  Broad  and  Main 
streets  to  the  corner  of  Church  and  Chestnut  streets.  At  the 
junction  of  Church  and  Chestnut  streets,  each  car  leaves  a  flag 
of  a  different  color  for  each  line.  The  next  car  of  the  other  route 
takes  the  flag  from  this  point  and  leaves  its  own. 

There  is  no  regular  schedule  of  ox)eration  over  the  depot  or 
fair  grounds  lines.  Cars  are  operated  over  the  depot  branch  to  ac- 
commodate excursion  business,  andi  over  the  fair  grounds  branch, 
while  fairs  are  being  held.  Cars  are  operated  from  G  a.  m.  to 
11  p.  m.  A  5-cent  fare  is  charged  in  the  village  limits  with  trans- 
fers to  all  lines  in  the  village  and  a  10-cent  fare  is  charged  be- 
tween Oneonta  and  West  Oneonta.  Six  tickets  are  sold  for 
25  cents.    There  is  issued  a  special  monthly  commutation  ticket 
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conaisting  of  56  coupons  bouml  in  cover.  These  tickets  are  Bold 
on  the  first  of  each  month  and  are  accepted  for  fare  only  dur- 
ing the  current  month.  Tickets  are  soldi  from  |1.50  to  |3.  School 
children  within  corporation  limits,  |1.50;  adults  residing  at  West 
Oneonta  using  4  coupons  are  given  2  books  or  112  coupons  for 
^.  The  color  of  these  books  is  changed  on  the  flrsft  of  each 
month.  The  company  does  a  freight  and  express  business.  This 
business  is  done  on  a  freight  <3ar  owned  by  the  company.  There 
are  no  waiting  rooms  on  the  system,  no  foreign  tickets  are  sold 
over  this  line  and  the  company  has  no  traffic  arrangement  with 
other  companies.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried 
in  one  day  last  year  was  5,514,  on  September  13th. 

The  company  employs  one  treasurer^  who  is  also  the  general 
manager,  twelve  motormen  and  conductors,  one  man  in  the  office^ 
four  in  the  car  barn,  one  track  and  line  man.  The  motormen  and 
conductors  are  uniformed,  and  the  company  have  a  printed  book 
of  rules. 

The  population  of  the  village  of  Oneonta  is  12,000,  and  West 
Oneonta  800. 

The  track  and  road-bed  of  this  system  is  in  good  condition  ,ex- 
oept  the  west  end  of  the  Oneonta  line,  which  nwds  ballast,  align- 
ment, and  this  track  in  a  number  of  places  is  out  of  gauge.  Work 
is  now  being  done  on  this  portion  of  the  line  putting:  it  in  shape. 
It  "wouldi  be  possible  under  certain  conditions  for  a  car  to  leave 
the  track  at  the  gully  on  the  West  Oneonta  line  and  run  on  the 
highway  the  22  feet  between  the  rail  and  the  retaining  wall  and 
go  over  tills  wall.  Such  an  accident  has  occurred  on  other  roads 
under  similar  conditions.  The  oars  are  clean  and  comfortable, 
but  need  painting.  The  equipment  is  in  fair  condition.  The 
power  house  is  a  modem  plant  in  goodi  condition  and  with  capac- 
ity to  furnish  the  current  required  for  the  maximum  traffic  of  the 
syertem.  To  better  the  conditions  on  this  system,  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing 

Reoommendations. 

That  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  inspection  notes  of  this^ 
report  in  reference  to  guard  rails  on'  bridges  and  curves,  be  com- 
plied with.  That  a  guard  rail  be  placed  on  the  outside  rail  on 
the  portion  of  the  track  which  extends  along  the  rawne^  on  which 
there  is  a  retaining  wall  on  the  West  Oneonta  line.  That  the 
track  on  the  West  Oneonta  end  of  the  system  be  surfaced,  ballasted 
and  aligned.  That  all  cars  be  equipped  with  double  chain  hand 
brakes. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard, 
from  the  company  on  the  subject 
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Ontario  Light  and  Traction  Company. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Ontario  Light  and  Traction 
Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  3^  miles  of  single  track  in  the  village  of 
Canandaigua,  and  is  constructed  through  Main  street,  Mechanic 
and  North  Pleasant  streets,  of  35  and  56-pound  T-rail,  laid  in 
1897.  This  road  was  formerly  operated  by  horse  power  and  was 
changed  to  electric  traction  in  1894.  On  the  line  there  are  no 
bridges,  one  grade  crossing  of  steam  roads,  and  the  maximum 
grade  is  4  per  cent. 

Power  House. 

The  company's  power  house  is  located  at  Littleville,  5  mile* 
from  Canandaigua.  It  is  a  combination  water  and  steam  plant, 
and  used  generally  for  electric  light  and  street  railway  purposes. 
There  is  one  railway  generator  90  K.  W.,  G.  E.,  installed  in  1894, 
and  one  booster  and  feeder  circuit. 

Oar  Bam. 

The  company  own  the  car  barn,  which  is  a  one-story  wood 
building  and  is  located  on  Phoenix  street,  and  is  used  as  a  sub-sta- 
tion for  the  electric  light  plant  and  is  equipped  with  three  tradffl 
with  pits  under  two  and  has  a  storage  capacity  of  four  cars. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  6  cars,  3  motors  and  3  trailers.  Of  the 
motors  1  is  closed  and  1  a  combination  and  1  open  car.  One 
of  these  is  29  feet  long,  two  16  feet  each.  Of  the  open  trailers 
two  are  8-bench  and  one  5-bench.  The  motor  equipment  G.  E. 
800.  The  tread  of  wheels  2i-inch.  All  motor  cars  are  lighted 
by  electricity,  one  has  an  electric  headlight,  the  others  oil  head 
lights.  No  red  flags  or  lanterns  are  carried.  There  are  sand 
boxes  on  the  motor  cars,  and  no  fenders  are  used.  Light  car  re- 
pairs are  made  at  the  car  barn.  Cars  are  cleaned  by  the  motor- 
man  and  conductors  and  inspected  by  the  superintendent  each 
day. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

Commencing  at  Canandaigua  Lake  the  terminus  of  the  line,  the 
track  is  constructed  on  a  solid  fill  pier  alongside  the  Northern 
Central  track  for  1,500  feet  with  60-pound  T-rail,  and  there  is 
100  feet  of  switch  track  at  this  end  of  the  line.  This  60pound 
rail  is  in  fair  condition,  with  a  curve  into  Main  street  across  the 
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New  York  Central  tracks  to  the  end  of  the  line  on  Main  street. 
On  this  portion  of  the  line  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  there 
were  3  men  repairing  the  track. 

On  Main  street  there  are  three  grades,  one  of  4  per  cent,  for 
1,000  feet  ascending  to  the  railroad  company's  crossing,  and  one 
north  of  the  crossing  for  3  per  cent,  for  500  feet  descending  to 
the  railroad,  and  one  north  of  the  turnout  for  3  per  cent,  for 
1,500  feet.  The  rail  on  this  route  is  not  in  first  class  condition, 
but  is  not  dangerous  to  operate  over. 

Mechanic  street  track  is  laid  on  the  side  of  the  street  and  con- 
structed of  36-pound  T-rail.  As  is  also  the  track  on  Pleasant 
street.  The  County  Fair  grounds  are  located  at  end  of  the 
Pleasant  street  line.  There  are  no  heavy  grades  on  Pleasant  or 
Mechanic  streets. 

On  Main  street  this  company's  track   crosses   two   main   line 
tracks  of  the  Auburn  branch  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
Company,    This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing  with  special  work 
in  good  condition.    The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  on  the  north 
side  of  the  crossing  is  obstructed  in  each  direction  and  also  on 
the  south  side  of  the  crossing.    There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam 
tracks  200  feet  west  of  the  crossing,  and  the  depot  is  located  200 
feet  west  of  it.    The  west  end  of  the  company's  yards  are  near 
the  depot,  and  all  freight  trains  in  either  direction  stop  in  these 
yards.    AH  passenger  trains  stop  at  the  depot.    The  electric  track 
is  straight  and  on  a  3  per  cent,  grade,  over  the  crossing  descend- 
ing to  the  lake.    This  crossing  is  protected  by  a  flagman  on  duty 
from  7  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.    Electric  cars  are  operated  over  it  at  10- 
minute  intervals.    This  crossing  should  be  protected  by  a  copper 
trough  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  in  metallic  contact  with  it. 
And  with  a  derail  switch  north  of  the  crossing  in  the  electric 
track  75  feet  from  the  crossing  with  suflScient  lead  to  turn  a 
runaway  car  to  the  sidewalk  before  it  reaches  the  steam  tracks. 
And  with  a  derail  switch  in  the  electric  tracks  on  the  south  side 
50  feet  from  the  crossing,  these  to  be  operated  by  the  conductor 
of  the  electric  cars.    On  account  of  the  location  of  the  depot  and 
yards  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  near  this 
crossing,  at  which  all  trains  come  to  a  stop,  the  enforcement  of 
the  recommendations  for  derail  switches  might  be  suspended  at 
the  request  of  the  company  to  such  time  as  the  traffic  on  the 
electric  road  is  increased. 

Cars  are  operated  over  this  road  on  a  20-minute  headway,  and 
from  6.30  a.  m.  to  10.10  p.  m.,  and  on  Saturdays  to  11.30  p.  m. 
Pare  charged  is  5  cents.  And  an  excursion  fare  of  10  cents  is 
charged  entitling  passengers  to  ride  as  long  as  they  wish.  The 
New  York  Central  Railroad  Company  sells  coupon  tickets  good 
over  this  line  to  the  steamboat  landing,  which  is  located  at  the 
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terminus  of  the  line  on  the  pier.  No  freight  or  express  busineM 
is  done  nor  has  the  road  any  track  connection  with  steam  rail- 
roads. The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  on  this  line 
in  one  day  last  year  was  September  25th,  2,820.  The  open  motor 
car  is  in  good  condition.  The  others  are  not  first  class.  Bie 
track  on  this  system  is  not  in  first-class  condition,  the  T-nul 
being  light  and  a  portion  of  the  girder  rail  needs  relaying.  This 
road  is  not  operated  during  a  portion  of  the  winter  season.  The 
recommendations  in  reference  to  this  road  are  as  follows: 

Recommendations. 

That  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  tracks  be 
protected  as  described  in  the  notes  of  inspection,  and  that  all 
motor  cars  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makinf 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendationB  of  thli 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  would  comply  with  the 
recommendations. 

POUGHKBEPSIE  CiTY  AND  WaPPINGBRS  FaLLS  ElECTRIC  RaILWAT. 

June  12,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Poughkeepsie  City  and  Wap- 
pingers  Falls  Electric  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the 
following: 

This  system  consists  of  16  miles  of  track,  all  of  which  is  single 
except  1  1-10  miles,  which  is  double  track.  All  located  in  the 
city  of  Poughkeepsie  except  the  Wappingers  Falls  branch,  which 
extends  to  Wappingers  Falls,  7^  miles,  located  in  the  city  and 
town  of  Poughkeepsie,  in  the  county  of  Dutchess.  On  the  line 
there  are  two  grade  crossings,  two  bridges  and  the  maximum 
grade  is  12^  per  cent,  for  300  feet. 

The  car  barn  and  power  house,  which  is  a  two  story  brick 
building  65  x  300  feet,  is  located  on  Main  street  in  the  city  of 
Poughkeepsie.  In  the  car  barn  there  are  four  main  tracks  and 
two  side  tracks  with  pits  under  all,  heated  by  steam.  This  bam 
has  storage  capacity  for  all  cars  owned  by  the  company.  The 
power  house,  which  is  located  in  the  basement  of  this  building, 
is  equipped  with  two  Ball  and  Wood  compound  condensing  350 
horse-power  engines,  working  at  200  revolutions  per  minute. 
Direct  connected  to  two  G.  E.  275  K.  W.  generators,  one  switch 
l^oard  with  one  feeder  panel,  equipped  with  am.  and  volt  meten, 
circuit  breakers,  etc.  The  boiler  room  which  is  in  the  same  base- 
ment is  equipped  with  two  sterling  tubular  300  horse-powtf 
boilers  at  125  pounds  pressure.  All  of  this  apparatus  was  in- 
stalled in  1894.  In  this  basement  there  is  quite  an  extensire 
(machine  shop  with  lathes,  drills,  forge,  etc. 
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Cars, 


The  company  own  23  cars  and  one  sweeper,  of  which  9  are^ 
open  and  14  closed.  All  of  the  open  cars  are  9-bench  except 
one,  which  is  13-bench.  The  closed  cars  are  26  feet  over  all.  All 
closed  cars  are  heated  by  electricity,  have  electric  headlights  and 
sand  boxes.  None  hare  fenders.  All  are  equipped  with  single 
chain  hand  brakes.  No  oil  lights  are  used.  No  red  flags  or  lan- 
terns are  carried.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  in  the  car  barn. 
by  two  night  men.  Cars  are  overhauled  over  pits  once  in  three- 
months;  two  day  men  are  employed  in  taking  care  of  cars.  The 
motor  equipment  consists  of  21  G.  E.  800,  one  Walker  and  one 
Walker  50,  and  one  double  equipment  G.  E.  52,  four  motors. 
All  trucks  are  Peckham.  Wheels  33-inch,  2J  tread.  Brake 
chains  ^-inch  iron. 

The  system  is  operated  in  four  different  lines.  The  main  line- 
extending  from  the  Hudson  river  to  Vassar  College,  about  2 J 
miles.  The  south  side  line  from  Main  street  to  Market  street,. 
returning  to  Main  at  Grand  avenue,  three  miles.  The  north  side 
line  from  Main  street,  at  Washington,  back  to  Main  through. 
Market  and  the  Post  road.  Main  line  through  Main  street  and 
Raymond  avenue. 

Main  street  is  paved  with  asphalt  and  brick,  and  Raymond 

avenue  is  a  dirt  street.    The  rail  from  the  Hudson  river  to  the^ 

power  house  is  95-pound,  9-inch  girder  laid  in  1894.    From  the 

power  house  to  the  end  of  the  line,  65-pound,  T-rail,  laid  in  1894. 

This  line  is  double  track  from  the  Hudson  river  to  the  power 

house.    The  south  side  line  extends  through  Market  street  which 

is  paved  with  asphalt,  and  the  rail  is  9o-pound,  9-iuch  girder  laid 

in  1894,  through  Montgomery  street,  which  is  a  dirt  street,  with- 

65-pound   T-rail,  laid  in  1894,  through  Hooker  avenue.  Grand 

avenue,  to  Main  street.    These  streets  are  dirt  streets,  with  05- 

pound  T-rail,  laid  id  1894.    The  north  side  line  is  all  constructed 

of  65-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1894,  and  extends  through  Washington 

street  which  is  paved  with  asphalt  and  macadam,  Parker  avenue,. 

North  street,  Clinton  street,  Cottage  street.  Smith  street,  whiolx 

are  dirt  streets.    The  Wappingers  Falls  line  extends  from  Market 

street  through  South  avenue  and  the  Post  highway,  both  of  which- 

are  dirt  streets. 

Track  Inspection-. 

The  north  side  line  on  Park  avenue  crosses  a  single  steam  road 
track  at  grade  which  is  a  connecting  one  between  the  P.  &  E.  and 
the  C.  N.  &  E.  railroads.  This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing  ini 
good  condition.  The  view  of  this  crossing  from  the  electric  track, 
is  obstructed  in  all  directions.  The  view  of  the  steam  track  frowb 
the  crossing  is  limited  by  curves  on  either  side  of  it.    The  eleo* 
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trie  trax^k  is  straight  and  down  a  three-per-<;ent.  grade  deecendisg 
from  Main  street.  This  steam  track  is  used  for  the  purpose  of 
transferring  freight  cars  between  these  two  railroads,  and  this 
switching  is  done  by  the  yard  engine  and  crew  of  one  of  the  com- 
panies and  usually  once  a  day.  Cars  on  the  electric  track  are 
operated  over  the  crossing  at  ten  minute  intervals.  All  cars 
come  to  a  stop  at  this  point,  and  the  conductors  go  ahead.  This 
crossing  should  be  protected  by  a  copper  trough  placed  over  the 
trolley  wire  and  in  metallic  contact  with  it  in  such  a  manner  that 
if  the  trolley  leaves  the  wire  it  will  receive  current  from  the 
trough  while  passing  over  the  crossing. 

One  thousand  feet  east  of  the  above  crossing  on  North  street 
the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses  one  main  line  and  one 
side  track  of  the  P.  &  E.  Railroad  Company.  This  is  nearly  a 
right  angle  cut  crossing,  in  good  condition.  Standing  on  the 
electric  tracks  east  of  the  crossing  a  poor  view  of  the  steam  tracks 
c;an  be  had  for  200  feet  to  the  north  and  the  view  is  entirely 
obstructed  to  the  south.  On  each  side  of  the  crossing  the  elec- 
tric track  is  on  a  slight  grade  ascending  to  crossing.  From  the 
crossing  the  steam  tracks  can  be  seen  for  1,500  feet  south  and 
for  over  2,000  feet  north.  The  steam  tracks  are  straight  and 
level  on  either  side  of  the  crossing.  This  is  known  as  the  Hos- 
pital branch  of  the  P.  &  E.  Railroad,  and  a  depot  is  located  at 
this  crossing.  There  are  ten  passenger  trains  in  each  direction 
operated  to  and  from  this  depot.  These  do  not  pass  over  the 
crossing.  There  is  considerable  switching  to  and  from  the  hos- 
pital, and  there  is  one  milk  train  in  each  direction  which  pass 
over  this  crossing.  Electric  cars  cross  it  at  ten  minute  intervals. 
Electric  tracks  on  either  side  of  the  crossing  should  be  raised  up 
and  filled  in.  The  crossing  should  be  protected  by  deraO 
switches  in  the  electric  tracks  on  either  side  of  it  and  a  copper 
trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire.  ' 

On  North  street  at  Hamilton  avenue  the  tracks  are  laid  on  the 
mde  of  the  eftreet  and  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  600  feet.  On 
North  Clinton  street  they  are  on  the  side  of  the  road  and  up  a 
6  per  cent,  grade  for  2,000  feet  with  a  sharpe  curve  at  the  foot 
of  the  grade.  On  this  grade  the  grass  is  above  the  top  of  the 
rail.  On  Clinton  street  the  track,  which  is  in  the  center  of  the 
street,  is  constructed  on  a  highway  bridge  over  the  P.  &  E.  Rail- 
road. This  bridge  is  a  27-foot  span  supported  upon  7  stringers, 
consisting  of  two  4-inch  angle  irons  on  top  and  bottom  of  lattice 
work  12  inches  deep.  The  lattice  strips  are  1}  x  ^-inch  riveted 
top  and  bottom,  but  not  in  the  center  where  they  cross  each 
other.  There  are  two  light  brace  floor  beams  trussed  between 
these  lattice  stringers.  Running  parallel  with  the  stringers  there 
are  three  brace  rod  trusses.    There  are  two  8-inch  I-beams  bolted 
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'together  under  each  rail.  The  track  is  laid  in  the  center  of  a 
36-foot  driveway  with  10-foot  sidewalks  on  either  ade.  The 
&batments  are  dry  stone  work  in  fair  condition.  This  bridge  is 
of  very  light  construction  for  electric  car  traffic  and  highway 
purposes,  and  a  car  passing  oyer  it  causes  a  deflection  of  over 
;(-inch.  The  question  as  to  its  safety  to  carry  the  loads  pass- 
ing oyer  it  should  be  determined  by  an  examination  made  by  a 
bridge  expert,  a  copy  of  whose  report  on  its  condition  should  be 
submitted  to  your  honorable  Board. 

The  south  side  line  from  Main  street  through  Grand  avenue,  is 
-constructed  in  the  center  of  the  street,  and  is  in  good  condition. 
Through  Hooker  avenue,  where  it  is  located  on  the  side  of  the 
«treet  from  a  point  300  feet  north  of  Cherry  street  to  Montgomery 
street,  the  track  at  this  point  needs  ballast  and  alignment. 
Through  North  street  in  the  center  of  the  street  it  is  in  good  con- 
dition to  Market  street. 

The  Wappingers  Palls  line  through  Market  street  to  the  Post 
road,  which  is  a  continuation  of  Market  street,  the  track  is  on  the 
«ide  side  of  the  road  past  the  Rural  cemetery.    Near  James  B. 
Wait's  place  it  is  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve  at  the  foot 
on  a  bank  10  feet,  and  over  a  small  creek.    This  bank  is  built  up 
with  ties  and  has  a  8-foot  shoulder,  and  there  is  a  guard  rail  on 
the  inside  rail.    At  Perkin's  place  there  is  a  watering  trough  on 
the  inside  of  the  track,  which  is  on  a  curve  and  down  a  4  per  cent, 
grade.    To  reach  this  watering  trough  teams  are  obliged  to  cross 
the  track  and  while  horses  are  drinking  the  wagons  stand  on  the 
track.    On  account  of  the  curves  and  grades  this  makes  a  dan- 
gerous condition  at  this  point.    This  watering  trough  should  be 
moved  across  the  road,  and  the  water  pipes  under  the  highway 
to  it.    At  Gamelot  road  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with  a  curve  on 
a  bank,  should  have  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    A  gang 
of  4  men  working  at  this  point.    At  Jackson's  bridge  there  is  an 
arch  culvert  of  good  masonry  construction  with  12-foot  opening, 
the  track  is  10  feet  above  the  water.    The  culvert  at  the  foot  of  a 
5  per  cent,  grade  for  200  feet  on  a  curve  should  have  guard  rail 
on  the  inside  rail.    At  what  is  known  as  the  Big  Hill,  a  grade  of 
11  per  cent,  descending  to  the  north  for  1,500  feet  with  reverse 
curves  near  the  foot  of  grade,  there  should  be  a  stop  sign  placed 
at  the  top  of  this  grade,  and  all  cars  going  north  should  come  to 
a  full  stop  before  descending  the  grade.    Guard  rails  should  be 
placed  on  the  reverse  curves  at  the  foot  of  it.    The  line  is  con- 
structed past  Wappingers  Cemetery,  where  the  track  is  laid  in  the 
center  of  the  road  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  the  village  of  Wap- 
pingers.    In  the  village  of  Wappingers  there  is  a  grade  of  6  per 
cent,  for  1,500  feet  descending  to  the  end  of  the  line. 

The  main  line  from  Market  street  through  Main  is  a  continuous 
down  grade  from  Washington  street  with  a  fairly  straight  tra<»k 
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to  Clover  street,  then  with  a  curve  and  a  straight  track  to  the 
railroad  bridge,  which  is  a  solid  stone  arch  over  the  New  York 
Central  Eailroad  Company's  tracks.  From  this  bridge  to  the  end 
of  the  line  there  is  a  grade  descending  of  10  per  cent,  for  l.OOO 
feet,  terminating  at  the  Hudson  river  dock,  the  end  of  the  track 
being  50  feet  from  the  water,  this  distance  being  planked  over 
and  used  for  freight  purposes. 

Cars  on  the  south  side  line  are  operated  on  a  30-minute 
schedule,  on  the  north  side  20-minute,  on  the  main  line,  between 
the  river  and  power  house  on  a  5-minute  and  from  the  river  to 
Vassar  college  on  a  10-minute  schedule.  Between  Poughkeepsie 
and  Wappingers  Falls  hourly.  They  are  run  from  5.55  a-  m.  to 
12  p.  m. 

Five-cent,  fares  and  transfers  to  all  lines  in  the  city  and  a 
15-cent  fare  on  the  Wappingers  Falls  line  with  transfers  to  city 
lines.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day 
last  summer  was  17,655  during  the  Dutchess  County  Fair.  The 
company  have  a  book  of  rules,  and  motormen  and  conductors  are 
uniformed.  The  company  employ  18  motormen  and  18  con- 
ductors.   No  freight  or  express  business  is  done. 

Wappingers  Falls  has  a  population  of  3,500,  and  the  city  of 
Poughkeepsie,  25,000. 

This  company's  cars  are  not  in  first  class  condition.  A  large 
portion  of  the  motor  equipments  make  considerable  noi^e  in  going 
up  the  grades.  The  cars,  while  clean  and  comfortable  on  the  in- 
side, present  a  very  poor  appearance,  a  large  portion  of  them 
needing  paint.  The  power  house  and  boiler  room  equipment  are 
of  suflScient  capacity  to  furnish  the  maximum  amount  of  power 
required  for  the  operation  of  the  road.  The  boilers  are  inspected 
by  the  United  States  Casualty  Company,  and  the  last  inspection 
wais  made  one  month  ago. 

There  are  no  specially  dangerous  feaitures  in  the  physical  condi* 
tiona  or  the  method  of  operation  on  this  road,  except  the  heavy 
grades.  A  large  portion  of  the  track  is  in  good  conditioai  and 
the  balance  is  not  dangerous  to  operate  over.  The  grades  on  the 
Wappingers  Falls  line,  should  be  in  a  number  of  cases  reduced. 
The  curves  should  be  braced,  and  guard  raite  should  be  added,  as 
noted  in  the  track  inspection  notes,  and  a  stop  sign  placed  on  the 
top  of  the  Big  Hill  grade  as  mentioned.  Also  on  the  North  Clin- 
ton street  grade,  20  per  cent,  of  new  ties  shofuld  be  added  on  the 
Wappingers  Falls  line,  and  the  track  should  be  ballasted,  sur- 
faced and  aligned.  The  grass  should  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the 
rail.  The  track  on  Hooker  avenue  should  be  ballasted,  and  20  per 
cent,  of  new  ties  should  be  added.  At  the  end  of  the  track  on 
Main  street  near  the  Hudson  river,  a  12  x  12-inch  timber  should  be 
securely  fastened  across  the  rails.    A  sitop  sign  placed  at  the  to^ 
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of  the  giade  at  the  bridge.  All  care  should  be  equipped  with 
double  chain  brakes.  The  two  grade  crossings  should  be  pro- 
tected as  described  in  the  notes  of  track  inspection  and  the  bridge 
on  Clinton  street"  over  the  P.  &  E.  Railroad  Company's  track, 
should  be  examined  by  a  bridge  expert.  Only  one  car  is  now 
operated  on  the  Wappingers  Falls  line;  if  the  number  is  increased 
this  line  should  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  system.  The 
water  trough  on  the  Wappingers  line  be  moved  across  the  street. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  making  liis  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches,  at  the 
<!rossing  of  the  Poughkeepsie  and  ^nstern  Railway,  the  requirement  of 
the  Board,  under  section  3G  of  the  T^ailroad  Law.  A  letter  was  received 
from  the  company  stating,  '*  Severel  of  your  suggestions  have  already 
.t>een  complied  with;  others  wiU  follow." 


Penn  Yan,  Keuka  Park  and  Braxchport  Railway. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Penn  Yan,  Keuka  Park  and 
JBranchport  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  the  New  York  Central  depot  in  Penn 
Yan  to  Branchport,  a  distance  of  8J  miles.  It  is  of  single  track 
construction,  one  mile  of  which  is  on  private  right  of  way,  the 
remainder  being  laid  in  the  streets  and  highways.  All  being  in. 
the  village  of  Penn  Yan  and  the  town  of  Jerusalem,  in  the  county 
of  Yates.  It  is  constructed  of  70-pounds  T-rail  with  oak  and 
cedar  ties  laid  in  1897.  The  maximum  grade  on  the  line  is  4  per 
-cent,  for  1-3  of  a  mile.  There  are  two  bridges  and  several  cul- 
verts and  there  are  no  steam  road  crossings  on  the  line. 

Poioer  House, 

The  power  house  is  a  one  story  and  basement  brick  building 
TO  X  70  feet  with  gravel  roof,  located  on  the  line,  at  Electric  Park 
four  miles  west  of  Penn  Yan.  It  is  equipped  with  two  Slater 
compound  condensing  250-horsepower  engines,  working  at  90 
revolutions  per  minute  belted  to  two  Walker  300-kilo-watt  genera- 
tors and  one  switch  board  with  four  panels  and  two  feeder  cir- 
cuits. The  boiler  room,  which  is  under  the  same  roof,  is  equipped 
with  2  Dillon  boilers,  150  horsepower  each,  110-pounds  pressure. 
Engines,  boilers  and  generators  were  installed  in  1897.  Coal  ia 
.received  in  cars  over  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  at  Penn  Yan, 
^nd  taken  to  power  house  over  this  company's  tracks.  Boilers 
are  inspected  by  the  Hartford  Insurance  Company,  and  the  last 
inspection  was  April  24th,  of  this  year. 
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Car  Barm. 

The  car  barn  is  a  wooden  building  50  x  100  feet  located  near 
pow  er  house,  equipped  with  4  tracks  and  pits  under  one,  heated 
by  steam.  In  this  building  there  is  a  small  repair  shop  where 
light  car  repairs  are  made.  At  this  point  the  company  also  own 
a  two-story  wooden  building,  in  which  the  general  offices  of  the 
company  are  located. 

Cars, 

The  company  owns  7  cars,  2  box,  4  open  and  1  freight  car.  TOe 
box  cars  are  33  feet  over  all.  The  open  cars  are  10  bench,  and 
the  freight  car  is  30  feet.  The  motor  equipment  consists  of  three 
12  A  Westinghouse,  three  38  B  Westinghouse,  the  other  motor 
equipment  is  four  50-horsepower  motors.  The  truck  equipment 
on  the  open  cars  is  single  diamond  trucks  and  the  doable  tmcks 
are  Taylor  trucks.  The  freight  motor  weighs  about  20  tons,  tread 
of  wheels  2\  and  3^  inches.  The  box  closed  cars  are  heated  by 
electricity,  and  all  cars  are  equipped  with  single  chain  hand 
brake.  Cars  are  cleaned  by  night  men  and  inspected  and  repaired 
by  day  men;  three  men  are  employed  in  the  car  barn. 

Tra4!ik  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

At  Branchport  the  company  have  a  waiting  room  24  x  10  feet 
with  light  and  heat;  also  a  freight  house  20x40  feet-  There  is 
a  station  agent  located  at  this  station.  At  this  terminus  there 
are  two  switch  tracks.  From  Branchport  the  track  is  constructed 
on  the  side  of  the  highway  for  800  feet  to  a  bridge  over  the  Kenka 
lake  inlet. 

This  is  a  trestle  bridge  with  a  50-foot  opening  6  feet  8  inches 
above  the  water  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  highway.  It  con- 
sists of  four  bents,  constructed  of  four  12-inch  chestnut  piles  with 
10  X  15  inch  oak  caps  with  14  x  14-inch  stringer  plates  under  each 
rail,  cedar  ties  with  10-inch  opening,  these  are  held  in  place  by 
2  X  4-inch  oak  stringers  pieces  fastened  to  each,  tie  by  a  lag  bolt 
The  approaches  on  either  end  are  straight  and  level,  and  a  car 
passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  This  bridge  should 
be  equipped  with  guard  rails  inside  the^ traction  rails  and  6x8- 
inch  wood  stringer  timbers  outside  the  rails.  The  track  from 
Branchport  to  this  point  is  constructed  of  56-pound  "seconds," 
iron  rail  24  and  30  feet  lengths,  and  it  should  be  replaced  by  new 
70-pound  rail. 

Near  the  end  of  the  old  iron  there  is  an  8-foot  opening  over  a 
water  wav  constructed  of  round  oak  timbers  which  have  been 
braced  to  10  x  8-inch,  one  under  each  rail;  these  resting  on  dry 
wall  abutments.    The  ties,  which  are  of  cedar,  are  bunched.    This 
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oi>ening  is  at  the  foot  of  a  grade.    The  first  curve  from  this  open* 
ing  should  have  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.    At  this  x>^int 
the  track  is  on  a  bank  40  feet  high  with  very  little  shoulder. 
This  bank  is  on  what  is  called  the  Branchport  hill  and  is  on  a  4 
per  cent,  grade  for  about  one-half   mile   with    several    reverse 
carves.     The  maximum  grade  being  about  4  per  cent.    There  is  a 
curve  half  way  down  this  grade.    There  should  be  a  stop  sign  at 
the  top  of  the  grade  and  one  at  the  curve.    From  the  end  of  the 
old  iron  near  Branchport  to  Sills  switch  the  rails  and  ties  aire  first 
class,  alignment  and  surface  poor;  track  should  be  ballasted, 
aligned  and  surfaced.    At  Bluff  Point  the  track  crosses  a  high- 
way making  a  diagonal  crossing^  a  fair  view  of  which  can  be  had 
from  either  side  of  it.    At  Bluff  Point  there  is  a  freight  depot  16 
X  24  feet,  and  at  this  point  the  company  owns  two  acres  of  land 
on  which  there  are  two  switch  tracks  used  for  loading  freight. 
l{ear  Bluff  Point  station  the  track  is  constructed  on  the  side  of 
the  highway  and  over  a  water  way  with  a  d^foot  opening,  10  feet 
above  the  water.    One  stringer  under  each  rail,  consisting  of 
12-inch  oak  timber  hewed  down  to  6-inch  face  resting  on  mason 
work  abutments.    A  car  passing  over  this  opening  causes  a  de- 
fiection  on  one  of  the  stringer  timbers  of  ^-inch.    There  are  no 
guard  rails  or  stringers  over  this  opening.    The  approaches  are 
straight  and  level.    Ties  are  cedar  not  fixed  to  stringer  plates. 

At  the  college  the  track  crosses  the  highway,  the  crossing  being 
open  and  clear  to  view.  At  the  college  grounds  there  is  a  reverse 
curve  on  a  level  track  and  at  the  park  the  track  is  constructed 
over  a  12-foot  opening  5  feet  above  water  and  the  same  construc- 
tion as  the  other  opening  described,  with  mason  work  abutments 
in  good  condition.  A  car  passing  over  this  opening  causes  i  of 
an  inch  deflection.  This  opening  is  on  a  2  per  cent,  grade  de- 
scending to  the  park  and  on  a  curve.  There  are  no  guard  rails  or 
stringers.  The  stringer  plates  are  14  inches  in  diameter,  hewed 
down  to  a  10-inch  face.  There  is  a  kink  in  one  of  the  traction 
rails  over  the  opening  which  should  be  taken  out.  Near  the 
park  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  fill  for  50  feet  with  very  little 
shoulder. 

From  this  point  the  track  is  over  a  5-foot  opening  6  feet  above 
water.  With  two  70-pound  30-foot  Trails  laid  under  each  rail, 
these  resting  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition.  The 
stringer  rails  extending  beyond  the  abutments  on  either  side  and 
are  raised  above  them  so  that  a  car  passing  over  the  opening 
causes  a  deflection  in  the  track  and  stringer  rails  of  l^-inch. 
This  should  be  remedied  by  lowering  the  stringer  rails  so  that 
they  will  rest  securely  on  the  top  stones  of  the  abutments.  The 
ties,  which  are  of  cedar,  are  not  secured  in  place,  and  they  are 
bunched  in  such  a  manner  that  there  is  a  3-foot  opening  between 
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some  of  them.    There  are  no  ^ard  timbers  or  rails  orer 
opening. 

At  the  Antlers,  the  track  is  constructed  over  a  stone  cnlvert  13 
feet  above  the  water  on  a  dry  wall  with  a  flat  cap  stone  bud  o& 
top.  The  highway  is  also  carried  over  this  cnlvert.  At  tUs 
opening  the  track  is  on  a  high  bank  with  very  little  shoulder. 
There  is  a  curve  in  the  track  and  a  1  i>er  cent,  grade  down  to  tie 
culvert  on  each  side.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside 
rail,  and  this  culvert  should  be  examined  after  every  rain  as  the 
water  is  working  behind  the  walls  of  the  culvert  and  may  came 
serious  damage. 

At  Purdy's  switch  there  is  a  drain  pipe  under  the  track  wbidi 
is  not  large  enough  to  carry  all  the  water  which  at  times  passn 
under  the  highway  at  this  point,  and  the  water  has  washed  tbe 
shoulder  of  the  bank  out  for  10  feet,  and  there  is  no  supp(fft 
under  the  end  of  the  ties.  A  larger  pipe  should  be  pnt  in  and 
this  bank  should  be  filled  in  and  the  track  given  suiBciart 
shoulder  at  this  point.  At  the  next  clump  of  trees  the  shonlder 
of  the  bank  has  been  washed  away,  and  the  shoulder  should  be 
widened  out.  At  this  point  the  bank  is  20  feet  above  the  lake. 
At  Purdy's,  the  track  lacks  shoulder,  and  at  one  point  for  12  feet 
the  end  of  the  ties  have  no  support.  There  is  a  12-inch  tile  undef 
the  track  at  this  point  and  the  bank  has  been  washed  away.  At 
this  point  for  150  feet  the  track  is  on  the  edge  of  the  lake  bank, 
which  has  no  shoulder  and  30  feet  above  the  water.  This  is  a 
dangerous  place,  especially  at  the  drain  pipe,  and  should  be  filled 
in  and  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  inside  rail  along  the  bank. 

Near  the  Twilight  Ck>ttage  sign  the  track  is  undermined  to  the 
first  rail  and  is  held  in  place  by  trees  and  rocks.  At  this  point 
there  is  a  water  way  under  the  highway  which  has  no  clear  open- 
ing on  the  bank  under  the  track.  There  should  be  a  drain  pipe 
put  in  across  the  highway,  extending  under  the  tracks  and  the 
shoulder  should  be  built  up.  The  portion  which  has  been  washed 
away  under  the  tracks  is  about  10  feet  long.  Near  these  openings 
there  is  a  water  way  extending  under  the  tracks  with  poor 
shoulder  on  the  bank  on  either  side  of  it.  This  shoulder  shonld 
he  repaired.  At  the  Wine  Cellar  the  track  is  carried  over  a  water 
pipe  with  a  6-foot  opening  on  ties,  on  either  side  of  which  the 
bank  has  a  2-foot  shoulder;  then  to  the  center  of  Elm  street  and 
Jacobs  street  in  the  village  of  Penn  Yan  to  the  Northern  Central 
depot,  where  the  track  is  laid  alongside  of  the  Northern  Central 
depot  platform  with  two  tracks  which  connect  with  the  switch 
tracks  of  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Company. 

This  company  owns  Electric  Park,  which  consists  of  two  acres 
of  ground  located  at  Keuka  lake,  4  miles  from  Penn  Yan,  eqnip- 
ped  with  dancing  pavilion^  etc.    No  admission  is  charged  to  this 
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park  and  no  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds.  One-half  a  mile 
from  this  point  on  the  line  of  the  road  there  is  located  the  Keuka 
College  Assembly  grounds,  where  religious  meetings  are  held  for 
t'wo  weeks  in  August.  Branchport  has  a  population  of  250,  Penn 
Yan,  5,000.  Keuka  College  has  accommodations  for  300  students. 
Tlie  average  attendance  is  250.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
cottages  located  on  the  line  of  the  road  along  Keuka  lake. 

In  the  summer  season  cars  are  operated  on  45  minute  headway, 
and  two  cars  are  run.    The  first  car  from  Penn  Yan  leaving  at  7 
a.  m.  and  the  last  one  at  10.30  p.  m.    On  the  winter  schedule  cars 
are  run  on  1^  hour  headway.   Extra  cars  arc  run  on  special  occas- 
ions.    The  fare  from  Penn  Yan  to  Branchport  from  September 
15tb  to  June  1st,  is  15  cents.    From  June  Ist,  to  September  15th, 
10  cents;  5  cents  between  these  points  and  Bluff  Point,  which  is 
half  way.    No  round  trip  tickets  are  sold.    The  maximum  num- 
ber of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last  year  was  July  4thy  2,500. 
The  company  has  no  book  of  rules;  rules  are  posted.    Conductors 
and  motormen  are  uniformed.    On  the  summer  schedule  5  motor- 
men  and  5  conductors  are  employed.    New   motormen   are  ex- 
amined by  the  superintendent  and  instructed  by  motormen  and 
chief  electrician.    The  superintendent  has   a   set   of  questions 
^which  a  man  must  answer  before  he  is  qualified  to  operate  a  car. 
The  company  does  a  freight  business  hauling  cars  to  and  from 
the  Northern  Central  Railroad  at  Penn  Yan  and  also  does  a  local 
freight  business  in  its  own  freight  car.    About  1,000  cars  were 
handled  last  season  in  each  direction.    The  larger  portion  of  this 
business  is  done  between  September  1st  and  February  1st.    The 
company  also  carries  mail.    The  freight  business  is  done  on  extra 
runs.     There  are  12  turnout  switches  on  the  line;  8  of  these  are 
equipped  with  telephones  and  orders  to  cars  can  be  given  also  at 
each  end  of  the  line;  at  the  power  station  and  at  Bluff  Point. 
While  freight  is  being  taken  over  the  road  a  lighted  red  lantern 
is  carried  on  all  cars,  and  there  is  a  red  light  also  on  the  rear  of 
freight  cars  at  all  times.    Three  freight  cars  in  one  train  is  the 
limit  allowed  by  the  company's  franchise  to  be  operated  over  the 
tracks  in  the  village  of  Penn  Yan. 

The  conditions  which  add  to  the  danger  of  oi>eration  on  this 
road  are  the  small  openings  over  water  ways,  its  location  on  the 
bank  along  Lake  Keuka  and  the  operation  of  freight  cars  over  the 
line.  The  track  which  is  constructed  on  Keuka  lake  bank  is  at 
the  foot  of  a  water  shed  which  extends  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance from  the  lake.  All  of  the  water  coming  down  this  water 
shed  to  the  lake  must  pass  under  the  track.  These  openings  in 
most  cases  are  too  small  to  carry  the  volume  of  water  caused  by 
a  heavy  rain  fall,  with  the  result  that  the  bank  has  been  washed 
away  in  a  number  of  places,  and  at  some  points  the  track  is  under- 
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mined.  With  the  operation  of  freight  cars  over  this  portion  of  it 
the  water  ways  should  be  enlarged  and  the  track  closely  watched 
after  each  rain  fall.  All  of  the  openings  with  the  exception  oi 
one  are  constructed  of  round  oak  timbers  hewed  to  a  face.  There 
is  considerable  deflection  in  these,  and  in  one  case  noted  there  is 
enough  to  indicate  danger  as  a  deflection  of  ^-inch  with  an  8-toii 
car  would  be  largely  increased  by  a  loaded  freight  car  passing 
over  it.  None  of  the  bridges  over  these  openings  with  the  oak 
timber  stringer  plates  are  of  first  class  construction,  as  the 
stringer  plates  are  too  light  for  freight  car  traffic.  No  recom- 
mendation for  an  immediate  change  is  made,  but  the  company 
should  reconstruct  some  of  them  each  year  until  all  have  been  re- 
placed by  bridges  of  iron  I-beam  construction.  After  a  thorough 
inspection  of  this  road,  I  make  the  following 

Recommendatiofis. 

That  the  "  seconds  "  rail  between  the  Branchport  end  of  the 
line  be  replaced  by  70-pound  rail.  That  a  new  stringer  be  placed 
on  the  opening  near  Bluff  Point  where  the  deflection  of  i-inch  wa» 
noted  in  the  inspection  notes.  That  all  of  these  openings  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails  and  6x8inch  wood  fitringers  outside 
of  the  traction  rails,  these  to  be  securely  fastened  to  the  ties, 
which  should  be  properly  spaced  and  in  this  manner  held  in  posi- 
tion. That  guard  rails  be  placed  where  noted  in  the  notes  of  in- 
spection. That  stop  signs  be  placed  on  the  Branchport  hill  as 
noted  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  That  the  track  between  Branch- 
port  and  Sills  switch  be  ballasted,  surfaced  and  aligned.  Tbzt 
all  cars  be  equipped  with  an  approved  brake,  and  that  the  freight 
motor  car  be  equipped  with  an  air  or  electric  brake  in  addition  tD 
the  present  hand  brake  which  should  be  maintained  in  good  con- 
dition. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  thit 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  "  wlU  do  the  woik 
recommended  as  fast  as  possible/* 

Port  Jervis  Electric  Street  Railway. 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Port  Jervis  Electric  Street 
Railway  Company's  ^stem  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  4.3  miles  of  single  track  with  turn- 
outs. The  main  line  extends  from  Tri-States  to  Riverside,  3,3 
miles,  and  a  branch  extends  from  the  junction  of  the  main  line  at 
the  comer  of  Pike  and  Main  streets,  to  Culvert  street,  one  mile. 
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All  in  the  village  of  Port  Jervis,  town  of  Deerpark,  Orange  counity. 
The  main  line  is  constructed  from  Tri-Btates,  through  East  Main 
and  Ball  streets,  Fowler  street,  Jersey  avenue,  Front  street,  Pike 
street  and  West  Main  street  to  the  terminiufii  at  Bdverside.  The 
branch  line  extends  througih  East  Main  sitreet  and  Kingston 
avenue  to  the  terminus  at  Culvert  street.  T!he  erystem  is  con- 
structed of  60-pound  Trail  with  oak  ties,  laid  in  lBd7  and  189& 
On  the  line  there  aire  three  crossings  of  ertieam  ro^ids,  one  over  and 
one  under  and  one  at  grade.  There  are  three  bridges  and  no 
trestle  work  and  the  maximum  grade  is  9  per  cent,  for  70  feet 
There  aire  do  track  connections  with  any  steam  railroad. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  three  cars,  all  closed,  two  vestibule  and  one 
<^n  platform^  two  heated  by  electricity,  one  is  not  heated.  All 
have  electric  head  lights,  single  chain  hand  brakes  and  sand 
boxes.  Truck  equipment  consists  of  Brill  trucks  with  7-foot 
wheel  base,  tread  of  wheel  2^  inches.  No  fenders  are  used.  Eed 
flags  and  lanterns  are  carried  on  all  cars.  Cars  are  inspected 
and  repaired  by  the  superintendent.  They  are  cleaned  by  the 
motorman  and  conductors  every  day.  Motormen  and  conductors 
wear  uniform  coat  and  cap,  but  the  company  has  no  book  of  rules. 

Power  House. 

The  iK>wer  house  is  a  one  story  building  with  corrugated  iron 
roof  and  sades,  60  x  26  feet,  located  at  the  terminus  of  the  line  at 
Riverside.  It  is  equipped  with  one  125  honsie  power  Ball  engine, 
wwking  at  290  revolultions,  belted  to  one  80  K.  W.  Triumph  gene- 
rator. There  is  a  one  panel  switch  board  with  am.  and  volt, 
meters,  circuit  brakers,  etc.  There  is  no  feeder  circuit;  the  trolley 
wire  is  fed  direct  from  the  switch  board.  The  boiler  room  is  under 
the  engine  house  roof  and  is  equipped  with  two  80  horse  -power 
Hogan  boilers,  125  pounds  pressure.  These  are  inspected  by  the 
Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Insurance  Company.  The  last  inspection 
^'as  made  in  July  of  this  year.  All  of  the  above  apparatus  was 
installed  in  1809.  Coal  is  received  in  cars  and  shoveled  into  a  bin 
and  wheeled'  to  the  boiler  room. 

TrooAj  and  Road  Bed  Inspection. 

Commencing  at  Tri-States  terminus  of  the  line  on  East  Main 
street,  the  traick  through  East  Main  street  is  level  with  a  curve  to 
^nd  under  the  Erie  tracks.  These  tracks  are  carried  over  the 
highway  on  a  new  iron  bridge  resting  on  masonry  abutments  in 
good  condition,  with  a  34-foot  roadway  and  two  7-foot  sidewalks^ 
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14-foot  headroomL  From  itMs  under  croasdng  mth  atrai^t  and 
nearly  level  track  to  a  ciurve  and  guard  raal  to  Ball  street^  witJi 
nearly  level  track  to  Oole  istreet  to  the  top  of  an  8  per  cenL  grade 
deacendjoig  for  450  feet  with  a  cjoesing  of  two  steam  tracks  near 
the  center  of  Oma  grade.  Tlhijs  crofieinig  is  over  two  (tracks  of  tlie 
New  York,  Port  Jervis  and  Monticello  Railroad  Company,  one 
madn  line  and  one  switch  track.  This  i«  a  right  angle  cot  cromng 
wjfth  special  work  in  fair  condition.  A  description  of  this  cnMMing 
has  been  given  in  a  previous  report  and  yx>uT  Honorai>le  Board 
dureated  the  comipany  to  place  derail  awdtohes  in  the  electric  tracks 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing  and  a  copper  trough  on  the  trolley 
wire  over  the  croisslng.  This  order  has  not  been  complied  with. 
Prom  the  foot  of  the  8  per  cent,  gradie  ^ith  straight  and  level 
track  to  a  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Fowler  street  to  a  turnout 
Then  wdth  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Jersey  avenue,  and  with  curve 
and  guard  rail  to  Front  street,  with  curve  and  guard  rail  to  Pike 
street.  On  Pike  street  up  a  6  per  cent.  gi*ade  for  300  feet,  with  a 
tuimout  on  top  of  the  hill.  Then  with  sitraight  and  level  track  to 
the  junation  of  the  branch  line  and  with  special  curve  and  guard 
rail  into  West  Main  street;  then  witli  straight  track  to  the  ap- 
proach to  the  bridge  over  the  Delaware  and  Hudsom  canaJ.  Thi» 
is  a  wood  trues  bridge,  50  feet  long,  and  39  feet  wide,  with  two 
driveways,  10  feet  each,  and  two  5-foot  sidewalks.  The  track  is  in 
the  center  of  the  south  driveway.  The  trusses  are  boxed'  and  the 
bridge  has  been  strengthened  with  two  8x8  inch  timher  bents 
extending  from  the  bottom  of  the  canal  to  the  floor  of  the  bridge. 
The  abutmenjts  aire  in  good  conditionw  A  car  passing  over  thi» 
bridge  causes  very  slight  deflection  of  stringer  plates.  The  ap 
proachos  to  the  bridge  are  up  a  2  per  cent,  gradfe  for  50  feet  on 
either  end.  Girder  rails  are  laid  over  the  bridge.  From  this 
bridge  np  a  4  per  cen/t  grade  for  200  feet;  then  with  level  track 
to  the  iside  of  a  bank  along  tlie  Delaware  and  Hudson  canal,  with  a 
ouirve  and  guaird  rail  on  thie  outside  rail.  At  the  end  of  the  gnari 
rail  at  the  ta/ngent  the  track  is  25  feet  above  the  water  with  very 
little  slope  on  the  bank  and  from  2  to  4  foot  dioulder.  Between 
the  track  and  the  bank  there  is  a  fence  oonstructed'  of  8-inch  posts, 
8  feet  apart,  wnith  4x0  inch  timbers  spiked  on  the  top  of  the  posts. 
From  the  end  of  the  guard  rail  on  easy  curves  and  down  a  grade 
of  less  than  1  per  cent,  for  600  feet,  the  same  condition  of  bank 
except  in  places  shoulder  is  from  4  to  6  feet.  The  fenice  continues 
along  this  bank.  There  should  be  guard  rails  the  whole  distance 
to  a  cnrv'e  near  the  bridfre,  and  the  fence  should  be  strengthened 
by  another  post  set  between  every  two  and  three  4x6  inch  timber* 
spiked  on  the  sidio  of  the  posts.  Then  with  a  ahairp  curve  with 
guard  rail  to  a  through  bridge  71  feet  long  and  19  feet  above  water. 
This  is  a  plate  girder  bridge  over  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  canaU 
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.and  is  used  exclusively  as  a  raikoad  bridge.  Sawed  hemlock  tiee 
^  X 12  laches  are  placed  on  <the  bottom  amgle  iston  of  the  girdera. 
The  ti£B  are  16-inch  to  ceniters  and  there  are  two  6x6  inch  stringer 
timibers  lag  bolted  to  every  other  itie.  There  are  no  guard  rails. 
The  bridge  rests  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition^  The 
^wrest  approach  is  on  a  bank  with  a  verticle  retaimnig  wall  along 
the  Erie  tracks  and  at  the  bridge  is  40  feet  aibove  them.  There 
4ahonld  be  guard  rails  placed  on  this  bridge.  The  track  on  this 
bank  la  on  a  curve  to  the  bridge  and  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  with 
75  feet  of  straight  track  to  a  curve  on  an  approach  to  a  bridge  over 
trhe  Enie  trax^ks.  On  the  weert  approach  to  the  canal  bridge  the 
«urve  has  a  guard  rail  on  each  rail  and  a  speciail  guard  rail  on  the 
inside  rail.  The  curve  is  facing  the  retaining  wiall.  The  track  ait 
this  side  of  the  bridge  should  be  tamped  up.  The  rail  springs 
-when  a  car  passes  over  it,  and  in  its  present  condition  might  cause 
^ieradJment  of  a  car,  whieh  would  be  attended  with  .serious  lesults 
at  this  point.  The  retaining  wall  is  conistruicted  of  small  stone 
^nd  there  shouild  be  cap  'Stone  at  least  20  inches  widie  and  12  inches 
thick  laid  on  this  wall  and  anchored  to  it,  and  a  12  x  12  inch 
timber  bolted  on  top  of  this  stone.  Oap  stone  and  timber  should 
-extend  from  ithe  brid^  around  the  curve  to  the  tangent.  The  dirt 
-ehovld  be  removed  ibetween  the  extra  guard  rail  and  the  traction 
rail. 

From  this  point  the  track  extends  to  the  curve  on  the  approach 
to  the  bridge  over  the  Erie  tracks.  There  is  a  guard  rail  on  this 
•curve  on  each  traction  rail.  This  a  through  bridge  137-foot  span 
with  a  lO-foot  roadway  and  no  sidewalks  and  24-foot  headToom. 
It  is  of  lattice  construction  with  eight  20-inich  floor  'beams,  bridge 
Testing  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition,  and  a  car  causes 
very  little  deflection  in  passing  over  it.  The  track  which  is  of 
-girder  rail  is  laid  on  stringers  on  the  side  of  the  driveway.  This 
track  over  the  bridge  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  sihould  be  re- 
plax^d  by  T-rail  which  would  improve  thf  safety  of  operation  over 
the  bridge.  The  west  approach  to  the  bridge  is  on  a  bank  20  feet 
high  at  the  bridge,  and  on  this  bank  there  is  a  fence  constructed 
of  S  X  8  inch  square  yellow  pine  posts  7  feet  apart,  with  2  x  10  inch 
planks  spiked  on  the  sides,  and  on  top  of  the  posts.  The  track  is 
on  a  5  per  cent,  grade  descending  from  the  bridge  for  300  feet  with 
a  guard  rail.  The  center  of  this  curve  faces  the  bank.  From  the 
foot  of  this  grade  the  track  is  laid  on  the  side  of  West  Main  street 
to  the  terminua  For  600  feet  it  is  along  the  bank  of  the  Dela- 
ware river  and  at  places  there  is  very  little  shoulder.  The  track 
18  nearly  level  and  on  a  tangent,  and  at  some  places  is  30  feet 
above  the  river.    There  is  a  good  slope  on  the  river  bank. 

The  branch  line  extends  with  special  curve  and  guard  from 
the  junction  to  West  Main  street  with  curve  into  Kingston  ave- 
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nue,  to  the  end  of  the  line.  There  are  no  heavy  grades  on  thi» 
line. 

On  the  main  and  branch  lines,  ears  are  operated  on  a  30  minnte 
headway.  Cars  are  run  from  6  a.  m.  to  11.40  p.  m.  A  five  cent 
fare  is  charged  and  transfers  are  given  between  the  two  lines- 
Children's  tickets  are  sold  ten  for  25  cents,  and  a  book  of  100 
tickets  for  ?4.  No  freight  or  express  business  is  done  and  no 
mail  is  carried.  There  are  no  attractions  on  the  line.  On  Mar 
SOth  1,676  passengers  were  carried.  There  are  two  tumonts  on 
the  main  line  and  none  on  the  branch  line.  The  fish  plates  are 
six  bolts. 

The  dangerous  physical  conditions  on  this  system  are  the  ap- 
proaches to  the  bridges  over  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  canal,  and 
the  Erie  tracks,  and  the  grade  crossing  of  the  New  York,  Port 
Jervis  and  Monticello  Railroad.  In  reference  to  the  physical 
conditions  and  operation  of  this  road  I  make  the  following 

Recommendations. 

That  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  description  of  the  bridge 
in  reference  to  the  construction  of  a  barrier  on  the  approach  to 
the  canal  bridge,  and  the  reconstruction  of  track  over  the  Erie 
bridge  be  complied  with.  That  "  stop  "  signs  be  placed  at  the 
west  end  of  each  of  these  bridges  and  all  cars  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  going  down  the  grades  on  the  approaches  on  the  west  end 
of  these  bridges.  That  the  fence  on  the  bank  along  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  canal  be  strengthened  as  suggested  in  the  notes  of 
inspection.  That  the  order  of  your  honorable  Board  in  reference 
to  protection  at  the  crossing  of  the  N.  Y.,  P.  J.  &  M.  R.  R.  Co  s 
tracks  be  at  once  complied  with.  That  all  cars  be  equipped  with 
double  chain  brakes. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  compaDv,  with  a  letter,  makinit  tbe 
recommendationa  of  the  el^trical  expert  the  reconimendations  of  this  Board, 
and  the  question  of  derailing:  switches  at  the  crossing  of  the  Port  Jerris, 
Monticello  and  New  York  Railroad  was  made  the  reqnirement  of  this  Bonni, 
under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  L:iw.  In  1898  the  Board  recommended  that 
derailing  switches  bo  installed  in  the  Htreet  milroad  at  this  crossing.  The  cnm- 
pauy  refused  to  comply  and  the  matter  was  tmned  over  to  the  Attoroey-Genera!. 
At  the  time  of  wiiting  this  repoit,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard  from  the 
company  on  the  subject  of  the  above  report. 

Rochester,  Charlotte  avd  Manitou  Railroad. 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  insppction  of  the  Rochester,  Charlotte  and 
Manitou  Railroad  Coni[)any's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  systt  m  extends  from  the  village  of  Charlotte 
to  Manitou  beach,  a  distance  of  7  8-10  mile«,  single  track  with 
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turnouts,  constructed  of  40-pound  T-rail  laid  in  1891.  It  is 
located  along  the  beach  of  Lake  Ontario,  and  all  on  private  right 
of  way  except  about  ^  mile  on  the  public  highways  of  the  village 
of  Charlotte,  all  in  the  town  of  Greece,  county  of  Monroe.  The 
maximum  grade  on  the  line  is  4i  per  cent,  for  300  feet.  There 
are  eight  pieces  of  trestle  work  and  five  turnout  switches  on  the 
line. 

Cars. 

The  company  own  eighteen  cars,  of  which  fifteen  are  open,  one 
"box  and  two  flat.  They  are  equipped  with  oil  headlights  and 
single  chain  hand  brakes.  None  have  sand  boxes,  sand  is  carried 
in  a  box  under  the  seats.  The  truck  equipment  consists  of 
McGuire,  Taylor  and  Brill  truck,  all  single.  The  tread  of  wheels 
is  Bi  inches.  There  are  4  W.  P.  50,  one  General  Electric  800,  one 
Oeneral  Electric  1,000  motors. 

Power  House, 

The  power  house  is  a  brick  building  100  x  50  feet,  one  story, 
located  in  the  village  of  Charlotte.  It  is  equipped  with  three 
100  horse-power  tubular  boilers  at  100  pounds  pressure.  These 
were  manufactured  by  the  Erie  Boiler  Company,  and  were  in- 
stalled in  1891.  Two  Mcintosh  and  Seymour  150  horse-power 
engines  working  at  200  revolutions  per  minute  belted  to  two  T.  H. 
100  K.  W.  4  pale  generators,  installed  in  1891.  A  switch  board 
with  two  panels  and  one  feeder,  circuit  equipped  with  the  usual 
am.  and  volt  meters,  circuit  breakers,  etc. 

Car  Barn. 

The  company's  car  barn,  which  is  located  near  the  power  house, 
is  a  wooden  building  130  x  40  feet,  in  which  there  are  three  tracks 
with  pits  under  all.  In  this  building  there  is  a  repair  shop  with 
two  tracks  and  pits  where  repairs  and  painting  of  cars  is  done. 
Oars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  by  a  day  man  every  day;  lake  sand 
is  used,  no  dryer  needed. 

Track  Inspection. 

At  Manitou  beach  the  company  has  a  platform  depot  with 
ticket  office.  From  this  depot  the  line  extends  down  a  one  per 
cent,  grade  for  100  feet  to  a  17  bent  trestle  over  low  land.  Bents 
are  constructed  of  four  12-inch  round  piles  with  12  x  12-inch  cap 
plates,  two  6  X  12  stringer  plates  with  filler  blocks  between, 
ties  oak,  not  gained  for  stringer  plates.  There  is  a  guard  stringer 
on  the  outside  of  rails.    This  trestle  has  been  reinforced  by  a 
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10  X  12-inch  timber  laid  under  center  of  ties  between  bents.  The 
trestle  is  four  feet  above  ground.  The  approaches  on  either  end 
are  straight  and  level.  The  piles  are  rotted  on  the  surface,  but 
sufficient  sound  timber  is  left  to  make  them  safe.  They  are 
nearly  all  out  of  plumb.  The  cap  plate  timbers  are  decayed.  The 
stringer  plates  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  decayed  in  places. 
The  ties  are  very  poor  and  the  guard  stringer  one  rotted.  The 
alignment  and  surface  of  track  is  fair.  This  trestle  should  be 
filled  in  and  until  this  is  done  new  guard  stringer  timbers  and 
guard  rails  should  be  put  on  and  ten  per  cent,  new  ties  should 
be  added. 

From  this  trestle  2,500  feet  of  straight  track  with  a  curve  at 
the  end  of  a  trestle.  This  track  is  in  fair  condition.  The  west 
approach  to  the  trestle  is  level  and  straight,  with  a  crib  on  which 
the  stringier  plates  on  this  end  of  the  trestle  rests.  The  trestle 
consists  of  144  bents  which  average  about  12  feet  in  len^L 
These  bents  consist  of  four  round  chestnut  driven  piles  12  inches 
in  diameter  on  which  thene  is  set  a  12  x  12-inch  cap,  drift  spiked 
to  piles,  three  stringer  plates  6  x  12  inches.  At  bent  No.  13  there 
is  a  lift-bridge  with  a  20-foot  span.  This  bridge,  which  is  very 
seldom  raised,  is  constructed  of  four  6  x  12-inch  stringers  ar- 
ranged to  be  raised  from  one  end,  both  ends  resting  on  pile 
foundations.  This  bridge  is  not  in  good  condition,  a  car  passing 
over  it  causes  considerable  deflection  and  sid,e  sway.  Between 
bents  Nos.  22  and  31,  the  ice  has  raised  the  south  piles  and  the 
track  has  been  blocked  up  on  the  north  sidie  in  some  places  from 
8  to  10  inches,  and  all  of  the  piles  on  these  bents  are  out  of  plumb 
leaning  to  the  north.  From  the  lift-bridge  to  bent  No.  60  thene 
is  a  curve  and  the  alignment  and  surface  of  the  track  on  thi& 
curve  is  very  poor.  From  bent  No.  60  the  trestle  and  track  is 
straight  with  alignment,  and  surface  fair,  to  bent  No.  100.  At 
bent  No.  100  the  piles  on  the  south  side  have  gone  down  on  three 
bents,  so  that  the  south  end  of  the  cap  is  3  feet  lower  than  the 
north  end.  The  stringer  platt^s  on  the  south  side  of  the  track 
have  been  blocked  up  to  kei^v  them  level  with  the  ones  on  the 
north  side.  Where  this  blot  Ving  is  used  the  track  Is  not  in  a 
safe  condition.  Bent  No.  1.*^^  is  at  the  end  of  the  trestle  over 
the  water.  From  131  to  144  the  trestle  is  constructed  over  marsh 
land.  On  this  section  of  the  trestle  the  piles  have  been  leveled 
op  by  sawing  off  the  tops,  and  corbel  blocks  have  been  placed 
on  the  cap  timbiers  to  support  the  stringer  plates.  This  section 
of  trestle  is  in  fair  condition  of  surface  and  alignment.  The  ap- 
proach on  this  end  of  the  t'-estle  is  straight  aTid  level.  The 
stringer  plates  resting  on  mnd  sills  at  the  /end  The  highest 
point  above  the  water  on  tbis  trestle  work  is  about  5  fejrt. 
There  is  a  stringer  guard  tin^bpr  on  either  side  outside  the  rail 
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which  is  in  poor  condition.  While  the  pil,es  on  this  trestle  show 
some  decay  on  the  outside,  there  is  enough  solid  timber  remain- 
ing to  make  them  safe  if  they  were  prop«erly  driven.  They  are 
nearly  all  out  of  plumb.  The  cap  timbers  and  stringer  plates 
are  of  pine,  none  of  which  are  in  first-class  condition.  Ties  are 
of  cedar  and  oak  in  poor  condition,  some  being  badly  decayed. 
The  alignment  of  the  trestle  is  very  poor,  especially  on  the  curve, 
and  the  whole  structure  lacks  braces.  Considerable  defliection 
and  side  sw^ay  is  noticeable  when  a  car  pusses  over  this  structure 
except  on  that  portion  betwjeen  131  and  1^4,  which  has  been  re- 
constructed  and  is  in  fair  condition.  There  are  no  guard  rails 
on  this  trestle.  The  stringer  guard  timbers  are  in  very  poor  con- 
dition. 

From  the  end  of  the  ti^estle  there  is  a  curve  and  then  a  straight 
track  for  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  which  is  in  fair  condition,  to 
Cranberry  trestle.  This  is  a  13-bent  trestle  on  a  curve,  same  con- 
fitruetion  as  above,  except  there  are  two  6  x  14  inch  stringer 
plates.  Some  of  the  piles  are  not  plumb.  The  caps  and  stringer 
plates  are  decayed  in  places  and  the  whole  structure  is  in  poor 
condition.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  a  bad  deflection  of 
stringer  plates.  This  trestle  is  over  dry  land,  and  should  be  filled 
in. 

From  this  trestle  the  track  is  constructed  across  a  highway, 
a  good  view  of  which  can  be  had  from  both  directions.  East  of 
this  highway  there  is  a  13-bent  tnpstle  on  a  curve  over  water. 
This  construction  is  of  four  round  piles  from  8  to  12  inches  in 
diameter  with  13  x  12-iuch  cap  plates.  Two  stringer  plates  6  x  12 
inches,  which  have  been  reinforced  by  a  12  x  12-inch  timber  under 
the  center  of  ties  between  bents.  Ties  oak.  Therfe  is  a  6  x  6-inch 
stringer  timber  outside  of  each  rail  and  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside 
rail.  The  approaches  on  either  end  are  straight  and  level.  There 
is  considerable  side  sway  and  deflection  when  a  car  passes  over 
the  trestle.  The  stringer  plates  on  the  east  ^nd  of  the  trestle 
are  badly  decayed.  Some  of  the  nuts  on  the  stringer  plate  bolts 
are  gone.  These  should  be  replaced,  and  all  of  them  should  be 
tightened  up.  The  ties  are  fair  and  the  surface,  alignment,  and 
elevation  of  track  good,  and  piles  plumb.  This  piece  of  trestle 
work  is  in  poor  condition. 

One  mil;e  east  of  this  one  there  is  another  eleven-bent  trestle 
over  water.  This  is  of  the  same  construction  as  the  others,  and 
has  been  strengthened  by  a  12  x  12-inch  timber  between  bents. 
This  tittle  is  straight,  with  top  and  stringer  plates  in  fair  con- 
dition. On  the  three  center  bents  the  piles  have  gone  down  and 
blocking  has  been  added  between  the  top  cap  and  strini^er  plates. 
These  piles  are  loose  and  a  car  causes  considerable  deflection  at 
the  bents  as  well  as  in  the  center  of  stringer  plates.    The  piles 
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are  fairly  plumb  and  the  trestle  is  5  feet  above  thje  water.    Oft 
the  three-center  bent  another  pile  should  be  driven  alongside 
the  outside  pile  of  each  bent  and  the  top  plate  extended  orer 
them.   The  small  blocking  should  be  removed  and  the  piles  sawed 
off  so  that  these  can  be  replaced  by  large  timber  corbel  blocks. 
Another  stringer  plate  should  be  added  under  each  rail,  the  guard 
stringer  timbers  should  be  renewed  and  guard  rails  added.   Tbe 
first  two  bents  on  the  west  end  should  be  filled  in.    The  ap- 
proaches to  this  trestle  ane  straight  and  level,  the  surfacing  and 
alignment  of  track  over  it  are  good;  2,000  feet  east  of  the  above 
trestle  there  is  another  six-bent  one  over  w^ater,  same  const^l^ 
tion  as  the  others,  with  piles  and  top  plates  in  fair  condition;  no 
blocking  between  top  and  stringer  plates.     Stringer  plates  in  poor 
condition.    The  approach  on  the  east  end  straight  and  level,  on 
the  west  a  curve  and  level.    Ties  oak  and  cedar,  in  fair  condition. 

From  this  trestle  to  a  point  near  the  old  power  house  at 
Bigney's  Bluff,  straight  track,  surface  and  alignment  good.    At 
Bigney's  Bluff  the  track  is  20  feet  above  the  lake  for  about  3(W 
feet,  with  a  break-water  on  the  lake  bank.    A  portion  of  the  dis- 
tance there  is  very  little  slope  to  this  bank.    There  is  a  high 
cut  clay  bank  on  the  inside,  with  a  good  ditch ;  curve  in  the  tract 
at  each  end  of  this  cut.    Line,  surfacing  and  elevation  on  this  sec- 
tion along  the  lake,  fair.     Should  have  guard  rail  on  inside  rail 
through  the  cut  and  extended  around  the  curves  on  either  end. 
From  this  point  a  curve  in  the  orchard  should  have  guard  rail. 
The  next  curve,  also  in  the  orchard,  should  have  guard  rail. 
From  these  curves,  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  within  500  feet 
of  a  six-bent  trestle,  same  condition  of  construction  as  others. 
This  is  a  straight  trestle  with  approaches  straight  and  level. 

East  of  this  trestle  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  around  a  sharp  curre 
with  guard  rail.  At  this  point  the  track  leaves  the  lake  front 
and  extends  through  private  right  of  way.  On  this  private  right 
of  way  there  is  a  seven-bent  trestle  constructed  of  two  upright 
and  two  brace  timbers,  each  12  x  12  inches,  with  top  and  bottom 
caps  12  X 12  inches,  two  stringer  plates  6  x  12  inches  and  12x1^ 
inches  timber  along  center  under  oak  ties.  This  is  a  dry  trestle 
with  cattle  pass  under  it.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  on 
a  1  per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the  trestle  on  either  side.  From 
this  trestle  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  two  sharp  reversed  cunres  with 
guard  rails  to  Wilder  terrace  with  special  work  curve  and  gnarf 
rail  to  Beach  avenue,  the  Charlotte  terminus  of  the  line. 

C5ars  on  this  system  are  operated  from  6.40  a.  m.  to  11.30  p.  m.. 
on  a  regular  headway  of  25  minutes.  The  running  time  is  45  to 
50  minutes.  In  addition  to  the  regular  cars,  during  the  season, 
excursions  are  run.  These  are  operated  in  sections  on  the  regu- 
lar schedule  time,  and,  where  necessary,  two  or  more  cars  or

trains  are  run  in  sections  on  one  running  time.  This  road  is 
operated  for  seven  months  in  the  year.  A  25-cent  round-trip  and 
15-cent  one-way  fare  is  charged.  Tickets  are  sold  by  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  Company  from  their  stations  through  to 
Manitou  Beach  and  return,  passengers  changing  cars  at  Char- 
lotte. The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  over  this 
road  in  one  day  last  year  was  on  September  17th,  4,485. 

The  rail  on  this  road,  which  is  a  40-pound  T,  is  in  fair  condition. 
A  number  of  the  ties  are  decayed  and  20  per  cent,  new  ones 
should  be  added.  There  are  five  turnout  switches  on  the  line 
with  the  spring  points.  The  alignment  and  surfacing  of  track, 
except  on  the  trestles,  is  in  fair  condition.  The  grass  in  places 
is  above  the  top  of  the  rail. 

^^ith  the  exception  of  the  trestle  work  on  this  road  there  are 
no  serious  elements  of  danger  in  its  physical  condition  or  method 
of  operation.    These  trestles  were  built  in  1891,  and  at  present 
are  in  poor  condition.    They  should  be  reconstructed.    The  piles 
should  be  redriven;  those  that  are  out  of  plumb  should  be  taken 
op  and  reset  straight.    They  should  all  be  driven  level  and  low 
enough  so  that  corbel  blocks  of  good  solid  timber  can  be  placed 
on  the  top  plates  to  support  the  stringer  plates.    A  large  pro- 
I)ortion  of  the  stringer  plates  which  are  decayed  should  be  re- 
newed; in  all  cases  three  6  x  12-inch  or  two  6  x  14-inch  stringer 
plates  should  be  placed  under  each  rail.    These  should  be  sepa- 
rated by  filler  blocks  and  all  firmly  bolted  together.    New  sawed 
ties  gained  for  stringer  plates  should  be  used.    All  bents  should 
be  firmly  braced;  6  x  8-inch  guard  timbers  should  be  placed  out- 
side each  rail  and  a  guard  rail  inside  each  rail,  extending  the 
whole  length  of  each  piece  of  trestlework. 

To  put  these  different  pieces  of  trestle  work  in  safe  condition 
to  operate  over,  they  should  be  reconstructed  as  described  above, 
but  in  order  to  do  this  it  would  be  necessary  to  close  the  road  to 
traffic,  and  as  this  is  a  summer  road  and  the  business  on  it  is  now 
at  its  height  this  would  be  a  hardship  for  the  company  and  an 
inconvenience  to  the  public  who  patronize  the  road.    The  entire 
reconstruction  of  trestles  as  suggested  above  might  be  delayed 
until  next  fall,  when  this  work  should  certainly  be  done.    In  the 
meantime  to  make  the  traffic  over  these  trestles  as  safe  as  possible 
under  the  present  conditions,  the  two  pieces  of  dry  trestle  men- 
tioned in  the  notes  of  inspection,  one  near  the  Manitou  terminus 
and  the  other  known  as  the  Cranberry  trestle  should  be  filled  in. 
The  piles  which  have  been  raised  up  by  the  ice  on  the  long 
trestle  should  be  redriven  and  the  top  plates  leveled  up  and  the 
blocking  removed,  and  if  blocking  is  necessary  the  ties  should  be 
driven  or  sawed  off  so  that  12  x  12-inch  timbers  can  be  used  for 
Mocking  between  the  top  and  stringer  plates.    The  three  center 
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bents  on  the  eleven-bent  trestle  east  of  Long  Pond  should  be  rein- 
forced by  additional  piles  and  the  blocking  replaced  by  timbere, 
as  described  in  the  notes  of  inspection.  The  guard  timbers  on  all 
of  the  trestles  should  be  replaced  by  new  6  x  8-inch  pine  timbere 
capped  with  a  wrought  iron  angle  iron  placed  on  the  upper  inside 
corner.  Guard  rails  should  be  placed  inside  the  track  rails,  ex- 
tending the  whole  length  of  each  trestle.  Ck)mpliance  with  these 
recommendations  will  add  to  the  safety  of  operation  over  these 
trestles,  but  will  not  put  them  in  first-class  or  safe  condition,  and 
until  they  are  entirely  reconstructed,  as  suggested,  trains  consist- 
ing of  only  two  cars  (motor  and  trailer)  should  be  operated  over 
them,  and  these  should  be  run  over  the  long  trestle  not  faster 
than  eight  miles  an  hour. 

A  guard  rail  should  be  placed  on  the  inside  rail  where  the  trark 
is  constructed  on  the  bank  of  the  lake  at  Rigney's  bluff.  These 
should  be  carried  around  the  curve  at  either  end  of  the  bluff. 
Braces  should  be  placed  on  all  curves.  The  grass  on  the  line 
should  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail.  The  road  should  be 
equipped  with  a  block  signal  system  with  a  signal  located  at  each 
turnout.  The  character  of  the  grades  on  this  road  are  such  that 
it  is  not  necessary  that  any  change  should  be  made  in  the  braking 
equipment  of  the  cars,  but  the  brakes  should,  however,  be  thor- 
oughly examined  after  each  round  trip. 


A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makJnf 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  "we  shall  gWe  the 
recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  of  your  Board  very  careful  con- 
sideration, and  we  shall  take  steps  to  comply  with  such  In  so  far  as  it 
is  within  our  power  to  do  so,  and  as  promptly  as  possible.'

Schenectady  Railway  Company. 
January  16,  1900. 

I  hare  made  an  inspection  of  the  Schenectady  Railway  Com- 
pany's system  and  submit  the  following: 

The  company's  system  consists  of  7  miles  of  track,  1,200  feet 
of  which  is  double  track,  all  of  which  is  located  in  the  city  of 
Schenectady  with  the  exception  of  7,200  feet  in  the  town  of  Rot- 
terdam and  1,000  feet  located  on  the  town  line  road,  between  the 
towns  of  Rotterdam  and  Niskaynna,  Commencing  at  the  Erie 
canal,  going  east,  the  track  is  constructed  through  State  street 
northeast  along  Nott  Terrace  street,  Union  street,  Union  avenue 
and  Wendell  street.  From  the  canal,  going  west,  the  track  is 
located  in  Church  street,  Fuller  street,  Washington  avenue.  River 
Road,  Mill  Lane,  Broadway  and  Campbell  street.    At  the  city 
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line,  on  the  State  street  branch,  the  company  owns  a  park,  which 
is  provided  with  the  usual  park  attractions.  The  lines  are  con- 
etr acted  over  two  canal  bridges. 

There  are  several  grades  on  the  line,  the  maximum  one  being 
on  the  approach  to  one  of  the  canal  bridges  for  a  distance  of 
about  70  feet,  where  it  is  15  per  cent.  There  are  five  grade  cross- 
ings of  steam  roads;  three  of  these  are  over  freight  tracks,  two 
across  tracks  on  which  regular  trains  are  operated. 

The  streets  through  which  the  tracks  are  constructed  are  all 
city  streets,  with  the  exception  of  the  Campbell  street  and  the 
to^^n  line  road  on  the  State  street  route.  The  State  street  line  is 
constructed  of  9  and  7  inch  girder  rail,  with  the  exception  of  1,200 
feet  southwest  of  the  canal,  which  is  Lewis  &  Fowler.  The  Union 
street  line  is  of  7-inch  girder  construction.  The  Campbell  street 
line  is  constructed  of  65-pound  girder  rail.  4.87  miles  of  track 
were  constructed  in  1895,  the  balance  in  1899. 

The  company  owns   15  single  and   4   motor-car   equipments. 
These  are  all  G.  E.  52,  except  one  pair  of  Q.  E.  1,000,  and  one  pair 
of  £dison  motors  used  on  a  work  car.    The  company  has  9  closed 
car  bodies,  4  duplex  bodies,  6  open  cars,  1  work  car  and  1  snow 
plow.     Of  the  closed  cars,  6  are  28  feet,  3  are  27  feet,  4  are  35 
feet,  and  the  open  cars  are  26  feet  long.    The  truck  equipment 
consists  of  12  Anger  trucks,  6  feet  6  inch  wheel  base,  8  Taylor 
trucks,  6  Brill  trucks,  6  feet  6  inch   wheel   base.    All   cars  are 
equipped  with  double  chain  hand  brakes,  and  one  car  has  a  G.  E. 
electric  brake  in  addition  to  the  hand  brake.    All  have  electric 
headlights,  and  closed  cars  are  heated  by  electric  heaters.    None 
of  them  is  equipped  with  sand  boxes  or  fenders.    All  are  equip- 
ped with  red  flags  and  lanterns.    Cars  are  inspected  and  washed, 
inside  and  out,  every  night   by  two  men  in  the  car  bam    em- 
ployed for  that  purpose. 

The  car  barn  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Church  and  Fuller 
streets  and  is  a  new  brick,  one-story  building,  with  gravel  roof 
112x100  feet,  and  contains  7  tracks  with  pits;  it  has  a  storage 
capacity  of  21  cars;  two  of  the  pits  are  heated  by  steam.  The 
offices  of  the  company  are  located  in  this  building.  It  is  pro- 
tected by  two  hydrants  on  the  city  water  mains;  also  by  stand 
pipes  and  hose  in  the  building. 

The  power  house  is  located  on  Dock  street.  It  is  a  brick  build- 
ing with  gravel  roof  125  x  100  feet.  The  boiler  room  is  under  the 
same  roof  and  separated  from  the  engine  room  by  a  brick  fire 
wall.  The  power  house  contains  for  railway  operation,  one  350- 
kilo-watt  rotary  converter,  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  belted  to  a 
250-horse-power  engine.  The  power  for  the  operation  of  the  road 
is  received  from  Mechanicville.  In  the  power  house  there  are,  in 
addition  to  the  railroad  apparatus,  machines  for  lighting. 
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The  electric  light  and  the  railway  plants  are  operated  jointlj. 
The  company  employ  1  general  manager,  4  office  employe^ 
and  7  men  in  the  power  house,  who  are  employed  jointly  bj 
the  two  companies.  The  railway  company  employ  1  superin- 
tendent, 31  motormen  and  conductors,  7  men  in  the  car  barn,  1 
track  foreman  and  4  trackmen. 

A  5-cent  cash  fare  is  charged;  tickets  are  sold  25  for  f  1,  or  6 
for  25  cents.  Cars  are  operated  on  a  seven  minute  headway  in 
the  center  of  the  city,  and  fifteen  minute  outside.  Four  extra 
cars  are  run  to  the  General  Electric  Works  in  the  morning,  nooa 
and  night  hours.  The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in 
one  day,  during  the  year  1899,  was  9,885,  on  July  4th. 

On  Rotterdam  street  the  track  is  constructed  over  the  Erie 
canal,  on  an  over-truss  iron  bridge  with  good  mason  work  abut- 
ments. This  bridge,  which  is  a  60-foot  span,  I  am  informed  was 
a  steam  road  bridge  used  on  the  D.  &  H.  R.  R.  It  is  in  good  con- 
dition, and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  vibration.  The  high- 
way is  carried  over  this  bridge.  The  track  is  laid  on  the  north 
side  of  the  bridge.  The  approach  to  this  bridge,  on  the  west 
fiide,  is  on  a  bank  for  a  distance  of  250  feet,  on  a  4  per  cent, 
grade,  with  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  and  one  near  the  end  of 
the  bridge.  The  east  approach  is  on  a  bank  and  a  curve  with  a 
15  per  cent,  grade  for  a  distance  of  70  feet,  with  a  reverse  curve 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill.  The  track  on  these  approaches  and  on  the 
bridge  is  of  Lewis  &  Fowler  construction,  in  poor  condition. 

On  State  street  the  double  tracks  are  constructed  on  a  bridge 
over  the  Erie  canal.  This  bridge  is  an  over-truss  and  plate  girder 
bridge,  40  feet  span,  resting  on  good  mason  work  abutments. 
There  are  two  driveways  and  tracks,  supported  by  three  over- 
truss  spans.  On  each  side  of  the  driveways  there  is  a  sidewalk, 
supported  by  4  feet  plate  girders.  A  city  water  main  is  taken 
across,  between  the  driveway  and  sidewalk;  this  is  supported  by 
a  Whipple  truss.  There  is  a  slight  grade,  approaching  the  bridge 
on  either  side  and  ascending  to  it. 

On  Mill  Lane  the  track  crosses  at  grade  two  freight  traeks  of 
the  D.  &  H.  Co.,  which  extend  into  the  yard  of  the  General  Elec- 
tric Company.  These  tracks  are  only  used  for  taking  freight  cars 
to  and  from  the  Electric  Works.  Tliere  is  a  gate  on  each  track, 
which  is  closed  at  all  times  except  when  cars  are  being  moved  on 
the  tracks.  Near  the  intersection  of  Mill  Lane  and  Broadway  the 
track  of  this  company  crosses  at  grade  the  single  track  of  the 
Schenectady  and  Duanesburg  branch  of  the  D.  &  H.  Co.  West 
of  this  crossing,  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had  to  the 
south  for  over  2,000  feet;  to  the  north,  the  view  is  obstructed  by 
a  high  fence  and  by  the  under-crossing  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  tracks.  On 
the  east  side  of  the  crossing  there  is  a  curve  in  the  electric  track. 
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and  the  view  of  the  steam  track  is  limited  in  either  direction. 
This  is  a  cut  crossing,  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  There 
is  an  accommodation  train  (freight  and  passenger)  operated  on 
this  branch,  which  makes  three  trips  per  day  between  Schenec- 
tady and  Delanson,  and  a  number  of  freight  trains  are  run  over 
the  road. 

On  State  street  the  double  tracks  of  this  company  cross  five 
tracks  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  Co.,  and  two  of  the  D.  &  H.  Co.'s  tracks. 
This  is  a  right  angle,  jump  crossing  105  feet  between  the  outside 
rails  of  the  steam  tracks.    The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the 
electric  tracks  is  obstructed  by  buildings  on  all  sides,  and  the 
view  of  them  from  the  crossing  is  limited  on  each  side  of  it  by 
curves  in  the  steam  tracks.    The  crossing  is  protected  at  all  hours 
while  electric  cars  are  operated  over  it,  by  five  men,  three  of  whom 
are  employed  by  the  N.  Y.  C.  Co.,  one  by  the  D.  &  H.,  and  one  by 
the  electric  company.    The  electric  company  has  a  man  stationed 
at  this  crossing  to  pilot  cars  over  it;  the  conductor  remains  on  his 
car  and  takes  care  of  the  trolley.    Electric  lights,  lighted  from 
the  trolley  current,  are  placed  at  this  crossing  to  show  that  the 
current  is  on  the  line,  before  a  car  starts  to  cross.     The  trolley 
wire  over  the  crossing  is  fed  by  a  separate  feeder,  and  is  so  ar- 
ranged that  a  broken  trolley  wire  on  the  line  will  not  shut  the 
current  off  from  the  wire  over  the  crossing. 

^ear  the  General  Electric  works  the  track  of  this  company 
crosses  a  single  freight  track  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  Co.,  which  is  not  now 
in  use. 

On  Broadway,  commencing  near  the  corner  of  Campbell  road, 
there  is  a  grade  of  7  per  cent,  descending  for  a  distance  of  600 
feet,  with  a  curve  about  half  way  on  the  grade.  At  this  point  the 
highway  is  on  the  top  of  a  high  bank. 

On  State  street,  between  Lafayette  street  and  Grove  place, 
^  distance  of  1,800  feet,  there  is  a  6  per  cent,  grade  ascending  to 
Orove  place.  On  this  grade  the  Union  street  line  cars  cross  the 
State  street  line. 

The  track  and  roadbed  of  this  company  are  in  good  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Lewis  &  Fowler  rail,  which  is  in  poor 
condition.  The  cars  are  clean,  well  painted  and  comfortable,  and 
iire  operated  on  schedules  which  accommodate  the  patrons  of  the 
Toad. 

To  reduce  the  liability  to  accidents  on  this  road,  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing 

Recommendatiofis. 

That,  while  the  company  employs  men  to  sand  the  track,  the 
<;losed  cars  be  equipped  with  sand  boxes;  that  the  double  chain  on 
the  brakes  be  carried  back  to  the  brake  levers  by  separate  brake 
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rods;  that  the  track  be  reconstructed,  and  guard  rails  placed  on 
the  bridge  and  the  approaches  to  it,  over  the  Erie  canal,  on  Rot- 
terdam street;  that  stop  signs  be  placed  at  both  ends  of  thi» 
bridge,  and  all  cars  come  to  a  full  stop  before  going  down  the 
approaches;  that  a  guard  rail  be  placed  on  the  curve  on  the  grade 
on  Broadway;  that  a  stop  sign  be  placed  on  the  State  street  line, 
at  the  corner  of  Grove  place,  and  all  cars  going  down  the  grade 
come  to  a  full  stop  at  this  point;  that  the  Lewis  &  Fowler  rail  be 
replaced;  that  derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  track,  on  either 
side  of  the  D.  &  H.  CJo.'s  track  on  Mill  Lane  street,  these  derails 
to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars  crossing  the 
steam  track,  and  throwing  the  switch  lever;  that  a  metal  trough 
be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  and  connected  with  it,  over  this 
crossing.

The  company  informed  the  Board  that  It  would  comply  with 
the  recommendations. 


Stillwater  and  Mechanicville  Street  Railway. 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville 
Street  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  the  village  of  Waterford  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Stillwater,  a  distance  of  11  81-100  miles,  with  a  branch 
extending  from  the  main  line  at  the  corner  of  Park  avenue  and 
Main  street,  in  the  village  of  Mechanicville  to  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Railroad  Company's  depot,  a  distance  of  i  of  a  mile,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  12  75-100  miles  of  single  track  with  turnouts,  all 
located  in  the  towns  of  Waterford,  Half  Moon  and  Stillwater, 
Saratoga  county.  The  villages  of  Waterford,  Mechanicville  and 
Stillwater  are  located  on  the  line  of  the  road.  On  the  system 
there  are  seven  bridges  and  five  crossings  of  steam  roads  at  grade. 
The  maximum  grade  on  the  line  is  six  per  cent,  for  150  feet. 
There  is  no  trestle  work  on  the  line.  This  company's  track  does 
not  connect  with  any  steam  road  track,  but  does  connect  with  the 
United  Traction  Company's  system  at  the  corner  of  Broad  and 
Third  streets  in  the  village  of  Waterford. 

In  the  village  of  W^aterford,  the  track  is  constructed  through 
Third  street,  from  Broad  street  to  the  village  limits,  with  90- 
pound  9-inch  girder  rail  laid  in  1898;  from  the  village  limits  to 
the  village  of  Mechanicville,  it  is  constructed  through  the  high- 
way with  65-pound  T-rail  laid  in  1898;  on  Main  street  through 
the  village  of  Mechanicville,  the  construction  is  of  75-pound  7-inch 
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$rirder  rail  laid  in  1895.  Prom  the  northern  village  limits  of 
Mechanicville,  to  and  through  the  village  of  Stillwater  the  track 
is  constructed  on  the  public  highway  with  62-pound  T-rail  laid  in 
1S95. 

Third  street,  in  the  village  of  Waterford,  is  paved  with  brick 
between  the  tracks  and  with  cobblestone  2  feet  outside  for  a 
-distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  Main  street,  in  the  village  of 
Mechanicville,  is  paved  with  cobblestone  between  the  track  and 
2  feet  outside,  from  Park  avenue  to  the  village  line,  a  distance  of 
^bout  a  half  a  mile.  Park  avenue,  from  the  corner  of  Main  street, 
in  the  village  of  Mechanicville,  is  paved  with  brick  for  800  feet, 
and  from  the  end  of  this  paving  to  the  terminus  of  the  line,  at 
the  depot,  the  track  is  paved  between  the  rails  and  2  feet  outside 
'with  cobblestone.  These  are  the  only  paved  streets  through 
^'hich  this  company's  lines  are  constructed. 

Poicer  House, 

This  company's  power  station  consists  of  three  brick  buildings, 
each  2G  X  30  feet,  one  being  the  dynamo-room,  the  sec^ond  the 
engine-room,  and  the  third  the  boiler-room.  In  addition  to  these 
there  is  a  wheelhouse  about  20x33  feet,  with  wooden  frame, 
covered  with  metal  lath,  plastered,  and  corrugated  iron  roof.  The 
three  rooms  are  separated  by  brick  fire  walls,  running  4  feet 
above  the  roof.  The  company  owns  power  on  the  dam  which 
crosses  the  Hudson  river  at  this  point,  and  has  in  operation 
"2  Leffell  74-inch  Sampson  wheels  working  under  8-foot  head, 
geared  to  a  jack  shaft,  each  wheel  being  of  200-horsepower, 
Theee  wheels  are  controlled  by  a  Lombard  governor.  The 
dynamos  consist  of  one  2o0-kilo-watt,  direct-coupled  Westing- 
house  machine,  160  R.  P.  M.,  and  2  United  States  100-horsepower 
upright  machines,  driven  from  pulleys  on  the  line  shaft.  The 
engine  capacity  consists  of  one  13  and  26  x  18  straight  line, 
tandem  compound  engine,  coupled  by  jaw  clutch  direct  to  line 
«haft,  which  is  about  to  be  replaced  by  a  fore-and-aft  upright 
compound  engine,  built  by  the  Lake  Erie  Engineering  Company, 
size  14  and  27x20  stroke,  running  160  RP.M.  The  boiler  capacity 
is  at  present,  one  6  foot  6  inch  x  18  foot  return  tubular  boiler, 
with  80-foot  iron  stack;  the  capacity  of  this  boiler  being  250  horse- 
power. The  switch  board  consists  of  five  panels,  with  suitable 
connections  for  feed  wires.  Station  is  equipped  with  full  outfit 
of  water  leak  lightning  arresters  of  Westinghouse  manufacture. 
The  total  present  power  capacity  of  the  station  is  about  800  horse- 
power.   Voltage  is  carried  at  575  to  600  volts. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  company  owns  and  operates  a 
storage  battery  plant,  which  is  located  in  a  brick  building  24  x  40 
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feet,  4  miles  from  Waterf ord  and  7^  miles  from  the  power  station. 
This  plant  consists  of  264  cells  of  the  Electric  Storage  Batterj 
Ck)mpany's  battery,  held  on  four  racks  two  tiers  high.  Thifl  plant 
is  connected  to  the  power-house  switch  board  by  a  4-0  feeder, 
and  is  fed  by  cutting  out  eight  cells  of  battery,  thus  reducing  tbe 
battery  voltage  to  525  volts;  it  is  discharged  at  550  volts.  The 
station  also  contains  a  suitable  switch  board,  located  in  a  room 
partioned  off  from  the  battery-room,  to  protect  the  switch  board 
from  the  battery  fumes. 

Car  Barn. 

This  company  owns  two  car  barns;  the  main  one  is  a  brick 
building  140  x  72  feet,  located  on  Main  street,  in  the  village  of 
Stillwater,  and  is  equipped  with  six  tracks  with  a  pit  under  one. 
There  is  a  sand  dryer  in  this  barn,  heated  by  steam  pipes.  The 
barn  has  a  storage  capacity  of  eighteen  40foot  cars.  The  other 
bam  and  repair  shop  is  a  brick  building  60  x  40  feet,  located  near 
the  main  barn.  This  one  is  equipped  with  two  tracks  with  a  pit 
under  one  and  has  a  storage  capacity  of  four  small  or  two  large 
cars.  In  this  building  there  is  a  machine  shop  equipped  with 
lathe,  drill,  forge  and  hand  tools  for  light  car  repairing.  The  pit 
in  this  barn  is  not  heated  except  by  a  stove  in  the  car  bam. 
These  buildings  are  protected  from  fire  by  a  water  tank  located 
on  the  roof  of  the  building,  connected  with  pipes  and  fire  hose. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  20  cars  and  2  enow  plows.  There  are  U 
passenger  and  6  freight  cars.  Of  the  passenger  cars,  which  are 
all  motor  cars,  5  are  closed  and  9  are  open.  Of  the  freight  caw, 
3  are  motor  and  3  trailers.  The  closed  passenger  cars  are  40-foot 
veetibule.  Of  the  open  cars,  7  are  40-foot,  15-bench  and  2  are 
9-bench  cars.  Two  of  the  freight  motor  cars  are  30-foot  box. 
There  is  1  open  freight  car  40  feet.  The  trailers  are  open  flat 
cars  24  feet.  The  2  snow  plows  are  box  car  pattern,  made  bj 
J.  H.  Jones  &  Sons. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  company  owns  a  sprinkler  which 
is  a  double  truck  car  24  feet,  on  which  there  is  an  18-foot  tank. 
This  car  is  equipped  with  2  W.  P.,  50  motors,  and  Taylor  tracks. 
The  closed  cars  are  all  heated  with  hot  water  by  Baker  heaters. 
All  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes,  oil  headlights  and  have  single 
chain  hand  brakes,  except  3  of  the  open  cars,  which  are  equipped 
with  a  storage  air  brake  system.  All  cars  are  equipped  with  red 
flags  and  lanterns.  Cars  are  inspected  daily  by  a  night  man  and 
a  day  man  located  in  the  car  barn.  Cars  are  put  over  a  pit  and 
receive  a  general  overhauling  once  in  two  months. 
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Motor  Equipment 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  twelve  2-motor  No.  49  West- 
inghoose,  35  horsepower;  three  4-motor  No.  49  Westinghouee,  35 
horsepower;  one  2-motor  No.  56  Westinghouse,  55  horsepower; 
three  2-inotor  No.  12A  Westinghouse,  25  horsepower. 

Truck  Equipment. 

The  truck  equipment  consists  of  13  double  Taylor  trucks,  7  sin- 
gle Taylor  trucks  and  2  Baltimore  double  trucks.  The  wheel  base 
of  five  of  the  Taylor  single  trucks  is  7  feet,  the  other  two  6  feet 
6  inches.  The  double  trucks  are  5  feet  4  inches.  The  Baltimore 
trucks  are  4-foot  wheel  base. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection. 

From  the  junction  of  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Electric 
Hallway  Company's  tracks  at  the  car  barn,  in  the  village  of  Still- 
water, the  track  is  constructed  as  follows:  Along  the  east  side  of 
the  highway,  with  straight  and  level  track  to  a  curve  with  a  2  per 
cent,  down  grade;  then  to  level  track,  with  easy  curves,  through 
the  village  of  Stillwater  to  a  stub  switch  at  the  power  house. 
From  the  power  house,  with  long  easy  curves,  down  a  1  per  cent. 
grade  and  over  a  stone  arch  highway  bridge;  then  with  a  long 
easy  curve  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  at  a  turnout  switch. 
(This  turnout  is  near  the  Hudson  river.)  From  the  turnout  along 
the  bank  of  the  river  and  25  feet  above  it,  with  straight  track. 
(There  should  be  guard  rails  on  the  outside  rail  of  this  tangent.) 
Then  along  the  river  bank  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  easy  re- 
verse curves  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade;  then  with  a  tangent  to  a  curve 
on  a  fill  over  a  stone  arch  highway  bridge.  Then  up  a  1  per  cent, 
grade  with  reverse  curves  on  light  fills  to  an  easy  curve  and  a 
tangent  to  a  long  easy  curve  with  light  grades  in  both  directions. 
Then  with  a  tangent  on  a  2  per  cent,  grade  in  each  direction,  to  a 
curve  and  tangent  under  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  CJompany's 
tracks.  This  tangent  is  along  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  river.  20 
feet  above  the  water,  and  for  100  feet  there  is  very  little 
ehoulder.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  outside  rail 
on  the  portion  of  the  bank  where  there  is  not  sufficient  shoulder. 

The  Fitchburg  bridge  is  a  plate  girder  bridge  with  25-foot  head- 
room and  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition.  There  is  a 
turnout  switch  at  this  bridge.  From  the  switch  the  track  is 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  reverse  curves  along  the  bank  of 
the  Hudson  and  over  a  stone  arch  highway  bridge.  Then  with 
level  track  along  the  river  bank  10  feet  above  it  with  4-foot 
shoulder  for  60  feet.    (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  outside 
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rail  for  this  distance.)  Then  with  reverse  curves  and  nearly  level 
track  to  a  point  where  the  track  is  constructed*  along  the  river 
bank  and  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  above  it.  On  this  bank  the 
shoulder  is  from  four  to  six  feet  for  150  feet.  This  portion  of 
track  is  nearly  straight  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve 
which  faces  the  river.  (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this 
curve.)  Then  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  nearly  level  track  on  a 
tangent  to  a  bridge  over  a  waste  weir. 

This  bridge  is  124  feet  long,  over  a  creek  which  empties  into 
the  Hudson  river.  It  is  constructed  of  two  6  x  14  inch  stringer 
plates,  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition.  The 
bridge  is  15i  feet  above  water  and  is  on  a  bank  of  the  river.  A 
car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  There  should  be 
two  guard  rails  on  this  bridge  and  these  should  exteud  20  feet 
each  side  of  it. 

From  this  bridge  with  level  track  on  easy  curves  along  the 
river  bank  with  from  eight  to  twelve  foot  shoulder,  to  a  tangent 
at  a  stub  switch  extending  to  D.  Company's  mill.  Then  with 
nearly  straight  and  level  track  to  a  crossing  of  a  branch  track 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.  This  is  a  diagonal  jump 
crossing,  open  and  clear  to  view,  with  special  work  in  poor  con- 
dition. This  branch  extends  from  another  branch  of  the  Fitch- 
burg Company  from  the  D.  Company's  mill,  over  a  bridge,  across 
the  highway  to  their  storehouse.  There  is  very  little  movement  of 
cars  over  this  branch,  and  electric  cars  do  not  stop  at  this  point 
This  crossing  should  be  replaced  by  a  special  work  cut  crossing 
over  which  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  on  the  trolley  wire. 
Five  hundred  feet  south  of  this  crossing  the  track  crosses  another 
branch  of  the  Fitchburg  Company's  system.  This  is  a  diagonal 
jump  crossing,  open  and  clear  to  view,  with  special  work  in  poor 
condition.  This  is  a  main  branch  from  the  Fitchburg  Company's 
main  line  to  the  system  of  switches  at  the  D.  Company's  mill. 
There  are  more  cars  operated  over  this  crossing  than  over  the 
other.  Electric  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  going  over  this  cross- 
ing. The  crossing  should  be  replaced  by  a  special  work  cut  cross- 
ing, and  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire. 

From  this  crossing  the  track  is  constructed  of  7-inch  girder 
rail  on  the  side  of  the  highway  to  a  turnout  switch,  in  the  village 
of  Mechanicville;  then  through  the  center  of  Main  street  and 
up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  nearly  straight  track  to  a  curve  and 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  over  a  stone  arch  highway  bridge,  with 
the  track  in  the  center  of  the  driveway.  Then  down  a  1  per  cent, 
grade  on  a  long  easy  curve  and  over  a  stone  arch  culvert  up  a 
6  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve  to  the  junction  of  the  depot  line. 
Then  with  easy  curves  and  level  track  through  the  center  of  Main 
street  to  a  turnout  switch.    Then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with 
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a  long  easy  curve  and  nearly  level  track  to  a  1  per  cent,  down 
grade  with  straight  track  to  a  1  per  cent,  up  grade;  then  with 
straight  and  level  track  to  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  the  end 
of  the  girder  rail.  (This  girder  rail  is  in  good  condition,  except 
in  the  north  end  of  the  village,  where  there  are  a  number  of  low 
joints  and  the  alignment  is  poor.)  Then  with  nearly  level  track 
on  a  long  easy  curve  to  a  bridge,  9  feet  long,  6  feet  above  water, 
constructed  of  12  x  12  inch  stringer  plates,  resting  on  mason  work 
abutments  in  good  condition.  This  bridge  is  on  a  curve  with  a 
guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  ^-inch 
deflection  on  the  inside  stringer  plate. 

From  this  bridge  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  long  easy  curve 
to  private  right  of  way  with  a  cattle  guard.  At  this  point  there 
is  a  turnout  switch.  From  this  turnout  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade 
on  a  light  fill  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a  light  fill.  Then  on  a  tangent 
and  another  curve.  (There  should  be  guard  rails  on  both  of  these 
curves.)  Then  on  a  tangent  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  an  easy 
curve  on  light  fills.  Then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  a  tangent 
to  a  bridge  35  feet  long,  constructed  of  three  6  x  14  inch  girders, 
resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition,  sawed  pine 
ties,  6x8  inch  stringer  timbers  gained  for  ties  and  drift  bolted 
to  every  fifth  tie,  and  guard  rails.  The  south  approach  is  straight 
and  level.  The  north  one  is  at  the  foot  of  a  1  per  cent,  grade  and 
on  a  tangent.    A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  caused  no  deflection. 

Then  with  straight  track  on  a  10-foot  fill  with  good  shoulder 
up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  light  fills  with  a  tangent;  then  up 
another  2  per  cent,  grade  with  straight  track  on  a  light  fill.  Then 
with  nearly  level  track  to  a  sharp  curve,  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade 
to  a  crossing  of  a  steam  track. 

This  track  is  owned  by  the  Power  Transmission  CJompany 
and  is  operated  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company.  It 
extends  from  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  track  to  the  Power  Trans- 
mission Company's  plant.  This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing, 
open  and  clear  to  view  in  all  directions,  with  special  work  in  good 
condition.  It  is  protected  by  a  gate,  which,  when  cars  are  not 
operated  over  the  crossing  on  the  steam  track,  is  kept  closed 
across  the  steam  track.  On  an  iron  pole  12  feet  above  the  gate 
there  is  a  lamp  with  an  electric  light.  When  the  gate  is  open 
to  allow  cars  to  pass,  on  the  steam  road,  this  lamp  shows  a  red 
light  on  the  electric  track.  At  all  other  times  it  shows  a  red 
light  on  the  steam  track.  This  steam  track  is  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  material  to  the  Power  Company's  plant;  no 
other  precaution  is  necessary  at  this  crossing. 

From  this  crossing  the  track  is  on  a  tangent  on  light  fills  and 
nearly  level  track  to  an  easy  curve  and  a  tangent  on  light  fills 
to  easy  curves  and  a  tangent  to  a  stub  switch.    This  switch 
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rail  for  this  distance.)  Then  with  reverse  curves  and  nearly  leiel 
track  to  a  point  where  the  track  is  constructed-  along  the  river 
bank  and  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  above  it.  On  this  bank  the 
shoulder  is  from  four  to  six  feet  for  150  feet.  This  portion  <rf 
track  is  nearly  straight  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve 
which  facefi  the  river.  (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this 
curve.)  Then  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  nearly  level  track  on  a 
tangent  to  a  bridge  over  a  waste  weir. 

This  bridge  is  124  feet  long,  over  a  creek  which  empties  into 
the  Hudson  river.  It  is  constructed  of  two  6  x  14  inch  stringer 
plates,  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition-  The 
bridge  is  15^  feet  above  water  and  is  on  a  bank  of  the  river.  A 
car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection.  There  should  be 
two  guard  rails  on  this  bridge  and  these  should  extend  20  feet 
each  side  of  it. 

From  this  bridge  with  level  track  on  easy  curves  along  the 
river  bank  with  from  eight  to  twelve  foot  shoulder,  to  a  tangent 
at  a  stub  switch  extending  to  D.  Company's  mill.  Then  with 
nearly  straight  and  level  track  to  a  crossing  of  a  branch  track 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.  This  is  a  diagonal  jump 
crossing,  open  and  clear  to  view,  with  special  work  in  poor  con- 
dition. This  branch  extends  from  another  branch  of  the  Fitch- 
burg Company  from  the  D.  Company's  mill,  over  a  bridge,  across 
the  highway  to  their  storehouse.  There  is  very  little  movement  of 
cars  over  this  branch,  and  electric  cars  do  not  stop  at  this  point 
This  crossing  should  be  replaced  by  a  special  work  cut  crossing 
over  which  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  on  the  trolley  wire. 
Five  hundred  feet  south  of  this  crossing  the  track  crosses  another 
branch  of  the  Fitchburg  Company's  system.  This  is  a  diagonal 
jump  crossing,  open  and  clear  to  view,  with  special  work  in  poor 
condition.  This  is  a  main  branch  from  the  Fitchburg  Company's 
main  line  to  the  system  of  switches  at  the  D.  Company's  mill. 
There  are  more  cars  operated  over  this  crossing  than  over  the 
other.  Electric  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  going  over  this  crow- 
ing. The  crossing  should  be  replaced  by  a  special  work  cut  croflfi- 
ing,  and  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire. 

From  this  crossing  the  track  is  constructed  of  7-inch  girder 
rail  on  the  side  of  the  highway  to  a  turnout  switch,  in  the  village 
of  Mechanicville;  then  through  the  center  of  Main  street  and 
up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  nearly  straight  track  to  a  curve  and 
down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  over  a  stone  arch  highway  bridge,  with 
the  track  in  the  center  of  the  driveway.  Then  down  a  1  per  cent, 
grade  on  a  long  easy  curve  and  over  a  stone  arch  culvert  op  a 
0  per  cent,  grade  on  a  curve  to  the  junction  of  the  depot  line. 
Then  with  easy  curves  and  level  track  through  the  center  of  Main 
street  to  a  turnout  switch.    Then  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with 
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a  long  easy  curve  and  nearly  level  track  to  a  1  per  cent,  down 
grade  with  straight  track  to  a  1  per  cent,  up  grade;  then  with 
straight  and  level  track  to  a  special  curve  and  guard  to  the  end 
of  tile  girder  rail.  (This  girder  rail  is  in  good  condition,  except 
in  tlie  north  end  of  the  village,  where  there  are  a  number  of  low 
joints  and  the  alignment  is  poor.)  Then  with  nearly  level  track 
on  a  long  easy  curve  to  a  bridge,  9  feet  long,  6  feet  above  water, 
constructed  of  12  x  12  inch  stringer  plates,  resting  on  mason  work 
abutments  in  good  condition.  This  bridge  is  on  a  curve  with  a 
gnard  rail  on  the  inside  rail.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  ^-inch 
deflection  on  the  inside  stringer  plate. 

From  this  bridge  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  long  easy  curve 

to  private  right  of  way  with  a  cattle  guard.    At  this  point  there 

is  a  turnout  switch.    From  this  turnout  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade 

on  a  light  fill  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a  light  fill.    Then  on  a  tangent 

and  another  curve.    (There  should  be  guard  rails  on  both  of  these 

curves.)    Then  on  a  tangent  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  an  easy 

curve  on  light  fills.    Then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  a  tangent 

to  a  bridge  35  feet  long,  constructed  of  three  6  x  14  inch  girders, 

resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition,  sawed  pine 

ties,  6x8  inch  stringer  timbers  gained  for  ties  and  drift  bolted 

to  every  fifth  tie,  and  guard  rails.    The  south  approach  is  straight 

and  level.    The  north  one  is  at  the  foot  of  a  1  per  cent,  grade  and 

on  a  tangent.    A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  no  deflection. 

Then  with  straight  track  on  a  10-foot  fill  with  good  shoulder 

up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on  light  fills  with  a  tangent;  then  up 

another  2  per  cent,  grade  with  straight  track  on  a  light  fill.    Then 

-with  nearly  level  track  to  a  sharp  curve,  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade 

to  a  crossing  of  a  steam  track. 

This  track  is  owned  by  the  Power  Transmission  Company 
and  is  operated  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company.  It 
extends  from  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  track  to  the  Power  Trans- 
mission Company's  plant.  This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing, 
open  and  clear  to  view  in  all  directions,  with  special  work  in  good 
condition.  It  is  protected  by  a  gate,  which,  when  cars  are  not 
operated  over  the  crossing  on  the  steam  track,  is  kept  closed 
across  the  steam  track.  On  an  iron  pole  12  feet  above  the  gate 
there  is  a  lamp  with  an  electric  light.  When  the  gate  is  open 
to  allow  cars  to  pass,  on  the  steam  road,  this  lamp  shows  a  red 
light  on  the  electric  track.  At  all  other  times  it  shows  a  red 
light  on  the  steam  track.  This  steam  track  is  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  material  to  the  Power  Company's  plant;  no 
other  precaution  is  necessary  at  this  crossing. 

From  this  crossing  the  track  is  on  a  tangent  on  light  fills  and 
nearly  level  track  to  an  easy  curve  and  a  tangent  on  light  fills 
to  easy  curves  and  a  tangent  to  a  stub  switch.    This  switch 
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crosses  the  highway  to  a  gravel  bed.  There  is  a  gate  oTer  the 
track  near  the  end  of  it. 

Near  this  crossing  is  a  bridge  36  feet,  long,  constructed  of 
3-feet  plate  girders  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good 
condition,  equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers  and  rails;  sawed 
pine  ties.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level.  This  bridge  is 
10  feet  above  the  water  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  d^e^ 
tion.  From  this  bridge  the  track  is  on  a  tangent  on  a  6-foot  fill 
with  good  shoulder  to  a  long  easy  curve  with  nearly  level  track 
to  a  turnout.  From  this  turnout  with  easy  curves  and  nearly 
level  track  along  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  river,  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  feet  above  the  water  and  in  places  with  very  little  shoulder; 
then  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  easy  curves  along  the  bank  of 
the  river  with  from  four  to  six  foot  shoulder,  and  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  feet  above  the  water,  with  a  tangent  to  a  sharp  curve  from 
the  river  bank  across  the  highway.  On  this  curve  which  faces  the 
river,  extending  to  the  tangent  along  the  river  bank  240  feet,  there 
is  placed  a  9-inch  girder  rail  spiked  to  every  fourth  tie,  which  if 
extended  for  that  purpoee.  There  is  also  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside 
rail  on  this  curve  and  one  outside  of  the  outside  rail.  The  dis- 
tance which  the  track  is  laid  alongside  and  close  to  the  river 
from  this  curve  is  about  1,500  feet.  At  several  places  on  thia 
portion  of  the  track  there  is  very  little  shoulder  and  the  bank  to 
the  river  is  quite  steep.  At  this  point  there  should  be  a  guard 
rail  placed  on  the  outside  rail.  A  crossing  of  the  highway  at  this 
point  is  open  and  clear  to  view. 

From  the  highway  the  track  is  on  a  curve  to  private  right  of 
way  with  a  cattleguard.  There  is  a  turnout  switch  at  this  poiot 
Then  with  a  long  easy  curve  and  level  track  on  a  light  fill  with  a 
tangent  to  a  bridge.  The  bridge  is  25^  feet  long,  10  feet  aboTe 
water,  same  construction  as  the  last  one  described,  resting  <m 
mason  work  abutments  in  good  condition.  The  approaches  are 
straight  and  level  and  it  is  equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers 
and  rails.    A  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection. 

From  this  bridge  with  a  tangent  on  a  light  fill  and  level  track 
to  a  1  per  cent,  up  grade;  then  with  level  track  on  a  curve  on  a 
light  fill  to  a  tangent  and  nearly  level  track  on  a  light  fill  to  an 
eaey  curve  and  tangent  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  sharp  curve  to 
a  turnout.  From  this  turnout  with  a  tangent  on  a  1  per  cent 
down  grade  over  a  highway.  This  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to 
view  and  there  are  cattle  guards  on  each  side  of  it.  From  this 
crossing  with  a  tangent  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  light  fill 
to  a  sharp  curve  and  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  a  bridge  3^ 
feet  long,  14  feet  above  water,  and  of  the  same  construction  as 
the  last  one  described,  with  maeon  work  abutments  in  good  con- 
dition, equipped  with  guard  stringer  timbers;  a  guard  rail  oo 
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the  east  rail  extending  100  feet  to  the  tangent  on  the  south  ap- 
proach, and  part  way  around  the  curve  on  the  north  approach. 
The  south  approach  is  on  a  tangent  and  down  a  1  per  cent,  grade 
to  the  bridge.  The  north  one  is  on  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  a  1  per 
cent,  grade  descending  to  the  bridge.  A  car  passing  over  this 
bridge  causes  no  deflection.  There  should  be  another  guard  rail 
placed  over  the  bridge. 

Prom  this  bridge  on  a  tangent  up  an  1  per  cent,  grade  on  a  light 
fill,  to  a/n  easy  curve  and  aeroee  a  hiighway,  the  view  of  which  is 
obertxTucited.    There  are  oattle  guards  on  eiither  side  of  rthe  cross- 
ing.    (There  should  be  a  "  croBBing  "  sign  on  the  highway  at  this 
point.)    Then  with  a  (tangent  and  level  track  oai  a  light  fill  to  a 
eiharp  curve  on  a  light  fill ;  to  a  itangent  on  a  light  fill  to  a  long 
easy  curve;  with  a  tangent  and  reverse  curves  on  light  fills  to  a 
cattle  gnard,  and  with  a  cnrve  and  guard  rail  across  a  highway  to 
a  cart:tle  giuard  on  private  righit  of  way.    This  crossing  is  open  to 
Tiew.     On  rthe  private  right  of  way  there  is  a  turnout  switch. 
¥^poTO  this  swatch  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  level,  to  an  ea^ 
curve  and  down  a  1  i)er  cent  grade  to  a  bridge. 

This  is  a  10-foot  6-inch  opening  canetruicted  of  12  x  12  inch  pine 
stringer  plates  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condi- 
tion. Sawed  oak  ties,  approaches  straight  and  level.  There  are 
no  guard!  stringer  timbers  or  guard  rail-s.  A  car  passing  over  it 
causes  a  quarter  inch  deflection.  There  shouldl  be  guard  stringer 
timbers  and  rails  over  this  bridge. 

Prom  this  bridge  with  nearly  level  track  on  easy  curves  and  light 
fills  to  a  tangent  and  level  track  on  light  fills  to  a  sharp  curve  on  a 
light  fill.    (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.)    Then  to 
another  curve  and  tangent  on  lighit  fills  with  level  track  to  a  cattle 
guard  and  wi?th  easy  curve  and  tangent  to  a  reverse  curve  and 
cattle  gTiard.    Between   these  cattle  guards  the  track  is  con- 
structed along  the  highway  for  500  feet.    Then  with  easy  curves 
and  level  track  on  private  right  of  w^ay  to  a  turnout;  from  the 
turnout  with  a  tangent  and  level  track  to  an  easy  curve  and  a 
tangent  and  nearly  level  track  to  a  cattle  guard  and  a  dead  end 
switch  which  extends  to  a  car  bam.    Then  along  the  highway  and 
up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  with  nearly  straight  track  to  an  easy  curve. 
To  this  point,  150  feet  of  the  track  is  constructed  of  girder  rail 
which  is  in  poor  condition.    Then  with  T-rail  construction  on  a 
reverse  curve  along  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  river  with  curves 
facing  the  river,  for  a  distance  of  300  feet,  with  shoulder  from  3 
to  10  feet.    Then  with  long  easy  curves  facing  to  the  river  4-foot 
shoulder.     (There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  the  highway  rail  at 
this  point  extending  around  the  curves  to  the  tangent.)    Then 
with  straight  track  for  150  feet  to  another  cnrve  at  the  end  of  the 
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T-rail  coneitructloii.  TMs  curre  faces  tQie  river  and  the  abooUer 
is  from  6  to  8  feet.  (There  shaald  be  a  giiiard  radl  oa  this  carve.) 
At  tMs  i>oiiit  the  track  leavee  the  river  bank  and  with  girder  rail 
and  nearly  &traigiht  and  level  track  to  a  loDig  ea-sy  cuTre,  then  to 
a  reverse  curve  with  level  track  to  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Dda- 
ware  and  Hudson  Company's  single  track. 

This  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossfing  with  special  work  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view  and  is  protected  by 
derail  swd/tches  and  semaphores  on  the  electric  tracks  interlocked 
with  derail  switches  and  home  and  ddMant  signals  on  the  fltem 
track.  These  are  operated  by  a  man  in  a  tower  wihile  cars  are 
operated  on  the  electric  road.  The  approaches  ito  the  crossing  w 
the  electric  track  is  on  a  curve  wifth  guard  rails  on  either  side  of 
it.  The  derail  switches  in  the  electric  tracks  are  each  100  feet 
from  the  crossing.  There  is  an  electric  signal  on  tiie  steam  road 
which  warns  the  tower  man  of  the  approach  of  a  train.  After  the 
derails  and  signals  on  both  roads  have  been  set  for  an  electric 
car  to  paais  over  the  crossing  they  cannot  be  changed  until  the 
electric  car  has  passed  the  point  of  the  derail  switch  on  the  other 
side  of  the  crossdng.  The  approaches  to  this  croesing  are  of  T-rail 
construction.  This  crossing  is  locaited  in  the  village  of  Water- 
ford.  The  safety  devices  at  this  crossing  are  more  complete  than 
at  any  croesing  of  steam  or  electric  railroade  in  the  State  of  New 
York.  The  track  from  this  crossing  is  of  9-inch  girder  and  is  con- 
struoted  through  the  center  of  Third  street  in  the  village  of  Water- 
ford'  with  straight  and  level  track  to  the  terminus  of  Broad  street 
At  this  point  there  is  now  being  constructed  a  "  Y  "  conneotioD  to 
the  United  Traction  Company's  tracks  and  also  a  crossing  of  theee 
tracks. 

The  company  operates  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Electric 
Railroad  Company's  system  which  extends  from  Stillwater  to 
Greenwich.    The  system  including  the  Greenwich  and  Sehuyle^ 
ville  line  is  operated  as  one  route.    Cars  run  through  between 
Waterford  and  Greenwich,  with  a  shuttle  car  operated  on  the 
Depot  line  in  the  village  of  Mechanicville,  connecting  with  the 
main  line  cars  and  trains  on  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad. 
A  portion  of  the  main  line  cars  run  only  between  Stillwater  and 
Waterford.    Through  cars  to  Greenwich  leave  Waterford  every 
hour  and  the  Stillwater  cars  leave  Waterford  on  tlie  half-hour, 
making  a  thirty-minute  headway  between  Stillwater  and  Water- 
ford and  a  one  hour  headway  between  Stillwater  and  Greenwich. 
Cars  are  operated  from  5  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  1.30  at 
night. 

The  through  rate  of  fare  between  Waterford  and  Greenwich  » 
<)5  cents.    The  local  fares  charged  on  the  line  are  as  follows:  Be- 
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Waterford  and  Pratts,  6  cenits;  Smitho  Home,  10  cents; 
MecbanicTille,  15  cents;  Iron   Bridge,  20   cents;    Stillwater,  25 
cents ;  the  local  rates  between  Waterford  and  podnts  on  the  Qreen- 
ivich  and  Schuylerville  road  are  as  follows:    Bertween  Wart:erford 
and    Bemis  Heights,  30  cents;  Wilburs  Basin,  35  cents;  Salis- 
bury's, 40  cents;   Coveville,  45   cents;   Schuylerville,   50   cents; 
Thompsons  and  Clarks'  Mills,  55  cents;  Ondawa  Park,  60  cents; 
Big  Falls  and  Middle  Falls,  65  cents.    Special  limited  tickets  are 
sold,  good  for  twelve  rides,  to  be  used  in  seven  days.    This  ticket 
is  sold  for  one^half  the  regular  fare  rates,  and  there  is  no  rebate 
on  unused  portions  of  it,  and  it  is  not  transferable.    The  com- 
pany does  a  freight  and  express  business,  and  mail  is  carried  to 
Stillwater  and  the  Mechanicville  post  office  and  the  Delaware  and 
EEndson  Gompany*s  station. 

Tliis  comipany's  track  does  not  connect  with  any  steam  road, 
btBt  the  track  of  (the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville  Railroad  cou- 
neete  with  the  Greenwich  and  Johnsonville  steam  road  at  Green- 
wich. Freight  is  taken  in  car  lots  over  the  Greenwich  and 
Schnylerville  Railroad  'J>etween  Greenwich  and  Big  Falls.  This 
freight  consists  principally  of  pulp  wood,  coal  and  paper.  Not 
more  than  two  cars  are  drawn  in  each  train.  These  are  drawn  by 
an  electric  locomoitive  owned  by  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville 
Company.  Freight  cars  on  the  Stillwater  and  Mechanicville  road 
are  operated  over  the  road  by  following  a  regular  passenger  car 
iivhlch  carries  a  flag  for  the  freight,  and  they  run  as  a  second  sec- 
tion on  the  same  running  time  as  the  regular  passenger  car  which 
they  follow. 

On  this  company's  system,  between  Waterford  and  Mechanic- 
ville, there  are  eleven  turnout  switches.  These  switches  are  not 
numbered.  The  company  has  a  book  of  rules,  and  there  is  a 
running  card  which  shows  the  number  of  the  run,  with  the  time 
of  arrival  and  departure  at  each  terminus.  The  company  has  a 
telephone  system  with  a  station  at  each  turnout  switch  where  cars 
are  echeduled  to  pass  and  the  rules  of  the  company,  which  are 
pointed,  state  that  a  mcxtorman  miust  not  leave  a  meeting  switch 
without  special  orders  from  the  superintendent.  In  addition  to 
those  at  the  switch,  there  are  telephones  located  at  the  power 
houfie,  car  bams,  superintendent's  house  and  at  the  president's 
ofBtce.  This  is  a  private  telephone  system  owned  by  the  company. 
The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the  system  in 
one  day  this  month,  including  the  Greenwich  and  Schuylerville 
road,  was  7.307.  The  freight  business  done  by  this  company  in 
broken  car  lots  is  about  six  tons  dailv. 

The  village  of  Waterford  has  a  population  of  7.000.  Mechanic- 
ville 6,000.  and  Stillwater  2,000.  The  distance  from  Waterford 
to  Mechanicville  is  8.28  miles;  from  Mechanicville  to  Stillwater,. 
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3.53  miles.  The  company  employ  one  general  superintendent  and 
two  assistants,  15  motormen  and  15  conductors.  There  are  9  mes 
employed  in  the  power  house,  8  in  the  car  barns,  24  on  the  tracL 
The  right  of  way  which  the  company  own«  is  from  60  to  100  feet 
in  width  and  is  fenced  with  wire  fence. 

The  rail,  ties,  ballasting,  surface  and  alignment  of  ftrack  are 
good.  There  is  no  grase  above  the  rails.  The  bridges  are  nearly 
all  in  first  clase  condition.  The  glides  are  not  excessive.  The 
operation  of  cars  between  Waterford  and  Greenwich  over  these 
two  railroads  makes  a  run  of  33.40  miles.  Double  truck,  vesd- 
buled  cars,  weighting  18  tons  witliouit  load,  are  now  operated 
between  these  poinjts.  With  the  aid  of  the  telephone  systwn  the 
method  of  operation  is  quite  safe. 

Beoammendatiam. 

With  the  exception  of  the  location  of  the  track  along  the  Hudson 
river,  there  are  no  especially  dangerous  features  on  this  line  and 
the  recominenda.tions  are  nearly  all  contained  in  the  inspection 
notes  and  refer  to  guard  rails  on  curves,  bridges  and  along  the 
bank  of  the  Hudson  river.  All  cars  should  be  equipped  with 
double  chain  brakes.  No  further  suggestions  are  made  to  better 
the  physical  conditions  or  method  of  operation  on  this  line. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  makiof 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tbii 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  h^ird 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 


Syracuse^  Lakeside  and  Baldwinsville  Railway. 

January  6,   1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Syracuse,  Lakeside  and  Bald- 
winsville  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

The  system  consists  of  13|  miles  of  road,  all  of  which  is  single 
track,  except  one  mile  in  the  city  of  Syracuse  and  IJ  miles 
from  Long  Branch  extending  to^iard®  Syracuse.  There  are  IT 
turnout  switches  on  the  line,  all  spring  point  except  one  in  Bald- 
wlnsville.  There  are  four  crossings  of  steam  railroads  two  over 
head,  one  under  and  one  at  grade;  there  are  seven  bridges  and 
there  is  no  trestle  work  on  the  line.  The  grades  are  not  exces- 
sive, the  maximum  being  on  the  approach  to  the  bridge  over  the 
Syracuse  Junction  Railroad  (New  York  Central)  which  is  6  per 
cent,  for  a  distance  of  400  feet. 

The  track  is  constructed  of  56-pound'  T-rail,  except  in  the  city 
of  Syracuse,  where  104-pound  girder-rail  is  used;  the  track  wa« 
laid  in  1S9S  and  1899. 
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Tlie  road  extends  from  the  terminus  at  the  comer  of  west 
Oenesee  and  Clinton  streets,  in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  through  Clin- 
ton street  to  Naxon  street  to  Wallace  street  to  Belden  avenue  to 
Liberty  avenue  under  the  West  Shore  tracks.  At  this  point  the 
4loul>le  tracks  end,  and  from  this  point  to  Baldwinsville  village 
tbe  track  is  through  private  right  of  way,  except  that  at  several 
podntfi  it  is  laid  in  the  highway  for  short  ddstances.  In  the  village 
of  Baldwinsville  the  track  is  constructed  through  Syracuse 
«treet  to  the  terminal  near  the  freight  track  of  the  Delaware, 
I^ackawanna  and  Western  Company. 

On  Naxon  street,  in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  the  double  tracks  of 
this  company  cross  the  single  track  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburgh  Railroad  Company  at  grade.    This  crossing  is  pro- 
tected by  derail  switches  in  the  electric  tracks  connected'  to  sig- 
nala    on   the    steam    track.      The    conductors   of    the    electric 
cars  €U'e  obliged  to  cross  the  steam  track  to  work  the  lever 
^^hich  sets  the  switch  point  straight  on  the  electrie  track  and  the 
«ignal  on  the  steam  track  at  danger;  the  signals  on  the  steam 
track  are  at  the  crossing;  there  is  no  distant  signals.    A  fair 
T"icw  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had  from  the  crossing,  and  all 
trains  pass  over  it  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed.    I  found  the  derail 
«wi  tehee  and  the  signals  working  in  good  order. 

The  undercrossing  of  the  West  Shore  tracks  on  Liberty  avenue 
is  under  a  substantial  iron  bridge  with  mason  work  abutments  in 
^oodl  condition.  Liberty  avenue  is  under  this  bridge;  the  opening 
IS  75  feet  long  with  21  feet  headroom. 

On  Belden  avenue  the  track  is  laid  on  a  Whipple  truss  iron 
bridge  over  the  Onondaga  creek  60-foot  span.  This  bridge  has 
been  strengthened  by  a  plate-girder  plaiced  under  the  tracks.  This 
girder  was  put  in  by  the  Berlin  Bridge  and  Iron  Works  and 
figured  to  stand  the  same  strain  as  the  bridges  over  the  New  York 
-Central  and  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  tracks. 

One-quarter  of  a  mile  north  of  the  Syracuse  city  line  the  track 
is  carried  over  the  double  tracks  of  the  Syracuse  Junction  Rail- 
way fNew  York  Central)  on  an  over  truss  bridge  140  feet  long 
with  wood  trestle  approaches  on  each  side  400  feet  long;  the 
grade  on  the  south  approach  is  6  per  cent. ;  on  the  north  side  it  is  5J 
per  cent.  The  abutments  are  of  good  mason  work  construction. 
The  bridge  and  approaches  are  protected  by  wood  stringers  12x12 
inches,  laid  outside  of  each  rail.  This  bridge  was  constructed  by 
the  Berlin  Bridge  and  Iron  Works  Company  in  1898,  and  guar- 
anteed to  carry  a  moving  load  of  twenty-three  tons  and  approved 
by  New  York  Central  engineers. 

At  Siles'  station  the  track  is  carried  over  the  single  track  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railway  Company  on  an 
iron  over  truss  bridge.    This  bridge  is  the  same  construction  as 
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the  one  over  the  New  York  Central  tracke,  and  is  118  feet  long. 
The  approaches  on  each  Bide  are  about  400  feet  long,  80  feet  of 
which  is  iron  trestle  work;  the  rest  is  wood  trestle  with  5J  per 
eent.  grade  on  the  0outh  side  and  2  per  cent,  on  the  north  side. 
On  the  north  approach  there  is  a  curve  of  two  degrees  protected 
by  guard  rails.  The  bridge  and  approaches  are  protected  bj 
guard  stringers  12  x  14  inches.  This  bridge  rests  on  good  solid 
abutments  and  guaranteed  to  same  moving  load  as  the  New  York 
Central  brid(ge. 

There  is  an  over  truss  bridge  over  the  creek  at  the  power  house 
66  feet  span  on  concrete  audi  pile  abutment.  The  track  is  level 
with  the  bridge  on  either  side  of  it;  this  bridge  was  built  and 
guaranteed  by  the  Berlin  Bridge  and  Iron  Works  Company;  it  is 
protected  by  wood  stringers  on  the  outside  of  each  rail.  There 
are  four  wood  stringer  bridges  on  the  line. 

The  company  owns  14  motor  cars,  12  trailer  cars  andl  2  snow 
plows.  Of  the  motor  cars  eight  are  28  foot  bodies  vestibuled,  4 
open  double-decked,  15^benoh  and  two  open  10-bench.  The  1^ 
open  trailers  are  10-bench.  Six  of  the  closed  cars  are  equinped 
with  two  W.  P.  38-50  horse-power  motors.  Two  closed  ears  have 
four  G.  B.  1,000  25  horse-power  motors  each.  The  open  double- 
decked  cars  have  two  W.  P.  No.  38-50  horse-power  motors  each- 
Two  open  cars  have  two  W.  P.  No.  38-50  horse-power  motors.  Six 
of  the  closed  cars,  four  double^Jecked  cars  and  two  open  cars  are 
equipped  with  the  general  electric  brake;  one  closed  car  has  a 
Price  friction  brake;  all  trailers  and  one  closed  car  have  single 
chain  hand  brakes. 

All  closed  cars  have  sand  boxes;  there  are  none  on  the  double 
decked  or  open  cars.  All  closed  motor  cars  are  equipped  with 
electric  head-lights  and  fenders,  and  are  heated  by  electricity. 
The  truck  equipment  consists  of  eight  pair  of  St.  Louis  Car  Com- 
pany maximum  traction  trucks,  with  5-foot  2-inch  wheel  base, 
four  sets  of  Jersey  Special  side-bearing  trucks,  with  4-foot  wheel 
base,  two  Peckham  14  B.,  three  trucks,  nine  Dupont  mortor 
trucks  and  three  Tavlor  trailer  trucks.  Tread  of  wheel  on  motor 
cars  3  inches,  on  trailers  2^  inches. 

Power  house  and  car  barn  is  located  at  Nine-mile  creek,  five 
miles  from  Syracuse,  The  engine  house  is  a  one-story  brick 
building  65  x  80  feet  with  asbestos  roof,  and  contains  two  Green 
&  Wheelock  engines,  450  horse-power,  each  working  at  90  revolu- 
tions, one  of  which  is  cross  compound  condensing,  the  other  single 
cylinder.  Two  400  K.  W.  Walker  generators,  rope  driven  from 
engines,  one  switch  board  with  three  feeder  panels,  two  genera- 
tor panels,  arm  and  volt-meters,  main  and  field  switches,  T.  H. 
circuit  breakers,  etc.    The  boiler  house  is  an  iron  enclosed  one- 
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story  bnilding,  88x65  feet,  with  a  corrugated  iron  roof,  and  is 
equipped  with  four  B.  &  W.  boilers,  200  horse-power  each,  mazi- 
mam  pressure,  160  pounds.  Car  bam  is  a  one-storj  brick  build- 
ing, 170  X  65  feet,  with  an  asbestos  roof,  separated  from  the  en- 
^ne  house  by  a  fire  wall.  In  this  house  there  are  six  tracks 
over  pits,  with  a  storage  capacity  of  28  cars.  In  the  engine  room 
there  is  a  lathe,  drill  and  tools  for  light  car  repairs  and  for  mend* 
ing  armatures.  The  engine  houfie,  boiler  house  and  car  barn  are 
protected  from  fire  by  stationary  pipes  connected  to  pump  in 
engine  room  and  by  fire  hose  to  connect  with  these.  All  of  the 
apparatus  in  the  engine  and  boiler  rooms  were  installed  in  189S. 
The  single  track  between  the  Maple  Bay  switch  and  the  Stiles 
Station  switch  is  protected  by  "  The  English  Block  System." 
There  ifi  no  block  system  between  any  of  the  other  switches. 

The  English  block  system  consists  of  a  piece  of  board  15  inches 
long  and  4  inches  wide,  which  is  locked  into  supports  for  it  on  a 
pole  alongside  the  track  and  at  the  end  of  a  switch  track.  To 
have  the  right  of  way  on  a  single  track  between  two  turnouts 
equipped  with  this  system  the  conductors  of  a  car  must  unlock 
this  board  and  take  it  with  him  to  the  next  turnout  switch,  when 
he  places  it  in  the  supports  for  it  and  locks  it.  A  car  coming 
from  the  opposite  direction  should  not  proceed  past  the  switch 
until  the  conductor  can  secure  the  board  and  take  it  with  him. 

The  company  employs:  1  general  superintendent,  1  bookkeeper, 
1  stenographer,  8  mortormen,  8  conductors,  2  engineers,  2  firemen, 
1  oiler,  1  foreman  car  house,  1  carpenter,  2  repair  men,  1  track 
foreman,  2  track  men,  1  operating  foreman. 

Baldwinsville  has  a  i)opulation  of  4,000.  There  are  four  sum- 
mer resorts  on  the  line,  Pleasant  Beach,  Rockaway  Beach,  Maple 
Beach,  Long  Branch  and  Lake  Side  Park,  which  are  operated  by 
the  railway  company.  These  resorts  are  located  on  the  Onon- 
daga lake,  and  at  these  points  there  are  the  usual  attractions 
found  at  summer  resorts;  liquors  are  sold  at  all  of  them,  except 
Lake  Side  Park. 

Cars  are  operated  on  a  30-minute  schedule  in  the  winter  season, 
and  in  the  summer  season  on  a  headway  varying  from  5  to  30 
minutefl.  The  first  car  leaves  Baldwinsville  and  Syracuse  at  6 
oVlock  a.  m.,  last  car  leaves  both  places  at  11.45  p.  m. 

Regular  fare  between  Syracuse  and  Baldwinsville  15  cents; 
from  Syracuse  to  the  club  house  5  cents;  from  the  club  house  to 
Utiles  station  5  cents. 
The  company  does  an  express  business. 

The  track  and  roadbed  of  this  system  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
more  ballast  is  required  on  the  northern  part  of  the  road.  The 
grades  on  the  line  are  not  excessive,  but  those  on  the  approaches 
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to  the  bridgeB  quite  heavy  and  require  especial  care  in  operating 
on  them.  The  cans  are  in  good  condition  as  to  cleanliness  and 
appearance;  the  trucks  and  equipments  are  in  good  condition; 
cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  by  night  man  in  the  barn;  they 
are  swept  out  every  night  and  washed  out  every  other  night; 
they  are  also  inspected  at  one  end  of  the  route  by  an  inspector 
every  trip.  The  running  time,  including  stops,  between  Syracuse 
and  Baldwinsville  is  45  minutes.  The  maximum  number  of  pas- 
sengers carried  in  one  day  last  year  was  on  August  4th,  29,177. 

The  company  operate  a  number  of  double  deck  cars;  the  use  of 
cars  of  this  kind  add  to  the  necessity  of  careful  operation. 

The  company  have  a  book  of  rules. 

The  motor  cars  are  equipped  with  red  tail  lanterns,  and  when 
a  trailer  is  used  they  are  placed  on  the  rear  end  of  it. 

The  running  time  between  Syracuse  and  Baldwinsville,  includ- 
ing stops,  is  about  18  miles  per  hour;  this  speed  cannot  be  made 
in  the  city  of  Syracuse  or  the  village  of  Baldwinsville,  and  mak- 
ing the  stops  consumer  considerable  time,  so  that  at  times  these 
cars  are  run  at  a  speed  of  35  miles  an  hour.  This  speed  can  be 
made  in  safety  if  every  precaution  possible  is  taken  to  prevent 
accidents.    With  this  end  in  view  I  make  the  following 

Recommendations, 

That  next  spring,  when  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  the 
track  be  resurfaced  and  the  curves  given  proper  elevation.  That 
guard  rails  be  placed  on  the  two  bridges  over  the  steam  road» 
and  the  approaches  to  them;  there  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  each 
traction  rail.  Guard  rails  should  be  placed  on  the  iron  bridge 
at  the  power  house.  There  should  be  guard  rails  on  the  wooden 
bridge  near  Van  Ness  House.  Guard  rails  should  be  put  on  the 
wooden  bridge  near  No.  16  switch  near  Monroe's  house.  Guard 
rails  should  be  put  on  the  wooden  bridge  over  Crooked  brook. 
There  should  be  a  guard  rail  put  on  the  cun^e  north  of  Bresdan* 
barn;  a  guard  should  be  placed  on  the  curve  on  the  bank,  north 
of  highway  crossing,  north  of  Stiles  station.  The  second  curve, 
south  of  Stiles  station  in  the  woods,  should  be  protected  by  a 
guard  rail.  The  curve  south  of  the  highway,  south  of  Stiles 
station  over  cattle  pass,  should  also  be  protected  by  a  guard  rail. 
The  rail  should  be  braced  on  all  curves.  A  reliable  block  svstem 
should  be  installed  which  will  protect  cars  on  the  single  track 
between  switches  the  entire  length  of  the  road.  The  English 
block  system  now  in  use  for  that  purpose  is  not  approved.  That 
all  cars  now  equipped  with  single  chain  hand  brakes  be  equipped 
with  double  chain  and  double  brake  rod  brakes.  That  all  the 
double  decked  cars  be  equipped  with  sand  boxes.      That  stop 
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sig^ns  be  placed  near  each  end  of  both  overhead  bridges,  and  that 
all  c!Ctr8  come  to  a  full  stop  at  the  ends  of  the  bridges  before 
goins  do^wn  the  inclme  on  the  approaches. 

JL  copy  of  this  rei)ort  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  inali:ing 
tlie  x«eeommendation8  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Soard.  Xlie  Board  disapproved  the  English  block  system  and  recom- 
inended  tliat  a  system  of  lamp  signals  be  used  instead.  The  company 
Informed  the  Board  that  it  would  construct  guard  rails,  as  recommended, 
Imt  demurred  to  adopting  the  lamp  block  signal  system  in  place  of  the 
Enslisli   system. 

In  tli^e  matter  of  a  collision  which  occurred  on  this  railroad,  the  Board 
tULS  recommended  to  the  company  that  it  double  track  its  line  between 
Syracuse  and  Long  Branch  (a  summer  resort  on  Onondaga  Lake).  The 
Soard  is  Informed  that  the  company  intends  to  do  this  in  the  spring, 
some  of  the  material  being  already  on  hand. 


Syraousb  and  Suburban  Bailroad.

I  ha^te  made  an  inspection  of  the  Syracuse  and  Suburban  Eail- 
road  Company's  system,  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  consists  of  a  main  line  track  extending  from  the 

corner  of  Montgomery  and  Fayette  streets  in  the  city  of  Syracuse, 

to  Edwards  Falls  in  the  town  of  Manlins,  a  distance  of  11  44100 

miles.     And  a  branch  extending  from  the  main  line  at  the  comer 

of  Crowley  and  East  Fayette  streets  to  Cedar  street  in  the  town 

of  r>eWitt,  a  distance  of  49^100  miles.    The  system  is  all  single 

track  except  from  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Fayette  streets, 

to  the  comer  of  Crowley  and  Fayette  streets,  a  distance  of  1 

98-100  miles,  which  is  double  track.    The  system  is  located  in  the 

city  of  Syracuse,  and  the  towns  of  Manlius  and  DeWitt,  all  in 

Onondaga  county.    The  villages  of  Orville,  Fayetteville  and  Man- 

lins  are  located  on  the  line. 

Commencing  at  the  corner  of  Montgomery  and  Fayette  streets 
in  tlie  city  of  Syracuse,  the  track  is  constructed  through  Fayette 
street  which  is  paved  with  macadam,  asphalt  and  brick  and  is  32 
feet  between  curbs.    On  this  street  the  road  is  doublo  track  and 
of  d-inch  90-pound  girder  rail  construction,  laid   in    1898.    The 
donble  track  construction  extends  to  Crowley  street.      From 
Payette  street  through  Crowley  street  to  the  Genesee  turnpike, 
the  track  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail,  laid  in  the  center  of 
the    street.     Crowley  street  is  an   unimproved    street.     Then 
through  the  Oenesee  turnpike,  which  is  a  stone  surfaced  toll  road 
to  the  village  of  Fayetteville.    From  Crowley  street  to  Fayette- 
ville, the  track  is  constracted  of  60-pound  T-rail   laid  in   1896; 
through  the  village  of  Fayetteville,  the  construction  is  6-inch  60- 
X>oaiid  girder  rail  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street,  paved  between

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the  rails  and  two  feet  outside  with  cobble;  this  girder  rail 
laid  in  1896.  From  Fayetteville  the  track  which  is  of  OO-pound 
T-rail  construction,  is  laid  on  the  side  of  the  Manlius  and  Fayette 
yille  toll  road  to  the  village  of  Manlius;  through  the  village  of 
Manlius  it  is  6-inch  60-pound  girder  rail  laid  in  the  center  of  tlie 
street  and  is  paved  inside  the  rails  and  two  feet  outside  with 
cobble.  From  the  limits  of  the  village  of  Manlius,  to  Edwards 
Falls,  the  track  is  60-pound  T-rail  laid  on  the  side  of  the  highwaj. 
From  the  village  of  Fayetteville  to  Edwards  Falls  the  track  wae 
constructed  in  1896.  The  branch  line  from  the  oomer  of  Growlej 
and  Fayette  streets  in  the  city  of  Syracuse  is  constmcted  at  66- 
pound  Trail,  laid  in  the  center  of  Cedar  street  in  1896. 

Power  House. 

The  power  house,  which  is  a  wood  frame  building  with  corm- 
gated  iron  sides  and  roof,  is  110  x  25  feet  located  at  the  eastern 
terminus  of  the  road  at  Edwards  Falls.  It  is  equipi)ed  with  the 
following  apparatus:  One  OSO-horse-power  Leffel  turban  wheel  2 
O.  E.,  225-kilo-watt,  direct  connected,  generator  working  at  1,500 
revolutions.  This  plant  is  operated  by  water  from  liimestooe 
creek.  The  company  also  owns  a  steam  power  plant.  The  en- 
gine and  generator  are  located  in  the  basement  of  the  car  barn. 
The  boilers  of  this  plant  are  located  in  a  brick  building  35  z  25 
feet  near  the  car  bam.  The  engine  is  650-horse-power,  mano- 
factured  by  C.  H.  Brown  &  Co.  The  generator,  which  is  belted  to 
the  engine,  is  a  O.  E.  500-kilo-watt.  There  are  two  boilers,  each 
300-horse-power  capacity,  at  126-pound  pressure,  made  by  the 
Atlas  Iron  Works  of  Indianapolis.  These  are  inspected  by  the 
Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  Company.  The  last  inspection 
was  made  December  27,  1899.  The  steam  plant  was  installed  in 
1899. 

Car  Bam. 

The  company's  car  barn  is  a  one-story  building  with  basement 
wooden  frame,  corrugated  iron  sides  and  roof,  126x40  feet, 
located  near  the  power  house.  It  is  equipped  with  four  tnda 
with  pits  under  three,  two  of  which  are  heated  by  steam.  Ii 
this  bam  there  are  tools  for  light  car  repairing  and  painting. 
There  is  an  electrician  located  at  this  barn  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  bam  and  does  the  car  inspecting;  the  repairs  are  made  b; 
three  day  men.  The  cars  are  cleaned  by  these  men  and  two  night 
men.  Cars  are  put  over  a  pit  and  receive  a  general  ov^haaling 
as  often  as  necessary.  The  power  house  and  car  barn  are  pro- 
teoted  from  fire  by  hose  connected  to  a  pump  in  the  power  hoote 
and  by  fire  pails  and  extinguishers. 
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Gars. 


The  company  owns  13  cars,  11  passenger  and  2  freight.    They 

have  also  a  rotary  snow  plow.    Of  the  passenger  cars  2  are  open, 

and  9  closed.    The  open  cars  are  double  truck,  15  bench.    Of  the 

closed  cars  2  are  41  feet  over  all  with  cross  seats  and  seating  44 

people;  2  are  36  feet  5  inches  over  all,  with  a  seating  capacity  of 

36-      These  are  double  truck  cars.    There  are  also  5  single  truck, 

28^foot  cars  with  a  seating  capacity  of  28.    All  closed  cars  are 

Testibuled,  have  electric  headlights,  are  heated   by   electricity. 

Fenders  are  used  on  all  cars.      Four  of  the  double  truck  closed 

ca^rs  are  equipped  with  sand  boxes.    Sand  is  carried  on  the  other 

cars  in  pails.    All  double  truck  cars  are  equipped  with  double 

chain  hand  brakes.    All  single  truck  cars  have  single  chain  hand 

brake.    The  truck  equipment  is  all  of  the  Peckham  make;  the 

single  trucks  are  7-foot  wheel  base;  the  tread  of  wheels  is  2^ 

inches. 

Motor  Equipment. 

The  double  truck  cars  are  equipped  with  4  G.  E.,  52  motors; 
each  of  the  single  truck  cars  are  equipped  with  2  G.  E.,  1,000 
motors. 

The  company  owns  a  park  consisting  of  60  acres  located  at 
!E>dwards  Falls  near  the  terminus  of  the  line.  This  park  is  equip- 
ped with  a  dancing  pavilion,  a  lunch  counter  and  the  usual  sum- 
mer park  attractions.  No  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds.  No 
admission  fee  is  charged. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

Commencing  at  the  car  bam  at  Edwards  Falls,  the  track  is  con- 
structed alongside  the  highway  with  60-pound  T-rai),  oak  and 
chestnut  ties,  with  2-foot  centers.  With  2  curves  to  a  covered 
station  at  the  park.  From  this  station  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade 
with  a  curve  to  a  6-foot  opening  with  12  x  12  inch  pine  stringers, 
resting  on  masonry  abutments  in  good  condition,  sawed  oak  ties 
and  guard  stringer  timbers.  This  opening  is  over  a  creek  and 
there  is  15  feet  of  perpendicular  retaining  wall  on  the  west  side 
of  it,  along  a  gully  on  the  south  side  of  the  track.  The  approaches 
are  straight  and  level  on  either  side  of  the  opening.  A  car  pass- 
ing over  this  opening  causes  very  little  deflection.  There  should 
be  a  guard  rail  placed  on  the  rail  nearest  the  roadway,  and  this 
should  be  extended  20  feet  west  of  the  opening  to  prevent  a  de- 
railed car  from  going  over  the  retaining  wall. 

From  this  opening  with  straight  and  level  track  and  light 
grades  in  each  direction  to  a  junction  of  the  turnpike  and  Wash- 
ington street;  then  with  a  curve  to  Washington  street,  through 
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the  center  of  this  street  with  a  curve  into  Seneca  street,  and  down 
a  3  per  cent,  grade  through  the  village  of  Manlins  with  specaal 
curve  and  guard  to  the  turnpike.  Then  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  o& 
the  south  eide  of  the  road  to  a  turnout.  Then  to  a  diagonal  cron- 
ing  of  a  creek  with  a  6-foot  opening,  constructed  of  14  x  14  inch 
pine  stringers  resting  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  rail  7  feet  above  water.  A  car  passing  over  this  opea- 
ing  causes  very  little  deflection. 

Then  alone  the  turnpike  with  nearly  level  track  to  Whitney'8 
Point,  where  the  track  is  constructed  across  the  highway.  IWb 
crossing  is  open  and  clear  to  view.  Then  with  three  easy  curves 
to  a  turnout  switch;  then  with  several  light  grades  in  each  di- 
rection on  straight  track  to  a  curve  near  the  village  of  Payette- 
ville.  Then  with  special  curve  and  guard  to  the  top  of  a  grade 
descending  west  of  a  7  per  cent,  for  about  800  feet  with  a  curve 
and  guard  near  the  foot  of  the  hill.  There  should  be  a  "sftop" 
sign  at  the  top  of  this  grade.  Then  to  a  bridge  over  LimestoBe 
creek.  The  construction  through  the  village  of  Fayetteville  is 
girder  rail.  This  is  a  plate  girder  bridge  with  5-foot  girders,  61 
feet  long,  13  feet  above  the  water,  resting  on  mason  work  abut- 
ments, In  good  condition.  This  is  a  highway  bridge  with  the 
track  on  the  north  side  of  the  driveway.  The  approach  to  it  from 
the  east  is  on  tangent  with  a  curve  75  feet  from  the  bridge  which 
is  at  the  foot  of  the  7  per  cent,  grade.  The  west  approach  is 
straight  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  bridge.  Ties  are  of 
sawed  oak  and  there  are  7x8  inch  oak  guard  stringer  timbers 
bolted  to  ties.  A  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  no  deflec- 
tion. Five  hundred  feet  west  of  this  bridge  there  is  another  one 
over  a  waste  weir.  This  is  a  5-foot  girder  bridge  with  three 
floor  beams,  the  girders  set  on  mason  work  abutments  in  good 
condition.  The  stringer  plates  are  12x12  inch  pine  with  sawed 
oak  ties  and  guard  stringer  timbers  7x8  inches  gained  for  ties. 
There  are  no  guard  rails.  Both  of  these  bridges  should  be  equip- 
ped with  guard  rails.  A  car  passing  over  this  one  caused  l-ioeh 
deflection  on  the  center  of  the  span.  The  approaches  to  it  are 
straight  and  level.  It  is  8  feet  6  inches  above  water.  The  first 
curve  west  of  this  bridge  should  have  a  guard  rail.  Prom  this 
curve  with  straight  track  to  an  opening  5  feet  long  over  a  creek 
5  feet  4  inches  above  water,  constructed  of  14x14  inch  pine 
stringers  on  mason  work  abutments,  sawed  oak  ties,  guard 
stringer  timbers.  This  opening  is  in  good  condition,  and  a  car 
causes  very  little  deflection. 

Prom  this  opening  up  a  grade  of  2  per  cent,  for  800  feet,  then 
level  track  for  100  feet,  then  up  a  5  per  cent,  grade  for  1,000  feet 
with  straight  track;  then  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  600  feet  At 
this  point  there  were  six  men  working  on  the  track.    Then  with 
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level  track  to  a  tiu-nout.    TLeu  duwu  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve 
near  the  tool-gate.  There  should  be  a  guard  rail  on  this  carve. 
Then  down  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  250  feet  to  a  curve  with  guard 
rally  and  to  the  east  end  of  a  trestle  107  feet  long,  9  feet  above  the 
^w^suter.   TMa  trestle  is  constructed  of  two  12  x  10  inch  pine  stringer 
pla.t^  refirting  <m  five  masonry  pieiB  wiith  6  x  14  inch  pine  top  caps 
an^  two  wooden  bents  constructed  of  two  12  x  12  inch  upright  and 
two  batter  posts.    The  end  stringer  plates  resting  on  mud  sills, 
sawed  oak  ties  and  guai'd  stringer  timbers  bolted  to  ties,  and  a 
gixard  rail  om  the  south  rail.    The  trestle  is  straight  and  the  ap- 
proach on  the  east  end  is  on  a  curve  and  down  a  8  per  cent  grade  to 
the  trestle.    The  west  one  is  up  a  1  per  cent  grade  and  on  straight 
track.    A  car  passing  over  this  trestle  work  oau-ses  very  little 
deflection  or  side  sway.    From  the  trestle  vidth  1,500  feet  of 
straight  track,  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  trestle  approach  to  a 
bridge  over  a  creek.    ThiA  trestle  is  150  feet  long  aoid  up  a  3  per 
cent,  grade  to  the  bridge.    It  is  constructed  of  sbents  with  16-foot 
centers,  constisting  of  two  uprights  and  two  batter  posts,  with 
tap  caps  and  sills  all  pine,  14  x  14  inch  with  lateral  and  end  braioes, 
stringer  plates  12  x  14  inch  pine.    The  end  stringer  plates  resting 
on  ukason  work  abutments,  sawed  chestnut  ties,  8x8  inch  guard 
timhers,  bolted  with  nut  to  every  fourth  tie,  and  two  guard  rails. 
The  bridge  is  an  angle  iron  girder  deck  bridge,  40  feet  long,  32  feet 
6  inches  above  water,  resting  on  ma^^n  work  abutments  in  good 
coiMdition.    Girders  axe  4-inch  angle  iron  with  angle  iron  braces 
and  angile  floor  beams,  sawed  chestnut  ties,  resting  on  angle  iron 
Btringeis,  with  8x8  inch  guard  stringer  timbers  bolted  to  every 
fourth  tie,  and  two  guard  rails.    This  bridge  and  trestle  approach 
is  on  a  4  per  cent,  upgnade.    From  this  bridge  on  a  fill  for  50  feet 
with  a  retaining  wall  on  the  south  side,  and  good  shoulder  on 
the  north,  with  guard  rails,  to  an  angle  iron  girdler  bridge  over 
the  canal  feeder.    This  bridge  is  46-foot  span,  and  16  feet  above 
water;  the  girders  are  4  feet,  with  four  angle  iron  floor  beams. 
These  have  been  strengthened  by  oak  planks  3^  x  8  inches,  two 
bolted  to  the  web  of  each  floor  beam.    Stringer  plates  are  12  x  14 
inch  pine;  ties  are  sawed  chestnut,  8x8  inch  stringer  timbers 
bolted  to  every  fourth  tie,  two  guard  rails.    The  east  approach 
to  this  bridge  is  on  a  curve  and  level;  the  west  one  is  straight 
and  level.    There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  curve  on  the  east  ap- 
proach extending  over  the  bridge. 

From  this  bridge  with  easy  curves  and  light  grades,  in  each 
direction  to  an  opening  6  feet  long,  5  feet  above  water,  same  con- 
struction as  the  other  openings,  with  stringer  timbers,  approaches 
straight  and  level.  No  guiard  rails;  none  needed;  then  with  easy 
curves  andl  slight  grades  to  a  special  curve  and  guard  into  Orowley 
street;  this  curve  is  at  the  foot  of  a  2  per  cent,  grade;  then  down  a 
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2  per  ceul.  grade  llirougb  Crowley  »ti^eet  to  the  janetion  of  the 
Cedlar  street  line.  On  this  line  there  are  several  grades,  tbe 
maximnm  'being  near  the  junction  whidh  is  6  per  cent.  The  jnnt- 
tiom  of  these  lines  is  in  a  hollow.  On  the  main  line  it  is  at  the 
foot  of  an  8  per  cent,  grade  for  about  400  feet  and  on  ethe  Cedar 
street  line  at  the  foot  of  a  grade  for  about  600  feet  with  a 
maximfani  of  6  per  cent.  The  donble  track  of  the  main  line  termi- 
nates at  the  junction.  The  cars  on  the  Cedar  street  line  noiake  two 
stops  on  the  hill,  and  on  the  main  line  cars  come  to  a  stop  at  the 
top  of  the  grade;  cars  going  to  junction  on  the  main  line,  on 
Orowley  street  come  to  a  stop  before  approaching  the  janetion. 
The  danger  of  operation  at  this  point  is  that  a  runawaj  car  od 
either  of  the  gade^r  on  the  main  or  the  Cedar  Street  line,  might 
collide  with  a  car  on  the  other  line. 

Prom  the  junction  up  an  8  per  cent,  grade;  then  ithroagh  a  ciit 
and  down  an  8  per  cent,  grade  for  300  feet.  The  street  at  this 
point  has  recently,  been  opened  and  is  not  improved.  From  this 
poipt  the  track  is  constructed  through  Payette  street  to  the  term- 
inus at  Montgomery  street.  At  State  street  it  crosses  the  doabk 
tracks  of  the  Syracuse  Rapid  Transit  Company's  system  and  all 
cars  on  the  Syracuse  and  Suburban  Bailrc^d  come  to  a  stop  be- 
fore crossing  these  tracks. 

The  unincorporated  village  of  Orville  has  a  population  of  350. 
The  unincorporated  village  of  Fayetteville  has  a  population  of 
1,600;  the  incorporated  village  of  Manlius  has  a  population  of 
about  1,600.  St.  John's  Military  School,  which  will  accommodate 
260  students,  is  located  on  the  line  of  the  road  near  the  Edwardt 
Palls  terminus.  The  distance  from  the  Syracuse  terminas  of  the 
line  to  Crowley  street,  the  city  line  is  about  2  miles.  Fnmi 
Orowley  street  to  Orville,  4  miles;  Orville  to  Payetteville  3 J  milee^ 
and  Payetteville  to  Edwards  Falls,  4  miles.  The  fare  between 
Syracuse  the  city  line  is  5  centB,  between  the  city  line  and  Orville, 
5  cents,  between  Orville  and  Payetteville,  5  cents,  between  Fay- 
etteville and  Edwards  Palls,  5  cents.  No  extra  fare  is  charged 
between  the  city  line  and  Cedar  street.  On  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, round  trip  tickets  are  sold  between  Orville  and  the  Svra- 
cuse  terminus  for  15  cents,  between  Syracuse  and  Payetteville 
20  cents,  between  Syracuse  and  Manlius,  25  cents.  Two  lines  of 
cars  are  operated  on  this  system,  one  between  the  city  terminus 
and  Cedar  street,  the  other  between  Syracuse  and  Edwards  Palls. 
During  the  summer  season  the  main  line  cars  are  operated  on  a 
16  minute  headway,  and  the  dty  line  cars  on  a  15  minute  head- 
way. During  the  winter  season,  both  lines  are  operated  on  a  M 
minute  headway.  Cans  are  operated  from  6  a.  m.  to  12  midni^ 
The  company  does  a  freight  and  express  business  which  is  carried 
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oii>  the  freight  car.  Mail  is  carried  on  the  passenger  cars  and  also 
on  tJie  freight  car.  Oondactors  and  motormen  are  uniformed. 
The  company  has  a  printed  book  of  rules.  On  July  4, 1889,  there 
were  11,472  fares  collected  on  the  system.  There  are  several 
heavy  grades  on  this  system^  the  maximum  one  of  8  per  cent. 
being  on  Fayette  street. 

The  main  line  is  constructed  through  Crowley  street,  making 
a  right  angle  turn  into  Fayette  street;  at  this  point  the  Cedar 
street  line  connects  with  the  main  line  making  a  continuation  of 
the  main  line  from  Fayette  street.  Both  the  Cedar  street  line 
and  the  main  line  on  Fayette  street  are  on  heavy  grades  descend- 
ing to  the  junction.  The  main  line  on  Crowley  street  is  also  on 
a  light  grade  descending  to  the  junction.  As  explained  in  the 
inspection  notes^  the  conditions  at  this  point  increase  the  liability 
of  accident. 

I  find  that  cars  on  both  lines  approaching  the  junction  are 
operated  in  a  careful  manner,  all  coming  to  a  stop  before  descend- 
ing the  grades  to  the  junction^  I  have  no  suggestion  to  make  in 
reference  to  increasing  the  safety  of  operation  at  this  point  except 
to  say  that  every  precaution  possible  must  be  taken  in  the  opera- 
tion of  cars  at  this  point  to  prevent  an  accident. 

There  are  numerous  curves  in  the  track  on  this  system.  These 
are  all  well  braced  and  some  of  them  are  provided  with  guard 
rails.  During  wet  weather  three  of  the  heavy  grades  are  sanded 
by  men  stationed  on  them.  These  are  the  Fayette  utreet  hill  in 
Syracuse,  the  hill  in  Fayetteville  village  and  the  one  in  the  village 
of  Manlius.  There  is  a  sand  house  located  on  Fayette  street  near 
£lm  street  and  another  at  Fayetteville.  The  grass  on  this  line 
has  been  allowed  to  grow  above  the  top  of  the  rail.  This  has 
been  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  expansion  of  rails. 
This  adds  to  the  danger  of  operation  especially  on  a  road  on 
which  there  are  as  many  grades  as  there  are  on  this  one,  and  it 
should  be  kept  below  the  rail  and  the  expansion  of  the  rails  pro- 
vided for  in  the  usual  manner.  There  are  no  grade  crossings  or 
track  connection  with  steam  railroads  on  this  company's  lines; 

The  cars  of  this  company  are  clean  and  comfortable  and  the 
equipment  is  in  fair  condition.  The  water  power  plant  is  oper- 
ated by  water  taken  from  Limestone  creek  wihich  is  a  reliable 
source  of  power  and  the  company  has  never  been  obliged  to  shut 
down  on  account  of  failure  of  the  water  power.  They  have,  as 
mentioned  in  a  previous  portion  of  this  report,  reinforced  this 
water  power  plant  by  a  steam  plant ;  either  one  of  these  plants 
will  furnish  sufficient  current  for  the  number  of  cars  usually 
operated,  and  both  combined  will  furnish  sufficient  power  for  the 
maximum  requirements  of  the  road. 
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Reoommetidatums. 

The  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the  physical  am- 
dition  of  track,  road  bed,  cars^  etc.,  are  nearly  all  contained  Ia 
the  notefi  of  track  inspection,  and  the  principal  ones  are  that  i 
guard  rail  should  be  placed  on  the  opening  and  extending  the 
length  of  the  retaining  wall  near  Edwards  Palls;  also  on  the 
different  bridges  and  curves  mentioned  in  the  inspection  notes. 
That  the  grass  should  be  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail.  The 
main  line  should  be  equipped  with  a  block  signal  or  telepiioDe 
system,  with  signals  or  'phones  at  both  terminals  and  at  each 
turnout  switch.  All  cars  should  be  equipped  with  doable  chain 
brakes.  Al  cars  should  be  equipped  with  sand  boxes.  All  can 
that  are  operated  between  Edward  Falls  and  Byracufie  shonld  be 
equipped  with  oil  tail  lights. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tkis 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  beud 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 


Tarrytown,  White  Plains  and  Mamaronqck  Railway. 

Januai-y  9,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Tarrytown,  White  Plains  and 
Mamaroneck  Railway  Company's  system  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  system  is  operated  by  the  Union  Railway  Company,  and 
consists  of  15  miles  of  single  track,  with  tnmonts,  and  extends 
from  Tarrytown  to  Mamaroneck,  with  a  branch  from  the  nuun 
line  between  White  Plains  and  Mamaroneck  to  Bilyer  Lake  Park, 
and  is  located  in  the  towns  of  Harrison,  White  Plains  and  Mann- 
roneck,  all  in  the  county  of  Westchester.  Mamaroneck  has  a 
population  of  8,500,  White  Plains  8,000  and  Tarrytown  9,000. 
The  Westchester  county  fair  grounds  are  located  on  the  line  of 
the  road  near  White  Plains.  Silver  Lake  Park,  at  the  terminoB 
of  the  Silver  Lake  branch  of  the  system,  is  a  popular  snmma 
resort.  The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  is  located  on  the  line  between 
White  Plains  and  Mamaroneck.  Outside  of  the  villages  the  roads 
through  which  the  line  is  located  are  fairly  well  bnilt  up.  Tfec 
distance  from  Tarrytown  to  White  Plains  is  seven  miles,  from 
White  Plains  to  Mamaroneck  six  miles  and  from  the  main  line 
to  Silver  Lake  Park  two  miles.  A  through  fare  between  Tarry- 
town and  Mamaroneck  of  15  cents  is  charged.  Cars  are  operated 
on  a  20-minute  schedule.  The  car  bams  are  looated  at  White 
Plains  and  cars  are  started  in  the  morning  from  this  point,  the 
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first  car  in  either  direction  leaves  the  barn  at  5.30  a.  m.;  last 
car  leaves  Tarrjtown  for  White  Plains  11.20  p.  m.;  the  last 
tbroQgh  oar  for  Mamaroneck  leaves  at  10  p.  m.;  last  car  from 
Mamaroneck  leaves  at  10  p.  m.  for  Tarrytown,  and  11.20  p.  m. 
for  White  Plains. 

Tbe  track  in  the  villages  is  of  girder  rail  construction  and  out- 
side of  them  T-rail  is  used.    A  portion  of  this  rail  was  laid  in 
1894,  the  rest  of  it  in  1898.    On  the  line  between  White  Plains 
and  Tarrytown  and  on  the  Bilver  Lake  branch  there  are  numer- 
ous heavy  grades  and  sharp  curves.    The  grades  in  the  village 
of  Tarrytown  being  nearly  continuous  with  a  maximum  of  12^ 
per  cent    The  Silver  Lake  branch  is  constructed  from  the  Bilver 
Lake  terminns  on  the  east  side  of  a  country  road  to  and  through 
Harrison  street,  on  which  there  are  several  short  grades^  the 
maximum  one  being  5  per  cent.;  on  this  street  there  are  three 
short  curves,  all  protected  with  guard  rails.    Harrison  street  is 
an    unimproved  street,   and  the  track  is  constructed   on  the 
side  of  the  road.    From  Harrison  street  the  track  is  laid  through 
Lake  street.    From  the  terminus  at  Silver  Lake  to  Lake  street, 
the  track  is  of  56-pound  T-rail  construction    Lake  street,  in  the 
Tillage  of  White  Plains,  is  a  macadam  improved  street,  and  the 
track  is  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street  and  is  of  7-inch  girder 
construction.    From  Lake  street  to  Broadway,  through  the  pork 
and  Railroad  avenue  to  junction  of  main  line  on  Mamaroneck 
avenue,  the  track  is  constructed  of  80-pound  T-rail.    Mamaroneck 
avenue  is  a  boulevard  100  feet  wide;  the  track,  which  is  of  70- 
pound  girder  rail,  is  constructed  in  the  center  of  the  avenue  to  the 
post  road;  from  this  point  to  Old  Mamaroneck  road  it  is  laid  on 
the  east  side  of  the  avenue;  from  the  Old  Mamaroneck  road  the 
track  is  on  the  side  of  the  road  to  Barry  avenue  and  is  con- 
structed of  56-pound  T-rail.    From  Barry  avenue  to  the  terminus, 
in  the  village  of  Mamaronck,  the  track  is  constructed  of  70-pound 
girder  rail  and  laid  in  the  center  of  the  streets.    From  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Silver  Lake  branch  and  the  main  line  at  the  corner 
of  Mamaroneck  avenue  and  Railroad  avenue  the  line  extends 
through  Railroad  avenue,  which  is  paved  with  brick,  the  track 
is  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street  and  is  constructed  with  80-pound 
girder  rail.    On  this  street  the  track  crosses  at  grade  the  double 
tracks  of  the  Harlem  Railroad  Company.    From  Railroad  avenue 
the  track  is  constructed  on  the  east  side  of  Central  avenuie  to 
the  switch  on  Tarrytown  road  of  70-pound  girder  rail.    From  this 
point  the  track  is  of  56-pound  rail  construction  and  laid  on  the 
side  of  the  Tarrytown  road.    Between  Central  avenue  and  the 
village  line  of  Tarrytown  the  track  crosses  the  highway  at  three 
points,  and  be+woon  thofjc  points  it  also  crosses  at  grade  the  sin- 
gle track  of  the  New  York  and  Putnam  Railroad  Company.   From 
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Highland  avenue,  in  the  village  of  TariTtown,  the  track  turat 
into  Bosehill  avenue,  making  a  sharp  curve  at  this  point;  thii 
curve  is  protected  by  guard  rails.    Then  through  Rosehill  avenue, 
1,000  feet,  the  track  turns  into  private  property  down  g^ade  wifli 
a  sharp  curve  west  of  the  avenue;  then  another  curve  and  a  turn- 
out switch,  which  is  not  now  in  use.    From  this  point  the  track  is 
laid  on  the  top  of  a  hill ;  New  Grove  street  is  at  the  foot  of  thii 
hill.    The  bank  from  the  track  to  Grove  street,  is  very  steep,  and 
the  tracks  are  from  40  to  50  feet  above  the  line  of  the  etreet 
Prom  the  lower  switch  of  the  turnout  the  track  is  constructed 
through  a  side  hill  rock  cut  with  a  descent  on  one  side  and  the 
cut  bank  18  feet  high  on  the  other.    In  this  cut,  360  feet  from 
the  lower  switch  of  the  turnout,  there  is  a  reverse  curve.    The 
grade  from  the  upper  switch  of  the  turnout  to  this  reverse  curve, 
a  distance  of  600  feet,  is  about  8  per  cent.    There  are  gnard  rails 
on  each  rail  on  this  reverse  curve.    Prom  this  curve  the  -track 
turns  into  Main  street  and  is  constructed  of  70-pound  girder  rail 
and  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street.    Main  street  is  a  macadam 
improved  street  40  feet  between  curbs.    On  Main  street  betweei 
Grove  street  and  Broadway,  a  distance  of  1,600  feet,  there  jb  a 
10  per  cent,  grade  descending  to  Broadway.    Prom  Broadway  to 
Washington  street,  1,000  feet,  there  is  a  6  per  cent,  grade  descend- 
ing from  Washington  street  to  White  street,  1,500  feet;  th^e  is 
a  heavy  grade  descending  with  a  maximum  near  White  street 
of  12  per  cent,  which  is  on  a  reverse  curve.    Prom  White  street 
to  Orchard,  1,500  feet,  this  12  per  cent,  grade  continues,  and  from 
Orchard  street  to  the  terminus  of  the  line  at  Bird  avenue,  the 
track  is  level ;  this  terminus  is  60  feet  from  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral tracks.    The  route  of  the  Silver  Lake  branch   could  be 
changed  from  Lake  street  to  the  terminus  so  as  to  avoid  the 
heavy  grade  and  curves  which  now  exist  on  that  line. 

'^  The  Bosedale  Boad,"  a  highway  located  between  the  Bloom- 
ingdale  Asylum  and  Mamaroneck  village,  crosses  the  track;  at 
the  point  of  crossing  there  is  a  heavy  grade  in  Bosedale  road  on 
the  east  side  of  the  track  descending  to  it;  the  view  of  the  cross- 
ing from  the  east  on  Bosedale  road  is  obstructed.  Purdy  avenue 
between  Bosedale  road  and  Mamaroneck  village,  crosses  the 
track;  the  view  of  the  track  from  this  street  on  the  east  side  of 
the  tracks  is  obstructed  by  a  cut. 

The  track  crosses  the  Mamaroneck  river  on  a  good  substantial 
2-foot  girder  bridge  with  solid  mason  work  abutments;  there  are 
no  guard  rails  on  this  bridge.  The  track  crosses  the  water  supply 
of  the  Mamaroneck  water-works  on  a  double  2-foot  girder  bridge 
30  feet  long;  bridge  and  abutments  in  first-class  condition;  no 
guard  raila 
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Tlie  track  is  constructed  near  the  edge  of  a  bank  alongside  of 
tJie  water-works  pond,  the  rails  being  18  to  20  feet  above  the 
water  leyel.    There  are  no  guard  rails  on  the  track  at  thifi  point 
The  first  culvert  from  junction  of  Railroad  avenue  and  the  Tarry- 
town  road  going  to  Tarrjtown  is  constructed  of  wood  stringers, 
12  X  12  inches.    No  guard  rails.    The  next  one  west,  14  feet  long, 
is  of  wood  stringer  construction,  and  is  protected  by  guard  rails. 
'West  of  the  fair  groundfi  there  is  a  12-foot  wood  stringer  bridge. 
The  view  of  the  track  from  Knowlwood  road,  which  crosses  it  on 
the  south  side  of  the  track,  is  obstructed  by  cut.    The  view  of 
the  track  from  Hartsdale  avenue  on  the  south  side  is  obstructed 
by  cut.    The  view  of  the  track  from  East  Irvington  road  on  the 
south  side  is  obstructed  by  cut.    The  next  road  west  of  East 
Irvington  road  the  view  of  the  track  is  obstructed  by  trees  and 
brash.  ' 

The  first  curve  west  of  the  New  York  and  Putnam  Railroad 
crossing  is  a  very  sharp  one.    The  sharp  curve  in  front  of  Mrs. 
Brady's  house  through  a  rock  cut  on  a  grade  has  no  guard  rail, 
and  the  rock  west  of  this  curve  is  too  near  the  track.    Between 
Mrs.  Brady's  house  and  the  junction  of  the  Tarrytown  and  the 
lower  road  there  are  two  reverse  curves  which  have  no  guard 
rails.    Prom  this  junction  there  is  a  grade  of  8  per  cent,  ascend^ 
ing  west  for  1,500  feet.      West  of  Mr.  OdelFs  house  the  track 
crosses  to  the  south  side  of  the  road  making  a  diagonal  crossing 
The  rails  are  in  such  position  as  to  obstruct  traffic  on  the  high- 
way.   West  of  this  crossing  the  track  is  constructed'  on  the  edge 
of  a  bank  20  feet  high  and  nearly  perpendicular.  There  is  no  guard 
rail  at  this  point.    West  of  this  bank  there  is  a  sharp  curve  on  a 
5  per  cent,  grade  ascending  west  without  guard  rails.    At  the 
point  where  the  tracks  leave  Rosehill  avenue  the  view  of  them  is 
obstructed  by  trees  on  the  north  side. 

Cars. 

The  company  run  17  cars,  of  which  9  passenger  cars  are  box,  4 
open,  1  box  freight  and  3  coal  cars.  Four  of  the  passenger  box 
cars  are  18  foot,  4  32-foot  double  truck.  One  parlor  car  18  feet  4 
inch,  7  bench  open  cars.  The  single  truck  box  and  the  open  cars 
are  equipped  with  2  G.  E.,  52  25-horsepower  motors  each.  The 
double  truck  cars  have  4  25-horsepower  Q.  E.  motors.  The  freight 
cars  have  2  SO-horsepower  Q.  E.  motors.  All  box  cars  have  sand 
boxes.  The  open  cars  have  no  sand  boxes.  All  cars  are  equipped 
with  single  chain  hand  brakes,  electric  headlights,  and  all 
closed  cars  have  electric  heaters.  None  of  the  cars  are  equipped 
with  fenders;  cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned  in  car  bam  over  pits 
every  night;  no  fiags  or  lanterns  are  carried  on  cars.    The  Union 
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Bailway  Company  furnish  6  open  10-bench  cars  which  were  in 
operation  at  the  date  of  the  inspection,  these  cars  were  equipped 
with  single  chain  hand  brakes,  electric  headlights,  2^-inch  tread 
wheels,  no  sand  boxes  or  fenders. 

Power  E(yu8e  and  Car  Bams. 

The  power  house  and  car  bams  are  located  in  the  village  of 
White  Plains.  The  power  house  is  a  one-story  -brick  building 
95  X  40  equipped  with  three  Bass  boilers  200-horsepower  each  at 
120-pound  pressure,  1  cross  compound  Bass  engine  500-horse- 
power,  ninety  revolutions  per  minute;  1  350-kilo-watt  G.  E. 
generator  iron  stack  7  x  120  feet.  Boiler  engine  and  generator 
installed  September,  1898.  Oxal  is  taken  in  company  cars  from 
dock  at  Mamaroneck  to  power  house. 

The  car  barn  is  a  one-story  brick  building  74  x  130  feet  with 
gravel  roof  in  which  there  are  four  tracks  over  pits  with  a  storage 
capacity  of  20  cars.  This  building  is  protected  by  hose  connected 
to  village  water  main. 

Employees. 

One  general  superintendent,  1  office  man,  17  motermen,  19  con- 
ductors, 1  electrician,  1  helper,  3  trackmen,  1  watchman,  2  engi- 
neers,  2  firemen. 

There  are  three  steam  road  crossings  on  the  system;  two  at 
grade  and  one  under  crossing. 

The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  in  one  day  last 
year  was  during  the  country  fair  when  11,000  were  carried. 

On  this  system  there  are  a  large  number  of  heavy  grades  the 
maximum  being  12^  per  cent.,  on  these  grades  there  are  numerous 
sharp  curves  and  several  reverse  curves.  Prom  Tarrytown  to 
White  Plains  there  is  very  little  level  track.  From  the  village 
line  in  Tarrytown  to  the  terminus  of  the  line  in  that  village  there 
is  almost  a  continuous  down  grade.  The  cars  owned  by  the  com- 
pany are  in  poor  condition;  the  open  cars  furnished  by  the  Union 
Bailway  Company  are  in  first  class  condition  except  lack  of 
safety  appliances,  which  will  be  noted  later. 

The  power  house  and  boiler  room  are  clean,  neat  and  in  first 
class  shape;  the  equipment  in  them  in  fair  condition.  The  track 
and  roadbed  are  in  fair  condition.  With  the  exception  of  a  short 
piece  of  track  near  the  power  house,  the  rail  is  in  fair  condition. 
The  alignment  of  track  outside  of  the  villages  is  poor;  very  little 
ballast  on  the  line  and  very  poor  surfacing  of  track.  TSes  in  fair 
condition.  At  points  cuts  not  wide  enough  for  safe  traffic;  cunres 
have  not  proi)or  elevation;  there  is  a  lack  of  guard  rails  on 
bridges,  curves  and  dangerous  places.    At  the  time  of  the  inspec- 
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lion  the  grass  on  Uie  track  between  While  Plains  and  Mamaro- 
neck  was  bo  high  as  to  interfere  with  safe  operation. 

The  physical  conditions  on  this  road  are  such  that  every  safe- 
guard that  will  tend  to  prevent  accidents  in  operating  cars  over 
it  should  be  employed.  With  this  purpose  in  view  I  make  the 
following 

Reoammendations. 

That  all  cars  be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes,  the  chains 
to  be  connected  to  separate  brake  rods,  these  to  be  connected  to 
the  brake  lever  by  separate  connection.    That  all  cars  operated 
on  the  main  line  between  White  Plains  and  Tarrytown  and  on 
the  Silver  Lake  Park  branch  be  equipped  with  emergency  track 
brakes.     That  all  cars  be  equipped  with  sand  boxes;  that  when 
wheels  are  renewed  the  new  ones  should  be  not  less  than  2i-inch 
tread.     That  all  cars  should  be  equipped  with  oil  tail  lights,  and 
flags  and  lanterns;  that  there  should  be  a  derail  switch  placed  in 
the  track  at  the  corner  of  Bird  avenue  in  such  a  manner  as  to  turn 
a  car  into  Bird  avenue  towards  the  depot.      That  a  derail  be 
placed  in  the  track  near  White  street.    The  point  of  the  switch 
should  be  at  the  upper  point  of  the  curve.    The  switch  should  be 
so  placed  that  a  car  would  be  carried  down  White  street  towards 
Water  street.    The  track  of  the  derail  should  be  only  long  enough 
to  give  a  car  the  direction  it  should  go.    That  a  stop  sign  be 
placed  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Main  street  and  all  cars 
going  down  the  hill  come  to  a  full  stop  at  this  point  before  cross- 
ing Broadway.    That  a  derail  switch  be  placed  in  the  track  near 
the  upper  end  of  the  rock  cut  which  is  on  private  property  near 
Main  street.    The  i>oint  of  the  switch  should  be  placed  half  way 
between  the  lower  turnout  switch  and  the  reverse  curve  in  the 
cut.    Connected  with  this  derail  there  should  be  an  incline  track 
built  to  carry  a  car  on  to  the  top  of  the  cut  bank,  and  the  ground 
at  the  end  of  the  incline  rails  should  be  leveled  off  so  a  car  would 
stop  safely.    That  a  derail  be  placed  in  the  track  at  the  top  of  the 
8  per  cent,  grade  on  the  Tarrytown  road  between  the  houses  oc- 
cupied by  Odell  and  See;  that  crossing  signs  be  placed  on  the  fol- 
lowing streets:  Rosendale  road  near  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  Purdy 
avenue,  between  Bloomingdale  Asylum  and  Mamaroneck,  Knowl- 
wood  road  between  White  Plains  and  Tarrytown,  east  Irvington 
poad,  Benedict  avenue  and  where  the  track  leaves  Rosehill  avenue 
the  small  trees  and  brush  should  be  removed.    That  guard  rails 
Bhould  be  placed  at  the  following  points:    On  Mamaroneck  river 
bridge,  on  bridge  over  Mamaroneck  water  supply,  on  outside  rail 
along  the  Mamaroneck  water  works  pond,  on  the  wood  stringer 
bridges  between  White  Plains  and  Tarrytown,  on  the  first  curve 
west  of  the  New  York  and  Putnam  Railroad  crossing,  on  the 
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curve  in  front  of  Mrs.  Bradj's  house  through  rock  cut,  on  the  tm 
reverse  curves  between  Mrs.  Brady's  house  and  the  janotion  of 
the  Tarrytown  ajud  lower  roads,  on  the  steep  bank  west  of  tlie 
crossing  of  track  and  the  highway  west  of  Mr.  Odell's  houBe,  <m 
the  curve  west  of  this  steep  bank,  on  the  first  curve  on  priyste 
property  west  of  Bosehill  avenue  and  one  on  the  outside  nil 
where  the  track  is  constructed  on  the  top  of  the  bank  which  ex- 
tends down  to  Grove  street,  commencing  at  the  first  switch  west 
of  Bosehill  avenue  and  extending  to  the  end  of  a  picket  fence 
below  the  lower  turnout  switch.  The  banks  betweai  Tanytown 
and  White  Plains  should  be  cut  back  in  places  where  they  ^e  too 
near  the  tracks.  The  bank  should  be  cut  back  in  the  rock  cot 
west  of  Mrs.  Brady's  house.  Where  the  tracks  cross  the  Tanj- 
town  road  west  of  Mr.  Odell's  house  making  a  diagonal  crosring, 
the  space  between  the  rail  should  be  planked  and  a  chanLpered 
plank  should  be  placed  outside  of  each  rail.  The  wood  stringer 
bridges  between  Tarrytown  and  White  Plains  should  be  repkoed 
by  iron  girder  ones.  The  old  girder  rail  between  railroad  avenue 
and  Tarrytown  road  near  the  power  house  should  be  replaced  bj 
new  rail.  The  track  should  be  aligned,  gauged,  surfaced  and 
ballasted  and  curves  properly  elevated  aud  braced,  and  that  a 
suitable  block  system  be  installed. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  mnking 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  tUi 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  it  would  comply  with  the 
recommendations.  (See  following  report  as  to  grade  crossiiigs  of  the 
Tarrytown,  White  Plains  and  Mamaroneck  Railway  with  steam  nil- 
roads.) 


Report  as  to  Grade  Crossings  of  Tarrytown,  White  Plaiw 
AND  Mamaroneck  Railway  and  Steam  Railroads. 

January  9,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  grade  crossings  of  the  Tarry- 
town, White  Plains  and  Mamaroneck  Railway,  with  steam  rail- 
road  tracks,  and  submit  the  following: 

On  Railroad  avenue,  in  the  village  of  White  Plains,  the  sin^i^ 
track  of  this  company  crosses  the  double  tracks  of  the  Harlem 
Railroad.  Railroad  avenue  is  the  main  street  of  the  village  of 
White  Plains;  it  is  paved  with  bricks  and  is  60  feet  wide  at  the 
crossing.  There  is  a  2  per  cent,  grade  in  the  street  descendiDf 
west.  The  crossing  is  a  cut,  right  angle,  crossing  with  special 
work,  in  good  condition.  The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  approach- 
ing them  on  the  street  is  obstructed  on  either  side  of  the  cioflfr 
ing.  There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks  on  either  side  of  the 
street  and  the  view  of  them  from  the  crossing  is  limited  to  aboot 
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500  feet  on  either  side  of  it.    The  depot  is  located  600  feet  south 
of  the  crossing;  there  is  an  express  and  some  special  trains  that 
do  not  stop  at  this  station.    This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates 
operated  at  all  hours  by  a  man  on  the  ground.    This  crossing 
should  be  protected  by  derail  switches  in  the  electric  tracks  inter- 
locked with  home  and  distance  signals  on  the  steam  tracks  to  be 
oj^erated  by  the  crossing  man;  a  copper  trough  should  be  placed 
oyer  the  trolley  wire  over  this  crossing.    This  trough  should  be 
in  metaJlic  contact  with  the  trolley  wire  and  placed  in  such  posi- 
tion that  if  the  trolley  wheel  leaves  the  wire  going  over  the  cross- 
ing  the  wheel  will  remain  in  the  trough  and  receive  current 
from  it. 

On  the  Tarrytown  road  between  White  Plains  and  Tarrytown 
the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses  the  single  track  of  the 
New  Tork  and  Putnam  Railroad.    On  the  east  side  of  this  cross- 
ing and  about  250  feet  from  it  there  is  a  grade  in  the  electric 
road  of  6  per  cent.,  which  extends  for  a  distance  of  2,000  feet, 
ascending  from  the  crossing.    The  electric  track  on  the  west  side 
of  the  crossing  is  on  a  level  with  it;  standing  on  the  electric  track 
50  feet  east  of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  track  is  obstructed 
to  the  south  by  a  house  and  bam;  to  the  north  a  view  of  it  can 
be  had  for  about  2^000  feet  or  more.    On  the  electric  track  west 
of  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  track  can  be  had  south  for 
2,000  feet  and  north  500  feet.   There  is  a  curve  in  the  steam  tracks 
on  either  side  of  the  crossing,  but  a  view  of  them  can  be  had  from 
the  crossing  for  2,000  feet.    Elmsford  depot  is  located  300  feet 
south  of  the  crossing;  it  is  a  cut  crossing,  special  work  in  fair 
condition  and  is  protected  by  gates  operated  by  a  man  on  the 
ground  at  all  hours.    A  milk  train  passes  this  crossing  at  10.44 
p.  m.,  does  not  stop  at  this  station  and  there  are  some  special 
trains  that  do  not  stop.    The  last  electric  car  passes  this  crossing 
at  11.30  p.  m.    This  crossing  should  be  protected  by  derails  in 
the  electric  track,  interlocked  with  home  and  distance  signals  on 
the  steam  road.   The  derail  on  the  east  side  of  the  crossing  should 
be  placed  100  feet  from  the  crossing,  the  one  on  the  west  side 
50  feet  from  it.   The  one  on  the  east  side  should  be  100  feet  from 
the  crossing  for  the  protection  of  a  car  that  might  run  away  on 
the  6  per  cent,  grade  east  of  the  crossing;  this  derail  being  100 
feet  from  the  crossing  would  prevent  such  a  ear  going  on  to  it. 
A  c<q[>per  trough  such  as  described  for  the  Railroad  avenue  cross- 
ing should  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  at  this  crossing.   These 
derails  and  signals  to  be  operated  by  the  man  now  on  duty  at  the 
crossing. 

▲  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  requirements  of  this 
Board,  under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  TjAW.    The  conii>any  informed 
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the  Board  that  it  pays  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  flagman  at  tte 
crossing  in  White  Plains  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad,  asd 
would  station  a  flagman  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  York  and  Piitnam 
Railroad,  in  Greenburg.  It  subsequently  informed  the  Board  that,  '*iheK 
is  a  night  and  day  man  at  both  of  the  crossings.  They  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  railroad  and  do  not  leave  their  gates  until  all  trains 
have  passed  their  stations.  Our  company  is  charged  with  half  the  ex- 
pense.'* Under  these  circumstances,  the  Board  withdrew  its  leqnlR- 
mentfl  as  to  signals  and  derails. 


Troy  and  Ndw  England  Railway. 
December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Troy  and  New  England  Bail- 
way  Oompany's  system  and  sabmit  the  following: 

This  syetem  extends  from  Albia  to  Averill  Park,  8|  miles^ 
single  track  with  turnouts,  all  located  on  private  right  of  way 
in  the  towns  of  Sand  Lake  and  Brunswick,  Rensselaer  county. 
The  track  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail  with  chestnut  ties, 
laid  in  1894.    There  are  10  spring  point  throw  switch  tumonts 
on  the  line  and  three  dead  end  switches;  all  have  solid  frogs  and 
frog  guard  rails.    The  company  have  a  depot  at  Averill  Park 
and  one  at  Albia,    It  owns  no  park  or  summer  resort    Brookside 
Park  is  located  on  the  line  of  the  road,  three  miles  from  Albia. 
Thds  is  a  picnic  ground,  equipped  with  a  dancing  pavilion,  and 
the  usual  summer  park  attractions.    No  admission  fee  Ib  charged 
to  this  ground;  no  liquors  are  sold.    At  this  point  there  is  an 
open  platform  station.    Sand  Lake  is  located  near  the  Averill 
Park  terminus  of  the  line.    This  lake  is  quite  a  popular  resort 
during  the  season  and  there  is  a  dancing  pavilion  and  the  usual 
summer  park  attractions  located  at  this  park,  and  band  concerts 
are  given  every  afternoon  and  evening. 

On  the  line  there  are  14  bridges  and  trestles,  and  the  maximum 
grade  is  4  per  cent,  for  one-quarter  of  a  mile,  and  there  are  no 
crossings  of  steam  roads. 

Cars. 

The  company  owns  20  cars;  of  these  10  are  passenger  and  10 
freight.  Of  the  passenger  cars,  4  are  closed,  and  6  open.  Three 
of  the  open  passenger  cars  are  trailers.  The  closed  cars  are  2S 
feet  vestibule;  open  cars  are  8  bench.  Of  the  freight  cars  one  k 
a  motor  box,  9  are  open  flat  cars,  14  feet  All  passenger  cars  are 
equipped  with  sand  boxes,  single  chain  hand  brakes,  electric  heed- 
lights  on  open  cars  and  oil  on  the  box  cars.  The  dosed  passenger 
cars  are  heated  by  electricity.  No  fenders  are  used.  The  truck 
equipment  consists  of  Taylor  and  Diamond  tracks;  both  have  7- 
foot  wheel  base  and  the  tread  of  wheel  is  3  inches.  The  motors 
are  all  Westinghouse  No.  38.  Cars  are  inspected  and  cleaned 
by  a  day  man  in  the  car  barn.    Sand  is  stored  in  the  oar  bam. 
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Car  Burn. 

The  car  bam  is  a  two  storj  brick  building,  75  x  50  feet,  located 
on  Pauling  avenue,  near  the  Albia  terminus  of  the  line.  It  is 
equipped  with  five  tracks  with  a  storage  cax>acity  of  12  ears,  with 
a  pit  under  one  track  which  is  not  iheated.  There  is  a  repair 
shop  on  the  upper  floor  of  this  building.  This  is  equipped  only 
with  hand  tools,  and  light  car  repairs  are  made  in  thia  building. 
There  is  no  sand  dryer  located  in  the  car  bam. 

Power  House. 

The  power  house  is  a  one  story  and  basement  brick  building 
with  steel  roof,  45  x  45  feet,  located  in  the  town  of  Sand  Lake, 
4i  miles  east  of  Albia.  It  is  equipped  with  two  Westinghouse, 
compound  condensing  engines,  260  horse-power,  working  at  280 
revolutions.  There  are  belted  to  two  Westinghouse  generators. 
The  switch  board  consists  of  four  panels,  two  feeder  panels. 
There  are  two  feeder  circuits.  The  boiler  room  is  in  the  basement 
of  the  -power  house,  and  is  equipi)ed  with  three  upright  Manning 
200-horBe-power  boilers,  at  136  pounds  pressure.  These  are  in- 
spected by  the  Hartford  Boiler  Insurance  Company  and  the  last 
insi>ectiou  was  made  in  September  of  this  year. 

All  of  the  above  apparatus  was  installed  in  1804.  This  build- 
ing is  protected  from  fire  by  IJ-inch  hose  connected  to  pumps  in 
the  engine  room.  The  coal  is  carted  to  the  Albia  terminus  of 
the  line  and  taken  from  that  point  in  the  company's  cars  to  the 
power  house,  where  is  is  shoveled  into  a  coal  shed  and  from  there 
wheeled  to  the  boiler  room. 

Track  and  Road  Bed  Inspection. 

At  the  Albia  terminus  the  company  has  a  closed  depot  building 
with  a  covered  platform  equipped  with  seats.  The  depot  is  clean 
and  is  equipped  with  toilet  rooms,  ticket  office,  telephone  and  is 
lighted  and  heated.  From  this  depot  the  track  is  constructed  on 
curves  for  600  feet  along  the  highway,  with  girder  rail  in  fair 
conditicm;  then  with  Trail  on  private  right  of  way^  to  an  opening 
over  water  of  the  Albia  pond,  12  feet  5  incihes  long,  constructed 
of  two  6  X 14  inch  pine  stringers  under  each  rail,  resting  on  mud 
siU  foundations;  sawed  oak  ties,  2x6  inch  stringer  timber  oak 
The  bridge  is  6  feet  above  water.  The  approaches  to  it  are 
straight  and  level.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection.  It 
should  be  equipped-  with  guard  rails.  Prom  this  opening,  on  easy 
cnirveg  and  level  track,  to  a  dry  opening  13  feet  long,  constructed 
of  two  6  X 14  inch  stringers  under  each  rail  resting  on  solid  cement 
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abutments  with  sawed  oak  ties,  and  2x6  inch  guard  stringer. 
The  bridge  is  7  feet  3  inches  above  the  ground.  A  car  pajaaag 
oyer  it  causes  no  deflection  and  it  should  be  equipped  witli  guaxd 
rails.  Then  with  straight  and  level  track  to  an  opening  oyer  a 
creeky  63  feet  3  inches  long,  9  feet  above  the  water,  constrocted  of 
two  6  z  16  inch  pine  stringer  plates,  set  on  five  bents,  each  cam- 
sisting  of  four  round  12-inch  pine  piles,  with  12  z  12  inch  pine 
caps,  drift  bolted  to  piles,  hewed  Georgia  pine  ties,  oak  Wringer 
guard  bolted  to  every  ot^er  tie,  approaches  straight  and  level 
A  car  passing  over  it  cau^s  verj  little  deflection.  It  shoiild  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails.  The  end  stringer  plates  of  this  bridge 
rest  on  mud  mil  abutments. 

Then  with  straight  and  level  track  to  a  turnout  Fkmu  this 
turnout  with  easj  curves  to  a  crossing  of  the  highway,  a  fair  view 
of  which  can  be  had  in  either  direction.  At  this  point  there  is  a 
^'  crossing  "  sign.  Then  with  straight  and  level  traok  to  a  tnmoot 
switch.  Then  with  curve  and  level  track  to  an  opening  over  a 
waterway  8  feet  '9  inches  long,  4  feet  8  inches  above  water,  con- 
structed of  12  z  12  inch  pine  stringer  timbers  resting  on  concrete 
abutments,  with  6  z  6  inch  oak  guard  stringer  timbers^  lag  boUed 
to  every  other  tie,  square  pine  ties,  approaches  straight  and  levd. 
A  car  passing  over  thi«  oi)ening  causes  no  deflection.  This  opeor 
ing  should  be  equipped  with  guard  raila 

Then  with  straight  and  level  track  to  a  turnout  switch.  From 
this  switch  with  straight  and  level  track  on  a  light  fill  to  a  turn- 
out switch.  From  this  switch,  with  straight  and  level  track,  to 
an  opening  9  feet  9  inches  long  and  5  feet  above  water.  Some  oon- 
struetion  as  other  openings  described,  with  mud  sill  abntm^iti 
and  4  z  6  inch  guard  stringer  timbers,  sawed  oak  ties,  approaches 
stradght  and  level,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflectioa 
It  shoud  be  equipped  with  guard  rails. 

From  this  opening  with  straight  and  level  track  on  a  light 
fill  to  an  opening  over  a  creek,  45  feet  6  inches  long,  6  feet  above 
water,  consisting  of  three  trestle  bents,  the  same  constmctitfii 
as  the  other  trestle  and  bridges,  with  a  6  z  6  inch  oak  stringer 
guard  timber  lag  bolted  to  every  other  tie.  Approaches  straight 
and  level.  A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  defleetioD. 
There  should  be  guard  rails  placed  on  this  trestle.  Then  with 
level  track  on  a  long  easy  curve  on  which  there  should  be  bracea 
Then  with  a  tangent  on  a  light  fill  and  level  track  to  Meyers 
Crossing  station.  At  this  point,  there  is  a  horse  car  which  ift 
used  as  a  station  house.  The  crossing  of  the  higjhway  at  this 
point,  is  open  and  clear  to  view,  and  from  this  crossing  with  i 
straight  and  level  track  to  a  turnout  and  a  trestle  over  a  creek, 
the  same  construction  as  the  ones  described  above,  45  feet  3 
inches  long,  5  feet  3  inches  above  water.    A  car  passing  over 
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it,  causes,  very  little  deflection.  Approaches  Btraight  and  level. 
It  should  be  equipped  with  gaard  raila  Then  with  a  straigiht 
and  level  track  on  light  fllle,  to  an  opening  over  a  waterway  9 
feet,  6  inches  long,  3  feet,  4  inchee  above  water,  constructed  of 
12  X  12  inch  pine  stringers  on  concrete  abutments,  guard  stringer 
timber  6x6  inch  bolted  to  every  other  tie.  Approaches  straight 
and  level,  and  a  car  causes  no  deflection.  This  opening  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails. 

From  this  opening  on  a  long  easy  curve,  then  with  a  tangent 
and  level  track  on  light  fills  to  a  turnout.    From  this  turnout 
with  straight  and  level  track  on  light  fills  to  a  curve  on  a  light 
filk    There  should  be  braces  on  this  curve.    Then  with  a  tangent 
across  a  highway,  a  fair  view  of  which  can  be  had  in  either  direc- 
tion.   Prom  this  highway  with  straight  and  level  track  to  a  turn- 
out ;  then  with  straight  and  level  track  to  an  easy  curve  and  up  a 
1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  power  house.    At  this  point  there  is  a 
switch  300  feet  in  length,  extending  from  the  track  to  the  power 
house.    This  switch  is  constructed  on  a  trestle  and  the  track  is 
only  used  for  the  purpose  of  taking  coal  to  the  boiler-room.   From 
the  junction  of  this  switch  the  track  is  up  a  2  per  cent,  grade  on 
a  curve  and  a  light  fill  and  over  a  highway,  a  fair  view  of  which 
can  be  had  in  each  direction.    From  this  highway  the  2  per  cent, 
grade  continues  on  a  curve  through  a  cut  and  over  a  highway  in 
a  cut,  a  view  of  which  is  obstructed  in  each  direction.    There 
should  be  '*  slow  "  signs  placed  on  each  side  of  this  cut  and  a 
"  crossing  ^^  sign  placed  on  the  highway.    From  this  crossing  the 
2  per  cent,  grade  continues  with  straight  track  to  a  down  grade 
of  2  per  cent,  to  level  track  on  a  curve  and  through  a  cut  and  on 
a  12-foot  fill  with  fair  shoulder;  there  should  be  braces  placed  on 
this  curve  and  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside  rail  on  the  fill;  then  to 
a  trestle  over  a  creek.    This  trestle  is  106  feet  long,  25  feet  above 
water,  consisting  of  eight  bents.    These  are  constructed  of  two 
uprights  and  two  batter  posts,  12  x  12  inch,  with  12  x  12  inch  top 
caps  and  sills,  sills  set  on  four  12-inch  driven  piles,  stringer 
plates,  two  6  X 14  inches,  bolted  together,  sawed  pine  ties,  6x6 
inch  oak  guard  stringer  timbers,  lag  bolted  to  every  other  tie. 
The  approach  on  the  west  on  a  curve  and  level;  the  east  approach 
straight  and  level.    The  stringer  plates  at  either  end  rest  on  mud 
sill  abutments.    This  trestle  is  in  fair  condition,  and  a  car  passing 
over  it  causes  very  little  deflection  or  sidesway.    It  should  be 
equipped  with  guard  rails.    From  this  trestle  with  straight  and 
level  track  on  a  flll  to  a  turnout  on  a  curve  and  over  a  highway, 
a  fair  view  of  which  can  be  had  in  either  direction.    Then  on  a 
fill  and  curve  and  through  a  gravel  cut  with  a  stub  end  switch  to 
the  gravel  bank;  then  down  a  2  per  cent,  grade  to  a  curve  and  a 
iwitch.    Then  on  curves  and  nearly  level  track  to  a  highway 
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cro&siBg,  the  view  of  which  going  east  is  obstructed  by  a  hoo&e. 
There  should  be  a  '^  slow  "  sign  placed  west  of  the  crossing  aad  a 
^^  crossing  '^  sign  on  the  highway.    Then  over  the  same  hi^waj, 
with  the  view  unobstructed  in  either  direction;  then  on  a  cur?e 
and  over  two  highways;  a  fair  view  of  these  crosAings  can  be  had 
and  they  are  equipped  with  ^^  crossing  '^  signs;  then  to  a  tnmoat 
and  on  a  tangent  on  light  fills  to  an  opening  over  a  creek.    Thii 
opening  is  34  feet  long,  4  feet  6  inches  above  water.    It  consists 
of  two  trestle  bents,  constructed  of  12-inch  round  piles,  with 
12  X 12  inch  caps,  and  two  6  z  14  inch  stringer  plates,  with  sawed 
oak  ties  and  6x6  inch  guard  stringer  timbers  lag  bolted  to  every 
other  tie.    The  two  end  bents  of  this  trestle  are  of  the  same  cob- 
struction  as  the  center  bents,  the  approaches  to  it  are  straight 
and  level,  and  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection.    It  should 
be  equipped  with  guard  rails.    Then  on  a  curve  and  level  track  to 
a  turnout;  then  on  easy  curves  and  level  track  to  a  trestle  orer 
a  creek.    This  trestle  is  46  feet  long,  6  feet  6  inches  above  water, 
the  same  construction  as  the  one  described  above;  it  consists  of 
three  center  bents  and  one  at  each  end.    The  approaches  straight 
and  level  and  a  car  causes  very  little  deflection  or  sidesway.   This 
trestle  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails.    Then  with  straight 
and  level  track  to  an  easy  curve;  then  to  a  trestle  over  a  creek; 
this  one  is  46  feet  6  inches  long,  7  feet  above  water,  same  con- 
struction as  the  others.    The  approaches  on  curves  are    leyel 
A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection  or  sidesway. 
This  trestle  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails.   Then  with  easy 
curves  and  a  tangent  and  level  track  to  a  turnout.    From  this 
turnout  with  straight  and  level  track  across  a  highway,  the  view 
of  which  is  unobstructed  in  either  direction,  to  and  across  another 
highway  in  a  cut,  the  view  of  which  is  obstructed  in  either  direc- 
tion, and  there  is  a  ^^  crossing ''  sign  on  the  highway.     There 
should  be  '^  slow  "  signs  placed  at  either  side  of  this  crossing. 
Miller's  Crossing  station  is  located  at  this  point  and  there  is  i 
horse  car  placed  at  this  point  for  the  convenience  of  passengers. 

Near  this  road  there  is  a  trestle  over  a  creek,  118  feet  6  inches 
long,  15  feet  above  the  water,  consisting  of  nine  bents,  and  con- 
structed of  12-inch  round,  driven  chestnut  piles,  with  12  x  12  inch 
caps,  and  three  4  x  12  inch  stringer  plates  bolted  together  under 
each  rail,  with  sawed  oak  ties,  and  6x6  inch  oak  guard  stringer 
timbers.  The  two  end  bents,  the  same  construction  as  the  others 
and  back  fliled.  The  approaches  straight  and  level  on  either  end. 
A  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflection  or  sidesway. 
It  should  be  equipped  with  guard  rails. 

From  this  trestle  with  straight  and  level  track  to  another  tres- 
tle over  the  same  creek,  34  feet  long,  12  feet  above  water,  con- 
sisting of  two  bents,  same  construction  as  the  others,  approaches 
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straight  and  level ;  a  car  passing  over  it  causes  very  little  deflec- 
tion or  sidesway.  This  trestle  should  be  equipped  with  guard 
rails.  Then  up  a  grade  for  i  of  a  mile  with  a  maximum  of  4  per 
cent.  On  this  grade  there  are  continuous  curves  in  each  direc- 
tion on  fills  and  through  cuts.  These  curves  should  have  braces 
and  guard  rails  on  the  inside  rail ;  there  is  a  turnout  at  the  top 
of  this  grade.  From  this  turnout  on  a  curve  and  down  a  2  per 
cent,  grade;  then  with  a  straight  track  up  a  3  per  cent,  grade  to 
a  down  grade  of  1  per  cent,  to  a  stub  switch  at  the  end  of  the  line 
at  Averill  park. 

The  right  of  way  on  this  line  is  60  feet  wide,  is  all  fenced  with 
wire  fence  in  fair  condition.  The  creek  which  runs  along  the 
route  of  this  line  is  known  as  the  Wyantskill. 

During  the  summer  season  cars  are  operated  on  a  30-minute 
headway  in  the  morning,  and  a  20-minute  headway  in  the  after- 
noon.   On  Sundays  and  holidays  they  are  operated  on  a  20-minute 
headway,  and  three  car  trains  are  run.    In  the  winter  season 
they  are  operated  on  a  one  hour  headway.    In  the  summer  the 
cars  are  run  from  5.30  a.  m.  to  12.40  p.  m.    When  three  car  trains 
are  run  they  are  operated  with  a  motor  and  one  trailer  coupled 
together  and  another  motor  car  follows  these  at  a  safe  distance, 
the  rear  motor  car  drawing  the  trailer  on  the  return  trip.    When 
more  than  one  car  is  run  on  the  same  schedule,  motormen  notify 
meeting  cars  of  that  fact.    The  fare  charged  on  this  line  is  as  fol- 
lows:   Prom  Albia  to  Snyders  Comers,  2^  miles,  5  cents;  from 
Snyders  Comers  to  West  Sand  Lake,  2^  miles,  5  cents;  West 
Sand  Lake  to  Averill  Park,  3^  miles,  5  cents;  the  through  rate  be- 
tween Albia  and  Averill  Park  is  IB  cents;  tickets  are  sold  from 
Albia  to  West  Sand  Lake  and  return  for  16  cents;  to  Averill  Park 
and  return,  25  cents.    No  foreign  tickets  are  sold  and  no  other 
special  rates  are  made. 

Averill  Park  is  an  unincorporated  village  with  a  population 
of  600;  West  Sand  Lake  has  a  population  of  350;  Albia  is  a 
suburb  of  the  city  of  Troy.  The  Averill  Park  depot  is  18x22 
feet.  This  is  a  one-story  building,  with  a  platform  extending  over 
the  main  and  switch  track.  In  this  building,  which  has  recently 
been  painted,  there  is  a  passenger  depot  and  freight  room.  The 
passenger  room  is  heated  and  lighted,  and  there  is  a  ticket  o£9ce 
and  toilet  rooms  located  in  this  building.  The  building  and 
grounds  are  maintained  in  a  clean  and  neat  condition.  There  are 
agents  stationed  at  this  and  the  Albia  depot.  In  addition  to 
these  two  stations,  there  are  three  car  and  two  platform  stations 
on  the  line. 

The  maximum  number  of  passengers  carried  this  year  was  on 
August  19th,  7,711.  The  company  does  a  freight  busin(^ss  on  its 
own  cars;  no  mail  is  carried.    The  amount  of  freight  carried  in 
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Jane,  Jaly  and  August  of  this  year  was  as  follows:  Jane,  228,84 
pounds;  July,  256,215  pounds;  August,  284,888  i)ooiid8.  This 
freight  consists  of  coal,  lumber,  manufactured  goods  and  rags. 

The  company  has  a  telephone  system  with  'phones  at  each  ter 
minus;  at  the  power  house;  there  are  also  plug  stations  located 
at  switches  Nos.  4,  6,  7  and  9.  These  are  the  usual  meeting 
points  of  cars.  There  is  a  telephone  carried  on  each  motor  car, 
so  arranged  that  they  can  be  connected  to  the  plug  stations  at 
these  switches.  All  switches  are  numbered,  commencing  with 
number  one  east  of  Albia,  and  the  numbers  are  displayed  on  tin 
signs,  with  a  black  figure  on  a  white  background.  These  are 
placed  on  the  poles  at  each  end  of  the  switches.  On  the  20- 
minute  schedule  the  meeting  points  are  at  the  switches  Nos,  4, 
6  and  8.  Three  cars  are  operated  on  the  20-minute  schedule.  The 
schedule  is  posted  at  the  Albia  station,  which  shows  the  ranning 
time  on  the  different  lines.  The  company  has  a  printed  book  of 
rules,  and  motormen  and  conductors  are  uniformed.  The  prin- 
cipal excursion  business  on  this  line  is  done  between  Troy*  Sand 
Lake  and  Averill  Park. 

This  company's  system  has  no  track  connection  with  any  steam 
railroad,  but  does  connect  with  the  United  Traction  Companys 
tracks  at  Albia.  The  track  and  roadbed  of  this  company's  system 
are  in  good  condition.  The  rail,  surface  and  alignment  are  good; 
the  grass  is  kept  below  the  top  of  the  rail.  The  curves  are  prop- 
erly elevated,  but  are  not  braced,  and  the  track  lacks  ballast 
The  trestles  and  bridges  on  the  line  are  all  in  good  condition  and 
safe  for  the  traffic  passing  over  them,  except  that  there  are  no 
guard  rails  on  them.  The  two  terminal  stations  are  in  such  con- 
dition that  they  meet  the  requirements  of  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  passengers,  especially  the  one  at  Averill  Park,  which  is 
maintained  in  first-class  condition.  The  cars  are  clean  and  com- 
fortable and  the  equipment  is  in  fair  condition.  The  power  house 
is  not  a  first-class  building  nor  is  the  equipment  a  modem  first- 
class  power  plant.  This  equipment  does,  however,  furnish  suffl- 
cient  power  for  the  maximum  requirements  of  the  road;  one 
engine  and  generator  providing  sufficient  current  to  operate  the 
cars  on  the  usual  running  schedule.  The  other  engine  and  gen- 
erator is  held  in  reserve  for  the  heavy  traffic  on  Bundays  and 
holidays. 

Improvement  can  be  made  in  the  method  of  operation.  This 
is  a  single  track  road  on  which,  during  the  season,  there  is  s 
heavy  excursion  traffic,  which  at  times  necessitates  the  running 
of  extra  cars.  There  is  also  a  freight  service  operated  over  the 
road,  which  at  times  consists  of  three  car  trains^  There  is  no 
schedule  for  the  operation  of  the  freight  trains.    They  are  ope- 
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rated  OTer  the  line  "  Wildcat,"  keeping  out  of  the  way  of  regular 
cars.  The  telephone  system  on  the  line  is  not  maintained  in  first- 
class  condition. 

Reoommmdations, 

That  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  notes  of  track  inspection, 

in  reference  to  guard  rails  on  bridges  and  curves,  be  complied 

Tritli ;  that  all  curves  which  are  mentioned  in  the  notes  of  track 

inspection  as  needing  braces  be  braced;  that  the  track  should  be 

properly  ballasted;  that  the  "stop"  and   "slow"   signa   and 

"  crossing  "  signs  should  be  placed  where  noted  in  the  notes  of 

track  and  roadbed  inspection;  that  all  cars  be  equipped  with 

double  chain  brakes,  and  oil  tail  lights;  that  the  telephone  system 

on  the  line  be  put  and  maintained  in  first-class  condition;  that 

'where  more  than  one  car  is  operated  on  the  same  running  time, 

that  the  cars  preceding  another  carry  a  fiag  by  day  and  an  oil 

li^ht  by  night,  indicating  that  another  car  is  following.    The 

practice  of  relying  entirely  upon  a  motorman  notifying  meeting 

cars  that  another  car  is  following  is  a  dangerous  one.    As  there 

is  an  agent  at  Albia  and  Averill  Park,  one  of  these  should  be 

given  authority  and  designated  as  a  train  dispatcher.    He  should 

have  control  of  the  movement  of  all  cars  on  the  line. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  heard 
from  the  company  on  the  subject. 

Utica  and  Mohawk  Bailwat, 

May  17,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Utica  and  Mohawk  Railway 
Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

The  road  extends  through  Bleecker  street,  from  Genesee  street 
to  Utica  park,  a  distance  of  2|  miles,  all  in  the  city  of  Utica. 
The  track  is  constructed  of  40  and  45-pound  Trail.  The  maxi- 
mum grade  is  5  per  cent,  for  a  distance  of  300  feet.  There  are 
no  bridges,  trestles  or  grade  crossings  of  steam  roads  on  the  line. 
There  are  7  switches,  5  of  which  are  spring  point.  Bleecker 
street  is  one  of  the  main  streets  of  the  city  and  is  paved  with 
asphalt  and  stone.  From  Genesee  street  to  Newgate  street  the 
track  is  laid  in  the  center  of  the  street;  from  this  point  to  the 
park  terminus  it  is  on  the  north  side  of  it.  The  Masonic  Home 
is  located  on  the  line  of  the  road,  near  the  park. 

The  company  owns  6  box  cars  16  feet  long,  5  open  cars  16  feet, 
6  trailer  cars,  4  of  which  seat  50  people  and  two  35,  and  8  Edison 
motor  equipments  and  Brill  trucks.    All  cars  have  single  chain 
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hand  brakes,  are  heated  by  stoves  and  lighted  by  electricity,  and 
have  electric  headlights. 

The  company  has  no  i)ower  house;  power  is  hired. 

The  company  has  a  car  bam,  which  is  a  one  story  wooden  build- 
ing 100  X 176  feet,  with  fonr  tracks,  with  pits  under  two.  This 
building  is  located  on  Bleecker  street  near  the  West  Shore  cross- 
ing, and  there  is  a  waiting  room,  a  superintendent's  office  and  a 
small  repair  shop  in  it. 

The  track  of  this  system  is  in  poor  condition;  the  joints  are 
low,  and  in  some  places  the  rail  is  badly  worn.  The  aeplialt  is 
broken  from  the  rail,  and  where  the  street  is  paved  with  stones 
the  stone  is  6  inches  from  the  rail  on  each  side  of  it.  There  is  a 
grade  of  5  per  cent,  descending  east  from  the  car  barn  for  300 
feet.  On  the  grade  the  track  is  laid  on  the  edge  of  a  Mgh  bank 
with  very  little  shoulder.  There  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  outside 
rail  on  this  bank.  The  street  at  this  point  is  now  being  widened 
and  leveled.  When  this  work  is  completed  there  will  be  a  side- 
walk between  the  bank  and  the  track,  and  the  grade  will  be  re- 
duced. At  the  foot  of  this  grade  the  track  is  under  the  West 
Bhore  tracks,  and  on  a  curve  east  of  this  undercrossing  there  is 
an  ascending  grade  of  3  per  cent,  and  the  curve  continues  for  150 
feet;  there  is  a  guard  rail  on  this  curve.  Near  the  terminus  there 
is  another  curve. 

The  trolley  wire  is  No.  9  wire. 

The  fare  charged  is  5  cents.  The  company  owns  the  Utica 
park,  which  consists  of  82  acres.  A  10-cent  admission  to  the  park 
is  charged. 

The  cars  of  this  comjyany  are  not  in  good  condition;  the  motor 
equipments  are  old  and  worn.  The  track  is  in  poor  conditioD 
and  should  be  entirely  reconstructed.  There  are  no  espedally 
dangerous  conditions  on  this  system. 

July  20, 1899,  the  company  carried  3,100  passengers. 

Rcoammendations. 

If  the  company  is  not  in  condition  to  carry  out  a  recommendft- 
tion  of  your  board  to  put  the  track  and  cars  in  first  class  Aape, 
for  the  safe  operation  of  the  system  at  present,  braces  and  guard 
rail  should  be  placed  on  the  curve  near  the  park  terminus  of  the 
road;  the  track  on  the  curve  under  the  West  Shore  tracks  ahould 
be  leveled  up,  with  proper  elevation  on  the  curve;  10  per  coit 
new  ties  should  be  put  in  between  th  car  barn  and  the  park  termi- 
nus. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  nuikinr 
the  recommendations  of  the  olectrioal  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board.  The  company  informed  the  Board  that  It  would  comply  with  tJM 
i>ecommendations.

I  have  made  au  inspectiou  of  the  Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Bail- 
rtod  Couipanj's  system,  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  system,  owned  and  leased,  consists  of  28  miles  of  road,  all 
of  which  is  single  track,  except  about  1^  miles  of  double  track. 
The  leased  track  is  owned  by  the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Bingham- 
ton  Railroad  Ck>mpany,  and  the  Utica  Suburban  Bailway  Com- 
pany.    The  track  of  the  former  company  extends  from  the  Main 
street  station  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company  to  the  village  of  New  Hai'tford,  in  the  town  of 
New  Hartford,  a  distance  of  4^  miles,  and  from  the  intersection  of 
Grenesee  and  Columbia  streets  to  the  village  of  Whitesboro  and 
the  Tillage  of  New  York  Mills,  both  in  the  town  of  Whitesboro. 
The  Whitesboro  line  is  4J  miles  long,  with  a  spur  from  this  line 
at  Yorkrille  to  New  York  Mills,  two  miles.  The  Utica  Suburban 
Company's  tracks  extend  from  Watkins  street,  in  the  village  of 
Whitesboro,  to  the  village  of  Oriskany,  3J  miles,  and  from  this 
line  near  the  village  of  Oriskany  to  Summit  park,  i  mile,  which 
is  doable  track;  also  from  Forrest  Hill  Cemetery  to  the  West 
Shore  crossing  on  the  line  to  New  Hartford,  about  i  mile. 

The  track  of  the  Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad  Company  is 
located  entirely  within  the  city  of  Utica,  except  the  portion  on 
Lincoln  avenue,  between  Pleasant  street  and  the  i>ower  house, 
about  i  of  a  mile,  which  is  in  the  town  of  New  Hartford.  The 
length  of  this  company's  line  is  9.56  miles. 

The  Belt  Line  system  consists  of  six  routes,  all  of  which  termi- 
nate on  Genesee  street.  Of  these,  two  are  on  the  west  of  Genesee 
street  and  four  on  the  east  of  that  street.  On  the  west  side  the 
Lincoln  avenue  and  the  Phillips  street  and  Hicks  street  cars  run 
on  the  same  track  through  Columbia  avenue  from  Genesee  street 
to  State  street.  Columbia  avenue  between  these  points  is  a  busi- 
ness street,  paved  with  asphalt,  30  feet  between  curbs;  85-pound 
Trail,  laid  in  1898,  in  good  condition.  There  is  a  special  work 
curve  at  the  comer  of  State  street  where  the  Lincoln  avenue  line 
branches  off  extending  through  State  street  to  Court  street. 
State  street  is  a  manufacturing  street,  with  stone  pavement,  26 
feet  between  curbs;  laid  with  85-pound  Trail  in  1898,  in  good 
condition,  with  special  work  curve  into  Court  street.  Court 
street  to  Lincoln  avenue  is  a  residence  street,  with  asphalt  pave- 
ment, 30  feet  between  curbs;  laid  with  85-pound  Trail  in  1898, 
in  good  condition,  with  special  work  curve  into  Lincoln  avenue. 
Lincoln  avenue,  from  Court  street  to  the  power  house,  the  ter- 
minus of  the  line,  is  a  residence,  unimproved  street.  From  Court 
street  to  Plant  street,  45-pound  Trail  laid  in  1898,  in  fair  condi- 
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tion.  From  Plcint  street  to  Noise  street,  86-poaiid  T-rail,  laid  ii 
1898y  in  good  condition.  From  Noise  street  to  the  end  of  tiie  line, 
45-poand  T-rail,  laid  in  1898,  in  fair  condition.  On  Lincoln  a?e> 
nue  there  is  a  reverse  curve,  on  which  there  are  no  gnard  rails. 

The  Phillips  and  Hicks  Street  line,  from  the  corner  of  Oolombia 
and  State  streets,  extends  through  Columbia  street  to  Phillips 
street ;  same  conditions  of  street  and  rail  in  Columbia  street  as 
described  on  the  Lincoln  avenue  line.  At  State  street  this  line 
makes  a  right  angle  crossing  of  the  Lincoln  avenue  lina  PhllBps 
street  is  a  residence  street,  not  paved,  laid  with  85-pound  T-rail 
in  1897  and  in  fair  condition.  From  Phillips  street  the  track 
makes  a  reverse  curve  through  Court  street  into  Hicks  street 
This  reverse  curve  is  special  work  construction,  with  guardrail 
Hicks  street  is  a  residence  street,  paved  with  asphalt,  28  feet  be- 
tween curbs;  the  track  is  85-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1898,  and  is 
good  condition;  there  is  a  4  per  cent,  grade  in  Phillips  street, 
near  Columbia  street,  ascending  from  Columbia  street  for  600 
feet.  The  cars  on  these  two  lines  are  run  out  through  LaFayette 
street,  returning  through  Columbia  street  to  Varick  street,  back 
to  LaFayette  street  to  Genesee  street.  LaFayette  street  is  a  brw- 
ness  street,  paved  with  asphalt  and  stone,  30  feet  between  curbs; 
the  track  is  70-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1898  and  1899,  and  in  good 
condition.  Whitesboro  street  is  partly  a  business  and  partly  a 
residence  street,  paved  with  asphalt,  30  feet  between  curbs;  the 
track,  from  Columbia  square  to  Court  street,  is  85-pound  girder 
rail,  laid  in  1894,  in  good  condition.  From  Court  street  to  the  city 
line  the  track  is  70-pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1898,  and  in  good  oondi- 
tion.  Between  Court  street  and  Columbia  street  there  is  a  4  per 
cent,  grade,  descending  to  Columbia  street. 

On  the  east  side  of  Genesee  street  the  South  street  line  ex- 
tends from  Genesee  street  through  Blandina  street  and  back  to 
Union  street.  Blandina  street  is  a  residence  street,  and  between 
these  points  is  paved  with  asphalt;  20  feet  between  curbs.  H* 
track  is  of  a  9-inch,  85-pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1896,  and  in 
fair  condition.  Union  street  to  Hopper  street  is  paved  with  as- 
phalt, 24  feet  between  curbs;  the  track  is  85-pound  T-rail,  laid  in 
1896,  in  fair  condition.  Hopper  street  to  Steuben  street  is  pa^^ 
with  asphalt,  27  feet  between  curbs;  the  track  is  9-inch  girder 
rail,  laid  in  1898,  in  fair  condition.  Steuben  street  to  South  street 
is  paved  with  stone,  27  feet  between  curbs;  the  track  is  9-incb  86- 
pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1898,  In  fair  condition.  South  street 
is  paved  with  asphalt,  30  feet  between  curbs.  To  Third 
^peet  the  track  is  70-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1896,  in  fair  condition. 
From  Third  street  to  the  terminus,  about  three-fourths  of  a  mife 
the  track  is  of  48-pound  T-rail,  in  poor  condition.    Prom  Third 
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street  to  the  terminus  there  are  several  grades  in  each  direction, 
none  over  2  per  cent. 

Blandina  street  line  from  the  <x)mer  of  Union  street  extends 
through  Blandina  street  to  the  terminus  of  the  route  near  the  city 
line.     From  Genesee  street  to  Albany  street  it  is  paved  v^ith  stone 
and  asphalt;  from  this  point  to  the  end  of  the  line  it  is  a  dirt 
street.     From  Genesee  street  to  Charlotte  street  it  is  20  feet  be- 
tween curbs;  from  Charlotte  street  to  terminus,  28  feet  between 
curbs.     From  Union  street  to  Third  avenue  the  tra^k  is  9-inch  85- 
ponnd  girder-rail,  construction  laid  in  18d6,  and  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion«     From  Third  avenue  to  Albany  street  the  track  is  7-inch 
70-pound  girder  rail,  laid  in  1896,  in  fair  condition.    Prom  Albany 
street  to  Nicholas  street  the  track  is  of  60-pound  T-rail  construc- 
tion, laid  in  1897,  and  in  foir  condition,  except  there  are  a  number 
of  low  jmnts.      Prom  Nichols  street  to  the  terminus  45-pound 
T-rail  was  laid  in  1897^  and  is  in  poor  condition.      The  special 
work  on  the  turnouts,  between  Union  street  and  Park  avenue 
and  at  Third  avenue,  is  in  poor  condition.    At  the  terminus  of 
this  line  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  bridge,  which  is  over  the 
double  tracks  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad.    This  is  an  iron  plate 
girder  bridge,  60  feet  span,  vrith  two  driveways  and  sidewalks, 
resting  on  good  mason  work  abutments,  with  21  feet  headroom. 
There  is  a  3  per  cent,  up  grade  and  a  curve  with  guard  rail  on  the 
approach.    The  track,  which  is  laid  on  the  east  driveway,  ends  on 
the  bridge.    This  bridge  is  safe  for  street  car  traffic. 

The  Elm  street  line  extends  from  Genesee  street  at  Oneida 
square,  through  Park  avenue  to  Eagle  street.  Between  these 
points  Park  avenue  is  paved  with  asphalt,  30  feet  between  curbs; 
the  track  is  70-pound  T-rail,  laid  in  1895,  in  good  condition.  There 
is  a  special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Eagle  street.  This 
street,  to  Elm  street,  is  paved  vnth  asphalt;  28  feet  between  curbs; 
the  track  is  70-pound  T-rail  construction,  laid  in  1895,  in  fair  con- 
dition, with  special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  James  street, 
which  is  a  dirt  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  Oneida  street ;  the 
track  is  70-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1895,  in  good  condition. 

The  E^le  street  line  extends  from  Elm  street  through  Eagle 
street  to  Seymour  avenue.  Eagle  street  between  these  points  is 
paved  with  asphalt  and  macadam;  28  feet  between  curbs.  The 
track  "between  Elm  street  and  Steuben  street  is  70-pound  T-ra.? 
construction,  laid  in  1895,  in  good  condition;  from  Steuben  street 
to  Seymour  avenue  it  is  48-pourfi  rail,  laid  in  1895,  in  fair  condi- 
tion. There  is  a  special  work  curve  and  guard-rail  into  Seymour 
avenue.  This  avenue,  between  Eagle  and  Arthur  streets,  is  paved 
with  asphalt^  and  is  28  feet  between  curbs;  the  track  is  9-inch 
85-pound  girder  rail^  laid  in  1895,  and  is  in  good  condition.    There 
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is  ii  special  work  curve  and  guard  rail  into  Arthur  street  Thk 
street,  from  Seymour  avenue  to  the  end  of  the  line,  is  a  dirt  street; 
the  track  Ib  70-pound  Trail,  laid  in  1895,  and  is  in  fair  oonditioiL 

The  Genesee  street  route  extends  from  the  car  bam  on  Main 
street,  near  the  New  York  Central  and  Iludson  River  Bailroad 
Oompanj's  station,  with  a  loop  through  the  car  barn,  through 
Main  street  to  Genesee  street.  Main  street,  between  the  car  bam 
and  Genesee  street,  is  a  business  street,  with  a  stone  pavanent, 
30  feet  between  curbs;  the  track  is  9-inch  85-pound  girder  rail, 
diouble  track  construction,  in  good  condition.  Genesee  street, 
which  is  the  principal  business  street  of  the  city,  is  paved  witli 
stone  and  asphalt,  and  is  50  feet  between  curbs.  The  doable 
track,  from  Main  street  to  Pleasant  street,  is  constructed  of  9-iiidi, 
86-pound  girder  rail,  in  good  condition,  as  are  the  special  work 
switches  to  the  different  lines  which  diverge  from  this  street  On 
Genesee  street  the  tracks  are  laid  on  a  permanent  bridge  over  the 
Erie  canal.  From  Pleasant  street  to  the  West  Shore  railroad  tlie 
tracks  are  on  the  east  aide  of  the  street,  constructed*  of  45^ood 
T-rail,  in  fair  condition.  These  tracks  join  into  a  single  trad 
100  feet  north  of  the  crossing  of  the  West  Shore  railroad.  Sooth 
of  this  crossing  the  cemetery  line  branches  from  this  route.  From 
this  point  the  line,  which  is  single  track,  is  laid  on  the  east  side 
of  the  highway,  to  the  village  of  New  Hartford ;  the  track  is  of 
45-pound  T-rail  construction.  Near  the  village  of  New  Hartford 
the  line  crosses  at  grade  the  single  track  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Bailroad.  In  the  village  the  track  is  laid  oo 
a  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek,  land  between  this  bridge  and 
the  end  of  the  track,  which  is  1,000  feet  from  it,  the  track  is  otct 
a  raceway.  From  the  bridge  to  the  end  of  the  line  the  track  is 
laid  in  the  center  of  the  street.  This  track  from  the  West  Shore 
Bailroad  •crossing  to  the  terminus  in  the  village  oif  New  HartfonL 
while  not  first-class,  is  not  in  a  dangerous  condition.  The  rail 
is  fair  but  light,  ties  are  in  fair  condition,  and  there  are  no  grades. 
The  track  between  these  points  should  be  ballasted,  surfacedi  and 
lined.  Between  the  West  Shore  Bailroad  crossing  and  the  vil- 
lage there  are  3  turnouts.    No  block  system  is  in  use  on  this  line. 

The  cemetery  line  extends  from  the  New  Hartford  line,  at  the 
West  iShore  Bailroad  crossing,  to  Forrest  Hill  Cemetery,  throo^ 
unimproved  streets,  and  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail.  Mi«'* 
is  a  4  per  cent,  grade  on  this  line  for  a  distance  of  1,500  feet, 
diescending  from  the  cemetery,  with  a  curve  at  the  foot  of  it 
There  are  several  curves  on  the  line;  all  have  guard  rails  but  do 
braces;  ties  are  good. 

The  Orisrkany  line,  which  is  single  track  from  the  Gapron  switchi 
near  the  city  line,  to  Qriskany,  is  constructed  of  60-pound  T-rail,

except  the  rail  on  the  turnouts,  which  is  45-pound  T-reil.  The 
track  from  Yorkville  to  Upper  New  York  Mills  is  of  48  and  45- 
pound  T-rail  construction.  ^ 

The  Summit  Park  line  extends  from  the  Oriskany  line,  east  of 
the  village  of  Oriskany,  to  Summit  Park,  and  is  constructed  of 
60-ponnd  T-rail,  except  a  portion  on  the  west  track  near  the  Park, 
15  rails  long,  where  45-pound  T-rail  is  used.    There  are  10  turnout 
switches  on  the  Oriskany  line,  all  equipped  with  block  signals. 
Commencing  at  the  Capron  switch,  near  the  city  line,  the  track 
is  laid  on  the  south  side  of  the  highway  to  the  bridge  over  the 
Erie  canal.    Prom  this  bridere  to  and  through  the  village  of  York- 
ville, the  track  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  highway.      West  of 
Yorkville  it  is  laid  over  a  raceway,  on  a  wood  stringer  bridge, 
and  west  of  this  raceway  it  crosses  the  Sequoit  creek  on  a  Wlhip- 
ple  truss  bridge.    From  this  creek  to  Bradley's  bridge  over  the 
Erie  canal,  the  track  continues  on  the  north  side  of  the  highway, 
and  between  these  bridges  there  are  several  light  grades  in  each 
direction..    From  Bradley's  bridge  to  the  White  bridge  the  track 
is  laid  along  the  barren  bank  of  the  Erie  canal  and  in  places 
quite  close  to,  and  10  feet  above  it.    There  are  several  curves  and 
grades  between  these  two  bridges;  there  are  no  guard  rails  on 
the  curves.    On  this  section  there  were  8  men  raising  track  and 
ballasting.    From  the  White  bridge  the  track  is  laid  along  the 
canal  bank  to  the  Summit  Park  branch;  in  places  this  track  is 
on  the  edge  of  the  bank  and  4  feet  above  the  water.    There  are 
no  guard  rails  on  this  portion  of  the  track.    Near  the  Summit 
Park  branch  the  track  is  laid  over  the  canal  feeder  on  a  wood 
stringer  bridge.    Fifteen  hundred  feet  west  of  the  canal  feeder 
the  track  crosses  Oriskany  creek  on  an  over-truss  bridge.    West 
of  this  bridge  the  track  crosses  the  highway  and  is  of  45-pound 
T-rail  oonjst ruction.    The  track  from  this  bridge  to  the  end  of  the 
line,  in  the  western  part  of  the  village  of  Oriskany,  is  in  very  poor 
condition  as  to  ballast  and  alignment;  the  rails  and  ties  are  fair. 
The  Summit  Park  branch  is  laid  through  the  highway  for  800 
feet,  from  its  junction  with  the  main  line,  and  is  of  single  track 
construction.  From  this  point  it  is  laid  on  private  right  of  way  to 
the  Park,  and  is  double  track,  the  track  making  a  loop  at  the  park. 
This  track  has  been  entirely  reconstructed.  The  track  from  the 
junction  to  the  end  of  the  single  track  is  nearly  level.    From  the 
double  track  to  the  Park  there  is  a  6  per  cent,  grade,  ascending 
to  the  Park.    This  grade  is  about  1,000  feet  in  length  and  nearly 
uniform,  with  a  curve  near  the  foot  of  it.    There  is  a  bank  6  feet 
high  on  the  east  side,  with  good  shoulder;  there  is  a  guard  rail 
0^  the  west  track  for  a  portion  of  the  distance — none  on  the  east 
track.   On  account  of  the  conditions  at  the  Park,  the  cars  are  run 
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to  and  from  the  Park  on  the  left-hand  tracks.   There  ^was  a  large 
gang  lof  men  at  work  on  this  section  of  the  road  and  the  improTe- 
ments  were  nearly  completed  at  the  time  of  the  inspeotioik 
The  maximum  grade  is  6  per  cent,  for  1,000  feet. 

EquiprnetU. 

The  company  owns  109  cars.  Of  these,  49  are  box  cars,  56 
open  cars,  2  work  cars  and  2  sweeper  cars.  Of  the  box  cars,  37 
are  16  feet,  9  are  18  feet  and  3  are  20  feet.  Of  the  open  cars,  14 
are  10-bench,  9  are  8-bench,  26  are  6-bench  and  7  are  7-bencL 
The  truck  equipment  consists  of  19  Taylor,  19  Peckham,  4  Brill, 
6  Bemish,  1  Sheffield  and  17  Menier;  these  are  all  single  tracks. 
The  Taylor  and  Brill  trucks  are  7  feet  wheel  base;  the  Bemish  and 
Menier  are  6  feet,  6-inch;  3  of  the  Peckham  are  7  feet;  and  all 
others  are  6  feet,  6-inch  wheel  base.  All  wheels  are  2f-indi 
tread. 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  14  T.  H,  P.  30  double  reduc- 
tion motors;  7  W.  P.  30;  3  G.  E.  52;  and  35  Q.  E.  800.  Cars  arc 
heated  by  hot  water  and  electricity — about  one-half  by  each  sys- 
tem. Sixteen  cars  are  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes;  all 
others  with  single  chain  hand  brakes.  All  are  equipx>ed  with 
fenders  and  electric  headlights.  All  but  eight  of  the  box  cars 
have  sand  boxes;  none  of  the  open  cars  have  sand  boxes,  hot 
they  are  all  provided  with  sand  carried  in  pails  or  boxes  nnder 
the  seats,  to  be  used  by  hand.  No  red  flags  or  lanterns  are  car 
ried  on  the  cars.  Cars  are  inspected  every  night,  over  pits,  and 
repairs  made  by  day  gang.  There  are  two  day  men  cleaning 
cars. 

The  company's  car  barn,  which  is  located  on  Main  street,  at  the 
terminus  of  the  line,  is  a  one  and  one-half  story  brick  building, 
200  by  100  feet.  The  general  oflflces  of  the  company  and  a  wait- 
ing room  for  passengers  are  located  in  this  building.  Between 
these  and  the  car  bam,  which  is  under  the  same  roof,  the  tracks 
are  laid  forming  a  loop,  which  extends  from  the  main  line  tracks 
through  the  building  and  back  to  the  main  line.  AH  cars  are 
operated  around  this  loop.  The  car  barn  is  equipped  with  eight 
tracks,  with  pits  under  seven  of  them ;  these  are  heated  by  steam. 
The  car  bam  has  a  storage  capacity  of  55  cars.  There  is  a  repair 
shop,  with  two  drills,  lathe,  saw,  bolt  cutter,  wood  worker  and 
forge.  There  is  a  sand  dryer  heated  by  a  boiler  in  the  car  bara. 
There  are  ten  men  employed  in  the  repair  shops  and  car  bams  in 
taking  care  of  cars. 

The  power  house  is  located  at  the  end  of  the  Lincoln  aveone 
line,  in  the  town  of  New  Hartford.  This  is  a  one-story  brick 
building,  65  by  150  feet,  and  the  boiler  room,  which  is  connected 
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to  it,  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  65  by  80  feet;  both  have  trussed 
tin  roofs.     The  power  house  is  equipped  with  the  following  ap- 
paratus: One  700  horse  power  Corliss  engine,  tandem  compound, 
condensing,  working  at  120  revolutions  per  minute,  direct  con- 
nected to  a  G.  E.  425  K.  W.  generator.    One  cross  compound, 
condensing  Ball  engine,  240  horse  power,  high  speed,  belted  to 
one  EdiBon  200  K.  W.  and  one  E^dison  100  K.  W.  generators. 
One  Armington  &  Simms  engine,  240  horse  power,  high  speed, 
cross  comi>onnd,  condensing,  belted  to  three  Edison  D.  62  genera- 
tors.   One  Armington  &  Simms  cross   compound,    condensing, 
240  horse  power,  high  speed  engine,  belted  to  one  Edison  150 
K.  W.,  and  one  Edison  D.  62  generators.    One  switchboard  with 
eight  panels,  with  the  usual  volt,  ampere  meters,  circuit  breakers, 
etc.,  nine  feeder  circuits  and  three  return  circuits.    The  boiler 
room  is  equipped  with  four  Curtis  and  one  Pennsylvania  tubular 
boilers,  125  horse-power  each,  at  120  pounds  pressure.    The  Cur- 
tis boilers  were  installed  in  1891,  and  the  other  one  in  1899.  The 
Corliss  engine  and  the  generator  connected  to  it  was  installed  in 
1899.    The  Armington  &  Simms  engines  and  the  generators  con- 
nected to  them  were  installed  in  1891.    The  Ball  engine  and  the 
generators  connected  with  it  were  installed  in  1894.    The  Corliss 
engine  and  generator  are  in  first  class  condition;  the  other  en- 
gines and  generators  are  in  fair  condition  and  able  to  fill  the  re- 
quirements for  which  they  are  used — ^to  help  out  on  days  of 
heavy  load  or  to  carry  the  load  while  the  other  engine  is  shut 
down.    The  coal  for  the  boilers  is  dumped  into  the  boiler  room 
from  the  cars  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company.    The  boilers  are  inspected  by  the  Hartford  Boiler 
Insurance  Company,  quarterly. 

The  company  owns  and  controls  Bummit  Park,  which  consists 
of  40  acres  of  land,  on  which  there  is  a  large  building  (with  danc- 
ing platform),  a  restaurant,  candy  and  soda  water  counters,  an 
outdoor  vaudeville  stage,  several  summer  houses,  an  observatory 
tower,  a  bicycle  track  and  grand  stand.  The  grounds  are  lighted 
by  electricity.  No  liquors  are  sold  on  the  grounds.  At  the  en- 
trance to  the  park  there  is  a  depot.  This  is  so  arranged  that  the 
ontgoing  and  incoming  x)a8sengers  pass  through  turn-stiles  and 
are  separated  from  each  other.  The  passengers  on  a  car  are  all 
nnloaded  before  the  car  is  passed  through  a  gate,  allowing  out- 
going passengers  to  board  the  car.  The  first  fare  is  paid  by  pas- 
fi^gers  before  going  through  the  turn-stile.  In  this  way  the 
conductors  have  nothing  to  do  going  down  the  heavy  grade  near 
tl»e  park  but  attend  to  the  trolley  and  brake. 
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Bridges. 

On  Genesee  street,  in  the  city  of  TJtica,  the  doable  tracks  ol 
the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Binghamton  Railroad  are  constructed 
across  the  Erie  canal,  on  a  heavy,  steel  over-truss  bridge,  with  a 
92  feet  span.  This  bridge  is  a  permanent  one,  with  lift  bridges 
on  either  side  of  it,  which  carry  a  roadway  and  sidewalk  eacL 
The  approach  to  this  bridge  from  the  south  is  straight  and  up  a 
4  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet.  The  approach  from  the  north  is 
straight  and  up  a  6  per  cent,  grade  for  150  feet.  The  bridge  is 
safe  for  street  car  traffic.  In  the  village  of  New  Hartford  ih/t 
single  track  of  this  company  crosses  the  Sequoit  creek  on  a  high- 
way bridge,  which  is  an  over-truss  iron  bridge,  75  feet  span,  with 
25  feet  roadway  and  5  feet  sidewalks  on  each  side,  and  solid 
mason  work  abutments;  the  track  is  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the 
roadway.  The  approaches  are  level  and  straight.  There  are  no 
guard  rails  on  the  bridge.  In  the  village  of  New  Hartford,  near 
the  above  bridge,  the  track  is  carried  over  a  raceway,  with  10 
feet  opening,  on  a  bridge  constructed  of  4  steel  rails,  with  the  ties 
laid  across  them.  This  bridge  is  planked  over  and  there  is  a 
driveway  on  each  side  of  it.  On  the  Whitesboro  road  this  com- 
pany's track  crosses  the  Erie  canal  on  an  over-truss  bridge,  74 
feet  span,  resting  on  solid  mason  work  abutments;  it  is  located 
east  of  the  highway  bridge  and  alongside  of  it.  This  bridge  is 
planked  on  the  inside  and  outside,  the  rails  flush  with  top  of 
them.  The  south  approach  is  on  a  curve  and  across  the  highway, 
up  a  4  per  cent,  grade,  on  an  embankment,  with  a  guard  rail  ob 
the  inside  rail.  The  north  approach  is  on  a  curve  across  a 
highway  which  intersects  Whitesboro  street  at  the  north  end  of 
the  bridge;  there  is  an  up  grade  of  4  per  cent,  for  a  distance  of 
1,000  feet,  on  an  embankment;  there  is  a  guard  rail  on  the  inside 
rail,  but  it  does  not  extend  across  the  bridge.  The  rail,  which 
is  45  pound  on  the  bridge  and  approaches,  is  too  light  for  grades 
and  curves  such  as  exist  at  this  point. 

Near  the  village  of  Yorkville  the  track  is  carried  over  a  race- 
way on  a  wood  stringer  bridge,  18  feet  span,  with  12  by  12  inch 
Georgia  pine  stringers,  braced  by  6  by  6  inch  timbers,  arched  and 
bolted  to  a  crosspiece  and  gained  at  the  top.  The  approades 
are  straight  and  level;  there  are  no  guard  rails.  West  of  this 
bridge  the  track  is  constructed  on  a  Whipple  truss  highway 
bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek.  There  is  a  single  span  of  84  feet 
resting  on  mason  work  foundations.  The  track  is  on  the  north 
side  of  the  highway,  which  is  23  feet  wide,  vnth  sidewalks  oo 
each  side.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level  on  each  end. 
This  bridge  has  been  strengthened  by  additional  floor  beams  aod 
truss  rods.    There  are  no  guard  rails.  '  On  the  New  York  Milli 
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branchy  near  the  village  of  Y6rkville,  the  single  track  crosses  the 
canal  on  an  over-truss  bridge,  84  feet,  with  20  feet  roadway,  with 
sidewalks  on  each  side,  elevated  12  inches  above  the  driveway. 
The  track  is  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the  driveway.  The  abut- 
ments are  in  good  condition.  The  approaches  on  either  side  are 
straight.  The  south  one  is  on  an  up  grade  of  3  per  cent,  for  150 
feet;  the  north  one  on  an  up  grade  of  5  per  cent,  for  250  feet. 
The  junction  of  this  branch  with  the  main  line  is  at  the  foot  of 
the  grade,  on  the  north  approach,  and  500  feet  from  the  bridge. 

In  Upper  New  York  Mills,  the  track  is  over  the  Sequoit  creek, 
on  an  over-truss  bridge,  76  feet  span,  with  16  feet  roadway,  with 
sidewalks  on  each  side.  The  track  is  on  the  east  side  of  the 
driveway.  Abutments  are  in  good  condition.  This  bridge  has 
been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  iron  truss  rods  to  each  floor 
beam  on  the  east  side,  and  at  each  end  of  the  truss  on  the  west 
aide.  The  approach  on  the  south  side  is  level  and  straight;  on 
the  north,  on  a  curve  and  down  a  3  per  cent  grade  for  200  feet. 

The  single  track  of  the  Utica  Suburban  Railway  Company  is 
constructed  on  an  over-truss  bridge  over  the  Erie  canal  west  of 
the  village  of  Whitesboro.  This  is  a  single  span  of  98  feet.  The 
bridge  rests  on  iron  uprights  set  on  stone  foundations.  It  is 
located  near  and  west  of  the  highway  bridge.  The  east  approach 
is  on  a  bank,  with  a  curve,  up  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  100  feet, 
with  guard  rail  on  the  curve  which  extends  part  way  across  the 
bridge.  At  the  point  of  the  curve  the  track  is  four  feet  from  the 
edge  of  a  bank  20  feet  high.  On  the  edge  of  this  bank  there  are 
heavy  timbers  laid,  the  top  one  being  four  feet  above  the  track. 
The  south  or  west  approach  is  on  a  curve  and  1  per  cent,  down 
grade  to  the  bridge.  The  curve  is  special  work  with  guard  rail 
and  another  guard  rail  is  laid  around  the  curve  which  extends 
part  way  across  the  bridge.  There  are  6  by  8  inch  wood  stringers 
outside  the  rails  on  the  bridge.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the 
Berlin  Iron  Bridge  Company  in  1899. 

Near  the  Summit  Park  junction  the  track  is  carried  over  the 
canal  feeder  on  a  wood  stringer  bridge,  19  feet  long,  with  two 
stringers  on  the  north  side,  and  one  on  the  south,  9  by  16  inches, 
with  a  trestle  bent  support  in  the  center  of  opening.  The  string- 
ers rest  on  good  mason  work  abutments.  There  are  guard  rails 
oter  the  bridge.  The  approaches  are  straight  and  level.  Fifteen 
hundred  feet  west  of  this  bridge  there  is  an  over-truss  bridge  of 
two  spans  over  the  Oriskany  creek.  The  west  span  is  74  feet,  the 
east  one  86  feet.  This  bridge  is  north  of  the  highway  bridge, 
lie  two  spans  rest  on  good  mason  work  abutments  and  center 
P^er.    The  east  approach  is  on  a  slight  curve,  up  a  2  per  cent. 
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grade,  on  a  bank  for  100  feet.  On  the  north  side  this  bank  is  12 
feet  high.  The  west  approach  is  on  a  curve  and  up  a  1  per  cent 
grade  with  a  short  piece  of  guard  rail  on  the  curve. 

Qrade  Crossings  of  Steam  Tracks, 

The  single  track  of  the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Binghamton  Rail- 
road Company  crosses  two  main  line  and  one  switch  track  of 
the  West  Shore  Railroad  Company,  on  Genesee  street,  in  the  city 
of  Utica.  This  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in 
fair  condition.  The  distance  between  the  outside  rails  of  the 
steam  tracks  is  63  feet.  Standing  on  the  electric  track  north  of 
the  crossing,  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  to  the  west  is 
obstructed  by  houses;  to  the  east  a  good  view  of  them  can  be 
had  for  2,000  feet.'  On  the  south  side  the  view  to  the  east  is 
obstructed  by  cars,  which  are  usually  standing  on  the  siding,  and 
a  coal  shed.  To  the  west  a  fair  view  can  be  had  for  1,500  feet. 
Standing  on  the  crossing  a  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had 
for  over  2,000  feet  in  either  direction.  There  is  no  grade  or  curve 
in  the  steam  or  electric  track  on  either  side  of  the  crossing.  Fifty 
feet  south  of  the  steam  tracks  there  is  a  switch  point  in  the 
electric  track  which  connects  the  Forrest  Hill  Cemetery  branch 
with  the  main  line.  One  hundred  feet  north  of  the  crossing  the 
double  tracks  of  the  electric  road  are  joined  together  with  a 
spring  point  switch.  The  crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  operated 
by  a  man  on  the  ground,  at  all  hours.  Electric  cars  are  operated 
over  this  crossing  at  15-minute  intervals  in  the  winter  season,  and 
in  addition,  the  cemetei-y  cars  are  operated  over  it  in  the  summer 
season. 

Near  the  village  of  New  Hartford,  the  single  track  of  this  com- 
pany crosses  the  single  track  of  the  IJtica  and  Binghamton  branch 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company. 
This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing  with  sx)ecial  work  in  fair  con- 
dition. On  the  electric  track  south  of  the  crossing  the  view  of 
the  steam  track  to  the  east  is  obstructed  by  a  depot  building 
and  a  curve  in  the  steam  track.  A  view  can  be  had  of  it  to  the 
west  for  1,200  feet.  On  the  north  side  of  the  crossing  the  view 
of  the  steam  track  is  obstructed  in  each  direction.  There  is  a 
curve  in  the  steam  track  on  either  side  of  the  crossing,  and  a  view 
of  the  steam  track  from  the  crossing  can  be  had  for  500  feet  to 
the  west  and  for  2,000  feet  east.  There  is  no  grade  or  curve  in 
the  electric  track  on  either  side.  On  the  south  side  of  the  cross- 
ing there  is  a  spring  point  turn-out  switch  in  the  electric  tracks. 
The  New  Hartford  depot  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  is  located  at  this  crossing.  There  are 
six  passenger  and  three  freight  trains  (and  some  coal  trains  which 
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are  not  scheduled)  operated  over  the  steam  tracks  daily.  Two 
passenger  trains  and  the  coal  trains  do  not  stop  at  this  depot. 
This  crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  operated  by  a  man  on  the 
ground,  at  all  honrs. 

On  Columbia  street  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses 
the  single  track  of  the  Utica,  Chenango  and  Susquehanna  Valley 
Railway  Company,  operated  by  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad  Company.  This  is  a  cut  crossing  with  special 
work  in  fair  condition.  The  view  from  the  electric  track  is 
obstructed  in  all  directions  by  houses.  From  the  crossing  the 
view  of  the  steam  track  is  limited  to  the  west  by  a  curve  to  1,000 
feet;  a  view  to  the  east  can  be  had  for  2,000  feet.  There  are  14 
passenger  and  8  freight  trains  daily  operated  over  this  crossing 
and  there  is  considerable  switching  done  at  this  point.  Columbia 
street  is  nearly  level  with  the  crossing  on  either  side  of  it.  This 
crossing  is  protected  by  gates,  operated  by  a  man  on  the  ground, 
from  6.45  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 

On  Columbia  street  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses 
the  single  track  of  the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Binghamton  Railroad 
Company,  operated  by  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Rail- 
way Company.  The  view  of  the  steam  track  from  the  electric 
track  is  obstructed  in  all  directions  by  houses.  The  view  of  the 
steam  track  from  the  crossing,  west,  is  limited  by  a  curve  to  400 
feet;  to  the  east  by  a  curve  to  1,000  feet.  There  is  a  depot  located 
at  this  crossing.  There  are  four  passenger  and  some  freight 
trains  daily  operated  over  it.  All  of  the  passenger  and  some  of 
the  freight  trains  stop  at  this  station.  There  is  a  flagman  at 
this  crossing,  who  also  sells  tickets;  he  is  on  duty  from  7  a.  m. 
until  11.30  p.  m. 

In  upper  New  York  Mills  the  single  track  of  this  company 
crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Company. 
This  is  a  diagonal  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  poor  condi- 
tion ;  clear  and  open  to  view  in  all  directions.  It  is  10  feet  from 
the  north  end  of  the  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek.  The  steam 
track  is  straight;  there  is  a  curve  in  the  electric  track  and  a  3 
per  cent,  grade  descending  to  the  bridge.  This  branch  of  the 
West  Shore  Railroad  extends  from  the  main  line  to  the  upper 
^ew  York  Mills,  about  three  miles;  there  is  switching,  to  and 
from  the  mills,  done  over  it.  There  is  no  protection  at  this  cross- 
ing. 

On  Whitesbopo  street  the  single  track  of  the  Utica  Belt  Line 
Street  Railroad  Company  crosses  the  single  track  of  the  Utica, 
Chenango  and  Susquehanna  Valley  Railway  Company,  operated 
by  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad  Company. 
This  is  a  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition,  pro- 
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tected  by  a  flagman,  gates  and  derail  switches  in    the  electric 
track. 

On  LaFayette  street  the  single  track  of  this  company  crosses 
the  single  main  track  and  one  switch  track  of  the  Utica,  Clin- 
ton and  Binghamton  Railroad  Company,  operated  by  the  New 
York,  Ontario  and  Western  Railway  Company.  This  is  a  right 
angle  cut  crossing  with  special  work  in  fair  condition.  The  view 
of  the  crossing  is  obstructed  by  houses  on  all  comers.  There  is 
a  draw-bridge  over  the  canal,  300  feet  east  of  the  crossing,  and 
the  steam  tracks  can  be  seen  1,200  feet  west  of  it.  The  electric 
track  is  level  and  straight  on  each  side.  There  is  a  curve  in  the 
steam  tracks.  A  flagman  is  stationed  at  this  point  who  guards 
this  and  Varick  street,  which,  is  40  feet  east  of  LaFiayette  street; 
he  is  on  duty  from  7  a.  m.  to  6.45  p.  m.;  there  are  no  gates  at 
the  crossing.  The  same  number  of  trains  pass  over  this  crossing 
as  stated  in  the  description  of  the  Columbia  street  crossing  of  this 
steam  road. 

Cars  on  the  several  routes  are  operated  on  the  following 
schedules:  Genesee  street  line,  7^  minutes;  South  street  line, 
10  and  15  minutes;  Eagle  street  line,  10  and  15  minutes;  Blan- 
dina  street  line,  12  minutes;  Elm  street  line,  20  minutes;  Lincoln 
avenue  line,  15  minutes;  Phillips  and  Hicks  street  line,  20 
minutes;  New  York  Mills,  Whitesboro  and  New  Hartford  lines 
on  a  30-minute  schedule.  Cars  are  operated  from  6  a.  m.  to  1 
a.  m.  The  following  rates  of  fare  are  charged:  In  the  city  limits, 
with  transfers  to  any  line  in  the  city  limits,  5  cents.  Ten-cent 
cash  fare  and  8-cent  ticket  fare  to  Whitesboro,  New  York  Mills 
and  New  Hartford  with  transfers  to  the  city  line  on  the  cash  fare 
but  not  on  the  ticket  fare.  The  population  of  New  Hartford  is 
about  1,200;  New  York  Mills  and  Yorkville,  4,000;  Whitesboro^ 
2,000. 

The  bridges  on  this  road  were  all  examined  and  approved  by 
Bridge  Expert  Charles  F.'  Btowell,  in  1898  and  1899. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  description,  the  track  and  road- 
bed, with  a  few  exceptions,  are  in  fair  condition.  Some  of  the 
box  cars  are  in  poor  condition,  but  a  large  proportion  of  them  are 
in  good  shape,  clean  and  comfortable.  The  open  cars  are  nearly 
all  in  good  condition.  Trailer  cars  are  used  during  the  bnsy 
hours  and  on  special  occasions;  they  are  in  general  use  on  the 
Summit  Park  line  during  the  season.  The  conductors  and  motor- 
men  are  uniformed;  they  each  have  a  copy  of  rules  in  book  fonn. 
The  running  schedule  is  posted  at  the  car  barn,  and  there  is  a 
starter  at  this  point. 

The  old  double  reduction  motors  are  in  poor  condition;  theie 
are  now  being  replaced  by  modern  motors. 
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The  i>ower  house  is  in  good  shape  and  the  equipment  suflBcient 
to  furnish  current  for  the  maximum  traffic  of  the  road.  The  old 
generators  are  not  first  class  machines,  but  are  in  condition  to 
be  used  as  auxllaries. 

The  car  bam  is  equipped  with  everything  necessary  for  storing, 
inspecting,  cleaning  and  repairing  cars. 

The  heavy  excursion  business  on  this  road  is  done  in  the 
fiummer  season,  on  the  Summit  Park  branch.  The  track  from  the 
main  line  to  the  park  was  entirely  rebuilt  this  spring.  The  grade 
has  been  made  uniform  and  the  sharp  curves  have  been  taken 
out.  The  arrangements  for  handling  passengers  at  the  park 
terminus  are  good,  as  the  incoming  and  outgoing  passengers  are 
separated  and  the  use  of  turn-stiles  prevent  crowding  and  should 
prevent  overloading;  they  also  allow  the  conductor  to  give  his 
undivided  attention  to  the  operation  of  the  car  going  down  the 
grade,  as  he  is  not  obliged  to  collect  fares  on  this  end  of  the  line. 
One  objectionable  feature  in  the  method  of  oi)erating  cars  to  this 
park  is  the  use  of  trailer  cars.  This  is  not  as  safe  a  way  to  carry 
large  crowds  as  in  single  well  equipped  cars. 

The  Oriskany  line  is  equipped  with  a  block  system.  There  are 
ten  turnouts  on  this  line,  and  at  each  switch  there  is  a  signal 
box  with  two  handles,  with  one  of  which  the  light  at  the  last 
switch  that  the  car  passed  can  be  extinguished;  the  other  lights 
lamps  at  the  box  which  is  operated  and  at  the  next  switch  ahead. 
In  this  manner  a  car  running  between  switches  is  protected  by  a 
light  at  the  switch  ahead  of  it  and  at  the  one  behind  it.  A  rule 
of  the  company  compels  motormen  to  bring  their  cars  to  a  stop 
before  crossing  a  steam  road,  and  the  conductor  must  go  ahead 
on  to  the  steam  track  and  pilot  his  car  across. 

The  management  of  the  road  and  the  discipline  of  employees 
is  good,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  grade  crossings  of  steam 
roads  and  heavy  grades,  there  are  no  extra  dangerous  elements 
existing  in  the  physical  condition  of  track  and  roadbed,  or  in  the 
mt^nner  of  operation  of  cars,  but  to  increase  the  factor  of  safety 
in  the  operation  of  this  system  I  submit  the  following 

Recommendations. 

On  the  line  of  the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Binghamton  Railroad 
Company:  That  at  the  crossing  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad 
tracks  on  Genesee  street,  in  the  city  of  Utica,  a  derail  switch  be 
placed  in  the  track,  on  the  south  side  of  the  crossing,  as  near  to 
the  switch  point  of  the  cemetery  line  switch  as  possible,  con- 
structed to  turn  a  car  into  the  highway  and  one  in  the  track  north 
of  the  crossing  and  50  feet  from  it,  the  levers  arranged  in  such 
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a  manner  that  the  steam  tracks  must  be  croseed  to  operate  them, 
these  to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars.  That 
a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire,  and  in  metallic 
contact  with  it,  over  the  crossing;  this  so  arranged  that  if  the 
trolley  wheel  leaves  the  wire  it  will  receive  current  from  the 
the  trough  while  going  over  the  crossing.  That  a  derail  switch 
be  placed  in  the  track  on  the  north  side  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  Company's  track,  on  the  New  Hart- 
ford road,  and  that  the  spring  point  switch  on  the  turnout  south 
of  the  crossing  be  changed  to  a  stub  switch,  to  be  operated  bj 
a  lever  on  the  north  side  of  the  steam  track;  this  switch  to  be  set 
to  derail  a  car  going  north.  That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over 
the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  derail  switches  be  placed 
in  the  track  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  (Company's  track,  on  Columbia 
street,  and  that  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire 
over  the  crossing.  That  derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  track 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Wefitern  Railway  Company's  track,  on  Columbia  street,  and  that 
a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  cross- 
ing. That  a  copper  tfough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  at  the 
Upper  New  York  Mills  crossing  of  the  switch  track  of  the  West 
Shore  Railroad,  and  the  special  work  of  the  crossing  renewed. 
That  guard  rails  be  placed  on  the  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek, 
in  the  village  of  New  Hartford.  That  the  guard  rails  on  the 
approaches  to  the  first  bridge  over  the  canal,  west  of  Utica,  on  the 
Whiteeboro  road,  be  extended  across  the  bridge.  That  the  45- 
pound  rail  on  the  bridge  and  the  approaches  to  it  be  replaced 
by  60-pound  rail.  That  stop  signs  be  placed  on  each  end  of  the 
bridge  and  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  going  down  the  grades 
on  either  side.  That  the  wooden  bridge  over  the  raceway,  west 
of  the  village  of  Yorkville,  be  replaced  by  an  iron  bridge,  and 
that  guard  rails  be  placed  over  the  wood  stringer  bridge  while 
it  is  allowed  to  remain.  That  guard  rails  be  placed  on  the 
Whipple  truss  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek.  That  a  stop  sign 
be  placed  on  the  north  side  of  the  canal  bridge,  on  the  New 
York  Mills  line,  and  that  all  cars  going  north  come  to  a  stop  be- 
fore going  down  the  grade  on  the  north  side  of  the  bridge.  That 
the  tracks  on  Genesee  street,  between  Pleasant  street  and  the 
village  of  New  Hartford,  be  ballasted,  surfaced  and  lined.  While 
the  45-pound  rail  on  this  route  is  not  dangerous  for  the  class  of 
traffic  which  passes  over  it,  economy  in  operation  would  necessi- 
tate a  heavier  rail  and  the  comfort  of  passengers  would  be  in- 
creased by  its  adoption.  That  a  block  signal  system  be  placed 
on  this  line,  with  signal  boxes  at  all  turnout  switches  between 
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the  West  Shore  Railroad  crossing  and  the  village  of  New  Hart- 
ford. That  the  45-pound  rail  on  the  turnouts  on  the  Whitesboro 
line  be  replaced  by  60-pound  rail. 

Utiea  Suburban  Railway  Company:  That  the  guard  rails  on  the 
curves  on  the  approaches  to  Bradley's  bridge,  be  extended  across 
the  bridge.    That  a  stop  sign  be  placed  on  the  north  end  of  the 
bridge,  and  all  cars  going  east  come  to  a  stop  before  going  down 
the  grade  on  that  side  of  the  bridge.    That  guard  rails  be  placed 
on  the  aproaches  and  over  the  bridge  which  spans  the  Oriskany 
creek,  and  that  the  3x4  inch  stringers  out  side  the  rails  be  re- 
placed by  6  X  8  inch  stringers.    That  a  guard  rail  be  paced  on  the 
south  rail  on  the  track  between  Bradley's  bridge  and  Summit  Park 
junction,  where  the  track  is  near  the  canal  bank.    That  the  guard 
rail  on  the  west  track  on  the  Summit  Park  branch  be  extended 
around  the  curve,  and  one  be  placed  on  the  east  track.    That  the 
rails  on  both  tracks  be  braced  on  the  curves.    That  the  track 
from  Oriskany  creek  to  the  Oriskany  terminus  be  ballasted, 
surfaced  and  lined.    That  the  curves  on  the  Forrest  Hill  ceme- 
tery branch  be  braced. 

Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad  Company:  That  at  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Raiload  Com- 
pany's track,  on  Whitesboro  street,  a  copper  trough,  be  placed 
over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  at  the  crossing 
of  the  New  York,  Ontario  ond  Western  Railway  Company's 
tracks  on  LaFayette  street,  a  derail  switch  be  placed  in  the  elec- 
tric tracks,  on  each  side  of  the  crossing,  to  be  operated  by  the  con- 
ductor of  the  electic  cars,  and  that  a  copper  trough  be  placed 
over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  guard  rails  be  placed 
on  the  reverse  curves,  on  Lincoln  avenue,  on  the  power  house  end 
of  the  line.  That  the  track  on  South  street,  from  Third  street 
to  the  terminus  of  the  line,  be  relaid.  That  the  low  joints  on 
Blandina  street,  between  Albany  and  Nichols  street,  be  raised. 
That  the  track  from  Nichols  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  be  relaid. 
That  the  special  work  on  the  turnouts,  between  Union  street  and 
Park  avenue  and  at  Third  street,  be  renewed.  That  all  the  cars 
be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes;  also  with  red  flags  and 
lanterns. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendations  as  to  the  installation  of  derailing  switches 
at  crossings  of  steam  railroads  the  requirements  of  this  Board,  under 
section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.  The  company  replied  that,  "  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Board  will  be  carried  out  as  rapidly  as  possible." 
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a  manner  that  the  steam  tracks  must  be  crossed  to  operate  them^ 
these  to  be  operated  by  the  conductors  of  the  electric  cars.  That 
a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire,  and  in  metallic 
contact  with  it,  over  the  crossing;  this  so  arranged  that  if  the 
trolley  wheel  leaves  the  wire  it  will  receive  current  from  the 
the  trough  while  going  over  the  crossing.  That  a  derail  switch 
be  placed  in  the  track  on  the  north  side  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  Company's  track,  on  the  New  Hart- 
ford road,  and  that  the  spring  point  switch  on  the  turnout  south 
of  the  crossing  be  changed  to  a  stub  switch,  to  be  operated  by 
a  lever  on  the  north  side  of  the  steam  track;  this  switch  to  be  set 
to  derail  a  car  going  north.  That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over 
the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  derail  switches  be  placed 
in  the  track  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  Railroad  Company's  track,  on  Columbia 
street,  and  that  a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire 
over  the  crossing.  That  derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  track 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and 
Western  Railway  Company's  track,  on  Columbia  street,  and  that 
a  copper  trough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  ci-oss- 
ing.  That  a  copper  tfough  be  placed  over  the  trolley  wire  at  the 
Upper  New  York  Mills  crossing  of  the  switch  track  of  the  West 
Shore  Railroad,  and  the  special  w^ork  of  the  crossing  renewed. 
That  guard  rails  be  placed  on  the  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek, 
in  the  village  of  New  Hartford.  That  the  guard  rails  on  the 
approaches  to  the  first  bridge  over  the  canal,  west  of  Utica,  on  the 
Whiteeboro  road,  be  extended  across  the  bridge.  That  the  45- 
pound  rail  on  the  bridge  and  the  approaches  to  it  be  replaced 
by  60-pound  rail.  That  stop  signs  be  placed  on  each  end  of  the 
bridge  and  all  cars  come  to  a  stop  before  going  down  the  grades 
on  either  side.  That  the  wooden  bridge  over  the  raceway,  west 
of  the  village  of  Yorkville,  be  replaced  by  an  iron  bridge,  and 
that  guard  rails  be  placed  over  the  wood  stringer  bridge  while 
it  is  allowed  to  remain.  That  guard  rails  be  placed  on  the 
Whipple  truss  bridge  over  the  Sequoit  creek.  That  a  stop  sign 
be  placed  on  the  north  side  of  the  canal  bridge,  on  the  New 
York  Mills  line,  and  that  all  cars  going  north  come  to  a  stop  be- 
fore going  down  the  grade  on  the  north  side  of  the  bridge.  That 
the  tracks  on  Genesee  street,  between  Pleasant  street  and  the 
village  of  New  Hartford,  be  ballasted,  surfaced  and  lined.  While 
the  45-pound  rail  on  this  route  is  not  dangerous  for  the  class  of 
traffic  which  passes  over  it,  economy  in  operation  would  necessi- 
tate a  heavier  rail  and  the  comfort  of  passengers  would  be  in- 
creased by  its  adoption.  That  a  block  signal  system  be  placed 
on  this  line,  with  signal  boxes  at  all  turnout  switches  between 
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the  West  Shore  Railroad  crossing  and  the  village  of  New  Hart- 
ford. That  the  45-pound  rail  on  the  turnouts  on  the  Whitesboro 
line  be  replaced  by  60-pound  rail. 

Utica  Suburban  Railway  Company:  That  the  guard  rails  on  the 
curves  on  the  approaches  to  Bradley's  bridge,  be  extended  across 
the  bridge.  That  a  stop  sign  be  placed  on  the  north  end  of  the 
bridge,  and  all  cars  going  east  come  to  a  stop  before  going  down 
the  grade  on  that  side  of  the  bridge.  That  guard  rails  be  placed 
on  the  aproaches  and  over  the  bridge  which  spans  the  Oriskany 
creek,  and  that  the  3x4  inch  stringers  out  side  the  rails  be  re- 
placed by  6  X  8  inch  stringers.  That  a  guard  rail  be  paced  on  the 
south  rail  on  the  track  between  Bradley's  bridge  and  Summit  Park 
junction,  where  the  track  is  near  the  canal  bank.  That  the  guard 
rail  on  the  west  track  on  the  Summit  Park  branch  be  extended 
around  the  curve,  and  one  be  placed  on  the  east  track.  That  the 
rails  on  both  tracks  be  braced  on  the  curves.  That  the  track 
from  Oriskany  creek  to  the  Oriskany  terminus  be  ballasted, 
surfaced  and  lined.  That  the  curves  on  the  Forrest  Hill  ceme- 
tery branch  be  braced. 

Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad  Company:  That  at  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Raiload  Com- 
pany's track,  on  Whitesboro  street,  a  copper  trough,  be  placed 
dver  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  at  the  crossing 
of  the  New  York,  Ontario  ond  Western  Railway  Company's 
tracks  on  LaFayette  street,  a  derail  switch  be  placed  in  the  elec- 
tric tracks,  on  each  side  of  the  crossing,  to  be  operated  by  the  con- 
ductor of  the  electic  cars,  and  that  a  copper  trough  be  placed 
over  the  trolley  wire  over  the  crossing.  That  guard  rails  be  placed 
on  the  reverse  curves,  on  Lincoln  avenue,  on  the  power  house  end 
of  the  line.  That  the  track  on  South  street,  from  Third  street 
to  the  terminus  of  the  line,  be  relaid.  That  the  low  joints  on 
Blandina  street,  between  Albany  and  Nichols  street,  be  raised. 
That  the  track  from  Nichols  street  to  the  end  of  the  line  be  relaid. 
That  the  special  work  on  the  turnouts,  between  Union  street  and 
Park  avenue  and  at  Third  street,  be  renewed.  That  all  the  cars 
be  equipped  with  double  chain  brakes;  also  with  red  flags  and 
lanterns. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  t?o  the  company,  with  a  letter,  making 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendations  as  to  the  installation  of  derailing  switches 
at  crossings  of  steam  railroads  the  requirements  of  this  Board,  under 
section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.  The  company  replied  that,  **  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Board  will  be  carried  out  as  rapidly  as  possible." 
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Wavbrly,  Satrb  and  Athens  Traction  Company. 

December  18,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  Waverly,  Sayre  and  Athens 
Traction  Company's  system  and  submit  the  following: 

This  system  extends  from  Waverly,  New  York,  to  Sayre  and 
Athens,  Pennsylvania,  a  distance  of  6  17.100  miles  with  a  belt 
line  in  the  village  of  Waverly  If  miles  in  length,  all  single  track. 
Three  miles  of  this  system  is  located  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
It  extends  from  the  west  end  of  the  village  of  Waverly  through 
Broad  street,  1,300  feet  of  which  is  paved;  this  is  the  main  street 
of  the  village;  then  through  Cayuta  avenue,  to  Ithaca  street,  and 
to  Chemung  street,  returning  to  Broad  street,  making  a  belt  line, 
on  which  the  maximum  grade  is  6  per  cent.  There  are  two 
bridges  and  one  grade  crossing  of  steam  railroads  on  the  system 
in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Track  and  Roadbed  Inspection, 

The  track  is  constructed  through  the  center  of  Broad  street, 
with  a  4  per  cent,  grade  for  1,300  feet,  with  60-pound  T-rail,  in 
good  condition;  then  to  the  junction  of  the  main  line  and  the 
belt  line  with  special  work  which  is  not  in  first  class  condition; 
then  through  Cayuta  avenue,  through  the  center  of  the  street, 
with  45-pound  T-rail,  in  fair  condition.  Then  with  curve  and 
guard  to  the  center  of  Ithaca  street;  then  with  curve  and  guard 
to  Chemung  street,  and  over  Dry  Brook  creek,  with  a  27-foot 
opening,  constructed  of  15-inch  I-beams,  resting  on  masonry  abut- 
ments, in  good  condition,  the  track  in  the  center  of  the  driveway 
and  a  car  passing  over  this  bridge  causes  no  deflection.  The  ap- 
proaches to  it  are  level  and  straight;  then  with  curve  and  guard 
to  Broad  street,  to  an  opening  over  the  same  creek,  and  with  the 
same  construction  and  condition  as  the  other  opening,  and  a  car 
passing  over  it  causes  no  deflection. 

On  Broad  street  the  track  crosses  a  switch  track  of  the  Erie 
Railroad,  which  extends  from  the  main  line  to  a  furniture  factory 
engine  room,  and  is  used  only  for  switching  coal  to  this  factory. 
The  end  of  the  switch  track  is  180  feet  from  the  crossing,  and  a 
fair  view  of  it  can  be  had  from  the  electric  track  in  each  direc- 
tion. I  am  informed  cars  are  usually  taken  over  this  track  to 
the  factory  once  a  week.  There  is  no  protection  at  this  crossing, 
and  the  electric  cars  do  come  to  a  stop  at  it. 

The  power  house  and  car  barns  of  this  company  are  located 
outside  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  company  has  a  waiting 
room  and  oflQce  on  Broad  street,  in  the  village  of  Waverly.  The 
main  and  belt  line  cars  are  operated  on  a  20-minute  headway 
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from  5.25  a.  m.  to  12  o'clock  p.  m^  A  5-cent  fare  is  charged  on 
the  main  line  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  on  the  belt  line. 
Transfers  are  given  between  these  two  lines.  There  is  no  sum- 
mer park  or  special  attractions  on  this  line. 

I  have  no  recommendations  to  make  in  reference  to  the  physi- 
cal condition  or  the  method  of  operation  of  this  company's  sys- 
tem. I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  for  cars  to  come  to  a  stop 
before  crossing  the  branch  track  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company.

West  Water  Street  Railway  (Edmira.) 

August  23,  1900. 

I  have  made  an  inspection  of  the  West  Water  Street  (Company's 
system,  and  submit  the  following: 

This  company's  system  consists  of  three  miles  of  single  track 
and  extends  from  the  center  of  Main  street,  in  the  city  of  Elmira, 
through  West  Water  street,  Sandy  Hole  road,  in  the  town  of 
Elmira,  with  a  branch  extending  from  the  main  line  at  the  west 
line  of  the  farm  owned  by  Greorge  Hoffman,  to  the  Chemung 
river.    This  branch  being  constructed  over  private  right  of  way. 

This  company's  lines  are  leased  to  the  Elmira  Water,  Light  and 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  report  on  the  inspection  of  the  track 
of  this  company  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  inspection  of  the 
Elmira  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company's  system. 

This  company  owns  no  other  property  than  its  tracks.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  description  of  tracks  given  in  the  report  on  the 
Elmira  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company,  this  company's  track 
crosses  at  grade  on  Market  street  two  tracks  of  the  Erie  Rail- 
road Company.  This  is  a  right  angle  cut  crossing,  with  special 
work,  in  good  condition.  The  view  of  the  steam  tracks  from  the 
electric  tracks  is  obstructed  in  all  directions  by  buildings.  On 
the  crossing  the  view  of  the  steam  tracks  can  be  had  for  over 
2,000  feet  in  each  direction.  The  Erie  bridge,  over  the  Chemung 
river,  is  50  feet  south  of  the  crossing.  This  crossing  is  protected 
by  gates  operated  by  a  man  in  tower  at  all  hours.  The  electric 
tracks  are  straight  and  up  a  1  per  cent,  grade  to  the  crossing  on 
the  east  side  and  level  on  the  west.  Electric  cars  are  oi)erated 
over  this  crossing  at  two-minute  intervals.  For  the  protection  of 
this  crossing,  I  make  the  following 

Recommendations, 

That  derail  switches  be  placed  in  the  electric  tracks,  these  to 
be  operated  from  the  tower.  That  a  copper  trough  be  placed  on 
the  trolley  wire  over  this  crossing,  and  that  conductors  of  electric 
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cars  go  ahead  of  their  cars  to  the  crossing  and  pilot  them,  oyer 
it. 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter,  maJdng 
the  recommendations  of  the  electrical  expert  the  recommendations  of  this 
Board,  and  his  recommendation  as  to  derailing  switches  at  the  crossing 
of  the  Erie  Railroad,  on  Market  street,  the  requirement  of  the  Board, 
under  section  36  of  the  Railroad  Law.  The  company  asked  that  this 
requirement  be  withdrawn.  Inasmuch  as  this  crossing  is  guarded  during 
the  entire  twenty-four  hours  by  a  watchman  in  a  tower  ojperatlng  gates. 
The  requirement  was  withdrawn.  This  railroad  is  operated  by  the 
Elmlra  Water,  Light  and  Railroad  Company,  and  the  statements  at  the 
end  of  the  report  as  to  that  company's  railroad,  published  herein,  as 
to  copper  troughs  over  trolley  wires  at  steam  railroad  crossings,  apply 
in  the  matter  of  the  crossing  spoken  of  in  this  report. 


In  the  matter  of  safety  devices  at  crossing  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  and  railroads  operated  by  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company. 

Reports  of  the  electrical  exi)ert  and  a  statement  of  the  action 
of  the  Board  thereon,  in  reference  to  safety  devices  at  points 
where  the  Long  Island  Railroad  is  crossed  at  grade  by  railroads 
operated  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  appear  in 
the  first  volume  of  the  1899  report  of  this  Board.  These  devices 
are  being  installed.  On  August  2,  1900,  representatives  of  the 
two  companies  appeared  before  the  Board,  in  New  York  city,  on 
the  question  of  division  of  the  expense  between  the  two  companies, 
and  reached  an  agreement  for  their  respective  companies,  no 
order  being  made  by  the  Board. 


In  the  matter  of  crossings  of  steam  railroads  by  the  Troy 
City  Railway. 

On  October  5,  1898,  this  Board  ordered  the  installation  of  cer- 
tain derailing  switches  at  crossings  of  the  Troy  City  Railway  and 
steam  rairoads.  On  August  7,  1900,  the  following  letter  was 
received  from  the  United  Traction  Company,  the  successor  of  the 
Troy  C5ty  Railway,  to  which  the  following  reply  was  made  by  the 

Board:

John   S.    Kenyon,    Secretary,  Board  of  Railroad  Commisaionera,  Capitol, 
Albany,  N,  Y,: 
Dear  Sib. — Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Oommissioners  on  page  92,  volume  1,  of  your 
Report  for  1898. 

The  United  Traction  Company  took  control  of  the  Troy  City  RaUway 
in  December  of  1899.     During  the  winter  of  1900,  so  much  diflaculty  was 
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experienced  in  keeping  the  derailing  switches  in  anything  like  proper 
working  order  that  their  use  by  the  United  Traction  Company  was  dis- 
continued, and  they  placed  at  the  various  steam  crossings,  and  have 
since  maintained,  watchmen,  during  the  hours  of  the  street  railway  traffic. 
Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  by  the  discontinuance 
of  the  derailing  switches  we  are  technically  violating  the  recommenda- 
tions of  your  Commission. 

We  would  respectfully  request  you  to  make  such  change  as  will  allow 
us  to  protect  our  steam  road  crossings  by  watchmen  in  place  of  the 
derailing  switches.

Later,  the  companj  requested  a  modification 
of  the  recommendation  as  to  brakes,  andi  a  report  upon  such  re- 
quest was  made  by  the  electrical  expert,  as  follows: 

In  answer  to  the  letter  of  H.  S.  Ck>oper,  general  manager  of  the 
Ithaca  Street  Railway  Ck)mpany,  to  your  Honorable  Board,  dated  March 
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6th,  in  reference  to  "emergency  brakes,"  which  was  referred  to  me, 
would  say: 

That,  as  stated  In  my  report  of  an  inspection  made  of  this  company's 
system,  I  made  an  examination  of  and  tested  each  brake  equipment  In 
use  on  the  road,  and  the  result,  as  shown  In  the  report,  demonstrates 
that  the  emergency  brakes  In  use  are  not  suited  to  the  putpose  for  which 
they  are  Intended,  and  I  fully  agree  with  the  statement  made  by  Mr. 
Cooper,  in  his  letter  to  your  Honorable  Board,  that  under  certain  con- 
ditions of  weather  they  add  an  element  of  danger  to  the  operation  of 
cars  equipped  with  them. 

The  Flood  Emergency  Brake,  mentioned  by  Mr.  Cooper.  Is  the  one  in 
use  on  the  Albany  Railway  Company's  system,  and  I  consider  it  a  more 
efficient  brake  for  emergency  purposes  than  the  one  now  used  by  the 
Ithaca  Railway  Company. 

At  the  time  of  making  my  report  I  considered  the  question  of  making 
a  recommendation  to  equip  the  cars  with  the  Flood  brake,  but  gave 
the  company  an  opportunity  to  put  the  present  brakes  in  working  order, 
when  I  intended  to  make  another  examination  and  test  of  them. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  request  of  the  general  manager  be 
granted,  as  the  very  best  kind  of  an  emergency  brake  should  be  used 
on  the  heavy  grades  and  sharp  curves  on  this  company's  system. 

Upon  this  report,  the  Board  notified  the  company  thaWts  re- 
quest in  regard  to  the  substitution  of  a  different  emergency  brake 
than  that  then  in  use,  was  granted. 


In  the  matter  of  a  report  by  the  superintendent  op  the 
Grade  Crossing  Bureau  as  to  two  viaducts  on  the  New 
Paltz  and  Wallkill  Valley  Railroad. 

July  30,  1900. 

CJoncerning  the  two  viaducts  on  the  New  Paltz  and  Wallkill 
Valley  Railroad,  known  as  Red  Bridge  and  Brook's  trestle,  I 
have  the  following  to  report: 

Inspection  made  June  12.  Both  viaducts  carry  the  New  Paltz 
and  Wallkill  Valley  Electric  Railroad  over  the  tracks  of  the 
P.  R.  &  N.  E.  Railroad.  Thev  were  built  in  1897  bv  the  Berlin 
Iron  Bridge  Company.  Both  structures  have  steel  approaches, 
the  main  girders  being  15-inch  I-beams,  with  ties  resting  on  the 
top  flanges  of  the  beams.  That  portion  of  the  viaducts  im- 
mediately over  the  P.  R.  &  N.  E.  tracks  consists  of  pony  trusses, 
and  in  both  crossings  the  skew  on  these  trusses  is  very  great, 
especially  so  at  the  Brooks  trestle.  Both  viaducts  are  supported 
by  columns  made  up  of  channel  sections,  latticed,  resting  on 
masonry  piers;  the  latter  at  Brooks  trestle  are  in  good  condition, 
while  at  the  Red  Bridge  trestle  they  are  in  very  poor  condition 
and  should  have  immediate  attention.  Reference  to  these  piers 
will  again  be  found  under  the  head  of  "  Recommendations." 
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Loads. 

The  heaviest  cars  operated  on  the  New  Paltz  and  Wallkill  Val- 
ley Bailroad  weigh  20  tons,  with  distance  center  to  center  of 
wheel  bases,  22  feet.  Considering  these  cars  to  carry  60  people  at 
100  pounds  each,  the  total  moving  live  load  may  be  assumed  at 
46,000  pounds. 

Stresses  in  Trestles. 

In  the  approach,  one  of  the  longest  spans  is  about  25  feet  long. 
The  weight  carried  by  one  beam,  23,000  pounds,  or  11,500  each, 
on  two  axles  22  feet  center  to  center.  Maximum  bending  moment, 
843,750  inch  pounds.  Beam  used  is  15-inch  I,  weighing  42  pounds 
per  foot.  Therefore  stress  due  to  live  load,  14,300  pounds. 
Weight  of  track  assumed  300  pounds  per  lineal  foot;  weight  of 
track  carried  by  one  truss,  150  pounds  per  lineal  foot;  weight  of 
beam,  42  pounds  per  lineal  foot;  total  dead  weight,  192  pounds 
per  lineal  foot;  bending,  due  to  dead  weight,  180,000  inch  pounds; 
stress  per  square  inch,  due  to  dead  load,  3,054;  total  stress  per 
square  inch,  14,300  +  3,054  =  17,354  pounds  per  square  inch. 

This  shows  that  the  safety  factor  is  about  3  1-3,  and  that  the 
metal  is  strained  to  beyond  one-half  its  point  of  elastic  limit. 

By  similar  calculations  it  was  found  that  some  members  of  the 
trusses  were  strained  to  17,625  pounds. 

The  stresses  given  above  are  those  induced  by  the  dead  and 
live  loads  only;  impact  stresses  and  those  due  to  braking  of  cars 
were  not  considered.  As  cars  are  run  slowly  over  both  viaducts, 
the  impact  stresses  may  be  neglected;  the  braking  stresses,  how- 
ever, although  not  exactly  determinate,  would  still  further  re- 
duce the  above  safety  factor. 

Columns. 

The  columns  all  seem  to  be  sufficiently  strong.  The  longest 
columns  in  both  trestles  are  really  strained  more  than  is  allowed 
in  good  practice,  but  it  is  improbable  that  in  case  of  failure  the 
cause  will  be  found  to  be  due  to  the  failure  of  any  of  the  columns. 

Paint  and  Condition  of  Steel. 

Red  Bridge  trestle  has  just  been  painted  and  Brooks  trestle 
is  now  being  painted.  The  steel  does  not  seem  to  have  deterior- 
ated greatly  from  rust,  and  is  apparently  in  very  good  condition. 

The  conclusion  reached  Is  that  both  viaducts  are  really  over- 
strained when  loaded  with  a  trolley  car  weighing  20  tons  and 
loaded  with  a  crowd  of  i)eople;  that  there  is,  however,  no  im- 
mediate danger,  provided  speed  is  very  low,  and  frequent  inspec- 
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tions  are  made,  and  defective  rivets  replaced  as  soon  aa  dis- 
covered, 

Reoommendationa. 

1.  That  speed  of  cars  over  the  trestles  be  not  greater  than  about 
4  males  per  hour. 

2.  That  frequent  inspections  be  made  and  particalair  attention 
paid  to  those  rivets  in  the  connections  in  the  floor  system  and 
those  at  ends  of  girders  and  trusses  which  are  liable  to  be 
affected  by  expansion  and  contraction. 

3.  That  instead  of  12  ties  per  30-foot  rail,  at  least  16  be  used. 

4.  That  inside  guard  rails  be  provided  on  both  viaducts. 

5.  That  piers  at  Bed  Bridge  trestle  be  either  improved,  substan- 
tially as  shown  on  appended  sketch,  or  that  new  piers  be  built. 
The  method  shown  by  sketch  is  merely  a  temporary  expedient, 
and  will  serve  to  prevent  the  masonry  from  falling  away  for  some 
years. 

6.  That  at  the  Bed  Bridge  trestle  the  wooden  struts  be  re- 
placed by  steel  struts  firmly  riveted  to  the  bases  of  columns,  and 
that  the  piers  under  these  columns  be  frequently  inspected. 

7.  That  each  year,  before  heavy  traffic  is  resumed,  the  railroad 
company  secure  the  services  of  a  bridge  expert  to  examine  and 
report  in  detail  upon  the  condition  of  both  viaducts,  and  that  a 
copy  of  such  report  be  sent  to  your  Board. 

It  Is  not  found  practicable  to  print  here  the  sketch  referred  to  in  the 
report.  A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  the  company,  with  a  letter, 
making  the  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Grade  Grossing 
Bureau  the  recommendations  of  this  Board.  The  company  informed  the 
Board  that  it  would  comply  with  the  recommendations. 


In  the  matter  op  a  report  op  the  sttferintendbnt  op  the 
grade  grossing  bureau,  as  to  signai^s  at  the  draw  span  of 
THE  Troy  and  Green  Island  bridge,  op  the  Delaware  and 
Hudson  Company. 

On  December  23, 1898,  the  superintendent  of  the  grade  crossing 
bureau  in  this  department  made  a  report  recommending  that  bet- 
ter signals  be  provided  at  the  draw  span  on  the  Troy  and  Green 
Island  bridge  of  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Company.  The  Board 
made  certain  recommendations  in  this  respect  to  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Company.  After  considerable  correspondence  with 
that  company,  the  company  submitted  a  plan  for  new  signals, 
which  the  Board  approved,  and  the  signals  were  installed.

The  Following  Are  the  Rules  of  Procedure  Adopted 
by  the  Board  in  Matters  Coming  Before  it. 


Complaints. 

Ck)mpl'aints  to  the  Board  against  railroad  companies  should 
be  made  in  writing,  and  the  cause  of  complaint  should  be  stated 
clearly.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  (unless  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  immediate  action  is  required)  a  copy  is  sent  to  the 
railroad  company,  which  must  answer  within  ten  days,  unless 
longer  time  is  allowed  by  the  Board.  A  copy  of  the  answer  is 
sent  to  the  complainant,  and,  if  not  satisfactory,  issue  is  joined, 
a  hearing  held  and  a  decision  rendered. 

Change  of  Name, 
See  sections  2411-2417,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

Increase  of  Capital  Stock. 
(Section  46,  Stock  Corporation  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  A  date  for 
tearing  will  be  fixed.    The  Board  requires: 

First.  Three  certificates  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  two  to  be  indorsed  and  one  to  be  filed  in  this 
ofiSce. 

Second.  A  sworn  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
oompany  as  to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock,  outstanding  in- 
debtedness and  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment. 

Third.  A  sworn  statement  in  detail  of  the  purposes  to  which 
the  proposed  increase  is  to  be  devoted,  and,  if  for  further  construc- 
tion or  equipment,  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  cost  thereof  made 
by  a  person  competent  to  make  the  same,  verified. 

Reduction  of  Capital  Stock. 
(Section  46,  Stock  Corporation  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  A  date  for 
hearing  will  be  fixed.    The  Board  requires: 

First.  Three  certificates  of  the  proceedngs  of  the  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  two  to  be  endorsed  and  one  to  be  filed  in  this 
office. 
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Second.  A  sworn  statement  from  the  proper  oflScer  of  the  com- 
pany that  the  reduced  capital  is  sufficient  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  the  corporation  and  is  in  excess  of  its  debts  and  liabilities,  the 
aggregate  amount  of  such  debts  and  liabilities  to  be  stated. 

Consent  to  the  Issue  of  Mortgage. 

(SubdivisioQ  10,  section  4,  Railroad  Law,  as  amended  by  chapter  583,  Law» 

of  1809.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  A  date  for 
hearing  will  be  fixed.    The  Board  requires: 

First.  Proof  of  consent  of  the  stockholders  under  the  statute. 

Second.  A  sworn  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
company  as  to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  authorized  and 
the  amount  outstanding,  and  amount  of  mortgage  bonds  and 
indebtedness  authorized  and  amount  outstanding;  also  a  sworn 
statement  of  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment. 

Third.  A  sworn  statement  in  detail  of  the  purposes  to  which 
the  proceeds  of  the  proposed  mortgage  are  to  be  devoted,  and, 
if  for  further  construction  or  equipment,  an  estimate  in  detail  of 
the  cost  thereof,  made  by  a  person  competent  to  make  the  same, 
verified. 

Filing  of  Maps  of  Railroads. 

(Section  6,  Hailroad  Law.) 

Section  6  of  the  Railroad  Law  shows  in  detail  what  is  required. 

Discontinuance  of  Railroad  Stations. 

(Section  34,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board 
will  in  each  case  prescribe  rules  for  proof  in  applications  under 
this  section. 

Accommodation  of  Connecting  Railroads. 

(Section  35,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board 
will  in  each  case  prescribe  rules  for  proof  in  applications  under 
this  section. 

Railroads  Crossing  Each  Other  at  Ghrade. 
(Section  36,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board 
requires: 

First.  As  to  the  precedence  of  trains:  The  Board  will  in  each 
case  prescribe  rules  for  proof  in  applications  under  this  provision. 
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Second.  In  applications  for  approval  of  an  interlocking  switch 
and  signal  apparatus  at  such  crossings,  a  hearing  will  be  given  at 
which  a  blue  print  or  sketch  of  the  proposed  system  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Board,  which  shall  show  distant  signals  at  least 
1,500  feet  from  the  crossing  (except  where  impracticable),  home 
signals  and  throw-off  switches  (except  where  impracticable),  all 
interlocked  and  operated  from  a  tower. 

Safety  Devices. 

(Section  50,  Ralboad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  Applications 
under  this  section  will  be  considered  under  rules  made  for  each 
case. 

Cooking  Stoves  Used  in  Dining  Cars. 

(Section  51,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  In  applications 
under  this  section  for  approval  of  cooking  stoves  in  dining  cars, 
the  Board  must  see  the  stove  propTosed  to  be  used,  or  a  blue  print 
or  sketch  of  it. 

Cessation  of  Operation  of  Railroads  During  the  Winter  Months. 
(Section  55,  Railroad  Law.    See  Section  21,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board  will 
require  notice  of  hearing  on  applications  under  this  section  to  be 
advertised.  Proof  must  be  furnished  that  the  road  comes  within 
the  meaning  of  the  section,  and  that  the  public  interests  will  not 
suffer  from  the  cessation  of  operation.  If  the  application  is 
granted,  proof  must  be  subsequently  made  that  the  order  has 
been  posted  as  required  by  section  55. 

Fixing  Compensation  for  Transportation  of  the  Mails. 

(Section  56,  Railroad  Law.) 

Rules  of  procedure  under  this  section  will  be  formulated  in 
each  case. 

Extension  of  Time  in  which  to  File  Reports  of  Railroad  Companies. 

(Section  57,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  under  this  section  must  be  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment o/  the  reasons  why  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  file 
reports  is  necessary. 
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Certificate  that  Public  Convenience  and  a  Necessity  Requires  the 

Constructitm  of  a  New  Railroad. 

(Section  59.  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board 
requires: 

First.  Proof  of  the  publication  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  articles 
of  association  of  the  company,  as  required  by  section  59,  and 
proof  that  the  application  is  made  within  six  months  after  the 
completion  of  such  publication. 

Second,  Public  notice  of  the  application  and  hearing  before  the 
Board  must  be  published  in  such  form  and  in  such  newspapers 
as  the  Board  shall  direct. 

Third.  At  the  hearing:,  in  contested  cases,  proof  must  be  made 
by  oral  evidence  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require 
the  construction  of  the  railroad.  In  uncontested  cases,  this  proof 
raav  be  made  bv  affidavits. 

Fourth,  In  the  case  of  a  steam  surface  railroad  a  map  and  sur- 
vey of  the  line  as  proposed,  showing  the  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  and  other  railroads  to  be  crossed.  In  the  case  of  street 
surface  railroad's  in  cities  and  villages  a  map  of  the  proi)0©ed 
route,  which  shall  show  the  steam  surface  railroads  proposed  to 
be  crossed,  and  outside  of  cities  and  villages,  a  map  which  shall 
show  the  highways  and  other  railroads  to  be  crossed,  and  where 
the  route  is  not  in  a  highway  a  profile  of  the  portion  not  in  the 
highway. 

Fifth,  Proof  must  be  made  of  the  bona  fides  of  the  enterprise, 
and  of  the  financial  ability  of  the  projectors  to  build  the  road. 

Qrad'C  Crossing  Law, 
(Sections  60-69,  Railroad  Law.) 
The  procedure  is  prescribed  in  the  statute. 

Consolidation  or  Lease  of  Parallel  and  Competing  Stea/in  Railroads, 

(Section  80,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  Rules  for  the 
consideration  of  applications  under  this  section  will  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  in  each  case. 

As  to  Liability  of  Reorganized  Railroad  Company  to  Extend  Its 

Road. 

(Section  83,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  Rules  for  the 
consideration  of  applications  under  this  section  will  be  established 
by  the  Board  in  each  case. 
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Motive  Potcer  of  Street  RaUroads. 
(Section  100,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  rerified  petition.  The  Board  re- 
quires: 

First.  Publication  of  notice  of  hearing  in  the  application,  in 
such  form  and  in  such  newspapers  as  the  Board  shall  direct. 

Second.  At  the  hearing,  oral  evidence  in  contested  cases,  and 
in  uncontested  cases,  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  competent  persons 
showing  the  total  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  that  portion 
of  the  railroad  with  respect  to  which  a  change  of  motive  power 
is  proposed,  and  the  value  of  the  property  the  owners  of  which 
have  consented  to  the  use  of  the  motive  power  proposed. 


Use  of  Tracks  of  a  Street  Railroad. 
(Section  102,  Railroad  Law.) 

Rules  for  procedure  under  this  section  will  be  prescribed  in 
each  case. 


Abandonment  of  Part  of  Route  of  a  Street  Surface  Railroad. 

(Section  103,  Railroad  Law.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board  re- 
quires: 

First.  Two  copies  of  the  declaration  of  abandonment,  adopted 
as  required  by  the  section. 

Second.  Notice  of  hearing  on  the  application  shall  be  published 
in  such  form  and  in  such  newspapers  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe. 

Third.  Proof  must  be  made  by  affidavit  in  uncontested  cases, 
and  by  oral  evidence  in  contested  cases,  that  the  portion  of  the 
route  proposed  to  be  abandoned  is  no  longer  necessary  for  "  the 
successful  operation  of  its  road  and  convenience  of  the  public." 


Change  of  Gauge  of  Railroads. 

(Chapter  267.  Laws  1801.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board  will 
require  proof  that  stockholders  owning  three-fourths  in  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  have  voted  at  a  special  meet- 
ing called  for  that  purpose  in  favor  of  changing  the  gauge  of  the 
railroad.  Also  such  further  information  as  it  in  each  case  shall 
designate.

Relative  to  Abandonment  of  Route  by  Elevated  Railroads. 

(Chapter  294,  Laws  1891.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  In  applications 
under  this  act  the  Board  will  make  rules  in  each  case. 

As  to  Lightmg  and  Ventilating  Tunnels. 

(Chapter  360,  Laws  1801.) 

Rules  for  procedure  under  this  act  will  be  fixed  in  each  case. 

Laying  Street  RaUrmid  Track  aoross  Steam  Railroad  where  there 

are  Three  or  More  Steam  Railroad  Tracks. 

(Section  2,  chapter  239,  Laws  1893.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  At  the  hearing 
the  company  making  the  application  must  furnish  the  Board 
with  a  map  or  sketch,  showing  the  crossing  and  the  locality  sur- 
rounding it. 

Exemptions   and  Extensions  of   Time   under   the  Act   Compelling 

Equipment  of  Freight  Gars  and  Locomotive  Engines  ioith  Power 

Brakes. 

(Section  6,  chapter  543,  Laws  1893.) 

Application  must  be  made  by  verified  petition.  The  Board  will 
require  to  be  filed  with  it  the  afiidavit  of  the  proper  officer  of  the

Section  3357.     This  title  shall  be  known  as  the  condemnation  law.

§  3359-  Whenever  any  person  is  authorized  to  acquire  title  to  real 
property,  for  a  public  use  by  condemnation  the  proceeding  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  title. 

PETITION  TO  SUPREME  COURT,  SECTION  3360 ;  THE  PROCEED- 
INa  SHALL  BE  INSTITUTED  B7  THE  PRESENTATION  OP  A 
PETITION  B7  THE  PLAINTIPP  TO  THE  SUPREME  COX7RT

with  whom  he  resides;  if  a  lunatic,  idiot,  or  habitual  drunkard,  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  his  committee  or  trustee,  if  he  has 
one,  if  not,  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  with  whom 
he  resides.  If  a  non-resident,  having  an  agent  or  attorney  residing 
in  the  state  authorized  to  contract  for  the  sale  of  the  property,  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  such  agent  or  attorney;  if  the  name 
or  place  of  residence  of  any  owner  cannot,  after  diligent  inquiry,  be 
asceitained,  it  may  be  so  stated  with  a  specific  statement  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  inquiry  which  has  been  made. 

5.  That  the  plaintiff  has  been  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of 
the  property  for  its  purchase  and  tlfe  reason  of  such  inability. 

6.  The  value  of  the  property  to  be  condemned. 

7.  A  statement  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  plaintiff,  in  good  faith, 
to  complete  the  work  or  improvement,  for  which  the  property  is  to 
be  condemned  ;  and  that  all  the  preliminary  steps  required  by  law 
have  been  taken  to  entitle  him  to  institute  the  proceeding. 

8.  A  demand  for  relief,  that  it  may  be  adjudged  that  the  public 
use  requires  the  condemnation  of  the  real  property  described,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  take  and  hold  such  property  for  the 
public  use  specified,  upon  making  compensation  therefor,  and  that 
commissioners  of  appraisal  be  appointed  to  ascertain  the  com- 
pensation to  be  made  to  the  owners  for  the  property  so  taken.

§  33^3-  ^^  ^  defendant  is  an  infant,  idiot,  lunatic  or  habitual 
drunkard,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  his  general  guardian,  committee  or 
trustee,  if  he  has  one,  to  appear  for  him  upon  the  presentation  of 
the  petition  and  attend  to  his  interests,  and  in  case  he  has  none,  or 
in  case  his  general  guardian,  committee  or  trustee  fails  to  appear 
for  him,  the  court  shall,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  and 
notice,  with  proof  of  service,  without  further  notice,  appoint  a 
guardian  ad  litem  for  such  defendant,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
appear  for  him  and  attend  to  his  interests  in  the  proceeding,  and,  ii 
deemed  necessary  to  protect  his  rights,  the  court  may  require  a 
general  guardian,  committee  or  trustee,  or  a  guardian  ad  litem  to 
give  security  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  court  may 
approve.  If  a  service  other  than  personal  has  been  made  upon  any 
defendant,  and  he  does  not  appear  upon  the  presentation  of  the 
petition,  the  court  shall  appoint  some  competent  attorney  to  appear 
for  him  and  attend  to  his  interests  in  the  proceeding. 

APPEARANCE  OF  PARTn»;  SERVICE  OF  PAPERa 

§•3364.  The  provisions  of  law  and  of  the  rules  and  practice 
of  the  court  relating  to  the  appearance  of  parties  in  person  or  by 
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attorney  in  actions  in  the  supreme  court,  shall  apply  to  the  proceed- 
ing from  and  after  the  service  of  the  petition,  and  all  subsequent 
orders,  notices  and  papers  may  be  served  upon  the  attorney  appear- 
ing and  upon  a  guardian  ad  litem  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  effect  as  the  service  of  papers  in  an  action  in  the  supreme 
court  may  be  made. 

ANSWER  TO  pxrrrnoN. 

§  33^5-  Upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  and  notice  with 
proof  of  service  thereof,  an  owner  of  the  property  may  appear  and 
interpose  an  answer,  which  must  contain  a  general  or  specific  denial 
of  each  material  allegation  of  the  petition  controverted  by  him,  or  of 
any  knowledge  or  information  thereof  sufficient  to  form  a  belief,  or 
a  statement  of  new  matter  constituting  a  defense  to  the  proceeding. 

VERIFICATION  OF  PETITION  AND  ANSWER 

§  3366.  A  petition  or  answer  must  be  verified,  and  the  provisions 
of  this  act  relating  to  the  form  and  contents  of  the  verification  of 
pleadings  in  courts  of  record,  and  the  persons  by  whom  it  may  be 
made,  shall  apply  to  the  verification. 

TRIAL  OF  ISSUE  AND  DECISION  THEREON. 

§  33^7-  "^^6  courts  shall  try  any  issue  raised  by  the  petition  and 
answer  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  direct,  or  it  may  order  the 
same  to  be  referred  to  a  referee  to  hear  and  determine,  and  upon 
such  trial  the  court  or  referee  shall  file  a  decision  in  writing,  or  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  attorney  for  the  prevailing  party,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  final  submission  of  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the 
parties,  and  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  form  and  con- 
tents of  decisions  upon  the  trial  of  issues  of  fact  by  the  court  or  a 
referee,  and  to  making  and  filing  exceptions  thereto,  and  the  making 
and  settlement  of  a  case  for  the  review  thereof  upon  appeal,  and  to 
the  proceedings  which  may  be  had,  in  case  such  decision  is  not  filed 
or  delivered  within  the  time  herein  required,  and  to  the  powers  of 
the  court  and  referee  upon  such  trial,  shall  be  applicable  to  a  trial 
and  decision  under  this  title. 

PROVISIONS  APPLICABLE. 

§  3368.  The  provisions  of  title  one  of  chapter  eight  of  this  act 
shall  also  apply  to  proceedings  had  under  this  title. 

JUDGMENT,  ENTR7  OF  ;  ETC. 

§  33^9-  Judgment  shah  be  entered  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the 
court  or  referee  in  the  decision  filed.     If  in  favor  of  tbe  defendant 
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the  petition  shall  be  dismissed,  with  costs  to  be  taxed  by  the  clerk 
at  the  same  rates  as  are  allowed,  of  course,  to  a  defendant  prevail- 
ing in  an  action  in  the  supreme  court,  including  the  allowances  for 
proceedings  before  and  after  notice  of  trial.  If  the  decision  is  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff,  or  if  no  answer  has  been  interposed  and  it  ap- 
pears from  the  petition  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  relief  demanded^ 
judgment  shall  be  entered,  adjudging  that  the  condemnation  of  the 
real  property  described  is  necessary  for  the  public  use,  and  that  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  take  and  hold  the  property  for  the  public  use 
specified,  upon  making  compensation  therefor,  and  the  court  shall 
thereupon  appoint  three  disinterested  and  competent  freeholders, 
residents  of  the  judicial  district  embracing  the  county  where  the  real 
property,  or  some  part  of  it,  is  situated,  or  of  some  county  adjoin- 
ing such  judicial  district,  commissioners  to  ascertain  the  compen- 
sation to  be  made  to  the  owners  for  the  property  to  be  taken  for  the 
public  use  specified,  and  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting 
of  the  commissioners.  Provided,  however,  that  in  any  such  proceed- 
ing instituted  within  the  first  or  second  judicial  district,  such  com- 
missioners shall  be  residents  of  the  county  where  the  real  property, 
or  some  part  of  it,  is  situated,  or  of  some  adjoining  county.  If  a 
trial  has  been  had,  at  least  eight  days'  notice  of  such  appointment 
must  be  given  to  all  the  defendants  who  have  appeared.

§  3370-  The  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitu- 
tional oath  of  office.

the  owners  of  the  property  appraised  by  them ;  and,  in  fixing  the 
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amount  of  such  compensation,  they  shall  not  make  any  allowance  or 
deduction  on  account  of  any  real  or  supposed  benefits  which  the 
owners  may  derive  from  the  public  use  for  which  the  property  is  to 
be  taken,  or  the  construction  of  any  proposed  improvement  con- 
nected with  such  public  use.  But. in  case  the  plaintiff  is  a  railroad 
corporation  and  such  real  property  shall  belong  to  any  other  railroad 
•corporation,  the  commissioners  on  fixing  the  amount  of  such  com- 
pensation, shall  fix  the  same  at  its  fair  value  for  railroad  purposes. 
They  shall  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  supreme  court 
with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  taken  by  them,  if  any ;  and  they 
shall  each  be  entitled  to  six  dollars  for  services  for  every  day  they 
are* actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  thieir 
necessary  expenses,  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff;  provided,  that  in 
proceedings  within  the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings  such  com- 
missioners shall  be  entitled  to  such  additional  compensation  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  day,  as  may  be  awarded 
by  the  court.  (  Thus  amended  by  c/uij>,  384,  Laws  of  1898,  taking  effect 
September  ist^  1898.)

§  3373-  In  all  cases  where  the  owner  is  a  resident  and  not  under 
legal  disability  to  convey  title  to  real  property  the  plaintiff,  before 
service  of  his  petition  and  notice,  may  make  a  written  offer  to  pur- 
chase the  property  at  a  specified  price,  which  must  within  ten  days 
thereafter  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the 
property  is  situated  i  and  which  can  not  be  given  in  evidence  before 
the  commissioners;  or  considered  by  them.  The  owner  may  at  the 
time  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  or  at  any  time  previously, 
serve  notice  in  writing  of  the  .acceptance  of  plaintiff's  order,  and

§  3373-  Upon  the  entry  of  the  final  order,  the  same  shall  be  at- 
tached to  the  judgment  roll  in  the  proceeding,  and  the  amount 
directed  to  be  paid,  either  as  compensation  to  the  owners,  or  for  the 
costs  or  expenses  of  the  proceeding,  shall  be  docketed  as  a  judg- 
ment against  the  person  who  is  directed  to  pay  the  same,  and  it

compensation  shall  have  been  theretofore  awarded,  shall  not  be  en- 
forced, but  in  such  case,  if  such  abandonment  and  discontinuance  of 
the  proceeding  be  directed  upon  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  the 
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order  granting  such  application,  if  permitting  a  renewal  of  such 
proceedings,  shall  provide  that  proceedings  to  acquire  title  to  such 
lands  or  any  part  thereof  shall  not  be  renewed  by  the  plaintiff  with- 
out a  tender  or  deposit  in  court  of  the  amount  of  the  award  and  in-

AFPBAIi  FROM  FIN AIi  ORDER ;  STA7  OF  PROCEBDINGa 

§  3375-  Appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme 
court  from  the  fin^l  order,  within  the  time  provided  for  appeals  from 
orders  by  title  four  of  chapter  twelve  of  this  act;  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  such  chapter  relating  to  appeals  to  the  general  term  from 
orders  of  the  special  term  shall  apply  to  such  appeals.  Such  appeal 
will  bring  up  for  review  all  the  proceedings  subsequent  to  the  judg- 
menty  but  the  judgment  and  proceedings  antecedent  thereto  may  be 
reviewed  on  such  appeal,  if  the  appellant  states  in  his  notice  that

§  3377-  On  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  from  the  final  order  the 
court  may  direct  a  new  appraisal  before  the  same  or  new  commis- 
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sioners  in  its  discretion,  and  the  report  of  such  commissioners  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  interested.  If  the  amount 
of  the  compensation  to  be  paid  is  increased  by  the  last  report,  the 
difference  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  land  appraised,  and  shall  be  paid

If  there  are  adverse  and  conflicting  claimants  to  the 
money,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  the  prop- 
erty taken,  the  court  may  direct  the  money  to  be  paid  into  the 
court  by  the  plaintiff,  and  may  determine  who  is  entitled  to  the 
same,  and  direct  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  may,  in  its 
discretion,  order  a  reference  to  ascertain  the  facts  on  which  such 
determination  and  direction  are  to  be  made. 

§  3379-  A.t  any  stage  of  the  proceeding  the  court  may  authorize 
the  plaintiff,  if  in  possession  of  the  property  sought  to  be  con- 
demned, to  continue  in  possession,  and  may  stay  all  actions  or  pro- 
ceedings against  him  on  account  thereof,  upon  giving  security,  or 
depositing  such  sum  of  money  as  the  court  may  direct  to  be  held  as 
security  for  the  payment  of  the  compensation  which  may  be  finally 
awarded  to  the  owner  therefor  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings,  and 
in  every  such  case  the  owner  may  conduct  the  proceeding  to  a  con- 
clusion, if  the  plaintiff  delays  or  neglects  to  prosecute  the  same. 
When  the  final  award  to  any  owner  is  less  than  fifty  dollars,  in  pro- 
ceedings to  condemn  a  right  of  way,  for  telephone  or  telegraph 
pole^  and  wires,  the  allowance  of  costs,  if  any,  and  the  amount 
thereof  not  exceeding  that  prescribed  by  statute,  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  in  any  action  or  proceeding  that  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  stayed,  if  the  telephone  or  telegraph  poles 
and  wires,  in  such  action  or  proceeding  so  stayed,  shall  have  been 
erected  for  more  than  three  years  prior  to  the  commencement 
thereof.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  774,  Laws  1900,  taking  effect  Sep- 
tember I,  1900.) 

ENTBY   TTPOir  AND  TTSE.  OF  PBOPEETY  AFTECR  ANSWER  HAS 
BEEN  INTEBPOSED. 

§  3380.  When  an  answer  to  the  petition  has  been  interposed,  and 
it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  public  interests 
will  be  prejudiced  by  delay,  it  may  direct  that  the  plaintiff  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  immediately  upon  the  real  property  to  be  taken,  and 
devote  it  temporarily  to  the  public  use  specified  in  the  petition,  upon 
depositing  with  the  court  the  sum  stated  in  the  answer  as  the  value 
of  the  property,  and  which  sum  shall  be  applied,  so  far  as  it  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose,  to  the  payment  of  the  award  that  may 
be  made,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceeding,  and  the  resi- 
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due,  if  any,  returned  to  the  plaintiff,  and  in  case  the  petition  should 
be  dismissed,  or  no  award  should  be  made,  or  the  proceedings  should 
be  abandoned  by  the  plaintiff,  the  court  shall  direct  that  the  money 
so  deposited,  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  any  damages  which  the  defendant  may  have  sustained  by 
such  entry  upon  and  use  of  his  property,  and  his  costs  and  expenses

3.  A  co-operative  corporation, 

4.  A  board  of  trade  corporation,  or 

5.  An  agricultural  and  horticultural  corporation. 
A  transportation  corporation  shall  be  either, 

1.  A  railroad  corporation,  or 

2.  A  transportation  corporation  other  than  a  railroad  cor- 
poration. 

A  membership  corporation  shall  include  benevolent  orders  and 
fire  and  soldiers*  monument  corporations. 

A  reference  in  a  general  law  to  a  class  of  corporations  described 
in  accordance  with  this  classification  shall  include  all  corporations 
theretofore  formed  belonging  to  such  class. 

BSFZNZTIONB. 

§  3.  I.  A  municipal  corporation  includes  a  county,  town,  school  dis- 
trict, village  and  city,  and  any  other  territorial  division  of  the  State, 
established  by  law  with  powers  of  local  government. 


^4  General  Corporation  Law. 

.1.  A  stock  corporation  is  a  corporation  having  a  capital  stock 
<livided  into  shares,  and  which  is  authorized  by  law  to  distribute  to 
the  holders  thereof  dividends  or  shares  of  the  surplus  profits  of  the 
<:orporation.  A  corporation  is  not  a  stock  corporation  because  of 
having  issued  certificates  called  certificates  of  stock,  but  which  are 
in  fact  merely  certificates  of  membership  and  which  is  not  author- 
ized by  law  to  distribute  to  its  members  any  dividends  or  share  of 
profits  arising  from  the  operations  of  the  corporation. 

3.  The  term  non-stock  corporation  includes  every  corporation 
•other  than  a  stock  corporation. 

4.  A  moneyed  corporation  is  a  corporation  formed  under  or  sub- 
ject to  the  banking  or  the  insurance  law. 

5.  A  domestic  corporation  is  a  corporation  incorporated  by  or 
under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  colony  of  New  York.  Every  corpo- 
ration which  is  not  a  domestic  corporation  is  a  foreign  corporation, 
-except  as  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  the  purpose  of 
construing  such  code. 

6.  The  term  directors,  when  used  in  relation  to  corporations,  shall 
include  trustees  or  other  persons,  by  whatever  name  known,  duly 
appointed  or  designated  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

7.  The  term,  certificate  of  incorporation,  shall  include  articles  of 
association  or  any  other  written  instruments  required  by  law  to  be 
filed,  to  effect  the  incorporation  of  a  corporation,  including  a  certified 
•copy  of  an  original  certificate  of  incorporation  filed  for  such  purpose 
in  pursuance  of  law. 

8.  The  term,  member  of  a  corporation,  shall  include  every  person 
having  a  right  to  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  corporation  for  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  other  than  a  person  having  a  right  to  vote  only 
upon  a  proxy. 

9.  The  term,  office  of  a  corporation,  means  its  principal  ofiicc 
within  the  state  or  principal  place  of  business  within  the  state,  if  it 
has  no  principal  office  therein. 

10.  The  term,  business  of  a  corporation,  when  used  with  reference 
to  a  non-stock  corporation,  includes  the  operations  for  the  conduct 
of  which  it  is  incorporated. 

11.  The  term,  corporate  law  or  laws,  when  used  in  any  law  form- 
ing a  part  of  the  revision  of  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  which 
this  chapter  is  a  part,  means  the  general  laws  of  this  state  relating 
to  corporations  included  in  such  revision.  (TAus  am^mUd  by  chaf* 
672^  Laws  of  iSpj,) 
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QT7AIJFICATIONS  OF  INCORPORATORa 

§  4.  A  certificate  of  incorporation  must  be  executed  by  natural  per- 
sons, who  must  be  of  full  age,  and  at  least  two-thirds  of  them  must  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  one  of  them  a  resident  of  this  State, 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  corporation  formed  by  the  reincor- 
poration or  consolidation  of  existing  corporations,  or  to  the  re- 
organization of  a  corporation  upon  the  sale  of*  the  property  and 
franchises  of  a  previously  existing  corporation  or  otherwise.  ( Thus- 
amended  by  chap,  67 2 ^  Laws  of  iSp^,) 

FUJNG  and  RECORDINa  CERTIFICATES  OF  INCORPORATION: 

§  5.  Every  certificate  of  incorporation  and  amended  or  supple- 
mental certificate  hereafter  executed  shall  be  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, and  except  of  a  religious,  cemetery,  moneyed,  municipal  or 
fire  department  corporation,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of-  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  shall  be  by  him  duly  recorded  and  indexed  in  books 
specially  provided  therefor;  and  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  or 
amended  or  supplemental  certificate  with  a  certificate  of  the  secretary 
of  state  of  such  filing  and  record,  or  a  duplicate  original  of  such  cer- 
tificate or  amended  or  supplemental  certificate  shall  be  filed  and  sim- 
ilarly recorded  and  indexed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  the  office  of  the  corporation  is  to  be  located,  or,  if  it  be  a 
non-stock  corporation,  and  such  county  be  not  determined  upon  at 
the  time  of  executing  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  in  such 
county  clerk's  office  as  the  judge  approving  the  certificate  shall 
direct.  All  taxes  required  by  law  to  be  paid  before  or  upon  incor- 
poration, and  the  fees  for  filing  and  recording  such  certificate  must 
be  paid  before  filing.  No  corporation  shall  exercise  any  corporate 
powers  or  privileges  until  such  taxes  and  fees  have  been  paid. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap.  67 2 ^  Laws  of  i^pS*) 

CORPORATE  NAMES. 

§  6.  No  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a  proposed  corpo- 
ration having  the  same  name  as  an  existing  domestic  corpora- 
tion, or  a  name  so  nearly  resembling  it  as  to  be  calculated  to 
deceive,  shall  be  filed  or  recorded  in  any  office  for  the  purpose  of 
effecting  its  incorporation.  A  corporation  formed  by  the  reincor- 
poration, reorganization  or  consolidation  of  other  corporations  or 
upon  the  sale  of  the  property  or  franchises  of  a  corporation,  may 
have  the  same  name  as  the  corporation  or  one  of  the  corporations  to 
whose  franchises  it  has  succeeded.  No  corporation  shall  be  here- 
after organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  with  the  word  trust. 
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bank,  banking,  insurance,  assurance,  indemnity,  guarantee,  guar- 
anty, savings,  investment,  loan  or  benefit  as  part  of  its  name,  ex- 
cept a  corporation  formed  under  the  banking  law  or  the  insurance 
law.     (Thtis  amended  by  chap.  704,  Laws  1900.) 

AMBNDBD  AND  BUPPlBBBflBNTAIi  CISRTIFICATBS. 

§  7.  If  in  the  original  or  amended  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion of  any  corpt>ration,  or  if  in  a  supplemental  certificate  of 
any  corporation  any  informality  exist,  or  if  any  such  cer- 
tificate contain  any  matter  not  authorized  by  law  to  be  stated 
therein,  or  if  the  proof  or  acknowledgment  thereof  shall  be 
defective,  the  corporators  or  directors  of  the  corporation  may 
make  and  file  an  amended  certificate  correcting  such  informality  or 
defect  or  striking  out  such  unauthorized  matter;  and  the  certificate 
amended  shall  be  deemed  to  be  amended  accordingly  as  of  the  date 
such  amended  certificate  was  filed,  and  upon  the  filing  of  such  an 
amended  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  corporation  shall  then  for 
all  purposes  be  deemed  to  be  a  corporation  from  the  time  of  filing 
the  original  certificate. 

The  supreme  court  may,  upon  due  cause  shown,  and  proof  made, 
and  upon  notice  to  the  attorney-general,  and  to  such  other  persons 
as  the  court  may  direct,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it 
may  impose,  amend  any  certificate  of  incorporation  which  fails  to 
express  the  true  object  and  purpose  of  the  corporation,  so  as  to 
truly  set  forth  such  object  and  purpose. 

When  an  amended  or  supplemental  certificate  is  filed,  an  entry 
shall  be  made  upon  the  margin  of  the  index  and  record  of  the  origi- 
nal certificate  of  the  date  and  place  of  record  of  every  such 
amended  certificate. 

The  amendment  of  a  certificate  under  this  section  shall  be  without 
prejudice  to  any  pending  action  or  proceeding,  or  to  any  rights  pre- 
viously accrued. 

ItfOST  OR  DBSTROTED  CERTIFICATBS. 

§  8.  If  either  of  the  certificates  of  incorporation  shall  be  lost  or 
destroyed  after  filing,  a  certified  copy  of  the  other  certificate  may 
be  filed  in  the  place  of  the  one  so  lost  or  destroyed  and  as  of  the 
date  of  its  original  filing,  and  such  certified  copy  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  the  original  certificate  had  when  filed. 

CERTinCATB  AND  OTHER  PAPERS  AS  EVIDENGH 

§  9.  The  certificate  of  incorporation  of  any  corporation  duly  filed 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  its  incorporation,  and  any  amended 
certificate  or  other  paper  duly  filed  or  recorded   relating  to  the 
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incorporation  of  any  corporation,  or  its  existence  or  management, 
and  containing  facts  required  or  authorized  by  law  to  be  stated 
therein,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  existence  of  such  facts. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap.  672^  Laws  of  I^PS-) 
UMTTATION  OF  TOWBRB. 

§  10.  No  corporation  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  corporate 
powers  not  given  by  law,  or  not  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  so  given.  The  certificate  of  incorporation  of  any  corpora- 
tion may  contain  any  provision  for  the  regulation  of  the  business 
and  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  any  limitation 
upon  its  powers,  or  upon  the  powers  of  its  directors  and  stock- 
holders, which  does  not  exempt  them  from  the  performance  of  any 
obligation  or  the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed  by  law.  {Thus 
amended  by  chap.  6^2^  Laws  of  iSq^,) 

GRANT  OF  GBNERAL  POWZERS. 

§11.  Every  corporation  as  such  has  power,  though  not*  specified 
in  the  law  under  which  it  is  incorporated: 

1.  To  have  succession  for  the  period  specified  in  its  certificate 
of  incorporation  or  by  law,  and  perpetually  when  no  period  is 
specified. 

2.  To  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

3.  To  acquire  by  §rant,  gift,  purchase,  devise  or  bequest,  to  hold 
and  to  dispose  of  such  property  as  the  purposes  of  the  corporation 
shall  require,  subject  to  such  limitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

4.  To  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  its  business  shall  require, 
and  to  fix  their  compensation,  and 

5.  To  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  any  existing  law,  for 
the  management  of  its  property,  the  regulations  of  its  affairs,  and 
the  transfer  of  its  stock,  if  it  has  any,  and  the  calling  of  meetings 
of  its  members.  Such  by-laws  may  also  fix  the  amount  of  stock, 
which  must  be  represented  at  meetings  of  the  stockholders  in  order 
to  constitute  a  quorum,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  By-laws 
duly  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  a  corporation  shall 
control  the  action  of  its  directors.  No  by-law  adopted  by  the  board 
of  directors  regulating  the  election  of  directors  or  officers  shall  be 
valid  unless  published  for  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  in  the  county  where  the  election  is  to  be  held, 
and  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  election.  Subdivisions  four  and 
five  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  municipal  corporations.  {Thus 
amended  by  chap.  672 ,  Laws  of  i^pS-)

PROPERT7  OF  N01943TOCK  CORPORATIONa 

§  12.  If  any  general  or  special  law  heretofore  passed,  or  any  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation,  shall  limit  the  amount  of  property  a  cor- 
poration other  than  a  stock  corporation  may  take  or  hold,  such  cor- 
poration may  take  and  hold  property  of  the  value  of  three  million 
dollars  or  less,  or  the  yearly  income  derived  from  which  shall  be  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  less,  notwithstanding  any  such  limita- 
tions. In  computing  the  value  of  such  property,  no  increase  in 
value  arising  otherwise  than  from  improvements  made  thereon  shall 
be  taken  into  account.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.  400,  Laws  i^p4.) 

ACQTTIBinON  OF  ADDITIONAIi  RBAIi  PROPERT7. 

§  13.  When  any  corporation  shall  have  sold  or  conveyed  any  part 
of  its  real  property,  the  supreme  court  may,  notwithstanding  any 
restriction  of  a  general  or  special  law,  authorize  it  to  purchase  and 
hold  from  time  to  time  other  real  property,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
that  the  value  of  the  property  so  purchased  does  not  exceed  the 
value  of  the  property  so  sold  and  conveyed  within  the  three  years 
next  preceding  the  application. 

ACQUISITION  OF  PROPERT7  IN  OTHER  STAT£a9. 

§  14.  Any  domestic  corporation  transacting  business  in  other 
states  or  foreign  countries  may  acquire  and  dispose  of  such  property 
as  shall  be  requisite  for  such  corporation  in  the  convenient  transac- 
tion of  its  business. 

CTRTEPICATE  OF  AUTHORITT  OF  A  FORBiaN  CORPORATION. 

§  15.  No  foreign  stock  corporation  other  than  a  moneyed  corpora- 
tion, shall  do  business  in  this  state  without  having  first  procured 
from  the  secretary  of  state  a  certificate  that  it  has  complied  with  all 
the  requirements  of  law  to  authorize  it  to  do  business  in  this  state, 
and  that  the  business  of  the  corporation  to  be  carried  on  in  this  state 
IS  such  as  may  be  lawfully  carried  on  by  a  corporation  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  for  such  or  similar  business,  or,  if  more 
than  one  kind  of  business,  by  two  or  more  corporations  so  incor- 
porated for  such  kinds  of  business  respectively.  The  secretary  of 
state  shall  deliver  such  certificate  to  every  such  corporation  so  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  law.  No  such  corporation  now 
doing  business  in  this  state  shall  do  business  herein  after  December 
31,  1892,  without  having  procured  such  certificate  from  the  secretary 
of  state,  but  any  lawful  contract  previously  made  by  the  corporation 
may  be  performed  and  enforced  within  the  state  subsequent  to  such 
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date.  No  foreign  stock  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state 
without  such  certificate  shall  maintain  any  action  in  this  state  upon 
any  contract  made  by  it  in  this  state  until  it  shall  have  procured 
such  certificate. 

PROOF  TO  BB  FILED  BBFORB  GRANmTG  CERTIFICATE. 

§  1 6.  Before  granting  such  certificate  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
require  every  such  foreign  corporation  to  file  in  his  office  a  sworn 
copy  in  the  English  language  of  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incor- 
poration and  a  statement  under  its  corporate  seal  particularly  setting 
forth  the  business  or  objects  of  the  corporation  which  it  is  engaged 
in  carrying  on  or  which  it  proposes  to  carry  on  within  the  state,  and 
a  place  within  the  state  which  is  to  be  its  principal  place  of  business, 
and  designating  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure a  person  upon  whom  process  against  the  corporation  may  be 
served  within  the  state.  The  person  so  desi'gnated  must  have  an 
office  or  place  of  business  at  the  place  where  such  corporation  is  to 
have  its  principal  place  of  business  within  the  state.  Such  designa- 
tion shall  continue  in  force  until  revoked  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
designating  in  like  manner  some  other  person  upon  whom  process 
against  the  corporation  may  be  served  in  this  state.  If  the  person 
so  designated  dies  or  removes  from  the  place  where  the  corporation 
has  its  principal  place  of  business  within  the  state,  and  the  corporation 
does  not  within  thirty  days  after  such  death  or  removal  designate  in 
like  manner  another  person  upon  whom  process  against  it  may  be 
served  within  the  state,  the  secretary  of  state  may  revoke  the  author- 
ity of  the  corporation  to  do  business  within  the  state,  and  process 
igainst  the  corporation  in  an  action  upon  any  liability  incurred 
within  this  state  before  such  revocation,  may,  after  such  death  or 
removal,  and  before  another  designation  is  made,  be  served  upon 
the  secretary  of  state.  At  the  time  of  such  service  the  plaintiff 
shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  state  two  dollars,  to  be  included  in  his 
taxable  costs  and  disbursements,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
forthwith  mail  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  such  corporation  if  its  ad- 
dress, or  the  address  of  anv  officer  thereof  is  known  to  him.  {Thus 
amended  by  chap,  6^2^  Laws  of  i8g^!) 

AC<2indITION  OF  RE  A.Ii  PROPERT7  TR  THIS  STATE  B7  CERTAIN 
:   .     FOREIGN  CORPORATIONS. 

§ti7..  Any  foreign  corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  the 
United.  States^  or  of  any  state  or  territory  thereof,  and  doing  busi- 
qeas  in  this  State,  may  acquire  such  real  property  in  this  state  as 
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may  be  necessary  for  its  corporate  purposes  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business  in  this  state,  and  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  otherwise  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  domestic  corporation. 

ACQUISITION  B7  FORSIGN  CORPORATIONS  OF  REAL  PROPBRT7 
IN  TEOS  8TATB. 

§  1 8.  Any  foreign  corporation  may  purchase  at  a  sale  upon  the 
foreclosure  of  any  mortgage  held  by  it,  or,  upon  any  judgment  or 
decree  for  debts  due  it,  or,  upon  any  settlement  to  secure  such  debts, 
any  real  property  within  this  state  covered  by  or  subject  to  such 
mortgage,  judgment,  decree  or  settlement,  and  may  take  by  devise 
any  real  property  situated  within  this  state  and  hold  the  same  for  not 
exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  purchase^  or  from  the 
time  when  the  right  to  the  possession  thereof  vests  in  such  devisee, 
and  convey  it  by  deed  or  otherwise  in  the^same  manner  as  a  domestic 
corporation.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  ij6y  Laws  18^4,) 

PROUIHITION  OF  BANKING  POWERS. 

§  19.  No  corporation  except  a  corporation  formed  under  or  sub- 
ject to  the  banking  laws,  shall  by  any  implication  or  construction  be 
deemed  to  possess  the  power  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  discount* 
ing  bills,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  of  receiving  deposits, 
of  buying  gold  or  silver  bullion  or  foreign  coins,  or  buying  and  selling 
bills  of  exchange,  or  shall  issue  bills,  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
debt  for  circulation  as  money. 

QUAUFICATION  OF  MBMBBH8  AS  VOTBR& 

§  20.  At  every  election  of  directors  and  meeting  of  the  members 
of  any  corporation,  every  member  who  is  not  in  default  in  the  pay- 
ment of  his  subscriptioTis  upon  his  stock  or  disqualified  by  the  by- 
laws, shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  if  a  non-stock  corporation,  and, 
if  a  stock  corporation,  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  held  by 
him  for  ten  days  immediately  preceding  the  election  or  meeting. 

Every  pledgor  of  stock  standing  in  his  name  on  the  books  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  the  owner  thereof  for  the  puiposes  of 
this  section. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  of  any  stock  corporation  may  pro- 
vide that  at  all  elections  of  directors  of  such  corporation,  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  shall  equal  the  number 
of  his  shares  of  stock  multiplied  by  the  number  of  directors  to  be 
elected,  and  that  he  may  cast  all  of  such  votes  for  a  single  director 
or  may  distribute  them  among  the  number  to  be  voted  for,  or  any 
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two  or  more  of  them  as  he  may  see  fit,  which  right,  when  exercised, 
shall  be  termed  cumulative  voting.  The  stockholders  of  a  corpora- 
tion heretofore  formed,  who,  by  the  provisions  of  laws  existing  on 
April  30,  1 89 1,  were  entitled  to  the  exercise  of  such  right,  may 
hereafter  exercise  such  right  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

No  person  shall  vote  or  issue  a  proxy  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  or  bondholders,  or  both,  of  a  stock  corporation, 
upon  any  stock  or  bonds  which  have  not  been  owned  by  him  for  at 
least  ten  days  next  preceding  such  meeting,  notwithstanding  such 
stock  or  bonds  may  stand  in  his  name  on  the  books  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

No  member  of  a  corporation  shall  sell  his  vote  or  issue  a 
proxy  to  vote  to  any  person  for  any  sum  of  money  or  anything 
of  value. 

The  books  and  papers  containing  the  record  of  membership  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  produced  at  any  meeting  of  its  members 
upon  the  request  of  any  member.  If  the  right  to  vote  at  any  such 
meeting  shall  be  challenged,  the  inspectors  of  election,  or  other 
persons  presiding  thereat,  shall  require  such  books,  if  they  can  be 
had,  to  be  produced  as  evidence  of  the  right  of  the  person  chal- 
lenged to  vote  at  such  meeting,  and  all  persons  who  may  appear 
from  such  books  to  be  members  of  the  corporation  may  vote  at 
such  meeting  in  person  or  by  proxy,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 


§  21.  Every  member  of  a  corporation,  except  a  religious  corpora- 
tion, entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  thereof,  may  so  vote  by  proxy. 

No  officer,  clerk,  teller  orbookkeeper  of  a  corporation  formed  un- 
der or  subject  to  the  banking  law  shall  act  as  proxy  for  any  stock- 
holder at  any  meeting  of  any  such  corporation. 

Every  proxy  must  be  executed  in  writing  by  the  member  himself, 
or  by  his  duly  authorized  attorney.  No  proxy  hereafter  made  shall 
be  vali(^  after  the  expiration  of  eleven  months  from  the  date  of  its 
execution,  unless  the  member  executing  it  shall  have  specified 
therein  the  length  of  time  it  is  to  continue  in  force,  which  shall  be 
for  some  limited  period.  Every  proxy  shall  be  revocable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  person  executing  it;  but  a  corporation  having  no  capi- 
tal stock  may  prescribe  in  its  by-laws  the  persons  who  may  act  as 
proxies  for  members,  and  the  length  of  time  for  which  proxies  may 
be  executed ;

§  22.  Every  member  of  a  corporation  oflFering  to  vote  at  anj 
•election  or  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall,  if  required  by  an  in- 
spector of  election  or  other  officer  presiding  at  such  election  or 
meeting,  or  by  any  other  member  present,  take  and  subscribe  the 
following  oath:  **  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  in  voting  at  this  elec- 
tion I  have  not,  either  directly,  indirectly  or  impliedly,  received  any 
promise  or  any  sum  of  money  or  anything  of  value  to  influence  the 
giving  of  my  vote  or  votes  at  this  meeting  or  as  a  consideration 
therefor."  If  it  is  a  stock  corporation,  the  oath  so  taken  and  sub- 
scribed shall  contain  the  following  additional  provision:  **That  I 
have  not  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  my  interest  in  or  title  to  any 
shares  of  stock  or  bonds  in  respect  to  which  I  offer  to  vote  at  this 
-election,  but  that  all  such  shares  or  bonds  are  still  owned  by  me," 
but  if  such  stock  or  bonds  be  pledged,  the  oath  may  so  state.  Any 
person  offering  to  vote  as  proxy  for  any  other  person  shall  present 
his  proxy,  and,  if  so  required,  take  and  subscribe  the  following 
oath:  **  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  have  not,  either  directly,  indi- 
rectly or  impliedly,  given  any  promise  or  any  sum  of  money  or  any- 
thing of  value  to  induce  the  giving  of  a  proxy  to  me  to  vote  at  this 
-election,  or  received  any  promise  or  any  sum  of  money  or  anything 
of  value  to  influence  the  giving  of  my  vote  at  this  meeting,  or  as  a 
consideration  therefor."  If  a  stock  corporation,  the  oath  so  taken 
and  subscribed  shall  contain  the  following  additional  provision: 
''  And  that  the  title  to  the  stocks  and  bonds  upon  which  I  now 
offer  to  vote  is,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  truly  and  in 
^ood  faith  vested  in  the  persons  in  whose  names  they  now  stand,"  but 
if  such  stocks  or  bonds  be  held  as  security,  the  oath  may  so  state. 
The  inspectors  or  persons  presiding  at  the  election  may  administer 
such  oath,  and  all  such  oaths  and  proxibs  shall  be  flled  in  the  office 
of  the  corporation.     ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  6j2^  Laws  of  iSpj, ) 

SPFBCT  OF  FAUiURB  TO  BLECT  DIRECTORS.    . 

§  23.  If  the  directors  shall  not  be  elected  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  by-laws,  or  by  law,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  dlitlr  reason 
be  dissolved ;  but  every  director  shall  continue  to  hold  his  office  and 
discharge  his  duties  until  his  successor  has  been  elected. 

MODE  OF  GALLDXa  SFECIAIi  SLBCmON  OF  DIRECTORB. 

§  24.  If  the  election  has  not  been  held  on  the  day  so  designated, 
the  directors  shall  forthwith  call  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors,  of  which  meeting 
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notice  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  as  of  the  annual  meeting 
for  the  election  of  directors. 

If  such  meeting  shall  not  be  so  called  within  one  month,  or,  if 
held,  shall  result  in  the  failure  to  elect  directors,  any  member  of  the 
corporation  may  call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors 
by  publishing  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  meet- 
ing; at  least  once  in  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  immediately 
preceding  the  election,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where 
the  election  is  to  be  held  and  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  for  the  publication  of  notice  of  the  annual 
meeting,  and  by  serving  upon  each  member,  either  personally  or  by 
mail,  directed  to  him  at  his  last  known  post-office  address,  a  copy 
of  such  notice  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  meeting. 

MODE  OF  CONDUCTINa    SPECIAL   BIiBCnOlTS  OF  DZRBCTOR8. 

§  25.  Such  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  corporation, 
or  if  it  has  none,  at  the  place  in  this  state  where  its  principal  busi- 
ness has  been  transacted,  or  if  access  to  such  office  or  place  is  denied 
or  cannot  be  had,  at  some  other  place  in  the  city,  village  or  town 
where  such  office  or  place  is  or  was  located. 

At  such  meeting  the  members  attending  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum. They  may  elect  inspectors  of  election  and  directors  and  adopt 
by-laws  providing  for  future  annual  meetings  and  election  of  direc- 
tors, if  the  corporation  has  no  such  by-laws,  and  transact  any  other 
business  which  may  be  transacted  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation. 

QUALIFICATION    OF    VOTERS    AND     CANVASS    OF  VOTES  AT 
SPECIAL  ELBCnONa 

§  26.  In  the  absence  at  such  meeting  of  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion showing  who  are  members  thereof,  each  person,  before  voting, 
shall  present  his  sworn  statement  setting  forth  that  he  is  a  member 
of  the  corporation;  and  if  a  stock  corporation,  the  number  of  shares 
of  stock  owned  by  him  and  standing  in  his  name  on  the  books  of 
the  corporation,  and,  if  known  to  him,  the  whole  number  of  shares  of 
stock  of  the  corporation  outstanding.  On  filing  such  statement,  he 
may  vote  as  a  member  of  the  corporation ;  and  if  a  stock  corpora- 
tion, he  may  vote  on  the  shares  of  stock  appearing  in  such  state- 
ment to  be  owned  by  him  and  standing  in  his  name  on  the  books  of 
the  corporation. 

The  inspectors  shall  return  and  file  such  statements,  with  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  result  of  the  election,  verified  by  them,  in  the  office 
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of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  election  is  held,  and  the  per- 
sons so  elected  shall  be  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 

TOWISBS    OF    SUPRISME  COURT  RISSPECTINO  EKESCTIONa 

§  27.  The  supreme  court  shall,  upon  the  application  of  any  per- 
son or  corporation  aggrieved  by  or  complaining  of  any  election  of 
any  corporation  or  any  proceeding,  act  or  matter  touching  the  same, 
upon  notice  thereof  to  the  adverse  party,  or  to  those  to  be  affected 
thereby,  forthwith  and  in  a  summary  way,  hear  the  affidavits,  proofs 
and  allegations  of  the  parties,  or  otherwise  inquire  into  the  matters 
or  causes  of  complaint,  and  establish  the  election  or  order  a  new 
election,  or  make  such  order  and  give  such  relief  as  right  and  jus- 
tice may  require. 

BTA7  OF  PROCEXSDINO&  IN  ACTIONS  COLLUSIVELT  BROXrOHT. 

§  28.  If  an  action  is  brought  against  a  corporation  by  the  pro- 
curement or  default  of  its  directors,  or  any  of  them,  to  enforce  any 
claim  or  obligation  declared  void  by  law,  or  to  which  the  corpora- 
tion has  a  valid  defense,  and  such-action  is  in  the  interest  or  for  the 
benefit  of  any  director,  and  the  corporation  has  by  his  connivance 
made  default  in  such  action,  or  consented  to  the  validity  of  such 
claim  or  obligation,  any  member  of  the  corporation  may  apply  to 
the  supreme  court,  upon  affidavit,  setting  forth  the  facts,  for  a  stay 
of  proceedings  in  such  action,  and  on  proof  of  the  facts  in  such 
further  manner  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  court  may  direct,  it  may 
stay  such  proceedings  or  set  aside  and  vacate  the  same,  or  grant 
such  other  relief  as  may  seem  proper,  and  which  will  not  injuriously 
affect  an  innocent  party,  who,  without  notice  of  such  wrongdoing 
and  for  a  valuable  consideration,  has  acquired  rights  under  such 
proceedings. 

QUORUM  OF  DIRECTORS  AND  POWERS  OF  MAJORIT7. 

§  29.  The  affairs  of  every  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  its 
board  of  directors  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  this 
state.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law  a  majority  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  a  corporation  at  a  meeting  duly  assembled  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business^ 
and  the  act  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  present  at  a  meeting  at 
which  a  quorum  is  present  shall  be  the  act  of  the  board  of  directors. 
Subject  to  the  by-laws,  if  any,  adopted  by  the  members  of  a  corpora- 
tion, the  directors  may  make  necessary  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 
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DIRBCTORS  AS  TRUSTEES  IN  CASE  OF  DISSOIiUTION. 

§  30.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  any  corporation,  its  directors,  un- 
less other  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  legislature,  or  by  some 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  the  trustees  of  its  creditors, 
stockholders  or  members,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  settle  its 
affairs,  collect  and  pay  outstanding  debts,  and  divide  among  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  the  money  and  other  property  remaining 
after  payment  of  debts  and  necessary  expenses. 

Such  trustees  shall  have  authority  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  debts 
and  property  of  the  corporation,  by  their  name  as  such  trustees,  and 
shall  jointly  and  severally  be  personally  liable  to  its  creditors,  stock- 
holders or  members,  to  the  extent  of  its  property  and  effects  that 
shall  come  into  their  hands. 

FORFErrURE  FOR  NON-USER 

§31.  If  any  corporation,  except  a  railroad,  turnpike,  plank-road 
or  bridge  corporation,  shall  not  organize  and  commence  the  trans- 
action of  its  business  or  undertake  the  discharge  of  its  corporate 
duties  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation,  its  cor- 
porate powers  shall  cease. 

EXTENSION  OF  CORPORATE  EXISTENCE. 

§  32.  Any  domestic  corporation  at  any  time  within  three  years  be- 
fore the  expiration  thereof,  may  extend  the  term  of  its  existence  be- 
yond the  time  specified  in  its  original  certificate  of  incorporation,  or 
by  law,  or  in  any  certificate  of  extension  of  corporate  existence,  by 
the  consent  of  the  stockholders  owning  two-thirds  in  amount  of  its 
capital  stock,  if  not  a  stock  corporation,  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  its  members,  in  and  by  a  certificate  signed  and  acknowledged  by 
them  and  filed  in  the  offices  in  which  the  original  certificates  of  its 
incorporation  were  filed,  if  at  all,  and,  if  not,  then  in  the  offices 
where  certificates  of  incorporation  are  now  required  by  law  to 
be  filed,  and  the  officers  with  whom  the  same  may  be  filed 
shall  thereupon  record  them  in  the  books  kept  in  their  re- 
spective offices  for  the  record  of  such  certificates,  and  make  a  mem- 
orandum of  such  record  in  the  margin  of  the  original  certificate  in 
such  book,  if  any,  and  thereupon  the  time  of  existence  of  such  cor- 
poration shall  be  extended,  as  designated  in  such  certificate,  for  a 

term  not  exceeding  the  term  for  which  it  was  incorporated  in  the 
first  instance.  If  the  term  of  existence  of  any  domestic  corporation 
shall  have  expired  and  it  shall  be  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to 
the  supreme  court  that  such  corporation  was  legally  organized,  pur- 
suant to  any  law  of  this  state,  and  that  through  mistake  it  shall 
have  issued  its  bonds  payable  at  a  date  beyond  the  date  fixed  in  its 
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charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  for  the  expiration  of  its  cor- 
porate existence,  and  such  bonds  shall  be  unmatured  and  unpaid, 
the  supreme  court  may,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  inter- 
ested and  upon  such  notice  to  such  other  parties  as  the  court  may 
require,  by  order,  authorize  the  filing  and  recording  of  a  certificate 
reviving  the  existence  of  such  corporation,  upon  such  conditions 
and  with  such  limitations  as  such  order  shall  specify,  and  extending 
such  corporate  existence  for  a  term  not  exceeding  the  term  for 
which  it  was  originally  incorporated.     Upon  filing  and  recording 
such  certificate  in  the  same  manner  as  certificates  of  extension  of 
corporate  existence  duly  issued  before  the  expiration  of  the  ex- 
istence of  a  domestic  corporation  is  authorized  by  law  to  be  filed 
and  recorded,  such  corporate  existence  shall  be  revived  and  ex- 
tended in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  such  order,  but  such  revival 
and  extension  shall  not  affect  any  litigation  commenced  after  such 
expiration  and  pending  at  the  time  of  such  revival.     If  a  cor- 
poration formed  under  or  subject  to  the  banking  law,  such  cer- 
tificate   shall    not    be    filed    or    recorded    unless    it    shall    have 
indorsed    thereon    the    written    approval    of    the    superintendent 
of  banks;  or,   if  an   insurance  corporation,   unless   it  shall   have 
indorsed     thereon     the  written     approval     of  the    superintendent 
of  insurance;  and,  if  a  turnpike  or  bridge  corporation,  it  shall  not 
be  filed  unless  it  shall  have  indorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto  a 
certified  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each 
county  in  which  such  turn-pike  or  bridge  is  located,  approving  of 
and  authorizing  such  extension.     If  all  the  stock  of  a  corporation 
other  than  a  corporation  formed  under  or  subject  to  the  banking 
law,  or  an  insurance  corporation,  or  a  turn-pike,  plank-road  or 
bridge  corporation  shall  be  lawfully  owned  by  another  stock  cor- 
poration entitled  by  law  to  take  a  surrender  and  merger  thereof, 
the   corporate   existence   of  such   corporation   whose  stock   is   so 
owned  may  be  extended  at  any  time  for  the  term  of  the  corporate 
existence  of  the  possessor  corporation,  by  filing  in  the  office  or 
offices  in  which  the  original  certificate  or  certificates  of  incorpora- 
tion of  the  first-mentioned  corporation  were  filed  a  certificate  of 
such  extension  executed  by  its  president  and  secretary  and  by  such 
corporation  owning  all  the  shares  of  its  capital  stock.     Every  cor- 
poration extending  its  corporate  existence  under  this  chapter  cc 
under  any  general  law  of  the  state  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  of  such  general  law,  notwithstanding 
any  special  provisions  in  its  charter,  and  shall  thereafter  be  deemed 
to  be  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  relating  to 
the  incorporation  of  a  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  business  in  which  it  is  engaged,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  such  law.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  177,  Laws  1900.) 

CONFLICTING  COBFOBAITE  LAWS. 

§  33.  If  in  any  corporate  law  there  is  or  shall  be  any  provision  in 
conflict  with  any  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  of  the  stock  corpora- 
tion law,  the  provisions  so  conflicting  shall  prevail,  and  the  provis- 
ion of  this  chapter  or  of  the  stock  corporation  law  with  which  it

conflicts  shall  not  apply  in  such  a  case.  If  in  any  such  law  there  is 
or  shall  be  a  provision  relating  to  a  matter  embraced  in  this  chapter 
or  in  the  stock  corporation  law,  but  not  in  conflict  with  it,  such  pro- 
vision in  such  other  law  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  addition  to  the 
provision  in  this  chapter  or  in  the  stock  corporation  law  relating  to 
the  same  subject  matter,  and  both  provisions  shall,  in  such  case,  be 
applicable. 

ImAWS  rhpbaubd. 

§  34.  Of  the  laws  enumerated  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed, 
that  portion  specified  in  the  last  column  is  repealed.  Such  repeal 
shall  not  revive  a  law  repealed  by  any  law  hereby  repealed,  but  shall 
include  all  laws  amendatory  of  the  laws  hereby  repealed. 

SAVINa  CLAUSXS. 

§  35.  The  repeal  of  a  law  or  any  part  of  it  specified  in  the  annexed 
schedule  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  act  done,  or  right  accruing, 
accrued  or  acquired,  or  liability,  penalty,  forfeiture  or  punishment 
incurred  prior  to  May  i,  1891,  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  law  so  re- 
pealed, but  the  same  may  be  asserted,  enforced,  prosecuted  or  in- 
flicted, as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  law  had  not  been 
repealed.  All  actions  and  proceedings,  civil  or  criminal,  commenced 
under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  so  repealed,  and  pending  on  April  30, 
1 89 1,  may  be  prosecuted  and  defended  to  final  effect  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  might  under  the  laws  then  existing,  unless  it  shall  be 
otherwise  specially  provided  by  law. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

§  ^6.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter,  an'd  of  the  stock  corporation 
law,  the  railroad  law,  the  transportation  corporations  law,  and  the 
business  corporations  law,  so  far  as  they  are  substantially  the  same 
as  those  of  laws  existing  on  April  30,  189 1,  shall  be  construed  as 
a  continuation  of  such  laws  modified  or  amended  according  to  the 
language  employed  in  this  chapter,  or  in  the  stock  corporation  law, 
the  railroad  law,  the  transportation  corporations  law,  or  the  busi- 
ness corporations  law,  and  not  as  new  enactments. 

References  in  laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  of  laws  incorporated 
into  the  general  laws  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  repealed,  shall  be 
construed  as  applying  to  the  provisions  so  incorporated. 

Nothing  in  this  chapter  or  in  the  other  general  laws  hereinbefore 
specified  shall  be  construed  to  amend  or  repeal  any  provision  of  the 
Criminal  or  Penal  Code  or  to  impair  any  right  or  liability  which  any 
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existing  corporation,  its  officers,  directors,  stockholders  or  creditors 
may  have  or  be  subject  to  or  which  any  such  corporation,  other  than 
a  railroad  corporation,  had  or  was  subject  to  on  April  30,  189 1,  by 
virtue  of  any  special  act  of  the  legislature  creating  such  corporation 
or  creating  or  defining  any  such  right  or  liability,  unless  such  special 
act  is  repealed  by  this  chapter. 

ULW  REVIVED. 

§  37.  Chapter  three  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-five,  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the  Baptist  Historical 
Society  of  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  inadvertently  repealed 
by  the  transportation  corporations  law,  is  revived  and  re-enacted, 
and  shall  be  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  not  been  re- 
pealed. 

WHEN  NOTICE  OR  LAPSE  OF  TIME    UNNECESSARY. 

§  38.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  corporate  laws 
a  corporation  is  authorized  to  take. any  action  after  notice  to  its 
members  or  after  the  lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  such  ac- 
tion may  be  taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period 
of  time,  if  such  action  be  authorized  or  approved,  and  such  require- 
ments be  waived  in  writing  by  every  member  of  such  corporation, 
or  by  his  attorney  thereunto  authorized.  {^This  section  added  by  chap. 
672  y  Laws  of  i8g^. ) 

AS  TO  ACTS  OF  DIRECTORS. 

§  39.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  corporate  laws 
a  corporation  is  authorized  to  take*  any  action  by  the  agreement  or 
action  of  its  directors,  managers  or  trustees,  such  agreement  or  ac- 
tion may  be  taken  by  such  directors,  regularly  convened  as  a  board, 
and  acting  by  a  majority  of  a  quorum,  except  when  otherwise  ex- 
pressly required  by  law  or  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  and  any 
such  agreement  shall  be  executed  in  behalf  of  the  corporation  by 
such  officers  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  directors,  mana- 
gers or  trustees.      (^This  section  added  by  chap,  6y2^  Laws  of  i8pj.) 

ALTERATION  AND  REPEAL  OF  CHARTER. 

§  40.  The  charter  of  every  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  altera- 
tion, suspension  and  repeal,  in  the  discretion  of  the  legislature. 
(This  section  added  by  chap,  6j2y  Laws  of  iSpj,)

SHORT  TITLE  AND  APPLICATION  OF  CHAPTXSR. 

Section  i.  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  stock  corporation 
law,  but  article  one  shall  not  apply  to  monied  corporations. 

POWER  TO  BORROVT-  MONET  AND  MORTOAGE  PROPERT7. 

§  2.  In  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by  the  general  corpora- 
tion law,  every  stock  corporation  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money 
or  contract  debts,  when  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  for  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  rights,  privileges  or  franchises,  or 
for  any  other  lawful  purpose  of  its  incorporation;  and  may  "issue  and 
dispose  of  its  obligations  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and  may  .. 
mortgage  its  property  and  franchises  to  secure  the  payment  of  such 
obligations  or  of  any  debt  contracted  for  the  purposes  herein  specified ; 
and  the  amount  of  the  obligations  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one 
time  secured  by  such  mortgages,  excepting  mortgages  given  as  a  con- 
sideration for  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  and  mortgages  authorized  by 
contracts  made  prior  to  May  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  its  paid  up  capital  stock,  or  an 
amount  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  its  corporate  property  at 
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the  time  of  issuing  the  obligations  secured  by  such  mortgages,  in 
case  such  two-thirds  value  shall  be  more  than  the  amount  of  such 
paid  up  capital  stock.  No  such  mortgages,  except  purchase-money 
mortgages,  shall  be  issued  without  the  consent  of  the  stockholders 
owning  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation,  which 
consent  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  or  register  of  the  county  where  it  has  its  principal 
place  of  business,  or  shall  be  given  by  vote  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  called  for  that  purpose ;  and  a  certificate  of  the  vote 
at  such  meeting,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  such  meeting,  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  as  aforesaid.  When 
authorized  by  such  consent,  the  directors,  under  such  regulations  as 
they  may  adopt,  may  confer  on  the  holder  of  any  debt  or  obligation 
secured  by  such  mortgage  the  right  to  convert  the  principal  thereof, 
after  two  and  not  mors  than  twelve  years  from  the  date  of  the  mort- 
gage, into  stock  of  the  corporation;  and  if  the  capital  stock  shall  not 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  conversion  when  made,  the  stockholders 
shall,  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  authorize  an  increase  of  capital 
stock  sufficient  for  that  purpose.       {See  also  chap,  jjy^  Laws  I^p2, 

amending  this  section,") 

Seeiiun  2  of  the  Stock  Corpoifttioii  Law  shall  not  apply  to  railroad  corpora- 
ttoaa,    8ee  subdivision  10,  section  4,  of  the  Kailroad  Law,  post. 

XUBORGANIZATION    UPON    SALE    OF    CORPORATE     PROPERTY 
AITD  FRANCHISES. 

§  3.  When  the  property  and  franchises  of  any  domestic  stock 
corporation  shall  be  sold  by  virtue  of  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust, 
duly  executed  by  it,  or  pursuant  to  the  judgment  or  decree  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  by  virtue  of  any  execution 
issued  thereon,  and  the  purchaser  at  such  sale  shall  acquire  title  to 
the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  he  may  associate  with 
him  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  the  number  required  by 
law  for  the  incorporation  of  such  corporation,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  and  they  may  become  a 
corporation,  and  take  and  possess  the  property  and  franchises  thus 
sold,  and  which  were  at  the  time  of  sale  possessed  by  the  corpora- 
tion whose  property  shall  have  been  so  sold,  upon  making,  acknowl- 
edging and  filing  in  the  offices  where  certificates  of  incorporation 
are  required  by  law  to  be  filed,  a  certificate  in  which  they  shall 
describe  by  name  and  reference  to  the  law  under  which  it  was 
organized,  the  corporation  whose  property  and  franchises  they  have 
acquired,  and  the  court  by  whose  authority  the  sale  had  been  made, 
with  the  date  of  the  judgment  or  decree  authorizing  or  directing 
the  same,  and  a  brief  description  of  the  property  sold,  and  also  the 
following  particulars: 
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1.  The  name  of  the  new  corporation  intended  to  be  formed  by  the 
tiling  of  such  certificate. 

2.  The  maximum  amount  of  its  capital  stock  and  the  number  of 
shares  into  which  it  is  to  be  divided,  specifying  the  classes  thereof, 
whether  common  or  preferred,  and  the  amount  of  and  rights  per- 
taining to  each  class. 

3.  The  number  of  directors,  not  less  nor  more  than  the  number 
required  by  law  for  the  old  corporation,  who  shall  manage  the  affairs 
of  the  new  corporation,  and  the  names  and  post-ofiice  address  of  the 
directors  for  the  first  year. 

4.  Any  plan  or  agreement  which  may  have  been  entered  into  at  or 
previous  to  the  time  of  sale,  in  anticipation  of  the  formation  of  the 
new  corporation,  and  pursuant  to  which  such  purchase  was  made. 
Such  corporation  shall  be  vested  with  and  be  entitled  to  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises,  which  at  the  time 
of  such  sale  belonged  to,  or  were  vested  in  the  corporation,  last 
owning  the  property  sold,  or  its  receiver,  and  shall  be  subject  to  aii 
the  provisions,  duties  and  liabilities  imposed  by  law  on  such  corpo- 
rations. 

CONTENTS  OF  PLAN  OR  AaRBBMBNT. 

§  4.  At  or  previous  to  the  sale  the  purchasers  thereat,  or  the 
persons  for  whom  the  purchase  is  to  be  made,  may  epter  into  a  plan 
or  agreement,  for  or  in  anticipation  of  the  readjustment  of  the  re- 
spective Interests  therein  of  the  mortgage  creditors  and  stockholders 
of  the  corporation  owning  such  property  and  franchises  at  the  time 
of  sale,  and  for  the  representation  of  such  interests  of  creditors  and 
stockholders  in  the  bonds  or  stock  of  the  new  corporation  to  be  formed, 
and  may  therein  regulate  voting  by  the  holders  of  the  preferred  and 
common  stock  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  by  the 
holders  and  owners  of  any  or  all  of  the  bonds  of  the  corporation 
foreclosed,  or  of  the  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  by  the  new  cor- 
poration, and  such  right  of  voting  by  bondholders  shall  be  exer- 
cised in  such  manner,  for  such  period,  and  upon  such  conditions,  as 
shall  be  therein  described.  Such  plan  or  agreement  must  contain  suit- 
able provision  for  the  bondholders  voting  by  proxy  and  must  not  be 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  state  and  shall  b«  binding  upon 
the  corporation,  until  changed  as  therein  provided,  or  as  otherwise 
provided  by  law.  The  new  corporation  when  duly  organized,  pur- 
suant to  such  plan  or  agreement  and  to  the  provisions  of  law,  may 
issue  its  bonds  and  stock  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  such 
plan  or  agreement,  and  may  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  its 
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organization,  compromise,  settle  or  assume  the  payment  of  any 
debt,  claim  or  liability  of  the  former  corporation  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  lawfully  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  agents  or  trustees 
intrusted  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  plan  or  agreement  of  reor- 
ganization, and  may  establish  preferences  in  respect  to  the  payment 
of  dividends  in  favor  of  any  portion  of  its  capital  stock  and  may 
divide  its  stock  into  classes,  but  the  capital  stock  of  the  new  cor- 
poration shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  maximum  amount  of 
stock  mentioned  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  nor  shall  the 
bonds  issued  by  it  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  which  a  cor- 
poration is  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  to  issue. 

BALB  OF  PROPERT7 ;    POSSESSION  OF    RECEIVER  AND   SUITS 
AOAINST  HIM. 

§  5.  The  supreme  court  may  direct  a  sale  of  the  whole  of  the  prop- 
erty, rights  and  franchises  covered  by  the  mortgage  or  mortgages, 
or  deeds  of  trust  foreclosed  at  any  one  time  and  place  to  be  named 
in  the  judgment  or  order,  either  in  case  of  the  non-payment  of  in- 
terest only,  or  of  both  the  principal  and  interest  due  and  unpaid  and 
secured  by  any  such  mortgage  or  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust. 
Neither  the  sale  nor  the  formation  of  the  new  corporation  shall  in- 
terfere with  the  authority  or  possession  of  any  receiver  of  such 
property  and  franchises,  but  he  shall  remain  liable  to  be  removed  or 
discharged  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  deem  proper.  No  suit  or 
proceeding  shall  be  commenced  against  such  receiver  unless  founded 
on  willful  misconduct  or  fraud  in  his  trust  after  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  from  the  time  of  his  discharge ;  but  after  the  expiration 
of  sixty  days  the  new  corporation  shall  be  liable  in  any  action  that 
may  be  commenced  against  it,  and  founded  on  any  act  or  omission  of 
such  receiver  for  which  he  may  not  be  sued,  and  to  the  same  extent  as 
the  receiver,  but  for  this  section  would  be  or  remain  liable,  or  to 
the  same  extent  that  the  new  corporation  would  be  had  it  done  or 
omitted  the  acts  complained  of. 

STOCKHOLDERS  MAT  ASSENT  TO  PLAN  OF  READJUSTMENT. 

§  6.  Every  stockholder  in  any  corporation,  the  franchises  and 
property  whereof  shall  have  been  thus  sold,  may  assent  to  the  plan  of 
readjustment  and  reorganization  of  interests  pursuant  to  which  such 
franchises  and  property  shall  have  been  purchased  ,at  any  time 
within  six  months  after  the  organization  of  the  new  corporation, 
and  by  complying  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  plan  be- 
cor^t  entitled  to  his  pro  rata  benefits  therein.     The  commissioners, 
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corporate  authorities,  or  proper  officers  of  any  city,  town  or  village, 
who  may  hold  stock  in  any  corporation,  the  property  and  franchises 
whereof  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold,  may  assent  to  any  plan  or 
agreement  of  re-organization  which  lawfully  provides  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  corporation,  and  the  issue  of  stock 
therein  to  the  proper  authorities  or  officers  of  such  cities,  towns  or 
villages  in  exchange  for  the  stock  of  the  old  or  former  corporation 
by  them  respectively  held.  And  such  commissioners,  corporate 
authorities  or  other  proper  officers  may  assign,  transfer  or  surrender 
the  stock  so  held  by  them  in  the  manner  required  by  such  plan,  and 
accept  in  lieu  thereof  the  stock  issued  by  such  new  corporation  in 
conformity  therewith. 

COMBINATIONS  ABOLISHED. 

§  7.  No  domestic  stock  corporation  and  no  foreign  corporation  doing 
business  in  this  state  shall  combine  with  any  other  corporation  or  person 
for  the  creation  of  a  monopoly  or  the  unlawful  restraint  of  trade  or  for 
the  prevention  of  competition  in  any  necessary  of  life.  ( Thus  amended  by 
chap.  384,  Laws  1897.)

DIRIICTORS. 

§  20.  The  directors  of  every  stock  corporation  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  stockholders  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes  of  the  stockholders 
voting  at  such  election.     Vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors  shall 
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be  filled  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  and  if  a  director 
shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder  his  office  shall  become  vacant.  Notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  any  election  of  directors  shall  be 
given  by  publication  thereof,  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  two  suc- 
cessive weeks  immediately  preceding  such  election,  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  where  such  election  is  to  be  held,  and  in 
such  other  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws.  Policy- 
holders of  an  insurance  corporation  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as 
directors.  At  least  one-fourth  in  number  of  the  directors  of  every 
stock  corporation  shall  be  elected  annually. 

CHANGE  OF  NX7MBER  OF  DIRBCTORS. 

§  21.  The  number  of  directors  of  any  stock  corporation  may  be 
increased  or  reduced,  but  not  above  the  maximum  nor  below  the 
minimum  number  prescribed  by  law,  when  the  stockholders  owning 
a  majority  .of  the  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  so  determine,  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  at  the  usual  place  of  meeting  of  the  directors, 
on  two  weeks*  notice  in  writing  to  each  stockholder  of  record. 
Such  notice  shall  be  served  personally  or  by  mail,  directed  to  each 
stockholder  at  his  last  known  post-office  address.  Proof  of  the  ser- 
vice of  such  notice  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  corporation  at 
or  before  the  time  of  such  meeting.  The  proceedings  of  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  corporation,  and  a  tran- 
script thereof,  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
meeting,  shall  be  filed  in  the  offices  where  the  original  certificates  of 
incorporation  were  filed.  If  a  corporation  formed  under  or  subject 
to  the  banking  law,  the  consent  of  the  superintendent  of  banks, 
and  if  an  insurance  corporation,  the  consent  of  the  superintendent 
of  insurance,  shall  be  first  obtained  to  such  increase  or  reduction 
of  the  number  of  directors. 

WHEN  ACTS  OF  DIRECTORS  VOID. 

§  22.  When  the  directors  of  any  corporation  for  the  first  year  of 
its  corporate  existence  shall  hold  over  and  continue  to  be  directors 
after  the  first  year,  because  of  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  adopt  the 
by-laws  required  to  enable  the  stockholders  to  hold  the  annual  elec- 
tion for  directors,  all  their  acts  and  proceedings  while  so  holding 
over,  done  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  designed  to 
charge  upon  it  any  liability  or  obligation  for  the  services  of- any 
such  director,  or  any  officer,  or  attorney  or  counsel  appointed  by 
them,  and  every  such  liability  or  obligation  shall  be  held  to  be 
fraudulent  and  void. 
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T.TARn.TTY     OF     DIRXSCTORS    FOR     MAKHfO    UNAUTHORIZED 
DIVIDENDS. 

§  23.  The  directors  of  a  stock  corporation  shall  not  make  divi- 
dends, except  from  the  surplus  profits  arising  from  the  business  of 
such  corporation ;  nor  divide,  withdraw  or  in  any  way  pay  to  the 
stockholders,  or  any  of  them,  any  part  of  the  capital  of  such  corpo- 
ration, or  reduce  its  capital  stock,  except  as  authorized  by  law.  In 
case  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  directors 
under  whose  administration  the  same  may  have  happened,  except 
those  who  may  have  caused  their  dissent  therefrom  to  be  entered  at 
large  upon  the  minutes  of  such  directors  at  the  time,  or  were  not 
present  when  the  same  happened,  shall  jointly  and  severally  be 
liable  to  such  corporation,  and  to  the  creditors  thereof,  to  the  full 
amount  of  the  capital  of  such  corporation  so  divided,  withdrawn, 
paid  out  or  reduced.  But  this  section  shall  not  prevent  a  division 
and  distribution  of  the  assets  of  any  such  corporation  remaining 
after  the  payment  of  all  its  debts  and  liabilities  upon  the  dissolution 
of  such  corporation  or  the  expiration  of  its  charter. 

LIABIUTT  OF  DIRECTORS    FOR    UNAUTHORIZED    DEBTS  AND 
OVER  ISSUE  OF  BONDS. 

§  24.  No  stock  corporation,  except  a  monied  corporation,  shall 
create  any  debt,  if  thereby  its  total  indebtedness  not  secured  by 
mortgage  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  its  paid-up  capital  stock,  and 
the  directors  creating  or  consenting  to  the  creation  of  any  such  debt 
shall  be  personally  liable  therefor  to  the  creditors  of  the  corporation. 
If  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  corporation,  secured  by  mort- 
gage, are  issued  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized  by  law,  or  in 
violation  of  law,  the  directors  voting  for  such  over-issue,  or  unlaw- 
ful issue,  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  holders  of  the  bonds  or 
other  obligations  illegally  issued  for  the  amount  held  by  them,  and 
to  all  persons  sustaining  damage  by  such  illegal  issues  for  any  damage 
caused  thereby. 

Section  24  0/  the  stock  corporation  law  does  not  apply  to  a  railroad  cor* 
poration.     See  section  2^,  Railroad  Laiv^  post, 

TiTABniTTY  OF  DIRECTORS  FOR  LOANS  TO  STOCKHOZiDERS. 

§  25.  No  loan  of  moneys  shall  be  made  by  any  stock  corporation, 
except  a  monied  corporation,  or  by  any  officer  thereof  out  of  its 
funds  to  any  stockholder  therein,  nor  shall  any  such  corporation  or 
officer  discount  any  note  or  other  evidence  of  debt,  or  receive  the 
same  in  payment  of  any  installment  or  any  part  thereof  due  or  to 
become  due  on  any  stock  in  such  corporation,  or  receive  or  discount 
anv  note,  or  other  evidence  of  debt,  to  enable  any  stockholder  to 

See  sections  of  Penal  Code  as  lo  certain  \  enilties,  post. 
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withdraw  any  part  of  the  money  paid  in  by  him  on  his  stock.  In 
case  of  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section,  the  officers  or 
directors  making  such  loan,  or  assenting  thereto,  or  receiving  or 
discounting  such  notes  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  shall,  jointly 
and  severally,  be  personally  liable  to  the  extent  of  such  loan  and 
interest,  for  all  the  debts  of  the  corporation  contracted  before  the 
repayment  of  the  sum  loaned,  and  to  the  full  amount  of  the  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  so  received  or  discounted,  with  interest  from 
the  time  such  liability  accrued. 

TRANSFERS  OF  STOCK  B7  STOCKHOLDER  INDEBTED  TO  COR^ 
PORATION. 

§  26.  If  a  stockholder  shall  be  indebted  to  the  corporation,  the 
directors  may  refuse  to  consent  to  a  transfer  of  his  stock  until  such 
indebtedness  is  paid,  provided  a  copy  of  this  section  is  written  or 
printed  upon  the  certificate  of  stock. 


§  27.  The  directors  of  a  stock  corporation  may  appoint  from  their 
number  a  president,  and  may  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and 
other  officers,  agents  and  employes,  who  shall  respectively  have 
such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  in  the  management  of  the 
property  and  affairs  of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
directors,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  them  or  in  the  by-laws.  The  di- 
rectors may  require  any  such  officer,  agent  or  employe  to  give  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  may  remove 
him  at  pleasure.  The  policyholders  of  an  insurance  corporation 
shall  be  eligible  to  election  or  appointment  as  its  officers. 

INBPECTORS .  AND  THEIR  OATH 

§  28.  The  inspectors  of  election  of  every  stock  corporation  shall 
be  appointed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  by-laws,  but  the  in- 
spectors of  the  first  election  of  directors  and  of  all  previous 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board 
of  directors  named  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation.  No 
director  or  officer  of  a  monied  corporation  shall  be  eligible  to 
election  or  appointment  as  inspector.  Each  inspector  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  to  be 
paid  by  the  corporation,  and  if  any  inspector  shall  refuse  to  serve, 
or  neglect  to  attend  at  the  election,  or  his  office  become  vacant,  the 
meeting  may  appoint  an  inspector  in  his  place  unless  the  by-laws 
otherwise  provide.     The  inspectors  appointed  to  act  at  any  meeting 

See  Sections  of  Penal  Cotle  as  to  certain  penoliics, /V>j/. 
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of  the  stockholders  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  be  sworn  to  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  inspector  at  such 
meeting  with  strict  impartiality,  and  according  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  and  the  oath  so  taken  shall  be  subscribed  by  them,  and  im- 
mediately filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such 
election  or  meeting  shall  be  held,  with  a  certificate  of  the  result  of 
the  vote  taken  thereat. 

BOOSTS  TO  BE  KEPT. 

§  29.  Every    stock  corporation  shall  keep  at  its    office,   correct 

books  of  account  of  all  its  business  and  transactions,  and  a  book  to 

be  known  as  the  stock-book,   containing  the  names,  alphabetically 

arranged,  of  all  persons  who  are  stockholders  of  the  corporation, 

showing  their  places  of    residence,   the  number  of  shares  of  stock 

held  by  them  respectively,  the  time  when  they  respectively  became 

the  owners  thereof,  and  the  amount  paid  thereon.     The  stock-book 

of  every  such  corporation  shall  be  open  daily,  during  business  hours, 

for  the  inspection  of  its  stockholders  and  judgment  creditors,  who 

may  make  extracts  therefrom.     No  transfer  of  ^ock  shall  be  valid 

as  against  the  corporation,  its   stockholders  and  creditors  for  any 

purpose,  except  to  render  the  transferee  liable  for  the  debts  of  the 

corporation  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  until  it  shall 

have  been  entered  in  such  book  as  required  by  this  section,  by  an 

entry  showing  from  and  to  whom  transferred.  The  stock-book  of 
every  such  corporation  and  the  books  of  account  of  every  bank 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  so  stated,  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  such  cor- 
poration or  any  of  its  officers,  directors  or  stockholders.  Every 
corporation  that  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept 
such  books,  or  to  keep  any  book  open  for  inspection  as  herein  re- 
quired, shall  forfeit  to  the  people  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  every 
day  it  shall  so  neglect  or  refuse.  If  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  such 
corporation  shall  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  any  proper 
entry  in  such  book  or  books,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit 
the  same,  or  allow  them  to  be  inspected  and  extracts  taken  there- 
from-as  provided  in  this  section,  the  corporation  and  such  oflScer 
or  agent  shall  each  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  injured  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  all  damages 
resulting  to  him  therefrom.  {Thus  amended  by  chap.  128,  Laws 
1900.) 

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

§  30,    Every  domestic  stock  corporation  and  every  foreign  stock  cor- 
poration doing  business  within  this  state,  except  moneyed  and  railroad 
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corporations,  shall  annually,  during  the  month  of  January,  or,  if  doing 
business  without  the  United  States,  before  the  first  day  of  May,  make  a 
report  as  of  the  first  day  of  January,  which  shall  state : 

1.  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  the  proportion  actually  issued. 

2.  The  amount  of  its  debts  or  an  amount  which  they  do  not  then  exceed. 

3.  The  amount  of  its  assets  or  an  amount  which  its  assets  at  least 
equal. 

Such  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  its  directors,  and  verified 
by  the  oath  of  the  president  or  vice-president  and  treasurer  or  secretary, 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county  within  this  state  where  its  principal  business 
office  may  be  located.  If  such  report  is  not  so  made  and  filed,  all  the 
directors  of  the  corporation  shall  jointly  and  severally  be  personally  liable 
for  all  die  debts  of  the  corporation  then  existing,  and  for  all  contracted 
before  such  report  shall  be  made.  No  director  shall  be  liable  for  the 
failure  to  make  and  file  such  report  if  he  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of 
state,  within  thirty  days'  after  the  first  day  of  February,  or  the  first  day  of 
May,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  verified  certificate,  stating  that  he  has  en- 
deavored to  have  such  report  made  and  filed,  but  that  the  officers  or  a 
majority  of  the  directors  have  refused  and  neglected  to  make  and  file  the 
same,  and  shall  append  to  such  certificate  a  report  containing  the  items 
required  to  be  stated  in  such  annual  report,  so  far  as  they  are  Within  his 
knowledge  or  are  obtainable  from  sources  of  information  open  to  him, 
and  verified  by  him  to  be  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  information 

and  belief.     ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  384,  Laws  of  1897.)

LIABTTJTY  OF  OFFICBRS  FOR  FALSE  CERTIFICATBS,  REPORTS 

OR  PXTBUC  NoncEa 

§  31.  If  any  certificate  or  report  made  or  public  notice  given  by 
the  officers  or  directors  of  a  stock  corporation  shall  be  false  in  any 
material  representation,  the  officers  and  directors  signing  the  same 
shall  jointly  and  severally  be  personally  liable  to  any  person  who  has 
become  a  creditor  or  stockholder  of  the  corporation  upon  the  faith 
of  any  such  certificate,  report,  notice  or  any  material  representation 
therein  to  the  amount  of  the  debt  contracted  upon  the  faith  thereof 
if  not  paid  when  due,  or  of  the  damage  sustained  by  any  purchaser 
of  or  subscriber  to  its  stock  upon  the  faith  thereof.  The  liability 
imposed  by  this  section  shall  exist  in  all  cases  where  the  contents  of 
any  such  certificate,  report  or  notice  or  of  any  material  representa- 
tion therein  shall   have   been  communicated  either  directly  or  in- 
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directly  to  the  person  so  becoming  a  creditor  or  stockholder  and  he 
became  such  creditor  or  stockholder  upon  the  faith  thereof.  No 
action  can  be  maintained  for  a  cause  of  action  created  by  this  section 
unless  brought  within  two  years  from  the  time  the  certificate,  report 
or  public  notice  shall  have  been  made  or  given  by  the  officers  or 
directors  of  such  corporation. 

ALTERATION  OR  EXTENSION  OF  BUSINESS. 

§  32.  Any  stock  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized 
under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state  may  extend  or  alter  its 
business  and  powers  so  as  to  include  any  purposes  and  powers  which 
at  the  time  of  such  extension  may  have  been  conferred  by  law  upon 
corporations  engaged  in  a  business  of  the  same  general  character,  or 
which  might  be  included. in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a  cor- 
poration organizing  under  any  general  law  of  this  state  for  a  business 
of  the  same  general  character,  by  filing  in  the  manner  provided  for 
the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  an  amended  certificate,  exe- 
cuted by  a  majority  of  its  directors,  stating  the  extension  of  business 
and  powers  and  rights  proposed,  and  that  the  same  has  been  duly 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  stockholders  representing  at  least  three- 
fifths  of  the  capital  stock,  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  called  for 
the  purppse  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  forty-five  of  this 
chapter,  and  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting,  verified  by 
the  affidavit  of  one  of  the  directors  present  thereat,  shall  be  filed 
with  such  amended  certificate. 

BALB  OF  FRANCHISE  AND  PROPERT7. 

§  33.  A  stock  corporation,  except  a  railroad  corporation  and 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  its  stock,  may  sell  and  convey  its  property,  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises,  or  any  interest  therein  or  any  part  thereof  to  a  domestic 
corporation,  engaged  in  a  business  of  the  same  general  character, 
or  which  might  be  included  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a 
corporation  organizing  under  any  general  law  of  this  state  for  a 
business  of  the  same  general  character ;  and  such  sale  and  convey- 
ance shall  vest  the  rights,  property  and  franchises  thereby  trans- 
ferred in  the  corporation  to  which  they  are  conveyed  for  the  term 
of  its  corporate  existence,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions 
applicable  to  the  corporation  conveying  them.  Before  such  sale  or 
conveyance  shall  be  made  such  consent  shall  be  obtained  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  called  upon  like  notice  as  that  required  for 
an  annual  meeting.     If  any  stockholder  not  voting  in  favor  of  such 
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proposed  sale  or  coijveyance  shall  at  such  meeting,  or  within  twenty 
days  thereafter  object  to  such  sale,  and  demand  payment  for  his 
stock,  he  may,  within  sixty  days  after  such  meeting,  apply  to  the 
supreme  court  at  any  special  term  thereof  held  in  the  district  in 
which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  such  corporation  is  situated, 
upon  eight  days  notice  to  the  corporation,  for  the  appointment  of 
three  persons  to  appraise  the  value  of  such  stock,  and  the  court  shall 
appoint  three  such  appraisers,  and  designate  the  time  and  place  of 
iheir  proceedings  as  shall  be  deemed  proper,  and  also  direct  the 
iianner  in  which  payment  for  such  stock  shall  be  made  to  such 
stockholder.'   The  court  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board   of 
appraisers  occurring  by  refusal  or  neglect  to  serve  or  otherwise. 
The  appraisers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  and 
nhey  or  any  two  of  them,  after  being  duly  sworn  honestly  and  faith- 
fully to  discharge  their  duties,  shall  estimate  and  certify  the  value 
of  such  stock  at  the  time  of  such  dissent,  and  deliver  one  copy  to 
•uch  corporation,  and  another  to  such  stockholder  if  demanded; 
{he  charges  and  expenses  of  the  appraisers  shall  be  paid  by  the 
corporation.     When  the  corporation  shall  have  paid  the  amount  of 
such  appraisal,  as  directed  by  the  court,  such  stockholders  shall 
cease  to  have  any  interest  in  such  stock  and  in  the  corporate  prop- 
erty of  such  corporation  and  such  stock  may  be  held  or  disposed 
of  by  such  corporation.     (This  section  added  by  chap.  638,  Laws

§  34.  No  director  or  officer  of  any  stock  corporation  shall  be 
liable  to  any  creditor  of  the  corporation,  because  of  the  creation 
of  any  excessive  indebtedness,  or  because  of  any  failure  to  make 
or  to  file  an  annual  report,  whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  occur- 
ring: 

(i)  In  case  of  any  debt,  as  to  which  personal  liability  of  directors 
or  officers  may  be  or  shall  have  been  waived  by  such  creditor,  or  by 
anyone  under  whom  he  claims ;  or  by  any  provision  of  any  ihstni- 
ment  creating  or  securing  such  debt ;  or 

(2)  Unless  within  three  years  after  the  occurrence  of  the  act  or 
the  default  in  respect  of  which  it  shall  be  sought  to  charge  the 
director  or  officer,  such  creditor  shall  have  served  upon  such  di- 
rector or  officer  written  notice  of  his  intention  to  hold  him  person- 
Ally  liable  for  his  claim ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  any  such  lia- 
bility, because  of  any  such  default  now  existing  and  not  waived 
ts  above  provided,  may  be  enforced  by  action  begun  at  any  time 
mthin  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  or  by  action

begun  thereafter,  if  within  such  year  written  notice  of  intention  to 
enforce  such  liability  shall  have  been  given  as  above  provided. 

Any  director  or  officer,  who,  because  of  any  such  existing  or 
future  liability,  shall  pay  any  debt  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  sub- 
rogated to  all  rights  of  the  creditor  in  respect  thereof  against  the 
corporate  property,  but  not  against  the  stockholders  of  the  corpo- 
ration; and  also  shall  be  entitled  to  contribution  from  all  other 
directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation  similarly  liable  for  the 
same  debt,  and  the  personal  representatives  of  any  such  director 
or  officer  who  shall  have  died  before  making  such  contribution.

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IBSXTE  AND  TRANSFERS  OF  STOCK. 

§  40.  Th.^  stock  of  every  stock  corporation  shall  be  represented 
by  certificates  prepared  by  the  directors  and  signed  by  the  president 
or  vice-president  and  secretary  or  treasurer  and  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  this  chapter  and  in  the  by-laws.  No  share  shall  be  trans* 
ferable  until  all  previous  calls  thereon  shall. have  been  fully  paid  in. 

Any  stock  corporation,  domestic  or  foreign,  now  existing  or 
hereafter  organized,  except  monied  corporations,  may  purchase, 
acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  the  stocks,  bonds  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  any  corporation,  domestic  or  foreign,  and  issue 
in  exchange  therefor  its  stock,  bonds  or  other  obligations  if  author- 
ized so  to  do  by  a  provision  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of 
such  stock  corporation,  or  in  any  certificate  amendatory  thereof  or 
supplementary  thereto,  filed  in  pursuance  of  law,  or  if  the  corporation 
whose  stock  is  so  purchased,  acquired,  held  or  disposed  of,  is  en- 
gaged in  a  business  similar  to  that  of  such  stock  corporation,  or 
engaged  in  the  manufacture,  use  or  sale  of  the  property,  or  in  the 
construction  or  operation  of  works  necessary  or  useful  in  the  busi- 
ness of  such  stock  corporation,  or  in  which  or  in  connection  with 
which  the  manufactured  articles,  product  or  property  of  such  stock 
corporation  are  or  may  be  used,  or  is  a  corporation  with  which  such 
stock  corporation  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  consolidate.  When 
any  such  corporation  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  any  other  corpora- 
tion, as  herein  provided,  its  president  or  other  officers  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  the  office  of  director  of  such  corporation,  the  same  as  if  they 
were  individually  stockholders  therein  and  the  corporation  holding 
such  stock  shall  possess  and  exercise  in  respect  thereof,  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  individual  owners  or  holders  of 
such  stock. 

Any  stock  corporation  may,  in  pursuance  of  a  unanimous  vote  of 
its  stockholders  voting  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose 
by  notice  in  writing  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such 
corporation  stating  the  time  and  place  and  object  of  the  meeting, 
and  served  upon  each  stockholder  appearing  as  such  upon  the  books 
of  the  corporation,  personally  or  by  mail  at  his  last-known  post-office 
address  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  guarantee  the 
bonds  of  any  other  domestic  corporation  engaged  in  the  same  general 
line  of  business. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS  TO  STOCK. 

§  41.  If  the  whole  capital  stock  shall  not  have  been  subscribed  at 
the  time  of  filing  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  directors  named 
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in  the  certificate  may  open  books  of  subscription  to  fill  up  the  capi* 
tal  stock  in  such  places,  and  after  giving  such  notices  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  may  continue  to  receive  subscriptions  until  the 
whole  capital  stock  is  subscribed.  At  the  time  of  subscribing,  every 
subscriber,  whose  subscription  is  payable  in  money,  shall  pay  to  the 
directors  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  subscribed  by  him  in 
cash,  and  no  such  subscription  shall  be  received  or  taken  without 
such  payment. 

CONSIDERATIOir  FOR  ISaXTE  OF  STOCK  AND  BONDa 

§  42.  No  corporation  shall  issue  either  stock  or  bonds  except  for 
money,  labor  done  or  property  actually  received  for  the  use  and  law- 
ful purposes  of  such  corporation.  No  such  stock  shall  be  issued  for 
less  than  its  par  value. 

No  such  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  less  than  the  fair  market  value 
thereof. 

TIME  OF  PA7MENT  OF  SUBSCRIPTIONS  TO  STOCK. 

§  43.  Subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  shall  be 
paid  at  such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  by  resolution  require.  If  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment 
of  any  installment  as  required  by  such  resolution,  the  board  may  de- 
clare the  stock  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  forfeited  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation,  after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from  the 
service  on  the  defaulting  stockholder,  personally  or  by  mail  directed 
to  him  at  his  last- known  post-office  address,  of  a  written  notice  re-. 
quiring  him  to  make  payment  within  sixty  days  from  the  service  of 
the  notice  at  a  place  specified  therein,  and  stating  that,  in  case  of 
failure  to  do  so,  his  stock  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  will  be 
^  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

Such  stock,  if  forfeited,  may  be  reissued  or  subscriptions  therefor 
may  be  received  as  in  the  case  of  stock  not  issued  or  subscribed  for. 
If  not  sold  for  its  par  value  or  subscribed  for  within  six  months  after 
such  forfeiture,  it  shall  be  cancelled  and  deducted  from  the  amount 
of  the  capital  stock.  If  by  such  cancellation,  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  is  reduced  below  the  minimum  required  by  law,  the 
capital  stock  shall  be  increased  to  the  required  amount  within  three 
months  thereafter  or  an  action  may  be  brought  or  proceedings  in- 
stituted to  close  up  the  business  of  the  corporation  as  in  the  case  of 
an  insolvent  corporation.  If  a  receiver  of  the  assets  of  the  cor- 
poration has  been  appointed,  all  unpaid  subscriptions  to  the  stock 
shall  be  paid  at  such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  the  receiver 
or  the  court  may  direct. 
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[NCBEASE  OB  BEDXTCTIGN  07  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

§  44.  Any  domestic  corporation  may  increase  or  reduce  its  cap- 
ital stock  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  but  not  above  the  max- 
imum or  below  the  minimum,  if  any,  prescribed  by  law.  If  in- 
creased, the  holders  of  the  additional  stock  issued  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  liabilities  with  respect  thereto  as  are  provided  by 
law  in  relation  to  the  original  capital;  if  reduced,  the  amount  of 
its  debts  and  liabilities  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  its  reduced 
capital,  unless  an  insurance  corporation,  in  which  case  the  amount 
of  its  debts  and  liabilities  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  its  re- 
duced capital  and  other  assets.  The  owner  of  any  stock  shall  not 
be  relieved  from  any  liability  existing  prior  to  the  reduction  of  the 
capital  stock  of  any  stock  corporation.  If  a  banking  corporation, 
whether  the  capital  be  increased  or  reduced,  its  assets  shall  at 
least  be  equal  to  its  debts  and  liabilities  and  the  capital  stock,  as 
increased  or  reduced.  A  domestic  railroad  corporation  may  in- 
crease or  reduce  its  capital  stock  in  the  manner  herein  provided 
notwithstanding  any  provision  contained  herein  or  in  any  general 
or  special  law  fixing  or  limiting  the  amount  of  capital  stock  which 
may  be  issued  by  it.    {Thus  amended  by  chap.  696,  Laws  1899.) 

NOnCE  OF  MBETINa  TO  INCRB ABB  OR  REDUCE  CAPITAL  STOCK 

§  45.  Every  such  increase  or  reduction  must  be  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  the  stockholders  owning  at  least  a  majority  of  the  stock  of 
the  corporation,  taken  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  specially 
called  for  that  purpose.  Notice  of  the  meeting,  stating  the  time, 
place  and  object,  and  the  amount  of  the  increase  or  reduction  pro- 
posed, signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors,  shall  be  published  once 
a  week,  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks,  in  a  newspaper  in  the 
county  where  its  principal  business  office  is  located,  if  any  is  pub- 
lished therein,  and  a  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  personally  served 
upon  or  duly  mailed  to  each  stockholder  or  member  at  his  last- 
known  post-office  address  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  meeting. 
(T^us  amended  by  chap,  yoo,  Laws  iSgj.) 

CONDUCT  OP  SUCH  MEETING  ;  CERTIFICATE  OP  INCREASE  OR 
REDUCTION. 

§  46.  If,  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  notice,  the  stock- 
holders shall  appear  in  person  or  by  proxy,  in  numbers  representing 
at  least  a  majority  of  all  the  shares  of  stock,  they  shall  organize  by 
choosing  from  their  number  a  chairman  and  secretary,  and  take  a 
vote  of  those  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  be  given  in  favor  of  such  increase  or  reduction,  a 
certificate  of  the  proceedings,  showing  a  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  the  amount  of  capital  actually  paid  in,  the 
whole  amount  of  .debts  and  liabilities  of  the  corporation,  and  the 
amount  of  the  increased  or  reduced  capital  stock,  shall  be  made, 
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signed,  verified  and  acknowledged  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
the  meeting,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where 
its  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  located,  and  a  duplicate  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  In  case  of  a  reduction  of  the 
capital  stock,  except  of  a  railroad  corporation,  or  a  monied  corpora- 
tion, such  certificate  shall  have  indorsed  thereon  the  approval  of  the 
comptroller,  to  the  effect  that  the  reduced  capital  is  sufficient  for  the 
proper  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  is  in  excess  of  its  debts 
and  liabilities,  and  in  case  of  the  increase,  or  reduction  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  railroad  corporation,  or  a  monied  corporation,  the 
certificate  shall  have  indorsed  thereon  the  approval  of  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners,  if  a  railroad  corporation ;  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  banks,  if  a  corporation  formed  under  or  subject  to  the  banking 
law;  and  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  if  an  insurance  corpo- 
ration. 

When  the  certificate  herein  provided  for  has  been  filed,  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  such  corporation  shall  be  increased  or  reduced,  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  the  amount  specified  in  such  certificate.  The  pro- 
ceedings of  the  meeting  at  which  such  increase  or  reduction  is  voted, 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  corporation.  If  the  capital 
stock  is  reduced,  the  amount  of  capital  over  and  above  the  amount 
of  the  reduced  capital  shall  be  returned  to  the  stockholders  pro  rata 
at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  directors  shall  determine. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap,  yoOy  Laws  of  J^pJ.) 

PRISFERRED  AND  COMMON  STOCK. 

§  47.  Every  domestic  stock  corporation  may  have  preferred  and 
common  stock,  and  different  classes  of  preferred  stock,  if  the  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation  so  provides  or  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  stockholders,  and  may,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  holder 
of  any  preferred  stock,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  cfirectors,  ex- 
change the  same  for  common  stock,  and  issue  certificates  for  com- 
mon stock  therefor,  share  for  share,  or  upon  such  other  valuation  as 
may  have  been  agreed  upon  in  the  scheme  for  the  organization  of 
such  corporation,  or  the  issue  of  such  preferred  stock,  but  the  total 
amount  of  such  capital  stock  shall  not  be  increased  thereby. 

PROHIBITED  TRANSFERS  TO  OFFICERS  OR  8TOCKHOIJ>ER& 

§  48.  No  corporation  which  shall  have  refused  to  pay  any  of  its 
notes  or  other  obligations  when  due,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  nor  any  of  its  officers  or  directors,  shall  transfer  any  of  its 
property  to  any  of  its  officers,  directors  or  stockholders,  directly  or 
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Indirectly,  for  the  payment  of  any  debt,  or  upon  any  other  consider- 
ation than  the  full  value  of  the  property  paid  in  cash.  No  convey- 
ance, assignment  or  transfer  of  any  property  of  any  such  corporation 
by  it  or  by  any  officer,  director  or  stockholder  thereof,  nor  any  pay- 
ment made,  judgment  suffered,  lien  created  or  security  given  by  it 
or  by  any  officer,  director  or  stockholder  when  the  corporation  is  in- 
solvent or  its  insolvency  is  imminent,  with  the  intent  of  giving  a 
preference  to  any  particular  creditor  over  other  creditors  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  valid. 

Every  person  receiving  by  means  of  any  such  prohibited  act  or 
deed  any  property  of  the  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  account 
therefor  to  its  creditors  or  stockholders  or  other  trustees. 

No  stockholder  of  any  such  corporation  shall  make  any  transfer  or 
assignment  of  his  stock  therein  to  any  person  in  contemplation  of  its 
insolvency.  Every  transfer  or  assignment  or  other  act  done  in  vio- 
lation of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  void. 

No  conveyance,  assignment  or  transfer  of  any  property  of  a  cor- 
poration formed  under  or  subject  to  the  banking  law,  exceeding  in 
value  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  made  by  such  corporation,  or  by 
any  officer  or  director  thereof,  unless  authorized  by  a  previous  reso- 
lution of  its  board  of  directors,  except  promissory  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  debt  issued  or  received  by  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
in  the  transaction  of  its  ordinary  business  and  except  payments  in 
specie  or  other  current  money  or  in  bank  bills  made  by  such  officers. 
No  such  conveyance,  assignment  or  transfer  shall  be  void  in  the 
hands  of  a  purchaser  for  a  valuable  consideration  without  notice. 
^  Every  director  or  officer  of  a  corporation  who  shall  violate  or  be 
concerned  in  violating  any  provision  of  this  section,  shall  be  person- 
ally liable  to  the  creditors  and  stockholders  of  the  corporation  of 
which  he  shall  be  director  or  an  officer  to  the  full  extent  of  any  loss 
they  may  respectively  sustain  by  such  violation. 

PATBSBNT  B7  STOCKHOIiDXIRS  OF  MORTGAaB  DEBT  PBNDINa 


§  49.  Whenever  default  shall  be  made  by  any  corporation  in  the 
payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  any  of  its  bonds  secured  by  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  of  its  property,  any  stockholder  may  at  any 
time  during  the  pendency  of  the  foreclosure  of  such  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust  and  before  the  sale  thereunder  pay  to  the  mortgagees 
or  grantees  in  such  mortgage  or  deed,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  such  bonds,  a  sum  equal  to  such  proportion  of  the  amount 
due  and  secured  to  be  paid  by  such  mortgage  or  deed,  as  his  stock 
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in  such  corporation  shall  bear  to  its  whole  capital  stock,  and  on 
making  such  payment  he  shall  to  the  extent  thereof  become  and  be 
interested  in  such  mortgage  or  deed  and  protected  thereby. 

APPIJCATIOir  TO  COURT  TO  ORDBR  I88X7E  OF  NBW  IN  PIiAGB 
OF  LOST  CERTIFICATE  OF  STOCK. 

§  50.  The  owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  of  stock,  if  the 
corporation  shall  refuse  to  issue  a  new  certificate  in  place  theteof, 
may  apply  to  the  supreme  court,  at  any  special  term  held  in  the  dis- 
trict where  he  resides,  or  in  which  the  principal  business  office  of  the 
corporation  is  located,  for  an  order  requiring  the  corporation  to 
show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  required  to  issue  a  new  certificate 
in  place  of  the  one  lost  or  destroyed.  The  application  shall  be  by 
petition,  duly  verified  by  the  owner,  stating  the  name  of  the  corpo- 
ration, the  number  and  date  of  the  certificate,  if  known,  or  if  it  can 
be  ascertained  by  the  petitioner;  the  number  of  shares  named 
therein,  to  whom  issued,  and  as  particular  a  statement  of  the  circum- 
stances attending  such  loss  or  destruction  as  the  petitioner  can  give. 
Upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  the  court  shall  make  an  order 
requiring  the  corporation  to  show  cause,  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
mentioned,  why  it  should  not  issue  a  new  certificate  of  stock  in  place 
of  the  one  described  in  the  petition.  A  copy  of  the  petition  and 
order  shall  be  served  on  the  president  or  other  head  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  on  the  secretary  or  treasurer  thereof,  personally,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  time  for  showing  cause. 

ORDER  OF  COURT  UPON  SUCH  APPLICATION. 

§  51.  Upon  the  return  of  the  order,  with  proof  of  due  service 
thereof,  the  court  shall,  in  a  summary  manner,  and  in  such  mode  as 
it  may  deem  advisable,  inquire  into  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  in 
the  petition,  and  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties  in  re- 
gard thereto,  and  if  satisfied  that  the  petitioner  is  the  lawful  owner 
of  the  number  of  shares,  or  any  part  thereof,  described  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  that  the  certificate  therefor  has  been  lost  or  destroyed, 
and  cannot  after  due  diligence  be  found,  and  that  no  sufficient  cause 
has  been  shown  why  a  new  certificate  should  not  be  issued,  it  shall 
make  an  order  requiring  the  corporation,  within  such  time  as  shall 
be  therein  designated,  to  issue  and  deliver  to  the  petitioner  a  new 
certificate  for  the  number  of  shares  specified  in  the  order,  upon  de- 
positing such  security,  or  filing  a  bond  in  such  form  and  with  such 
sureties  as  to  the  court  shall  appear  sufficient  to  indemnify  any  per- 
son other  than  the  petitioner  who  shall  thereafter  be  found  to  be  the 
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lawful  owner  of  the  certificate  lost  or  destroyed ;  and  the  court  may 
direct  the  publication  of  such  notice,  either  before  or  after  making 
such  order  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  Any  person  claiming  any  rights 
under  the  certificates  alleged  to  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  shall 
have  recourse  to  such  indemnity,  and  the  corporation  shall  be  dis- 
charged from  all  liability  to  such  person  upon  compliance  with  such 
order;  and  obedience  to  the  order  may  be  enforced  by  attachment 
against  tbe  officer  or  officers  of  the  corporation  on  proof  of  his  or 
their  refusal  to  comply  with  it. 

FINANCIAIi  STATEMENT  TO  STOCKHOLDERa 

§  52.  Stockholders  owning  five  per  centum  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  corporation  other  than  a  monied  corporation,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  three  per  centum  where  it  ex- 
ceeds one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  may  make  a  written  request  to 
the  treasurer  or  chief  fiscal  officer  thereof,  for  a  statement  of  its 
affairs,  under  oath,  embracing  a  particular  account  of  all  its  assets 
and  liabilities,  and  the  treasurer  shall  make  such  statement  and 
deliver  it  to  the  person  presenting  the  request  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  and  keep  on  file  for  twelve  months  thereafter  a  copy  of 
such  statement,  which  shall  at  all  times  during  business  hours  be 
exhibited  to  any  stockholder  demanding  an  examination  thereof;  but 
the  treasurer  or  such  chief  fiscal  officer  shall  not  be  required  to 
deliver  more  than  one  such  statement  in  any  one  year.  The  su- 
preme court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  may  upon  application,  for  good 
cause  shown,  extend  the  time  for  making  and  delivering  such  cer- 
tificate. For  every  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  treasurer  or  other  chief 
fiscal  officer  thereof  to  comply  w^ith  the  provisions  of  this  section  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  person  making  such  request  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars,  and  the  further  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  twenty-four 
hours  thereafter  until  such  statement  shall  be  furnished, 

STOCK  BOOKS  OF  FOREZGN  CORPORATIONa 

§  53.  Every  foreign  stock  corporation  having  an  office  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  in  this  state,  except  moneyed  and  railroad  corporations, 
shall  keep  therein  a  book  to  be  known  as  a  stock  book,  containing  the 
names,  alphabetically  arranged,  of  all  persons  who  are  stockholders  of  the 
corporation,  showing  their  places  of  residence,  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  held  by  them  respectively,  the  time  when  they  respectively  became 
the  owners  thereof,  and  the  amount  paid  thereon.  Such  stock  book  shall 
be  open  daily,  during  business  hours,  for  the  inspection  of  its  stockholders 
and  judgnfient  creditors,  and  any  officer  of  the  state  authorized  by  law  to 
investigate  the  affairs  of  any  such  corporation.    If  any  such  foreign  stock 
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corporation  has  in  this  state  a  transfer  agent,  whether  such  agent  shall  ht 
a  corporation  or  a  natural  person,  such  stock  book  may  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  such  agent  and  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at  all  times  during 
the  usual  hours  of  transacting  business,  to  any  stockholder,  judgment 
creditor  or  officer  of  the  state  authorized  by  law  to  investigate  the  affairs 
of  such  corporations.  For  any  refusal  to  allow  such  book  to  be  inspected, 
such  corporation  and  the  officer  or  agent  so  refusing  shall  each  forfeit  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  be  recovered  by  the  person  to 
whom  such  refusal  was  made.  {TAus  amended iy  chap.  384,  Laws  1897.)

UABILITIBS  OF  STOCKHOIiDXIRS. 

§  54.    The  stockholders  of  every  stock  corporation  shall,  jointly  and 
severally,  be  personally  liable  to  its  creditors,  to  an  amount  equal  to 
the  amount  of  the  stock  held  by  them  respectively,   for  every  debt 
of  the  corporation,  until  the  whole  amount  of  its  capital  stock  issued 
and  outstanding  at  the  time  such  debt  was  incurred  shall  have  been 
fully  paid.       The    stockholders     of     every    stock    corporation   shall, 
jointly    and    severally,    be    personally    liable    for    all  debts  due   and 
owing  to  any  of  its  laborers,  servants  or  employes  other  than  con- 
tractors,   for    services    performed    by    them    for    such    corporation. 
Before  such  laborer,  servant  or  employe    shall    charge    such    stodc- 
holder  for  such  ser\'ices,  he  shall  give  him  notice  in  writing,  within 
thirty  days    after  the  termination  of  such    services    that  he    intends 
to  hold  him  liable,    and    shall  commence  an  action   therefor  within 
thirty  days  after  the  return  of  an  execution  unsatisfied  against   the 
corporation   upon  a  judgment  recovered  against  it  for  services.     No 
person  holding  stock  in  any  corporation  as  collateral  seciuity,  or  as 
executor,   administrator,    guardian    or    trustee,    unless    he  shall    have 
voluntarily  invested  the  trust  funds  in  such  stock,  shall  be  person- 
ally subject  to    liability  as    a  stockholder;     but  the  person  pledging 
such  stock  shall  be  considered  the  holder  thereof,  and  shall  be  liable 
as  stockholder;  and  the  estates  and  funds  in  the  hands  of  such  executor, 
administrator,  guardian   or  trustee  shall   be  liable  in  the  like  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  testator  or  intestate,  or  the  ward,  or 
person  interested  in  such  trust  fund  would  have  been,  if  he  had  been 
living  and  competent  to  act  and  held  the  same  stock  in  his  own  name, 
unless  it  appears  that  such  executor,  administrator,  guardian  or  trustee 
voluntarily  invested  the  trust  funds  in  such  stocks,  in  which  case  he  shall 
be  personally  liable  as  a  stockholder.

UMITATION  OF  STOCKHOLDER'S  LIABILITT. 

§  55.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against  a  stockholder  for  any 
debt  of  the  corporation  until  judgment  therefor  has  been  recovered 
against  the  corporation,  and  an  execution  thereon  has  been  returned 
unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the  amount  due  on  such  execu- 
tion shall  be  the  amount  recoverable,  w'th  costs  against  the  stock- 
holder. No  stockholder  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any  debt  of 
the  corporation  not  payable  within  two  years  from  the  time  it  is 
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contracted,  nor  unless  an  action  for  its  collection  shall  be  brought 
against  the  corporation  within  two  years  after  the  debt  becomes 
due;  and  no  action  shall  be  brought  against  a  stockholder  after  he 
shall  have  ceased  to  be  a  stockholder,  for  any  debt  of  the  corpora- 
tion, unless  brought  within  two  years  from  the  time  he  shall  have 
ceased  to  be  a  stockholder. 

INCRHABB  OR  RXJDUCTION  OF  NUMBER  OF  8HARZSS. 

§  56.  A  stock  corporation  may  provide  that  the  number  of  shares 
into  which  its  capital  stock  is  divided  shall  be  increased  or  reduced 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  stock  duly  represented  at  a  meeting  held 
and  conducted  in  like  manner,  and  upon  filing  a  like  certificate,  as 
required  for  the  increase  or  reduction  of  its  capital  stock.  If  such 
increase  or  reduction  of  the  number  of  shares  be  so  authorized,  the 
corporation  shall  issue  to  each  stockholder  certificates  for  as  many 
shares  of  the  new  stock  as  equal  in  par  value  the  shares  of  the  old 
stock  held  by  him,  upon  surrender  and  cancellation  of  such  old 
stock.  This  section  does  not  authorize  the  increase  or  reduction  of 
the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation.  ( TAis  section  added  by  chap. 
ip6^  Laws  i^pj.) 

VOLXINTAR7  DISSOLUTION. 

§  57.  Any  stock  corporation,  except  a  moneyed  or  a  railroad  cor- 
poration, may  be  dissolved  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited 
in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  or  in  its  charter  as  follows:  The 
board  of  directors  of  any  such  corporation  may  at  a  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose  upon,  at  least,  three  days'  notice  to  each  director,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  adopt  a  resolution  that  it  is  in 
their  opinion  advisable  to  dissolve  such  corporation  forthwith,  and  there- 
upon shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  voting 
upon  a  proposition  that  such  corporation  be  forthwith  dissolved.  Such 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held,  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more 
than  sixty  days  after  the  adoption  of  such  resolution,  and  the  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  so  called  by  the  directors  shall  be 
published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  and  circulating  in  the 
county  wherein  such  corporation  has  its  principal  oflEice,  at  least  once  a 
week  for  three  weeks  successively  next  preceding  the  time  appointed  for 
holding  such  meeting,  and  on  or  before  the  day  of  the  first  publication  of 
such  notice,  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  served  personally  on  each  stock- 
holder, or  mailed  to  him  at  his  last  known  post-office  address. 
Such  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  city,  town  or  village  in 
which  the  last  preceding  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation 
was  held,  and  said  meeting  may,  on  the  day  so  appointed,  by 
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the  consent  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  present, 
be  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  and  notice  of  such  adjourn- 
ment shall  be  published  in  the  newspapers  in  which  the  notice  of 
the  meeting  is  published,  li  at  any  such  meeting  the  holders  of  two- 
thirds  in  amount  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation,  then  outstanding, 
shall,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  consent  that  such  dissolution  shall 
take  place  and  signify  such  consent,  in  writing,  then,  such  corpora- 
tion shall  file  such  consent,  attested  by  its  secretary  or  treasurer,  and 
its  president  or  vice  president,  together  with  the  powers  of  attorney 
signed  by  such  stockholders  executing  such  consent  by  attorney, 
with  a  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  then  existing 
board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  the  names  and  residences 
of  its  officers  duly  verified  by  the  secretary  or  treasurer  or  president 
of  said  corporation,  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  The 
secretary  of  state  shall  thereupon  issue  to  such  corporation,  in  dupli- 
cate, a  certificate  of  the  filing  of  such  papers  and  that  it  appears 
therefrom  that  such  corporation  has  complied  with  this  section  in 
order  to  be  dissolved,  and  one  of  such  duplicate  certificates  shall  be 
filed  by  such  corporation  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  such  corporation  has  its  principal  office ;  and  thereupon  such 
corporation  shall  be  dissolved  and  shall  cease  to  carry  on  business, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  and  winding  up  its  business. 
The  board  of  directors  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  be 
published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers published  and  circulating  in  the  county  in  which  the  princi- 
pal office  of  such  corporation  is  located,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
such  publication,  the  said  corporation  by  its  board  of  directors  shall 
proceed  to  adjust  and  wind  up  its  business  and  aflFairs  with  power  to 
carry  out  its  contracts  and  to  sell  its  assets  at  public  or  private  sale, 
and  to  apply  the  same  in  discharge  of  debts  and  obligations  of  such 
corporation,  and,  after  paying  and  adequately  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debts  and  obligations,  to  distribute  the  balance  of  assets 
among  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation,  according  to  their 
respective  rights  and  interest.  Said  corporation  shall  nevertheless 
continue  in  existence  for  the  purpose  of  paying,  satisfying  and  dis- 
charging any  existing  debts  or  obligations,  collecting  and  dis- 
tributing its  assets  and  doing  all  other  acts  required  in  order  to 
adjust  and  wind  up  its  business  and  affairs,  and  may  sue  and 
be  sued  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  such  debts  or  obligations, 
until  its  business  and  affairs  are  fully  adjusted  and  wound  up. 
After  paying  or  adequately  providing  for  the  debts  and  obligations 
of  the  corporation  the  directors  may,  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  holders  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  capital  stock,  sell  the 
remaining  assets  or  any  part  thereof  to  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  engaged  in  a  business 
of  the  same  general  character,  and  take  in  payment  therefor  the 
stock  or  bonds  or  both  of  such  corporation  and  distribute  them 
among  the  stockholders,  in  lieu  of  money,  in  proportion  to  their 
interest  therein,  but  no  such  sale  shall  be  valid  as  against  any  stock- 
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holder,  who,  within  sixty  days  after  the  mailing  of  notice  to  him  of 
such  sale  shall  apply  to  the  supreme  court  in  Sie  manner  provided 
by  section  thirty-three  of  this  act,  for  an  appraisal  of  the  value  of 
his  interest  in  the  assets  so  sold ;  unless  within  thirty  days  after  such 
appraisal  the  stockholders  consenting  to  such  sale,  or  some  of  them, 
shall  pay  to  such  objecting  stockholder  or  deposit  for  his  account, 
in  the  manner  directed  by  the  court,  the  amount  of  such  appraisal 
and  upon  such  payment  or  deposit  the  interest  of  such  objecting 
stockholder  shall  vest  in  the  person  or  persons  making  such  pay- 
ment or  deposit.

When  such  change  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  stockholders  as  herein  provided,  the  president 
and  secretary  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  corporation 
shall  sign  a  certificate  stating  the  name  of  said  corporation,  the  city, 
town  and  county  where  its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  was 
originally  located,  and  to  which  it  may  have  been  subsequently 
changed,  and  the  city,  town  and  county  to  which  it  is  desired  to

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change  its  said  principal  office  and  place  of  business,  and  that  it  is 
the  purpose  of  said  corporation  to  actually  transact  and  carry  on  its 
regular  business  from  day  to  day  at  such  place,  and  that  such 
change  has  been  authorized  as  herein  provided,  and  the  names  of 
the  directors  of  said  corporation  and  their  respective  places  of  resi- 
dence, which  certificate  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  all  the  per- 
sons signing  the  same,  and  when  so  signed  and  verified,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  from  which  said  principal  office

UABILITIBB  OF   OFFICBRS,  DIRBCTORS    AND   STOCKHOU^ERS

§  60.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter  the  officers,  direc- 
tors and  stockholders  of  a  foreign  stock  corporation  transacting  business 
in  this  state,  except  moneyed  and  railroad  corporations,  shall  be  liable 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  officers,  directors  and  stockholders  of  a  domestic  corpora- 
tion, for : 

1.  The  making  of  unauthorized  dividends ; 

2.  The  creation  of  unauthorized  and  excessive  indebtedness ; 

3.  Unlawful  loans  to  stockholders ; 

4.  Making  false  certificates,  reports  or  public  notices ; 

5.  An  illegal  transfer  of  the  stock  and  property  of  such  corporation, 
when  it  is  insolvent  or  its  insolvency  is  threatened ; 

6.  The  failure  to  file  an  annual  report. 

Such  liabilities  may  be  enforced  in  the  courts  of  this  state,  in  the  same 
manner  as  similar  liabilities  imposed  by  law  upon  the  officers,  directois 
and  stockholders  of  domestic  corporations.     {Added  by  chap.

Section  i.    This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  railroad  law. 

INCORPORATION. 

§  2.  Fifteen  or  more  persons  may  become  a  corporation,  for  the 
purpQse  of  building,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad,  or  of 
maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  already  built,  not  owned  by  a 
railroad  corporation,  or  for  both  purposes,  by  executing,  acknowl- 
edghig  and  filing  a  certificate,  in  which  shall  be  stated  : 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation. 

2.  The  number  of  years  it  is  to  continue. 

3.  The  kind  of  road  to  be  built  or  operated. 

4.  Its  length  and  termini. 

5.  The  name  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  it  is  to  be  lo- 
cated. 

6.  The  amount  of  capital  stock,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  every  mile  of  road  built,  or  proposed  to  be  built, 
except  a  narrow-gauge  road,  when  it  shall  not  be  less  than  three 
thousand  dollars  for  every  such  mile. 

7.  The  number  of  shares  into  which  the  capital  stock  is  to  be 
divided. 

8.  If  the  capital  stock  is  to  consist  of  common  and  preferred  stock, 
the  amount  of  each  class  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  latter 
over  the  former. 

9.  The  names  and  post-office  addresses  of  the  directors  of  the 
corporation,  not  less  than  nine,  who  shall  manage  its  affairs  for  the 
first  year. 

10.  The  place  where  its  principal  office  is  to  be  located. 

11.  If  a  street  surface  railroad,  the  names  and  description  of  the 
streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  which  the  road  is  to  be  constructed. 

12.  If  it  is  to  be  a  railway  corporation,  specified  in  article  five  of 
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this  chapter,  the  statements  required  by  that  article  to  be  inserted 
in  the  certificate  of  incorporation. 

13.  The  name  and  post-office  address  of  each  subscriber  to  the 
certificate  and  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  he  agrees  to  take. 

Such  certificate  shall  have  indorsed  thereon,  or  annexed  thereto, 
to  be  taken  as  a  part  thereof,  an  affidavit  of  at  least  three  of  such 
directors  that  at  least  ten  per  cent,  of  the  minimum  amount  of  capi- 
tal stock  authorized  by  law  has  been  subscribed  thereto,  and  paid  in 
good  faith  and  in  cash  to  the  directors  named  in  the  certificate,  and 
that  it  is  intended  in  good  faith  to  build,  maintain  and  operate  the 
road  mentioned  therein.  In  case  of  a  railway  corporation  specified 
in  article  five  of  this  chapter,  the  affidavit  of  the  directors  shall  show 
that  the  full  amount  of  such  capital  stock  has  been  in  good  faith  sub- 
scribed, and  there  shall  be  annexed  to  the  certificate  of  incorporation 
and  as  a  part  thereof  the  certificate  of  the  railroad  commissioners 
showing  the  organization  of  the  corporation  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  certificate. 

The  filing  of  every  certificate,  where  the  amount  of  stock  required 
by  this  section  has  not  been  in  good  faith  subscribed  and  paid  in 
cash,  shall  be  void.

SUPPLEMENTAL  CERTIFICATE. 

§  3.  If  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  directors  of  the 
corporation  have  been  omitted  from  the  certificate,  when  executed 
and  acknowledged,  and  thereafter  the  requisite  number  of  directors 
has  been  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  certificate, 
a  supplemental  certificate,  containing  their  names  and  places  of  resi- 
dence, may  be  filed  with  such  certificate  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  directors  had 
been  originally  inserted  therein.

shall  be  held  and  used  only  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  during 
the  continuance  of  the  corporate  existence.

4.  To  construct  its  road  across,  along  or  upon  any  stream,  water- 
course, highway,  plank-road,  turnpike,  or  across  any  of  the  canals 
of  the  state,  which  the  route  of  its  road  shall  intersect  or  touch. 

INTERSECTION  OF  OTHER  RAILROADa 

5.  To  cross,  intersect,  join,  or  unite  its  railroad  with  any  other 
railroad  before  constructed,  at  any  point  on  its  route  and  upon  the 
ground  of  such  other  railroad  corporation,  with  the  necessary  turn- 
outs, sidings,  switches  and  other  conveniences  in  furtherance  of  the 
objects  of  its  connections. 

BniIJ>INGS  AND  STATIONa 

6.  To  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary  and  convenient  buildings, 
stations,  fixtures  and  machinery  for  the  accommodation  and  use  of 
its  passengers,  freight  and  business.

9.  To  acquire  and  dispose  of  any  real  property  in  any  other  state 
through  which  any  part  of  its  railroad  is  operated,  and  stock  in  any 
foreign  corporation  owning  lands  in  another  state  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  for  such  railroad  corporation  in  this  state  a  permanent  sup- 
ply of  fuel  for  its  use,  and  stock  of  corporations  in  this  state,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  union  railway  depots. 

CREATION    OF   MORTGAGE. 

10.  From  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  completing  and  finishing  or  operating  its  rail- 
road, or  for  any  other  of  its  lawful  purposes  and  to  issue 
and  dispose  of  its  bonds  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and 
to  mortgage  its  property  and  franchises  to  secure  the  pay- 
n\ent  of  any  debts  contracted  by  the  company  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  notwithstanding  any  limitation  on  such  power  con- 
tained in  any  general  or  special  law.  But  no  such  mortgage  ex- 
cept purchase  money  mortgages,  shall  be  issued  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  consent  of  the 
stockholders  owning  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of  the  corpo- 
ration, which  consent  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  or  register  of  the  county  where  it 
has  its  principal  place  of  business ;  or  else  the  consent  of  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  consent  by  their  votes  of  stock- 
holders owning  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation, 
which  is  represented  and  voted  upon  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  upon  a  notice  stating  the  time, 
place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  served  at  least  three  weeks  pre- 
viously upon  each  stockholder  personally,  or  mailed  to  him  at  his 
post-office  address,  and  also  published  at  least  once  a  week  for 
three  weeks  successively  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city, 
town  or  county  where  such  corporation  has  its  principal  office ;  and 
a  certificate  of  the  vote  at  such  meeting,  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting,  shall  be  filed  and  re- 
corded as  aforesaid.  Section  two  of  the  stock  corporation  law 
shall  not  apply  to  railroad  corporations.

§  5.  If  any  domestic  railroad  corporation  shall  not,  within  five  years 
after  its  certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed,  begin  the  construction  of 
its  road  and  expend  thereon  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  its  capi- 
tal, or  shall  not  finish  its  road  and  put  it  in  operation  in  ten  years 
from  the  time  of  filing  such  certificate,  its  corporate  existence  and 
powers  shall  cease.

IiOCATION  OP  ROUTR 

§  6.   Every  railroad  corporation,  except  a  street  surface  railroad 
corporation  and  an  elevated  railway  corporation,  before  construct- 
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ing  any  part  of  its  road  in  any  county  named  in  its  certificate  of  in* 
corporation,  or  instituting  any  proceeding  for  the  condemnation  of 
real  property  therein,  shall  make  a  map  and  profile  of  the  route 
adopted  by  it  in  such  county,  certified  by  the  president  and  en- 
gineer of  the  corporation  or  a  majority  of  the  directors,  and  file  it 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  road  is  to  be 
made.  The  corporation  shall  give  written  notice  to  all  actual  occu- 
pants of  the  lands  over  which  the  route  of  the  road  is  so  designated, 
and  which  has  not  been  purchased  by  or  given  to  it,  of  the  time  and 
place  such  map  and  profile  were  filed,  and  that  such  route  passes 
over  the  lands  of  such  occupants.  Any  such  occupant  or  the  owner 
of  the  land  aggrieved  by  the  proposed  location,  may,  within  fifteen 
days  after  receiving  such  notice,  give  ten  days*  written  notice  to 
such  corporation  and  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  lands  to  be 
affected  by  any  proposed  alteration,  of  the  time  and  place  of  an  ap- 
plication to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  in  the  judical  district 
where  the  lands  are  situated,  by  petition  duly  verified,  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  commissioners  to  examine  the  route. 

The  petition  shall  state  the  objections  to  the  route  designated, 
shall  designate  the  route  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  same, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  survey,  map  and  profile  of  the 
route  designated  by  the  corporation,  and  of  the  proposed  alteration 
thereof,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  served  upon  the  corporation  and 
such  owners  or  occupants  with  the  notice  of  the  application.  The 
justice  may,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  application,  appoint  three  dis- 
interested persons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  practical  civil  engineer, 
commissioners  to  examine  the  route  proposed  by  the  corporation, 
and  the  route  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  same,  and  after 
hearing  the  parties,  to  affirm  the  route  originally  designated,  or 
adopt  the  proposed  alteration  thereof,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the 
just  rights  of  all  parties  and  the  public,  including  the  owners  or  oc- 
cupants of  lands  upon  the  proposed  alterations;  but  no  alteration  of 
the  route  shall  be  made  except  by  the  concurrence  of  the  commis- 
sioner, who  is  a  practical  civil  engineer,  nor  which  will  cause  greater 
damage  or  injury  to  lands  or  materially  greater  length  of  road  than 
the  route  designated  by  the  corporation,  nor  which  shall  substan- 
tially change  the  general  line  adopted  by  the  corporation. 

The  commissioners  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  appoint- 
ment, make  and  certify  their  written  determination,  which  with  the 
petition,  map,  survey  and  profile,  and  any  testimony  taken  before 
them  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county.     Within  twenty  days  after  such  filing,  any  party  may, 
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by  written  notice  to  the  other,  appeal  to  the  general  term  of  the 
supreme  court  from  the  decision  of  the  commissioners,  which  appeal 
shall  be  heard  and  decided  at  the  next  term  held  in  the  department 
in  which  the  lands  of  the  petitioners  or  any  of  them  are  situated,  for 
which  the  same  can  be  noticed,  according  to  the  rules  and  practice 
of  the  court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal,  the  court  may  affirm 
the  route  proposed  by  the  corporation  or  may  adopt  that  proposed 
by  the  petitioner. 

The  commissioners  shall  each  be  entitled  to  six  dollars  per  day 
for  their  services,  and  to  their  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses, 
to  be  paid  by  the  persons  who  applied  for  their  appointment.  If 
the  route  of  the  road,  as  designated  by  the  corporation,  is  altered 
by  the  commissioners,  or  by  the  order  of  the  court,  the  corporation 
shall  refund  to  the  petitioner  the  amount  so  paid,  unless  the  decision 
of  the  commissioners  is  reversed  upon  appeal  taken  by  the  corpora- 
tion. No  such  corporation  shall  institute  any  proceedings  for  the 
condemnation  of  real  property  in  any  county  until  after  the  expira- 
tion of  fifteen  days  from  the  service  by  it  of  the  notice  required 
by  this  section.  Every  such  corporation  shall  transmit  to  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  the  following  maps,  profiles  and  drawings 
exhibiting  the  characteristics,' of  their  road,  to  wit:  A  map  or  maps 
showing  the  length  and  direction  of  each  straight  line ;  the  length 
and  radius  of  each  curve;  the  point  of  crossing  of  each  town  and 
county  line,  and  the  length  of  line  of  each  town  and  county  ac- 
curately determined  by  measurements  to  be  taken  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  road. 

Whenever  any  part  of  the  road  is  completed  and  used,  such  maps 
and  profiles  of  such  completed  part  shall  be  filed  with  such  board 
within  three  months  after  the  completion  of  any  such  portion  and 
the  commencement  of  its  operation;  and  when  any  additional  por- 
tion of  the  road  shall  be  completed  and  used,  other  maps  shall  be 
filed  within  the  same  period  of  time,  showing  the  additional  parts  so 
completed.  If  the  route,  as  located  upon  the  map  and  profile  filed 
in  the  office  of  any  county  clerk,  shall  have  been  changed,  it  shall 
also  cause  a  copy  of  the  map  and  profile  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
railroad  commissioners,  so  far  as  it  may  relate  to  the  location  in 
such  county,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk.  {TJims

ACQITISmON  OF  TITLE  TO  RBAIa  PROPSRT7. 

§  7.  All  real  property,  required  by  any  railroad  corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  required  for 
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a  public  use.  If  the  corporation  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase 
of  any  real  property,  or  of  any  right,  interest  or  easement  therein, 
required  for  such  purpose,  or  if  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  incapable 
of  selling  the  same,  or  if  after  diligent  search  and  inquiry  the  name 
and  residence  of  such  owner  cannot  be  ascertained,  it  shall  have  the 
right  to  acquire  title  thereto  by  condemnation.  It  shall  also  have 
such  right  in  the  following  cases: 

1.  Where  title  to  real  property  has  been  acquired,  or  attempted  to 
be  acquired,  and  has  been  found  to  be  invalid  or  defective. 

2.  Where  its  railroad  shall  be  lawfully  in  possession  of  a  lessee, 
mortgagee,  trustee  or  receiver,  and  additional  real  property  shall  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  running  or  operating  such  railroad. 

3.  Where  it  shall  require  any  further  rights  to  lands  or  the  use  of 
lands  for  switches,  turnouts,  or  for  filling  any  structures  of  its  road, 
or  for  constructing,  widening  or  completing  any  of  its  embankments 
or  roadbeds,  by  means  of  which  greater  safety  or  permanency  may 
be  secured,  and  such  lands  shall  be  contiguous  to  such  railroad  and 
reasonably  accessible  to  the  place  where  the  same  are  to  be  used  for 
such  purpose  or  purposes. 

4.  Where  it  shall  require  any  further  right  to  lands  or  to  the  use 
of  lands  for  the  flow  of  water  occasioned  by  railroad  embankments  or 
structures  now  in  use,  or  hereafter  rendered  necessary,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  necessary  for  the  operation  of  such  railroad,  or  for  any 
right  to  take  and  convey  water  from  any  spring,  pond,  creek  or  river 
to  such  railroad,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  thereof,  together  with  the 
right  to  build  or  lay  aqueducts  or  pipes  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
such  water,  and  to  take  up,  relay  and  repair  the  same,  or  for  any  right 
of  way  required  for  carrying  away  or  diverting  any  water,  stream  or 
floods  from  such  railroad  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  its  road  or  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  any  embankment,  excavation  or  structure 
of  such  railroad  from  injuring  the  property  of  any  person  who  may 

l)e  rendered  liable  to  injury  thereby. 

Waters  commonly  used  for  domestic,  agricultural  or  manufacturing 
piuposes,  shall  not  be  taken  by  condemnation  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
injuriously  interfere  with  such  use  in  future.  No  raibroad  corporation 
shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  by  condemnation  any  right  or  easement 
in  or  to  any  real  property  owned  or  occupied  by  any  other  railroad 
corporation,  except  the  right  to  intersect  or  «:ross  the  tracks  and  lands 
owned  or  held  for  right  of  way  by  such  other  corporation  without  appro- 
priating or  affecting  any  lands  owned  or  held  for  depots  or  gravel-beds.

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RAILROADS  THROUOH  PXTBLIC  I«AMDa 

§  8.  The  commissioners  of  the  land  office  may  grant  to  any  domes- 
tic railroad  corporation  any  land  belonging  to  the  people  of  the  state, 
except  the  reservation  at  Niagara  and  the  Concourse  lands  on  Coney 
island,  which  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  its  road  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  them;  or  such  corporation  may  acquire 
title  thereto  by  condemnation ;  and  the  county  or  town  officers  hav- 
ing charge  of  any  land  belonging  to  any  county  or  town,  required 
for  such  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  its  road,  may  grant  such  land 
to  the  corporation  for  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

RAILROADS  THROUOH  INDIAN  LANDS. 

§  9.  Any  railroad  corporation  may  contract  with  the  chiefs  of  any 
nation  of  Indians,  over  whose  lands  it  may  be  necessary  to  construct 
its  railroad,  for  the  right  to  make  such  road  upon  such  lands,  but 
such  contract  shall  not  vest  in  the  corporation  the  fee  to  the  land, 
nor  the  right  to  occupy  the  same  for  any  purposes  other  than  may  be 
necessary  for  the  construction,  occupancy  and  maintenance  of  such 
railroad,  and  such  contract  shall  not  be  valid  or  effectual  until  it 
shall  be  ratified  by  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  the  land 
shall  be  situated. 

RAILROADS  THROITOH  GHAUTAnQUA  ASSBMBL7  OROUNDa. 

§  10.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  build,  construct  or  operate  any 
railroad  in,  upon,  over  or  through  the  grounds,  lands  or  premises 
owned  by  the  Chautauqua  assembly  corporation  in  the  town  and 
county  of  Chautauqua,  without  a  written  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  such  assembly  corporation. 

INTERSBCnON  OF  HIQHWATS,    ADDITIONAL  LANDS  FOR. 

§  II.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  erect  any  bridge  or  other  ob- 
struction across,  in  or  over  any  stream  or  lake,  navigated  by  steam 
or  sail  boats  at  the  place  where  it  may  be  proposed  to  be  erected, 
nor  shall  it  construct  its  road  in,  upon  or  across  any  street  of  any 
city  without  the  assent  of  the  corporation  of  such  city,  nor  across, 
upon  or  along  any  highway  in  any  town  or  street  in  any  incorporated 
village,  without  the  order  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  district  in  which 
such  highway  or  street  is  situated,  made  at  a  special  term  thereof, 
after  at  least  ten  days'  written  notice  of  the  intention  to  make  appli- 
cation for  such  order  shall  have  been  given  to  the  commissioners  of 
highways  of  such  town,  or  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  in  which 
such  highway  or  street  is  situated.  Every  railroad  corporation  which 
shall  build  its  road  along,  across  or  upon  any  stream,  watercoui^, 
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street,  highway,  plankroad  or  turnpike,  which  the  route  of  its  road 
shall  intersect  or  touch,  shall  restore  the  stream  or  watercourse, 
street,  highway,  plankroad  and  turnpike,  thus  intersected  or  touched, 
to  its  former  state,  or  to  such  state  as  not  to  have  unnecessarily  im- 
paired its  usefulness,  and  any  such  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad 
may  be  carried  by  it,  under  or  over  its  track,  as  may  be  found  most 
expedient.  Where  an  embankment  or  cutting  shall  make  a  change 
in  the  line  of  such  highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad  desirable,  with 
a  view  to  a  more  easy  ascent  or  descent,  it  may  construct  such  high- 
way, turnpike  or  plankroad,  on  such  new  line  as  its  directors  may 
select,  and  may  take  additional  lands  therefor  by  condemnation  if 
necessary.  Such  lands  so  taken  shall  become  part  of  such  intersect- 
ing highway,  turnpike  or  plankroad,  and  shall  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  the  same  tenure  as  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  high- 
way, turnpike  or  plankroad  are  held  for  highway  purposes.  Every 
railroad  corporation  shall  pay  all  damages  sustained  by  any  turnpike 
or  plankroad  corporation  in  consequence  of  its  crossing  or  occupation 
of  any  turnpike  or  plankroad,  and  in  case  of  inability  to  agree  upon 
the  amount  of  such  damages  it  may  acquire  the  right  to  such  cross- 
ing or  occupation  by  condemnation. 

INTERSECTION  OF  OTHER  RAILROADS. 

§  12.  Every  railroad  corporation,  whose  road  is  or  shall  be  inter- 
sected by  any  new  railroad,  shall  unite  with  the  corporation  owning 
such  new  railroad  in  forming  the  necessary  intersections  and  con- 
nections, and  grant  the  requisite  facilities  therefor.  If  the  two  cor- 
porations can  not  agree  upon  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  made 
therefor  or  upon  the  line  or  lines,  grade  or  grades,  points  or  manner 
of  such  intersections  and  connections,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained 
and  determined  by  commissioners,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  practical 
civil  engineer  and  surveyor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  condemnation  law.  Such  commissioners  may  determine 
whether  the  crossing  or  crossings  of  any  railroad  before  constructed 
shall  be  beneath,  at,  or  above  the  existing  grade  of  such  railroad, 
and  upon  the  route  designated  upon  the  map  of  the  corporation  seek- 
ing the  crossing  or  otherwise.  All  railroad  corporations  whose  roads 
are  or  shall  hereafter  be  so  crossed,  intersected  or  joined,  shall  re- 
ceive from  each  other  and  forward  to  their  destination  all  goods, 
merchandise  and  other  property  intended  for  points  on  their  re- 
spective roads,  with  the  same  dispatch  as,  and  at  a  rate  of  freight 
not  exceeding  the  local  tariff  rate  charged  for  similar  goods,  mer- 
chandise and  other  property,  received  at  or  forwarded  from  the  same 
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point  for  individuals  and  other  corporations.  •  {Thus  amended  by  chap, 

676,  Laws  1892.)

CHANGB  OF  ROUTE,  QRADE  OR  TRRMIinra 

§  13.  Every  railroad  corporation,  except  elevated  railway  cor- 
porations, naay,  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  all  its  directors,  alter  or 
change  the  route  or  any  part  of  the  route  of  its  road  or  its  termini,  or 
locate  such  route,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  its  termini,  in  a  county 
adjoining  any  county  named  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  if  it 
shall  appear  to  them  that  the  line  can  be  improved  thereby,  upon 
making  and  filing  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  proper  county  a  survey, 
map  and  certificate  of  such  alteration  or  change.  If  the  same  is 
made  after  the  corporation  has  commenced  grading  the  original 
route,  compensation  shall  be  made  to  all  persons  for  injury  done  by 
such  grading  to  any  lands  donated  to  the  corporation.  But  neither 
terminus  can  be  changed,  under  this  section,  to  any  other  county 
than  one  adjoining  that  in  which  it  was  previously  located  ;  nor  can 
the  route  or  terminus  of  any  railroad  be  so  changed  in  any  town, 
county  or  municipal  corporation,  which  has  issued  bonds  and  taken 
any  stock  or  bonds  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  such  railroad  with- 
out the  written  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  taxpayers  appearing 
upon  the  last  assessment  roll  of  such  town,  county  or  municipal  cor- 
poration, unless  such  terminus,  after  the  change,  will  remain  in  the 
same  village  or  city  as  theretofore.  No  alteration  of  the  route  of  any 
railroad  after  its  construction  shall  be  made,  or  new  line  or  route 
of  road  laid  out  or  established,  as  provided  in  this  section,  in  any 
city  or  village,  unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  com- 
mon council  of  the  city  or  trustees  of  the  village.  Any  railroad  cor- 
poration whose  road  as  located  terminates  at  any  railroad  previously 
constructed  or  located,  whereby  communication  might  be  had  with 
any  incorporated  city  of  the  state,  may  amend  its  certificate  of  incor- 
poration so  as  to  terminate  its  road  at  the  point  of  its  intersection 
with  any  railroad  subsequently  located  to  intersect  it,  and  thereby, 
by  itself  or  its  connection,  afford  communication  with  such  city,  with 
the  consent  of  the  stockholders  owning  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of 
the  corporation.  Any  railroad  corporation  may,  by  a  vote  of  its 
directors,  change  the  grade  of  any  part  of  its  road,  except  that  in 
the  city  of  Buffalo  such  change  must  conform  to  the  general  plan 
heretofore  adopted  and  filed  by  the  grade  crossing  commissioners  of 
said  city,  or  any  modification  thereof,  within  the  territory  covered 
by  said  general  plan,  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to 
avoid  accidents  and  facilitate  the  use  of  such  road  ;  and  it  may  by 
such  vote  alter  the  grade  of  its  road,  for  such  distance  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  on  each  or  either  side  of  the  place 
where  the  grade  of  its  road  has  been  changed  by  direction  of  the

superintendent  of  public  works,  at  any  point  where  its  road  crosses 
any  canal  or  canal  feeder,  except  that  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  such 
change  must  conform  to  the  general  plan  heretofore  adopted  and 
filed  by  the  grade  crossing  commissioners  of  said  city,  or  any  modi- 
fication thereof,  within  the  territory  covered  by  sa^d  general  plan. 
The  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  have  a  general  and  super- 
visory power  over  that  part  of  any  railroad  which  passes  over,  or 
approaches  within  ten  rods  of  any  canal  or  canal  feeder  belonging 
to  the  state  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  free  and  per- 
fect use  of  such  canals  or  feeders,  or  to  make  any  repairs,  improve- 
ments or  alterations,  in  the  same.  Any  railroad  corporation  whose 
tracks  cross  any  of  the  canals  of  the  state,  and  the  grade  of  which 
may  be  raised  by  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works, 
with  the  assent  of  such  superintendent,  may  lay  out  a  new  line  of 
road  to  cross  such  canal  at  a  more  favorable  grade,  and  may  extend 
such  new  line  and  connect  the  same  with  any  other  line  of  road 
owned  by  such  corporation  upon  making  and  filing  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  proper  county  a  survey  map  and  certificate  of  such  new 
or  altered  line.  No  portion  of  the  track  of  any  railroad,  as  described 
in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  shall  be  abandoned  under  this  sec- 
tion.    (Thus  amended  by  chap,  235,  Laws  1897.) 

OONSTRUCnON  OF  PART  OF  LINXI  IN  ANOTHER  STATE. 

§  14.  Any  railroad  corporation,  whose  proposed  railroad  is  to  be 
built  between  any  two  points  in  this  state,  may,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  its  directors,  locate  and  construct  a  part  of  its  road  in 
an  adjoining  state,  and  the  sections  of  its  road  within  this  state  shall 
be  deemed  a  connected  line,  according  to  the  certificate  of  incorpo- 
ration, and  the  directors  may  reduce  the  capital  stock  of  the  cor- 
poration to  such  amount  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  but  not  less  than 
ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  the  number  of  miles  of  roads  to  be 
actually  constructed  in  this  state. 

TWO  ROADS  HAVINO  THE  SAME  IiOCATION. 

§  15.  If  two  railroad  corporations  for  a  portion  of  their  respective 
lines  embrace  the  same  location  of  line,  or  if  their  lines  connect,  or 
are  tributary  to  each  other,  such  corporations  may  by  agreement 
provide  for  the  construction  by  one  of  them  of  so  much  of  such  line 
as  is  common  to  both,  or  connects  with  its  own  line,  and  for  the 
manner  and  terms  upon  which  the  business  thereon  shall  be  per- 
formed, and  the  corporation  that  is  not  to  construct  the  part  of  the 
line  which  is  common  to  both,  may  amend  its  certificate  of  incor- 
poration, and  terminate  its  line  at  the  point  of  intersection,  and  may 
reduce  its  capital  to  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for  each 
mile  of  road  proposed  to  be  constructed  in  such  amended  certificate. 
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TUMJNliL  RAILROADS. 

§  i6.  When,  according  to  the  route  and  plan  for  the  building  of  its 
road,  adopted  by  any  railroad  corporation,  including  corporations  or- 
ganized under  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplement- 
ary thereto,  it  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  to  build  it  or  any  part 
of  it  underground,  or  to  tunnel  or  bridge  any  river  or  waters,  such 
corporation  may  enter  upon,  acquire  title  to  and  use  such  lands 
under  water  and  uplands,  except  on  or  along  any  canals  of  the  state, 
as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  herein  mentioned,  and  may 
construct,  erect  and  secure  the  necessary  foundations  and  other 
structures  which  may  be  required  for  operating  and  maintaining 
such  road  or  connecting  the  same  with  another,  and  to  acquire,  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law,  such  land  or  rights  or  easements  in 
lands  along  its  route,  upon,  over  or  beneath  the  surface  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  its  road  and  making  such 
connections.  Where  such  road  runs  underneath  the  ground,  at 
such  depth  as  to  enable  the  corporation  to  tunnel  the  same,  such 
tunnel  shall  be  so  built  and  at  all  times  kept  in  such  condition  as  to 
make  the  surface  of  the  ground  above  the  same  and  in  the  neighbor- 
hood thereof  firm  and  safe  for  buildings  and  other  erections  thereon 
and  if  surface  excavations  are  made  the  surface  shall  be  restored  to 
its  former  condition  as  soon  as  can  be  done,  except  so  far  as  may 
be  actually  required  for  ventilation  of  the  tunnel  beneath  the  same 
or  access  thereto.  Such  road  or  any  part  of  it  may  be  built  within 
the  limits  of  any  city  or  incorporated  village  of  this  state  and  run  by 
means  of  a  tunnel  underneath  any  of  the  streets,  roads  or  public 
places  thereof,  provided  such  corporation  shall,  before  constructing 
the  same  underneath  any  such  street,  road  or  public  place  have  ob- 
tained the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
bounded  on  the  line  of  such  street,  road  or  public  place,  and  the 
consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village,  by  a  resolution 
adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  and  entered  on  the  records  of  the 
board,  or  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the  city  having  control  of 
such  streets,  roads  or  public  places.  If  the  consent  of  such  prop- 
erty-owners can  not  be  obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  supreme 
court  in  the  district  in  which  said  city  or  village  or  any  part  thereof 
is  situated,  may  upon  application  appoint  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  built  underneath  such  streets,  roads  or 
public  places,  or  any  of  them,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  may  be 
so  built  with  the  least  damage  to  the  surface,  and  to  the  use  of  the 
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surface  by  the  public,  and  the  determination  of  the  commissioners 
confirmed  by  the  court  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the 
property-owners.  All  railroad  corporations  constructing  their  road 
under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  applicable  thereto.  Any  other  railroad  corporation  may 
connect  its  road  therewith,  at  such  points  or  places  as  it  may 
elect,  and  where  such  connections  shall  be  made  by  connecting 
roads,  the  railroad  corporations  owning  such  roads  shall  build,  at 
their  joint  expense,  and  for  their  joint  use,  such  passenger  and 
freight  depots,  and  other  accommodations  for  handling  passengers 
and  freight,  as  may  be  required  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 
All  railroad  corporations,  constructing  any  tunnel  under  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  liable  to  any  person  or  corporation  for  all  damages 
which  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  such  tun- 
nel. Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  in  constructing  any  railroad 
authorized  by  this  section  through  any  city  or  incorporated  village, 
to  alter  the  position  or  course  of  any  sewer,  or  water  or  gas  pipes, 
it  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  railroad  corporation  under 
the  direction  of  the  department  or  corporation  having  charge 
thereof,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  such  work.  In  all  cases  the 
uses  of  streets,  docks  and  lands  beneath  which  such  railroad  is  con- 
structed, and  on  the  route  thereof  and  the  right  of  way  beneath  the 
same,  for  the  purpose  of  such  railroad,  shall  be  considered,  and  is 
hereby  declared,  a  public  use,  consistent  with  and  one  of  the  uses 
for  which  streets  and  docks  are  publicly  held.  No  public  park  or 
square  in  any  city  or  village  of  this  state  shall  be  used  or  occupied 
by  any  corporation  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  section,  and  every 
road  constructed  hereunder  in  or  through  any  such  street  or  public 
place  shall  be  wholly  underground  and  constructed  in  a  tunnel  and 
not  otherwise,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  operate  to  revive 
any  charter  or  franchise  heretofore  granted  by  or  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn.  This  act  does  not  authorize  the  construction  of  any 
bridge  over  or  across  the  East  or  North  rivers.  {Thus  amended  by 
chap,  ji6,  Laws  iSps-) 

RAILROADS  IN  FORBION  COUNTRIEa 

§  17.  A  railroad  corporation  may  be  formed  under  this  chapter 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  in  any 
foreign  country  a  railroad  for  public  use  in  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property,  or  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  operating 
therein  any  railroad  already  constructed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for 
the  like  public  use,  and  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating, 
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in  connection  therewith,  telegraph  lines  and  lines  of  steamboats  or 
sailing  vessels.  Any  corporation  formed  for  the  construction  and 
operation  of  a  railroad  by  stationary  power,  may  construct,  operate 
and  maintain  a  railroad  in  any  other  state  or  country,  if  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  laws  thereof,  but  the  assent  of  the  inventors  or  paten- 
tees of  the  method  of  propulsion  used  must  be  first  obtained  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  would  be  necessary 
within  the  United  States.     {T/ms  amended ify  chap,  djd^  Laws  18^2,) 

ADDITlONAIa  CORPORATE  PO^WIIRS  OF  SUCH  ROAD. 

§  18.  The  corporation  specified  in  the  preceding  section  shall  have 
the  following  additional  powers: 

1.  To  expend  money  in  making  preliminary  examinations  and  sur- 
veys for  its  proposed  railroad,  telegraph  lines,  and  lines  of  steam- 
boats and  sailing  vessels,  and  in  acquiring  from  foreign  countries,  na- 
tions or  governments,  the  grants,  concessions  and  privileges  herein 
authorized. 

2.  To  take  and  receive  from  foreign  countries,  nations  and  gov- 
ernments, such  grants,  concessions  or  privileges,  for  the  construc- 
tion, acquisition,  maintenance  and  operation  of  railroads,  telegraph 
lines  and  vessels,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  as  may  be  granted  and  conceded  to  it,  and  to  hold  the 
same  under  such  restrictions  and  with  such  duties  and  liabilities  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  laws  of  such  foreign  country,  nation  or  govern^ 
ment,  or  as  may  be  annexed  to  such  grants  or  concessions. 

3.  To  construct,  acquire,  maintain  and  operate  the  lines  of  rail- 
road, telegraph  and  shipping  provided  for  by  its  certificate  of  incor- 
poration, and  to  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  by  voluntary  grant 
such  real  estate  and  other  property  in  foreign  countries  as  may  be 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  ac- 
commodation of  such  lines,  and  to  sell,  convey,  mortgage  or  lease 
such  real  estate  or  other  property ;  and  to  acquire  by  purchase  or 
otherwise  any  railroad  or  lines  of  telegraph  constructed  or  in  process 
of  construction  in  any  foreign  country,  and  any  grants,  concessions, 
franchises,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  relating  thereto,  and  to 
issue  therefor  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  or  any  part  thereof 
at  such  valuation  or  valuations  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  and  to  mortgage  or  sell  and  convey  such  railroad  or  lines  of 
telegraph  constructed  or  in  process  of  construction  in  any  foreign 
country,  and  any  grants,  concessions,  franchises,  rights,  privileges 
and  immunities  relating  thereto,  or  any  part  of  its  property  to  any 
person  or  corporation  created  by  this  or  any  other  state  or  foreign 
government,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  country  or  countries  where 
such  property  may  be,  and  the  power  of  sale  hereby  granted  shall 
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be  exercised  only  by  a  majority  of  the  entire  board  of  directors  of 
the  corporation,  with  the  written  concurrence  of  the  holders  of  two- 
thirds  in  amount  of  its  capital  stock. 

4.  To  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  transportation 
fines  by  the  power  or  force  of  steam  or  of  animals,  or  by  mechanical 
or  other  power,  and  receive  compensation  therefor  subject  to  the 
laws  of  the  place  or  country  where  the  same  are  situated. 

5.  To  acquire  and  use  such  real  estate  and  other  property  in  this 
state  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  its  business,  but  the 
value  of  such  real  estate  held  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars.     {Thus  amended  hy  chap.  504,  Laws  1897.) 

LOCATION  OF  PRINCIPAL  OFFICE  OF  SUCH  ROAD. 

§  19.  Every  such  corporation  shall  maintain  its  principal  office 
within  this  state  and  shall  have,  during  business  hours,  an  officer  or 
agent  upon  whom  service  of  process  may  be  made,  and  shall  hold  in 
this  state  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  each  year  for 
the  choice  of  directors,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  annual  meeting 
and  be  held  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  cor- 
poration.    {Thus  amended  by  chap.  676^  Laws  i8p2,) 

INDAVIDUAL,  JOINT  STOCK  ASSOCIATION,  OR  OTHER  CORPO- 
RATION  MAT  LAY  DOWN  AND  lOAINTAIN  RAILROAD 
TRACKS  IN  CERTAIN  CASES. 

§  20.  Any  individual,  joint  stock  association  or  corporation,  en- 
gaged in  any  lawful  business  in  this  state,  may,  except  in  any  city  of 
the  state,  lay  down  and  maintain  such  railroad  tracks  on  or  across 
any  street  or  highway,  not  exceeding  three  miles  in  length,  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  to  connect  any 
place  of  business  owned  by  them  with  the  track  of  any  railroad  cor- 
poration, and  render  such  place  of  business  more  accessible  to  the 
public,  upon  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  all  the 
lands  bounded  on  and  of  the  local  authorities  having  control  of  that 
portion  of  the  street  or  highway,  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct or  operate  such  railroad.  If  the  consent  of  such  property 
owners  can  not  be  obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  department  in  which  such  railroad  is  to  be  constructed,  may  upon 
application,  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  determine,  after 
a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be 
constructed  or  operated,  and  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  to  be 
paid  to  such  property  owners,  and  their  determination  confirmed  by 
the  court  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners. 
But  no  such  railroad  shall  be  so  located,  graded,  built  or  operated  as 
to  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  travejed  part  of  any  highway,  or  its 
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use  as  a  highway,  or  the  use  of  any  street  or  highway  intersecting 
the  same. 

POWERS  OF  EI.ECTRIC  LIGHT  AND  POV7ER  CORPORATIOlia 

§  21.  Whenever  all  the  stockholders  of  any  domestic  electric  light 
and  power  company  incorporated  under  a  general  or  special  law,  hav- 
ing not  less  than  five  stockholders,  and  actually  engaged  in  carrying 
on  business  in  this  state,  shall  execute  and  file,  in  the  offices  in 
which  its  original  certificates  of  incorporation  are  filed,  an  amended 
certificate  of  incorporation,  complying  in  every  other  respect  than 
as  to  the  number  of  signers  and  directors,  who  shall  not  be  less 
than  five,  with  the  provisions  of  the  railroad  law,  and  in  which  cer- 
tificate the  corporate  name  of  such  corporation  shall  be  amended  by 
adding  before  the  word  ** company,"  in  its  corporate  name,  the 
words,  •'and  railroad,"  or  the  words,  "railroad  and  land,"  such  cor- 
poration shall  have  the  right  to  build,  maintain  and  operate  by  elec- 
tricity as  a  motive  power,  a  railroad  or  railroads,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  miles  in  length,  and  within  that  distance  from  the  power 
station,  and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  acquire  the  property  and 
franchises  of  a  railroad  company  or  companies  owning  such  a  rail- 
road or  railroads,  already  constructed,  and  so  operated,  and  to 
maintain  and  operate  the  same,  provided  that  the  directors  ol  such 
railroad  company  or  companies  and  all  of  its  or  their  stockholders 
shall  first  have  assented  in  writing  to  the  transfer  of  the  property 
and  franchises  of  such  railroad  company  or  companies,  to  such  cor- 
poration ;  in  which  event  and  by  the  filing  of  such  assent  of  direc- 
tors and  stockholders  in  the  offices  where  the  certificates  of  incor- 
poration of  the  railroad  company  or  companies  were  required 
to  be  filed,  the  rights,  property  and  franchises  of  such  rjiil- 
road  company  or  companies  shall  be  transferred  to,  and  shall 
vest  in  such  corporation,  and  such  corporation  so  acquiring 
such  railroad  or  railroads  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions 
of  chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  general  laws  with  respect  to  the 
railroad  property  or  properties  and  franchises,  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  said  chapter  upon  rail- 
road corporations  ;  provided  that  no  such  corporation  shall  construct 
any  railroad  which  is  in  whole  or  in  part  a  street  surface  railroad 
without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  article  four  of  the  railroad 
law.  Upon  filing  such  certificate,  such  corporation  shall  also  have 
the  right  to  acquire  by  gift  or  by  voluntary  purchase  and  sale,  land 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  acres  along  the  line  of,  or  contiguous 
to,  said  railroad,  and  to  hold,  improve,  lease  or  sell  same.     And 
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whenever  any  such  corporation  shall  furnish  power  to  any  water- 
works corporation  carrying  on  its  business  in  the  county  in  which 
the  operations  of  such  corporation  are  carried  on,  it  may  acquire  the 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  water-works  corporation,  and,  if 
such  corporation  shall  become  the  owner  of  all  the  stock  of  said 
water-works  corporation,  it  may,  on  executing  and  filing  a  certificate 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  section  fifty-eight  of  the  stock 
corporations  law,  become  possessed  of  all  the  estate,  rights,  prop- 
erty, privileges  and  franchises  of  such  water-works  corporation, 
with  the  effect  provided  in  said  section  fifty-eight.  This  section 
shall  not  confer  any  powers  upon  any  corporation  located  in,  or  au- 
thorize the  construction,  maintenance  or  operation  of  a  railroad  in  a 
city  of  the  first  or  second  class.  {Thus  amended  by  chap,  170,  Laws 
of  1898.) 

*§  21.  Any  corporation,  whose  railroad  is  or  shall  be  not  longer 
than  sixteen  miles  and  is  or  shall  be  in  large  part  intended  for  or 
used  in  summer  travel  or  the  convenience  of  summer  sojourners  need 
not  operate  its  road  beyond  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and 
September,  inclusive.  The  motive  power  may  be  electricity.  If  the 
road  be  not  longer  than  ten  miles,  such  corporation  may  fix  and  col- 
lect fare  for  transporting  each  passenger,  together  with  ordinary  bag- 
gage, if  any,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  cents  for  each  mile  and  fraction 

thereof.     ( This  section  added  to  Railroad  Law  by  chap,  700,  Laws  1892.)

SUBSTITUTED  LINES  IN  CASES  OF  EMINENT  DOMAIN. 

§  22.  Where  a  portion  of  a  steam  surface  railroad  or  branch 
thereof,  shall  be  specifically  authorized  by  statute  to  be  taken  for 
any  other  public  use,  and  such  portion  lies  wholly  outside  of  any 
city,  any  corporation  owning  or  operating  such  portion  may  locate, 
as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  article,  and  may  construct  and 
operate,  in  substitution  for  such  portion,  and  with  proper  connec- 
tions with  the  former  line,  a  new  line  of  steam  surface  railroad, 
wholly  or  partly  in  the  same  or  any  adjoining  county,  and  wholly 
outside  of  any  city,  and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  miles  in  length, 
in  the  manner,  with  the  powers  and  subject  to  the  limitations  and 
requirements  provided  in  this  chapter  with  respect  to  steam  surface 
railroads.  {This  section  added  to  Railroad  Law  by  chap.  656,  Laws  of 
1898.)

tJABILITT  OF  OORPORATION  TO   EMPIX>YBS  OF  OONTRACTOR 

§  30.  An  action  may  be  maintained  against  any  railroad  corpora- 
tion by  any  laborer  for  the  amount  due  him  from  any  contractor  for 
the  construction  of  any  part  of  its  road,  for  ninety  or  any  less  num- 
ber of  days'  labor  performed  by  him  in  constructing  such  road,  if 
within  twenty  days  thereafter  a  written  notice  shall  have  been  served 
upon  the  corporation,  and  the  action  shall  have  been  commenced 
'^er  the  expiration  of  ten  days  and  within  six  months  after  the  ser- 
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Vice  of  such  notice,  which  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  month 
and  particular  days  upon  which  the  labor  was  performed  and  for 
which  it  was  unpaid,  the  price  per  day,  the  amount  due,  the  name  of 
the  contractor  from  whom  due,  and  the  section  upon  which  per- 
formed, and  shall  be  signed  by  the  laborer  or  his  attorney  and  veri- 
fied by  him  to  the  effect  that  of  his  own  knowledge  the  statements 
contained  in  it  are  true.  The  notice  shall  be  served  by  delivering 
the  same  to  an  engineer,  agent  or  superintendent  having  charge  of 
the  section  of  the  road,  upon  which  the  labor  was  performed,  per- 
sonally, or  by  leaving  it  at  his  office  or  usual  place  of  business  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  or  discretion ;  and  if  the  corporation  has 
no  such  agent,  engineer  or  superintendent,  or  in  case  he  can  not  be 
found  and  has  no  place  of  business  open,  service  may  in  like  manner 
be  made  on  any  officer  or  director  of  the  corporation.

WmORT  OF  RAIL. 

§  31.  The  rail  used  in  the  construction  or  the  relaying  of  the 
track  of  every  railroad  hereafter  built  or  relaid  in  whole  or  in  part, 
shall  be  of  iron  or  steel,  weighing  not  less  than  twenty-five  pounds 
to  the  lineal  yard  on  narrow  gauge  roads,  and  on  all  other  roads  not 
less  than  fifty-six  pounds  to  the  lineal  yard  on  grades  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  feet  to  the  mile  or  under,  and  not  less  than  seventy  pounds 
to  the  lineal  yard  on  grades  of  over  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  to  the 
mile,  except  for  turnouts,  sidings  and  switches. 

FENCES,  FARM.CROSSINGH3  AND  CATTLE-GUARDa 

§  32.  Every  railroad  corporation,  and  any  lessee  or  other  per- 
son in  possession  of  its  road,  shall,  before  the  lines  of  its  roads  are 
opened  for  use,  and  so  soon  as  it  has  acquired  the  right  of  way  for 
its  roadway  erect  and  thereafter  maintain  fences  on  the  sides  of  its 
road  of  height  and  strength  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle,  horses, 
sheep  and  hogs  from  going  upon  its  roads  from  the  adjacent  lands 
with  farm  crossings  and  openings  with  gates  therein  at  such  farm 
crossings  whenever  and  wherever  reasonably  necessary  for  the  use 
of  the  owners  and  occupants  of  the  adjoining  lands,  and  shall  con- 
struct where  not  already  done,  and  hereafter  maintain  cattle-guards 
at  all  road  crossings,  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle,  horses, 
sheep  and  hogs  from  going  upon  its  railroad.  So  long  as  such 
fences  are  not  made,  or  are  not  in  good  repair,  the  corporation,  its 
lessees  or  other  person  in  possession  of  its  road,  shall  be  liable  for 
all  damages  done  by  their  agents  or  engines  or  cars  to  any  domestic 
animals  thereon.     When  made  and  in  good  repair,  they  shall  not  be 
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liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless  negligently  or  willfully  done.  A 
sufficient  post  and  wire  fence  of  requisite  height  shall  be  deemed  a 
lawful  fence  within  the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  barbed  wire 
shall  not  be  used  in  its  construction.  No  railroad  need  be  fenced, 
when  not  necessary  to  prevent  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  from 
going  upon  its  track  from  the  adjoining  lands.  Every  adjoining 
landowner,  who,  or  whose  grantor,  has  received  compensation  for 
fencing  the  line  of  land  taken  for  a  railroad,  and  has  agreed  to 
build  and  maintain  a  lawful  fence  along  such  line,  shall  build  and 
maintain  such  fence.  If  such  owner,  his  heir  or  assign  shall  not 
build  such  fence,  or  if  built,  shall  neglect  to  maintain  the  same  dur- 
ing the  period  of  thirty  days  after  he  has  been  notified  so  to  do  by 
the  railroad  corporation,  such  corporation  shall  thereafter  build  and 
maintain  such  fence,  and  may  recover  of  the  person  neglecting  to 
build  and  maintain  it  the  expense  thereof.  And  when  such  railroad 
shall  cross  timbered  or  forest  lands,  the  company  shall  construct 
and  maintain  suitable  and  sufficient  crossings,  whenever  and  where- 
ever  reasonably  necessary  to  enable  the  respective  owners  of  said 
lands,  to  transport  logs,  timber  and  lumber  for  manufacture  or  sale, 
or  for  banking  on  any  stream,  to  be  floated  or  driven  down  the 
same.  In  case  of  any  neglect  or  dispute  the  supreme  court  may  by 
mandamus  or  other  appropriate  proceedings,  compel  the  same,  and 
also  fix  the  point  or  location  of  any  such  crossing.  (Thus  amended 
by  chap,  6^6^  Laws  i8p2,) 

SIGN-BOARDS  AND  FLAQMEN  AT  CROSSINGH3. 

§  33.  Every  railroad  corporation  shall  cause  boards  to  be  placed, 
well  supported  and  constantly  maintained,  across  each  traveled  pub- 
lic road  or  street,  where  the  same  is  crossed  by  its  road  at  grade. 
They  shall  be  elevated  so  as  not  to  obstruct  travel,  and  to  be  easily 
seen  by  travelers ;  and  on  each  side  shall  be  painted  in  capital  let- 
ters, each  at  least  nine  inches  in  length  and  of  suitable  width,  the 
words:  **  Railroad  crossing;  look  out  for  the  cars;  "  butsuch  boards 
need  not  be  put  up  in  cities  and  villages,  unless  required  by  the  offi- 
cers having  charge  of  the  streets.  At  any  point  where  a  railroad 
crosses  a  street,  highway,  turnpike,  plank-road,  or  traveled  way  at 
grade,  or  where  a  steam  railroad  crosses  a  horse  railroad  at  grade, 
and  the  corporation  owning  or  operating  such  railroad,  refuses,  upon 
request  of  the  local  authorities,  to  station  a  flagman  or  erect  gates, 
to  be  opened  and  closeiJ  when  an  engine  or  train  passes,  the  supreme 
court  or  the  county  court,  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  local 
authorities  and  upon  ten  days'  notice  to  the  corporation,  order  that 
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a  flagman  be  stationed  at  such  point,  or  that  gates  shall  be  erected 
thereat,  and  that  a  person  be  stationed  to  open  and  close  them  when 
an  engine  or  train  passes,  or  may  make  such  other  order  respecting 
the  same  as  it  deems  proper.  Whenever  the  crossing  by  a  railroad 
at  grade  of  the  streets,  highways,  turnpikes,  plank-roads,  or  traveled 
ways  of  any  village  or  city,  having  a  population  by  the  last  state  or 
federal  enumeration  of  less  than  fifty  thousand,  shall  be  protected 
by  gates  with  persons  to  open  and  close  the  same,  when  an  engine 
or  train  passes,  the  local  authorities  of  the  city  or  village  shall  not 
impose  any  limitation,  less  than  forty  miles  an  hour,  on  the  rate  of 
speed  at  which  such  engine  or  train  shall  be  run,  or  enforce  any  ex- 
isting limitation  upon  such  rate  of  speed,  less  than  forty  miles  an 
hour.     {Thus  amended hy  chap,  676^  Laws  i8g2,) 

NOTXCE  OF  BTARTINa  TRAINS  ;  NO  PREFERENCES. 

§  34.  Every  railroad  corporation  shall  start  and  run  its  cars  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times,  to  be 
fixed  by  public  notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations 
for  the  transportation  of  all  passengers  and  property  which  shall  be 
ofiFered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting,  within  a  reason- 
able time  previously  thereto,  and  at  the  junctions  of  other  railroads, 
and  at  the  usual  stopping  places  established  for  receiving  and  dis- 
charging way  passengers  and  freight  for  that  train ;  and  shall  take, 
transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and  property  at,  from  and 
to,  such  places  on  the  due  payment  of  the  fare  or  freight  legally 
authorized  therefor.  No  station  established  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration for  the  reception  or  delivery  of  passengers  or  property,  or 
both,  shall  be  discontinued  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  first  had  and  obtained.  No  preference  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  a  common  carrier  upon  its  cars,  or  in 
its  depots  or  buildings,  or  upon  its  grounds,  shall  be  granted  by  any 
railroad  corporation  to  any  one  of  two  or  more  persons,  associations 
or  corporations  competing  in  the  same  business,  or  in  the  business 
of  transporting  property  for  themselves  or  others.  Any  such  station 
in  an  incorporated  village  shall  have  the  same  name  as  the  village  ; 
if  any  road  shall  have  more  than  one  such  station  in  any  such  village, 
the  station  nearest  the  geographical  center  thereof  shall  have  such 
name.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  6j6^  Laws  iSg2,) 

ACCOMMODATION  OF  CONNECTJNG  ROADS. 

§  35.  Every  railroad  corporation  whose  road,  at  or  near  the  same 
place,  connects  with  or  is  intersected  by  two  or  more  railroads  com- 
peting for  its  business,  shall  fairly  and  impartially  afford  to  each  of

such  connecting  or  intersecting  roads  equal  terms  of  accommodation, 
privileges  and  facilities  in  the  transportation  of  cars,  passengers, 
baggage  and  freight  over  and  upon  its  roads,  and  over  and  upon 
their  roads,  and   equal  facilities  in  the  interchange  and  use  of  pas- 
senger, baggage,  freight  and  other  cars  required  to  accommodate 
the  business  of  each  road,  and  in  furnishing  passage  tickets  to  pas< 
sengers  who  may  desire  to  make  a  continuous  trip  over  any  part  of 
its  roads  and  either  of  such  connecting  roads.     The  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  may,  upon  application  of  the  corporation  own- 
ing or  operating  either  of  the  connecting  or  intersecting  roads,  and 
upon  fourteen  days'  notice  to  the  corporation  owning  or  operating 
the  other  road,  prescribe  such  regulations  as  will  secure,  in  their 
judgment,  the  enjoyment  of  equal  privileges,  accommodations  and 
facilities  to  such  connecting  or  intersecting  roads  as  may  be  required 
to  accommodate  the  business  of  each  road,  and  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions upon  which  the  same  shall  be  afforded  to  each  road.     The  de- 
cision of  the  commissioners  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  for  two 
years,  and  the  supreme  court  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  per- 
formance thereof  by  attachment,  mandamus,  or  otherwise. 

LOCOMOnVES  MUST  STOP  AT  GRADB  CROSBINQ& 

§  36.  All  trains  and  locomotives  on  railroads  crossing  each  other 
at  grade  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  or  more  than  eight  hundred  feet  from  the  crossing,  and 
shall  then  cross  only  when  the  way  is  clear  and  upon  a  signal  from  a 
watchman  stationed  at  the  crossing.  If  the  corporations  can  not 
agree  as  to  the  expense  of  the  watchman,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
the  supreme  court,  upon  motion  thereto  by  either  of  them.  If  the 
corporations  disagree  as  to  the  precedence  of  trains,  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  may,  after  hearing,  upon  the  application  of 
either  corporation,  prescribe  rules  in  relation  thereto.  The  full  stop 
and  crossing  on  signal  may  be  discontinued  if  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  shall  decide  it  to  be  impracticable,  or  if,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioners,  an  interlocking  switch  and  signal  appa- 
ratus is  adopted  and  put  in  operation  as*  such  a  crossing.  The  full 
stop  and  crossing  on  signal  shall  not  be  required  in  depot  yards,  or 
the  approaches  thereto,  if  the  crossing  roads  are  under  lease  or  sub- 
ject to  the  same  management  or  control  in  the  use  of  tracks.  An 
engineer,  violating  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  or  any 
such  rule  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  corporation  or  person  operating  the 
railroad,  violating  any  of  such  provisions  or  rules  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners may,  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  public  safety  requires  the 
erection  of  interlocking  switch  and  signal  devices  at  points  where 
steam  and   street  surface  railroads  intersect  at  grade,  direct  the

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erection  of  such  devices  and  apportion  the  expense  of  construction, 
operation  and  maintenance  thereof  between  the  companies  affected 
thereby.  No  railroad  corporation,  or  any  officer,  agent  or  employe 
thereof,  shall  stop  its  cars,  horses,  or  locomotives  upon  a  grade 
crossing  of  a  railroad  of  another  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  or  delivering  passengers  or  freight,  or  other  purpose,  and 
any  person  or  corporation  violating  this  provision,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  {Thus  amended  by  chap. 
466,  Laws  of  1898.) 

RATBS  OF  FARE. 

§  37.  Every  railway  corporation  may  fix  and  collect  the  following 
rates  of  fare  as  compensation  to  be  paid  for  transporting  any  pas- 
senger and  his  baggage,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
in  weight,  for  each  mile  or  fraction  of  a  mile: 

1 .  Where  the  motive  power  is  rope  or  cable,  propelled  by  station- 
ary power,  five  cents,  with  right  to  a  minimum  fare  of  ten  cents ; 
but  if  the  railroad  is  less  than  two  miles  in  length,  and  overcomes 
an  elevation  of  five  hundred  feet  or  more  to  the  mile,  five  cents  for 
each  one  hundred  feet  of  elevation  so  overcome,  and  the  same  rates 
of  fare  if  the  motive  power  is  locomotives,  furnished  with  cogs 
working  into  cogs  on  the  railway,  and  the  length  of  road  does  not 
exceed  four  miles. 

2.  If  a  road,  not  incorporated  prior  to  May  15,  1879,  and  not 
located  in  the  counties  of  New  York  or  Kings,  or  within  the  limits  of 
any  incorporated  city,  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  miles  in  length, 
five  cents;  if  over  twenty-five  and  not  more  than  forty  miles,  four 
cents ;  and  if  over  forty  miles,  three  cents.  Where  by  the  laying 
down  of  a  third  rail  upon  a  railroad  of  the  ordinary  gauge,  a  narrow- 
g^auge  track  is  created  and  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
and  the  length  of  road  does  not  exceed  six  miles,  including  any  con- 
necting road  of  the  same  gauge,  such  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of 
fare,  shall  be  deemed  a  narrow-gauge  road. 

3.  If  its  railroad  overcomes  an  elevation  of  two  hundred  feet  to 
the  mile,  for  at  least  two  consecutive  miles,  and  does  not  exceed 
t^venty  miles  in  length,  ten  cents;  if  it  overcomes  an  elevation  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  feet  to  the  mile,  within  a  distance  of  two 
miles,  five  cents  for  each  one  hundred  feet  of  elevation;  and  where 
It  overcomes  an  elevation  of  more  than  one  thousand  feet,  within  a 
distance  of  two  miles,  seven  cents  for  each  one  hundred  feet  of 
elevation  in  a  mile. 

4..  If  the  line  of  its  road  does  not  exceed  fifteen  miles  in  length, 
a.n<l  does  not  enter  or  traverse  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city, 
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and  the  distance  traveled  thereon  by  the  passenger  does  not  exceed 
one  mile,  five  cents. 

5.  In  all  other  cases,  three  cents  for  every  such  mile  or  fraction 
thereof,  with  a  right  to  a  minimum  single  fare  of  not  less  than  five 
cents. 

This  chapter  shall  not  be  construed  to  allow  any  rate  of  fare  for 
way  passengers  greater  than  two  cents  per  mile  to  be  charged  or 
taken  over  the  track  or  tracks  of  the  railroad  known  as  the 
New  York  Central  railroad  company,  and  the  rate  of  fare  for  way 
passengers  over  the  track  or  tracks  of  such  company  shall  continue 
to  be  two  cents  per  mile  and  no  more,  wherever  it  is  restricted  to 
that  rate  of  fare,  nor  shall  any  consolidated  railroad  corporation 
charge  a  higher  rate  of  fare  per  passenger  per  mile,  upon  any  part 
or  portion  of  the  consolidated  line  than  was  allowed  by  law  to  be 
charged  by  each  existing  corporation  thereon  previously  to  such 
consolidation.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  6/6^  Laws  iSg2,)

IiEGIBLATURB  MAT  ALTER  OR  REDUCB  FARE. 

§  38.  The  legislature  may,  when  any  such  railroad  shall  be  open 
for  use,  from  time  to  time,  alter  or  reduce  the  rate  of  freight,  fare 
or  other  profits  upon  such  road;  but  the  same  shall  not,  without  the 
consent  of  the  corporation,  be  so  reduced  as  to  produce  with  such 
profits  less  than  ten  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  capital  actually 
expended ;  nor  unless  on  an  examination  of  the  amounts  received  and 
expended,  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  they 
shall  ascertain  that  the  net  income  derived  by  the  corporation  from 
all  sources,  for  the  year  then  last  past,  shall  have  exceeded  an  annual 
income  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  of  the  corporation  actually 
expended. 

PENALTT  FOR  EXCESSIVB  FARE. 

§  39.  Any  railroad  corporation,  which  shall  ask  or  receive  more 
than  the  lawful  rate  of  fare,  unless  such  overcharge  was  made  through 
inadvertence  or  mistake,  not  amounting  to  gross  negligence,  shall 
forfeit  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  the  excess  so  received 
by  the  party  paying  the  same ;  but  no  action  can  be  maintained 
therefor,  unless  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  cause  of  action 
accrued. 

P ASSBNOER  REFUBINa  TO  PAT  FARE  ICA7  BE  EJBCTBD. 

§  40.  If  any  passenger  shall  refuse  to  pay  his  fare  the  condactor  of 
the  train,  and  the  servants  of  the  corporation,  may  put  him  and  his 
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baggage  out  of  the  cars,  using  no  unnecessary  force,  on  stopping  the 
train,  at  any  usual  stopping  place,  or  near  any  dwelling-house,  as 
the  conductor  may  elect. 

SLEEPING  AND  PARZiOR  CARS. 

§  41.  Any  railroad  corporation  may  contract  with  any  person, 
association  or  corporation  for  the  hauling  by  the  special  or  regular 
trains  of  said  railroad  corporation,  the  parlor,  drawing-room  or 
sleeping  car  or  cars  of  such  person,  association  or  corporation,  in 
which  extra  accommodations  shall  be  furnished,  for  which  said  per- 
son, association  or  corporation  furnishing  such  parlor,  drawing-room 
or  sleeping  car  or  cars,  may  charge  for  the  carriage  and  transporta- 
tion of  persons  and  property  therein  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  extra  accommodation,  in  addition  to  the  fare  and  charges  now 
allowed  by  law  for  the  carriage  and  transportation  of  passengers  and 
property  in  the  ordinary  cars  of  said  railroad  corporation.  But  said 
railroad  corporation  so  contracting  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  way 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  said  car  or  cars  were  owned  by  it, 
and  shall  furnish  sufficient  ordinary  cars  for  the  reasonable  accommo- 
dation of  the  traveling  public.  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  6^6^  Laws 
i8g2, ) 

PERSONS  EMPI07ED  AS  DRIVERS,  CONDUCTORS,   MOTORMEN 
OR  QRIFMEN. 

§  42.  Any  railroad  corporation  may  employ  any  inhabitant  of  the 
state,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  in- 
toxicating liquors,  as  a  car  driver,  conductor,  motorman  or  grip- 
man,  or  in  any  other  capacity,  if  fit  and  competent  therefor.     All 
applicants  for  positions   as  motormen  or  gripmen  on  any    street 
surface  railroad  in  this  state  shall  be  subjected  to  a  thorough  exam- 
ination by  the  officers  of  the  corporation  as  to  their  habits,  physi- 
cal ability  and  intelligence.     If  this  examination  is  satisfactory,  the 
applicant  shall  be  placed  in  the  shop  or  power  house  where  he  can 
t>e  made  familiar  with  the  power  and  machinery  he  is  about  to  con- 
trol.    He- shall  then  be  placed  on  a  car  with  an  instructor,  and  when 
tlie  latter  is  satisfied  as  to  the  applicant's  capability  for  the  position 
oi  motorman  or  gripman,  he  shall  so  certify  to  the  officers  of  the 
oompany,  and,  if  appointed,  the  applicant  shall  first  serve  on  the 
lines  of  least  travel.     Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
sliall  be  a  misdemeanor.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.jij^  Laws  iSgj,)

OOITDUCTORS  AND  EBCPIOYES  MUST  WEAR  BADOSa 

g  43.    Every  conductor  and  employe  of  a  railroad  corporation 
employed  in  a  passenger  train,  or  at  stations  for  passengers,  shall 
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wear  upon  his  hat  or  cap  a  badge,  which  shall  indicate  his  office  or 
employment,  and  the  initial  letters  of  the  corporation  employing 
him.  No  conductor  or  collector  without  such  badge  shall  demand 
or  receive  from  any  passenger  any  fare  or  ticket  or  exercise  any  of 
the  powers  of  his  employment.  No  officer  or  employe  without  such 
badge  shall  meddle  or  interfere  with  any  passenger,  his  baggage  or 
property.     (TAus  amended  by  chap.  676^  Laws  J^p2,)

CHECKS  FOR  BAQGAOXL 

§  44.  A  check,  made  of  some  proper  metallic  substance  of  con- 
venient size  and  form,  plainly  stamped  with  numbers,  and  furnished 
with*  a  convenient  strap  or  other  appendage  for  attaching  to  bag- 
gage, shall  be  affixed  to  every  piece  or  parcel  of  baggage  when 
taken  for  transportation  for  a  passenger  by  the  agent  or  employe  of 
such  corporation,  if  there  is  a  handle,  loop  or  fixture  therefor  upon 
the  piece  or  parcel  of  baggage,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  given  to  the 
passenger  or  person  delivering  the  same  to  him.  If  such  check  be 
refused  on  demand  the  corporation  shall  pay  to  the  passenger  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  no  fare  shall  be  collected  or  received  from 
him;  and  if  he  shall  have  paid  his  fare  it  shall  be  refunded  to  him 
by  the  conductor  in  charge  of  the  train.  Such  baggage  shall  be 
delivered,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  the  passenger  or  any  person 
acting  in  his  behalf  at  the  place  to  which  it  was  to  be  transported, 
where  the  cars  usually  stop,  or  at  any  other  regular  intermediate 
stopping  place,  upon  notice  to  the  baggage-master  in  charge  of  bag- 
gage on  the  train,  of  not  less  than  thirty  minutes,  upon  presentation 
of  such  duplicate  check  to  the  officer  or  agent  of  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, or  of  any  corporation,  over  any  portion  of  whose  road  it  , 
was  transported.  Bicycles  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  be  deemed 
^^gg^ge  for  the  purposes  of  this  article  and  shall  be  transported  as  bag- 
gage for  passengers  by  raibroad  corporations  and  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities,  and  no  such  passenger  shall  be  required  to  crate,  cover  or 
otherwise  protect  any  such  bicycle;  provided,  however,  that- a  railroad 
corporation  shall  not  be  required  to  transport,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  more  than  one  bicycle  for  a  single  person.  {T^us  amended  hj 
chap.  333,  Laws  of  1896.) 

PBNALTIES  FOR  INJUHIBB  TO  BAOaAOa 

§  45.  Any  person,  whose  duty  it  is  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  common 
carrier  to  handle,  remove,  or  care  for  the  baggage  of  passengers,  wbo 
shall  recklessly  or  wilfully  injure  or  destroy  any  trunk,  valise,  box,  baft 
package  or  parcel,  while  loading,  unloading,  transporting,  delivering  or 
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storing  the  same,  or  any  railroad  corporation,  which  shall  knowingly 
keep  in  its  employment  any  such  willful  or  reckless  person,  or  which 
shall  permit  any  injury  or  destruction  of  such  property,  through  failure 
to  provide  sufficient  help  and  facilities  for  the  handling  thereof,  shall  pay 
to  the  party  injured  thereby  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  in  addition  to  such 
damages. 

UKCTiATMTTD  FRBiaHT  AND  BAQOAQB. 

§  46.  Every  railroad  or  other  transportation  corporation^  doing 
business  in  this  state,  which  shall  have  unclaimed  freight  or  bag- 
gage, not  live  stock  or  perishable,  in  its  possession  for  the  period 
of  sixty  days,  may  deliver  the  same  to  any  warehouse  company, 
or  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  warehouse  business,  within 
this  state,  and  take  a  warehouse  receipt  for  the  storage  thereof. 
Upon  such  delivery  and  upon  taking  such  warehouse  receipt,  every 
such  railroad  or  other  transportation  corporation  shall  be  dis- 
charged of  all  liability  in  respect  to  any  such  unclaimed  freight  or 
baggage  from  and  after  such  delivery.  At  any  time  within  two 
years  after  such  delivery,  such  railroad  or  other  transportation  cor- 
poration shall  suurender  and  transfer  such  warehouse  receipt  to 
the  owner  of  any  such  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage  upon  demand, 
and  upon  payment  of  all  charges  and  expenses  for  transportation 
and  storage  then  due,  if  any,  to  any  such  railroad  or  other  trans- 
portation corporation.  In  case  any  such  railroad  or  other  trans- 
portation company  shall  have  had  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage, 
not  live  stock  or  perishable,  in  its  possession  for  a  period  of  one 
year  and  shall  not  have  delivered  the  same  to  a  warehouse  com- 
pany or  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  warehouse  business  as 
above  provided,  then  such  railroad  or  other  transportation  company 
may  proceed  to  sell  the  same  at  public  auction,  and  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds may  retain  the  charges  of  transportation,  handling  and  stor- 
age of  such  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage,  and  the  expenses  of 
advertising  and  sale  thereof;  but  no  such  sale  shall  be  made  until 
the  expiration  of  four  weeks  from  the  first  publication  of  notice  of 
such  sale,  to  be  published  weekly  in  a  newspaper  published  in  or 
nearest  the  town  or  city  to  which  such  unclaimed  freight  or  bag- 
gage was  consigned,  or  at  which  it  was  directed  to  be  left,  and  also 
at  the  town  or  city  where  such  sale  is  to  take  place ;  and  said  notice 
shall  contain  a  general  description  of  such  unclaimed  freight  or 
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baggage,  the  name  of  the  shipper  thereof,  if  known,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  consignment  thereof,  whether  to  a  designated  con- 
signee or  to  order,  if  known,  or  the  place,  at  wirhich  the  same  was 
to  be  left,  as  near  as  may  be;  and  the  expenses  incurred  for  ad- 
vertising shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage 
in  a  ratable  proportion,  according  to  the  value  of  each  article,  pack- 
age or  parcel,  if  more  than  one.  Such  railroad  or  other  trans- 
portation company  shall  make  an  entry  of  the  balance  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale,  if  any,  of  the  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage 
consigned  to  the  same  consignee  or  covered  by  each  consignment, 
as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  at  any  time  within  five  years 
thereafter,  shall  refund  any  surplus  so  retained  to  the  owners  of 
such  unclaimed  freight  or  baggage,  his  personal  representatives 
or  assigns,  on  satisfactory  proof  of  such  ownership.  In  case  such 
balance  shall  not  be  claimed'  by  the  rightful  owner  within  five 
years  after  the  sale  as  above  specified,  then  it  shall  be  paid  to  the 
county  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  county  poor  of  the  county 
where  the  sale  is  made. 

Unclaimed  live  stock  and  perishable  freight  or  baggage  may  be 
sold  by  any  such  railroad  or  other  transportation  corporation 
without  notice,  as  soon  as  it  can  be,  upon  the  best  terms  that  can 
be  obtained.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  any  such  un- 
claimed live  stock,  perishable  freight  or  baggage,  after  deducting 
therefrom  all  charges  and  expenses  for  transportation,  storage, 
keeping,  commissions  for  selling  the  property,  and  any  amount 
previously  paid  for  its  loss  or  non-delivery,  shall  be  deposited  by 
the  corporation  making  such  sale  with  a  report  thereof,  and  proof 
that  the  property  was  live  stock  or  perishable  freight,  with  the 
comptroller  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  fund  of  the  state,  and 
shall  be  held  by  him  in  trust  for  reclamation  by  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  {Thus  amended  by  chap.  582, 
Laws  1899.) 

TICKETS  AND  CHB0K8  FOB  OONNEOTINQ  STBAKBOATB. 

§  47.  The  proprietors  of  any  line  of  steamboats,  terminating  or 
stopping  for  passengers  at  any  place  where  a  railroad  corporation 
has  a  depot  or  station,  may  furnish  tickets  and  baggage  checks  to 
such  corporation  for  the  use  of  passengers,  traveling  over  its  road? 
who  desire  to  connect  with  such  line  of  boats  at  any  such  place,  and 
the  railroad  corporation  shall  sell  such  tickets  and  deliver  a  duplicate 
of  one  of  such  checks  to  any  such  passenger  applying  therefor,  and 
shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  proprietor  of  such  line  of 
boats  all  moneys  received  by  it  for  the  sale  of  such  tickets;  and  any 
such  railroad  corporation  may  furnish  tickets  and  checks  for  bag- 
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gage  to  the  proprietors  of  any  such  line  of  steamboats  tor  the  use  of 
passengers  traveling  over  any  part  of  such  line  of  boats,  who  desire  to 
connect  with  the  railroad  of  any  such  corporation  at  any  such  place, 
and  such  proprietors  shall  sell  such  tickets  and  deliver  a  duplicate  of 
one  of  such  checks  to  any  such  passenger  applying  therefor,  and 
shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  such  corporation  all  moneys 
received  by  them  for  the  sale  of  such  tickets.  No  greater  rate  of 
fare  shall  be  charged  by  any  railroad  corporation  to  any  such  pas- 
senger for  the  distance  traveled  over  its  road  than  is  charged  to 
travelers  for  the  same  distance  whose  trip  ends  at  the  place  where 
connection  is  made  with  any  such  line  of  boats,  and  no  greater  rate 
of  fare  shall  be  charged  by  the  proprietors  of  any  such  steamboat 
line  to  any  such  passenger  for  the  distance  traveled  over  its  line, 
than  is  charged  to  travelers  for  the  same  distance  whose  trip  ends  at 
the  place  where  connection  is  made  with  any  such  railroad.  Any 
additional  cost  of  transfer  of  a  passenger  or  his  baggage  from  rail- 
road depot  or  station  to  steamboat  landing,  or  from  steamboat  land- 
ing to  depot  or  station,  shall  be  borne  by  the  passenger  or  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  steamboat  line  or  the  railroad  corporation  at  whose 
instance  or  for  whose  benefit  such  transfer  is  made.  Every  railroad 
corporation  and  the  proprietors  of  any  line  of  steamboats,  their 
agents  or  servants,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  sell  tickets  or  fur- 
nish a  check  to  any  passenger  applying  for  the  same,  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  furnished  to  them,  shall  pay  to  such  passenger  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  and  no  fare  or  toil  shall  be  collected  from  him 
for  riding  over  such  road  or  upon  such  boats,  as  the  case  may  be; 
and  in  addition  thereto  any  railroad  corporation  so  neglecting  or 
refusing,  shall  pay  the  proprietors  of  such  line  of  boats  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  it  shall  so  neglect  or  refuse ;  and  the 
proprietors  of  any  such  line  of  boats  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  shall 
pay  to  such  railroad  corporation  a  like  sum  for  each  day  they  shall 
so  neglect  or  refuse. 

Every  such  railroad  corporation  shall  also  receive  any  freight  which 
shall  be  delivered  at  any  station  on  the  line  of  its  road,  marked  to  go 
by  way  of  boat  or  any  particular  line  of  boats  from  any  station  on  its 
road  at  which  such  boat  or  line  of  boats  terminates  or  stops  for 
freight,  and  shall  transport  such  freight  with  all  convenient  speed  to 
such  station,  and  on  its  arrival  there  cause  the  proprietors  of  the 
steamboat  line  by  which  it  is  directed  to  be  sent,  or  their  agent,  to  be 
notified  of  such  arrival,  and  shall  deliver  such  freight  to  such  pro- 
prietors or  their  agent  with  the  bill  of  charges  thereon  due  such  rail- 
road corporation,  for  the  payment  of  which  charges  the  proprietor  or 
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proprietors  of  such  steamboat  line  shall  be  responsible,  and  shall 
account  for  and  pay  the  same  to  such  railroad  corporation  on  demand. 
The  railroad  corporation  shall  not  charge  for  the  transportation  of 
such  freight  over  its  road  any  greater  sum  pro  rata  than  it  charges 
for  carrying  the  same  kind  of  freight  the  same  distance  over  its  road, 
if  it  was  to  be  transported  by  such  corporation  by  rail  to  its  final 
destination  or  to  the  terminus  of  the  road  of  such  corporation  in  case 
it  terminates  before  such  final  destination  is  reached.  Any  freight 
delivered  by  the  proprietors  of  any  steamboat  or  steamboat  line,  or 
their  authorized  agent,  at  any  station,  at  a  place  where  such  steam- 
boat or  steamboats  have  a  landing,  to  any  such  railroad  corporation 
for  transportation  over  its  road  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  trans- 
ported by  such  corporation  to  its  place  of  destination  for  the  same 
price  pro  rata  which  would  be  charged  for  the  same  kind  of  freight 
the  same  distance  over  its  road,  if  the  same  had  been  taken  on  at 
the  point  of  first  shipment  by  boat,  or  at  the  terminus  of  the  road 
of  such  corporation,  in  case  it  does  not  extend  to  the  point  of  first 
shipment. 

RIGHTS  AND  LIABILITIES  AS  COMMON  CASRIBRa 


§  48.  Every  railroad  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  shall 
be  a  common  carrier.  Any  one  of  two  or  more  corporations  owning 
or  operating  connecting  roads,  within  this  state,  or  partly  Vithin  and 
partly  without  the  state,  shall  be  liable  as  a  common  carrier,  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  delivery  of  freight  received  by  it  to 
be  transported  by  it  to  any  place  on  the  line  of  a  connecting  road; 
and  if  it  shall  become  liable  to  pay  any  sum  by  reason  of  neglect  or 
misconduct  of  any  other  corporation  it  may  collect  the  same  of  the 
corporation  by  reason  of  whose  neglect  or  misconduct  it  became 
liable.     (Thus amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

SWITCHES;  WARNING  SIGNALS;  GUARD JPOSTS ;  AUTOBCATIC 
COUPLERS;  AXTTOMATIC  OR  OTHER  SAFETY  BRAKX; 
TOOLS  IN  PASSENGER  CAR ;  W^ATER. 

§  49.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of.  every  railroad  corporation  operating 
its  road  by  steam  : 

I.  To  lay,  in  the  construction  of  new  and  in  the  renewal  of  existing 
switches,  upon  freight  or  passenger  main  line  tracks,  switches  on  the 
principle  of  either  the  so-called  Tyler,  Wharton,  Lorenze,  or  split- 
point  switch,  or  some  other  kind  of  safety  switch,  which  shall  pre- 
vent the  derailment  of  a  train,  when  such  switch  is  misplaced,  or  a 
switch  interlocked  with  distant  signals. 
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2.  To  erect  and  thereafter  maintain  such  suitable  warning  signals 
at  every  road,  bridge,  or  structure  which  crosses  the  railroad  above 
the  tracks,  where  such  warning  signals  may  be  necessary,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  employes  on  top  of  cars  from  injury. 

(Subdivision  3,  relating  to  guard  posts,  repealed  by  chap.  740, 
Laws  1900,  but  see  section  424,  Penal  Code,  post.) 

4.  To  use  upon  every  new  freight  car,  built  or  purchased  for  use, 
couplers  which  can  be  coupled  and  uncoupled  automatically,  without 
the  necessity  of  having  a  person  guide  the  link,  lift  the  pin  by  hand, 
or  go  between  the  ends  of  the  cars. 

5.  To  attach  to  every  car  used  for  passenger  transportation  an  au- 
tomatic air-brake  or  other  form  of  safety-power  brake,  applied  from 
the  locomotive,  excepting  cars  attached  to  freight  trains,  the  sched- 
ule rate  of  speed  of  which  does  not  exceed  twenty  miles  an  hour. 

6.  To  provide  each  closed  car  in  use  in  every  passenger  train 
owned  or  regularly  used  upon  a  railroad,  with  one  set  of  tools,  con- 
sisting of  an  axe,  sledge  hammer,  crowbar  and  hand  saw  and  such 
other  or  additional  tools  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may 
require,  to  be  placed  where  directed  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners.    (  TAus  amended  by  chap.  ^21, Laws  of  1898). 

7.  To  provide,  in  each  passenger  car,  where  the  line  of  road  shall 
exceed  forty  continuous  miles  in  length,  a  suitable  receptacle  for 
water,  with  a  cup  or  drinking  utensil  attached  upon  or  near  such  re- 
ceptacle, and  to  keep  such  receptacle,  while  the  car  is  in  use,  con- 
stantly sup'plied  with  cool  water. 

Every  corporation,  person  or  persons,  operating  such  railroad,  and 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  except  subdivision 
seven  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense and  the  further  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  that  it 
shall  omit  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  such  provisions.  For 
every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  subdivision  of  this 
section  every  such  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  oflfenise.

RAnjlOAD    COMMISSIONIIRS     MAT   APPROVE    OTHER    SAFE- 

aaARDa 

§  50.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may,  on  the  application 
of  any  railroad  corporation,  authorize  it  to  use  any  other  safeguard  or 
device  approved  by  the  board,  in  place  of  any  safeguard  or  device 
required  by  this  article  which  shall  thereafter  be  used  in  lieu  thereof, 
and  the  same  penalties  for  neglect  or  refusal  to  use  the  same  shall  be 
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incurred  and  imposed  as  for  a  failure  to  use  the  safeguard  or  device 
hereinbefore  required,  in  lieu  of  which  the  same  is  to  be  used. 

USB  OF  STOVES  OR  FURNACES  PROHIBITED. 

§  51.     It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  corporation,  operating 
a  steam  railroad  in  this  state,  of  the  length  of  fifty  miles  or  more, 
excepting    foreign    railroad    corporations,     incorporated    without  the 
jurisdiction   of  the   United   States,  running  cars   upon  tracks  in  this 
state  for  a  distance  of  less  than  thirty  miles,  to  heat  its  passenger  cars,  on 
other  than  mixed  trains,  excepting  dining-room  cars,  by  any  stove  or 
furnace  kept  inside  the  car,  or  suspended  therefrom,  unless  in  case  of 
accident  or  other  emergency,  when  it  may  temporarily  use  such  stove  or 
furnace  with  necessary  fuel,  in  cars  which  have  been  equipped  with  ap- 
paratus to  heat  by  steam,  hot  water  or  hot  air  from  the  locomotive,  or 
from  a  special  car,  the  present  stove  may  be  retained  to  be  used  only 
when  the  car  is  standing  still,  and  no  stove  or  furnace  shall  be  used  in  a 
dining-room  car,  except  for  cooking  purposes,  and  of  pattern  and  kind 
to  be  approved  by  the  railroad  commissioners.     This  section  shall  not  be 
held  to  affect  or  interfere  with  the  use  by  the  commissioners  of  fisheries 
of  this  or  other  states,  or  of  the  United  States,  of  stoves  for  heating  or 
cooking  or  boilers  for  hatching  operations  in  their  fish  car  or  cars.     Any 
person  or  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  the  further 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  during  which  such 
violation  shall  continue.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  299,  Laws  of  1896.)

CANADA.  THISTLES  TO  BE  CUT. 

§  52.  Every  railroad  corporation  doing  business  within  this  state^ 
shall  cause  all  Canada  thistles,  white  and  yellow  daisies  and  other 
noxious  weeds  growing  on  any  lands  owned  or  occupied  by  it,  to  be 
cut  down  twice  in  each  and  every  year,  once  between  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  and  once  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  August.  If  any 
such  corporation  shall  neglect  to  cause  the  same  to  be  so  cut  down, 
any  person  may  cut  the  same,  between  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June 
and  the  fifth  day  of  July  inclusive,  and  between  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  August  and  the  fifth  day  of  September  inclusive  in  each  year,  at 
the  expense  of  the  corporation  on  whose  lands  the  same  shall  be  so 
cut,  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  occupied  in 
cutting. 

RIDINa  ON  PLATFORM;  WAIiKINa  ALONG  TRACK. 

§  53.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  to  any 
passenger  while  on  the  platform  of  a  car,  or  in  any  baggage,  wood  or 
freight  car,  in  violation  of  the  printed  regulations  of  the  corpora* 
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tion,  posted  up  at  the  time  in  a  conspicuous  place  inside  of  the  pas- 
senger cars,  then  in  the  train,  if  there  shall  be  at  the  time  sufficient 
room  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  passenger  inside  such 
passenger  cars.  No  person  other  than  those  connected  with  or  em- 
ployed upon  the  railroad  shall  walk  upon  or  along  its  track  or  tracks, 
except  where  the  same  shall  be  laid  across  or  along  streets  or  high- 
ways, in  which  case  he  shall  not  walk  upon  the  track  unless  neces- 
sary to  cross  the  same.  Any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving  any 
horse  or  other  animal  upon  any  railroad,  or  within  the  fences  and 
guards  thereof,  other  than  at  a  farm  or  street  or  forest  crossing, 
without  the  consent  of  the  corporation,  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of 
the  state  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  pay  all  damages  sustained 
thereby  to  the  party  aggrieved.  (Thus amended  by  chap,  61 6 ^  Laws 
1892.) 

CORPORATIONS  MAT  BSTABUBH  FERRIBa 

§  54.  Any  steam  railroad  corporation,  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  with  a  terminus  in  the  harbor  of  New  York,  may  pur- 
chase or  lease  boats  propelled  by  steam  or  otherwise,  and  operate 
the  same  as  a  ferry  or  otherwise,  over  the  waters  of  the  harbor  of 
New  York,  but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  rights 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  676, 

Laws  1892.) 

CERTAIN  RAILROADS  MAT  CEASE  OPERATION  IN  TVINTER. 

§  55.  The  directors  of  any  railroad  corporation  operating  a  rail- 
road, constructed  and  used  principally  for  transporting  lumber  or 
ores,  during  the  summer  months,  or  for  summer  travel,  may,  by  a 
resolution  duly  passed  at  a  meeting  thereof,  apply  to  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  for  permission  to  cease  the  operation  of  their 
road  during  the  winter  season  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seven 
months  in  any  one  year,  specifying  the  date  of  such  suspension,  and 
the  date  of  the  reopening  thereof;  and  such  board  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, make  an  order  granting  the  application  wholly  or  in  part, 
and  thereupon  such  railroad  corporation  shall  be  relieved  of  the  duty 
of  operating  its  road  during  the  period  specified  in  the  order.  A 
copy  of  such  order  shall  be  posted  in  all  the  depots  and  at  the  ter- 
mini of  such  railroad,  and  published  in  every  newspaper  in  each  town 
in  any  part  of  which  such  road  shall  be  constructed  at  least  four 
weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  such  suspension.

§  56.  Any  railroad  corporation  shall,  when  applied  toby  the  post- 
master-general, convey  the  mails  of  the  United  States  on  its  road, 
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and  in  case  such  corporation  and  the  postmaster-general  shall  no^ 
agree  as  to  the  rate  of  transportation  therefor,  and  as  to  the  time, 
rate  of  speed,  manner*and  condition  of  carrying  the  same,  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  shall  fix  the  prices,  terms  and  conditions 
therefor,  after  giving  the  corporation  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  Such  price  shall  not  be  less  for  carrying  such  mails  in  the 
regular  passenger  trains  than  the  amount  which  such  corporation 
would  receive  as  freight  on  a  like  weight  of  merchandise  transported 
in  their  merchandise  trains,  and  a  fair  compensation  for  the  post- 
office  car.  If  the  postmaster-general  shall  require  the  mail  to  be 
carried  at  other  hours,  or  at  higher  speed  than  the  passenger  trains 
are  run,  the  corporation  shall  furnish  an  extra  train  for  the  mail,  and 
be  allowed  an  extra  compensation  for  the  expenses  and  wear  and 
tear  thereof,  and  for  the  service  to  be  fixed  as  herein  provided. 

Every  railroad  corporation  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
one  hundred  dollars  for  every  day  such  neglect  or  refusal  continues. 
{TAus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

OORPORATIONB  MUST  MAKB  ANNUAI.  RBPORT. 

§  57.  Every  person  or  corporation  owning,  leasing,  operating  or 
in  possession  of  a  railroad,  wholly  or  partly,  in  this  state,  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of 
its  operations  for  the  year  ending  with  June  thirtieth,  and  of  its 
condition  on  that  day,  which  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the 
president,  or  treasurer,  and  the  general  manager,  or  acting  super- 
intendent, and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  such  board  on  or  before 
September  first  in  each  year.  Every  such  person  or  corporation 
shall  make  quarterly  and  further  reports  to  such  board  in  the 
form  and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  it.  Such  board  may  in  its 
discretion  change  the  date  of  the  annual  report  and  of  filing  the 
same,  but  the  length  of  time  between  the  date  of  the  annual  report 
and  the  filing  of  the  same  shall  not  be  less  than  herein  prescribed. 
Any  person  or  railroad  corporation  which  shall  neglect  to  make  any 
such  report,  or  which  shall  fail  to  correct  any  such  report  within 
ten  days  after  notice  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  an  addi- 
tional penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  day  after  September 
first  on  which  it  shall  neglect  to  file  the  same,  to  be  sued  for  in 
the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York,  for  their  use. 

The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  extend  the  time  herein 
limited  for  cause  shown.     {Thus  ame tided  by  chap,  6^6,  Laws  1892.)

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WHBN  OOKDITOTOBS  AXD  BTtAXETirBN  KAT  BB  FOUOBMBV. 

§  58.  The  governor  may  appoint  any  conductor  or  brakeman  on 
any  train  conveying  passengers  on  any  steam  railroad  in  this 
state,  a  policeman,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  policeman  in  cities  and 
villages,  for  the  preservation  of  order  and  of  the  public  peace,  and 
the  arrest  of  all  persons  committing  offenses  upon  the  land  or 
property  of  the  corporation  owning  or  operating  such  railroad; 
and  he  may  also  appoint,  on  the  application  of  any  such  corpora- 
tion, or  of  any  steamboat  company,  such  additional  policemen, 
designated  by  it,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  at  any  station,  or  upon 
any  steamboat  navigating  the  waters  of  this  state,  who  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  but  not  more  than  one  at  any  one  station,  or 
upon  such  steamboat.  Every  such  policeman  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  receiving  his  commission  and  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office,  and  file  it  with  his  commission  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  who  shall  thereupon  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  of  each 
county  in  which  such  policeman  is  authorized  to  act,  a  certificate, 
under  his  hand  and  official  seal,  setting  forth  the  appointment  and 
the  filing  of  the  commission  and  oath,  which  certificate  shall  be 
filed  by  the  county  clerk.  Every  such  policeman  shall  when  on 
duty  wear  a  metallic  shield,  with  the  words  "  railway  police  "  or 
**  steamboat  police  "  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  name  of  the  cor- 
poration for  which  appointed  inscribed  thereon,  which  shall  always 
be  worn  in  plain  view,  except  when  employed  as  a  detective.  The 
compensation  of  every  such  policeman  shall  be  such  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  him  and  the  corporation  for  which  he  is 
appointed,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation.  When  any  cor- 
poration shall  no  longer  require  the  services  of  any  such  policeman 
they  may  file  notice  to  that  effect  in  the  several  offices  in  which 
notice  of  his  appointment  was  originally  filed,  and  thereupon  such 
appointment  shall  cease  and  be  at  an  end.  (Thus  amended  by  chap. 
539,  Laws  1899.) 

SBQXJIBITBS  TO  BXERC2BE  OF  POWERS  OF  FUTXmE  RAILROAD 
OORPORATIONa 

§  59.  No  railroad  corporation  hereafter  formed  under  the  laws  of 
this  state  shall  exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  such  cor- 
porations or  begin  the  construction  of  its  road  until  the  directors 
shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  association  to  be  published  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  in  each  county  in  which  the  road  is  proposed 
to  be  located,  at  least  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks,  and 
shall  file  satisfactory  proof  thereof  with  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners; nor  until  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  cer- 
tify that  the  foregoing  conditions  have  been  complied  with,   and 
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also  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction 
of  said  railroad  as  proposed  in  said  articles  of  association.     The  fore- 
going certificate  shall  be  applied  for  within  six  months  after  the 
completion  of  the  three  weeks*  publication  hereinbefore  provided 
for.     If  certificate  is  refused  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had 
before  said  board,  but  the  application  may  be  renewed  after  one  year 
from  the  date  of  such  refusal.     Prior  to  granting  or  refusing  said 
certificate  the  board  shall  have  a  right  to  permit  errors,  omissions  or 
defects  to  be  supplied  and  corrected.     After  a  refusal  to  grant  such 
certificate  the  board  shall  certify  a  copy  of  all  maps  and  papers  on 
file  in  its  office  and  of   the  findings  of  the  board  when  so  requested 
by  the  directors  aforesaid.     Such  directors  may  thereupon  present 
the  same  to  a  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  department 
within  which  said  road  is  proposed  in  whole  or  in  part  to  be  con- 
structed, and  said  general  term  shall  have  power,  in  its  discretion, 
to  order  said  board,  for  reasons  stated,  to  issue  said  certificate,  and 
it  shall  be  issued  accordingly.     Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  a  copy  thereof,  certified  to  be  a 
copy  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  fact  therein  stated.     Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  any 
such  railroad  corporation    from  causing  such  examinations  and  sur- 
veys for  its  proposed  railroad  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
selection  of  the  most  advantageous  roate ;  and  for  such  purpose  by 
its  officers  or  agents  and  servants,  to  enter  upon  the  lands  or  water 
of  any  person,  but  subject  to  the  responsibility  for  all  damages  which 
shall  be  done  thereto.     {^Thus  amended  by  chap.  545,  Laws  of  1895.)

§  59a.  Whenever  application  is  made  by  a  street  surface  railroad 
company  for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  as 
required  by  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  and  it  shall 
appear  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  after  examination  of 
the  proposed  route  of  the  applicant  company  that  public  convenience 
and  a  necessity  do  not  require  the  construction  of  saJd  railroad  as 
proposed  in  its  articles  of  association  but  do  require  the  construction 
of  a  part  of  the  said  railroad,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
may  issue  its  certificate  for  the  construction  of  such  part  of  the  said 
railroad  as  seems  to  it  to  be  required  by  public  convenience  and  a 
necessity.  In  case  any  railroad  company  which  shall  hereafter  obtain 
the  certificate  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  that  public 
convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of  the  whole  or 
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a  part  of  the  said  railroad  shall  fail  to  begfin  such  construction 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  issuing  of  said  certificate,  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  inquire  into  the  reason  for  such 
failure  and  the  said  board  may  revoke  said  certificate  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  so  to  do.  (This  section  added 
Railroad  Law  by  chap.  643,  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  S9-b.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  that  any  steam  railroad  corporation,  which 
has  obtained  from  it  a  certificate  under  section  fifty-nine  of  the 
railroad  law  since  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  and  whose  road 
is  less  than  ten  miles  in  length,  and  was  to  be  built  in  the  counties 
of  Saratoga  and  Washington,  shall  not  have  completed  its  con- 
struction and  put  it  in  operation*  within  three  years  after  obtaining 
such  certificates,  the  said  board,  on  notice  to  such  corporation, 
shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the  said  certificate  and  consent  and 
thereupon  the  corporate  existence  and  power  of  such  railroad 
corporation  shall  cease  and  determine.  (Added  by  chap.  597,  Laws 
1899.) 

OBADB  CBOSSINa  ULW,  BECTIONB  60-69. 

§  60.  All  steam  surface  railroads  hereafter  built,  except  additional 
switches  and  sidings,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  avoid  all  public 
crossings  at  grade,  whenever  practicable  so  to  do.  Whenever  appli- 
cation is  made  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  under  section 
fifty-nine  of  the  railroad  law,  there  shall  be  filed  with  said  board  a 
map  showing  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways  proposed  to  be 
crossed  by  the  new  construction,  and  the  said  board  shall  determine 
whether  such  crossing  shall  be  under  or  over  the  proposed  railroad, 
except  where  said  board  shall  determine  such  method  of  crossing  to 
be  impracticable.  Whenever  an  application  is  made  under  this 
section  to  determine  the  manner  of  crossing,  the  said  board  shall 
designate  a  time  and  place  when  and  where  a  hearing  will  be  given 
to  such  railroad  company,  and  shall  notify  the  municipal  corporation 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  streets,  avenues  or  highways  proposed 
to  be  crossed  by  the  new  railroad.  The  said  board  shall  also  give 
public  notice  of  such  hearing  in  at  least  two  newspapers,  published 
in  the  locality  affected  by  the  application,  and  all  persons  owning 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  crossing  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  heard.  The  decision  of  the  said  board  rendered  in  any  proceed- 
ings under  this  section  shall  be  communicated,  within  twenty  days 
after  final  hearing,  to  all  parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in 
said  proceedings  was  given,  or  who  appeared  at  said  hearing  by 
counsel  or  in  person.    (Added  by  chap,  754,  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  61.  When  a  new  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of  a 
street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  across  a 
steam  surface  railroad,  other  than  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion sixty-two  of  this  act,  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  or  portion

of  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  &hall  pass  over  or  under  such 
railroad  or  at  grade  as  the  board  of  raib*oad  commissioners  shall 
direct.  Notice  of  intention  to  lay  out  such  street,  avenue  or  high- 
way, or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  across  a 
steam  surface  railroad,  shall  be  given  to  such  railroad  com- 
pany by  the  municipal  corporation  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to 
the  making  of  the  order  laying  out  such  street,  avenue  or  highw«jy 
by  service  personally  on  the  president  or  vice-president  of  the  rail- 
road corporation,  or  any  general  officer  thereof.  Such  notice  shall 
designate  the  time  and  place  and  when  and  where  a  hearing  will  be 
given  to  such  railroad  company,  and  such  railroad  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  the  authorities  of  such  municipal 
corporation  upon  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  such  street,  avenue 
or  highway.  If  the  municipal  corporation  determines  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  to  be  necessary,  it  shall  then  apply  to  die  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  before  any  further  proceedings  are  taken, 
to  determine  whether  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  pass  over 
or  under  such  railroad,  or  at  grade,  whereupon  the  said  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  hearing 
such  application,  and  shall  give  such  notice  thereof,  as  they  judge 
reasonable,  not,  however,  less  than  ten  days,  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany whose  railroad  is  to  be  crossed  by  such  new  street,  avenue  or 
highway,  or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  to  the 
municipal  corporation  and  to  the  owners  of  land  adjoining  the  rail- 
road and  that  part  of  the  street,  avenue  or  highway  to  be  opened 
or  extended.  The  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  de- 
termine whether  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of 
a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  shall  be  constructed  over  or  under  such 
railroad  or  at  grade ;  and  if  said  board  determine  that  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across  such  railroad  above  grade, 
then  said  board  shall  determine  the  heig^h,  the  length  and  the  ma- 
terial of  the  bridge  or  structure  by  means  of  which  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across  such  railroad,  and  the 
length,  character  and  grades  of  the  approaches  thereto ;  and  if  said 
board  shall  determine  that  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be 
constructed  or  extended  below  the  g^ade,  said  board  shall  determine 
the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  shall  be  so  carried  under, 
and  the  grade  or  grades  thereof,  and  if  said  board  shall  determine 
that  said  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  constructed  or  extended 
at  grade,  said  board  shall  determine  the  manner  and  method  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  carried  over  said  railroad  at  grade  and  what  safe- 
guards shall  be  maintained.  The  decision  of  the  said  board  as  to  the 
manner  and  method  of  carrying  such  new  street,  avenue  or  highway, 
or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  across  such  raih^oad, 
shall  be  final,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  appeal  hereinafter 
given.  The  decision  of  said  board  rendered  in  any  proceeding  un- 
'^x  this  section  shall  be  communicated  within  twenty  days  after 
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final  hearing  to  all  parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  such  pro- 
ceeding was  given  or  who  appeared  at  such  hearing  by  counsel  or  in 
person.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  520,  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  62.  The  mayor  and  common  council  of  any  city,  the  president 
and  trustees  of  any  village,  the  town  board  of  any  town  within 
which  a  street,  avenue  or  highway  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a 
steam  surface  railroad  at  grade,  or  any  steam  surface  railroad 
company,  whose  road  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  street,  avenue  or 
highway  at  grade,  may  bring  their  petition,  in  writing,  to  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners,  therein  alleging  that  public  safety  re- 
quires an  alteration  in  the  manner  of  such  crossing,  its  approaches, 
the  method  of  crossing,  the  location  of  the  highway  or  crossing 
and  tlie  diversion  of  the  travel  thereon  to  another  highway  or 
crossing,  or  if  not  practicable  to  change  such  crossing  from  grade 
or  to  close  and  discontinue  the  same,  the  opening  of  an  additional 
crossing  for  the  partial  diversion  of  travel  from  the  grade  crossing, 
and  praying  that  the  same  may  be  ordered;  whereupon  the  said 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for 
hearing  the  petition,  and  shall  give  such  personal  notice  thereof  as 
they  shall  judge  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  however,  to 
said  petitioner,  the  railroad  company,  the  municipality  in  which 
such  crossings  is  situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining 
such  crossing  and  adjoining  that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed 
in  grade  or  location,  or  the  land  to  be  opened  for  a  new  crossing, 
and  shall  cause  notice  of  said  hearing  to  be  advertised  in  at  least 
two  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  aflFected  by  the  application ; 
and  after  such  notice  of  hearing  the  said  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners shall  determine  what  alterations  or  changes,  if  any,, 
shall  be  made.  The  decision  of  said  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners rendered  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section,  shall  be 
communicated  within  twenty  days  after  final  hearing  to  all  parties 
to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  said  proceeding  was  given,  or 
who  appeared  at  said  hearing  by  counsel  or  in  person.  Any  per- 
son aggrieved  by  such  decision,  or  by  a  decision  made  pursuant 
to  sections  sixty  and  sixty-one  hereof,  and  who  was  a  party  to  said 
proceeding,  may  within  sixty  dstys  appeal  therefrom  to  the  appel- 
late division  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  department  in  which  such 
grade  crossing  is  situated  and  to  the  court  of  appeals,  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  like  effect  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  appeals  from 
an  order  of  the  supreme  court.  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  359,  Laws 
1899.) 

§  63.  The  municipal  corporation  in  which  the  highway  crossing 
is  located,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  company,  acquire 
by  purchase  any  lands,  rights  or  easements  necessary  or  required 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections  sixty, 
sixty-one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act,  but  if  unable  to  do  so  shall 
acquire  such  lands,  rights  or  easements  by  condemnation  either 
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under  the  condemnation  law,  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  such  municipal  corporation.  The  railroad  company  shall  have 
notice  of  any  such  proceedings  and  the  right  to  be  heard  therein. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap.  226,  Laws  1899.) 

§  64.  When  a  highway  crosses  a  railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge, 
the  frame  work  of  the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall  be  maintained 
and  kept  in  repair  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  roadway  there- 
over and  the  approaches  thereto  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  re- 
pair by  the  municipality  in  which  the  same  are  situated.  AVhen  a 
highway  passes  under  a  railroad,  the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall 
be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the 
subway  and  its  approaches  shall  be. maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by 
the  municipality  in  which  the  same  are  situated.  {Add€d  by  chap. 
754,  Laws  of  i^i)T .) 

§  65.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  section  sixty  of  this 
act,  new  railroads  are  constructed  across  existing  highways,  the  ex- 
pense of  crossing  above  or  below  the  grade  of  the  highway  shall  be 
paid  entirely  by  the  railroad  corporations.  W^henever  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixty-one  of  this  act  a  new  street,  avenue  or  high- 
way is  constructed  across  an  existing  railroad,  the  railroad  corpor- 
ation shall  pay  one-half  and  the  municipal  corporation  wherein  such 
street,  avenue  or  highway  is  located,  shall  pay  the  remaining  one- 
half  of  the  expense  of  making  such  crossing  above  or  below  grade; 
and  whenever  a  change  is  made  as  to  an  existing  crossing  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-two  of  this  act,  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  municipal  corporation,  and 
twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  state.  Whenever,  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  sections  sixty-one  or  sixty-two  of  this  act,  two  or  more 
lines  of  steam  surface  railroad,  owned  and  operated  by  different  cor- 
porations, cross  a  highway  at  a  point  where  a  change  in  grade  is 
made,  each  corporation  shall  pay  such  proportion  of  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  expense  thereof  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixty,  sixty-one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act  the  work  shall  be  done  by 
the  railroad  corporation  or  corporations  aflfected  thereby,  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  and  approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners, and  in  all  cases,  except  where  the  entire  expense  is  paid  by 
the  railroad  corporation,  the  expense  of  construction  shall  be  paid 
primarily  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  expense  of  acquiring  ad- 
ditional lands,  rights  or  easements,  shall  be  paid  primarily  by  the 
municipal  corporation  wherein  such  highway  crossings  are  located. 
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Plans  and  specifications  of  all  changes  proposed  under  sections  sixty- 
one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act,  and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  for  their 
approval  before  the  letting  of  any  contract.  In  case  the  work  is 
done  by  contract  the  proposals  of  contractors  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  and  if  the  board  shall  determine 
that  the  bids  are  excessive  it  shall  have  the  power  to  require  the 
submission  of  new  proposals.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
may  employ  temporarily  such  experts  and  engineers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  properly  supervise  any  work  that  may  be  undertaken  under 
sections  sixty,  sixty-one  or  sixty-two  of  this  act,  the  expense  thereof 
to  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  upon  the  requisition  and  certificate  of 
the  said  board,  said  expense  to  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  par- 
ticular change  in  grade  on  account  of  which  it  is  incurred  and  finally 
apportioned  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  and  its  approval  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners an  accounting  shall  be  had  between  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion and  the  municipal  corporation,  of  the  amounts  expended  by 
each  with  interest,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  railroad  corporation 
or  the  municipal  corporation  have  expended  more  than  their  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  of  the  crossing  as  herein  provided,  a  settlement 
shall  be  forthwith  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  All  items  of  expenditure  shall  be  verified  under  oath,  and, 
in  case  of  a  dispute  between  the  railroad  corporation  and  the  muni- 
cipal corporation  as  to  the  amount  expended,  any  judge  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  municipality  is 
situated,  may  appoint  a  referee  to  take  testimony  as  to  the  amount 
expended,  and  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  referee  shall  be 
final.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  expense,  the  same,  with  interest 
from  the  date  of  such  accounting,  may  be  levied  and  assessed  upon 
the  railroad  corporation  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  taxes 
and  assessments  are  now  collected  by  the  municipal  corporation 
within  which  the  work  is  done;  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  or 
refusal  of  the  municipal  corporation  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense, suit  may  be  instituted  by  the  railroad  corporation  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  same  with  interest  from  the  date  of  such  accounting, 
or  the  railroad  corporation  may  offset  such  amount  with  interest 
against  any  taxes  levied  or  assessed  against  it  or  its  property  by  such 
municipal  corporation.  The  legislature  shall  annually  appropriate 
out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  state's  propor- 
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tion  of  the  expense  of  a  change  in  an  existing  grade  crossing.  If, 
in  any  year,  any  less  sum  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  ex- 
pended by  the  state  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  balance  remaining 
unexpended  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  state  in  the  next  succeeding  year,  except  that  no  such  deduction 
shall  be  made  in  case  there  are  outstanding  and  unadjusted  obliga- 
tions on  account  of  a  change  in  an  existing  grade  crossing  for  a  pro- 
portion of  which  the  state  is  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. In  the  event  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  state  in  any 
one  year  being  insufficient  to  pay  the  state *s  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  any  change  that  may  be  ordered  the  first  payment  from  the 
appropriation  of  the  succeeding  year  shall  be  on  account  of  said 
change,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any  subsequent 
change  that  may  be  ordered,  nor  shall  any  subsequent  change  be 
ordered  until  the  obligation  of  the  state  on  account  of  the  first  named 
change  in  grade  has  been  fully  discharged,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
provided  for  by  an  additional  appropriation  to  be  made  by  the  legis- 
lature. The  state's  proportion  of  the  expense  of  changing  any  ex- 
isting grade  crossing  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  which  shall  be  appended  the  certificate 

of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  to  the  effect  that  the  work 
has  been  properly  performed  and  a  statement  showing  the  situation 
of  the  crossing  that  has  been  changed,  the  total  cost  and  the  pro- 
portionate expense  thereof,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  in  whole  or 
in  part  to  the  railroad  corporation  or  to  the  municipal  corporation  as 
the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  direct,  subject,  however, 
to  the  rights  of  the  respective  parties  as  they  appear  from  the 
accounting  to  be  had  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.  No  claim  for 
damages  to  property  on  account  of  the  change  or  abolishment  of 
any  crossing  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  unless 
notice  of  such  claim  is  filed  with  the  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers within  six  months  after  completion  of  the  work  necessary  for  such 
change  or  abolishment.  (Thus  amatdcd  by  chap.  517,  Laws  1900.) 
§  66.  The  railroad  commissioners  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  ap- 
plication therefor,  when,  in  their  opinion,  public  safety  requires  an 
alteration  in  an  existing  grade  crossing,  institute  proceeding's  on 
their  own  motion  for  an  alteration  in  such  grade  crossing,  upon  such 
notice  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  how- 
ever, to  the  railroad  company,  the  municipal  corporation  and  the 
person  or  persons  interested,  and  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as 
provided  in  section  sixty-two  of  this  act.  The  changes  in  existing 
grade  crossings  authorized  or  required  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners in  any  one  year  shall  be  so  distributed  and  apportioned 
over  and  among  the  railroads  and  the  municipalities  of  the  state  as 
to  produce  such  equality  of  burden  upon  them  for  their  proportionate 
part  of  the  expenses  as  herein  provided  for  as  the  nature  and  cir- 
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cumstances  of  the  cases  before  them  will  permit.  {Added  by  chap, 
?54,  Laws  1897.) 

§  67.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation,  municipality  or  per- 
son or  persons  to  whom  the  decisions  or  recommendations  of  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  are  directed,  as  provided  in  sections 
sixty,  sixty-one,  sixty-two  and  sixty-six  of  this  act  to  comply  with 
such  decisions  and  recommendations,  and  in  case  of  their  failure  so 
to  do,  the  board  sffall  present  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  attorney- 
general,  who  shall  thereupon  take  proceedings  to  compel  obedience 
to  the  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners. The  supreme  court  at  a  special  term  shall  have  the 
power  in  all  cases  of  such  decisions  and  recommendations  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  to  compel  compliance  therewith  by 
mandamus,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court  and  the  court  of  appeals,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  like 
effect,  as  is  provided  in  case  of  appeals  from  any  order  of  the  su- 
preme court.     {Added  by  chap,  754,  Laws  1897.) 

§  67-a.  Whenever  in  canying  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions sixty,  sixty-one,  sixty-two,  sixty-three,  sixty-four,  sixty-five, 
sixty-six  or  sixty-seven  of  this  act,  any  municipality  shall  incur 
any  expense  or  become  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  moneys,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  such  municipality  to  temporarily  borrow  such 
moneys  on  the  notes  or  certificates  of  such  municipality,  and 
when  the  whole  amount  of  such  expense  shall  be  ascertained  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  such  municipality  to  include  such  amount  in 
its  next  annual  tax  levy  for  municipal  purposes,  or  in  the  discretion 
of  the  common  council  in  case  of  a  city,  the  board  of  trustees  in 
case  of  a  village  or  the  town  board  in  case  of  a  town,  to  borrow

town  board  in  case  of  a  town,  shall  direct.  {Added  by  chap.  541, 
Laws  1899.) 

§  68.  All  steam  railroads  hereafter  constructed  across  the  tracks 
of  any  other  railroad  and  any  street  surface  railroad  hereafter  con- 
structed across  a  steam  railroad  shall  be  above,  below,  or  at  grade 
of  such  existing  railroad  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  determine,  and  such  board  shall  in  such  determination  fix  the 
proportion  of  expense  of  such  crossing  to  be  paid  by  each  railroad. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap,  739,  Laws  1900.)

CHAP.  754,  LAWS  OF  1897. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  railroad  law,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof  relative  to  grade 

crossings. 

Article  two  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  railroads,  constituting  chapter  thirty- 
nine  of  the  general  laws,"  known  as  the  railroad  law,  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred 
and  seventy-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  is  hereby  amended  by  add- 
ing  thereto  the  following  sections  :

$  9.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  crossings  in  the  dtv  of  Buffalo 
under  the  iurisdiction  of  the  grade  crossing  commissioners  of  that  city,  nor  shall  they  apply 
to  the  University  avenue  or  Brown  street  crossing,  in  the  city  of  Rodoester. 

$  3.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

§  70.  Any  railroad  or  other  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  or  of  this  state  and  any  other  state,  and  owning  or 
operating  a  railroad,  bridge  or  tunnel,  either  wholly  within  or  partly 
within  and  partly  without  the  state,  or  whose  lines  or  routes  of 
road  have  been  located  but  not  constructed,  may  merge  and  con- 
solidate its  capital  stock,  franchises,  and  property  with  the  capital 
stock,  franchises  and  property  of  any  other  railroad,  tunnel  or 
bridge  corporation  or  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  of  this  state  and  any  other  state,  or  under  the  laws  of  any 
other  state  or  states,  whenever  the  two  or  more  railroads  of  the 
companies  or  corporations  so  to  be  consolidated,  tunnels,  bridges 
or  branches  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  line  or  routes  of  their  road, 
if  not  constructed,  shall  or  may  form  a  continuous  or  connected  line 
of  railroad  with  each  other  or  by  means  of  any  intervening  railroad 
bridge,  tunnel  or  ferry  and  any  such  consolidated  corporation  may 
thereupon  construct  or  finish  the  construction  of  such  continuous 
line  of  railroad,  if  not  previously  constructed,  and  operate  the 
same,  subject  to  all  provisions  of  laws  applicable  to  such  railroad 
corporations.  Where  the  road  to  be  operated  is  in  whole  or  in  part 
a  tunnel  or  subsurface  road,  authorized  by  section  16  of  this  chapter, 
its  consolidation  with  another  road  or  roads  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  prevent  any  connecting  railroad  from  having 
equal  rights  of  transit  for  its  passengers  and  freight  through  or 
over  the  tunnel  or  bridge  of  any  such  road,  upon  the  same  equitable 
terms,  nor  shall  such  consolidation  be  made  where  such  tunnel  or 
subsurface  road  exceeds  five  miles  in  length.  {Thus  amended  by  chap. 
676,  Laws  1892.) 

CONDITIONS. 

871.  Such  consolidation  shall  be  made  in  the  following  man- 
ner: 

JOINT  AQREBMENT ;    AMOX7NT  OF  CAPITAIi  STOCK. 

I.  The  directors  of  the  corporations  proposing  to  consolidate  may 
enter  into  a  joint  agreement,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  each  cor- 
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also  that  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction 
of  said  railroad  as  proposed  in  said  articles  of  association.  The  fore- 
going certificate  shall  be  applied  for  within  six  months  after  the 
completion  of  the  three  weeks*  publication  hereinbefore  provided 
for.  If  certificate  is  refused  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had 
before  said  board,  but  the  application  may  be  renewed  after  one  year 
from  the  date  of  such  refusal.  Prior  to  granting  or  refusing  said 
certificate  the  board  shall  have  a  right  to  permit  errors,  omissions  or 
defects  to  be  supplied  and  corrected.  After  a  refusal  to  grant  such 
certificate  the  board  shall  certify  a  copy  of  all  maps  and  papers  on 
file  in  its  office  and  of  the  findings  of  the  board  when  so  requested 
by  the  directors  aforesaid.  Such  directors  may  thereupon  present 
the  same  to  a  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  department 
within  which  said  road  is  proposed  in  whole  or  in  part  to  be  con- 
structed, and  said  general  term  shall  have  power,  in  its  discretion, 
to  order  said  board,  for  reasons  stated,  to  issue  said  certificate,  and 
it  shall  be  issued  accordingly.  Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  a  copy  thereof,  certified  to  be  a 
copy  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  his  deputy,  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  fact  therein  stated.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  any 
such  railroad  corporation  from  causing  such  examinations  and  sur- 
veys for  its  proposed  railroad  to  be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
selection  of  the  most  advantageous  roate ;  and  for  such  purpose  by 
its  officers  or  agents  and  servants,  to  enter  upon  the  lands  or  water 
of  any  person,  but  subject  to  the  responsibility  for  all  damages  which 
shall  be  done  thereto.

§  59a.  Whenever  application  is  made  by  a  street  surface  railroad 
company  for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  a  necessity  as 
required  by  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  and  it  shall 
appear  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  after  examination  of 
the  proposed  route  of  the  applicant  company  that  public  convenience 
and  a  necessity  do  not  require  the  construction  of  said  railroad  as 
proposed  in  its  articles  of  association  but  do  require  the  construction 
of  a  part  of  the  said  railroad,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
may  issue  its  certificate  for  the  construction  of  such  part  of  the  said 
railroad  as  seems  to  it  to  be  required  by  public  convenience  and  a 
necessity.  In  case  any  railroad  company  which  shall  hereafter  obtain 
the  certificate  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  that  public 
convenience  and  a  necessity  require  the  construction  of  the  whole  or 
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a  part  of  the  said  railroad  shall  fail  to  begfin  such  construction 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  issuing  of  said  certificate,  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  ma;f  inquire  into  the  reason  for  such 
failure  and  the  said  board  may  revoke  said  certificate  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  so  to  do.  (This  section  added 
Railroad  Law  by  chap.  643,  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  S9-b.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  that  any  steam  railroad  corporation,  which 
has  obtained  from  it  a  certificate  under  section  fifty-nine  of  the 
railroad  law  since  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  and  whose  road 
is  less  than  ten  miles  in  length,  and  was  to  be  built  in  the  counties 
of  Saratoga  and  Washington,  shall  not  have  completed  its  con- 
struction and  put  it  in  operation*  within  three  years  after  obtaining 
such  certificates,  the  said  board,  on  notice  to  such  corporation, 
shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the  said  certificate  and  consent  and 
thereupon  the  .  corporate  existence  and  power  of  such  railroad 
corporation  shall  cease  and  determine.  (Added  by  chap.  597,  Laws 
1899.) 

OBADB  CBOSSINa  ULW,  SECTIONB  60-69. 

§  60.  All  steam  surface  railroads  hereafter  built,  except  additional 
switches  and  sidings,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  avoid  all  public 
crossings  at  grade,  whenever  practicable  so  to  do.  Whenever  appli- 
cation is  made  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  under  section 
fifty-nine  of  the  railroad  law,  there  shall  be  filed  with  said  board  a 
map  showing  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways  proposed  to  be 
crossed  by  the  new  construction,  and  the  said  board  shall  determine 
whether  such  crossing  shall  be  under  or  over  the  proposed  railroad, 
except  where  said  board  shall  determine  such  method  of  crossing  to 
be  impracticable.  Whenever  an  application  is  made  under  this 
section  to  determine  the  manner  of  crossing,  the  said  board  shall 
designate  a  time  and  place  when  and  where  a  hearing  will  be  given 
to  such  railroad  company,  and  shall  notify  the  municipal  corporation 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  streets,  avenues  or  highways  proposed 
to  be  crossed  by  the  new  railroad.  The  said  board  shall  also  give 
public  notice  of  such  hearing  in  at  least  two  newspapers,  published 
in  the  locality  affected  by  the  application,  and  all  persons  owning 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  crossing  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  heard.  The  decision  of  the  said  board  rendered  in  any  proceed- 
ings under  this  section  shall  be  communicated,  within  twenty  days 
after  final  hearing,  to  all  parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in 
said  proceedings  was  given,  or  who  appeared  at  said  hearing  by 
counsel  or  in  person.    (Added  by  chap,  754,  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  61.  When  a  new  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of  a 
street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  across  a 
steam  surface  railroad,  other  than  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion sixty-two  of  this  act,  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  or  portion 
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« 

of  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  Shall  pass  over  or  under  such 
railroad  or  at  grade  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall 
direct.     Notice  of  intention  to  lay  out  such  street,  avenue  or  high- 
way, or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  across  a 
steam    surface   railroad,   shall   be   given   to   such   railroad   com- 
pany by  the  municipal  corporation  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  lo 
the  making  of  the  order  laying  out  such  street,  avenue  or  highwv*y 
by  service  personally  on  the  president  or  vice-president  of  the  rail- 
road corporation,  or  any  general  officer  thereof.    Such  notice  shall 
designate  the  time  and  place  and  when  and  where  a  hearing  will  be 
given  to  such  railroad  company,  and  such  railroad  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  the  authorities  of  such  municipal 
corporation  upon  the  question  of  the  necessity  of  such  street,  avenue 
or  highway.     If  the  municipal  corporation  determines  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  to  be  necessary,  it  shall  then  apply  to  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  before  any  further  proceedings  are  taken, 
to  determine  whether  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  pass  over 
or  under  such  railroad,  or  at  grade,  whereupon  the  said  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  hearing 
such  application,  and  shall  give  such  notice  thereof,  as  they  judge 
reasonable,  not,  however,  less  than  ten  days,  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany whose  railroad  is  to  be  crossed  by  such  new  street,  avenue  or 
highway,  or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  to  the 
municipal  corporation  and  to  the  owners  of  land  adjoining  the  rail- 
road and  that  part  of  the  street,  avenue  or  highway  to  be  opened 
or  extended.    The  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  de- 
termine whether  such  street,  avenue  or  highway,  or  new  portion  of 
a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  shall  be  constructed  over  or  under  such 
railroad  or  at  grade ;  and  if  said  board  determine  that  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across  such  railroad  above  g^de, 
then  said  board  shall  determine  the  heigth,  the  length  and  the  ma- 
terial of  the  bridge  or  structure  by  means  of  which  such  street, 
avenue  or  highway  shall  be  carried  across  such  railroad,  and  the 
length,  character  and  grades  of  the  approaches  thereto ;  and  if  said 
board  €hall  determine  that  such  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be 
constructed  or  extended  below  the  grade,  said  board  shall  determine 
the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  shall  be  so  carried  under, 
and  the  g^ade  or  grades  thereof,  and  if  said  board  shall  determine 
that  said  street,  avenue  or  highway  shall  be  constructed  or  extended 
at  grade,  said  board  shall  determine  the  manner  and  method  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  carried  over  said  railroad  at  grade  and  what  safe- 
guards shall  be  maintained.   The  decision  of  the  said  board  as  to  the 
manner  and  method  of  carrying  such  new  street,  avenue  or  highway, 
or  new  portion  of  a  street,  avenue  or  highway,  across  such  railroad, 
shall  be  final,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  appeal  hereinafter 
g^ven.    The  decision  of  said  board  rendered  in  any  proceeding  un- 
der this  section  5ball  be  communicated  within  twenty  days  after 
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final  hearing  to  all  parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  such  pro- 
ceeding was  given  or  who  appeared  at  such  hearing  by  counsel  or  in 
person.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  520,  Lmws  of  1898.) 

§  62.  The  mayor  and  common  council  of  any  city,  the  president 
and  trustees  of  any  village,  the  town  board  of  any  town  within 
which  a  street,  avenue  or  highway  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a 
steam  surface  railroad  at  grade,  or  any  steam  surface  railroad 
company,  whose  road  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  street,  avenue  or 
highway  at  grade,  may  bring  their  petition,  in  writing,  to  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners,  therein  alleging  that  public  safety  re- 
quires an  alteration  in  the  manner  of  such  crossing,  its  approaches, 
the  method  of  crossing,  the  location  of  the  highway  or  crossing 
and  the  diversion  of  the  travel  thereon  to  another  highway  or 
crossing,  or  if  not  practicable  to  change  such  crossing  from  grade 
or  to  close  and  discontinue  the  same,  the  opening  of  an  additional 
crossing  for  the  partial  diversion  of  travel  from  the  g^ade  crossing, 
and  praying  that  the  same  may  be  ordered;  whereupon  the  said 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for 
hearing  the  petition,  and  shall  give  such  personal  notice  thereof  as 
they  shall  judge  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  however,  to 
said  petitioner,  the  railroad  company,  the  municipality  in  which 
such  crossings  is  situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining  • 
such  crossing  and  adjoining  that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed 
in  grade  or  location,  or  the  land  to  be  opened  for  a  new  crossing, 
and  shall  cause  notice  of  said  hearing  to  be  advertised  in  at  least 
two  newspapers  published  in  the  locality  affected  by  the  application ; 
and  after  such  notice  of  hearing  the  said  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners shall  determine  what  alterations  or  changes,  if  any,, 
shall  be  made.  The  decision  of  said  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners rendered  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section,  shall  be 
communicated  within  twenty  days  after  final  hearing  to  all  parties 
to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  said  proceeding  was  given,  or 
who  appeared  at  said  hearing  by  counsel  or  in  person.  Any  per- 
son aggrieved  by  such  decision,  or  by  a  decision  made  pursuant 
to  sections  sixty  and  sixty-one  hereof,  and  who  was  a  party  to  said 
proceeding,  may  within  sixty  days  appeal  therefrom  to  the  appel- 
late division  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  department  in  which  such 
g^de  crossing  is  situated  and  to  the  court  of  appeals,  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  like  effect  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  appeals  from 
an  order  of  the  supreme  court.    (Thus  amended  by  chap,  359,  Laws 

1899.) 

§  63.  The  municipal  corporation  in  which  the  highway  crossing 
is  located,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  company,  acquire 
by  purchase  any  lands,  rights  or  easements  necessary  or  required 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections  sixty, 
sixty-one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act,  but  if  unable  to  do  so  shall 
acquire  such  lands,  rights  or  easements  by  condemnation  either 
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under  the  condemnation  law,  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  such  municipal  corporation.  The  railroad  company  shall  have 
notice  of  any  such  proceedings  and  the  right  to  be  heard  therein. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap.  226,  Laws  1899.) 

§  64.  When  a  highway  crosses  a  railroad  by  an  overhead  bridge, 
the  frame  work  of  the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall  be  maintained 
and  kept  in  repair  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  roadway  there- 
over and  the  approaches  thereto  shall  be  mamtained  and  kept  in  re- 
pair by  the  municipality  in  which  the  same  are  situated.  When  a 
highway  passes  under  a  railroad,  the  bridge  and  its  abutments  shall 
be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the 
subway  and  its  approaches  shall  be. maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by 
the  municipality  in  which  the  same  are  situated.  (Ad(Ud  by  chap. 
754,  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  65.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  section  sixty  of  this 
act,  new  railroads  are  constructed  across  existing  highways,  the  ex- 
pense of  crossing  above  or  below  the  grade  of  the  highway  shall  be 
paid  entirely  by  the  railroad  corporations.  Whenever  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixty-one  of  this  act  a  new  street,  avenue  or  high- 
way is  constructed  across  an  existing  railroad,  the  railroad  corpor- 
ation shall  pay  one-half  and  the  municipal  corporation  wherein  such 
street,  avenue  or  highway  is  located,  shall  pay  the  remaining  one- 
half  of  the  expense  of  making  such  crossing  above  or  below  grade; 
and  whenever  a  change  is  made  as  to  an  existing  crossing  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-two  of  this  act,  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  municipal  corporation,  and 
twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  state.  Whenever,  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  sections  sixty-one  or  sixty-two  of  this  act,  two  or  more 
lines  of  steam  surface  railroad,  owned  and  operated  by  different  cor- 
porations, cross  a  highway  at  a  point  where  a  change  in  grade  is 
made,  each  corporation  shall  pay  such  proportion  of  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  expense  thereof  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixty,  sixty-one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act  the  work  shall  be  done  by 
the  railroad  corporation  or  corporations  affected  thereby,  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  and  approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners, and  in  all  cases,  except  where  the  entire  expense  is  paid  by 
the  railroad  corporation,  the  expense  of  construction  shall  be  paid 
primarily  by  the  railroad  company,  and  the  expense  of  acquiring  ad- 
ditional lands,  rights  or  easements,  shall  be  paid  primarily  by  the 
municipal  corporation  wherein  such  highway  crossings  are  located. 
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Plans  and  specifications  of  all  changes  proposed  under  sections  sixty- 
one  and  sixty-two  of  this  act,  and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  for  their 
approval  before  the  letting  of  any  contract.  In  case  the  work  is 
done  by  contract  the  proposals  of  contractors  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  and  if  the  board  shall  determine 
that  the  bids  are  excessive  it  shall  have  the  power  to  require  the 
submission  of  new  proposals.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
may  employ  temporarily  such  experts  and  engineers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  properly  supervise  any  work  that  may  be  undertaken  under 
sections  sixty,  sixty-one  or  sixty-two  of  this  act,  the  expense  thereof 
to  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  upon  the  requisition  and  certificate  of 
the  said  board,  said  expense  to  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  par- 
ticular change  in  grade  on  account  of  which  it  is  incurred  and  finally 
apportioned  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  and  its  approval  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners an  accounting  shall  be  had  between  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion and  the  municipal  corporation,  of  the  amounts  expended  by 
each  with  interest,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  railroad  corporation 
or  the  municipal  corporation  have  expended  more  than  their  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  of  the  crossing  as  herein  provided,  a  settlement 
shall  be  forthwith  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  All  items  of  expenditure  shall  be  verified  under  oath,  and, 
in  case  of  a  dispute  between  the  railroad  corporation  and  the  muni- 
cipal corporation  as  to  the  amount  expended,  any  judge  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  municipality  is 
situated,  may  appoint  a  referee  to  take  testimony  as  to  the  amount 
expended,  and  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  referee  shall  be 
final.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  expense,  the  same,  with  interest 
from  the  date  of  such  accounting,  may  be  levied  and  assessed  upon 
the  railroad  corporation  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  taxes 
and  assessments  are  now  collected  by  the  municipal  corporation 
within  which  the  work  is  done;  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  or 
refusal  of  the  municipal  corporation  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense, suit  may  be  instituted  by  the  railroad  corporation  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  same  with  interest  from  the  date  of  such  accounting, 
or  the  railroad  corporation  may  offset  such  amount  with  interest 
against  any  taxes  levied  or  assessed  against  it  or  its  property  by  such 
municipal  corporation.  The  legislature  shall  annually  appropriate 
out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  state's  propor- 
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tion  of  the  expense  of  a  change  in  an  existing  grade  crossing.  If, 
in  any  year,  any  less  sum  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  ex- 
pended by  the  state  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  balance  remaining 
unexpended  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  state  in  the  next  succeeding  year,  except  that  no  such  deduction 
shall  be  made  in  case  there  are  outstanding  and  unadjusted  obliga- 
tions on  account  of  a  change  in  an  existing  grade  crossing  for  a  pro- 
portion of  which  the  state  is  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. In  the  event  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  state  in  any 
one  year  being  insufficient  to  pay  the  state's  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  any  change  that  may  be  ordered  the  first  payment  from  the 
appropriation  of  the  succeeding  year  shall  be  on  account  of  said 
change,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any  subsequent 
change  that  may  be  ordered,  nor  shall  any  subsequent  change  be 
ordered  until  the  obligation  of  the  state  on  account  of  the  first  named 
change  in  grade  has  been  fully  discharged,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
provided  for  by  an  additional  appropriation  to  be  made  by  the  legis- 
lature. The  state's  proportion  of  the  expense  of  changing  any  ex- 
isting grade-  crossing  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  which  shall  be  appended  the  certificate 

of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  to  the  effect  that  the  work 
has  been  properly  performed  and  a  statement  showing  the  situation 
of  the  crossing  that  has  been  changed,  the  total  cost  and  the  pro- 
portionate expense  thereof,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  in  whole  or 
in  part  to  the  railroad  corporation  or  to  the  municipal  corporation  as 
the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may  direct,  subject,  however, 
to  the  rights  of  the  respective  parties  as  they  appear  from  the 
accounting  to  be  had  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.  No  claim  for 
damages  to  property  on  account  of  the  change  or  abolishment  of 
any  crossing  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  unless 
notice  of  such  claim  is  filed  with  the  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers within  six  months  after  completion  of  the  work  necessary  for  such 
change  or  abolishment.  (Thus  amaided  by  chap.  517,  Laws  1900.) 
§  66.  The  railroad  commissioners  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  ap- 
plication therefor,  when,  in  their  opinion,  public  safety  requires  an 
alteration  in  an  existing  grade  crossing,  institute  proceedings  on 
their  own  motion  for  an  alteration  in  such  grade  crossing,  upon  such 
notice  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  how- 
ever, to  the  railroad  company,  the  municipal  corporation  and  the 
person  or  persons  interested,  and  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as 
provided  in  section  sixty-two  of  this  act.  The  changes  in  existing 
grade  crossings  authorized  or  required  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners in  any  one  year  shall  be  so  distributed  and  apportioned 
over  and  among  the  railroads  and  the  municipalities  of  the  state  as 
to  produce  such  equality  of  burden  upon  them  for  their  proportionate 
part  of  the  expenses  as  herein  provided  for  as  the  nature  and  cir- 
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cumstances  of  the  cases  before  them  will  permit.  (Added  by  chap, 
754,  I^'^s  1897.) 

§  67.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation,  municipality  or  per- 
son or  persons  to  whom  the  decisions  or  recommendations  of  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  are  directed,  as  provided  in  sections 
sixty,  sixty-one,  sixty-two  and  sixty-six  of  this  act  to  comply  with 
such  decisions  and  recommendations,  and  in  case  of  their  failure  so 
to  do,  the  board  sJTall  present  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  attorney- 
general,  who  shall  thereupon  take  proceedings  to  compel  obedience 
to  the  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners. The  supreme  court  at  a  special  term  shall  have  the 
power  in  all  cases  of  such  decisions  and  recommendations  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  to  compel  compliance  therewith  by 
mandamus,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court  and  the  court  of  appeals,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  like 
effect,  as  is  provided  in  case  of  appeals  from  any  order  of  the  su- 
preme court.     (Added  by  chap,  754,  Laws  1897.) 

§  67-a.  Whenever  in  canying  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions sixty,  sixty-one,  sixty-two,  sixty-three,  sixty-four,  sixty-five,

such  sums  and  be  payable  at  such  times  and  places  with  interest 
not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  as  the  common  council, 
in  case  of  a  city,  the  board  of  trustees  in  case  of  a  village,  and  the 
town  board  in  case  of  a  town,  shall  direct.  {Added  by  chap.  541,

RAIIiROADS;  GENERAL  PROVimONa 

§  90.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  every  corpora- 
tion which,  under  the  provisions  thereof,  or  of  any  other  law,  has 
constructed  or  shall  construct  or  operate,  or  has  been  or  shall  b** 
organized  to  construct  or  operate,  a  street  surface  railroad,  or  any 
extension  or  extensions,  branch  or  branches  thereof,  for  public  use 
in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  for  compensation,  upon 
and  along  any  street,  avenue,  road,  highway,  or  private  property,  in 
any  city,  town  or  village,  or  in  any  two  or  more  civil  divisions  of 
the  state,  and  every  such  corporation  must  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  article.  Any  street  surface  railroad  corporation,  at 
any  time  proposing  to  extend  its  road,  or  to  construct  branches 
thereof,  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  and  file  in  each  of  the  offices 
in  which  its  certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed,  a  statement  of  the 
names  and  description  of  the  streets,  roads,  avenues,  highways  and 
private  property  in  or  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct,  main- 
tain or  operate  such  extensions  or  branches.  Upon  filing  any  such 
statement  and  upon  complying  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  sec- 
tion ninety-one  of  the  railroad  law,  every  such  corporation  shall 
have  the  power  and  privilege  to  construct,  extend,  operate  and 
maintain  such  road,  extensions  or  branches,  upon  and  along  the 
streets,  avenues,  roads,  highways  and  private  property  named  and 
described  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  or  in  such  statement. 
Every  such  corporation,  before  constructing  any  part  of  its  road 
upon  or  through  any  private  property  described  in  its  articles  of 
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association  or  certificate  of  incorporation  or  statement,  and  before 
instituting  any  proceeding  for  the  condemnation  of  any  real  prop- 
erty, shall  make  a  map  and  profile  of  the  route  adopted  by  it  upon 
or  through  any  private  property,  which  map  and  profile  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  president  and  engineer  of  the  company,  or  a  majority 
of  its  directors,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office, of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  road  is  to  be  constructed,  and  all  provisions 
of  section  six  of  the  act  hereby  amended  so  far  as  applicable  shall 
apply  to  the  route  so  located.  If  any  such  street  surface  railroad 
company  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase  of  any  such  real  prop- 
erty, .or  of  any  right  or  easement  therein  required  for  the  purpose  of 
its  railroad,  or  if  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  incapable  of  selling  the 
same,  or  if,  after  diligent  search  and  inquiry,  the  name  and  residence 
of  such  owner  can  not  be  ascertained,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  ac- 
quire title  thereto  by  condemnation  in  the  manner  and  by  the  pro- 
ceedings provided  by  the  condemnation  law.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  a  street  railroad  corporation  to 
acquire  real  property  within  a  city  by  condemnation.     (Thus amended

§  91.  A  street  surface  railroad,  or  extensions  or  branches  thereof, 
shall  not  be  built,  extended  or  operated  unless  the  consent  in  writ- 
ing acknowledged  or  proved  as  are  deeds  entitled  to  be  recorded,  of 
the  owners,  in  cities  and  villages,  of  one-half  in  value,  and  in 
towns,  not  within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city  or  village,  of  the 
owners  of  two-thirds  in  value,  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  also 
the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of 
a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  or  operate 
such  railroad  shall  have  been  first  obtained.  The  consents  of  prop- 
erty owners  in  one  city,  village  or  town,  or  in  any  other  civil  division 
of  the  state,  shall  not  be  of  any  effect  in  any  other  city,  village  or 
town,  or  other  civil  division  of  the  state.  Consents  of  property 
owners  heretofore  obtained  to  the  building,  extending,  operating  or 
change  of  motive  power  shall  be  effectual  for  the  purposes  therein 
mentioned  and  may  be  deemed  to  be  sufficiently  proved  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  recorded,  whenever  such  consents  shall  have  been 
signed,  executed  or  acknowledged  before  an  officer  authoVized  by 
law  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  or  before  or  in  the  presence 
of  a  subscribing  witness,  and  without  regard  to  whether  or  not  the 
subscribing  witness  shall  have  affixed  his  signature  in  the  presence 
of  the  subscriber,  provided  that  the  proof  of  such  signing,  execution 
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or  acknowledgment  shall  have  been  made  by  such  subscribing  wit- 
ness in  the  manner  prescribed  by  chapter  three,  part  two  of  the 
revised  statutes.  In  cities  the  common  council,  acting  subject  to 
the  power  now  possessed  by  the  mayor  to  veto  ordinances;  in  vil- 
lages the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  towns  the  commissioner  or  com- 
missioners of  highways  shall  be  the  local  authorities  referred  to;  if 
in  any  city  or  county  the  exclusive  control  .of  any  street,  avenue  or  other 
property,  which  is  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  any  such  railroad,  is 
vested  in  any  other  authority,  the  consent  of  such  authority  shall 
also  be  first  obtained.  The  value  of  the  property  above  specified 
shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  assessment-roll  of  the 
city,  village  or  town  in  which  it  is  situated,  completed  last  before  the 
local  authorities  shall  have  given  their  consent,  except  property 
owned  by  such  city,  village  or  town,  or  by  the  state  of  New  York,, 
or  the  United  States  of  America,  the  value  of  which  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  determined  by  making  the  value  thereof  to  be  the  same 
as  is  shown  by  such  assessment-roll  to  be  the  value  of  the  equivalent 
in  size  and  frontage  of  the  adjacent  property  on  the  same  street  or 
highway;  and  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  shall  operate  as 
the  consent  of  such  city,  village  or  town  as  the  owners  of  such  prop- 
erty.    {Thus  amended  by  chap.  855,  Laws  1896.) 

CONSENT  OF  IOC AL  AUTUORXTUJS ;  HOW  PROCX7RBD. 

§  92.  The  application  for  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  before  acting  thereon  such  authorities  shall 
give  public  notice  thereof  and  of  the  time  and  place  when  it  will  first 
be  considered,  which  notice  shall  be  published  daily  in  any  city  for 
at  least  fourteen  days  in  two  of  its  daily  newspapers,  if  there  be 
two,  if  not,  in  one,  to  be  designated  by  the  mayor,  and  in  any  vil- 
lage or  town  for  at  least  fourteen  days  in  a  newspaper  published 
therein,  if  any  there  shall  be,  and  if  none,  then  daily  in  two  daily 
newspapers  if  there  be  two,  if  not,  one  published  in  the  city  nearest 
such  village  or  town.  Such  consent  must  be  upon  the  expressed 
condition  that  the  provisions  of  this  article  pertinent  thereto  shall 
be  complied  with,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  railroad  is  located.  Whenever  the  consent  of 
the  common  council  of  a  city  is  applied  for,  the  first  consideration, 
of  which  notice  is  hereby  required,  may  be  by  committee  of  such 
common  council.  Any  such  notice,  publication  or  consideration 
heretofore  or  hereafter  given,  made  or  had  in  substantial  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  is  and  shall  be  sufficient 
notice,    publication  and  consideration  for  all  the  purposes   hereof 
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notwithstanding  any  conflicting  provision  of  any  local  or  special  act 
or  charter.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  434,  Laws  1893.) 


CONDITIONS  UPON  WHICH  CONSENT  SHALL  BE  GIVEN ;  SALE 
OF  FRANCHISE  AT  PUBLIC  AUCTION. 

§  93.  The  consent  of  the  local  authorities  in  cities  containing 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  according 
to  the  last  federal  census  or  state  enumeration,  must  contain  the 
condition  that  the  right,  franchise  and  privilege  of  using  any  street, 
road,  highway,  avenue,  park  or  public  place  shall  be  sold  at  public 
auction  to  the  bidder  who  will  agree  to  give  the  city  the  largest  per- 
centage per  annum  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such  corporation,  with  a 
bond  or  undertaking  in  such  form  and  amound*  and  with  such 
conditions  and  sureties  as  may  be  required  and  approved  by  the 
comptroller  or  other  chief  fiscal  office*  of  the  city,  for  the  fulfill- 
ment of  such  agreement  and  for  the  commencement  and  completion 
of  its  railroad  within  the  times  hereinafter  designated  according  to 
the  plan  or  plans  and  on  the  route  or  routes  fixed  for  its  construc- 
tion. Whenever  such  consent  shall  provide  for  the  sale  at  public 
auction  of  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  branch  or  exten- 
sion of  an  existing  railroad,  such  consent  shall  provide  that  but  one 
fare  shall  be  exacted  for  passage  over  such  branch  or  extension  and 
over  the  line  of  road  which  shall  have  applied  therefor ;  and  further, 
that  if  such  right  shall  be  purchased  by  any  corporation  other  than 
the  applicant,  that  the  gross  receipts  from  joint  business  shall  be 
divided  in  the  proportion  that  the  length  of  such  extension  or  branch 
so  sold  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length  of  the  road  which  shall  have 
applied  therefor  and  of  such  branch  or  extension,  and  that  if  such 
right  shall  be  purchased  by  the  applicant,  the  percentage  to  be  paid 
shall  be  calculated  on  such  portion  of  its  gross  receipts  as  shall  bear 
the  same  proportion  to  the  whole  value  thereof  as  the  length  of  such 
extension  or  branch  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length  of  its  road.  The 
bidder  to  whom  such  right,  franchise  and  privilege  may  be  sold  must 
be  a  duly  incorporated  railroad  corporation  of  this  state,  organized 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  street  railroad  in  the  city  for 
which  such  consent  may  be  given;  but  no  such  corporation  shall  be 
entitled  to  bid  at  such  sale  unless  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  day 
fixed  for  such  sale,  or  five  days  prior  to  the  day  to  which  such  sale 
shall  have  been  duly  adjourned,  the  corporation  shall  have  filed  with 
the  comptroller  or  other  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  city,  a  bond  in

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writing  and  under  seal,  with  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
such  comptroller  or  officer,  conditioned  that  if  such  right,  franchise 
and  privilege  shall  be  sold  to  such  corporation,  to  pay  to  the  city 
where  such  railroad  is  situated  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  as 
liquidated  damages  and  not  by  way  of  penalty  in  the  event  of  the 
failure  of  such  bidder  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  sale,  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  article  pertinent  thereto,  and  complete  and  oper- 
ate its  railroad  according  to  the  plan  or  plans  and  upon  the  route  or 
routes  fixed  for  its  construction  within  the  time  hereinafter  des- 
ignated for  the  construction  and  completion  of  its  railroad,  and 
also  conditioned  to  pay  to  the  corporation  first  applying  for  the 
consent,  if  it  shall  not  be  the  successful  bidder,  the  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  such  corporation  prior  to  the  sale  pursuant  to 
the  requirements  and  direction  of  the  local  authorities,  within 
twenty  days  after  such  sale  and  upon  the  certificate  of  the  comp- 
troller or  other  officer  conducting  the  same  as  to  the  sum  or  amount 
to  be  paid.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  and  terms  of  sale,  and  of 
the  route  or  routes  to  be  sold,  and  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the 
consent  of  the  local  authorities  to  the  construction,  operation  and  ex- 
tension of  such  street  railroad  will  be  given  must  be  published  by 
such  authorities  for  at  least  three  successive  weeks,  and  in  any 
city  having  two  or  more  daily  newspapers,  at  least  three  times  a 
week  in  two  of  such  papers  to  be  designated  by  the  mayor,  and  in 
any  city  where  two  daily  papers  are  not  published,  at  least  once  a  week 
in  a  newspaper  published  therein  to  be  designated  by  the  mayor.  The 
comptroller  or  other  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  shall  attend  and 
conduct  such  sale  and  may  twice  adjourn  the  same,  but  not  more  than 
four  weeks  in  all,  and  shall  cancel  any  bid  if  the  bidder  shall  not  have 
furnished  adequate  security  entitling  such  bidder  to  bid,  or  shall 
otherwise  fail  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale,  and 
shall  resell  the  consent  and  license  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for  the  first  sale.  The  bidder  who  may  build  and 
operate  such  railroad  shall  at  all  times  keep  accurate  books  of  account 
of  the  business  and  earnings  of  such  railroad,  which  books  shall  at 
all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  local  authorities.  In 
the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  corporation  operating  or 
using  such  railroad  to  pay  the  rental  or  percentages  of  gross  earn- 
ings agreed  upon,  and  after  notice  of  not  less  than  sixty  days  to  pay 
the  same,  the  local  authorities  interested  therein  may  apply  to  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  upon  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  to  such 
corporation,  and  after  it  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  its  defense,  for  judgment  declaring  the  consent  and  right  to  oper- 
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ate  and  use  such  railroad  forfeited  and  authorizing  the  sale  again  of 
the  same  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed,  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  resale  of  any  such  consent  and  right  heretofore  granted 
shall  be  authorized  except  upon  the  condition  that  the  same  shall  be 
subject  to  all  liens  and  incumbrances  existing  on  said  railroads  at  the 
time  such  forfeiture  may  have  been  declared.  All  consents  here- 
after given  by  the  local  authorities,  unless  it  be  otherwise  provided 
in  such  consent  or  in  some  renewal  thereof  may  be  forfeited  at  the 
expiration  of  two  years  thereafter,  and  every  such  consent  hereto- 
fore given  to  a  corporation  incorporated  under  chapter  one  hundred 
and  forty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  or  chapter  two 
hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  street  sur- 
face railroad  only,  wholly  south  of  the  Harlem  river,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  and  shall  continue 
until  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  when 
it  shall  cease,  unless  prior  thereto  the  required  consent  of  prop- 
erty owners,  or  the  order  of  the  general  term  in  lieu  thereof,  shall 
have  been  first  obtained;  a^d  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  all  applications  for  &\ich  consents  made  under  any  stat- 
ute, either  before  or  after  the  passage  ot*  this  chapter,  and  not  finally 
acted  upon  at  the  time  of  its  passage.  The  board  of  sinking  fund 
commissioners  of  any  city  shall  have  power  to  compromise  or  release 
any  existing  liability  or  obligation  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty of  such  city  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  six  hundred 
and  forty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  or  of 
this  chapter  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  such  board,  such  release  or 
compromise  shall  be  just  or  equitable,  or  for  the  public  interest,  the 
reason  for  any  such  release  or  compromise  to  be  stated  in  the  re- 
corded proceedings  of  such  board.  Whenever  it  shall  be  desired  to 
unite  two  street  surface  railroad  routes  at  some  point  not  over  one- 
half  mile  from  such  respective  lines  or  routes,  and  establish  by  the 
construction  of  such  connection  a  new  route  for  public  travel,  and 
the  corporation  or  corporations  owning  or  using  such  railroads  shall 
consent  to  operate  such  connection  as  a  part  of  a  continuous  route 
for  one  fare,  and  it  shall  appear  to  the  local  authorities  that  such 
connection  can  not  be  operated  as  an  independent  railroad  without  in- 
convenience to  the  public,  but  that  it  is  to  the  public  advantage  that 
the  same  should  be  operated  as  a  continuous  line  or  route  with  ex- 
isting railroads,  or  whenever  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  with  any 
ferry  or  railroad  depot,  it  shall  be  desired  to  coristruct  an  extension 
or  branch  not  more  than  one-half  mile  in  length,  of  any  street  sur- 
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face  railroad  corporation,  no  sale  of  such  franchise  shall  be  made  as 
provided  in  this  section,  but  any  consent  of  the  local  authorities  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  such  connection,  extension  or 
branch  shall  provide  that  the  corporation  or  corporations  operating 
such  connection,  extension  or  branch  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
said  city  annually  the  percentage  provided  for  extensions  or  branches 
in  section  ninety-five  of  this  chapter,  for  the  purposes,  at  the  times, 
in  the  manner  and  upon  the  conditions  set  forth  in  such  section. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  or  affect* 
ing  or  modifying  the  terms  of  a  certain  contract  bearing  date  Janu- 
ary first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  entered  into  by  and  be- 
tween the  city  of  Buffalo  and  the  various  street  surface  railroad  cor- 
porations therein  named  in  such  contract.  The  local  authorities 
may,  in  their  discretion,  make  their  consent  to  depend  upon  any 
further  conditions  respecting  other  or  further  security,  or  deposit, 
suitable  to  secure  the  construction,  completion  and  operation  of  the 
railroad  within  any  time  not  exceeding  the  period  prescribed  in  this 
article  and  respecting  the  character,  quality  or  motive  power  of  the 
road  to  be  completed  and  respecting  the  application  of  any  provision 
herein  contained  as  to  carriage  of  passengers  for  single  fare  and  the 
division  of  gross  receipts  and  the  payment  of  percentages  to  the  line 
leased  or  operated  under  contract  hy  the  applicant  for  an  extension, 
and  also  respecting  any  other  matter  concerning  which,  in  their  judg- 
ment, further  conditions  would  be  for  the  public  interest.  Any  and 
all  proceedings  heretofore  taken  in  substantial  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  as  now  amended,  are  hereby  approved, 
ratified  and  confirmed.     {TAus  amended  by  chap.  434,  Laws  1893.) 

PROCEEDINGS  IF  FROPERTT  OWNERS  DO  NOT  CONSENT. 

§  94.  If  the  consent  of  property  owners  required  by  any  provis- 
ion of  this  article  can  not  be  obtained,  the  corporation  failing 
to  obtain  such  consents  may  apply  to  any  general  term  of  the 
supreme  court  held  in  the  department  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct its  road  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to  deter- 
mine whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  and  operated. 
Notice  of  such  application  must,  at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto,  be 
served,  personally  upon  each  non-consenting  property  owner  by  de- 
livering the  same  to  the  person  to  whom  such  property  is  assessed 
upon  such  assessment-roll  or  by  duly  mailing  the  same,  properly 
folded  and  directed,  to  such  property  owner  at  his  post-office  address 
with  the  postage  pr-epaid  thereon.  If  the  person  upon  whom  service 
is  to  be  made  is  unknown,  or  his  residence  and  post-office  address  are 
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unknown  and  can  not  by  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained,  service 
of  such  notice  may  be  made  by  publishing  the  same  in  such  news- 
paper of  the  county  as  the  court  may  direct,  at  least  once  a  week  for 
two  successive  weeks.  Upon  due  proof  of  service  of  such  notice 
the  court  to  which  the  application  is  made  shall  appoint  three  disin- 
terested persons,  who  shall  act  as  commissioners,  and  who  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  of  their  first  meeting  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  court,  and 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  all  their  business  is  completed. 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  court  after  such  notice  to  parties  in- 
terested as  it  may  deem  proper  to  be  given ;  and  the  evidence  taken 
before  as  well  as  after  the  happening  of  the  vacancy  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  properly  before  such  commissioners.  After  a  public  hearing 
of  all  parties  interested,  the  commissioners  shall  determine  whether 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  and  operated,  and  shall  make 
a  report  thereon,  together  with  the  evidence  taken,  to  the  general 
term,  within  sixty  days  after  appointment,  unless  the  coUrt,  or  a 
judge  thereof,  for  good  cause  shown,  shall  extend  such  time;  and 
their  determination  that  such  road  ought  to  be  constructed  and 
operated,  confirmed  by  such  court,  shall  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  con- 
sent of  the  property  owners  hereinbefore  required.  The  commis- 
sioners shall  each  receive  ten  dollars  for  each  day  spent  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  and  their  necessary  expenses  and  disburse- 
ments, which  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  applying  for  their 
appointment.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

PERCBNTAQB  OF   GROSS   RBCEIPTS  TO  BE  PAID  IN  CTTIBS  OR 
VILLAGES;  REPORT  OP  OFFICERa 

§  95.  Every  corporation  building  or  operating  a  railroad,  or  a 
branch  or  extension  thereof,  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or 
of  chapter  252  of  the  laws  of  1884,  within  any  city  of  this  state  hav- 
ing a  population  of  1,200,000  or  more,  shall,  for  and  during  the  first 
five  years  after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion 
of  its  railroad  annually,  on  November  first,  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
the  city  in  which  its  road  is  located,  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund 
thereof,  three  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts  for  and  during  the  year 
ending  September  thirtieth  next  preceding;  and  after  the  expiration 
of  such  fiyt  years,  make  a  like  annual  payment  into  the  treasury  of 
the  city  to  the  credit  of  the  same  fund,  of  five  per  cent,  of  its  gross 
receipts.  If  a  street  surface  railroad  corporation  existing  and  oper- 
ating any  such  railroad  in  any  such  city  on  May  6,  1884,  shall  have 
thereafter  extended  its  tracks  or  constructed  branches  therefrom^ 
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and  shall  operate  such  branches  or  extensions  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  252  of  the  laws  of  1884,  or  of  this  article,  such  corporation  shall 
pay  such  percentages  only  upon  such  portion  of  its  gross  receipts  as 
shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to  its  whole  gross  receipts  as  the 
length  of  such  extension  or  branches  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length 
of  its  line.  In  any  other  incorporated  city  or  village  the  local  author- 
ities shall  have  the  right  to  require,  as  a  condition  to  their  consent 
to  the  construction,  operation  or  extension  of  a  railroad  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  the  payment  annually  of  such  percentage 
of  gross  receipts,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  in  the  treasury  of 
the  city  or  village  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In  case  of  extension 
the  amount  to  be  paid  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  heretofore 
provided.  The  corporation  failing  to  pay  such  percentage  of  its 
gross  earnings,  shall  after  November  first,  pay  in  addition  thereto 
five  per  cent,  a  month  on  such  percentage  until  paid.  The  president 
and  treasurer  of  any  corporation  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
article  to  make  a  payment  annually  upon  its  gross  receipts  shall,  on 
or  before  November  first  in  -each  year,  make  a  verified  report  to  the 
comptroller  or  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  of  the  gross  amount  of 
its  receipts  for  the  year  ending  September  thirtieth,  next  preceding, 
and  the  books  of  such  corporation  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and 
examination  by  such  comptroller  or  officer  or  his  duly  appointed 
agent,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  correctness  of  its  report 
as  to  its  gross  receipts.  The  corporate  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises acquired  under  this  article  or  such  chapter  by  any  corporation^ 
which  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  section,, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  upon  judgment  of 
forfeiture  rendered  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people 
by  the  attorney-general,  shall  cease  and  determine.  {Thus  amended 
by  chap.  676,  Laws  1892.)

§  96.  Any  street  railroad  in  operation  in  this  state,  which  shall, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  directors,  decide  to  extend  the  route  of 
its  road,  so  as  to  cross  a  river  over  and  by  any  bridge  now  or  here- 
after constructed  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this  state,  may 
so  extend  their  route  over  and  across  such  bridge  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  it  and  such  bridge  com- 
pany, and  may  locate  the  terminus  of  their  road  in  the  county  ad- 
joining the  one  in  which  their  road  is  now  located  and  in  operation^ 
upon  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  such  bridge  company  or  its  lessees, 
and  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
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bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local  authorities  having  the 
control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad,  or  in  case  the  consent 
of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained  the  appellate  division 
of  the  supreme  court  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be 
constructed  may,   upon  application,   appoint   three   commissioners,! 
who  shall  determine  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  deter- 
jnination,  confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  con-l 
sent  of  the  property  owners.     Whenever  a  terminus  of  any  public' 
viaduct,  bridge  or  bridges,  or  public  viaduct  connected  with  any^ 
bridge  or  bridges,  heretofore  or  hereafter  constructed  in  and  ownedj 
and  maintained  by  any  city  of  the  first  class,  or  town  adjoining  thej 
same,  is  or  shall  be  located  at  or  adjacent  to  or  within  one-half  milej^ 
of  the  route  of  any  existing  street  surface  railroad  the  corporation^ 
owning  or  operating  such  railroad  may,  irrespective  of  any  provisions^ 
otherwise  applicable  thereto  contained  in  any  general  or  local  act,j 
upon  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  and  property- 
owners  as  above  provided,  and  upon  complying  with  the  provisions! 
of  the  railroad  law  applicable  thereto,  extend  its  road  or  route  and; 
\:onstruct  and  operate  its  railroad,  to,  upon  and  across  such  viaduct, 
bridge  or  bridges  and  approaches  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  connect- 
ing with  another  railroad  route  not  more  than  one-half  mile  distant 
from  such  bridge  or  viaduct  so  as  to  afford  a  continuous  ride  for  one 
fare,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  railroad  law.     This  section 
•ohall  not  apply  to  ^y  bridge  over  the  Hudson  or  East  rivers  in  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  nor  to  any  bridge  or  viaduct  con- 
structed under  the  provisions  of  any,  so-called,  grade  crossing  law.

C7SE  OF  TRACKS  OF  OTHER  ROADB. 

§  97.  Any  railroad  corporation  in  this  state,  whose  cars  are  run 
and  operated  by  horses  or  other  motive,  power,  authorized  by  this 
article,  upon  the  surface  of  the  street,  excepting  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  connect 
with  and  run  and  operate  its  cars  between  its  tracks  and  a  depot  or 
car-house  owned  by  it,  run  upon,  intersect,  and  use,  for  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  feet,  the  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  corporation, 
the  cars  of  which  are  run  and  operated  in  like  manner  with  the  neces- 
sary connections  and  switches  for  the  proper  working  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  cars  upon  such  tracks,  and  in  connection  with  such  depot 
or  car-house,  upon  paying  therefor  such  compensation  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  the  corporation  owning  the  tracks  to  be  so  run  upon,  in- 
tersected, and  used;  and  in  case  such  corporations  cannot  agree  upon 
the  amount  of  such  compensation,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  and 
determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  condemnation  law. 

RBPAIR    OF    STREETS;    RATE    OF   SPEED;    REMOVAIi   OF  ICE 
AND   SNOW. 

§  98.  Every  street  surface  railroad  corporation  so  long  as  it  shall 
continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  in  any  street,  avenue  or  public 
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place  in  any  city  or  village,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair 
that  portion  of  such  street,  avenue  or  public  place  between  its 
tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks,  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  its 
tracks,  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and 
whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  prescribe.  In  case  of  the  neglect  of  any  corporation  to  make 
pavements  or  repairs  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days'  notice  to  do 
so,  the  local  authorities  may  make  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such 
corporation,  and  such  authorities  may  make  such  reasonable  regula- 
tions and  ordinances  as  to  the  rate  of  speed,  mode  of  use  of  tracks, 
and  removal  of  ice  and  snow,  as  the  interests  or  convenience  of  the 
public  may  require.  A  corporation  whose  agents  or  servants  will- 
fully or  negligently  violate  such  an  ordinance  or  regulation,  shall  be 
liable  to  such  city  or  village  for  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  to  be  specified  in  such  ordinance  or  regulation.  (TAus 
amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 


\7ITHIN  WHAT  TIME  ROAD  TO  BE  BUILT. 

§  99.  In  case  any  such  corporation  shall  not  commence  the  con- 
struction of  its  road,  or  of  any  extension  or  branch  thereof,  within 
one  year  after  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  and  property  own- 
ers or  the  determination  of  the  general  term  as  herein  required, 
shall  have  been  given  or  renewed,  and  shall  not  complete  the  same 
within  three  years  after  such  consents,  its  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises  in  respect  of  such  railroad  extension  or  branch  as  the  case 
may  be,  may  be  forfeited.  If  the  performance  of  any  such  act, 
within  such  time,  is  prevented  by  legal  proceedings  in  any  court,  such 
court  may  also  extend  such  time  for  such  period  as  the  court  shall 
deem  proper.  The  time  for  compliance  with  this  requirement  in 
this  or  any  former  act,  by  a  street  surface  railroad  corporation  in- 
corporated for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  street  surface  railroad 
only,  wholly  south  of  the  Harlem  river  and  in  cities  of  over  twelve 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  which  has  heretofore  obtained 
such  consents,  is  hereby  extended  until  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five.     {Thus  amended  by  cJiap,  434,  Laws  1893.) 


MOTIVE  POWER. 

§  ICO.  Any  street  surface  railroad  may  operate  any  portion  of  its 
road  by  animal  or  horse  power,  or  by  cable,  electricity,  or  any  power 
other  than  locomotive  steam  power,  which  said  locomotive  steam 
power  is  primarily  generated  by  the  locomotive  propelling  the  cars, 
and  in  the  use  of  which  either  escaping  steam  or  smoke  is  visible, 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers, and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of  one-half  of  the  property 
bounded  on  that  portion  of  the  railroad,  with  respect  to  which  a 
change  of  motive  power  is  proposed;  and  if  the  consent  of  such 
property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the  determination  of  three  dis- 
interested commissioners,  appointed  by  the  general  term  of  the  sa- 
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preme  court  of  the  department  in  which  such  railroad  is  located, 
in  favor  of  such  motive  power,  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be 
taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners.  The  consent 
of  the  property  owners  shall  be  obtained  and  the  proceedings  for 
the  appointment  and  the  determination  of  the  commissioners  and 
the  confirmation  of  their  report  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-four  of  this  article, 
GO  far  as  the  same  can  properly  be  made  applicable  thereto.  Any 
railroad  corporation  making  a  change  in  its  motive  power  under 
this  section,  may  make  any  changes  in  the  construction  of  its  road 
or  roadbed  or  other  property  rendered  necessary  by  the  change  in 
its  motive  power.  Where  a  street  surface  railroad  in  the  counties 
of  Herkimer  and  Hamilton  is  located  wholly  outside  the  limits  of 
an  incorporated  city  or  village,  such  railroad  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be  operated  by 
locomotive  steam  power,  provided  that  such  steam  power  is  gen- 
erated by  oil.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  679,  Laws  1900.) 


BATE  OF  FABE. 

§  loi.  No  corporation  constructing  and  operating  a  railroad  un- 
der the  prbvisions  of  this  article,  or  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  shall  charge 
any  passenger  more  than  five  cents  for  one  continuous  ride  from 
any  point  on  its  road,  or  on  any  road,  line  or  branch  operated  by  it, 
or  under  its  control,  to  any  other  point  thereof,  or  any  connecting 
branch  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village. 
Not  more  than  one  fare  shall  be  charged  within  the  limits  of  any 
such  city  or  village,  for  passage  over  the  main  line  of  road  and  any 
branch  or  extension  thereof  if  the  right  to  construct  such  branch  or 
extension  shall  have  been  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  such 
chapter  or  of  this  article ;  except  that  in  any  city  of  the  third  class, 
or  incorporated  village,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to 
charge  and  collect  as  a  maximum  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger, 
ten  cents,  where  such  passenger  is  carried  in  a  car  which  overcomes 
an  elevation  of  at  least  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  within  a  distance 
of  one  and  a  half  miles.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  part  of 
any  road  constructed  prior  to  May  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  and  then  in  operation,  unless  the  corporation  owning  the 
same  shall  have  acquired  the  right  to  extend  such  road,  or  to  con- 
struct branches  thereof  under  such  chapter,  or  shall  acquire  such 
right  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  in  which  event  its  rate  of 
fare  shall  not  exceed  its  authorized  rate  prior  to  such  extension. 
The  legislature  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  and  reduce 
the  rate  of  fare  on  any  railroad  constructed  and  operated  wholly  or 
in  part  under  such  chapter  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  article.

BUILT. 

§  I02.  No  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  construct,  ex- 
tend or  operate  its  road  or  tracks  in  that  portion  of  any  street,  ave- 
nue, road  or  highway,  in  which  a  street  surface  railroad  is  or  shall  be 
lawfully  constructed,  except  for  necessary  crossings  or,  in  cities,  vil- 
lages and  towns  of  less  than  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand inhabitants  over  any  bridges,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent 
of  the  corporation  owning  and  maintaining  the  same,  except  that  any 
street  surface  railroad  company  may  use  the  tracks  of  another  street 
surface  railroad  company  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
feet,  and  if  in  a  city  having  a  population  of  less  than  thirty-five  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  except  Long  Island  City,  for  a  distance  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  hundred  feet,  and  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  less 
than  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  shall 
have  the  right  to  lay  its  tracks  upon,  and  run  over  and  use  any 
bridges  used  wholly  or  in  part  as  a  foot-bridge,  whenever  the  court 
upon  an  application  for  commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  use 
is  actually  necessary  to  connect  main  portions  of  a  line  to  be  con- 
structed or  operated  as  an  independent  railroad,  or  to  connect  said 
railroad  with  a  ferry,  or  with  another  existing  railroad,  and  that  the 
public  convenience  requires  the  same,  in  which  event  the  right  to 
use  shall  only  be  given  for  a  compensation  to  an  extent  and  in  a 
manner  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  courts  as  is  provided  in  the  condemnation  law,  or 
by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  in  cases  where  the  corpora- 
tions interested  shall  unite  in  a  request  for  such  board  to  act.  Such 
commissioners  in  determining  the  compensatidn  to  be  paid  for  the  use 
by  one  corporation  of  the  tracks  of  another  shall  consider  and  allow 
for  the  use  of  the  tracks  for  all  injury  and  damage  to  the  corpora- 
tion whose  tracks  may  be  so  used.  Any  street  surface  railroad  cor- 
poration may,  in  pursuance  of  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  stockholders 
voting  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by  notice  in 
writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  corporation, 
stating  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  serving  upon 
each  stockholder  appearing  as  such  upon  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, personally  or  by  mail,  at  his  last  known  post-office  address,  at 
least  sixty  days  prior  .to  such  meeting,  guarantee  the  bcuids  of  any 
other  street  surface  railroad  corporation  whose  road  is  fully  or  partly 
in  the  same  city  or  town  or  adjacent  cities  or  towns.  (TAus  amauUi 
by  chap.  693,  Laws  1894.) 
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ABANDONMENT  OF  PAUT  OF  BOUTE. 

§  103.  Any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  may  declare  any 
portion  of  its  route  which  it  may  deem  no  longer  necessary  for  the 
successful  operation  of  its  road  and  convenience  of  the  public  to  be 
relinquished  or  abandoned.  Such  declaration  of  abandonment 
must  be  adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  corporation  under 
its  seal,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  thereof  at  a 
meeting  called  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  required  by 
law  for  meetings  of  stockholders  for  the  approval  of  leases  by  rail- 
road corporations  for  the  use  of  their  respective  roads.  If  the 
stockholders  shall,  at  such  meeting,  ratify  and  adopt  such  declara- 
tion of  abandonment,  the  secretary  of  the  company  shall  so  certify 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  upon  such  declaration.  Such 
declaration  shall  then  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners for  its  approval,  and  if  approved  by  such  board,  such 
approval  shall  be  indorsed  *therein  or  annexed  thereto  and  the 
declaration  so  certified  and  indorsed  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  from  the  time  of  such  filing, 
such  portion  of  the  route  designated  in  the  declaration  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  abandoned.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  478,  Laws  1906.) 

CONTRACTING  CORPORATIONS  TO  CARR7  FOR  ONE  FARE; 


§  104.  Every  such  corporation  entering  into  such  contract  shall 
carry  or  permit  any  other  party  thereto  to  carry  between  any  two 
points  on  the  railroads  or  portions  thereof  embraced  in  such  con- 
tract any  passenger  desiring  to  make  one  continuous  trip  between 
such  points  for  one  single  fare,  not  higher  than  the  fare  lawfully 
chargeable  by  either  of  such  corporations  for  an  adult  passenger. 
Every  such  corporation  shall  upon  demand,  and  without  extra  charge, 
give  to  each  passenger  paying  one  single  fare  a  transfer,  entitling 
such  passenger  to  one  continuous  trip  to  any  point  or  portion  of  any  ' 
railroad  embraced  in  such  contract,  to  the  end  that  the  public  con- 
venience may  be  promoted  by  the  operation  of  the  railroads  embraced 
in  such  contract  substantially  as  a  single  railroad  with  a  single  rate 
of  fare.  For  every  refusal  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  the  corporation  so  refusing  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars  to  the 
aggrieved  party.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  only  apply  to 
railroads  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  one  incorporated  city  or 
village.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

EFZTSCT  OF  DISSOLimON  OF  CHARTER  AS  TO  CONSENTS. 

§  105.  Whenever  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  have 
been  dissolved  or  annulled,  or  its  charter  repealed  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature,  the  consent  of  owners  of  property  bounded  on,  and  the 
consent  of  the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion 
of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  the  railroad  of  such  corporation 

*So  in  original. 
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shall  have  been  theretofore  constructed  and  operated,  and  the  order 
of  the  general  term  confirming  the  report  of  any  commissioner  that 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  shall  not,  nor 
shall  either  thereof,  be  deemed  to  be  in  any  way  impaired,  revoked, 
terminated  or  otherwise  affected  by  such  act  of  dissolution,  annul- 
ment or  repeal,  but  the  same  and  each  thereof  shall  continue  in  full 
force,  efficacy  and  being.  The  right  to  the  further  enjoyment  and 
to  the  use  thereof,  subsequent  to  such  act  of  dissolution,  annulment 
or  repeal,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  therein  or 
thereby  created,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  by  the  local  authori- 
ties within  whose  jurisdiction  such  railroad  shall  be,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  in  section  93  of  this  article.  When  such  sale 
shall  have  been  so  made,  the  purchaser  thereat  shall  have  the  right 
to  the  further  enjoyment  and  use  of  such  consents  and  orders,  and 
of  each  thereof,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  therein 
or  thereby  created,  in  like  manner  as  if  such  purchaser  had  been 
originally  named  in  such  consents,  reports  and  orders;  if  such  pur- 
chaser shall  be  otherwise  authorized  by  law  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  a  street  surface  railroad  within  the  municipality  within 
which  such  railroad  shall  be.  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws 
1892.) 

CORPORATE  RIGHTS  BJCTED  IN  CASE  OF  FAILX7RE  TO  COM- 
PIiETE  ROAD;  RIGHT  TO  OPERATE  BRANCHES;  CONDI- 
nONS;  FORBflER  CONSENTS  RATIFIED;  UBCITATIONSl 

§  106.  The  corporate  existence  of  .and  powers  of  every  street  sur- 
face railroad  corporation,  which  has  completed  a  railroad  upon  the 
greater  portion  of  the  route  designated  in  its  certificate  of  incorpo- 
ration, within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  filing  such  certificate 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  which  has  oper- 
ated such  completed  portion  of  its  railroad  continuously  for  a 
period  of  five  years  last  past,  and  is  now  operating  the  same,  shall 
continue  with  like  force  and  effect,  as  though  it  had  in  all  respects 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  law  with  reference  to  the  time  when 
it  should  have  fully  completed  its  road.  Every  such  corporation 
shall  have  the  right  to  operate  any  extensions  and  branches  of  its 
railroad,  now  constructed  and  operated  by  it,  which  have  been  so 
constructed  and  operated  by  it,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past, 
with  like  force  and  eflfect,  as  though  the  route  of  such  extensions 
and  branches  were  designated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation. 
But  every  such  street  railroad  corporation  is  authorized  to  operate 
such  railroad  and  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof,  upon  condi- 
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tion  that  it  has  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter,  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  the  streets, 
avenues  or  highways  included  in  such  railroad,  or  any  extension  or 
branch  thereof,  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  same,  and 
also  upon  the  condition  that  it  has  heretofore  or  shall  hereafter  first 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  prop- 
erty bounded  on  the  portion  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  high- 
ways included  in  the  route  of  such  railroad,  or  any  extensions  or 
branches  thereof,  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  same,  or 
in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained, 
the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  department  in 
which  such  railroad  Or  any  extension  or  branch  thereof  is  located, 
may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  de- 
termine, after  a  hearing  of  all  the  parties  interested,  whether  such 
railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determina- 
tion, confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  .taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of 
the  property  owners.  If  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall 
have  made  and  filed  a  statement  or  statements  of  proposed  exten- 
sions or  branches  embracing  a  line  from  the  boundary  of  a  city  or 
village  to  the  boundary  of  another  city  or  village  generally  parallel 
with  the  route  specified  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  and  gen- 
erally distant  not  more  than  one-half  mile  therefrom,  and  shall  have 
made  and  filed  an  agreement  of  consolidation  with  some  other 
street  surface  railroad  corporation  formed  to  build  a  street  railroad 
upon  a  route  continuous  or  connecting  with  one  or  more  of  the 
routes  described  in  such  statement  or  statements  of  proposed  ex- 
tensions or  branches,  and  thereafter  there  shall  have  been  con- 
structed and  operated  for  a  period  of  four  years  a  street  surface 
railroad  from  such  city  or  village  to  stDch  other  city  or  village  upon 
a  line  embraced  in  any  such  proposed  extensions  or  branches,  such 
consolidated  corporation  may  relinquish  and  abandon  any  uncon- 
structed  route  or  unconstructed  portions  of  route  specified  in  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  or  in  any  statements  of  proposed  ex- 
tensions or  branches  of  such  first-mentioned  corporation  by  filing 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  such  consolidated  corporation  certified  by  its 
president  and  secretary,  declaring  such  unconstructed  route  or  un- 
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constructed  portions  of  route  relinquished  and  abandoned,  and 
thereupon  the  corporate  rights,  powers  and  franchises  of  such  con- 
solidated corporation  shall  be  and  continue  the  same  as  though  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  of  such  constituent  corporation  had 
specified  the  constructed  and  not  the  unconstructed  portions  of 
such  route  and  proposed  extensions  and  branches.  All  consents 
heretofore  given,  or  grants  made  by  local  authorities  having  the 
control  of  the  portion  of  any  street,  avenue,  or  highway  included 
in  the  route  of  such  railroad,  or  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof^ 
to  any  such  street  surface  railroad  corporation,  are  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed  and  declared  valid.  This  section  shall  be  applicable 
to  any  corporations  whose  lines  are  wholly  within  any  towns,  cities 
or  villages  having  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants.     This 

section  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  railroad  corporation  in  the 
city  of  New  York ;  nor  any  special  grant  made  to  or  authority  con- 
ferred upon  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  by  any  law  of 
this  state ;  nor  any  pending  litigation ;  nor  shall  it  impair  existing 
rights,  privileges  or  franchises  of  any  street  surface  railroad  cor- 
poration.    {Thus  amended  by  cltap,  198,  Laws  1900.) 

WHEN  SAin>  MAY  BE  ITSED  ON  TBACKS. 

§  107.  The  owner  or  operator  of  any  street  surface  railroad  in 
cities  of  this  state,  may  place  upon  the  space  between  the  rails,  and 
upon  the  rails  of  such  road  sand  in  sufficient  quantities  to  prevent 
the  horses  traveling  thereon  from  slipping,  and  to  enable  cars  ope- 
rated by  mechanical,  or  electrical  appliances  to  be  safely  and  prop- 
erly operated.  The  owner  or  operator  of  any  street  surface  rail- 
road  in  cities  of  this  state  may  use  salt  in  necessary  quantities,  upon 
the  rails  of  all  the  switches,  curves,  turnouts  and  crossovers,  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year  and  the  first  day  of 
May  following,  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  therefrom  and 
to  prevent  the  same  from  freezing.  The. quantity  of  salt  to  be  used 
and  the  manner  of  applying  salt  to  the  rails,  to  be  'under  the  direc- 
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tion  of  the  city  officials  having  charge  of  the  streets  of  said  cities. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap.  491,  Laws  1899.) 

BO  AD  NOT  TO  BE  CONSTBTJCTED  UPON  GBOTJND  OCCUPIED  B7 
PXTBLIC  BXJTLDINGS  OB  IN  PUBLIC  PABE)3. 

§  108.  No  street  surface  railroad  shall  be  constructed  or  extended 
upon  ground  occupied  by  buildings  belonging  to  any  town,  city^ 
county  or  to  the  state,  or  to  the  United  States,  or  in  public  parks, 
except  in  tunnels  to  be  approved  by  the  local  authorities  having 
control  of  such  parks.  Provided  however  that  the  commissioners 
of  the  state  reservation  at  Niagara,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
commissioners  of  the  land  office,  may  construct,  without  expense 
to  the  state,  street  railroad  tracks  upon  and  along  that  part  of  the 
riverway,  so  called,  between  Falls  and  Niagara  streets,  in  the  city 
of  Niagara  Falls,  and  in  their  discretion  may  grant  revokable  li- 
censes to  street  surface  railroad  companies  to  use  such  tracks  upon 

such  terms  as  said  commissioners  may  prescribe.    (Thus  amended 
by  chap,  710,  Laws  1899.) 


OENTEB^BEABINO  BAILS  PBOHTBITED. 

§  109.  No  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  hereafter  lay 
down  in  the  streets  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village  of  this  state 
what  are  known  as  "  center-bearing  "  rails ;  but  in  all  cases,  whether 
in  laying  new  track  or  in  replacing  old  rails,  shall  lay  down 
"  grooved  "  or  some  other  kind  of  rail  not  "  center-bearing  "  ap- 
proved by  the  local  authorities.  Such  grooved  or  other  rail  shall  be 
of  such  shape  and  so  laid  as  to  permit  the  paving  stones  to  come  in 
close  contact  with  the  projection  which  serves  to  guide  the  flange  to 
the  car  wheel. 

Where  in  any  city,  the  duty  of  repairing  and  repaving  streets,  as 
distinguished  from  the  authorization  of  such  paving,  repairing  and 
repaving,  is  by  law  vested  in  any  local  authority  other  than  the  com- 
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and  shall  operate  such  branches  or  extensions  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  252  of  the  laws  of  1884,  or  of  this  article,  such  corporation  shall 
pay  such  percentages  only  upon  such  portion  of  its  gross  receipts  as 
shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to  its  whole  gross  receipts  as  the 
length  of  such  extension  or  branches  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length 
of  its  line.  In  any  other  incorporated  city  or  village  the  local  author- 
ities shall  have  the  right  to  require,  as  a  condition  to  their  consent 
to  the  construction,  operation  or  extension  of  a  railroad  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  the  payment  annually  of  such  percentage 
of  gross  receipts,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  in  the  treasury  of 
the  city  or  village  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In  case  of  extension 
the  amount  to  be  paid  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  heretofore 
provided.  The  corporation  failing  to  pay  such  percentage  of  its 
gross  earnings,  shall  after  November  first,  pay  in  addition  thereto 
five  per  cent,  a  month  on  such  percentage  until  paid.  The  president 
and  treasurer  of  any  corporation  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
article  to  make  a  payment  annually  upon  its  gross  receipts  shall,  on 
or  before  November  first  in  -each  year,  make  a  verified  report  to  the 
comptroller  or  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  of  the  gross  amount  of 
its  receipts  for  the  year  ending  September  thirtieth,  next  preceding^ 
and  the  books  of  such  corporation  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and 
examination  by  such  comptroller  or  officer  or  his  duly  appointed 
agent,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  correctness  of  its  report 
as  to  its  gross  receipts.  The  corporate  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises acquired  under  this  article  or  such  chapter  by  any  corporation, 
which  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  upon  judgment  of 
forfeiture  rendered  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people 
by  the  attorney-general,  shall  cease  and  determine.  [Thus  amendtd 
by  chap.  676,  Laws  1892.) 

EXTilMUON  OF  ROUTE  OVER  RIVERS;  TERMZNUB  IST  OTHER 
COTTNTIES ;  VTHEN  PROPERT7  O'VTNERS  'WTTHHOIJ)  CON- 
SENT ;  SUPREME  COURT  MAT  APPOINT  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  96.  Any  street  railroad  in  operation  in  this  state,  which  shall, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  directors,  decide  to  extend  the  route  of 
its  road,  so  as  to  cross  a  river  over  and  by  any  bridge  now  or  here- 
after constructed  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this  state,  may 
so  extend  their  route  over  and  across  such  bridge  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between  it  and  such  bridge  com- 
pany, and  may  locate  the  terminus  of  their  road  in  the  county  ad- 
joining the  one  in  which  their  road  is  now  located  and  in  operation, 
upon  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  such  bridge  company  or  its  lessees, 
and  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
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bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local  authorities  having  the 
control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad,  or  in  case  the  consent 
of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained  the  appellate  division 
of  the  supreme  court  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be 
constructed  may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners,! 
who  shall  determine  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  deter- 
7nination,  confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  con-' 
sent  of  the  property  owners.  Whenever  a  terminus  of  any  public 
viaduct,  bridge  or  bridges,  or  public  viaduct  connected  with  any 
bridge  or  bridges,  heretofore  or  hereafter  constructed  in  and  ownedj 
and  maintained  by  any  city  of  the  first  class,  or  town  adjoining  thej 
same,  is  or  shall  be  located  at  or  adjacent  to  or  within  one-half  milcj- 
of  the  route  of  any  existing  street  surface  railroad  the  corporation! 
owning  or  operating  such  railroad  may,  irrespective  of  any  provisions' 
otherwise  applicable  thereto  contained  in  any  general  or  local  act,j 
upon  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  and  property- 
owners  as  above  provided,  and  upon  complying  with  the  provisions! 
of  the  railroad  law  applicable  thereto,  extend  its  road  or  route  and; 
\:onstruct  and  operate  its  railroad,  to,  upon  and  across  such  viaduct, 
bridge  or  bridges  and  approaches  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  connect- 
ing with  another  railroad  route  not  more  than  one-half  mile  distant 
from  such  bridge  or  viaduct  so  as  to  afford  a  continuous  ride  for  one 
fare,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  railroad  law.  This  section 
•ohall  not  apply  to  any  bridge  over  the  Hudson  or  East  rivers  in  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  nor  to  any  bridge  or  viaduct  con- 
structed under  the  provisions  of  any,  so-called,  grade  crossing  law. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap,  590,  Laws  of  1898.) 

C7SE  OF  TRACKS  OF  OTHER  ROADB. 

§  97.  Any  railroad  corporation  in  this  state,  whose  cars  are  run 
and  operated  by  horses  or  other  motive,  power,  authorized  by  this 
article,  upon  the  surface  of  the  street,  excepting  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  connect 
with  and  run  and  operate  its  cars  between  its  tracks  and  a  depot  or 
car-house  owned  by  it,  run  upon,  intersect,  and  use,  for  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  feet,  the  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  corporation, 
the  cars  of  which  are  run  and  operated  in  like  manner  with  the  neces- 
sary connections  and  switches  for  the  proper  working  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  cars  upon  such  tracks,  and  in  connection  with  such  depot 
or  car-house,  upon  paying  therefor  such  compensation  as  jt  may  agree 
upon  with  the  corporation  owning  the  tracks  to  be  so  run  upon,  in- 
tersected, and  used ;  and  in  case  such  corporations  cannot  agree  upon 
the  amount  of  such  compensation,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  and 
determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  condemnation  law. 

RBPAIR    OF    8TRHBTS;    RATE    OF   SPEED;    REMOVAIi   OF  ICE 
AND    SNOW. 

§  98,  Every  street  surface  railroad  corporation  so  long  as  it  shall 
continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  in  any  street,  avenue  or  public 
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place  in  any  city  or  village,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair 
that  portion  of  such  street,  avenue  or  public  place  between  its 
tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks,  and  two  feet  in  width  outside  of  its 
tracks,  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and 
whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  prescribe.  In  case  of  the  neglect  of  any  corporation  to  make 
pavements  or  repairs  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days'  notice  to  da 
so,  the  local  authorities  may  make  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such 
corporation,  and  such  authorities  may  make  such  reasonable  regula- 
tions and  ordinances  as  to  the  rate  of  speed,  mode  of  use  of  tracks, 
and  removal  of  ice  and  snow,  as  the  interests  or  convenience  of  the 
public  may  require.  A  corporation  whose  agents  or  servants  will- 
fully or  negligently  violate  such  an  ordinance  or  regulation,  shall  be 
liable  to  such  city  or  village  for  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars  to  be  specified  in  such  ordinance  or  regulation.  (TAus 
amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 


\7ITHIN  WHAT  TIME  ROAD  TO  BE  BUILT. 

§  99.  In  case  any  such  corporation  shall  not  commence  the  con- 
struction of  its  road,  or  of  any  extension  or  branch  thereof,  within 
one  year  after  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  and  property  own- 
ers or  the  determination  of  the  general  term  as  herein  required, 
shall  have  been  given  or  renewed,  and  shall  not  complete  the  same 
within  three  years  after  such  consents,  its  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises  in  respect  of  such  railroad  extension  or  branch  as  the  case 
may  be,  may  be  forfeited.  If  the  performance  of  any  such  act, 
within  such  time,  is  prevented  by  legal  proceedings  in  any  court,  such 
court  may  also  extend  such  time  for  such  period  as  the  court  shall 
deem  proper.  The  time  for  compliance  with  this  requirement  in 
this  or  any  former  act,  by  a  street  surface  railroad  corporation  in- 
corporated for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  street  surface  railroad 
only,  wholly  south  of  the  Harlem  river  and  in  cities  of  over  twelve 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  which  has  heretofore  obtained 
such  consents,  is  hereby  extended  until  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five.     i^Thus  amended  by  chap,  434,  Laws  1893.) 


MOTIVE  POWER. 

§  ICO.  Any  street  surface  railroad  may  operate  any  portion  of  its 
road  by  animal  or  horse  power,  or  by  cable,  electricity,  or  any  power 
other  than  locomotive  steam  power,  which  said  locomotive  steam 
power  is  primarily  generated  by  the  locomotive  propelling  the  cars, 
and  in  the  use  of  which  either  escaping  steam  or  smoke  is  visible, 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers, and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of  one-half  of  the  property 
bounded  on  that  portion  of  the  railroad,  with  respect  to  which  a 
change  of  motive  power  is  proposed;  and  if  the  consent  of  such 
property  owners  cannot  be  obtained,  the  determination  of  three  dis- 
interested commissioners,  appointed  by  the  general  term  of  the  su- 
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preme  court  of  the  department  in  which  such  railroad  is  located, 
in  favor  of  such  motive  power,  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be 
taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners.  The  consent 
of  the  property  owners  shall  be  obtained  and  the  proceedings  for 
the  appointment  and  the  determination  of  the  commissioners  and 
the  confirmation  of  their  report  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-four  of  this  article, 
so  far  as  the  same  can  properly  be  made  applicable  thereto.  Any 
railroad  corporation  making  a  change  in  its  motive  power  under 
this  section,  may  make  any  changes  in  the  construction  of  its  road 
or  roadbed  or  other  property  rendered  necessary  by  the  change  in 
its  motive  power.  Where  a  street  surface  railroad  in  the  counties 
of  Herkimer  and  Hamilton  is  located  wholly  outside  the  limits  of 
an  incorporated  city  or  village,  such  railroad  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be  operated  by 
locomotive  steam  power,  provided  that  such  steam  power  is  gen- 
erated by  oil.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  679,  Laws  1900.) 


BATE  OF  FABE. 

§  loi.  No  corporation  constructing  and  operating  a  railroad  un- 
der the  prbvisions  of  this  article,  or  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  shall  charge 
any  passenger  more  than  five  cents  for  one  continuous  ride  from 
any  point  on  its  road,  or  on  any  road,  line  or  branch  operated  by  it, 
or  under  its  control,  to  any  other  point  thereof,  or  any  connecting 
branch  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village. 
Not  more  than  one  fare  shall  be  charged  within  the  limits  of  any 
such  city  or  village,  for  passage  over  the  main  line  of  road  and  any 
branch  or  extension  thereof  if  the  right  to  construct  such  branch  or 
extension  shall  have  been  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  such 
chapter  or  of  this  article ;  except  that  in  any  city  of  the  third  class, 
or  incorporated  village,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to 
charge  and  collect  as  a  maximum  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger, 
ten  cents,  where  such  passenger  is  carried  in  a  car  which  overcomes 
an  elevation  of  at  least  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  within  a  distance 
of  one  and  a  half  miles.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  part  of 
any  road  constructed  prior  to  May  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
four,  and  then  in  operation,  unless  the  corporation  owning  the 
same  shall  have  acquired  the  right  to  extend  such  road,  or  to  con- 
struct branches  thereof  under  such  chapter,  or  shall  acquire  such 
right  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  in  which  event  its  rate  of 
fare  shall -not  exceed  its  authorized  rate  prior  to  such  extension. 
The  legislature  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  and  reduce 
the  rate  of  fare  on  any  railroad  constructed  and  operated  wholly  or 
in  part  under  such  chapter  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  article.

§  1 02.  No  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  construct,  ex- 
tend or  operate  its  road  or  tracks  in  that  portion  of  any  street,  ave- 
nue, road  or  highway,  in  which  a  street  surface  railroad  is  or  shall  be 
lawfully  constructed,  except  for  necessary  crossings  or,  in  cities,  vil- 
lages and  towns  of  less  than  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand inhabitants  over  any  bridges,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent 

of  the  corporation  owning  and  maintaining  the  same,  except  that  any 
street  surface  railroad  company  may  use  the  tracks  of  another  street 
surface  railroad  company  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
feet,  and  if  in  a  city  having  a  population  of  less  than  thirty-five  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  except  Long  Island  City,  for  a  distance  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  hundred  feet,  and  in  cities,  villages  and  towns  of  less 
than  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  shall 
have  the  right  to  lay  its  tracks  upon,  and  run  over  and  use  any 
bridges  used  wholly  or  in  part  as  a  foot-bridge,  whenever  the  court 
upon  an  application  for  commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  use 
is  actually  necessary  to  connect  main  portions  of  a  line  to  be  con- 
structed or  operated  as  an  independent  railroad,  or  to  connect  said 
railroad  with  a  ferry,  or  with  another  existing  railroad,  and  that  the 
public  convenience  requires  the  same,  in  which  event  the  right  to 
use  shall  only  be  given  for  a  compensation  to  an  extent  and  in  a 
manner  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  courts  as  is  provided  in  the  condemnation  law,  or 
by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  in  cases  where  the  corpora- 
tions interested  shall  unite  in  a  request  for  such  board  to  act.  Such 
commissioners  in  determining  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  use 
by  one  corporation  of  the  tracks  of  another  shall  consider  and  allow 
for  the  use  of  the  tracks  for  all  injury  and  damage  to  the  corpora- 
tion whose  tracks  may  be  so  used.  Any  street  surface  railroad  cor- 
poration may,  in  pursuance  of  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  stockholders 
voting  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by  notice  in 
writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  corporation, 
stating  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  serving  upon 
each  stockholder  appearing  as  such  upon  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, personally  or  by  mail,  at  his  last  known  post-office  address,  at 
least  sixty  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  guarantee  the  bc^ids  of  any 
other  street  surface  railroad  corporation  whose  road  is  fully  or  partly 
in  the  same  city  or  town  or  adjacent  cities  or  towns.  (TAus  amendii

ABANDONMENT  OF  PAUT  OF  BOUTE. 

§  103.  Any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  may  declare  any 
portion  of  its  route  which  it  may  deem  no  longer  necessary  for  the 
successful  operation  of  its  road  and  convenience  of  the  public  to  be 
relinquished  or  abandoned.  Such  declaration  of  abandonment 
must  be  adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  corporation  under 
its  seal,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  thereof  at  a 
meeting  called  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  required  by 
law  for  meetings  of  stockholders  for  the  approval  of  leases  by  rail- 
road corporations  for  the  use  of  their  respective  roads.  If  the 
stockholders  shall,  at  such  meeting,  ratify  and  adopt  such  declara- 
tion of  abandonment,  the  secretary  of  the  company  shall  so  certify 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  upon  such  declaration.  Such 
declaration  shall  then  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners for  its  approval,  and  if  approved  by  such  board,  such 
approval  shall  be  indorsed  *therein  or  annexed  thereto  and  the 
declaration  so  certified  and  indorsed  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  from  the  time  of  such  filing, 
such  portion  of  the  route  designated  in  the  declaration  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  abandoned.    (Thus  amended  by  chap,  478,  Laws  1906.) 

CONTRACTING  CORPORATIONS  TO  CARR7  FOR  ONE  FARE; 


§  104.  Every  such  corporation  entering  into  such  contract  shall 
carry  or  permit  any  other  party  thereto  to  carry  between  any  two 
points  on  the  railroads  or  portions  thereof  embraced  in  such  con- 
tract any  passenger  desiring  to  make  one  continuous  trip  between 
such  points  for  one  single  fare,  not  higher  than  the  fare  lawfully 
chargeable  by  either  of  such  corporations  for  an  adult  passenger. 
Every  such  corporation  shall  upon  demand,  and  without  extra  charge, 
give  to  each  passenger  paying  one  single  fare  a  transfer,  entitling 
such  passenger  to  one  continuous  trip  to  any  point  or  portion  of  any  ' 
railroad  embraced  in  such  contract,  to  the  end  that  the  public  con- 
venience may  be  promoted  by  the  operation  of  the  railroads  embraced 
in  such  contract  substantially  as  a  single  railroad  with  a  single  rate 
of  fare.  For  every  refusal  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  the  corporation  so  refusing  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars  to  the 
aggrieved  party.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  only  apply  to 
railroads  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  one  incorporated  city  or 
village.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.  676,  Laws  1892.) 

EFFECT  OF  DISSOLITEION  OF  CHARTER  AS  TO  CONSENTS. 

§  105.  Whenever  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  have 
been  dissolved  or  annulled,  or  its  charter  repealed  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature,  the  consent  of  owners  of  property  bounded  on,  and  the 
consent  of  the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion 
of  a  street  or  highway  upon  which  the  railroad  of  such  corporation 

*So  in  original. 
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shall  have  been  theretofore  constructed  and  operated,  and  the  order 
of  the  general  term  confirming  the  report  of  any  commissioner  that 
such  railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  shall  not,  nor 
shall  either  thereof,  be  deemed  to  be  in  any  way  impaired,  revoked, 
terminated  or  otherwise  affected  by  such  act  of  dissolution,  annul- 
ment or  repeal,  but  the  same  and  each  thereof  shall  continue  in  full 
force,  efficacy  and  being.  The  right  to  the  further  enjoyment  and 
to  the  use  thereof,  subsequent  to  such  act  of  dissolution,  annulment 
or  repeal,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  therein  or 
thereby  created,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  by  the  local  authori- 
ties within  whose  jurisdiction  such  railroad  shall  be,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  in  section  93  of  this  article.  When  such  sale 
shall  have  been  so  made,  the  purchaser  thereat  shall  have  the  right 
to  the  further  enjoyment  and  use  of  such  consents  and  orders,  and 
of  each  thereof,  and  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  therein 
or  thereby  created,  in  like  manner  as  if  such  purchaser  had  been 
originally  named  in  such  consents,  reports  and  orders;  if  such  pur- 
chaser shall  be  otherwise  authorized  by  law  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  a  street  surface  railroad  within  the  municipality  within 
which  such  railroad  shall  be.  {Thus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws 
1892.) 

OORPORATB  RIGHTS  SAVED  IN  CASB  OF  FAILnRB  TO  OOM- 
PLBTB  ROAD ;  RIGHT  TO  OPBR  ATE  BRANCHBS  ;  OONDI- 
nONS;  FORBCSR  OONSBNTB  RATinED;  UMITATIOlTa 

§  106.  The  corporate  existence  of  and  powers  of  every  street  sur- 
face railroad  corporation,  which  has  completed  a  railroad  upon  the 
greater  portion  of  the  route  designated  in  its  certificate  of  incorpo- 
ration, within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  filing  such  certificate 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  which  has  oper- 
ated such  completed  portion  of  its  railroad  continuously  for  a 
period  of  five  years  last  past,  and  is  now  operating  the  same,  shall 
continue  with  like  force  and  effect,  as  though  it  had  in  all  respects 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  law  with  reference  to  the  time  when 
it  should  have  fully  completed  its  road.  Every  such  corporation 
shall  have  the  right  to  operate  any  extensions  and  branches  of  its 
railroad,  now  constructed  and  operated  by  it,  which  have  been  so 
constructed  and  operated  by  it,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  last  past, 
with  like  force  and  effect,  as  though  the  route  of  such  extensions 
and  branches  were  designated  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation. 
But  every  such  street  railroad  corporation  is  authorized  to  operate 
such  railroad  and  any  extensions  or  branches  thereof,  upon  condi- 
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tion  that  it  has  heretofore,  or  shall  hereafter,  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  the  streets, 
avenues  or  highways  included  in  such  railroad,  or  any  extension  or 
branch  thereof,  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  same,  and 
also  upon  the  condition  that  it  has  heretofore  or  shall  hereafter  first 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  prop- 
erty bounded  on  the  portion  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  high- 
ways included  in  the  route  of  such  railroad,  or  any  extensions  or 
branches  thereof,  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  same,  or 
in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners  cannot  be  obtained, 
the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  department  in 
which  such  railroad  or  any  extension  or  branch  thereof  is  located, 
may,  upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  de- 
termine, after  a  hearing  of  all  the  parties  interested,  whether  such 
railroad  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determina- 
tion, confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  .taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of 
the  property  owners.  If  any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall 
have  made  and  filed  a  statement  or  statements  of  proposed  exten- 
sions or  branches  embracing  a  line  from  the  boundary  of  a  city  or 
village  to  the  boundary  of  another  city  or  village  generally  parallel 
with  the  route  specified  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  and  gen- 
erally distant  not  more  than  one-half  mile  therefrom,  and  shall  have 
made  and  filed  an  agreement  of  consolidation  with  some  other 
street  surface  railroad  corporation  formed  to  build  a  street  railroad 
upon  a  route  continuous  or  connecting  with  one  or  more  of  the 
routes  described  in  such  statement  or  statements  of  proposed  ex- 
tensions or  branches,  and  thereafter  there  shall  have  been  con- 
structed and  operated  for  a  period  of  four  years  a  street  surface 
railroad  from  such  city  or  village  to  stith  other  city  or  village  upon 
a  line  embraced  in  any  such  proposed  extensions  or  branches,  such 
consolidated  corporation  may  relinquish  and  abandon  any  uncon- 
structed  route  or  unconstructed  portions  of  route  specified  in  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  or  in  any  statements  of  proposed  ex- 
tensions or  branches  of  such  first-mentioned  corporation  by  filing 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  such  consolidated  corporation  certified  by  its 
president  and  secretary,  declaring  such  unconstructed  route  or  un- 
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ing  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioners 
and  the  amounts  due  to  them  for  their  salaries. 

GOMMlHaTONBRS  TO  ITLB  REPORT;    CONFIRMAXION  THBRBOF. 

§  133.  The  commissioners  shall  within  one  hundred  and  forty 
(Jays  after  their  appointment,  make  a  report  to  a  special  term  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  department  in  which  such  railway  may  be 
located,  of  the  amount  of  the  pecuniary  damage  arising  from  the 
diminution  of  value  of  each  parcel  of  property  bounded  on  that 
portion  of  the  street  or  streets,  highway  or  highways,  upon  which  it 
is  proposed  to  construct  such  railway  or  railways,  which  will  be 
caused  by  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  thereof.  The 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  each  parcel 
shall  be  stated  if  the  same  are  known,  or  can  be  ascertained,  and  if 
not  known  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  appearing  by  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  clerk  or  register  of  the  county,  to  have  the  title  thereto 
from  the  records  in  his  office,  and  a  specific  description  of  each  par- 
cel of  properly  with  reasonable  certainty.  The  testimony,  if  any^ 
taken  by  the  commissioners  as  to  the  amount  of  such  damage  shall 
accompany  their  report.  Within  thirty  days  after  filing  and  record- 
ing its  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  corporation  authorized  to 
construct  and  operate  such  railway  or  railways  shall  move  to  con- 
firm such  report  by  giving  notice  of  such  motion  to  the  property 
owners  in  the  manner  in  which  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hear- 
ing before  the  commissioners  is  required  by  section  125  to  be  given, 
and  if  the  corporation  fails  to  so  move,  any  property  owner  may 
make  the  motion ;  and  thereafter  the-  proceedings  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  condemnation  law.  Before  con- 
structing and  operating  its  railway  in  front  of  any  real  property 
bounded  upon  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place  wherein  the  corpo- 
ration is  authorized  by  the  certificate  and  report  of  the  commission- 
ers to  construct  and  operate  its  road,  such  corporation  shall  pay 
to  the  owner  of  the  real  property  the  damages  sustained  or  which 
will  be  sustained  by  him  in  consequence  thereof,  as  finally  fixed  and 
ascertained,  and  the  costs  allowed  him,  if  any,  and  the  court  may 
direct  that  such  damages  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  deposited  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  125,  or  in  case  negotiable  securi- 
ties shall  have  been  deposited  in  lieu  of  money,  that  so  much  of  such 
securities  shall  be  sold  as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  the  amount 
required  to  be  paid  to  such  owner  for  damages  and  costs  if  any.  If 
a  bond  shall  have  been  executed  in  lieu  of  such  deposit,  the  court 
may  order  the  sureties  in  such  bond  to  pay  the  damages  so  fixed  and 
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ascertained,  and  in  default  thereof,  may  cause  them  to  be  proceeded 
against  and  punished  as  for  a  contempt  of  court.  {Thus  amended  by 
€hap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

PA7  OF  COBiMISSIONXSRa 

§  134.  Each  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  at 
the  rate  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service  as  such 
commissioner,  and  all  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  him  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  to  be  paid  by  such  corporation,  but  if  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  capital  stock  shall  not  be  subscribed  within  one  year 
after  the  appointment  of  such  commissioners  to  authorize  the  forma- 
tion of  such  corporation,  the  commissioners  shall  receive  no  salary, 
and  shall  cause  to  be  returned  to  the  subscribers  for  such  stock  the 
amounts  paid  in  by  them,,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioners,  but  the  time,  if  any,  una- 
voidably consumed  by  the  pendency  of  legal  proceedings  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  part  of  any  period  of  time  limited  by  this  article. 

QUORUM;  TSRM  OF  OFFICE ;  REBCOVAL ;  VACANdBS  IN  BOARD 
OF  COMBCI88I019ERS.  ^ 

§  135.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  board  of  commissioners 
appointed  under  this  article  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
any  business  or  the  performance  of  any  duty  or  function,  or  the  ex- 
ercise of  any  power,  conferred  or  enjoined  upon  them.  Any  com- 
missioner may  be  removed  for  cause  at  any  time  by  the  power 
appointing  him,  but  no  commissioner  shall  be  removed  without  due 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  defense ;  and  no  commis- 
sioner thus  removed  is,  or  shall  be  eligible  to  be  again  appointed  to 
the  office  of  commissioner.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  re- 
moval from  office  of  any  commissioner  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  power  appointing  him,  within  thirty  days  after  such  removal, 
or  within  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  to  such  appointing 
power  given  by  some  member  of  the  board,  or  by  the  corporation 
hereinafter  mentioned,  of  such  death  or  resignation,  and  a  certificate 
of  every  such  appointment  shall  be  filed  as  hereinbefore  required. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  terms  of  office  of  the  com- 
missioners shall  determine  and  expire  with  the  performance  of  their 
functions  as  hereinabove  prescribed. 

ABANDOmCBNT  ORGEtANGE  OF  ROUTE ;  NEW  COMMIBaiONERS; 
THEIR  POWERS  AND  PROCEEDINQS. 

§  136.  Any  corporation  heretofore  organized  or  hereafter  to  be 
organized  under  this  article,  its  successors  or  assigns,  which  shall 
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have  constructed  or  put  in  operation  a  railway  upon  a  part  and  not 
upon  the  whole  of  the  route  fixed,  determined  and  located  for  such 
railway  by  a  board  of  commissioners,  may  at  any  time  apply  for 
authority  to  abandon  any  portion  of  the  route  upon  which  the  rail- 
way shall  not  have  been  theretofore  constructed  or  shall  not  then 
be  in  operation,  with  or  without  a  change  and  relocation  of 
such  portion,  and  with  or  without  extension  of  the  portion 
not  abandoned,  or  of  any  part  thereof.  Such  application  shall  be  ^ 
made  by  petition  in  writing,  addressed  by  such  corporation  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  portion  of  the  route 
so  desired  to  be  changed  or  abandoned  shall  be  situated,  which  is  not 
within  the  limits  of  any  city,  or  if  such  route,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  within  the  limits  of  a  city,  to  the  mayor  of  the  city,  for  the 
route  or  portion  thereof  within  such  city.  Five  commissioners  may 
be  appointed  pursuant  to  such  an  application  as  hereinafter  provided, 
who  shall  be  residents  of  the  county  or  city  and  who  shall  have  full 
power  as  herein  provided.  When  such  application  is  made  by  a  cor- 
poration heretofore  organized  such  commissioners  may  be  appointed 
within  thirty  days  after  presentation  of  the  same  by  such  board  of 
supervisors,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  such  mayor.  When  such 
application  is  made  by  a  corporation  hereafter  to  be  organized  under 
this  article,  such  board  of  supervisors,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  such 
mayor,  may  within  thirty  days  after  presentation  of  such  application, 
indorse  thereon  their  or  his  approval  and  direction  that  it  may  be 
presented  to  the  supreme  court  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
1 20  of  this  article,  and  such  court  may  thereupon  appoint  such  com- 
missioners. Within  ten  days  after  his  appointment  each  commis- 
sioner so  appointed  shall  take,  subscribe  and  file  the  oath  and  give 
and  file  the  bond  prescribed  by  section  121  of  this  article;  and  if 
any  one  so  appointed  shall  not  comply  with  this  requirement,  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  to  accept  such  appointment,  and 
to  have  made  a  vacancy  which  the  appointing  power  shall  fill  by 
another  appointment  as  here*  provided.  Within  fifteen  days  after 
such  appointments  shall  have  been  so  made,  the  commissioners  shall 
meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  such  county  and  complete  their 
organization  as  a  board  with  appropriate  officers.  Such  board  shall 
have  all  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  commissioners  ap- 
pointed or  authorized  to  be  appointed  under  this  article.  Before 
proceeding  to  hear  the  application  of  the  corpoiallon,  the  bo<ftiii 
shall  give  such  public  notice  as  it  may  deem  most  proper  and  effect- 
ive of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.  Within  thirty  days  after 
completing  their  organization  such  board  shall  hear  the  application

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of  the  corporation,  and  all  parties  who  may  be  interested  therein, 
and  within  sixty  days  after  their  organization  they  shall  determine 
whether  any  part  of  such  route  should  be  authorized  to  be  aban- 
doned, or  should  be^  changed  and  relocated  with  or  without  extension 
or  extensions.  If  the  board  shall  determine  that  no  abandon- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  route  should  be  allowed,  and  that 
no  change  and  relocation  of  any  part  thereof  should  be  effected, 
and  that'  no  extension  should  be  made,  the  board  shall  dismiss 
the  application.  If  the  board  shall  determine  that  an  abandonment 
of  any  portion  of  the  route  should  be  allowed,  or  that  any  change  in 
or  extension  thereof  should  be  made,  the  board  shall  proceed  to  au- 
thorize and  require  the  same  upon  such  conditions  as  to  the  board 
shall  seem  proper,  and  with  or  without  extension  of  the  remainder 
of  the  route  or  of  any  part  thereof,  by  fixing,  determining  and 
locating  the  route  or  routes  of  the  extension  or  extensions,  if  any, 
and  by  directing  the  abandonment  of  the  part  of  the  route  theretofore 
located,  but  by  the  board  allowed  to  be  abandoned,  if  any,  and  by 
fixing,  determining  and  relocating  the  part  of  the  route  theretofore 
located,  but  by  the  board  changed,  if  any;  and  the  board  shall  cause 
to  be  made  in  duplicate  a  survey  and  map  of  the  route  as  so  changed 
and  fixed,  determined  and  located.  Neither  such  corporation  nor 
any  assign  or  successor  thereof  shall  thereafter  have  any  authority, 
by  reason  of  anything  done  under  this  article  to  operate  or  construct 
any  railway  upon  any  portion  of  the  route  by  the  board  so  required 
to  be  abandoned.  The  board  shall  also  fix  and  determine  the  time 
within  which  the  railway  by  it  authorized  and  required  upon  any 
portion  of  the  route  so  changed,  shall  be  reconstructed  and  ready 
for  operation.  If  the  railway  on  any  portion  of  the  route  not  by  the 
board  changed  or  allowed  to  be  abandoned,  shall  not  have  been 
theretofore  constructed  and  made  ready  for  operation,  the  board 
may  extend,  and  fix  and  determine  anew  the  time  within  which 
such  railway  shall  be  completed,  but  such  extension  of  time  shalh 
not  be  for  a  longer  period  than  that  originally  allowed  by  law  for 
the  completion  thereof.  If  the  board  shall  have  determined  that 
any  portion  of -the  route  theretofore  located  should  be  allowed  to  be 
abandoned,  with  or  without  a  change  or  relocation  thereof  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  with  or  without  extension,  or  if  the  board  shall 
have  extended  the  time  within  which  such  railway  shall  be  com- 
pleted, the  board  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  in  accordance  with 
the  determination  so  made,  describing  the  portion  of  the  route,  if 
any  there  be,  as  so  fixed,  determined  and  located  anew,  and  the  part, 
if  any  there  be,  of  the  route  allowed  to  be  abandoned,  and  stating  the 
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period  of  time,  if  any,  by  the  board  fixed  and  determined  within 
which  such  corporation  shall  construct  and  complete  the  railway 
theretofore  authorized  or  by  it  authorized  to  be  constructed,  and 
prescribing  that  a  failure  by  the  corporation,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, to  complete  it  within  the  time,  if  any  so  limited,  shall  work  a 
forfeiture  to  the  supervisors  of  the  county  if  no  part  of  the  road  i* 
within  a  city,  or  in  any  city,  to  such  city,  of  the  rights  and  franchise? 
of  such  corporation  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  route  so  fixed, 
determined  and  located  anew,  and  with  respect  to  the  then  author- 
ized extension  or  extensions,  if  any  there  be  of  said  route,  upoD 
which  a  railway  shall  not  be  constructed  within  the  time  so  limited; 
but  the  time,  if  any,  unavoidably  consumed  by  the  pendency 
of  legal  proceedings,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  part  of  any 
period  of  time  limited  in  this  article,  and  any  recital  of  any 
forfeiture  of  any  of  the  rights  or  franchises  prescribed  by  any  com* 
missioners  heretofore  appointed,  to  be  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  be  as  effectual  for  any 
and  all  purposes  as  if  such  forfeiture  had  been  in  terms  recited  to  be 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  New  York.  Such  re- 
port shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  then 
members  of  the  board,  and  there  shall  be  thereto  annexed  the  sur- 
vey and  map  as  hereinabove  directed,  showing  the  line  and  location 
of  each  and  all  the  routes,  with  or  without  the  extension. or  exten* 
sions,  as  fixed,  determined  and  located,  and  showing  also  the  parts 
or  part,  if  any  there  shall  be,  of  the  route  or  routes  as  theretofore  fixed, 
determined  and  located,  but  by  the  board  allowed  to  be  abandoned. 
Within  ten  days  after  so  signing  such  report  the  board  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the 
duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  whereic 
such  railway  shall  be  located ;  and  thereupon  the  corporation  mak- 
ing such  application,  its  successors  or  assigns,  is  and  shall  be  author 
•ized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  steam  railway  for  thcr 
transportation  of  passengers,  mail  and  freight,  upon  the  route  oi 
routes  so  fixed,  determined  and  located,  and  in  said  report  described^ 
but  the  construction  or  operation  of  a  railway  upon  any  new  loca- 
tion or  selection  of  route  is  not  and  shall  not  be  thus  authorized  ex 
cept  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half 
in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the 
local  authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  high- 
way upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  railway 
be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners 
cannot  be  obtained,  that  the  determination  of  three  commissioners, 
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to  be  upon  application  appointed  by  the  general  term  of  the  supreme 
court,  in  the  district  in  which  such  railroad  is  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed, be  given  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested  that 
such  railway  ought  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  which  determina- 
tion, confirmed  by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of 
the  property  owners.  Such  corporation  is  and  the  successors  and 
assigns  thereof  shall  be  authorized  to  maintain  and  operate  all  the 
railroads  and  the  appurtenances  thereof  by  it  or  them  there- 
tofore constructed  upon  any  portion  of  a  route  or  routes  which  shall 
have  been  located  by  commissioners  under  this  article,  and  to 
complete  within  the  time  in  and  by  such  report  so  extended,  fixed 
and  determined  anew,  and  thereafter  to  maintain  and  operate  the 
railway  and  the  appurtenances,  upon  so  much  of  the  route  or 
routes  theretofore  fixed,  determined  and  located  as  shall  not 
have  been  so  authorized  and  required  to  be  abandoned,  and  with  the 
same  rights  and  effect,  in  all  respects,  as  if  such  extended  period  of 
time  had  been  originally  fixed  and  determined,  and  in  the  original 
certificate  of  incorporation  of  such  corporation  recited,  for  complet- 
ing such  railway  and  putting  it  in  operation.  The  other  terms  and 
conditions  in  and  by  such  certificate  mentioned  and  prescribed, 
except  as  the  same  are  hereinbefore  modified  or  may  be  modified  by 
the  board  as  hereinabove  authorized,  shall  apply  to  the  railway  herein 
authorized  to  be  constructed  and  operated  upon  the  route  or  routes 
as  so  changed,  fixed,  determined  and  located,  with  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  such  route  or  routes,  as  finally  so  changed  and  located, 
had  been  in  and  by  such  articles  or  certificates  themselves  prescribed. 
If  a  new  location  or  extension  of  route  shall  be  fixed  and  determined 
by  commissioners  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  court  pur- 
suant to  this  section,  they  shall  also  ascertain  and  determine  the 
aggregate  pecuniary  damages  arising  from  the  diminution  of  value 
of  the  property  bounded  on  that  portion  of  the  street  or  highway 
upon  the  line  of  such  new  location  or  extension  and  of  each  parcel 
of  real  property  so  bounded,  and  their  proceedings  thereupon  shall 
be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  like  notice  as  the 
proceedings  for  that  purpose  before  the  commissioners  specified  in 
section  125,  and  shall  make  to  the  supreme  court  the  report  required 
by  section  133,  and  thereupon  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as 
are  provided  for  in  such  last  named  section.  Each  commissioner 
shall  be  paid  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  of  actual  services  as  such  commissioner,  and  all  reasonable 
expenses  incurred  by  him  in  or  about  any  of  the  matters  referred  to 
such  boards  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation  making  the  application  so 
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heard  and  determined.  No  corporation  shall  be  authorized  under 
this  section  to  extend,  abandon  or  change  the  location  of  its  route, 
or  any  part  thereof,  where  the  greater  portion  of  the  route  or  routes 
is  or  shall  be  in  that  portion  of  the  city  of  New  York  south  or  west  of 
Harlem  river,  or  of  any  route  or  part  thereof  in  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, or  county  of  Kings,  or  to  construct,  extend,  abandon  or  change 
the  location  of  any  railway  or  route  for  a  railway  over,  under, 
through  or  across  any  street,  avenues,  place  or  lands  south  of  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-eighth  street  or  west  of  Third  avenue  in  that 
portion  of  the  city  of  New  York  south  or  west  of  Harlem  river,  or 
where  a  railway  might  not  by  law  be  constructed,  or  was  not  by  law 
authorized  to  be  by  a  board  of  commissioners  located  on  the  fifth 
day  of  June,  1888.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

INCREASED    DEPOSIT,  WHEN  AND  HOW  REQUIRED. 

§  137.  In  case  any  of  the  securities  deposited  in  lieu  of  money 
as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  shall  in  the 
opinion  of  the  county  treasurer  or  trust  company  with  whom  they 
may  be  deposited,  fall  below  their  actual  value  at  the  time  of  deposit, 
the  county  treasurer  or  trust  company  shall  call  upon  such  railway 
corporation  to  substitute  therefor  other  securities  equivalent  at  their 
par  or  market  value  to  the  amount  in  lieu  of  which  the  securities  for 
which  they  are  to  be  substituted  were  deposited,  and  in  case  such 
other  securities  shall  not  be  furnished,  the  county  treasurer  or  trust 
company  shall  call  upon  such  corporation  to  furnish  as  a  substitute, 
and  it  shall  so  furnish  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  amount  in  lieu 
of  which  the  securities  first  above  referred  to  were  deposited. 

TRAINS  TO  COME  TO  FULL  STOP,  ETC. 

§  138.  All  trains  upon  elevated  railroads  shall  come  to  a  full  stop 
before  any  passengers  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  such  train;  and  no 
train  on  such  railroad  shall  be  permitted  to  start  until  every  pas- 
senger desiring  to  depart  therefrom  shall  have  left  the  train,  pro- 
vided such  passenger  has  manifested  his  or  her  intention  to  so  depart 
by  moving  toward  or  upon  the  platform  of  any  car;  nor  until  every 
passenger  upon  the  platform  or  station  at  which  such  train  has 
stopped,  and  desiring  to  board  or  enter  such  cars,  shall  have  actu- 
ally boarded  or  entered  the  same,  but  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  enter  or  board  any  train  after  due  notice  from  an  auttionzed 
employe  of  such  corporation  that  such  train  is  full  and  that  no  more 
passengers  can  be  then  received.

§  139.  Every  car  used  for  passengers  upon  elevated  railroads  shall 
have  gates  at  the  outer  edge  of  its  platforms,  so  constructed  that 
they  shall,  when  opened,  be  caught  and  held  open  by  such  catch  or 
spring  as  will  prevent  their  swinging  and  obstructing  passengers  in 
their  egress  from  or  ingress  to  such  cars;  and  every  such  gate  shall 
be  kept  closed  while  the  car  is  in  motion;  and  when  the  car  has 
stopped  and  a  gate  has  been  opened,  the  car  shall  not  start  until 
such  gate  is  again  firmly  closed. 

PENALT7  FOR  VIOItATION  OF  THIS  ARTICLR 

§  140.  Any  elevated  railroad  corporation  that  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  or  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  upon 
the  petition  of  any  citizen  to  any  court  of  record,  and  upon  due 
notice  to  such  corporation,  and  proof  of  such  failure  or  neglect,  pay 
to  the  clerk  of  the  court  wherein  such  petition  was  made,  a  sum  not 
less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
as  such  court  may  direct  by  its  order.  The  sum  so  ordered  to  be 
paid  shall  be  paid  by  such  clerk  of  the  court  to  the  county  treasurer, 
and  shall  be  distributed  by  such  treasurer  equally  among  the  public 
hospitals  of  the  county  in  which  the  proceeding  is  had,  at  such  time, 
as  the  board  of  supervisors  or  board  of  aldermen  in  any  such  county 
shall  direct.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  relieve  elevated  railroad 
corporations  from  any  liability  under  which  they  may  now  be  held 
by  existing  laws  for  damages  to  persons  or  property.  {Thus 
amended  by  chap,  676,  Laws  1892.) 

SECTIONS  TO  BB  PRINTED  AND  POSTED. 

§  141.  The  officers  and  board  of  directors  of  such  railroad  corpo- 
rations shall  cause  copies  of  sections  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  one  hundred  and  forty  to  be  printed 
conspicuously  and  posted  in  the  depots  or  stations  and  in  each  car 
belonging  to  them. 

EXTENSION  OF  TIMR 

§  142.  The  time  within  which  any  act  is  required  to  be  done  under 
this  article  may  be  extended  by  the  supreme  court  for  good  cause 
shown,  for  one  year,  and  but  one  extension  will  be  granted.  Any 
company  that  has  heretofore  constructed  or  is  now  operating  an  ele- 
vated railroad  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly  incorporated,  not- 
withstanding any  failure  on  the  part  of  commissioners  to  insert  in 
its  articles  of  association  provisions  complying  with  statutory

8IONERS. 

§  150.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers, consisting  of  three  competent  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
experienced  in  railroad  business,  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  each  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  shall  have  qualified.  A  commissioner  shall  in 
like  manner  be  appointed  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any 
commissioner;  and  when  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
any  commissioner,  a  commissioner  shall  in  like  manner  be  appointed 
for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  the  senate  shall  not  be  in  session 
when  the  vacancy  occurs,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  commissioner 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  senate  when  con- 
vened. 

SUSPENSION  FROM  OFFICB 

g  151.  Any  commissioner  may  be  suspended  from  ot&cehf  the 
governor  upon  written  charges  preferred.  The  governor  shall  re- 
port such  suspension  and  the  reasons  therefor  to  the  senate  at  the 
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beginning  of  the  next  ensuing  session,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  senate 
shall  approve  the  action  of  the  governor,  such  commissioner  shall 
be  removed  from  office  and  his  office  become  vacant. 

SBCRZST ART  AND  MARHHATi  OF  BOARD. 

§  152.  The  board  shall  have  a  secretary  and  a  marshal  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  it  and  serve  during  its  pleasure.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board, 
and  be  the  custodian  of  its  records,  and  file  and  preserve  at  its  gen- 
eral office  all  books,  maps,  documents  and  papers  intrusted  to  his 
care,  and  be  responsible  to  the  board  for  the  same.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  board  he  shall  be  its  chief  executive  officer,  shall 
have  general  charge  of  its  office,  superintend  its  clerical  business, 
conduct  its  correspondence,  be  the  medium  of  its  decisions,  recom- 
mendations, orders  and  bequests*,  prepare  for  service  such  papers 
and  notices  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  commissioners,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  and  he  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  pertaining  to  the  duties 
of  his  office.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  designate  from  time  to 
time  one  of  the  clerks  appointed  by  the  board  to  act  as  assistant 
secretary  during  his  absence  from  the  county  of  Albany,  and  the 
clerk  so  designated  for  the  time  designated  shall  within  the  county 
of  Albany  only,  possess  the  powers  conferred  by  this  section  upon 
the  secretary  of  the  board.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  534,  Laws  1892.) 
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§  153.  The  board  may  also  appoint,  to  serve  during  its  pleasure, 
the  following  officers  or  any  of  them :  An  accountant,  who  shall  be 
thoroughly  skilled  in  railroad  accounting,  and  who  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  board,  make  examinations  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  railroad  and  other  corporations,  and  supervise  the  quarterly 
and  annual  reports  made  by  the  railroad  corporations  to  the  board, 
and  collect  and  compile  railroad  statistics,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  An  inspector,  who  shall  be  a 
civil  engineer,  skilled  in  railroad  affairs ;  also,  an  inspector,  who  shall  be 
an  expert  in  electrical  railroad  affairs,  each  of  whom  shall  make  such 
inspections  of  railroads  and  other  matters  relating  thereto,  as  directed  by 
the  board,  and  report  to  it.  Such  additional  clerical  force  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business.  The  board  may  also  em- 
ploy engineers,  accountants  and  other  experts  whose  services  they  may 
deem  to  be  of  temporary  importance  in  conducting  any  investigation 
authorized  by  law.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  456,  Laws  of  1896.)

§  154.  Each  commissioner,  and  every  person  appointed  to  office 
by  the  board,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.  No  person  shall 
be  appointed  to  or  hold  the  office  of  commissioner  or  be  appointed  by 
the  board  to,  or  hold  any  office,  place  or  position  under  it  who  holds 
any  official  relation  to  any  railroad  corporation,  or  owns  stock 
or  bonds  therein,  or  who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily  interested  it 
any  firm  or  corporation  having  business  relations  with  any  such  cor- 
poration. 

PRINCIPAL  OmCB  AND  MEHnNGB  OP  BOARD. 

§  155.  The  principal  office  of  the  board  shall  be  at  the  city  of 
Albany,  in  rooms  designated  by  the  capitol  commissioners,  and  it 
may  have  a  branch  office  at  the  city  of  New  York,  and  one  at  the 
city  of  Buffalo;  and  the  board,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  shall  meet  at 
least  once  a  month  during  the  year  at  the  office  in  Albany.  The 
board  shall  have  an  official  seal,  to  be  prepared  by  the  secretary  of 
state  in  accordance  with  law,  and  its  offices  shall  be  supplied  with 
necessary  postage,  stationery,  office  furniture  and  appliances  to  be 
paid  for  as  other  expenses  authorized  by  this  article,  and  it  shall  have 
prepared  for  it  by  the  state  the  necessary  books,  maps  and  statistics, 
incidentally  necessary  for  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 

QUORUM  OF  BOARD. 

§  156.  Two  of  the  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  any  business,  or  the  performance  of  any  duty  of 
the  board  and  may  hold  meetings  thereof  at  any  time  or  place  within 
the  state.  All  examinations  or  investigations  made  by  the  board 
may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  one  of  the  commissioners 
or  the  secretary  of  the  board,  by  the  order  of  the  board,  and  the 
proceedings  and  decisions  of  such  single  commissioner  or  secretary, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  proceedings  and .  decisions  of  the  board, 
when  approved  and  confirmed  by  it.  {TAus  amended  by  chap.  534, 
Laws  1892.) 

aSNERAL  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  BOARD. 

§  157.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  its  duties,  so  far  as  necessary  to  enable  it  to  dis- 
charge such  duties,  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  railroads 
and  shall  examine  the  same  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  condition, 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated  for  the  security  and  ac- 
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commodation  of  the  public  and  their  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  their  charters  and  of  law.  The  commissioners  or  either  of  them 
in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties  may  enter  and  remain  dur- 
ing business  hours  in  the  cars,  offices  and  depots,  and  upon  the  rail- 
roads of  any  railroad  corporation  within  the  state,  or  doing  busi- 
ness therein ;  and  may  examine  the  books  and  affairs  of  any  such 
corporation  and  compel  the  production  of  books  and  papers  or  copies 
thereof,  and  the  board  may  cause  to  be  subpoenaed  witnesses,  and 
if  a  person  duly  subpoenaed  fails  to  obey  such  subpoena  without  rea- 
sonable cause,  or  shall  without  such  cause  refuse  to  be  examined,  or 
to  answer  a  legal  or  pertinent  question,  or  to  produce  a  book  or  pa- 
per, which  he-  is  directed  by  subpoena  to  bring,  or  to  subscribe  his 
deposition  after  it  has  been  correctly  reduced  to  writing,  the  board 
may  take  such  proceedings  as  are  authorized  by  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  upon  the  like  failure  or  refusal  of  a  witness  subpoenaed  to 
attend  the  trial  of  a  civil  action  before  a  court  of  record  or  a  referee 
appointed  by  such  court.  The  board  shall  also  take  testimony  upon, 
and  have  a  hearing  for  and  against  any  proposed  change  of  the  law 
relating  to  any  railroad  or  of  the  general  railroad  law,  if  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  legislature  or  by  the  committee  on  railroads  of  the 
senate  or  the  assembly,  or  by  the  governor,  and  may  take  such  tes- 
timony and  have  such  a  hearing  when  requested  to  do  so  by  any 
railroad  corporation,  or  incorporated  organization  representing  agri- 
cultural or  commercial  interests  in  the  state,  and  shall  report  their 
conclusions  in  writing  to  the  legislature,  committee,  governor,  cor- 
poration or  organization  making  such  request;  and  shall  recommend 
and  draft  such  bills  as  will  in  its  judgment  protect  the  people's  inter- 
est in  and  upon  the  railroads  of  this  state. 

REPORTS  OF  RAILROAD  CORPORATZONa 

§  158.  The  board  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  report  required 
by  the  railroad  law  to  be  made  by  railroad  corporations,  and  may 
from  time  to  time  make  such  changes  and  additions  in  such  form, 
giving  to  the  corporation  six  months  notice  before  the  expiration  of 
any  fiscal  year,  of  any  changes  or  additions  which  would  require  any 
alteration  in  the  method  or  form  of  keeping  their  accounts,  and  on 
or  before  September  fifteenth  in  each  year,  shall  furnish  a  blank  form 
for  such  report.  When  the  report  of  any  corporation  is  defective, 
or  believed  to  be  erroneous,  the  board  shall  notify  the  corporation 
to  amend  the  same  within  thirty  days.  The  originals  of  the  reports, 
subscribed  and  sworn  to  as  prescribed  by  law,  shall  be  preserved  in 

the  office  of  the  board.

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IM  VUBTlOATIOl?  OF  ACCIDEITTS. 

§159.  The  board  shall  investigate  the  cause  of  any  accident  on 
any  railroad  resulting  in  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons,  which  in 
their  judgment  shall  require  investigation  and  include  the  result 
thereof  in  their  annual  report  to  the  legislature.  Before  making  any 
such  examination  or  investigation,  or  any  investigation  or  examina- 
tion under  this  article,  reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  cor- 
poration, person  or  persons  conducting  and  managing  such  railroad 
of  the  time  and  place  of  commencing  the  same.  The  general  superin- 
tendent or  manager  of  every  railroad  shall  inform  the  board  of  any 
such  accident  immediately  after  its  occurrence.  If  the  examination 
of  the  books  and  affairs  of  the  corporation,  or  if  witnesses  in  its  em- 
ploy, shall  be  necessary  in  the  course  of  any  examination  or  investi- 
gation into  its  affairs,  the  board,  or  a  commissioner  thereof,  shall  sit 
for  such  purpose  in  the  city  or  town  of  this  state  where  the  principal 
business  office  of  the  corporation  is  situated  if  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  corporation;  but  the  board  may  require  copies  of  books  and 
papers,  or  abstracts  thereof,  to  be  sent  to  them  to  any  part  of  this 
state. 

RECOMMENDATIONS    OF    BOARD,    "WHEBB    LAW    HAS    BEEN 
VIOIaATED. 

§  160.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  it  shall  appear  that  any 
railroad  corporation  has  violated  any  constitutional  provision  or  law, 
or  neglects  in  any  respect  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  law  by 
which  it  was  created,  or  unjustly  discriminates  in  its  charges  for  ser- 
vices, or  usurps  any  authority  not  granted  by  law,  or  refuses  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  law,  or  with  any  recommendation 
of  the  board,  it  shall  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  corpora- 
tion, and  if  the  violation,  neglect  or  refusal  is  continued  after  such 
notice,  the  board  may  forthwith  present  the  matter  to  the  attorney- 
general,  who  shall  take  such  proceedings  thereon  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  public  interests. 

RECOBCMENDATIONS  OF  BOARD,  WHEN  REPAIRS  OR  OTHER 


§  161.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  after  a  careful  personal  ex- 
amination of  the  same,  it  shall  appearthat  repairs  are  necessary  upon 
any  railroad  in  the  state,  or  that  any  addition  to  the  rolling  stock, 
or  any  addition  to  or  change  of  the  station  or  station-houses,  or  that 
additional  terminal  facilities  shall  be  afforded,  or  that  any  change 
of  the  rates  of  fare  for  transporting  freight  or  passengers  or  in  the 
mode  of  operating  the  road  or  conducting  its  business^  is  reasonable 
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and  e^tpedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and 
accommodation  of  the  public,  the  board  shall  give  notice  and  infor- 
mation in  writing  to  the  corporation  of  the  improvements  and  changes 
which  they  deem  to  be  proper,  and  shall  give  such  corporation  an 
opportunity  for  a  full  hearing  thereof,  and  if  the  corporation  refuses 
or  neglects  to  make  such  repairs,  improvements  and  changes,  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  such  information  and  hearing,  and  fails  to 
satisfy  the  board  that  no  action  is  required  to  be  taken  by  it,  the 
board  shall  fix  the  time  within  which  the  same  shall  be  made, 
which  time  it  may  extend.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation, 
person  or  persons  owning  or  operating  the  railroad  to  comply  with 
such  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  board  as  are  just  and 
reasonable.  If  it  fails  to  do  so  the  board  shall  present  the  facts  in 
the  case  to  the  attorney-general  for  his  consideration  and  action, 
and  shall  also  report  them  in  its  annual  or  in  a  special  report  to  the 
legislature. 

ZaEQAL  EFFECT  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  ACTION  OF  THE 
BOARD. 

§  162.  No  examination,  request  or  advice  of  the  board,  nor  any 
investigation  or  report  made  by  it,  shall  have  the  effect  to  impair  in 
any  manner  or  degree  the  legal  rights,  duties  or  obligations  of  any 
railroad  corporation,  or  its  legal  liabilities  for  the  consequence  of  its 
acts,  or  of  the  neglect  or  mismanagement  of  any  of  its  agents  or 
employes.  The  supreme  court  at  special  term  shall  have  power  in 
its  discretion,  in  all  cases  of  decisions  and  recommendations  by  the 
board  which  are  just  and  reasonable  to  compel  compliance  therewith 
by  mandamus,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  general  term  and  the  court 
of  appeals,  and  upon  such  appeal,  the  general  term  and  the  court  of 
appeals  may  review  and  reverse  upon  the  facts  as  well  as  the  law. 
[Thus  amended  by  chap.  676,  Laws  1892.) 

CORPORATIONS  MUST  FURNISH  NECBSSAR7  INFORMATION. 

§  163.  Every  railroad  corporation  shall,  on  request,  furnish  the 
board  any  necessary  information  required  by  them  concerning  the 
rates  of  fare  for  transporting  freight  and  passengers  upon  its  road 
and  other  roads  with  which  its  business  is  connected,  and  the  con- 
dition, management,  and  operation  of  its  road,  and  shall,  on  re- 
quest, furnish  to  the  board  copies  of  all  contracts  and  agreements, 
leases  or  other  engagements  entered  into  by  it  with  any  person  or 
corporation.  The  commissioners  shall  not  give  publicity  to  such  in- 
formation, contracts,  agreements,  leases  or  other  engagements,  if, 
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in  their  judgment,  the  public  interests  do  not  require  it,  or  the  wel- 
fare and  prosoerity  of  railroad  corporations  of  the  state  might  be 
thereby  injuriously  affected.

ATTmrDANCB  OF  WlTHiMSBS  AND  THEIR  FfmB 

§  164.  All  subpoenas  shall  be  issued  by  the  president  of  the  board, 
or  by  any  two  members  thereof,  and  may  be  served  by  any  person 
of  full  age  authorized  by  the  board  to  serve  the  same.  The  fees  of 
witnesses  before  the  board  shall  be  two  dollars  for  each  day's  attend- 
ance, and  five  cents  for  every  mile  of  travel  by  the  nearest  generally 
traveled  route  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  where  the 
attendance  of  the  witness  is  required,  and  the  fees  shall  be  audited 
and  paid  by  the  comptroller  on  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  the 
commission. 

FEES  TO  BE  CHAROED  AND  COLLECTED  BT  THE  BOARD. 

§  165.  The  board  shall  charge  and  collect  the  following  fees :  For 
copies  of  papers  and  records  not  required  to  be  certified,  or  other- 
wise authenticated  by  the  board,  ten  cents  for  each  folio  of  one  hun- 
dred words;  for  certified  copies  of  official  documents  filed  in  its 
office,  fifteen  cents  for  each  folio,  and  one  dollar  for  every  certifi- 
cate under  seal  affixed  thereto ;  for  each  certified  copy  of  the  quar- 
terly report  made  by  a  railroad  corporation  to  the  board,  fifty 
cents;  for  each  certified  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  board,  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents;  for  certified  copies  of  evidence  and  proceed- 
ings before  the  board,  fifteen  cents  for  each  folio.  No  fees  shall  be 
charged  or  collected  for  copies  of  papers,  records  or  official  docu- 
ments, furnished  to  public  officers  for  use  in  their  official  capacity, 
or  for  the  annual  reports  of  the  board  in  the  ordinary  course  of  dis- 
tribution. All  fees  charged  and  collected  by  the  board  belong  to 
the  people  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  accompanied 
with  a  detailed  statement  thereof  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  to 
the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOARD. 

§  166.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  which  shall  contain: 

1 .  A  record  of  their  meetings  and  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings 
during  the  preceding  year. 

2.  The  result  of  any  examination  or  investigation  conducted  by 
them. 

3.  Such  statements,  facts  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the 
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actual  workings  of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in  its  bear- 
ing upon  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  state,  and  such  sugges- 
tions as  to  the  general  railroad  policy  of  the  state,  of  the  amend- 
ment of  its  laws,  or  the  condition,  affairs  or  conduct  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  as  may  seem  to  them  appropriate. 

4.  Drafts  of  all  bills  submitted  by  them  to  the  legislature  and  the 
reasons  therefor. 

5.  Such  tables  and  abstracts  of  all  the  reports  of  all  the  railroad 
corporations  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

6.  A  statement  in  detail  of  the  traveling  expenses  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  commissioners,  their  clerks,  marshal  and  experts. 

Five  hundred  copies  of  the  report  with  the  reports  of  the  railroad 
corporations  of  the  state,  in  addition  to  the  regular  number  pre- 
scribed by  law,  shall  be  printed  as  a  public  document  of  the  state, 
bound  in  cloth  for  the  use  of  the  commissioners,  and  to  be  distributed 
by  them  in  their  discretion  to  railroad  corporations  and  other  per- 
sons interested  therein. 

CBRTIFIBD  COPIES  OF  PAPERS  FILED  TO  BE  EVIDENCE. 

§  167.  Copies  of  all  official  documents  filed  or  deposited  accord- 
ing to  law  in  the  office  of  the  board,  certified  by  a  member  of  the 
board  or  the  secretary  thereof  to  be  true  copies  of  the  originals  un- 
der the  official  seal  of  the  board,  shall  be  evidence  in  like  manner 
as  the  originals. 


§  168.  No  railroad  commissioner  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
solicit  or  request  from,  or  recommend  to  any  railroad  corporation, 
or  any  officer,  attorney  or  agent  thereof,  the  appointment  of  any 
person  to  any  place*  or  position,  nor  shall  any  railroad  corporation, 
its  attorney  or  agent,  offer  any  place,  appointment  or  position  or 
other  consideration  to  such  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  nor  to 
any  clerk  or  employe  of  the  commissioners  or  of  the  board ;  neither 
shall  the  commissioners  or  either  of  them,  nor  their  secretary ,  clerks, 
agents,  employes  or  experts,  accept,  receive  or  request  any  pass 
from  any  railroad  in  this  state,  for  themselves  or  for  any  other  per- 
son, or  any  present,  gift  or  gratuity  of  any  kind  from  any  railroad 
corporation;  and  the  request  or  acceptance  by  them,  or  either  of 
them,  of  any  such  place  or  position,  pass,  presents,  gifts  or  other 
gratuity  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  office  of  the  commissioner  or 
commissioners,  secretary,  clerk  or  clerks,  agent  or  agents,  employe 
or  employes,  expert  or  experts,  requesting  or  accepting  the  same.

§  169.  The  annual  salary  of  each  commissioner  shall  be  eight 
thousand  dollars;  of  the  secretary,  six  thousand  dollars;  of  the 
marshal,  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  of  the  accountant  and  of  the 
inspector  such  sum  as  the  board  may  fix,  not  exceeding  three  thousand 
dollars  each ;  of  the  clerical  force  such  sums  respectively  as  the  board 
may  fix.  In  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  the  commission- 
ers, their  officers,  clerks  and  all  experts  and  agents  whose  services 
aFc  deemed  temporarily  of  importance,  shall  be  transported  over  the 
railroads  in  this  state  free  of  charge  upon  passes  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  state,  and  the  commissioners  shall  have  reimbursed  to 
them  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  and  disbursements  of  them- 
selves, their  officers,  clerks  and  experts,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate five  hundred  dollars  per  month.  All  salaries  and  disbursements 
shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  comptroller,  and  paid  monthly 
by  the  state  treasurer  upon  the  order  of  the  comptroller  out  of  the 
funds  provided  therefor.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  534,  Laws  1892.) 

TOTAL  ANNUAL  EXPENSE  TO  BE  BORNE  B7  RAILROADS. 

§  170.  The  total  annual  expense  of  the  board  authorized  by  law, 
excepting  only  rent  of  offices  and  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding 
the  annual  reports  of  the  board  as  provided  by  law,  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  thousand  dollars;  and  shall  be  borne  by  the  several  corpora- 
tions owning  or  operating  railroads  according  to  their  means,  to  be 
apportioned  by  the  comptroller  who,  on  or  before  July  first  in  each 
year,  shall  assess  upon  each  of  such  corporations  its  proportion  of 
such  expenses,  one-half  in  proportion  to  its  net  income  for  the  fiscal 
year  next  preceding  that  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  one- 
half  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  its  main  road  and  branches,  except 
that  each  corporation  whose  line  of  road  lies  partly  within  and  partly 
without  the  state,  shall  in  respectof  its  net  income  be  assessed  on  a  part 
bearing  the  same  proportion  to  its  whole  net  income  that  the  line  of 
its  road  within  the  state  bears  to  the  whole  length  of  road,  and  in 
respect  of  its  main  road  and  branches  shall  be  assessed  only  on  that 
part  which  lies  within  the  state.  Such  assessment  shall  be  collected 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  cor- 
porations.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  456,  Laws  1896.) 

APPLICATION  OF  THIS  ARTICLR 

§  171.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  all  railroads 
within  the  state,  and  the  corporations,  receivers,  trustees,  directors

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or  others,  owning  or  operating  the  same  or  any  of  them,  and  to  all 
sleeping  and  drawing  room  car  corporations,  and  to  all  other  assoi 
ciations,  partnerships  or  corporations  engaged  in  transporting  paS' 
sengers  or  freight  upon  any  such  railroad  as  lessee  or  otherwise. 


§  172.  The  railroad  commissioners  may  in  their  discretion  act  as 
judges  to  award  prizes  which  may  be  offered  by  any  responsible  per- 
son for  improvements  in  machinery  or  appliances  for  operating  rail- 
roads.    (This  section  added  by  chap,  452,  Laws  1894.)

Sections  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New 

York  Relating  to  Railroads, 


Article  I. — Section  i8.  The  right  of  action  now  existing  to  re- 
cover damages  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  shall  never  be  abro- 
gated; and  the  amount  recoverable  shall  not  be  subject  to  any 
statutory  limitation. 

Article  III. — Section  i8.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  a 
private  orTocal  bill  in  any  of  the  following  cases: 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  the  right 
to  lay  down  railroad  tracks. 

Granting  to  any  private  corporation,  association  or  individual 
any  exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever. 

The  legislature  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the  cases 
enumerated  in  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  which  in  its  judg- 
ment may  be  provided  for  by  general  laws.  But  no  law  shall 
authorize  the  construction  or  operation  of  a  street  railroad  except 
upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in 
value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local 
authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  a  street  or  high- 
way upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  railroad 
be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such  property  owners 
cannot  be  obtained,  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court, 
in  the  department  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed,  may, 
upon  application,  appoint  three  commissioners  who  shall  determine, 
after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  such  railroad  ought 
to  be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determination,  confirmed 
by  the  court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property 
owners. 

Article  VII. — Section  7,  The  lands  of  the  state,  now  owned 
or  hereafter  acquired,  constituting  the  forest  preserve  as  now 
fixed  by  law,  shall  be  forever  kept  as  wild  forest  lands.  They 
shall  not  be  leased,  sold  or  exchanged,  or  be  taken  by  any  cor- 
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poration,  public  or  private,  nor  shall  the  timber  thereon  be  sol 
removed  or  destroyed. 

Article  VIII. — Section  i.  Corporations  may  be  formed  undei 
general  laws;  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for 
municipal  purposes,  and  in  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
legislature,  the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under 
general  laws.  All  general  laws  and  special  acts  passed  pursuant  to 
this  section  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time  or  repealed. 

§  2.  Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such  individual 
liability  of  the  corporators  and  other  means  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  3.  The  term  corporations  as  used  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  all  associations  and  joint-stock  companies  having 
any  of  the  powers  or  privileges  of  corporations  not  possessed  by 
individuals  or  partnerships.  And  all  corporations  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  sued  in  all  courts  in  like  cases 
as  natural  persons. 

Article  XIII. — Section  5.  No  public  officer,  or  person  elected 
or  appointed  to  a  public  office,  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  ask,  demand,  accept,  receive  or  consent  to 
receive  for  his  own  use  or  benefit,  or  for  the  use  or  benefit  of 
another,  any  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege  or 
discrimination  in  passenger,  telegraph  or  telephone  rates,  from  any 
person  or  corporation,  or  make  use  of  the  same  himself  or  in  con- 
junction with  another.  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  for- 
feit his  office  at  the  suit  of  the  attorney-general.  Any  corpora- 
tion, or  officer  or  agent  thereof,  who  shall  offer  or  promise  to  a 
public  officer,  or  person  elected  or  appointed  to  a  public  office,  any 
such  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege  or  discrimina- 
tion, shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  liable  to 
punishment  except  as.  herein  provided.  No  person,  or  officer  or 
agent  of  a  corporation  giving  any  such  free  pass,  free  transporta- 
tion, franking  privilege  or  discrimination  hereby  prohibited,  shall 
be  privileged  from  testifying  in  relation  thereto,  and  he  shall  not  be 
liable  to  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  therefor  if  he  shall  testify  to 
the  giving  of  the  same.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  rural  cemetery  associations. 


MO  STREET,  ROAD,  AVENUE  OR  THOROUOEDPARB  TO  BE  I»AID 
OUT  THROUGH  A  CEMBTER7. 

§  10.  The  cemetery  lands  and  property  of  any  associatioD  formed 
pursuant  to  this  act,  and  any  property  held  in  trust  by  it  for  any 
of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  public  taxes,  rates  and  assessment,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  be 
sold  on  execution,  or  be  applied  in  payment  of  debts  from  any  individual 
proprietor.  But  the  proprietors  of  lots  or  plots  in  such  cemeteries,  their 
heirs  or  devisees,  may  hold  the  same  exempt  therefrom,  so  long  as  the 
same  shall  remain  dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  a  cemetery,  and  during 
that  time  no  street,  road,  avenue  or  thoroughfare  shall  be  laid  out 
through  such  cemetery,  or  any  part  of  the  lands  held  by  such  association 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  without  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  such  as- 
sociation, except  by  special  permission  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State. 
{Thus  amended  fy  chapter  31,  Laws  of  1877.  All  the  rest  of  the  Act 
repealed  by  the  Membership  Corporation  Law.)

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  construction  of  roads  and  streets  across  railroad 

tracks. 

LATINO    OUT  STREETS   OR    HIOHWATS    ACROSS     RAHiROAD 


Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  authorities  of  any  city,  village 
or  town  in  this  state,  who  are  by  law  empowered  to  lay  out  streets  and 
highways,  to  lay  out  any  street  or  highway  across  the  track  of  any  rail- 
road now  laid  or  which  may  hereafter  be  laid,  without  compensation  to 
the  corporation  owning  such  railroad ;  but  no  such  street  or  highway 
shall  be  actually  opened  for  use  until  thirty  da3rs  after  notice  of  such  lay- 
ing out  has  been  served  personally  upon  the  president,  vice-prestdent, 
treasurer  or  a  director  of  such  corporation. 
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RAILROAD  CORPORATIONS  TO  CAUSB  8TREBT  IiAID  OUT 
ACROSS  THEIR  TRACK  TO  BE  TAKEN  AT  MOST  CONVEN- 
lENT  PLACE  FOR  PUBLIC  TRAVEL. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  railroad  corporation,  across  whose 
track  a  street  or  highway  shall  be  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  immediately  after 
the  service  of  said  notice,  to  cause  the  said  street  or  highway  to  be  taken 
across  their  track,  as  shall  be  most  convenient  and  useful  for  public 
travel,  and  to  cause  all  necessary  embankments,  excavation  and  other 
work  to  be  done  on  their  road  for  that  purpose;  and  all  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  in  relation  to 
crossing  streets  and  highways,  already  laid  out,  by  railroads,  and  in  rela- 
tion to  cattle-guards  and  other  seciurities  and  facilities  for  crossing  such 
roadSy  shall  apply  to  streets  and  highways  hereafter  laid  out. 

PENALT7  FOR  NEGLECT  OR  REFUSAL. 

§  3.  If  any  railroad  corporation  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  thirty 
days  after  the  service  of  the  notice  aforesaid,  to  cause  the  necessary  work  to 
be  done  and  completed,  and  improvements  made  on  such  streets  or  high- 
ways across  their  road,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  every  subsequent  day's  neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  by  the 
officers  laying  out  such  street  or  highway,  to  be  expended  on  the  same ; 
but  the  time  for  doing  said  work  may  be  extended,  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days,  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  street  or  high- 
way, or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  situated,  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  said 
work  cannot  be  performed  within  the  time  limited  by  this  act. 

This  act  has  been  repealed  by  the  provisions  of  the  grade  crossing 
law,  sections  60-69  of  the  Railroad  Law.    (158  N.  Y,  p.  410.) 

OHAP.  228,  LAWS  OP  1857. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  payment  of  fare  upon  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral Railroad. 

Section  i.  The  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  at  every  sta- 
tion on  its  road  where  a  ticket  office  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished, shall  keep  the  same  open  for  the  sale  of  tickets  at  least  one  hour 
prior  to  the  departure  of  each  passenger  train  from  such  station ;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  require  said  company  to  keep  such  office 
open  between  nine  o'clock  p.  m.  and  five  o'clock  a.  m.,  except  at 
Albany,  Schenectady,  Utica,  Syracuse,  Rochester,  Buffalo  and  Sus- 
pension Bridge,  which  shall  be  kept  open  as  hereinbefore  required 
between  five  o'clock  a.  h.  and  eleven  o'clock  p.  m. 
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§  2.  If  any.  person  shall  at  any  station,  where  a  ticket  office  is  estab- 
lished and  open,  enter  the  cars  of  said  company,  as  a  passenger  thereon, 
without  having  first  purchased  a  ticket  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  company  to  demand  and  receive  from  such  person  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  cents  in  addition  to  thenisual  rate  of  fare  for  the  dis- 
tance such  person  may  desire  to  be  transported. 

OHAP.  474,  LAWS  OP  1855. 

AN  ACT  for  the  protection  of  emigrants,  second-class,  steerage  and 

deck  passengers. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  companies,  associations  and 
persons,  hereafter  undertaking  to  transport  or  convey,  or  engaged  in 
transporting  or  conveying,  by  raihoad,  steamboat,  canal  boat  or  propeller, 
any  immigrant,  second-class,  steerage  or  deck  passenger  from  the  city, 
bay,  or  harbor  of  New  York,  to  any  point  or  place,  distant  more  than 
ten  miles  therefrom,  or  from  the  cities  of  Albany,  Troy  and  Buffalo,  the 
town  or  harbor  of  Dunkirk,  or  the  Suspension  Bridge,  to  any  other  place 
or  places,  to  deliver  to  the  mayors  of  the  city  of  New  York,  Albany,  Troy 
and  Buffalo,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  and  every  year, 
a  written  or  printed  statement  of  the  price  or  rates  of  fare  to  be  charged 
by  such  company,  association  or  person,  for  the  conveyance  of  such 
immigrant,  second-class,  steerage  and  deck  passengers  respectively,  and 
the  price  per  hundred  pounds  for  the  carriage  of  the  luggage,  and  the 
weight  of  luggage  to  be  carried  free,  of  such  passengers  from  and  to  each 
and  every  place,  from  and  to  which  any  such  company,  assodation,  or 
person  shall  undertake  to  transport  and  convey  such  passengers ;  and 
such  prices  or  rates  shall  not  exceed  the  prices  and  rates  charged  by  the 
company,  association  or  person,  after  the  time  of  delivering  such  state- 
ment to  the  said  mayors,  and  such  statement  shall  also  contain  a  partic- 
ular description  of  the  mode  and  route  by  which  such  passengers  are  to 
be  transported  and  conveyed,  specifying  whether  it  is  to  be  by  railroad, 
steamboat,  canal  boat  or  propeller,  and  what  part  of  the  route  is  by  each, 
and  also  the  class  of  passage,  whether  by  immigrant  trains,  second-class, 
steerage  or  deck  passage.  In  case  such  companies,  association  or 
person  shall  desire  thereafter  to  make  any  change  or  alteration  in  the 
rates  or  prices  of  such  transportation  and  conveyance,  they  shall  deliver 
to  said  mayors  respectively  a  similar  statement  of  the  prices  and  rates  as 

altered  and  changed  by  them ;  but  the  rates  and  prices  so  changed  and 
altered  shall  not  be  charged  or  received  until  five  days  after  the  delivery 
of  the  statement  thereof  to  the  said  mayors  respectively. 

§  2.  Every  ticket,  receipt  or  certificate  which  shall  be  made  or  issaed 
by  any  company,  association  or  person,  for  the  conveyance  of  any  immi- 
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grant,  second-class,  steerage  or  deck  passengers,  or  as  evidence  of  their 
having  paid  for  a  passage,  or  being  entitled  to  be  conveyed  from  either 
or  any  of  the  points  or  places  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  mentioned  to 
any  other  place  or  places,  shall  contain  or  have  endorsed  thereon  a 
printed  statement  of  the  names  of  the  particular  railroad  or  railroads,  and 
of  the  line,  or  lines  of  steamboats,  canal  boats  and  propellers,  or  of  the 
particular  boats  or  propellers,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  are  to  be  used  in 
the  transportation  and  conveyance  of  such  passengers,  and  also  the  price 
or  rate  of  fare  charged  or  received  for  the  transportation  and  conveyance 
of  any  such  passenger  or  passengers  with  his  or  their  luggage. 

§  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  demand  or 
receive,  or  bargain  for  the  receipt  of  any  greater  or  higher  price  or  rate 
of  fare  for  the  transportation  and  conveyance  of  any  such  immigrant, 
second-class,  steerage  or  deck  passengers  with  their  luggage,  or  either, 
from  either  or  any  of  the  points  or  places  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
mentioned,  to  any  other  point  or  place,  than  the  prices  or  rates  contained 
in  the  statements  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  mayors  of  the  cities  of 
New  York,  Albany,  Troy  and  Buffalo,  and  said  commissioners,  respec- 
tively, as  in  the  said  first  section  provided  for,  or  the  price  or  rates  which 
shall  be  established  and  fixed  for  the  transportation  and  conveyance  of 
such  passengers  and  their  luggage,  or  either  by  the  proprietors  or  agents 
of  the  line  or  lines,  or  means  of  conveyance,  by  which  such  passenger  or 
passengers  and  their  luggage  are  to  be  transported  or  conveyed.  In  all 
cases  each  immigrant  over  four  years  of  age  conveyed  by  railroad  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  seat  with  permanent  back  to  the  same,  and  when 
conveyed  by  steamboat,  propeller  or  canal  boat,  shall  be  allowed  at  least 
two  and  one-half  feet  square  in  the  clear  on  deck.  Such  deck  shall  be 
covered  and  made  water  tight  overhead,  and  shall  be  properly  protected 
at  the  outsides,  either  by  curtains  or  partitions,  and  shall  be  properly 
ventilated. 

§  4.  Any  company,  association,  person  or  persons  violating  or  neglect- 
ing to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  first  or  second  sections 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  this  state.  •  *  *  *      .       *

AN  ACT  to  regulate  processions  and  parades  in  the  cities  of  the 

state  of  New  York. 

NO  FBOCESSIOK  OB  PAKADE  TO  INTEBFEBJB  WITH  FREE  PAS- 
SAGE 07  CABS  UPOir  STREET  BAXLWAYS. 

Section  i.  No  procession  or  parade  shall  use  any  street  upon 
the  surface  of  which  is  a  railway  track  or  tracks  by  marching  upon 
the  said  track  or  tracks,  and  a  free  passage  of  cars  upon  railway 
tracks  shall  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  formation,  halt  or  march 
of  any  such  procession  or  parade,  or  of  the  persons  composing  it. 
Whenever  any  procession  shall  find  it  necessary  to  march  across  a 
railway  track,  the  portion  of  said  procession  which  in  so  marching 
is  likely  to  stop  the  passage  of  any  car  or  cars  upon  said  track, 
shall   come   to   a   halt   in   order  to   permit   said   car  to   proceed. 


PENALTY. 

§  4.  Every  person  willfully  violating  any  provision  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  with  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

PERSONAL  LIABILITY  OF  STOCKHOLDERS;  NOTICE;  TUCB  FOB 
COMMENCINa  ACTION. 

§  8.  Each  and  all  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  debts  due  or  owing  to  any  of  its 
laborers  or  servants,  other  than  contractors,  for  personal  service 
for  ninety  days'  service,  or  less  than  ninety  days'  service,  performed 
for  such  corporation,  but  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor, 
before  an  execution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in 
part  against  the  corporation,  and  the  amount  due  on  such  execution 
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shall  be  the  amount  recoverable  with  costs  against  such  stockhold- 
ers; before  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  charge  such  stockholders 
for  such  ninety  days'  service,  or  less  than  ninety  days'  service,  he 
shall  give  notice  in  writing,  within  twenty  days  after  the  perform- 
ance of  such  service,  that  he  intends  to  so  hold  him  liable,  and 
shall  commence  such  action  therefor  within  thirty  days  after  the 
return  of  such  execution  unsatisfied,  as  above  mentioned ;  and  every 
s"ch  stockholder  against  whom  any  such  recovery  by  such  laborer 
or  servant  shall  have  been  had,  shall  have  a  right  to  recover  the 
same  of  the  other  stockholders  in  such  corporation  in  ratable  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  the  stock  they  shall  respectively  hold  with 
himself.

§  3.  In  suits  brought  by  or  against  a  corporation  created  by  or 
under  any  statute  of  this  state,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove 
on  the  trial  of  the  cause  the  existence  of  such  corporation,  unless 
the  defendant  shall  have  alleged  in  the  answer  in  the  action  that  the 
plaintiffs  or  defendants,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  not  a  corporation, 
nor  unless  the  allegations  in  the  answer  that  the  defendant  is  not  a 
corporation  be  verified  under  oath  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  actions  in  courts  of  record.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  a  change  in  certain  cases,  of  the  time  for 

holding  elections  in  railroad  companies. 

COMPANIES  MAY  CHAKGE  TIME  FOR  HOLDING  ELECTIONS. 

Section  i.  Any  railroad  company,  the  time  for  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  directors  in  which  is  now  fixed  for  any  day  in  the  month 
of  June,  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy  thereof  to  that  effect,  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  such  proceedings,  certified  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  company  under  its  corporate  seal,  change  the  time  for 
holding  such  annual  election  to  any  day  in  the  month  of  April; 
provided,  however,  that  the  first  election  held  under  such  resolution 
shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  April  which  shall  precede  the  time 

which  such  election  would  otherwise  have  been  held. 
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OHAP.  452,  LAWS  OF  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  corporations  owning  canals  to  construct  and  oper- 
ate railroads  alongside  of  or  in  lieu  thereof. 

OORPORATION  OWNING  CANAL  MATT  CONSTRUCT  RAILROAD. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  of  this  state  owning 
and  operating  a  canal  to  construct  and  operate  along  or  in  lieu  of  such 
canal  a  railroad,  and  the  exercise  of  the  authority  hereby  conferred  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  forfeit  or  impair  its  corporate  rights  under  its  charter 
or  act  of  incorporation. 

CORPORATE  POWERS. 

§  2.  Such  company,  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  any  such 
railroad  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  have,  possess  and  enjoy  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  contained  in  an  act  endded  "  An  act  to  author- 
ize the  formation  of  railroad  corporations  and  to  regulate  the  same," 
passed  April  2,  1850,  and  the  several  acts  amending  the  same,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  provisions  so  far  as  relates  to  any 
powers  or  privileges  by  this  act  upon  said  company  conferred  and  here- 
after exercised. 

NOT  AUTHORIZED  TO  CONSTRUCT  RAILROAD  INAinr  OTHER 
LOCAIiITT. 

§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  authorize  the  construction  of 
any  railroad  except  upon  or  along  such  canal  owned  and  operated  by  any 
such  company,  and  not  in  any  other  locality. 

OHAP.  378,  LAWS  OP  1883. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  receivers  of  corporations. 

APPLICATION  FOR  APPOINTMENT  OF  RECEIVER,  WHERB  MADE 

Section  i.  Every  application  hereafter  made  for  the  appointment  of 
a  receiver  of  a  corporation,  other  than  applications  made  by  the  attorney- 
general  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  state,  shall  be  made  at  a  spedal 
term  of  the  supreme  court,  held  in  and  for  the  judicial  district  in  which 
the  principal  business  office  of  the  corporation  is  located ;  and  all  such 
applications  made  by  the  attorney-general  shall  be  made  in  the  judicial 
district  in  which  the  action  in  which  the  appointment  is  sought  is  triable; 
and  any  action  or  proceeding  hereafter  brought  by  the  attorney-general 
on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  state  against  any  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  its  dissolution,  the  appointment  of  a  receiver^  or  the 
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sequestration  of  its  property,  may  be  brought  in  any  county  of  the  state, 
to  be  designated  by  the  attomey-generaL  {Tkus  ameyidedby  chap.  282, 
Laws  of  1896.) 

OOMPBNBATION. 

§  2.  Every  receiver  shall  be  allowed  to  receive,  as  compensation  for 
his  services  as  such  receiver,  five  per  centum  for  the  first  $100,000  re- 
ceived and  paid  out,  and  two  and  a  half  per  centum  on  all  sums  received 
and  paid  out  in  excess  of  the  said  $100,000.  But  no  receiver  shall  be 
allowed  or  shall  receive,  from  such  percentages  or  otherwise,  for  his 
services  for  any  one  year,  any  greater  sum  or  compensation  than  $12,000, 
nor  for  any  period  less  than  one  year  more  than  at  the  rate  of  $12,000 
per  year,  provided  that  where  more  than  one  receiver  shall  be  appointed, 
the  compensation  herein  provided  shall  be  divided  between  such  receivers.

ORDER    APPOINTINa    RECEIVER    TO    DESIGNATE    FIiACE    OF 


§  3.  All  orders  appointing  receivers  of  corporations  shall  designate 
therein  one  or  more  places  of  deposit,  wherein  all  funds  of  the  corpora- 
tion not  needed  for  immediate  disbursement  shall  be  deposited,  and  no 
deposits  or  investments  of  such  trust  funds  shall  be  made  elsewhere, 
except  upon  the  order  of  the  court  upon  due  notice  given  to  the  attorney- 
general 

DUTIES  OF  RECEIVER 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  receiver  of  an  insurance,  banking  or 
railroad  corporation,  or  trust  company,  to  present  every  six  months  to  the 
special  term  of  the  supreme  court,  held  in  the  judicial  district  wherein  the 
place  of  trial  or  venue  of  the  action  or  special  proceeding  in  which  he 
ivas  appointed  may  then  be,  on  the  first  day  of  its  first  sitting,  after  the 
expiration  of  such  six  months,  and  to  file  a  copy  of  the  same,  if  a  receiver 
of  a  bank  or  trust  company,  with  the  bank  superintendent ;  if  a  receiver 
of  an  insurance  company,  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance;  and  in 
each  case  with  the  attorney-general,  an  account  exhibiting  in  detail  the 
receipts  of  his  trust,  and  the  expenses  paid  and  incurred  therein  during 
the  preceding  six  months ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  receiver  of 
the  character  specified  in  this  section  to  pay  to  any  attorney  or  counsel  any 
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costs,  fees  or  allowances  until  the  amounts  thereof  shall  have  been  stated  to 
the  special  term  in  this  manner,  as  expenses  incurred,  and  shall  have  been 
approved  by  that  court,  by  an  order  of  the  court  duly  entered ;  and  any 
such  order  shall  be  the  subject  of  review  by  the  appellate  division  and 
the  court  of  appeals  on  an  appeal  taken  therefrom  by  any  party  aggrieved 
thereby.  Of  the  intention  to  present  such  account,  as  aforesaid,  the 
attorney-general,  and  also  the  surety  or  sureties  on  the  official  bond  of 
such  receiver,  shall  be  given  eight  days'  notice  in  writing ;  and  the  attorney- 
general  shall  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  such  receiver  at  least 
once  every  twelve  months.     ( Thus  amended  by  chap.  139,  Laws  of  1896.)

§  5.  In  case  of  the  intervention  of  any  policy  holder  or  depositor,  by 
permission  of  the  court,  such  policy  holder  or  depositor  shall  defray  the 
legal  expenses  thereof,  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  costs  or  fees 
to  any  attorney  of  such  policy  holder  or  depositor.

§  7.  The  attorney-general  may,  at  any  time  he  deems  that  the  intoests 
of  the  stockholders,  creditors,  policyholders,  depositors  or  other  beneficiaries 
interested  in  the  proper  and  speedy  distribution  of  the  assets  of  any  insol- 
vent corporation  will  be  subserved  thereby,  make  a  motion  in  the  supreme

§  8.  A  copy  of  all  motions  and  all  motion  papers,  and  a  copy  of  any

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  suit 
is  brought,  to  issue,  upon  the  request  of  the  receiver,  subpoenas  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  the  nature,  extent 
and  location  of  the  property  of  said  corporation,  and  to  give  evidence 
concerning  any  claim  which  may  be  presented  by  any  creditor  against  the 
estate  of  such  corporation,  which  subpoenas  shall  be  served  in  like  man- 
ner as  in  civil  actions,  and  the  fees  of  the  witness  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
now  established  by  law  in  such  actions.

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  payment  of  fares  upon  railroads. 

EXTRA  FARE  MAY  BE  EXACTED  T77HEN    NO  TICKET   IS  PUR- 
CHASED ;  REBATE  TICKET  TO  BE  ISSUED  THEREFOR 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  company  owning  or  operating 
a  steam  railroad  in  this  state  to  demand  and  collect  an  excess  charge 
of  ten  cents  over  the  regular  or  established  rate  of  fare,  from  any 
passenger  who  pays  fare  in  the  car  in  which  he  or  she  may  have  taken 
passage,  except  where  such  passage  is  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any 
incorporated  city  in  this  state ;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  company  to  give  to  any  passenger  paying  such  excess  a 
receipt  or  other  evidence  of  such  payment,  and  which  shall  legibly  state 
that  it  entitles  the  holder  thereof  to  have  such  excess  charge  refunded 
upon  the  delivery  of  the  same  at  any  ticket  office  of  said  company,  upon 
the  line  of  their  railroad,  and  said  company  shall  refund  the  same  upon 
demand;  and  provided,  further,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
passenger  taking  passage  from  a  station  or  stopping  place  when  tickets 
cannot  be  purchased  during  half  an  hour  previous  to  the  schedule  time 
for  the  departure  of  said  train  on  which  such  passenger  takes  passage.

the  tracks  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  same,  and  the  same  constantly  maintained  in 
good  order  and  condition  by  said  railroad  company,  and  the  railroad  or 
corporation  constructing  the  same  shall  agree  thereto,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  board  of  supervisors  to  require  from  said  railroad  or  cor- 
poration, or  other  person,  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties  as  a  guarantee, 
and  conditioned  for  the  performance  of  their  agreement,  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  such  bond  to  be  renewed  in 
case  the  sureties,  or  any  of  them,  in  its  judgment,  shall  become  insuffi- 
cient 
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CHAP.  566,  LAWS  OF  1890. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  transportation  corporations,  excepting  rail- 
roads, constituting  chapter  forty  of  the  general  laws. 


XaCXSTINa  BOTITES  AND  EXTENSIONS. 

§  23.  Any  corporation  incorporated  under  any  law  of  this  state 
heretofore  enacted  which  owns  and  operates  a  lawfully  established 
stage  route  which  has  been  continuously  operated  by  such  com- 
pany or  its  predecessors  in  title  to  such  route  for  five  years  last 
past  in  any  city  of  the  first-class,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  extend  its  existing  routes  at  any  time  or  times  and  to 
operate  the  same  as  extended  with  stages  and  omnibuses  pro- 
pelled by  electricity  or  any  other  motive  power,  in  and  upon  any 
streets  and  highways  of  such  city,  without  further  or  other  author- 
ity, proceeding,  or  consent  required  under  any  act,  general,  public, 
private  or  local;  provided,  however,  that  such  extensions  shall  not 
become  valid  until  they  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the  state 
board  of  railroad  commissioners,  who,  on  giving  their  approval, 
shall  make  a  certificate  of  such  extension  or  extensions  of  route  as 
approved,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
such  extension  is  located.  Such  company,  on  filing  in  said  offices 
an  acceptance  of  the  extensions  specified  in  such  certificate  and 
on  operating  such  extensions,  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  a 
fare  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  passenger  for  a  continuous  ride 
over  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  routes  owned  or  operated  by 
it,  and  shall  pay  a  license  fee  to  the  city  in  which  it  operates  equal 
to  the  charge  now  in  force  for  licensing  similar  stages  and  omni- 
buses, and  shall  also  pay  to  the  comptroller  or  other  chief  fiscal 
offider  of  said  city  five  per  centum  per  annum  of  its  gross  receipts 
from  the  operation  of  said  routes.  {Added  by  chap.  657,  Lxi>ws 
1900.) 

GBOSSINQS. 

§  33.  Whenever  any  tramway,  constructed  by  any  such  corpora- 
tion, shall  cross  a  railroad,  highway,  turnpike,  plank-road  or  canal, 
such  tramway  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free 
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use  of  such  railroad,  highway,  turnpike,  plank-road  or  canal  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

BJUXBOAB,  TimNPIKE,  FLAITK-BOAD  AKD  HIGHWAY  GROSS- 
INQS. 

§  43.  Whenever  any  line  of  pipe  of  any  such  corporation  shall  nec- 
essarily cross  any  railroad,  highway,  turnpike  or  plank-road,  such 
line  of  pipe  shall  be  made  to  cross  under  such  railroad,  highway, 
turnpike  or  plank-road  and  with  the  least  injury  thereto  practicable^ 
and  unless  the  right  to  cross  the  same  shall  be  acquired  by  agree- 
ment, compensation  shall  be  ascertained  and  made  to  the  owners 
thereof,  or  to  the  public  "in  case  of  highways,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  condemnation  law,  but  no  exclusive  title  or  use  shall 
be  so  acquired  as  against  any  railroad,  turnpike  or  plank-road  corpo- 
ration, nor  as  against  the  rights  of  the  people  of  this  State  in  any 
public  highway,  but  the  rights  acquired  shall  be  a  common  use  of  tlie 
lands  in  such  manner  as  to  be  of  the  least  practical  injury  to  such 
railroad,  turnpike  or  plank-road  consistent  with  the  use  thereof  by 
such  pipe  line  corporation,  nor  shall  any  such  corporation  take  or 
use  any  lands,  fixtures  or  erections  of  any  railroad  corporation,  or 
have  the  right  to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  title  or  use,  or  right 
to  run  along  or  upon  the  lands  of  any  such  corporation,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  directly  crossing  the  same  when  necessary. 


The  Highway  Law. 


OHAP.  568,  LAWS  OP  1890. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  highways,  constituting  chapter  nineteen  of 

the  general  laws. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  OVERSEERS.  ;     | 

Section  20.    Each  overseer  of  highways  in  every  town  shall 

1.  Repair  and  keep  in  order  the  highways  within  his  district. 

2.  Warn  all  persons  and  corporations  assessed  to  work  on  the 
highways  in  his  district,  to  come  and  work  thereon. 

3.  Cause  the  noxious  weeds  within  the  bounds  of  the  highway 
within  his  district,  to  be  cut  down  or  destroyed  twice  in  each  year, 
once  before  the  first  day  of  July,  and  again  before  the  first  day  of 
September;  and  the  requisite  labor  therefor  shall  be  considered 
highway  work. 

4.  Collect  all  fines  and  commutation  money,  and  execute  all  law- 
ful orders  of  the  commissioners. 

5.  Cause  all  loose  stone  lying  in  the  beaten  track  of  every  high- 
way within  his  district, to  be  removed  once  in  every  month,  from  the 
first  day  of  April  until  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  year. 
Stones  so  removed  shall  not  be  thrown  into  the  gutter,  nor  into  the 
grass  adjoining  such  highways,  but  they  shall  be  conveyed  to  some 
place,  from  which  they  will  not  work  back  or  be  brought  back  into 
the  track  by  the  use  of  road  machines  or  other  implements  used  in 
repairing  such  highways.     ( Thiis  amended  by  chap.  35  2,  Laws  it/"  1898.) 

6.  Cause  the  monuments  erected  or  to  be  erected,  as  the  bound- 
aries of  highways,  to  be  kept  up  and  renewed,  so  that  the  extent  of 
such  highway  boundaries  may  be  publicly  known. 

•  ••••'••  • 

§  62.  Every  person  and  corporation  shall  work  the  whole  num- 
ber of  days  for  which  he  or  it  shall  have  been  assessed,  except 
such  days  as  shall  be  commuted  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
day,  and  such  commutation  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  overseers 
of  the  highways  of  the  district  in  which  the  labor  shall  be  assessed, 
within  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time,  when  the  person 
or  corporation  is  required  to  appear  and  work  on  the  highways; 
but  any  corporation  must  pay  its  commutation  money  to  the  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  the  town,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
overseers  of  the  districts,  respectively,  in  which  the  labor  commuted 
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for  was  assessed  except  in  the  counties  of  Rensselaer,  Chemung, 
Onondaga,  Columbia,  Otsego,  Chautauqua,  Chenango,  Madison, 
Wayne,  Erie,  Franklin,  Sullivan,  Tioga,  Saratoga,  Broome,  Orange, 
Ontario,  Genesee,  Essex,  Schenectady,  Livingston,  Schuyler,  Mon- 
roe, Oneida,  Niagara,  Orleans  and  Jefferson  where  such  com- 
mutation money  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
of  each  year  to  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  highways  of 
the  town  in  which  the  labor  shall  be  assessed,  and  such  commuta- 
tion money  shall  be  expended  by  the  commissioner  or  commis- 
sioners of  highways  upon  the  roads  and  bridges  of  the  town  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  town  board.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  153, 
Laws  1900.) 

NOXIOirS  WSED6  IK  HIGBWAY. 

§  70.  Every  person  or  corporation,  owning  or  occupying,  under 
a  lease  for  one  or  more  years,  any  lands,  abutting  upon  any  highway, 
shall  cause  all  noxious  weeds,  briers  and  brush  growing  upon  such 
lands  within  the  bounds  of  the  highway,  to  be  cut  or  destroyed  be- 
tween the  fifteenth  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  July,  and  between 
the  fifteenth  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of  September,  in  each 
and  every  year ;  but  boards  of  supervisors  may  fix  a  different  period 
or  periods,  for  such  cutting  or  destruction  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties. No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  any  noxious 
weeds,  or  the  seeds  of  such  weeds,  within  the  bounds  of  any  public 
highway.  Any  willful  violation  of  this  section,  shall  subject  the 
person  or  corporation  so  offending  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  f<M" 
each  offense.    {Thus  amended  by  chap,  681,  Laws  1899.) 

PAJCAjGES  ABSBSSEB,  and  costs  to  be  AtrBITKD. 

§  93.  All  damages  to  be  agreed  upon,  or  which  may  be  finally 
assessed,  and  costs  against  the  town,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  laid 
before  the  board  of  town  auditors,  or  in  towns  not  having  a  board  of 
town  auditors,  before  the  town  board,  to  be  audited  with  the  charges 
of  the  commissioners,  justices,  surveyors  or  other  persons  or  officers 
employed  in  making  .the  assessment,  and  for  whose  services  the 
town  shall  be  liable,  and  the  amount  shall  be  placed  upon  the  town 
abstract  and  levied  and  collected  in  the  town  in  which  the  highway 
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IS  situated,  and  the  money  so  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  of  such  town,  who  shall  pay  to  the  owner  the 
sum  assessed  to  him,  and  appropriate  the  residue  to  satisfy  the 
charges  aforesaid.    (Thus  amended  by  chap,  io6,  Laws  of  1898.) 


HIGHWAYB  ABANDONED. 

§  99.  Every  highway  that  shall  not  have  been  opened  and  worked 
within  six  years  from  the  time  it  shall  have  been  dedicated  to  the 
use  of  the  public,  or  laid  out,  shall  cease  to  be  a  highway ;  but  the 
period  during  which  any  action  or  proceeding  shall  have  been,  or 
shall  be  pending  in  regard  to  any  such  highway,  shall  form  no  part 
of  such  six  years ;  and  every  highway  that  shall  not  have  been  trav- 
elled or  used  as  a  highway  for  six  years,  shall  cease  to  be  a  high- 
way, and  every  public  right  of  way  that  shall  not  have  been  used 
for  said  period  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  as  a  righl  of  way.  The 
commissioners  of  highways  shall  file,  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in 
the  town  clerk's  office  of  the  town,  written  description,  signed  by 
them,  of  each  highway  and  public  right  of  way  so  abandoned,  and 
the  same  shall  thereupon  be  discontinued.  (Thus  amended  by  chap. 
622,  Laws  1899.) 


WHEN  8CHEDXJXES  TO  BE  POSTED. 

§  174.  Every  person  licensed  to  operate  or  control  any  ferry  in 
this  state,  or  between  this  state  and  any  other  state,  operating  from 
or  to  a  city  of  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  shall  post  in  a 
conspicuous  and  accessible  position  outside  and  adjacent  to  each 
entrance  to  such  ferry,  and  in  at  least  four  accessible  places,  in 
plain  view  of  the  passengers  upon  each  of  the  boats  used  on  such 
ferry,  a  schedule  plainly  printed  in  the  English  language,  of  the 
rates  of  ferriage  charged  thereon,  and  authorized  by  law  to  be 
charged  for  ferriage  over  such  ferry.  If  any  such  person  shall  fail 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  shall  post  a  false 
schedule,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  (Thus  amended  by 
chap,  313,  Laws  1900.) 


198  General  Acts  Relating  to  Railroads. 

OHAP.  267.  LAWS  OF  1891. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  change  of  gauge  on  railroads  and  to  provide 
for  an  increase  of  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness. 

Section  i.  Any  railroad  company  incorporated  under  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  entitled 
**An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations  and  to 
regulate  the  same,"  and  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto,  may  change  the  gauge  of  its  road  on  consent  of  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  and  approval  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
railroad  company  owning  three-fourths  in  amount  of  the  capital 
stock,  said  approval  of  said  stockholders  to  be  made  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  called  for  that  purpose; 
and  upon  like  consent  of  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  and 
upon  like  approval  of  the  stockholders  of  said  railroad  company 
owning  three-fourths  in  amount  of  the  said  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  the  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  railroad 
company  may  be  increased  to  an  amount  necessary  to  make  such 
change  of  gauge  and  to  provide  for  the  operating  expenses  of  said 
railroad,  notwithstanding  restrictions  or  limitations  contained  in  the 
original  certificate  of  incorporation  of  said  railroad  company. 

OHAP.  294,  LAWS  OP  1891. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  elevated  railways  in  cities. 

WHZnr  XSLEVATED  ROAD  MA7  ABANDON  PART  OF  nS  ROUTE; 
PROCEEDINGHSI  IN  SUCH  CASE. 

Section  i.  Any  company  operating  an  elevated  railway  or  rail- 
ways in  any  city  of  this  state  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
mails  or  freight,  and  which,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
have  built  and  operated  six-tenths  of  its  route  as  set  forth  and  em- 
bodied in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  may  declare  relinqinshed*  and 
abandoned  any  portion  of  its  said  route,  which  it  may  deem  no 
longer  necessary  for  the  successful  operation  of  its  road  and  the 
convenience  of  the  public.  Such  declaration  of  abandonment,  to  be 
valid,  shall  be  adopted  by  the  board  of  directors,  under  the  seal  of 
such  company,  and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  thereof 
at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  same  into  consider- 
ation. Due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  meeting, 
and  stating  the  object  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  company  to  its 
stockholders  by  written  or  printed  notices  addressed  to  each  of  the 
persons  in  whose  name  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  stands 
on  the  books  thereof,  at  the  address  of  such  persons  as  stated  on 

*  So  in  the  O'  iginal. 
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the  books,  or  as  known  to  the  secretary  of  the  company,  and  deliv-. 
ered  or  mailed  to  such  persons  or  legal  representatives  of  such  per- 
sons, respectively,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  of  holding 
the  meeting  of  such  company,  and  also  by  a  general  notice  published 
daily  for  at  least  four  weeks  in  some  newspaper  last  designated  for 
the  publication  of  the  session  laws  or  of  judicial  proceedings  and 
legal  notices  in  the  county  where  the  route  of  such  company  is  lo- 
cated ;  and  at  the  said  meeting  of  stockholders  the  declaration  of 
the  said  directors  shall  be  considered  and  a  vote  by. ballot  taken 
for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  same,  each  share  entitling  the 
holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  and  said  ballots  shall  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  cast 
in  person  or  by  proxy  at  said  meeting  shall  be  for  the  adoption  of 
said  declaration  of  abandonment,  then  that  fact  shall  be  certified 
thereon  by  the  secretary  of  the  company  under  the  seal  thereof,  and 
the  declaration  so  adopted  shall  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the 
state  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  and  if  approved  by  them,  such 
approval  shall  be  endorsed  thereon,  and  the  said  declaration  so  cer> 
tified  and  endorsed  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  and  from  the  time  of  such  filing  such  portion  of 
said  route  designated,  in  such  declaration  of  such  company  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  abandoned.  A  copy  of  such  declaration  of  abandon- 
ment, duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of  state,  under  his  official  seal, 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  facts 
which  it  recites,  and  of  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  resulting 
in  such  abandonment. 

OHAP.  360,  LAWS  OP  1891. 

AN  ACT  to  confer  upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the 
state  of  New  York  authority  to  compel  the  lighting  and  ventilation 
of  all  tunnels  within  this  state  which  are  used  by  steam  railroads. 

Section  i.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state  of 
New  York  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  given  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  require  and  compel  all  tunnels  used  or  to  be  used 
by  railroads  operated  by  steam  in  this  state  to  be  properly  ventilated 
in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  and  mechanical  appliances  as  said 
board  of  railroad  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  may  direct. 

§  2.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  of  this  state  are  also 
hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  given  full  and  complete  authority 
to  require  and  compel  all  tunnels  used,  or  to  be  used  by  railroads 
operated  by  steam  in  this  state,  to  be  properly  lighted  by  electricity 
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or  otherwise,  or  by  such  means  or  in  such  manner  as  said  board  of 
railroad  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  may  direct. 

§  3.  Whenever  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  this  state^ 
or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  cause  to  be  personally  served  upon  any 
railroad  corporation  controlling  any  tunnel,  or  part  of  a  tunnel,  in 
this  state  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  railroad  or  moving,  hauling 
or  propelling  cars  therein  by  steam  by  delivering  a  copy  personally 
to  the  president,  general  manager  or  any  director  of  said  corporation 
of  a  notice  or  order,  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  stating  and  specifying  the  structures  to  be  erected, 
the  manner,  means,  mechanical  appliance  and  apparatus  to  be  used 
in  lighting  or  ventilating  any  tunnel  or  tunnels  used  by  said  corpora- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  moving,  hauling  or  propelling  cars  by  steam 
therein  as  aforesaid,  said  corporation  shall,  within  thirty  days  from 
and  after  the  service  of  said  notice  or  order  as  aforesaid,  cause  said 
tunnel  or  tunnels  so  used  by  it  as  aforesaid  to  be  lighted  or  venti- 
lated, or  both,  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  and  use  of  the  me- 
chanical apparatus  and  appliances  specified  and  pointed  out  in  said 
notice  or  order. 

§  4.  After  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  service  of  said 
order  or  notice  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  as  therein  directed, 
if  said  corporation  shall  not  have  fully  complied  with  the  provisions 
and  requirements  of  said  notice  or  order  as  aforesaid  and  as  therein 
directed  and  required,  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  said  board,  may  apply  to  the  supreme  court  of  this  state 
for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  said  corporation  or  corporations 
so  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
said  order  or  notice  to  comply  with  and  obey  the  provisions  and  re- 
quirements of  said  notice  or  order,  and  said  court  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  said  matter,  and,  after 
giving  the  corporation  or  corporations  proceeded  against  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  in  its  or  their  defense,  to  compel  said  corporation 
or  corporations  so  proceeded  against  to  obey  said  order  or  notice, 
and  forthwith  comply  with  and  carry  out  the  provisions  and  require- 
ments therein  contained. 

§  5.  Every  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  indicted  therefor,  and 
may  be  compelled  to  appear  and  plead  to  an  indictment  therefor  in 
the  person  of  its  president,  secretary,  treasurer  or  any  director 
thereof,  and  a  bench  warrant  may  issue  out  of  any  competent  court 
to  compel  such  attendance  and  pleading,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of, punished  by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  an  additional  fine

of  five  hundred  dollars  a  day  for  each  and  every  day  or  part  of  a  day 
after  thirty  days  from  the  due  service  of  said  notice  or  order  that 
said  corporation  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  and  carry  out  the 
requirements  and  provisions  of  the  same,  and  duly  sentenced  to  pay 
the  same. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  prosecuting  any 
corporation  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  that 
shall  be  convicted  thereof  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  therefor,  to 
cause  a  judgment-roll  to  be  made  up,  consisting  of  the  indictment 
orders  and  sentence  of  the  court  and  a  formal  judgment,  to  be  pre- 
pared by  him,  which  judgment  shall  be  duly  signed  by  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  said  trial  took  place  ;  said  judgment-roll  shall 
be  filed  by  said  county  clerk  and  said  judgment  shall  be  duly  recorded 
in  the  book  of  judgments  in  said  county  and  duly  entered  and 
•docketed  by  said  county  clerk  in  said  county  the  same  as  if  said 
judgment  had  been  obtained  in  a  civil  action,  and  said  judgment  so 
duly  entered  and  docketed  shall  become  and  be  a  lien  upon  all  of  the 
real  estate  of  said  corporation  against  which  the  same  is  obtained, 
and  the  collection  thereof  may  be  enforced  by  execution  to  be  issued 
and  signed  by  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  where  the  trial  of 
said  indictment  took  place,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  executions  are  collected  in  civil  action. 

§7.  In  cities  in  this  state  having  a  population  of  one  million  in- 
"habitants  or  over,  where  tunnels  are  or  may  hereafter  be  operated 
or  controlled  by  any  railroad  corporation  such  portions  of  any 
mechanical  or  other  devices  or  appliances  as  may  be  required  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  to  be  constructed  on  or  above  the  surface 
of  any  streets,  avenues  or  other  places  under  which  such  tunnels 
may  be  built,  shall  be  subject  as  to  form,  material  and  construction, 
to  the  approval  of  the  local  authorities  of  such  cities,  except  that  in 
the  city  of  New  York  such  approval  shall  be  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  mayor,  the  comptroller,  the  commisioner  of  public  works  and 
the  president  of  the  department  of  public  parks  of  said  city. 
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CHAP.  604,  LAWS  OF  1892. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  street  surface  railroad  companies  organized 
under  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four. 

Section  i.  Any  street  railroad  company  now  organized  under 
chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-four,  which  shall  have  heretofore  constructed  and  is  now 
operating  any  extension  or  branch  of  its  railroad  along  any  streets 
or  highways  or  portion  thereof  within  any  county  named  in  its  arti- 
cles of  association,  in  a  city  not  exceeding  in  population  fifty  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  and  shall  heretofore  have  obtained  the  consent  of 
the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  and  the 
consent  also  of  the  local  authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of 
a  street  or  highway  upon  which  it  has  constructed  or  operated  such 
railroad,  is  hereby  authorized  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same  re- 
spectively in  like  manner  and  as  fully  as  if  the  said  streets  and  high- 
ways, or  portions  thereof,  were  fully  named  and  described  in  its  arti- 
cles of  association,  and  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state  a  certificate  signed  by  its  board  of  directors,  which  certificate 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  names  of  cities,  towns,  villages  and 
counties,  and  the  names  or  descriptions  of  the  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  in  which  such  extension  or  branch  has  been  constructed,, 
the  places  from  and  to  which  the  same  has  been  constructed  and 
is  to  be  maintained  and  operated,  and  the  length  thereof,  as  near 
as  may  be;  thereupon  the  said  extensions  and  branches  shall  be 
deemed  and  considered  a  part  of  the  lines  of  railway  of  such  cor- 
poration from,  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof,  with  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  the  same  were  fully  named  and  described  in  its 
original  articles  of  association,  and  all  corporate  action  relating  to 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  extensions  or 
creating  liens  upon  the  same  by  the  said  corporation,  are  hereby 
validated  and  confirmed. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  or  impair  any 
vested  right  or  any  pending  litigation.

CHAP.  711,  LAWS  OF  1892. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  and  limit  the  hours  of  service  on  railroads. 

§  4.  Any  railroad  company  or  corporation,  or  any  officer,  agent 
or  employe  of  any  such  company  or  corporation,  violating  or  per- 
mitting the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.

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CHAP.  238,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  filing  amended  affidavits  to  certificates  of 

incorporation  of  railroad  companies. 

Section  i.  Where  it  does  not  appear  by  the  affidavit  indorsed 
on  or  annexed  to  any  certificate  of  incorporation  filed  under  the 
railroad  law,  that  the  amount  of  capital  stock  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  said  law  to  be  paid  in  good  faith  and  in  cash  to  the 
directors  named  in  such  certificate  has  been  so  paid,  and  where  such 
payment  has  been  made  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  an  affidavit 
of  at  least  three  of  the  directors  named  in  said  certificate,  stating  that 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  required  by  said  railroad  law  to  be  paid 
in  good  faith  and  in  cash  to  the  directors  named  in  the  certificate 
has  been  so  paid,  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
which  affidavits  shall  be  annexed  to  said  certificate,  and  upon  such 
filing,  said  certificate  shall  for  all  purposes  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  said  affidavit  had  been  annexed  thereto  when  said  cer- 
tificate was  filed.

CHAP.  239,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  in  delation  to  the  intersections  and  crossings  of  the  tracks 
and  roadbeds  of  certain  railroads  laid  in,  across  or  upon  the 
highways,  streets,  avenues  or  roads  of  the  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  the  state. 

Section  i.  Whenever  the  railroad  or  route  of  any  street  surface 
railroad  corporation  shall  intersect  and  cross,  or  shall  cross  the 
tracks  and  roadbed  of  any  railroad,  operated  by  locomotive,  steam  or 
other  power,  which  are  laid  in,  across  or  upon  the  surface  of  any 
street,  avenue,  road  or  highway  in  any  city,  town  or  village  of  the 
state,  having  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  and  such 
street  surface  railroad  corporation  having  been  unable  to  agree  with 
the  corporation  owning  the  tracks  and  roadbed  so  intersected  or  to 
be  intersected  and  crossed,  as  to  the  line  or  lines,  grade  or  grades, 
points  or  manner  of  such  intersection  and  crossing,  or  upon  the 
compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  shall  have  applied  to  the  court 
by  petition  to  appoint  commissioners  to  determine  the  same,  the 
court  shall  upon  application  made  by  such  street  surface  railroad 
corporation,  at,  or  after,  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  such  com- 
missioners, or  if  an  answer  to  the  petition  of  such  street  surface 
railroad  corporation  has  been  interposed,  at  any  time  thereafter, 
direct  that  such  street  surface  railroad  corporation  be  permitted  to 
lay  its  tracks  across  and  to  intersect,  upon  the  surface  of  the  street, 
avenue,  road  or  highway,  the  tracks  and  roadbed  of  such  railroad 
operated  by  locomotive,  steam,  or  other  power,  provided,  such 
street  surface  railroad  corporation  shall  at  the  time  of  obtaining 
such  order  make  and  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  its  bond  or 
undertaking  in  writing,  in  an  amount  and  with  surety  or  sureties  to 
be  approved  by  the  court,  conditioned  for  the  full  and  faithful  per- 
formance by  such  street  surface  railroad  corporation  of  any  and  all 
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conditions  and  requirements  which  may  be  imposed  by  said  commis- 
sioners and  be  affirmed  by  the  court,  in  determining  the  line  or  lines, 
grade  or  grades,  points  or  manner  of  such  intersection  and  crossing 
and  as  to  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  also 
conditioned  to  conform  such  crossing  and  intersection  made  by 
virtue  of  such  order  of  the  court  to  the  requirements  made  by  said 
commissioners  as  affirmed  by  the  court. 

§  2.  No  street  surface  railroad  shall  be  allowed  to  lay  its  tracks 
at  grade  across  the  tracks  or  roadbed  of  any  railroad  operated  by 
locomotive  steam  power  at  any  point  where  there  are  three  or  more 
tracks  of  the  steam  road  proposed  to  be  crossed,  which  tracks  have 
been  constructed  and  in  operation  at  least  two  years,  unless  the 
written  consent  of  the  state  railroad  commissioners  be  first  obtained 
for  such  crossing  at  grade.  But  this  section  shall  not  aflFect  the 
operation  of  section  one  of  this  act  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  now 
pending  nor  any  renewals  of  said  pending  suit  or  proceeding 
brought  for  any  cause.

CHAP.  338,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two, 
three,  four,  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws. 


BSGULATIOKS  AND  THE  ENPOBOITUEKT  THEBS07. 

§  65.  The  commissioner  may  prescribe  such  regulations  as  in 
his  judgment  may  be  thought  suited  for  the  suppression  or  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  any  such  disease,  and  for  the  disinfection 
of  all  premises,  buildings,  railway  cars,  vessels  and  other  objects 
from  or  by  means  of  which  infection  or  contagion  may  take  place 
or  be  conveyed.  He  may  alter  or  modify,  from  time  to  time,  as 
he  may  deem  expedient,  the  terms  of  all  notices,  orders  and  regu- 
lations issued  or  made  by  him,  and  mav  at  anv  time  cancel  or  with- 
draw  the  same.  He  may  call  upon  the  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff,  to 
carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  notice,  order  or  regu- 
lation which  he  may  make,  and  all  such  sheriffs  and  deputy  sher- 
iffs shall  obey  and  observe  all  orders  and  instructions  which  they 
may  receive  from  him  in  the  premises.  If  the  commissioner  shall 
quarantine  any  particular  district  or  territory  for  the  purpose  of 
stopping  or  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  known  as  rabies 
and  if  any  dog  be  found  loose  within  the  said  quarantine  district 
in  violation  of  said  quarantine  or  regulation,  any  person  may 
kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  such  dog  and  shall  not  be  held  to  be 
liable  for  damages  for  such  killing.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  118, 
Laws  1900.) 
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CHAP.  543,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  to  promote  the  safety  of  railway  employes  by  compelling 
the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with  continuous  power  or  air  brakes, 
and  locomotives  with  driving-wheel  brakco. 

Section  i.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  com- 
pany to  use  within  the  state  on  its  line  or  lines  any  locomotive 
engine  not  equipped  with  a  power  driving  wheel  brake  and  appli- 
ances for  operating  the  train  brake  system. 

§  2.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight,  the  use  of  cars  known  and  designated  as 
"  coal  jimmies  "  in  any  form  shall  be  unlawful  within  the  state, 
except  upon  any  railroad  whose  main  line  is  less  than  fifteen  miles 
in  length  and  whose  average  grade  exceeds  two  hundred  feet  to 
the  mile,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense, 
said  penalty  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  to  be  brought  by  the 
attorney-general  in  the  name  of  the  people  and  in  the  judicial  dis- 
trict where  the  principal  office  of  the  company  within  the  state  is 
located.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the  inter- 
change of  such  "  coal  jimmies  "  with,  and  the  use  thereof  upon, 
railroads  of  more  than  fifteen  miles  in  length  or  whose  average 
grade  is  less  than  two  hundred  feet  to  the  mile.  (Thus  amended  by 
chap.  549,  Laws  1900.) 

§  3.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  one,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  or  other  com- 
pany to  haul  or  permit  to  be  hauled  or  used  on  its  line  or  lines 
within  this  state  any  freight  train  that  has  not  a  sufficient  number 
of  cars  in  it  so  equipped  with  continuous  power  or  air  brakes  that 
the  engineer  on  the  locomotive  drawing  such  train  can  control  its 
speed  without  requiring  brakemen  to  use  the  common  hand  brake 
for  that  purpose.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  549,  Laws  1900.) 

§  4.  That  within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  every 
railroad  or  other  company  operating  a  line  of  railroad  within  the 
state  shall  file  with  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  at  its  office 
in  Albany  a  verified  statement  of  the  total  number  of  freight  cars 
owned  or  operated  by  it,  the  number  of  such  cars  equipped  with 
such  continuous  power  or  air  brakes  and  the  number  unequipped, 
and  shall  thereafter  annually  and  in  the  month  of  January,  for  the 
ensuing  ten  years,  file  with  said  board  a  verified  report  of  the  num- 
ber of  cars  so  equipped  in  each  year  and  the  number  of  cars,  if  any, 
remaining  unequipped. 

§  5.  That  on  and  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one 
any  railroad  or  other  company  hauling  or  permitting  to  be  hauled 
on  its  line  or  lines  any  freight  train  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  and  every  violation,  to  be  recovered  in  any  action 
to  be  brought  by  the  attorney-general  in  the  name  of  the  people 
and  in  the  judicial  district  wherein  the  principal  office  of  the  com- 
pany within  the  state  is  located,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state  to  notify  the  attorney-general 
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of  all  such  violations  coming  to  its  notice.  (Thi4S  amended  by  chap, 
549,  Laws  1900.) 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may,  from  time  to 
time,  after  full  hearing  given  and  for  good  cause  shown,  extend 
the  time  within  which  any  company  shall  comply  with  the  require- 
ment of  this  act,  not  exceeding,  however,  four  years  from  the  first 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight.  {Thus  amended 
by  chap.  549,  Laws  1900.) 

§  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  ^  of  chapter  549,  Laws  xooo,  provides  that  "  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed." 

CHAP.  544,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  to  promote  the  safety  of  railway  employes  by  compelling 
the  equipment  of  freight  cars  with  automatic  couplers. 

Section  i.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  every 
new  freight  car  which  is  to  be  used  in  this  state  shall  be  equipped 
with  couplers  of  the  master  car  builders'  type,  which  can  be  coupled 
automatically  by  impact,  and  which  may,  except  in  cases  of  accident, 
be  uncoupled  without  the  necessity  of  a  person  going  between  the 
cars. 

§  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  addition  to 
such  new  freight  cars,  there  shall  be  equipped  each  year  with 
such  couplers,  by  every  company  operating  a  line  or  lines  of  rail- 
road within  the  state^  at  least  twenty  per  centum  of  all  freight 
cars  owned  or  operated  by  such  companies,  and  used  within  the 
state,  which  are  not  so  equipped,  except  certain  cars  known  and 
designated  as  "  coal  jimmies,''  and  that  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety^ight,  the  use  of  said 
"  coal  jimmies  "  in  any  form  shall  be  unlawful  within  this  state, 
except  upon  any  railroad  whose  main  line  is  less  than  fifteen  miles 
in  length  and  whose  average  grade  exceeds  two  hundred  feet  to 
the  mile,  under  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense, 
said  penalty  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  to  be  brought  by  the 
attorney-general,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  in  the  judicial 
district  where  the  principal  office  of  the  company  within  llie  state 
is  located.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
interchange  of  such  "coal  jimmies"  with,  and  the  use  therefor 
upon,  railroads  of  more  than  fifteen  miles  in  length  or  whose 
average  grade  is  less  than  two  hundred  feet  to  the  mile.  (Thus 
^mded  by  chap.  485,  Laws  of  1896.J 
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§  3.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  or  other  com- 
pany to  haul,  or  permit  to  be  hauled  or  used,  on  its  line  or  lines 
within  the  state,  any  freight  car  not  equipped  with  couplers  of  the 
master  car  builders'  type,  and  coupling  automatically  by  impact,  and 
which  can  be  uncoupled,  except  in  cases  of  accident,  without  the 
necessity  of  men  going  between  the  ends  of  the  cars. 

§  4.  That  within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  every 
railroad  or  other  company  operating  a  line  of  railroad  within  tlie 
state,  shall  file  with  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  at  its  office 
in  Albany,  a  verified  statement  of  the  total  number  of  freight  cars 
owned  or  operated  by  it,  the  number  of  such  cars  equipped  with  the 
automatic  couplers,  and  the  number  unequipped;  and  shall  thereafter 
annually,  and  in  the  month  of  January,  for  the  ensuing  five  years,  file 
with  said  board  a  verified  report  of  the  number  of  cars  so  equipped 
in  each  year,  and  the  number  of  cars,  if  any,  remaining  unequipped. 

§  5.  That  on  and  after  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  any  railroad  or  other  company  using,  or  permitting  to  be 
used,  on  its  line  or  lines,  any  freight  car  not  equipped  with  couplers 
as  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  and  every  violation,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  to  be  brought  by  the  attorney-general,  in  the  name  of  the 
people,  and  in  the  judicial  district  wherein  the  principal  office 
of  the  company  within  the  state  is  located ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state  to  notify  the 
attorney-general  of  all  such  violations  coming  to  its  notice. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  may,  from  time  to 
time,  after  full  hearing  given  and  for  good  cause  shown,  exempt 
any  company  from  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  to  the  equipment 
of  twenty  per  cent,  of  its  cars  in  any  particular  year  or  years,  and 
may  extend  the  time  within  which  any  company  shall  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  years  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

§  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
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CHAP.  66i,  LAWS  OF  1893- 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  public  health,  constituting  chapter 

twenty-five  of  the  general  laws. 

BITBIAL  AND  BXTBIAL  PEBHITS. 

§  23.  Every  such  local  board  shall  prescribe  sanitary  regulations 
for  the  burial  and  removal  of  corpses,  and  shall  designate  the  per- 
sons who  shall  grant  permits  for  such  burial,  and  permits  for  the 
transportation  of  any  corpse  which  is  to  be  carried  for  burial  beyond 
the  county  where  the  death  occurred.  Every  undertaker,  sexton  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  any  corpse  shall  procure  a  certificate 
of  the  death  and  the  probable  cause,  duly  certified  by  the  physician 
in  attendance  upon  the  deceased  during  his  last  illness,  or  by  the 
coroner  where  an  inquisition  is  required  by  law,  and  if  no  physician 
was  in  attendance,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held  or  required  by  law> 
an  affidavit  stating  the  circumstances,  time  and  cause  of  death,  and 
sworn  to  by  some  credible  person  known  to  the  officer  granting  the 
permit,  and  there  shall  be  no  burial  or  removal  of  a  corpse  until  such 
certificate  or  affidavit  has  been  presented  to  the  local  board,  or  to  the 
person  designated  by  it,  and  thereupon  a  permit  for  such  burial  or 
removal  has  been  obtained.  When  application  is  made  for  a  per- 
mit to  transport  a  corpse  over  any  railroad,  or  upon  any  passenger 
steamboat  within  the  state,  the  board  of  health,  or  the  officers  to 
whom  such  application  is  made,  shall  require  such  corpse  to  be  in- 
closed in  a  hermetically  sealed  casket  of  metal  or  other  indestructi- 
ble material,  if  the  cause  of  death  shall  have  been  from  a  contagious 
or  infectious  disease. 

CHAP.  679,  LAWS  OF  1893. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  street  surface  railroad  companies. 

Section  i.  Any  street  surface  railroad  corporation  which  shaO 
have  heretofore  constructed  and  is  now  operating  any  extension  or 
branch  of  its  railroad  along  any  streets  or  highways  or  portion 
thereof  in  a  city  having  less  than  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  or  in  any 
town  adjoining  such  city,  and  which  shall  heretofore  have  obtained 
consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded

on,  and  the  consents  also  of  the  local  authorities  having  control  o£ 
that  portion  of  the  streets,  roads  or  highways  upon  which  such 
extension  or  branch  is  constructed  and  is  being  operated  to  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  same,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
operate  and  maintain  any  such  branch  or  extension,  upon  filing  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  certificate,  signed  by  its  board  of 
directors,  which  certificate  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  names 
of  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  counties,  and  the  names  or  descrip- 
tion of  the  streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  which  such  extensions 
or  branches  have  been  constructed,  the  places  from  and  to  which 
the  same  have  been  constructed  and  are  to  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated and  the  length  thereof  as  near  as  may  be;  thereupon  said  exten- 
sions and  branches  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  a  part  of  the 
lines  of  said  railway  from  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  all  cor- 
porate action  relating  to  the  construction,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  such  extensions  or  branches,  or  creating  liens  upon  the  same 
by  said  corporation  are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  or  impair  any  vested 
right  or  any  pending  litigation,  nor  shall  any  corporation  which  shall 
avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  deemed  thereby  to  have 
waived  any  rights  which  it  therefore  had  to  maintain  and  operate 
any  branch  or  extension  named  in  any  certificate  filed  by  it  here- 
under. 

CHAP.  338,  LAWS  OF  1894- 

AN  ACT  relating  to  canals,  constituting  chapter  thirteen  of  the 

general  laws. 

POWEBS  WITH  BEFEBENGE  TO  BATLBOAD  VEAB  THE  OAITALS.. 

§  25.  The  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  have  a  general 
supervisory  power  over  so  much  of  any  railroad  as  passes  over  any 
canal  or  feeder  belonging  to  the  state  or  approaches  within  ten  rods 
thereof,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  free  and  perfect 
use  of  such  canals  or  feeders,  or  for  making  any  repairs,  improve- 
ments or  alterations  thereupon.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  con- 
struct its  railroad  over  or  at  any  place  within  ten  rods  of  any  canal 
or  feeder  belonging  to  the  state,  unless  it  submits  to  tlie  superin- 
tendent of  public  works  a  map,  plan  and  profile  of  such  canal  or 
feeder  and  of  the  route  designated  for  its  railroad,  exhibiting  dis- 
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tinctly  and  accurately  the  relation  of  each  to  the  other  at  all  the 
places  within  the  limits  of  ten  rods  thereof,  and  obtain  the  written 
permission  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works  and  of  the  canal 
board  for  the  construction  of  such  railroad,  with  such  conditions, 
directions  and  instructions  as,  in  his  judgment,  the  free  and  perfect 
use  of  any  such  canal  or  feeder  may  require.

Every  tele- 
graph or  telephone  company  engaged  in  business  within  such  city  or 

village  shall  afford  to  such  policeman  or  fireman  the  use  of  its  tele- 
graph lines  or  telephones  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  receiving 
reports  and  communications  in  the  course  of  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties. 

§  2.  Every  policeman  or  fireman  who  shall  permit  any  other  per- 
son to  use  the  certificate  issued  to  him  as  provided  by  this  act,  or  to 
present  or  make  use  of  the  same,  except  while  acting  in  the  course 
of  the  performance  of  his  official  duties,  or  who  shall  use  such  cer- 
tificate after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  or  his  resignation  or 
removal  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,

AN    ACT  in  relation    to  the    issue  of   mileage    books    by  railroad 

corporations. 

Section  i.  Every  railroad  corporation  operating  a  railroad  in 
this  state,  the  line  or  lines  of  which  are  more  than  one  hundred 
miles  in  length,  and  which  is  authorized  by  law  to  charge  a  maxi- 
mum fare  of  more  than  two  cents  per  mile,  and  not  more  than 
three  cents  per  mile,  and  which  does  charge  a  maximum  fare  of 
more  than  two  cents  per  mile,  shall  issue  mileage  books  having 
either  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  coupons  attached  thereto, 
entitling  the  holder  thereof,  upon  complying  with  the  conditions 
hereof,  to  travel  either  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  miles  on 
the  line  or  lines  of  such  railroad,  for  which  the  corporation  may 
charge  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  cents  per  mile.  Such  mileage 
books  shall  be  kept  for  sale  by  such  corporation  at  every  ticket 
office  of  such  corporation  in  an  incorporated  village  or  city,  and 
any  of  such  books  shall  be  issued  immediately  upon  application 
therefor.  Upon  presentation  of  such  mileage  book  to  a  conductor 
on  any  train  on  any  line  of  railroad  owned  or  operated  by  said 
railroad  corporation,  the  holder  thereof,  or  any  member  of  his 
family  or  firm,  or  any  salesman  of  his  firm,  shall  be  entitled  to 
travel  for  a  number  of  miles  equal  to  the  number  of  coupons 
detached  by  such  conductor.  Such  mileage  book  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  in  respect  to  the 
transportation  of  person  and  property  to  which  the  highest  class 
ticket  issued  by  such  corporation  would  entitle  him.  Such  mile- 
age books  shall  be  good  until  all  coupons  attached  thereto  have 
been  used.  Any  railroad  corporation  which  shall  refuse  to  issue 
a  mileage  book,  as  provided  by  this  section,  or  in  violation  hereof, 
to  accept  such  mileage  book  for  transportation,  shall  forfeit  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  party  to  whom  such  refusal  is  made ; 
but  no  action  can  be  maintained  therefor  unless  commenced  within 
one  year  after  the  cause  of  action  accrues.  {Thus  amended  by  chap.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  better  system  of  lighting  passenger  cars 
on  elevated  railroads  in  cities  of  over  twelve  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants. 

Section  i.  Within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act  every 
corporation  operating  an  elevated  railroad  in  any  city  of  over  twelve 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  in  this  state  computed  according  to 
the  last  census,  shall  equip  two-fifths  of  all  cars  used  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers  with  the  most  approved  system  of  lighting  pas- 
senger cars  now  in  use  upon  railroads,  either  by  electricity  or  gas  of 
not  less  than  eighteen  candle  power,  and  shall  likewise  equip  an  addi- 
tional two-fifths  of  all  such  cars  within  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  shall  likewise  equip  all  remaining  such  cars  within 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  such  corporation 
is  hereby  prohibited  from  using  after  one  year  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  kerosene  or  coal  oils  as  a  means  of  lighting  more  than  tliree- 
fifths  in  number  of  all  such  cars,  and  after  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  no  more  than  one-fifth  in  number  of  all  such  cars, 
and  after  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  such  corporation 
is  prohibited  from  using  kerosene  or  coal  oils  as  a  means  of  lighting 
any  of  its  passenger  cars. 

§  2.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  render  any 
such  corporation  liable  to  pay  a  fine  or  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for 
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each  and  every  day,  for  each  and  every  passenger  car  run  over  its 
railroad  which  is  not  equipped  and  lighted  as  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act  ;  and  such  fine  may  be  recovered  by  any  passen- 
ger on  such  railroad  who  may  sue  therefor  ;  and  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  on  the  part  of  any  such  railroad  corpora- 
tion shall  also  be  a  misdemeanor. 


CHAP.  649,  LAWS  OF  1896. 

AN  ACT  to  validate  and  confirm  certain  consents  heretofore  given 
by  the  local  authorities  of  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  in  the 
construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  street  surface  rail- 
roads therein. 

Section  i.  All  consents  given  since  December  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  prior  to  February  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six,  by  the  local  authorities  of  any  city  of  the  first 
or  second  class,  to  the  construction,  operation  and  maintenance 
of  a  street  surface  railroad  in  any  such  city  by  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion which  has  not  complied  with  the  provisions  of  section  fifty-nine 
of  the  railroad  law  or  has  failed  to  obtain  the  certificate  therein  pro- 
vided for,  are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed,  and  any  such  cor- 
poration may  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  street  surface  rail- 
road over,  along  and  upon  the  streets,  avenues,  highways  and  public 
places  described  in  such  consent  upon  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
owners  of  property  bounded  on  such  streets,  avenues,  highways  or 
public  places  as  provided  by  law. 

CHAP.  962,  LAWS  OF  1896. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a  new  sub- 
division, relating  to  actions  against  foreign  corporations. 

Section  i.  Section  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  new  subdivision 
thereto,  as  subdivision  four,  as  follows  : 

4.  Against  a  foreign  corporation  which  exercises  within  the  state 
any  corporate  rights,  privileges  or  franchises,  not  granted  to  it  by 
the  law  of  the  state  ;  or  which  within  the  state,  has  violated  any  pro- 
vision of  law,  or,  contrary  to  law,  has  done  or  omitted  any  act,  or 
has  exercised  a  privilege  or  franchise,  not  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
law  of  this  state,  where,  in  a  similar  case,  a  domestic  corporation 
would,  in  accordance  with  section  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  of  this  act,  be  liable  to  an  action  to  vacate  its  charter  and  to 
annul  its  existence  ;  or  which  exercises  within  the  state  any  corporate 
rights,  privileges  or  franchises  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  public 
policy  of  the  state. 
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CHAP,  977,  LAWS  OF  1896. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  four  hundred  and  one  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  **  An  act  in  relation 
to  milk  cans/'  as  amended  by  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety. 

Note.—  Other  prorisioni  of  this  act  than  those  printed  here  nuiy  apply  to  raUroed 
oompanies. 

Section  i.  Chapter  four  hundred  and  one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  milk 
cans,"  as  amended  by  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  10.  The  owner  or  owners,  dealer  or  dealers,  shipper  or  ship- 
pers, and  the  several  superintendents  of  the  various  railroad  com- 
panies and  the  branches  and  connections  thereof,  and  the  steam- 
boat lines  operating  their  lines,  or  any  portion  thereof,  in  the  state 
of  New  York,  or  elsewhere,  shall  have  power  to  collect,  gather  and 
take  into  his  possession,  from  any  person  or  persons  within  the 
state  of  New  York,  or  wherever  found  in  this  state,  any  such  milk  or 
cream  can  or  cans,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  agent  therefor. 

§  II.  The  certificate  of  any  superintendent  of  any  of  the  railroad 
companies  or  steamboat  lines  mentioned  in  this  act,  or  any  per- 
son or  persons  authorized  thereto,  in  this  act,  appointing  an  agent 
to  collect  such  can  or  cans,  duly  acknowledged  before  a  notary  pub- 
lic, shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  authority  of  such  agent 

§  12.  Such  agent  shall  have  full  power  to  collect,  gather  and 
take  into  his  possession  from  any  person  or  persons,  or  corpora- 
tion, or  wherever  found,  any  such  milk  or  cream  can  or  cans,  and 
m  case  of  resistance  may  call  to  his  aid  the  assistance  of  any  constable 
or  police  officer  who  shall  assist  him  to  take  possession  of  such  can 
or  cans. 

§  13.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  consolidation  of  domestic  and  foreign 

railroad  corporations. 

Section  i.  The  consolidation  heretofore  effected  of  a  domestic 
railroad  corporation  with  a  foreign  railroad  corporation,  shall  not  be 
deemed  invalid  because  such  roads  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation 
did  not  form  a  connected  and  continuous  line,  if,  when  the  consoli- 
dation was  effected,  an  intermediate  line,  by  purchase  or  by  a  lease, 
of  not  less  than  ninety-nine  years  became,  with  the  consolidated 
roads,  a  continuous  and  connecting  line  of  railroad,  and  such  con- 
solidation is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 


CHAP.  286,  LAWS  OF  1897. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  widening  and  improving  of  highways  in 
-  towns  having  a  total  population  of  eight  thousand  or  more  inhab- 
itants and  containing  an  incorporated  village  having  a  total  popu- 
lation of  not  less  than  eight  thousand  and  not  more  than  fifteen 
thousand  inhabitants. 


§  10.  No  surface  railway  shall  he  constructed  on  any  said  highway 
so  widened,  except  within  eleven  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line 
of  said  highway,  and  no  such  railway  shall  be.  operated  by  horse  or 
horses.  A  distance  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  on  each  side  of  such 
twenty-two  feet  so  reserved  for  railroad  purposes  shall  be  improved 
for  highway  purposes,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  of  said  twenty 
feet  shall  be  of  macadam.  Sidewalks  shall  be  graded  on  each  side 
of  said  highway  to  a  width  of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  each.

§  45.  The  municipal  assembly  is  authonzed  to  grant  from  time 
to  time  to  any  corporation  thereunto  duly  authorized,  the  fran- 
chise or  right  to  construct  and  operate  railways  in,  upon,  over, 
under  and  along  streets,  avenues,  parkways  or  highways  of  the 
city,  but  no  such  grant  shall  be  made  except  upon  the  limitations 
and  conditions  of  this  act  elsewhere  provided  in  respect  of  the 
grant  by  the  municipal  assembly  of  franchises  and  rights  in  the 
streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  of  the  city;  And  further, 
to  the  end  that  cheap,  easy  and  convenient  intercourse  may  be  had 
between  all  parts  of  the  city,  the  city  of  New  York,  as  hereby  con- 
stituted, shall  have  full  and  exclusive  power  to  establish,  and  full 
power  to  enjoy  by  leasing  the  same  or  otherwise,  and  to  maintain 
and  regulate  ferries  over  all  streams  and  waterways  within  or  ad- 
joining the  limits  of  the  said  city.  The  municipd  assembly  may 
pass  appropriate  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  law  or  with  this 
act,  or  with  the  vested  rights  of  existing  companies  or  corporations, 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  to  carry  out  its  pur- 
pose. Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  repeal  or  affect  in  any 
manner  the  provisions  of  the  rapid  transit  acts  applicable  to  the 
corporation  heretofore  known  as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  any  municipality  herein  united 
therewith  or  territory  enibraced  therein,  or  to  repeal  or  affect  the 
existing  general  laws  of  the  state  in  respect  to  street  surface  rail- 
roads. The  consent  or  approval  of  the  municipal  assembly  to  or 
for  the  issue  of  corporate  stock  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  pro- 
vided by  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  this  act,  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  authorize  the  comptroller  to  issue  such  stock  for 
the  purposes  described  in  said  chapter  four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  as  amended.  The  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  and  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  as 
hereby  constituted  shall,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrar}' 
notwithstanding,  be  subject  to  ^1  the  duties  and  obligations  pre- 
scribed in  said  chapter  four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  as  amended  for  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment and  comptroller  therein  mentioned.  Upon  the  execution  of 
any  contract  made  pursuant  to  chapter  four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  as  amended,  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  requisition 
upon  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  for  the  authoriza- 
tion of  such  corporate  stock,  either  for  such  amounts  from  time  to 
time  as  they  shall  deem  the  progress  of  the  work  to  require,  or  for 
the  full  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  entire  estimated  expense  of 
executing  such  contract.  In  case  they  shall  make  requisition  for 
the  entire  amount,  the  comptroller  shall  endorse  on  the  contract 
his  certificate  that  funds  are  available  for  the  entire  contract  when- 
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€ver  such  stock  shall  have  been  authorized  to  be  issued  by  said 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment;  and  in  such  case  such  stock 
may  be  issued  from  time  to  time  thereafter  in  such  amounts  as  may 
he  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  contract.  The  cer- 
tificate by  the  comptroller,  mentioned  in  section  one  hundred  and 
forty-nine  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make  such  contract 
binding  on  the  city  of  New  York.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  7,  Imws 
1900.)

TITLE  I. 

FRANCHISES. 

INAUSaSASLE  BIGHTS  OF  THE  CITY  TO  ITS  FB0PEBTIB8. 

Section  71.  The  rights  of  the  city  in  and  to  its  water  front,  ferries, 
wharf  property,  land  under  water,  public  landings,  wharves,  docks, 
streets,  avenues,  parks,  and  all  other  public  places  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  inalienable. 

TBAKCHISBS  TO  BB  GBANTBD  BY  OBDINANCE. 

§  72,  Every  grant  of  or  relating  to  a  franchise  of  any  character  to 
any  person  or  corporation  must,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act,  be  by  ordinance. 

XnaTS  AND  CONDITIONS  TO  GBANTS  OF  FBANCHISBS. 

§  73.  After  the  approval  of  this  act  no  franchise  or  right  to  use 
the  streets,  avenues,  parkways  or  highways  of  the  city  shall  be 
panted  by  the  municipal  assembly  to  any  person  or  corporation  for 
a  longer  period  than  twenty-five  years,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, but  such  grant  may  at  the  option  of  the  city  provide  for  giv- 
ing to  the  grantee  the  right  on  a  fair  revaluation  or  revaluations  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years.  Such 
^ant,  and  any  contract  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  provide  that 
upon  the  termination  of  the  franchise  or  right  granted  by  the  muni- 
cipal assembly,  the  plant,  as  well  as  the  property  of  the  grantee  in 
the  streets,  avenues,  parkways,  and  highways,  with  its  appurte- 
nances, shall  thereupon  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  city  with- 
out further  or  other  compensation  to  the  grantee ;  or  such  grant  and 
contract  may  provide  that  upon  such  termination  there  shall  be  a 
fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  which  shall  be  and  become 
the  property  of  the  city  on  the  termination  of  the  grant  on  paying 
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the  grantee  such  valuation.  If  by  virtue  of  the  grant  or  contract 
the  plant  and  property  are  to  become  the  city's,  without  money 
payment  therefor,  the  city  shall  have  the  option  either  to  take 
and  operate  the  said  property  on  its  own  account,  or  to  renew 
the  said  grant  for  not  exceeding  twenty  years  upon  a  fair  reval- 
uation, or  to  lease  the  same  to  others  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
twenty  years.  If  the  original  grant  shall  provide  that  the  city 
shall  make  payment  for  the  plant  and  property,  such  payment  shall 
be  at  a  fair  valuation  of  the  same,  as  property  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  franchise;  and  if  the  city  shall  make  payment 
for  such  plant  and  property  it  shall  in  that  event  operate  the 
plant  and  property  on  its  own  account  for  at  least  five  years,  after 
which  it  may  determine  either  to  continue  such  operation  on  its 
own  account,  or  to  lease  the  said  plant  and  property  and  the  right 
to  use  the  streets  and  public  places  in  connection  therewith  for  lim- 
ited periods,  in  the  same  or  similar  manner  as  it  leases  its  ferries 
and  docks.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
contained  shall  apply  to  consents  granted  to  tunnel  railroad  cor- 
porations and  the  municipal  assembly  is  hereby  authorized,  in  its 
discretion,  to  grant  a  franchise  or  right  to  any  railroad  corporation 
to  use  any  of  said  streets,  avenues,  parkways  or  highways  .in  the 
city  of  New  York  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a  tunnel 
railroad  underneath  the  surface  thereof  for  the  period  of  fifty  years, 
and  any  such  grant  may  at  the  option  of  the  city  provide  for 
giving  to  the  grantee  the  right,  on  a  fair  revaluation  or  revalua- 
tions, to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years, 
provided,  however,  that  such  grant  shall  only  be  made  after  an 
agreement  has  been  entered  into  by  such  tunnel  corporation  to  pay 
to  the  city  of  New  York  three  per  centum,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be,  of  the  net  profits  derived  from  the  use  of  any  tunnel  which 
it  shall  construct,  after  there  shall  have  first  been  retained  by  such 
company  from  such  net  profits  a  sum  equal  to  five  per  centum  upon 
the  sum  expended  to  construct  such  tunnel.  Every  grant  shall 
make  adequate  provisions,  by  way  of  forfeiture  on  the  grant  or 
otherwise,  to  secure  efficiency  of  public  service  at  reasonable  rates^ 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  property  in  good  condition  throughout 
the  full  term  of  the  grant.  The  grant  or  contract  shall  also  specify 
the  mode  of  determining  the  valuations  and  revaluations  thcreiD 
provided  for.    {Thus  amended  by  chap.  564,  Laws  1899.)     . 
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PBOCEEDnrGS  PBIOB  TO  GBANT  07  FRANCHISE. 

§  74.  Before  any  grant  of  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  any  street^ 
avenue,  parkway  or  highway  shall  be  made,  the  proposed  specific  grant 
embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance  with  all  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions, including  the  provisions  as  to  rates,  fares  and  charges,  shall  be 
published  at  least  twenty  days  in  the  City  Record  and  at  least  twice  in 
two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  to  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  at  the  expense  of  the  proposed  grantee.  Such  ordinance  shall  on 
its  introduction  and  first  reading  be  referred  by  the  municipal  assembly 
to  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  who  shall  make  inquiry  as 
to  the  money  value  of  the  franchise  or  privilege  proposed  to  be  granted 
and  the  adequacy  of  the  compensation  proposed  to  be  paid  therefor,  and 
no  grant  thereof  by  the  municipal  assembly  shall  be  made  except  oa 
terms  approved  by  vote  or  resolution  of  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  entered  on  the  minutes  of  record  of  such  board,  and 
every  ordinance  containing  or  making  such  grant  shall  require  the  con- 
currence of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  municipal  assembly  as  shown  by  the  ayes  and  noes  there  recorded 
and  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  thirty  days  at  least  shall  intervene 
between  the  introduction  and  final  passage  of  any  such  ordinance.  It 
shall  require  a  vote  of  five-sixths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
branch  of  the  municipal  assembly  to  pass  such  ordinance  over  the  mayor's 
veto.  This  act  shall  apply  to  any  renewal  or  extension  of  the  grant  or 
leasing  of  the  property  to  the  same  grantee  or  to  others. 

mXNICIPAIi  ASSEMBLY  TO  PASS  OBDINANCES. 

§  75.  The  municipal  assembly  may  firom  time  to  time  pass  appropriate 
ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state^ 
to  carry  the  provisions  of  this  title  into  efifect,  but  shall  not  part  with  the 
right  and  duty  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  respect  of  all 
matters  connected  with  such  grant,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof. 

CITY  MAY  DISPOSE  OF  BmLDOTGHS  NOT  BEQT7IBED  FOB  PTTB- 
i;iC  USE. 

§  76.  Nothing  in  this  title  contained  shall  prevent  the  city  from  dis- 
posing of  any  building  or  parcel  of  land  no  longer  needed  for  public  use^ 
provided  such  disposition  shall  be  approved  by  the  sinking  fund 
commissioners,  and  shall  be  at  public  sale,  and  be  provided  for  by 
ordinance. 
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ACTS  NOT  APPUCABLB  TO  GRANTS  X7NDBR  THIS  TITIaE. 

§  77.  Section  ninety-three  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-five 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  and  any  acts  amendatory 
thereof  or  supplementary  thereto,  shall  have  no  application  to  grants 
made  under  and  pursuant  to  this  title.

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CHAP.  4XX,  LAWS  OP  x897- 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  executive  law^  relating  to  the  fees  to  be  paid  for 

filing  certain  certificates  of  incorporation. 

Section  x.  Subdivision  twelve  of  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  six 
hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  executive  officers,  constituting  chap- 
ter nine  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

12.  For  filing  and  recording  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  of 
a  railroad  corporation  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  in  a  foreign  coun- 
try, fifty  dollars;  for  filing  the  original  certificates  of  every  other 
railroad  corporation,  twenty-five  dollars ;  for  filing  the  original  certificate 
of  any  other  stock  corporation,  ten  dollars :  for  filing  any  original  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  drawn  under  article  two  of  the  membership  cor- 
porations law,  ten  dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  i.  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  village  law.

§  89.  The  board  of  trustees  has  power  to  enact,  amend  and  repea] 
ordinances  for  the  following  purposes :

7.  To  regulate  or  prevent  the  blowing  of  steam  into,  upon  or  over  the

9.  To  regulate  the  erection  of  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric  light 
poles,  or  the  stringing  of  wires  in,  over  or  upon  the  streets  or  public  gronndSi 
or  upon,  over  or  in  front  of  any  building  or  buildings. 

RAIUIOAB  CR06SINO8 ;  SPEBD. 

10.  To  regulate  the  time  during  which  cars,  engines  or  trains  naf 
stand  upon  the  street  crossings  of  railroads ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of 
locomotives  and  cars,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  railroad  law,  and 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  board,  to  require  railroad 
companies  to  erect  gates  at  crossings,  to  employ  competent  men  to  attend 
the  same,  and  to  employ  competent  flagmen  at  such  crossings. 

ZMPROPBR  NOISES. 

18.  To  regulate  or  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  horns  and 
steam  whistles,  and  the  making  of  other  improper  noises  in  the  village. 

OOLXiBCTION  OF  TAXISB  BT  COIiLBCTOR. 

§  115.  Upon  receiving  the  assessment-roll  and  warrant  the  collector 
shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  at  least  once  in  the  official  paper,  if 
any,  and  also  in  each  other  newspaper  published  in  the  village,  and 
posted  conspicuously  in  five  public  places  in  the  village,  stating  that  on 
six  days  specified  therein,  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  twenty  days 
after  the  publication  or  posting  thereof,  he  will  attend  at  a  convenient 
place  in  the  village,  specified  in  the  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
taxes.  At  least  seven  days  before  the  first  date  fixed  in  such  notice,  the 
collector  sl\all  serve  a  copy  thereof  upon  each  corporation  named  in  or 
subject  to  taxation  upon  the  assessment-roll,  and  whose  principal  office  is 
not  in  the  village,  by  delivering  such  copy  to  a  person  designated  by  the 
corporation  for  that  purpose  by  a  written  designation  filed  with  the 
village  clerk,  or  to  any  person  in  the  village  acting  as  the  agent  or  repre- 
sentative in  any  capacity  of  such  corporation.  If  there  is  no  such  desig- 
nated person  or  agent  in  the  village,  service  of  such  notice  upon  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  required.  Any  person  or  corporation  paying 
taxes  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  shall  be  charged  with 
one  per  centum  thereon,  and  thereafter  widi  five  per  centum,  for  the  fees 
of  the  collector.  If  a  notice  is  not  served  upon  a  corporation  as  herein 
required,  the  collector  shall  only  be  entitled  to  one  per  centum  as  his 
fees  upon  the  taxes  assessed  against  it  After  the  expiration  of  such 
twenty  days  the  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  remaining 
unpaid,  and  for  that  purpose  he  possesses  all  the  powers  of  a  town  cd- 
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leciun    The  laws  relating  to  town  coUectors  shall  also,  so  far  as  consist* 
ent  with  this  chapter,  apply  to  the  collection  of  village  taxes. 


EFFECT  OF  DETERMINATION. 

§  148.  The  determination  by  the  board  has  the  following  effect : 
I.  If  the  petition  for  the  laying  out,  alteration  or  widening  of  a  street 
be  granted,  the  board  of  trustees  may  acquire  the  land  for  such  improve- 
ment by  purchase  or  by  proceedings  under  this  article.  But  no  street 
shall  be  laid  out  through  a  building  or  any  fixtures  or  erections  for  the 
purposes  of  trade  or  manufacture,  or  any  yard  or  enclosure  necessary  to 
be  used  for  the  enjoyment  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,, 
except  upon  the  order  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  residing  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  the  village  or  a  part  thereof  is  situated,  to  be 
granted  upon  an  application  by  the  board  of  trustees  on  a  notice  to  the 
owner  of  not  less  than  ten  days.

CHAP.  415,  LAWS  OF  1897- 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  labor,  constituting  chapter  thirty-two   of 

the  general  laws. 

SHORT  TITLE. 

Section  i.  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  labor  law. 

DEFINITIONS. 

§  2.  The  term  employe,  when  used  in  this  chapter,  means  a  me- 
chanic, workingman  or  laborer  who  works  for  another  for  hire. 

The  person  employing  any  such  mechanic,  workingman  or  laborer, 
whether  the  owner,  proprietor,  agent,  superintendent,  foreman  or 
Other  subordinate,  is  designated  in  this  chapter  as  an  employer.  *  * 

HOURS  OF  LABOR  ON  STREET  SURFACE  ANB.ELEVATBD  RAIL- 
ROADS. 

§  5.  Ten  consecutive  hours'  labor,  including  one-half  hour  for  din- 
ner, shall  constitute  a  day's  labor  in  the  operation  of  all  street  surface 
and  elevated  railroads,  of  whatever  motive  power,  owned  or  oper- 
ated by  corporations  in  this  state,  whose  main  line  of  travel  or  whose 
routes  lie  principally  within  the  corporate  limits  of  cities  of  more 
than  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants.     No  employe  of  any  such 
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corporation  shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  work  more  than  ten  con- 
secutive hours,  including  one-half  hour  for  dinner,  in  any  one  day  of 
twenty-four  hours. 

In  cases  of  accident  or  unavoidable  delay,  extra  labor  may  be  per* 
formed  for  extra  compensation. 

BEOXJIiATION  OF  HOURS  OF  LABOR  ON  STEAM  BUBTACB  AND 


§  7.  Ten  hours'  labor,  performed  within  twelve  consecutive  hours, 
shall  constitute  a  legal  day's  labor  in  the  operation  of  steam  surface 
and  elevated  railroads  owned  and  operated  within  this  state,  except 
where  the  mileage  system  of  running  trains  is  in  operation.  Bat 
this  section  does  not  apply  to  the  performance  of  extra  hours  of  labor 
by  conductors,  engineers,  firemen  and  trainmen  in  case  of  accident 
or  delay  resulting  therefrom.  For  each  hour  of  labor  performed  in 
any  one  day  in  excess  of  such  ten  hours,  by  any  such  employe,  he 
i^hall  be  paid  in  addition  at  least  one-tenth  of  his  daily  compensation. 

No  person  or  corporation  operating  a  line  of  railroad  of  thirty 
miles  in  length  or  over,  in  whole  or  in  part  within  this  state,  shall 
permit  or  require  a  conductor,  engineer,  fireman  or  trainman,  who 
has  worked  in  any  capacity  for  twenty-four  consecutive  hours,  to  go 
again  on  duty  or  perform  any  kind  of  work,  until  he  has  had  at  least 
eight  hours'  rest. 

PATMENT  OF  'WAQE8  BT  RBCBIVBRS. 

§  8.  Upon  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  a  partnership  or  of  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  and  doing  busi- 
ness therein,  other  than  a  moneyed  corporation,  the  wages  of  the 
employes  of  such  partnership  or  corporation  shall  be  preferred  to 
every  other  debt  or  claim. 

CASH  PATMENT  OF  "VV^AGBS. 

§  9.  Every  manufacturing,  mining,  quarrying,  mercantile,  railroad, 
street  railway,  canal,  steamboat,  telegraph  and  telephone  company, 
every  express  company,  and  every  water  company,  not  municipal, 
shall  pay  to  each  employe  engaged  in  its  business  the  wages  earned 
by  him  in  cash.  No  such  company  or  corporation  shall  pay  its  em- 
ployes in  scrip,  commonly  known  as  store  money  orders. 


WHBN  WAaSS  ARE  TO  BB  PAID. 

§  10.    Every  corporation  or  joint  stock  association,  or  person 
carrying  on  the  business  thereof  by  lease  or  otherwise,  shall  pajT 


i 
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weekly  to  each  employe  the  wages  earned  by  him  to  a  day  not  more 
than  six  days  prior  to  the  date  of  such  payment. 

But  every  person  or  corporation  operating  a  steam  surface  railroad 
shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month,  pay  the  em- 
ployes thereof  the  wages  earned  by  them  during  the  preceding 
calendar  month. 


PBNALT7  FOR  VIOULTION  OF  PRBCEDINa  SECTIONa 

§  1 1.  If  a  corporation  or  joint  stock  association,  its  lessee  or  other 
person  carrying  on  the  business  thereof,  shall  fail  to  pay  the  wages 
of  an  employe  as  provided  in  this  article,  it  shall  forfeit  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  such  failure,  to  be 
recovered  by  the  factory  inspector  in  his  name  of  office  in  a  civil 
action;  but  an  action  shall  not  be  maintained  therefor,  unless  the 
factory  inspector  shall  have  given  to  the  employer  at  least  ten  days' 
written  notice,  that  such  an  action  will  be  brought  if  the  wages  due 
are  not  sooner  paid  as  provided  in  this  article. 

On  the  trial  of  such  action,  such  corporation  or  association  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  set  up  any  defense,  other  than  a  valid  assignment 
of  such  wages,  a  valid  set-ofif  against  the  same,  or  the  absence  of 
such  employe  from  his  regular  place  of  labor  at  the  time  of  payment, 
or  an  actual  tender  to  such  employe  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of 
the  wages  so  earned  by  him,  or  a  breach  of  contract  by  such  employe 
or  a  denial  of  the  employment. 


ASSZaNMENT  OF  FXTTURB  WAOXB. 

§  12.  No  assignment  of  future  wages,  payable  weekly,  or  monthly 
in  case  of  a  steam  surface  railroad  corporation,  shall  be  valid  if  made 
to  the  corporation  or  association  from  which  such  wages  are  to  be- 
come due,  or  to  any  person  on  its  behalf,  or  if  made  or  procured  to 
be  made  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  such  corporation 
or  association  rom  the  obligation  to  pay  weekly,  or  monthly  in  case 
of  a  steam  surface  railroad  corporation.  Charges  for  groceries,  pro- 
visions or  clothing  shall  not  be  a  valid  off-set  for  wages  in  behalf  of 
any  such  corporation  or  association. 

No  such  corporation  or  association  shall  require  any  agreement 
from  any  employe  to  accept  wages  at  other  periods  than  as  provided 
in  this  article  as  a  condition  of  employment

ORaANISATZON  OP  BOARD. 

§  140.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a  state  board  of  mediation  and 
arbitration,  consisting  of  three  competent  persons  to  be  known  as 
arbitrators,  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  term  of  office  of  the  successors  of  the  members  of  such 
board  in  office  when  this  chapter  takes  effect,  shall  be  abridged  so  as 
to  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding  the  time 
when  each  such  term  would  otherwise  expire,  and  thereafter  each 
term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

One  member  of  such  board  shall  belong  to  the  political  party  cast- 
ing the  highest,  and  one  to  the  party  casting  the  next  highest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  gubernatorial  election. 
The  third  shall  be  a  member  of  an  incorporated  labor  organization 
of  this  state. 

Two  members  of  such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  may  hold  meetings  at  any  time  or  place 
within  the  state.  Examinations  or  investigations  ordered  by  the 
board  may  be  held  and  taken  by  and  before  any  of  their  number,  if 
so  directed,  but  a  decision  rendered  in  such  a  case  shall  not  be 
deemed  conclusive  until  approved  by  the  board. 

eUBCRETART  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

§  141.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  three  years.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  board,  and  all  documents  and  testimony  forwarded 
by  the  local  boards  of  arbitration,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  may  prescribe.  He  may,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board,  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  in  all  cases  before  the 
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board,  and  call  for  and  examine  books,  papers  and  documents  of  any 
parties  to  the  controversy. 

He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable 
in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  members  of  the  board. 

ABBITRATZON'  BT  THB  BOARD. 

§  142.  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em- 
ployes may  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  arbitration  and  mediation 
for  their  determination  and  settlement.  Such  submission  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  contain  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  grievance  or  dis- 
pute and  the  cause  thereof,  and  also  an  agreement  to  abide  the  de- 
termination of  the  board,  and  during  the  investigation  to  continue  in 
business  or  at  work,  without  a  lock-out  or  strike. 

Upon  such  submission,  the  board  shall  examine  the  matter  in  con- 
troversy. For  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  they  may  subpoena  wit- 
nesses, compel  their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony.  Wit- 
nesses shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  in  courts  of  record.  The 
decision  of  the  board  must  be  rendered  within  ten  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  investigation. 

MEDIATION  IN  CASE  OF  8TRIKB  OR  IiOCK^OT. 

§  143.  Whenever  a  strike  or  lock-out  occurs  or  is  seriously  threat- 
ened, the  board  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  locality 
thereof,  and  endeavor  by  mediation  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement 
of  the  controversy.  It  may  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  for 
that  purpose  has  the  same  power  as  in  the  case  of  a  controversy  sub- 
mitted to  it  for  arbitration. 

DBCiaiONS  OF  BOARD. 

§  144.  Within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  every  examination 
or  investigation  authorized  by  this  article,  the  board  or  a  majority 
thereof  shall  render  a  decision,  stating  such  details  as  will  clearly 
show  the  nature  of  the  controversy  and  the  points  disposed  of  by 
them,  and  make  a  written  report  of  their  findings  of  fact  and  of  their 
recommendations  to  each  party  to  the  controversy. 

Every  decision  and  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  board 
and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  party  to  the  controversy,  and 
in  case  of  a  submission  to  arbitration,  a  copy  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy 
arose. 

ANNITAL  REPORT. 

§  145.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature, 
and  shall  include  therein  such  statements  and  explanations  as  will 
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disclose  the  actual  work  of  the  board,  the  facts  relating  to  each  con- 
troversy considered  by  them  and  the  decision  thereon  together  with 
such  suggestions  as  to  legislation  as  may  seem  to  them  conducive  to 
harmony  in  the  relations  of  employers  and  employes. 

SUBMISaiON'  OF  CONTROVERSIES  TO  IiOCAIa  ARBITRATORS. 

§  146.  A  grievance  or  dispute  between  an  employer  and  his  em* 
ployes  may  be  submitted  to  a  board  of  arbitrators,  consisting  of  three 
persons,  for  hearing  and  settlement.  When  the  employes  concerned 
are  members  in  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization,  which  is  rep- 
resented by  one  or  more  delegates  in  a  central  body,  one  arbitrator 
may  be  appointed  by  such  central  body  and  one  by  the  employer. 
The  two  so  designated  shall  appoint  a  third,  who  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  board. 

If  the  employes  concerned  in  such  grievance  or  dispute  are  mem- 
bers of  good  standing  of  a  labor  organization  which  is  not  repre- 
sented in  a  central  body,  the  organization  of  which  they  are  mem- 
bers may  select  and  designate  one  arbitrator.  If  such  employes  are 
not  members  of  a  labor  organization,  a  majority  thereof  at  a  meet- 
ing duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  designate  one  arbitrator  for 
such  board. 

CONSENT ;  OATH;  POWERS  OF  ARBITRATORS. 

§  147.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  each  arbitrator  so  selected 
shall  sign  a  consent  to  act  and  take  and  "subscribe  an  oath  to  faith- 
fully and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such  arl5itrator,  which 
consent  and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  or 
counties  where  the  controversy  arose.  When  such  board  is  ready 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  it  shall  select  one  of  its  members  to 
act  as  secretary,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  shall  be 
given  to  the  parties  to  the  controversy. 

The  board  may,  through  its  chairman,  subpoena  witnesses,  com- 
pel their  attendance  and  take  and  hear  testimony. 

The  board  may  make  and  enforce  rules  for  its  government  and  the 
transaction  of  the  business  before  it,  and  fix  its  sessions  and  ad* 
journments. 

DEdEUON  OF  ARBITRATORS. 

§  148.  The  board  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the 
hearing,  render  a  written  decision  signed  by  them  giving  such  de- 
tails as  clearly  show  the  nature  of  the  controversy  and  the  questions 
decided  by  them.  Such  decision  shall  be  a  settlement  of  the  matter 
submitted  to  such  arbitrators,  unless  within  ten  days  thereafter  an 
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appeal  is  taken  therefrom  to  the  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbi- 
tration. 

One  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  or  counties  where  the  controversy  arose  and  one  copy 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  mediation 
and  arbitration. 


§  149.  The  state  board  of  mediation  and  arbitration  shall  hear, 
consider  and  investigate  every  appeal  to  it  from  any  such  board  of 
local  arbitrators  and  its  decisions  shall  be  in  writing  and  a  copy 
thereof  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  or  counties  where  the 
controversy  arose  and  duplicate  copies  served  upon  each  party  to  the 
controversy.  Such  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all 
parties  to  the  arbitration.

XiTBNS  FOR  I.ABOR  ON  RAIIiROADa 

§  6.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  perform  any  labor  for  a  rail- 
road corporation  shall  have  a  lien  for  the  value  of  such  labor  upon 
the  railroad  track,  rolling  stock  and  appurtenances  of  such  railroad 
corporation  and  upon  the  land  upon  which  such  railroad  track  and 
appurtenances  are  situated,  by  filing  a  notice  of  such  lien  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  any  county  wherein  any  part  of  such  railroad  is 
situated,  to  the  extent  of  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  such  cor- 
poration in  such  property,  existing  at  the  time  of  such  filing.  The 
provisions  of  this  article  relating  to  the  contents,  filing  and  entry  of 
a  notice  of  a  mechanic's  lien,  and  the  priority  and  duration  thereof, 
shall  apply  to  such  liens.  A  copy  of  the  notice  of  such  lien  shall  be 
personally  served  upon  such  corporation  within  ten  days  after  the 
iiling  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  code  of  civil  proce- 
dure for  the  service  of  summons  in  actions  in  justices*  courts  against 
domestic  railroad  corporations.

§  III.  Whenever  any  railroad  equipment  and  rolling  stock  is  sold, 
leased  or  loaned  under  a  contract  which  provides  that  the  title  to 
such  property,  notwithstanding  the  use  and  possession  thereof  by 
the  vendee,  lessee  or  bailee,  shall  remain  in  the  vendor,  lessor  or 
bailor,  until  the  terms  of  the  contract  as  to  the  payment  of  install- 
ments, amounts  or  rentals  payable,  or  the  performance  of  other 
obligations  thereunder,  are  fully  complied  with  and  that  title  to  such 
property  shall  pass  to  the  vendee,  lessee  or  other  bailee  on  full  pay- 
ment therefor,  such  contract  shall  be  invalid  as  to  any  subsequent 
judgment  creditor  of  or  purchaser  from  such  vendee,  lessee  or  bailee 
for  a  valuable  consideration,  without  notice,  unless 

1.  Such  contract  is  in  writing,  duly  acknowledged  and  recorded  ia 
the  book  in  which  real  estate  mortgages  are  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  or  register  of  the  county  in  which  is  located  the 
principal  office  or  place  of  business  of  such  vendee,  lessee  or  bailee 
and  unless 

2.  Each  locomotive  or  car  so  sold,  leased  or  loaned,  has  the  name 
of  the  vendor,  lessor  or  bailor,  or  of  the  assignee  of  such  vendor, 
lessor  or  bailor,  plainly  marked  upon  both  sides  thereof,  followed  by 
the  word  owner,  lessor,  bailor  or  assignee,  as  the  case  may  be.

§  3419.  If  the  lien  is  for  labor  done  or  materials  furnished  for  a 
railroad  corporation,  upon  its  land,  or  upon  or  for  its  track,  rolling' 
stock  or  the  appurtenances  of  its  railroad,  the  judgment  shall  not 
direct  the  sale  of  any  of  the  real  property  described  in  the  notice  of 
the  lien,  but  when  in  such  case,  a  judgment  is  entered  and  docketed 
with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  notice  of  lien  is  filed^ 
or  a  transcript  thereof  is  filed  and  docketed  in  any  other  county,  it 
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shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  property  of  the  railroad  corporation, 
against  which  it  is  obtained,  to  the  same  extent,  and  enforcible  in 
like  manner  as  other  judgments  of  courts  of  record  against  such 
corporation.

LZaHTS  UPON  BWINGkBRIDaSa 

§  40.  Every  corporation,  company  or  individual,  owning,  main- 
taining or  operating  a  swing-bridge  across  the  Hudson  river  shall, 
during  the  season  of  navigation,  between  sundown  and  sunrise  keep 
and  maintain  the  following  lights:  Upon  every  swing-bridge  with 
water  on  each  side  of  pivot  pier,  eight  lights,  located  as  follows : 
One  red  light  on  or  over  the  north  and  one  on  or  over  the  south  end 
of  the  east  rest  piers ;  one  red  light  on  or  over  the  north  and  one  on 
or  over  the  south  end  of  the  west  rest  pier,  and  a  green  light  on  each 
corner  of  the  bridge  when  open.  If  there  is  a  waterway  on  only  one 
side  of  the  pivot  pier,  five  lights,  located  as  follows :  One  red  light 
on  or  over  the  north  and  one  on  or  over  the  south  end  of  the  rest 
pier  nearest  the  channel,  and  a  green  light  upon  each  end  of  the 
bridge  when  open  upon  the  corners  nearest  the  channel.  Such  lights 
shall  be  of  the  usual  brilliancy  of  lights  used  for  such  purposes  and 
known  as  signal  lanterns.

CHAP.  663,  LAWS  OF  1897. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  and  regulating  the  carriage  of  passengers 
across  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  bridge  and  affecting  the  rates 
of  fare  therefor. 
Section  i.  The  trustees  of  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  bridge 

are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  abolish  all  fares  upon  the 

railroadways  of  the  said  bridge,  save  and   except  as  hereinafter 

provided. 


236  General  Acts  Relating  to  Railroads. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  may  continue  to  maintain  and  to  operate 
the  present  railroad  on  said  bridge  and  to  charge  such  fares  for  the 
carriage  of  passengers  thereon  as  they  may  deem  fit,  but  not,  how- 
ever, in  excess  of  the  present  rate. 

§  3.  And  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  contract  with  any  street  surface  or  elevated  railroad  corporation 
or  corporations,  operating  its  or  their  roads  in  either  the  city  of  New 
York  or  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  respectively,  permitting  its  or  their 
carriage  of  passengers  across  the  said  bridge,  but  each  and  every  : 
contract  therefor  must  provide  that  said  corporation  will  not  charge 
any  fare  in  excess  of,  or  additional  to,  the  fare  exacted  by  it  from  k 
any  passenger  for  one  continuous  ride  upon  any  of  its  routes  in  either  ' 
of  the  cities  of  New  York  or  Brooklyn,  as  the  case  may  be,  so  that 
the  said  route  of  said  corporation  or  corporations  operated  across 
said  bridge  under  said  contract,  so  far  as  the  exaction  of  a  fare  is 
concerned,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  the  continuous 
route  or  one  of  the  continuous  routes  of  said  railroad  corporation  or 
corporations  whereon  one  fare  is  exacted,  so  that  no  extra  or  ad- 
ditional fare  shall  be  exacted  by  any  such  street  surface  or  elevated 
railroad  corporation  from  any  passenger  carried  to  or  from  the  bridge  | 
and  across  the  bridge  in  addition  to  the  fare  exacted  from  such  pas- 
senger for  carriage  to  and  from  the  bridge  only,  but  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the  said  trustees  from  making  a 
proper  charge  to  any  railroad  corporation  for  each  car  crossing  said 
bridge. 

§  4.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  trus- 
tees shall  prepare  plans  and  specifications  regulating  the  operation 
over  said  bridge  of  the  cars  of  such  corporation  or  corporations  with 
whom  it  may  contract,  as  such  trustees  shall  deem  best  adapted  to 
promote  the  public  comfort  and  convenience  and  to  subserve  the 
purposes  for  which  said  bridge  was  constructed,  and,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  said  trustees,  such  plans  and  specifications  shall  be 
in  substantial  conformity  with  the  plans  recommended  to  the  said 
trustees  by  Virgil  G.  Bogue,   George  H.  Thompson  and  Leffert  L. 
Buck,  expert  engineers,  by  their  report  bearing  date  February  eighth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven.     And  said  trustees  shall  also 
prepare  such  form  of  contracts  and  specifications  thereunder  as  they 
shall  deem  best  fitted  for  the  public  interests,  regulating  the  opera- 
tion of  the  said  cars  of  the  said  corporation  or  corporations  and  the 
establishment  of  its  route  or  their  route  upon  said  bridge,  and  shall 
have  power  to  exact  such  bond  or  obligation  as  they  may  deem 
proper  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  contract  or  contracts 
made  with  any  and  all  of  said  corporations,  as  aforesaid. 
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§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  here- 
by repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

CHAP.  683,  LAWS  OF  1897. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  exercise  of  their  franchises  by  certain  pub- 
lic corporations  by  requiring  them  to  afford  facilities  for  the 
transaction  of  the  public  business  to  certain  public  officers  and 
employes  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Section  i.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York  may  issue  under 
the  seal  of  his  office  to  each  policeman  and  fireman  appointed  by  the 
duly  constituted  authorities  of  said  city  a  certificate  of  the  appoint- 
ment and  qualification  of  such  policeman  or  fireman  as  such,  and 
specifying  the  duration  of  his  term  of  office  ;  and  it  shall  be  there- 
upon the  duty  of  every  street  surface,  elevated  railroad  or  railroad 
company  operating  cars  by  steam  or  electricity  and  carrying  on 
business  within  said  city  to  transport  every  such  policeman  or  fire- 
man free  of  charge  while  he  is  traveling  in  the  course  of  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office  within  said  city  limits.  Every 
telegraphic  or  telephone  company  engaged  in  business  within  such 
city  or  village  shall  afford  to  such  policeman  or  fireman  the  use  of 
its  telegraph  lines  or  telephones  for  the  purpose  of  making  and 
receiving  reports  and  communications  in  the  course  of  the  per' 
formance  of  his  official  duty. 

§  2.  Every  policeman  or  fireman  who  shall  permit  any  other 
person  to  use  the  certificate  issued  to  him  as  provided  by  this  act,  or  to 
present  or  make  use  of  the  same,  except  while  acting  in  the  course 
of  the  performance  of  his  official  duties,  or  who  shall  use  such  certi- 
ficate after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  or  his  resignation  or 
removal  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  for  the  government  of  cities  of  the  second  class.

§  150.  When  a  street  has  once  been  established,  graded,  paved, 
flagged  and  curbed  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  property 
deemed  to  be  benefited  thereby,  every  expense  thereafter  of  keep- 
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ing  the  street  between  the  sidewalks  in  repair  and  clean  shall  be 
borne  wholly  by  the  city,  except  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
railroad  companies  to  cause  that  part  of  the  streets  throughout  the 
city  upon  which  their  tracks  are  laid,  lying  between  the  outer  rails 
of  the  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  to  be  kept  in 
repair  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works. 
(Other  provisions  of  this  act  apply  to  railroad  companies.) 

CHAP.  217,  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  amend  the  railroad  law  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof,  relative  to  grade  crossings,"  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor. 

Section  i.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  chapter  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the  railroad  law  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof,  relative  to  grade  crossings." 

§  2.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  expend  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  the  employment  of  expert  and  clerical  service  necessary 
to  supervise  the  work  performed  under  the  said  chapter  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
and  to  prepare  plans,  maps  and  specifications  therefor ;  said  ten 
thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  as  directed  by  the  said  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
from  the  money  appropriated  by  this  act. 


CHAP.  263,  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  certain  railroad  corporations. 

Section  x.  Any  railroad  corporation  that  was  duly  incorporated 
after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  that  within  two 
years  after  its  certificate  of  incorporation  was  filed,  began  the  con- 
struction of  its  road  and  expended  five  hundred  thousand  dollan 
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thereon^  but  failed  to  finish  its  road  and  put  it  in  operation  within 
ten  years  from  the  time  of  filing  such  certificate,  shall  be  entitled  to, 
and  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  intended 
or  provided  by  the  next  section  of  this  act. 

§  2.  Any  such  company  or  corporation  may  finish  its  road  and 
put  it  in  operation;  and  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  franchises,  obli- 
gations, duties,  restrictions  and  limitations  of  any  such  corporation 
shall  be  as  though  the  time  heretofore  provided  by  law  to  finish  its 
road  and  put  it  in  operation,  had  been  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of 
filing  its  certificate  of  incorporation ;  and  all  rights  or  franchises 
acquired  by  any  such  corporation  to  construct  its  road  in,  upon, 
along  or  across  any  street  or  highway,  and  all  proceedings  to  locate 
or  extend  its  route  or  change  its  termini,  or  acquire  any  franchise, 
and  all  liens  or  obligations  against  any  such  corporation  are  hereby 
expressly  conferred,  imposed  and  continued  to  the  same  effect  as 
though  the  time  for  finishing  its  road  had  been  fifteen  years  as  afore- 
said. This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  street  railroad,  whether  sur- 
face, elevated  or  depressed,  nor  to  any  railroad  more  than  twenty 
miles  in  length.

CHAP.  49Z,  LAWS  OF  Z898. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  '*An  act  in  relation 
to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  in  relation  to 
sale  and  transportation  of  calves. 

Section  i.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- three,  entitled  **  An  act  in  relation  to 
agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six  and 
seven  of  chapter  thirty- three  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  the  following  sections,  to  be  known  as  section  seventy- 
one,  seventy-two  and  seventy-three. 

§  71.  No  person  shall  slaughter,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the 
same  for  food,  or  expose  for  sale  or  sell  within  this  state,  or  bring 
or  cause  to  be  brought  into  any  city,  town  or  village  within  this 
state  for  food  any  calf  or  carcass  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof 
except  the  hide,  unless  it  is  in  good,  healthy  condition,  and  was  at 
least  four  weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  killing.  Any  person  or  per- 
sons duly  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  may  ex- 
amine any  calf  or  veal  found  within  this  state  offered  or  exposed  for 
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sale,  or  kept  with  intent  to  sell  as  food,  and  if,  such  calf  is  under 
four  weeks  of  age,  or  the  veal  is  from  a  calf  killed  under  four  weeks 
of  age,  or  from  a  calf  in  an  unhealthy  condition  when  so  killed,  he 
may  seize  the  same  and  cause  it  to  be  destroyed  or  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  be  thereafter  used  as  food. 

§  72.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  corporation,  partnership,  person  or  persons  to  ship  to  or  from 
any  part  of  this  state  any  carcass  or  carcasses  of  a  calf  or  calves  or 
any  part  of  such  carcass  except  the  hide,  unless  they  shall  attach  to 
every  carcass  or  part  thereof  so  shipped  in  a  conspicuous  place  a 
tag,  that  shall  stay  thereon  during  such  transportation,  stating  the 
name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  who  raised  the  calf,  the 
name  of  the  shipper,  the  points  of  shipping  and  the  destination  and 
the  age  of  the  calf. 

§  73.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  railroad  company, 
express  company,  steamboat  company,  or  other  common  carrier, 
shall  carry  or  receive  for  transportation  any  carcass  or  carcasses 
of  calves,  or  any  part  of  the  same  except  the  hide,  unless  the  said 
carcass  or  carcasses  or  parts  thereof  shall  be  tagged  as  herein 
provided. 


CHAP.  495,  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  construction 
or  the  completion  of  railroads  that  have  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  receivers  by  the  supreme  court. 

Section  i.  All  railroad  corporations  that  have  been  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
receiver  or  receivers  by  the  supreme  court  of  this  state,  and  that  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  such  receiver  or  receivers,  are  hereby  granted 
five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  within  which  to 
complete  their  said  roads,  and  the  charter  or  charters  of  such  com- 
panies shall  not  be  deemed  or  taken  as  forfeited  by  their  failure  to 
complete  their  said  roads  within  the  time  originally  limited  in  the 
general  laws  of  this  state  for  the  completion  of  such  roads.  And 
the  said  companies  are  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  and  build  their 
said  roads  and  complete  the  same  within  five  years  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  the  corporate  powers  and  rights  shall  not  be  deemed 
or  held  to  have  ceased  by  reason  of  lapse  of. time  or  by  reason 
of  the  appointment  of  such  a  receiver  or  receivers.

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CHAP.  522,  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  empower  receivers  of  corporations  ap- 
pointed by  a  judgment  or  order  in  an  action  or  special  proceed- 
ing to  sell  the  property  of  the  corporation  at  private  sale. 

Section  i.  A  receiver  duly  appointed  in  this  state  by  and  pur- 
suant to  a  judgment  in  an  action,  or  by  and  pursuant  to  an  order  in 
a  special  proceeding,  may,  upon  application  to  the  court  by  which 
such  judgment  was  rendered,  or  such  order  was  made,  and  upon 
notice  to  such  parties  as  may  be  entitled  to  notice  of  applications 
made  in  such  action  or  special  proceeding,  be  authorized  by  the  said 
court  to  sell  or  convey  the  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  of 
the  corporation  of  which  he  is  the  receiver,  at  private  sale,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  court  may  direct. 

§  2.  All  sales  of  the  property  of  a  corporation  heretofore  made  at 
private  sale  by  such  a  receiver,  and  conveyances  thereof,  where  such 
sales  or  conveyances  have  been  authorized  or  directed  by  the  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  action  or  special  proceeding  in  which  such 
receiver  was  appointed,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  in  so  far 
as  the  legal  capacity  and  statutory  power  of  the  receiver  to  make 
the  same  are  concerned. 


CHAP.  534,  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  collection  and  recovery  of  the  assets  of 
corporations  for  which  receivers  have  been  appointed. 

Section  i.  Whenever  any  receiver  of  a  domestic  corporation,  or 
of  the  property  within  this  state  of  any  foreign  corporation,  shall 
have  been  appointed  and  qualified,  as  provided  in  title  two  of 
chapter  fifteen,  or  title  eleven  of  chapter  seventeen,  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure,  either  before,  upon,  or  after  final  judgment  or  order 
in  the  action  or  special  proceeding  in  which  such  appointment  was 
made,  shall,  by  his  own  verified  petition,  affidavit  or  other  competent 
proof,  show  to  the  supreme  court,  at  a  special  term  thereof,  held 
within  the  judicial  district  wherein  such  appointment  was  made, 
that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  any  officer,  stockholder, 
agent  or  employe  of  such  corporation,  or  any  other  person  whomso- 
ever, has  embezzled  or  concealed,  or  withholds  or  has  in  his 
possession  or  under  his  control,  or  has  wrongfully  disposed  of,  any 
property  of  such  corporation  which  of  right  ought  to  be  surrendered 
to  the  receiver  thereof;  or  that  any  person  can  testify  concerning 
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the  embezzlement,  concealment,  withholding,  possession,  control  or 
wrongful  disposition  of  any  such  property,  the  court  shall  make  an 
order,  with  or  without  notice,  commanding  such  person  or  persons 
to  appear  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated  in  the  order,  before 
the  court  or  before  a  referee  named  by  the  court  for  that  purpose, 
and  to  submit  to  an  examination  concerning  such  embezzlement, 
concealment,  withholding,  possession,  control  or  wrongful  disposi- 
tion of  such  property;  and  at  the  time  of  making  such  order  or  at 
any  time  thereafter,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  enjoin  and 
restrain  the  person  or  persons  so  ordered  to  appear  and  be  examined 
from  in  any  manner  disposing  of  any  property  of  such  corporation 
which  may  be  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  person 
so  ordered  to  be  examined,  until  the  further  order  of  the  court  in 
relation  thereto.  No  person  so  ordered  to  appear  and  be  examined 
shall  be  excused  from  answering  any  question  on  the  ground  that 
his  answer  might  tend  to  convict  him  of  a  criminal  ofiFense;  but  his 
testimony  taken  upon  such  examination  shall  not  be  used  against 
him  in  any  criminal  action  or  proceeding. 

§  2.  Any  person  so  ordered  to  appear  and  be  examined  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  mileage,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  serv- 
ing the  order,  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  witnesses  subpoenaed  to 
attend  and  testify  in  an  action  in  the  supreme  court,   and  shall  be  *| 

subject  to  the  same  penalties  upon  failure  to  appear  and  testify  in  i| 

obedience  to  such  an  order  as  are  provided  by  law  in   the  case  of  i 

witnesses  who  fail  to  obey  a  subpoena  to  appear  and  testify  in  an 
action. 

§  3.  Any  person  appearing  for  examination  in  obedience  to  such 
order  shall  be  sworn  by  the  court  or  referee  to  tell  the  truth,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  on  such  examination  by  counsel,  ; 

and  may  be  cross-examined,  or  may  make  any  voluntary  statement 
in  his  own  behalf  concerning  the  subject  of  his  examination  which 
may  seem  to  him  desirable  or  pertinent  thereto. 

§  4.  The  court  before  which  such  examination  is  taken,  as  well  as 
the  referee,  if  one  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall  have  power 
to  adjourn  such  examination  from  time  to  time,  and  may  rule  upon 
any  question  or  objection  arising  in  the  course  of  such  examination, 
to  the  same  extent  that  might  be  done  if  the  person  so  examined 
were  testifying  as  a  witness  in  the  trial  of  an  action. 

§  5.  When  the  examination  of  any  person  under  such  order  shall 
be  concluded,  the  testimony  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
person  so  examined,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  where  the  action  is  pending,  or  was  tried,   in  which  the  re- 
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ceiver  was  appointed ;  and  if  from  such  testimony  it  shall  appear  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  any  person  so  examined  is  wrong- 
fully concealing  or  withholding,  or  has  in  his  possession  or  under  his 
control,  any  property  which  of  right  belongs  to  such  receiver,  the 
court  may  make  an  order  commanding  the  person  so  examined  forth- 
with to  deliver  the  same  to  such  receiver,  who  shall  hold  the  same 
subject  to  the  further  order  of  the  court  in  relation  thereto ;  and 
otherwise,  the  court  may,  at  the  conclusion  of  any  such  examination, 
make  such  final  order  in  the  premises  as  the  interests  of  justice 
require. 


CHAP.  574.  LAWS  OF  1898. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  section  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one,  relative  to  appeals  to  the  court  of  appeals. 

Section  i.  Section  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

XJBAZTATIOIVB,  SXCEPTXONS  A17D  CONDITIONS^ 

§  191.  The  jurisdiction  conferred  by  the  last  section  is  subject  to 
the  following  limitations,  exceptions  and  conditions: 

1.  No  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  said  court,  in  any  civil  action  or 
proceeding  commenced  in  any  court  other  than  the  supreme  court, 
court  of  claims,  county  court,  or  a  surrogate's  court,  unless  the 
appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  allows  the  appeal  by  an 
order  made  at  the  term  which  rendered  the  determination,  or  at  the 
next  term  after  judgment  is  entered  thereupon  and  shall  certify 
that  in  its  opinion  a  question  of  law  is  involved  which  ought  to  be 
reviewed  by  the  court  of  appeals. 

2.  No  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  said  court  from  a  judgment  of 
affirmance  hereafter  rendered  in  an  action  to  recover  damages  for 
a  personal  injury,  or  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  resulting  in 
death,  or  in  an  action  to  set  aside  a  judgment,  sale,  transfer,  con- 
veyance, assignnient  or  written  instrument,  as  in  fraud  of  the  rights 
of  creditors,  or  in  an  action  to  recover  wages,  salary  or  compensa- 
tion for  services,  including  expenses  incidental  thereto,  or  damages 
for  breach  of  any  contract  therefor,  or  in  an  action  upon  an  indi- 
vidual bond  or  individual  undertaking  on  appeal,  when  the  de- 
cision of  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  is  unanimous, 
unless  such  appellate  division  shall  certify  that  in  its  opinion  a 
question  of  law  is  involved  which  ought  to  be  reviewed  by  the  court 
of  appeals,  or  unless  in  case  of  its  refusal  to  so  certify,  an  appeal  is 
allowed  by  a  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.

within  the  state  of  New  York  having  a  population  of  one  million  five  i 

hundred  thousand  or  upwards,  may  change  the  motive  power  and 
operate  any  such  railway  by  cable  power,  underground  current  of 
electricity,  compressed  air,  or  any  other  motive  power  other  than 
locomotive  steam  power,  that  may  be  consented  to  by  the  authori- 
ties having  control  of  such  park  or  parks,  and  by  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  may  make 
changes  in  the  construction  of  the  road  or  roadbed  or  other  property  , 

made  necessary  by  the  change  of  motive  power.     Such  reconstnic-  • 

tion  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  and  expense  of  the  railroad  company  1

Where  two  or  more  corporations  have  been  or  shall 
hereafter  be,  consolidated  and  merged  into  a  new  corporation,  a 
certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  under  his  official  seal  concisely 
stating  the  names  of  the  respective  corporations  consolidated,  the 
dates  of  the  filing  of  the  certificates  respectively  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  such  corporations  in  his  office,  the  object  for  which  they 
were  formed,  including  the  nature  and  locality  of  their  business  as 
set  forth  in  their  respective  incorporation  papers  on  file  in  his 
office,  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  consolidation  agreement  and 
other  proceedings  in  his  office,  the  name  of  the  new  corporation 
formed  by  such  consolidation  and  merger,  the  term  oi  its  incor- 
porate existence,  the  place  where  its  principal  office  is  situated  and 
the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  shall  be  presumptive  and  prima 
facie  evidence  in  all  actions  and  special  proceedings  for  all  pur-

CHAP.  320,  LAWS  OF  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure,  relating  to  jurisdiction  of  county  courts. 

Section  i.  Section  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  code  of 
dvil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  341,  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
county  court,  in  either  of  the  cases  specified  in  the  last  section,  pt 
domestic  corporation  or  joint-stock  association,  whose  principal 
place  of  business  is  established,  by  or  ptu-suant  to  a  statute,  or  by 
its  articles  of  association,  or  is  actually  located  within  the  county. 
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or  in  case  of  a  railroad  corporation  where  any  portion  of  the  road 
operated  by  it  is  within  the  county,  it  is  deemed  a  resident  of  the 
county;  and  personal  service  of  a  summons,  made  within  the 
county,  as  prescribed  in  this  act,  or  personal  service  of  a  mandate^ 
whereby  a  special  proceeding  is  commenced,  made  within  the 
county,  as  prescribed  in  this  act  for  personal  service  of  a  summons, 
is  sufficient  service  thereof  upon  a  domestic  corporation  wherever 
it  is  located. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  September  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine.

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CHAP.  488,  LAWS  OF  1899. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  sale  of  property  left  in  street  surface 
railroad  cars,  and  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  street  surface  railway 
corporation  doing  business  in  this  state,  which  shall  have  un- 
claimed property  left  in  its  cars,  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  property,  and  to  notify  such  owner  or  owners 
of  the  fact  by  mail  as  soon  as  possible,  after  such  property  comes 
into  its  possession.  Every  such  corporation  which  shall  have  such 
property,  not  perishable,  in  its  possession  for  the  period  of  three 
months,  may  sell  the  same  at  public  auction,  after  giving  notice  to 
that  effect,  by  one  publication,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  sale, 
in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  city  or  village  in  which  such 
sale  is  to  take  place,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  sale  will 
be  held,  and  such  sale  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  all 
the  articles  offered  for  sale  are  sold.  All  perishable  property  so 
leftf  may  be  sold  by  any  such  street  surface  railroad  corporation 
without  notice,  as  soon  as  it  can  be,  upon  the  best  terms  that  can 
be  obtained. 

§  2.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  any  such  unclaimed 
property,  after  deducting  charges  for  storage  and  expenses  of  sale, 
shall  be  paid  by  any  such  corporation  to  the  treasurer  of  any 
association,  composed  of  the  employees  of  such  street  railroad  cor- 
poration, having  for  its  object  the  pecuniary  assistance  of  its 
members  in  case  of  disability  caused  by  sickness  or  accident,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  association  and  its  members ;  and  where 
no  such  association  of  the  employees  of  any  such  street  rail- 
road corporation  is  in  existence  at  the  time  of  any  such  sale,  such 
moneys  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  in 
which  such  sale  took  place  for  the  benefit  of  such  counfy. 
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CHAP.  497,  LAWS  OF  1899- 
AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  use  of  lands  forming  part  of  Ae  rigbt  ol 
way  of  any  railroad  company,  the  road  of  which  has  been  re- 
moved from  the  surface  in,  or  adjacent  to,  streets  and  highways 
in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  state. 

Section  i.  Whenever  the  right  of  way,  g^rade  or  tracks  of  any 
steam  railroad  company  in  or  adjacent  to  any  street  or  highway 
in  any  city  of  the  first  class  are  required  by  law  to  be  changed  or 
altered  by  elevating  or  depressing  the  same  for  the  purpose  of 
discontinuing  the  use  of  steam  power  upon  the  surface  of  such 
highway  or  street,  such  alteration  or  change  of  gfrade  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  curtail  or  affect  any  right  which  such  railroad  company  or 
its  lessees  or  assigns  may  have  to  maintain  and  operate  a  surface 
passenger  railway  within  the  limits  of  the  right  of  way  so  depressed 
or  elevated,  and  over  and  under  the  railroad  tracks  so  depressed 
or  elevated,  with  all  turnouts,  sidings  and  tracks  necessary  to  secure 
the  continuous  connection  and  operation  of  such  surface  railroad. 

§  2.  In  the  event  that  any  such  turnouts,  sidings  or  tracks  shall 
extend  beyond  the  lines  of  the  right  of  way  of  such  railroad  cor- 
porations so  depressed  or  elevated,  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets 
or  highways  aforesaid,  such  turnouts,  sidings  or  tracks  so  extending 
beyond  the  lines  of  such  right  of  way  shall  only  be  constructed  upon 
condition  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of 
the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent  also  of  the  local  authori- 
ties having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  such  street  or  high- 
way upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  turn- 
outs, sidings  or  tracks,  shall  be  first  obtained ;  or,  in  case  the  con- 
sent of  such  property  owners  can  not  be  obtained,  the  appellate 
division  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  department  where  such  construc- 
tion is  proposed,  may  upon  application  appoint  three  commissioners 
who  shall  determine,  after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested, 
whether  such  turnouts,  sidings  and  tracks  so  extending  beyond  the 
limits  of  such  right  of  way  and  on  said  highway  ought  to  be  con- 
structed or  operated;  and  their  determination,  confirmed  by  the 
court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property  owners. 

§  3.  Any  such  suriace  railroad  shall  be  operated  by  some  power 
other  than  steam  locomotives,  and  shall  not  be  used  except  for 
passenger  traffic. 
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CHAP.  647,  LAWS  OF  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  seven  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the  time  for 
the  commencement  of  construction  or  completion  of  railroads 
other  than  street  surface  railroads." 

Section  i.  Section  one  of  chapter  seven  hundred  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the 
time  for  the  commencement  of  construction  or  completion  of  rail- 
roads other  than  street  surface  railroads  "  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

§  I.  The  time  or  times  prescribed  for  the  commencement  of  the 
construction,  or  the  completion  of  its  railroads,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  by  any  railroad  company  which  has  already  acquired  at 
least  one-third  of  its  right  of  way,  or  begun  the  construction  of 
any  portion  of  its  railroad,  is  hereby  extended  five  years  from  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine.

CHAP.  690,  LAWS  OF  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  monopolies  in  articles  or  commodities  of  com- 
mon use,  and  to  prohibit  restraints  of  trade  and  commerce,  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
procedure  to  enable  the  attorney-general  to  secure  testimony  in 
relation  thereto. 

Section  i.  Every  contract,  agreement,  arrangement  or  com- 
bination whereby  a  monopoly  in  the  manufacture,  production  or 
sale  in  this  state  of  any  article  or  commodity  of  common  use  is 
or  may  be  created,  established  or  maintained,  or  whereby  com- 
petition in  this  state  in  the  supply  or  ptice  of  any  such  article  or 
commodity  is  or  may  be  restrained  or  prevented,  or  whereby  for 
the  purpose  of  creating,  establishing  or  maintaining  a  monopoly 
within  this  state  of  the  manufacture,  production  or  sale  of  any 
such  article  or  commodity,  the  free  pursuit  in  this  state  of  any  law- 
ful business,  trade  or  occupation  is  or  may  be  restricted  or  pre- 
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vented,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  against  public  policy,  illegal  and 
void. 

§  2.  Every  person  or  corporation,  or  any  officer  or  agent  thereof, 
who  shall  make  or  attempt  to  make  or  enter  into  any  such  contract, 
agreement,  arrangement  or  combination,  or  who  within  this  state 
shall  do  any  act  pursuant  thereto,  or  in,  toward  or  for  the  con- 
summation thereof,  wherever  the  same  may  have  been  made,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall,  if  a  natural 
person,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  longer  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment;  and  if  a  corporation,  by  a  fine  of  not  ex- 
ceeding five  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  attorney-general  may  bring  an  action  in  the  name  and 
in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  state  against  any  person,  trustee, 
director,  manager  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  a  corporation,  or 
against  a  corporation,  foreign  or  domestic,  to  restrain  and  prevent 
the  doing  in  this  state  of  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  illegal,  or 
any  act,  in,  toward  or  for  the  making  or  consummation  of  any  con- 
tract, agreement,  arrangement  or  combination  herein  prohibited, 
wherever  the  same  may  have  been  made. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  attorney-general  has  determined  to  commence 
an  action  or  proceeding  under  this  chapter,  he  may  present  to  any 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  before  beginning  such  action  or  pro- 
ceeding under  this  chapter,  an  application  in  writing,  for  an  order 
directing  the  persons  mentioned  in  the  application  to  appear  before 
a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  a  referee  designated  in  such  order, 
and  answer  such  questions  as  may  be  put  to  them  or  to  any  of  them, 
and  produce  such  papers,  documents  and  books  concerning  any 
alleged  illegal  contract,  arrangement,  agreement  or  combination  in 
violation  of  this  chapter ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  to  whom  such  application  for  the  order  is  made, 
to  grant  such  application.  The  application  for  such  order  made  by 
the  attorney-general  may  .simply  show,  upon  his  information  and 
belief,  that  the  testimony  of  such  person  or  persons  is  material  and 
necessary.  The  provisions  of  article  one,  of  title  three,  of  chapter 
nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  relating  to  the  application  for 
an  order  for  the  examination  of  witnesses  before  the  commencement 
of  an  action  and  the  method  of  proceeding  on  such  examinations 
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shall  not  apply  except  as  herein  prescribed.  The  order  shall  be 
granted  by  the  justice  of  the  supreme  court  to  whom  the  applica- 
tion has  been  made,  with  such  preliminary  injunction  or  stay  as  may 
appear  to  such  justice  to  be  proper  and  expedient,  and  shall  specify 
the  time  when  and  place  where  the  witnesses  are  required  to  appear, 
and  such  examination  shall  be  held  either  in  the  city  of  Albany,  or 
in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  witness  resides,  or  in  which  the 
principal  office,  within  this  state,  of  the  corporation  aflfected,  is 
located.  The  justice  or  referee  may  adjourn  such  examination  from 
time  to  time  and  witnesses  must  attend  accordingly.  The  testimony 
of  each  witness  must  be  subscribed  by  him,  and  all  must  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  order  for 
examination  is  filed. 

§  5.  The  order  for  such  examination  must  be  signed  by  the 
justice  making  it,  and  the  service  of  a  copy  thereof,  with  an  indorse- 
ment by  the  attorney-general,  signed  by  him,  to  the  eflfect  that  the 
person  named  therein  is  required  to  appear  and  be  examined  at 
the  time  and  place,  and  before  the  justice  or  referee  specified  in 
such  endorsement,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  for  the  attendance  of 
witnesses.  Such  endorsement  may  contain  a  clause  requiring  such 
person  to  produce  on  such  examination  all  books,  papers  and  docu- 
ments in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject of  such  examination.  The  order  shall  be  served  upon  the  per- 
son named  in  the  indorsement  aforesaid,  by  showing  him  the  original 
order,  and  delivering  to  and  leaving  with  him,  at  the  same  time,  a 
copy  thereof  indorsed  as  above  provided,  and  by  paying  or  tender- 
ing to  him  the  fee  allowed  by  law  to  witnesses  subpoenaed  to  attend 
trials  of  civil  actions  in  a  court  of  record  in  this  state. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  answering  any  questions 
that  may  be  put  to  him,  or  from  producing  any  books,  papers  or 
documents,  on  the  ground  that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  docu- 
mentary or  otherwise,  required  of  him  may  tend  to  incriminate  him, 
but  no  person  shall  be  prosecuted  in  any  criminal  action  or  pro- 
ceedings, or  subjected  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture,  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  any  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning  which  he 
may  testify,  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  before 
said  justices  or  referee  appointed  in  the  order  for  his  examination,  or 
in  obedience  to  the  subpoena  of  the  court,  or  referee  acting  under 
such  order,  or  either  of  them,  or  in  any  such  case  or  proceeding. 
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§  7.  A  referee  appointed  as  provided  in  this  act  possesses  all 
the  powers  and  is  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  a  referee  appointed 
under  section  ten  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure, so  far  as  practicable,  and  may  punish  for  contempt  a  wit- 
ness duly  served  as  prescribed  in  this  act  for  non-attendance  or 
refusal  to  be  sworn  or  to  testify,  or  to  produce  books,  papers  and 
documents  according  to  the  direction  of  the  indorsement  aforesaid^ 
in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent  as  a  referee  appointed 
to  hear,  try  and  determine  an  issue  of  fact  or  of  law. 

§  8.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  laws  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-seven  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAP.  20,  LAWS  OF  1900. 

AN  ACT  for  the' protection  of  the  forests,  fish  and  game  of  the 
state,  constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  general  laws. 

ARTICLE  I. 


TBAII^SPOBTATION. 

§  8.  Deer  or  venison  killed  in  this  state  shall  not  be  transported 
from  or  through  any  county,  or  possessed  for  tliat  purpose,  except 
as  follows :  One  carcass  or  a  part  thereof  may  be  transjiorted  from 
the  county  where  killed  when  accompanied  by  the  owner.  No 
person  shall  transport  or  accompany  more  than  two  deer  in  any 
year  under  this  section.  Possession  of  deer  or  venison  by  a  com- 
mon carrier,  or  by  any  person  in  its  employ  while  engaged  in  the 
business  of  such  common  carrier,  unaccompanied  by  the  owner 
shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  section  by  such  common  carrier. 
This  section  does  not  apply  to  the  head,  feet  or  skin  of  deer  if  car- 
ried separately. 


§  16.  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  article  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  in  addition  thereto,  is  liable  as  follows: 
For  each  violation  of  sections  one  to  eleven,  both  inclusive,  to  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  for  each  deer,  wild  moose,  elk. 
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caribou,  antelope  or  part  of  any  such  animal  taken  or  possessed 
in  violation  of  any  provision  of  any  of  said  sections,  an  additional 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  for  each  violation  of  section  twelve, 
to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  for  each  squirrel  or  part 
thereof  taken  or  possessed  in  violation  of  said  section,  an  additional 
penalty  of  ten  dollars ;  for  each  violation  of  section  thirteen,  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  for  each  rabbit  taken  or  possessed 
in  violation  of  such  section,  an  additional  penalty  of  ten  dollars; 
for  each  beaver  taken  in  violation  of  section  fourteen  to  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars,  and  for  each  violation  of  section  fifteen,  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty-five  dollars. 


ARTICLE  II. 

WOODCOCK,  GBOTTSE  AND  QTTATL,  NOT  TO  BS  TBAKSPOB.TED. 

§  29.  Woodcock,  grouse  and  quail  shall  not  be  transported 
within  this  state  or  into  the  state  from  a  point  without  the  state 
less  than  twenty-five  miles  from  the  state  line,  unless  accompanied 
by  the  actual  owner  thereof,  and  no  person  shall  transport  or  ac- 
company more  than  thirty-six  grouse  or  thirty-six  woodcock  in 
any  calendar  year,  or  more  than  twelve  of  either  kind  at  one 
time.  Possession  thereof  by  a  common  carrier,  or  employee 
thereof,  at  the  time  actually  engaged  in  the  business  of  such  com- 
mon carrier,  unaccompanied  by  the  actual  owner  thereof,  shall 
constitute  a  violation  of  this  section  by  such  employee  and  common 
carrier.  No  common  carrier  or  person  in  its  employ  shall  trans- 
port such  birds  as  owner. 

TAKING  GAME  IN  WESTCHESTEER  COUNTY. 

§  37.  Game  shall  not  be  taken  in  a  public  highway,  or  on  the 
lands  of  a  railway  or  lands  purchased  or  condemned  for  the  Croton 
aqueduct  within  the  county  of  Westchester. 

§  38.  Birds  or  game,  except  fish  taken  in  this  state,  shall  not  be 
trsftisported  without  the  state;  nor  shall  the  same  be  taken  or  pos- 
sessed with  intent  to  transport  the  same  without  the  state.  Any 
person  doing  any  act  with  reference  to  such  birds  or  game  in  aid 
of  such  taking  or  transportation  with  knowledge  of  the  intention 
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to  so  transport  the  same  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  sec- 
tion.   {Added  by  chap.  235,  Laws  1900.) 


{PENALTIES. 

§  39-  A  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  article  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  sixty  dollars  and  to 
an  additional  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  bird  taken  or 
possessed  in  violation  thereof. 


ARTICLE  III. 

CERTAIN  FISH.  NOT  TO  BE  TBANSPOBTTEB. 

§  60.  Lake  trout  taken  in  inland  waters  and  trout  shall  not  be 
transported  in  this  state  except  when  accompanied  by  the  actual 
owner.  No  person  shall  transport  or  accompany  at  any  one  time 
more  than  twelve  pounds  of  trout.  Possession  of  lake  trout  or 
trout  by  a  common  carrier  or  employee  thereof,  while  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  such  common  carrier,  unaccompanied  by 
the  actual  owner,  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  section  by  such 
employee  and  common  carrier. 


IFBNAI/nES. 

§  69.  A  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  in  addition  thereto  is  liable  as  fol- 
lows :  For  each  violation  of  section  forty-three  in  relation  to  waters 
inhabited  by  trout,  of  sections  fifty-two  and  fifty-three  in  relation 
to  polluting  streams,  section  fifty-four  relating  to  unlawful  devices^ 
section  sixty  in  relation  to  transportation  of  fish,  section  sixty- 
three  in  relation  to  the  use  of  nets  and  angling  and  section  sixty- 
six  in  relation  to  thumpiijg,  a  penalty  of  sixty  dollars.  For  all 
other  violations  of  said  article  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  and 
an  additional  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish  taken  or  possessed 
in  violation  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

BEFIKITIOKS. 

§  140.  The  following  words  and  phrases  used  in  this  act  are  de- 
fined as  follows: 

1.  "Grouse"  includes  ruffed  grouse,  partridge  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  grouse  family. 

2.  "  Trout "  includes  speckled  trout,  brown  trout,  rainbow  trout, 
red  throat  trout  and  brook  trout. 

3.  "  Lake  trout  "  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  includes  land-locked 
salmon  and  ouananische. 

4.  "  Black  bass  "  includes  Oswego  bass. 

5.  *'  Pike  "  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  includes  wall-eyed  pike. 

6.  "Angling"  means  taking  fish  by  hook  and  line  in  hand  or 
rod  in  hand;  or  if  from  a  boat  not  exceeding  two  lines  with  or 
without  rod  to  one  person. 

7.  It  is  unlawful  to  take  fish  or  game  during  time  described  as 
"  close  season."  The  "  open  season  "  is  that  part  of  the  year  when 
they  may  be  taken  in  a  lawful  manner. 

8.  "  Taking  "  includes  pursuing,  shooting,  hunting,  killing,  cap- 
turing, trapping,  snaring  and  netting  fish  and  game,  and  all  lesser 
acts  such  as  disturbing,  harrying,  or  worrying  whether  they  result 
in  taking  or  not ;  and  includes  every  attempt  to  take  and  every  act 
of  assistance  to  every  other  person  in  taking  or  attempting  to  take 
fish  or  game.  Whenever  taking  is  allowed  by  law,  reference  is 
had  to  taking  by  lawful  means  and  in  a  lawful  manner. 

9.  "  Person  "  includes  a  co-partnership,  joint  stock  company  or 
corporation. 

10.  Where  lands  are  referred  to  as  "  inclosed,"  the  boundary 
may  be  indicated  by  wire,  ditch,  hedge,  fence,  road,  highway, 
water  or  in  any  visible  or  distinctive  manner  which  indicates  a 
separation  from  the  surrounding  or  contiguous  territory. 

11.  Gender  and  number  shall  be  disregarded  in  construing  this 
act  whenever  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  spirit  thereof. 

12.  Commission,  commissioners  and  board  of  commissioners  are 
synonymous  with  commission  of  forest,  fish,  and  game. 

CONSTBUCnOK. 

§  *I42.  This  act  is  intended  to  be  a  restatement  of  existing  law 
-with  such  changes  as  clearly  appear.     The  terms  of  office  of  the 

*So  in  original. 
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present  commissioners  are  not  affected  thereby.  References  in 
laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  in  acts  incorporated  in  this  act  and 
repealed,  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  such  provisions  in  this 
act.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  amending  or  repeal- 
ing any  provision  of  the  criminal  or  penal  code. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

POWBBS  OP  GAUB  PBOTEGTOBS. 

§  173.  Game  protectors  shall  enforce  all  laws  relating  to  fish  and 
game;  all  laws  of  boards  of  supervisors  relating  to  the  same;  all 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
forest  preserve  and  public  parks  described  in  this  act;  and  shall 
have  power  to  execute  ail  warrants  and  search  warrants  issued  for 
a  violation  of  the  forest,  fish  and  game  law;  to  serve  a  summons 
issuing  from  justice's  court;  to  serve  subpoenas  issued  for  the  ex- 
amination and  investigation  or  trial  of  offences  against  any  of  said 
laws ;  to  make  search  where  they  have  cause  to  believe  that  fish  or 
game  is  possessed  in  violation  of  law,  and  without  search  warrant 
to  examine  the  contents  of  any  boat,  car,  box,  locker,  basket,  creel, 
crate,  gathebag  or  other  package  and  the  contents  of  any  building 
other  than  a  dwelling  house,  except  in  the  counties  of  New  York 
and  Kings,  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  of  any  law  for  the  protection  of  fish,  shellfish  and  game  have 
been  violated,  and  to  use  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  such  examination  and  inspection;  and  with  a  search 
warrant  to  search  and  examine  the  contents  of  any  building  or 
dwelling  house;  to  arrest  without  warrant  any  person  committing 
a  misdemeanor  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  their  presence, 
and  take  such  person  immediately  before  a  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction  for  trial. 


ARTICLE  X. 

ACnONB  rOB.  PBKALTIES  BY  THB  PBOPLB. 

§  185.  Actions  for  penalties  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  name 
of  "  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York ; "  and  must  be  brought 
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on  the  order  of  the  chief  game  protector  or  of  a  commissioner. 
Special  counsel  may  be  employed  and  their  compensation  fixed  by 
the  commission.  Such  actions  may  be  discontinued  by  order  of 
the  court  on  the  application  of  the  chief  game  protector  upon  such 
terms  as  the  court  may  direct.  Such  actions  if  in  justice's  courts, 
may  be  brought  in  any  town  of  the  county  in  which  the  penalty  is 
incurred  or  of  the  county  in  which  the  defendant  resides. 


SEARCH  WAHRAKTS;  WHEN  ISSXTED. 

§  191.  Any  justice  of  the  peace,  police  justice,  county  judge, 
judge  of  a  city  court  or  magistrate  having  criminal  jurisdiction, 
shall  if  it  appear  probable  that  fish  or  game  taken  or  possessed  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  concealed,  issue  a  search  war- 
rant for  the  discovery  thereof,  according  to  the  practice  provided 
in  sections  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  to  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  inclusive  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

BAIUtOADS  IN  FOBEST  LANDS. 

§  228.  Every  railroad  company  shall  on  such  part  of  its  road  as 
passes  through  forest  lands  or  lands  subject  to  fires  from  any  cause, 
cut  and  remove  from  its  right  of  way  along  such  lands  at  least  twice 
a  year  all  grass,  brush  and  other  inflammable  materials ;  employ  in 
seasons  of  drought  and  before  vegetation  has  revived  in  the  spring, 
sufficient  trackmen  to  promptly  put  out  fires  on  its  right  of  way; 
provide  locomotives  thereon  with  steel  netting  or  iron  wire  on  the 
smoke  stacks  to  prevent  the  escape  of  fire  and  sparks,  and  adequate 
devices  to  prevent  the  escape  of  fire  from  ashpans  and  furnaces, 
which  shall  be  used  by  every  engineer  and  fireman  on  such  part  of 
its  road.  No  railroad  company  or  employee  thereof  shall  deposit 
fire  coals  or  ashes  on  its  track  or  right  of  way  near  such  lands.  In 
case  of  fire  on  its  own  or  neighboring  lands,  the  railroad  company 
shall  use  all  practicable  means  to  put  it  out.  Engineers,  conduct- 
ors or  trainmen  discovering  or  knowing  of  fires  in  fences  or  other 
material  along  or  near  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroad  in  such 
lands,  shall  report  the  same  at  the  first  station  to  the  station  agent, 
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and  such  station  agent  shall  forthwith  notify  the  nearest  fire  warden 
or  game  protector  thereof,  and  use  all  necessary  means  to  extin- 
guish the  same.  Any  railroad  company  or  employee  thereof  vio- 
lating any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation. 

FTBES  TO  CI.EAB  LAND. 

§  229.  Fallows,  stumps,  logs  or  fallen  timber  shall  not  be  burned 
in  the  territory  hereinafter  described  from  April  first  to  June  tenth 
both  inclusive,  or  from  September  firjt  to  November  tenth  both 
inclusive.  From  June  eleventh  to  August  thirty-first,  both  inclu- 
sive, such  fires  may  be  set  therein  if  written  permission  of  the  fire 
warden  or  district  fire  warden  of  the  town  or  district  in  which  the 
fire  is  set  has  been  first  obtained.  If  in  a  locality  near  forest  or 
woodland,  the  fire  warden  or  district  fire  warden  shall  be  personally 
present  when  the  fire  is  started.  Such  fires  shall  not  be  started 
during  a  heavy  wind  or  without  sufficient  help  present  to  control 
the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  watched  by  the  person  setting  the 
fire  until  put  out.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  in  addition  thereto  is  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  three  hundred  dollars.

Lawrence  county;  the  towns  of  Diana,  Croghan,  Watson,  Greig, 
and  Lyonsdale  of  Lewis  county;  to  the  towns  of  Webb,  Wilmurt, 
Ohio,  Salisbury,  Remsen  and  Russia,  Herkimer  county;  the  town 
of  Forestport,  Oneida  county;  the  towns  of  Stratford,  Caroga, 
Bleecker,  and  Mayfield,  Fulton  county;  the  towns  of  Day,  Edin-

FOBEST  FIBBS  PBOHIBITED. 

§  230.  A  person  who  except  as  permitted  by  this  act  wilfully  or 
negligently  sets  fire  to  waste  or  forest  lands  of  the  state  or  of  a  pri- 
vate person  or  who  suffers  a  fire  on  his  own  lands  to  extend  there- 
from to  state  lands  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  impris- 
oned not  more  than  one  year  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  both.  He  shall  also  be  liable  to  the 
state  or  any  person  for  the  damages  caused  by  such  wrongful  act. 


CHAR  42,  LAWS  OF  1900. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  banking  law  relative  to  securities  in  which 
deposits  in  savings  banks  may  be  invested. 

Section  I.  Subdivision  six  of  section  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
of  chapter  six  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  banking 
corporations,"  as  amended  by  chapter  eight  hundred  and  thirteen 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  further  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Subdivision  6.  In  bonds  and  mortgages  on  unincumbered  real 
property  situated  in  this  state,  worth  at  least  twice  the  amount 
loaned  thereon.  Not  more  than  sixty-five  per  centum  of  the  whole 
amount  of  deposits  shall  be  so  loaned  or  invested.  If  the  loan  is 
on  unimproved  and  unproductive  real  property,  the  amount  loaned 
thereon  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  per  centum  of  its  actual  value. 
No  investment  in  any  bonds  and  mortgage  shall  be  made  by  any 
savings  bank  except  upon  the  report  of  a  committee  of  its  trustees 
charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  the  same,  who  shall  certify 
to  the  value  of  the  premises  mortgaged  or  to  be  mortgaged,  accord- 
ing to  their  best  judgment,  and  such  report  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served among  the  records  of  the  corporation.     Also  in  the  first 
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mortgage  bonds  of  any  railroad  corporation  of  this  state,  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  whose  railroad  is  located  within  this  state;  or  of  any 
railroad  corporation  of  this  and  any  other  state  or  states  connecting 
with  and  controlled  and  operated  as  part  of  the  system  of  any  such 
railroad  corporation  of  this  state,  and  of  which  connecting  railroad 
at  least  a  majority  of  its  capital  stock  is  owned  by  such  a  railroad 
corporation  of  this  state,  or  in  the  mortgage  bonds  of  any  such 
railroad  corporation  of  an  issue  to  retire  all  prior  mortgage  debt 
of  such  railroad  companies  respectively;  provided  that  at  no  time 
within  five  years  next  preceding  the  date  of  any  such  investment 
shall  such  railroad  corporation  of  this  state  or  such  connecting  rail- 
road corporation  respectively  have  failed  regularly  and  punctually 
to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  all  its  mortgage  indebtedness, 
and  in  addition  thereto  regularly  and  punctually  to  have  paid  divi- 
dends upon  all  its  outstanding  capital  stock  during  the  preceding 
five  years,  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  four  per  centum  per  annum ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  at  the  date  of  every  such  dividend  the 
outstanding  capital  stock  of  such  railroad  corporation,  or  such  con- 
necting railroad  company  respectively  shall  have  been  equal  to  at 
least  one-half  of  the  total  mortgage  indebtedness  of  such  railroad 
corporations  respectively,  including  all  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued 
under  any  mortgage  securing  any  bond  in  which  such  investment 
shall  be  made.  Also  in  the  mortgage  bonds  of  the  following 
railroad  corporations:  The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  rail- 
road company;  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  railroad  com- 
pany; Michigan  Central  railroad  company;  Illinois  Central 
railroad  company;  Pennsylvania  railroad  company;  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Canal  company;  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  West- 
ern railroad  company;  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad  company;  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  company;  Maine 
Central  railroad  company;  the  Chicago  and  Alton  railroad  com- 
pany. Provided  that  at  the  time  of  fnakihg  such  investment  the 
said  railroads  shall  have  earned  and  paid  regular  dividends  of  not 
less  than  four  per  centum  per  annum  in  cash  on  all  their  issues  of 
capital  stock  for  the  ten  years  next  preceding  such  investment,  and 
provided  the  capital  stock  of  any  of  said  railroad  corporations  shall 
equal  or  exceed  in  amount  one-third  of  the  par  value  of  all  its 
bonded  indebtedness;  and  further  provided  that  all  bonds  hereby 
authorized  for  investments  shall  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  which 
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is  a  first  mortgage  on  either  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the  railroad 
and  railroad  property  actually  in  the  possession  of  and  operated 
by  such  company,  or  that  such  bonds  shall  be  mortgage  bonds  of 
an  issue  to  retire  all -prior  mortgage  debt  of  such  railroad  company; 
also  in  the  .first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Fonda,  Johnstown  and 
Gloversville  railroad  company,  or  in  the  mortgage  bonds  of  said 
railroad  company  of  an  issue  to  retire  all  prior  mortgage  debts  of 
said  railroad  company,  and  provided  the  capital  stock  of  said  rail- 
road company  shall  equal  or  exceed  in  amount  one-third  of  the  par 
value  of  all  its  bonded  indebtedness;  and  provided,  also  that  such 
railroad  be  of  standard  gauge  of  four  feet,  eight  and  one-half  inches. 
Not  more  than  twenty  per  centum  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits 
of  any  bank  shall  be  ^oaned  or  invested  in  railroad  bonds,  and  not 
more  than  five  per  centum  of  the  deposits  of  any  bank  shall  be  in- 
vested in  the  bonds  uf  any  one  railroad.  Street  railroad  corpora- 
tions shall  not  be  considered  railroad  corporations  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  subdivision. 

CHAP.  135,  LAWS  OF  1900. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  in 
relation  to  a  court  transacting  business  on  Sunday. 

Section  i.  Section  six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

COUBTS  NOT  TO  SIT  ON  SITKBAT,  EXCEPT  IN  SPECIAL  CASES. 

§  6.  A  court  shall  not  be  opened,  or  transact  any  business  on 
Sunday,  except  to  receive  a  verdict  or  discharge  a  jury.  An  ad- 
journment of  a  court  on  Saturday,  unless  made  after  a  cause  has 
been  committed  to  a  jury,  must  be  to  some  other  day  than  Sunday. 
But  this  section  does  not  prevent  the  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
a  magistrate,  where  it  is  necessary  to  preserve  the  peace,  or,  in  a 
criminal  case,  to  arrest,  commit  or  discharge  a  person  charged 
with  an  offense,  or  the  granting  of  an  injunction  order  by  a  justice 
of  the  supreme  court  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent irremediable  injury  or  the  service  of  a  summons  with  or  with- 
out a  complaint  if  accompanied  by  an  injunction  order  and  an  order 
of  such  justice  permitting  service  on  that  day. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  September  first,  nineteen  hundred.

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  school  taxes  by  railroad  com- 
panies. 

DITTY  OP  SCHOOL  COLLECTOB  TO  DEUVEB  TO  COUNTY 
TBEASITBEB  CEBTAIN  STATEMENT;  DITTY  OP  COITNTY 
TBEASITBEB  IN  THE  PBEjCIBES. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  collector  in  each 
school  district  in  this  state,  except  in  the  counties  of  New  York, 
Kings,  and  Cattaraugus,  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  by  such 
collector  of  any  and  every  tax  or  assessment  roll  of  his  district,  to 
prepare  and  deliver  to  the  county  treasurer  of  tlie  county  in  which 
such  district,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  is  situated,  a  statement 
showing  the  name  of  each  railroad  company  appearing  in  said  roll, 
the  assessment  against  each  of  said  companies  for  real  and  personal 
property  respectively,  and  the  tax  against  each  of  said  companies.  It 
shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer,  immediately^ 
after  the  receipt  by  him  of  such  statement  from  such  school  collector, 
to  notify  the  ticket  agent  of  any  such  railroad  company  assessed  for 
taxes  at  the  station  nearest  to  the  office  of  such  county  treasurer, 
personally  or  by  mail,  of  the  fact  that  such  statement  has  been  filed 
with  him  by  such  collector,  at  the  same  time  specifying  the  amount 
of  tax  to  be  paid  by  such  railroad  company.  (Thus  amended.  Laws  of 
1885,  chap.  533.; 
TIME  IN  WHICH  TAX  MAY  BE  PAID  WITH  ONE  PBB  CENT 


§  2.  Any  railroad  company  heretofore  organized,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  organized,  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  may,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  receipt  of  such  statement  by  such  county  treasurer, 
pay  the  amount  of  tax  so  levied  or  assessed  against  it  m  such  distnct 
and  in  such  statement  mentioned  and  contained,  with  one  per  centum 
fees  thereon,  to  such  county  treasurer,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  receive  such  amount  and  to  give  proper  receipt  theretor 

IP  TAX  NOT  PAID  WITHIN  THTBTY  DAYS,  DUTY  OP  COLLECTOB 
TO  COLLECT;  LIMITATION. 

§  3.  In  case  any  railroad  company  shall  fail  to  pay  such  tax  within 
said  thirty  days,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  treasurer  to  notify 
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the  collector  of  the  school  district  in  which  such  delinquent  railroad 
company  is  assessed^  of  its  failure  to  pay  said  tax,  and  upon  receipt 
of  such  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collector  to  collect  such 
unpaid  tax  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  together  with  five 
per  centum  fees  thereon;  but  no  school  collector  shall  collect  by 
distress  and  sale  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  in  his  district  upon  the 
property  of  any  railroad  company,  until  the  receipt  by  him  of  such 
notice  from  the  county  treasurer.

§  4.  The  several  amounts  of  tax  received  by  any  county  treasurer 
in  this  state  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  of  and  from  railroad 
companies  shall  be  by  such  county  treasurer  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  school  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  same  was  levied  or 
assessed,  and  on  demand  paid  over  to  the  school  collector  thereof,  and 
the  one  per  centum  fees  received  therewith  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of,  and  on  demand  paid  to,  the  school  collector  of  such  school 
district. 
TAX  ICAT  BE  PAID  TO  COLLEGTOB  DIBECT. 

§  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  sliall  be  construed  to  hinder, 
prevent  or  prohibit  any  railroad  company  from  paying  its  school 
tax  to  the  school  collector  direct,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

CHAP.  686,  LAWS  OF  1892. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  counties,  constituting  chapter  eighteen  of 

the  general  laws. 

STATEMENT  OF  BAILBOAD,  TELEGBAPH,  TELEPHONE  AND 
ELECTBIC-LIGHT  TAXES. 

Section  53.  The  clerk  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  making  out, 
or  issuing  of  the  annual  tax-warrant  by  the  board  of  supervisors, 
prepare  and  deliver  to  the  county  treasurer  of  his  county,  a  state- 
ment showing  the  title  of  all  railroad  corporations  and  telegraph, 
telephone  and  electric-light  lines  in  such  county,  as  appear  on  the 
last  assessment-roll  of  the  towns  or  cities  therein,  the  valuation  of  the 
property,  real  and  personal,  of  such  corporation  and  line  in  each 
town  or  city,  and  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  or  levied  on  such  valu* 
ation  in  each  town  or  city  in  his  county.

CHAP.  908,  LAWS  OF  1896. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  taxation,  constituting  chapter  twenty-four 

of  the  general  laws. 

CHAPTER  XXIV  OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS. 

BHOBT  TITIiE. 

Section  i.  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  tax  law. 

DEFINITIONS. 

§  2.  I.  "  Tax  district "  as  used  in  this  chapter,  means  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  state  having  a  board  of  assessors  authorized  to 

assess  property  therein  for  staie  and  county  taxes. 

2.  "  County  treasurer  "  includes  any  officer  performing  the  duties 
devolving  upon  such  office  under  whatever  name. 

3.  The  terms  "land/*  "real  estate/'  and  "real  property/'  as 
used  in  this  chapter,  include  the  land  itself  above  and  under  water, 
all  buildings  and  other  articles  and  structures,  substructures  and 
superstructures,  erected  upon,  under  or  above,  or  affixed  to  the 
same ;  all  wharves  and  piers,  including  the  value  of  the  right  to 
collect  wharfage,  cranage  or  dockage  thereon;  all  bridges,  all  tele^ 
graph  lines,  wires,  poles  and  appurtenances;  all  supports  and  in- 
closures  for  electrical  conductors  and  other  appurtenances  upon, 
above  and  under  ground ;  all  surface,  underground  or  elevated  rail- 
roads, including  the  value  of  all  franchises,  rights  or  permission  to 
construct,  maintain  or  operate  the  same  in,  under,  above,  on  or 
through  streets,  highways,  or  public  places;  all  railroad  structures, 
substructures  and  superstructures,  tracks  and  the  iron  thereon; 
branches,  switches  and  other  fixtures  permitted  or  authorized  to  be 
made,  laid  or  placed  in,  upon,  above  or  under  any  public  or  private 
road,  street  or  ground :  all  mains,  pipes  and  tanks  laid  or  placed  in, 
upon,  above  or  under  any  public  or  private  street  or  place  for  con- 
ducting steam,  heat,  water,  oil,  electricity  or  any  property,  sub- 
stance or  product  capable  of  transportation  or  conveyance  therein 
or  that  is  protected  thereby,  including  the  value  of  all  franchises, 
rights,  authority  or  permission  to  construct,  maintain  or  operate, 
in,  under,  above,  upon,  or  through,  any  streets,  highways,  or 
public  places,  any  mains,  pipes,  tanks,  conduits,  or  wires,  with 
their  appurtenances,  for  conducting  water,  steam,  heat,  light,  power, 
gas,  oil,  or  other  substance,  or  electricity  for  telegraphic,  telephonic 
or  other  purposes;  all  trees  and  underwood  growing  upon  land,  and 
all  mines,  minerals,  quarries  and  fossils  in  and  under  the  same, 
except  mines  belonging  to  the  state.  A  franchise,  right,  authority 
or  permission  specified  in  this  subdivision  shall  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation  be  known  as  a  "  special  franchise."    A  special  franchise 
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shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  value  of  the  tangible  property  of  a 
person,  copartnership,  association  or  corporation  situated  in,  upon, 
under  or  above  any  street,  highway,  public  place  or  public  waters 
in  connection  with  the  special  franchise.  The  tangible  property  so 
included  shall  be  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  special  franchise.  No  prop- 
erty of  a  municipal  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  a  special  fran- 
chise tax.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  712,  Laws  1899,  taking  effect 
October  i,  1899.) 

4.  The  terms  "  personal  estate,"  and  "  personal  property,"  as 
used  in  this  chapter,  include  chattels,  money,  things  in  action,  debts 
due  from  solvent  debtors,  whether  on  account,  contract,  note,  bond 
or  mortgage ;  debts  and  obligations  for  the  payment  of  money  due  or 
owing  to  persons  residing  within  this  state,  however  secured  or 
wherever  such  securities  shall  be  held ;  debts  due  by  inhabitants  of 
this  state  to  persons  not  residing  within  the  United  States  for  the 
purchase  of  any  real  estate;  public  stocks,  stocks  in  moneyed  cor- 
porations, and  such  portion  o{  the  capital  of  incorporated  com- 
panies, liable  to  taxation  on  their  capital,  as  shall  not  be  invested  in 
real  estate. 

PBOPEBTT  LIABIiE  TO  TAXATION'. 

§  3.  All  real  property  within  this  state,  and  all  personal  property 
situated  or  owned  within  this  state,  is  taxable  unless  exempt  from 
taxation  by  law.

§  4.  Subdivision  16.  The  owner  or  holder  of  stock  in  an  incorpor- 
ated company  liable  to  taxation  on  its  capital,  shall  not  be  taxed  as 
an  individual  for  such  stock.

PLACE  OF  TAXATION  OP  PBOPEBTT  OP  COBPOBATIONS. 

§  II.  The  real  estate  of  all  incorporated  companies  liable  to  taxa- 
tion, shall  be  assessed  in  the  tax  district  in  which  the  same  shall 
lie,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  real  estate  of  individuals.  All  the 
personal  estate  of  every  incorporated  company  liable  to  taxation  on 
its  capital  shall  be  assessed  in  the  tax  district  where  the  principal 
office  or  place  for  transacting  the  financial  concerns  of  the  company 
shall  be,  or  if  such  company  have  no  principal  office,  or  place  for 
transacting  its  financial  concerns,  then  in  the  tax  district  where  the 
operations  of  such  company  shall  be  carried  on.  In  the  case  of  toll 
bridges,  the  company  owning  such  bridge  shall  be  assessed  in  the 
tax  district  in  which  the  tolls  are  collected ;  and  where  the  tolls  of  any 
bridge,  turnpike,  or  canal  company  are  collected  in  several  tax  dis- 
tricts, the  company  shall  be  assessed  in  the  tax  district  in  which  the 
treasurer  or  other  officer  authorized  to  pay  tl:e  last  preceding  dividend 
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TAXATIOir  OF  COBPOBATE  STOCK. 

§  12.  The  capital  stock  of  every  company  liable  to  taxation,  except 
such  part  of  it  as  shall  have  been  excepted  in  the  assessment-roll  or 
shall  be  exempt  by  law,  together  with  its  surplus  profits  or  reserve 
funds  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  its  capital,  after  deducting  the 
assessed  value  of  its  real  estate,  and  all  shares  of  stock  in  other  cor- 
porations actually  owned  by  such  company  which  are  taxable  upon 
their  capital  stock  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  assessed  at  its 
actual  value. 

PBBPABATIOH  OF  ASSESSMXNT-BOUi. 

§  21.  They  shall  prepare  an  assessment-roll  containing  six  sepa- 
rate columns  and  shall,  according  to  the  best  information  in  their 
power,  set  down: 

1.  In  the  first  column  the  names  of  all  the  taxable  persons  in  the 
tax  district 

2.  In  the  second  column  the  quantity  of  real  property  taxable  to 
each  person  with  a  statement  thereof  in  such  form  as  the  com- 
missioners of  taxes  shall  prescribe. 

3.  In  the  third  column  the  full  value  of  such  real  property. 

4.  In  the  fourth  column  the  full  value  of  all  the  taxable  personal 
property  owned  by  each  person  respectively  after  deducting  the  just 
debts  owing  by  him. 

5.  In  the  fifth  column  the  value  of  taxable  rents  reserved  and 
chargeable  upon  lands  within  the  tax  district,  estimated  at  a 
principal  sum,  the  interest  of  which,  at  the  legal  rate  per  annum, 
shall  produce  a  sum  equal  to  such  annual  rents,  and  if  payable  in 
any  other  thing  except  money,  the  value  of  the  rents  in  money  to 
be  ascertained  by  them  and  the  value  of  each  rent  assessed  sepa- 
rately, and  if  the  name  of  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  rent 
assessed  cannot  be  ascertained  by  the  assessors,  it  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  tenant  in  possession  of  the  real  property  upon  which 
the  rents  are  chargeable. 

6.  In  the  sixth  column  the  value  of  the  special  franchise  as  fixed 
by  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners.  (Thus  amended  by  chap, 
712,  Laws  1899,  taking  effect  October  i,  1899.) 
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aspo&ts  of  cobpobatiohs. 

§  27.  The  president  or  other  proper  officer  of  every^  moneyed  or 
stock  corporation  deriving  an  income  or  profit  from  Its  capital  or 
otherwise  shall,  on  or  before  June  fifteenth,  deliver  to  one  of  the 
assessors  of  the  tax  district  in  which  the  company  is  liable  to  be 
taxed  and,  if  such  tax  district  is  in  a  county  embracing  a  portion  of 
the  forest  preserve,  to  the  comptroller  of  the  state,  a  written  state- 
ment specifying: 

1.  The  real  property,  if  any,  owned  by  such  company,  the  tax  dis- 
trict in  which  the  same  is  situated  and,  unless  a  railroad  corporation, 
<he  sums  actually  paid  therefor. 

2.  The  capital  stock  actually  paid  in  and  secured  to  be  paid  in 
excepting  therefrom  the  sums  paid  for  real  property  and  the  amount 
of  such  capital  stock  held  by  the  state  and  by  any  incorporated  liter- 
ary or  charitable  institution,  and 

3.  The  tax  district  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  company  is 
situated  or  in  case  it  has  no  principal  ofiice,  the  tax  district  in  which 
Its  operations  are  carried  on. 

Such  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  officer  making  the  same 
to  the  effect  that  it  is  in  all  respects  just  and  true.  If  such  statement 
is  not  made  within  twenty  days  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  or  is 
insufficient,  evasive  or  defective,  the  assessors  may  compel  the  cor- 
poration to  make  a  proper  statement  by  mandamus. 

PEHALT7  FOB  OMISSION  TO  XAXB  STik/TEMBNT. 

§  28.  In  case  of  neglect  to  furnish  such  statements  within  thirty 
days  after  the  time  above  provided,  the  company  so  neglecting  shall 
forfeit  to  the  people  of  this  state  for  each  statement  so  omitted  to  be 
furnished,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  attorney-general  to  prosecute  for  such  penalty  upon 
information  which  shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  comptroller.  Upon 
such  statement  being  furnished  and  the  costs  of  the  suit  being  paid 
the  comptroller,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  omission  was  not 
willful,  may,  in  his  discretion,  discontinue  such  suit. 

OORPOBATIONS,  HOW  ASSESSED. 

§  31.  The  assessors  shall  assess  corporations  liable  to  taxation 
in  their  respective  tax  districts  upon  their  assessment-rolls  in  the 
following  manner: 

I.  In  the  first  column  the  name  of  each  corporation,  and  under 
its  name  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid  in  and  secured  to 
be  paid  in;  the  amount  paid  by  it  for  real  property  then  owned 
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by  it  wherever  situated ;  the  amount  of  all  surplus  profits  or  reserve 
funds  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  their  capital,  after  deducting 
therefrom  the  amount  of  said  real  property  and  the  amount  of  its 
stock,  if  any,  belonging  to  the  state  and  to  incorporated  literary  and 
charitable  institutions. 

2.  In  the  second  column  the  quantity  of  real  property  except 
special  franchises  owned  by  such  corporation  and  situated  within 
their  tax  district. 

3.  In  the  third  column  the  actual  value  of  such  real  property, 
except  special  franchises. 

4.  In  the  fourth  column  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid 
in  and  secured  to  be  paid  in,  and  of  all  of  such  surplus  profits  or 
reserve  funds  as  aforesaid,  after  deducting  the  sums  paid  out  for  all 
the  real  estate  of  the  company,  wherever  the  same  may  be  situated, 
and  then  belonging  to  it,  and  the  amount  of  stock,  if  any,  belong^g 
to  the  people  of  the  state  and  to  incorporated  literary  and  charitable 
institutions. 

5.  In  the  fifth  column  the  value  of  any  special  franchise  owned 
by  it  as  fixed  by  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners.  (Thus 
amended  by  chap.  712,  Laws  1899,  taking  effect  October  i,  1899.) 

§  37.  When  the  assessors  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  have 
completed  their  roll,  they  shall  severally  appear  before  any  officer 
of  their  county  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  and  shall 
severally  make  and  subscribe  before  such  officer  an  oath  in  the 
following  form :  "  We,  the  undersigned,  do  severally  depose  and 
swear  that  we  have  set  down  in  the  foregoing  assessment-roll  all 
the  real  estate  situated  in  the  tax  district  in  which  we  are  assessors, 
according  to  our  best  information;  and  that,  with  the  exception  of 
those  cases  in  which  the  value  of  the  said  real  estate  has  been 
changed  by  reason  of  proof  produced  before  us,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  cases  in  which  the  value  of  any  special  franchise 
has  been  fixed  by  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners,  we  have 
estimated  the  value  of  the  said  real  estate  at  the  sums  which  a  ma- 
jority of  the  assessors  have  decided  to  be  the  full  value  thereof;  and, 
also,  that  the  said  assessment-roll  contains  a  true  statement  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  taxable  personal  estate  of  each  and  every 
person  named  in  such  roll  over  and  above  the  amount  of  debts  due 
from  such  persons,  respectively,  and  excluding  such  stocks  as  are 
otherwise  taxable,  and  such  other  property  as  is  exempt  by  law 
from  taxation,  at  the  full  value  thereof,  according  to  our  best  judg- 
ment and  belief,"  which  oath  shall  be  written  or  printed  on  said  roll, 
signed  by  th^*  assessors  and  certified  by  the  officer.  (Thus  amended 
by  chap.  712,  Laws  1899,  taking  effect  October  i,  1899.) 
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ASSESSOBS  TO  APFOBTIOH  VALUATION  OF  BATLROAD,  TELE- 
GBAPH,  TELEPHONE,  OB  PIPE-LINE  COMPANIES  BETWEEN 
SCHOOL  BISTBICTS. 

§  39.  The  assessors  of  each  town  in  which  a  railroad,  telegraph, 
telephone  or  pipe  line  company  is  assessed  upon  property  lying  in 
more  than  one  school  district  therein,  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  final  completion  of  the  roll,  apportion  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  property  of  each  of  such  corporations  among  such  school  dis- 
tricts. Such  apportionment  shall  be  signed  by  the  assessors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  and  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  within  five  days 
thereafter,  and  thereupon  the  valuation  so  fixed  shall  become  the 
valuation  of  such  property  in  such  school  district  for  the  purpose 
of  taxation.  In  case  of  failure  of  the  assessors  to  act,  the  supervisor 
of  the  town  shall  make  such  apportionment  on  request  of  either 
the  trustees  of  any  school  district  or  of  the  corporation  assessed. 
The  town  clerk  shall  furnish  the  trustees  a  certified  statement  of  the 
valuations  apportioned  to  their  respective  districts.  In  case  of  any 
alteration  in  any  school  district  affecting  the  valuation  of  such  prop- 
erty, the  officer  making  the  same  shall  fix  and  determine  the  valua- 
tions in  the  districts  affected  for  the  current  year. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  SPECIAL  PBANCHISES. 

§  42.  The  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  shall  annually  fix 
and  determine  the  valuation  of  each  special  franchise  subject  to 
assessment  in  each  city,  town,  or  tax  district.  After  the  time  fixed 
for  hearing  complaints  the  tax  commissioners  shall  finally  determine 
the  valuation  of  the  special  franchises,  and  shall  file  with  the  clerk 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  said  special  franchise  is  assessed  a 
written  statement  duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
the  valuation  of  each  special  franchise  assessed  therein  as  finally 
fixed  and  determined  by  said  board;  such  statement  of  valuation 
shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  respective  towns  within 
thirty  days  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year;  and 
with  the  clerks  of  cities  of  the  state  within  thirty  days  before  the 
date  set  opposite  the  name  of  each  city  in  the  following  schedule. 
In  the  city  of  New  York  such  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  de- 
partment of  taxes  and  assessments.

Each  city  or  town  clerk  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  receipt 
by  him  of  the  statement  of  assessment  of  a  special  franchise  by 
the  state  board,  deliver  a  copy  of  such  statement  certified  by  him 
to  the  assessors  or  other  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  making 
local  assessments  in  each  tax  district  in  said  city  or  town  and  to 
the  assessors  of  villages  and  commissioners  of  highways  within 
their  respective  towns  and  villages.  The  valuations  of  every  spe- 
cial franchise  as  so  fixed  by  the  state  board  shall  be  entered  by  the 
assessors  or  other  officers  in  the  proper  column  of  the  assessment 
roll  before  the  final  revision  and  certification  of  such  roll  by  theni, 
and  become  part  thereof  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such 
assessment  had  been  originally  made  by  such  assessor  or  other 
officer.  If  a  special  franchise  assessed  in  a  town  is  wholly  within 
a  village,  the  valuation  fixed  by  the  state  board  for  the  town  shall 
also  be  the  valuation  for  the  village.     If  a  part  only  of  such  special 
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franchise  is  in  a  village,  or  is  in  a  village  situated  in  more  than  one 
tax  district,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  assessors  to  ascertain 
and  determine  what  portion  of  the  valuation  of  such  franchise,  as 
the  same  has  been  fixed  by  the  state  board,  shall  be  placed  upon 
the  tax  roll  for  village  purposes.  The  valuation  apportioned  to 
the  town  shall  be  the  assessed  valuation  for  highway  purposes,  and 
in  case  part  of  such  special  franchise  shall  be  assessed  in  a  village 
and  part  thereof  in  a  town  outside  a  village,  the  commissioners  of 
highways  of  the  town  and  village  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  August  in  each  year  and  apportion  the  valuation  of  such  special 
franchises  between  such  town  outside  the  village  and  such  village 
for  highway  purposes.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  them  the 
decision  of  the  supervisor  of  the  town  shall  be  final.  The  town 
assessors  shall  make  an  apportionment  among  school  districts  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  section  thirty-nine  of  this 
chapter.  The  valuation  so  fixed  by  the  state  board  shall  be  the 
assessed  valuation  on  which  all  taxes  based  on  such  special  fran- 
chise in  the  city,  town  or  village  for  state,  municipal,  school  or 
highway  purposes  shall  be  levied  during  the  next  ensuing  year. 
It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners 
to  give  notice  to  any  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  corpo- 
ration of  the  valuation  of  a  special  franchise  located  in  any  village 
for  village  purposes  except  in  a  case  where  such  valuation  is  re- 
quired to  be  made  for  such  village  purposes  by  the  state  board  of 
tax  commissioners.  The  assessors  or  other  taxing  officer,  or  other 
local  officer  in  any  city,  town  or  village,  or  any  state  or  county 
officer,  shall  on  demand  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  tax  commis- 
sioners any  information  required  by  such  board  for  the  purpose  of 
determining' the  value  of  a  special  franchise.  (Thus  amended  by 
chap.  254,  Laws  1900.) 

BEPOBT  TO  STATE  BOABD  OF  TAX  C0MMISSI0NEB.3. 

§  43.  Every  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  corporation 
subject  to  taxation  on  a  special  franchise,  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  this  section  takes  effect,  or  within  thirty  days  after  such 
special  franchise  is  acquired,  make  a  written  report  to  the  state 
board  of  tax  commissioners  containing  a  full  description  of  every 
franchise  possessed  or  enjoyed  by  such  person,  co-partnership,  as- 
sociation or  corporation,  a  copy  of  the  special  law,  grant,  ordi- 
nance, or  contract  under  which  the  same  is  held,  or  if  possessed  or 
enjoyed  under  a  general  law,  a  refierence  to  such  law,  a  statement 
of  any  condition,  obligation  or  burden  imposed  upon  such  special 
franchise,  or  under  which  the  same  is  enjoyed,  together  with  any 
other  information  relating  to  the  value  of  such  special  franchise, 
required  by  the  state  board.  The  state  board  of  tax  commission- 
ers may  from  time  to  time  require  a  further  or  supplemental  report 
from  any  such  person,  copartnership,  association  or  corporation, 
containing  information    and  data  upon    such  matters    as  it  may 
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specify.  Every  report  required  by  this  section  shall  have  annexed 
thereto  the  affidavit  of  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or 
treasurer  of  the  association  or  corporation,  or  one  of  the  persons 
or  one  of  the  members  of  the  co-partnership  making  the  same,  to  the 
effect  that  the  statements  contained  therein  are  true.  Such  board 
may  prepare  blanks  to  be  used  in  making  the  reports  required 
by  this  section.  Every  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration failing  to  make  the  report  required  by  this  section,  or 
failing  to  make  any  special  report  required  by  the  state  board  of 
tax  commissioners  within  a  reasonable  time  specified  by  it,  shall 
forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  such  failure  and  the  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  day  that  such  failure  continues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
review  the  assessment  by  certiorari,  as  provided  by  section  forty- 
five  of  this  chapter.  (Added  by  chap.  712,  Laws  1899,  taking  effect 
October  i,  1899.) 

HEABING  ON  SPECIAL  FRANCHISE  ASSESSMENT. 

§  44.  On  making  an  assessment  of  a  special  franchise,  the  state 
board  of  tax  commissioners  shall  immediately  give  notice  in  writing 
to  the  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  corporation  affected, 
stating  in  substance  that  such  assessment  has  been  made,  the  total 
valuation  of  such  special  franchise,  and  the  valuation  thereof  in  each 
city,  town,  village  or  tax  district ;  and  that  the  board  will  meet 
at  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany  on  a  day  specified  in  such  notice, 
which  must  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  notice,  to  hear  and  determine  any  complaint 
concerning  such  assessment.  Such  notice  must  be  served  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing ;  and  it  may  be  served 
on  a  co-partnership,  association  or  corporation,  by  mailing  a  copy 
thereof  to  it  at  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business,  and  on  a 
person,  either  personally  or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  place  of 
business  or  last-known  place  of  residence.  Section  thirty-six  of 
this  chapter  applies  so  far  as  practicable  to  a  hearing  by  the  state 
board  of  tax  commissioners  under  this  section.  (Added  by  chap. 
712,  Lazes  1899,  taking  effect  October  i,  1899.) 

CEB.TIOBABI  TO  KEVIEW  ASSESSMENT. 

§  45.  An  assessment  of  a  special  franchise  by  the  state  board  of 
tax  commissioners  may  be  reviewed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
article  eleven  of  this  chapter,  and  that  article  applies  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable to  such  an  assessment,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  assessment  had  been  made  by  local 
assessors;  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review  the  assess- 
ment must  be  presented  within  fifteen  days  after  the  completion 
and  filing  of  the  assessment  roll,  and  the  first  posting  or  publication 
of  the  notice  thereof  as  required  by  law.  Such  writ  must  run  to 
and  be  answered  by  said  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  and  no

writ  of  certiorari  to  renew  any  assessment  of  a  special  franchise 
shall  run  to  any  other  board  Or  officer  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  court  or  judge  granting  the  writ.  An  adjudication  made  in 
the  proceeding  instituted  by  such  writ  of  certiorari  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  local  assessors  and  any  ministerial  officer  who  performs 
any  duty  in  the  collection  of  said  assessment  in  the  same  manner 
as  though  said  local  assessors  or  officers  had  been  parties  to  the 
proceeding.  The  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  on  filing  with 
the  city,  town  or  village  clerk  a  statement  of  the  valuation  of  a 
special  franchise,  shall  give  to  the  person,  co-partnership,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  affected  written  notice  that  such  statement  has 
been  filed,  and  such  notice  may  be  served  on  a  co-partnership,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  by  mailing  a  copy  thereof  to  it  at  its  prin- 
cipal office  or  place  of  business,  and  on  a  person  either  personally 
or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  place  of  business  or  last  known  place 
of  residence.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  254,  Laws  1900.)

§  46.  If»  when  the  tax  assessed  on  any  special  franchise  is  due 
and  payable  under  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  the  city, 
town  or  village  in  which  the  tangible  property  is  located,  it  shall 
appear  that  the  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  corporation 
affected  has  paid  to  such  city,  town  or  village  for  its  exclusive  use 
within  the  next  preceding  year,  under  any  agreement  therefor, 
or  under  any  statute  requiring  the  same,  any  sum  based  upon  a 
percentage  of  gross  earnings,  or  any  other  income,  or  any  license 
fee,  or  any  sum  of  money  on  account  of  such  special  franchise, 
granted  to  or  possessed  by  such  person,  co-partnership,  association 
or  corporation,  which  payment  was  in  the  nature  of  a  tax,  all 
amounts  so  paid  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  city,  town  or  village, 
except  money  paid  or  expended  for  paving  or  repairing  of  pavement 
of  any  street,  highway  or  public  place,  shall  be  deducted  from  any 
tax  based  on  the  assessment  made  by  the  state  board  of  tax  com- 
missioners for  city,  town  or  village  purposes,  but  not  otherwise; 
and  the  remainder  shall  be  the  tax  on  such  special  franchise  payable 
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for  city,  town  or  village  purposes.  The  chamberlain  or  treasurer 
of  a  city,  the  treasurer  of  a  village,  the  supervisor  of  a  town,  or 
other  officer  to  whom  any  sum  is  paid  for  which  a  person,  co-part- 
nership, association,  or  corporation  is  entitled  to  credit  as  provided 
in  this  section,  shall,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  days 
before  a  tax  on  a  special  franchise  is  payable,  make  and  deliver 
to  the  collector  or  receiver  of  taxes  or  other  officer  authorized  to 
receive  taxes  for  such  city,  town  or  village,  his  certificate  showing 
the  several  amounts  which  have  been  paid  during  the  year  ending 
on  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  certificate.  On  the  receipt  of  stich 
certificate  the  collector,  receiver  or  other  officer  shall  immediately 
credit  on  the  tax  roll  to  the  person,  co-partnership,  association  or 
corporation  affected,  the  amount  stated  in  such  certificate,  on  any 
tax  levied  against  such  person,  co-partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration on  an  assessment  of  a  special  franchise  for  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage purposes  only,  but  no  credit  shall  be  g^ven  on  account  of  such 
payment  or  certificate  in  any  other  year,  nor  for  a  greater  sum 
than  the  amount  of  the  special  franchise  tax  for  city,  town  or 
village  purposes,  for  the  current  year;  and  he  shall  collect  and 
receive  the  balance,  if  any,  of  such  tax  as  required  by  law.

SPECIAL  FBANCHESE  TAX  KOfT  TO  AFFECT  OTHBB  TAX. 

§  47.  The  imposition  or  payment  of  a  special  franchise  tax  as 
provided  in  this  chapter  shall  not  relieve  any  association,  copart- 
nership or  corporation  from  the  payment  of  any  organization  tax 
or  franchise  tax  or  any  other  tax  otherwise  imposed  by  article  nine 
of  this  chapter,  or  by  any  other  provision  of  law;  but  tangible  prop- 
erty subject  to  a  special  franchise  tax  situated  in,  upon,  under  or 
above  any  street,  highway,  public  place  or  public  waters,  as  de- 
scribed in  subdivision  three  of  section  two  shall  not  be  taxable  ex- 
cept upon  the  assessment  made  as  herein  provided  by  the  state 
board  of  tax  commissioners.  (Added  by  chap.  712,  Laws  1899^ 
taking  effect  October  i,  1899.) 
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BTATEKEKT    OF    TAXES   WON  GEBTAIN   00BP0BATZ0N8   BY

§  57.  The  clerk  of  each  board  of  supervisors  shall,  within  five 
days  after  the  tax  warrant  is  completed,  deliver  to  the  county  treas- 
urer, a  statement  showing  the  nameb,  valuation  of  property  and  the 
amount  of  tax  of  every  railroad  corporation  and  telegraph,  telephone 
and  electric-light  line  in  each  tax  district  in  the  county,  and  on 
refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do,  shall  forfeit  to  the  county  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  district  attorney  in  the  name 

of  the  county,

PAYHENT   OF   TAXES   BY   BATLBOAD   AJSTD   CERTAIN   OTHEB 
COBPOBATIOKS. 

$  73.  Any  railroad,  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric-light  company 
may,  within  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  notice  by  the  county  treasurer 
rom  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  pay  its  tax,  with  one  per 
centum  fees,  to  the  county  treasurer,  who  shall  credit  the  same  with  such 
fees  to  the  collector  of  the  tax  distnct,  unless  otherwise  required  by  law. 
If  not  so  paid  the  county  treasurer  shall  notify  the  collector  of  the  tax 
district  where  It  is  due,  and  he  shall  then  proceed  to  collect  under  his 
warrant.  Until  such  notice  from  the  treasurer  the  collector  shall  not 
enforce  payment  of  such  taxes,  but  may  receive  the  same,  with  the  fees 
allowed  by  law,  at  any  time.

§  180.  Every  stock  corporation  incorporated  under  any  law  of  this 
state  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  a  tax  of  one-eighth  of  one  per 
centum  upon  the  amount  of  capital  stock  which  the  corporation  is 
authorized  to  have,  and  a  like  tax  upon  any  subsequent  increase.  Such 
tax  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the  incorporation  of  such  corporation 
or  upon  the  increase  of  its  capital  stock.  Except  in  the  case  of  a  rail- 
road corporation,  neither  the  secretary  of  state  nor  county  clerk  shall  file 
any  certificate  of  incorporation  or  article  of  association,  or  give  any  certi- 
ficate to  any  such  corporation  or  association  until  he  is  furnished  a 
receipt  for  such  tax  from  the  state  treasurer,  and  no  stock  corporation 
shall  h.ive  or  exercise  any  corporate  franchise  or  powers,  or  carry  on 
business  in  this  state  until  such  tax  shall  have  been  paid.  In  case  of  the 
consolidation  of  existing  corporations  into  a  corporation,  such  new  cor- 
poration shall  be  required  to  pay  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided  for  only 
upon  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  capital  stock  of  said  corporations.     This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
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state  and  national  banks  or  to  building,  mutual  loan,  accumulating  fund 
and  co-operative  associations.  A  railroad  corporation  need  not  pay  such 
tax  at  the  time  of  filing  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  but  shall  pay  the 
same  before  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  grant  a  certificate,  as 
required  by  the  railroad  law,  authorizing  the  construction  of  ihe  road 
as  proposed  in  its  articles  of  association,  and  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
granted  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  until  it  is  furnished  with 
a  receipt  for  such  tax  from  the  state  treasurer.  {Thus  asnended  by  chap, 
369,  Laws  1897.) 

LIGEK6E  TAX  ON  FOBEIGN  COBPOBATIONS* 

§  i8i.  Every  foreign  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  asso- 
ciation, except  banking,  fire,  marine,  casualty  and  life  insurance 
companies,  and  corporations  wholly  engaged  in  carrying  on  manu- 
factures in  this  state,  co-operative  fraternal  insurance  companies 
and  building  and  loan  associations,  authorized  to  do  business  under 
the  general  corporation  law,  shall  pay  to  tlie  state  treasiu-er,  for  the 
use  of  the  state,  a  license  fee  of  one-eighth  of  one  per  centum  for  the 
privilege  of  exercising  its  corporate  franchises  or  carrying  on  its 
business  in  such  corporate  or  organized  capacity  in  tliis  state,  to  be 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  capital  stock  employed  by  it  within 
this  state  during  the  first  year  of  carrying  on  its  business  in  this 
state.  No  action  shall  be  maintained  or  recovery  had  in  any  of  the 
courts  in  this  state  by  such  foreign  corporation  without  obtaining  a 
receipt  for  the  license  fee  hereby  imposed  within  thirteen  months 
after  beginning  such  business  within  the  state. 

PBAKCHIEE  TAX  ON  COBPOBATIONS. 

§  182.  Every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association 
incorporated,  organized  or  formed  under,  by  or  pursuant  to  law 
in  this  state,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  annually,  an  annual  tax 
to  be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock 
employed  within  this  state  and  upon  each  dollar  of  such  amount,  at 
the  rate  of  one-quarter  of  a  mill  for  each  one  per  centum  of  dividends 
made  and  declared  upon  its  capital  stock  during  each  year  ending 
with  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  if  the  dividends  amount  to  six 
or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  such  capital 
stock.  If  such  dividend  or  dividends  amount  to  less  than  six  per 
centum  on  the  par  value  of  the  capital  stock,  the  tax  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  one  and  one-half  mills  upon  such  portion  of  the  capital  stock 
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at  par  as  the  amount  of  capital  employed  within  this  state  bears  to 
the  entire  capital  of  the  corporation.  If  no  dividend  is  made  or 
declared,  the  tax  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  mills  upon 
each  dollar  of  the  appraised  capital  employed  within  the  state.  If 
such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  shall  have 
more  than  one  kind  of  capital  stock,  and  upon  one  of  such  kinds  of 
stock  a  dividend  or  dividends  amounting  to  six,  or  more  than  six 
per  centum,  upon  the  par  value  thereof,  has  been  made  or  declared, 
and  upon  the  other  no  dividend  has  been  made  or  declared,  or  the 
dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  thereon,  amount  to  less 
than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  thereof,  then  the  tax  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  one-quarter  of  a  mill  for  each  one  per  centum  of 
dividends  made  or  declared  upon  the  capital  stock  upon  the  par 
value  of  which  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  or  declared  amount 
to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  tax 
shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  mills  upon  every  dol^ 
lar  of  the  valuation  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  of  the  capital  stock  upon  which  no  dividend  was  made  or 
declared,  or  upon  the  par  value  of  which  the  dividend  or  dividends 
made  or  declared  did  not  amount  to  six  per  centum.  Every  cor- 
poration, joint-stock  company  or  association  organized,  incor- 
porated or  formed  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or  country,  shall 
pay  a  like  tax  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its  corporate  franchises 
or  carrying  on  its  business  in  such  corporate  or  organized  capacity 
in  this  state,  to  be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  capital  employed 
by  it  within  this  state. 

GEBTAIN   COBPOBATIONS   EXEMPT    FBOK   TAX    ON    CAPITAXi 
STOCK. 

§  183.  Banks,  savings  banks,  institutions  for  savings,  insurance  or 
surety  coxporations,  laundry  corporations,  manufacturing  corporations  to 
the  extent  only  of  the  capital  actually  employed  in  this  state  in  manu' 
facturing,  and  in  the  sale  of  the  product  of  such  manufacturing,  mining 
corporations  wholly  engaged  in  mining  ores  within  this  state,  agricultural 
and  horticultural  societies  or  associations,  and  corporations,  joint  stock 
companies  or  associations  operating  elevated  railways  or  surface  railroads 
not  operated  by  steam,  or  formed  for  supplying  water  or  gas  for  electric 
or  steam  heating,  lighting  or  power  purposes,  and  liable  to  a  tax  undei 
sections  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  taxes  prescribed 
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by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  this  chapter.  This  exemption 
shall  not  be  construed  to  include  title  guaranty  or  trust  companies. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap.  785,  Laws  1897.) 

ADDITIONAL    FBANCHISE    TAX    OK    TBANSPOBTATIOH    AHD 
TKANSldSSIOir  COBPOBATIONS  AND  ASSOCIATIONS. 

§  184.  Every  corporation  and  joint-stock  association  iormed  for 
steam  surface  railroad,  canal,  steamboat  ferry,  express,  navigation, 
pipe-line,  transfer,  baggage  express,  telegraph,  telephone,  palace  car 
or  sleeping  car  purposes,  and  all  other  transportation  corporations 
not  liable  to  taxes  under  sections  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  or  one 
hundred  and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter,  shall  pay  for  the  privilege  of 
exercising  its  corporate  franchises  or  carrying  on  its  business  in 
such  corporate  or  organized  capacity  in  this  state,  an  annual  excise 
tax  or  license  fee  which  shall  be  equal  to  five-tenths  of  one  per 
centum  upon  its  gross  earnings  within  the  state,  wliich  shall  include 
its  gross  earnings  from  its  transportation  or  transmission  business 
originating  and  terminating  within  this  state,  but  shall  not  include 
earnings  derived  from  business  of  an  interstate  character.  AH  set- 
tlements for  such  taxes  heretofore  based  by  the  comptroller  upon 
g^ross  earnings  excluding  earnings  from  interstate  business,  have 
been  ratified  and  confirmed,  except  that  the  accounts  for  taxation 
under  section  six  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two  and  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  shall  be 
settled  and  adjusted  by  the  comptroller  by  excluding  the  earnings 
of  an  interstate  character  as  provided  by  this  section. 

iFBANCHISE    TAX    ON   ELEVATED    BAHiEOADS    OB    BXJBVAGB 
BAILBOADS  NOT  OFEBATBD  BY  8TEA1C 

§  185.  Every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association 
operating  any  elevated  railroad  or  surface  railroad  not  operated  by 
steam  shall  pay  to  the  state  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its  corpor- 
ate franchise  or  carrying  on  its  business  in  such  corporate  or  organ- 
ized capacity  within  this  state,  an  annual  tax  which  shall  be  one  per 
centum  upon  its  gross  earnings  from  all  sources  within  this  state, 
and  three  per  centum  upon  the  amount  of  dividends  declared  or  paid 
in  excess  of  four  per  centum  upon  the  actual  amount  of  paid-up  cap- 
ital employed  by  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or

tion.  Any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association  taxed 
under  this  section  which  has  paid  a  tax  to  the  state  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  under  section 
three  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty,  as  amended  by  chaptei  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  shall  be  credited  by 
the  comptroller  with  one-third  of  the  amount  so  paid  in  computing 
the  taxes  to  be  paid  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six. 

SEPOBTS  OF  COBPOBATIOirS. 

§  189.  Corporations  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  this  article  report  as 
follows: 

1.  Corporations  paying  franchise  tax. —  Every  corporation,  asso- 
ciation or  joint-stock  company  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  section 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  this  chapter  shall  on  or  before 
November  fifteenth  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report 
to  the  comptroller  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  busi- 
ness on  October  thirty-first  preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  its 
authorized  capital  stock,  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in,  the  date  and 
rate  per  centum  of  each  dividend  declared  by  it  during  the  year  end- 
ing with  such  day,  the  entire  amount  of  the  capital  of  such  corpora- 
tion, and  the  capital  employed  by  it  in  this  state  during  such  year. 

2.  Transportation  and  transmission  corporations. —  Every  trans- 
portation or  transmission  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or 
association  liable  to  pay  an  additional  tax  under  section  one 
hundred  and  eighty-fotu*  of  this  chapter,  shall  also,  on  or  before 
August  first  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report  to  the  comptroller 
of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  business  on  June  thirtieth  preced- 
ing, stating  the  amount  of  its  gross  earnings  from  all  sources  and 
the  amount  of  its  gross  earnings  from  its  transportation  or  transmis- 
sion business  originating  and  terminating  within  this  state. 

3.  Elevated  and  surface  railroad  corporations. —  Every  corpora- 
tion, joint-stock  company  or  association  liable  to  pay  a  tax 
under  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  this  chapter,  shall, 
on  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  make  a  written 
report  to  the  comptroller  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  business 
on  June  thirtieth  preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  its  gross  earnings 
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from  business  done  in  this  state,  the  amount  of  dividends  of  every 
nature  declared  or  paid  during  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  the 
authorized  capital  of  the  company  and  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
actually  issued,  and  outstanding.

§  190*  In  case  no  dividend  has  been  declared,  by  a  corporation^ 
association  or  joint-stock  company  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  section 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  this  chapter,  the  treasurer  or  secre- 
tary of  the  company,  shall,  under  oath,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth 
day  of  November  in  each  year,  estimate  and  appraise  the  capital 
stock  of  such  company  upon  which  no  dividend  has  been  declared,  or 
upon  which  the  dividend  amounted  to  less  than  six  per  centum  at 
its  actuzd  value  in  cash,  not  less,  however,  than  the  average  price 
which  said  stock  sold  for  during  said  year,  and  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  comptroller  with  the  report  provided  for  in  the  last  sec- 
tion. If  the  comptroller  is  not  satisfied  with  the  valuation  so  made 
and  returned  he  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  a  valuation 
thereof,  and  settle  an  account  upon  the  valuation  so  made  by  him,, 
and  the  taxes,  penalties  and  interest  tx>  be  paid  to  the  state. 

FT7BTHEB  BEQIIIBEHENTS  AS  TO  BEPOBT  OF  COBPOBATIOir& 

§  191.  Every  report  required  by  this  article  shall  have  annexed 
thereto,  the  affidavit  of  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or 
treasurer  of  the  corporation,  association  or  joint-stock  company  or 
of  the  person  or  one  of  the  persons,  or  the  members  of  the  partner- 
ship making  the  same,  to  the  effect  that  the  statements  contained 
therein  are  true.  Such  reports  shall  contain  any  other  data,  infor- 
mation or  matter  which  the  comptroller  may  require  to  be  included 
therein,  and  he  may  prescribe  the  form  in  which  such  reports  shall 
be  made  and  the  form  of  oath  thereto.  When  so  prescribed  such 
form  shall  be  used  in  making  the  report.  The  comptroller  may 
require  at  any  time  a  further  or  supplemental  report  under  this 
article,  which  shall  contain  information  and  data  upon  such  matters 
as  the  comptroller  may  specify. 

POWERS   OF  COMPTBOIXEB  TO  EXAHfTWE  INTO   AFFAIBS  OF 
COBPOBATIOirS. 

§  192.  In  case  any  report  required  by  any  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tions of  this  article  shall  be  unsatisfactory   to  the  comptroller,  or  t£ 
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any  such  report  is  not  made  as  herein  required,  the  comptroller  v\ 
authorized  to  mak6  an  estimate  of  the  dividends  paid  by  such  cor  • 
poration  and  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  employed  by  it,  from  any 
such  report  or  from  any  other  data,  and  to  order  and  state  an 
account  according  to  the  estimate  and  value  so  made  by  him  for  thn 
taxes,  percentages  and  interest  due  the  state  from  such  corporation , 
association,  joint-stock  company,  person  or  partnership.  Th« 
comptroller  shall  also  have  power  to  examine  or  cause  tt  b^ 
examined  in  case  of  a  failure  to  report  or  in  case  the  report  is  unsat^ 
isfactory  to  him,  the  books  and  records  of  any  such  corporation, 
joint-stock  association,  company,  foreign  banker,  person  or  part- 
nership, and  may  hear  testimony  and  take  proofs  material  for  his 
information,  cither  personally  or  he  may  appoint  a  commissioner 
by  a  written  appointment  under  his  hand  and  of&cial  seal  for  that. 
purpose.  Every  commissioner  so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  tc» 
make  such  examination  and  take  such  testimony  and  hear  such 
proofs  and  report  the  proofs  and  testimony  so  taken  and  the  result  of 
his  examination  so  made  and  the  facts  found  by  him  to  the  comp- 
troller. The  comptroller  shall,  therefrom,  or  from  any  other  data 
which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  him,  order  and  state  an  account  fox' 
the  tax  due  the  state,  together  with  the  expenses  of  such  examina*^ 
tion  and  the  taking  of  such  testimony  and  proofs.  Such  expenses 
shall  be  fixed  and  adjusted  by  the  comptroller. 

NOTICE  OF  STATEKEKT  OF  TAX;  IKTEBEST. 

§  ^93*  Upon  auditing  and  stating  every  account  for  taxes  or  other 
charges  under  this  article,  the  comptroller  shall  forthwith  send 
notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  person,  partnership,  company,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  against  whom  the  same  is  made,  which  notice- 
may  be  mailed  to  the  post-office  address  of  such  person,  partnership, 
association,  company  or  corporation.  All  accounts  so  audited  and 
stated  shall  bear  interest  upon  the  total  amount  found  due  thereon. 
to  the  state,  for  taxes,  percentage,  interest  and  other  charges,  from 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  sending  such  notice  until  payment 
thereof  shall  be  made. 

PAYMENT  OF  TAX  AND  PENALTY  FOB  FAILTTBE. 

§  194.  A  tax*  imposed  by  sections  one  hundred  and  eighty-two 
or  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  due  and  pay-

able  into  the  state  treasury  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
in  each  year.  A  tax  imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  of  this  chapter  on  a  transportation  or  transmission  corporation, 
or  by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  on  elevated  railroads  or 
surface  railroads  not  operated  by  steam,  or  by  section  one  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  of  this  chapter  on  an  insurance  corporation,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  into  the  state  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  August  in  each  year.  A  tax  imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  of  this  chapter  on  a  foreign  banker  shall  be  due  and 
payable  into  the  state  treasury  on  or  before  February  first  in  each 
year.  Tf  such  tax  in  any  case  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after 
the  same  becomes  due,  or  if  the  report  of  any  such  corporation  is  not 
made  within  the  time  required  by  this  article,  the  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, joint-stock  company,  person  or  partnership,  liable  to  pay 
the  tax,  shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury  in  addition  to  the  amount  of 
«uch  tax,  a  sum  equal  to  five  per  centum  thereof,  and  one  per  centum 
additional  for  each  month  the  tax  remains  unpaid,  which  sum  shall 
be  added  to  the  tax  and  paid  or  collected  therewith.  Every  cor- 
poration, association,  joint-stock  company,  person  or  partnership 
failing  to  make  the  annual  report  required  by  this  article,  or  failing 
to  make  any  special  report  required  by  the  comptroller,  within  any 
reasonable  time  to  be  specified  by  him,  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of 
the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  failure,  and 
the  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  that  such  failure  con- 
»tinues.  Such  tax  shall  be  a  lien  upon  and  bind  all  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  the  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  associa- 
tion liable  to  pay  the  same  from  the  time  when  it  is  payable  until 
the  same  is  paid  in  full.

§  195.  The  comptroller  may,  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the 
time  any  such  account  shall  have  been  audited  and  stated,  and  notice 
thereof  sent  to  the  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  cor- 
poration against  whom  it  is  stated,  revise  and  readjust  such  account 
upon  application  therefor  by  the  party  against  whom  the  account 
is  stated  or  by  the  attorney-general,  and  if  it  shall  b^  made  to  appear 
Mpon  any  such  application  by  evidence  submitted  to  him  or  other- 
wise, that  any  such  account  included  taxes  or  other  charges  which 
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could  not  have  been  lawfully  demanded,  or  that  payment  has  been 
legally  made  or  exacted  of  any  such  account,  he  shall  resettle  the 
same  according  to  law  and  the  facts,  and  charge  or  credit,  as  the 
case  may  require,  the  difference,  if  any,  resulting  from  such  revision 
or  resettlement  upon  the  accounts  for  taxes  of  or  against  any  such 
person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  corporation.  The 
comptroller  shall  forthwith  send  written  notice  of  its  determination 
upon  such  application  to  the  applicant,  which  notice  may  be  sent  by 
mail  to  his  post-ofKce  address. 

BE  VIEW    OF    BETEBMINATIOir    OF    COlMCPTBOLIiEB    BY    CEB- 
TIOBABI. 

§  196.  The  determination  of  the  comptroller  upon  any  application 
made  to  him  by  any  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or 
corporation  for  a  revision  and  resettlement  of  any  account,  as  pre- 
scribed in  this  article,  may  be  reviewed  both  upon  the  law  and  the 
facts,  upon  certiorari  by  the  supreme  court  at  the  instance  of  any 
person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  corporation  affected 
thereby,  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  state. 
For  the  purpose  of  such  review  the  comptroller  shall  return,  on  such 
certiorari,  the  accounts  and  all  the  evidence  before  him  on  such 
application,  and  all  the  papers  and  proofs  upon  the  original  state- 
ment of  such  account  and  all  proceedings  thereon.  If  the  original 
or  resettled  accounts  shall  be  found  erroneous  or  illegal,  either  in 
point  of  law  or  of  fact,  by  the  supreme  court,  upon  any  such  review, 
the  accounts  reviewed  shall  then  be  corrected  and  restated,  and  from 
any  determination  of  the  supreme  court  upon  any  such  review,  an 
appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals  may  be  taken  by  either  party. 

BEGUULTIONS  AS  TO  SXTCH  WBIT  OF  CEBTIOBABI. 

§  197.  No  certiorari  to  review  any  audit  and  statement  of  an 
account  or  any  determination  by  the  comptroller  under  this  article, 
shall  be  granted  unless  notice  of  application  therefor  is  made  within 
thirty  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice  of  sucli  determination. 
Eight  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  comptroller  of  the  applica- 
tion for  such  writ.  The  full  amount  of  the  taxes,  percentage,  inter- 
est and  other  charges,  audited  and  stated  in  such  account,  must  be 
deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  before  making  the  application 
and  an  undertaking  filed  with  the  comptroller  in  such  amount  and 
with  such  sureties  as  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  shall  approve,  to 
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the  effect  that  if  such  writ  is  dismissed  or  the  determination  of  the 
comptroller  affirmed,  the  applicant  for  the  writ  will  pay  all  costs  and 
charges  which  may  accrue  against  him,  or  if  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
writ,  including  costs  of  all  appeals. 

WABBANT  rOB  THE  COLLECTZOH  OF  TAZE& 

§  198.  After  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  sending  by  the 
comptroller  of  a  notice  of  a  statement  of  an  account  as  provided  in 
this  article,  unless  the  amount  of  such  account  shall  have  been  paid 
or  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer,  if  an  appeal  or  other  proceeding 
have  been  taken  to  review  the  same,  and  the  undertaking  given  as 
provided  in  this  article,  the  comptroller  may  issue  a  warrant  under 
his  hand  and  official  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  any  county 
of  the  state  commanding  him  to  levy  upon  and  sell  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  the  person,  partnership,  company,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  against  which  such  account  is  stated,  foimd 
within  his  county  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereof  with 
interest  thereon  and  costs  of  executing  the  warrant,  and  to  return 
such  warrant  to  the  comptroller  and  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  the 
money  collected  by  virtue  thereof,  by  a  time  to  be  therein  specified, 
not  less  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  warrant.  Such  warrant 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  and  shall  bind  the  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  corporation 
against  which  it  is  issued,  from  the  time  an  actual  levy  shall  be  made 
by  virtue  thereof.  The  sheriff  to  whom  any  such  warrant  shall  be 
directed  shall  proceed  upon  the  same  in  all  respects,  with  like  effect, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  execu- 
tions issued  against  property  upon  judgments  of  a  court  of  record, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  his  services  in  executing  the 
warrant,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner. 

INFOBMATIOK  OF  DEUKQUENTS. 

§  199.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  having  knowledge  of  the 
evasion  of  taxation  under  this  article  by  any  corporation,  association, 
joint-stock  company,  partnership  or  person  liable  to  taxation  there- 
under, for  any  omission  on  their  part  to  make  the  reports  required  by 
this  art-cle,  to  make  a  written  report  thereof  to  the  comptroller  of  the 
state,  with  such  information  as  may  be  in  his  possession  as  may  lead 
to  the  recovery  of  any  taxes  due  the  state  therefrom.     If,  in  his 
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opinion,  the  interests  of  the  state  require  it,  the  comptroller  may 
employ  such  person  to  assist  in  the  collection  and  preparation  of 
evidence  and  in  the  prosecution  and  trial  of  actions  for  such  taxes, 
and  so  much  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  thereof, 
as  may  be  collected  from  any  such  delinquent  corporation,  associa- 
tion, company,  partnership  or  person,  by  reason  of  such  report  and 
such  services,  as  shall  have  been  agreed  upon  between  such  person 
and  the  comptroller  or  attorney-general  as  a  compensation  therefor, 
shall  be  paid  to  such  person,  and  nothing  shall  be  paid  to  such 
person  for  such  report  or  services  unless  there  shall  be  a  recovery  of 
taxes  by  reason  thereof. 

ACTION  FOB  KECOVBBY  OF  TAXES;  EOBFEITTXBE  OF  CHABTEB 
OF  DELINQUENT  COBPOBATION. 

§  200.  An  action  may  be  brought  by  the  attorney-general,  at  the 
instance  of  the  comptroller,  in  the  name  of  the  state,  to  recover  the 
amount  of  any  account  audited  and  stated  by  the  comptroller  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article.  If  any  such  account  shall  remain 
unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  notice  of  the  statement 
thereof  has  been  sent  as  required  by  this  article,  and  the  comptroller 
is  satisfied  that  the  failure  to  pay  the  same  is  intentional,  he  shall  so 
report  to  the  attorney-general,  who  shall  immediately  bring  an 
action,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state,  for  the  forfeiture  of  the 
franchise  of  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association 
failing  to  make  such  payment,  and  if  it  is  found  that  such  failure  was 
intentional,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  such  action  for  the  for- 
feiture of  its  franchise  and  for  its  dissolution,  and  thereafter  such 
franchise  shall  be  annulled. 

BEFOBTS  TO  BE  HADE  BY  THE  SECBETABY  OF  STATE. 

§  20I.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  transmit  on  the  first  day  of  each 
month  to  the  comptroller,  a  report  of  the  stock  corporations  whose 
certificates  of  incorporation  are  filed,  or  of  the  foreign  stock  corpora- 
tions to  whom  a  certificate  of  authority  has  been  issued  to  do  business 
in  this  state,  during  the  preceding  month.  Such  report  shall  state 
the  name  of  the  corporation,  its  place  of  business,  the  amount  of  its 
capital  stock,  its  purposes  or  objects,  the  names  and  places  of  resi- 
dence of  its  directors,  and,  if  a  foreign  corporation,  its  place  of  busi- 
ness within  the  state.  The  comptroller  may  prescribe  the  forms  and 
furnish  the  blanks  for  such  reports.    The  secretary  of  state  shall 
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make  like  reports  to  the  comptroller  whenever  required  by  him  relat* 
ing  to  any  such  corporations  whose  certificates  have  been  filed  or  to 
whom  a  certificate  of  authority  has  been  issued  prior  to  the  time  when 
this  article  takes  effect,  and  during  any  period  of  time  specified  by 
the  comptroller  in  his  request  for  such  report. 

EZEXPTIOKS  7B0K  OTHEB  STATE  TAXATION. 

§  202.  The  personal  property  of  every  corporation,  company,  asso- 
ciation or  partnership  taxable  under  this  article,  other  than  for  an 
organization  tax,  shall  be  exempt  from  assessment  and  taxation 
upon  its  personal  property  for  state  purposes,  if  all  taxes  due  and 
payable  under  this  article  have  been  paid  thereby.  The  personal 
property  of  a  private  or  individual  banker,  actually  employed  in  his 
business  as  such  banker,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  state 
purposes,  if  such  private  or  individual  banker  shall  have  paid  all 
taxes  due  and  payable  under  this  article.  Such  corporation  and 
private  or  individual  banker  shall  in  no  other  respect  be  relieved 
from  assessment  and  taxation  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

APPLICATION  OP  TAXES. 

§  203.  The  taxes  imposed  by  this  article  and  tlie  revenues  thereof 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury  and  to  the 
payment  of  all  claims  and  demands  which  are  a  lawful  charge 
thereon. 


LIABILITY  OP  CEBTAIN  COBPOBATIONS  TO  TAX. 

§  228.  If  a  foreign  executor,  administrator  or  trustee  shall  assign 
or  transfer  any  stock  or  obligations  in  this  state  standing  in  the 
name  of  a  decedent,  or  in  trust  for  a  decedent,  liable  to  any  such  tax, 
the  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county  or  the 
comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  transfer  thereof.  No 
safe  deposit  company,  bank  or  other  institution,  person  or  persons 
holding  securities  or  assets  of  a  decedent,  shall  deliver  or  transfer 
the  same  to  the  executors,  administrators  or  legal  representatives 
of  said  decedent  unless  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  intended 
transfer  be  served  upon  the  county  treasurer  or  comptroller  at  least 
five  days  prior  to  the  said  transfer.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  county  treasurer  or  comptroller,  personally  or  by  representa- 
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tive,  to  examine  said  securities  or  assets  at  the  time  of  such  delivery 
or  transfer.  Failure  to  serve  such  notice  or  to  allow  such  examina- 
tion shall  render  said  safe  deposit  company,  trust  company,  bank  or 
other  institution,  person  or  persons  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  tax 
due  upon  said  securities  or  assets  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  article. 


▲FPUCATIOK'  OF  TAXES. 

§  241.  All  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  this  article  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  for  the  use  of  the  state,  and  shall 
be  apphcable  to  the  expenses  of  the  state  government  and  to  such 
other  purposes  as  the  legislature' shall  by  law  direct 

DEFINITIONS. 

§  242.  The  words  "estate"  and  "  property,"  as  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle, shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  property  or  interest  therein  of  the 
testator,  intestate,  grantor,  bargainor  or  vendor,  passing  or  trans- 
ferred to  those  not  herein  specifically  exempted  from  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  and  not  as  the  property  or  interest  therein  passing 
or  transferred  to  individual  legatees,  devises,  heirs,  next  of  kin, 
grantees,  donees  or  vendees,  and  shall  include  all  prop  _  ^  or 
interest  therein,  whether  situated  within  or  without  this  state.  The 
word  "transfer,**  as  used  in  this  article,  shall  be  taken  to  include 
the  passing  of  property  or  any  interest  therein  in  possession  or  en- 
joyment, present  or  future,  by  inheritance,  descent,  devise,  bequest, 
grant,  deed,  bargain,  sale  or  gift,  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 
The  words  "county  treasurer,"  "comptroller/'  and  " district  attor- 
ney," as  used  in  this  article,  shall  be  taken  to  mean  the  treasurer, 
comptroller  or  district  attorney  of  the  county  of  the  surrogate 
having  jurisdiction  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  of  this  article.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.  88,  Laws  of  1898.)

CONTENTS  OF  PETITION. 

§  250.  Any  person  assessed  upon  any  assessment-roll,  claiming 
to  be  aggrieved  by  any  assessment  for  property  therein,  may  present 
to  the  supreme  court  a  petition  duly  verified  setting  forth  that  the 
assessment  is  illegal,  specifying  the  grounds  of  the  alleged  illegality, 
or  if  erroneous  by  reason  of  overvaluation,  stating  the  extent  of  such 
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overvaluation,  or  if  unequal  in  that  the  assessment  has  been  made  at 
a  higher  proportionate  valuation  than  the  assessment  of  other  prop- 
erty on  the  same  roll  by  the  same  officers,  specifying  the  instances 
in  which  such  inequality  exists,  and  the  extent  thereof,  and  stating 
that  he  is  or  will  be  injured  thereby.  Such  petition  must  show  that 
application  has  been  made  in  due  time  to  the  proper  officers  to  cor- 
rect such  assessment.  Two  or  more  persons  assessed  upon  the  same 
roll  who  are  affected  in  the  same  manner  by  the  alleged  iUegality, 
error  or  inequality,  may  unite  in  the  same  petition, 

ALLOWANCE  OF  WBIT  OF  CEBTIO&AKL 

§  251.  Such  petition  must  be  presented  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court  or  at  a  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district 
in  which  the  assessment  complained  of  was  made,  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  completion  and  filing  of  the  assessment-roll  and  the  first 
posting  or  publication  of  the  notice  thereof  as  required  by  this  chap- 
ter. Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition,  the  justice  or  court 
may  allow  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  the  officers  making  the  assessment. 
to  review  such  assessment,  and  shall  prescribe  therein  the  time  witliin 
which  a  return  thereto  must  be  made  and  served  upon  the  relator's 
attorney,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days,  and  may  be  extended 
by  the  court  or  a  justice  thereof.  Such  writ  shall  be  returnable  to  a 
6pecial  term  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial  district  in  which 
the  assessment  complained  of  was  made.  The  allowance  of  the 
writ  shall  not  stay  the  proceedings  of  the  assessors  or  other  persons 
to  whom  it  is  directed  or  to  whom  the  assessment  is  delivered,  to  be 
acted  upon  according  to  law. 

JEtETliBV  OF  WBIT. 

§  252.  The  officers  making  a  return  to  such  writ  shall  not  be 
required  to  return  the  original  assessment-roll  or  other  original 
papers  acted  upon  by  them,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  return  certified 
or  sworn  copies  of  such  roll  or  papers,  or  of  such  portions  thereof  as 
may  be  called  for  by  such  writ.  The  return  must  concisely  set  forth 
such  other  facts  as  may  be  pertinent  and  material  to  show  the  value 
of  llie  property  assessed  on  the  roll  and  the  grounds  for  the  valuation 
made  by  the  assessing  officers  and  the  return  must  be  verified. 

IPKOCEEDINGS  T7F0N  BETirBN. 

§  253.  If  it  shall  appear  upon  the  return  to  any  such  writ  that  the 
v.ssessment  complained  of  is  illegal  or  erroneous  or  unequal  for  any 
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of  the  reasons  alleged  in  the  petition,  the  court  may  order  such 
assessment,  if  illegal,  to  be  stricken  from  the  roll,  or  if  erroneous  or 
unequal,  it  may  order  a  re-assessment  of  the  property  of  the  peti- 
tioner, or  the  correction  of  his  assessment  upon  the  roll,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  in  accordance  with  law,  or  as  shall 
make  it  conform  to  the  valuations  and  assessments  of  other  property 
upon  the  same  roll  and  secure  equality  of  assessment.  If  upon  the 
hearing  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  testimony  is  necessary  for 
the  proper  disposition  of  the  matter,  it  may  take  evidence  or  may 
appoint  a  referee  to  take  such  evidence  as  it  may  direct,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  court,  with  his  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of 
law,  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  proceedings  upon  which  the 
determination  of  the  court  shall  be  made.  A  new  assessment  or 
correction  of  an  assessment  made  by  order  of  the  court  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been  so  made  by  the  proper 
officers  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for  making  such  assess- 
ment. 

COSTS. 

§  254.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  officers  whose  pro- 
ceedings may  be  reviewed  under  any  such  writ  unless  it  shall  appear 
to  the  court  that  they  acted  with  gross  negligence  or  in  bad  faith  or 
with  malice  in  making  the  assessment  complained  of.  If  the  writ 
shall  be  quashed  or  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  denied,  costs  shall  be 
awarded  against  the  petitioner,  not  exceeding  the  costs  and  dis- 
bursements taxable  in  an  action  upon  the  trial  of  an  issue  of  fact  in 
the  supreme  court 


§  255.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  by  either  party  from  an  order, 
judgment  or  determination  under  this  article  as  from  an  order,  and 
it  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  like  manner  as  appeals  in  the 
supreme  court  from  orders.  All  issues  and  appeals  in  any  proceed- 
ing under  this  article  shall  have  preference  over  all  other  civil 
actions  and  proceedings  in  all  courts. 

BE7T7in>  OF  TAX  PAID  TTPON  ILLEGAL,  EBBONEOtJS  OB  TTK- 
EQUAL  ASSESSMENT. 

§  256.  If  in  a  final  order  in  any  such  proceeding  it  shall  be  ordered 
or  adjudged  that  the  assessment  complained  of  was  illegal,  erro- 
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neous  or  unequal,  and  such  order  shall  not  be  made  in  time  to  enable 
the  assessors  or  other  officers  to  make  a  new  or  corrected  assessment 
for  the  use  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  then  at  the  first  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  board  of  supervisors  after  such  correction  there  shall  be 
audited  and  allowed  to  the  petitioner  and  included  in  the  tax  levy  of 
such  town,  village  or  city,  made  next  after  the  entry  of  such  order, 
and  paid  to  the  petitioner,  the  amount  paid  by  him,  in  excess  of  what 
the  tax  would  have  been  if  the  assessment  had  been  made  as  deter- 
mined by  such  order  of  the  court,  together  with  interest  thereon 
from  the  date  of  payment.  In  case  the  amount  deducted  from  such 
assessment  by  such  order  exceeds  ten  thousand  dollars,  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  refunded  by  reason  of  such  corrected  assess- 
ment, other  than  the  proportion  or  percentage  thereof  collected  for 
such  town,  village  or  city  purposes,  shall  be  levied  upon  the  ccmntj 
at  large  and  paid  to  the  petitioner  without  further  audit  The  board 
of  supervisors  shall  audit  and  levy  upon  such  town,  village  or  city, 
the  proportion  or  percentage  of  such  excess  of  tax  collected  for 
such  town,  village  or  city  purposes,  which  shall  be  collected  and 
paid  to  the  petitioner  without  other  or  further  audit 

8TTPFLEMENTAB7  PBOCE£DINGS  TO  COLLECT  TAX. 

§  259.  If  a  tax  exceeding  ten  dollars  in  amount  levied  against  a 
person  or  corporation  is  returned  by  the  proper  collector  uncol- 
lected for  want  of  personal  property  out  of  which  to  collect  the  same, 
the  supervisor  of  the  town  or  ward,  or  the  county  treasurer  or  the 
president  of  the  village,  if  it  is  a  village  tax,  may,  within  one  year 
thereafter,  apply  to  the  court  for  the  institution  of  proceedings  sup- 
plementary to  execution,  as  upon  a  judgment  docketed  in  sncb 
county,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  such  tax  and  fees,  with  interest 
thereon  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  after  the  levy  thereoL 
Such  proceedings  may  be  taken  against  a  corporation,  and  the  same 
proceedings  may  thereupon  be  had  in  all  respects  for  the  collection 
of  such  tax  as  for  the  collection  of  a  judgment  by  proceedings  sup- 
plementary to  execution  thereon  against  a  natural  person,  and  the 
same  costs  and  disbursements  may  be  allowed  against  the  person  or 
corporation  examined  as  in  such  supplementary  proceedings  but 
none  shall  be  allowed  in  his  or  its  favor.  The  tax,  if  collected  in 
such  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  or  to  the 
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supervisor  of  the  town,  and  if  a  village  tax,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
village.  The  costs  and  disbursements  collected  shall  belong  to  the 
party  instituting  the  proceedings,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  pay 
ment  of  the  expense  of  such  proceeding.  The  president  of  a  village 
and  a  county  treasurer  shall  have  no  compensation  for  any  such 
proceeding. .  A  supervisor  shall  have  no  other  compensation  except 
his  per  diem  pay  for  time  necessarily  spent  in  the  proceeding. 

ATTOBNXY-GENEBAL  TO  BBINa  ACTION  FOB  SEQTJESTBATIOIT. 

§  263.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney-general,  on  being 

informed  by  the  comptroller  or  by  the  county  treasurer  of  any  county 

that  any  incorporated  company  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  the  taxes 

imposed  upon  it,  pursuant  to  articles  one  and  two  of  this  chapter,  to 

bring  an  action  in  the  supreme  court  for  the  sequestration  of  the 

property  of  such  corporation,  and  the  court  may  so  sequestrate  the 

property  of  such  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  taxes  in 

arrear  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  may,  also,  in  its  discretion, 

enjoin  such  corporation  and  further  proceedings  under  its  charter 

until  such  tax  and  the  costs  incurred  in  the  action  shall  be  paid. 

The  attorney-general  may  recover  such  tax  with  costs  from  such 

delinquent  corporation  by  action  in  any  court  of  record.

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Article  VIII. — Section  io.  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  No  county,  city,  town  or  village  shall  hereafter  give  any 
money  or  property,  or  loan  its  money  or  credit  to  or  in  aid  of  any  in- 
dividual, association  or  corporation ;  or  become  directly  or  indirectly 
the  owner  of  stock  in,  or  bonds  of,  any  association  or  corporation; 
nor  shall  any  such  county,  city,  town  or  village  be  allowed  to  incur 
any  indebtedness  except  for  county,  city,  town  or  village  purposes. 
This  section  shall  not  prevent  such  county,  city,  town  or  village 
from  making  such  provision  for  the  aid  or  support  of  its  poor  as  may 
be  authorized  by  law.  No  county  or  city  shall  be  allowed  to  be- 
come indebted  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  to  an  amount  which, 
including  existing  indebtedness,  shall  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  such  county  or  city  subject 
to  taxation,  as  it  appeared  by  the  assessment-rolls  of  said  county  or 
city  on  the  last  assessment  for  state  or  county  taxes  prior  to  the  in- 
curring of  such  indebtedness ;  and  all  indebtedness  in  excess  of  such 
limitation,  except  such  as  may  now  exist,  shall  be  absolutely  void, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  No  county  or  city  whose  pres- 
ent indebtedness  exceeds  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  its  real  estate  subject  to  taxation,  shall  be  allowed  to  become  in* 
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debted  in  any  further  amount  until  such  indebtedness  shall  be  re- 
duced within  such  limit.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  issuing  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  amounts  actually 
contained,  or  to  be  contained  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such 
certificates  or  revenue  bonds  are  issued  and  payable  out  of  such 
taxes.  Nor  shall  this  section  be  construed  to  prevent  the  issue  of 
bonds  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water;  but  the  term  of  the  bonds 
issued  to  provide  the  supply  of  water  shall  not  exceed  twenty  years, 
and  a  sinking  fund  shall  be  created  on  the  issuing  of  the  said  bonds 
for  their  redemption,  by  raising  annually  a  sum  which  will  produce 
an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds  at  their  maturity.  All  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue 
bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes,  which  are  not 
retired  within  five  years  after  their  date  of  issue,  and  bonds  issued  to 
provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  any  debt  hereafter  incurred  by 
any  portion  or  part  of  a  city,  if  there  shall  be  any  such  debt^  shall 
be  included  in  ascertaining  the  power  of  the  city  to  become  other- 
wise indebted.  Whenever  hereafter  the  boundaries  of  any  city  shall 
become  the  same  as  those  of  a  county,  the  power  of  the  county  to 
become  indebted  shall  cease,  but  the  debt  of  the  county  at  that  time 
existing  shall  not  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  city  debt.  The 
amount  hereafter  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  county  or  city  purposes,  in 
any  county  containing  a  city  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, or  any  such  city  of  this  state,  in  addition  to  providing  for  the 
principal  and  interest  of  existing  debt,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  ex- 
ceed in  any  one  year  two  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
real  and  personal  estate  of  such  county  or  city,  to  be  ascertained  as 
prescribed  in  this  section  in  respect  to  county  or  city  debt.

THE  GENERAL   MUNICIPAL  LAW.

FUKDBD  AND  BONDBD  DEBTS. 

§  7,  The  bonded  indebtedness  of  a  municipal  corporation,  including 
interest  due  or  unpaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  paid  up  or  retired  by 
the  issue  of  the  new  substituted  bonds  for  like  amounts  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  or  supervisor,  board,  council  or  officers  having  in  charge  the 
payment  of  such  bonds.     Such  new  bonds  shall  only  be  issued  when  the 
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existing  bonds  can  be  retired  by  the  substitution  of  the  new  bonds  there- 
for, or  can  be  paid  up  by  money  realized  by  the  sale  of  such  new  bonds. 
Where  such  bonded  indebtedness  shall  become  due  within  two  years  from 
the  issue  of  such  new  bonds,  such  new  bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold  to 
provide  money  in  advance  to  pay  up  such  existing  bonds  when  they  shall 
become  due.  Such  new  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  they  are  issued 
pursuant  to  this  section,  which  recital  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
their  validity  and  of  the  regularity  of  the  issue ;  shall  be  made  payable 
not  less  than  one  or  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date ;  shall  bear 
date  and  draw  interest  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  the  existing  bonds, 
or  the  receipt  of  the  money  to  pay  the  same,  at  not  exceeding  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  semi-annually  or  annually; 
and  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  two  per  centum  of  the  whole 
amount  of  such  new  bonds  shall  be  payable  each  year  after  the  issue 
thereof.  Such  new  bonds  shall  be  sold  and  negotiated  at  the  best  price 
obtainable,  not  less  than  their  par  value ;  shall  be  valid  and  binding  00 
the  municipal  coiporation  issuing  them ;  and  until  payable  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  for  town,  county,  municipal  or  state  purposes.  All 
bonds  and  coupons  retired  or  paid  shall  be  immediately  canceled.  A 
certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  officer,  board  or  body  issuing  such  new 
bonds,  stating  the  amoimt  of  existing  bonds,  and  of  the  new  bonds  so 
issued,  which  shall  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk. 
Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  new  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  in  pur. 
suance  thereof,  for  bonds  of  a  municipal  corporation  adjudged  invalid  by 
the  final  judgment  of  a  competent  court.  A  majority  of  the  taxpayers  of 
a  town,  voting  at  a  general  town  meeting,  or  special  town  meeting  duly 
called,  may  authorize  the  issue  in  pursuance  of  this  section  of  new 
bonds  for  such  invalid  bonds,  and  each  new  bond  so  issued  shall  contain 
substantially  the  following  recital :  "  The  issue  of  this  bond  is  duly 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  said  town,"  which  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact.  The  payment,  adjustment  or  com- 
promise of  a  part  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  a  municipal  corporation 
shall  not  be  deemed  an  admission  of  the  validity  or  a  recogoition  of  any 
part  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  such  municipal  corporation  not  paid» 
adjusted  or  compromised.     [Thus  amended  by  chap,  54,  Laws  1897.) 


MUNICIPAL  TAXES  OF  RAILROADS  PA7ABLB  TO  TEES  COUWTI 


§  12.   If  a  town,   village  or  city  has  outstanding    tmpaid    bonds^ 
issued,   or  substituted  for    bonds  issued,  to  aid  in  the  constructian 
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of  a  railroad  therein,  so  much  of  all  taxes  as  shall  be  necessary  co 
take  up  such  bonds,  except  school  district  and  highway  taxes,  col- 
lected on  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  railroad  in  such  municipal 
corporation,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in 
which  the  municipal  corporation  is  located.  Such  treasurer  shall 
purchase  with  such  moneys  of  any  town,  village  or  city,  such  bonds, 
when  they  can  be  purchased  at  or  below  par,  and  shall  immediately 
cancel  them  in  the  presence  of  the  county  judge.  If  such  bonds  can 
not  be  purchased  at  or  below  par,  such  treasurer  shall  invest  such 
money  in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
or  of  any  town  or  village  or  city  of  such  state,  issued  pursuant  to  law; 
and  shall  hold  such  bonds  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  and 
payment  of  such  outstanding  railroad  aid  bonds.  If  a  county  treas- 
urer shall  unreasonably  neglect  to  comply  with  this  section  any  tax- 
payer of  the  town,  village  or  city  having  so  issued  its  bonds  may 
apply  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  municipal  cor- 
poration is  situated,  for  an  order  compelling  such  treasurer  to  execute 
the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  county  treasurer  of  any  county 
in  which  one  or  more  towns  therein  shall  have  issued  bonds  for  rail- 
road purposes,  shall,  when  directed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  or 
county  judge  of  the  county,  execute  and  file  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  an  undertaking,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  approved 
by  such  board  or  judge,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
his  duties  pursuant  to  this  section.  The  annual  report  of  a  county 
treasurer  shall  fully  state,  under  the  head  of  **  railroad  sinking 
fund,"  the  name  and  character  of  all  such  investments  made  by  him 
or  his  predecessors,  and  the  condition  of  such  fund.  ( Thus  amended  by 
chap.  466,  Laws  of  1893.) 

ABOLITION  OF  OFFICE  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  13.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may,  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  the  auditing  board  of  any  municipal  corporation  therein 
by  resolution,  abolish  the  office  of  railroad  commissioners  of  such 
municipal  corporation,  and  direct  the  manner  of  the  transfer  of  their 
duties  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  or  the  treasurer  of  the  munici- 
pal corporation  other  than  a  town,  and  upon  his  compliance  with 
such  directions,  such  transferee  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers 
conferred  upon  such  railroad  commissioners  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  RAILROAD    COMMISSIONERa 

§  14,  The  county  judge  of  any  county  within  which  is  a  municipal 
corporation  having  or  being  entitled  to  have  railroad  commissioners* 
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yrhen  this  chapter  shall  take  effect,  and  in  which  the  duties  imposed 
upon  such  commissioners  arc  not  fully  performed,  shall  continue  to 
appoint  and  commission,  upon  the  application  of  twenty  freeholders 
within  such  corporation,  three  persons,  who  shall  be  freeholders  and 
resident  taxpayers  therein,  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming the  duties  and  completing  the  business  required  of  them 
pursuant  to  this  chapter  or  any  law.  Such  commissioners  shall  hold 
their  office  for  five  years,  and  until  others  are  appointed  by  the 
county  judge,  unless  their  duties  shall  be  sooner  performed,  or  the 
office  shall  be  abolished,  who  shall  also  in  like  manner,  fill  any  va- 
cancies that  may  exist  therein.  Such  commissioners  shall  each 
receive  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the  necessary  disburse- 
ments to  be  audited  and  paid  by  the  usual  auditing  and  disbiirsing  offi- 
cers of  such  municipal  corporation.  A  majority  of  such  commis- 
sioners, at  a  meeting  of  which  all  have  notice,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

OATH  AND  X7NDERTAKING  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  15.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties* such  commissioners  shall 
take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  and  make  and  file  with  the 
county  clerk  of  their  county,  their  joint  and  several  undertaking, 
with  two  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of 
their  county,  to  the  effect  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  their 
duties  as  such  commissioners,  and  truly  keep,  pay  over  and  account 
for  all  moneys  belonging  to  such  corporation  coming  into  their 
hands. 

HECEtANGE  OR  SALE  OF  RAILROAD  STOCK  AND  BONDS. 

§  16.  The  commissioners  or  officers  of  a  municipal  corporation, 
having  the  lawful  charge  and  control  of  any  railroad  stock  or  bonds, 
for  or  in  payment  of  which  the  bonds  of  such  municipal  corporation 
have  been  lawfully  issued  in  aid  of  such  railroad  corporation,  may 
exchange  the  stock  or  bonds  of  such  railroad  corporation  for  and 
in  payment  of  such  bonds,  or  the  new  substituted  bonds  of  such 
municipal  corporation,  when  such  exchange  can  be  made  for  not  less 
than  the  par  value  of  the  stocks  or  bonds  so  held  by  them.  If  they 
can  not  make  such  exchange  they  may  sell  such  stocks  or  bonds  at 
not  less  than  par;  but  they  may,  on  the  application  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  governing  board  of  the  municipal  corporation,  own- 
ing such  stock  and  bonds,  exchange,  sell  or  dispose  of  such  stock  or 
bonds,  at  the  best  price  and  upon  the  best  terms  obtainable  for  th^ 
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municipal  corporation  they  represent,  and  shall  execute  to  the  pur« 
chaser  the  necessary  transfers  therefor.  AU  moneys  received  for 
any  stock  or  bonds  shall  only  be  applied  to  the  payment  and  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  bonds  of  the  municipal  corporation,  lawfully 
issued  in  aid  of  any  such  railroad,  or  substituted  therefor,  except 
that  if  the  bonds  so  issued  or  substituted  have  all  been  paid,  or  the 
moneys  so  realized  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  them  in  full, 
and  all  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  sale,  such  proceeds  or  balance 
thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  officers  making  the  sale,  to  the  super- 
visor of  the  town,  or  the  treasurer  of  the  municipal  corporation,  and 
applied  to  such  lawful  uses  as  the  governing  board  of  the  municipal 
corporation  entitled  to  the  same,  may  direct.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply  to  ail  such  commissioners  or  officers  of  a  municipal 
corporation  elected  or  appointed  or  acting  under  the  provisions  of  any 
special  act,  and  the  authority  hereby  conferred  shall  not  be  limited  by 
the  provisions  of  any  such  special  act.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap,  490, 
Laws  of  1893.) 

ANNT7AL    REPORT    OF   COMMISSIONERS    AND    PAYMENT    OF 
BONDS. 

§  1 7.  The  commissioners  of  a  municipal  corporation,  having  in  charge 
the  moneys  received  and  collected,  and  who  are  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  of  the  bonds  lawfully  issued  by  such  municipal 
corporation,  in  aid  of  railroads,  shall  annually  report  to  the  governing  board 
of  the  municipal  corporation,  the  total  amount  of  the  municipal  indebted- 
ness of  the  municipal  corporation  they  represent,  upon  such  bonds  or  such 
new  bonds  substituted  therefor,  the  date  of  the  bonds  and  when  payable, 
the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  the  acts  under  which  they  were  issued,  the 
amount  of  principal  and  interest  that  will  become  due  thereon  before  the 
next  annual  tax  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  next  succeeding  year, 
and  the  amount  in  their  hands  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
or  interest  thereon.  Each  year  such  governing  board  shall  levy  and 
collect  of  the  municipal  corporation  sufficient  money  to  pay  such  princi- 
pal and  interest,  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  When 
collected,  such  moneys,  with  the  unpaid  sums  on  hand,  shall  be  forthwith 
paid  over  to  such  commissioners,  and  applied  by  them  to  the  purposes 
for  which  collected  or  held.  When  paid,  such  bonds  shall  be  presented 
by  such  commissioners  to  the  governing  board  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion, at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  town  meeting,  village,  or  city 
election,  or  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  next  thereafter  held,  who 
shall  cancel  the  same,  and  make  and  file  a  record  thereof  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  municipal  corporation,  whose  bonds  were  so  paid  or  canceled.

§  1 8.  Such '  commissioners  shall  present  to  the   auditing  board  of 

the  municipal  corporation  they  represent,  at  each  annual  meeting  of 

fnich  board,  a  written  statement  or  report,  showing  all  their  receipts 

and   expenditures,   with  vouchers.      They  shall  also  loan   on  proper 

security  or  collaterals,  or  deposit  in  some  solvent  bank,  or  banking 

institutions,  at  the  best  rate  of  interest  they  can  obtain,  or  invest  in 

the    bonds    of    the     municipal     corporation    they    represent,    or    in 

bonds  of  the  state,  or  of  any  town,  village,   city  or  county  therein, 

issued  pursuant  to  law,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  all 

moneys  that  shall  come  into  their  hands  by  virtue  of  their  office, 

and  not  needed  for  current  liabilities;  and  all  earnings,  profits  or 

interest  accruing  from  such  loans,  deposits  or  investments,  shall  be 

credited  to  the  municipal  corporation  they  represent,  and  accounted 

for  in  their  annual  settlement  with  the  governing  board  thereof. 

REISSUB  OF  LOST  OR  DZSSTROTIID  BONDS 

§  19.  When  any  bonds  lawfully  issued  by  a  municipal  corporation 
in  aid  of  any  railroad,  or  in  substitution  for  bonds  so  issued,  shaU  be 
lost  or  destroyed,  such  commissioners  may  issue  new  bonds  in  the 
place  of  the  ones  so  lost  or  destroyed,  at  the  same  rate  of  interest, 
and  to  become  payable  at  the  same  time,  upon  the  owner  furnishing 
satisfactory  proof,  by  affidavit,  of  such  ownership,  and  loss  or 
destruction,  and  a  written  indemnity,  with  at  least  two  sureties, 
approved  as  to  form  and  sufficiency  by  the  county  judge  of  the 
county  in  which  such  municipal  corporation  is  situated.  Every  new 
bond  so  issued  shall  state  upon  its  face  the  number  and  denomina- 
tion of  the  bond  for  which  it  is  issued,  that  it  is  issued  in  the  place 
of  such  bond  claimed  to  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  that  it  is  issued 
as  a  duplicate  thereof,  and  that  but  one  is  to  be  paid.  Such  affi- 
davit and  indemnity,  duly  indorsed,  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the 
county  clerk's  office.

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CHAP.  336,  LAWS  OF  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  court  of  claims  to  hear, 
audit  and  determine  the  alleged  claims  of  the  several  counties 
containing  towns,  villages  or  cities  bonded  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  any  railroad  passing  through  such  towns,  villages  or  cities, 
on  account  of  the  payment  to  the  state  of  the  state  taxes  col- 
lected from  such  railroads  within  such  bonded  towns,  villages  or 
cities. 

Section  i.  Any  county  of  this  state,  containing  one  or  more 
towns,  villages  or  cities  which  have  heretofore  issued  bonds  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  any  railroad  passing  through  such 
towns,  cities  or  villages,  may  present  to  the  court  of  claims  a  claim 
for  the  amount  of  state  taxes  collected  from  or  paid  by  any  such 
railroad  within  the  several  towns,  villages  or  cities  of  such  county 
which  were  so  bonded  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  any  such  rail- 
road, since  the  eighteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  and  which  said  taxes  were  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of 
such  county  to  the  state  treasurer.  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred 
upon  the  court  of  claims  to  hear,  audit  and  determine  such  claims 
and  to  make  awards  and  render  judgments  therefor  against  the 
state  and  in  favor  of  such  claimants,  without  interest  thereon. 

§  2.  The  amount  which  shall  be  awarded  to  any  county  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer 
of  such  county;  and  such  county  treasurer  shall  invest  and  apply 
the  same  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  provided  by  section 
four  of  chapter  nine  hundred  and  seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled 
'An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  companies  and  to 
regulate  the  same,'  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty, 
so  as  to  permit  municipal  corporations  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
such  railroads,"  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof;  except  that  in 
case  such  county  shall  have  heretofore  paid  to  any  such  town, 
village  or  city,  such  state  taxes  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  in  case 
such  county  treasurer  has  heretofore  set  aside  such  state  taxes  or 
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any  portion  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  such  town,  village  or  city,  in 
the  manner  provided  by  said  section  four  of  chapter  nine  hundred 
and  seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine  and  the 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  then  and  in  that  case,  such  mone3rs  or  the 
portion  thereof  so  paid  or  set  aside  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  used  and 
applied  by  such  county  treasurer  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
county. 

§  3.  No  award  shall  be  made  or  judgment  rendered  herein 
against  the  state,  unless  the  facts  proved  shall  make  out  a  case 
against  the  state,  which  would  create  a  liability,  were  the  same 
established  in  a  court  of  law  or  equity  against  an  individual  or  cor- 
poration or  municipality;  and  in  case  such  liability  shall  be  satis- 
factorily established,  then  the  court  of  claims  shall  award  to  and 
render  judgment  for  the  claimants  for  such  sums  as  shall  be  just  and 
equitable,  notwithstanding  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  accruing  of 
said  damages,  provided  any  claim  hereunder  shall  be  filed  with  the 
cotirt  of  claims  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act.

COX7RT  OF  SPECIAL  SESSIONS,  JX7RISDICTION  OF. 

§  56.  Subject  to  the  power  of  removal  provided  for  in  this  chapter, 
courts  of  special  sessions,  except  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
and  the  city  of  Albany,  have  in  the  first  instance  exclusive  jurisdiction  to 
hear  and  determine  charges  of  misdemeanors  committed  within  their 
respective  counties,  as  follows : 


9.  Intoxication  of  a  person  engaged  in  running  any  locomotive  engine 
upon  any  railroad,  or  while  acting  as  conductor  of  a  car,  or  train  of  cars, 
on  any  such  railroad,  or  a  misdemeanor  committed  by  any  person  on  a 
raibroad  car  or  train.

2.  Wanders  abroad  and  begs,  or  goes  about  from  door  to  door,  or 
places  himself  in  the  streets,  highways,  passages  or  public  places  to 
beg  or  receive  alms;  or 

3.  Wanders  abroad  and  lodges  in  taverns,  groceries,  ale-houses, 
watch  or  station  houses,  outhouses,  market  places,  sheds,  stables, 
barns  or  uninhabited  buildings,  or  in  the  open  air,  and  does  not 
give  a  good  account  of  himself.

threats,  express  or  implied,  intended  or  calculated  to  influence  the  politi- 
cal opinions  or  actions  of  his  employes,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
if  a  corporation  shall  in  addition  forfeit  its  charter.

MAKING  ARRESTS,  ETC.,  WITHOXTT  LAWFUL  AUTHORITY 

§  119.  No  sheriff  of  a  county,  mayor  of  a  city,  or  officials,  or  other 
person  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  special  deputy  sheriffs,  special  con- 
stables, marshals,  policemen  or  other  peace  officers  in  this  state,  to  pre- 
serve the  public  peace  or  quell  public  disturbance,  shall  hereafter,  at  the 
instance  of  any  agent,  society,  association  or  corporation,  or  otherwise, 
appoint  as  such  special  deputy,  special  constable,  marshal,  policeman  01 
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other  peace  officer,  any  person  who  shall  not  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  a  resident  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  entitled  to  vote 
therein  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  resident  of  the  same  county 
as  the  mayor  or  sheriff  or  other  official  making  such  appointment;  and 
no  person  shall  assume  or  exercise  the  functions,  powers,  duties  or  privi- 
leges incident  and  belonging  to  the  office  of  special  deputy  sheriff,  special 
constables,  marshal  or  policemen,  or  other  peace  officer,  without  having 
first  received  his  appointment  in  writing  from  the  authority  lawfully 
appointing  him.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  in  this  state,  without 
due  authority,  exercise,  or  attempt  to  exercise  the  functions  of,  or  hold 
himself  out  to  any  one  as  a  deputy  sheriff,  marshal,  or  policeman,  consta- 
ble or  peace  officer,  or  any  pubhc  officer,  or  person  pretending  to  be  a 
public  officer,  who  unlawfully,  under  the  pretense  or  color  of  any  process, 
arrests  any  person  or  detains  him  against  his  will,  or  seizes  or  levies  upon 
any  property,  or  dispossesses  any  one  of  any  lands  or  tenements  without 
a  regular  process  therefor,  or  any  person  who  knowingly  violates  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  But  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  effect,  repeal  or  abridge  the  powers 
authorized  to  be  exercised  under  sections  one  hundred  and  two,  one 
hundred  and  four,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  one  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six  and  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure;  or  under 
chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the 
Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five;  or  under  chapter 
two  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty;

more  than  two  hundred  dotlars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment 

MURDER  IN  THB  FIRST  DZSGREB.

§  199.  An  engineer  or  other  person  having  charge  of  a  steam 
boiler,  steam  engine,  or  other  apparatus  for  generating  or  applying 
steam,  employed  in  a  boat  or  railway,  or  in  a  manufactory,  or  in  any 
mechanical  works,  who  willfully,  or  from  ignorance  or  gross  neg- 
lect, creates,  or  allows  to  be  created,  such  an  undue  quantity  of 
steam  as  to  burst  the  boiler,  engine  or  apparatus,  or  to  cause  any 
other  accident  whereby  the  death  of  a  human  being  is  produced,  is 
guilty  of  manslaughter  in  the  second  degree. 

USE  OF  FORCE  OR  VIOLENCE,  DECLARED  NOT  UNLA'WFUL,  ETC 

§  223.  To  use  or  attempt,  or  ofiFer  to  use,  force  or  violence  upon 

or  toward  the  person  of  another,  is  not  unlawful  in  the  following 

cases : 

******** 

5.  When  committed  by  a  carrier  of  passengers,  or  the  authorized 
agents  or  servants  of  such  carrier,  or  by  any  person  assisting  them, 
at  their  request,  in  expelling  from  a  carriage,  railway  car,  vessel  or 
other  vehicle,  a  passenger  who  refuses  to  obey  a  lawful  and  reasona- 
ble regulation  prescribed  for  the  conduct  of  passengers,  if  such  ve- 
hicle has  first  been  stopped  and  the  force  or  violence  used  is  not 
more  than  sufficient  to  expel  the  offending  passenger,  with  a  reason- 
able regard  to  his  personal  safety. 


§  263.  All  labor  on  Sunday  is  prohibited  excepting  the  works  of 
necessity  or  charity.

§  381.  A  person  who,  either  on  his  own  account  or  as  agent  or 
officer  of  a  corporation,  carries  on  business  as  innkeeper,  or  as 
common  carrier  of  passengers,  and  refuses,  without  just  cause  of 
excuse,  to  receive  and  entertain  any  guests,  or  to  receive  and  carry 
any  passengers,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

2.  Denies  or  aids  or  incites  another  to  deny  to  any  other  person 
because  of  race,  creed  or  color,  full  enjoyment  ofany  of  the  accommo- 
dations, advantages,  facilities  and  privileges  of  any  hotel,  inn,  tavern, 
restaurant,  public  conveyance  on  land  or  water,  theatre  or  other  place 
of  public  resort  or  amusement,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punish- 
able by  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 

FAILURE    TO   FURNISH     STATISTICS    TO    COMMISSIONER    OF 
I.ABOR  STATISTICS. 

§  384f.  Any  person  who  refuses,  when  requested  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  statistics,

/aikoad  of  thirty  miles  in  length  or  over,  in  whole  or  in  part  within  this 
state,  to  work  contrary  to  the  requirements  of  article  one  of  the  labor 
law,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  therefor  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  offense.  If  any  contractor  with  the  state  or  a 
municipal  corporation  shall  require  more  than  eight  hours  for  a  day's 
labor,  upon  conviction  therefor  in  addition  to  such  fine,  the  contract  shall 
be  forfeited  at  the  option  of  the  municipal  corporation.

A  person  who  manu- 
factures gunpowder,  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  liquid  or  com- 
pressed air  or  gases,  except  acetylene  gas  and  other  gases  used  for 
illuminating  purposes,  naphtha,  gasoline,  benzine  or  any  explosive 
articles  or  compounds  or  manufactures  ammunition,  fireworks  or 
other  articles  of  which  such  substances  are  component  parts  in  a 
cellar,  room  or  apartment  of  a  tenement  or  dwelling  house  or  any 
building  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  persons  or  families  for 
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living  purposes,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  And  a  person  who,  by 
the  careless,  negligent,  or  unauthorized  use  or  management  of  gun- 
powder or  other  explosive  substance,  injures  or  occasions  the  injury 
of  the  person  or  property  of  another,  is  punishable  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  two  years.  Any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  knowingly  present,  attempt  to  present,  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
sented or  offered  for  shipment  to  any  railroad,  steamboat,  steam- 
ship, express  or  other  company  engaged  as  common  carrier  of

shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  and  not  less  than 
three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  five  years,  or  be  subject  to  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

which  the  train  has  stopped,  who  manifests  a  desire  to  enter  the  train, 
has  actually  boarded  or  entered  the  same,  unless  due  notice  is  given 
by  an  authorized  employe  of  such  railroad  that  the  train  is  full,  and 
that  no  more  passengers  can  then  be  received;  or, 

2.  Obstructs  the  lawful  ingress  or  egress  of  a  passenger  to  or  from 
any  such  car;  or, 

3.  Opens  a  platform  gate  of  any  such  car  while  the  train  is  in 
motion,  or  starts  such  train  before  such  gate  is  firmly  closed :  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor.

§  42 1-  A  person  acting  as  engineer,  driving  a  locomotive  on  any 
railway  in  this  state,  who  fails  to  ring  the  bell,  or  sound  the  whistle, 
upon  such  locomotive,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  rung  or  sounded,  at 
least  eighty  rods  from  any  place  where  such  railway  crosses  a  trav-

§423.  A  railroad  corporation,  or  any  officer  or  director  thereof 
having  charge  of  its  railroad,  or  any  person  managing  a  railroad  in 
this  state,  or  any  person  or  corporation  running  passenger  cars  upon 
a  railroad  into  or  through  this  state,  who:

Fahrenheit,  or  relating  to  the  burning  or  carriage  of  any  such  oil  or  fluid 
which  will  ignite  at  a  temperature  below  three  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit^ 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

LIGHTS  UPON  SWING  BRIDGES

§  516.  A  person  who,  with  intent  to  defraud,  forges,  counterfeits  or 
falsely  alters  any  ticket,  cheque  or  other  paper  or  writing,  entitling  or 
purporting  to  entitle  the  holder  or  proprietor  thereof  to  a  passage  upon 
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•tfly  railway  or  in  any  vessel  or  other  public  conveyance ;  and  a  person 
who,  with  like  intent,  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers,  or  keeps  or  offers  for 
sale,  exchange  or  delivery,  or  receives  upon  any  purchase,  exchange  or 
delivery,  any  such  ticket,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  forged, 
counterfeited  or  falsely  altered,  is  guilty  of  forgery  in  the  third  degree.

§  518.  An  officer,  agent  or  other  person  employed  by  any  com- 
pany or  corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  any 
other  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  foreign 
government,  who  willfully  and  with  a  design  to  defraud,  sells,  pledges 
or  issues,  or  causes  to  be  sold,  pledged  or  issued,  or  signs  or  procures 
to  be  signed  with  intent  to  sell,  pledge  or  issue,  or  to  be  sold,  pledged 
or  issued,  a  false,  forged  or  fraudulent  paper,  writing  or  instrument, 
being  or  purporting  to  be  a  scrip,  certificate  or  other  evidence  of  the 
ownership  or  transfer  of  any  share  or  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of 
such  company  or  corporation,  or  a  bond  or  other  evidence  of  debt  of 
such  company  or  corporation,  or  a  certificate  or  other  evidence  of  the 
ownership  or  of  the  transfer  of  any  such  bond  or  other  evidence  of 
debt,  is  guilty  of  forgery  in  the  third  degree,  and  upon  conviction, 
in  addition  to  the  punishment  prescribed  in  this  title  for  that  oflFense, 
may  also  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  $3,000. 

FALSELT  INDICATINa  PERSON  AS  CORPORATE  OFFICER 

§  519.  The  false  making  or  forging  of  an  instrument  or  writing

§  590.   A  person  who:

If  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors 
at  which  any  act,  proceeding  or  omission  of  such  directors  in  vio- 
lation of  this  chapter  occurs,  he  must  be  deemed  to  have  concurred 
therein,  unless  he  at  the  time  causes  or  in  writing  requires  his  dis- 
sent therefrom  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  directors.  If 
absent  from  such  meeting,  he  must  be  deemed  to  have  concurred  in 
any  such  violation,  if  the  facts  constituting  such  violation  appear  on 
the  record  or  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  he  remains  a  director  of  the  corporation  for  six  months  there- 
after  without  causing  or  in  writing  requiring  his  dissent  from  such 
violation  to  be  entered  on  such  record  of  minutes.  {Thus  amended 
by  chap.

excepting  at  the  office  designated  in  his  appointment,  nor  until  he 
has  been  authorized  to  act  as  such  agent  according  to  the  provision 
of  the  last  section,  nor  for  a  sum  exceeding  the  price  charged  at  the 
time  of  such  sale  by  the  company,  owners  or  consignees  of  the 
vessel  or  railway  mentioned  in  the  ticket.  Nothing  in  this  section 
or  chapter  contained  shall  prevent  the  properly  authorized  agent  of 
any  transportation  company  from  purchasing  from  the  properly

5.  Solicits  or  books  any  passenger  arriving  at  the  port  of  New 
York  from  a  foreign  country  before  such  passenger  has  left  the 
vessel  on  which  he  has  arrived,  or  enters  or  goes  on  board  any 
vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York  from  a  foreign  country,  hav- 
ing emigrant  passengers  on  board,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  or 
booking  such  passengers;  and  a  person  or  agent  of  a  corporation 
employing  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  booking  such  passengers 
before  leaving  the  ship  ;

4.  Wilfully  discharges  a  loaded  firearm  or  project^  or  throws  a  stone 
or  other  missile  at  a  railway  train,  or  at  a  locomotive,  car  or  vehicle

5.  Wilfully  displaces,  removes,  cuts,  injures  or  destroys  any  wire,  in*

or  wilfully  discharges  a  loaded  firearm,  or  projects  or  throws  a  stone  or 
any  other  missile  at  such  railway  train  or  locomotive,  car  or  vehicle, 
standing  or  moving  upon  such  railway ;  or 

6.  Removes  a  journal  brass  from  a  car  while  standing  upon  any  rail- 
road track  in  this  state,  without  authority  from  some  person  who  has  a 
right  to  give  such  authority,  is  punishable  as  follows :  First.  If  thereby 
the  safety  of  any  person  is  endangered,  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  twenty  years.  Second.  In  every  other  case  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  five  years.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.

OOMBCZaSIONERS  OF  RAPID  TRANSIT ;  APPOINTBffZSNTS ;    BOARD 
CONSTITUTED;  VACANCIB& 

Section  i.  In  each  city  having  over  one  million  of  inhabitants, 
according  to  the  last  preceding  national  or  state  census,  there  shall 
be  a  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  in  and  for  such 
city,  which  shall  consist  of  the  mayor  of  such  city,  the  comptroller 
or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  such  city,  the  president  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce  of  the  state  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  and  the  following  named  persons,  to  wit:  William  Steinway, 
Seth  Low,  John  Claflin,  Alexander  E.  Orr  and  John  H.  Starin.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  styled  commissioners,  of  jrapid  tran- 
sit. Vacancies  which  may  take  place  in  the  offices  so  held  by  the 
persons  specifically  named  herein  as  such  commissioners  shall  be 
filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  remaining  members  of  said  board. 
The  board  thus  constituted  shall  have  and  exercise  the  specific  au- 
thority and  powers  hereinafter  conferred  and  also  such  other  and 
necessary  powers  as  may  be  requisite  to  the  efficient  performance  of 
the  duties  imposed  upon  said  board  by  this  act.  (TAus  amended  ¥f 
chap.

§  2.  Each  of  the  said  commissioners  other  than  the  mayor  and

§  3.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  oaths  of  said  commis- 
sioners so  required  to  make  and  file  the  same  the  commissioners  of 
rapid  transit  in  respect  to  each  of  such  cities  shall  meet  and  organ- 
ize as  a  board.  The  board  when  so  organized,  may  frame  and  adopt 
by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  establish  suitable  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  powers  and  duties 
hereby  conferred  and  imposed,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  amend 
the  same.

§  4.  The  said  board  upon  its  own  motion  may  proceed,  from  time 
to  time,  to  consider  and  determine  whether  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
the  public  and  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  appointed,  that  a  rapid  tran- 
sit railway  or  railways  for  the  conveyance  and  transportation  of  per- 
sons and  property  should  be  established  therein,  and  upon  the  request 
in  writing  of  the  local  authorities  of  any  such  city  at  any  time,  the 
said  board  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  consider  and  determine  the 
same  questions,  and  in  each  case  the  said  board  shall  conduct  such  an 
inquest  and  investigation  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  prem- 
ises. If,  after  any  such  consideration  and  inquest,  the  said  board 
shall  determine  that  a  rapid  transit  railway  or  railways,  in  addition 
to  any  already  existing  authorized  or  proposed  are  necessary  for 
the  interest  of  the  public,  and  such  city,  it  shall  proceed  to  de- 
termine and  establish  the  route  or  routes  thereof  and  the  general 
plan  of  construction.  Such  general  plan  shall  show  the  general 
mode  of  operation  and  contain  such  details  as  to  manner  of  con- 
struction as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  extent  to  which  any 
street,  avenue  or  other  public  place  is  to  be  encroached  upon 
and  the  property  abutting  thereon  affected,  and  the  concurrent 
votes  of  at  least  six  members  of  the  board  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  and  establishing  such  route  or  routes 
and  plan  of  construction.  The  said  board,  from  time  to  time, 
may  locate  the  route  or  routes  of  such  railway  or  railways  over, 
under,  upon,  through  and  across  any  streets,  avenues,  rivers, 
waters  and  lands  within  such  city,  including  blocks  between  streets 
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or  avenues  or,  partly  over,  under,  upon,  through  and  across  any 
streets,  avenues  and  lands  within  such  city  and  partly  through  blocks 
between  streets  or  avenues;  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  owners 
of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on  and  the  consent 
also  of  the  local  authorities  having  control  of  that  portion  of  a 
street  or  highway,  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  oper- 
ate such  railway  or  railways  be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  con- 
sent of  such  property  owners  can  not  be  obtained,  that  the  deter- 
mination of  three  commissioners  appointed  by  the  general  term  of 
the  supreme  court  in  the  district  of  the  proposed  construction,  given 
after  due  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  and  confirmed  by  the

It  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  commissioners  to  locate  the  route  of  a  railway  or  rail- 
ways, by  tunnel  under  any  such  public  parks,  lands,  places,  rivers  or 
waters  and  to  locate  the  route  of  any  railway  to  be  built,  under  this 
act,  across  any  of  the  streets  and  avenues  now  occupied  by  an  ele- 
vated railroad  structure  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  across  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  excepted  in  this  act  at  any  point  at  which,  in  its 
discretion,  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  may 
deem  necessary  in  the  location  of  any  route  or  routes,  or  undc-,  or 
under  and  along,  any  of  said  streets  or  avenues  now  so  occupied  or 
so  excepted  in  this  act.

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struction  of  an  elevated  railway  on  Broadway  south  of  Thirty-third 
street,  nor  on  Madison  avenue  in  the  city  of  New  York.  It  shall  not 
be  lawful  to  grant,  use  or  occupy,  for  the  purposes  of  an  elevated 
railroad,  except  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  same,  any  portion  of 
the  following  named  streets  and  places  in  the  city  of  New  York,  that 
is  to  say:  Second  avenue  below  Twenty-third  street;  Fourteenth 
street,  between  the  easterly  line  or  side  of  Seventh  avenue,  and  the 
westerly  side  of  Fourth  avenue ;  nor  Eleventh  street,  west  of  Seventh 
avenue,  nor  any  part  of  Bank  street ;  Nassau  street ;  Printing  House 
square,  so  called,  south  of  Franklin  street;  Park  row,  south  of  Tryon 
row;  Broad  street  and  Wall  street.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  6i6, 
Laws  1900.) 

g  2.  (Chap.  616,  Laws  1900.)  The  provisions  of  the  said  section  four  of  the 
said  act  shall,  with  reference  to  any  rapid  transit  railroad  for  which  routes 
and  a  general  plan  have  been  heretofore  adopted  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  oomznissioners  of  any  city  and  for  the  municipal  construction  of 
which  a  contract  has  been  heretofore  made  by  any  city,  be  deemed  to  have 
been  in  full  force  as  hereby  amended  from  before  the  time  when  the  routes 
and  general  plan  for  such  railroad  or  railroads  were  so  adopted  by  the  board 
01  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners. 

TBANBMISSIOir  OF  PLAITS,  ETC.;  AFFBOVAL  AND  CONSEMT  07 
OOXTNCIL;  CONSENT  OF  LEGAL  AXJTH0BITIE8,  ETC. 

§  5.  After  any  determination  by  said  board  of  any  such  route  or 
routes  and  of  any  general  plan  of  construction  of  said  railway  or 
railways,  the  said  board  shall  transmit  to  the  common  council  of  said 
city  a  copy  of  said  plans  and  conclusions  as  adopted.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  common  council  upon  receiving  such  copy  of  plans  and 
conclusions  to  appoint  a  day  not  less  than  one  week  nor  more  than 
ten  days  after  the  receipt  thereof  for  the  consideration  of  such  plans 
and  conclusions,  and  the  said  common  council  shall,  on  the  day  so 
fixed,  proceed  with  the  consideration  thereof  and  may  continue 
and  adjourn  such  consideration,  from  time  to  time,  until  a  final 
vote  shall  be  taken  thereon,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Within  four 
weeks  after  the  copy  of  such  plans  and  conclusions  adopted  by 
the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  first 
been  received  by  said  common  council,  a  final  vote  shall  be  taken 
thereon,  by  ayes  and  nays,  in  the  form  of  a  vote  upon  a  resolution 
to  approve  such  plans  and  conclusions,  and  to  consent  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  railway  or  railways  in  accordance  therewith.  Upon 
the  adoption  of  such  a  resolution  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council  and  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  in 
the  case  of  the  refusal  or  failure  of  the  mayor  to  approve  such  reso- 
lution, then  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  common 
council,  the  said  plans  and  conclusions  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
finally  consented  to  and  adopted,  and  such  consent  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  of  such  city;  provided, 
that  where  in  any  such  city  the  exclusive  control  of  any  street,  road, 
highway  or  avenue  which  is  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  any  railway  or 
railways  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  by  law  vested 
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2n  any  local  authority  other  than  the  common  council  of  such  city, 
the  approval  of  the  aforesaid  plans  and  conclusions  and  the  consent 
to  the  construction  of  a  railway  thereunder  shall  be  given  by  such 
local  authority  in  place  of  and  if  required  in  addition  to  such  ap- 
proval and  consent  by  said  common  council  and  with  like  effect. 
Upon  obtaining  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  local  authorities  as 
above  provided,  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commission- 
ers  shall  also,  unless  such  approval  and  consent  of  local  authorities 
shall  have  been  refused,  take  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain,  if  possi- 
ble, the  said  consents  of  the  property  owners  along  the  line  of  the 
said  route  or  routes.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  value  of  the 
property  bounded  on  that  portion  of  any  street  or  highway  in,  upon, 
over  or  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  or  operate  such  rail- 
way or  railways,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  ascertained  and  deter- 
mined from  the  assessment-roll  of  the  city  in  which  the  said  prop- 
erty is  situated,  confirmed  or  completed  last  before  the  local  authori- 
ties shall  have  given  their  consent  as  above  provided.  If  such  con- 
sents of  property  owners  can  not  be  obtained,  the  said  board  may,  in 
its  «wn  name,  make  application  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme 
court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  railway  is  to  be  constructed 
for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to  determine  and  report 
after  due  hearing  whether  such  railway  ought  to  be  constructed 
aurl  operated.  Two  weeks*  notice  of  such  application  shall  be  given 
by  daily  publication  thereof,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  in  six 
d?/ly  newspapers  published  in  the  city  where  such  proposed  railway 
is  to  be  constructed,  if  there  be  so  many  newspapers  published  in 
s^id  city,  and  if  not,  then  in  all  the  daily  newspapers  published  in 
said  city.  The  newspapers  in  which  said  publication  shall  be  made 
shall  be  designated  by  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  to 
which  such  application  is  to  be  made  on  the  application  of  the  com- 
missioners without  notice.  The  said  general  term,  upon  due  proof 
of  the  publication  aforesaid,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons 
who  shall  act  as  commissioners,  and  such  commissioners  within  ten 
days  after  their  appointment  shall  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  said  general  term  of  their  first  sitting, 
and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  all  their  business  is  com- 
pleted. Vacancies  in  such  commission  may  be  filled  by  said  general 
term  after  such  notice  to  persons  interested  as  the  general  term  may 
deem  proper,  and  the  evidence  taken  before  as  well  as  after  such 
vacancy  occurred  shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly  before  such  com- 
missioners. The  said  commissioners  shall  determine  after  public 
hearing  of  all  parties  interested  whether  such  railroad  ought  to  be

constructed  and  operated  and  shall  report  the  evidence  taken  to  said 
general  term,  together  with  a  report  of  their  determination  whether 
such  road  ought  to  be  constructed  and  operated,  which  report,  if  in 
favor  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  such  road,  shall,  when 
confirmed  by  said  court,  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  prop- 
erty owners  above  mentioned.  Such  report  shall  be  made  within 
sixty  days  after  the  appointment  of  said  commissioners,  unless  the 
said  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  shall  extend  such  time.  {Thus 
amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.)

§  6.  When  the  consents  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  prop- 
erty owners,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  authorization  of  the  said 
general  term  of  the  supreme  court  upon  the  report  of  com- 
missioners, shall  have  been  obtained,  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  shall  at  once  proceed  to  prepare  detailed 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  such  rapid 
transit  railway  or  railways  in  accordance  with  the  general  plan 
of  construction,  including  all  devices  and  appurtenances  deemed  by 
it  necessary  to  secure  the  greatest  efficiency,  public  convenience 
and  safety,  including  the  number,  location  and  description  of  sta- 
tions and  plans  and  specifications  for  suitable  supports,  turnouts, 
switches,  sidings,  connections,  landing-places,  buildings,  platforms, 
stairways,  elevators,  telegraph  and  signal  devices,  and  other  suita- 
ble appliances  incidental  and  requisite  to  what  the  said  board  may 
approve  as  the  best  and  most  efficient  system  of  rapid  transit  in 
view  of  the  public  needs  and  requirements,  and  the  said  board  may 
in  its  discretion  include  in  said  plans,  provisions  for  subways  or  tun- 
nels for  sewer,  gas  or  water  pipes,  electric  wires  and  other  conduc- 
tors proper  to  be  placed  under  ground,  whenever  necessary  so  to  do^ 
in  order  to  permit  of  the  proper  construction  of  any  railway  herein 
provided  for  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
said  board.     Stations  and  station  approaches  may  be  under  or  over

streets  of  the  route  or  cross-streets.  The  board  may,  from  time  to 
time,  alter  such  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  but  always  so  that 
the  same  shall  accord  with  the  general  plan  of  construction ;  but 
whenever  a  contract  shall  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of 
any  railway  herein  provided  for,  no  such  alteration  shall  be  made  by 
the  board  without  the  consent  of  the  contractor  and  his  sureties,  ex- 
cept as  liberty  shall  have  been  reserved  in  such  contract  by  said 
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board  for  such  alteration.     Whenever  the  construction  of  any  railway, 

depressed  way,  subway  or  tunnel  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 

interfere  with,  disturb  or  endanger  any  sewer,  water  pipe,  gas  pipe,  or 

ether  duly  authorized  sub-surface  structure,  the  work  of  construction  at 

such  points  shall  be  conducted  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  accordance 

with  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works, 

and  in  other  cities  in  accordance  with  the  reasonable  requirements  and 

under  the  supervision  of  the  officer  or  local  authority  having  the  care  of, 

and  the  jurisdiction  or  control  over,  such  sub-surface  structures  so  inter- 
fered with,  disturbed  or  endangered.  All  expenses  incidental  to  such 
supervision  and  to  the  work  of  reconstructing,  readjusting  and  supporting 
any  such  sewer,  water  pipe,  gas. pipe,  or  other  duly  authonzed  sub- 
surface structure,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  company  which  shall 
have  acquired  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  such  railway,  pursuant  to  a  sale  of  the  same  at  pub- 
lic auction,  as  hereinafter  provided,  if  any  such  sale  shall  be  made 
by  said  board.  Where,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  or  in  pur- 
suance of  any  general  plan  adopted  or  of  any  contract  made  by  the  said 
board,  galleries,  ways  or  subways  shall  be  constructed  to  contain  sewers, 
pipes  or  other  sub-surface  structures,  the  said  galleries,  ways  or  subways 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  said  city  and  shall  be  in  the  care  and  charge 
of  the  said  board  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  it  shall  prescribe  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  revenue  derived 
therefrom  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city,  except  that  where 
bonds  shall  have  been  issued  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  construction  of 
such  railroads,  such  amounts  shall  be  paid  to  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city, 
if  there  be  one,  or  if  not  then  into  the  sinking  fund,  to  be  established  and 
created  out  of  the  annual  rentals  of  the  said  road,  as  provided  in  section 
thirty-seven  of  this  act  Provided,  however,  that  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion who  or  which,  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  said  galleries,  ways 
or  subways,  shall  own  pipes,  subways  or  conduits  in  a  street,  avenue  or 
public  place  in  which  said  galleries,  ways  or  subways  shall  be  constructed 
pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  entided  to  the  use  of  such  gaUeries,  ways  or 
subways  for  his  or  its  said  pipes,  subways  or  conduits  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  said  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  by  law  to  the  use  of 
such  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  and  that  no  rent  shall  be  charged  for 
such  use,  except  a  reasonable  charge  to  defray  the  actual  cost  of  mainte- 
Tiance,  unless  such  pipes,  subways,  or  conduits  shall  be  of  a  greater 
capacity  than  those  theretofore  owned  by  such  person  or  corporation  in 
said  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  and  that,  if  the  capacity  of  any  such 
pipe,  subway  or  conduit  so  placed  in  the  said  galleries,  ways  or  subways 
shall  be  increased,  the  rent  shall  be  charged  only  for  such  increased 
capacity ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  placing  in  any  such  galleries 
w^ays  or  subways  of  the  subways  or  conduits  of  any  corporation  owning 
subways  or  conduits  for  electrical  conductors,  shall  not  in  any  wise  affect 
the  right  of  such  corporation  to  charge  and  demand  such  compensation 
or  rent  for  the  use  of  said  subways  or  conduits  by  other  corporations  gt

5  7.  If,  after  having  secured  the  necessary  consents  and  after  having 
prepared  such  detailed  plans  and  specifications  as  are  by  this  act  pro- 
vided for,  it  shall  not  have  been  determined  by  vote  of  the  people  as 
provided  by  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  that  such  rail- 
way or  railways  shall  be  constructed  for  and  at  the  expense  of  such  city 
as  hereafter  provided,  said  board  shall  sell  at  public  auction  in  the  city 
where  said  railway  or  railways  are  to  be  built  and  for  the  account  and 
benefit  of  said  city  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  such  railway  or  railways.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  sale  shall  be  published  three  times  a  week  for  at  least  six  successive 
weeks  in  at  least  three  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city.  The 
board  may  prescribe  all  such  terms  and  conditions  of  sale  as  it  may  deem 
to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  public  and  pf  the  city  in  which  the  railway  or 
railways  are  to  be  constructed.  The  advertisement  of  sale  shall  contain 
only  so  much  of  the  said  terms,  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construc- 
tion as  the  said  board  may  think  proper,  but  such  advertisement  must 
state  at  what  place  the  full  terms,  plans  and  specifications  may  be  exam- 
ined, and  they  shall  be  subject  to  examination  under  such  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  The  terms  of  sale  shall 
provide  for  the  construction  of  the  railway  or  railways  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  board,  and  for  the  approval  of  an  engineer  or  engineers  to 
be  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  board,  and  the  corporation  or 
corporations  to  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operat- 
ing such  railway  or  railways  as  in  this  act  provided  shall  pay  such 
engineer  or  engineers  such  salary  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by 
the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners.  Such  engineer  or 
t:ngineers  shall  hold  their  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  board.  The 
terms  of  sale  shall  require  the  successful  bidder  to  deposit  with  the  comp- 
troller or  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  city,  in  cash  or  approved  securities, 
such  amount  as  the  board  may  deem  sufficient  to  constitute  a  guarantee 
of  full  compliance  with  the  terms  of  sale  by  the  purchaser  and  by  the 
corporation  to  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  operating  said 
railway  as  hereiniifter  provided.  Said  bids  and  all  rights  which  may  have 
been  acquired  thereunder  shall  become  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect,  at 
the  option  of  said  board,  should  there  be  a  failure  to  organize  a  corpora- 
tion to  exercise  such  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  as  required  by  said 
terms  of  sale  and  this  act,  or  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  requirements 
of  said  terms  of  sale  which  should  be  complied  with  before  such  corpora- 
tion is  organized,  and  thereupon  any  deposit  which  may  have  been  made 
pursuant  to  auch  terms  of  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  city 
HpoB  a  certificate  being  made  and  filed  by  said  board  with  the  public 
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officer  with  whom  such  deposit  shall  have  been  made,  that  said  bid,  and 
all  rights  which  may  have  been  acquired  thereunder,  have  become  mill 
and  void  and  of.no  effect;  and  said  rights, privileges  and  franchises  shall 
be  again  sold  by  said  board,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  regu- 
lating such  sales.     The  terms  of  sale  shall  require  the  construction  of  the 
road  to  be  begun  within  a  time  to  be  specified  in  said  terms  of  sale,  and 
to  be  finished  within  a  certain  time  thereafter,  to  be  specified  therein,  and 
may  prescribe  the  time  within  which  portions  of  the  same  shall  be  began 
and  finished.     The  said  terms  of  sale  may  reserve  to  the  board  the  power 
to  extend  the  times  for  the  commencement  and  completion  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  railway,  or  of  portions  of  the  same,  if,  in  its  discretion, 
the  said  board  deem  such  extension  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 
In  case  the  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  rail- 
way shall  fail  to  begin  or  finish  the  construction  within  the  times  for 
those  purposes  respectively  limited,  all  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of 
such  corporation  to  maintain  and  operate  said  railway  shall  be  forfeited, 
and  upon  such  forfeiture  being  adjudged  by  the  court  in  a  suit  brought 
for  that  purpose  in  the  name  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  or  such  other  appropriate  corporate  title  <:f  said 
city  or  by  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  then  the 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  advertise  and  resell  said  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises  and  so  much  of  the  road  as  shall  have  been  constructed 
by  such  corporation ;  such  suit  shall  have  preference  over  all  other  cas» 
in  all  courts;  and  the  proceeds  of  such  resale  shall  be  applied  first  to  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  resale,  and  then  to  the  discharge  of  any 
liens  which  may  have  been  created  upon  such  property,  and  the  balance 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  said  corporation.     The  terms  of  sale  roust  pro- 
vide for  the  organization  by  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  such  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises  of  a  corporation  to  exercise  the  same,  and  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  rapid  transit  railway  or  railways^ 
with  the  powers  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  liabilities  granted  or  im- 
posed by  this  act.     The  said  terms  of  sale  must  also  specify  the  amount 
of  the  capital  of  any  such  corporation,  and  number  of  shares  of  capital 
stock  which  such  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  issue,  the  percentage 
to  be  paid  in  cash  by  the  subscribers  on  subscribing  for  such  shares,  the 
maximum  amount  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  which  such  corporation  be 
authorized  to  incur,  and  which  may  be  secured  by  mortgage  ui>on  its 
property  and  franchises,  and  the  rates  of  fares  and  freights  which  such 
corporation  may  charge  and  collect  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty.    But  the  rate  of  fare  for  any  passenger  on  said  railway  from  any 
point  on  the  same  northward  or  southward  within  the  c'ty  of  New  York 
shall  not  exceed  five  cents  under  any  provision  of  this  act.     The  said 
board  may,  if  it  considers  that  the  public  interests  require  it  to  do  so, 
reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  the  said  rights,  privileges  and  franchises 
for  sale,  wi  h  the  same  or  different  terms  of  sale,  as  often  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  such  city,  and  shall  finally  accept  that  bid, 
which  under  all  circumstances,  in  its  opinion,  is  most  advantageous  to 
the  public  and  such  city;  and  no  bid  shall  be  accepted  without  the  con- 
current vote  of  six  members  of  the  board.     The  terms  of  sale  on  anv 
such  resale  must  contain  all  the  provisions  required  by  this  act  to  be 
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inserted  in  the  original  terms  of  sale.  Such  sale  may  be  adjourned 
from  time  to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  board.  All  sales  of  such 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  shall  be  made  for  a  definite  term  of 
years,  but  the  expiration  of  the  term,  if  sold  for  a  term  of  years, 
shall  not  impair  any  mortgage  or  other  lien  upon  the  property  of 
such  corporation  or  the  rights  of  any  creditor  or  creditors  of  such 
corporation ;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  extend  the  term  for  which  such  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises  are  sold.  {Thus  amended  by  chap.

REBAIaB    OF  FRANCHISB   AFTER  EXPIX^TION  OF  TERM;  PUR- 
CHASERS ;  NEW  CORPORATION. 

§  8.  Within  one  year,  and  not  less  than  six  months  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  any  term  for  which  such  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises shall  have  been  sold,  said  board  shall  proceed  to  resell  the 
right  to  maintain  and  operate  the  said  railway.  Such  sale  shall  be 
made  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  original  sale,  and  the  board 
is  empowered  to  make  suitable  provisions  for  securing  to  the  corpo- 
ration then  operating  such  railway  or  railways  suitable  compensation 
for  the  railroad  structure  and  appurtenances,  and  for  any  other  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal  which  the  said  corporation  may  own  or  of  which 
it  may  be  vested  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  such  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises  were  sold.  Any  corporation  theretofore  or- 
ganized under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  a  purchaser  on  such  re- 
sale; but  if  no  such  corporation  be  the  purchaser,  a  new  corporation 
shall  be  formed  to  maintain  and  operate  said  road  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed for  the  organization  of  a  corporation  on  the  original  sale, 
except  that  the  plans  and  specifications  according  to  which  said 
railway  has  been  constructed  need  not  be  set  out  at  large,  but  may 
be  referred  to  as  forming  part  of  the  articles  of  association  of  said 
new  corporation. 

OmCTS   AND    ASSISTANTS  FOR  BOARD,  ETC. 

§  9.  The  said  board  may  rent  such  offices  and  employ  such  engi- 
neers, attorneys  and  other  persons,  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may,  in 
its  discretion,  deem  necessary  to  the  proper  performance  by  it  of  its 
duties  as  in  this  act  prescribed.  It  may  sue  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  for  which  it  acts  as  aboard.  It  may  in  the  name  of  and  in  behalf  of 
the  said  city  bring  action  of  specific  performance  or  may  apply  by 
mandamus  to  compel  the  performance  within  its  city  by  any  corpo- 
ration, or  person  of  any  duty  or  obligation  with  reference  to  or  aris- 
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ing  out  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  any  railroad  under,  orby 
reason  of,  any  grant  made  or  right  acquired  under  this  act  or  the  acts 
amendatory  hereof  or  supplementary  hereto,  or  out  of  or  by  reason 
of  any  contract  made  or  authorized  by  any  board  of  rapid  transit 
commissioners  within  its  city,  or  it  may  in  behalf  of  and  in  the  name 
of  said  city  bring  actions  to  recover  damages  for  any  violation  of 
contract  or  duty,  or  for  any  wrong  committed  by  any  such  corpora- 
tion or  person  by  reason  of  any  non-performance  or  violation  of  duty 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  under  any  contract  or  stipulation 
made  in  pursuance  of  any  provisions  of  this  act.  Every  action  or 
proceeding  brought  by  the  said  board,  and  every  action  or  proceed- 
ing in  which  an  injunction  is  had  or  sought  against  the  board  or  the 
said  city,  or  against  any  corporation  or  person  who  or  which  shall 
have  entered  into  a  contract  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
act  supplementary  hereto,  or  amendatory  hereof,  by  reason  of  any 
act  or  thing  done,  proposed  or  threatened  under  or  by  virtue  of  any 
provision  of  this  act,  or  any  act  supplementary  hereto,  or  amend- 
atory hereof,  or  is  sought  against  any  corporation  or  person 
claiming  or  claiming  to  act  under  any  grant  or  franchise  under  this 
act,  or  any  act  supplementary  hereto,  or  amendatory  hereof,  and 
every  action  or  proceeding  in  which  the  constitutionality  of  any  part 
of  this  act,  or  of  any  act  supplementary  hereto,  or  amendatory  here- 
of, shall  or  may  be  brought  in  question,  shall  have  a  preference 
above  all  causes  not  criminal  on  the  calendar  of  every  court,  and  may 
be  brought  on  for  trial  or  argument  upon  notice  of  eight  days  for 
any  day  of  any  term  on  which  the  court  shall  be  in  session.  {TAifs 
amended  by  chap.  519,  Laws  1895.) 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  BOARD;  PROGEEDINaa  UPON  FAIIiTTRB 
TO  APPROPRIATE  AMOUNT ;  LIABnilTT  OF  CITT;  AUDIT 
AND  PAYMENT  OF  EXPENDITURES;  REVENUE  BGNDS, 
ISSXm  OF,  ETC.;  REPATMENT  OF  EXPENSES;  COMPENBA- 
TION  OF  COMMISSIONERS  ^*   STATED  IN  TERMS   OF  SAIA 

§  10.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  or  other  board  or 
public  body  on  which  is  imposed  the  duty,  and  in  which  is  vested  the 
power,  of  making  appropriations  of  public  moneys  for  the  purposes 
of  the  city  government  in  any  city  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct 
such  railway  or  railways  shall,  from  time  to  time,  on  requisition  duly 
made  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  appropriate 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  requisite  and  necessary  to 
properly  enable  it  to  do  and  perform,  or  cause  to  be  done  and  per- 
formed, the  duties  herein  prescribed,  and  to  provide  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  such  commissioners,  and  such  appropriation  shall  be  made 
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forthwith  upon  presentation  of  a  requisition  from  the  board  of 
rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  which  shall  state  the 
purposes  for  which  such  moneys  are  required  by  the  said 
board.  In  case  the  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment or  such  other  board  or  public  body  fail  to  appropriate 
such  amount  as  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissionc^rs 
deem  requisite  and  necessary,  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad 
commissioners  may  apply  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court 
in  the  department  in  which  the  railway  is  to  be  or  has  been  con- 
structed, on  notice  to  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  or  such 
other  board  or*  public  body  aforesaid,  to  determine  what  amount  shall 
be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  required  by  this  section,  and  the 
decision  of  said  general  term  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and  no 
city  shall  be  liable  for  any  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  said  board 
of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  in  excess  of  such  appropria- 
tion or  appropriations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  and 
comptroller  of  any  such  city,  after  such  appropriations  shall  have 
been  duly  made,  to  audit  and  pay  the  proper  expenditures  and  com- 
pensation of  said  commissioners  upon  vouchers  therefor,  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  said  commissioners,  which  payments  shall  be  made  in 
like  manner  as  payments  are  now  made  by  the  auditor,  comptroller, 
or  other  public  officers,  of  claims  against  and  demands  upon  such 
city;  and  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  with  which  to  pay  the 
said  sums,  the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said 
city  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  and  sell  revenue  bonds 
of  such  city  in  anticipation  of  receipt  of  taxes,  and  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bonds  to  make  the  payments  in  this  section  required  to 
be  made.  The  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  included  in  the  estimates  of  moneys  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  by  taxation  to  carry  on  the  business  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  next  following 
the  year  in  which  such  appropriations  are  made.  All  expenses  of 
the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  including  the 
compensation  of  said  commissioners,  so  incurred  and  paid  by  any 
city  as  in  this  section  provided,  and  for  which  any  city  shall  be  lia- 
ble, shall  be  repaid,  with  interest,  by  the  bidder  or  bidders  at  the 
public  sale  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises,  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided, in  case  said  board  shall  so  sell  the  same,  whose  bid  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  and 
the  terms  of  such  sale  shall  specify  the  time  when  such  payment 
shall  be  made,  as  well  as  the  amount  thereof.  The  commissioners, 
other  than  the  mayor  and  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer 
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of  such  city,  shall  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  forthe  duties 
performed  by  them  from  time  to  time,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  The  amount  of  such  compensation  shall  be  determined  by  the 
general  term  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  department  in  which  said 
city  shall  be  located  upon  application  by  said  board  after  notice 
to  the  mayor  of  such  city.   {Thus  amended  by  chap,  75a,  Laws  1894.)

§  II.  A  corporation  or  corporations  to  construct  and  operate  such 
rapid  transit  railway  or  railways,  and  to  enjoy  and  exercise 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be 
created  and  organized  in  the  manner  following:  Articles  of  associa- 
tion shall  be  duly  signed  and  acknowledged  by  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  persons,  and  such  articles  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the  pro- 
posed corporation  and  duration  thereof.  Said  articles  must  also 
state  that  they  are  made  and  filed  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  and  exercising  the  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises  so  purchased  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  terms  of  sale; 
and  such  terms  of  sale  and  all  plans  and  specifications  must  be  made 
a  part  of  said  articles,  annexed  thereto  and  filed  therewith.  The  said 
articles  must  also  contain  such  other  provisions  as  the  said  board  may 
deen.  requisite  and  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  sale 
or  with  this  act.  The  said  articles  must  be  approved  by  said  board, 
by  the  concurrent  vote  of  four  members,  and  its  approval  must  be 
indorsed  thereon  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  board  and  the  sig- 
nature of  its  presiding  officer,  and  must  then  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state,  and  a  duly  certified  copy,  or  a  duplicate 
thereof,  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  such  railway  or  railways  are  to  be  constructed.  Immediately 
after  the  articles  of  association  shall  have  been  so  made,  approved 
and  filed,  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  shall 
cause  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  corpo- 
ration to  be  opened,  and  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  opening  of 
such  books  and  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  subscriptions  will  be 
received ;  and  when  the  full  amount  of  such  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed  by  not  less  than  fifty  persons,  and  such  percentage 
of  the  amount  subscribed  as  may  have  been  fixed  by  the  board  in  the 
terms  of  sale  shall  have  been  paid  in,  in  cash,  to  such  bank  or  trust 
company  as  the  boa^d  may  select,  the  said  board  shall  call  a  meeting 
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of  the  subscribers  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  corporation, 
serving  upon  or  mailing  to  each  subscriber  a  notice  of  such  meeting 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same ; 
and  the  person  or  persons  whose  bid  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the 
said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  shall,  if  they  elect 
to  become  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  be 
entitled  to  a  preference  for  themselves  and  their  associates  in  sub- 
scribing for,  and  in  the  allotment  of  the  shares  of  capital  stock  of 
such  corporation. 

ISIiECnON  OF  FIRST  DIRECTORS ;  BT-LAWB  TO  BB  ADOPTED. 

§  12.  At  such  meeting  of  subscribers  thirteen  directors  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  elected,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  holder  in  his 
own  right  of  at  least  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
corporation,  and  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners 
shall  appoint  the  the*  inspectors  of  the  first  election.  Each  share  of 
stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  for  each  director.  The 
directors  so  selected  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  places.  At  such  meeting  by-laws  must  be  adopted 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  which  by-laws  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide  for: 

1.  The  term  of  office  of  the  directors  elected  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  of  stockholders,  which  term  shall  not  exceed  one  year. 

2.  The  manner  of  filling  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  any 
office  or  in  the  board  of  directors. 

3.  The  time  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  stockholders. 

4.  The  manner' of  calling  and  holding  special  meetings  of  stock- 
holders. 

5.  The  number  of  stockholders  who  shall  attend  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  at  any  stockholders'  meeting  in  order  to  constitute  a 
quorum. 

6.  The  officers  of  a  corporation,  the  manner  of  their  election  by 
the  directors,  and  their  duties  and  powers,  and  among  which  officers 
there  shall  be  included  a  president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer. 

7.  The  manner  of  electing  or  appointing  inspectors  of  election. 

8.  The  manner  of  amending  the  by-laws. 

The  by-laws  may  also  provide  for  the  forfeiture  of  shares  for 
the  non-payment  of  calls  and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  be 
deemed  proper  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners 
and  they  must  be  approved  by  a  resolution  of  said  board.

§  13.  Within  ten  days  after  the  said  subscribers*  meeting  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  the  subscription  list^ 
a  copy  of  the  by-laws  adopted,  and  the  names  of  the  directors  chosen, 
shall  be  prepared  and  duly  certified  by  the  person  presiding  over, 
and  person  acting  as  secretary  of  said  meeting.  There  shall  be 
attached  thereto  a  certificate  of  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad 
commissioners,  attested  by  its  seal  and  the  signature  of  its  presiding 
officer,  that  said  board  has  approved  the  by-laws  adopted  at  the  sub- 
scribers' meeting,  and  that  said  corporation  has  been  organized  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  said  record  and 
certificate  shall  be  filed  by  said  board  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  a  duly  certified  copy  or  duplicate  thereof  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said  railway  or 
railways  are  to  be  built,  and  thereupon  and  upon  the  payment  to  th£ 
state  treasurer  of  a  tax  of  one-eighth  of  one  per  centum  of  the  par 
value  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  such  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  fully  organized.  A  copy  of  said  certificate,  duly 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  by  the  county  clerk  in  whose 
office  it  is  filed,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  due  organization 
of  such  corporation  in  all  courts  and  proceedings.  Upon  the  pro- 
duction of  the  certified  copy  of  said  certificate,  and  upon  the  order 
of  such  corporation,  the  bank  or  trust  company  in  which  the  per- 
centage of  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  de- 
posited,  shall  pay  over  to  any  such  corporation  the  amount  of  such 
deposit,  and  said  corporation  shall  repay  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers at  the  sale  provided  for  in  section  seven  of  this  act,  the  ex- 
penses paid  by  him  or  them  to  the  city  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  terms  of  sale,  with  interest  to  the  date  of  such  repayment. 


MODIFICATION    OF    PLANS,    ETC.  ;    CERTIFICATES 
FIIiINa  OF  CERTIFICATE  AND  MODIFIED  PIiAN. 

§  14.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  if, 
in  their  judgment,  the  public  interest  requires,  may,  at  any  time 
after  the  full  organization  of  any  such  corporation,  by  the  concur- 
rent vote  of  four  members,  authorize  such  corporation  to  alter 
or  add  to  the  detailed  plans  and  specifications  contained  in  its  articles 
01  association,  provided  the  plans  and  specifications  as  so  modified  do 
not  change  the  route  or  routes  of  said  railway  and  be  not  inconsistent 
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with  the  general  plan  of  construction,  adopted  under  the  provisions 
of  section  four  of  this  act,  and  provided  also  such  modifications  be 
first  approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors  of  said  cor- 
poration present  and  voting  at  any  special  meeting  duly  called  for 
the  purpose,  by  written  notice  stating  the  nature  of  the  business  to 
be  transacted  at  said  meeting.  When  such  authorization  by  the 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  been  given, 
a  certificate  ^hall  be  prepared,  and  acknowledged  by  the  president 
and  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said  corporation,  stating  the  na- 
ture of  the  modification,  and  that  the  same  has  been  approved  by 
the  board  of  directors  in  the  manner  above  set  forth,  to  which  cer- 
tificate there  shall  be  attached  a  copy  of  so  much  of  the  original 
plans  and  specifications  as  are  to  be  affected  by  the  modification, 
and  also  the  plans  and  specifications  as  modified.  There  shall  also 
be  contained  in  such  certificate  a  declaration  of  the  approval  of  said 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  attested  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  certificate  of  full  organization.  The  said  certificate, 
plans  and  specifications  shall  then  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  a  certified  copy  or  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  in  which  the  articles  of  association  are  filed. 
And  thereupon  said  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  construct  its 
railway  or  railways  and  appurtenances  in  accordance  with  such  modi- 
fied plans  and  specifications. 

PRINCIPAIi  OmCB  AND  PI^CB  OF  TAXATION. 

§  1 5.  Every  corporation  organized  under  this  act  shall  have  its  principal 
office  and  be  taxed  on  its  property  in  the  city  where  its  railway  or  rail- 
ways are  situated.  But  no  taxes  of  any  kind  or  nature  shall  be  levied  or 
imposed  upon  that  portion  of  any  railway  constructed  under  this  act 
which  is  in  process  of  construction,  and  not  in  actual  operation  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  freight,  but  this  exemption  from  taxation 
during  construction  shall  not  apply  to  any  portion  or  portions  of  said 
railway  after  the  date  on  which  said  portion  or  portions  shall  have  been 
opened  to  the  public  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight.  ( Tkus 
amended  by  chap.  556,  Laws  1892.) 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS ;  VACANCIES  AND  QUALIFICATIONS ;  EX- 
HIBITION OF  BOOKa 

§  16.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of 
thirteen  directors,  who  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  stockholders  voting  at  such  election,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  they  may  and  shall 
continue  to  be  directors  until  others  are  elected  in  their  places.      In  the 
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election  of  directors,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  held  by  him.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors 
shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
corporation.  No  person  shall  be  a  director  unless  he  shall  be  a  stock- 
holder owning  one  hundred  shares  of  stock  absolutely  in  his  own  right, 
and  qualified  to  vote  for  directors  at  the  election  at  which  he  shall  be 
chosen.  At  every  election  of  directors  the  books  and  papers  of  such  cor- 
poration shall  be  exhibited  to  the  meeting,  provided  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  present  shall  require  it. 

PATMzarr  of  subscription  to  stock. 

§  17.  The  directors  shall  require  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company  to  pay  the  amount  by  them  respectively  subscribed  in 
money  at  such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem  propter, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  by-laws  and  the  articles  of  association. 


PERSONAIi  LIABILITT  OF  STOCKHOLDERS ;    NOTICE  AND  COM- 
MENCEMENT OF  ACTION;  RECOVERY  B7   8TOCKHOI1DER 

§  18.  Each  stockholder  of  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall 
be  individually  liable  to  the  creditors  of  such  corporation,  to  an  amount 
equal  to  the  amount  unpaid  on  the  stock  held  by  him,  for  all  the  debts 
and  liabilities  of  such  corporation,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  so  held  by  him  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  corporation;  and  all  the 
stockholders  of  any  such  corporation,  shall  be  joindy  and  severally  liable 
for  the  debts  due  or  owing  to  any  of  its  laborers  and  servants,  other  than 
contractors,  for  personal  services,  for  thirty  days'  service  performed  for 
such  corporation,  but  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  therefor  before  an 
execution  or  executions  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part 
against  the  corporation,  and  the  amount  due  on  such  execution  or  execu- 
tions shall  be  the  amount  recoverable,  with  costs,  against  such  stock- 
holders; before  such  laborer  or  servant  shall  charge  such  stockholder 
for  such  thirty  days'  service,  he  shall  give  him  notice  in  writing  within 
twenty  days  after  the  performance  of  such  service,  that  he  intends  so  to 
hold  him  liable,  and  he  shall  commence  such  action  therefor  within  thirty 
days  after  the  return  of  such  execution  unsatisfied,  as  above  mentioned; 
and  every  such  stockholder  against  whom  any  such  recovery  by  such 
laborer  or  servant  shall  have  been  had,  shall  have  a  right  to  recover  the 
same  of  the  other  stockholders  in  said  corporation,  in  ratable  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  the  stock  they  shall  respectively  hold. 

TRANSFER  OF  STOCK 

§  19.  The  stock  of  every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  personal  estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  the  manner  prescribed 
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by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  but  no  share  shall  be  transferable  until 
a,ll  previous  calls  thereon  shall  have  been  fully  paid  in. 

JNCRBASE   OR   REDUCTION  OF  CAPITAXi;    NOTICE  TO    STOCK- 
HOLDERS;  STATEMENT  TO  BE  MADE  AND  FILED. 

§  20.  Any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  may  increase  or  reduce 
its  capital  stock  from  time  to  time  upon  obtaining  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  by  a  concurrent  vote  of 
four  members  thereof.  Such  increase  or  reduction  must  be  approved  by 
a  vote  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  all  the  stock- 
holders of  the  corporation,  at  a  meeting  of  such  stockholders  called  by 
the  directors  of  the  corporation  for  that  purpose,  by  a  notice  in  writing 
to  each  stockholder,  to  be  served  on  him  in  the  manner  provided  for 
service  of  the  notice  of  the  subscribers'  meetings  provided  for  in  section 
eleven  of  this  act.  Such  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting,  and  its  object,  and  the  amount  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  in- 
crease or  reduce  the  capital  stock.  A  statement  of  the  increase  or  reduc- 
tion shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  and 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  of  the  clerk  of  the 
-county  in  which  the  original  articles  of  association  are  filed.  There  must 
be  attached  thereto  a  certificate  of  the  approval  of  said  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners  attested  in  the  same  manner  as  the  certifi- 
-cate  of  full  organization. 

TiTABn.TTY  OF  CERTAIN  HOLDERS  OF  STOCK. 

§  21.  No  person  holding  stock  in  any  such  corporation,  as  executor, 
administrator,  guardian  or  trustee,  and  no  person  holding  such  stock  as 
•collateral  security,  shall  be  personally  subject  to  any  liability  as  a  stock- 
liolder  of  such  corporation ;  but  the  person  pledging  such  stock  shall  be 
considered  as  holding  the  same,  and  shall  be  liable  as  a  stockholder 
accordingly;  and  the  estate  and  funds  in  the  hands  of  such  executor, 
administrator,  guardian  or  trustee  shall  be  liable  in  like  manner,  and  to 
the  same  extent,  as  the  testator  or  intestate  or  the  ward  or  person 
-interested  in  such  trust  fund  would  have  been  if  he  had  been  living  and 
•competent  to  act,  and  held  the  same  stock  in  his  own  name. 

STABILITY  OF  CORPORATION  TO  EMPLOYE;  OF  CONTRACTORS; 
NOnCE  TO  BE  aiVEN ;  ACTION  ^WHEN  COMMENCED. 

§  22.  As  often  as  any  contractor  for  the  construction  of  any  part  of  a 
railway,  which  is  in  progress  of  construction  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  indebted  to  any  laborer  for  thirty  or  any  less  number  of 
<la3rs'  labor  performed  in  constructing  said  road,  such  laborer  may  give 
:notice  of  such  indebtedness  to  said  corporation  in  the  manner  herein 
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provided;  and  said  corporation  shall  thereupon  become  liable  to  pay 
such  laborer  the  amount  so  due  him  for  such  labor,  and  an  action  may- 
be maintained  against  said  corporation  therefor.  Such  notice  shall  be 
given  by  said  laborer  to  said  corporation  within  twenty  days  after  the  per- 
formance of  the  number  of  days*  labor  for  which  the  claim  is  made. 
Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  amount  and  number 
of  days*  labor,  and  the  time  when  the  same  was  performed  and  the  name 
of  the  contractor  from  whom  due,  and  shall  be  signed  by  such  laborer  or 
his  attorney,  and  shall  be  served  on  an  engineer,  agent  or  superintendent 
employed  by  such  corporation  having  charge  of  the  section  of  the  road 
on  which  such  labor  was  performed  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at 
the  office  or  usual  place  of  business  of  such  engineer,  agent  or  superin- 
tendent with  some  person  of  suitable  age.  But  no  action  shall  be  main- 
tained against  any  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  unless 
the  same  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  notice  is  given  to  such 
company  by  such  laborer  as  above  provided. 


REAL  ESTATE ;  PROGEEDINOS  TO  ACQUIRE  TITLE. 

§  23.  Every  such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  and  hold  ! 
such  real  estate  or  easement  or  other  interest  therein,  or  rights  appertain- 
ing thereto,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  the  said  railway,  or  railways,  and  such  as  may  be  necessary  for 
stations,  depots,  engine-house,  car-houses,  machine-shops  and  other  appur- 
tenances specified  in  the  articles  of  association ;  and  in  case  any  sudi 
coiporation  can  not  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  propert)'  it 
shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  in  pursuance  of  the  terms 
of  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  title  one  of  chapter  twenty-three  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  known  as  the  condemnation  law. 

CORPORATE  POWISBS;  VOLXJlTrART  GRANTS;  PX7RCHASB  OP 
PROPERTY  ;  MAT  CROSS  AND  UNITE  WITH  OTHER  ROJLDB; 
COMPENSATION;  TRANSPORTATION  OP  PERSONS  AND 
PROPERTY;  ENTRY  UPON  STREETS,  ETC.;  CONSTRUC- 
TION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  ROAD;  EXCAVATIONS: 
PARKS  AND  STREETS,  USB  OR  OCCX7PANCY  OF ;  RiaHT  TO 
BORROW  MONEY  AND  ISSUE  BONDa 

§  24.  Every  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  have  power: 
I.. To  take  and  hold  such  voluntary  grants  of  real  estate  and  other 
property  as  shall  be  made  to  it,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  accommodation  of  its  railway  or  railways,  but  the  real  estate  received 
by  voluntary  grant  shall  be  held  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  such  grant 
only. 
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2.  To  purchase,  lease,  hold  and  use  all  such  real  estate  and  other 
property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  its 
railway  or  railways,  and  the  stations  or  other  accommodations  necessary 
to  accompHsh  the  objects  of  its  incorporation ;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  held  as  repealing  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  act,  entitled, 
"  An  act  authorizing  the  construction  of  railroads  upon  Indian  lands," 
passed  May  twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six. 

3.  To  cross,  intersect,  join  and  unite  its  railway  or  railways  with  any 
other  railway  at  any  point  on  its  route  and  upon  the  grounds  of  such  other 
railway  company,  with  the  necessary  turnouts,  sidings  and  switches  and 
other  conveniences  in  furtherance  of  the  object  of  its  connections.  And 
every  corporation  whose  railway  is  or  shall  be  hereafter  intersected  by 
any  new  railway,  shall  unite  with  the  owners  of  such  new  railway  in  form- 
ing such  intersections  and  connections,  and  grant  the  facilities  aforesaid; 
and  if  the  two  corporations  cannot  agree  upon  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion to  be  made  therefor,  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined 
by  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  court,  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  act  in  respect  to  acquiring  title  to  real  estate.  And  if  the  two 
corporations  cannot  agree  upon  the  points  and  manner  of  such  crossings 
and  connections,  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  shall 
determine  the  same  on  the  application  of  either  corporation. 

4.  To  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  railway  or  railways 
by  the  power  or  force  of  steam,  or  by  any  motor  other  than  animal  power, 
and  to  receive  compensation  therefor  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  the  terms  of  sale  under  which  the  said  corporation  shall 
have  acquired  its  rights,  privileges  and  franchises. 

5.  To  enter  upon  and  underneath  the  several  streets,  avenues,  public 
places  and  lands  designated  by  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad 
commissioners,  and  enter  into  and  upon  the  soil  of  the  same;  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  operate  and  use,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  adopted 
by  said  board,  a  railway  or  railways  upon  the  route  or  routes,  and  to 
the  points  decided  upon,  and  to  secure  the  necessary  foundations  and 
erect  the  columns,  piers  and  other  structures  which  may  be  required  to 
secure  safety  and  stability  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
railways  constructed  upon  the  plan  adopted  by  the  said  board,  and 
which  may  be  necessary  for  operating  the  same,  except  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  authorize  the  construction  of  a  railway  crossing  the  track 
of  any  steam  railway  in  actual  operation  at  the  grade  thereof,  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  make  such  excavations  and  openings  along  the  route 
through  which  such  railway  or  railways  shall  be  constructed  as  shall  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time;  in  all  cases  the  surfaces  of  said  streets 
around  such   foundations,  piers  and  columns   shall  be  restored  to  the

condition  in  which  they  were  before  such  excavations  were  made,  as 
near  as  may  be,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  local  authorities; 
and  in  all  cases  the  use  of  streets,  avenues,  places  and  lands  designated 
by  the  said  board,  and  the  right  of  way  through  the  same,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  railway  or  railways,  as  herein  authorized  and  provided,  shall 
"be  considered,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  use,  consistent 
with  the  uses  for  which  the  roads,  streets,  avenues  and  public  places 
ere  publicly  held;  but  no  such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
acquire  the  use  or  occupancy  of  public  parks  or  squares  in  such  comity 
or  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues,  except  such 
as  may  have  been  designated  for  the  route  or  routes  of  such  railway, 
and  except  such  temporary  privileges  as  the  proper  authorities  may 
grant  to  such  corporations  to  facilitate  such  construction. 

6.  From  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  completing  and  finishing  or  operating  their  railroad,  and  to 
issue  and  dispose  of  their  bonds  for  such  purposes ;  but  the  amount  of 
such  bonds  outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
limited  by  the  articles  of  association.  {TAus  ametuUd  by  chap.  556, 
Laws  ^1892.) 

XIMPIiOTES  TO   WEAR  BADOISa 

§  25.  Every  conductor,  baggage  master,  engineer,  brakeman  or  other 
servant  of  any  railroad  corporation  employed  in  a  passenger  train,  or  at 
stations  for  passengers,  shall  wear  upon  his  hat  or  cap  a  badge,  which 
shall  indicate  his  office,  and  the  initial  letter  of  the  style  of  the  corpora- 
tion  by  which  he  is  employed.  No  conductor  or  collector,  without  such 
badge,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  or  receive  from  any  passenger  any  fare 
or  ticket,  or  to  exercise  any  of  the  powers  of  his  office ;  and  no  officer  or 
servant  without  such  badge  shall  have  authority  to  meddle  or  interfere 
with  any  passenger,  his  baggage  or  property. 

CARRTINa  OF  MAILS  ;  EXTRA  TRAINS  THEREFOR. 

§  26.  Any  corporation  or  person  operating  a  railroad  under  any  pro- 
vision of  this  act  or  of  any  act  supplementary  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof  shall,  when  applied  to  by  the  postmaster-general,  convey  the  mails 
of  the  United  States  on  their  road  or  roads  respectively ;  and  in  case  the 
parties  cannot  agree  as  to  the  rate  of  transportation  therefor,  and  as  to  the 
time,  rate  of  speed,  manner  and  conditions  of  carrying  the  same,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  governor  of  this  state  to  appoint  three  commissioneis» 
who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  after  fifteen  days'  notice  in  writing  of  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting  to  the  corporation,  shall  determine  and  fix  the 
prices,  terms  and  conditions  aforesaid ;  but  such  price  shall  not  be 
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for  carrying  said  mails  in  the  regular  passenger  trains  than  the  amount 
which  such  corporation  would  receive  as  freight  on  a  like  weight  of 
merchandise  transported  in  their  merchandise  trains,  and  a  fair  compen- 
sation for  the  post-office  car.  And  in  case  the  postmaster-general  shall 
require  the  mail  to  be  carried  at  other  hours,  or  at  a  higher  speed  than 
the  passenger  trains  are  run,  the  corporation  shall  furnish  an  extra  train 
for  the  mail  and  be  allowed  an  extra  compensation  for  the  expenses  and 
wear  and  tear  thereof,  and  for  the  service  to  be  fixed  as  aforesaid.  ( Thus 
amended  by  chap.  519,  Laws  <?/'  1895.) 

EJECTION  OF  PASSENQERS  FROM  CARS. 

§  27.  If  any  passenger  shall  refuse  to  pay  his  fare,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  conductor  of  the  train  and  the  servants  of  the  corporation  to  put 
him  and  his  baggage  out  of  the  cars,  using  no  unnecessary  force,  at  any 
usual  stopping  place,  on  stopping  the  train. 

RUNNIN-Q   OF   CARS     AlfD     CONVEYANCE    OF  FREiaHT    AND 


§  28.  Every  such  corporation  shall  start  and  run  its  cars  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by 
public  notice ;  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the  trans- 
portation of  all  such  passengers  and  property  as  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time  previous  thereto,  be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting 
and  the  junction  of  other  railroads,  and  at  usual  stopping  places  estab- 
lished for  receiving  and  discharging  way  passengers  and  freight  for  that 
train ;  and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and  prop- 
erty at,  from  and  to  such  places,  on  the  due  payment  of  the  freight  or 
fare  legally  authorized  therefor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  party  aggrieved 
in  an  action  for  damages,  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  in  the  premises. 

INTOXICATION  OF  EMPIiOTES. 

§  29.  If  any  person  shall,  while  in  charge  of  a  locomotive  engine  run- 
ning upon  the  railway  of  any  such  corporation,  or  while  acting  as  the 
conductor  of  a  car  or  train  of  cars  on  any  such  railroad,  be  intoxicated, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  30.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  do,  or  cause  to  be  done, 
any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  building,  construction  or  work  of 
or  on  any  part  of  any  railroad  either  constructed  or  operated  under  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  of  any  act  supplementary  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof,  or  under  any  provision  of  any  contract  made  under  this  act  or 
any  act  supplementary  hereto  or  amendatory  hereof,  or  any  engine, 
machine  or  structure,  or  any  matter  or  thing  appertaining  to  the  same. 
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shall  be  stopped,  obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured,  or  destroyed, 
the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  owner  of  such  building,  construction,  works, 
engine,  machine,  structure,  matter  or  thing  treble  the  amount  of  damages 
sustained  in  consequence  of  such  offense.  {Thus  amended  by  c?iap,  519, 
Laws  ^2/^1895.) 

DISSOLUTION  BT  IiEQISIiATURIL 

§  31.  The  legislature  may,  at  any  time  annul  or  dissolve  any  corpora- 
tion formed  under  this  act ;  but  such  dissolution  shall  not  take  away  or 
impair  any  remedy  given  against  any  such  corporations,  its  stockholders 
or  officers,  for  any  liability  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred. 

POWER  TO  FIX  CONNBCTINQ  ROUTKS  AND  EXTEND  LINES ;  AD- 
DITIONAL TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES  ;  PLANS,  COMPENBA- 
TION,  ETC. 

§  32.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  may  also 
from  time  to  time,  upon  application  of  any  railway  corporation  owning 
or  actually  operating  a  railroad  wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  in  which  the  said  board  has  power  to  act,  if  in  the  judgment  of  said 
board  the  public  interests  so  demand,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  six  of  the 
members  of  said  board  fix  and  determine  the  route  or  routes  by  which 
any  such  railway  company  may  connect  with  other  steam  railways,  or  the 
stations  thereof,  or  with  steam  ferries,  or  may  extend  its  lines  within  said 
city,  and  may  authorize  any  such  railway  company  to  lay  an  additional 
track  or  tracks  on,  above,  under  or  contiguous  to  a  portion  or  the  whole 
of  the  route  or  routes  of  its  railway  or  railways  within  said  city  and 
to  acquire  terminal  or  other  facilities  necessary  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  traveling  public  on  any  street  or  place  except  the  place 
now  known  as  Battery  park  on  which. said  railway  shall  be  located; 
and  may  also  authorize  any  such  railway  company  to  lay  its  tracks  and 
operate  its  railway  to  any  terminal  or  terminals  within  the  said  city,  and  to 
transport  over  the  same  passengers  or  freight  or  both,  and  to  run  over  the 
same  either  passenger  trains  or  freight  trains  or  mixed  trains ;  and  the 
said  board  shall  fix  and  determine  the  locations  and  plans  of  construc- 
tion of  the  railways  upon  such  route  or  routes  and  of  such  tracks  and 
facilities,  the  times  within  which  they  shall  be  respectively  constructed, 
the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor  to  the  city  by  said  railway  com- 
pany, and  such  other  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  as  to  the  said 
board  may  appear  just  and  proper, — provided,  however,  that  every  such 
determination,  authorization  and  license  shall  be  made  upon  the  condi- 
tion that  such  corporation  shall,  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  of 
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the  operation  of  any  such  railway  or  track  or  tracks  under  such  deter- 
mination, authorization  or  license,  annually  pay  to  the  said  city  a  s'lm  or 
rental,  and  that  the  amount  of  such  sum  or  rental  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  thirty-five  years,  beginning  with  such  operation  of  any  such 
railway  track  or  tracks,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  board  in  such  de- 
termination, authorization  or  license,  and  that  every  such  determination, 
authorization  and  license  shall  provide  for  the  readjustment  of  the  amount 
of  such  sum  or  rental  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the  same 
shall  be  so  prescribed  and  for  readjustment  from  time  to  time  in  the 
future  of  the  amount  of  such  annual  payment  at  intervals  each  of  not 
more  than  thirty-five  years.  A  certificate  shall  be  prepared  by  the  said 
board,  attested  by  its  seal  and  the  signature  of  its  presiding  oflScer,  set- 
ting forth  in  detail  the  action  taken  by  the  said  board  with  respect  to  such 
connecting  or  extended  route  or  routes  and  such  tracks  and  facilities,  and 
the  terms,  conditions  and  requirements  aforesaid,  including  provisions  as 
to  the  said  annual  payments  and  the  future  readjustments  thereof.  A 
like  certificate  shall  be  prepared  in  like  manner  upon  every  modification 
of  the  terms  of  the  contract  as  hereinafter  provided.  Each  such  certifi- 
cate shall  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  readjustments  of  such 
annual  pa5rments  and  may  provide  for  the  determination  of  such  amount 
upon  such  readjustments  by  arbitration  or  by  the  supreme  court.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  said  railway  corporation  upon  the  receipt  by 
said  board  of  a  written  acceptance  of  said  terms,  conditions  and  require- 
ments, duly  executed  by  said  railway  corporation,  so  as  to  entitle  it  to  be 
recorded.  The  said  certificates  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  a  duly  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  city  is  situated,  and  thereupon, 
and  upon  fulfillment  by  such  railway  corporation,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
such  connections,  additional  track  or  tracks,  or  facilities,  of  such  of  the 
requirements  and  conditions  as  are  necessary  to  be  fulfilled  in  such  cases, 
xmder  section  eighteen  of  article  three  of  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
and  upon  fulfillment  by  such  railway  corporation  of  such  other  terms, 
conditions  and  requirements  enumerated  in  said  certificate,  as  the  said 
board  may  require  to  be  fulfilled  as  a  condition  precedent  to  commenc- 
ing  said  work,  said  railway  company  shall  in  such  cases  possess  in 
addition  to  existing  franchises  all  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  upon 
corporations  specially  formed  thereunder,  with  respect  to  its  railways 
authorized  to  be  constructed  as  aforesaid,  and  when  any  route  or  routes, 
additional  track  or  tracks,  or  terminal  or  other  facilities,  shall  be  so  fixed 
and  determined,  and  a  certificate  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  duly  filed, 
such  railway  company  may  construct  the  same  with  all  the  rights,  and 
with  like  effect  as  though  the  same  had  been  a  part  of  the  original  route 
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of  its  railway  then  in  actual  operation.  The  certificate  or  certificates  pre- 
pared by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioixers  as  aforesaid 
when  delivered  to  and  accepted  by  such  railway  corporation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  constitute  a  contract  between  the  said  city  and  said  railway 
company  according  to  the  terms  of  the  said  certificate ;  and  such  con- 
tract shall  be  enforceable  by  the  said  board  acting  in  the  name  of  and  in 
behalf  of  the  said  city  or  by  the  said  company  according  to  the  terms 
thereof,  but  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  terms  of  such 
contract  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  consent  of  such  company,, 
be  modified  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  by  the 
vote  of  six  of  its  members.  But  the  construction  and  operation  of  such 
connections,  extensions,  additional  track  or  tracks,  or  facilities,  are 
hereby  authorized  only  upon  the  condition  that  the  consent  of  the  own- 
ers of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property  bounded  on,  and  the  consent 
also  of  the  local  authorities  having  the  control  of  that  portion  of  a 
street  or  highway  upon,  above  or  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct 
or  operate  the  same,  be  first  obtained,  or  in  case  the  consent  of  such 
property-owners  can  not  be  obtained,  the  general  term  of  the  supreme 
court  in  the  district  in  which  they  are  proposed  to  be  constructed,  may, 
upon  application,  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the  same  notice  specified 
in  section  five  of  this  act,  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  deter- 
mine after  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  whether  the  same  ought  to 
be  constructed  or  operated,  and  their  determination,  confirmed  by  the 
court,  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  consent  of  the  property-owners.  {Thur 
amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  of  1895.) 

RBMOVAIi   OF   HORSE  RAIL^^AT   TRACKS,    ETC.;    COSTS   A1II> 


§  33.  Wherever  or  whenever  the  route  selected  by  the  said  board  of 
rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  for  the  construction  of  such  railway 
shall  intersect,  cross  or  coincide  with  any  railway  track  or  tracks  occupy- 
ing the  surface  of  any  street  or  avenues,  or  the  construction  or  operation 
of  said  railway  shall  interfere  with  any  pipes,  sewers,  subwa)rs,  or  under- 
ground conduits  or  ways,  any  corporation  organized  under  this  act,  or 
any  contractor  or  person  constructing  any  railway  or  part  of  a  railway 
under  any  contract  made  with  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  com- 
missioners, is  hereby  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  said 
work,  to  remove  the  track  or  tracks  of  any  such  surface  railway  or  rail- 
ways, or  any  such  pipes,  sewers,  subways,  or  underground  condiuts  or 
ways,  but  the  same  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere  as  little 
as  possible  with  the  practical  operation  of  workings  of  such  surface  rail- 
way or  railways,  or  the  works  or  business  of  the  owners  of  any  such  pipes. 
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sewers,  subways,  or  underground  conduits  or  ways,  and  upon  the  con- 
struction of  such  railways  built  under  and  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  where  such  removals  or  changes  have  been  made,  said  track 
or  tracks,  pipes,  sewers,  subways  or  underground  conduits  or  ways  shall 
be  restored  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  condition  in  which  they  were  pre- 
A^ious  to  the  construction  of  any  such  railway  built  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  any  damages  which  such  company  or  companies  or 
owners  may  sustain  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  commission  to  be  appointed 
the  same  as  in  the  case  where  lands  are  taken  for  the  purpose  of  a  railway 
route  or  routes  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  this  act.  For  the  purpose  of 
the  construction  or  operation  of  any  railway  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  may  remove  or 
-cause  to  be  removed,  any  pipes,  sewers,  subways  or  underground  con- 
■duits  or  ways  underneath  any  street,  highway,  park,  or  public  place; 
provided,  however,  that  the  same  shall  be  replaced  as  soon  as  practicable, 
either  in  the  same  position  as  before  or  in  a  secure  and  convenient  posi- 
tion underneath  such  street,  highway  or  public  place,  or  underneath  such 
other  street,  highway  or  public  place  as  may  be  approved  by  the  head  of 
the  department  of  public  works  of  the  city.  Provided,  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  authorize  the  permanent  removal 
from  any  street,  highway,  park  or  public  place  of  any  subways  or  conduits 
for  the  reception  of  electrical  conductors  which  shall  have  been  placed  in 
such  street,  highway  or  public  place  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  rapid 
transit  railroad.  All  such  removals  and  restorations  shall  be  made  at  the 
proper  cost  and  charge  of  such  corporation,  contractor  or  person  as  may 
have  made  such  removals,  but  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its,  his  or  their 
•contract,  if  any,  with  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railway  commissioners. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any  corporation  formed 
thereunder  to  use  the  tracks  of  any  horse  railway.  For  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  construction,  and  to  diminish  the  period  of  occupancy  of  any 
street  for  the  transportation  of  material,  any  contractor  acting  under  a  con- 
tract made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  of  any  act  supplementary  hereto 
or  amendatory  hereof,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners,  lay  upon  or  over  the  surface  of  any  street, 
temporary  tramways,  to  be  used  only  for  the  removal  of  excavated 
materials  or  the  transportation  of  material  for  use  in  the  construction ; 
provided,  however,  that  any  such  tramway  shall  be  forthwith  removed 
upon  the  direction  of  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  author- 
ize the  construction  or  operation  of  any  street  railroad  or  to  grant  to  any 
corporation,  association  or  individual  the  right  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks. 
i^Thus  amended  by  chap.  729,  Laws  of  1896.} 
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§  34.  In  case  the  people  shall  determine  by  vote,  as  provided  in 
sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  that  any  such  rail- 
way or  railways  shall  be  constructed  for  and  at  the  expense  of  such 
city,  then  and  in  that  event  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  con- 
sider the  routes,  plans  and  specifications,  if  any,  previously  laid  out 
and  adopted  by  them  or  their  predecessors,  and  for  which  the  con- 
sents have  been  obtained  referred  to  in  section  five  of  this  act ;  and 
either  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  such  railway  or  railways, 
and  provide  for  the  operation  of  the  same,  as  hereinafter  provided* 
or  to  change  and  modify  the  said  routes,  plans  or  specifications  in 
such  particulars  as  to  said  board  may  seem  to  be  desirable,  or  from 
time  to  time  and  with  or  without  reference  to  former  routes  or 
plans  to  adopt  other  or  different  or  additional  routes,  plans  and 
specifications  for  such  railway  or  railways,  provided  always,  that 
in  all  cases  in  which  any  such  change  or  modification  shall  be  of 
such  character  as  to  require  the  consents  thereto  referred  to  in  sec- 
tion five  of  this  act ;  and  in  all  cases  where  other  or  different  routes 
or  general  plans  may  have  been  so  adopted  the  said  board  shall 
proceed  to  secure  the  consents  required  to  be  obtained  by  section 
five  of  this  act  as  therein  set  forth.  If  any  city  has  been  or  shall 
have  been  formed  by  the  union  or  consolidation  of  one  or  more 
cities  and  other  territory,  and  if  in  or  for  one  of  such  cities  so  con- 
solidated or  united  there  shall  have  been  a  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners  for  the  said  city  formed  by  such 
union  or  consolidation  shall  have  for  and  within  such  city  so  formed 
all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities^ 
which  at  the  time  of  such  union  or  consolidation  belonged  to  the 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  of  the  former  city  so 
as  aforesaid  possessing  such  board  for  or  in  or  with  respect  to  such 
former  city.  If  in  such  former  city  the  vote  of  the  qualified  electors 
thereof  shall  have  been  for  municipal  construction  of  rapid  transit 
road  as  prescribed  in  sections  twelve  apd  thirteen  of  chapter  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninet}*- 
four,  then  the  system  of  municipal  construction  of  rapid  transit  rail- 
ways provided  for  in  this  act  and  all  of  the  provisions  with  respect 
thereto  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  applicable  to,  and  in  full  force 
within,  all  the  districts  or  boroughs  and  throughout  the  entire  area 
of  the  said  city  formed  by  such  union  or  consolidation.    The  board 
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of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  for  any  city  shall,  prior  to 
the  time  of  the  final  grant  of  any  franchise  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  the  making  of  a  contract  for  construction  and  operation 
of  any  railroad  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  power  to  re- 
scind and  revoke  any  resolution  or  resolutions  of  such  board  adopt- 
ing any  routes  or  general  plan  for  a  rapid  transit  railroad  adopted 
by  such  board  and,  in  the  discretion  of  such  board,  in  lieu  thereof 
to  adopt  new  routes  and  general  plan.     Every  such  rescindment  or 
revocation  which  shall  have  been  heretofore  made  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  lawful  and  authorized  by  this  act  as  the  same  was  prior 
to  the  present  amendment  hereof.    As  soon  as  such  consents,  where 
necessary,  shall  have  been  obtained  for  any  rapid  transit  railroad 
or  railroads,  and  the  detailed  plans  and  specifications  have  been 
prepared  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act,  the  said  board,  for 
and  in  behalf  of  said  city,  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation,  which  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  shall 
be  best  qualified  to  fulfil  and  carry  out  said  contract,  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  road  or  roads  upon  the  routes  and  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  so  adopted,  for  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money,  to  be  raised  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  city,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  aforesaid  plans  and  specifications,  as  said  board  shall 
determine  to  be  best  for  the  public  interests!    And  said  board  may 
in  any  case  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  whole  road,  or  all 
the  roads  provided  for  by  the  aforesaid  plans  in  a  single  contract, 
or  may  by  separate  contracts,  executed  from  time  to  time,  provide 
for  the  construction  of  parts  of  said  road  or  roads  or  for  the  con- 
struction at  first  of  two  or  more  tracks  over  a  part  or  parts  of  such 
road  or  roads  and  afterwards  of  one  or  more  additional  tracks  over 
a  part  or  parts  of  such  road  or  roads  as  the  necessities  of  said  city 
and  the  increase  of  its  population  may  in  the  judgment  of  said  board 
require.  The  board  may  also,  in  a  contract  for  a  part  of  any  such 
rapid  transit  railroad  insert  a  provision  that,  at  a  future  time,  upon 
the  requirement  of  the  board,  the  contractor  shall  construct  the 
remainder  or  any  part  of  the  remainder  of  said  road,  as  the  growth 
of  population  or  the  interests  of  the  city  may,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  board,  require,  and  may,  in  such  contract,  insert  a  provision  of 
a  method  for  fixing  and  ascertaining  at  such  future  time  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  contractor  for  such  additional  construction,  and 
to  the  end  of  such  ascertainment,  may  provide  for  arbitration  or  for 
determination  by  a  court  of  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  or 
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of  any  other  details  of  construction  which  shall  not  be  prescribed 
in  the  contract,  but  which  shall  be  deemed  necessary  or  convenient 
by  said  board.  Any  such  contract  may  provide,  if  the  public  inter- 
est shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  justify  the  provision,  that  the 
construction  of  any  section  or  portion  of  the  railroad  included  in 
such  contract,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  board,  be  suspended 
during  the  term  of  operation  of  the  railroad  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, or  any  part  of  such  term ;  provided,  that  during  such  term  or 
part  of  term  the  contractor  shall  use,  in  lieu  of  such  portion  of  the 
road,  a  railroad  owned  or  leased  by  the  contractor  or  a  portion  or 
section  thereof,  which  shall,  with  the  railroad  or  portion  of  railroad 
constructed  by  it  under  its  contract  with  the  board,  form  a  con- 
tinuous and  convenient  route.  Every  such  contract  shall  also  pro- 
vide that  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  so  contracting  to  con- 
struct said  road  or  roads  shall,  at  his,  or  its  own  cost  and  expense, 
equip,  maintain  and  operate  said  road  or  roads  for  a  term  of  years 
to  be  specified  in  said  contract,  not  less  than  thirty-five  nor  more 
than  fifty  years,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  the  rates 
*or  fare  to  be  charged  and  the  character  of  service  to  be  furnished 
and  otherwise  as  said  board  shall  deem  to  be  best  suited  to  the 
public  interests,  and  subject  to  such  public  supervision  and  to  such 
conditions,  regulations  and  requirements  as  may  be  determined 
upon  by  said  board;  provided,  that  in  case  the  contract  shall  pro- 
vide for  construction  at  different  times  or  at  intervals  of  time  of 
different  parts  of  a  road,  or  if  the  contract  shall  provide  for  the  use 
by  the  contractor  of  an  existing  railroad  as  part  of  continuous  route 
as  aforesaid,  then  and  in  any  such  case  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  may,  in  its  discretion,  prescribe  periods  for 
the  operation  of  the  different  parts  of  said  road  so  that  at  one  period 
of  time  in  the  future  the  board  may  be  enabled  to  make  a  single 
operating  contract  or  lease  of  the  entire  road.  Every  such  contract 
shall  further  provide  by  proper  stipulations  and  covenants  on  tlic 
part  of  the  said  city,  that  the  said  city  shall  secure  and  assure  to  the 
contractor,  so  long  as  the  contractor  shall  perform  the  stipulations 
of  the  contract,  the  right  to  construct  and  to  operate  the  road  as 
prescribed  in  the  contract,  free  of  all  right,  claim  or  other  inter- 
ference, whether  by  injunction,  suit  for  damages  or  otherwise,  on 
the  part  of  the  owner,  abutting  owner,  or  other  person.  Every  such 
contract  shall  further  provide  that  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
so  contracting  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  said  road  shall 
annually  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  city,  as  rental  for  the  use  of

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said  road»  a  sum  which  shall  not,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be 
less  than  the  annual  interest  upon  the  bonds  to  be  issued  by  said 
city  for  the  construction  of  said  road  as  hereinafter  provided  for, 
and  in  addition  to  said  interest,  a  further  sum  which  shall  be  equal 
to  a  percentage  of  not  less  than  one  per  centum  upon  the  whole 
amount  of  said  bonds ;  provided,  that  in  estimating  such  annual  in- 
terest and  additional  percentage  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  of  said  bonds  the  amount  thereof  issued  to  pay  for  rights, 
terms,  easements,  privileges  or  property  other  than  lands  acquired 
in  fee.  And  provided,  further,  that  the  said  contract  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  said  board,  provide  that  the  payment  of  the  said  fur- 
ther sum  of  not  less  than  one  per  centum  upon  the  amount  of  said 
bonds  as  aforesaid,  shall  begin  at  a  date  not  more  than  five  years 
after  the  date  at  which  the  payment  of  rental  shall  begin,  and  that 
the  said  annual  rate,  instead  of  one  per  centum,  may  be  a  rate  not 
less  than  one-half  per  centum  for  a  further  period  not  exceeding 
five  years ;  but  in  case  the  contractor  shall,  during  any  year  in  which 
the  said  payment  of  one  per  centum  shall  be  suspended  or  reduced 
as  aforesaid,  earn  a  greater  profit  upon  his,  its  or  their  net  capital 
invested  in  the  enterprise  than  five  per  centum,  then  the  surplus  of 
his,  its  or  their  earnings  for  such  year  up  to  the  extent  of  at  least 
one  per  centum  shall  be  paid  as  rental  as  aforesaid.  Such  rental 
and  the  term  for  the  operation  of  the  railroad  included  in  any 
such  contract  shall  begin,  as  to  said  road,  or  any  section  thereof, 
when  the  same  shall  be  declared  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  opera- 
tion. For  the  purpose  of  estimating  such  one  per  centum 
per  annum  upon  the  ascertainment  of  the  amount  of  such 
rental,  there  shall  be  included  such  portion  of  the  said  bonds  as 
shall  have  been  issued  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  theretofore  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  bonds  issued  to  pay  for 
rights,  terms,  easements,  privileges  or  property  other  than  lands 
acquired  in  fee.  The  aforesaid  annual  rental  shall  be  paid  at  such 
times  during  each  year  as  said  board  shall  require,  and  shall  be  ap- 
plied first  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  as  the  same 
shall  accrue  and  fall  due,  and  the  remainder  of  said  rental  not  re- 
quired for  the  payment  of  said  interest  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking 
fund,  for  the  payment  of  the  city  debt,  if  there  shall  be  such  sinking 
fund  in  said  city,  or,  if  there  be  none  such,  then  said  balance  of  said 
rental  shall  be  securely  invested,  and,  with  the  annual  accretions  of 
interest  thereon,  shall  constitute  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  and 
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redemption  at  maturity  of  the  bonds  issued,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Any  such  contract  may  also  provide  for  a  renewal  or  renewals  of  the 
lease  of  said  road  upon  the  expiration  of  the  original  term  and  of 
any  renewals  of  the  same,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to 
said  board  may  seem  just  and  proper,  and  may  also  contain  pro- 
visions for  the  valuation  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  property  of 
said  contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation,  employed  in  and  about 
the  equipment,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  road,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  the  same  by  the  city,  at  such  valuation,  or  a  percentage 
of  the  same,  should  said  lease  not  be  so  renewed  at  any  time.  Any 
such  contract  may  provide  for  the  construction  of  said  road  in  sec- 
tions, and,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  every  such  contract 
shall  specify  when  the  construction  of  the  railroad  included  therein 
or  the  several  sections  of  the  same  shall  be  commenced,  and,  in 
each  case,  the  date  of  completion.  It  shall  also  state  the  date  on 
which  the  operation  of  the  road,  or  of  any  section  thereof,  shall  com- 
mence. The  person,  firm  or  corporation  so  contracting  for  the  con- 
struction, equipment,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  railroad  or 
railroads  included  in  any  such  contract  shall  give  a  bond  to  said  city, 
in  such  amount  as  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commission- 
ers shall  require,  and  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  board, 
who  shall  justify  each  in  double  the  amount  of  his  liability  upon  said 
bond.  Said  bond  shall  be  a  continuing  security,  and  shall  provide 
for  the  prompt  payment  by  said  contracting  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, of  the  amount  of  annual  rental  specified  in  the  aforesaid  con- 
tract, and  also  for  the  faithful  performance  by  said  contracting 
person,  firm  or  corporation  of  all  the  conditions,  covenants  and  re- 
quirements specified  and  provided  for  in  said  contract.  In  lieu  of 
said  continuing  bond  such  contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation 
may,  upon  the  approval  of  the  said  board,  deposit  with  the  comp- 
troller or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  such  city  cash  equal  in 
amount  to  the  entire  amount  of  the  said  bond  or  securities  which 
are  lawful  for  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  savings  banks  within 
this  state  and  are  worth  not  less  than  the  entire  amount  of  such 
bond.  If  such  bond  shall  have  been  g^ven  then  after  the  deposit  of 
cash  and  securities  in  lieu  thereof  as  aforesaid,  and  the  approval 
thereof  by  the  said  board,  the  said  bond  shall  be  surrendered  by  the 
said  city  to  the  said  contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation  duly 
cancelled  by  the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  the  said 
city.  In  the  event  of  the  deposit  of  cash  or  securities  as  aforesaid, 
the  contract  may  provide  for  the  payment  to  the  contractor  of  the 
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income  of  such  securities  or  of  interest  upon  such  monies  at  a  rate 
not  higher  than  the  highest  rate  received  by  the  city  upon  the  de- 
posit of  its  funds  with  banks,  and  may  also  provide  for  withdrawal 
■of  securities  so  deposited  upon  deposit  of  cash  or  securities  of  the 
same  value,  provided  that  all  such  securities  shall  be  such  as  are 
^o  lawful  for  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  savings  banks.  The  said 
contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  also  simultaneously 
with  the  execution  and  delivery  of  every  such  contract,  deposit  with 
the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  such  city  the  sum 
•of  one  million  dollars  in  cash  or  in  securities  of  a  value  not  less  than 
one  million  dollars,  which  securities  shall  be  of  a  character  of  those 
in  which  the  savings  banks  of  this  state  are  authorized  by  law  to 
invest  moneys,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners,  which  cash  or  securities  shall,  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  said  contract,  be 
further  security  for  the  faithful  performance  by  such  contracting 
person,  firm  or  corporation  of  all  the  covenants,  conditions  and  re- 
quirements  specified  and  provided  for  in  said  contract  relating  to  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  said  road,  and  the  city  in  and  for 
which  said  road  shall  be  constructed  shall  also  have  a  first  lien  upon 
the  rolling  stock  and  other  property  of  said  contracting  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  constituting  the  equipment  of  said  road  and  used 
or  intended  for  use  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  same, 
as  further  security  for  the  faithful  performance  by  such  contracting 
person,  firm  or  corporation  of  the  covenant,  conditions  and  agree- 
ments of  said  contract,  on  his,  their,  or  its  part  to  be  fulfilled  and 
performed,  and  in  case  of  the  breach  of  any  such  covenant,  condition 
and  agreement  said  lien  shall  be  subject  to  foreclosure  by  action, 
.at  the  suit  of  such  city,  in  the  same  manner,  as  far  as  may  be,  as  is 
then  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  foreclosure  by  action  of  mort- 
gages on  real  estate.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  com- 
missioners may,  however,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  concurrent  vote 
of  six  of  the  members  of  said  board,  relieve  from. such  lien, any  of  the 
property  to  which  the  same  may  attach,  upon  receiving  additional 
security,  which  may  be  deemed  by  said  board  so  voting  to  be  the 
•equivalent  of  that  which  it  is  proposed  to  release  and  otherwise  upon 
such  terms  as  to  such  board  so  voting  shall  seem  just.  The  said 
"board  may  in  or  by  any  such  contract  and  its  discretion  require,  and 
this  act,  as  the  same  was  prior  to  the  present  amendment  thereof 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  authorized  the  said  board  to  have  heretofore 
required  any  other  security  upon  any  such  contract.     Upon  the 
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completion  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  railroad  or 
railroads  provided  in  any  such  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
board,  and  when  the  operation  of  the  same  shall  have  commenced 
pursuant  to  said  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  or 
other  chief  financial  officer  to  pay  to  the  said  contracting  person, 
firm  or  corporation  said  sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  cash  or  the 
said  securities  so  to  be  deposited  as  above  provided  as  security  for 
construction  and  equipment,  and  the  said  contracting  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  also  be  then  entitled  to  be  credited  upon  the 
rental  which  he,  they  or  it  shall  have  contracted  to  pay  to  said  city 
for  the  use  of  said  road  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal,  as  the  case  may 
be,  either  to  tlie  interest  on  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  for  the 
time  of  such  deposit  at  the  rate  of  interest  provided  for  in  the  bonds 
which  shall  have  been  issued  and  sold  by  the  city  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  said  road,  or  to  the  interest,  dividends  or  other  in- 
come which  said  city  shall  have  received  from  the  said  securities. 
The  said  contract  shall  further  provide  that  in  case  of  default  in  pay- 
ing the  annual  sum  or  rental  therein  provided  for,  or  in  case  of  the 
failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  contracting  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  faithfully  to  observe,  keep  and  fulfill  the  conditions^ 
obligations  and  requirements  of  said  contract,  the  said  city,  by  its 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  may  take  possession 
of  said  road  and  the  equipment  thereof,  and  as  the  agent  of  said  con- 
tracting person,  firm  or  corporation,  either  maintain  and  operate 
said  road,  or  enter  into  a  contract  with  some  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  thereof,  retaining 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  operation,  after  the  payment  of  the  nec- 
essary expenses  of  operation  and  maintenance,  the  annual  rental 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  paying  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  with  whom  the  first  contract  above  men- 
tioned was  made,  and  if  such  proceeds  of  the  operation  of  said  road^ 
after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  maintenance  and 
operation,  including  the  keeping  in  repairs  of  the  rolling  stock 
and  other  equipment,  shall  in  any  year  be  less  than  the  annual  rental 
hereinbefore  referred  to  an3  provided  in  the  first  contract,  then  and 
in  that  case,  the  said  contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and 
his  or  its  bondsmen,  shall  be  and  continue  (but  in  the  case  of  any 
bond  hereafter  executed  each  bondsman  only  to  the  extent  of  the 
liability  expressly  assumed  by  him  upon  the  bond)  jointly  and  sev- 
erally liable  to  the  aforesaid  city  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency, 
until  the  end  of  the  full  term  for  which  the  said  first  contract  was 
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originally  made.  No  contract  entered  into  under  authority  of  this 
act  shall  be  assigned  without  the  written  consent  of  the  said  board 
of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  concurred  in  by  six  mem- 
bers of  said  board.  It  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  every  such  con- 
tract that,  in  case  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners 
shall  cease  to  exist,  the  legislature  may  provide  what  public  officer 
or  officers  of  the  city  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  belonging 
to  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  under  or  by 
virtue  of  any  such  contract,  and  that  in  default  of  such  provision,, 
such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  mayor 
of  the  city.  Every  such  contract  shall  provide  that  if  the  contract- 
ing person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  fail  to  construct  or  operate 
the  railway  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  shall,  after 
due  notice  of  its  default,  omit  for  more  than  a  reasonable  time  to 
comply  with  the.  provisions  of  such  contract,  the  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners  may  bring  an  action  in  the  name  and 
in  behdlf  of  the  city  to  forfeit  and  vacate  all  the  rights  of  such  con- 
tracting person,  firm  or  corporation  under  such  contract,  and  for 
damages  and  otherwise  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  sufficient  and 
just  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  city ;  or  may,  upon  such  terms  as 
to  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  seem  just,  and 
with  such  person  or  corporation  as  to  the  said  board  may  seem 
proper,  make  another  operating  contract  and  lease  of  the  said  road 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  the  contractor  in  default;  and  may 
bring  action  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  to  recover  from 
the  contractor  the  amount  due  from  the  contractor,  less  the  amount 
which  shall  have  been  received  by  the  city,  under  or  by  virtue  of 
such  new  contract,  and  for  all  other  damages  sustained  by  the  city 
by  reason  of  such  default.  The  said  board  may  by  any  such  contract 
determine  when  and  how  the  work  of  construction  of  the  rapid  tran- 
sit railroad  or  railroads  included  therein  shall  proceed.  Any  rail- 
road corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  any  ex- 
isting railway  corporation  owning  or  actually  operating  a  railway 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  the  city  in  and  for  which  said 
board  has  power  to  act,  or  any  corporation  organized  under  the 
business  corporations  *laws  of  this  state,  and  approved  by  the  said 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  shall  be  competent 
and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  any  railway  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  necessary  to  the  due  per- 

*So  in  original. 
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formance  of  such  contract.  Where  in  this  section  the  consents 
ierred  to  in  section  five  of  this  act  are  mentioned,  they  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  any  consent  given  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  general  term  or  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court,  and 
confirmed  by  the  said  general  term  or  appellate  division  in  lieu  of 
the  consent  of  property  owners  as  hereinbefore  provided.  {Thus 
emended  by  chap.  6i6,  Laws  1900.) 

§  35.  The  equipment  to  be  supplied  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration operating  any  such  road  shall  include  all  rolling  stock, 
motors,  boilers,  engines,  wires,  ways,  conduits  and  mechanisms, 
machinery,  tools,  implements  and  devices  of  every  nature  whatso- 
ever used  for  the  generation  or  transmission  of  motive  power  and 
including  all  power-houses,  and  all  apparatus  and  all  devices  for 
signaling  and  ventilation.  Such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  in  respect  to  his,  their  or  its  interest  under 
said  contract  and  in  respect  to  the  rolling  stock  and  all  other  equip- 
ment of  said  road,  but  this  exemption  shall  not  extend  to  aiiy  real 
property  which  may  be  owned  or  employed  by  said  person,  firm 
or  corporation  in  connection  with  the  said  road.     {Thus  amended  by 

chap.  616,  Laws  1900.) 

§  36.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  be- 
fore awarding  any  contract  or  contracts  shall  advertise  for  proposals 
for  such  contracts  by  a  notice  to  be  printed  twice  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks  in  no  less  than  four  of  the  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  city,  and  in  such  newspapers  published  elsewhere  than 
in  said  city  as  said  board  shall  determine.  Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  and  state  the  points  within  said  city,  between  which  said 
road  or  roads  is  or  are  to  run,  the  general  method  of  construction, 
the  route  or  routes  to  be  followed,  the  term  of  years  for  which  it  is 
proposed  to  make  such  contract,  and  such  other  details  and  specifi- 
cations as  said  board  shall  deem  to  be  proper.  Said  notice  shall 
state  the  time  and  place  at  which  said  proposals  will  be  opened,  and 
the  said  board  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  so  specified,  and 
shall  publicly  open  all  proposals  that  shall  have  been  received,  bat 
the  said  board  shall  not  be  bound  to  accept  any  proposals  so  re- 
ceived; but  may  reject  all  such  proposals  and  readvertise  for  pro- 
posals in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  or  may  accept  any  of 
such  proposals  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  such  board,  best  promote 
the  public  interest,  and  award  a  contract  accordingly.  {Tkus  amended 
ty  chap.  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  37.   For  the  purpose  of  providing  the  necessary  means  for  such 
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construction,  at  the  public  expense,  of  any  such  road  or  roads 
and  the  necessary  means  to  pay  for  lands,  property,  rights, 
terms,  privileges  and  easements,  whether  of  owners,  abutting 
owners,  or  others,  which  shall  be  acquired  by  the  city  for 
the  purposes  of  the  construction  or  the  operation  of  such  road 
or  roads  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  of  meeting  the  inter- 
est on  the  bonds  in  this  section  hereinafter  provided  for  accru- 
ing thereon  prior  to  the  completion  and  readiness  for  operation  of 
the  portion  of  such  road  or  roads  for  the  construction  of  which  such 
bonds  shall  have  been  respectively  issued,  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  or  other  local  authority  in  said  city,  in  which  such 
road  or  roads  are  to  be  constructed,  having  power  to  make  appro- 
priations of  moneys  to  be  raised  by  taxation  therein,  from  time  to 
time,  and  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  and  upon  the  requisition 
of  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  shall  direct 

the  comptroller,  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said  city,  and  it 

• 

shall  thereupon  become  his  duty  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  at 
such  a  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  as  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  or  other 
local  authority  directing  the  issue  of  such  bonds,  may  prescribe. 
Said  bonds  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America.  They  shall  not 
be  sold  for  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
same  shall  be  paid  out  and  expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  are  issued,  upon  vouchers  certified  by  said  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners.  Said  bonds  shall  be  free  from  all 
taxation  for  city  and  county  purposes,  and  shall  be  payable  at 
maturity  out  of  the  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  city  debt, 
if  there  be  such  a  sinking  fund  of  said  city;  but  if  there  be  no  such 
sinking  fund,  then  out  of  a  sinking  fund  to  be  established  and  cre- 
ated out  of  the  annual  rentals  of  said  road  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
But  this  provision  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  out  of  such 
sinking  fund  shall  not  diminish  or  affect  the  obligation  of  said  city 
as  a  debtor  upon  said  bonds,  or  any  other  right  or  remedy  of  any 
holder  or  owner  of  any  such  bonds,  to  collect  the  principal  or 
interest  thereof.  The  amount  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  and 
sold  by  this  section  shall  not  exceed  fifty  millions  of  dollars,  par 
value,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature  first  had  and  obtained, 
provided,  however,  that  such  amount  shall  be  increased  by  a  sum 
not  e::ceeding  five  millions  of  dollars,  if  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  shall  certify  that  such  increase  is  made 
necessary  by  payments  required   for  any  lands,  property,  rights. 
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terms,  easements  or  privileges  which  shall  be  acquired  by  the  said  city  as 

hereinafter  provided.     {TTius  amended  hy  chap,  5 1 9,  Laws  ^1895.) 

§  38.  The  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  for  and  on 

behalf  of  the  said  city  in  which  such  road  or  roads  may  be  constructed, 

may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  concurrence  of  six  members  of  said 

board  and  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  bondsmen  or  sureties  of  the 

person,  firm  or  corporation  which  has  contracted  to  construct,  equip, 

maintain  and  operate  said  road  or  roads,  or  any  of  them,  agree  with  said 

contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation  upon  changes  in  and  modifications 

of  said  contract,  or  of  the  plans  and  specifications  upon  which  said  road 

or  roads  is  or  are  to  be  constructed,  but  no  change  or  modifications  in 

the  plans  and  specifications  consented  to  and  authorized  pursuant  to 

section  five  of  this  act  shall  be  made  without  the  further  consent  and 

authorization  provided  for  in  said  section ;  but  in  no  event  shall  the  annual 

rental  to  be  paid  to  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  road,  be  reduced  below 

the  minimum  rate  hereinbefore  provided.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.  510, 

Laws  ^1895.) 

§  39.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  any  road  for  the 
construction  and  operation  of  which  a  contract  shall  have  been  made  by 
the  board  of  rapid  transit  raihoad  commissioners,  including  necessaiy 
stations  and  station  approaches,  or  for  the  purpose  of  operating  or  secur- 
ing the  operation  of  the  same  free  of  interference  and  right  of  interference 
and  of  action  and  right  of  action  for  damages  and  otherwise,  whether  by 
abutting  owners  or  others,  or  to  provide,  lay  or  maintain  conduits,  pipes^ 
ways  or  other  means  for  the  transmission  of  electricity,  steam,  water,  air 
or  other  source  or  means  of  power  or  of  signals  or  of  messages  necessary 
or  convenient  for  or  in  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  road,  or  for 
the  transportation  of  materials  necessary  for  such  construction  or  opera- 
tion, or  to  provide  a  temporary  or  permanent  way  or  course  for  any  such 
conduit,  pipe  or  other  means  or  source  of  transportation,  said  board  for 
and  in  behalf  of  said  city  may  acquire  as  in  this  act  provided,  any  real 
estate  and  any  rights,  terms  and  interest  therein,  any  and  all  rights,  privi- 
leges, franchises  and  easements,  whether  of  owners  or  abutting  owners,  or 
others,  including  rights  of  owners,  abutting  owners,  or  others  to  interfere 
with  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  road  or  to  recover  damages 
therefor,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  acquire 
or  extinguish  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  such  road 
free  of  interference  or  right  of  interference.  The  word  "property"  here- 
inafter used  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  such  real  estate,  and  any 
rights,  terms  and  interests  therein,  and  any  such  rights,  privileges, 
franchises  and  easements,  whether  of  owners,  abutting  owners,  or  others. 
Where  any  contractor  for  the  construction  or  operation  of  any  such  rail- 
road shall  require  any  property  for  such  construction  or  operation,  such 
property  shall  be  deemed  to  be  required  for  a  public  purpose ;  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  the 
same  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  contractor  in  all  respects  as  such 
property  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad 
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commissioners  for  the  said  city,  and  all  proceedings  to  acquire  the  said 
property  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners.  ( Thus  amended  by 
chap.  y^Q,  Laws  of  1896.) 

§  40.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  board,  and  for  all  per- 
sons acting  under  its  authority,  to  enter  in  the  daytime  into  and 
upon  any  and  all  lands  and  property  which  it  shall  deem  necessary 
to  be  acquired,  or  to  which  there  may  be  appurtenant  rights, 
terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges  which  it  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  be  acquired  or  extinguished  by  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  maps  or  surveys  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  also  to  enter 
in  like  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose  upon  any  property  adjacent 
to  and  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  property  to  be  so  surveyed ; 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  three  similar  maps  or  plans  to  be 
made  of  each  parcel  of  property  which  it  may  deem  necessary  so  to 
be  acquired,  or  to  which  there  may  be  appurtenant  rights,  terms, 
franchises,  easements  or  privileges  necessary  so  to  be  acquired  or 
extinguished,  designating  each  of  said  parcels  by  a  number,  and 
upon  each  map  or  plan  so  made  or  in  a  memorandum  accompanying 
the  same  and  to  be  deemed  part  thereof  the  said  board  shall  cause 
to  be  clearly  indicated  the  particular  estate  or  estates,  rights,  terms, 
privileges,  franchises  or  easements  to  be  acquired  or  extin- 
guished for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  each  and  every 
piece  or  parcel  of  property  described  upon  said  map  or  plan.  The 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  cause  a  triplicate  set  of  maps  or 
plans  and  memoranda  as  herein  provided  for  to  be  made  as  often 
and  at  such  times  as  said  board  shall  determine,  and  each  set  of 
maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  so  made  shall  contain  the  particulars 
above  enumerated  within  such  district  as  said  board  shall  in  each 
case  provide.  The  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  herein  provided 
for,  when  approved  and  adopted  by  said  board,  shall  have  written 
thereon  a  certificate  of  such  approval,  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  board  adopting  and  approving  the  same,  and  one  copy  thereof 
shall  be  filed  in  the  department  of  public  works,  or  other  chief 
executive  department  having  principal  charge  of  the  streets,  there 
to  remain  as  a  public  record,  and  the  other  two  of  said  maps  or  plans 
and  memoranda  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  counsel  to  the  corpora- 
tion or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said  city.  The  said  board 
may  from  time  to  time  make  and  file  further  maps  or  plans  and 
memoranda  amending  those  already  filed,  but  not  so  as  to  defeat  or 
impair  any  property  or  interest  which  shall  have  been  already  ac- 
quired, or  to  revive  any  interest  or  right  which  may  have  been 
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already  extinguished  by  the  said  city.     {TAus  amended  by  chap,  519,

§  41.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  it  to  be 
necessary  and  proper  that  the  said  city  should  acquire  any  such  property 
and  shall  have  caused  to  be  made,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tions, the  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  specifying  and  defining  the  said 
property  to  be  acquired,  or  to  which  are  appurtenant  the  rights,  terms^ 
franchises,  easements  or  privileges  to  be  acquired  or  extinguished,  and 
shall  have  certified,  filed  and  transmitted  the  several  copies  of  such 
maps  or  plans  as  in  the  last  section  prescribed,  the  said  board  may  direct 
the  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said 
city,  to  take  legal  proceedings  to  acquire  the  same  for  the  said  city,  and 
the  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser,  shall 
thereupon  take  proceedings  as  in  this  act  provided.  {^Tkus  amended  bj 
chap.  519,  Laws  1S95.) 

§  42.  The  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal 
adviser  of  said  city,  shall  cause  one  of  the  maps  or  plans,  so  as  aforesaid 
transmitted  to  him,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  county, 
or  if  there  be  no  such  register,  then  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  said  city  is  situated.  The  map,  hereinafter  denomi- 
cated  the  third  map,  being  the  other  one  of  the  two  so  as  aforesaid  trans- 
mitted to  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  legal  adviser,  shall  be 
disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided.  {This  section  added  by  chap,  752, 
Laws  1894.) 

§  43.  After  the  said  set  shall  have  been  filed  as  hereinbefore  provided 
in  the  office  of  the  register  or  county  clerk  of  said  county,  the  said 
counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  city,  shall,  and  he  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  first 
giving  the  notice  required  by  the  next  section  of  this  act,  apply  to  die 
supreme  court  at  any  special  or  general  term  thereof,  to  be  held  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  said  city  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  of  appraisal.  Upon  each  such  application  he  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  court  a  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
board  and  verified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  verification  of 
pleadings,  according  to  the  practice  of  said  court,  setting  forth  the  action 
or  determination  theretofore  taken  or  had  by  said  board,  with  respect  to 
the  property  to  be  acquired,  and  the  filing  of  said  maps  or  plans  and 
memoranda  and  praying  for  the  appointment  of  such  commissioners  ti 
appraisal.  Such  petition  shall  contain  a  general  description  of  all  the 
property  to,  or  in  or  over  or  appurtenant  to  which  any  title,  interest,  rig^t, 
franchise,  easement,  term  or  privilege  is  sought  to  be  acquired  or  extiti- 
guished.  and  of  every  right,  franchise,  easement,  or  privilege  sought  to  be 
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acquired,  by  the  said  city  for  public  purposes,  each  lot  or  parcel  being 
more  particularly  described  by  a  reference  to  the  number  of  said  lot  or 
parcel  as  given  on  said  maps,  and  the  title,  interest,  right,  easement,  term 
or  privilege  sought  to  be  acquired,  or  extinguished,  to  or  in  or  over  or 
appurtenant  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  shall  be  stated  in  said  petition.

§  44.  The  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal 
adviser  shall  ^y^y  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  by  publication  in  two  public 
newspapers  published  in  the  said  city,  of  his  intention  to  make  application 
to  the  said  court  for  the  appointment  of  such  commissioners  of  appraisal,, 
which  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  such  application,  shall 
briefly  state  the  object  of  the  application  and  shall  describe  the  property 
sought  to  be  acquired  or  affected.  A  statement  of  the  location  and 
boundaries  of  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  property  and  rights,  franchises, 
easements,  or  privileges  sought  to  be  taken  or  affected,  and  a  brief 
statement  as  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  the  title,  interest,  rights,, 
easements,  terms  or  privileges  therein  or  appurtenant  thereto,  sought  to 
be  acquired  or  extinguished  with  a  reference  to  the  dates  and  places  of 
filing  the  said  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  shall  be  a  sufficient  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  sought  to  be  so  taken  or  affected.  Such  notice  shall 
be  so  published  daily,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  in  said  newspapers 
for  six  weeks  immediately  previous  to  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice  for

§  45.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless  the  said 

court  shall  adjourn  said  application  to  a  subsequent  date,  and  in  that 
event  at  the  time  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  the  court,  upon 
due  proof  to  its  satisfaction  of  the  publication  aforesaid,  and  upon  filing- 
the  said  petition,  shall  make  an  order  for  the  appointment  of  three  disin- 
terested freeholders,  residents  in  said  city,  as  commissioners  of  appraisal,. 
to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners  of 
property  so  to  be  taken  or  extinguished  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  this 
act.  Such  order  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
commissioners.     ( This  section  added  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  46.  The  said  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  re- 
quired by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York,, 
and  shall  forthwith  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  irv 
which  said  city  is  situated.     ( This  section  added  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1 894.) 

§  47.  On  filing  said  oath  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  last  section, 
the  said  city  shall  be  and  become  seized  and  possessed  in  fee  or  absolute 
ownership  of  all  those  parcels  of  property,  rights,  terms,  franchises,  ease- 
ments and  privileges  which  are  in  the  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda 
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referred  to  in  section  forty  of  this  act,  described  as  parceb  of  property, 
rights,  franchises,  easements,  or  privileges  which  are  to  be  acquired,  and 
also  shall  become  seized  and  possessed  of  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises, 
easements  or  privileges  appurtenant  to  any  lots  or  parcels  of  property 
indicated  on  said  maps  or  plans  as  parcels  in  regard  to  which  it  is  deemed 
necessary  to  acquire  such  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges, 
or  the  said  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges   shall  be 
extinguished,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  the  said  board  for  the  said  city 
may  immediately,  or  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  take  possession  or 
enter  into  the  enjoyment  of  the  said  property,  rights,  terms,  franchises, 
easements  and  privileges,  or  of  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any 
suit  or  proceeding  at  law  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  board  for  the 
said  city,  or  any  person  or  persons  acting  under  their  or  its  authority, 
may  enter  upon  and  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  in  perpetuity  all  the  parcels 
of  property  and  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges 
appiutenant  to  any  of  the  parcels  of  property,  and  all  rights,  franchises, 
easements  and  privileges  described  on  said  maps  or  plans,  or  in  said 
memoranda,  for  any  of  the  purposes  authorized  and  provided  for  by  this 
act.     But  on  such  filing  of  the  said  oath  the  said  city  shall  be  and  become 
forthwith  liable  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  several  parcels  of  propeity 
and  the  several  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  apper- 
taining thereto,  and  of  the  said  rights,  franchises,  easements  and  pnvileges 
acquired  as  aforesaid,  for  the  true  and  respective  values  thereof,  together 
with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  filing  the  said  oath,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  such  interest  shall  be  payable  to  any  owner  of  any  such 
property,  right,  term,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  during  any  period 
during  which  the  said  city  or  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  com- 
missioners may  by  any  resistance,  whether  by  legal  proceedings  or  other- 
wise of  such  owner  or  with  his  authority,  be  prevented  from  taking  pos- 
session thereof  or  enjoying  the  same;  and  provided,  further,  that  no 
action  shall  be  brought  to  recover  the  amount  of  such  value  or  interest 
unless  within  eighteen  months  after  the  filing  of  such  oath  a  report  shall 
not  have  been  duly  made  by  commissioners  of  appraisal  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  such  report  shall  not  have  been  confirmed  by  the  supreme 
court  as  herein  provided,  so  that  the  said  city  shall  be  liable  to  forthwith 
pay  the  amount  by  such  report  ascertained  to  be  due  for  such  value  or 
interest.     {Thus  amended  iry  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  48.  Any  one  of  said  commissioners  of  appraisal  may  issue  subpoenas 
and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  they  or  any  one  of  them,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  others,  may  adjourn  the  proceedings,  from  time  to  time  in 
their  discretion,  but  they  shall  continue  to  meet  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary  to  hear,  consider  and  determine  upon  all  claims  which  may 
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be  presented  to  them  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  In  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  refusal  or  neglect  to  serve  of  any  commissioner  of  ap- 
praisal* the  remaining  commissioner  or  commissioners  shall,  upon  ten 
days'  notice,  to  be  given  by  advertisement  in  the  newspapers  mentioned 
in  section  forty-four  of  this  act,  apply  to  the  supreme  court,  at  a  special 
or  general  term  thereof,  to  be  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said 
city  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  or  commissioners 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  occasioned.  In  case  of  the  deaths 
resignation  or  refusal  to  serve  of  all  the  commissioners  of  appraisal,  the 
said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  to  said 
city  shall,  on  giving  the  notice  required  in  this  section,  apply  to  the  said 
court  for  the  appointment  of  other  commissioners  of  appraisal  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  to  procure  from  the  counsel 
to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  the  third  set  of  maps  or 
plans  and  memoranda  provided  for  in  sections  forty  and  forty-two  of  this 
act.  They  shall  view  the  property  laid  down  on  said  map,  and  shall  hear 
the  proofs  and  allegations  of  any  owner,  lessee  or  other  person  in  any 
way  entitled  to  or  interested  in  the  property  to  be  acquired  or  extin- 
guished, or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof,  and  also  such  proofs  and  allega- 
tions as  may  be  offered  on  behalf  of  the  said  city.  They  shall  reduce 
the  testimony,  if  any,  taken  before  them  to  writing,  and  after  the  testi- 
mony is  closed,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  all  having  considered  the 
same,  and  having  an  opportunity  to  be  present,  shall  without  unnecessary 
delay,  ascertain  and  determine  the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be 
made  by  the  said  city  to  the  owners  or  persons  interested  in  the  property 
acquired  or  extinguished  by  said  proceedings.  The  said  commissioners 
of  appraisal  shall  make  reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the  supreme  court,, 
as  in  the  next  section  provided  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  taken 
before  them,  if  any,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  payment  hereinafter 
provided  for  their  services  and  expenses  to  be  paid  from  the  fund  herein- 
after specified.  ITie  said  commissioners  may  make  a  single  report  or 
may  make  reports  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  reach  their  several  de- 
cisions as  to  different  parcels  of  property.  ( Thus  amended  by  chap,  5 1 9, 
Laws  1895.) 

§  49.  The  said  commissioners  shall  prepare  a  report  or  reports,  to 
which  shall  be  annexed  the  third  set  of  maps  or  plans  and  memo- 
randa referred  to  in  section  forty-two  of  this  act  and  therein  denomi- 
nated the  third  set  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  them.  Each  said 
report  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  property  so  taken  or 
affected,  with  a  reference  to  the  map  upon  which  the  same  is  required 
to  be  indicated;  a  statement  of  the  sums  estimated  and  determined  upon 
by  them,  as  a  just  compensation  for  the  same  to  be  made  by  the  city

completion  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  railroad  or 
railroads  provided  in  any  such  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
board,  and  when  the  operation  of  the  same  shall  have  commenced 
pursuant  to  said  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  or 
other  chief  financial  officer  to  pay  to  the  said  contracting  person,, 
firm  or  corporation  said  sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  cash  or  the 
said  securities  so  to  be  deposited  as  above  provided  as  security  for 
construction  and  equipment,  and  the  said  contracting  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  also  be  then  entitled  to  be  credited  upon  the 
rental  which  he,  they  or  it  shall  have  contracted  to  pay  to  said  city 
for  the  use  of  said  road  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal,  as  the  case  may 
be,  either  to  the  interest  on  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  for  the 
time  of  such  deposit  at  the  rate  of  interest  provided  for  in  the  bonds 
which  shall  have  been  issued  and  sold  by  the  city  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  said  road,  or  to  the  interest,  dividends  or  other  in- 
come which  said  city  shall  have  received  from  the  said  securities. 
The  said  contract  shall  further  provide  that  in  case  of  default  in  pay- 
ing the  annual  sum  or  rental  therein  provided  for,  or  in  case  of  the 
failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  contracting  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  faithfully  to  observe,  keep  and  fulfill  the  conditions^ 
obligations  and  requirements  of  said  contract,  the  said  city,  by  its 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  may  take  possession 
of  said  road  and  the  equipment  thereof,  and  as  the  agent  of  said  con- 
tracting person,  firm  or  corporation,  either  maintain  and  operate 
said  road,  or  enter  into  a  contract  with  some  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  thereof,  retaining 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  operation,  after  the  payment  of  the  nec- 
essary expenses  of  operation  and  maintenance,  the  annual  rental 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  paying  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  with  whom  the  first  contract  above  men- 
tioned was  made,  and  if  such  proceeds  of  the  operation  of  said  road, 
after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  maintenance  and 
operation,  including  the  keeping  in  repairs  of  the  rolling  stock 
and  other  equipment,  shall  in  any  year  be  less  than  the  annual  rental 
hereinbefore  referred  to  an3  provided  in  the  first  contract,  then  and 
in  that  case,  the  said  contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and 
his  or  its  bondsmen,  shall  be  and  continue  (but  in  the  case  of  any 
bond  hereafter  executed  each  bondsman  only  to  the  extent  of  the 
liability  expressly  assumed  by  him  upon  the  bond)  jointly  and  sev- 
erally liable  to  the  aforesaid  city  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency, 
until  the  end  of  the  full  term  for  which  the  said  first  contract  was 
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originally  made.  No  contract  entered  into  under  authority  of  this 
act  shall  be  assigned  without  the  written  consent  of  the  said  board 
of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  concurred  in  by  six  mem- 
bers of  said  board.  It  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  every  such  con- 
tract  that,  in  case  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners 
shall  cease  to  exist,  the  legislature  may  provide  what  public  officer 
or  officers  of  the  city  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  belonging 
to  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  under  or  by 
virtue  of  any  such  contract,  and  that  in  default  of  such  provision, 
such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  mayor 
of  the  city.  Every  such  contract  shall  provide  that  if  the  contract- 
ing person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  fail  to  construct  or  operate 
the  railway  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  shall,  after 
due  notice  of  its  default,  omit  for  more  than  a  reasonable  time  to 
comply  with  the.  provisions  of  such  contract,  the  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners  may  bring  an  action  in  the  name  and 
in  behalf  of  the  city  to  forfeit  and  vacate  all  the  rights  of  such  con* 
tracting  person,  firm  or  corporation  under  such  contract,  and  for 
damages  and  otherwise  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  sufficient  and 
just  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  city ;  or  may,  upon  such  terms  as 
to  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  seem  just,  and 
with  such  person  or  corporation  as  to  the  said  board  may  seem 
proper,  make  another  operating  contract  and  lease  of  the  said  road 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  the  contractor  in  default;  and  may 
bring  action  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  to  recover  from 
the  contractor  the  amount  due  from  the  contractor,  less  the  amount 
which  shall  have  been  received  by  the  city,  under  or  by  virtue  of 
such  new  contract,  and  for  all  other  damages  sustained  by  the  city 
by  reason  of  such  default.  The  said  board  may  by  any  such  contract 
determine  when  and  how  the  work  of  construction  of  the  rapid  tran- 
sit railroad  or  railroads  included  therein  shall  proceed.  Any  rail- 
road corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  any  ex- 
isting railway  corporation  owning  or  actually  operating  a  railway 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  limits  of  the  city  in  and  for  which  said 
board  has  power  to  act,  or  any  corporation  organized  under  the 
business  corporations  *laws  of  this  state,  and  approved  by  the  said 
board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  shall  be  competent 
and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  any  railway  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  necessary  to  the  due  per- 

*So  in  original. 
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formance  of  such  contract.  Where  in  this  section  the  consents  re- 
ferred to  in  section  five  of  this  act  are  mentioned,  they  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  any  consent  given  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  general  term  or  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court,  and 
confirmed  by  the  said  general  term  or  appellate  division  in  lieu  of 
the  consent  of  property  owners  as  hereinbefore  provided.  (Thus 
amended  by  chap.  6i6,  Laws  1900.) 

§  35.  The  equipment  to  be  supplied  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration operating  any  such  road  shall  include  all  rolling  stock, 
motors,  boilers,  engines,  wires,  ways,  conduits  and  mechanisms, 
machinery,  tools,  implements  and  devices  of  every  nature  whatso- 
ever used  for  the  generation  or  transmission  of  motive  power  and 
including  all  power-houses,  and  all  apparatus  and  all  devices  for 
signaling  and  ventilation.  Such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  in  respect  to  his,  their  or  its  interest  under 
said  contract  and  in  respect  to  the  rolling  stock  and  all  other  equip- 
ment of  said  road,  but  this  exemption  shall  not  extend  to  any  real 
property  which  may  be  owned  or  employed  by  said  person,  firm 
or  corporation  in  connection  with  the  said  road.  {Thus  amended  by 
^hap.  616,  Laws  1900.) 

§  36.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  be- 
fore awarding  any  contract  or  contracts  shall  advertise  for  proposals 
for  such  contracts  by  a  notice  to  be  printed  twice  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks  in  no  less  than  four  of  the  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  city,  and  in  such  newspapers  published  elsewhere  than 
in  said  city  as  said  board  shall  determine.  Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  and  state  the  points  within  said  city,  between  which  said 
road  or  roads  is  or  are  to  run,  the  general  method  of  construction^ 
the  route  or  routes  to  be  followed,  the  term  of  years  for  which  it  is 
proposed  to  make  such  contract,  and  such  other  details  and  specifi- 
cations as  said  board  shall  deem  to  be  proper.  Said  notice  shall 
state  the  time  and  place  at  which  said  proposals  will  be  opened,  and 
the  said  board  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  so  specified,  and 
shall  publicly  open  all  proposals  that  shall  have  been  received,  but 
the  said  board  shall  not  be  bound  to  accept  any  proposals  so  re- 
ceived, but  may  reject  all  such  proposals  and  readvertise  for  pro- 
posals in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  or  may  accept  any  of 
such  proposals  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  such  board,  best  promote 
the  public  interest,  and  award  a  contract  accordingly.  {Thus  amended 
ty  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  37.   For  the  purpose  of  providing  the  necessary  means  for  such 
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construction,  at  the  public  expense,  of  any  such  road  or  roads 
and  the  necessary  means  to  pay  for  lands,  property,  rights, 
terms,  privileges  and  easements,  whether  of  owners,  abutting 
owners,  or  others,  which  shall  be  acquired  by  the  city  for 
the  purposes  of  the  construction  or  the  operation  of  such  road 
or  roads  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  of  meeting  the  inter- 
est on  the  bonds  in  this  section  hereinafter  provided  for  accru- 
ing thereon  prior  to  the  completion  and  readiness  for  operation  of 
the  portion  of  such  road  or  roads  for  the  construction  of  which  such 
bonds  shall  have  been  respectively  issued,  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  or  other  local  authority  in  said  city,  in  which  such 
road  or  roads  are  to  be  constructed,  having  power  to  make  appro- 
priations of  moneys  to  be  raised  by  taxation  therein,  from  time  to 
time,  and  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  and  upon  the  requisition 
of  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  shall  direct 
the  comptroller,  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said  city,  and  it 
shall  thereupon  become  his  duty  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  at 
such  a  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  per  centum 
per  annum,  as  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  or  other 
local  authority  directing  the  issue  of  such  bonds,  may  prescribe. 
Said  bonds  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America.  They  shall  not 
be  sold  for  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
same  shall  be  paid  out  and  expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  are  issued,  upon  vouchers  certified  by  said  board  of  rapid 
transit  railroad  commissioners.  Said  bonds  shall  be  free  from  all 
taxation  for  city  and  county  purposes,  and  shall  be  payable  at 
maturity  out  of  the  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  city  debt, 
if  there  be  such  a  sinking  fund  of  said  city;  but  if  there  be  no  such 
sinking  fund,  then  out  of  a  sinking  fund  to  be  established  and  cre- 
ated out  of  the  annual  rentals  of  said  road  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
But  this  provision  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  out  of  such 
sinking  fund  shall  not  diminish  or  affect  the  obligation  of  said  city 
as  a  debtor  upon  said  bonds,  or  any  other  right  or  remedy  of  any 
holder  or  owner  of  any  such  bonds,  to  collect  the  principal  or 
interest  thereof.  The  amount  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  and 
sold  by  this  section  shall  not  exceed  fifty  millions  of  dollars,  par 
value,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature  first  had  and  obtained, 
provided,  however,  that  such  amount  shall  be  increased  by  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars,  if  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners  shall  certify  that  such  increase  is  made 
necessary  by  payments  required   for  any  lands,  property,  rights^

terms,  easements  or  privileges  which  shall  be  acquired  by  the  said  city  as 

hereinafter  provided.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  ^1895.) 

§  38.  The  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  for  and  on 

behalf  of  the  said  city  in  which  such  road  or  roads  may  be  constructed, 

may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  concurrence  of  six  members  of  said 

board  and  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  bondsmen  or  sureties  of  the 

person,  firm  or  corporation  which  has  contracted  to  construct,  equip, 

maintain  and  operate  said  road  or  roads,  or  any  of  them,  agree  with  said 

contracting  person,  firm  or  corporation  upon  changes  in  and  modifications 

of  said  contract,  or  of  the  plans  and  specifications  upon  which  said  road 

or  roads  is  or  are  to  be  constructed,  but  no  change  or  modifications  in 

the  plans  and  specifications  consented  to  and  authorized  pursuant  to 

section  five  of  this  act  shall  be  made  without  the  further  consent  and 

authorization  provided  for  in  said  section ;  but  in  no  event  shall  the  annual 

rental  to  be  paid  to  said  city,  for  the  use  of  said  road,  be  reduced  below 

the  minimum  rate  hereinbefore  provided.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  519, 

Laws  <7/'i895.) 

§  39.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  operating  any  road  for  the 
construction  and  operation  of  which  a  contract  shall  have  been  made  by 
the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners,  including  necessary 
stations  and  station  approaches,  or  for  the  purpose  of  operating  or  secur- 
ing the  operation  of  the  same  free  of  interference  and  right  of  interference 
and  of  action  and  right  of  action  for  damages  and  otherwise,  whether  by 
abutting  owners  or  others,  or  to  provide,  lay  or  maintain  conduits,  pix>es, 
ways  or  other  means  for  the  transmission  of  electricity,  steam,  water,  air 
or  other  source  or  means  of  power  or  of  signals  or  of  messages  necessary 
or  convenient  for  or  in  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  road,  or  for 
the  transportation  of  materials  necessary  for  such  construction  or  opera- 
tion, or  to  provide  a  temporary  or  permanent  way  or  course  for  any  such 
conduit,  pipe  or  other  means  or  source  of  transportation,  said  board  for 
and  in  behalf  of  said  city  may  acquire  as  in  this  act  provided,  any  real 
estate  and  any  rights,  terms  and  interest  therein,  any  and  all  rights,  privi- 
leges, franchises  and  easements,  whether  of  owners  or  abutting  owners,  or 
others,  including  rights  of  owners,  abutting  owners,  or  others  to  interfere 
with  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  road  or  to  recover  damages 
therefor,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  acquire 
or  extinguish  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  such  road 
free  of  interference  or  right  of  interference.  The  word  "property  "  here- 
inafter used  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  such  real  estate,  and  any 
rights,  terms  and  interests  therein,  and  any  such  rights,  privileges, 
franchises  and  easements,  whether  of  owners,  abutting  owners,  or  others. 
Where  any  contractor  for  the  construction  or  operation  of  any  such  rail- 
road shall  require  any  property  for  such  construction  or  operation,  such 
property  shall  be  deemed  to  be  required  for  a  pubUc  purpose;  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  the 
same  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  contractor  in  all  respects  as  such 
property  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad 
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commissioners  for  the  said  city,  and  all  proceedings  to  acquire  the  said 
property  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners.  ( Thus  amended  by 
£hap.  739,  Laws  of  1896.) 

§  40.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  board,  and  for  all  per- 
sons acting  under  its  authority,  to  enter  in  the  daytime  into  and 
upon  any  and  all  lands  and  property  which  it  shall  deem  necessary 
to  be  acquired,  or  to  which  there  may  be  appurtenant  rights, 
terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges  which  it  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  be  acquired  or  extinguished  by  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  maps  or  surveys  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  also  to  enter 
in  like  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose  upon  any  property  adjacent 
to  and  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  property  to  be  so  surveyed ; 
and  the  said  board  shall  cause  three  similar  maps  or  plans  to  be 
made  of  each  parcel  of  property  which  it  may  deem  necessary  so  to 
be  acquired,  or  to  which  there  may  be  appurtenant  rights,  terms, 
franchises,  easements  or  privileges  necessary  so  to  be  acquired  or 
extinguished,  designating  each  of  said  parcels  by  a  number,  and 
upon  each  map  or  plan  so  made  or  in  a  memorandum  accompanying 
the  same  and  to  be  deemed  part  thereof  the  said  board  shall  cause 
to  be  clearly  indicated  the  particular  estate  or  estates,  rights,  terms, 
privileges,  franchises  or  easements  to  be  acquired  or  extin- 
guished for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  each  and  every 
piece  or  parcel  of  property  described  upon  said  map  or  plan.  The 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  cause  a  triplicate  set  of  maps  or 
plans  and  memoranda  as  herein  provided  for  to  be  made  as  often 
and  at  such  times  as  said  board  shall  determine,  and  each  set  of 
maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  so  made  shall  contain  the  particulars 
above  enumerated  within  such  district  as  said  board  shall  in  each 
case  provide.  The  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  herein  provided 
for,  when  approved  and  adopted  by  said  board,  shall  have  written 
thereon  a  certificate  of  such  approval,  signed  by  the  members  of 
said  board  adopting  and  approving  the  same,  and  one  copy  thereof 
shall  be  filed  in  the  department  of  public  works,  or  other  chief 
executive  department  having  principal  charge  of  the  streets,  there 
to  remain  as  a  public  record,  and  the  other  two  of  said  maps  or  plans 
and  memoranda  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  counsel  to  the  corpora- 
tion or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said  city.  The  said  board 
may  from  time  to  time  make  and  file  further  maps  or  plans  and 
memoranda  amending  those  already  filed,  but  not  so  as  to  defeat  or 
impair  any  property  or  interest  which  shall  have  been  already  ac- 
quired, or  to  revive  any  interest  or  right  which  may  have  been 
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already  extinguished  by  the  said  city.     {Thus  amended  by  chap.  519, 
Laws  1895.) 

§  41.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  it  to  be 
necessary  and  proper  that  the  said  city  should  acquire  any  such  property 
and  shall  have  caused  to  be  made,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tions, the  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  specifying  and  defining  the  said 
property  to  be  acquired,  or  to  which  are  appurtenant  the  rights,  tenns» 
franchises,  easements  or  privileges  to  be  acquired  or  extinguished,  and 
shall  have  certified,  filed  and  transmitted  the  several  copies  of  such 
maps  or  plans  as  in  the  last  section  prescnbed,  the  said  board  may  direct 
the  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said 
city,  to  take  legal  proceedings  to  acquire  the  same  for  the  said  city,  and 
the  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser,  shall 
thereupon  take  proceedings  as  in  this  act  provided  {Thus  amended  fy 
chap.  519,  Laws  1S95.) 

§  42.  The  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal 
adviser  of  said  city,  shall  cause  one  of  the  maps  or  plans,  so  as  aforesaid 
transmitted  to  him,  to  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  register  of  the  county, 
or  if  there  be  no  such  register,  then  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  said  city  is  situated.  The  map,  hereinafter  denomi- 
nated the  third  map,  being  the  other  one  of  the  two  so  as  aforesaid  trans- 
mitted to  said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  legal  adviser,  fhall  be 
disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided.  {This  section  added  by  chap.  752, 
Laws  1894.) 

§  43.  After  the  said  set  shall  have  been  filed  as  hereinbefore  provided 
in  the  office  of  the  register  or  county  clerk  of  said  county,  the  said 
counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  city,  shall,  and  he  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  first 
giving  the  notice  required  by  the  next  section  of  this  act,  apply  to  the 
supreme  court  at  any  special  or  general  term  thereof,  to  be  held  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  said  city  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  of  appraisal.  Upon  each  such  application  he  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  court  a  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
board  and  verified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  verification  of 
pleadings,  according  to  the  practice  of  said  court,  setting  forth  the  action 
or  determination  theretofore  taken  or  had  by  said  board,  with  respect  to 
the  property  to  be  acquired,  and  the  filing  of  said  maps  or  plans  and 
memoranda  and  praying  for  the  appointment  of  such  commissioners  of 
appraisal.  Such  petition  shall  contain  a  general  description  of  all  the 
property  to,  or  in  or  over  or  appurtenant  to  which  any  title,  interest,  right, 
franchise,  easement,  term  or  privilege  is  sought  to  be  acquired  or  extin- 
guished ^  and  of  every  right,  franchise,  easement,  or  privilege  sought  to  be 
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acquired,  by  the  said  city  for  public  purposes,  each  lot  or  parcel  being 
more  particularly  described  by  a  reference  to  the  number  of  said  lot  or 
parcel  as  given  on  said  maps,  and  the  title,  interest,  right,  easement,  tena 
or  privilege  sought  to  be  acquired,  or  extinguished,  to  or  in  or  over  or 
appurtenant  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  shall  be  stated  in  said  petition. 
{27ius  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  44.  The  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal 
adviser  shall  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  by  publication  in  two  public 
newspapers  published  in  the  said  city,  of  his  intention  to  make  application 
to  the  said  court  for  the  appointment  of  such  commissioners  of  appraisal,, 
which  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  such  application,  shall 
briefly  state  the  object  of  the  application  and  shall  describe  the  property 
sought  to  be  acquired  or  affected.  A  statement  of  the  location  and 
boundaries  of  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  property  and  rights,  franchises, 
easements,  or  privileges  sought  to  be  taken  or  affected,  and  a  brief 
statement  as  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  the  title,  interest,  rights,, 
easements,  terms  or  privileges  therein  or  appurtenant  thereto,  sought  to* 
be  acquired  or  extinguished  with  a  reference  to  the  dates  and  places  of 
filing  the  said  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  shall  be  a  sufficient  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  sought  to  be  so  taken  or  affected.  Such  notice  shall 
be  so  published  daily,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  in  said  newspapers 
for  six  weeks  immediately  previous  to  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice  for 
the  presentation  of  each  petition.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws- 

§  45.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless  the  said 
court  shall  adjourn  said  application  to  a  subsequent  date,  and  in  that 
event  at  the  time  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  the  court,  upon 
due  proof  to  its  satisfaction  of  the  publication  aforesaid,  and  upon  filing 
the  said  petition,  shall  make  an  order  for  the  appointment  of  three  disin- 
terested freeholders,  residents  in  said  city,  as  commissioners  of  appraisal,, 
to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners  of 
property  so  to  be  taken  or  extinguished  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  this- 
act.  Such  order  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
commissioners.     ( This  section  added  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  46.  The  said  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  re- 
quired by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York,, 
and  shall  forthwith  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  said  city  is  situated.     ( This  section  added  by  chap.  752,  Laws  i894.)> 

§  47.  On  filing  said  oath  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  last  section, 
the  said  city  shall  be  and  become  seized  and  possessed  in  fee  or  absolute 
ownership  of  all  those  parcels  of  property,  rights,  terms,  franchises,  ease- 
ments and  privileges  which  are  in  the  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda 
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referred  to  in  section  forty  of  this  act,  described  as  parcels  of  property, 
rights,  franchises,  easements,  or  privileges  which  are  to  be  acquired,  and 
also  shall  become  seized  and  possessed  of  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises, 
easements  or  privileges  appurtenant  to  any  lots  or  parcels  of  property 
indicated  on  said  maps  or  plans  as  parcels  in  regard  to  which  it  is  deemed 
necessary  to  acquire  such  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges, 
or  the  said  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges  shall  be 
extinguished,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  the  said  board  for  the  said  city 
may  immediately,  or  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  take  possession  or 
enter  into  the  enjoyment  of  the  said  property,  rights,  terms,  franchises, 
easements  and  privileges,  or  of  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any 
suit  or  proceeding  at  law  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  board  for  the 
said  city,  or  any  person  or  persons  acting  under  their  or  its  authority, 
may  enter  upon  and  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  in  perpetuity  all  the  parcels 
of  property  and  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges 
appurtenant  to  any  of  the  parcels  of  property,  and  all  rights,  franchises, 
easements  and  privileges  described  on  said  maps  or  plans,  or  in  said 
memoranda,  for  any  of  the  purposes  authorized  and  provided  for  by  this 
act.  But  on  such  filing  of  the  said  oath  the  said  city  shall  be  and  become 
forthwith  liable  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  several  parcels  of  property 
and  the  several  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  apper- 
taining thereto,  and  of  the  said  rights,  franchises,  easements  and  pnvileges 
acquired  as  aforesaid,  for  the  true  and  respective  values  thereof,  together 
with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  fihng  the  said  oath,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  such  interest  shall  be  payable  to  any  owner  of  any  such 
property,  right,  term,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  during  any  period 
during  which  the  said  city  or  the  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  com- 
missioners may  by  any  resistance,  whether  by  legal  proceedings  or  other- 
wise of  such  owner  or  with  his  authority,  be  prevented  from  taking  pos- 
session thereof  or  enjoying  the  same;  and  provided,  further,  that  no 
action  shall  be  brought  to  recover  the  amount  of  such  value  or  interest 
unless  within  eighteen  months  after  the  filing  of  such  oath  a  report  shall 
not  have  been  duly  made  by  commissioners  of  appraisal  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  such  report  shall  not  have  been  confirmed  by  the  supreme 
court  as  herein  provided,  so  that  the  said  city  shall  be  liable  to  forthwith 
pay  the  amount  by  such  report  ascertained  to  be  due  for  such  value  or 
interest.     {TAus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  48.  Any  one  of  said  commissioners  of  appraisal  may  issue  subpoenas 
and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  they  or  any  one  of  them,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  others,  may  adjourn  the  proceedings,  from  time  to  time  in 
their  discrecion,  but  they  shall  continue  to  meet  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary  to  hear,  consider  and  determine  upon  all  claims  which  may 
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be  presented  to  them  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  In  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  refusal  or  neglect  to  serve  of  any  commissioner  of  ap- 
praisal* the  remaining  commissioner  or  commissioners  shall,  upon  ten 
days'  notice,  to  be  given  by  advertisement  in  the  newspapers  mentioned 
in  section  forty-four  of  this  act,  apply  to  the  supreme  court,  at  a  special 
or  general  term  thereof,  to  be  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said 
city  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  or  commissioners, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  occasioned.  In  case  of  the  death,, 
resignation  or  refusal  to  serve  of  all  the  commissioners  of  appraisal,  the 
said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  to  said 
city  shall,  on  giving  the  notice  required  in  this  section,  apply  to  the  said 
court  for  the  appointment  of  other  commissioners  of  appraisal.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  to  procure  from  the  counsel 
to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  the  third  set  of  maps  or 
plans  and  memoranda  provided  for  in  sections  forty  and  forty-two  of  this 
act.  They  shall  view  the  property  laid  down  on  said  map,  and  shall  hear 
the  proofs  and  allegations  of  any  owner,  lessee  or  other  person  in  any 
way  entitled  to  or  interested  in  the  property  to  be  acquired  or  extin- 
guished, or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof,  and  also  such  proofs  and  allega- 
tions as  may  be  offered  on  behalf  of  the  said  city.  They  shall  reduce 
the  testimony,  if  any,  taken  before  them  to  writing,  and  after  the  testi- 
mony is  closed,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  all  having  considered  the 
same,  and  having  an  opportunity  to  be  present,  shall  without  unnecessary 
delay,  ascertain  and  determine  the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be 
made  by  the  said  city  to  the  owners  or  persons  interested  in  the  property 
acquired  or  extinguished  by  said  proceedings.  The  said  commissioners 
of  appraisal  shall  make  reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the  supreme  court,. 
as  in  the  next  section  provided  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  taken 
before  them,  if  any,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  payment  hereinafter 
provided  for  their  services  and  expenses  to  be  paid  from  the  fund  herein- 
after specified.  The  said  commissioners  may  make  a  single  report  or 
may  make  reports  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  reach  their  several  de- 
cisions as  to  different  parcels  of  property.  {Thus  amended  by  chap,  5x9^ 
Laws  1895.) 

§  49.  The  said  commissioners*  shall  prepare  a  report  or  reports,  to 
which  shall  be  annexed  the  third  set  of  maps  or  plans  and  memo- 
randa referred  to  in  section  forty-two  of  this  act  and  therein  denomi- 
nated the  third  set  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  them.  Each  said 
report  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  property  so  taken  or 
affected,  with  a  reference  to  the  map  upon  which  the  same  is  required 
to  be  indicated;  a  statement  of  the  sums  estimated  and  determined  upon 
by  them,  as  a  just  compensation  for  the  same  to  be  made  by  the  city 
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to  the  owners  or  persons  interested  therein,  and  the  names  of  such 
owners  and  persons ;  but  in  all  and  each  and  every  case  or  cases  where 
one  or  more  of  the  owners  and  persons  interested,  or  their  respective 
-estates  or  interests,  are  unknown,  or  not  fully  known,  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  appraisal,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  them  to  set  forth  and  state  in 
general  terms  the  respective  sums  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  owners 
of  and  persons  interested  therein,  generally,  without  specifying  the  names 
or  estates  or  interests  of  such  owner  or  persons  interested,  or  any  or  either 
of  them.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  50.  Each  said  report,  signed  by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majorit}'  of 
ihem,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said 
city  is  situated,  and  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  shall,  in  each  case, 
notify  the  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  adviser  to  said 
city,  as  soon  as  any  such  report  is  filed,  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  519, 
Laws  1895.) 

§  51.  The  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser, 
or,  in  case  of  his  neglect  to  do  so  within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of 
such  filing,  then  any  person  mterested  in  the  proceedings  shall  give  notice 
that  the  said  report  will  be  presented  for  confirmation  to  the  supreme 
court,  at  a  special  term  thereof,  to  be  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which 
said  city  is  situated,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  said  notice. 
The  said  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
filing  of  the  report,  and  shall  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  such  city,  for  at  least  two  weeks  immediately  prior  to  the  pres- 
entation of  said  report  for  confirmation.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  519,

§  52.  The  application  for  the  confirmation  of  each  such  report  shall 
"be  made  to  the  supreme  court  at  a  special  term  thereof,  held  in  the 
judicial  district  in  which  said  city  is  situated.  Upon  the  hearing  of  the 
application  for  the  confirmation  thereof  the  said  court  shall  confirm  such 
report,  and  make  an  order  containing  a  recital  of  the  substance  of  the 
proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  appraisal,  with  a  general  description  of  the 
property  appraised  and  for  which  compensation  is  to  be  made,  and  shall 
also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  and  whether  or  not  any 
part  thereof,  and,  if  so,  what  part,  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  comp- 
troller or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said  city  with  the  chamberlain  of 
said  city,  or  if  there  be  no  chamberlain,  with  a  bank  or  trust  company 
to  be  designated  by  said  court.  Such  report  when  so  confirmed  shall, 
except  in  the  case  of  an  appeal,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  final  and 
conclusive,  as  well  upon  the  said  city  as  upon  owners  and  all  persons 
interested  in  or  entitled  to  said  property,  and  also  upon  all  other  persons 
whomsoever.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  519,  Laws  1895.) 
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§  53.  The  said  city  shall,  within  four  calendar  months  after  the  con- 
firmation of  any  report  of  the  commissioners  of  appraisal,  pay  to  the 
respective  owners  and  bodies  politic  or  corporate  mentioned  or  referred 
to  in  said  report,  in  whose  favor  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  shall  be  esti- 
xnated  and  reported  by  said  commissioners,  the  respective  sum  or  sums 
so  estimated  and  reported  in  their  favor  respectively,  with  legal  interest 
thereon  from  the  date  of  filing  the  oath  of  said  commissioners,  and  in 
case  of  neglect  or  default  in  the  payment  of  the  same  within  the  time 
aforesaid,  the  respective  person  or  persons  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate, 
in  whose  favor  the  same  shall  be  so  reported,  his,  her  or  their  executors, 
administrators,  successors  or  assigns  at  any  time  or  times  after  applica- 
tion first  made  by  him,  her  or  them,  to  the  comptroller  or  other  chief 
financial  officer  of  said  city  for  payment  thereof,  may  sue  for  and  recover 
the  same,  with  lawful  interest  as  aforesaid,  and  the  costs  of  suit,  in 
any  proper  form  of  action  against  the  said  city  in  any  court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  and  in  which  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  gen- 
erally for  so  much  money  due  to  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  therein  by 
-virtue  of  this  act  for  property  taken  or  extinguished  for  the  purposes 
herein  mentioned,  and  the  report  of  said  commissioners,  with  proof  of  the 
right  and  title  of  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  to  the  sum  or  sums  demanded 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  such  suit  or  action.  ( Thus  amended  by 
^hap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  54.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners,  person  or  persons  interested  in 
any  property  taken  or  affected  in  such  proceeding,  or  in  whose  favor  any 
such  sum  or  sums  or  compensation  shall  be  so  reported,  shall  be  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  of  unsound  mind  or  absent  from  the  city, 
and  also  in  all  cases  where  the  name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners, 
person  or  persons,  interested  in  any  such  property  shall  not  be  set  forth 
or  mentioned  in  said  report  or  where  the  said  owner  or  owners,  person  or 
persons,  being  named  therein,  can  not,  upon  diligent  inquiry,  be  found, 
or  where  there  are  adverse  or  conflicting  claims  to  the  money  awarded  as 
compensation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  city  to  pay  the  sum  or  sums 
mentioned  in  said  report,  payable,  or  that  would  be  coming  to  such 
owner  cr  owners,  person  or  persons,  respectively,  with  interest,  as  afore- 
said, to  the  chamberlain  of  said  city,  or,  if  there  be  no  chamberlain,  then 
to  any  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  court  in  the  order  con- 
iirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  appraisal,  to  the  credit  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  person  or  persons,  and  such  payment  shall  be  as  valid 
and  effectual  in  all  respects  as  if  made  to  the  said  owner  or  owners,  per- 
son or  persons,  interested  therein,  respectively,  according  to  their  just 
rights;  and,  provided,  also,  that  in  all  and  each  and  every  such  case  and 
cases  where  any  sum  or  sums  or  compensation  reported  by  the  commis-

tfioners  in  favor  of  any  person  or  persons  or  parties  whatsoever,  whether 
named  or  not  named  in  said  report,  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  or  persons, 
or  party  or  parties,  whomsoever,  when  the  same  shall  of  right  belong  and 
ought  to  have  been  paid  to  some  other  person  or  persons,  or  party  or 
parties,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons,  or  party  or  parties,  to 
whom  the  same  ought  to  have  been  paid,  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same, 
with  lawful  interest  and  costs  of  suit,  as  so  much  money  had  and  received 
to  his,  her  or  their  use  by  the  person  or  persons,  party  or  parties,  respec- 
tively, to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  paid.  (TAis  sectwn  addtd

§  55.  Every  owner  or  person  in  any  way  interested  in  any  property  taken 
or  extinguished  as  contemplated  in  this  act,  if  he  intends  to  make  claim 
for  compensation  for  such  taking  or  extinguishment,  shall  within  three 
years  after  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  exhibit  to 
the  said  commissioners  a  statement  of  his  claim,  and  shall  thereupon  be 
entitled  to  offer  testimony  and  to  be  heard  before  them  touching  such 
claim  and  the  compensation  proper  to  be  made  him,  and  to  have  a  deter- 
mination made  by  such  commissioners  of  appraisal  as  to  the  amount  of 
such  compensation.  Every  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  present  such 
claim  within  said  time  shall  be  deemed  to  have  surrendered  his  claim  for 
such  compensation,  except  so  far  as  he  may  be  entitled,  as  such  owner 
or  person  interested,  to  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  sum  of  money  awarded 
by  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  as  a  just  compensation  for  taking  or 
extinguishing  the  property  owned  by  said  person,  or  in  which  the  said 
person  is  interested.     {This  section  ctdded  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  56.  Payment  of  the  compensation  awarded  by  said  commissioners 
of  appraisal  to  the  persons  named  in  their  report  (if  not  infants  or  persons 
of  unsound  mind)  shall,  in  the  absence  of  notice  to  the  said  city  or  other 
claimants  to  such  award,  protect  the  said  city.  ( This  section  added  by 
chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  57.  Said  commissioners  of  appraisal  may  in  their  discretion  take  up 
any  specified  claim  or  claims,  and  finally  ascertain  and  determine  the 
compensation  to  be  made  thereon,  and  make  a  separate  report  with  refer- 
ence thereto,  annexing  to  said  report  a  copy  of  so  much  of  the  set  of 
maps  or  plans  and  memoranda  referred  to  in  section  forty-two  of  this  act 
as  indicates  the  property  so  reported  on.  Such  report  shall,  as  to  claims 
therein  specified,  be  the  report  required  in  this  act,  and  the  subsequent 
action  with  reference  thereto,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  as  though 
;io  other  claim  were  embraced  in  said  proceeding,  which,  however,  shall 
continue  as  to  all  claims  upon  which  no  such  determination  and  report 
is  made.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  58.  Within  twenty  days  after  notice  of  the  confirmation  of  the  report 
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of  the  commissioners,  as  provided  for  in  section  fifty-two  of  this  act, 
-which  notice  may,  as  to  parties  who  have  not  appeared  before  the  com- 
missioners, be  given  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  fifty-one  of  this 
act,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  comt  in 
the  department  in  which  such  commissioners  were  appointed,  from  the 
appraisal  and  report  of  the  conmaissioners  and  the  order  confirming  the 
same.     Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  upon  due  notice  thereof  being  given 
according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  said  court.     On  the  heanng  of 
such  appeal  the  court  may  direct  a  new  appraisal  and  determination  of 
any  question  passed  upon,  by  the  same  or  new  commissioners,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, and  from  any  determination  of  the  general  term  either  party,  if 
aggrieved,  may  take  an  appeal,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by 
the  court  of  appeals.    In  the  case  of  anew  appraisal  the  second  report  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  the  parties  and  persons  interested.     If  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  made  by  such  city  is  increased  by  the 
second  report,  the  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  or  other 
chief  financial  officer  of  said  city,  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same,  or 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  chamberlain,  or  bank  or  trust  company,  as 
the  court  may  direct,  and  if  the  amount  is  diminished  the  difference  shall 
"be  refunded  to  the  said  city  by  the  party  to  whom  the  same  may  have 
been  paid,  and  judgment  therefor  may  be  rendered  by  the  court  on  the  filing 
of  the  second  report  against  the  party  liable  to  pay  the  same.     But  the 
taking  of  an  appeal  by  any  person  or  persons  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the 
proceedings  under  this  act  except  as  to  the  particular  property  with  which 
the  said  appeal  is  concerned.     Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  upon  the  evi- 
dence taken  before  said  commissioners,  and  any  affidavits  as  to  irregular- 
ities, and  three  printed  copies  of  such  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
said  city  to  the  party  taking  the  appeal,  within  ten  days  after  the  appeal 
is  perfected,  and  such  appeal  may  be  heard  on  the  evidence  so  furnished, 
and  may  be  taken  without  security  thereon.     (This  section  added  by  chap. 
752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  59.  The  supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said  city  is 
situated  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  amend  any  defect  or  informality 
in  any  of  the  special  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  to  direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in 
interest  as  it  deems  proper,  and  also  to  appoint  other  commissioners  in 
place  of  any  who  shall  die,  or  refuse,  or  neglect  to  serve  or  be  incapable 
of  serving,  or  be  removed.  And  the  said  court  may  at  any  time  remove 
any  commissioner  of  appraisal  who  in  its  judgment  shall  be  incapable  of 
serving,  or  who  shall  for  any  reason  in  its  judgment  be  an  unfit  person  to 
serve  as  such  commissioner.  The  cause  of  such  removal  shall  be  specified 
in  the  order  making  the  same.     If  in  any  particular  it  shall  at  any  time 
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be  found  necessary  to  amend  any  pleading  or  proceeding  or  to  supply 
any  defect  therein  arising  in  the  course  of  any  special  proceeding  author- 
ized by  this  act,  the  same  may  be  amended  or  supplied  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  supreme  court,  which  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  such  amendment  or  correction.  Wherever  in  this  act  reference  is 
made  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  for  the  district  in 
which  said  city  is  situated,  whenever  said  general  term  shall  be  superseded 
thereby.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  60.  All  property  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  acquired  for  public  uses  and  purpose, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  affording  increased  facilities  for  rapid  transit 
between  points  within  the  city  acquiring  such  property.  (This  section 
cuided  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  61.  The  moneys  necessary  and  sufficient  to  be  paid  for  any  property, 
acquired  in  any  manner  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  all 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  surveying,  locating,  and  acquiring  title  to 
such  property,  and  for  surveying  and  locating  the  same,  and  for  prepar- 
ing the  necessary  maps  and  plans  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  raised 
and  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  issued  and  sold  as  provided  by 
section  thirty-seven  of  this  act,  and  all  such  expenses  so  incurred  in  survey- 
ing, locating  and  acquiring  title,  and  for  preparing  necessary  maps  and 
plans  and  also  those  incurred  as  provided  in  the  next  section  shall  be 
deemed  a  part  of  and  included  in  the  cost  of  constructing  the  road  or 
roads,  the  construction  of  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  acquire  the 
property  in  the  course  of  the  Acquisition  of  which  such  expenses  may  be 
incurred.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

§  62.  The  commissioners  of  appraisal  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this 
act  shall  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each 
day  actually  employed.  They  may  employ  the  necessary  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  surveyors.  The  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  princi- 
pal legal  adviser  to  said  city  shall,  either  in  person  or  by  such  counsel  as 
he  shall  designate  for  the  purpose,  appear  for  and  protect  the  interests  of 
the  city  in  all  proceedings  in  court  and  before  the  commissioners.  The 
fees  of  the  commissioners  and  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  their  em- 
ployes, and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  the  said  proceedings 
provided  for  by  this  act,  and  such  allowance  for  counsel  fees  as  may  be 
made  by  order  of  the  court,  and  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by 
said  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said 
counsel  designated  by  him  for  the  proper  presentation  and  defense  of  the 
interests  of  said  city  before  said  commissioners  and  in  court,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said  dty  out  of  the 
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funds  referred  to  in  the  last  preceding  section.  But  such  fees  and  ex- 
penses  shall  not  be  paid  until  they  have  been  taxed  before  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said  city  is  situated  upon 
five  days'  notice  to  the  counsel  to  the  corporation,  or  other  chief  legal  ad- 
viser of  said  city.  Such  allowance  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  the  limits 
prescribed  by  section  thirty-two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure.     (TTiis  s^ciion  added  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  63.  In  case  it  shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  people  as  provided 
by  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  four  to  construct  by 
and  at  the  city's  expense,  then  and  in  that  event  the  road  or  roads 
so  constructed  shall  be  and  remain  the  absolute  property  of  the  city 
so  constructing  it  or  them,  and  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  a  part 
of  the  public  streets  and  highways  of  said  city,  to  be  used  and  en- 
joyed by  the  public  upon  the  payment  of  such  fares  and  tolls,  and 
subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  imposed 
and  provided  for  by  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners 
in  said  city.  {This  section  added  by  chap.  752,  Laws  1894,  and  amended 
by  chap.  519,  Laws  1895.) 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  ACT. 

§  64.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  in  any  manner  affect 
chapter  six  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  entitled  "An  act  to  further  provide  for  the  construction  and  operation 
of  a  steam  railway  or  railways  in  the  counties  of  this  state,"  or  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary  thereto,  or  article  five  of  chapter 
five  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
known  as  the  railroad  law,  except  so  far  as  the  said  acts,  or  either  of 
them,  would,  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed,  authorize  the  appointment 
hereafter  of  any  commissioners  applied  for  as  provided  in  section  one  of 
said  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  or  in  section  one  hundred 
and  twenty  of  said  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  in  any  city  or 
cities  containing  a  population  of  over  one  million  inhabitants,  according 
to  the  last  preceding  national  or  state  census,  or  authorize  any  commis- 
sioners already  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  act  or  acts 
in  any  such  city  or  cities,  to  fiJi,  determine  or  locate  any  new  route  or 
routes,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  either  of  said  acts.  This  act  shall 
not  be  construed  in  any  manner  to  affect  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  at 
any  time,  and  from  time  to  time  hereafter,  of  any  right  or  rights  hereto- 
fore acquired,  exercised  or  enjoyed  by  any  corporation  heretofore  duly 
incorporated  and  organized  or  deriving  powers  and  rights  under  the  laws 
of  this  state.     This  act  shall  not  affect  or  impair  the  exercise  or  enjoyment 
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of  any  right  or  rights  now  possessed  or  heretofore  acquired  or  heretofore 
authorized  to  be  acquired,  exercised  or  enjoyed  by  any  street  surface 
railroad  corporation,  except  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  and 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  in  any  manner  affect  chapter 
one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  entitled 
•"An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations,  and  to  regulate 
the  same,"  or  either  of  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supple- 
mentary thereto.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  in  any 
manner  affect  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  known  as  the  railroad  law,  except  as  hereinabove 
expressly  provided,  or  except  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  the  same  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  nothing  in  this  section  contained 
shall  prevent  the  board  of  rapid  transit  railroad  commissioners  from  laying 
out  a  route  for  a  railway  and  constructing  a  railway,  and  such  board 
shall  have  the  right  to  lay  out  such  route  and  construct  such  railway, 
over,  under,  along  or  across  any  street  in,  along,  imder  or  over  which 
there  shall  be  any  existing  railway,  provided  that  the  routes  so  laid  out 
by  the  said  board  and  the  railway  so  constructed  by  it  shall  so  pass  over 
or  under  or  at  the  side  of  such  existmg  railway  as  not  to  interfere  with 
its  operation.     (Thus  amended  by  chap,  519,  Laws  1895.) 

lYO  SURFACE   ROADS  T7NDER  ACT. 

§  65.  No  railroad  shall  be  constructed  or  operated  upon  the  surface 
of  any  street,  avenue  or  highway  in  the  city  of  New  York  under  the 
provisions  or  authority  of  this  act.  ( The  number  of  this  section  was 
changed  from  35  /<^  65  /^^  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 


§  66.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  local  or  general  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.  (The  number  of  this  section  was  changed  from 
35  to  66  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  67.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  {The  number  of  this 
section  was  changed  from  37  to  67  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894,) 

§  10.  Whenever  it  is  expressly  provided  in  the  act  hereby  amended 
that  any  act  of  the  board  of  rapid  transit  raihoad  commissioners  shall 
be  done  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  four  of  the  members  of  said  board, 
the  act  hereby  amended  is  further  amended  so  as  to  provide  in  such 
cases  that  such  vote  shall  be  that  of  six  of  such  members,  {Thus 
amended  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  II.  The  commissioners  of  rapid  transit  heretofore  appointed  under 
the  act  hereby  amended,  or  who  became  such  commissioners  by  its 
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terms,  upon  the  organization  of  the  board  which  shall  succeed  them 
pursuant  to  said  act  as  hereby  amended,  shall  cease  to  be  such  commis- 
sioners and  shall  transfer  and  deliver  to  the  board  of  rapid  transit 
railroad  commissioners,  provided  for  by  the  act  hereby  amended,  as  so 
amended,  all  furniture,  books,  maps,  records,  plans  and  other  papers  and 
property  of  what  kind  soever  appertaining  or  belonging  to  or  in  the 
custody  of  the  board  of  which  they  were  commissioners,  or  in  their 
possession,  or  imder  their  control  as  such  commissioners,  or  held  by 
them,  or  for  which  they  are  responsible  in  their  official  capacity.  The 
expenses  incurred  by  said  commissioners  for  which  an  appropriation  or 
appropriations  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  section  ten  of  the  act 
hereby  amended,  shall  be  paid  upon  vouchers  to  be  furnished  by  said 
commissioners  and  otherwise,  as  provided  in  said  section.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  also  be  entitled  to  receive  a  reasonable  compensation 
for  the  services  which  have  been  rendered  by  them,  which  may  have 
been,  or  which  shall  be,  determined  on  their  application  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  said  section.  The  comptroller,  or  other  chief  financial 
officer  of  said  city,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  and  sell 
revenue  bonds  of  such  city  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  taxes,  and 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  pay  said  compensation  so  ascer- 
tained and  determined,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  principal 
and  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of  said  city 
for  the  year  next  following  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  same.  (T^us 
amended  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  12.  The  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railway  commissioners  shall 
cause  the  question,  whether  such  railway  or  railways  shall  be  constructed 
by  the  city  and  at  the  public  expense,  to  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  city  within  which  such  railway  or  railways  is  or 
are  to  be  constructed,  and  to  that  end  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
board,  after  completion  of  the  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  as  required 
by  the  act  hereby  amended,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  next  general 
election,  to  file  with  the  public  officer  or  officers  within  the  county  in 
which  such  city  is  located,  who  may  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  printing 
the  ballots  to  be  used  at  such  election,  a  request  that  separate  ballots  be 
printed  and  supplied  to  such  electors,  one-half  in  number  of  which  shall 
read  :  "  For  municipal  construction  of  rapid  transit  road,"  and  the  other 
half  in  number  of  said  ballots  shall  read,  '*  Against  municipal  construe^ 
tion  of  rapid  transit  road."  Upon  such  request  being  so  filed,  such  ballots 
shall  be  printed  and  supplied  to  such  electors  at  such  general  election, 
and  separate  ballot  boxes  shall  be  provided  for  the  reception  of  the  same 
in  each  election  district  within  such  city,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
s\x  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
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entitled  ''  An  act  in  relation  to  the  elections  constituting  chapter  six  of 
the  general  laws,"  and  any  act  or  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental 
thereto  shall  apply  thereto  as  far  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  allow. 
No  ballot  which  may  be  provided  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
invalid  by  reason  of  an  error  in  dimensions,  style  of  printing,  or  other 
formal  defect,  or  through  having  been  deposited  in  the  wrong  ballot  box, 
but  all  of  such  ballots  shall  be  canvassed  and  returned  as  if  such  formal 
defect  had  not  existed,  or  as  if  they  had  been  deposited  in  the  box 
provided  for  the  purpose.  Upon  the  canvass  of  such  votes  by  the  board 
of  county  canvassers  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  located,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  file  with  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a 
statement  which  shall  declare  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  said  city 
"for  municipal  construction  of  rapid  transit  road,"  and  the  total  number 
so  cast  therein  "  against  municipal  construction  of  rapid  transit  road.** 
And  the  said  railway  or  railways  shall  be  constructed  by  the  said  city  and 
at  the  public  expense,  if  it  shall  be  found  from  such  statements  so  filed 
that  there  is  a  majority  of  the  votes  so  cast  in  favor  of  such  municipal 
construction.     {Thus  amended  by  chap,  752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  13.  In  case  the  majority  of  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  in 
favor  of  such  municipal  construction  of  said  railway  or  railways,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  rapid  transit  railway  commissioners  within 
thirty  days  after  the  official  declaration  of  the  said  vote  to  proceed  to 
construct  the  said  railway  or  railways,  and  to  make  and  let  all  contracts 
required  for  the  performance  of  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  and  i>er- 
formed  in  and  about  the  construction  thereof.  All  such  contracts  must, 
before  execution,  be  approved  as  to  form  by  the  counsel  to  the  corpora* 
tion,  or  other  chief  legal  adviser  for  said  city.  {^Thus  amended  by  chap^ 
752,  Laws  1894.) 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately;  except  that  the  building  of 
said  road,  or  the  sale  of  the  franchises  as  provided  for  in  sections  seven 
and  thirty-four  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  as  so  amended,  is  postponed 
until,  and  made  dependent  upon,  the  determination  of  that  question  by 
the  vote  of  the  people  as  called  for  by  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  this 
act.     (Thus  amended  by  chap.  752,  Jmws  1894.) 

OHAP.  102,  LAWS  OF  1802. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  rapid  transit  railways  in 
cities  having  over  one  million  inhabitants." 
§  38^.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  company  incorporated  for  the 

purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  or  operating  a  bridge  or  bridges 
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connecting  a  city  of  more  than  one  million  inhabitants  with  any  other 
city  in  this  state,  and  by  the  act  of  incorporation  of  which  authority 
shall  have  been  conferred  or  intended  to  be  conferred,  to  construct, 
maintain  or  operate,  as  a  part  of  or  in  connection  with  its  bridge,  an 
approach  or  approaches  thereto  extending  generally  in  an  easterly  and 
westerly  direction,  may  determine  in  lieu  of  constructing  such  approach 
or  approaches,  to  build,  maintain  and  operate  an  elevated  railway, 
the  route  of  which  shall  be  coincident  with  the  route  of  such 
approach  or  approaches  as  defined  in  said  act,  and  shall  adopt  a  gen- 
eral plan  for  the  construction  thereof,  and  which  shall  show  the  general 
mode  of  operation,  and  contain  such  details  as  to  manner  of  construc- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  extent  to  which  any  street, 
avenue,  or  other  public  place  is  to  be  encroached  upon  and  the  property 
abutting  thereon  affected,  a  copy  of  which  plan  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  common  council  of  the  city  in  which  the  same  is  to  be  located^ 
Such  proceedings  shall  thereupon  be  had  by  such  common  council  as 
are  provided  by  section  five  of  this  act,  as  though  such  plans  had  been 
transmitted  by  the  rapid  transit  commissioners  as  contemplated  in  said 
section.  Provided,  that  where,  in  any  such  city  the  exclusive  control 
of  any  street,  route,  highway  or  avenue,  which  is  to  be  occupied  by  any 
railway  or  railways  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  is 
by  law  vested  in  any  local  authority  other  than  the  common  council  of 
such  city,  the  approval  of  the  aforesaid  plans,  and  consent  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  railway  thereunder  shall  be  given  by  such  local  authority 
in  place  of,  and  if  required  in  addition  to  such  approval  and  consent  by 
such  common  council,  and  with  like  effect.  Upon  obtaining  the 
approval  and  consent  of  the  local  authorities  as  in  said  section  provided, 
the  said  board  of  directors  shall  take  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain,  if  pos- 
sible, the  consent  of  the  property  owners  along  the  line  of  the  said  route 
or  routes,  and  all  proceedings  in  respect  of  such  consents  or  when  such 
consents  cannot  be  obtained  shall  be  similar  in  all  respects  to  the  pro- 
ceedings in  said  section  provided.  Any  consent  of  the  local  authorities 
to  construct  or  operate  such  railway  shall  be  given  only  upon  the  condi- 
tion that  the  rate  of  fare  upon  such  elevated  railway  shall  not  exceed  five 
cents  for  each  passenger,  and  that  payment  of  such  fare  shall  entitle  each 
passenger  to  and  from  such  elevated  railroad  to  free  transit  across  the 
bridge  or  bridges  with  which  it  is  intended  to  connect  the  same.  When 
the  consents  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  property  owners,  or  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  authorization  of  the  supreme  court  upon  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  shall  have  been  obtained,  and  the  said  company  shall 
have  accepted  such  condition  it  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  corporations 
formed  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  authorized  to  build,  construct,  maintain 
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and  operate  such  elevated  railway  or  railways,  but  all  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  of  any  act  requiring  the  sale  of  the  right,  privilege 
and  franchise  of  construction,  maintaining  and  operating  such  railway  or 
railways,  or  requLnng  a  corporation  or  corporations  to  be  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  such  right,  privilege  and  franchise,  and  ail  other 
provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  act  inconsistent  with  this  section,  are 
Hereby  declared  inapplicable  to  such  elevated  railway  and  to  such  com- 
pany. The  entire  route  of  any  elevated  railway  constructed  under  the 
provii'ions  of  this  section  shall  not  exceed  three  miles  in  length,  nor  shall 
any  part  of  said  railway,  except  at  the  termini  thereof  be  less  than  sixteen 
feet  above  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  or  less  than  fourteen  feet 
above  any  existing  elevated  railway,  which  may  be  crossed,  intervened 
or  intersected  thereby.  The  said  railway  may  be  located  and  constructed 
so  as  to  cross  any  intersecting  street,  avenue,  highway  or  place  otherwise 
exempted,  except  that  no  public  park  shall  be  occupied  or  crossed 
thereby,  the  structure  of  such  elevated  railway  shall  be  liable  to  taxation 
as  provided  by  law  for  similar  structures.  ( Thus  amended  by  chawing 
the  number  of  the  section  from  38  A?  38^1,  by  chap.  519,  Loads  1895.)

CARRIERS  AND  TRANSPORTATION  SUBJECT  TO  THE  ACT.  , 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled y  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  apply  to  any  common  carrier  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad 
and  partly  by  water  when  both  are  used,  under  a  common  control,  man- 
agement, or  arrangement,  for  a  continuous  carriage  or  shipment,  from 
one  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
to  any  other  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  to  an  adjacent  foreign 
country,  or  from  any  place  in  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  cotm- 
try  to  any  other  place  in  the  United  States,  and  also  to  the  transportation 
in  like  manner  of  property  shipped  from  any  place  in  the  United  States 
to  a  foreign  country  and  carried  from  such  place  to  a  port  of  transship- 
ment, or  shipped  from  a  foreign  country  to  any  place  in  the  United 
States  and  carried  to  such  place  from  a  port  of  entry  either  in  the  United 
States  or  an  adjacent  foreign  country :  Provided ^  however ^  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  01 
property,  or  to  the  receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  property, 
wholly  within  one  state,  and  not  shipped  to  or  from  a  foreign  countr} 
from  or  to  any  state  or  territory  as  aforesaid. 

ITVaAT    THE    TERMS    "RAILROAD"    AND    "TRANSPORTATION' 
INCLUDE. 

The  term  ''  railroad  "  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  all  bridges  and 
ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection  with  any  railroad,  and  also  all  the 
road  in  use  by  any  corporation  operating  a  railroad,  whether  owned  or 
operated  under  a  contract,  agreement  or  lease ;  and  the  term  '*  transporta- 
tion "  shall  include  all  instrumentalities  of  shipment  or  carriage. 

CHAROES  MUST  BE  REASONABLE  AND  JUST. 

All  charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  as  aforesaid,  or  in  connection 
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therewith,  or  for  the  receiving,  delivering,  storage,  or  handling  of  such 
property,  shall  be  reasonable  and  jijst ;  and  every  unjust  and  unreason- 
able charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  tinlawfuL 

UNJUST  DIBCRIItflNATIOlT  DCFINBD  AKD  FORBIDDEN. 

§  2.  That  if  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  ot 
other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  per- 
sons a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered,  or  to  be 
rendered,  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects,  or  receives  from 
any  other  person  or  persons  for  doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  con- 
temporaneous service  in  the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic  under 
substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  such  common  carrier 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited 
and  declared  to  be  unlawful.

UNDUE  OR  UNREASONABLE  PREFERENCE  OR  ADVANTAQE  FOR- 
BIDDEN. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  imreasonable  prefer- 
ence or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation, 
or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  in  any  respect  what- 
soever, or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation, 
or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  to  any  undue  or  un- 
reasonable prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

FACHJTIES  FOR  INTERCHANGE  OF  TRAFFIC. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  powers,  afford  all  reasonable,  proper,  and 
equal  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their  respective  lines, 
and  for  the  receiving,  forwarding  and  delivering  of  passengers  and  prop- 
erty to  and  from  their  several  lines  and  those  connecting  therewith,  and 
shall  not  discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges  between  such  connecting 
lines ;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  any  such  common  car- 
rier to  give  the  use  of  its  tracks  or  terminal  facilities  to  another  carrier 
engaged  in  like  business. 

LONO  AND  SHORT  HAUL  PROVISION 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the 
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aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  like  kind  of  property, 
under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  for  a  shorter 
than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  the 
shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance;  but  this  shall  not  be 
construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier  within  the  terms  of  this  act 
to  charge  and  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer 
distance :  Provided^  however y  that  upon  application  to  the  conmiission 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may,  in 
special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  commission,  be  authorized  to 
charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  property;  and  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier  may  be  re- 
lieved from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  act. 

j>OOIiINQ   OF   FREIOHTS    AND   DIYISION  OF    EARNINQS   FOR- 
BIDDEN. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement  or  combina- 
tion with  any  other  common  carrier  or  carriers  for  the  pooling  of  freights 
of  different  and  competing  railroads,  or  to  divide  between  them  the  ag- 
^egate  or  net  proceeds  of  the  earnings  of  such  railroads,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof;  and  in  any  case  of  an  agreement  for  the  pooling  of  freights 
as  aforesaid,  each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
•offense. 

7R1NTINQ  AND  POBTINO  OF  SCHBDUZ^BS  OF  RATB,  FARSS  AND 


§  6.  That  every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  print  and  keep  open  to  public  inspection  schedules  showing  the 
rates  and  fares  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
property  which  any  such  common  carrier  has  established  and  which  are 
in  force  at  the  time  upon  its  route.  The  schedules  printed  as  aforesaid 
"by  any  such  common  carrier  shall  plainly  state  k  '  ^laces  upon  its  rail- 
road between  which  property  and  passengers  will  be  cairied,  and  shall  con- 
tain the  classification  of  freight  in  force,  and  shall  also  state  separately 
the  terminal  charges  and  any  rules  or  regulations  which  in  any  wise 
change,  affect  or  determine  any  part  or  the  aggregate  of  such  aforesaid 
rates  and  fares  and  charges.  Such  schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed  in 
large  type,  and  copies  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  posted  in  two 
public  and  conspicuous  places,  in  every  depot,  station,  or  office  of  such 
carrier  where  passengers  or  freight,  respectively,  are  received  for  trans- 
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portation,  in  such  form  that  they  shall  be  accessible  to  the  public  and 
can  be  conveniently  inspected. 

PRINTINa  AND  POSTINQ  OF  SCHEDULES  OF  RATES  ON  FREiaHT 
CARRIED  THROUOH  A  FOREIGN  COUNTRT. 

Any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  receiving 
freight  in  the  United  States  to  be  carried  through  a  foreign  country  to 
any  place  in  the  United  States  shall  also  in  like  manner  print  and  keep 
open  to  public  inspection,  at  every  depot  or  office  where  such  freight  is 
received  for  shipment,  schedules  showing  the  through  rates  established 
and  charged  by  such  common  carrier  to  all  points  in  the  United  States 
beyond  the  foreign  country  to  which  it  accepts  freight  for  shipment; 
and  any  freight  shipped  from  the  United  States  through  a  foreign  country 
into  the  United  States,  the  through  rate  on  which  shall  nut  have  been 
made  public  as  required  by  this  act,  shall,  before  it  is  admitted  into  the 
United  States  from  said  foreign  country,  be  subject  to  customs  duties  as 
if  said  freight  were  of  foreign  production ;  and  any  law  in  conflict  with 
this  section  is  hereby  repealed. 

TEN  DATS'  PCTBUC  NOTICE  OF  ADVANCE  IN  RATES  MUST  BE 
GIVEN ;  TECREE  DATS'  PUBLIC  NOTICE  OF  REDXrcnON  IN 
RATES  MUST  BE  GIVEN. 

No  advance  shall  be  made  in  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  which  have 
been  established  and  published  as  aforesaid  by  any  common  carrier  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  except  after  ten  days* 
public  notice,  which  shall  plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made 
in  the  schedule  then  in  force,  and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates, 
fares,  or  charges  will  go  into  effect ;  and  the  proposed  changes  shall  be 
shown  by  printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the 
schedules  in  force  at  the  time  and  kept  open  to  public  inspection.  Re- 
ductions in  such  published  rates,  fares,  or  charges  shall  only  be  made 
after  three  days'  previous  public  notice,  to  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
that  notice  of  an  advance  in  rates  must  be  given. 

PX7BLISHED  RATES  NOT  TO  BE  DEVIATED  FROM. 

And  when  any  such  common  carrier  shall  have  established  and  pub- 
lished its  rates,  fares,  and  charges  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  common  carrier  to  charge, 
demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less 
compensation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  any 
services  in  connection  therewith,  than  is  specified  in  such  published 
schedule  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  may  at  the  time  be  in  force. 
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copies  of  schedules  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  must 
be  filed  tvith  commission;  copies  of  contracts, 

AGREEMENTS  AND  ARRANGEMENT  MUST  BE  FILED  177ITH 
COMIVUSSION;  JOINT  TARIFFS  MUST  BE  FILED  WITH 
COMMISSION;  POWER  OF  COMMISSION  TO  PRBSCRIBB 
PUBLICITY. 

Every  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  file 
with  the  commission  hereinafter  provided  for  copies  of  its  schedules  of 
rates,  fares  and  charges  which  have  been  established  and  published  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  shall  promptly 
notify  said  commission  of  all  changes  made  in  the  same.  Every  such 
common  carrier  shall  also  file  with  said  commission  copies  of  all  contracts, 

I 

agreements  or  arrangements,  with  other  common  carriers  in  relation  to 
any  traffic  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  which  it  may  be  a 
party.  And  in  cases  where  passengers  and  freight  pass  over  continuous 
lines  or  routes  operated  by  more  than  one  common  carrier,  and  the 
several  common  carriers  operating  such  lines  or  routes  establish  joint 
tariffs  of  rates  or  fares  or  charges  for  such  continuous  lines  or  routes, 
copies  of  such  joint  tariffs  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  be  filed  with  said 
commission.  Such  joint  rates,  fares  and  charges  on  such  continuous 
lines  so  filed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  public  by  such  common  carriers 
when  directed  by  said  commission,  in  so  far  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  commission,  be  deemed  practicable ;  and  said  commission  shall  from 
time  to  time  prescribe  the  measure  of  publicity  which  shall  be  given  to 
such  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  to  such  part  of  them  as  it  may  deem  it 
practicable  for  such  common  carriers  to  publish,  and  the  places  in  which 
they  shall  be  published. 

TEN  DATS'  NOTICE  TO  COMMISSION  OF  ADVANCE  IN  JOINT 
RATES,  FARES  AND  CHARGES ;  THREE  DA7S'  NOTICE  TO 
COMMISSION  OF  REDUCTION  IN  JOINT  RATES,  FARES  AND 
CHARGES ;  POWER  OF  COMMISSION  TO  MAKE  ADVANCES 
OR  REDUCTIONS  PUBLia 

No  advance  shall  be  made  in  joint  rates,  fares  and  charges,  shown  upon 
joint  tariffs,  except  after  ten  days'  notice  to  the  commission,  which  shall 
plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  schedule  then  in 
force,  and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates,  fares  or  charges  will  go  into 
effect.  No  reduction  shall  be  made  in  joint  rates,  fares  and  charges, 
except  after  three  days'  notice,  to  be  given  to  the  commission  as  is  above 
•provided  in  the  case  of  an  advance  of  joint  rates.  The  commission  may 
make  public  such  proposed  advances,  or  such  reductions,  in  such  manner 
as  may,  in  its  judgment,  be  deemed  practicable,  and  may  prescribe  from 
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time  to  time  the  measure  of  publicity  which  common  cairiers  shall  give 
to  advances  or  reductions  in  joint  tariffs. 

JOINT    RATES,  FARES  AND    CaXARGES  NOT    TO    BE  DEVIATEI> 
FROM. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  party  to  any  joint  tariff,, 
to  charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons,  a. 
greater  or  less  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property^ 
or  for  any  services  in  connection  therewith,  between  any  points  as  to  which 
a  joint  rate,  fare  or  charge  is  named  thereon  than  is  specified  in  the 
schedule  filed  with  the  commission  in  force  at  the  time. 

OuMMIBSION    MA7    PRESCRIBE    FORMS     OF    SCHEDITLES  OF 
RATES,  FARES  AND  CHARGES. 

The, commission  may  determine  and  prescribe  the  form  in  which  the- 
schedules  required  by  this  section  to  be  kept  open  to  public  inspection 
shall  be  prepared  and  arranged,  and  may  change  the  form  from  time  to 
time  as  shall  be  found  expedient. 

PENAIiTIES  FOR  NEOIiECT  OR  REFUBAIi  TO  FILE  OR  PUBIalBS 
RATES,  FARES  AND  CHARGES. 

If  any  such  common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  file  or  publish  its 
schedules  or  tan'ifs  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  provided  in  this  section, 
or  any  part  of  the  same,  such  common  carrier  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
penalties  herein  prescribed,  be  subject  to  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  be  issued 
by  any  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  judicial  district  wherda 
the  principal  office  of  said  common  carrier  is  situated,  or  wherein  sucb 
offense  may  be  conunitted,  and  if  such  common  carrier  be  a  foreign  cor- 
poration in  the  judicial  circuit  wherein  such  common  carrier  accepts 
traffic  and  has  an  agent  to  perform  such  service,  to  compel  compliance 
with  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section ;  and  such  writ  shall  issue  uh 
the  name  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  at  the  relation  of  the  com- 
missioners appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the  failure  to 
comply  with  its  requirements  shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  a  contempt; 
and  the  said  commissioners,  as  complainants,  may  also  apply,  in  any  such

SARILT  INTERRUPTED. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract  or  agree- 
ment, expressed  or.  implied,  to  prevent,  by  change  of  time  schedule, 
carriage  in  different  cars,  or  by  other  means  or  devices,  the  carriage  of 
freights  from  being  continuous  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the  place 
of  destination ;  and  no  break  of  bulk,  stoppage,  or  interruption  made  by 
such  common  carrier  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of  freights  from  being  and 
being  treated  as  one  continuous  carriage  from  the  place  of  shipment  to 
the  place  of  destination,  unless  such  break,  stoppage,  or  interruption  was 
made  in  good  faith  for  some  necessary  purpose,  and  without  any  intent 
to  avoid  or  unnecessarily  interrupt  such  continuous  carriage  or  to  evade 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

LT ABILITY  OF  COMMON  CARRIERS  FOR  DAMAGES. 

§  8.  That  in  case  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  do,  cause  to  be  done,  or  permit  to  be  done  any  act,  matter  or 
thing  in  this  act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  shall  omit  to 
do  any  act,  matter  or  thing  in  this  act  required  to  be  done,  such  com- 
mon carrier  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby  for 
the  full  amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of  any  such  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  a  reasonable  counsel  or 
attorney's  fee,  to  be  Cxed  by  the  court  in  every  case  of  recovery,  which 
attorney's  fee  shall  be  taxed  and  collected  as  part  of  the  costs  in  the 
case. 

FBR80NS  CLAIMING  TO  BE  DAMAGED  MAY  COMPLAIN  TO 
COMMISSION  OR  BRING  SUIT  IN  X7NITED  STATES  COURTS; 
OFFICERS,  ETC.,  OF  DEFENDANT   MAY  BE  COMPELLED  TO 


§  9.  That  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to  be  damaged  by  any  com- 
mon carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  either  make  com- 
plaint to  the  commission  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  may  bring  suit 
in  his  or  their  own  behalf  for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  for  which 
such  conmion  carrier  may  be  liable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in 
any  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion ;  but  such  person  or  persons  shall  not  have  the  right  to  pursue  both 
of  said  remedies,  and  must  in  each  case  elect  which  one  of  the  two 
methods  of  procedure  herein  provided  for  he  or  they  will  adopt.  In  any 
such  action  brought  for  the  recovery  of  damages  the  court  before  which 
the  same  shall  be  pending  may  compel  any  director,  officer,  receiver, 
trustee,  or  agent  of  the  corporation  or  company  defendant  in  such  guit 
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to  attend,  appear,  and  testify  in  such  case,  and  may  compel  the  produc- 
tion of  the  books  and  papers  of  such  corporation  or  company  party  to 
any  such  suit ;  the  claim  that  any  such  testimony  or  evidence  may  tend 
to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence  shall  not  excuse  such  wit- 
ness from  testif)nng,  but  such  evidence  or  testimony  shall  not  be  used 
against  such  person  on  the  trial  of  any  criminal  proceeding. 

FENALTIBB  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  ACT  BT  CARRIERS,  THEIR 
OFFICERS  OR  AOEZTTS;  FINB  AND  IMPRISONMENT. 

§  lo.  That  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or,  whenever  such  common  carrier  is  a  corporation,  any  director  or 
officer  thereof,  or  any  receiver,  trustee,  lessee,  agent,  or  person,  acting 
for  or  employed  by  such  corporation,  who,  alone  or  with  any  other  cor- 
poration, company,  person  or  party,  shall  willfully  do  or  cause  to  be  done, 
or  shall  willingly  suffer  or  permit  to  be  done,  any  act,  matter  or  thing  in 
this  act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  who  shall  aid  or  abet 
therein,  or  shall  willfully  omit  or  fail  to  do  any  act,  matter  or  thing  in 
this  act  required  to  be  done,  or  shall  cause  or  willingly  suffer  or  permit 
any  act,  matter  or  thing  so  directed  or  required  by  this  act  to  be  done  not 
to  be  so  done,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  any  such  omission  or  failure,  or  shall 
be  guilty  of  any  infraction  of  this  act,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in 
any  district  court  of  the  United  States  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which 
such  offense  was  committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  five 
thousand  dollars  for  each  oflFense :  Provided^  that  if  the  offense  for  which 
any  person  shall  be  convicted  as  aforesaid  shall  be  an  unlawful  discrimi- 
nation in  rates,  fares,  or  charges,  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
property,  such  person  shall,  in  addition  to  the  fine  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  be  liable  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not 
exceeding  two  years,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

PENALTIES  FOR  FALSE  BILLINa,  ETC.,  B7  CARRIERS,   THEIH 
OFFICERS  OR  AGENTS  ;  FINE  AND  IBOPRISONBAENT. 

Any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or,  whenever 
such  common  carrier  is  a  corporation,  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  any 
person  acting  for  or  employed  by  such  corporation,  who  by  means  of  false 
billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  or  false  report  of  weight,  or  by 
any  other  devise  or  means,  shall  knowingly  and  willfully  assist,  or  shall 
willingly  suffer  or  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  obtain  transportation 
for  property  at  less  than  the  regular  rates  then  established  and  in  foice 
on  the  line  of  transportation  ot  such  common  carrier,  shall  be  deemed 
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guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court 
of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which 
such  offense  was  committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  terra  of  not  ex- 
ceeding two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  offense. 

PENALTIES  FOR  FALSB  BILLINO,  XTTC.,  BT  SHIPPERd  AND 
OTHER  PERSONS ;    FINE  AND   IMPRISOITMENT 

Any  person  and  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  corporation  or  company 
who  shall  deliver  property  for  transportation  to  any  common  carrier, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  for  whom  as  consignor  or  con- 
signee any  such  carrier  shall  transport  property,  who  shall  knowingly  and 
willfully,  by  false  billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  false  repre- 
sentation of  the  contents  of  the  package,  or  false  report  of  weight,  or  by 
any  other  device  or  means,  whether  with  or  without  the  consent  or  con- 
nivance of  the  carrier,  its  agent  or  agents,  obtain  transportation  for  such 
property  at  less  than  the  regular  rates  then  established  and  in  force  on  the 
line  of  transportation,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  fraud,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  within  the  district  in 
which  such  offense  was  committed,  be  subject  for  each  offense  to  a  fine 
of  not  exceedimg  five  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

PENALTIES  FOR  INDUCING  COMMON  CARRIERS  TO  DISCRIMI- 
NATE  UNJUSTLY;  FINE  AND  IMPRISONMENT;  JOINT 
LIABILIT7  ^WITH  CARRIER  FOR  DAMAGES. 

If  any  such  person,  or  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  such  corporation  or 
company,  shall,  by  payment  of  money  or  other  thing  of  value,  solicitation, 
or  otherwise  induce  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents,  to  discriminate  unjustly  in  his,  its, 
or  their  favor  as  against  any  other  consignor  or  consignee  in  the  trans- 
portation of  property,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  any  common  carrier  in  any 
such  unjust  discrimination,  such  person  or  such  officer  or  agent  of  such 
corporation  or  company  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  the  United  States  of 
competent  jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which  such  offense  was 
committed,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars 
or  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  two 
years,  orboth,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  offense ;  and  such 
person,  corporation,  or  company  shall  also,  together  with  said  common 
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carrier,  be  liable  jointly  or  severally,  in  an  action  on  the  case  to  be 
brought  by  any  consignor  or  consignee,  discriminated  against  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  all  damages 
caused  by  or  resulting  therefrom.     {Tlkus  amended  March  2,  1889.) 

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISaiOHER8--HOW  APPOINTED ; 
TERMS  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

g  II.  That  a  commission  is  hereby  created  and  established  to  be 
known  as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  which  shall  be  com- 
posed of  five  commissioners,  who  shall  he  appointed  by  the  President, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  commissioners 
first  appointed  under  this  act  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of 
two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  the  term  of 
each  to  be  designated  by  the  President ;  but  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  for  terms  of  six  years,  except  that  any  person  chosen  to  fill  a 
vacancy  shall  be  appointed  only  for  the  unexpired  time  of  the  commis- 
sioner whom  he  shall  succeed.  Any  commissioner  may  be  removed  by 
the  President  for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  office. 
Not  more  than  three  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  from  the 
same  political  party.  No  person  in  the  employ  of  or  holding  any  official 
relation  to  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  owning  stock  or  bonds  thereof,  or  who  is  in  any  manner  pecuniarily 
interested  therein,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  or  hold  such  office. 
Said  commissioners  shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business,  vocation  or 
employment.  No  vacancy  in  the  commission  shall  impair  the  right  of  the 
remaining  commissioners  to  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  commission.

NESSr3  AND  PRODUCTION  OF  BOOKS  AND  PAPERS. 

§  12.  That  the  commission  hereby  created  shall  have  authority  to 
inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business  of  all  common  carriers  sab« 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  keep  itself  informed  as  to  the 
manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  is  conducted,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  obtain  from  such  common  carriers  full  and  complete  information 
necessary  to  enable  the  commission  to  perform  the  duties  and  carry  out 
the  objects  for  which  it  was  created;  and  the  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  execute  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
act ;  and,  upon  the  reqtiest  of  the  commission,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any 
district  attorney  of  the  United  States  to  whom  the  commission  may 
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apply  to  institute  in  the  proper  couri  and  to  prosecute  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  all  necessary  proceed- 
ings for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  the  punish- 
inent  of  all  violations  thereof ;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  prosc- 
-cution  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the 
courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the 
•commission  shall  have  power  to  require,  by  subpoena,  the  attendance 
-and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  all  books,  papers, 
tariffs,  contracts,  agreements,  and  documents  relating  to  any  maiter 
"under  investigation. 

Such  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  such  documentary 
^evidence,  may  be  required  from  any  place  in  the  United  States,  at  any 
^designated  place  of  hearing.  And  in  case  of  disobedience  to  a  subpoena, 
the  commission,  or  any  party  to  a  proceeding  before  the  conunission, 
Tnay  invoke  the  aid  of  any  court  of  the  United  States  in  requiring  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  pa- 
3)ers  and  documents  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  {As  amended

And  any  of  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  which  such  inquiry  is  carried  on  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or 
refusal  to  obey  a  subpoena  issued  to  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
-provisions  of  this  act,  or  other  person,  issue  an  order  requiring  such 
KTommon  carrier  or  other  person  to  appear  before  said  commission  (and 
produce  books  and  papers  if  so  ordered)  and  give  evidence  touching  the 
■matter  in  question  ;  and  any  failure  to  obey  such  order  of  the  court  may 
"be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt  thereof.  The  claim  that  any 
.•such  testimony  or  evidence  may  tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such 
-evidence  shall  not  excuse  such  witness  from  testifying ;  but  such  evidence 
•or  testimony  shall  not  be  used  against  such  person  on  the  trial  of  any 
•criminal  proceeding. 

COMMISSION    MA7    ORDER    TESTIMONT     TO    BE   TAKEN    BT 
DEPOSITION. 

The  testimony  of  any  witness  may  be  taken,  at  the  instance  of  a  party 
in  any  proceeding  or  investigation  depending  before  the  commission,  by 
-deposition,  at  any  time  after  a  cause  or  proceeding  is  at  issue  on  petition 
and  answer.  The  commission  may  also  order  testimony  to  be  taken  by 
-ceposition  in  any  proceeding  or  investigation  pending  before  it,  at  any 
«tage  of  such  proceeding  or  investigation.  Such  depositions  may  be 
taken  before  any  judge  of  any  court  of  the  United  States,  or  any  com- 
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missioner  of  a  circuit,  or  any  clerk  of  a  district  or  circuit  court,  or  an^ 
chancellor,  justice,  or  judge  of  a  supreme  or  superior  coun,  mayor  or 
chief  magistrate  of  a  city,  judge  of  a  county  court,  or  court  of  common 
pleas  of  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any  notary  public,  not  being  of 
counsel  or  attorney  to  either  of  the  parties,  nor  interested  in  the  event  of 
the  proceeding  or  investigation.  Reasonable  notice  must  first  be  given 
in  writing  by  the  party  or  his  attorney  proposing  to  take  such  deposition 
to  the  opposite  party  or  his  attorney  ot  record,  as  either  may  be  nearest^ 
which  notice  shall  state  the  name  of  the  witness  and  the  time  and  place 
of  the  taking  of  his  depoMtion.  Any  person  may  be  compelled  to  appear 
and  depose,  and  to  produce  documentary  evidence,  in  the  same  manner 
as  witnesses  may  be  compelled  to  appear  and  testify  and  produce  docu- 
mentary evidence  before  the  commission  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Every  person  deposing  as  herein  provided  shall  be  cautioned  and 
sworn  (or  affirm,  if  he  so  request)  to  testify  the  whole  truth,  and  shall  be 
carefully  examined.  His  testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the 
magistrate  taking  the  deposition,  or  under  his  direction,  and  shall,  after 
it  has  been  reduced  to  writing,  be  subscribed  by  the  deponent. 

If  a  witness  whose  testimony  maybe  desired  to  be  taken  by  deposition 
be  in  a  foreign  country,  the  deposition  may  be  taken  before  an  officer  or 
person  designated  by  the  commission,  or  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  by- 
stipulation  in  writing  to  be  filed  with  the  commission.  All  depositions 
must  be  promptly  filed  with  the  commission. 

Witnesses  whose  depositions  are  taken  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the 
magistrate  or  other  officer  taking  the  same,  shall  severally  be  entitled  to> 
the  same  fees  as  are  paid  for  like  services  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States.

§  13.  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  any  mercantile^ 
agricultural  or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body  politic  or  municipal 
organization  complaining  of  anything  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any 
common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  contravention  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  may  apply  to  said  commission  by  petition,  which 
shall  briefly  state  the  facts ;  whereupon  a  statement  of  the  charges  thus 
made  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  commission  to  such  common  carrier,  who* 
shall  be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  to  answer  the  same  in 
writing  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission.  If 
such  common  carrier,  within  the  time  specified,  shall  make  reparation  for 
the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  said  carrier  shall  be  relieved  a£ 
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liability  to  the  complainant  only  for  the  particular  violation  of  law  thus 
complained  of.  If  such  carrier  shall  not  satisfy  the  complaint  within  the 
time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reasonable  ground  for  in- 
vestigating said  complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  in- 
vestigate the  matters  complained  of  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means 
as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Said  commission  shall  in  like  manner  investigate  any  complaint  for- 
warded by  the  railroad  commissioner  or  railroad  commission  of  any  state 
or  territory  at  the  request  of  such  commissioner  or  commission,  and  may 
inftitute  any  inquiry  on  its  own  ^motion  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  effect  as  though  complaint  had  been  made. 

No  complaint  shall  at  any  time  be  dismissed  because  of  the  absence  of

§  14.  That  whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said  commis* 
sion,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in  respect  thereto, 
which  shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the  conclusions  of  the 
commission  are  based,  together  with  its  recommendation  as  to  what  repar- 
ation, if  any,  should  be  made  by  the  common  carrier  to  any  party  or 
parties  who  may  be  found  to  have  been  injured,  and  such  findings  so 
made  shall  thereafter,  in  ail  judicial  proceedings,  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  as  to  each  and  every  fact  found. 

All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  entered 
of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  who  may 
have  complained,  and  to  any  common  carrier  that  may  have  been  com- 
plained of.     {TAus  amended  March  2,  1889.) 

REPORTS  AND  DECISIONS;  AUTHORIZED  PUBLICATION  TO  BE 
COMPETENT  EVIDENCE ;  PUBLICATION  AND  DISTRIBU- 
TION OF  ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  COBCBC[SSION. 

The  commission  may  provide  for  the  publication  of  its  reports  and 
decisions  in  such  form  and  manner  as  may  be  best  adapted  for  public 
information  and  use,  and  such  authorized  publications  shall  be  competent 
evidence  of  the  reports  and  decisions  of  the  commission  therein  contained, 
in  all  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  several  states,  without  any 
further  proof  or  authentication  thereof.  The  commission  may  also  cause 
to  be  printed  for  early  distribution  its  annual  reports. 

NOTICE  TO  COMMON  CARRIERS  TO  CEASE  FROM  VIOLATION 
OF  ACT;  COMPLIANCE  WITH  NOTICE  TO  CEASE  FROM

§  15.  That  if  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by 
said  commission  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
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aaission,  either  by  the  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other  evidence,  that  any- 
thing has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
•of  this  act,  or  of  any  law  cognizable  by  said  commission,  by  any  common 
carrier,  or  that  any  injury  or  damage  has  been  sustained  by  the  party  or 
parties  complaining,  or  by  other  parties  aggrieved  in  consequence  of  any 
such  violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  forthwith  cause 
3,  copy  of  its  report  in  respect  thereto  to  be  delivered  to  such  common 
carrier,  together  with  a  notice  to  said  common  carrier  to  cease  and  desist 
:from  such  violation,  or  to  make  reparation  for  the  injury  so  found  to  have 
been  done,  or  both,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  ccMn- 
inission  ;  and  if,  within  the  time  specified,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to 
the  commission  that  such  common  carrier  has  ceased  from  such  violation

§  1 6.  That  whenever  any  common  carrier,  as  defined  in  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  vic^ate,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey 
or  perform  any  lawful  order  or  requirement  of  the  commiiision  created 
by  this  act,  not  founded  upon  a  controversy  requiring  a  trial  by  jury,  as 
provided  by  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commission  or  for  any  company  or  per- 
son interested  in  such  order  or  requirement  to  apply  in  a  summary  way, 
l)y  petition,  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  sitting  in  equity  in 
the  judicial  district  in  which  the  common  carrier  complained  of  has  its 
principal  office,  or  in  which  the  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or 
requirement  shall  happen,  alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience,  as  the 
case  may  be;  and  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter,  on  such  short  notice  to  the  common  carrier  complained  of  as 
the  court  shall  deem  reasonable ;  and  such  notice  may  be  served  on  such 
•common  carrier,  his  or  its  officers,  agents  or  servants  in  such  manner  as 
the  court  shall  direct ;  and  said  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  deter- 
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mine  the  matter  speedily  as  a  court  of  equity,  and  without  the  formal 
pleadings  and  proceedings  applicable  to  ordinary  suits  in  equity,  but  in 
such  manner  as  to  do  justice  in  the  premises ;  and  to  this  end  such  court 
shall  have  power,  if  it  think  fit,  to  direct  and  prosecute  in  such  mode  and 
by  such  persons  as  it  may  appoint,  all  such  inquiries  as  the  court  may 
think  needful  to  enable  it  to  form  a  just  judgment  in  the  matter  of  such 
petition ;  and  on  such  hearing  the  findings  of  fact  in  the  report  of  said 
commission  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated ; 
and  if  it  be  made  to  appear  to  such  court,  on  such  hearing  or  on  report  of 
any  such  person  or  persons,  that  the  lawful  order  or  requirement  of  said 
commission  drawn  in  question  has  been  violated  or  disobeyed,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  court  to  issue  a  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper  proc- 
ess, mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  restrain  such  common  carrier  from  fur- 
ther  continuing  such  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or  require- 
ment of  said  commission,  and  enjoining  obedience  to  the  same ;  and  in 
case  of  any  disobedience  of  any  such  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper 
process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  court  to  issue 
"writs  of  attachment,  or  any  other  process  of  said  court  incident  or  appli- 
cable to  writs  of  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise, 
against  such  common  carrier,  and  if  a  corporation,  against  one  or  more 
of  the  directors,  officers,  or  agents  of  the  same,  or  against  any  owner, 
lessee,  trustee,  receiver,  or  other  person  failing  to  obey  such  writ  of  injunc- 
tion, or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise ;  and  said  court 
may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  make  an  order  directing  such  common  carrier  of 
other  person  so  disobeying  such  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper  process, 
mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  pay  such  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  for 
each  carrier  or  person  in  default  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  every 
day,  after  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order,  that  such  carrier  or  other  per- 
son shall  fail  to  obey  such  injunction  or  other  proper  process,  mandatory 
or  otherwise ;  and  such  moneys  shall  be  payable  as  the  court  shall  direct, 
either  to  the  party  complaining  or  into  court  to  abide  the  ultimate  decision 
of  the  court,  or  into  the  treasury ;  and  payment  thereof  may,  without 
prejudice  to  any  other  mode  of  recovering  the  same,  be  enforced  by 
attachment  or  order  in  the  nature  of  a  writ  of  execution,  in  like  manner 
as  if  the  same  had  been  recovered  by  a  final  decree  in  personam  in  such 
court.  When  the  subject  in  dispute  shall  be  of  the  value  of  two  thousand 
dollars  or  more,  either  party  to  such  proceeding  before  said  court  may

If  the  matters  involved  in  any  such  order  or  requirement  of  said  j 
commission  are  founded  upon  a  controversy  requiring  a  trial  by  jury, 
as  provided  by  the  seventh  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  any  such  common  carrier  shall  violate  or  refuse 
or  neglect  to  obey  or  perform  the  same,  after  notice  given  by  said 
commission  as  provided  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  company  or  person  interested  in  such  order  or  re- 
quirement to  apply  in  a  summary  way  by  petition  to  the  Circuit  Court 
of  the  United  States  sitting  as  a  court  of  law  in  the  judicial  district 
in  which  the  carrier  complained  of  has  its  principal  office,  or  in 
which  the  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or  requirement 
shall  happen,  alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience  as  the  case  may 
be  ;  and  said  court  shall  by  its  order  then  fix  a  time  and  place  for 
the  trial  of  said  cause,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  forty  days  from  the  time  said  order  is  made,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  marshal  of  the  district  in  which  said  proceeding  is  pend- 
ing to  forthwith  serve  a  copy  of  said  petition,  and  of  said  order^ 
upon  each  of  the  defendants,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  defend- 
ants to  file  their  answers  to  said  petition  within  ten  days  after  the 
service  of  the  same  upon  them  as  aforesaid.  At  the  trial  the  find- 
ings of  fact  of  said  commission  as  set  forth  in  its  report  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated,  and  if  either 
party  shall  demand  a  jury  or  shall  omit  to  waive  a  jury,  the  court  r 
shall,  by  its  order,  direct  the  marshal  forthwith  to  summon  a  jury 
to  try  the  cause  ;  but  if  all  the  parties  shall  waive  a  jury  in  writing, 
then  the  court  shall  try  the  issues  in  said  cause  and  render  its  judg- 
ment thereon.  If  the  subject  in  dispute  shall  be  of  the  value  of  two 
thousand  dollars  or  more,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  under  the  same  regulations  now  provided 
by  law  in  respect  to  security  for  such  appeal ;  but  such  appeal  must 
be  taken  within  twenty  days  from  the  day  of  the  rendition  of  the 
judgment  of  said  Circuit  Court.     If  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit 
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Court  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  party  complaining,  he  or  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  a  reasonable  counsel  or  attorney's  fee  to  be  fixed 
by  the  court,  which  shall  be  collected  as  part  of  the  costs  in  the 
case.

§  17.  That  the  commission  may  conduct  its  proceedings  in  such 
manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  business  and 
to  the  ends  of  justice.  A  majority  of  the  commission  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  no  commis- 
sioner shall  participate  in  any  hearing  or  proceeding  in  which  he  has 
any  pecuniary  interest.  Said  commission  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  or  amend  such  general  rules  or  orders  as  may  be  requisite  for 
the  order  and  regulation  of  proceedings  before  it,  including  forms  of 
notices  and  the  service  thereof,  which  shall  conform,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  to  those  in  use  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  Any 
party  may  appear  before  said  commission  and  be  heard,  in  person  or 
by  attorney.  Every  vote  and  official  act  of  the  commission  shall  be 
entered  of  record,  and  its  proceedings  shall  be  public  upon  the  re- 
quest of  either  party  interested.  Said  commission  shall  have  an 
official  seal,  which  shall  be  judicially  noticed.  Either  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  commission  may  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  and 
sign  subpoenas.      {Thus  amended  March  2,  1889.)

§  18.  That  each  commissioner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
judges  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  commission  shall 
appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  like  manner.  The  commission 
shall  have  authority  to  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such 
other  employes  as  it  may  find  necessary  to  the  proper  performance 
of  its  duties.

§  19.  That  the  principal  office  of  the  commission  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  where  its  general  sessions  shall  be  held;  but 
whenever  the  convenience  of  the  public  or  the  parties  may  be 
promoted  or  delay  or  expense  prevented  thereby,  the  commission 
may  hold  special  sessions  in  any  part  of  the  United  States.

§  20.  That  the  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  annual 
reports  from  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  fix  the  time  and  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  reports 
shall  be  made,  and  to  require  from  such  carriers  specific  answers  to 
all  questions  upon  which  the  commission  may  need  information. 
Such  annual  reports  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
issued,  the  amounts  paid  therefor,  and  the  manner  of  payment  for 
the  same;  the  dividends  paid,  the  surplus  fund,  if  any,  and  the  num- 
ber of  stockholders;  the  funded  and  floating  debts  and  the  interest 
paid  thereon;  the  cost  and  value  of  the  carrier's  property,  franchises 
and  equipments ;  the  number  of  employes  and  the  salaries  paid  each 
class,  the  amounts  expended  for  improvements  each  year,  how  ex- 
pended and  the  character  of  such  improvements;  the  earnings  and 
receipts  from  each  branch  of  business  and  from  all  sources;  the 
operating  and  other  expenses;  the  balances  of  profit  and  loss;  and  a 
complete  exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  carrier  each  year, 
including  an  annual  balance  sheet.  Such  report  shall  also  contain 
such '  information    in    relation    to  rates    or  regulations    concern* 
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tng  fares  or  freights,  or  agreements,  arrangements  or  contracts  with, 
other  common  carriers,  as  the  commission  may  require;  and  the  said 
commission  may,  within  its  discretion,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling- 
it  the  better  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  prescribe  (if  ia 
the  opinion  of  the  commission  it  is  practicable  to  prescribe  such 
uniformity  and  methods  of  keeping  accounts)  a  period  of  time  within, 
which  all  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
have,  as  near  as  may  be,  a  uniform  system  of  accounts,  and  the  man-* 
ner  in  which  such  accounts  shall  be  kept. 

ANNUAL  RBPORTS  OF  THE  COMMISSION  TO   CONGRESS. 

§  21,  That  the  commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember in  each  year,  make  a  report,  which  shall  be  transmitted  to 
congress,  and  copies  of  which  shall  be  distributed  as  are  the  other 
reports  transmitted  to  congress.  This  report  shall  contain  such  in- 
formation and  data  collected  by  the  commission  as  may  be  consid- 
ered of  value  in  the  determination  of  questions  connected  with  the 
regulation  of  commerce,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  to- 
additional  legislation  relating  thereto  as  the  commission  may  deem. 
necessary;  and  the  names  and  compensation  of  the  persons  employed, 
by  said  commission.     {Thus  amended  March  2,  1889.)

§  22.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  carriage,  storage^ 
or  handling  of  property  free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the  United. 
States,  state  or  municipal  governments,  or  for  charitable  purposes, 
or  to  or  from  fairs  and  expositions  for  exhibition  thereat,  or  the  free- 
carriage  of  destitute  and  homeless  persons  transported  by  charitable- 
societies,  and  the  necessary  agents  employed  in  such  transportation, 
or  the  issuance  of  mileage,  excursion  or  commutation  passenger 
tickets;  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  com- 
mon carrier  from  giving  reduced  rates  to  mmisters  of  religion,  or  to- 
municipal  governments  for  the  transportation  of  indigent  persons, 
or  to  inmates  of  the  National  Homes  or  State  Homes  for  Disabled 
Volunteer  Soldiers,  and  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors*  Orphan  Homes,  in- 
cluding those  about  to  enter  and  those  returning  home  after  dis- 
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charge,  under  arrangements  with  the  boards  of  managers  of  said 
homes;  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  railroads 
from  giving  free  carriage  to  their  own  officers  and  employes,  or  to 
prevent  the  principal  officers  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies 
from  exchanging  passes  or  tickets  with  other  railroad  companies  for 
their  officers  and  employes;  and  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
in  any  way  abridge  or  alter  the  remedies  now  existing  at  common

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AN  ACT  in  relation  to  testimony  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, and  in  cases  or  proceedings  under  or  connected  with  an  act 
entitled  "  An  act  to  regtdate  commerce,"  approved  February  fourth, 
eighteen  himdred  and  eighty-seven,  and  amendments  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  no  person  shall  be 
excused  from  attending  and  testif3ang  or  from  producing  books, 
papers,  tariff,  contracts,  agreements  and  documents  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  or  in  obedience  to  the  sub- 
poena of  the  commission,  whether  such  subpoena  be  signed  or  issued  by 
one  or  more  commissioners,  or  in  any  cause  or  proceeding,  criminal  or 
otherwise,  based  upon  or  growing  out  of  any  alleged  violation  of  the  act 
of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  commerce,"  approved  February 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  or  of  any  amendment  thereof 
on  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  documen- 
tary or  otherwise,  required  of  him,  may  tend  to  criminate  him  or  subject 
bim  to  a  penalty  or  forfeiture.  But  no  person  shall  be  prosecuted  or 
subjected  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of  any  transac- 
tion, matter  or  thing,  concerning  which  he  may  testify,  or  produce  evi-

AN  ACT  to  promote  the  safety  of  employes  and  travelers  upon  railroads 
by  compelling  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  to 
equip  their  cars  with  automatic  couplers  and  continuous  brakes  and 
their  locomotives  with  driving-wheel  brakes,  and  for  other  purposes. 

That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  earner  engaged  in  in- 
terstate commerce  by  railroad  to  use  on  its  line  any  locomotive  engine 
in  moving  interstate  traffic  not  equipped  with  a  power  driving-wheel  brake 
And  appliances  for  operating  the  train-brake  system,  or  to  run  any  train 
in  such  traffic  after  said  date  that  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  in  it 
so  equipped  with  power  or  train  brakes  that  the  engineer  on  the  locomo- 
tive drawing  such  train  can  control  its  speed  without  requiring  brakemen 
to  use  the  common  hand  brake  for  that  purpose. 

§  2.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  common  carrier  to  haul  or 
permit  to  be  hauled  or  used  on  its  line  any  car  used  in  moving  interstate 
traffic  not  equipped  with  couplers  coupling  automatically  by  impact,  and 
-which  can  be  uncoupled  without  the  necessity  of  men  going  between  the 
ends  of  the  cars. 

§  3.  That  when  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  engaged  in 
interstate  commerce  by  railroad  shall  have  equipped  a  sufficient  number 
of  its  cars  so  as  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act, 
it  may  lawfully  refuse  to  receive  from  connecting  lines  of  road  or  shippers 
any  cars  not  equipped  sufficiently,  in  accordance  with  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  with  such  power  or  train  brakes  as  will  work  and  readily  inter- 
change with  the  brakes  in  use  on  its  own  cars,  as  required  by  this  act 

§  4.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  use  any  car  in 
interstate  commerce  that  is  not  provided  with  secure  grab  irons  or  hand- 
holds in  the  ends  and  sides  of  each  car  for  greater  security  to  men  in 
-coupling  and  uncoupling  cars. 

§  5,  That  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the  American 
Railway  Association  is  authorized  hereby  to  designate  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  the  standard  height  of  drawbars  for  freight  cars,
